Mr. Wagner: 


In regard to the three bills, I also 
agree to vote aye is the correct way to 
go because this gives clarity to an 
issue. Not that a reduction in 
Councilmembers is a good idea, I simply 
don't think that right now is the proper 
time that that should be considered. By 
putting this one simple question on the 
ballot we are clarifying the issue, we are 
taking issue out of the hands of the 
politicians and we are letting the public 
decide whether or not they want Council 
at large or Council by district. 


I believe that's the proper way to 
go. The best public hearing on any issue 
is a referendum, A referendum is the 
truest form of participatory democracy 
and I believe that the public will decide 
what their decision will be.

Mr. Givens: 


Tl go back in a little history within 
the Council. In 1981 this Council came 
up with a three-headed monster; at 
large, by district, and a combination of 
both. At that particular time I pleaded 
with the Council to put forward one bill 
that would give the people of Pittsburgh, 
who were voting, a consistent vote on 
either by district or at large or a 
combination, but only one of those three, 
not all three of them. 


Today I see three different bills 
before me. I can't believe that anyone 
going to the voting booth would 
understand what this council is trying to 
do by putting three bills before it with 


double and sometimes triple 
combinations upon the voting mahcine. I 
think the issue is before this legislative 
body that certain people want you to go 
Councilmen by district. 


We are at large already; everybody 
know that. So we're going by Council by 
district. I plead with all the 
Councilpeople to scrap all these, come in 
with one bill, Council by district, and 
have the people vote it up or vote it 
down, and it's a nice, clear, sane, cut 
decision. Let the people of the City of 
Pittsburgh decide what form of 
government they want. I pleaded it six 
years ago and Til plead it here again 
today.

Mr, Wagner: 


Seeing that we are going to vote on 
this, members of Council, I would like to 
make a comment in regard to all three 
bills. It refers to all three which will 
Save me comment on the third later. 


But that we are sitting now with a 
proposed referendum question on the 
ballot in May, and the question reallly in 
front of this Council that has been 
discussed at length at this table away 
from this table, in the media, by many 
neighborhood groups, and many other 
people throughout the City, political and 
non-political, is whether or not the 
question of district elections will 
continue to be in the forefront in the 
future and whether or not we will get an 
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answer as to whether or not the public 


wants or does not want district 
elections. The politicians have talked 
about it at length, at great length, going 
back approximately five years many 
members of this Council, many of you 
have been more a part of it than I have 
been in the past. There was a previous 
referendum, I believe, back in 1982 or 
1981. There is a court case pending, 
The issue really is a very simple issue. It 
is a geographical issue. Everyone talks 
about — well, district elections is really 
a political issue meaning democratic 
representation on City Council which has 
been the case for 40 years. There has 
been also some minority party 
representation, meaning Republican 
Party or others. A lot have said that it 
is a racial issue. Seeing that we do not 
have a black on Council right now 
today. Others have said that it is a 
sexual issue in that we don't have enough 
female representation. The issue really 
basically is geographical, and 
geographical only. And the question is, 
does the public want their 
Councilmembers represented in a 
geographical area of the City, no matter 
whether they are Democrats, 
Republicans; no matter what their ethnic 
origin is, no matter what their sexual 
origin is. 


So, that is the question. It is a 
very simple question, geographical 
representaiton versus at large 
representation. And the more we can 
simplify that issue, the sooner we can 
resolve the issue, and the best way to 
simplify it and to resolve it, I believe, is 
to break it down into two questions and 
let the public decide what they want, and 
take it out of the hands of the 
politicians. And I personally believe that 
it should be two questions. I would 
support two questions, and two questions 
only, and that has been my position all 
along. Changing the numbers of Council 
from nine. to seven, we are really talking 
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about something else, something that has 
merit, something that should be 
considered, but I think at this point in 
time we are clouding the issue in that we 
are talking about something else; the 
reduction of the legislative body. 


So, for that reason, I favor 
clarifying the issue, zeroing in on the 
intent here, an the intent is at large 
elections versus geographical 
representation or by district elections, 
and obviously that can be accomplished 
in one clean cut bill, and for that reason, 
Isupport it.

I would like to make a comment, 
Mr. President. As indicated, the purpose 
of this resolution is to identify the up- 
coming week that relates to the sanctity 
of life for both born and unborn, 


With us we have Claudia Berthold 
and three children who I think she is 
going to identify, who would like to make 
a comment also. But I would, hopefully, 
request your positive vote on this 
resolution. It's very meaningful. 


Michelle Madoff: 


I am abstaining on this because it 
doesn't belong in this forum. 


Mr. Wagner: 


Claudia, Maybe you would like to 
say a few words on this and maybe you'd 
like to introduce these three youngsters. 


Ms. Berthold: 


This is my son Jason, my little girl 
Emily, and my son Joshua. And I have 
another son Chris who is still in school. 


Ijust want to thank you very much 
on behalf of people concerned for the 
unborn child and all the voiceless, inborn 
children who ‘we speak for on their 
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behalf, and also for all the mothers who 
have experienced very hard problem 
pregnancies but through the help of very 
positive programs have brought their 
babies to term, and also for all the 
mothers who are experiencing problem 
pregnancies so that through your 
example and the example of other people 
we can also help them. 


‘We also want to invite everyone 
here to join us on January 22nd in 
marching to Washington to urge our 
legislators to vote for a human life 
amendment that would protect children 
from the very earliest stages to their 
natural death. Thank you. 


The Chair: 
Thank you very much. 
Michelle Madoff: 


Discussion, I believe that every 
member of this Council has great 
concern for human life, including those 
children in countries where there is no 
food and they're dying of starvation and 
the people in this country who are living 
in the street and I would think that that 
is our basic concern. But since there is a 
federal law that takes care of this issue 
and does not belong in City Council and 
there are diverse opinions on this Council 
and in this whole City, I believe it is an 
inappropriate forum and, as a matter of 
fact, I will vote no. 


Mr, Givens: 


I'd just like to make one comment, 
if- I might, Mr. President. . Along with 
this a very interesting affair is going to 
happen up in New Castle on the 20th, the 
night before the march in Washington, 
D.C. on the 21st. In that vigil that they 
are going to have, they are lighting 4000 
candles, Each of those candles signify a 
child--that -hag been aborted in this 


country, and multiply that out times the 
number of days in the year, and the 
impact then comes home. And I don't 
think anybody in this Council would want 
to go to their maker knowing that they 
do not disapprove of what is happening in 
this country today. That 4000 equates 
out to the City of Pittsburgh having a 
population of almost four times the size 
of our 390,000 population. Almost 1.4 
million children are being aborted 
otherwise in this country of ours. 


If many of us believe in God, and I 
think all of us do, but if we do not, I 
mean, for you to go up and see your 
maker with that on your back by not 
supporting this, then I think that is 
something that would be awful terrible 
for anybody to live with, 


It's not just the unborn. What, 
happens to women who have the 
abortions and the mental anguish that 
they must live with, and their particular 
husband or boyfriend, whatever the case 
might be, what they have to live with, is 
something that all of them have to live 
with for the rest of their lives. That is 
not a told story either. And when people 
truly have the options to go and seek 
counsel and in the case of young children 
to seek the counsel of their mom and 
their dad and their elder brothers and 
sisters, we wouldn't have this wrath that 
we have upon us of 4000 unborn children 
going to waste and being destroyed by 
the most insidious means of torture I 
think that man has devised. 


WHICH MOTION PREVAILED. 
Michelle Madoff: 


On another subject. Id like to 
make a correction on'a bill that was 
introduced today, Mr. Perry. The bill 
was introduced that we vote on each 
Committee Meeting, at only one 
meeting. -I-want it at both meetings, 
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both the Monday meeting and the 
Wednesday meeting. Would you please 
amend that? 


Secondly, I asked Mr. Woods, our 
President, whether we had a hearing 
scheduled for Alcosan and you said that 
there was. I spoke to Mike Perry and I 
believe there is not but someone else 
said there's on on the 20th. I'd like to 
get that clarified. Is there a hearing on 
the 20th or is there not? 


The Chair: 


There is a hearing on the 20th. It 
is not on that appointment. I was wrong; 
I thought we had set that hearing. We 
haven't done it yet but we'll do it this 
week, 


Since you're on the subject, I am 
going to cancel the hearing that we have 
scheduled for the 20th, cancel the 
meeting that we have scheduled for the 
20th — 


Michelle Madoff: 


What was the subject matter, Mr. 
President? 


The Chair: 


A home on Western Avenue or 
something. We will not have a quorum 
that day. In fact, I'm going to ask for a 
motion shortly that we meet January 
22nd at 10:00 a.m., that's a Thursday, for 
our Legislative Meeting because 
everybody is going to Harrisburg on the 
20th and we will not have a quorum. 


Michelle Madoff: 
You didn't answer my question. 
The Chair: 


I will schedule it this week; I didn't 


do it. 
Michelle Madoff: 


Okay, that was one item. I have 
another more important, or as important, 
item to relate. 


We had a — I'm going to attribute 
it to an oversite because I can't believe 
that this Council deliberately acted to 
maliciously penalize a female member of 
the staff of Council and I think it was an 
inadvertent error and I don't know how 
we can correct that error. When we 
were voting in our private session which 
we are entitled to have privately under 
the new Sunshine Law, as to how 
members of Council staff would get paid, 
I don't mean our personal staff but I 
mean the staff of Council, Mike Perry's 
staff. It was moved and approved that 
Mr. Perry would get an increase, and 
someone said at that point, "Well, we 
have to adjust the salary of Linda 
Johnson, our Assistant City Clerk" and 
everyone assumed, as I did, that that 
would be in the manner in which it has 
always been done, that they would be 
parity. We've always increased the 
Assistant City Clerk's salary to be within 
a certain frame balance of the Clerk. 
No one bothered to say, and we are all 
guilty of that, what is the number and 
how will it be changed because the 
statement was made that we would have 
to change her salary to be commensurate 
with what it has always been, in line with 
the gap that has always existed. 


Unfortunately, this was not done 
and the end result was that the City 
Clerk and Assistant City Clerk's salary 
positions have always been a $3000 
margin and that goes back as far as the 
1950s. So, I'm not sure if we're aware of 
that fact. Going back to the 1950s there 
was never more than $3000 difference 
between the Assistant City Clerk and the 
Clerk and at that time, of course, it was

not Miss Johnson, it was somebody who 
since died and was a very fine 
gentleman, 


We voted for an increase for the 
City Clerk at $5000 and the Assistant 
City Clerk at $2500. This has now 
widened the margine to $5000 between 
the two positions. Is everybody aware of 
that? There is now a $5000 gap between 
the City Clerk and the Assistant City 
Clerk and I think if you ask the City 
Clerk how he felt, I think he would say 
that she should get her money because 
she does a good job. I don't think he 
would oppose it but its not his decision to 
make, and I don't think he was aware 
that this did take place, or if he was he 
certainly didn't tell me and neither did 
Linda Johnson. I just happened to 
stumble on this. 


So, due to an oversite, I would like 
to make a motion that in January, before 
we close the budget, that we amend the 
error and correct the inequity to the 
Assistant City Clerk so that the 
discrepency between the two salaries is 
not $5000 but $3000 and I must remind 
you that the 1983 Budget will raise the 
salary positions of the Assistant City 
Clerk because of the same type of 
imbalance. We always keep those two 
salaries within $3000 of each other and 
we need to be more consistent and more 
aware of our voting practices as we have 
in the past. 


I guess what I'm asking is that 
Council not penalize our Assistant City 
Clerk because she is female, because 
that is how its going to appear to the 
world. If it was a male this would not 
have happened. And I would Bke to have 
the inequity corrected. 


Mrs. Masloff: 


We vote for no raise at all. 


Michelle Madoff: 


No, we voted for Mike Perry's 
raise. 


Mrs. Masloff: 


I didn't; I voted for no raises at all, 
for anybody. 


Michelle Madoff: 


But since those two raises are 
there, I can assure you, if the Assistant 
City Clerk were male, it would not be 
allowed to happen and our former 
President really went to bat and said 
that there should not be more of that 
Kind of discrepancy. The City Clerk will 
tell you, he’s been very ill and out for a 
long time, that the Assistant City Clerk 
carries a lot of work to make her 
workload increase tremendously and it is 
unfair an inequitable and I would like 
that correction to be made and I make 
that in the form of a motion. Is anyone 
not going to support the motion that we 
have equity among — 


The Chair: 


I knew what I was doing; I'm the 
one that made the motion. 


Michelle Madoff: 


You Knew that when we voted 
there was a $5000 difference between 
the two and you knew that we've always 
had only $3000 difference and you didn't 
care that it changed? 


The Chair: 


Yes, I knew but you're saying the 
wrong thing. I did care because I'm the 
one that proposed the changes. But I'm 
saying that you voted for neither one. 
Let's make that perfectly clear. 











Michelle Madoff: 


That is correct. And I'm saying 
that when the bill passed, tradition has 
always been that we will have — 


The Chair: 


There's a motion on the floor. Is 
there a second? Before we have any 
further discussion we're going to see if 
there's a second. Is there a second? 


- Seeing that there's no second, the 
motion dies, 


Mr. O'Malley: 


I guess this is under New Business 
or Old Business. Last week I was in 
Chicago taking some _ classes at 
Northwest University and I was told that 
a rumor was started that I was going to 
leave Council and not run for re-election 
and be. appointed to the Alcosan Board. 
Td like to know from Michelle how-that 
rumor got started because it certainly is 
not true. 


Michelle Madoff: 


I didn't say that you were going to 
leave Council, I said that there was a 
story that someone came to me from an 
unbelievably reliable source and said, 
"What do you think about Mr. O'Malley 
being President of Alcosan, Chairman of 
Alcosan?" I said, "What?" There were 
six people in the restaurant and my aide 
said, "Why is Michelle screaming?" That 
came as a great shock and news to me 
and I subsequently made several phone 
calls to a number of sources; I won't 
mention names, who also were surprised 
to hear that but I also spoke to Mr. 
Creehan and Mr. Creehan said that the 
reason he ‘believed that the rumor got 
started was that he has many options 
open to him, not’the least of which is to 
go ‘into his own business, and that at 


some point he probably would leave but 
because of his connection with Casey 
that was very normal and natural 
speculation. 


I then looked at the makeup of the 
Alcosan Board and the Alcosan Board, I 
found out, does the appointing of the 
Chairman of the Board and should Mr.

You are to direct all question to 
me and I think this is getting a little 
ridiculous. 


Michelle Madoff: 


So do I and I think it was ridiculous 
of him to ask the question. 


Mr. O'Malley: 


I want to direct this statemen to 
the Chair, if I may. Ms. Madoff's 
reliable source is no longer reliable 
because it certainly is not true that Mr. 
Creehan is leaving. I think Mr. Creehan 
is staying and I think he's one of the‘ best 
directors in the County and I think he is 
doing an outstanding job and he certainly 
deserves the support of this Council.

And I would ask my colleagues to 
vote in favor of discussing these bills at 
today’s Wednesday session at 2:00. We 
had them in a timely fashion; it was a 
breakdown in our own affairs and if 
everyone recalls, we would have 
discussed this on Tuesday and we would 
have had our regular meeting but Council 
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chose not to meet on Tuesday or 
Wednesday and instead to go to 
Harrisburg for the inauguration. It is our 
fault all the way around and that's why I 
think that we should discuss these bills 
and I will ask you to vote in favor of 
waiting Rule 8 and then it wouldn't have 
been two days, it would have been the 
normal ten days. 


Mr, Givens: 


I just wanted to say the same thing 
and the fact that the bills are just being 
introduced, if we want to hold them this 
afternoon we could hold them for 
another week if people need discussion. 
But I don't think there's anything unusual 
about the bills themselves. I think most 
of us were aware of what is happening 
over there. These are actions that 
happen previously in this Council. The 
plan of the Northside, the North Shore 
Development, all of us have copies of 
that. This is just legislation coming 
down to implement that particular plan 
that we've all had in our possession. 


Mr. Wagner: 


Mr. President, if I may. I would 
totally disagree. We have never had a 
plan that proposes what is being done in 
this legislation. This was a very recent 
development; this Council is being asked 
to judge it in a matter of hours, a major 
change in the road system around Three 
Rivers Stadium. That's basically what is 
being proposed here in this legislation, 
and the cost of doing that is extremely 
significant to the taxpayers. 
Consequently, I think Council should 
have enough time to'study the issue as it 
does each and every other issue that 
comes in front of this Council. I know I 
have not had legislation in all of your 
boxes at least one day in advance and 
that legislation was not entertained in 
this Council. An exception is being made 
for this legislation and not only is an 


exception being made but the fact is that 
we will have hours until we will be voting 
on this legislation. Therefore, we have 
no time to do any research on it. 


The Chair: 


We're not going to debate this; 
we're getting into the bill itself. 


Once again, I would ask you to vote 
in favor of this motion. It is Council's 
fault. We chose to go to Harrisburg for 


the inauguration and not do our business 
and that's why we're having it today.

I as an individual in my lifetime 
stationed in military bases in the South 
have walked over much of the same 
territory that Martin Luther and the 
Freedom Riders that used to come 
through the state of Florida and the 
Panhandle of Florida where I was 
stationed at at that particular time. It 
was our church, Saint Mary's Catholic 
Church, and I'm very proud of it, weaving 
in and out along Highway 98, there was 
no Interstate at that time, it was 
Highway 98, and we provided food and 
whatever necessities we thought the 
Freedom Riders would need because in 
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those years, as they went through the 
various communities, in some places they 
were not welcome. And we would go out 
and do that. And I remember them 
cutting off the little switch twigs or 
branches from the willow trees that were 
very abundant in this particular marshy 
area, and I don't know if you've ever been 
touched with one of those little wicker 
things from a willow tree but they have a 
real good snap on them, and as we 
handed food into the busses the local 
people in some cases would come out 
there and do that. 


So, it is a reality to me to know 
what was happening right there and to all 
of us, Martin Luther, what he stands for, 
is that he wanted to do it in a peaceful 
way and what he recognized in our 
society, that good people, everywhere, 
will stand shoulder to shoulder and do 
this right for all the people of this 
country. And that's why he is being so 
recognized here today. 


Another thing, Mr. President, it is 
very interesting to note that this Council 
of the City of “Pittsburgh so declare 
Martin Luther King's birthday as a City 
holiday, one of the first cities in the 
nation to have done that. So, we have, 
here in Pittsburgh, set that particular 
pace and I was very happy to go along 
with that. 


I don't know if any of you would 
like to say a word'on behalf of Martin 
Luther. We know that the day is a little 
bit late and the fact that Monday was 
our normal session and that was our 
holiday, and Tuesday and Wednesday the 
Councilmembers, most of them, were up 
in Harrisburg swearing in our new 
Governor. If one might step forward and 
just mention something in regards to 
Martin Luther King, please. 


Leon W. Howard, Jr.: 


It is indeed an honor and a pleasure 
to be presented this proclamation from 
the City of Pittsburgh to an organization 
that has been striving to bring about 
equality, realizing that a community 
divided will not stand, realizing the 
things that happen in the Hill District 
affects those that occur in Homewood. 
We have a president of the NAACP that 
exemplifies the kind of things that 
Martin Luther King lived and died for. 
It's not necessarily a celebration but a 
commemoration of his birthday and his 
activities and his forthrighteousness. 
Thank you very much.

Mr. DePasquale seconded the motion. 
Which motion prevailed. 
Mr. Givens: 


I had the opportunity with Harvey, 
and the first time I really met him in an 
official capacity was when, in fact, he 
was the President of the Pittsburgh 
Police Black Guardian Association. In 
there, I held Harvey's hand because their 
meeting, if I can recall some twelve or 
thirteen years ago when I became a 
Councilman, started out with each and 
every one holding hands and having a 
prayer to God as we do within this 
Council. As we open up our meetings 
within this Council we pray that we have 
peace in this world and that we all work 
together as human beings. 


Harvey, and I've seen him in many 
areas on the political side, on the 
business side, on the Housing Authority; 
Ive had counsel. from him and I have 
sought’ counsel in some of the hard major 
decisions that I have made as a 


Councilman here. I've asked Harvey for 
his input in my decision-making here as 
I'm sure all of the Councilpeople have. 
He's a very active person; he develops 
and puts out to his community, not just 
on Stanton Heights where he lives, but 
throughout the City of Pittsburgh as that 
President of the NAACP for six terms. 
We all know that even here in Council or 
any elected body, for anyone to sustain 
that type of drive over such a long period 
of time — Some people might think, 
Harvey, when is this guy going to burn 
out, and he'll never burn out because he 
has dedicated his life to his community 
and all of us know that that means 
tremendous sacrifice to his family 
because he is never at home. Generally 
speaking, he goes from meeting to 
meeting to meeting. He's out in the 
community, he's very active, and we 
thank you and I know your community 
thanks you, Harvey, for the great works 
that you have done, 


Td like you to come forward and 
say a few words and one or two others on 
behalf of Harvey. 


Mr. Adams: 


I really appreciate this honor. It 
came very unexpectedly last Saturday 
and certainly the point of origination was 
a surprise to me. I can say publicly, as 
we have talked privately, that I have 
never given any type of support to this 
man's candidacy, and I can say that in 
full honesty. In fact, we have been at 
times, through misunderstanding, very 
opposed to one another's political 
positions, especially around him getting 
elected, as well as some of the burning 
issues that affect not only the black but 
also the total community. So, through 
the years we have developed an 
understanding and a respect, and through 
respect can come friendship, through 
respect can come love. And I say it was 
an - unexpected pleasure, especially 











because you, who I have not given to 
support to, thought enough of me to do 
this. 


Its even very important to me right 
now. I am, again, under some severe 
attack. I will certainly not answer in 
kind what my critics are saying about 
me. I've never defended myself publicly; 
I won't start now. But I will tell all of 
those who are involved that I will defend 
the NAACP, not in a vicious manner but 
certainly in a very practical, honest 
manner. And anyone who would deny the 
NAACP the right to make a choice and 
make a free-will decision about any issue 
really don't know what they're running up 
against. I care what the body does. But 
past caring, I support their right and 
their privilege not to change one master 
for another but to, in clear conscience, 
through their deliberations, make a 
choice hopefully that is agreed to by 
most. And I'm not saying it arrogantly 
but if it isn't, we will not attack those 
who are on the other side of the 
spectrum, but we invite our brothers and 
sisters to come in counsel with us. 
Maybe if new information is presented, 
any man or woman should be big enough 
to make a reversal position. 


But I say further than that, we 
thank you not only for this, but we thank 
you for the Martin Luther King award. 
As you know, the City has made some 
progress; I would be the last to deny 
that. And you even get criticized when 
you admit some truths, but we don't 
worry about that at NAACP. There has 
been some progress. But I would like to 
ask Council to rededicate themselves to 
the issues that affec the black 
community and the denial of services and 
the denial of contracts, to get active in 
the MBE program. We'll be coming-to 
you very soon asking for your vote to 
assure the fact that blacks will get some 
of the contract services with the City of 
Pittsburgh. The system that we have 


now obviously doesn't work if we're 
languishing aroung one percent of the 
dollars spent by the City of Pittsburgh. 
You must take an active part in that. 
We can't excuse you if you don't. Tear 
up the resolution if you don't. Don't give 
us a resolution that tells us about where 
you are on civil rights. Give us a 
demonstrative policy. Council with the 
Mayor; encourage him to do more. We 
certainly do, and we need all the support 
we can get in this City so that we 
deserve the title of the number one city 
in the country. We must work together 
as human beings, forgetting our 
differences and doing what is best for 
the least of us. 


And Dick, I personally thank you 
for this, and all of you in Council who 
voted for this. 


Helen Hull: 


Thank you for this opportunity. I 
would like to say three things; one is a 
quick, short story. 


I used to live on a street and when I 
was sixteen years old and I first got my 
driver's license, I came down the street 
and a bunch of dogs doing absolutely 
nothing half the time would start chasing 
my car down the street. And I never 
could understand why the dogs waited 
until they saw me to come and chase my 
car. It wasn't until after I had gotten 
older and began to get active myself that 
one day I realized that the dogs were 
chasing my car simply because they had 
nothing else to do and they enjoyed 
chasing that car because it was bigger 
and it was faster than they were. 


I'm saying this to say that some of 
the criticisms that Harvey and a lot of 
other leaders come under today are 
criticisms that are waged by people who 
are not actually real workers or doers in 
the actual, mechanics of - getting 
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something accomplished, but they are 
people who are still trying to compete 
anyway with an object that is bigger and 
faster than they are. 


Hand In Hand, I'm a member of 
Hand In Hand, and this year we selected 
Harvey Adams not only because he 
exemplified the ideals and the works of 
Dr. King, but also because when Dr. King 
was living he went through similar 
criticisms. Often he was abandoned by 
the people that were closest to him. And 
Harvey, again, I feel, and I'm sure some 
members of Hand In Hand feel that 
Harvey shares that burden also of Dr. 
King's as do other leaders. 


The third thing I'd like to say is a 
plug for black women. I would like to 
ask this Council — Everyone here knows 
my views that I strongly believe that a 
black woman needs to be sitting in one of 
the chairs that's out here. Whether that 
ever comes to reality this year or in the 
next two or three years, I'm willing to 
work with that. But I do think you have 
a responsibility as leaders of the City of 
Pittsburgh to make sure that the Casey 
Administration not only believes that he 
has accomplished, as I read in the paper, 
some of the promises that he had made 
to the black community and women, but 
that he include in those accomplishments 
and beliefs black women. White women 
do not represent black women even 
though we represent women in general. 
His cabinet and some of his top-level 
administrative people reflect mostly 
white women, one black male, and that 
in no way fulfills any promise to the 
black community. Black men do not 
represent my views; white women do not 
represent my specific views. I believe 
black women in general represent my 
views and I'd like to see a black women 
in the top level of the Casey 
Administration. Thank you. 





Raymond Rucker: 


I had a whole script made up for 
this occasion; unfortunately, the words 
that were said prior to this have already 
been taken out of the context of what I 
was going to share with you. 


Obviously we all know that Harvey 
Adams is our man; we stand behind him 
in his endeavors for what he does with us 
involved in the civil rights movement. 
We can go on in a long conversation, but 
there is another area that I think he 
might have wanted to state or hit on and 
that's also about the portion of monies 
that's going to be going out to the 
Greater Pittsburgh Airport, somewhere 
around about a half billion dollars. 


‘Mr. O'Malley: 


Td like to speak now as a life 
member to the NAACP, whichI am. I've 
known Harvey Adams for about ten years 
and I've enjoyed working with him. I'd 
just like to add one thing; Mr. Adams has 
not only done what he has felt best and 
benefits the black community but he also 
has worked very hard for the City of 
Pittsburgh as a whole, not only for black 
people but Harvey Adams represents 
white people, many white people in this 
City too, and I look forward to working 
with him in the years ahead. 


Mr. DePasquale: 


I just wanted to add that Harvey 
probably in one day has done more for 
the NAACP and the black causes and 
some have done in a lifetime. Its about 
time that he receives some honors and 
some awards for his great contributions 
not only to the NAACP but to the black 
causes but to the City of Pittsburgh and 
to humanity in general. 


I do have to end on this note; I'm 
really curious. It seems like everybody 
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on the entire board of the NAACP is 
here. Who's watching the store?

Michelle Madoff: 


Discussion. Mr. President, as I 
have publicly stated previously, I have 
found it almost impossible with the 
heavy workload schedule to attend all 
meetings and I had, previous to your 
becoming President and I think during 
your reign, suggested that we do what 
the Congress and the Senate and other 
legislative bodies do and that is to have a 








panel made up of a committee of three 
sit on hearings that are not of great 
magnitude, meaning, when somebody 
comes in and says, "I have no objectors i in 
my area and I want to have an awning 
put out, I want to have a rezoning” and 
nobody is objecting and we're going to 
vote for it, it's been recommended by the 
Zoning Board, recommended by the City, 
for five of us, a quorum, six or seven who 
might feel guilty that they're not on 
camera to be present is ludicrous. 
There's so much time needed to follow 
through on very substantive issues that it 
is humanly impossible to be here. 


Several years ago my colleague, 
Mr. Grabowski, introduced a piece of 
legislation perhaps aimed at me because 
that year I was reported to have a 71 
percent attendance and as you know, the 
numbers of hearings have gone up 
substantially. We've talked about this as 
President and other members of Council, 
and the Home Rule Charter mandates 
our being here. We need to look for a 
more effective method to be more 
efficient. But if you look at the numbers 
it would appear that I was I guess 
accurately reported as having the lowest 
attendance record. But if you took the 
numbers of Committee Meetings, 
meaning when we vote on each 
committee, who is present, I think you 
would find out that I'm one of the highest 
because when I'm here, I'm here. I don't 
go out unless there's an emergency call 
or I've got a meeting to attend and I may 
leave a few minutes early but I think you 
would agree that's fact. And I think my 
colleagues would agree that's fact. 


But unfortunately or fortunately, 
for whatever reason, and I do not 
reprimand or chastise any of my 
colleagues because they may feel asI do 
that when something is coming up on 
another committee, they feel they could 
be better off and more productive in 
their office working on something else. 


And so what happens is very frequently 
my colleagues, and the camera does not 
pan Council, it only addresses the person 
speaking, and no one notices that by the 
time the meeting has gone, either half 
the members have not been here half the 
time, or they're in and out for whatever 
reason, and I don't think we're getting an 
accurate reading. If we're going to have 
the media report on who is present at 
Council, I think we ought to report who 
is present at each meeting, each 
Committee Meeting. And I think the 
proper way to do that, and my bill 
addresses that, is to take a roll call of 
attendance before we go to Water, 
before we go to Public Works, before we 
go to General Services, whatever that 
committee may be, to see how many 
people are present and who is missing, 
And if not, my aide will start as of the 
first of February, we'll keep a chart and 
at the end of the year we'll present a list 
of numbers of people and how many 
Committee Meetings they actually 
attended or did not, and I say that for 
Monday and Wednesday. 


It would be nicer if we did it in the 
spirit of let's get the facts out rather 
than I want to show that I'm here just as 
much as everybody else is, if not more, 
and being more productive or as 
productive where somebody else may be 
more productive. And that was the tenor 
of my bill. 


You know as well as I do as 
President of Council you may be called 
upon to go toa meeting, Mr. President, 
on days that you're not conducting 
sessions and you're not here. If you take 
the times that you're not here and 
balance it with the days that I've taken 
off because I don't come to a hearing on 
a zoning matter that's redundant or not 
attend a hearing on should we name the 
USS submarine the USS Pittsburgh six 
weeks after it has already been names 
and I opt not to come to that meeting.

The Administration felt, I talked to a 
number of people in the Administration 
and they thought a lot of our hearings 
are ludicrous and we need to make them 
more responsible. I know you feel that 
way and I know other members of 
Council feel that way but since I have 
been the one that appears to be the least 
in attendance, and I believe, from my 
perspective, its the most productive, I 
think it it fitting that we take a roll call 
before each committee meeting and sol 
would like my colleagues to support it 
but I expect they will not. I also 
remember when you asked me, Mr. 
President, to amend a bill I introduced to 
keep our offices open forty hours a week, 
to be responsible for being here forty 
hours a week and you said no, would I 
please change it to just keeping our 
offices open forty hours a week and I 
changed it for you and then you voted 
against it. So I'm in a lose-lose situation 
and I figure if that’s the way it is, let's 
just talk about it, bring it out in the 
open, and let's discuss whether we are 
willing to be accountable to being 
present when we take a vote on each 
committee meeting. Thank you. 


‘Mr. DePasquale: 


Point of order, Mr. President. Are 
we voting on this bill now? 


The Chair: 
We have to vote on it now. 
Mr. DePasquale: 
Right now? 
The Chair: 
Yes. 
Michelle Madoff: 


’ Could you explain that, Mr 


” President? 


I didn't understand until 
today that that does not go through a 
Wednesday meeting. 


‘The Chair: 


It doesn't. It's a change of Council 
rules and it doesn’t have to be discussed 
in a Committee Meeting unless you bring 
it up. No one chose to do that, it's not 
even entertained. You present it one 
week and we vote on it the following 
week, 


Mr. Wagner: 


I would just like to ask my 
colleague, I think the intent of the bill is 
good and that's the way larger bodies 
operate, legislative bodies. But due to 
the size of this legislative body, how 
would we be assured that there would 
always be a quorum during sub- 
committee sessions when the roll was 
called if other people were not required 
to be sitting there? 


Michelle Madoff: 


The concept when it was presented 
by myself a number of years ago and 
supported by members of Council was 
that we would have three members of 
Council assigned by the President. If it 
was a hearing on Water or a hearing on 
Zoning, the person head of that 
committee would be there with two 
other members appointed assigned by the 
President. 


Supposing I was assigned to be here 
for a hearing and I had a dentist 
appointment. I would go to the President 
of Council and say, "Mr. President, could 
I be excused, change my date with 
somebody else or arrange for another 
Councilmember to sit in for me?" so that 
on hearings where there's no objections 
and they're going to go through anyway 
which are taking up a lot of our time, 
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three people would be present and I think 
that this is one that you supported at the 
time, Mr. O'Malley. Three people would 
be present at all times, not necessarily 
the ones assigned by the President but 
subject to the President's approval. He 
would have full reign, full jurisdiction, 
and make the appointments, 


The Chair: 


On our Wednesday meetings it's not 
an official vote. I understand what 
you're trying to do, Ms. Madoff, but I 
think you're reacting to something that 
really, in my opinion, is not important, 
This is the official meeting, the roll call 
is called on every vote’ here on every 
committee and that's what counts, that's 
what goes into the record. The 
Wednesday meeting is a Committee 
Meeting and that's just what it is, a 
committee meeting. It's a sense of 
Council. It's not historical record, it 
does not go into our Municipal Record. 
This is the record, this is where-the vote 
counts. And I think that you are reacting 
to something, a newspaper article that 
perhaps, in my opinion, you shouldn't 
react to. I think it's just an 
overreaction. And for all- of my 
colleagues, this is the official vote, this 
is what counts, and we do that. On every 
committee you have a yes or no vote just 
like any other legislative body. And I 
would suggest that we vote this rule 
change down.

MR. GRABOWSKI COMMENTS 
Mr. Givens: 


I am surprised that we don't have 
any letters from the Oakland Citizens 
Group out there. I always thought the 
Bureau of Mines is an area that 
somewhat belonged to the Carnegie 
Mellon, but apparently it did not. 
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MR. GRABOWSKI COMMENTS 
Mr. Givens: 


So now this land is freed up for 
them to use —

But they had all kinds of different 
stuff up there. I know there is a high 
school next to there and for many years 
have been trying to acquire some 
property. And that is why I asked. This 
is a private venture then, is it? But is is 
for a conditional use. 


The Chair: 


Is it important that this go through, 
Steve? Because the one problem that I 
have with this is we keep — 


Mr. Givens: 


I want to know what they are going 
to put up there primarily. 


The Chair: 


Well, we keep approving zoning 
variances for the hospitals and the 
universities. And my recommendation 
still stnad that I don't think the 
taxpayers of the City of Pittsburgh can 
afford to keep subsidizing the 
universities and hospitals, especially on 
expansions like this, 


MR. GRABOWSKI COMMENTS 
The Chair: 


What I am saying is, I believe the 
previous property was owned by the 
Federal Government. And it was 
probably tax exempted and is still tax 
exempted anyhow. But I think even for a 


conditional use and -zoning change, I 
think the least we could do is ask the 
universities if these are granted, that in 
lieu of taxes. And this has been done by 
the University of Pittsburgh. That is in 
lieu of taxes, will they pay a service fee 
for the services provided by the City of 
Pittsburgh? Police, Fire, EMS and public 


* services, Now the University of 


Pittsburgh has done this in one building 
and the City received $75,000 a year 
which goes towards providing services 
for those facilities. 


Mr. Givens: 


My concern, Steve, and maybe you 
can help me out. Was there any posting 
in the area? Was the neighborhood 
people involved in this conditional use 
change? Was the various institutions 
that are abutting this property ever 
notified? That is my concern. 


I can get answers between now and 
Monday on it. But anytime we have 
major changes of property in a heavy 
area like that and I don't see anything to 
follow through with this in a way of 
petitions from the people that they have 
been notified. Was there a hearing? 
There was a hearing within the Planning 
Department I would assume on 16 
December 1986. And I am always 
concerned about the number of people 
and this hearing doesn't really spell out 


the number of agencies. Public 
notifications were mailed to 20 owners, 
15 occupants, 47 registered 


organizations, 10 were posted in the 
vicinity. And the response was one in 
favor and none opposed. In addition, 
Squirrel Hill Urban Coalition, South 
Craig Association, Bellefield Citizens 
Association and others, ODI have been 
appraised of this proposal. So they so 
indicate that in their letter to us and 
that was my biggest concern. And the 
other is what Councilman O'Malley just 
raised right here. ~ Some place 
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somewhere we have to begin to address 
the issues of taxation within the City of 
Pittsburgh. 


The Mayor, I know, is trying to ask 
legislators. We know that CMU has a 
great impact on some of the budget 
items within the State of Pennsylvania 
which is being reviewed right now. AndI 
think Council must use that leverage if 
we have to. I don't want to and I am sure 
that most of us here do not want to, but 
we know it is going to face us next 
year. We know what is before us right 
now, our Public Safety area of knocking 
off fire houses, etc. And we have to 


.Start looking inward in seeing what we 


can do to curtail expansion without 
increasing our tax base. But I will ask 
questions again whenl know some 
interested parties and hopefully they all 
have been notified. And some indicated 
that they had responded and that was my 
major concern, 


Mr. Wagner: 


My Chairman, members of 
Council. This issue is really not a whole 
lot happening here. There is no 
relocation of roads. There is no new 
construction. It is simply the transfer of 
property including buildings from the 
U.S, Bureau of Mines to Carnegie Mellon 
University. And the purpose .of the 
transfer. Number one, we have kept the 
employees of the U.S. Bureau of Mines 
within the City limits of the City of 
Pittsburgh. And number two, the 
eventual use of this property will tie into 
the Computerized. Software Institute of 
Carnegie Mellon University and the 
Robotics Institute, And there is nothing 
today that better represents what is 
happening in Pittsburgh than they are at 
Carnegie Mellon University. 


.. I firmly believe we should not be 
looking at taxation. Any city in America 
will roll out the red carpet for: this 


University and would take them and pay 
to build the buildings. And I personally 
think that Carnegie Mellon represents 
one of the greatest assets this City has 
ever had. And their expansion into these 
buildings represents the creation of new 
jobs and the potential of a rippling effect 
with other industries. So therefore, I 
think we should pass the legislation. 


Mr. Givens: 


I have no problem with that, AndI 
agree we have a larger problem in this 
City that this Council must address 
because we can build universities all over 
this City. But if we can't: get a Fire 
Department to support the people that 
are in those, if we can't build the streets 
and roads, if we can't maintain the water 
systems and EMS and the Public Safety 
areas, then we have to look to other 
revenues and these people do have a 
great area of knowledge and help. And 
with our new Governor who wants to 
create jobs and economy, I am sure we 
are able to maybe hopefully get some 
relief for the impact that all of these 
institutions are having upon this City and 
its tax base. We are losing a great 
revenue. JI think all of us appreciate 
that. We are the hub of a major 
metropolitan area, 12th largest in the 
country with three million people. But e 
need relief. So I think in passing this Mr. 
Chairman, that we might send a letter to 
the President of the University and their 
board which our Mayor sits on also. And 
indicate to him that in doing so, we are 
in a problem. If we were not to pass on 
this, what impact would this have on the 
university? For example, it would have a 
great impact. We are asking for his 
help. We are soliciting the doctor's help 
to try to help us out of a situation. And I 
think we must begin to send some 
messages to not only the universities, but 
anyone that is going to expand on-a non- 
profit type basis in the City of 
Pittsburgh. And it is a hard decision for 
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all of us to have to make. I have no 
problem with this. I encourage it. All of 
us in this Council have encouraged this 
development over the years. 


The Chair: 

I agree with both of my 
colleagues. We are all part of CMU and 
the University of Pittsburgh and 


Duquesne and our hospitals. And I also 
agree with Councilman Givens that I 
don't hink this Council can afford the 
expansion of these facilities. Because 
every time they expand, every time 
there is a zoning change ad this might 
not be a very good example. That is 
money that is taken off the tax rolls. 
And more and more of the tax burden is 
put on fewer and fewer of the people. 
And I think it is encumbent upon this 
Council to try to come up with a solution 
to this. 


Mr. Wagner: 


Well, if I may comment. The 
present use of this building prior to a 
conditional use was not on the tax rolls 
under the U.S. Bureau of Mines, And it 
will not be on the tax rolls under 
Carnegie Mellon University. Carnegie 
Mellon University will put this land to 
the best use that anyone can put it to in 
the entire City of Pittsburgh. 


The Chair: 


You are right and I said this might 
not be the right bill to use as an 
example. But I am sure there is going to 
be another bill that comes up that is 
going to require a great deal of 
discussion. And maybe the City Clerk 
should send out a letter to the President 
of universities and the hospitals asking if 
they would be willing to consider some 
type of payment in lieu of taxes, 











Mr. Wagner: 


I would oppose that. I personally 
will oppose that unless something comes 
in front of this Council for a vote 
specificallly stating what we are doing. I 
oppose any letter going out to any 
university, particularly Carnegie Mellon 
on this issue.

I think Mr. Givens' request is 
justified in the fact that it does pertain 
to tax free property and tax exempt 
entities such as CMU. Let's stay on the 
bill.

Which was read. 
Mr. Wagner: 

Mr. President and members of 
Council, I'd like to make a motion to 
resubmit Bills 2087, 2088, 2089 and 2090. 
Mr. Grabowski seconded the motion. 
Michelle Madoff: 

For what purpose? 

The Chair: 

I would ask you not to recommit 
these bills. It was stated at our meeting 
on Thursday it would be critical that 


they pass. They want to break ground 
this November, this fall, so they can 











have this Buhl Science Center to be in 
operation by 1990. I think that we're 
mixing, whether we want to admit it or 
not, one project with another project, 
the Strip District. We want to vote 
against this because the Strip District is 
not immediately on the front burner and 
its not going forward, I think we have to 
quit playing games with these bills and 
with this Buhl Science Center. When the 
Strip comes up, let's all vote for it and 
push for it. But this is here now. Let's 
quit playing games and that's all we are 
doing and everyone that wants to vote 
against this, it's about time it comes out 
in the front and we admit that we are 
playing one project against another 
project. 


Michelle Madoff: 


Mr. President, I don't often agree 
with you but I think that the Buhl 
Planetarium is after the fact. They've 
waited a long time for their money, It is 
going to be an asset to the City and 
while many of us would prefer to have it 
located, as I would, where the Festival 
Center will be located, hopefully, I don't 
think we should do anything to curtail, 
delay or hold up the project. As a 
matter of fact, people here may. not be 
aware but it was on the task force, the 
"illustrious" task force that went 
nowhere, it was my motion, the very 
first action that we had of that 
committee that we move to approve the 
solicitation of dollars from the state 
government for the Buhl Science Center 
because they were worried that if the 
task force picked something else that 
their monies could be in danger and it 
was voted on unanimously and I think we 
have a responsibility to follow in that 
same position even though I respectfully 
understand where my colleague is coming 
from and it is a prerogative that I 
respect but I think we need to get on 
with this project and, as you say, when 
the issue of the Festival Center comes 





up I would hope that we have the same 
kind of support. 


‘Mr. Wagner: 


Mr. President and members of 
Council, I have never once mentioned the 
Strip District proposal on this and I am 
not playing games holding this project up 
against the Strip District project. The 
Strip District project, or more formally 
called Riverside, can stand on its own 
and does not need the Buhl Science 
Center to be successful and I have never 
supported it to be there, I have supported 
it to be on the North Side. It's just that I 
have some reservations about the exact 
location that is being proposed. 


The reason why I made a motion to 
resubmit is that I don't think enough 
questions have been answered on this 
project. As you recall, the legislation 
was introduced last Thursday morning, 
just two working days away, and Rule 8 
was suspended Thursday morning at the 
Legislative Meeting. It was put into 
Committee on Wednesday afternoon and 
it received an affirmative vote without 
Council even having copies of the 
legislation until we got them Thursday 
afternoon, and its already here two 
working days for a final vote. A normal 
piece of legislation takes two weeks 
through Council, generally speaking. If 
you want to speed it up it takes one 
week. Due to the shortness of last week 
I can understand how there could be a 
reason for the agenda changing; however, 
two days is not enough for dialogue. 


I asked some very pertinent 
questions to Director McDermott last 
Thursday afternoon and also the 
Executive Director of the URA. To this 
date, I don't know if they have been 
answered. I have received nothing in 
writing from either. Has the City Clerk 
received anything in writing from either? 
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Mr. Perry: 
No I haven't. 
Mr. Wagner: 


Some of the questions that I asked 
were, number one, have the bonds been 
paid off on the existing road system at 
the Stadium which is only 16 or 17 years 
old. Normal bonds are 20 years. We're 
going to rip up a road that we built on 
capital bonds probably, and I simply 
wanted that question answered. It has 
not been answered to date. 


I also asked the question about the 
funding for the project in. our 1987 
budget, and I don't have a copy in front 
of me, but I reviewed it and it was 
verified by Mr. McDermott and Mr. 
Christman that this did not appear as a 
project in the 1987 budget. So, we're 
talking about $1,500,000 in monies and 
where are they going to come from. 
Well, there is no new money falling out 
of the air; the only place they can get 
these monies is other projects have to be 
delayed or pushed back for the $500,000 
for the City. Which project is it? Is it 
the West Penn Pool that's to be pushed 
back? Is it a fire station? Is it a police 
station? They haven't even given us that 
information. To get $500,000 they have 
to take it from another source. And the 
same holds true with the URA; the 
million that they came up with they have 
to take from another source. This 
Council is entitled to know what sources 
those monies are coming from because, 
in reality, if we're not reimbursed from 
the state on this funding, number one, 
those projects may never get off the 
ground; number two, if we're not 
reimbursed for another two years, then a 
project that's in the '87 budget will end 
up having to be completed in '88 or '89. 
There is only so many monies. 


I also asked for letters from both 


the Pittsburgh Steelers and the 
Pittsburgh Pirates indicating that they 
are comfortable with this road change 
around Three Rivers Stadium. I have not 
received it, the City Clerk has not 
received it. I relayed some information 
the other day that I thought was very 
pertinent about one of the comments 
made by the President of the Pittsburgh 
Steelers; it still stands today. These are 
very important questions. 


I see nothing wrong with holding 
this piece of legislation for one week and 
discussing it in greater detail. The 
Engineering Department can move ahead 
on doing all the particulars. They know 
that the five votes are here on this 
Council for it. They can move ahead 
with all the particulars, all the 
paperwork, and we can have some 
questions answered in that one week 
period of time. That's what I'm 
requesting, a delay for one week for that 
reason. 


Michelle Madoff: 


Mr. President and members of 
Council, I agree with my colleague, Mr, 
Wagner, that once more we are down to 
the wire. We're never asked to vote 
without saying, "We have 20 minutes, if 
you don't make your decision in 20 
minutes this whole project will fail." 
And we don't take the time to get the 
answers. It's another example of 
business as usual. However, there is no 
doubt in my mind but perhaps there is 
something that Mr. Wagner is not aware 
of that I think I'm correct about and 
perhaps I can be corrected if I am out of 
order, but we had a problem for many 
years with projects that had dollars 
allocated to specific projects and the 
former President of Council, Mr. Stone, 
made what I believe was a very 
productive change. Instead of having the 
monies allocated to special projects, we 
took unused dollars and put it in a lump 
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sum from which monies could be drawn. 
So, they were not in essence penalizing a 
specific project. And if the project 
doesn't go forth, the money is still 
available to take the money out of the 
Buhl project and put it back into another 
project. And that I think was a very 
substantive, meaningful change so that I 
don't think we're really holding up the 
project by virtue of getting the answers 
but I do agree with you that we are 
elected officials, we are more often than 
not window dressing. When they want 
our opinion they'll give it to us. It's 
difficult to get answers. Every question 
you ask is valid; you should have those 
answers. And I believe that your point 
that if you wait a week it won't make 
any difference but the President is 
telling us that there is a request in from 
the state because of a time frame. But 
we're never hit with this time frame 
until zero hour. I get pretty darned tired 
of it and annoyed, as my colleagues do, 
and at some point we're going to have to 
say no. I mean, I could go back over the 
major things that have happened in this 
City from votes on the Pirates, the bond 
votes to Water Authority, and it's always 
we have 20 minutes to vote on it and if 
we don't vote on it, and I know one that 
Mr. Woods is upset about and that is the 
one with steam heat plant. We're always 
asked to vote 20 minutes or some 
company is going to go out of business 
and we're going to be responsible. 


It's unfortunate that we're treated 
that way and you've made some very 
valid arguments to change that process, 
but that isn't going to happen until we 
have five members of Council who want 
to change procedure and want to make it 
responsible, 


Mr, DePasquale: 
Mr. President, I have © no 


reservations about the North Shore 
Project and I don't intend to try to hold 


it up. My concern is that Council 
allocated $30 million for the Riverside 
project and it's very close to some of the 
Councilmembers' hearts. Yet, the 
Administration has been less than honest 
with us and less than fair. They give us 
no assurance of when it's going to start, 
how it's going to start. In fact, very 
bluntly, they couldn't care less about it, 
If Council goes through the business of 
allocating the money, I think that the 
Administration owes this much to 
Council to come in and tell them look, 
this is what we're going to do, this is how 
we're going to do it. I don't know if it 
takes six months, a year, whatever but at 
least give us some information on it. 
That's why I called for the hearing. I 
want to know where that project is. I 
want to know where Mr. Ross, I never 
met the gentleman, I've read about him 
and heard of him, where he stands here, 
what he has heard, what the Buncher 
people have heard who apparently own 
the property, and what is going on 
there. I have no reason to hold up North 
Shore; I think its a very worthy project 
and its about time that someone said it 
did get off the drawing board. 


The Chair: 


I agree with you and that’s what I'm 
asking, not to recommit this but let's go 
forward and when the Strip or the 
Riverside comes up, Im with you 100 
percent and let's push that. But let's not 
mix the two projects. 


Mr, Givens: 

Td like my comments from last 
Wednesday to be brought forward on this 
subject. I don't want to belabor it but I 
don't think we — 

The Chair: 


Before you do that, Dick, let's 
understand what we're discussing here. 











Recommittal. We're not talking about 
the bill; we're talking about recommittal. 


Mr. Givens: 


Well, the reason for that 
recommittal is necessarily the time. I 
don't think any of us on this Council 
operate in a vacuum. I have known, and 
other people have known, for a period of 
time that we want to have development 
in that particular area. For twelve years 
that I have sat on this Council that has 
been the case. I've heard that from the 
Steelers, I've heard that from the 
Pirates. We had our individual from the 
Mayor's staff indicated that he had 
communicated with people from both the 
Steelers and the Pirates to have 
consultants, etc. with no objections. 


Secondly, it's like what we did in 
East Liberty. We built a mall there, or 
tried to, and put a roadway around it and 
we cut off Penn Avenue and, in fact, we 
strangled East Liberty. I wasn't here and 
it wasn't the thought of the City 
Planners at that particular time that 
when they built a roadway along the 
Circle Drive down there in the Stadium 
that they were in fact taking away the 
best real estate we had to offer in this 
City by putting a roadway in there. So, 
that is not the best use for that 
particular riverfront area. I am happy 
that they're re-routing that particular 
road. I felt it was a mistake. Yes, you 
can move traffic maybe in and around 
the Stadium area but no, it's not a good 
place to put a road if you can have some 
high employment, somewhere to the tune 
of some $3000. But North Side 
communities, all of us received a letter 
dated January 22, 1987 asking that this 
particular project go through. They have 
indicated that they have worked with a 
consultant for this particular area who 
has been a consultant for this area since, 
I think it was, 1979 through '82 we had a 
study. And from '82.to this present date, 


all of the North Side communities, 
Allegheny West, Central North Side, 
Manchester, Perry Hilltop, Spring 
Garden, Troy Hill Charles Street, East 
Allegheny, Fineview Citizens, North Side 
Tenants, Perry Noth, Preservation of 
Spring Hill, all these communities, 
they're asking us, Jack, to move forward 
on this. They have been in fact working 
with the consultants, working with our 
City Planners, and I've been hearing 
various dialogue over the last couple 
years with these particular groups and 
with the City Planners, So, this is 
nothing new to me when this came up. 
And the way it came up and how quickly 
it came into the Council, I have to agree 
with you and Steve Grabowski that it 
came too quick. But, at the same time, I 
knew about it. I talked to the people at 
Buhl in December when we were over 
there at the Christmas party, and thank 
goodness that was a means of 
communicating with one another, and 
they told us of the urgency, that this 
legislation was going to be coming 
down. So, I knew about it at least two 
months ago, the specific legislation. So 
it didn't come as a surprise to me and 
why it comes as a.surprise to others, I 
don't know. Talk to some of your North 
Side organizations; they'll tell you what 
they've been doing. 


{BEGINNING ~ MR. GIVENS' REMARKS 
ON BILL NO. 2090 - THURSDAY, 
1/22/87) 


Mr. Givens: 


Paul, is there any change in the 
pedestrian flow of traffic? 


Director McDermott: 


Well, the pedestrian walkway would 
be from Ridge Avenue down Allegheny. 
Earlier there was a statement made that 
there was no regular bus service through 
here. Port Authority does have a bus 
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route that utilizes North Shore Drive on 
a regular scheduled basis. So the busses 
will still be in the immediate vicinity of 
the BuhL 


Mr. Givens: 


How does the traffic merge right 
now? You know all of us have to 
appreciate that the River Drive is kind 
of like an expressway for all the parking 
lots to empty out into it. How would 
that then — what impact — have you 
done an engineering/traffic analysis on 
what this will do to existing traffic in 
Stadium area? And has this gone out on 
a counsulting contract or have you done 
it in-house? 


Director McDermott: 


We have had extensive studies done 
on the transportation impact in the 
vicinity of the Stadium. Not only as the 
result of the Buhl, but as a result of 
trying to improve the vehicle exiting 
from events at the Stadium. At the 
same time PennDOT is having a study 
done as a result of their efforts to 
implement a project which is the 
improvement for the Fort Duquesne 
Bridge and the ramps coming up to 
Ridge. Plus the construction of the 
missing link between the Fort Duquesne 
Bridge and Route 65, 


Mr. Givens: 


And this all then fits into your 
master plan of what you looked at? 


Director McDermott: 


That's right. And we have been 
meeting with PennDOT. We have been 
meeting with the Pirates and the 
Steelers looking at the alternatives that 
are available in this design, We are 
negotiating with PennDOT. to include 
some physical improvements over and 


above what they had anticipated doing an 
their project in order to henelt Has 
area. 


{END OF REMARKS) 
Mrs. Masloff: 


Mr. President, I'm on the board of 
Buhl Planetarium and in Mr. Thornburg's 
final days he made a big commitment to 
the Buhl Science Center and we've got to 
get this going so that that commitment 
will hold. I believe that's important as 
well. 


Mr. Wagner: 


Td like to make one other comment 
in regard to recommittal. I know Mr. 
Givens has said that we all knew what 
was happening here and still I ask all of 
you, my colleagues, what projects are 
being pushed aside in the budget for this 
funding. I ask all of you, do you truly 
know what the sports franchises at that 
Stadium think of the relocation of 
Stadium Drive. I ask all of you, isn't this 
happening too fast and isn't there 
something suspect when a piece of 
legislation has to come through this 
Council in two days. I ask all of you, are 
the bonds paid off on the existing road 
that they're going to tear up. If anyone 
can answer those questions, please do. 


Mr. Grabowski: 


Mr. President, I would encourage 
recommittal. I don't think that anyone 
has really paid too much attention to Bill 
2090 and I don’t think it was thoroughly 
discussed at the Committee session but 
this bill is in agreement with the 
Carnegie to do the actual construction of 
this road. And in my tenure, I can never 
remember the City entering in an 
agreement with a private concern to 
build a City street and probably some of 
the other members who have sat on 
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Council longer than I, they probably 
never have seen anything like this 
either. And I don't think anyone here can 
answer as to why we are entering this 
agreement and it does deserve further 
discussion from Director McDermott. 
And I would ask that these bill are 
recommitted on that basis. 
‘The Chair: 

Roll call vote on the motion. 
Michelle Madoff: 


Excuse me. There are three bills; 
is that correct? 2088, 2089 and 2090. 
You could recommit one without 
recommitted the others, couldn't you?

The Chair: 


Is there any other discussion on the 
bills themselves? 


Mr. Wagner: 


Yes, Mr. President and members of 
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Council, same four bills. 
didn't win the vote on recommittal, it 
appears obvious that the bills will pass. 
Therefore, I think it's important that I 
state a few comments of my own. 


Seeing that I 


For those of you that haven't 
looked at the paper today, the timing 
was excellent to talk about the other 
alternative location for the Buhl Science 
Center. It's on the first page of the 
second section of the Pittsburgh Press. 
It's on the North Shore between the 
Seventh and Ninth Street Bridge and 
slightly beyond the Ninth Street Bridge. 


The reason why I mention this is 
there was considerable discussion about 
the location of Buhl at that particular 
location, I personally favor that 
location. I think it fits in much better 
with what is going on in the City of 
Pittsburgh right across the river, along 
Penn Avenue in the cultural district, 
with the new Benedum Center, with 
Heinz Hall, and with many other things 
that will be forthcoming. It also sits 
ideally between the Stadium and the 
Convention Center. It's almost right in 
the middle in terms of distance. The 
location is suitable to walking traffic 
from Downtown Pittsburgh of which we 
have over 140,000 suburbanites in our 
town every day. They won't walk to the 
western portion of the Stadium but they 
will walk across the river to go to a 45 or 
an hour presentation at the Omnimax 
Theater. 


What is in the best interest of Buhl 
I think is what is most important and 
there has been no information provided 
to this Councilmember indicating where 
Buhl would be more successful. The 
reason why that's so important is, and 
even though Buhl themselves, the 
directors may have voted in favor of the 
western portion of the Stadium, that 
information has still not been presented 
to this Council. Buhi is being 








constructed with two-thirds taxpayer 
money; whether its local or whether its 
state taxpayer money its all coming from 
the residents of the City of Pittsburgh, 
It's just that its coming out of a different 
pocket. This City should know precisely 
where the best location for Buhl is. 


To make a comment, unless the 
North Shore Development is carefully 
tied with the Downtown, there is a 
danger that it may detract from rather 
than enhance the Convention and 
Cultural Center efforts. What about 
people coming to the complex to visit 
the Children's Museum area or the 
Science and Technology Center or to go 
shopping? Well, they have to plan their 
trip to avoid football or baseball games, 
And suppose they are visitors from far 
away who may not know that there is an 
event going on at the Stadium. Will 
parking spaces have to be reserved for 
visitors other than sports fans? And 
what do you say to the irate Steeler fan 
turned away when he sees empty parking 
spaces at Buhl? Not my comments; 
Pittsburgh Post Gazette, September 26, 
1984. 


Some of these questions have not 
been answered and all I'm saying, and I 
have been saying all along, is let's answer 
the questions. Let's get the information 
up front. Let's determine which site is 
most suitable for this facility. And let's 
have some public dialogue about it. 
Again I will say that the Pittsburgh 
Steelers have not been consulted on this 
and I say that with first-hand 
information talking to the President of 
the Pittsburgh Steelers. They have not 
been given the opportunity to object or 
consent with this change in the road 
system at Three Rivers Stadium. 
Therefore, they have great reservations 
about a change they know very little 
about. I don't know if the same holds 
true with the Pittsburgh Pirates but I've 
said all along that area over at Three 
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Rivers Stadium must first consider a 
sports facility. Anything and everything 
that goes on around there, development, 
proposed, planned, whatever, must 
enhance that facility or what we're 
talking about is the beginning of the end 
of sports franchises in that stadium. 


Now this is a big plan at Three 
Rivers; this Council has not been briefed 
on it. Up until last Thursday we were 
briefed on the road system, the first 
time we've seen a diagram of that 
change in the road system. What's to 
follow? The four-tiered garage to 
enhance all the parking spots? A four- 
tiered garage at the Stadium is part of 
the plan and we all know that. A multi- 
tiered garage at the Stadium could be a 
nightmare. A motorist trying to exist 
from the garage after a Steeler game on 
Sunday afternoon would risk missing a 
Monday night football game on 
television. 


‘The Chair: 


Jack, we're not talking about a 
garage; we are talking about the Buhl 
Science Center. Let's bring it back and 
leave the garage alone, let's bring it back 
into order and let's talk about the Buhl 
Science Center. We're not discussing any 
other project over there. We are 
discussing the Buhl Science Center and 
that's what we're going to leave the 
discussion to, Jack. 


Mr. Wagner: 


Well Mr. President, I have the floor 
and I can talk about anything that relates 
to this legislation. 


The Chair: 


Mr. Wagner, you're out of order. I 
am the President of this Counci and we 
are talking about a bill, we are talking 
about four bills and there's the Buhl 





Science Center. We're not talking about 
the parking center. And when you read 
the newspapers and if you want to let 
yourself be governed by editorial writers, 
then that is your business. But I will not 
and I am running this meeting and we are 
going back to the Buhl Science Center. 


Mr. Wagner: 


Mr. President, just because you 
don't agree with me on the topic — 


The Chair: 

You're out of order, Jack. 
Mr. Wagner: 

T'm not out of order. 
The Chair: 


You're out of order and the next 
time I'm fining you. 


‘Mr. Wagner: 


It's just because you disagree with 
me 


The Chair: 
You're fined. 
Michelle Madoff: 


In support of my colleague, Mr. 
Wagner, on the Buhl Science Center, Mr. 
Wagner, myself, and about five other 
parties including the principles of the 
Buhl Science Center, Josh Wetzel met 
over a year ago. And what we learned at 
that meeting was that in order for the 
Buhl Science Center to survive, those are 
the meetings I talk about when I'm not 
here, it was agreed that the Buhl Science 
Center felt, Mr. Wetzel felt that in order 
to be successful they needed to attract 
600,000 people a year. They were not 
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firm in what they said but there was a 
very clear message that eminated from 
the Buhl Science people that they were 
very anxious to locate their facility 
where they would get the best chance of 
population. I have subsequently talked to 
leaders from the Allegheny Conference 
who would very much like to have the 
Buhl Science Center indeed on the North 
Side but not next to the Stadium, across 
the bridge so people could walk across, 
as stated by my colleague Mr. Wagner, 
people could hop across during lunchtime 


and attend the meeting. And the gut - 


feeling that I came away with, and I 
think everybody else who was there, was 
that the Buhl Science Center and the 
people who were on that board were 
really not in charge of where the 
location would be but the Administration 
was going to be in charge of where the 
Buhl Science Center would be located 


because it is donated land and the City . 


has the option through URA to donate 
either the Seventh Street site or to 
donate the site which is going to abut the 
Stadium. There are many reasons for 
that. Conjecture would be some that 
were mentioned by my colleague, that of 
the Pirates and the Steelers, the sports 
fans, and if anything should happen 
where they're going out, a theme park to 
keep people going there and the 
commitment made over the years to the 
North Side. 


But I think some valid issues have 
been raised. I think we're all sort of in a 
catch-22 or between a hard place and a 
rock, We all want the Buhl Science 
Center and I think perhaps we're not 
putting it, nor does the Buhl Science 
Center think we're putting it in the right 
spot, but they're taking what they can 
get. And I think this should be a matter 
of record, today's Monday meeting, and 
it will be a matter of record, and I want 
it on the record and I think Mr. Wagner is 
saying that he wants his comments on 
the record, that's why he's making them 


today, and I think that regardless of how 
we vote today it is out of our hands. 


We want a Buhl Science Center. 
Where it's going to go, we have no 
control, folks. We are only City 
Councilmembers; we do not make those 
decisions. And I would like to just point 
out that Mr. Wagner, for all of us who 
care, should pursue the questions that he 
raised either in a post agenda, make sure 
that we get answers to those questions, 
that they're not dropped. And as you 
know, I've requested that this Council 
have a presention before it and that the 
President of Council promise to 
schedule, the same presentations that 
were made to-the illustrious task force 
which he felt was not the appropriate 
forum because they don’t vote and they 
are coming before us. That's the 
Riverside Festival, the North Side 


. Project and the Station Square Project 


and we're going to see, hear, observe, 
and at that point, if the hearings are not 
scheduled too late, we may even get 
some answers to some of the questions 
that desperately need answering. 


Mr. O'Malley: 


After listening to the discussions 
on both sides, the only thing I see here is 
a difference of opinion, whether the Buhl 
should be located at the Stadium site or 
between the Seventh and the Ninth 
Street Bridge. If I remember Wednesday 
at the hearing, the people from the 
Bureau indicated that the location 
between the Seventh and Ninth Street 
Bridge was inadequate and it wasn't large 
enough. The location at the Stadium for 
the past 16 years has been used as a 
parking lot, as I remember correctly. 
And the only time that that lot is filled 
is during the Steeler games when all the 
parking lots are filled. But that lot is 
not used during the Pirate games because 
the attendance is down, 
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So, in my opinion, I think the Buhl 
would be an asset anywhere in the City 
of Pittsburgh and I certainly think it 
would be an asset on the North Side as 
opposed to a vacant parking lot and I 
think this Council should support that. 


Mrs. Masloff: 


Also Mr. President, as a member of 
the Buhl board, I was there when all 
these discussions were taking place and 
the members of the Buhl board agreed 
that this is where they want to go. 


Mr. Wagner: 


Mr. President and members of 
Council, it's interesting, though, that 
there is some dialogue here about this. 
There has never been dialogue at this 
Council about the location of Buhl, 
True, we do have input to that; it's just 
that the Mayor has picked that site in 
the western portion of the Stadium lot. 
That's his choice. That choice has been 
conveyed to the Buhl, it's been conveyed 
to others, and that's the reason why 
we're there. That will be the focal point 
to some other development that will be 
announced very shortly, 


I still am of the position that the 
location is not appropriate and centrally 
located, adjacent to Downtown, within 
walking distance, ideally between the 
Convention Center, close to hotels, 
closer to mass transit, there are many, 
many advantages and I just think we 
should have had dialogue about this. This 
Council has not been given that 
opportunity and that's the reason why I 
wanted to recommit and hopefully get 
some dialogue, hopefully see what 
location is the best location, and if they 
can prove on paper that Buhl can be 
more successful, that the Pirates can be 
more successful with all of that at the 
Stadium, I would have to agree with 
you. I have not been convinced of that 


and therefore I think we're moving 
forward without having the information 
to make the right decision. For that 
reason, I now have no choice but to vote 
against the legislation. It doesn't mean 
Tm voting against Buhl; it means that I'm 
voting against a road being changed. 
Buhl still has their money; Buhl is still 
going to build. And I would hope even if 
this legislation passes, there will still be 
some dialogue about what location is 
best. And that little map on today's 
paper right across the bridge from 
Downtown Pittsburgh, to me, looks like 
the best location in the City.

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MOTIONS AND RESOLUTIONS 
Michelle Madoff: 


Mr. President, I was out of town 
this week but I can assure you that 
across the nation everyone was shocked 
and saddened by State Treasurer R. Budd 
Dwyer's demise suicide. And I believe 
that no tragedy occurs from which good 
cannot be learned. 


Press reporter Sherley Uhl hit the 
nail squarely on the head in his editorial 
which appeared Sunday, January 26th, 
He basically states that in looking for 
root causes it should be noted that Mr. 
Dwyer may have been the victim of big 
bucks politics whereby candidates for 
elective office are required to raise 
enormous sums to stay alive politically. 
Campaigns are very expensive. 


Following my first primary election 
victory in 1978 I asked the Treasurer of a 
campaign committee of one of my 
colleagues how much money I would need 
for a general election. I had never won 
an election before; I lost twice 
previously. His statement to me way, do 
you mean contributions or walking 
around money. I didn't know what he was 
talking about. When I asked him what he 
meant, he said, you know what I mean, 
cash, 


Over the weekend I received in 
response to my fundraiser in the mail a 
contribution. $50.00. I rarely get cash 
contributions and when I do it is 
accounted for and deposited and so is the 
name of the contributor and whether it 
was made by check or cash. But you 
know and I know that I could take this 
check, put it in my pocket, and nobody 
would be the wiser. 


How many people running for 
office are tempted to use cash 
contributions as they see fit. We 


acknowledge that the cost of running for 
office is high for a candidate; higher still 
for a non-visible candidate, although one 
could argue that a non-visible candidate 
does as any public official does. I was an 
environmentalist before I ran for office 
and I certainly paid my dues. So I had 
name recognition. There are people 
running for office, we don't have to name 
who they are, who have perhaps more 
name recognition than people sitting on 
this Council. One is Mr. Ferlo. 


What I was going to suggest is that 
‘between now and Monday when I find out 
the proper mechanism, I would like my 
colleagues to consider putting either a 
referendum or going to the Election 
Board or finding out what the mechanism 
would be to curtail the amount of money 
that a local or any politicial running for 
office, I can only address the local issue, 
we set a limit and I believe that limit 
should be no more than two year's 
salary. If our salary which is $33,800 
continues to be the money we get paid, 
then nobody should be able to spend or 
raise more than double that amount of 
money to run for office. I think that 
would be a more equitable way of giving 
people a chance to raise money. I know 
that one of the questions I'm going to be 
asked tomorrow, because I've already 
been told, is do I feel that minorities 
have the opportunity to raise money as 
to whites, as to incumbents. I will 
answer that question appropriately as I 
see the answer, but I think that we really 
have to put some restraints. I think that 
sometimes politicians not meaning to do 
evil can find it very difficult to 
distinguish between what is a political 
contribution and what is a_ gift 
contribution and what that gift might 
imply in services they may have to 
deliver at a later date. 


We all know this goes on; there's 
not a person sitting here in Council that 
doesn't know and has not been offered 
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cash, not one of us could deny that. 
Those of us that are smart don’t take the 
gamble and those of us who are terrified, 
and Sophie and I have talked about this, 
would never every dream of not 
reporting a cash contribution. It’s not 
funny. We see this in the newspapers 
constantly. You've been talked about on 
the Alcosan Board, on junkets. We hear 
this kind of corruption; it feeds on 
itself, I think the first thing we can do is 
take a step in the right direction and 
that is to put a ceiling on the amount of 
money we can spend for running for 
office and we're coming up for election 
this May. I can't go out like some of my 
colleagues and have 200 people raise 
$100 in a night and raise $20,000 and do 
it three and four times. I don't think I 
need it. I think I've been a good 
Councilwoman; I think the people will 
vote me up or down on the basis of my 
record, But I really believe that’s 
something we ought to look into and I'm 
willing to introduce the proper 
mechanism through Mike Perry and have 
Rick Infante write it up and if anybody 
would care to contribute how we go 
about it, my colleagues who care about 
this, would they please have some input. 


Mrs, Masloff: 
The elections are established by 


the state so there’s nothing we can do 
about that, 


Michelle Madoff: 

Oh yes we can. We can ask the 
state as we frequently do to change laws 
and put an enabling act out and they did 
that on election by district. If we want 
to change it we can do it.

Mr. President, we received a legal 
opinion today, as you know, and I think 
we need an interpretation because my 
understanding is that the letter is saying 
that the Mayor is the Mayor is the Mayor 
and that no matter what Council votes 
on financially the Administration has the 
power to either spend the money or not 
spend the money and the legal opinion is 
saying that indeed, even though we may 
sit through hours of hearings and review 
through hundreds of hours proposals and 
requests for proposals for arts, grants 
and donations, the needy, the cultural 
facility, our view means absolutely 
nothing and I wonder why we sit through 
them and why the Mayor isn't present to 
explain to the people that indeed the 
money is not there, he's not going to 
make that commitment up front, so we 
just don't sit there like a bunch of fools. 


I realize that one of the jobs when 
you're elected to Council is that we do 
have a strong Mayor system and a weak 
Council system. But, you know, 
scapegoating can only go so far. The 
Finance Chairman, I happen to know, 
worked very hard. He tried to get some 
professional help and was denied that. 
And here after all this work and veto by 
the Mayor on the dollars, we override the 
veto and now we're told that we shouldn't 
have taken this action to begin with. 
And I think somebody has to explain to 
the public what is happening and 
someone has to explain to this Council 
and what's the next step. And the best 
person to ask would be the Finance 
Chairman who I think is really suffering 
the most and trying to do the right thing 
and is ending up on — 





What is your position, Mr. Finance 
Chairman? 


The Chair, Pro tem: 


— to enter into contracts — and 
only he, not this Council, so he can look 
at these very objectively and either 
approve them or disapprove them. 
Naturally anyone who does that has to 
take all the pressures that come with 
that because some of these organizations 
are City and County wide. Some of my 
objections in that particular area were 
that it could not be determined last 
Wednesday through our Director of Parks 
and Recreation that it was ascertained 
only City residents would gain from some 
of these tickets, etc., that would be 
given forth under some of these fundings. 


So, I have a problem with a few of 
these and take in mind there are five 
Councilpeople out here at this time. 

Mr. O'Malley: 

Well, if the Finance Chairman is. 
suffering, Michelle, it certainly is not 
because of the Mayor's letter. 

Michelle Madoff: 


I know he's you buddy; that's not 
my point. 


Mr. O'Malley: 
You're right; he's a good friend. 
Michelle Madoff: 


I like him too but that's not the 
issue. 


The Chair, Pro tem: 


Michelle, you're out of order. 
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Mr. O'Malley: 

What I would do is urge the 
Administration, since the Home Rule 
Charter gives the Mayor, he's the only 
one authorized to enter into a contract, I 
would just urge the Administration to 
enter into the contract at the amounts 
requested by this Council. 

Mrs. Masloff: 


Mr. President, I want to make a 
motion to recommit some bills; 2105, 
2108, 2109, 2110, 2112, 2113, and 2115. 
Mr. Wagner:- 


I would like to ask my colleague 
the purpose for recommittal. 


Mrs. Masloff: 


Frankly, I think that maybe next 
week I'll have six votes to pass these. 


Mr. Perry: 

You only need five votes. 
Mrs. Masloff: 

I don't have five votes. 
Mr. O'Malley: 

Sure you do. 

Mrs. Masloff: 

Yes, but there are some that Mr. 
Givens is going to vote on; you're not 
going to vote on one. 

‘The Chair, Pro tem: 

Tf I could have your attention for 

just a moment. I have several bills in 


here that I have’ consideration on too, 
and the fact that we've only received a 


letter from the Mayor today, as I 
indicated Wednesday, I felt the 
leadership in this Council must sit down 
with the Mayor and private dialogue on 
what the Mayor is trying to attempt by 
holding some fundings on several of these 
different worthy organizations. And I 
submit that I think we should do this. I 
would like someone then to make a 
recommendation that we recommit all of 
these funding bills and that the 
leadership from Council sit down with 
the Mayor and discuss this in a very 
orderly fashion. Do I have a motion? 


Mr. Wagner: 

Td like to make a comment. 
Mr. O'Malley: 

There's a motion on the floor. 
Mr. Wagner: 


The motion on the floor, first of 
all, I believe the votes are here to pass 
these bills seeing that Council 
unanimously passed all these bills, or the 
far majority of them at budget time. 
Maybe at the very least there was one 
negative or one abstaining on individual 
bills. I believe though right now today 
the votes are here even with six 
Councilmembers present today to pass 
this legislation. Therefore, I would 
strongly suggest that we do not 
recommit and pass the legislation. 


Mrs. Masloff: 

I withdraw my motion to recommit. 
Mr. O'Malley: 

I withdraw my second. 
Michelle Madoff: 


Discussion on the bills. - Again, I 
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asked for clarification. Mr. Givens, you 
gave your interpretation of the letter 


that we received from the Law 
Department with reference to the 
powers of the Administration being 


strong a Mayor system and a weak 
Council system. I see no purpose in 
recommitting again because the bottom 
line is, we're being told — 


Mrs. Masloff: 
I withdrew it. 
Michelle Madoff: 


I understand that. There's no 
purpose in recommitting because the 
Mayor could spend $25,000 for the Wind 
Symphony even though I want to spend 
ten and he could spend $65,000 for the 
Symphony even though I want to spend 
15. : 


I think that what we need to do is 
to look at the budget procedure next 
year and in further years to see that we 
don’t sit here as window dressing and, 
let's say it right out, like a bunch of 
jerks, and come back with 
recommendations — 

The Chair, Pro tem: 


Michelle, I will fine you if you use 
any remarks of that nature again. 


Michelle Madoff: 
Jerks is a bad word? 
‘The Chair, Pro tem: 
That's right. Are you saying that 
your fellow Councilmembers are jerks? I 
don't appreciate that remark. 


Michelle Madoff: 


I'm speaking as a body, that we sit 


here as scapegoats. 
The Chair, Pro tem: 


Well the body, then, I-don't think 
appreciates that remark. 


Michelle Madoff: 


I think we were used. We're used 
to come up with recommendations that 
are ignored. And I have a perfect right 
to say that. 


I'm glad that you don't think the 
word d-a-m-n is a bad word. You used it; 
you should be fined, Mr. President. 


Anyway, back to where we are. 
There's no purpose in recommitting the 
bills because the power lies with the 
strong Mayor system. And unfortunately 
or fortunately, depending on what 
viewpoint you have, that’s the way the 
chips are going down. We are once more 
going to vote, I'm going to hold firm with 
my initial vote and I strongly believe 
that my colleagues are going to hold firm 
with their votes and in the final analysis, 
particularly the cultural groups, I'm not 
going to get the increases because the 
Mayor said he does not plan to do that, 
it's a contract between himself and I 
believe Parks and Recreation. 


I think Mr. O'Malley made the most 
cogent argument and he said that he 
urges the leadership of this Council, 
whoever that is, I know it's not me, to go 
back to the Mayor and urge him to 
reconsider. The money is there; it will 
not unbalance the budget. There is a 
large surplus in addition to the fact that 
it will not unbalance the budget. And to 
encourage the Mayor to not use us as 
window dressing so that we don't sit here 
for hours, we don't review and meet with 
leaders and various people asking for the 
grants and donations and then have the 
final decision acted upon in a unilateral 
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manner by the Administration. We would 
ask again that it not be unilateral 
decisions but joint decisions of Council 
and the Mayor and that we start these 
discussions early in the year, not at 
budget time. I've been asking for that 
for nine years; really eight, it took me a 
year to catch on. And I really think it's 
very sad that all this good time is wasted 
when we could be spending our time 
more productively like trying to do 
things like lower our wage tax and people 
movers and a lot of other things. There's 
a lot of time that is wasted and its 
unfortunate. 


And I think we have nothing more 
we can say to the public other than we'd 
like to give you the money, these groups, 
cultural groups; we think it's important 
to keeping the City viable. But the 
decision is out of our hands. 


Mr Wagner: 


Mr. President and members of 
Council, in regard to all of those bills 
and upcoming bills in the Committee of 
Public Safety that are similar type bills, 
first of all, the opinion provided by the 
Solicitor I partially agree that the Mayor 
does have control but I don't totally 
agree. And it's unfortunate that we can't 
acquire our own opinion from our own 
Solicitor, 


In essence what we're doing is 
we're soliciting an opinion from someone 
who works for the Mayor, We've 
discussed this at length in the past; this 
legislative body needs its own solicitor to 
provide its own independent legal 
opinion. . 


Secondly, I'd like to say that it 
appears as if the Mayor wants the entire 
spectrum of what the Administration 
desires in terms of professional services 
and grants and donations, I think that's 
unfortunate because the Mayor, in 





essence, if he does not want to spend the 
money, he does not have to spend the 
money. However, Council can 
implement other measures. And the 
other measures that Council implements, 
if the Mayor is playing hardball with 
Council then Council has to play hardball 
with the Mayor. And if there are other 
professional services or grants and 
donations that the Mayor wants to come 
through Council, Council simply has to 
sit on that legislation until something 
happens with the legislation that we 
support as a group, as a body. I believe 
that's the only way we can assure that 
these various groups receive the dollars 
that Council allocated. 


Therefore, I would again suggest 
that we closely watch what happens and 
Council monitor whatever requests come 
from the Mayor to allocate other dollars 
for other grants and donations that the 
Administration wants. And if these 
doliars are not forthcoming to these 
various groups, then Council should sit on 
that legislation. And I personally think 
that's the only way in which this Council 
can deal with this matter, and I think 
that's a very fair way of dealing with it. 


Mrs. Masloff: 


Mr. President, I think hereafter we 
ought to eliminate grants and donations 
from the budget and I don't think we 
ought to spend any time listening to any 
people coming in here asking for grants 
and donations. Hereafter it ought to be 
called agreements and sent to us as 
agreements and let it be known that we 
have nothing to say about it and not 
waste weeks and weeks and weeks 
listening to these people asking for 
donations. They are not grants and 
donations; they're agreements. And it's a 
misnomer to call them grants and 
donations. 
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programs in the North Side; and 
providing for the payment of the cost 
thereof." —(SPONSORED BY MR. 
WAGNER) *

Michelle, Wednesday he's going to 
be up before us. 


Michelle Madoff:

No. 

Michelle Madoff: 

I thought someone made a motion 
to approve him. Sophie and I made the 
motion and we had a second. I thought 
we were voting, 

The Chair, Pro tem: 

Well Tm making the 
recommendation that we hold until 
Wednesday so that we can bring George 
Jacoby up and — 

Michelle Madoff: 


Nobody had done that yet. Thank

The Chair, Pro tem: 


— being that the Finance 
Department of the City of Pittsburgh is 
a very critical department within the 
City. 


Michelle Madoff: _ 


We wanted to vote today on it, 
Sophie and I moved on it. 


Mrs. Masloff: 


I move to approve his appointment; 
I didn't know that you were going to do 
anything else. 


The Chair, Pro tem: 


Do any other Councilmembers have 
any questions that they want to ask Mr. 
Jacoby on Wednesday? 


Mr. Wagner: 


Mr. President and members of 
Council, it is the procedure of this

If we could have Mr. Meyer say a 
few words, please. He is the President 
of the Allegheny County Council. 


Mr. Meyer: 


Thank you, Councilman; T 
appreciate it. And we appreciate your 
help and your encouragement in the 
American Heart Association. Last year 
we gave, you gave, some $280,000: to 
local research; that's research at the 
University of Pittsburgh and Allegheny 
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General. 


There's some 6,600 individuals that 





have been given CPR training in the- 


county through the Heart Association. 
Over 600 people have been certified as 
instructors. Heart health education for 
the young, a wonderful program to start 
at kindergarten and go all the way to 
senior high, these various education 
programs.” 


I must tell you that we also this 
year put out a dining guide, Pittsburgh 
area restaurants that will provide heart 
healthy meals. Some of them have no 
smoking areas; they'll cook it in 
polyunsaturated fats. I must tell you 
that these terms are not all that familiar 
to me; I'm a layman, I work for Mellon 
Bank. I was reluctant to bring those over 
knowing that Councilman Woods is in the 
restaurant business and I wasn't sure of 
the name of his restaurant so we'll get 
him on our guide. I don't think it's on 
there; I don't think he was open when we 
had it printed. . 

I don't want to take any more of 
your time except to say in these very 
serious deliberations that you people go 
through, I am encouraged that you would 
take time for this resolution. We are all 
encouraged by your help. 


Councilwoman Masloff, were you in 
jail for us this year? In the Jail Bail? 


Mrs. Masloff: 

Yes, 
Mr. Meyer: 

We appreciate that too, 
Michelle Madoff: : 


I might tell you that in 1970, I 
believe, I was asked to lick envelopes and 


‘put stamps on them and work as a 


volunteer for the Heart Fund and‘ended 


“up heading the program ‘to collect’ money 


at apartments. And of course you know 
what happens; people say they're going to 
do it and you end up doing it for them. 
February I was ringing on all the doors in 
Many apartments throughout the whole 
City and raised $10,000 and spent 10 
days in the hospital. 


Mr. Meyer: 


The last time we talked you talked 
about your other life and the work you 
did and we appreciate it. 


Michelle Madoff: 


They need more people out working 
and we do need to consider prevention 
such as not having cigar smoking unless 
you have proper ventilation, You might 
want to work on that. 


Mr. Meyer: 
We sure do. 


You know, heart disease is the 
number one killer in Western 
Pennsylvania. It is the number one Killer 
in Western Pennsylvania. Again, we 
appreciate your help. 


Tm glad I'm not with the Dental 
Society because I brought a bunch of 
heart-shaped lollipops that are probably 
good for your heart but your dentist 
would probably recommend against it. 


Thank you very much for your 
time. 


Michelle Madoff: 


Floor motion. It appears that the 
County Controller, at the request of the 
County Commissioners, is performing his 
second audit of Alcosan. Further, the 
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remaining Alcosan Board Members 
presently designated, James O'Malley, 
Eugene DePasquale and Ed Stevens who 
has not been replaced as yet, are 
suddenly questioning the existing 
procedures at Alcosan. 


I believe it is only fair and proper 
to give Alcosan Chairman, James 
Creehan, the opportunity to explain what 
has transpired and why Alcosan has 
always been touted as one of the best 
authorities, always performing in the 
black. 


The airing out and separating of 
fact from fiction is a must and should 
take place under full public scrutiny. 
Therefore, I urge my colleagues to 
support a full public hearing in order that 
Mr. Creehan and the Alcosan Board 
Members have the opportunity to explain 
their role as to why Alcosan is under 
such public scrutiny at this time. 


T make that as a motion, 
Mr. O'Malley: 


Tm going to second that as an 
Alcosan Board Member. I think that its 
very important that the Chairman of 
Alcosan come in front of this Council 
because this Council does confirm the 
Board Members. 


Also I think its very important that 
he has an opportunity to give his point of 
view on television so that the users of 
Alcosan have an opportunity to listen to 
Mr. Creehan's point of view. There has 
been some criticism by the press and 
some of that  critici has been 
deserved, The press' criticism has been 
taken under consideration and whenever 
the Board felt that changes needed to be 
made we immediately took steps to make 
those changes, 





But I think that I agree with my 


colleague, Michelle, on this point of view 
that Mr. Creehan is entitled to have his 
day in front of Council. 


Michelle Madoff: 


And you too. 
Mr. Wagner: 


I would just like to make a 
comment. I believe there is a public 
hearing coming up pertaining to the 
appointment or vacancy of Alcosan and 
maybe — 


The Chair, Pro tem: 
I think they're two separate issues. 
Mr, Wagner: 


Well, okay, I'm sure that would be 
up to you or President Woods as to how 
that's determined but my point was that 
maybe somehow at least have the two on 
the same day or something along those 
lines. 


Michelle Madoff: 


May I continue please? My 
concerns stem, and I would like the 
members of the Board of Alcosan of 
which one member is presently here, to 
know what my specific interest is, aside 
from the obvious which is one of Mr. 
Creehan and I speaking and he was 
telling me that he didn't raise rates 
because he didn’t have to, they were 
operating in the black and now he didn't 
want to charge people in advance. But 


. there have been some other accusations; 


there have been accusations of — 
The Chair, Pro tem: 


Michelle, I don't want to cut you 
short but — 
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Michelle Madoff: - 
Excuse me, I want to talk about — 
The Chair, Pro tem: 


No, no, but you asked for a public 
hearing. I think you stated your reasons. 


Michelle Madofé: 


I haven't stated my reason; I want 
to state my reason. My reason is that we 
are being surcharged $1800 and I'm not 
sure whether it's monthly or quarterly or 
whatever, for effluent discharge. If 
indeed there are overpayments by virtue 
of — expenses or payments or accounts 
payable — Alcosan by virtue of having 
unnecessary staff performing duties. I 
understand you can't turn around without 
seeing 20 people doing the job that 
maybe a part-time person could be 
doing. That's the kind of thing I'm 
reading; that's the kind of thing I'm 
seeing. If that happens to be true and if 
that should be proven true, we need to 
get the Controller's second audit, the 
County Controller's audit. We should 
also have some — I want to see at that 
hearing the numbers of people and a 
correlation between job description and 
why they're doing those jobs. Perhaps 
the $1800 fee that we're paying for the 
treatment of an acceptance of the 
effluent from the Zoo and the treatment 
and acceptance of the effluent under 
federal law from our waste treatment 
plant should not be $1800. Maybe it 
should only be $200. Maybe our people 
are paying enough through Alcosan fees 
that it should be nothing because of 
perhaps‘ unnecessary expenditures, And 
that's the issue I want to deal with 
specifically, 


Mr, O'Malley: 


Mr, President, on that point right 
there, if that’s the point that Mrs. 





Madoff is going to call the hearing on, I 
think I can clarify some of that. 


First of all, the $1800 is mandated 
by the DER. It's mandated as a pre- 
treatment permit fee. 


As for whether Alcosan's prices are 
too high, I think my colleague should 
realize that Alcosan is the only 
government agency that hasn't raised 
rates in 11 years. In that same 11 years, 
the City of Pittsburgh has raised rates, 
taxes, 133 percent. The County has 
raised taxes 117 percent. 


As far as the employment of 
Alcosan goes, and all this will come out 
at the public hearing, as far as the 
employment of Alcosan goes, when Mr. 
Creehan took over as Executive Director 
of Alcosan there were many jobs that 
were farmed out and contracted out, 
such as our truck drivers. In the past 10 
years, Alcosan felt it was better to hire 
our own truck drivers as opposed to the 
contract negotiations of other employers 
and not ourselves. Also, all our 
maintenance is contracted out for 
general cleaning. 


So there is a lot of information 
that has to come out that really hasn't 
come out and I think that a public 
hearing in front of Council would be 
good. 


Michelle Madoff: 


But I just want to clarify an 
erroneous statement that you made. The 
effluent is mandated under law that the 
City has to treat it and the Zoo has to 
treat it unless we could convince Alcosan 
to accept it. - Alcosan did a pilot to see 
whether it would be compatible with 
their discharge system, ‘their B.O.D., 
Basic Oxygen Demand, and a lot of other 
problems and thought they could receive 
our waste effluent. Then the setting of a 
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fee was determined by Alcosan, I'm 
questioning is the fee too high if we have 
too many people on the payroll and too 
many expenditures or too many contracts 
being awarded over the prices they need 
to pay because every time we bring that 
down, we bring down the cost of dealing 
with the effluent. The taxpayers are 
already paying a fee to Alcosan, a 
quarterly fee, for the treatment plant 
and perhaps part of that fee should be 
absorbed by Alcosan because there's no 
yneed to charge for accepting this 
effluent if indeed it's compatible and 
that is the question that I'm raising. 


Mr. O'Malley: 


My colleague doesn't understand 
Alcosan's process and billing process. 


Michelle Madoff: 
Tunderstand too well. 
Mr. O'Malley: 


There's no way that the residents 
of the City of Pittsburgh or the residents 
of Allegheny County should pay for the 
excess contaminants generated by the 
Pittsburgh Zoo. The Pittsburgh Zoo, like 
all other businesses in the City of 
Pittsburgh, have to pay a permit fee for 
any excess contaminants put into the 
sewage lines. 


Michelle Madoff: 


Tm very aware of it. I'm also 
familiar with dyes that you can put in to 
check where it comes from, I'm just 
saying that the fee may be too high to 
the City taxpayers for our water waste 
treatment plant and our Zoo. 


The Chair, Pro tem: 


All in favor of the motion for a 
public hearing? Opposed?

Mr. O'Malley: 


I would also like mine brought 
forward please. 


Mr, Givens: 
My remarks also, please. 


Td like one other comment if I 
might, Mr. President. Many times we 
criticize the Administration and the 
Mayor for not promoting from within. I 
think this is a fine example of George 
Jacoby who worked his way into City 
government through Finance, General 
Services, Supplies, and now back as the 
Director of Finance of the City of 
Pittsburgh and that's to be commended 
because now we're using the people who 
have been trained and worked underneath 
us in various other levels of management 
and now taking over the very critical 
Department of Finance in the City of 
Pittsburgh and George, as depicted in the 
meeting last Wednesday, has all the 
academic credentials and proven record 
here in City government to carry on this 
most important post. 


(BEGINNING - MR. GIVENS', MR. 
O'MALLEY'S AND MR. WAGNER'S 
REMARKS ON BILL NO. 2207 - 


WEDNESDAY, 2/4/87) 
Mr. Givens: 


Mr. Jacoby, could you indicate to 
me your past background and education, 
etc., that would qualify you for the job 
as the chief financial director of the 
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City of Pittsburgh? 
Director Jacoby: 


Certainly. I attended the 
University of Virginia and graduated 
from wmdergraduate school at the 
University of Pittsburgh with a B.A. in 
Economics. I have a Master's Degree 
from Ohio State University in Public 
Administration and I have a law degree 
from Duquesne University. Prior to 
serving with the City I was a criminal 
justice planner involved in grants 
applications for both the City and the 
County. I served in the then Treasurer's 
Office, now Department of Finance, as 
the Fiscal Assistant to the Treasurer 
then as the Deputy Treasurer and when 
the Finance Department was formed I 
was the Deputy Director of Finance and 
City and School Treasurer for two years 
under Mr. Schmeiser before becoming 
the Director of Supplies and then 
General Services. I've also served as the 
Chairman of the City of Pittsburgh 
Equipment Leasing Authority and I have 
been involved in various underwritings, 
obviously some with the City and we 
have worked hard to have minorities. I 
worked on the first stadium re-financing 
and we have accomplished some 
significant financings in the Equipment 
Leasing Authority and we just closed a 
$16 million bond issue late in the 
summer. I've been involved in the budget 
process as a member of the Mayor's 
Budget Committee when I was in the 
Department of Finance. I've been on the 
other side of that; sometimes in the 
Department of General Services but I 
have a great deal of a sense of 
accomplishment I guess from some of the 
things I did when I was in the Finance 
Department. I worked as one of the 
staff members on the Pension Reform 
where the City began to fund its pension 
liabilities. 





Mr. Givens: 


I thank you for bringing out those 
various points. Tve had personal 
relationships with you as far as dealings 
with the City of Pittsburgh and I've been 
very pleased in those other capacities 
that you have just mentioned and those 
jobs that you have done. I share with Mr. 
Grabowski his concern about hopefully 
using bonding firms that are from the 
City of Pittsburgh or at least Western 
Pennsylvania and most of them are then 
headquartered within the City of 
Pittsburgh. Thus, keeping the money 
that they make in the City of Pittsbrugh 
thusly as government-elected officials 
can tax those profits and that then 
keeping the money here. As the 
economists say, if we have to go out and 
borrow money each year then we should 
go out and borrow it each year. I think 
sometimes we find ourselves trying to 
play the Monopoly game of the interest 
rates and caught ourselves in some 
pretty tough situations in the past. I 
hope that would not be repeated again 
and I think your selection of appointment 
from Mayor Caliguiri is one of hte finest 
in the City. 


Director Jacoby: 

Thank you. 
Mr. Wagner: 

Director, if confirmed by Council, 
when would you actually start in the new 
position? 

Director Jacoby: 
March Ist, 
Mr. Wagner: 
Will you officially move? In other 


words, will your duties be totally General 
Services between now and then or will 
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you be involved in both departments? 
Director Facaby: 


I would not officially assume the 
position of Director of Finance until 
March Ist; that's the effective date of 
Mr. Schmeiser's resignation. I would 
certainly hope to be involved in some 
transition activities where I could be 
briefed on the activities in the Finance 
Department but I would continue to 
perform as the Director of General 
Services until that time, 


Mr. Wagner: 


In regard to some of the 
outstanding issues of great concern to 
me and I've discussed some of them 
recently with you as they related to 
Public Safety — issues that I've been 
talking about for quite some time such as 
the gasoline stations, fueling depos 
around the City for emergency vehicles, 
the surveillance van that has been talked 
about for two years and we still do not 
have one, the radios that we need out 
there desperately and all bureaus for the 
Public Safety personnel that operate. 
Will those issues with the changing of the 
guard, will any of these issues be 
delayed, have we set target dates for 
completion to make sure that these 
issues are resolved and are we certain 
that there's not going to be any delay in 
seeing these items come to fruition and 
resolved? 


Director Jacoby: 


I don't know if you want me to 
address individual items but I can say 
first of all the majorityof the items 
we're discussing have some connection 
with the Equipment Leasing Authority. 
As the Director of Finance I would 
remain a member of the Equipment 
Leasing Authority so I woulkd certainly 
be there to continue involvement with 


them. Specifically for example with the 
request to the refueling facilities, you 
and I had a conversation regarding its 
status. I spoke with Solicitor Pellegrini 
yesterday and he does have the 
legislation completed and as soon as I 
have a chance to meet with the 
representative of the Controller's Office, 
I will be presenting it to Council along 
with our selection, our proposed 
selections of the gasoline stations to use. 


The surveillance vans are now in 
final states of specification writing. 
Robin Smith, the Fleet Superintendent, is 
meeting with the representatives of the 
Public Safety Department and we are 
ordering the vans now. 


The radio situation as we went over 
in the post-agenda the other day is fairly 
set. The time frame is not one that 
relies on me alone. It's a system that 
needs to be done in conjunction with the 
movement of the emergency operations 
center. The writing of the specifications 
is under way and it's a joint project 
between members of the General 
Services staff and the Public Safety 
staff. I see little if any chance of that 
changing direction because of my 
departure. I believe that those 
directions are firm and they are set and 
everyone involved is in agreement with 
the direction; I don't see them changing, 


Mr. Wagner: 


Well, in terms of target dates for 
those three items, have we set them? I 
mean, target dates for implementation. 
What are we really looking at hear? I 
want to have some feel for these items 
that we've been talking about, when 
they're going to be reality. 


Director Jacoby: 


Well, the vans, as I said, we have 
written the basic specification and 
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without going into too much detail on 
how we're going..to do this, these are 
going to be undercover vans. . The -vans 
have an eight-week delivery time. frame 
and as soon as they're awarded the vans 
will be in Pittsburgh in eight weeks and 
then we do whatever else we're going to 
do to them. 


The radio system now has a target 
date of August. That is where the date 
is for getting into the new emergency 
operations center. _ The console 
equipment and the links to. the 
transmitter equipment must be 
purchased in concert with that move so 
that the date really goes along with the 
construction project and there's no 
choice but to stay with that. 


The fueling situation is such that 
presuming that the Controller's Office 
has no objection to the legislation the 
way it's written and Council is willing to 
pass it, as I said, we probably need no 
more than about a four-week start-up to 
get that in motion as soon as the 
resolution is passed. 


Mr. Wagner: 


So we're talking in reality and I just 
need a clarification. This being the first 
week of February, March, April, etc. We 
could have the fueling stations in 
operation in April of this year. 


Director Jacoby: 

Yes. 
Mr. Wagner: 

Surveillance vans taking eight 
weeks to get here after the order goes 
out and then the modifications needed on 


the vans, what are we talking, another 
couple months? . - é we 





The Chair: 


Jack, I think these might be issues 
for a post-agenda or a hearing and not 
necessarily for Mr. Jacoby's 
qualifications to be Finance Director. 


Mr. Wagner: 


Well, obviously we have a changing 
of the guard here and I want to make 
sure that items are resolved in the one 
department prior to voting for Mr. 
Jacoby to move to the other 
department. They can't be resolved 
today but we can at least talk about I 
believe when they will be resolved and 
T'm not really getting into great detail 
except some items that are of great 
concern I believe to this City and the 
public safety and if there's going to be a 
void in that department with him moving 
on, that's of great concern t ome. 


‘The Chair: 

I agree with you that it's of great 
concern but I don't know if this is the 
proper forum to discuss it. It you can 
wrap up please. 


Mr. Wagner: 


So for the surveillance vans we're 
looking for a target date of when? 


Director Jacoby: 


I would say the first part of 
summer, somewhere around mid-June. 


Mr, Wagner: 
And the radios? 
Director Jacoby: 


The end of the summer. | 
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Mr. Wagner: 


This will be very helpful to me in 
terms of following up with whoever the 
new director of General Services would 
be, 


I agree with Councilman Grabowski 
moving to the finance area on the bonds 
and the underwriting. I voted against 
one bond issue because of that — not the 
last one but the previous one — and I 
think it's time that Council in general, 
the majority of Council, behin to take 
that stand to keep the business here in 
Pittsburgh rather than it going to New 
York City and I would hope that that 
would be your position also as the new 
Finance Director of the City of 
Pittsburgh. 


Director Jacoby: 
That's certainly my preference. 
Mr. Wagner 


In moving into that position, are 
there any initiatives or ideas that you 
have in regard to the much-talked about 
problem of taxing or over-taxing in the 
City? Will you be involved directly as 
the Finance Director addressing the 
problem of the wage tax, the mercantile 
tax and some of the other taxes that are 
viewed as being excessively high? 


Director Jacoby: 


Obviously for the final vote on 
those issues is one for Council and the 


Mayor but certainly I would be heavily . 


involved in putting together 
recommendations and doing an analysis 
on them. Based on my experience from 
before and obviously as a taxpayer of the 
City, it's clear that some of the taxes 
that the City is left to impose, and I 
think that needs to be made clear, we 
don't impose these taxes because it's 


what we want to do. Many of the taxes 
which are considered to be progressive 
and fair are already taken by the state 
and we are pre-empted from imposing 
them. We are able to tax only that 
which the state permits us to tax in 
many instances, 


Our tax base, because it is 
primarily limited to residents of the City 
is not in concert with the services that 
we provide; many of which are not the 
residents of the City. I believe it's 
imperative for the City's financial health 
to do everything we can to enhance our 
tax base, to work with state on such 
items as revenue sharing, bringing back 
to the metropolitan cities the resources 
that they give out to individuals in their 
cities, etc. It's also important for us to 
continue on the program that we've been 
and that's controlling our costs; at the 
same time working to enhance our ‘tax 
base. Yes, I will have input on those 
decisions, 


Mr. Wagner: 


Will you be directly involved with 
any lobbying effort at the state level? 


Director Jacoby: 

Yes. 
Mr, Wagner: 

You will go to Harrisburg? 
Director Jacoby: 


I have every intention of going to 
Harrisburg. 


Mr. Wagner: 


Do you anticipate or see, and 
maybe this is a premature question, with 
no additional help from Harrisburg or the 
federal ogvernment, a change in the tax 
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structure needed in 1988? 
Director Jacoby: 


You mean, do I perceive a need for 
a tax increase? 


Mr. Wagner: 
Or a decrease or is that possible? 
Director Jacoby: 


The goal obviously is to attack the 
problem of the wage tax. I'm hopeful 
that the costs can be controlled in such a 
fashion that a tax increase is not 
necessary, The goal is to reduce the 
wage tax. A large part of that decision 
is going to be reflected in the outcome 
of our labor negotiations. As you know, 
virtually every union in the City will 
enter into negotiations this year. So 
based on the outcome of those 
negotiations, I'm going to have to answer 
that question later. 


The City’s fiscal position is not bad 
from the standpoint as other 
northeastern cities go. The City of 
Pittsburgh has done a way above average 
job of controlling it s expenditures and 
living within its means. It think there 
are other cities — Cleveland for example 
is on the brink of disaster. Not long ago 
Pittsburgh has done a masterful jbo in 
managing the finances that it has 
working within its existing tax base. I 
believe that the outcome for the next 
year, while it will continue to be tight 
and perhaps as tight as this year, it is not 
dismal. As I say, there are many things 
that have to occur between now and the 
end of the year that will have a big 
impact on our budget for next year. 


Mr. Wagner: 


In regard to the wage tax, will you 
as Finance Director be involved to any 


degree with the School Board because 
obviously the School Board is 45 percent 
of the 4 percent wage tax and that's 
something that the public really doesn't 
realize, that out of that 4 percent a 
little over 2 percent is the City and 
about 1.8 percent of it is the School 
Board. Will we be working in concert to 
a greater degree in teh future and will 
you an dthe Administration, so that if we 
can manage to reduce the wage tax 
lightly or hold the line, that the School 
Board is not going to increase it with the 
net effect being no effect or possibly an 
increase to the taxpayer? 


Director Jacoby: 


Clearly if we are able to do 
whatever is necessary to reduce the 
wage tax and the School Board were to 
raise theirs to compensate, we would be 
the worse off for it. I would hope that 
we do have good relations with the 
members of the School Board, not only 
the members of the Board but the 
members of the staff of the School 
Board. I know the discussions have 
already been had and they're ongoing 
with the School Board to jointly attack 
the problem. However, the School Board 
is an independently elected body and is 
not in any way officially or unofficially 
controlled by the City. We can persuade 
them and we can ask them but in the 
final analysis they must take their own 
vote on their taxes. 


Mr. Wagner: 


But will you be directly involved 
with them? 


Director Jacoby: 
Absolutely. 
Mr. Wagner: 


I believe what the public doesn't 
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realize is that the wage tax of ‘the City 
is not as great as everyone thinks it is. 
We're essentially 2.1 percent. ° 


Director Jacoby: 


One of the interesting aspects is 
* that the Department of Finance and 
taore particularly’ the Treasurer who is 
also the Deputy Director, is the 
Treasurer for the School District and the 
Finance Department collects taxes for 
both the City and the’ School District and 
it is sometimes not clear enough which 
taxes are being paid to the school and 
which taxes are being paid to the City. 
For example, on the PGH-40 form, for 
purposes of simplicity, if you are a 
resident, you're simply calculated at 4 
percent without a clear definition of 
what part of that is the City and what 
part of that isthe school ~ 


On the real estate tax bill however, 
it is clear what millage is assessed by 
the School District bit I would say the 
general perception is that it's not clear 
that “it's the School District imposing 
some of these taxes. 


Mr. Wagner: 


I asked for a formal legal opinion 
from our Solicitor as to whether or not 
we could mandate listing on paycheck 
stubs what portion goes to the City and 
what portion goes to the School Board so 
tha the public is clearly aware and the 
written opinion that Council got back 
was no, that cannot be mandated or 
done; it could be done voluntarily by the 
employer, but we as a legislative body 
could not mandate that. I think that's 
unfortunate because I think that people 
should truly know if there are separate 
governing bodies receiving a portion of 
that tax, what percentage is going where 
and the general public really is not aware 
of that and that's something I think we 
have to figure out. We have to find a 


way to let them know precisely’ what 
percent of that is the City tax and what 
percent of that is the school tax and 
what percent of that is the School Board 
tax and I think that's something that we 
should pursue working on in‘the future: I 
don't know how — what the proper means 
is to publicize that but there's definitely 
a need for that because they truly think 
— the public truly thinks that this 
legislation body is administering a four 
percent tax and that's not true, it's 2.1 
percent. 


Last item. One of your 
responsibilities as Finance Director in 
the future will be overseeing a portion of 
the safety program in the City. 
Obviously there has beeri some emphasis 
in that area within the year -but we have 
had a lack of high-level meetings to 
make sure that that committee or 
program is moving in the right 
direction. The Executive Safety 
Committee of which the Finance 
Director sits on and the Finance Director 
is the superior for the Safety 
Coordinator in the City, hasn't met for 
well over a year. Will you see to it that 
the group begins to meet again as it 
should on a quarterly basis? 


Director Jacoby: 
Yes. 

Mr. Wagness 
Thank you. 

The Chair: 


George, on the underwriters, on 
some of our larger bond issues I know Mr. 
Schmeiser tried to get many of the local 
firms. In some instances we had to have 
guarantees of the bonds that weren't sold 
that the lead underwriter would purchase 
those bonds themselves and that was one 
of hte reasons that we couldn't get the 
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local firm because they just couldn't 
guarantee that they'd have $100 million 
in assets to guarantee that they would 
purchase the bonds if they were unable 
to sell them. 


Director Jacoby: 


That's the element of risk that I 
was talking about. That if they but a 
bond deal, they have to have the power 
to sell the bonds. If they can't sell them 
they have to take them into their own 
portfolio. As I said, not only are the 
individual firms getting stronger but the 
collective Pittsburgh firms are gaining 
strength. 


The Chair: 

George, if you're confirmed on 
Monday as Director of Finance, you'll be 
working with my committees as 
Chairman of the Finance Committee. So 
we can make arrangements to get 
together with my staff because as many 
issues as I have been working on with mr, 
Schmeiser, I'd like to have this transition 
as smooth as possible. 

Director Jacoby: 

Certainly, 
The Chair: 

Thank you.

Mr. President and members of 
Council, I'd like to ask a couple people to 
please come forward for this resolution.

I just want to say that this 
resolution, even though its a non-binding 
resolution in the City, it's a very 
important resolution and it deal with a 
serious problem that exists in this City 
and also throughout the Commonwealth 
of Pennsylvania. 





Mr. Wagner presents 


No. 2321 WHEREAS, the sexually 
explicit and obscene messages of dial-a- 
porn services are presently unregulated 
and available to any person capable of 
dialing a phone; and 


WHEREAS, it has been documented 
to this Council that many children and 
teenagers frequently utilize dial-a~porn 
services; and 


WHEREAS, it has also been 
documented that the widespread 
advertising of dial-a-porn services have 
made the various phone numbers readily 
available to children and teenagers in 
Pittsburgh and the surrounding area; and 


WHEREAS, the various dial-a-porn 
services operating in Pittsburgh and the 
state of Pennsylvania must be regulated 
in such a manner that minors cannot 
have unrestricted access to these 
services; 


NOW, THEREFORE, BE IT 
RESOLVED, that the Council of the City 
of Pittsburgh hereby requests that the 
State Attorney General's Office 
investigate and monitor the dial-a-porn 
services operating in Pennsylvania to 
ensure that they are operating within the 
confines of the State Obscenity Code; 
and 


BE If FURTHER RESOLVED, that 
the State Legislator pass legislation 
mandating "access codes" to be issued by 
dial-a-porn operators to their customers 
only upon receiving proof of age. 


Mr. Wagner moved to adopt the 
resolution.

How do you finally do 
it? 


The Chair: 


We can mail this like we do with 
many, many other items. 


‘Mr. Wagner: 


Mr. President and members of 
Council, how will it be done? The same 
way in which a person utilizes a card, a 
credit card on the telephone, to be billed 
to them, That's done with other types of 
services; it's done in sports betting. It's 
done in many other ways and it can be 
done with dial-a-porn services also. The 
purpose here, obviously, is to restrict 
access to minors. 


Michelle Madoff: 


Thank you. That's all I wanted to 
know. 


Mr. DePasquale: 

I think it should be a matter for the 
record who the pigs are that are making 
the money on this. Who are they? Do 
you know? 

Mr. Wagner: 

Councilman DePasquale, the people 
that ‘are making the money, I believe 
that information is private information 
that is available only to Bell of 
Pennsylvania. 

Mr. DePasquale: 

Why is it private? 

Wr. Wagner: 


I would prefer to let Doran 


Scheckley, if you have any questions — 
First of all, Id like to ask him to come 


- up here and say a few words, and if you 


have a few questions, he can answer 
them much more intelligently than I can. 


Ijust want to mention, though, that 
we had received a petition from the 
residents of the City of Pittsburgh 
requesting a public hearing on this topic 
some time in the near future. That 
public hearing I think is very important. 
The people in Pittsburgh have brought 
this problem to light. There have been 
cards distributed in four or five 
neighborhoods, at schools for children to 
make these phone calls. Many families 
have received outrageous telephone bills 
as a result of it and children are utilizing 
these dial-a-porn services and I believe 
we in this Council can have an impact to 
start to get the State Legislature to 
respond to this problem not only here in 
Pittsburgh but thorughout the 
Commonwealth. 


One final note I want to mention 
prior to letting Doran speak is that we 
can also upgrade our legislation here in 
the City, our ordinance, so that it is 
equal to that which exists throughout the 
Commonwealth of Pennsylvania. My 
office is presently doing that and we will 
submit some amended legislation next 
Monday. 


I would again like to introduce 
Doran Scheckley who is the Director of 
the Pennsylvania Coalition Against 
Pornography who would like to speak in 
greater detail on this topic. 


Mrs. Masloff: 


Mr. President, I want to say that in 
August I brought this very matter to the 
attention of this Council. I was coming 
up Fifth Avenue and was handed a card. 
I came and called that number and found 
it offensive. I reported it to Council and 
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I reported it to the Police who told me at 
that time that there was nothing they 
could do about it locally. Those cards 
were handed out in Downtown Pittsburgh 
indiscriminately to whoever walked by. 
The police told me then in August that 
there was nothing they could do locally. 


Mr. Scheckley: 


Councilwoman Masloff, you're 
quite correct, and that is really what has 
caused this groundswell of outrage to 
come before the Council. As you 
probably know, dial-a-porn has existed in 
Pennsylvania and Pittsburgh for a 
mumber of years but it's just been 
recently that the advertising of dial-a- 
porn services has become so ubiquitous 
that its available, as you pointed out, 
willy-nilly to everyone. And that is what 
has offended so many parents and has 
caused our petition to come to City 
Council. 


Td like-to say that we recognize 
that Council has little authority to 
ultimately erradicate this offense to the 
citizens of Pittsburgh. In other words, 
you as a Council really cannot control 
the dial-a~porn service itself. What we 
are asking, though, in this resolution is 
that you strongly recommend to the 
State Legislature that they do take 
action. And this action, by the way, is 
an action that we believe is already a 
significant compromise. In other words, 
you could say as the Executive Director 
of the Pennsylvania Coalition Against 
Pornography that I represent an extreme 
fringe of our voting citizenry. However, 
as extreme as that may be, we're asking 
for, in access codes, we are asking for a 
compromise already. In other words, 
we're not asking for dial-a~porn services 
to be eliminated; we're asking that they 
be regulated. Access. codes is a 
procedure that has already been 
suggested through several levels of the 
federal courts and the FCC as being a 


feasible one where Bell of Pennsylvania, 
in this case, offers a two-way 
technological service. I'm not very good 
at explaining that but what it comes 
down to is, if a certain kind of 
technology is available through Bell of 
Pennsylvania, then access codes is very 
feasible and very relatively cheap for the 
company to introduce and pay for. 
Therefore, access codes would really 
eliminate substantially, except for the 
case where the kid steals the number 
from this father or older brother kind of 
thing. It would eliminate the kind of 
calls that we have now where kids make 
dozens of calls, where parents end up 
with large bills, where kids call from 
churches, other friends homes, and hear 
very extremely explicit messages that 
are otherwise constitutionally protected 
for adults. And therein is our problem. 


Michelle Madoff: 


What about the hundreds of dollars 
in bills the City of Pittsburgh taxpayers 
that they made in the Treasurer's 
Office? Could you work out a code that 
they can't make those calls too? They 
can't find out who — 


Mr, Scheckley: 


Yes, absolutely. - The code would 
apply to everyone. In other words, in 
order to receive a dial-a~porn service, 
you as an adult, or myself, would have to 
write to the company, they would 
advertise their address or phone number 
where they could be called, and we would 
apply in the same way that we would 
write or apply or send away for a pair of 
pants in a mail order service or what 
have you, and we would be issued as ina 
bank, like a MAC Card, a P.I.N. number, 
a Personal Identification Number. It's 
very sophisticated; you get your own 
P.LN. number and therefore you have to 
type that in or dial it into your phone 
before you get access to this sexually 
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explicit message. And that would also 
prevent — This would save Council, 


-government, corporations in ‘the City of 


Pittsburgh from those annoying calls that 
employees make to dial-a-porn services 
as well, 


Mr. Givens: 


I just have one interesting 
question. What if I receive that in my 
telephone bill, for whatever reason, and I 
just refuse to pay it and write a letter to 
the telephone company? Do you people 
with . leadership, the Pennsylvania 
Coalition Leadership Foundation, go into 
many areas, just not only this one 
particular area but you go into many 
areas of this type of information being 
passed around, especially to children, I 
think that's where it's most offensive 
because naturally they don't have it. But 
to me, I don't know if there's anything 
if you hit them in the 
pocketbook, and sometimes legally 
because of the Constitution and the 
protection under the First and 
Fourteenth Amendment we can't do a lot 
of things. But one thing we can do in 
this country, and that is to advise people 
nat to buy the product, number one, 
where it~is' a product and it is one 
telephone company. Have the 
corporation leaders then addressed in 
that particular entity and if not then 
maybe that would be an avenue that 
would be open, 


One of these cards had been placed 
on my automobile right outside my front 
door of my home. And I heard about it 
just through hearsay and I called the 
number just to see what it was. And I 
don't want any of my kids ever to get 
hold of that number. When you put it on 
a car like anything, the kids will come 
walking along the street and they're 
interested as to what it is and they'll pull 
it off the car and read it. And I don't 
appreciate those people putting anything 


like that on my automobile and I'd like to 
know who they are. I'd give them a little 


punch in the nose if I could find them. J 
- seriously would and I wouldn't care if I 


ended up in jail on that because they're 
polluting our kids minds in such a way 
over media that I think was meant for 
something totally different than what it's 
being used for, the telephone. 


The Chair: 


Thank you very much _ for 
everyone's comments. One more 
comment and then we're going to wind 
this down because we are going to have a 
public hearing. 


Mr. Scheckley: 


In summary Id like to say thank 
you for adopting this resolution. It will 
give a message to the State 
Legislature. They have begun to take 
action to introduce legislation mandating 
an access code and we will keep you 
informed and abreast of that. 


Td also like to thank you for your 
vision to protect kids in this City 
because its very needed. And if we can't 
agree on much when it comes to 
pornography and the First Amendment, 
we at least can agree that when it comes 
to protecting kids we must act and act 
swiftly and strongly. Thank you.

Mr. Pollock: 

Dawn, congratulations. Second of 
all, onyour resume I see you're attending 
Law School and that's in the evening of 
course. = 
Ms. Botsworth: 

That's correct. 

Mr. Pollock: 
You do see it as being a greater 


demand, but do you feel confident that 
you will be able to handle the greater 


demand of your time while so going to ° 


school at night? 
Ms, Botsworth: 


Yes, I'm in my third year so the 
demand of time for law school is a lot 
less thant it was initially and I was able 
to do my other job without any problem 
so I don't anticipate that being a 
problem. 


Mr. Pollock: 


And here's a tougher question and 
you don't have to answer it. Is it your 
intention of staying employed with the 
City once you obtain your law degree? 


Ms. Botsworth: 


I don't have any intentions of 
leaving right now, 


Mr. Wagner: 


Dawa, when Director Jacoby was in 


“front of us, I asked him a few questions 


pertaining to your department as they 
relate to my committee which is Public 
Safety and as you know Public Safety 
represents half of theemployees in the 
City of Pittsburgh and some very 
important coordination needs to take 
place between General. Services and 
Public Safety, particularly as it relates 
to equipment, purchases and equipment 
maintenance. Three items that we 
talked about in particular were the 
location of gasoline stations around the 
City. Seeing that we only have one now 
in the Strip District and all the 
emergency vehicles have to go from the 
East End, the North Side, the South Hills, 
etc., to that during their tour of duty and 
it takes them out of their sectors so 
obviously to get gasoline stations on line 
at four or five spots arund the City is 
critical and the Director indicated a date 
by which we were going to accomplish 
that. Are you aware or familiar with 
that date? 


Ms, Botsworth: 


Yes, am. The date was the end of 
the year. We do have that proposal 
ready — 


Mr. Wagner: 
— the end of which year. 
Ms. Botsworth: 


He had anticipated that by the end 
of 1986 we would give you our proposal. 
That proposal is ready. In addition to 
that though, and I will be sending this 
over to you very shortly. There is anew 
proposal on the table that we would like 
to at least consider for satellite fueling 
and it would be a little bit different than 
allocating particular stations. This 
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would be a gas card system, so we do 
want to look at that before we make a 
commitment to the satellite fueling site 
but that proposal is ready and we'll be 
happy to go over it with you. 


My. Wagner: 


Tf I recall correctly, the Director's 
commitment just three weeks ago was 
May 1. 


Ms. Botsworth: 


We see no problem with meeting 
that commitment. 


‘Mr, Wagner: 


Well, I would hate to see another 
alternative delay. 


Ms. Botsworth: 


I don'tthink it would delay it. We 
would like to test both alternatives at 
the same time. 


Mr. Wagner: 


That's fine but you are aware of 
those target dates for fueling stations, 
the radios which are not operating 
properly in many areas and isolated areas 
and particularly the firefighters and 
some detectives that have had serious 
problems. The target date for the new 
radios to be in use that he indicated andI 
believe its sometime in the summer of 
this year. 


Ms. Botsworth: 


That's right, late summer or early 
fall is the anticipated date for that. 


Mr. Wagner: 


Another critical item is the 
surveillance van which we are to have in 


our hands soon and then to do the work 
to alter it for use by the Narcotics 
Bureau. You're aware of that target 
date. 

Ms, Botsworth: 


I believe that was June; is that 
correct? 


Mr. Wagner: 
I believe it was April. 
Ms. Botsworth: 


But it would be on the street by 
June. 


Mr. Wagner: 


So we're still going to meet these 
target dates. 


Ms, Botsworth: 


I don't see any problems unless 
something unexpected comes up but I 


-will let you know as soon as possible. 


Mr. Wagner: 


One other item that concerns me. 
in purchasing and I just noticed this — 
T've noticed it but it's come to mind, In 
the purchasing of vehicles for use by our 
detectives, we purchase a vehicle that 
looks — as soon as you see the car you 
know detectives are init. I mean, it has 
black walls and it's a four-door sedan, it's 
the cheapest model you can find and we 
are in no way being unconspicuous in 
those vehicles that we are supplying our 
people with. Id like to see a change in 
thinking as it relates to that but buy 
something that looks ordinary everyday, 
red in color, whitewalls and something 
that doesn't pinpoint them .as soon as 
they ride down the street. 
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Ms, Botsworth:" 


I understand your point and I'm 
certain that we can work that out with 
the Public Safety officials to get a car 
that meets those needs. 


Mr. Wagner: 


I appreciate that and I guess my 
general overall request would be with 
any purchase of equipment in public 
safety in particular, I only ask that you 
as the new director will get input from 
not only Director Cannon but the people 
in the various respective bureaus on 
down to the people actually using the 
equipment. That's critical because we've 
made some blatant errors in the past and 
we've spent some money that we 
shouldn't have spent on equipment and I 
htink if we would have gotten input from 
the people using it we could have made a 
better choice and that's all I ask you to 
do as the new director. 


Ms. Botsworth: 

I think I can comply with that, 
‘Mr. Wagner: 

Terrific. One final question, In 
your confirmation which I anticipate will 
occur Monday, have you given thought to 
a Deputy Director? 

Ms. Botsworth: 

I was waiting for confirmation 
before doing anything about that. I have 
given some though to it but I have not 
made any decisions. 


Mr. Wagner: 


Obviously that's a critical 
appointment. - : 


‘Ms. Botsworth: 

I agree. 
Mr. Wagner: 

And Council does not have input to 
that and we only ask you also to look in~ 
house and hopefully find the most 
competent person available for the job.

That's a very important position.

Which was read. 
Mr, O'Malley: 


Mr. President, on Bill 2309, City 
Council to spend $35,000 for a legal 
advisor, I still oppose this bill basically 
because the real cost is not going to be 
$35,000. I think once we figure in the 
Solicitor's secretary and incidental 
miscellaneous supplies, office space, I 
think we're talking closer to $70,000 or 
$80,000 and I think that's a lot of money 
to pay for somebody that even according 
to the Home Rule Charter cannot legally 
represent this Council in court. The only 
person that can legally represent this 
Council of the City of Pittsburgh in 
court is the Solicitor that is hired by the 


_ City of Pittsburgh. So I think paying 


$70,000 or $80,000 a year for an 
individual to give us legal advice when 
that legal advice could pretty much be 
whatever a Councilperson disignates it to 
be is a very high price to pay. 


Im also afraid that members of 
this Council will use that as an 
opportunity to be in constant conflict 
with the Mayor and I really don't think 
that is necessary, We now have a 
contingency fund that any member of 
Council that wants to that has a question 
on a piece of legislation and needs a 
separate legal opinion from the Solicitor 
has the right and the authorization to go 
out and seek that legal opinion from 
outside this Council. 


So, I'm opposed and I would urge 
my colleagues to oppose this piece of 
legislation, 


Mr. Wagner: 


Mr. President, members of Council 
and Mr. O'Malley, I would ask to please 
refer to the Charter, Section 310, 
Powers of Council. It states as follows: 
"a) to employ or retain its own staff, 
including a City Clerk and an attorney 
qualified to practice law before the 
Supreme Court of Pennsylvania who may 
act as legal advisor to Council and may 
represent Council as a body in legal 
proceedings. Council's attorney shall not 
represent the City as a municipal 
corporation in any legal proceeding." 


The reason why that is stated in 
there, the last sentence, is that Council 
is considered to be a separate entity of 
government. The explanation to 310 of 
the Charter in the back indicates that 
Council is authorized to have its own 
legal counsel. 


The final paragraph in Section 310 
states: "Council is given sufficient 
powers to perform both a leadership role 
and a check and balance role in City 
Government." 


The reason why I read that is that 
that is really the issue in front of us 
here, moreso than the piece of 
legislation, Bill No. 2309. The question 
is, is Council going to do what the Mayor 
wants it to do or is it going to play a 
leadership role and provide checks and 
balances on government. 


It stated in this legislation that the 
cost is $35,000 per year. It won't cost 
much more than that, I am sure, but this 
total budget of. this Council is well in 
excess of $1 million, or more like $2 
million a year. And $35,000, or if its 40 
or if its 50, is not substantial enough to 
deter, I believe, anyone that wants 
independence in government from voting 
for it. And that's really the issue at - 
hand. ? 
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Councilman DePasquale stated the 
other day in Committee that the City 
Solicitor always gives an opinion that 
represents the Administration. That's 
absolutely correct. And it's about time 
this Council begin to get a legal advisor 
that represents this Council. 


I have gone to small boroughs and 
municipalities outside the City of 
Pittsburgh boundaries and their Council 
meetings, boroughs that have eight and 
ten thousand people as a populous. This 
City has 400,000 people. Those small 
boroughs have their own legal advisor. 
This City of 400,000 does not have its 
own legal advisor. It needs it not only 
for the independence of government to 
get away from listening to the Solicitor 
that works for the Administration, to get 
away from listening to the Mayor. It 
also needs it in terms of opinion on our 
legislation that we present, that we put 
together. Some legislation that would 
never ever be introduced if we had our 
own Solicitor that would review that 
legislation, that would determine 
whether or not it is legal, whether or not 
it should be presented. 


In addition to that, we have sat 
here and argued for hours over 
legislation that is illegal, at public 
hearings that should never be public 
hearings. And if we had our own legal 
advisor we wouldn't do that. 


I would just like to conclude by 
saying that the cost is $35,000, that 
individual can utilize the City Clerk's 
staff, and again I go back to the 
Charter. The Charter only indicates two 
job titles that this Council should fill 
within the administrative branch of City 
Councils the City Clerk and an 
attorney. The people who put together 
this Charter were not dumb; they knew 
what they were doing, they knew the 
purpose behind it. And they indicated 
that we should employ those two 


people. I agree with them. The voters 
of this accepted this Charter and they 
would like this Council to follow it and I 
think its about time we begin to follow 
it. 


Michelle Madoff: 


I agree with my colleague. He 
stated a lot of the reasons that I've been 
trying to introduce a bill that has our 
own City Solicitor and I talked to Mr. 
Dan Pellegrini and previous to him to 
Mulvihill and other people. I don't see 
the Council legal counsel, an attorney, to 
be an adversary position but two heads 
being better than one. Sometimes when I 
have had discussions with an attorney on 
issues, my attorney or the attorney 
chosen by Council, allowing us to have an 
attorney who will then go back and speak 
to Mr. Pellegrini and they work things 
out between themselves and say, "Oh 
yes, I think you're right." There's a give 
and take on both sides. 


I have three piece of legislation 
that Iam preparing. One involves three 
different entities of government and its 
going to be a very difficult piece of 
legislation to put together in the proper 
legal form. I could use assistance from a 
legal person, three or four or five hours, 
to put this piece of legislation in its 
proper form so it doesn't come before 
Council and I look like an idiot. Iam not 
an attorney; I only get my law degree 
vicariously by awards. 


I would suggest that this Council 
become professional and that not only 
Michelle Madoff or Mr. Wagner but any 
member of this Council, including Mr. 
Ben Woods who initially voted to have a 
legal counsel last time I introduced the 
bill. Yes, it was a 5-4 vote and he voted 
with me. Is that correct, Mr. O'Malley? 
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Mr, O'Malley: 


What's that Michelle? 
listening. 


I wasn't 


Michelle Madoff: 


I'm female; I don't expect you to 
listen. 


When we had the original bill on 
legal counsel, the vote was 5-4 and you 
voted with me. 


The Chair: 
You said Mr. Woods. 
Michelle Madoff: 


Excuse me, 1 meant Mr. O'Malley. 
I apologize. 


Mr. O'Malley: 
That's why I wasn't listening. 
Michelle Madoff: 


Sorry. Mr. O'Malley voted with us 
and here he is opposing it. And I think 
what is happening is its becoming a 
political issue. Let's put our political 
leanings aside and let's look at what's 
good for the public. There is legislation 
that comes up every day, reporters listen 
to it and they listen to us fighting 
amongst ourselves and having to ask the 
Parliamentarian whether its correct, and 
we don't have it worded correctly. We 
don't have the input correctly. And I 
think to be professionals and to 
professionalize our status in the City, as 
we are perceived by the public, it is 
fitting and proper that we have someone 
help us with be technical, legal 
information. 


As far as the money to hire an 


attorney, you know, if we want it to 


happen we can make it happen on the 
dollars we've set aside. A person could 
be as they are with the county, we have 
county solicitors who have private 
practices, they've been that way for 100 
years. They could use Mike's staff. Asit 
happens, Mr. Perry's staff is now using 
computers and he's actually flushed with 
extra people; we don't want to let people 
go. Fortunately or unfortunately, he has 
a couple of people who are off on 
workmen's comp which sort of equalizes 
the situation but normally he would have 
people sitting around, I don't think we're 
going to have a problem with getting 
back up service. Mike is always 
cooperative, always has been, It's a 
matter of does this Council want to be 
professional, get our bills drafted 
professionally. I needed some help today 
on whether I needed a Wallace Act, 
whether I needed to waive Rule 8 or how 
I should prepare the legislation. I have 
no one to ask. I need someone here that 
I can walk in the office and say can you 
help me with this. Mr. O'Malley needs 
that; so does every member of this 
Council if they were being honest. And 
everybody is saying, "Well, we should not 
confront the Mayor because I'm his 
devoted vote” and I think people perceive 
it as such. I think a vote against our 
having our counsel says all the more 
power to the Controller's Office as it is 
because at least someone is challenging 
the status quo. 


Mr. O'Malley: 


Just a couple short comments, Mr. 
President. Mr. Wagner stated that he 
has seen this Council argue for hours 
over legislation that was illegal. Well, 
the years that I've been on this Council 
Tve seen this Council vote for illegal 
pieces of legislation. When the Solicitor 
gave us an opinion supported by case law, 
this Council voted against that opinion 
and say let the courts decide. I totally, 
disagree with that. 
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Also, I just looked at the budget 
and Mr. Wagner stated that cities of 
eight and ten thousand people have their 
own solicitor. Well, the City of 
Pittsburgh has a solicitor and the budget 
for 1986 for the Solicitor's Office is 
$1,958,000. I think that's a lot of money 
to pay for legal advice. 


But one of the main reasons not to 
vote for this piece of legislation is that, 
as Mr. Wagner stated, that this person is 
going to be a legal advisor. That's a lot 
of money to pay for somebody that is 
just an advisor, This man has no 
authority to defend this Council in court 


Michelle Madoff: 
Or this woman. 
Mr. O'Malley: 


Or this woman. And once our legal 
advisor issues an opinion, who is going to 
defend that opinion. What if the opinion 
that he issues is different than the 
opinion issued by the City Solicitor. Who 
defends our Solicitor's opinion in court? 
He doesn't have the legal jurisdiction to 
defend it in court. He certainly cannot 
send it over to the City Solicitor if his 
opinion is different than ours. So what 
we're doing, we're being asked to pay 
seventy and eighty thousand dollars for 
an attorney to issue us legal opinions 
that he cannot defend. 


Mr. DePasquale: 


My dilemma, and I would have to 
agree with Councilman O'Malley, I don't 
trust the opinion of Pellegrini and I'm 
scared that the opinion of our Solicitor, 
if we have one, would be worthless. As 
Mr. O'Malley said, if there's a court case, 
what opinion prevails? . I'm pretty sure 
the courts would uphold the City 
Solicitor appointed by the Mayor. Even 


though we have a right to appoint an 
attorney, I don't think his decision would 
Mean a damn, And I would hope if we 
did, we would have one that would be 
impartial. But it's almost impossible, 
and obviously, if we hire him, they're 
going to render decisions favorable to us 
just like the appointed Solicitor of the 
Mayor is going to render decisions 
favorable to the Mayor and to the 
Administration. 


Mr. Grabowski: 


Mr. President, it's been my 
experience serving on this Council that 
whenever I needed assistance in drafting 
legislation I simply called the Law 
Department and they prepared whether 
they agreed with it or not. And before I 
got on this Council I recall there was an 
issue dealing with the plant closing 
legislation that the City Solicitor 
vehemently disagreed with and he would 
not prepare it but nevertheless, he paid 
an outside firm to draft that legislation 
for those members of Council that felt 
that it was proper. 


So, I really don't think that there is 
a problem with our Law Department. 
They will draft legislation; they have the 
technical expertise to do that and 
they've always been very cooperative 
with me. I think if any other member of 
Council has had a contrary experience, I 
would be very surprised to hear of it. 


Mr. Givens: 


T'd just like to point out a few 
things, Mr. President. Information 
Required Of Units Of Government — this 
is in the Home Rule Charter and its 
under Section 211. Al heads, which this 
solicitor falls under as well as all 18 
some directors — “All heads and units of 
government shall furnish the Mayor or 
Council such information as the Mayor or 
Council shall demand at any reasonable 
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time and shall make an annual public 
report in writing to the: Mayor and 
Council. City Solicitor — The Mayor 
shall appoint, subject to the approval of 
Council, a City Solicitor. The Solicitor 
shall be a major administrative unit 
head. The City Solicitor shall be an 
attorney qualified to practice law before 
the Supreme Court of Pennsylvania." 


Now we have some 18 department 
heads here. I, as the Chairman of the 
Department of Public Works, if we are to 
ask for a major administrative head of 
government to sit on our Council, and I'm 
not just looking at the City Solicitor, I 
want an engineer that is qualified under 
the State of Pennsylvania Code to help 
me on engineering in Public Works. I'm 
sure Steve Grabowski needs someone 
qualified in Planning, Housing and 
Development. You can see how 
government can grow. We in this 
Council have given the present Solicitor, 
when he came before the Council 
through the Mayor's election and 
appointed, we then agreed to his 
appointment in this Council. 


Further, it states that if we do not 
receive sufficient information from the 
Solicitor or any other major unit of 
government, then Council has the power 
of removal from'that particular office. I 
can say out of practice and I've been one 
who has probably = fought the 
Administration as much as anyone if not 
more in this Council, at times, I have 
gone to our-Solicitor and asked him for 
two opinions. I wanted two different 
attorneys from that office to give me 
data; one for and one against. And I've 
done this on' a couple occasions where I 
wanted the information. I have never 
known the Solicitor to ever hold back any 
particular information that I wanted 
from him to.:take out any type of 
legislation that I wanted to put 
forward, I knew from the offset that 
some .things that I was going to project 


forward would not be accepted by the 
Administration. Then I went out, and 
this Council has sufficient funds, even 
today, to go out and hire independent 
attorneys to help our particular case 
along. And the case when I put in the 
plant: closing legislation, a piece of 


legislation -that the Administration 
vetoed, all Councilmembers overrode 
that veto and it went into the courts, 


There's not too many cases that we 
have passed legislation without our 
Solicitor's consent, either verbal or 
otherwise, that if we didn’t listen to his 
counsel it was generally defeated within 
the courts because he does have, and I 
sat here and every one of you have sat 
here for a number of years, and you 
better go back and look at that budget 
that Mr. O'Malley has indicated, $1.8 
some million. We have increased the 
Solicitor's Office about four or five fold 
in the last couple years, increasing and 
doubling the cost of that particular 
department. And now we're going to say 
that we want to go out and get our own 
legal advice. We do have it; we can get 
it. All of us can go out here and solicit 
our own legal advice. Is that not true, 
Mr. President? 
Chief Clerk? Do we have the funding to 
go out and solicitor, if we want to, our 
own legal offices with five signatures 
from any member of Council? Has any 
member of Council ever been denied that 
opportunity? ? 


Michelle Madoff: 
Yes. 
Mr. DePasquale: 
One quick question, Mr. 


President. .Does the: Mayor have the 
right to veto this legislation? 
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The Chair: 


Yes. And before we go any 
further, if somone wants to delete this 
particular item from this bill, you're 
going to have to make a motion to amend 
because, if you recall on Wednesday, we 
amended the Solicitor into this piece of 
legislation. So, if you want to do away 
with it now, you're going to have to make 
an amendment to delete it. 


Michelle Madoff: 


As opposed to deleting it, may I 
point out, as my good colleague Mr. 
Givens said, that the Law Department 
has grown financially by leaps and 
bounds; so why don't we just take a little 
piece of that pie and have our own 
Solicitor down here to advise us on 
professionalism in preparing our 
legislation and not worry about 
lawsuits. Let's start with, if you want to 
put a curtailment for the time being, on 
that aspect just to give us legal input. If 
we need to go out and hire an attorney 
for a major lawsuit, let's face it, unless 
you have six votes on this Council to 
veto the Mayor or five votes to pass 
legislation, nothing happens. The only 
way that we're ever going to get legal 
counsel that we're entitled to for this 
Council is to get the Council changed so 
that we have six members who represent 
the public. And there's elections coming 
up. é 


Mr. Wagner: 


Mr. President, 
clarify — 


could you please 


The Chair: 


If you-recall, when we discussed 
the amendments to the budget at our 
Committee Meeting on Wednesday, there 
were a number of bills we incorporated 
into the original amendments and yours 


was one of them. So now that is no 
longer a separate bill; it goes under what 
bill, Mike? 


Mr, Perry: 
Bill 2232, the salary ordinance, 
‘The Chair: 


Right. So if we were to vote 
against this legal advisor for Council, we 
would have to amend that bill. 


Mr. DePasquale: 
Why? Just vote against it. 
The Chair: 


No, no. If you vote against it, then 
you vote everything down, 


Mr. Wagner: 


Well if I could make just one final 
comment on this. Depending on how this 
Dill stands will determine whether that 
bill needs to be amended. 


The Chair: 
That's exactly right. 


Mr. Wagner: 


Td just like to again, Mr. President 
and members of Council, refer to the 
Charter and look at the total pie and 
there are three sections or three pieces 
to the pie and there are three sections of 
government in this City. And for some 
reason, it has been forgotten in this room 
and it has been forgotten on the streets 
of this City that there are three sections 
of government; the Executive Branch, 
the Mayor and ail the departments; the 
Controller; and the Legislative Branch 
which is this Council. And this Council 
cannot rely on either the Controller or 
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the Mayor for opinions. This Council 
must stand separately on its own turf, on 
its own ground, and seek to provide 
direction towards the needs of the people 
of this City. It cannot relay on the other 
two branches of government. 


It was put into the Charter like 
that for a reason. Just as when you wash 
clothes, they need to be agitated to be 
cleaned, government needs to be 
agitated periodically to stay clean. And 
it needs three separate sections of 
government in order for that to happen 
and it does not need to relay on legal 
opinions from one sector of government 
for the other sector of government. And 
that's basically the reason why we -have 
an operating budget, controller and 
staff, It's basically the reason why we 
have a capital budget, controller and 
staff. And it's basically the reason why 
the Charter suggests that we. have a 
legal advisor. To me that's as simple and 
as clear as day and I would hope that this 
Council would come up to date with what 
the Charter wants us to do and the 
Charter -wants us to have a legal 
advisor. And the Charter is just not a 
piece of paper; the Charter is something 
that has been given to us by the people. 
And the people want an independent 
Council and an independent Council does 
not rely on the Law Department that 
reports to the Mayor for opinions and 
legal advice in regard to our legislation 
in providing checks and balances on the 
Mayor and on the Controller. 


So again I appeal to you to vote for 
Bill No. 2309 for those reasons and you 
will find that in the future this Council 
will be more independent, more 
professional, and will providing better 
direction for the City. 


Mr, Givens: 


Just one quick thought, something 
that I -had mentioned Wednesday and I 


forgot to bring out today. It's $35,000; 
as was indicated, that's only the 
beginning. Then we have to have offices, 
we have to have clerical people for this 
individual. Anyone in their right mind 
will say its $100,000 off the top. 


This particular bill, 2309, is asking 
funding out of, I believe, our Social 
Security fund which is nota 
Councilmatic fund. All of us took, all 
three branches of government, the 
Controller, the Mayor and Council, took 
a ten percent cut in our budget. Now to 
restore this after we sat for two months 
and went through two months of budget 
deliberation, now we're faced with 
another $35,000 on the front that we 
know will be over $100,000. Then I ask 
the author of this bill, what can we do 
then, and he was a.very outspoken 
advocate of this, that we should-be.equal 
when we do things for the Controller's 
Office, for the Mayor's Office, and for 
Council What are we going to do about 
the other two departments and knowingly 
that we're going to have probably at 
least one branch of government come 
back up here and ask the same type of 
treatment for them. Are we going to 
then have to go back over:the whole 
financial proceedings that took us almost 
two months and some real hard ‘critical 
votes to make just over some two months 
ago. That's the question we must ask 
ourselves when we vote yes or no for this 
particular piece of legislation.. 


Mr. Wagner: 


I move to hold one week, to 
recommit.

Superintendent Kroner: 


Thank you very much, Councilman, 
and thank you distinquished 
Councilpeople of the City of Pittsburgh 
for this honor you're bestowing upon me. 


As you kmow, when you reach a 
command position in police work any 
awards that you get are not for 
something that you did but something 
that the fine people that you are 
associated with have done. Back there 
are a bunch of Allegheny County Police 
Officers, City of Pittsburgh Police 
Officers, and civilian help from’ our 
communications, our stenographic pool, 
They are the ones that are responsible 
for all the things that were necessary to 
even have me considered’ for such an 
award, i 

As I look out here I'see people who 
I have known throughout the years on 
Council seats who have been 
instrumental in supporting police officers 
and police work. And I think people fail 
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to neglect the awesome job that 
government officials have in 
appropriating money to find the things 
that we need, supplying and supporting 
the tools the police officers need to do 
the job that our citizens want them to 
do.

I think 
that just working with the great police 
officers we -have, working for the great 
people who run our government, and 
working for the great. citizens who 
support us has: been-a tremendous reward 
for me. 


I would like to say that Bill Moore 
has been most supportive of our efforts. 
I think in Chief Moore you have a quality 
Chief who is -going to lead you on to 
bigger: and better things. I think with 
Pat McNamara, the President of the 
F.O.P. and his co-workers you're going to 
have a feeling of togetherness and a pull 
to keep making your police department 
better and better. I think Assistant 
Chief Mayer Deroy was one of the great 
police officersI've worked with. 


. And I would be remiss if I didn't 


point out. my old friend Bob: Reese. 
Lieutenant ‘Reese will be leaving you 


next month. I have never worked with a 
greater police officer; I have never 
worked with a better man than Bob 
Reese. Most of what I know I have to 
say I learned from Bobby through our 
years together.

Last week Governor Casey stayed 
the execution of Keith Zettlemoyer until 
all of the legal arguments which he has 
raised before the courts have been 
heard. It was a very courageous move 
and he's received a lot of negative 
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publicity and conversation regarding it, 
but the point to be made is that Mr. 
Zettlemoyer, whether one cares for him 
or feels that he is entitled to a defense 
or not, is in fact under our Constitution 
entitled to raise any legal claim that he 
has and he has raised these claims. And 
for him to have these arguments heard 
after he has been sentenced to death and 
actually convicted and put to death, and 
he would have been scheduled to die this 
week, the arguments would have been 
rendered moot.

Mr, Wagner: 


Mr. President and members of 
Council, in regard to this bill I think it 
should be noted that it was introduced 
during the last legislative period by 
Councilwoman Michelle Madoff and it 
passed by a vote of 54. After its 
passing, we never hired a solicitor or a 
legal advisor due to the fact that one 
member of Council changed their 
position on the issue. The issue is back 
in front of us and I believe it deserves 
merit again and I believe it would make 
this Council much more professional by 
having our own legal advisor. I believe 
that we would spend less time at certain 
hearings here, we would spend less time 
discussing legislation that should never 
be in front of Council if we had our own 
legal advisor systematically review that 
legislation. Also public hearings that 
have been set that should not be public 
hearings. 


It could save a whole lot of money 
to the City by hiring this person, even 
though the salary is $35,000. But the 
most important reason is again the 
checks and balances in government, the 
difference between the Executive branch 
of government, the Legislative branch of 


government and the Controller's Office. 
We need our own legal advisor on certain 
critical issues where we differ from the 
Administration. 


It gets back to professionalism also 
and it gets back to independence of 
government and the Administration not 
having influence over this Council. 


I believe its the only way to go. 
Small boroughs have their own legal 
advisors, the councils, with eight to ten 
thousand people in those buroughs and its 
about time this Council, with 400,000 
residents, have its own also. 


Michelle Madoff: 


Mr. President and members of 
Council, I am really amazed that we did 
pass it last time. My office spent a 
great deal of time with the 
subcommittee sending out letters, 
interviewing people, getting names, so 
that the final decision could be made by 
this Council but somehow or other that 
was avoided, deliberately obviously. 


My support of having our own legal 
counsel is somewhat similar to that of 
my colleague, Mr. Wagner. In addition to 
separation of powers and professionalism 
I have currently in my office some bills 
that I'm working on. One concerns a 
ventilation situation, an amendment to 
the BOCA Code. Another one that I'll be 
talking about at the end of this meeting 
is on macing, a set aside program that is 
six months overdue, and J believe that if 
we had an attorney on board that any of 
us could talk to we would be breeding 
before this Council professionally 
designed, professionally written 
legislation so that we would not look like 
bafoons. Very frequently our good 
intentions get mixed up in not knowing 
the wording, the law. 


I don't think this need be an 
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adversary role with the Administration. 
Like I said previously, when we voted 54 
for our own legal counsel, Mr. Pellegrini 
felt that it was perfectly fine with him, 
that two heads were better than one, and 
I would suggest that they be working 
together, not in opposition to each other. 


T am fully aware that the majority 
of the members of Council would have 
the ear of the person who would be 
chosen and that doesn't bother me 
because I think the legal advice that he 
would feed back would make us a better 
Council despite whatever control the 
majority might have. And I'm willing to 
accept that. But I also feel that that 
person would be available to me when I 
want to draft legislation and tell me how 
to do it expeditiously, not wait for the 
Law Department which is really bogged 
down with a lot of other items. I didn't 
mean to imply that we didn't get the set 
aside because of Mr. Pellegrini, although 
he was ill for a while. We didn't get it 
because of some real legal questions that 
were raised by Charlene Hines who 
represents the minority activities who 
are active groups who are trying to get 
this bill into law. We propose by we 
don't mandate and there are some legal 
restrictions on that and we need some 
input from legal counsel and we need it 
here amongst ourselves when we want to 
meet with our attorney and discuss 
whatever legislation we may want to 
finally start jointly supporting as opposed 
to everybody doing their own thing and I 
would seriously urge my colleagues to set 
aside any personal differences and to 
vote for this bill because I really believe 
that its going to seriously affect whether 
you get re-elected. 


Mr, O'Malley: 


I think this is one of the issues that 
both sides have a good point of view. I 
might have been inclined to support this 
piece of legislation if in the past any 








member of City Council has ever told me 
or has ever mentioned that the City 
Solicitor's Office has not been supportive 
in helping them write legislation or 
giving legal advice. Right now we spend 
over $1 million in salaries for attorneys 
for the City of Pittsburgh. If we hire our 
own solicitor, that solicitor would be 
able to give us legal advice but that 
solicitor would not be able to defend this 
Council in court. I can't imagine 
anybody on this Council or any of the 
viewers watching going out and hiring a 
personal lawyer to give you advice that 
couldn't defend that advice or that 
opinion in court. And if Council's 
solicitor differed from that of the City 
Solicitor, who would defend that 
position? It certainly wouldn't be the 
City Solicitor, 


So I find it very difficult to spend 
funds on an attorney that cannot defend 
his position in court or defend this 
Council in court because the Home Rule 
Charter says that the only solicitor that 
can defend this Council is the City 
Solicitor. 


Michelle Madoff: 


May I respond, Mr, President, to 
Mr. O'Malley? It would seem to me that 
before we'd ever go out and litigate 
anything you'd need six votes, five votes 
of this Council to go to court on any 
issue. In the past when there has been a 
conflict between Council and the 
Administration, for example, had I sued 
on my broken arm or should I ever decide 
to do so, the Law Department has 
informed us that they would have to go 
outside of the City to find separate 
counsel, If Council had its own attorney, 
our attorney would represent us only 
when Council approved the attorney 
going into court and into litigation. If 
you read the Home Rule Charter, the 
attorney does have the power to 
represent us in the courts, if we wish to

give the attorney that power. It doesn't 
mean we have to give him that power. 
What it only means is that when we draw 
up legislation, i.e., I was diametrically 
opposed to the Water and Sewer 
Authority, there was a 4-5 vote on this 
Council. It would seem to me that if we 
had somebody available to us on an 
ongoing basis and not have to go out at 
the last minute and hire a consultant on 
the financial aspects but had somebody 
on an ongoing basis we would have done 
better, 


Furthermore, I raised an issue and 
asked Mike to introduce as legislation. 
For two years I've been trying to find out 
what the dollar, debt incumberment and 
burden on the City of Pittsburgh 
taxpayers is for accidents in various 
departments, under 750 and over 750 in 
some ongoing tally and I haven't received 
it. If we had an attorney that could 
advise us, they probably could resolve 
that kind of problem for us expeditiously. 


This is a red herring. Either we 
want to be professional or we want to be 
political. This is a political vote. Let's 
not make a political vote; let's make it a 
professional vote, 


Mr. Wagner: 


I would just like to respond to Mr. 
O'Malley, Mr. President and members of 
Council, that the issue is not that our 
legal advisor can represent us in court. 
The issue is whether or not our legal 
advisor can represent us as a legislative 
body in terms of opinion that may be 
similar or in contrast to the 
Administration. It all gets back to the 
Charter and I know in previous debates I 
have quoted what is said in the Charter 
and the Charter is the bible as to how 
this Council functions, as to how the 
Administration .functions, as to how the 
Controller functions. That bible clearly 
indicates that it gives us the right, and it 


suggests that Council is authorized to 
have its own legal counsel. And that's 
basically all this issue is. And it further 
states that Council is given sufficient 
powers to perform both a leadership role 
and a check and balance role in City 
government. Without that legal advisor 
it can't perform that check and balance 
role, 


Council employs 20 some people 
and we have an Operating Budget 
Controller that gives us opinions that 
sometimes differ with the 
Administration's finance people. We 
have a Capital Budget Controller that 
sometimes gives us an opinion that 
differs with the Engineering and 
Construction Department. We have a 
City Clerk that gives us opinions that 
sometimes differ with the 
Administration. And that's basically 
what the legal advisor would do. 


What is more important? Is it 
more important to have a secretarial 
staff or a legal advisor? Is it more 


important for Council to have a 
chauffeur or a legal advisor? We have 
taken the luxury to have certain 


amenities here in this legislative body 
that we think are important, but what is 
most important? What is most important 
is a City Clerk and a legal advisor. And 
it all gets back to the checks and 
balances of government and whether or 
not this Council is separate from the 
other entities of government. 


Mr. Pollock: 


I think that it is important that Mr. 
O'Malley's opinion not go unchallenged 
because it could be setting us up for a lot 
of trouble in the sense that I think both 
the President of Council and Ms. Madoff 
were the moving parties behind our 
retaining separate counsel on the issue 
that is before us currently on the 
minority set aside program. And as we 
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all know, Mr. Pellegrini, the City 
Solicitor, disagrees with that. 


Should we pass that legislation and 
it goes challenged, if Mr. O'Malley's 
position is the law, then who would in 
fact defend the City of Pittsburgh on 
that challenge? 


The Chair: 
The City Solicitor. 
Mr. Pollock: 


He just said that the Solicitor 
won't. 


The Chair: 
He has to. 
Michelle Madoff: 


I neglected to complete a thought 
before. No man can serve two masters 
and on the issue of four members of this 
Council being opposed to the formation 
of the Water and Sewer Authority all 
legal advice to the Administration came 
from the people, his attorneys that he 
hires, he fires, and he pays. We really 
didn't have the same kind of back-up 
support and it was only at zero hour and 
very frequently we're asked to vote 
within 20 minutes, you have 20 minutes 
and if we don't vote for it right now we 
could lose. And there are times that 
sometimes I'm proven wrong. I know 
that Mr. Woods took a different position 
than I did on the steam heat plant and I 
felt that the impound would come down 
very inexpensively; it has not proven to 
do that to date. I think, though, that in 
the long run we're going to see garbage 
to kilowatts and we're going to be ahead 
of the game but there were two 
differences of opinion. Mr. Woods 
brought in legal counsel that he provided 
himself. That should not be necessary; 


there should be legal counsel available to 
this body and it should be by majority as 
to what side we represent. I think both 
side's issue should be presented to us. 
Very frequently you only get one side at 
the last minute and we vote in a 
vacuum. I'm back to that same old story, 
that we're kept like mushrooms in the 
dark and we're fed horse manure. It's 
time that we started to get professional 
help. 


Mr, O'Malley: 


I agree with my colleagues that the 
Charter does give Council the right and 
the opportunity to hire our own legal 
counsel, But the same Charter also 
denies that counsel the opportunity to 
defend that opinion in court and I feel 
like my fellow Councilmembers are 
suggesting that they are denied legal 
advice or legal service and that's not 
true. Each Councilmember has a 
contingency fund and they may go out 
and retain outside counsel if they wish, 
and I think that's the way it should be. If 
an individual member of Council has an 
issue that is of particular concern to him 
or her and they wish to go to outside 
advice instead of using the City 
Solicitor, I think that is the proper way 
to do it instead of having a solicitor that 
may be in constant conflict with the City 
Solicitor at all times. 


Michelle Madoff: 
I have one more point; this is a 
very serious debate. Mr. President, how 


much money do we have in our special 
account for litigation? 


Mr, DePasquale: 


Point of order, Mr. Chairman. Call 
for the vote. 
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The Chair: 
She asked a question. $50,000. 
Michelle Madoff: 


If you were to divide that $50,000 
by nine and put it into our separate 
accounts to be used only for litigation, 
approximately what would that be? 


The Chair: 


$5500 a piece, but that’s not the 
way it works. 


Michelle Madoff: 


Alright but the point I'm making, 
Mr. President, is that if I were to take 
my $5500 and go out and find somebody 
who would be willing to draw up the five 
pieces of legislation that I'm working on 
and legally look at them to just see that 
they're professionally drawn up, that 
money would go very very quickly. And 
the legislation that I'm working on 
concerns all of us. I don't think that's 
the way we should be looking at it, how 
we can enhance ourselves, but we should 
start to work together in teams. I know 
that I work very well with Mr. Pollock 
and Mr. Wagner and on occasion Mr. 
O'Malley has supported me and I have 
supported him, occasionally even Sophie 
and I support each other, and Mr. Givens 
and I support each other. I've even 
supported Mr. Grabowski on occasion. 
Occasionally Jeep. We do, on serious 
major issues, come down to a 5-4 
position and it very frequently is the 
Mayor versus this Council. They Mayor 
has the expertise; we do not have the 
same kind of input. That's a reality; let's 
not pretend it doesn't exist. We do not 
have our own legal counsel and we need 
it as a body. 











Mr. Givens: 


Td like my remarks from this past 
Wednesday to be brought forward. 


(BEGINNING - MR. GIVENS' REMARKS 
ON BILL NO. 2309 - WEDNESDAY, 
2/25/87) 


Mr. Givens: 


The seriousness of this bill is what 
Sophie has pointed out to many of her 
colleagues, and the Home Rule Charter 
indicates that we can only have one 
solicitor and that is our Solicitor. The 
Home Rule Charter also indicates in 
there that this Council approves that 
individual who is the solicitor for the 
City of Pittsburgh. That Home Rule 
Charter also indicates that if we feel, 
any of us, in this Council that we are not 
receiving the legal advice that that we 
need in order to conduct our business 
within this City, that we can impeach 
that particular director because he is a 
director, and I think that gives us the 
subpoena powers that we need if we 
think that Mr. Pellegrini is not in fact 
giving us the information that we so 
desire. 


Anytime — and we have monies in 
our own Council account to hire an 
attorney. no one, to my knowledge, has 
ever been denied that if it was a 


_ reasonable request. 


Secondly, if you say that we need 
someone to advise us in the legal 
department, then there are 15 other 
major departments within the City of 
Pittsburgh and I would have to say then 
the samething because sometimes I don't 
get the direct advice from various 
department heads, and I'm saying well 
then I must have then somebody in Public 
Works, and someone in Public Safety and 
someone in General Services to sit on our 
Council staff to advise us. So, this thing 
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can go on and on and on. 
growing monster. 


It could be a 


It’s a $35,000 expenditure, It's 
being taken out of the appropriation, It's 
not even under this Councilmatic 
budget. And we have a hard budget. We 
took a 10 percent cut. We had a public 
hearing yesterday that emphasized the 
problems that we are having and the 
constraints we must place upon ourselves 
and our budget. And to have this budget 
grow any more than what it is — at 
$35,000 we are looking at $100,000. If 
we look at this, then there are two other 
departments be it the Administrative 
Chief of this City and the Controller of 
this City could come in likewise and ask 
for money. And to my knowledge, I don't 
think there is any money in this bill, Is 
there any money in this bill, Mr. 
Chairman? Where is the $35,000 coming 
from? 


THE CHAIR COMMENTS 
Mr. Givens: 

That means you have to open up 
the budget because the budget was 
closed on final vote as of Monday. Is 
that not ture? 

THE CHAIR COMMENTS 
Mr Givens: 


T think we are beyond the six-week 
period.

Mr. Givens: 
Our professional services contract? 


THE CHAIR COMMENTS 


Mr. Givens: 


Okay, then fine. If it's within our 
own budget — and that's wher the money 
is, and that's where we've used this 
money. I don't want somebody sitting 
here eight hours a day occupying an 
office seat and everything else unless he 
is going to be working that eight hour 
day. Is this $35,000 going to provide a 
full-time legal assistant to this City 
when in fact we have a $1.4 million law 
firm right down below us here on the 4th 
floor. Now, let's get reasonable.

They are very competent for 
the Mayor, but they work for the 
Mayor. This Council needs a legal 
advisor working for this Council and this 
Council only. 


Other units of government have 
their own legal advisor. Small bureaus 
with 10,000 population have their own 
legal advisor, and it's about time this 
Council have its own legal advisor and 
that's the purpose behind this resolution. 


MRS. MASLOFF COMMENTS 
Mr. Wagner: 


It's very obvious that Sophie 
Masloff has changed, and the vote in the 
affirmative of 5-4 now will probably go 
the opposite way. I'm not surprised 
though, and I'm not surprised bythe way 
the vote will fall on this Council. I've 
said that repeatedly at neighborhoods in 
this Cty and I will continue to say it 
repeatedly in neighborhoods in this City, 
and I have no fear to say it politically or 
otherwise, I have no fear to stand up 
against the Administration and say I do 
not want to use their personnel because 
theywork for the Mayor. I have no fear 
politically to say that, and I feel the 
people of this City will judge that. 


The reason why they will judge it is 
because what the Charter says in the 
Charter. And the Charter is the bible 
that the residents have given this City 
Council, and that bible that so many 
refer to — Mr. Givens, I know you refer 
to it quite often, clearly states 310A, 


"Council has the power to retain its own 
staff, including a City Clerk and an 
attorney qualified to practice law before 
the Supreme Court of Pennsylvania who 
may act as legal advisor to Council and 
may represent Council as a body in legal 
proceedings.” It further indicates — and 
this is probably the best statement in the 
whole Charter because the public out 
there doesn't realize this, the media 
doesn't realize this, and not too many 
people realize this, but let me read 310, 
page 14. "Council is given sufficient 
powers to perform both a leadership role 
and a check and balance role in City 
Government." And that can only be done 
by having independent legal advice. 
When it says check and balance and 
leadership role, I think it refers to what 
we are talking about in general on this 
Council, 


The legal advisor would be the 
most significant step to make this 
Council more professional that it could 
possibly take. 


People have said that it's going to 
cost too much money; $35,000, The 
person is going to need an office and a 
phone. That's true, they are but there is 
money wasted on a daily basis in this 
City and this is veryneeded money to 
properly make this Council professional 
and to make it independent and to break 
the ties from the Administration. It's 
about time we do it.

Mr. President, I know I spoke to 
this issue with great concern about the 
liability to the City but if you would 
indulge me I'd like Mr. Perry to read my 
statement so that it is part of the record 
and it says everything I have to say about 
why we should vote for this bill. 
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Mr. Perry: 
This is Michelle's statement. 


"For some time now, several 
employees of the City who spend a great 
deal of time working at word processing 
terminals have been complaining of 
symptoms such as hedaches, burning eyes 
and blurred vision. 


Recently my Administrative Aide, 
Linda Sarno, visited Dr. Howard Kress, 
an optometrist, When told of her 
symptoms, he conducted an experiment 
and loaned her a pair of flip-up lenses 
that screen out the glare and high and 
low ultraviolet rays which emit from 
CRT screens. While the lenses were on, 
she had no headaches. When she stopped 
using the lense, the symptoms returned. 


The problem may be innocuous in 
small doses. But sitting in front of these 
screens for 6 to 8 hours a day, every day 
as do the computer people for the City 
there is a potential for permanent 
damage, According to many 
professionals in the field people are 
suffering from not only headaches and 
blurred vision, but an acceleration of eye 
age, retinal degeneration and the 
possibility of future problems such as 
cataracts, 


Having spoken to Ed Walkowski of 
Computer Information Systems (CIS, 
255-2153), it appears this has already 
been brought to his attention by 
AFSCME representatives, The City has 
adopted a "wait and see" attitude, but 
the taxpayers can't afford to wait for a 
possibly hazardous situation to become a 
reality. 


The potential for future liability is 
too great for any company. Even more 
so for the City as we are self-insured ... 
which means taxpayers pay for any 
lability. 


Current data available does not 
conclusively prove that these problems 
will occur, nor will they occur for all 
computer users. However, the cost of 
future liability far outweighs the cost of 
protection. These shields could be the 
biggest bargain in the long run. An 
ounce of prevention is worth a pound of 
cure. 


These shields should be ordered and 
installed on every CRT screen 
immediately." 


Mrs. Masloff: 


Mr. President, didn't Mr. Walkowski 
tell us that they were in the process of 
buying all those things? Wasn't that all 
agreed upon? 


Michelle Madoff: 


May I respond? If this Council 
votes today, because its final vote, then 
he will use his funds, Mr. O'Malley 
arranged that with him, and then we 
would find other funds to reimburse his 
account.

Michelle Madoff: 
Mr. President, I would choose to 


wait on my comments until I hear from 
my colleagues, but for the point of those 








who may be listening in, Mr. DePasquale 
pointed out that the title of the 
committee is just to have a Table of 
Organization. I don't think that’s. what 
it's all about today. I think if you would 
please, for the record, for the audience, 
talk about what we're really voting on, 
the difference of the dollars and the 
difference of the number of companies 
which means trucks, and what the issues 
are, to define them, and if not perhaps 
you might call on Mr. Wagner or anybody 
you feel to define the issue. The purpose 
of our putting our Council meetings on 
cable is so that the people would 
understand what is going on, and just 
saying a table doesn’t really mean 
anything. 


The Chair: 


The issue is, we have the Mayor 
proposing 61 companies and Mr. 
DePasquale's legislation, 2091, proposes 
to put back 69 companies. A company is 
a piece of equipment. 


Michelle Madoff: 
What about the dollars, sir? 
The Chair: 


It depends on who you listen to, 
what side you listen to. Some people say 
it will cost $2 million; some say it will 
cost $5 million and some people say it 
won't cost anything other than the 
normal man-power hours. That's for us 
to debate, and what we believe. 


Michelle Madoff: 
Thank you for clarifying it. 
Mr. Pollock: 
On Bill 2091, I was out of town all 


weekend; in fact, I just came from the 
airport now and did not read any papers 
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or hear any commentaries. or watch 
television at all. But before J left, I had 
talked to Glenn Cannon, Director of 
Public Safety, and Bernie Burns, the 
President of the Firefighters’ Union, as 
well as to the attorney for the 
Firefighters' Union, and to Mr, 
DePasquale. I had asked that of all the 
parties, that because of the serious 
questions involved and the significant 
dispute as to facts, that this bill be held 
for two weeks so that the members of 
this Council could have a _ better 
opportunity to collect the facts, to have 
the parties present their positions in the 
same forum so that we can hear both 
sides. My feeling is that shuttle 
diplomacy might be a good foreign policy 
procedure but it's a lousy way to collect 
information and learn the true facts. 
And to go back and forth from the 
Administration to the Firefighters and 
hear both sides, none of us on this 
Council is really learning ‘anything. 


I would like to have the 
Firefighters and the Administration sit 
down together for two purposes; first of 
all to work out a compromise. Both 
Bernie Burns and Glenn Cannon said that 
they would be willing to try to work out 
a compromise, I think that possibly this 
should be’ pursued to see if they can, or 
in the alternative, at least let them 
present their facts as they see them to 
us and we could then have the ability to 
cross examine them With the other party 
their rather than going back and forth. 
As you just said, there are disputes as to 
facts, and listening to one side by itself, 
we're not learning any facts. They have 
to have the right to contradict each 
other and make arguments to each 
other, So I would ask that this bill be 
held for two weeks so that they can try 
to compromise or at least so they can 


educate us properly so we’can make an°* 


informed vote. 


Michelle Madoff: 

I would like te second my 
colleague's motion; I presume that was a 
motion. 


Mr, Pollock: 


A motion ‘to recommit for two 
weeks, 


Michelle Madoff: 
At some point I think we need —- 
The Chair: 


Are you 
recommittal? 


discussing the 


Michelle Madoff: 
T'm discussing the bill in general. 
The Chair: 


There's a motion on the floor. 
Please. I mean, you can talk all you 
want; I'm not trying to stop you, 
Michelle. But someone has to second the 
motion. There's a motion on the floor. 


Michelle Madoff: 


I want to comment on the first 
motion before we move to hold. 


‘The Chair: 

I cannot have any comments. 
There is a motion on the floor; I need a 
second to that motion or the motion dies. 


Michelle Madoff: 


May I ask a question, Mr. 
President? 
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The Chair: 

Yes, you may. 
Michelle Madoff: 

If we hold for two weeks we're not 
until after April 6th. There's a public 
hearing — 

The Chair: 

You can't hold at this meeting; you 
have to recommit. Mr. Pollock has made 
a motion to recommit. 

Michelle Madoff: 

I don't want to recommit for two 
weeks, Td like my colleague to 
reconsider and to hold it, to recommit 
until after April 7th, 

The Chair: 

You can't. Let me explain this, and 
everyone knows the procedure. At this 
meeting you have to recommit. If it's 
recommitted, when it comes back up in 
Committee, that's when you hold it for a 
week, two weeks, six months, whatever, 
Michelle Madoff: 

And Tm not allowed to talk? 

The Chair: 


No one can talk until that motion is 
disposed of. 


Michelle Madoff: 
And then can I talk on the subject? 
‘The Chair; 


You can talk forever, 








Michelle Madoff: 

Isecond the motion. 

Now may I talk on the subject? 
The Chair: 

Yes. 
Michelle Madoff: 

Thank you. 


I want the public to know what 
most of my colleagues know and the 
news media knows, is that this weekend 
the Firefighters, through their President, 
Mr. Bernie Burns, spent a lot of time 
going to all of Councilmembers' homes 
and trying to give us responses to the 
statements that were made by Mr. Danny 
Pellegrini the other day representing the 
Administration. This entire morning, 
practically, or a great portion of it, I 
spoke to Mr. Pellegrini who apologizes to 
Council, incidentally, and I'm sure he'll 
do it himself, for his outrageous behavior 
in accusing Councilmembers in the 
manner in which we were voting, those 
of us who were voting with the 
Firefighters. I pointed out to him that if 
we don't have our own legal counsel and 
he then is our legal counsel, he wasn't 
treating his clients very well. And he 
said that he just lost his cool and he's 
sorry, and I said I understand because I 
understand the frustration level that I 
reach in this Council and it is quite 
understandable. But I do want to point 
that out. 


We also talked about the fact that 
the Mayor mailed to Councilmembers on 
Saturday a counter-response to what I 
presume you have not seen yet because I 
just made a copy of it and got it to the 
Law Department about an hour ago. I 
also made a copy of what the Mayor said 
and give it to Bernie Burns and some 
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gentleman who came to my office. So 
here -we are on Monday at 2:25 
approximately dealing with material that 
was mailed by the Mayor on Saturday to 
Councilmembers and if you left your 
house this morning early you didn't get 
it, and dealing with material that the 
Firefighters sent to our homes and 
delivered to our homes, hand delivered, 
and obviously we have not had a chance 
to separate the wheat from the shaft, 
what is factual and what is not factual. 
But more important, the questions that I 
have not cleared in my mind, and I would 
think that many of the public and maybe 
some of my colleagues would agree, the 
things that need to be determined was 
not only how many Firefighters were 
actually working in '86 and what was the 
premium pay, but how many Firefighters 
did Council budget for in '87 and what 
was the premium pay, how much 
premium pay did they budget for. How 
many Firefighters did the Mayor budget 
for anticipating loss by attrition and 
what is his premium pay, premium pay 
being, I understand, for loss of personnel 
through attrition, for people who are on 
call-backs; I understand we had 19,000 
call-backs last year and they anticipate 
cutting that in half to 8000 call-backs. 
The premium pay also I believe covers 
Firefighters when they're on vacation 
and we have call-backs and when they go 
to training school to be updated in 
technology. 


If its so important, and I think 


every one of us here agrees, every 
member of this Council, during the 
budget hearing voted with the 


Firefighters unanimously because it was 
a matter of security in the community 
but we did not know from our — andI see 
our Finance Chairman is not here today 
to vote, Mr. O'Malley — that our Finance 
Chairman told us that we had enough 
money to do the job. I would like to 
confer with him and find out why he did 
not and whether the President did not 


confer with Mr. O'Malley when Mr. 
O'Malley met with us, and I know I'm 
going to get the President of Council 
upset but I don't know what else to call 
it, the back room, and Mr. O'Malley said, 
"I would like to go out and hire an 
accountant for $5000" and Mr. Woods 
said, "Don't do that, the media will kill 
you" and I said, "No, they'll love it 
because frankly I think that's 
professional to go out and get some 
professional help." We might have found 
out that we didn't budget enough money 
for the premium pay. 


So here we are. My calls are 
coming into my office; it's a lose-lose 
situation. The Firefighters, they friends, 
wives, families, are calling up, and all 
those who have been terrorized in the 
community that we're not going to have 
enough protection are calling and saying, 
"Keep our houses safe". On the other 
hand, we're getting just as many calls, if 
not more calls, saying, “Im moving out 
of this City.” We cannot afford what the 
Mayor is saying because it was not 
placed in the budget, the dollars were 
not put in the budget for the premium 
pay, and he says its going to cost an 
additional $5 million next year, $2 
million this year, that the wage tax will 
go up 1/4 to 1/2 percent and they said 
they can't sell their houses now, and 
businesses call me every day. And we all 
know that to be fact, that people are 
going to move out of the City. 


We have some options. An option 
is to put it back in Committee and to 
have, and I understand Mr. Pellegrini told 
me, I don't know if its true or not, that 
he spoke to Mr. Bernie Burns and said, 
"Would you please meet with the 
Mayor?" There are many areas that we 
may disagree on but there are many 
areas that we may agree on. Mr. Burns, 
according to Mr. Pellegrini, said no, he 
would not. I don't know if its fact or 
not. What I'm saying is that I don't know 
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the facts; I don't want to vote in a 
vacuum. 


Obviously police and fire 
protection are very. important issues. 
What we really need intelligently is an 
independent expert in the field of safety, 
approved by-Coutncil, all the Firefighters, 
and by the Administration, to sit down 
and review what do we really need under 
the new, supposedly new, scheme of 
quicker response, etc., and where are the 
doliars and if the dollars are not there, 
what can we take the dollars from as 
opposed to raising taxes. Can we take 
the dollars from all the activities that 
we supply through Parks and Recreation 
for the ‘suburbanite? Can we take the 
dollars from street cleaning which we 
don't do anyway, we go down the middle 
of the road and the cars aren't moved? 
Where could those dollars come from? 
We are being-pressured right now to vote 
on something that we don't now enough 
about. Frankly, I’m going to upset the 
Firefighters greatly by saying that I 
understand that during the campaign 
when I was out in the 10th Ward, one of 
the questions posed to all candidates 
running for City Council, there were four 
questions, one of the questions was, "Are 
you going to keep the fire station?” Mr. 
Natoli who was chairing that meeting 
had prepared those questions, I 
understand he's been talked to since, and 
he doesn't want his taxes raised. He 
said, "If I had known that I wouldn't 
support it again." I-don't know what the 
truth is. Does anybody know what the 
truth is? ‘Does the media know what the 
truth is? The media is the guardian of 
the public's right to know. 


For’ us to vote today would be 
immoral, would be unethical, and we 
have a hearing that is scheduled, I 
thought it was the 6th but you corrected 
me, Mr. President, it's ‘the 7th of April. 
Why are we voting before we hear from 


the public? Furthermore, my colleague, 








Mr. Grabowski, just pointed out that why 
should we vote for something knowing 
that the Mayor in essence isn't going to 
support it or, in the case of the building, 
he wanted it recommitted saying, "Mr. 
Woods, why should we vote for it?" and, 
then you submit another bill to cancel 
out what we voted for? Why not be 
professionals? We're going to finally get 
ourselves a fiscal analyst; we have the 
discretionary funds, and I move that not 
only do we recommit it but let’s get 
somebody that Bernie Burns and the 
Firefighters agree to, the Mayor agrees 
to and this Council agrees to, to sit down 
as an independent arbitrator and to come 
up with some logical answers because if 
not, I'm going to vote no. 


Mr. Wagner: 


Mr. President and members of 
Council, I've read in the newspapers a 
couple articles and it was just mentioned 
by Councilwoman Madoff that Council 
has received a letter. I have not 
received any letter and I'm Chairman of 
Public Safety now. Has anyone. received 
a letter and if so, could that information 
be shared with me? 


The Chair: 
I think it was mailed out in 
Saturday's mail and mine didn't come in 


today's mail. So when you go home you'll 
have it. 


Mr. Wagner: 

Because [I have continually 
requested information on this issue and I 
have received nothing. 

The Chair: 


Mr. Perry has a copy. 
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Mr. Wagner: 

At thé end of today's meeting Td 
liké to read it or even if it could be done 
during the meeting. i 
Michelle Madoff: 

Mr. President, point of 
clarification. Is there a motion before us 
to recommit with a second? Is that 
correct? And we're going to vote on the 
recommittal? 

The Chair: 


That's correct. 
recommittal first. 


Mr. DePasquale: 


Who seconded the motion? 


We'll vote on the 


The Chair: 

Ms. Madoff. 
Mr. DePasquale: 

I thought she said she wouldn't. 
The Chair: 


No, no. Mr. Pollock made a motion 
to recommit — 


Michelle Madoff: 
And I seconded it. 


Mr. DePasquale: 


Okay. Discussion on the 
recommittal motion, I appreciate the 
comments of both Councilwoman Madoff 
and Councilman Pollock, but my concern 
is, we haven't even voted on my bill yet 
and the Mayor has aleady initiated 61 
companies. If this is his feeling in the 
matter, apparently he doesn't want to sit 


down and compromise or thrash the thing 
out or else he wouldn't institute the 61 
companies prior to our even voting. He 
had the right to override our vote, ‘to 
veto it; I understand that. But at the 
same time to initiate the 61 companies 
before we even voted is so unfair; so 
there's really no reasons to sit down and 
talk with anyone. It was determined to 
go ahead with the 61 companies. 


Michelle Madoff: 


I think that my colleague, Mr. 
DePasquale, is right on the button. It's 
the same old story, too little too late, 
like Regan apologizing after the fact; 
not sufficiently and a little bit too late, 


Unfortunately, though, we cannot 
penalize the public. If indeed what I've 
heard is true, that the Mayor has asked 
to sit down, albeit because he is now 
being nailed to the wall because he's 
already saying, "I'm only going to go with 
61 components as opposed to 69" and he's 
now saying he wants to sit down, it is 
better to do that than to go to court, to 
pay the cost of the fees, to raise taxes, 
and to punish all the public because the 
Mayor did not come to this Council, the 
Administration, during budget time and 
give us sufficient information. It was 
done over a weekend and it was pointed 
out that the dollars were not in the 
budget. 


I understand, Mr. DePasquale, you 
may choose to answer or not, that you 
tried to arbitrate. You were asked to 
meet with the Mayor and that you tried 
to get something going. Now I think 
even though you were turned down or you 
were approached and you turned them 
down, I don't know what's true anymore, 
please, I'm asking my colleagues, let's be 
responsible. 


You know, we have two serious 
problems and for us it is a lose-lose 
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situation. No matter how we vote we're 
going to lose. If we vote to go with the 
Firefighters people will say, "Oh, my 
house is burning and there's nobody 
there" and this has been a real P.R. job 
that's been done. Let's be honest with 
each other; I don't care if you have 200 
companies, never mind 69, let's say you 
have 200 companies and we're in the 
middle of rush hour and Mr. Woods is the 
man at the wheel and he's pretty tough, 
are you going to get through traffic any 
faster whether we have 200 companies or 
whether we have 50 companies? There 
are certain times trucks just can't make 
it. There are problems with topography; 
we have to have our stations in the right 
places, 


My understanding is that as of the 
first of this year the print-outs are 
showing that we're having quicker 
response time. I don't know if its true; I 
don't know whether to believe the 
Administration. But I would like to get 
an outside arbitrator that has the 
confidence of the Fire Department, has 
the Administration's viewpoint; but more 
important, tell this Council where 
Councilman O'Malley, our Finance 
Chairman in the empty chair, cameras 
empty chair, who is not here today, to 
tell us why he didn't put in the money for 
the premium pay. I understand what my 
other colleagues are saying, we don't 
need premium pay. We have enough 
money to cover all of the 69 companies 
if you don't have overtime. What do you 
do when people go on vacation? Who are 
we kidding? This is absurd. 


Let's be responsible; let's put it 
back in Committee. Let's go ahead with 
the public hearing as it was scheduled. 
Let's not vote before the fact and let's 
not vote on a bill as my colleague, Mr. 
Grabowski said, and then we'll introduce 
a bill to recall it. 


Mr, Wagner: 


One comment, Mr. President. If 
the bill is put into Committee I only have 
one request and that is that Council 
solicit an independent legal opinion as to 
the legality of legislation of this type as 
to whether or not this legislative body 
can, by ordinance, create the number of 
fire companies in the City. I am under 
the opinion that it can be done by 
ordinance because it was done once 
previously in 1975. And I believe we 
need an independent opinion of that. 


Michelle Madoff: 


One last comment, Mr. President. 
You know, its fascinating to me. Dol 
have your permission, sir, to ask a 
question of my colleague? 


The Chair: 
Yes. 
Michelle Madoff: 


Mr. Wagner, you are Chairman of 
the Public Safety Committee and if we 
went back to the Minutes, the transcript 
of the last meeting where Mr. Danny 
Pellegrini lost his cool and Mr. Cannon 
was here and showed us his charts and his 
graphs, which should have been shown to 
us, Mr. Wagner, prior to our voting on 
the budget and I'm with you all the way; 
you know, we don't get any information 
and they expect us to vote in 20 
minutes. You said, “Why didn't you have 
this here before? This seems to make 
some sense; why didn't you have it 
before?" Well even though its late, if 
you believe that there's some validity to 
what they're saying, we have to explore 
that and not penalize the public. Don't 
you agree? 
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The Chair: 
We'll find out when he votes. 
Mr. Pollock: 


One last comment. I really hope 
that this Council will enable the parties, 
by that I mean the Administration and 
the Firefighters, to sit down and try to 
resolve this. One side said 61 companies; 
the other side has 69 companies. Maybe 
there's room in between that; maybe 
they can come in at 64 or 63 or 65 and 
work it out among themselves so that 
there can be some kind of resolution. 
Glenn Cannon said he would be willing to 
sit down; Bernie said he would be willing 
to sit down. I think its worth giving 
them the time to try and settle it. 


The Chair: 


Okay, now we're going to take the 
vote on recommittal. 


Mrs. Masloff: 

Just a minute, Mr. President. This 
vote to recommit, does that take into 
consideration Mr. Wagner's proposal? 
The Chair: 


You can bring it up at the end of 
this meeting. 


Mrs. Masloff: 

What? That we hire the people to 
look into this? Is that what you're 
proposing? 

The Chair: 
An attorney to see if its legal. 


Michelle Madoff: 


And the issue of whether we can 





have discretionary funds allocated for 
that purpose would come up at the end of 
the meeting? 
The Chair: 

Yes. 
Michelle Madoff: 

Thank you, Mr. President. 
The Chair: 


Is there any further discussion on 
the motion? 


And on the question, "Shall the 
motion pass finally?” 


The ayes and noes were taken 
agreeably to law, and were:

And a majority of the votes of 
Council not being in the affirmative, the 
motion was defeated, 


Mr, Wagner: 


Mr. President and members of 
Council, on the bill itself. Seeing that 
the bill will come up for a vote, I think 
its important that we attempt to get 
some additional dialogue but it has to be 
clearly indicated on the record that this 
Council, going back to budget time, has 
requested information that I have just 




















received at 2:45 on the day of the vote 
from the Administration, when in fact 
that the Administration clearly indicated 
at budget time they were considering 
reducing the number of companies 
however they had to look into this in 
great detail prior to doing it because 
they weren't sure which companies could 
be eliminated, when in fact less than two 
weeks after those statements were made 
at the budget table, the reduction took 
place, and the intent to reduce took 
place, and then in mid-January they 
actually reduced the number of fire 
companies. So in fact what happened 
was, they wanted this Council's support 
based on no_ information, zero 
information provided to this Council. 
And even since that time we have 
continually requested information, I have 
as Chairman of Public Safety, and I have 
not received it. I have also said 
numerous times that the media has 
received information from the 
Administration, but this Council has 
gotten no information. The attack plan 
here has been that the Administration 
has gone out to get public support to put 
pressure on Council rather than giving 
Council the information and trying to 
logically convince us of their position. 


In reading and in hearing comments 
from the Administration there have been 
conflicting comments made and the most 
important piece of criteria to me has 
been all along in the reduction of fire 
companies, what has the response time 
been and what will it be. And I need to 
clearly define what response time is. 
Response time is the time in minutes and 
seconds from the time that we receive 
the emergency call that a fire is in 
progress; from that time until a fire 
vehicle, a fire company, gets to the site, 
is the response time. And the reason 
why that is so critical is that the early 
moments of a fire, really seconds count 
in terms of saving life and saving 
property. And if the response time 





differs drastically from 69 companies to 
61 companies, how much will it change? 
And that really is- one of the most 
important pieces of information that 
should have accompanied the proposed 
change in fire companies or the 
reduction of fire companies, It's never 
been given to Council, that one single 
critical piece of information. 


Now in the question and answer 
session last Wednesday in Committee, I 
asked that question and the response was 
3.85 minutes, I believe, and we'd have to 
get the record out. Now that's the first 
time I've heard that information. The 
response time was that in 1986 and they 
are working on information for 1987. 
They don't yet have that information but 
they don't think it has increased at all. 


Now I read in this morning's paper 
in the information that the 
Administration gave to the media that 
the response time in '86 was 5.3 minutes 
for a company. And so far in January of 
‘87 its 5.0 minutes, Now in the most 
recent piece of information that we just 
got from the City Clerk, I'm not sure 
what it says in here but I suspect that 
that article in this morning’s paper 
reflects what is in this piece of 
information. 


The point I'm trying to make is 
this. The lack of information to support 
the Administration's position has been 
the problem here all along. I really think 
that the Chief of Fire and the Director 
of Public Safety would like to have as 
many firefighters as they can, as many 
fire companies as they can. However, T 
believe that the Mayor's Office and the 
budget staff has suggested that a cut 
must take place, a financial cut. So 
along with that financial cut must come 
a cut in companies and a cut in 
personnel. That's not the way to look at 
a safety function in government, and I've 
said that all along. You have to look at 
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whether or not we're reducing the safety 
element here for the firefighters and the 
public. And that's a justifiable request. 
And as Chairman of Public Safety and as 
this Council providing checks and 
balances in government, that has been 
the position here all along. And any 
information that was provided today at 
2:00 or last Wednesday should have been 
presented at budget time. 


That's the bottom line here on this 
issue and it hasn't been and a critical 
piece of information such as response 
time should have been in the forefront 
all along. It hasn't been and therefore I 
must vote to keep 69 fire companies 
until I have data that I cannot question in 
any way will reduce the safety of the 
public and the firefighters. So, for that 
reason, I'm supporting this resolution, 


Michelle Madoff: 


Mr. President, I concur with just 
about everything that my esteemed 
colleague, Mr. Wagner, has said. I too 
am tired of not getting information at 
the last minute. I am offended that the 
Mayor would mail something out on 
Saturday; he knows how the Post Office 
works. At best we were going to get it 
this morning and many Councilmembers 
were in before their mail was delivered. 
I don't even think the item was delivered 
to Council so they could get it when they 
got in this morning. 


But two wrongs don't make a 
right. Mr. Pollock responsibly suggested 
that we recommit the bill, I seconded the 
motion, and that would give us a chance, 
albeit a little late, having gotten the 
information to review that information. 


I don't want to repeat the same 
mistake that was made when I initiated 
the third parties payees for paramedics, 
supported with Mr. Bulls and it didn't 
pass initially and Mr. Bulls got part of it 


: through and then Mr. O'Malley got here 


years later and got it through. For years 
and years and years the taxpayers were 
paying hundreds of thousands of dollars 
that could have come from third party 
payees because we were going to take a 
position, we, Councilmembers, of not 
supporting a bill by a colleague they 
didn't like; that was me. 


This is not a political issue; it is 
not an issue of personality. It is an issue 
of safety. If we really believe that this 
issue requires raising of taxes, if that's 
what indeed the Mayor is saying, I don't 
have a problem but I think people should 
have the right to vote on that. Maybe 
we ought to put it to referendum. Maybe 
we ought to say to people, “Alright, the 
Mayor is saying we don't have the 
$300,000 that we need or the $3 million 
that we're going to need additionally, and 
it will be $5 million next year. Is it 
worth another half or another quarter 
percent on your wage tax to get these 
extra fire stations?" We should get the 
money somewhere else, which is what I'm 
asking, and to say is it really true that 
we need the stations, which is what I'm 
asking. Why are we playing political 
games? Why are we so worried about an 
election and so worried about doing 
something that we're being stampeded 
into doing when the Mayor's letter went 
out on Saturday and my colleagues 
haven't read it. Mr. Wagner is saying 
that he needed some information on 
response time and the first he got it was 
at the last meeting last Wednesday. Why 
are we going to punish the public by 
having to go to a lawsuit? Correct me if 
Im wrong; if this vote goes through 
today, the next step is a lawsuit. Is that 
correct? What is the next step? 


‘The Chair: 


The Mayor can veto. 























Michelle Madoff: 


The Mayor vetoes, then what 
happens? We override the veto, then 
what happens? 


The Chair: 


Then it probably will end up in 
court. 


Michelle Madoff: 


Well why are we playing these 
little games? The Mayor vetoes, we 
override the veto then it goes to — 


The Chair: 


Let me interrupt you for one 
second. This is not the Administration's 
piece of legislation; it's Councilman 
DePasquale's legislation. No one is 
ramrodding anything through. Mr. 
DePasquale presented this legislation 
some time ago; we had time to read it 
and find out all the facts we wanted. 


Michelle Madoff: 


No we didn't find out all the 
facts. We got it over the weekend. 


The Chair: 


That is our fault; it is not the 
Administration's fault and it is not Mr. 
DePasquale's fault. This is his piece of 
legislation. 


Michelle Madoff: 


You believe its not the 
Administration's fault that they mailed 
material for us on Saturday or not the 
Firefighters’ fault that they're disputing 
the facts, we don't know which are 
correct and which are not correct? 


IT am not going to vote for a half 





percent increase in wage tax without 
knowing what the facts are. I know I 
look wonderful amongst the Firefighters 
and the public has been traumatized into 
believing that its not safe. Whatever 
happens we're going to go to court and 
the courts are going to make that 
decision anyway. 


I believe that we should be sitting 
down as responsible elected officials, and 
arbitrating the issue now and not 
endangering the tax base by having a 
lengthy court case or by having an 
increase in taxes and by not having 
enough money which was erroneously not 
put into the budget by our Finance 
Chairman, And as you said, it's a matter 
of who is right. Well let's find out from 
the experts. Why don't we find out from 
the experts before we vote? I urge my 
colleagues to please reconsider and put 
this back in Committee and not vote for 
this bill in the form its in, 


Mr. DePasquale: 


I don't want to beat the issue to 
death, Mr. President, but as Mr. Wagner 
said, the Firefighters are the only ones 
that really sat down with Council before 
budget time and outlined the dangers of 
reducing our fire protection to 61 
companies. Nobody in the 
Administration gave us that satisfaction 
and never did they ask to meet with us, 
at least not with me, as to what would 
the effect be in regards to 61 companies 
or 69 companies. As I said, the Fire 
Department did; they took us in the 
Conference Room and they had the chart 
there and they showed us exactly what it 
meant and how it would work. And I 
think they convinced us, everybody was 
there at the time, that there would be a 
great danger to the City of Pittsburgh 
and the fire protection of the City of 
Pittsburgh if those fire companies were 
reduced to 61 and not remain at 69. 
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Mr. Givens: 


Mr. President, I think in voting on 
this again, a major piece of legislation, I 
have to go back a little bit and what 1 
passed out to all the Councilpeople 
during the budget deliberations of 1986 
which encompassed this year's present 
budget and I'll strike out what I indicated 
about the police via the survey that I had 
sent out to most of the constituents and 
most of the leaders of the City of 
Pittsburgh. In addition, the residents 
were also concerned with the proposed 
closing of five or eight fire companies; 
they do not want the eight fire 
companies to be eliminated. 


Now that was the only substantial 
information that I had received from the 
public at large, knowing the issues that 
were debated primarily in the newspaper 
and through our 1987 budget 
deliberations which were quite lengthy 
and quite a few people had come up here 
and talked to us. Based upon that, we 
know that we've been operating, or 
should have been operating wtih 69 
particular companies in the City of 
Pittsburgh and that any time there would 
be a reduction of these companies, that 
all of the people that I have spoken with 
and additional information has been 
provided by the Firefighters Local No. 1 
and the National Fire Protection 
Association indicated any time you have 
any major changes in the fire 
departments of any city, that, and I'l 
quote from the GBA study that was given 
through arbitration, and this is a letter 
sent to the President, Bernie Burns, and 
dated for December 1986, which 
indicated, to the best of my recollection, 
a reply that I though that it could be 
changed, meaning the companies could 
be changed, but, that major changes in 
the methods and procedures require 
thorough planning based on a 
comprehensive study of the City and the 
Fire Department to be successful. I also 


commented that [ thought that any major 
change might require two years from the 
initiation of the study to successful 
execution of the plan. As has been 
stated in here by other Councilmembers, 
we're still waiting for the City plan. We 
have not received it. Predicated on the 
National Fire Protection Association, 
one which is kind of a bible to changing 
any major fire unit throughout this 
country of our, just not in the City of 
Pittsburgh, they're asking that a plan be 
implemented and that plan be studied for 
a two year period prior to its being put 
into force. 


We have at the same time the 10th 
Ward Democratic Committee sent a 
letter to all of us dated December 11, 
1986 where again they're being hit very 
heavily up there and they mentioned 
some of the major fires in the 10th Ward, 
the upper Lawrenceville area and 
Stanton Heights and the Morningside 
area of the City of Pittsburgh wherein 
they so indicated that major fires have 
happened there, fires almost 
catastrophes, one whole block taken 
away, major bridges being almost totally 
destroyed. And I can remember as a 
young kid back in 1936 when they had the 
oil fires down in that same area. You 
know, you just look back in the history of 
the City of Pittsburgh and it wasn't too 
many years ago when you look at it over 
along period of time, probably just about 
90 years ago when this whole Downtown 
area burned away. We could say, okay, 
that was back then; they didn't have the 
fire apparatus and everything else. They 
didn't have the chemicals that we have 
to face right now. Some of those 
chemicals are so toxic that it could Kill 
anybody that would come in contact with 
them or breathe them. That's how 
serious it is. With major railways and 
airplanes flying right over and through 
our particular cities; that is, the railways 
coming right through our Downtown 
major areas. We have had a lot of heavy 
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construction in this City through the 
Renaissance I and the Renaissance II. 


So for that reason and that reason 
alone, we should not have an elimination 
of eight companies within the City of 
Pittsburgh until all these facts are 
bourne out and certified through good 
underwriters that are here and they're 
organized and some of them are non- 
profit in that they'll come in and look 
over your plan and give you good entail 
because all of the people that pay into it, 
government pays into it, to get some 
good information as to how to change a 
particular fire company within the City 
of Pittsburgh. 


I just have to look at that 10th 
Ward up there; I know there's almost four 
companies, two squads and two 
companies, that are going to be 
eliminated out of there. I look at Butler 
Street where there's a fire house; they 
eliminated that fire house. It scares me 
just a little bit that anyone would move 
forward without having a good study 
done on this and I think Council has been 
on record, previous Councils have gone 
back ten years ago and had a Table of 
Organization because they felt that 
strong about it at that particular time. 
We lived under that Organizational Table 
until it was taken out of our Code. What 
Mr. DePasquale is putting in now re- 
establishes what other Councils have 
done before this Council to make sure 
that we have an adequate fire fighting 
capability within the City of 
Pittsburgh. It might go to court, it 
might not go to court; I hope it does not 
go to court and I would like to see the 
Administration put those eight 
companies back into order because all of 
this January the City has been working 
with eight less companies out of the 69 
companies. We have funded, in fact, 
those particular companies as viewed in 
the 1987 budget. So I ask again that all 
of us vote positive for this particular 


vote and let's move on to other more 
important things within the City 
government. 


Thank you, Mr. President. 
Michelle Madoff: 


Mr. President, could you help me 
out by answering a question, and I would 
like to read on paragraph from the same 
letter that Counilman Givens just read 
from the Fire Safety System. How many 
companies were we operating with at the 
end of last year? 


The Chair: 
Sixty-nine. 
Michelle Madoff: 


We were operating with 69? They 
were all open and operational? 


‘The Chair: 
Right. 
Michelle Madoff: 


And now we're going to cut back to 
61? We're going to close stations? They 
have not been closed? They've all been 
open and operational? 


The Chair: 


You have to understand, companies 
are not fire houses; we're not closing fire 
houses. They are trucks, vehicles. 


Michelle Madoff: 


Okay, so what it is is a matter of 
six of one, half a dozen of the other. We 
call them back or we have them there. 
And the problem is, we don't call them 
back because we don't have the money to 
call them back which is the money for 
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premium pay. 


May I just read something if you 
will indulge me, please? In the same 
letter that Mr. Givens just read, and he 
is correct, it says, "The recent award of 
arbitration to local firefighters should 
not be used as an excuse to cut eight 
companies without first studying the 
practical impact of those cuts on fire 
protection and firefighter safety." 


In the last paragraph it says, "A 
study analysis and report with 
recommendation should be made 
available for public comment" — I 
repeat, public comment. We are going to 
have public comment on April 7th — 
"before any reduction on level of 
services are implemented. The practical 
impact of any reduction can then be 
measured against public need and 
firefighter safety." 


And he closes with, "This is not to 
say that the reduction in the number of 
fire stations is not possible but the issue 
should be carefully reviewed first." 


What Mark Pollock suggested and 
what I am suggesting and which was 
supported by Mr. Wagner initially is that 
instead of saying, okay, the Mayor did us 
again, let us do what is suggested by 
their own association. Let's review the 
situation, let's have all the information, 
let's not go on the basis of a letter that 
hasn't even been received by people 
today, let's be responsible adult 
statespersons and let's go ahead and look 
at all the information and hold this up 
until the public has had their input. 


Mr, Wagner: 


Mr. President and members of 
Council, three items. Number one, I'd 
like my comments brought forward for 
the record from ‘last Wednesday's 
meeting. 


Number two, I'd like to make the 
point that the public statement has been 
made and I suspect its been made in 
reference to me also that Council is 
listening to the Firefighters’ Union. As 
Chairman of Public Safety, I simply want 
to make a clear statement that I am not 
listening to the Firefighters' Union and 
my record will reflect that. The most 
recent issue that came in front of this 
Council, that the Firefighters' Union 
wanted Council to delay and they wanted 
me as Chairman of Public Safety to 
support them, was the delay of the 
purchase of fire engines, I did not 
support them and the reason why I told 
them I was not supporting them was that 
I felt that it was very important to get 
this new equipment as soon as possible, 
It's important, I think, to make that 
statement because each issue has to be 
evaluated on its merit. 


Finally, Id like to say that it 
appears as if this bill is going to pass. 
There is a public hearing scheduled in 
another month and as Chairman of Public 
Safety, seeing that the issue has been 
resolved in terms of a legislative issue, I 
would request from the petitioners, 
including the Firefighters’ Union, to 
withdraw the public hearing. The reason 
why I state that is that the public 
hearing can accomplish nothing if 
Council can do nothing else with the 
issue. The only thing that I can see that 
it will accomplish is greater 
disagreement between management and 
the union within Public Safety. 


The important point I want to make 
in closing is that I really don't think this 
was a desire from the people from Public 
Safety to reduce the number of fire 
companies, I think it was a finance 
decision made by finance people in the 
City, of which several are no longer 
working for the City, and many of the 
people that were part of the original 
Public Safety plan are no _ longer 
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employed by this City. And I believe 
that holds true also in-this suggestion to 
reduce the number of fire companies. 


Therefore, I don't think a public 
hearing would accomplish ‘anything 
except create greater morale problems 
and communication problems between 
the Firefighters’ Union and firefighter 


management “ and Public Safety 
management. 

{BEGINNING - MR. WAGNER'S 
REMARKS ON BILL NO. 2091 - 


WEDNESDAY, 3/4/87) 
Mr. Wagner: 


First of all, we have discussed 
rather lengthy here this issue, Bill No. 
2091, And the really important issue is 
the issue that is the safety issue of the 
public. I said that back at our budget 
hearing and I continued to say it. It is 
not the finances, And that information 
was asked here at the table, it has yet to 
be provided. This response by the Mayor 
to Council is the most information that 
Council has received on this issue since 
the beginning, That is unfortunate that 
it has taken this long with an ordinance 
for us to get this type of information. 


Now, the reason why I state that is, 
going back at budget time, it was asked 
at this table, and I asked the question — 
Mr. Chairman, can I please have some 
order at the table? I asked the question, 
“When will the eight companies that have 
been suggested be eliminated?" And at 
that time the response from the 
Administration, and I don't remember 
specifically who it was, but I am sure it 
is part of the record, indicated they were 
not sure, it had to be studied, there were 
going to be meetings with the 
Firefighters to determine which eight 
companies could be reduced. No more 
than two weeks later Council had in 
‘front of us a plan for the elimination of 

















eight companies. Now, I had serious 
problems with that at that time, and I 
still have serious problems, because I felt 
that not enough planning went into the 
reduction of eight companies or the 
reason for the reduction of eight 
companies, 


Based on the safety necessary to 
protect the public from fires, and also, 
firefighters fighting fires, what is the 
appropriate number of firefighters and 
fire companies we would need in this 
City. 


Mr. Pellegrini: 
I can answer that. 
Mr. Wagner: 


Well, 
answered. 


that question hasn't been 


Mr, Pellegrini: 
It was answered in arbitration. 
Mr. Wagner: 


It was answered in arbitration. 
Well, it hasn't ben answered — 
arbitration does not to me tell me what 
the safety factor is. 


Mr. Pellegrini: 


I can tell you what the firefighters 
said and what the arbitrators said; you 
have to have 16 people at a fire scene 
plus the commander, so you have to have 
17 people. By union contract we are 
required to put those people at a fire 
scene. And this doesn't impact on that 
one way or the other. 


Mr. Wagner: 


Okay. That is at a fire scene. My 
concern is the City in general. How 
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many fire companies do we need in this 
City to properly protect the residents of 
the City? eB 


Mr. Pellegrini: 


We can handle ten one alarm fires 
at one time. The probability of ten one 
alarm fires is once in every 121 years. 


Mr. Wagner: 


All right. You are stating some 
information, and I have heard that 
information talking privately with 
Director Cannon and some others, but 
this Council and the City in general has 
never been provided with that type of 
information. 


Mr, Pellegrini: 


We are prepared to provide that. If 
you want to have the hearing on it — 


Mr. Wagner: 


Well, my point, Director, is that: 
When the Administration came to this 
table at budget time, that information 
should have preceded the idea of 
reducing eight companies, and it never 
did. Now, let me continue. 


The problem that I have here is a 
safety problem, and it also gets back to 
the creation of the Public Safety 
Department and a plan behind the 
concept, There has been a concept all 
along, but the plan never seems to 
surface with the concept. And that has 
concerned me repeatedly in changes that 
occur with Public Safety. And I can give 
you the best example, and that is in 
police. The concept that changed police, 
there was never a plan that went along 
with it to reduce the number. of 
precincts, to change officers, etc. It was 
told at that time that crime rates would 
go down, auto theft would go down, it 


would ahve a very positive impact. None 
of those things have occurred. 


I don't know if they have or have 
not. 


Mr. Wagner: 


I can tell you that they have not. 


Mr. Pellegrini: 


Because they only implemented the 
plan for three months and the reporting 
statistics — 


Mr. Wagner: 
I can tell you they have not. 
Mr. Cannon: 


That plan went into effect January 
12th. It is really) unfair to say that 
crime statistics, and car thefts, and so 
forth have reduced in this period of time 
from January 12th until now. 


Mr. Wagner: 
Director, you are right. 


Let me state my case, and then 
either of the Directors can state their 
case. And that is all well and good. But 
we have all gone through Public Safety 
now for two and a half years, and we all 
heard repeatedly various statements, and 
in the Mayor's response, next to the last 
paragraph, “I have repeatedly promised 
the citizens that I would monitor all 
changes being made in Public Safety and 
will make whatever adjustments are 
necessary to maintain the level of 
services the citizens expect. I reaffirm 
that promise today." 


In police, the changes have not 
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impacted the problem significantly; in 
some areas they have, and in other areas 
they have not. Now, I'm only using that 
as a barometer to measure. Again, in 
response to — and, Director, I know a 
lot of good things have happened, but 
still again, a lot of things have been 
suggested, and changes made. And it 
gets back to the information supporting 
the plan. 


Now when it comes to — and 
changing gears slightly and zeroing in on 
the Fire Bureau. The Administration 
may be right here, 61 fire companies 
may be the right level. It may be 69 as 
Councilman DePasquale is suggesting and 
the Firefighters’ Union. And it might be 
another number, I'm not sure. I am still 
not sure what the ideal number is. But I 
am not going to base my final opinion 
and vote on what has been discussed here 
at this table pertaining to finances. It is 
also indicated in the Mayor's letter, 
which I think is extremely unfair, that if 
it is 69, the wage tax has to go up or the 
property taxes have to go up or layoffs 
have to occur. 


Mr, Pellegrini: 


And they will come up with $5 
million. 


Mr, Wagner: 

Please let me continue. All well 
and good if to protect the safety of the 
public that is necessary, this Council 
should find a way. But the issue of 
safety isn't and hasn't been discussed 
enough here. 

Mr. Pellegrini: 

T agree, 
Mr. Wagner: 


So the information that is really 





necessary and has been necessary eat 
along prior to the inception of this i 
has been or should have been, are we 
absolutely certain that the lives of the 
citizens will not be diminished one bit by 
the reduction of eight fire companies; 
are we absolutely certain that the safety 
of the firefighters will not be diminished 
one bit by the reduction of fire 
companies; are we absolutely certain 
that the property or the protection of 
property in the City is not being 
diminished one bit by the reduction of 
eight fire companies; are we absolutely 
certain that insurance rates will not go 
up for property owners by the reduction 
of eight fire companies; are we 
absolutely certain that the response time 
from the time the alarm goes in to the 
time that the firefighters arrive at the 
fire is not going to be diminished one bit 
by the reduction of eight companies. 


Now, I think they are all very 
important questions, and I mentioned 
them at budget time, and I still need 
answers. And they ail relate to safety. 


Now, let me continue and let me 
summarize. Based on the responses I get 
to those questions will determine 
whether or not additional taxpayer 
dollars are necessary to address the 
problem. We can't talk about monies 
until we resolve whether or not the 
safety factor is still where it should be. 
And we can't get to the second part of 
the question until we answer the first 
part. The first part, to this day, to this 
moment, has not been answered. As a 
result of that, the issue has been a 
forced issue, and it is now suggesting 
that Council, by ordinance, is instructing 
the Administration how to manage, and 
it is developing into a legal issue that if 
it is passed by this Council, will have to 
be determined by the courts. And that's 
where you come in, Dan.

Mr. Pellegrini: © 
Let me — 
Mr. Wagner: © 


Let me summarize first, and then 
you can respond. 


It is umfortunate again that in 
Public Safety we have gotten to this 
point. We again have the cart before the 
horse. We haven't answered all the 
questions prior to implementing the 
plan. And I think all those questions 
should have been answered up front, and 
then the information would have been 
thrown on the table, it would have been 
debated, and Council would have had to 
bite the bullet on the safety issue, and 
that is the issue here. The issue is 
safety, and it is not dolalrs. And the 
response here is saying that is is dollars, 
and J don't agree with that. 


Mr. Pellegrini: 


No. The response is saying — it has 
two parts. 


Mr. Wagner: 


It's been the reduction and revenue 
sharing, it's been this, it's been that. I 
don't want to hear that, because the 
safety issue has never been answered. So 
if those answers are out there, if the 
stats are available, I am_ strongly 
suggesting to the Administration that 
they be provided, because that 
information will determine whether or 
not it is 69, 61, 64, 65, or whatever. 


Mr. Pellegrini: 


Let me just make a comment. 
First of all — and Glenn can talk about 
the safety issue, and I've ‘seen the safety 
issues in preparing for the court case. I 
can say, as far as I am concérned, that 





we are very fortunate that we can make 
a reduction without impacting on 
safety. What I disagree with is the 
process, You say, well, this is not a 
financial consideration. In effect, it is a 
financial consideration, because if you 


‘agree that we need 69 companies, the 


question is where do you get the extra 
money? 


So we are in an era of declining 
population, and we may get to declining 
revenues. So if you get to the qeustion 
saying, well, we have to have these six 
companies, what you are really saying is 
that we have to have $5 million 
something less, or $5 million increase in 
taxes. It is not a question of — and I 
agree safety is a consideration, but it is 
not solely a question of safety; it is a 
question of what you can pay for. And 
fortunately here, every statistic that we 
have seen, that I have seen, has shown 
that we can do this without impacting 
the safety of the citizens or impacting 
the safety of the firefighters. I mean, 
there is not a statistic that goes against 
that, and we are fortunate in that 
instance. But if we were in a situation 
like Clairton, the situation there was 
getting rid of the Fire Department 
because they don't have the money. 


So, the problem I have with a bill 
like this is that it is an ad hoc bill. 


And what you are sayingn is, should 
we have from a procedural viewpoint, 
1,098 firemen, but what you are, in 
effect, saying is should we have less 
paramedics, should we have less police, 
should we have less parks, should we 
have less — I mean, there is a pie, and 
what you are planning to do is 
redistribute how the pie is cut. It is not 
an increasing pie. We don't have an 
expanding pie here; we have a pie that is 
probably going to get smaller. 

















Mr. Wagner: 


Well, you are right, we do, and that 
relates to other problems in this City 
that aren't. being addressed. But we are 
not going to talk about that problem. 


Mr. Pelligriniz 


The answer is, we have a declining 
population, the County has a declining 
. population, but we have a four percent 
wage tax, and all those things we are 
trying to address. So the issue, to say it 
is one of safety, is true. But the issue is, 
what kind of service are you going to 
offer from a non-legal ~ what kind of 
services are we going to offer, We can 
have § million more in the Fire 
Department, but that 5 million either has 
to come out of taxes or cut somewhere 
else, because money doesn't grow on 
trees, 


‘Mr. Wagner: 


There is a misconception of the 
process, and it is within the 
Administration's minds. And the process 
is thiss That the Administration should 
have come to this Council and said, 
"These are the numbers we need to keep 
the safety level at this level." And then 
Council, through the budgetary process, 
through the financing of the City, would 
determine what financing is needed for 
that level. 


Since the infancy of the 
Administration's position, it has been due 
to finances rather than safety that we 
need this level, 


Mr. Pellegrini: 


Well, that is not true, because in 
the Mayor's budget address to Council he 
said we can cut without impacting 
safety, and we can. Because if you take 
a look at the numbers, we've had a 





steady Fire Department, steady 
manpower, and we've had a declining 
population. And if you take a look at 
that, we've gone from 2.36 firefighters 
per thousand in 1976, at 1,098 we are at 
about 2.77,and under the new plan we are 
at 2.51, 


Mr. Wagner: 


Mr. Pellegrini, that doesn't tell me 
anything. That doesn't tell me a thing. 
You tell me — and maybe the Director 
has this information, but it hasn't been 
provided — whether there will be an 
increase in the loss of life, or decrease, 
you tell me if there will be an increase in 
the loss of property, or decrease, if there 
will be an increase in insurance rates, or 
decrease. That is the kind of 
information I want. Don't give me 2.1 
versus 1,000, and compare me to 
Arizona, because I don't want to hear it, 


Mr, Pellegrini: 
Iam comparing this to us. 
‘Mr. Wagner: 


Well, no. That happened in police, 
and I put holes all through that, and it 
can be done in fire also. I don't want to 
be compared to Phoenix, Arizona. 


Mr. Pellegrini: 


I am not comparing. That is to 
Pittsburgh. 2.36 was what we had in 
Pittsburgh in '76 per thousand, and we 
will have 2,51 under the new plan. 


Mr, Wagner: 


Well, if there is information out 
there as it relates to safety, that 
information is more important than the 
financing. And this Council, since 
budget time, has talked about that, and 
the information has never been provided. 
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I know what is going to happen, T 


-know the alternate outcome here.. This 


is- going to go to the courts and the 
courts are going to decide, 


Mr. Pellegrini: 


. I would hope that Council would 
look at these numbers, because 
personally, I.can’t see how a reasonable 
man would disagree with these numbers. 


Mr. Wagner: 


It has evolved too far without 
information. 


Mr. Pellegrini: 


And the information, we can 
provide you with the information, and I 
would hope rather than just looking at 
‘this and saying, "The firefighters say we 
need 69 companies", and they are the 
ones that lose the $3 million in overtime, 
you will look at these numbers, because 
every statistic that we have shows that 
we do not need 69 companies. There is 
not a statistic that you can show on any 
meaningful statistic — 


Mr. Wagner: 


That is information that you have 
that has never been shared with the 
public or this Council. 


Director Cannon: 


I would like to show you something 
that is fairly easy to understand. This 
chart is the population for the City of 
Pittsburgh for the last ten years. Can 
you all see what is happening to the 
population? I will just show you what's 
happening. You can see what has 
happened to the population in the City of 
Pittsburgh, and it continues to happen, 
and we all know that it is continuing to 
happen. And if we don't deal with the 


four percent wage tax, we are going to 
have a population of old people and poor 
people,and we can have all the Public 
Safety services in the world, but who is 
going to pay for them? It becomes an 
issue here of what happens to the people 
in our town. But the population goes 
down; that’s one thing that I want to 
show you. 


When the population went down, 
the number of fire calls we had went 
down as well, And you can graphically 
see what happens; the population goes 
down, the number of fires goes down, bu 
the fire manning level remained the 
same. So what effectively happens to 
the fire staffing? It goes up. It goes up 
in relationship to the population, fire 
fighters per thousand, because if that 


number stays the same and the 
population goes down, you keep 
increasing your fire protection. 


Although the need for the fire protection 
has decreased, the population hs 
decreased, but we increase the fire 
protection available. Essentially what 
happens then is we find ourself in a 
situation, luckily, when we face a fiscal 
crisis, that.we have a surplus of resource 
that we are able to reduce to the level 
that we need. 


Mr, Wagner: 


But, Director, none of this 
information was provided until now, and 
that has been my point all along. And 
there are also many other factors 
involved that I am sure you are better 
aware of them than I, and the 
Administration should be better aware of 
them than I am. 


But this information — there is a 
total lack of information behind the 
concept. 
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Mr. Pellegrini: 


The increase was put in over a 
week ago. I mean there was not — first 
of all, the numbers 
Council. There was — I know on the 
budget process, it’s not hard. Council 
knew the budget numbers were not 
correct, The second part of it is, it 
doesn't take a lot of calculations that 
when you are going from — you need to 
man 1,098 and you are only putting in 
1,026 and you are not raising the 
overtime account — I mean, it doesn't 
take a fiscal analyst to know that you 
are short. But the real answer to the 
real problem of all of this is that the 
firefighters come in year after year — 
and as Michelle says, let's be blunt about 
it — they come in year after year and 
they all sit here, and they all say, "We 
need it", and they come in and they pack 
the room, and they come and contact all 
of you, and everybody is low to go 
against the firefighters, 


And before an election. They are 
low to do that. What has to happen is 
that we look at these numbers, and if you 
look at the statistics, there is not a 
statistic that supports the need for 1,098 
firefighters, 


Director Cannon: 


And although you don't like to look 
at perimeters from other communities, 
we looked at the same perimeters that 
the firefighters’ communities were 
provided in arbitration. So we measured 
against those same agreed upon group of 


communities, and we have to look at. 


those kinds of things like firefighters per 
population, numbers of fires per 
population.. Those are measurement 
devices that you have to utilize. We also 
have to look at the level of service we 
can provide and be fiscally responsible to 
the people in this community and not 
jeopardize their safety. And both the 


were told to. 


Mayor and I have said that we will 
enhance safety, and we didn't do this 
within a vacuum. We wouldn't do this 
withoug the other things of increased 
training, new kinds of personal 
protective clothing and breathing 
apparatus, new kinds of fire engines, all 
things that improve the firefighters’ 
capability to do his job of fighting the 
fire when they arrive on the scene. And 
we still deliver under contract, we must, 
the same number of firefighters as 
before, and we are still higher than the 
majority of communities our size and 
similar terrain within the United 
States. We have to look at those kinds of 
measurement perimeters. 


Mr. Wagner: 


Well, Director, first of all, I think 
the dialogue is very good, and it is a 
shame that this type of dialogue hasn't 
existed before on this issue. And it goes 
back to the Administration making an 
abrupt decision to reduce it by eight 
without the information supporting the 
decision. 


I, as Chairman of Public Safety, 
have been stunned repeatedly in changes 
in Public Safety, and I again refer to the 
Police Bureau. And the Administration 
never once said after they changed their 
decision of going to three police 
precincts to five police precincts, and to 
six — and you should be commended 
because you were part of that decision — 
but they never said by doing that it 
would increase taxes. 


So I have to apply the same 
thinking in both areas, and I am still 
uncomfortable due to the lack of 
information, and I have been all along on 
this issue. 


Mr. Pellegrini: 


Six companies is about 128 men. 
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How do you pay for them, and the trucks, * important piece of information. 


and the companies, and all the rest of it? 
‘Director Cannon: 


But you have to look at other 
things besides that. And yo are right; 
you know, you have to look at the kind of 
response, what is coming on the scene 
now versus what used.to come on the 
scene, what is our capability, and what 
are ‘the kinds of fires we have. It is 
great to say that we might have this, or 
we might. have this, or we might have 
this, but. we can't plan an .emergency 
managment for .an event that .might 
occur once every.'500 years, we can't do 
that. We have to plan for events ‘that 
occur now. 


And looking at all fires in the City 
of Pittsburgh for ten years, 97 jpercent 
of those fires were one alarm’ or. less, 97 
percent; 71 percent of those were less 
than single alarms. So~ that » three 
percent of all the fires in ten years are 
spread ‘among two alarms, three alarms, 
four alarms, and five alarms. You can't 
consistently plan for having ten five 
alarm fires, or four five alarm fires, or 
three.five alarm fires at. the same time 
when the probability ‘of that event 
doesn't occur. It is the same thing that 
in the United States we all wanted-to 
build fallout shelters in the '50's because 
people thought we might be nuked, but 
we don't do that any longer. 


You have to plan your: emergency 
response, again, as I said, in a fiscally 
responsible manner that does not degrade 
the safety of either the responder or the 
citizen of the City of Pittsburgh. - 


Mr, Wagner: 


And I agree with you. And I have 
just one final-question, and this piece of 
information has never been provided. I 
have always though that it was the most 


Excluding the information of the 
Computer Aided Dispatch System which 
will not be fully implemented until the 
latter part of this year or possibly the 
early part of next year, with 69 
companies what was the response time, 
the average response time, to a fire, and 
with 61 companies in the City, what is 
‘the average response time? - 


Mr. Pellegrini: 
It should not change. 
Mr. Wagner: 

No. I want some stats. 

Mr, Pellegrini: . 

We'll get the stats. But it should 
not change. We can tell you how the 
response is planned, it should not 
change. And, in fact, because companies 
are coming from a closer distance under 
the 61 that it should go down. 

Mr. Wagner: 


Well, that is a vague answer to a 
very important question. 


Mr. Pellegrini: 

T'm just telling you. 
Mr. Wagner: 

It is a vague answer. 
Director Cannon: 


We will get you the answer. We 
will get you the answer. 


Mr. Wagner: 


That information you should be 
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able to provide right now, and it should 
have been provided at budget time. 


Mr. Pellegrini: 

I can tell you the other statistics. 
Director Cannon: 

We couldn't have, because we had 
no history to provide you what it would 
be with 61. 

Mr. Wagner: 

You should have had an idea. 
Mr. Pellegrini: 

We do have an idea. 

Mr. Wagner: 
Well, what is it? 
Mr. Pellegrini: 


The idea is that it will remain the 
same. 


Mr. Wagner: 


What is the average response time 
right now? 


Mr, Pellegrini: 
The average response time for the 


first vehicle to arrive at the scene is 
3.21 minutes. 


Mr. Wagner: 
What will it be -- 
Mr, Pellegrini: 


The average time for the last 
vehicle to arrive — that was '85. 


Director Cannon: 


That was ‘85. It was 3.85 in '86. 
The last vehicle arrives at 5.9. So you 
want to figure the average response 
time. 


Mr, Pellegrini: 


What we figure is the first vehicle, 
because the pumper is the first vehicle 
that arrives at a scene 82 percent of the 
time first or with another vehicle, that 
we have more pumpers responding than 
we had before. So the first vehicle 
should be there at the same amount of 
time or less, but the last vehicle should 
get there sooner because the squads were 
coming from a farther distance. 


Mr. Wagner: 

We already have a 61, right. 
Mr. Pellegrini: 

61, we can give you those numbers, 
Mr. Wagner: 


What is it? If it was 3.85 at 69, 
what is it with 61? 


Mr, Pellegrini: 


They are being loaded on the 
computer, 


Director Cannon: 
We just started that on January 


18th, and we are collecting that 
information, 


Mr. Wagner: 


Well, I think that is critical; that is 
a critical piece of information, we should 
have had it months ago.

Mr, Pellegrini: 


We couldn't have it months ago. 
Mr. Wagner: 


You should have been able to come 
to this Council and say, "It will not 
change” months ago. 


Mr, Pellegrini: 


If you want to come downstairs, we 
have a chart that we can show you that 
if people are doing their job and 
recording accurately, that it would be 
impossible for the numbers to go down. 


‘Mr. Wagner: 

No further questions. 
(END OF REMARKS) 
Michelle Madoff: 


Mr. President, I don't want to 
belabor this issue but I think it's such a 
terribly important issue and I think 
everybody in the City is concerned. I 
know the people working for me in my 
campaign are really torn apart; some 
agree and some disagree. But I would 
like to correct my colleague, or expand 
on something that he said, that when he 
was asked to hold the bill on the fire 
trucks, he didn't do that. I gave my word 
to the firefighters and I kept my word, I 
had just been appointed by you, sir, to 
head up General Services, you moved my 
committee, and I said we would not go 
ahead with ordering fire trucks until the 
firefighters had the opportunity to sit 
down with Mr. Jacoby and have their 
input. And they did have their input. 
The changes were made and they were 
heard. So, I am not anti the firefighters 
and this is not, as my colleague, Mr. 
Wagner, said, a matter of voting to 
support firefighters or to support nor 


align myself with the Administration. 
The Administration is a man who didn't 
endorse me. So what? That's the way it 
is. 


And when you talk, Mr. Wagner, 
about the financial problem being one of 
people who are no longer with the City, 
let us not forget for one moment that we 
have a “fiscal department", ha ha, that is 
basically admitted by our so-call fiscal 
budget office to be accountants, not to 
be financial advisors. And they goofed 
and the Finance Chairman goofed and 
didn't put in the money. Just the same 
as the Administration; we're happy that 
we goofed and didn't point out the error 
of our ways and didn't tell this Council 
that we didn't put in the extra money for 
premium pay. So we can't just lay it all 
at the Administration's door; we have a 
responsibility in the fact that our 
Finance Department didn't put the 
money in the budget and I think we have 
to find out where that money will come 
from. Maybe we will go with the 69 and 
take the money from another source. 
Maybe we'll take the money from some 
programs we have for suburbanites who 
avail themselves when they come in to 
our 4th of July and all our summer 
programs. I don't know. But right now 
the question is, do we want to raise taxes 
or do we want to sit down and arbitrate 
or do we want to go to court? I think as 
people of good will we should sit down 
and talk. 


The Chair: 


I would like to say one thing. I've 
been listening and there have been some 
misstatements here. There is money put 
in the budget; the Finance Chairman did 
put money in the budget to bring the 
manpower or firefighters up to 1026. If 
we get to that level, it was the feeling of 
the Finance Chairman that you wouldn't 
need all those call-backs; you would not 
need all that overtime. Right now you 
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can't continually rum the Fire 
Department with 30 or 40 men 
understaffed. That's why, in our opinion, 
there's so’ much overtime. There is 
money to hire to bring the level back up 
to 1026. So that's what I'm saying; it 
depends on who you talk to last, is the 
information you have best; 


1 know how much money was put 
into the budget and it was my suggestion, 
if you recall, to bring it back to 69 
companies and’ to raise the manpower 
back up to 1026. If we do that and we do 
it right away, it is my feeling and the 
feeling of many others, that you will not 
have all the call-backs ‘and you will not 
have all the overtime. 


Michelle Madoff: 
May I'ask you a question? 
The Chair: - 
: ; You may. 
Michelle Madoff: 


What do’ you do if we have the call- 
backs and the overtime and if the 
Administration says we need 198 for 69 
companies, where would you get the 
money? 


ie ora 


We don't feel that. We feel that 
we need 1026 to man 69 fire companies 
without all those call-backs other than 
vacation, sick days, or whatever other 
normal reasons, 


Michelle Madoff: 


‘You say other than vacations, sick 
days, whatever — 


The Chair: 


We feel that you can man it 
legitimately with the current level of 
funding as long as you bring the 
Manpower back up to 1026 where it 
should be. 


Michelle Madoff: 


But you said other than vacations, 
training and whatever. Where will the 
money come for that? 


The Chair: 


It's already in the budget; there is 
money in the budget. 


Michelle Madoff: 


The money in the budget now is 
something like $2 million; it's not $5 
million. 


The Chair: 


That is our argument, that is the 
argument with the Administration. If 
you hire the 30 some people that you 
need to bring it back up to 1026, you will 
not need $5 million for overtime; you'd 
only need the $2.5 million that's already 
funded. That is our opinion. I just want 
to get that point across. The money was 
funded to bring the manpower back up to 
1026 and no one séems to realize that. 


Michelle Madoff: 

That's one of the things I was very 
unsure of and I thank you for your 
statement but the Administration says 
you're wrong. I don't know who is right. 
The Chair: 


Michelle, you know ‘me; I agree or 
disagree, but I'm not disagreeable. 
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Mrs. Masloff: 


One more question, Mr. President. 
Mr. Wagner, you said that we ought to do 
away with the public hearing if we pass 
this bill today. What do we do with the 
citizens who want a public hearing and 
have requested it legitimately? 


Mr. Wagner: 


My request is simply that they 
retract their request. 


The Chair: 


The reason that they wanted a 
public hearing is to make sure that the 
fire companies were not reduced; 
therefore, we're voting not to reduce 
them and I believe once we explain that 
to them, I don't think they'll want a 
public hearing. 


Mr, Givens: 


In talking about the reduction of 
the fire companies I have to look at 
Public Safety in total, as a department. 
As a report that I gave to all the 
Councilmembers at the '87 budget, it so 
indicated that seven departments in the 
City of Pittsburgh over the past ten 
years have increased, some of them 
significantly, and some of them have 
decreased. Part of that decrease of the 
16 departments, the Public Safety 
Department has decreased a total in the 
past 10 years by 2 percent. If we go 
forward with this and have the 
elimination of these 8 companies, that 
will be almost another 6 percent 
decrease on the 2 percent or an 8 
percent decrease in Public Safety. Keep 
in mind, the public and all, that that was 
including bringing the EMS people. So 
when the EMS people came in, the Fire 
and the Police Departments had gone 
down considerably during that same 
period of time. And I must look at this 


whole budget process, as the Mayor does 
and as his financial people do, in the 
broad perspective. 


Secondly, the response time has 
been brought out here by other 
Councilmembers. I have a great concern 
and a problem right now with St. 
Margaret's Hospital. The Highland Park 
Bridge is under construction and as a 
result I know that four companies, two 
actual pieces of fire apparatus and two 
squads, are being eliminated from that 
sector of the City. That takes us down 
by a total of four companies as far as I'm 
concerned. And with that bridge under 
construction we have about an 8 to 10 
minute run for a rig to get their from 
40th Street, if anything happens on that 
bridge, 40th Street, Lawrenceville, all 
the way to St. Margaret's Hospital. I ask 
that everyone consider that and the 
Administration and the Fire Department 
of the City of Pittsburgh and do 
something about it, even to the point of 
putting the fire wagon right out in that 
neck of the town while that bridge is 
under construction. 


Mr. Grabowski: 


Mr. President, I just want to point 
out one thing with regard to Bill 2091. 
The Mayor's letter to us is dated March 
7th and mostly everyone got it this 
morning and when we go home it will be 
in our mailboxes for us. But Councilman 
DePasquale introduced this bill on 
January 22nd. I think the Mayor could 
have given us this information within a 
few days after introduction and whatever 
validity was in here or whatever 
information this letter contains, it could 
have been adequately debated to this 
point. I'm afraid to say that I think the 
timeliness of this letter is merely a delay 
tactic and I don't think we should fall for 
it. It appears there is overwhelming 
support on Council for the bill; I think we 
should vote on it and obviously the Mayor 
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is going to veto it, override the veto, and 
it appears that the courts will end up 
having the final say. But let's move on 
with this and resolve it one way or the 
other. 


Mr, Pollock: 


I just want to say a couple of 
things. I'm very sorry that this bill was 
not recommitted so we could have 
determined the factuality of the 
different sides. I don't know what we 
would have lost by doing that but I do 
want to say several things on the bill; be 
that as it may, we are going to have to 
vote on it. 


I can only speak for myself, I'm 
only one vote, and I have serious 
questions concerning the legality of this 
bill, I've talked to the Solicitor for the 
Firefighters; he makes a very strong 
argument, no doubt about it, but there 
are still legal issues to be decided. I'd 
like to have an independent opinon. 


I have questions about the 
appropriateness of this bill; there are 
separation of powers questions raised by 
it. 


As I stated, there are sizeable 
factual questions. I mean, there is 
clearly a disput’ as to facts and I don't 
know how anyone can vote when there is 
a dispute as to facts; you don't know 
which side is right. Those have to bee 
resolved. 


There are serious questions about 
safety. The response time has been 
brought up; the issue of how long it takes 
to get there has just recently been 
determined because they just changed 
the companies. 


And the most serious question is 
the one that has been talked about 
before and that's the question of 


funding. I think that the argument Mr. 
Woods makes about if you put in all the 
budgeted firefighters is not totally 
accurate because it's my understanding 
that the budget for a number of 
firefighters includes those on Workers’ 
Comp and you're always going to have a 
certain number on Workers’ Comp. 
That's not accurate? 


The Chair: 


What I'm saying is, Mr. Pollock, 
that the firefighters are always between 
30 and 40 people undermanned, right now 
they are. We have in there for 1026. If 
you put the 1026 and keep it at that level 
all the time, my contention is, and the 
Finance Department's, that you will not 
need all that overtime. 


Mr. Pollock: 


In that are you including all those 
on Workers' Comp? 


The Chair: 


Yes, everybody. It would be the 
same ratio anyway. In other words, we 
are right now undermanned by I think 35 
people, that are not hired, forget about 
compensation, plus the ones on 
compensation. If we had them fully 
funded or fully manned, we wouldn't have 
this problem. 


Mr. Pollock: 


But my limited knowledge, and I 
learned this through this last budget, of 
the payroll and the staffing of the City is 
that no department is every at 100 
percent just because of the nature of 
people quitting and being hired and 
attrition and so forth and its almost 
impossible to every reach 100 because 
you have to wait for a new firefighter 
class, you have to wait for new people 
come on, whatever. 
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Be that as it may, we do not know 
if, in fact, companies are put back and 
we do go over the premium pay where 
those dollars are going to come from. 
It's a legitimate question. We can't put 
our heads in the sand and say we'll face 
that when we come to its; we have to 
know what will happen. Does that mean 
that there will be Public Safety 
personnel laid off? Will there be 
firefighters laid off? Will there be 
police people laid off? We don't know 
the answers to those questions and I don't 
know how we can vote on that. 


Let me make my vote perfectly 
clear so that there will be no 
misunderstanding it. Iam going to try to 
obtain these answers in the time it takes 
before the Mayor's veto comes over to 
us. My vote today will be one of the 
follow: I will either abstain until I get 
these answers or, if my vote is needed to 
pass this bill because the Mayor has 
stated that he will veto it, while not 
supporting this bill I will vote to pass it 
simply because by not it kills the bill and 
eliminates discussion on it so it 
effectively is against it for good, it can't 
be brought up. If, during the time it 
takes for the Mayor to decide upon the 
veto, I obtain information which leads 
me to believe that this bill is 
inappropriate, then I will sustain the 
Mayor's veto. 


T hope that is very clear so that my 
colleagues and the public and the media 
all understand and there can be no 
questions about my inconsistency. My 
vote today will be for it if it is necessary 
to pass it. If not, and it is not necessary, 
Tll abstain and I will try to obtain the 
information I need to make an informed 
vote.

This is a bill and Council is passing 
on it, but I will be looking at this bill 
very, very closely and if I feel that there 
has been anything and if the students 
have not been adequately notified of 
what is happening up there and I hear an 
outcry from students, you know, all of us 
have to put ourselves in the position of 
being a student back in those days and 
how far we had to walk to get to the 
universities and if we had an automobile 
even to drive. This is only the beginning 
of it in this particular area. There are 
Many areas in Oakland right now that 
have the adequate parking if the students 
have the money to avail themselves to 
it. But CMU is a little bit out of the way 
for normal busses and trolleys and public 
transportation. Yes, you can get there, 
but yes, you must transfer too. In 
Oakland, you can get there pretty much 
on a good shot from Downtown or 
anyplace within the City of Pittsburgh. 


So, I just caution. I have my 
reservations and my concern about this 
and Tl be following it through and 
hopefully nothing will come about. It's a

beautiful program but we cannot abuse it 
in this City because people must come 
and be able to park around our major 
institutions and get to and from without 
having to be forces, in some cases, into 
parking lots that might charge a lot of 
money.

Thank you Councilman Givens and

We were formed in Pittsburgh in 
1899, four years after the national group 
was formed, and what I'd like to report 
to you was last year in July by order of 
the Mayor of Pittsburgh I represented 
Pittsburgh at Deery, Northern Ireland, 
when we dedicated the Pittsburgh 
House. A good friend of ours, Patty ' 
Dougherty came over in 1980 and asked 
us if we would find it in our hearts to 
help him out because he had 70 percent 
unemployment and he didn't know where 
he could get any help. He asked us for a 
little bit of money that we could help 
him and through some of our more 
prominent members and the Knights of 
Equity we donated a small amount of 
money and he went over and bought 
bombed out homes in Deery and went to 
England, his arch enemy, and got what 
we would consider $2.35 money and he 
got 90 percent funding from England and 
he turned Daire around, so much so that 
the University of Pittsburgh is doing a 
study on him because in eight years the 
first house that he finished he exposed 
the steel beams on the third floor to 
remind everybody it was called the 
Pittsburgh House, the steel capital of the 
world, and he invited us over to dedicate 














it. And on the front of the building over 
there there's a seal of the City of 
Pittsburgh over there and it’s well known 
in Deery, Northern Ireland, to the people 
of Pittsburgh their hearts go out, 
including the Irish and everybody from 
Pittsburgh. They had over 500 people at 
the dedication there and that building 
has won the Great Britain Historical 
Redevelopment Award and he was 
awarded by Prince Charles in London. 


So we are very well in the 
limelight, not only in Pittsburgh but in 
Northern Ireland and our works go 
beyond thanks to a lot of the people here 
on Council that do belong and the other 
people, which goes to show that 
Pittsburgh is the most liveable city and 
reaches out. Thank you. 


Mr. Givens: 


Td like to introduce Jack Gavin, 
the National Worthy Sir Knight and let 
me say that each of the three gentlemen 
that are up here spend much of their 
time not only here in the City of 
Pittsburgh but traveling on the national 
scene and even international scene to 
promote this good will that this 
particular order is trying to do.

I've been told I have to make this 
short and sweet but sincerely I'd like to 
thank City Council for honoring us with 
this proclamation. As the National 
President, and national leader of the 
organization, I wish all of you a very 
happy St. Patrick's Day; help celebrate it 
with us tomorrow, Again, from the 
bottom of my heart, thank you very 
much for your time. 


The Chair: 


Thank you. 


Michelle Madoff: 


Mr. President, in light of the fact 
that we admitted when we voted as a 
body on the situation with the 69 fire 
companies and in view of the fact that 
the Mayor feels that 61 companies would 
not endanger the well being of the 
community and in light of the fact that 
our Finance Chairman was not here last 
week and I couldn't get some answers and 
I was out with the flu, I think it would be 
adventageous for us to use our 
discretionary dollars to hire a consultant 
for X number of dollars determined by 
need by our Finance Chairman to meet 
with members of Council, the Finance 
Chairman of the City of Pittsburgh, the 
representatives of the Firefighters, and 
whomever else we feel would be 
appropriate, perhaps the Fire Chief, to 
find out where the facts really are and 
what can or cannot be done with the 
numbers of firefighters that dollars have 
been appropriated for. My understanding 
from the Administration as of today, as 
early as today my Administrative Aide 
spoke to Mr. Jacoby who claims that 
there just isn't enough money, there was 
not enough money put in for overtime for 
callbacks. I've heard at this Council that 
if we go with the component of 
firefighters in excess of what is 
presently there but expanded to what we 
had last year, we will not have the 
callbacks, The Mayor tells me that we'll 
have to have the callbacks because of 
vacation and training and I think before 
we vote, since we held the bill, it would 
be appropriate if the President would 
quickly set up a meeting with all parties 
concerned and have an accounting firm 
assist Mr. O'Malley to look at the 
Mayor's numbers and to look at our 
numbers, our budget numbers, and 
determine just the dollar aspect so that 
we can then make a decision — don't 
shake your head; I'm entitled to my 
opinion — to make an intelligent decision 
as to where we ought to be going. I 
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cannot believe that the Mayor would in 
any way endanger the safety of the 
public by suggesting that we cutback on 
firefighters if indeed the issue was not 
that of his believing that we are safe 
with the cutback. On the other hand, if 
we, and we all voted as a body 
unanimously to support the 69 companies 
and companies being trucks, we need to 
know if the dollars are really and truly 
there and I'm hearing from the 
Administration that they are not there 
but I'm hearing from the President of 
this Council and others that the money is 
there. I don't think we're talking about a 
lot of money; I think we could spend a 
couple thousand dollars, have an 
accountant come in, look at the Mayor's 
figures, look at our figures, and we can 
vote intelligently. And I make that in 
the form of a motion and I hope someone 
will second it, that we have an outside 
consultant come in and review. 


Mr. Wagner seconded the motion. 
The Chair: 


Okay, now the motion has been 
made and its been seconded, I think its 
kind of redundant to go and spend even if 
its $1000, since this Council voted last 
Monday to have 69 fire companies. This 
motion should have been made before we 
took final action last Monday. There's 
nothing we can do; that is the law. That 
Dill is law if the Mayor signs it. If he 
doesn't sign it then its vetoed. We would 
have to do a rushed job if he vetoes it in 
getting some expert in here and I truly 
don't feel — I think if the Mayor or the 
Administration's position is that we do 
not need 69 companies, I think its 
incumbent upon them, the 
Administration, to go out and hire this 
so-called expert to pursuade Council's 
mind, to sit down and look at the figures 
with us. But the bill is already passed; 
we passed that last Monday. I don't see 
what this individual could do for us 


today. 
Michelle Madoff: 


May I continue? I think its 
important, no matter how we voted, for 
the public's piece of mind and for this 
Council's piece of mind, and I abstained 
on the vote, as you know, and I think 
another colleague abstained, I'm not sure 
who it was, I think it was Mr. Pollock. I 
think we need to get more information. 
The information was mailed out by the 
Mayor on Saturday, arrived Monday at 
our homes; I brought it into Council 
because I was working with Mr. 
Pellegrini from my house that morning 
on the same subject andI happened to be 
home to get a copy of it. I brought it in 
and it was distributed to 
Councilmembers. Nobody even got their 
copies; they went to the house. The 
firefighters came to our housed on 
Sunday. Obviously both of them are 
giving us information we have not yet 
had a chance to digest and both pieces of 
information are in direct opposition or 
are different viewpoints. 


I think it would be incumbent for a 
responsible body to hire an accounting 
firm for a very limited amount of dollars 
to just look at the item that I've 
outlined. Is there enough money to go 
with what Council wants without the 
callbacks or is there not enough money. 
Ijust think that is very important before 
we vote and I would hope my colleagues 
would support just taking a look. That's 
what our discretionary funds are for and 
the veto has nothing to do with it. To 
give you an example, we had a 
referendum question on the ballot. No 
matter how that works out, there's still a 
lawsuit. The groups that are taking that 
suit are going ahead with the suit 
regardless. I think regardless of how the 
Mayor moves, whether he vetoes or 
doesn't veto, I feel I am not sufficiently 
informed and I'm pleading with this 
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Council to let an expert accountant 
come in and look and advise us as to 
whether the numbers you say are correct 
and will hold up or whether the numbers 
the Mayor says are correct and will hold 
up. Perhaps there could be some kind of 
a compromise or some suggestion and I 
think that is terribly important and I 
think as a responsible body we ought to 
look at it. 


I know that Mr. O'Malley acted 
very responsibly during our budget 
hearings when he said, "I would like to go 
out and hire an accountant before budget 
hearings" and he was told not to do that 
because, I repeat, the media would tear 
him to shreds, I think the media would 
have praised him, And I'm asking the 
Finance Chairman to support me on this, 
please, 


The Chair: 


And I am stating one more time, so 
everyone is very clear on this, we 
already voted on this; we voted last 
Monday. I think that its up to the 
Administration, not Council, not for 
Council to use its money. If the 
Administration thinks that they can —I 
don't know what we can do about it 
anyway, but if they want another 
viewpoint, for us to have another 
viewpoint, we have our budget staff and I 
trust our budget staff, they can go over 
those figures and they can agree or 
disagree with the Administration's 
budget staff; the qualifications are the 
same, That is my opinion; you may have 
a different opinion. I am asking my 
colleagues not to vote in favor of this 
motion because it's a waste of money;

have ways of vigorous campaign against 
a bill; they base it on strictly cost and no 


some of our 


doubt it has swayed 
Councilmembers. 


My concern is public safety. 
Obviously I'm cost-conscious too but 
when it comes to public safety I say hang 
the cost, that comes first. 


In the future, when we have a fire 
in the City of Pittsburgh, instead of 
calling the Fire Department let's call all 
the local newspapers and have them put 
it out. 


The Chair: 


Okay, Jeep and everyone else, 
please, let's try to keep our remarks to 
Ms. Madoff's motion and that is to hire 
an outside consultant or an accountant or 
somebody. 


Mr, Wagner: 


Mr. President and members of 
Council, in regard to information, 
whether it be financial information, I 
think that's healthy to solicit as much 
information as we can on this issue or 
any issue. And at the vote, when we 
took the final vote last week, I suggested 
that we get a third opinion in terms of 
the legality of our vote, whether or not 
we can by ordinance indicate that the 
City should have 69 fire units. I think 
that piece of information would be 
healthy; I think this piece of information 
would be healthy. But the important 
thing that has to be remembered here is, 
and this is what has been lost in the 
media, is that the Administration went 
ahead and reduced from 69 to 61 without 
ever providing any information. That 
goes back towards mid-January and as a 
responsible individual myself, or any 
member of this Council, we cannot vote 
in the blind and when they made the 
change with no information, no one 
should support that change. And the 
information never came until last 
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Monday and I still haven't had sufficient 
time to review their information and I 
see nothing wrong with soliciting any 
additional information whether it be 
legal, financial, or whatever. If it won't 
help now it will at least help to 
understand whose position was the right 
position here on this issue. 


Michelle Madoff: 


IT would make a suggestion that as 
the President of this Council, and if 
you're not willing to do it I would be 
happy to do it or anybody else, I believe 
the Administration would help pay for 
their share of an independent person to 
look who would be hopefully not leaning 
on either side. I mean, there are people 
who come and do arbitration; somebody 
to really look as an independent source 
and come back and give an independent 
opinion. I think that is desperately 
needed. I think its a lose-lose situation 
for members of Council, no matter how 
we vote we lose. We're perceived as 
voting in a vacuum, not voting with 
information. I repeat, all the 
information was given to us and we voted 
without information because it arrived 
after our vote. I plead with you to 
please set a precedent. You told me you 
didn't want a fiscal analyst, you didn't 
want what Baltimore had, we didn't need 
it because we had money here. My 
colleague said that any time an issue 
came up, any member of Council could 
use a portion of that discretionary money 
to go out and review the issue. Well I 
want my portion of that discretionary 
money and IJ want to go out and get 
information. May I have my portion of 

that discretionary money?

Mr. President and Members of Council: 


I am writing in response to your 
January 27, 1987 communication asking 
for my recommendation on Bill No. 2091, 
a proposed ordinance specifying the 
number of companies in the Fire Bureau 
of the Department of Public Safety. 


This legislation was introduced at 
the request of the collective baqrgaining 
unit representing fire personnel and 
comes to me _ without supporting 
justification or any other indication as to 
why the sponsors believe this legislation 
would enhance public safety or fire 
protection. This is surprising considering 
the major improvements we have made 
in the Bureau in the last several years — 
changes which have significantly 
enhanced fire protection, prevention, 
investigation and personnel safety. 


What is of greater concern, 
however, is that the sponsors would 
propose legislation that would most 
certainly guarantee any or perhaps all of 
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the following: a tax increase, major 
reductions in other public services and a 
layoff of City personnel. 


Creating a financial crisis for the 
City by costly and unsupported 
initiatives, particularly ones promoted 
for self-interest, is likely to cause any or 
all of these actions and certainly send 
the wrong signal about our ability to 
manage this government as we make the 
case for a broader revenue base. 


We have been able to avoid a crisis 
through a careful cost reduction program 
designed to absorb both an $11 million 
reduction in Federal Revenue Sharing as 
well as a sluggish preserved several 
items of importance to our citizens: we 
did not close an active fire station; we 
did not layoff any personnel and we 
continue to provide excellent response 
with highly trained personnel to ali fire 
scenes. 


My recommendation is that Council 
reject the bill for the reasons outlined in 
the summary report that follows. Be 
advised that I will not approve the 
legislation should it reach my desk and, 
as it is not legal, I do not intend to 
implement it if passed over a veto. 


LEGAL ISSUES 


The City Solicitor has provided an 
opinion advising that Council BII 2091 is 
not legal. As stated in the bill, the 
legislation is intended to providing for 
career development and safety issues. 
These are matters for the collective 
bargaining process and have been 
addressed in the labor contract which 
recognizes the Mayor as the Chief 
Executive and bargaining agent for the 
City. Altering them outside the process 
violates that contract. Further, it 
encourages labor unions to shop City hall 
for agreements that should and must be 
hammered out at the bargaining table. 


In addition, Council cannot 
mandate the filling of positions as would 
be required byt his legislation. This is 
strictly an executive function. Futher, 
the ordinance relies on sections of the 
City Charter dealing with governmental 
organization to prescribe how City 
management should organize working 
groups of employees, such as fire 
companies. As the Solicitor points out, 
it is unreasonable, if not impossible, to 
conclude from a reading of the Charter 
and the accompanying commentary that 
the process for assigning City employees 
to pieces of equipment has a place on the 
table of organization of the City. The 
full text of the Solicitor's opinion is 
attached. 


FINANCIAL ISSUES 


My staff has completed a detailed 
financial analysis of the proposed 
ordinance. Should this proposal be 
enacted, it is clear that the additional 
cost would result either in a tax increase 
or a massive reduction in other necessary 
City services. Given the fact that all 
other departments, including public 
safety branches, have gone through a 
major cost reduction effort, these costs 
could not be offset without reducing the 
actual numbers of police officers, 
paramedics and other City personnel 
with attendant service reduction closings 
of City facilities. 


Our staff has calculated the full 
cost associated with the addition of eight 
fully-staffed companies. It is a 
staggering $4.9 million annually, based 
on staffing levels of 128 employees plus 
all associated costs for such things as 
fringe benefits, uniform allowances, 
various extra pay and other indirect 
costs. 


It has been previously reported that 
the 1987 savings would be $3.6 million as 
a result of the reduction. The difference 
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is due to the fact that the first years 
savings are achieved through attrition 
and without layoff. For all years after 
the first year, the additional cost of 
manning eight companies would be 
$4,952,370 — nearly $5 million. Over a 
five year period, the addition of eight 
fully-manned companies would cost 
$23,479,142, 


Where do the sponsors propose that 
the City obtain these funds? From an 
additional 1/4 of 1% on the wage tax, an 
addition of 15 land or 3.6 building maills 
in property tax; or, are we to cancel 
plans to add police classes to maintain 
the numbers pledged to the community 
last year, or perhaps close even more 
recreational facilities; or do we abandon 
our goal of reducing the wage tax to 
enhance the City's competitive 
position, I find these paths 
unacceptable, 


There would be those who would 
say that the $5 million cost could be 
lowered by continuing the massive 
callback or built-in overtime system that 
has been employed over the last several 
years. In fact, it is likely that the real 
motivation for this legislation lies in 
maintaining this practice which has 
effectively raised the salaries of fire 
personnel 10% above the base pay. 


The callback system, while 
necessary to cover emergencies, has 
become a serious management and 
control problem due to its overuse. 
Maintaining even that system for 69 
companies would cost an additional $4 
million above our present cost control 
plans, 


Finally, even if the sponsors still 
believed after considering the financial 
impact that this was the best way to 
spend our tax dollars, the fact is that the 
1987 budget adopted by Council does not 
contain - sufficient appropriation 


authority either to fully man the 
companies or to continue the callback 
system. Depending on when the 
ordinance would be effective, the 
appropriation to the Fire Department is 
short by a minimum of $2 million. When 
you sit to consider the 1988 budget, you 
will be looking at a number better than 
twice that amount. 


SERVICE ISSUES 


While I understand the tendency to 
deal in emotion and tradition rather than 
in the facts when considering public 
safety budgets, you and I have a 
responsibility as the civilian heads of 
these functions to allocate resources 
effectively and efficiently. In doing so, 
we do not question the dedication to or 
degree of difficulty of the tasks 
involved. Rather, we carry out our 
responsibility to see that the people we 
employ are well-trained, equipped and 
managed and that our response to service 
meets acceptable standards. 


And, what are the facts about fire 
service in our City? 


Pittsburgh has a high quality 
response to fire emergencies tha is 
comparable to and in many cases better 
than similar cities. 


In recent years we have 
significantly enhanced our service 
through a better trained and equipped 
staff. In addition there have been 
significant reductions in calls for service 
~— both actual fires and false alarms. In 
fact, we have not manned 69 companies 
for a number of years. Although we have 
scheduled service at the same level, it 
has required overdependence on the 
callback system. 


Between 1976 and 1985 (the last 
full year for which statistics are now 
available), there was a reduction of 31% 
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jn actual fire calls. In 1976, there were 
59% or some 2400 more false alarms that 
were reported in 1985, Major alarm fires 
have been similarly reduced and 
represent only .4% of the calls in the 
City. During this time, our staffing 
levels went from 2.36 firefighters per 
1000 people to 2.74 per 1000 people. 


By comparison, the average of nine 
similarly-sized and situated cities now 
provide 1.73 fire personnel per 1000 
population. With the 1987 plan in place, 
Pittsburgh still provides 2.51 per 1000 
population or better than 31% more 
personnel per 1000 population. 


The company reduction was 
implemented only after I was assured by 
the Director of Public Safety and the 
Fire Chief that we would be able to meet 
our commitment to respond timely and 
with adequate personnel to fire scenes. 
They have advised me that the plan has 
been successfully carried out. 


Finally, it is significant that the 
only concerted effort to fight the 
reduction in companies comes from an 
organization whose narrow focus is to 
protect the individual interests of its 
members. The City taxpayers should not 
have to pay $5 million per year more for 
the same if not better service they can 
receive at current prices. 


These are the facts which have not 
been refuted to date. 


I have repeatedly promised the 
citizens that I would monitor allof the 
changes being made in Public Safety and 
will make whatever adjustments are 
necessary to maintain the level of 
service the citizens expect. I reaffirm 
that promise today. 


I urge Council to consider the 
legal, financial and service issues that I 
have outlined and which are the basis for 


. the recommendation that your reject the 
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legislation at this time. While I believe 
and have been advised that the bill is not 
legal and, therefore, could not 
implement it if passed, continued debate 
and friction over a plan which has been 
successfully implemented and is part of 
an effort by all City departments to 
control costs will deter us from our main 
objective which is to secure a fair and 
equitable system of financing this urban 
regional center.

Mr. DePasquale moved to override the 
veto. 


Mr. Wagner seconded the motion. 
Michelle Madoff: 


Mr. President, as you know at a 
vote of, I believe 5-4 or 5-3, I'm not sure 
if everybody was present, I won a small 
victory in being permitted to go out and 
find a consultant in the same manner 
that we had a consultant when we 
discussed our $21 million bond for the 
Pirates so that we would not vote in a 
vacuum to determine who was correct, 
whether the Administration who said 
that we did not have the money available 
in City Council's budget was indeed 
telling the truth or whether, and I may 
quote from the transcripts that were 
provided by the City Clerk, 
unfortunately the dates are not here but 
I'm sure you'll remember your 
statement. Mr. Pellegrini, "My 
understanding is that our budget office 
agrees with our budget office. "You 
don't know what our budget office 
thinks", says Mr. Woods. Mr. Cannon, 
"Well, we did.” Mr. Woods, “If they 

















would tell you it would kill them." And 
then the Chair, "We have a difference of 
opinion here; I am under the impression 
that 1026 will man the 69 companies.” 
Mr. Pellegrini, "No, you need 1098 to 
man 69 companies." And then there is 
dialogue between myself and members of 
Council. Michelle, "You say other 
vacations, sick days, whatever, would eat 
up the money.” And the Chair says, "We 
feel that you can man it legitimately 
with the current level of funding as long 
as you bring the manpower back up to 
1026 where it should be." Michelle 
responds, "You said other than vacations, 
training, and whatever, there will be 
money coming for that." And it is 
clearly indicated here that the money is 
in the budget according to Council's 
staff, And what we were trying to 
determine by hiring a consultant is that 
whether the Administration's position is 
that no, there wasn't enough money with 
premium pay, which would address the 
call-backs, vacation, and training, 
whether sufficient dollars were allocated 
to that account. 


T didn't know what the truth was 
and I won a victory to have a 
consultant. This, I believe, was last 
Tuesday. I was looking for Councilman 
O'Malley, Mr. Woods was not here and I 
needed a letter from either Mr. Woods or 
Mr. O'Malley who said, and you 
remember saying to me, "Go out and hire 
somebody, it's okay, I'll okay it." 


The Chair: 
I was here Tuesday. 
Michelle Madoff; 
Tm talking about a Monday meeting 


when we won the victory and you said 
yes, go out and get it, 


The Chair: 
And I was here the following day. 
Michelle Madoff: 


Late in the day we got a call from 
the consultant and he could not proceed 
under law. His insurance agent would 
not allow him to proceed unless he had a 
document saying that yes, we were 
indeed hiring him for X number of dollars 
and we were allowed, I think you said not 
to exceed $5000 and he said it would be 
10 hours and I said how about $1000. 
Maybe it would have been $500. It's 
irrelevant because what happened was, 
while I was searching for the 
documentation so that the consultant 
could do his job, I was looking for Mr. 
O'Malley and he was not in his office so I 
went looking in the budget office. And I 
have a statement which I have circulated 
to everybody so I won't get misquoted, 
but basically my statement says that I 
walked into the Controller's Office and 
there was Mr. Peter Vaughn present, Mr. 
Buckley, Mr. O'Malley, myself, and if 
there was anybody in the background 
behind us I'm not aware that they were 
there. I asked for the letter of 
authorization and while I was seeking to 
get that letter of authorization, Mr. 
Vaughn who I have never seen raise his 
voice or get upset to the degree that he 
spoke, stated that he was not going to 
be, Im not quoting verbatim but 
essentially that he was not going to be a 
fall-guy to take the blame or be the 
middleman and that if Mr. President and 
if the Finance Chairman, he had spoken 
to him, they would have learned what I 
had heard earlier in the day from Mr. 
Cannon and from Fire Chief Leahy that 
indeed Mr. Vaughn had spoken to Mr. 
Turner, In other words, our Budget 
Office had spoken to Mr. Turner and 
said, "We don't have the money in the 
budget." Now that was either done 
through stupidity, oversight, or error. 
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Everybody is human. I don't know what 
category it falls in. So I then turned to 
Mr. Vaughn and said, "Mr. Vaughn, I want 
just one question answered; do we or do 
we not have enough money for 69 
companies?" He said, "We do not." I 
then cancelled the consultant, called him 
and said I have an answer to my 
question. When our own Budget Office 
confirms that the money isn't there, so 
be it. 


What else took place at that time 
because I'm sure it will be brought up by 
Mr. O'Malley, is that Mr. Buckley said, 
“It is not unusual for us to transfer 
money from one account into another 
and last year we transferred a million 
dollars into the account.” 


The point being, the money isn't 
there and a transfer of a million dollars 
when the Mayor is saying he has to cut 
back a million something because of a 
shortfall of money that he had 
anticipated in the budget. I for one know 
that there are always surplusses but I've 
always been told those surplusses carry 
us for the next year not to have a raise 
in taxes, or a substantive raise in taxes. 


My great fear, and I want to share 
this with everyone, is that when the 
Mayor says we're going to go from a four 
percent wage tax to a four and a half 
percent wage tax we'll have more people 
moving out of the City and the first 
thing that's going to happen is we're 
going to fire or there will be some kind 
of negotiations to let more firemen go 
and more police officers and it becomes 
really a vicious circle. 


And for that reason I'm going to 
encourage my colleagues — Just so] can 
summarize, remember, our own Budget 
Office said that we do not have the 
money, for whatever reason there is, to 
support 69 companies. And for anybody 
listening, a company is not a fire station; 


it is a vehicle. And asI said to someone, 
if you had 200 companies and you were 
caught in rush hour, there is no way that 
you would be able to get to a fire, 
perhaps. And I think that I find that I am 
in the position that I don't often agree 
with the Mayor, we frequently disagree. 
I cannot believe for one minute that he 
would deliberately endanger the security 
and safety of this City and as you do 
know, there was a presentation made, 
albeit, and I agree with my colleague, 
Mr. Wagner, and others, we get our 
information very late, after the fact, 20 
minutes before we have to vote. But 
there was information presented a few 
weeks ago that said with the six weeks 
experience that indeed the response time 
was cut, the training was improved and 
the vehicles were improved. 


I don't think we have any choice 
when we are confronted with a four and 
a half percent wage tax and the end 
result would be having even less 
firefighters and even less firemen, that 
we have to sustain the Mayor's veto, 


‘Mr. Wagner: 


Mr. President and members of 
Council, I keep trying to understand the 
correspondence that has recently 
reached Council in regard to this issue 
and for some reason or another it always 
gets back to money, the discussion. As a 
matter of fact, in the Mayor's vetoing of 
Bill 2091, simply stated, he indicates in 
the second paragraph, "My veto is 
designed to protect the public from a 
certain tax increase in 1988." Now we're 
in 1988, before it was 1987, 


The issue never was money; it still 
is not money in 1987. Let me refresh all 
members of Council and the public and 
the media what has happened on this 
issue with Bill No. 2091. Back at budget 
time, the Administration came in front 
of Council at that table and indicated 
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that they were considering reducing 
eight companies in the Fire Bureau. 
They said that they were going to study 
the Fire Bureau in depth, in great detail, 
prior to making that recommendation. 
They had no idea when they were going 
to do that. They also stated that prior to 
doing it, they would provide good solid 
data indicating and justifying the need 
for it. Council listened and bought 
everything that was said at that table. 
Two weeks after that, right after the 
budget was passed, the Administration 
quickly eliminated eight fire 
companies. No information was ever 
provided to this Council, me as Chairman 
of Public Safety, or even the media. 
Eight fire companies were just 
eliminated across the board. That was 
back in early January of this year. 


In the beginning of March, 
Councilman DePasquale entered a bill to 
put back the eight companies. When the 
Administration saw that this Council 
could possibly vote in favor of that bill, 
they quickly began to put together some 
information to justify what they were 
doing. Two months after they did what 
they did, and the information got to this 
Council actually the day after we voted 
on this bill, it arrived at my home that 
Monday and we voted this Monday 
afternoon, information from the Mayor, 
saying that we should cut eight fire 
companies. 


This gets back to the way 
government functions and that's really 
the number one issue here, first of all, 
prior to looking at whether or not we 
need eight fire companies. Ive always 
looked at the City of Pittsburgh 
government somewhat like a 
corporation. The Mayor is the chief 
executive officer just as a corporation 
has a chief executive officer. A 
corporation has a board of directors and 
an analogy with the City of Pittsburgh is 
the board of directors is City Council, 


nine members of Council. A corporation 
also has shareholders that own the 
company. Weill, the City of Pittsburgh 
has taxpayers that are shareholders and 
residents of this City. Never once have I 
ever known of a chief executive officer 
cutting a company, eliminating a portion 
of a company, without consulting with 
the board of directors, without at least 
justifying the reason behind it so that 
they can justify it to the shareholders. 
The same exact thing has happened 
here. There has never been justification 
prior to this happening, until Councilman 
DePasquale entered this bill. 


Let me create another analogy if 
the one in comparison to the corporation 
does not make any sense. And I hope the 
media is listening to this because the 
media has bought the Mayor's argument 
lock, stock and barrel from the start 
without ever having justification in 
editorial after editorial. Let me create 
another analogy. If the Governor of this 
Commonwealth cut a portion of 
PennDOT, just eliminated it without ever 
going to the State Senate or the State 
Legislator and justifying the move, what 
do you think will happen? Well that's 
exactly what has happened in the City of 
Pittsburgh here. 


Let me create a third analogy. 
What if the President of the United 
States did something, as he recently did, 
without the proper approval from the 
proper agencies of government? What 
would happen? We all know what 
happened. That's exactly what is 
happening right now in the City of 
Pittsburgh. The Mayor is trying to 
control everything that happens in this 
City without justification prior to doing 
it. 


Now it happened in the Police 
Bureau not too long ago and I stood up 
and fought the Mayor on this Council on 
everything that happened in that Police 
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Bureau in terms of gutting the top 
janagment of the Bureau, and all of us 
have seen. what happened. And I wish the 
media would write about that a little 
bit. Crime rates have gone up 
drastically and all major crimes after 
major changes took place in the Police 
Bureau, and solving of crimes has gone 
down, which means that we have more 
criminals on the loose out there in the 
City. Just an example: in 1985, 32 out 
of 33 homicides were solved in this City, 
an outstanding rate. The people running 
it did an excellent job. 


Mr. President, it's all public safety. 
The Chair: 


T realize that, and I wasn't going to 
say anything but since you caught me 
motioning, we're talking about overriding 
a veto on from 69 to 61 fire companies. 
I'm agreeing with you, !'m voting the 
same way you are, but I want you to 
stick to this veto, please. 


Mr. Wagner: 

And I'm sticking to it. 

In the Police Bureau in 1986 -- 
The Chair: 

Jack, if you do it againI'm going to 
rule you out of order. We are talking 
about the overriding of a veto and about 
fire companies and Im asking you one 
more time, and the last time, stick to 
this bill. 

‘Mr, Wagner: 


Mr. President, it wouldn't surprise 
me if you ruled me out of order. 


The Chair: 


Well then if you mention it again — 


Mr. Wagner: 
It wouldn't surprise me at all. 
The Chair: 
You are out of order. 
Mr. Wagner: 
T'm ruled out of order. 
The Chair: 
Right. 
Michelle Madoff: 


Challenge the Chair. I'd like to 
support you. I challenget the Chair that 
he is not out of order. Do I have a 
second on that? 


Mr. Wagner: 


In summarizing that point I'd like 
to say — 


The Chair: 


Jack, if you bring it up again I'm 
going to fine you and the next thing I'm 
going to do is recess this meeting. 


Mr, Wagner: 


In summarizing that point, I would 
like to say I do not want to see the same 
thing happen in the Fire Bureau as I've 
seen in the Police Bureau. 


And to go one step further, let's 
talk about the facts here and let's talk 
about what I have asked repeatedly 
which is response time in Fire. Is the 
response time going to be increased by 
eliminating eight fire companies? And 
that information has never been provided 
to this Councilmember. And during the 
same time, the Fire Bureau has been 
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asked, and they are doing a good job at 
it, to act as first responders as 
paramedics, And they're out there 
responding to paramedic calls whether 
they have 69 companies or 61 companies 
and now with 61 companies, responding 
to paramedic calls which they were not 
doing last year, has the response time to 
fires increased. Is it three minutes, is it 
four minutes, is it five minutes, is it six 
minutes? And where is the information 
to say to me as a Councilmember by 
reducing eight fire companies it doesn't 
take a minute longer getting to a fire. 
That's the most important piece of 
information that can bé discussed here. 
That information has never been proven, 
has never been given. As a matter of 
fact, the information that has been said 
and has been provided is conflicting 
information. The record at the table 
says the information is 3.85 minutes; we 
get a letter from the Mayor and it's 5 
minutes. I don't know what is accurate. 


The Administration does not care 
to provide this Council with information 
justifying what they're doing. And if 
they get away with it one more time, we 
don't need a Council in the City of 
Pittsburgh, and Ive said that 
repeatedly. This Council has to stand up 
and be counted for as the Charter wants 
us to stand up and be counted, And until 
this Administration acts professionally 
and responsibly, when they want to make 
a change in this government this Council 
should not support it. 


For that reason, I'm voting to 
override this veto and I would hope that 
all Councilmembers do the same. 


The Chair: 


I would like to say something. I am 
also voting to override this veto and I 
would like you to do that also. During 
the budget process when they come in 
and they said they were going to reduce 








it to 61 companies, we asked then, do 
you have a plan. If you all recall, they 
said they would be back with one before 
we closed the budget with a plan to show 
us. Well, today is March 23rd; I still 
have not seen the plan. I don't think 
anyone in this room has seen the plan. 
We put 69 companies in that budget; we 
funded that budget at 1026. It has not 
been up at 1026 all of last year; it has 
not even reached a peak anywhere near 
that this year, I believe we're 50 low. 
And in my opinion, with that funding that 
we have in there, and we funded it for 
1026, we do have enough money to go the 
rest of this year with 69 companies, 
Let's formulate a plan this year and talk 
about reducing it next year. I don't know 
what companies they're going to do away 
with and the companies they did do away 
with they didn’t explain to us why they 
did away with a certain company. 
Therefore, I would ask you to override 
this veto. 


Mr. DePasquale: 


Mr. President, I reiterate the 
comments made by yourself and 
Councilman Wagner and would like to 
add for the record that it seems to me 
that the Mayor's objections are based 
mostly on cost. As I've said all along, my 
concern is for public safety and when it 
comes to public safety and cost, public 
safety outweighs cost. 


Mr. Givens: 


Mr. President, if I might. I'm going 
to override the Mayor's veto and for 
obvious reasons. Dating back since 1975, 
this Council has had 69 fire companies in 
the City of Pittsburgh and getting all the 
statistical data that the Administration 
has sent over to us doesn't deviate that 
very much. When we have a call down on 
the number of buildings or structures 
that we have in the City of Pittsburgh, 
the equasion wasn't taken that those 
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home structures went down. In the 
meantime, we just have to look out our 
window here in Council and see all the 
new highrise buildings that have gone up 
within the City of Pittsburgh. No one 
has to tell anybody the great expansion 
in our hospitals within the City of 
Pittsburgh. Just take it back ten years 
ago our hospital room beds have probably 
increased by at least one-third if not 
more and our major universities that we 
have in the City of Pittsburgh. And the 
aging population; if we don't have the 
young children that we had once before 
who can move very quickly in case of a 
fire, but we have the aged people who 
have a difficult time even moving at all 
which means it compounds fire rescue 
capability, 


As has been stated here, since 1975 
we have had these companies. When I 
sat down for the 1987 budget, this 
Council approved 69 fire companies. We 
had two preliminary votes and the final 
vote and a veto which we overrode 9-0. 
Again, when I look back and when that 
particular, which I though was a bill, 
would stand up in a court of law, it did 
not, It was very obvious that we needed 
another ordinance in the City of 
Pittsburgh. If one can remind 
themselves, the Councilmatic body is the 
only body that creates laws in the City 
of Pittsburgh and anyone who violates 
those laws are subject then, under those 
laws, And I think everyone should keep 
that in mind. 


There was an ordinance going back 
to 1974 that mandated the number of 
companies. When we had a 
reorganization of our City Code, that 
ordinance was taken out of our Code and 
was taken out very mysteriously. When 
the new Code came before us, this 
Councilman would not vote on that new 
Code dating back to 1911 and all the 
changes that were made because no‘one 
could tell me, in the Administration, how 


many ordinances put on there were taken 
out. I know some people within our Law 
Department and others had _ that 
information. Therein was this ordinance 
that is now being reintroduced into this 
Council. It was an ordinance of the City 
of Pittsburgh dating back almost for a 10 
or 11 year period. 


You know, there is a public hearing 
that we still have to get the input from 
the public. We heard it from the Mayor 
and his staff and the Fire Department. 
We've heard it from this Council and 
comments which we've made here 
today. We have yet to hear from the 
public out there as to how they feel and 
especially those neighborhoods that are 
going to be affected. There are some 
four or five neighborhoods that are going 
to lose fire companies and believe me, 
my phone has been ringing off the hook 
asking me when are they going to get 
their input into their government 
process. It's sad that we have to have 
this vote prior to that particular public 
hearing. 


We've received letters from the 
labor councils and others who are 
supporting this particular measure and I 
say that is a very significant group of 
people who are out there saying that we 
support the 69 fire companies. 


We talked about tax increases, 
possibly 2-1/2 million this year, mounting 
up to maybe $5 million next year, And 
as all of you know, this last budget 
session back in November and December, 
I gave a hand-out to all the 
Councilmembers. Sometimes when 
you're here long enough you can foresee 
some of the problems that come before 
this Council. If you look at that hand- 
out, it will show you that there are 16 
major units of government and of those 
16, about 5 or 6 of them have increased 
and increased significantly. And Im 
talking about all the branches of our 
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government. The Controller went up 21 
percent; City Council has increased by 
17 percent; the Law Department has 
increased by 49 percent; Civil Service 
has increased by 189 percent; Parks and 
Recreation increased by 17 percent; 
Public Works increased by 27 percent; 
and the Water Department increased by 
8 percent. All these were increases in 
those departments that I just 
mentioned. The other departments have 
all decreased, including that of the 
Public Safety Department. It's 
interesting to note that that was a ten 
year study that I had undertaken. 


Up until this time, the 1987 budget, 
the decrease in all Public Safety, Police, 
Fire, and Emergency Medical Services 
were all combined together under one 
particular service. Taking that as a 
whole, knowing that we had taken the 
Police Department down and had added 
EMS personnel to that Public Safety 
Department, we have a total overall 
reduction of two percent. We in this 
Council and the Mayor and the people 
out there must look at this, the long 
range picture of what the decreases and 
increases are in our total government. 
With this particular decrease coming up, 
we're looking at a total of almost five 
percent additional decrease in the Public 
Safety area or a total increase of some 
six to seven percent decrease. Look at 
those other departments in government 
that have increased, some of them 
substantially, and I have to sit here and 
ask myself the question are we 
prioritizing the things in the City of 
Pittsburgh that the people of the City of 
Pittsburgh want, 


That same particular hand-out had 
a study in it where it indicated to the 
people of the City of Pittsburgh, and I 
think the response was tremendous, and 
in that response it's worthy of note that 
under unsatisfactory, and this is the 
leadership of the City of Pittsburgh that 





was responding to this particular survey 
that I had sent out, that on the Public 
Safety services in our community, in 
your community, there were 92 
unsatisfactories in the Police 
Department. It's interesting to note, 
however, in the Fire Department there 
was only 13. And this is the first cut 
that we're going to have in ten years in 
our Fire Department. I think we all 
know how we feel and how the people 
feel out there on the response time, etc., 
of our own Police Department and now 
we're trying to add this on to our own 
Fire Department. It's something that 
you just can't throw away. It's what the 
people are thinking and saying out there 
to all of us when we talk about tax 
increases, We have tax increases and I 
don't want to go in to that in depth but 
all of us know on this Council it was 
considerable increases. I voted against it 
over the years — 


‘The Chair: 


Dick, come on back down to this 
veto, please. 


Mr. Givens: 


I'm getting back down; I'm almost 
ready to finalize, Mr. President. 


We talked about tax increases over 
the years and the fact that we had hefty 
tax increases, what I called at that 
particular time, and one of the reasons I 
did not vote for it was — 


The Chair: 

Dick, you're out of order. We're 
talking about the veto. 
Mr. Givens: 


Do you want me to read out of the 
letter from the Mayor where he talked 
about the $5 million increase? 
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The Chair: 


Fine, read out of that letter. I 
ruled Mr. Wagner out of order for talking 
about the Police; I'm doing the same 
thing to you. We are on the veto and, 
please, let's stick to the veto. 


Mr. Givens: 


Part of that veto, Mr. President, 
was the Mayor's indication that we're 
going to have to raise the taxes. 


The Chair: 


But we don't have to talk about 
1965. I'm not being rude; I'm trying to 
expedite. Everyone has something to say 
so let's talk about the veto, I don't want 
to be rude to anybody. 


Mr. Givens: 


T'm just saying, the increases of the 
past in taxation, I asked for a responsible 
response on the various departments. 
How were we going to cut various 
departments within the City of 
Pittsburgh when we were in fact asking 
the people to pay much more money 
out? And that's what is going to happen 
in the year 1988. In 1988, if we go 
through with this particular override, 
then we're going to have to come up with 
$5 million of additional money, not 
necessarily meaning a tax increase, Mr. 
President, next year. It means that 
there are five million new dollars that 
have to be generated in one form or 
another and I don't know if that figure is 
accurate or not. 


Taking that in mind, I do not feel 
that there has to be a tax increase if this 
Council approves this right here, as you 
have so indicated, Mr. President. Next 
year, I know there will not be a tax 
increase because I won't vote for it asI 
have in the past years. 7 


Getting back to what many of us 
have said in here, and that is the plan 
itself, there has never been a plan 
submitted to this particular Council. 


You know, I see some people 
smiling in the press corps over there and 
among my fellow Councilmembers, but 
it's interesting to note, Mr. President, 
that I sat here for about 30 or 40 minutes 
and listened very diligently to all the 
Councilmembers who have spoken and I 
didn't see any big smiles on people's 
faces. If I'm a little bit repetitive, let it 
say that this is the Municipal Record 
which people historically go back and 
look and find out how Mr. Councilman 
Givens voted on a particular issue and 
why I voted on those particular issues. 


Anyway, the plan is one that has 
never been given to us. And even more 
interesting than that, Public Safety is 
the main issue that we're voting on here 
today, not on dollar signs and everything 
else. When the International Fire Chiefs 
Association indicated to the Mayor and 
to all this Council that they want a two 
year study on a particular plan when it 
involves major changes of your forces, 
one can only go back to that and say that 
this Council and the Administration has 
never provided this Council with such a 
plan, 


Based on all that information that I 
just indicated right here, is the reason 
I'm voting how I want to vote. Thank 
you, Mr. President. 


Mr. O'Malley: 


Mr. Chairman, I personally feel 
that this is one of the most difficult 
issues facing this Council concerning 
Public Safety since the formation of that 
department. The legislation increasing 
the number of companies from 61 to 69 
breaks down into two issues; the safety 
of the public, the safety of the 
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firefighters, and also cost. And this is 
where I disagree with my colleague, Mr. 
Wagner. 


As Finance Chairman, I went over 
the Mayor figures for manning the 69 
companies and his figures are correct. It 
costs approximately $5,088,000 to man 
the additional eight companies; that 
relates to 1/4 percent increase in the 
wage tax of which I personally feel that 
the resident of the City of Pittsburgh 
cannot afford at this time. 


But there is also another side to 
this issue that I think this Council should 
take into consideration. If the Mayor's 
figures are correct, in 1976 there was 
2.36 firefighters for 1000 population. In 
1986 there was 2.77 firefighters per 
population. So we've had an increase in 
firefighters in the last 10 years. 


The Mayor's figures also show that 
there has been a population decrease; 
there has also been a decrease in the 
number of housing units in the City of 
Pittsburgh, There has also been a 
decrease in the number of fire calls. 
Based on these figures, his request for 
the reduction of fire companies from 69 
to 61 is the right request to make and it 
should be supported by this Council. 


It is also the issue of safety, and 
this is safety not only to the public but 
also safety to the firefighters, This is a 
great concern to me because there are 
members of my immediate family that 
are firefighters that are now on 
permanent compensation. But going over 
statistics, the statistics show that with 
61 companies the response time to the 
scene of a fire stayed approximately the 
same as the response time when there 
were 69 companies. 


Also, the number of firefighters 
reacting and responding to the scene of a 
fire is set by contract negotiation with 


the firefighters, and that stays at 17 
firefighters. So the number of 
firefighters responding to the scene of a 
fire also has stayed the same. 


So it doesn't seem to me from 
looking at these statistics that with the 
reduction of the companies from 69 to 61 
that these two crucial areas are 
affected. It doesn't seem at this point 
that there is a reduction of safety either 
to the firefighter or to the public. 


My commitment to the firefighters 
is the same now as it was in December 
for the formation of the 1987 budget. 
The commitment to the firefighters was 
for 1026 firefighters and that was what 
was stated to this Council that they 
needed to do the job, Unfortunately, we 
cannot staff 69 fire companies with 1026 
firefighters. You need 1098 firefighters 
and an additonal $5 million. 


At this time, I cannot in good faith 
as Finance Chairman for this Council of 
the City of Pittsburgh, ask the public for 
a $5 million increase in taxes when all 
the statistics show that the level of fire 
protection and the level of safety to the 
firefighters will not be increased with 
the reduction to 61 companies. 


Ihave discussed this issue with the 
Mayor a number of times and the Mayor 
has made a concession. The Mayor has 
agreed to monitor the response time and 
the safety issue concerning the 
firefighters each month and if he finds 
that the need to increase the number of 
companies, based on statistical 
performances, in the future is needed, 
then we will increase the number of 
companies. 


Point two was brought up that 
there hasn't been a study of the 
Pittsburgh Fire Department in over a 
decade. I asked Mike Perry to introduce 
legislation Monday. The legislation will 
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authorize the spending of the Pittsburgh 
Fire Department. Three categories; one, 
to determine how many firefighters are 
actually needed in the City of 
Pittsburgh; two, if the best equipment 
and training available is being used by 
the Fire Department; and three, are the 
stations strategically and properly 
located. I feel that when this study is 
completed it will give not only this 
Council but the union and the 
Administration the foundation on which 
to build Pittsburgh's future Fire 
Department. 


So, at this time, based on the 
statistics that I have just given, I have to 
vote to sustain the Mayor's veto. 


Mr, Grabowski: 


Mr. President, a couple weeks ago 
when we first voted on this I was critical 
of the Mayor because he gave us his 
information virtually a few hours before 
we voted on it and not any member of 
Council really had adequate time to 
review it. I still think that he was wrong 
for doing that but I don't think that I am 
prepared to disrupt the smooth 
operations of the City just because I 
believe he made a mistake, 


As far as the tax increase, I think 
that's a lot of baloney. There won't be 
any tax increase because, as Councilman 
Givens indicated, a tax increase can only 
be brought forth if this Council approves 
it. I think I have a pretty good feel for 
this body and I don't feel that anyone on 
here is ready to vote for a tax increase. 
But what would happen is that the 
impact of this would be felt throughout 
the other departments. It may impact on 
the Police, the Paramedics, Parks and 
Recreation, Public Works, or the other 
departments. And I just don't feel that 
we are justified in taking away from 
those departments to give to this one. 


In light of that, I will be voting to 
sustain the Mayor's veto today. 


Michelle Madoff: 


A number of things that I was going 
to address have been addressed by my 
colleague, Mr. Grabowski, and I want to 
congratulate Mr. O'Malley. It took a lot 
of courage and there is going to be a lot 
of political backlash against those of us 
who are voting to sustain the Mayor's 
veto. It is not an easy vote to make, as 
you said, and I think you're admitting, 
and it took a lot of courage to do that, 
the statements that were made that are 
part of the record that the money was 
there. It was proven to be factual and 
Mr. Vaughn should also be lauded for 
having the courage to speak and to say 
the money wasn't there and he.had told 
the Administration that. And I agree 
with my colleague, Mr. Grabowski, that 
if the money isn't there, I don't think 
they raise the taxes. I think what they'll 
do is take more children out of swimming 
pools and there will be more situations 
where we're going to have to cut services 
where we don't want to see those 
services cut. 


But in line with the proposal that 
has been made by Mr. O'Malley, and I 
presume that will pass on Monday to do a 
study as an overview of the firefighters, 
I would like to make a recommendation 
and I hope Council will support me and I 
hope the firefighters will support me 
even though I am persona non grata at 
this point, and that is, let's change the 
term companies to trucks because people 
listening are thinking that we're closing 
down fire stations. We are not closing 
down fire stations; we are eliminating 
trucks, trucks, trucks, trucks. And I say 
that because the rhetoric, the 
irresponsible actions taken by some of 
our firefighters, not all, going into the 
community and scaring the living 
daylights of a senior citizen and other 
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people who say, "But what if my house is 
burning? I'll pay more taxes." I don't 
want to mention names because she's 
sitting in this room and I think she’s a 
good sport, I said to one of our staff 
people down the hall, "What do you think 
we ought to do?" She said, "Go with the 
firefighters." I said, "What about raising 
your wage tax from 4 to 4-1/2?" She 
said, "I don't want that." People don't 
quite understand when you talk in 
generalities about raising taxes people 
think of it in generalities. They don't 
think in terms of 4-1/2 percent wage tax 
and realtors because I know my 
apartment is up for sale, folks, - anybody 
want to buy a beautiful apartment - are 
telling people in the suburbs don't move 
to the City; why would you want to pay 
four percent that you don't have to 
pay? And they're discouraging people 
from coming into the City and if you 
have any doubt about that walk through 
the City of Pittsburgh and see the 
vacancies. And if we vote to override 
the Mayor, we're going to end up with 
less of the services which will 
discourage, as Mr. Grabowski said, 
whether it's firemen, policemen or 
services, will discourage people from 
coming into the City. 


And I'm introducing legislation, so 
Til go on record right now, I had Mr. 
Perry prepare it, that we will give to 
those people who haven't lived in the 
City for five years a three year tax 
abatement on wage tax to see if we can 
get people into the City. We're not 
getting it anyway so it's to see if we can 
attract some people so that we have 
more money in the coffer so we can then 
indeed raise and increase the services. 
And I think, again, that Mr. O'Malley 
took a very courageous stand. 


The Chair: 


Before I call the question I'd like to 
make one more remark. I think that the 


study is fine, we should do it, and that's 
really great. But let's keep the 69 
companies while we're doing the study 
and then if we find out that we only need 
68 or maybe 50 or maybe we might need 
75, but why cut them without doing the 
study. Let's do the study first and then 
see how many firefighters we need, how 
many companies we need, how many fire 
houses we need. 


Mr. Wagner: 


Mr. President and members of 
Council, in a closing statement, in the 
different pieces of correspondence it 
keeps saying 1/4 percent wage tax 
increase. That's not factual, as Mr. 
Grabowski indicated. The only way a tax 
increase can occur in this City is if this 
Council votes for it. 


‘The Chair: 
He did say that, Jack. 
Mr. Wagner: 


I know that, and I'm restating it. 
Therefore, there is not going to be a tax 
increase in '87 certainly. What happens 
in '88 is another question, and every 
opportunity should be given to the 
Administration to get their facts 
together prior to Council voting on the 
1988 budget. And based on that 
information, we can determine the 
number of fire companies. Again, the 
cart is before the horse and the only way 
I can see the Administration reducing the 
response time, and that is still the key 
item here is with the implementation of 
the new computer aided dispatch 
system. The Mayor indicates that here 
in his fact sheet. What he doesn't 
indicate is that that will not be in 
operation at the very earliest until the 
latter part of 1987, the very earliest. 
And by implementing that system, they 
can reduce response time because then 
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the operators will plug information into 


the computer, it will come up 
simultaneously to the dispatchers and 
they can be dispatching fire companies 
or fire trucks. That's a way to reduce 
response time and it has not yet been 
implemented. Therefore, we are 
jeopardizing response time by reducing 
eight companies. 


In summary, I'd just like to say that 
it doesn't surprise me if the Mayor has 
the votes here on this Council. I have 
always said, when the Mayor wants the 
votes he gets the votes. Ive been here a 
little over three years and he has never 
failed. And I wish on several other 
instances he would have been just as 
aggressive, such as Unertl Optical and a 
few others, to keep companies and jobs 
in this City. The Mayor obviously is 
going to win on this issue and it's very 
unfortunate. ~ 


Mr. Givens: 


I have just one major point that I 
did not bring up and I think it's 
interesting to note that if we reduce, 
regardless of how many companies we 
reduce, for how many companies we have 
right now, 11, that our fire companies 
that are responding to medical 
emergencies in many of the 
neighborhoods in the City of Pittsburgh, 
take the 8, take the 11, we're talking 
about 19 some companies that might not 
be on a service call for an actual fire in 
the City of Pittsburgh, and especially in 
our outlying areas. We have had fire 
companies disbanded; one was on Butler 
Street and the other one has been on 
Penn Avenue. They were closed down 
for repairs and never restored. So there 
are in fact companies and fire houses 
that will not be re-occupied again 
apparently if this move goes through. 


The total equasion, everything boils 
down to money, money, money, money. 





And who's money are we going to be 
talking about? If these Councilpeople on 
here don't override the Mayor's veto, 
then I can assure you the taxpayers of 
the City of Pittsburgh's fire insurance is 
going to be increased. Talk to the fire 
underwriters of the local area, talk to 
the state underwriters of fire, and they'll 
tell you, do away with eight: fire 
companies, take your fire companies and 
put them out to medical response and 
you will find that your fire insurance 
rates will increase and probably increase 
fairly heavily within the next year or 
two. 


Which way do you want it, people 
of the City of Pittsburgh? Do you want 
protection or do you want us to cut the 
eight fire companies? I think I know 
your answer to that and I think I'll know 
it this May 19th when you go to the 
ballot position two. 


Mr. O'Malley: 


It amazes me how members of this 
Council are willing to spend money. It 
also amazes me how everybody is against 
a tax increase. There doesn't seem to be 
any relationship between spending money 
and taxes but there is a tremendous 
relationship. And I think the public is 
beginning to see through this. I think 
this is the type of rhetoric that got 
democrats in trouble on a national 
basis. If we are going to spend money, 
we're going to have to increase taxes. If 
you vote to go from 61 companies to 69 
companies, we're going to have to 
increase taxes $5 million. There's no 
other way. 


Michelle Madoff: 


Mr. President, if you'll indulge me 
for half a moment. I think it's terribly 
important for you and for every member 
of Council that the stats that were given 
by someone that I disagree with but who 
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has always been very respectful.to me 
and me to him and that's Mr. Wagner, I 
think we disagree without being 
disagreeable, in that he feels that the 
Mayor can always get the votes that he 
needs, I hope he doesn't include me in 
that because, as you know, I voted with 
this group when we unanimously overrode 
the Mayor's veto. 


You have to go on the facts and the 
facts indicate that we didn't really have 
a choice; the money just wasn't 
budgeted, for whatever reason that 
happened, and the impact of a lawsuit 
would be, I think, very costly to the 
taxpayers. 


A statement that was. made here 
needs to be corrected; even Mr. Wagner 
who disagrees, who feels that we should 
override the Mayor's veto is saying that 
when we look at — Perhaps I have the 
wrong person, maybe it was Mr. O'Malley 
who stated that because of population 
decrease we have more firefighters per 
population than we've had because we 
went from $700,000 over the last 20 
years to under 400,000. That means that 
we would not have an impact on our 
individual home~ insurance company as 
was stated by Mr. Givens. We have more 
firefighters per population in the City. 
Granted, we have an influx but that has 
been taken into considertion; that was a 
question I went back and asked on other 
cities having influx into their cities' 
people coming from .the suburbs to 
work. And I think that's a terrible, 
horrendous thing to do to the public who 
are listening, to say you're going to have 
to raise your insurance rate because that 
is an absolute untruth. Perhaps Mr. 
Givens believes it to be true but it is not 
factual, 


I would like to make a motion when 
you tell me it is in order, and I have 
some sentiment-on this Council} for it, we 
just caucussed, to ‘change the word from 








companies to trucks so people don't think 
we're closing down fire stations. I would 
like to make that in the form of a motion 
when it is appropriate. 


The Chair: 
At budget time. 
Michelle Madoff: 


I don't think it's appropriate at 
budget time; it's appropriate at any time 
we wish to make a motion. 


‘The Chair: 


That's a_ budgetary matter; it's 
organizational, charts, the whole thing. 


Michelle Madoff: 
We change terms all the time. 
The Chair: 


We're not going to discuss that 
now. Please continue, but off that 
subject, 


Michelle Madoff: 


I'm very concerned that people are 
getting the wrong impression that we 
don't have sufficient firefighters to allow 
us to maintain our level of insurance as 
individual homeowners or firefighters. 
Tm very concerned that people think that 
a company is a fire station; I hope that 
the message is getting out to the media 
and to those listening to Council. We've 
become the best watched show in town, 
the best matinee in town. They are 
trucks, not fire stations, and I think we 
ought to go with the vote. 


The Chair: “ns 


Those in favor of overriding the 
Mayor's veto, signify by saying aye. 
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Those opposed will vote no. 


Is there any further discussion on 
the motion? 


And on the question, “Shall the 
motion pass finally?"

The Chair: 

Okay, the Mayor's veto stands. 

The next order of business, we have 
interviewed three appointees to Alcosan 
today and today there is another one 


being introduced. We said we would vote 
on this today. Iam willing —- 


Michelle Madoff: 


Would you clarify your 
statement? Who is being introduced? 


‘The Chair: 


Miss Kathy Irvis is being introduced 
as a candidate for the Board of 
Alcosan. I£ Council wishes, and I'll take 
some comments on this, we will go with 


that introduction but, if we do that, any 
other member of Council that wishes to 
introduce somebody should do that, and 
to be quite honest with you, I think this 
is getting a little out of hand; we can't 
just keep delaying this thing. But I'll 
make the decision after some discussion. 


Mr. Pollock: 


Mr, Woods, I think the record 
should reflect and the public should know 
exactly what you mean by getting out of 
hand. There has been more attention 
paid to the appointment of this one 
vacancy on Alcosan than I believe the 
President pays to the appointment of 
vacancies on the United States Supreme 
Court. And there has been more 
wheeling and dealing than is found 
between Wall Street insider traders or is 
found in the back rooms of a Las Vegas 
casino. 


So just so we know, we've had six 
appointments. Our mailboxes have 
received, and we as Council have 
received, six names at various times for 
this one position. Let me go through 
them. First we had the name Tony 
Guerra; it's my understanding he refused 
this appointment. Next we have the 
name William Ondeck; I think that name 
was submitted by Mr. Woods. 
Subsequently Mr. Woods submitted the 
name Netherlene Turk and there was no 
withdrawal of the name Mr. William 
Ondeck. We interviewed him this past 
week so we had then two appointments 
by the President of Council for one 
position. Then we had on Friday the 
name submitted to us of Harvey Adams 
and that name was then withdrawn the 
same day and the name Kathy Irvis was 
submitted. All of these five names in 
addition to the first name we received 
which was Connie Wellons. That's six 
names for this one position that we've 
received. 
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We've interviewed Miss Wellons, 
Mr. Ondeck, and Ms. Turk. That's three 
people we've interviewed. When J say, 
and I agree with you totally, that this has 
gotten out of hand, every time we get a 
new name it then slows down the process 
and prevents us from voting to fill the 
one position we have, 


Now, I'm at a loss, and hopefully 
some of the people have been introducing 
these names can explain to me why we 
keep seeing such a proliferation of 
appointments to this one position and 
why we can't get around to voting to fill 
this position when we've had this before 
us, well it must be several months now 
that we've had this vacancy before us. It 
should be explained to the public why 
Council is delaying to fill this position, 
why there are currently four names 
before us — i 
The Chair: 

Three names. 

Mr. Pollock: 

Four. 
“The Chair: 

Three. 
Mr, Pollock: 


Miss Wellons, Mr. Ondeck, Miss 
Turk and Miss Irvis. 


‘The Chair: 
Miss Irvis isn't before you yet. 
Mr. Pollock: 


It was introduced to us. 


The Chair: 


No it was not introduced yet. 
That's what I'm saying, whether I should 
allow it to be introduced. 


Mr. Pollock: 

Oh, I'm sorry. 
The Chair: 

Tl accept your apology. 
Mr. Pollock: 


Tm sorry; I'm just basing it on the 
legislation we've received. Well, there's 
three names before us and one proposed 
to be submitted. 


The Chair: 


That's why I'm letting this 
discussion take place at this time and 
that's why I asked for your input. Thank 
you. 


Mr. O'Malley: 


I think in fairness to everyone that 
when there is a vacancy that has to be 
filled that you, as President, should set a 
date and once you set a cut-off date, 
that should be the cut-off date. But 
since we haven't done that in the past, I 
think we should entertain any other 
nominations for another week and then 
permanently close it off and then this 
Council will have to make a decision. 


Michelle Madoff: 


Could you please tell me who is the 
sponsor of Miss Irvis? 


Mr. DePasquate: 


I was. 
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Michelle Madoff: 


I just wanted to know because the 
reason I'm asking is that you have two 
names, I believe, that you submitted. 


The Chair: 


J like to give you a choice, you 
know, a man or a woman, I know you 
stated at the public hearing, when we 
had the Brighton Heights people in here, 
that you definitely felt that whoever was 
from Brighton Heights you were going to 
vote for, and that's a matter of record. 
And that's why I asked — Mr. Ondeck was 
going to withdraw but when he heard 
your statement on T.V. he called and said 
he didn't want to withdraw; because he 
heard your statement he thought he had 
a chance. 


Michelle Madoff: 


Well since I have an open mind and 
since I sometimes change my mind, I 
won't have it locked in the closed 
position, I want you to know that to date 
I think the most qualified person is Miss 
Wellons, but you've introduced a woman 
and a man and if I had to choose between 
the woman and the man I must tell you 
truthfully that I think that the man 
would be the better candidate from the 
North Side. I do think that this is all 
going to be redundant anyway because I 
think there is going to be a very quick 
move to change the whole structure of 
Alcosan anyway and there will be lots of 
openings, there will be a lot of people 
kicked out, and we're going to be able to 
put all those four people onto the Board 
of Alcosan anyway. I think it's just a 
matter of putting one in temporarily; it's 
just a fill-in position. I will go with your 
decision on whatever you wish to do. 


The Chair: 


Are there any other comments on 


what we would like to do today? 


Mr. DePasquale: 


I would agree with Mark Pollock on 
one point, and only one, that previously 
when we made a motion to appoint 
somebody to a board there was a two 
week waiting period before we approved 
or didn't approve. In this case here we've 
had two names, two nominees; we 
interviewed the nominees and then we 
should have voted the following week. 
The fact that we haven't is perhaps 
because it's a very, very important post; 
it has now become the most important 
post in the United States of America. 
The F.3.1. is investigating, the Attorney 
General's Office is investigating and 
some are telling me the District 
Attorney's Office is investigating; 
everybody but the Gay Liberation and 
they may get in the act before long. So, 
I say if it's that important, then let's 
wait another two weeks and interview 
Kathy Irvis before we do the voting. 


Mr. Wagner: 


Mr, President, if I recall correctly, 
when I introduced the first name back in 
November or October of '86, we were to 
vote within a reasonable time-frame 
which I thought was three to four 
weeks. This has gotten to the point 
where the process is continually being 
diluted with names and we are losing 
track of the numbers that are there. I 
think that's unfortunate because the 
complex of Alcosan has changed in the 
process; one member has sincu passed 
away, another member has been 
replaced, another member has resigned. 
The whole complex has changed at 
Alcosan since the one vacancy existed 


_and we should have moved, I think, 


expeditiously at that time on the 
appointment and left it as that. 
However, we haven't and so consequently 
we're in the bind we're in right now 
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today. 
Mr. Pollock: 

What's the pleasure of the Chair? 
The Chair: 

The vacancy we're considering, is 
the resignation of Mr. Bulls. The death 
of Mr. Stanwick, it was already 
appointed by the Commissioners and they 
chose not to reappoint Ed Stevens. 
Michelle Madoff: 

It's been well over two weeks. 

The Chair: 

Well over two weeks. 
Michelle Madoff: 

I move that we vote today. 
The Chair: 


I'm going to make the decision 
whether we do or not. 


Mr, DePasquale: 


I withdraw my selection since 
Kathy Irvis has become such an issue. 


The Chair: 


Okay then there's no more debate 
on this issue.

Michelle Madoff: 

The procedure is to name one and 
to make a motion to accept one; is that 
the procedure? We have to choose one. 
May I nominate one then? 

The Chair: 

Wait a minute; I'm running this. 
There are three names submitted; all 
three are nominated. We will go by a 
roll call on the first name, the second, 
the third, and whoever gets five votes, 
that's who it is. If it takes us a couple 
ballots, let's say, then we'll do that.

I didn't vote for the Water

But in the indenture, Mayor 
Lawrence said that the county would 
have to realize it had to have two and 
the City would have three and rather 
than say that he dictated as to who the 
board members were he delegated that 
power to Council. That is in the 
indenture of Alcosan, If the Mayor 
makes the appointment the whole 
indenture of Alcosan has.to be changed. 
It's as simple as that. 


Mr. O'Malley: 


Just one comment on Alcosan. 
There's been a lot of comment about the 
board members of Alcosan and anybody 
that read the Pittsburgh Press on Sunday, 
the Pittsburgh Press finally admitted 
that Alcosan is the best run sewage 
authority in the country. That's not to 
say that there hasn't been mistakes made 
and that's not to say that a board 
member did something improper and the 
board member resigned, but that blame 
cannot be placed on the Executive 
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Director or the other board members of 
Alcosan. The mistakes that were made 
at Alcosan are being corrected. And for 
the Pittsburgh Press to admit that it's 
the best run authority in the country, I 
think is saying something for the former 
and past board members of Alcosan.

This is the Alcosan appointee, and 
we all know there are three. We will 
take them in the order that they were 
presented. We will read one, vote; take 
the second one, vote on that one; take 
the third one and vote on that one. 


Mr. Wagner presents 


No. 1801 Resolution appointing 
Constance Wellons as a member of the 
Allegheny County Sanitary Authority for 
aterm to expire December 31, 1987. 


Which was read, 


Mr. Wagner moved to approve the 
appointment. 


Mr. Pollock seconded the motion. 
Mr, Wagner: 


Discussion. Mr. President and 
members of Council, in regard to the 
first nominee for Alcosan, as you know, I 
nominated that individual going back 
almost four or five months ago in the 
latter part of 1986, and the reason why I 
nominated the person was that I felt the 
individual is extremely competent and 
would be a tremendous asset to the 


Alcosan board. 


Constance Wellons has been 
involved in public service for quite some 
time in the City of Pittsburgh, going 
back over ten years. She is not employed 
by the City of Pittsburgh; she is not 
involved in the political arena and she is 
an unbiased person and would be a 
tremendous asset to the board. 


In addition to simply her personal 
qualifications, I brought to light going 
back at that time the fact that she lives 
in an area of the City that has been 
unrepresented on the Alcosan board for 
years, an area of the City that has a very 
severe problem in terms of sewage along 
the Saw Mill Run Basin, an area of the 
City that has been impacted to such a 
degree that development along that basin 
has stopped at the bottom portions of the 
basin along Saw Mill Run Boulevard and 
it's very difficult to get tap-in approvals 
anywhere along that entire basin. 


The problem of the Saw Mill Run 
Basin is very complex; it goes back 30 
years. I have articles in my office of the 
problem dating back to 30 years ago and 
the problem to a great degree has not 
been addressed. The City of Pittsburgh 
has done some things within the last 
three years; I want to mention that 
briefly. But my point for mentioning it 
is that it takes a multi-governmental 
agency to address the Saw Mill Run 
problem and I believe that someone from 
the Saw Mill Run Basin must sit on the 
Alcosan board to constantly bring that 
problem to the attention of Alcosan. 


Alcosan needs to be part of it and 
the reason why Alcosan needs to be part 
of addressing that problem is, number 
one, they have done nothing to address 
the problem; and number two, the 
majority of the sewage that goes through 
the Saw Mill Run Basin is from 
communities outside the boundaries of 
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the City of Pittsburgh. Two-thirds of 
the sewage comes from those 
communities; one-third from the City of 
Pittsburgh. The problem is, all the back- 
up exists within the lower boundaries of 
the Saw Mill Run Basin which is the City 
of Pittsburgh. 


Alcosan is the agency that 
represents not only those municipalities 
of which there are 12 but also the City 
of Pittsburgh. Therefore, if anyone is to 
direct funds locally to address that 
problem the proper agency of 
government should have been and still 
should be Alcosan, 


Just to give you a summary of it, 
the upper basin of Alcosan, mostly the 
outside boroughs and townships 
contribute more than 8.6 million gallons 
per day of infiltration while the City 
contributes 4.6 million gallons, In other 
words, two-thirds of the sewage coming 
through Saw Mill Run is from boroughs 
outside the City that are also part of the 
Alcosan system, 


From 1963 to 1983, 20 years, the 
City has spent over $9 million in sewer 
construction and reconstruction, that's 
the City of Pittsburgh, along Saw Mill 
Run. In addition, the City has the three 
man crew which daily checks and cleans 
diversions at the cost of approximately 
$50,000. Over the last several years, 
there has been a major dredging of the 
Saw Mill Run Creek which helps to lessen 
the problem in the sewage back up in the 
basements in West End and Overbrook. 


I bring this to light because I 
believe the City of Pittsburgh has made 
an honest attempt to address the 
problem but we need someone else to 
help out also and that someone else is 
Alcosan, Constance Wellons lives in the 
Saw Milk Run Basin; she would make 
certain that that problem was 
continually addressed by that 


Authority. And I believe this 
governmental agency, Council of the 
City of Pittsburgh and the Mayor and his 
administrative departments, will also do 
their part. In addition to those two 
governmental agencies, others need to 
help also; the federal government and 
the state government. 


But the point I'm trying to make is 
that we need representatives of 
government not only sitting on this 
Council, not only sitting on Alcosan, but 
we need them sitting on all agencies of 
government to address a 30 year old 
problem. It's not going to go away; it's 
going to get worse. And by approving 
Constance Wellons to that position on 
Alcosan, approving a very competent 
person, I believe that it will be the 
beginning of addressing that problem in 
the future. 


Mr. Grabowski: 


I just would like to clarify one 
point. Are we going to vote on each 
candidate individually and then move on 
to the next one until someone receives 
five votes? 


The Chair: 

Right. 
Mr. O'Malley: 

This is not for or against Miss 
Wellons; I think Miss Wellons is a very 


qualified candidate and would be an asset 
to any authority that she is appointed 


to. This is to Mr. Wagner's 
misrepresentation of the facts as they 
stand and an intentional 


misrepresentation of the facts. If 
Connie Wellons is to sit on any board 
Connie Wellons should sit on the Water 
and Sewer Authority Board that Mr. 
Wagner sits on. So Mr. Wagner knows 
that Alcosan does not own Saw Mill Run 
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Boulevard; I've been telling Mr. Wagner 
for a number of years since he's been 
here that Alcosan does not own Saw Mill 


Run Boulevard, Alcosan is not 
responsible for Saw Mill Run Boulevard. 
Saw Mill Run Boulevard is owned by the 
City of Pittsburgh. When Alcosan was 
created in 1956 Alcosan accepted the 
responsibility for the disposal of sewage 
and we ran our interceptor lines. Saw 
Mill Run Boulevard in 1956 was not part 
of that. When the City of Pittsburgh 
created the Water and Sewer Authority 
which Mr. Wagner sits on, which has 
allocated $190 million to rebuild the 
sewers in the City of Pittsburgh, which 
has raised our water taxes I believe four 
times — 


Mr. Pollock: 


Point of order. I don't think we 
should get into a debate of Alcosan and 
the Saw Mill Run Basin; we're talking 
about the candidates for the Board, not 
the actual Board itself or the agency 
itself. I don't think we should get into 
this debate. 





Mr. DePasquale: 


Point of order. We just had it from 
Mr. Wagner and all of a sudden now we 
can't have it from Mr. O'Malley because 
he’s telling the truth, 


The Chair: 


Wait a minute. I let Mr. Wagner do 
it about the basin and about Alcosan who 
should have been doing the job, addressed 
it for 30 years, it is part of the City's 
problem as well as Alcosan. He is 
answering this. I think both Councilmen 
were off base but I let one do it so I'll let 
the other one do it and if one more wants 
to do it, they're going to do it. 


Mr. DePasquale: 


Limit the 
candidates please. 


remarks to the 


Michelle Madoff: 


Mr. President, if I did that out of 
order you would have fined me. You 
would give a lecture about my being out 
of order which you've got to do again to 
set sort of an orchestration of my always 
being out of order. I think you ought to 
apply the rules uniformly. 


The Chair 


Right, Ms. Madoff, and you are now 
out of order because he was calling a 
point of order just like Mr. Pollock was 
calling a point of order and they were 
both in order. 


Now Mr. O'Malley, please continue 
and then we will try to keep it to the 
candidates, 


Mr. O'Malley: 


If the responsibility falls anywhere, 
it falls on the Water and Sewer Authority 
which Mr. Wagner sits on, which has 
allocated $190 million for improvements 


, and which has raised our water taxes at 


least four times or 48 percent in the last 
three years. 


When the Water and 
Authority was created it assumed 
responsibility for every water and 
sewage line in the City of Pittsburgh 
with the exception of Saw Mill Run 
Boulevard, which means the City of 
Pittsburgh still owns Saw Mill Run 
Boulevard, the City of Pittsburgh is still 
responsible for Saw Mill Run Boulevard. 
The reason I'm told that this line was not 
turned over to the Water and Sewer 
Authority is because the Water and 
Sewer Authority would not be eligible for

federal grants but the City of Pittsburgh 
is eligible for grants and the $30 million 
that we'd need to improve the Saw Mill 
Rum Basin. 


As for the statement that Alcosan 
hasn't done anything to solve the 
problem, that's not entirely true. 
Alcosan has done a number of things; 
we've convened a number of meetings 
with the suburban municipalities that 
drain into the Saw Mill Run line, But 
there's a limit to what Alcosan can do 
for the simple reason that it is not 
Alcosan's responsibility; it is the City of 
Pittsburgh's responsibility. And if it's 
anybody's responsibility it's the Water 
and Sewer Authority's on which Mr. 
Wagner sits. 


It's nothing personal against Connie 
Wellons; I think she's an excellent 
candidate. But I think she should sit on 
the Water and Sewer Authority and help 
address the problem of Saw Mill Run 
Boulevard. 


Michelle Madoff: 


Mr. President, I think we are 
getting off the subject. The issue is, 
should we vote for one of the three 
candidates and which candidate is going 
to get the votes, but to digress and have 
the same courtesy you extended to the 
others, I think the real issue is that we 
need a very, very stong lobbying force 
from the state in Washington that will 
really go after getting what is sometimes 
called pork barrels and really are not 
when you talk about the horrible things 
that have been enforced on the people 
who hav been inflicted with the Saw Mill 
Run problem. 


We go back a number of years, as 
you know from the hearing we had here 
for those of you who were here, I dealt 
with Tom Forester when he suggested 
that we go to Alcosan 2, 


The problems with Alcosan and Saw 
Mill Run are going to have to be 
addressed and the multi-millions of 
dollars, and at some point the City is 
going to have to take a position where 
we will have to force the communities 
that flow with their waste effluent into 
our impact on the effluent here and 
impact on the dollars of the City 
taxpayers. 


But the issue before us today is, 
who would be the best candidate to sit on 
the board of Alcosan. To date, the 
media, the public, has been concerned 
about the make-up of the board, conflict 
of interest, patronage, and it appears to 
me that very shortly at the state level 
and with the aid of the County 
Commissioners, we are going to see a 
revamping of the entire Alcosan board 
and its make-up. It think it's overdue 
and it's going to happen. At that point, I 
would suggest that all three be appointed 
if we have any say or we send letters of 
recommendations because they're all 
three, I would say, that many people feel 
that three would be qualified 
candidates. I personally like two of 
them; I like Connie Wellons and I like the 
gentleman who lives on the North Side 
who claims to be and I believe him to be 
very independent while the other lady 
whose name escapes me said that she 
would have to consult with the board 
before she would vote which upset me 
considerably. 


But since we only have one choice 
today we ought to get on with making 
our choice. My personal choice is going 
to be Connie Wellons; she's female, she's 
confident and she's independent. 


The Chair: 
Is there any other discussion from 


anybody who has not spoken who wants 
to go astray from the subject at hand? 
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Okay, now on the subject at hand, 
Constance Wellons, is there any other 
discussion on this candidate? 


Okay, Mr. Wagner, and I realize 
what you want to say, Jack, and if it isn't 
on Connie please bring it up at the end of 
the meeting. 


‘Mr. Wagner: 

But the record has been 
misrepresented. 
The Chair: 

And it's been misrepresented a 


number of times. Jack, I'm not going to 
let you do it; we're going to talk about 
the candidates until all other business is 
finished in this Council. Under Remarks 
at the end of the meeting you can answer 
that. 


Mr. Wagner: 


Well, if I may, I will clarify at the 
end of the meeting the misrepresentation 
of facts by Mr. O'Malley. I will clearly 
indicate it and he can refer to the record 
on all issues and anyone else can and 
they will find out that he is wrong and I 
am right and that's not unusual. But 
getting back to -- 


Mr. O'Malley: 


We'll both be here to debate that 
issue at the end of the meeting. 


The Chair: 

We're going to have a roll call vote 
because it's out of hand. Clerk, will you 
please call the roll. Those in favor of 
Constance Wellons will vote aye when 
their name is called; those opposed will 
vote no, 


Is there any other discussion on the 


motion?

Mr. President, this is who I'm 
personally voting for and I'd suggest that 
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all Councilmembers consider Mr. 
Ondeck's candidacy. The community of 
Brighton Heights sought a public hearing 
before City Council to discuss their 
concern with Alcosan because I guess 
they receive that stench on a frequent 
basis and they feel that a resident, 
someone living in the area, could serve 
their needs best. Mr. Ondeck has a 
business there, he is a resident there, 
he's been active in athletic and 
community and civic functions there. I 
think he is a good choice and I hope that 
this Council will support him. 


Michelle Madoff: 


In light of the fact that my first 
choice, nominated by Mr. Wagner, has 
failed to get sufficient votes, I support 
Mr. Grabowski in his position that indeed 
the community came before us, they 
wanted somebody from their area to be 
represented, I found him to be quite 
independent, I found him to be, from 
statements he made but of course one 
always has to give somebody a chance to 
act in bad faith, you have to assume 
they're going to act in good faith. I will 
accept his word that he will not go to the 
board to say may I, but will vote his 
conscience, will bother to find out the 
technology, bother to find out the state 
of the art, perhaps consult with those of 
us who know, and would be a very 
worthwhile candidate for us to support. 


Mr, O'Malley: 


T'd also like to speak in favor of Mr. 
Ondeck because he is the representation 
of the Brighton Heights Civic Council. 
Tve been on Alcosan for seven years and 
Brighton Heights has always had a 
representative on there. For this 
appointment it was Mr. Stanwick; Mr. 
Stanwick did an outstanding job in 
representing the community. Alcosan is 
a very difficult authority to work with. 
The first problem is that Alcosan should 


not have been built in the location that 
its built in. But since it was, we're going 
to have to do the best job we can under 
difficult circumstances. The 
neighborhood that is affected most by 
Alcosan is the Brighton Heights area in 
the City of Pittsburgh and I feel that 
they should have a representative from 
that area. 


Mr, Givens: 


All of these candidates, Mr. 
President, are just wonderful people, 
there’s no doubt about that, and it's going 
to be very difficult for all of us to make 
a decision here today. But as Steve 
Grabowski indicated and as Mr. O'Malley 
indicated, Mr. Ondeck was in fact from 
the Brighton citizens’ group up there and 
all of us wanted, at least I did, someone 
from that particular community. I'd like 
to see somebody from the West End too 
because I think that's the other affected 
area that we have within the City of 
Pittsburgh. But on the qualifications of 
this individual, very high qualifications, 
and he's a business person — I had spoken 
to him just this morning and it’s a very 
hard choice to make between any of 
them. But I feel that the people of 
Brighton Heights came before this 
Council, the only community that came 
before this Council, and pleaded with us 
to please pick someone from the 
Brighton Heights community, the one 
that is most affected by what happens 
down in Alcosan. I know all the 
communities abutting it as well as the 
West End Basin out there is affected, but 
the one that is affected almost on a daily 
basis is this particular community. AndI 
pleaded with everyone to please let's get 
someone from that particular 
community. The individual has high 
qualifications, apparently, and I think it 
would add dimension to the particular 
authority of Alcosan. 


At the same time, there is 
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consideration for one other person. I was 
hoping that this Council would take all 
three people at the same time but that 
was not our selection so I don't know just 
how this vote is going to come down. 


Michelle Madoff: 


Just a very quick little postscript 
to what I said. I would ask the two other 
tmuskateers, there are three of us who 
generally vote together, we've lost on 
the candidate that we would like to see 
so I think we should support the next 
candidate that I think would best 
represent independence and I would urge 
the other two, Mr. Pollock and Mr. 
Wagner, to please consider this 
candidate. We've lost our vote; at least 
we have a shot at having someone who is 
an independent. 


The Chair: 


I would like to say something 
before we cast the vote. Mr. Ondeck and 
I are very, very close friends, we have 
been for a number of years. He is a 
neighbor of mine; I live in the Brighton 
Heights area of the North Side. Iam the 
one who recommended him, put his name 
forth to this Council, but since that 
time, the County Commissioners are the 
ones that always appointed, not always 
appointed but appointed twice, Brighton 
Heights residents to Alcosan. Before 
that, Mr. O'Malley, there was not a 
Brighton Heights resident on the Alcosan 
board; it was Carol Mamy who I worked 
very hard to have the Commissioners 
appoint her and also Joe Stanwick to 
take her place. Prior to that, it was 
always the Commissioners. There were 
only two members left when Mr, Wagner 
put up Constance Wellons and I put up 
Mr. Ondeck. 


I am urging this Council, as close 
as Bill Ondeck and I are, and we are 
friends, not to vote for him at this time 


but to vote for the next candidate, 
Netherlene Turk. It is a five member 
board and there is not a woman on the 
board if we go ahead with Mr. Ondeck 
and there will not be a minority on the 
board. That will be the first time in 
Alcosan's history that there wasn't either 
a minority or a woman. There's been a 
lot of flack and we've taken a lot of 
flack by not having a minority on this 
Council, Mr. Bulls was a Council 
appointee and he was the minority. 


I want you all to take that into 
consideration. If we vote for Mr. 
Ondeck, there will not be a woman or a 
minority on that board. 


Michelle Madoff: 


I think I am probably pictured, with 
all due respect to Sophie Masloff, as 
being the most outspoken person in favor 
of women and minorities on this 
Council. But I believe, as I hope all of us 
do as representatives of the public, that 
we vote for the best candidate with the 
best credentials. The young lady in 
question that you're supporting did not, 
from my examining her and questioning 
her, give the impression that she would 
be an independent person but I got the 
impression that she would check with her 
colleagues, meaning the other members 
of the board, before she would take 
action and I would urge my colleagues, 
whether she was polka dot, striped, 
purple, and I'm the one that backed a 
republican candidate who was a minority 
because it was a matter of principle, not 
party, not to vote for this woman 
because we would be adding to what we 
already have on Alcosan which is not 
independence. Poor Mr. Creehan gets 
the flack from what the board does. He 
works for the board; the board doesn't 
work for him. 














Mr, Wagner: 


Mr. President and members of 
Council, just a point of order in regard to 
it all, the very real potential exists that 
two candidates could be approved or two 
candidates could not be approved. What 
would be the final course if both are 
voted for in the affirmative? 


The Chair: 


Then I guess we'd have to vote for 
the two of them. We'd vote over again 
just for those two. 


But once again, I urge you to do 
that. She is very highly educated; we all 
know that, we all have her resume. Of 
course, we're not voting on her now andI 
apologize. 


Roll cali vote on Mr. Ondeck. 


Is there any further discussion on 
the motion?

Mr. DePasquale: 


Discussion. Mr. President, I think 
everyone is aware that it's not my style 
to be a character assassinate. I don't get 
in the gutter; you don't get in the gutter 
with people. 


Mr. Pollock: 
I can't hear him. 
Mr. DePasquale: 


You can hear me, I saidI don't get 
in the gutter with people and I don't 
character assassinate. We have one 
vacancy at Alcosan and as Chairman of 
the Board I'm quite aware of the fact 
that there are two voids there; no woman 
and no Black. In Netherlene Turk we fill 
both of those voids, her being a woman 
and her being a Black, and Netherlene 
Turk is a qualified person, 


Mr. Givens: 


Netherlene is a very fine 
candidate. As I indicated, we have ail 
fine candidates here; don't mistake 
that. Netherlene has some of the 
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credentials that I'd like to see sitting on 
the Alcosan Board and the fact that she 
is a dental hygenist, she's familiar with 
those types of bacteria that normally 
would emit from that particular facility 
down there, and she comes very highly 
recommended from all of the people on 
the North Side. She's in the Manchester 
area which is affected also; it's a 
neighbor to Brighton Heights and again 
she's from the North Side giving 
representation to the people on the 
North Side. Again, she is a dental 
consultant and she comes _ highly 
recommended with good educational 
credentials. 


Michelle Madoff: 


I would be happy to go to the young 
woman to have my teeth cleaned; I think 
she is probably a very fine, very nice 
lady, but I think if this Council wishes to 
really put its money where its mouth is, 
or its vote where its mouth is, let’s go 
with Connie Wellons. She's a minority, a 
Black woman of character who has been 
a street gaurd with outstanding 
credentials. Let's not make this a racial 
issue, let's not make it a woman versus 
male issue; let's make it a competency 
independent vote to better everybody in 
the City and if you want to bring it down 
to that level then let's go for Connie 
Wellons because of the two there is no 
question she is a far more outstanding 
candidate. 


Mr. Wagner: 


Mr. President and members of 
Council, in regard to this candidate, 
Netherlene Turk, she does appear to have 
qualifications. However, something has 
been brought up in the past and I think 
it's very important. There are five 
members of the Alcosan Board; two of 
the four presently hold elected positions 
in the Democratic party. This candidate 
holds an elected position in the 


Democratic party. Iam a member of the 
Democratic party and Im proud of that; 
however, I don’t think we should let 
politics enter into Alcosan. That has 
been said previously and I think it holds 
true here and I think this Council should 
be very aware of that and very cautious 
of that. 


Mr. Grabowski: 


I would just like some 
clarification. I would assume now that 
the other two candidates, they've been 
defeated. 


The Chair: 
They've been defeated. 
Mr. Grabowski: 


What if this candidate is also 
defeated? Do we submit other names for 
consideration? 


The Chair: 


Then we have to submit other 
names for consideration, 


Mr. DePasquale: 


According to what we got from the 
Law Department we vote again. 


The Chair: 


No, this is legislation that is 
defeated; none of them got five votes 
and it's done. 


Now, I respect your remarks, Mr. 
Wagner; I respect Ms. Madoff's 
remarks. I think that Ms. Turk is highly 
qualified and there is nobody that is not 
political. Ms. Wellons, I saw her working 
at the Syria Mosque handing out cards 
for a candidates; T've seen her at 
different parties handing out cards for 
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candidates; Ive seen her at the 
Convention Center. So everybody is 
political whether they hold a tag, City 
Councilmember or Committeeperson or 
they work in a campaign office; they are 
political. And I don't think that's an 
issue and I think this City is a very 
political city no matter what walk of life 
we're in, what positions we have in the 
community, we're very. political. 
Whether we belong to a non-profit civic 
organization, we're very political. And 
you've seen them, you deal with them 
every day, so there is no one who isn't 
touched in the City of Pittsburgh and I 
think it's a well documented fact that 
the City of Pittsburgh is one of the most 
politicized cities in the nation. 


Michelle Madoff: 


Mr. President and members of 
Council, do you recall when Miss Connie 
Wellons was interviewed and she was 
asked specifically, "Would you hire any 
member of your family, any nepotism at 
all?" She said, "No, I wouldn't even, and 
I have a past record to show that I 
wouldn't even hire a friend. I bend over 
backwards to avoid that kind of 
perception." And I think that it's time 
that we had that kind of person on the 
board of Alcosan and that is basically 
why I still support Connie Wellons over 
all the other candidates. 


The Chair: 


Unfortunately, Mr. Ondeck and Ms. 
Wellons are not being considered at this 
time and they cannot be considered for 
the rest of this entire year. Therefore, 
we're going to call the vote on Ms. 
Turk. Please call the roll. 


Is there any further discussion on 
the motion? 


And on the question, "Shall the 
motion pass finally?"

Michelle Madoff: 


Mr. President and members of 
Council, you're all aware of the fiasco of 
the soap dishes. I didn't realize there 
were things like bathroom doors and 
exercise rooms and so on that were not 
in the bill. Some of those overages were 
due to requests by this Council, Ive 
subsequently learned, like the exercise 
room for the firemen. I don't have any 
objection to that. But I do have an 
overwhelming concern and objection to 
the fact that the actual contractor on 
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the job was a former director of Public 
Works. His name, I believe, is Mr. Hess. 


Mr. Hess knows when you look at a 
shower that you need a soap dish. He 
knows when you look at a throne that 
somebody would like to have some 
privacy and have a door. And this is the 
old shell game of we won't say anything 
and we'll get the extras. Those extras 
that were obvious, that were deliberately 
overlooked and not questioned by the 
contractor, should either not be paid or 
should be cut back to a compromised 
amount and I would urge my 
Councilmembers to resubmit this bill 
until that can be worked out. 


The amount of money that would 
pay for the exercise room or the ceiling 
that was something that I understand my 
colleagues approved at a vote of five 
signatures in interim. We have to pay 
for it. It would be nice if we all shared 
in that. 1 don't have a problem with 
that. I don't care if it's $5 or $9000; the 
issue is that soap dishes do not cost, and 
I understand that was also a type, $407. 
My office checked and even tearing them 
out and replacing them at each fire 
station it would have been something like 
$100 that we're talking about, being 
ripped off. 


The important thing is that we 
cannot get the word out or let the word 
be out to contractors in the City that its 
not like the private sector, that when 
you come to the public sector don't 
worry, they've got to pay anyway. And 
we can get them for everything we 
want. It's like, come and get us, we've 
got the money. It's the taxpayers’ money 
and we really don't have it. 


I'd like to resubmit this bill and Td 
like to have it amended with some 
resolution between the contractor and 
Engineering and Construction so that 
there is a credit for what I believe is a 


blatant abuse of the taxpayers’ dollars by 
the contractor. I'm moving to resubmit 
the bill. 

Mr. O'Malley seconded the motion. 

Mrs. Masloff: 


May I ask a question? I don't 
understand; they did the work. 


The Chair: 
We have to pay it anyway and 
recommitting it isn't going to do any 


good.

Mr. President, clarification if I 
may. You made a statement and you 
corrected someone else earlier when 
they made a statement that you believed 
not to be correct. We had a major issue 
before you came to Council on a major 
contract that was awarded and the 
person awarded admitted they made a 
mistake. We in Council cut back $80,000 
on the payment of that contract of 
$336,000 for filling in the subterranean 
caverns on the North Side. We do have 
the ability to cut back on payment. So 
when you say we can't do it, we owe it, 
we have to pay it, that is incorrect, sir. 


The Chair: 

Ms. Madoff is correct also. We're 
not going to debate this but if we don't 
pay it we get sued. 

Mr. Wagner: 

Mr. President, in reference to that 
pill and my colleague's comments, she 
could always make an amendment to the 
pill to cut the cost for the repayment. 
The Chair: 

Today it's too late. 


Mr. Wagner: 


Not if she has it in writing. 





The Chair: 


She doesn't have it in writing and 
we're not going to go through that again; 
Tm not going to permit it. That's not 
even funny any longer. 


Mr. Givens: 


On Bill 2454, now that it's before 
us, I very strongly was concerned about 
the type of work that was being done in 
that particular contract. However, as 
Jeep and you, Mr. President, pointed out, 
the individual has completed the work 
and we by law must pay him for that 
work completed. However, I don't know 
if Hess was the — they said the 
architect, and J don't know if in fact he 
was the architect or not or just the 
person completing the work. 


Michelle Madoff: 

The contractor. 
The Chair: 

It doesn't matter. 
Mr. Givens: 


It matters a whole lot and they said 
they were going after him. The City of 
Pittsburgh was making suit to recoup 
some of the money that they had lost on 
this particular contract and these were 
the punch list items, some of them which 
they'll probably go out. So I feel 
satisfied that the taxpayers have been, 
at least their day in court will be handled 
when the City takes this to court action 
if it goes that particular far, And my 
reasons for bringing it out Wednesday 
was the fact of let's not have this happen 
again. 


Michelle Madoff: 


T'd like my comments to be carried 
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forward from Wednesday's meeting. 


(BEGINNING - MICHELLE MADOFF'S 
REMARKS ON BILL NO. 2454 - 
WEDNESDAY, 3/25/87) 


Michelle Madoff: 


I am appalled to find, first of all, 
six ceramic soap dishes at $702.00. 


Now, I built a house and i 
subcontracted it myself. I went through 
a nightmare on my own cndo, and I had 
expenses that were double what I 
anticipated. 


Mr. Reginella: 


Then you understand what we are 
going through? 


Michelle Madoff: 

Right. But I didn't see $702.00 for 
six ceramic soap dishes. This nonsense 
that you got to cut out a piece and putit 
in, and it takes $702.00 for six ceramic 
soap dishes, we were ripped off. And we 
are not going to pay it, are we? 

Mr. Reginella: 

Well, 'm afraid we have to. 
Michelle Madoff: 

No. I'm going to vote against it, 
and I am going to urge my colleagues to 
vote against it. 


Mr. Reginella: 


Well, that's your prerogative, 
Michelle. 


Michelle Madoff: 


That is item one. Item two, do y:2 
know that the Board of Health isnow 


stating that we should not have any soap 
in any of our bathrooms because 
everybody thinks that soap cleans you 
and it doesn't contain germs; it does. 
And we should have dispensers, and that 
is what we need to have in the 
bathrooms. 


I am just making a point, so we 
don't have any more ceramic soap dishes 
throughout the building. They still do 
our work everywhere. I want to make 
sure that we deal in dispensers. 


Now, with reference to these six 
soap dishes, and I believe you said they 
were in the showers. I don't see where 
they are in the showers. It doesn't say 
that here, does it? 

Mr, Reginella: 

Yes, I believe it did. 
Michelle Madoff: 

Where? You told us that, but I 
hear a lot of things, that I could tell you 
about our Water Department that I hear 
are not true; we are going to hear about 
that too. 

MR. GIVENS COMMENTS 
Michelle Madoff: 

Second floor locker rooms, so it is 
showers, is that it? You are pretty sure 
it is the showers? 

Mr. Reginella: 
Yes. 
Michelle Madoff: 
Now this consultant that you use, 


his name is what? Has he ever done any 
work for the City before? 
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Mr. Reginella: 
I don't believe so. 
Michelle Madoff: 


So you were giving him a first shot, 
so therefore we had no history on him? 


Mr. Reginella: 

That's probably so. 
Michelle Madoff: 

Do youkow for a fact? 
Mr. Reginella: 

No, I do not, because they were 
hired prior to the commission of the 
department,s o I don't kow what took 
place before that time. P 
Michelle Madoff: 

Before work begins, does anybody 
go over the contract to see if there are 
any perimeters that have been missed or 
the scope of work — 

Mr. Reginella: 

Our staff has the obligation of 
reviewing the contract documents, yes. 
However, without the intimate field 
knowledge, knowledge of the conditions 
that exist at the facility, it is difficult to 
pass judgment on whether or not the 
consultant has covered all of the basics. 
Michelle Madoff: 


Tl ask again. Were there showers 
there? 


Mr. Reginella: 


Yes. 





Michelle Madoff: 
Did you put in new showers? 
Mr. Reginella: 


Yes. That was part of the 
modification of the building. 


Michelle Madoff: 


The new showers didn't have a soap 
dish? een 


Mr. Reginella: 
Tm not sure. 
Michelle Madoff: 


Did anyone review the contract to 
see that the showers didn't have a soap 
dish? Imean, that is a veyr rudimentary, 
simple Kind of thing that should be 
caught. 


Mr. Reginella: 


I know, but it is the kind of detail 
on a drawing which you presume it is 
there to begin with, buecause it is so—I 
should say basic. 


Michelle Madoff: 


Let me tell you about 
presumptions, The fist time I bought a 
house I inadvertently — I saw that they 
had just pinted the house and they didn't 
have plates over the electric outlets, and 
so I never bothered to check them. I 
figured, oh, they just pointed them, 
they'll put plugs on them. Half the 
electric outlets didn't work, and there 
was only one bathroom in the place, and 
both the shower and the tub didn't 
work, I didn't think to.turn on the 
faucet. I have since learned that those 
are some of the things you have to do. 
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But I am not inthe contracting 
business. I am not in the construction 
and engineering of the City. This is not 
the first shower we have ever built, and I 
think this is absolutely outrageous, 
$702.00 for six ceramic soap dishes. And 
I think that what we ought to do is to tell 
the contractor, who knew that when he 
looked at this jproject, and they look and 
they say wonderful. We know there are 
going to be overages. Either they don’t 
tell them or the game is played 
nationally; come in with a low bid, we'll 
take care of you, we're going to have 
overages. That's universal, and that's the 
way the game is played. And that is why 
taxpayers are in the situation they are, 
and why we have 4 percent wage tax. 


Now, let's go to the painting. Are 
you aware that Mobay and DuPont will 
give you free testing and sampling of 
paint? 


Mr. Reginella: 
No, I'm not. 
Michelle Madoff: 


Well, they will. And do you know 
how I know? Because I set up the dog 
and pony show that took place at Mobay 
where all the people from Public Works 
then, dealing with this department, and 
the county was invited. And they came 
down with — there must have been about 
30 of us in this room. And the issue was 


Mr. Reginella: 


That is provided if you buy their 
product, probably. 


Michelle Madoff: 
No. The issue was which paint 


would be better suited for new bridges 
and which would be better suited for 


existing bridges. Everybody presented 
their case; Mobay and’ DuPont were both 
there. : 


It seems to me that I go out on the 
highway and I see — I'm not sure, but I 
think it is PPG, where you see all these 
paint samples out to see how they 
weatherize. It is my firm belief that not 
only would the paint companies give you 
guarantees as to what paint, and try 
samples, because they want to sell you 
their paint, as to what will hold up. SO 
paying money to see what paint will work 
was $308.00 thrown out the window. 


Mr. Reginella: 


I believe it was $200.00, was it 
not? 


Michelle Madoff: 

Where is the $200.00 on that? 
THE CHAIR COMMENTS 
Michelle Madoff: 


Oh, it's a whole page? Oh, my 
God. There were 17 items? I only saw 
five.

There is a contractor at 
the site, and he needs to pursue his 
work, And we requested him, as I said, 
to run a couple samples to see how this 
paint system would perform. And this 
was a legitimate request on our part, and 
he, of course, expects to get paid for it; 
he isn't going to do it for free. 


Michelle Madoff: 


What you are saying is that the 
consultant messedup, he overlooked the 
obvious things. 


Mr. Reginella: 
On many of these items he did, yes. 
Michelle Madoff: 


And you are also saying that you 
did not review the consultant's work, 


Mr. Reginella: 


No, We did review the consultant's 
drawings, but to pick up on the minute 
details that appear on a drawing requires 
for our people to spend as much time on 
the drawings as the consultant himself 
did. Now, we do not have the staff to 
perform that kind of a scrutiny of the bid 
documents. If you retain a consultant, 
you expect him to perform in a 
professional manner. In this case they 
performed less than professionally, 
unfortunately. 


Michelle Madoff: 

Alright. You mentioned you are 
going back to litigation trying to get him 
to pay for all these extras; is that 
correct?

The intent of this 
piece of legislation was very clear, and 
I'm going to repeat the intent of this 
legislation, It is that the Pittsburgh 
Business and Labor Commission will be a 
permanent commission that will combine 
the experience and the expertise of 
leaders from government, business and 
labor which it will represent. It will be 
available to suggest alternatives, 
solutions to the firms and its employees 
which may be experiencing difficulties 
hefore these difficulties turn into 
insurmountable problems precipitating 
layoffs and business closings. We need to 
move away from the ad-hoc approach 
that has previously been used. We need a 
more permanent solution to the problems 
that face businesses in the City of 
Pittsburgh today. We need a permanent 
commission in place to address these 
problems. 


I think Michelle put everything in 
proper perspective when she said the 
reason that this piece of legislation 
didn't receive affirmative votes was 
because it was political. Well I think 
there's a time on this Council when 
members of this Council must put 
political and personal differences aside 
for the good of the City and I believe 
that this is one of those times. 


This piece of legislation would 
accomplish three things. It would help 
companies that may be having financial 
or managerial problems; it would help 
companies stay in the Pittsburgh area

Tuesday, March 24th, concerning the 


billboard, outdoor advertising, and with 
the urging of Ms. Madoff and a number 


of other people we agreed to appoint a 
committee. I'm in the process of doing 
that, I've contacted a number of people 
on both sides of the issue and they've 
agreed to serve. I haven't sent their 
letters out yet confirming it but I also 
said I would put a resolution in today, a 
moratorium on any signs going up. In 
lieu of that, right after making that 
statement last Tuesday, all three 
companies have signed a letter, I have it 
in hand, agreeing without legislation, and 
it will be part of the public record, that 
they will put up no more signs until this 
issue is settled. Okay? So we won't have 
to go through the legislative process. 


Michelle Madoff: 


Who have you appointed, Mr. 
Woods? 


The Chair: 


So far I've asked Carlo Collins, 
Barbara Burns, Mr. James Roddey, so 
far. That's who I could get hold of but 
we're probably have about seven 
members. 


Michelle Madoff: 


So they voluntarily have offered 
not to put up any signs and they don't 
want to be legislated into it. 


The Chair: 


. Well they don't care but they just 
agreed, instead of going through the 
process, they have agreed. It is in 
writing and all three presidents of all 
three companies, Outdoor, Patrick and 
Winston, have all signed that with their 
attorneys’ consent. 


Mr. Wagner: 


Just one question. Would a 
moratorium include billboards that are 
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presently under construction? 
The Chair: 


No. Even if we tried to legislate 
that we couldn't do that. i

As you know, the proposed outdoor 
advertising sign legislation now before 
Council was the subject of a public 
hearing on Tuesday, March 24, 1987. At 
that time, representatives of the sign 
companies operating in Pittsburgh 
appeared along with many other 
interested citizens. 


All three companies agree 
legislation imposing a moratorium is 
unnecessary because, by this letter, we 
offer to participate voluntarily in a 60 
day moratorium regarding actual building 
of new signs pursuant to permit 
applications filed on or after the date of 
formation of the Commission you 
indicated you would form in this regard. 
The moratorium would not extend to 
permits in hand or those applications 
being processed by the City. We do soin 
the spirit of cooperation. We look 
forward to providing significant 
information to the Commission. 


At the hearing, all members of 
Council expressed sensitivity to the 


needs and situations of working people 
within the City. Under the proposal we 
have made, it would not be necessary to 
lay off those workers whose livlihood 
continues on the basis of the work at 
hand, 


Once again, let us assure you that 
we look forward to working with Council 
and the citizens to achieve an equitable 
regulatory scheme, offering benefits to 
the public and protecting jobs.

Mr. Givens presents 


No. 2565 WHEREAS, it has been 
six years since the minimum wage was 
last increased to its present level of 
$3.35 an hour and during that time its 
purchasing power has eroded by 27 
percent; and 


WHEREAS, a full-time worker 
earning the minimum wage makes less 
than $7,000 a year, which is only 77 
percent of the poverty level for a family 
of three and 60 percent of the poverty 
level for a family of four; and 


WHEREAS, on Wednesday, March 
25, 1987 Senator Edward M. Kennedy 
introduced Senate Bill 837 amending the 
Fair Labor Standards Act of 1938 to 
restore the minimum wage to a fair and 
equitable rate; and 


WHEREAS, Senate Bill 837 may be 
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cited as the "Minimum Wage Restoration 
Act of 1987"; and 


WHEREAS, Senate Bill 837 will 
provide for automatic adjustments in the 
wage rate which will increase the 
minimum wage from its present level of 
$3.35 an hour to $3.85 in 1988, $4.25 in 
1989, $4.65 in 1990 and on January 1 of 
each succeeding year the level will be 
indexed to fifty percent of the average 
private, nonsupervisory, nonagricultural 
hourly wage as determined by the Bureau 
of Labor Statistics of the Department of 
Labor, 


NOW, THEREFORE, BE Ir 
RESOLVED, that the Mayor and the 
Council of the City of Pittsburgh agree 
that the current minimum wage is not a 
subsistence wage and believe that not 
another year should go by without 
correcting this social and economic 
policy by swift passage of Senate Bill 
837. 


Mr. Givens moved to adopt the 
resolution. 


Mr. Wagner seconded the motion. 
Which motion prevailed. 


Mr. Givens: 


Before us here today, Paul 
Stackhouse was trying to make it and he 
got tied up and Dolores Patrick of the 
Pennsylvania Unemployment Network in 
eur local office here, the South 
Pittsburgh Action Workers, would like to 
say a few words on this particular 
resolution that we will be submitting and 
I will ask that the Chief Clerk send it to 
all of our congressional delegations in 
Washington, J.C. 


It's the most important piece of 
legislation, I think. The City of 
Pittsburgh should be forefront in asking 


for this type of endeavor. 


At this time Id like to ask Dolores 
Patrick if she would come up and say a 
few words. 


‘Ms, Patrick: 


I want to thank you all for inviting 
me here. I'm also Co-director of the 
Rainbow Kitchen in Homestead and the 
Rainbow Kitchen, the Pennsylvania 
Unemployed Network, and the National 
Unemployed Network has been involved 
with the campaign for quite some time. 


We agree with Senator Kennedy's 
bill with some minor adjustments, We 
ask that the minimum wage be 
immediately raised to $4.00 an hour and 
by 1988 be indexed so that 50 percent of 
the average national wages would bring 
it up to $4.45 by 1988, 


There has been no other legislation 
introduced to raise the minimum wage; 
it's long overdue. We have 13 million 
people in the United States that are 
receiving minimum wage jobs. A family 
of four on minimum wage only earns 
$6,000 a year; this is $4,000 below the 
poverty level. 


I want to thank Councilman Givens 
for introducing this bill and I hope that 
everyone else on Council will support 
it. Thank you. 


Mr. Givens: 


Td just like to add to Dolores' 
comments if I might. We all have to 
appreciate the situation that many of our 
people have been in in the Mon Valley 
and the Allegheny and Ohio Valley for 
that matter, and the unemployed. I know 
personally many families who are with 
that steel business and steel related 
businesses and other people who 
depended upon that steel making 
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capacity, that they are not just working 
one job but they are working two jobs. 
This to sustain their family and keep 
their mortgages and put a little bit of 
food in the house. That's how important. 


So what I'm trying to say, folks out 
there, we have a lot of people who are 
working at the minimum wage level right 
now and I think as people on this Council 
here we must move this bill forward as 
rapidly as possible. Thank you. 


Michelle Madoff: 


May I ask a question, please? I 
don't think that any intelligent person 
who knows what is going on in this 
particular part of the country, the 
eastern part of the state of Pennsylvania 
seems to be thriving and economically 
recovering, whereas we are not here. We 
have a tremendous number of 
unemployed and underemployed and it 
would be very humane to raise the 
minimum wage. But I have a concern 
that perhaps you can help me with. Did 
you read this morning's paper about the 
report that came out from INK, the 
magazine that rated all the cities in the 
country and we were practically at the 
bottom in generating jobs. What I'm 
worried about and perhaps you could help 
me, what do we do with people who are 
going to say, "Alright, I'll pay a higher 
minimum wage but instead of hiring two 
people I'll hire one." Then we have more 
unemployed youth than the 60 percent 
we now have up on the hill who would be 
happy to get $2.50 an hour, $3.50, just to 
have something. That worries me. How 
do we address that problem? 


Ms. Patrick: 


[I'm concerned about the people 
that are suffering now. As I said, we 
have 13 million people in the United 
States — 


Michelle Madoff: 


I agree with you but I'm asking, if 
we do this, will we hurt more people or 
will we help more people. That's what 
Tm asking. 


Ms, Patrick: 


T'm not an economist and I can't say 
whether we'll increase the amount of 
employment or decrease it. $3.35 an 
hour is not working for people who are 
making minumum wages. A person on 
welfare has more incentive than someone 
working minimum wage and I think this 
has to change. So I can't answer your 
question. 


Michelle Madoff: 


Do you understand my concern? 
You do understand that people are going 
to say, "Alright, if I have to pay more I'm 
going to hire less." And we're going to 
see even more unemployment in a city 
that has been rated as being one of the 
lowest in generating jobs, not through 
our own lack of will to do it, and 
certainly there is a lot of movement of 
foot to do something about creating jobs 
in the area, but considering the fact that 
we've lost so many smokestack industries 
we are making a remarkable recovery 
but not good enough to help our people. 
I'm a little concerned but I think you 
think better to air on the side of people 
who are not eating now to lead the 
families and not worry about the kids 
being unemployed. 


Ms. Patrick: 
I think that's a different issue. 
Michelle Madoff: 


Same point. 
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Ms. Patrick: 


No, I think it's different. I think 
we have to address the issue of the 
unemployed — 


The Chair: 


We're not going to debate the issue 
today anyway. Thank you very, very 
much, 


Michelle Madoff: 


Okay, my motion. On the bill that 
was amended by Mr. Wagner with the 
reflective signs, I would like to have 
Council's support in directing the City 
Treasurer to include an advertisement in 
the next water bill informing residents of 
the prohibition of stealing or tearing 
down street signs which is a 
misdemeanor under the Pennsylvania 
Crime Code and punishable by up to one 
year in prison. The reason for that being 
is that if somebody takes a sign down, 
it's like taking a life preserver off a 
bridge. You can't get a fire engine to a 
house because you can't find a street 
sign, Or you can't get an ambulance to 
someone's house because there's no 
street sign, We keep putting street signs 
up and kids think it's cute to put it up in 
their room as a decoration. I think we 
have to alert the public that they have a 
responsibility to see that their children 
don't do this. I would urge support of 
this motion so I make it in the form of a 
motion. 


Mr. Wagner: 
What is the exact motion? 
Michelle Madoff: 


Just to include a notice in the 
water bills, 





The Chair: 


Just to put a note in the water bills 
that it's a crime to tear down a sign. 


Mr. Wagner seconded the motion. 
Which motion prevailed. 
Mr. Wagner: 


Mr. President and members of 
Council, in regard to the Alcosan 
appointment, even though I didn't vote 
for Netherlene Turk I am optimistic that 
she will do a good job and even though 
she is not from the south end of the City 
to represent geographically the Saw Mill 
Run problem or the Brighton Heights 
problem, I believe that if anything 
positive has come out of this debate its 
that those two problems are the 
paramount problems as they relate to 
sewage treatment in the City of 
Pittsburgh and Alcosan. I would hope 
that that individual would zero in on 
those two problems as a member of the 
Alcosan board, and I believe she will. 


In regard to what Mr. O'Malley 
said, I just want to make a statement and 
I don't want to belabor the issue and 
maybe Mr. O'Malley may want to 
comment on the issue. But the 
comments that were made were not 
accurate in reference to the Water and 
Sewer Authority that I sit on. The point 
has to be made that, number one, I did 
not vote for the Water and Sewer 
Authority; I voted in the negative when 
it was proposed to be created. I was 
appointed to that board as part of the 
positive vote of this Council in the 
creation of the Water and Sewer 
Authority. 


If I would have had my way at the 
time it would not have been created. 
One of the reasons why I objected to it 
was that, in the creation of it, it did not 
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include a large portion of the City of 
Pittsburgh, including the Saw Mill Run 
Basin. The record reflects that back in 
the debate and the creation of the Water 
and Sewer Authority. Mr. O'Malley was 
the fifth vote in the creation of the 
Water and Sewer Authority. It was 
public record what areas of the City: 
were not represented; as a matter of 
fact, that area of the City when it comes 
to water is served by West Penn Water 
Company and not the City of 
Pittsburgh. Therefore, that part of the 
City carries a greater burden financially 
in the creation of the Water and Sewer 
Authority because the City is indebted to 
a greater degree but they do not receive 
the benefits of the creation of the 
Authority, 


All that is part of the public 
record. All of that I commented on in 
the lengthy debate that took place when 
the Water and Sewer Authority was 
created. It's important I make that point 
to clarify the record that the Water and 
Sewer Authority, in its creation and its 
bond inventure, excluded the Saw Mill 
Run Basin and anyone can research the 
facts and will find that to be true. 


For that reason I have strongly 
suggested repeatedly that one of the few 
agencies than can include the Saw Milt 
Run Basin is the Alcosan board. I think 
also out of this debate over who is 
responsible for Alcosan and continually 
bringing the problem to light, I believe 
that sooner or later the proper agencies 
of government will become involved and 
I believe one of the key agencies is 
Alcosan, It has been talked about that a 
portion of a bond issue somewhere to the 
tune of seven or eight million dollars will 


. be devoted towards Saw Mill Run. I've 


heard that repeatedly going back two 
years. I'm still waiting to see it happen 
and I hope it does happen, 


I want to make those points very 


clear and I hope that in the future 
Alcosan is more involved in solving that 
problem. 


Mr. O'Malley: 


My concern, and we can have the 
statement read back, was Mr. Wagner's 
constant remarks that Alcosan is to 
blame, that this has been going on for 
years, that Alcosan is to blame for the 
problems we have over at Saw Mill R 
Boulevard. : 


T can only state one more time Mr. 
Wagner is incorrect. Mr. Wagner knows 
he is incorrect. Saw Mill Run Boulevard 
is not.the responsibility-of Alcosan; Saw 
Mill Run Boulevard is the responsibility 
of the City of Pittsburgh because Saw 
Mill Run Boulevard is owned by the City 
of Pittsburgh. If it were the 
responsibility of anybody and if we were 
to transfer Saw Mill Run Boulevard, it 
should be. transferred to the Water and 
Sewer Authority. The Water and Sewer 
Authority is an authority on which “Mr. 
Wagner sits. It's a Water and Sewer 
Authority which has allocated $190 
million in expenditures. It's an authority 
that has raised rates four times for 
which Mr. Wagner has -voted 
affirmatively to all four rate increases. 


One more time. Saw Mill Run is 
not the responsibility of Alcosan; Saw 
Mill Run is the responsibility of the City 
of Pittsburgh. : 


Mr. Wagner: 


One last comment. I'm very glad 
to hear that Mr. O'Malley clarified the 
facts that it is not the responsibility. of 
the Water and Sewer Authority... That 
point was made earlier and-it all gets 
back to the flow of- the sewage through 
the Saw Mill Run Basin, The. City of 
Pittsburgh does not have control over the 
outlying municipalities. It cannot assess 
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them for the damage that they do to the 
residents and communities and 
neighborhoods within the City of 
Pittsburgh. Alcosan has jurisdiction over 
those 12 outlying municipalities of which 
two-thirds of the sewage comes from, 
And the sewage that backs up in the 
basements of Overbrook and West End is 
not the sewage coming from the City; 
it's the sewage coming from the outlying 
municipalities of which Alcosan is part 
of the system that they are part of, is 
the overseer of the system that they are 
part of. That point cannot be made 
enough that if this problem is going to be 
corrected it has to take the 
governmental agency that has 
responsibility over all those communities 
and not just the City of Pittsburgh, and 
the cost to correct the Saw Mill Run 
problem has to be allocated to all of 
those communities. 


The City of Pittsburgh has bitten 
off $9 million, The 32 suburbanite 
communities south of Pittsburgh have 
done nothing. Alcosan can assess those 
communities, can make them pay for the 
correction of the problem. To this date 
they have not done it. 


Mr. O'Malley: 


I think the problem is that Mr. 
Wagner doesn't understand the full 
responsibilities of Alcosan. Alcosan is 
not in the transmission of sewage; 
Alcosan is in the treatment of sewage. 
If Alcosan was to take over Saw Mill Run 
Boulevard, then it could be said then that 
Alcosan was responsible for taking over 
transmission lines out to Hampton 
Township, out to Penn Hills, out to Scott 


Township, out to the airport. Every 
municipality in Allegheny County's 
sewage flows through another 
municipality to get to Alcosan's 
interceptors. 


IT can only repeat it one more 


time. Saw Mill Run Boulevard is owned 
by the City of Pittsburgh. It is the 
responsibility of the City of Pittsburgh. 
It is not Alcosan's responsibility. 

Mr. Givens moved to approve the 
Minutes of Monday, March 2, 1987 and 
Monday, March 9, 1987.

Most of it is just the 
Boilermakers trying to do something 
good for kids but we also want to attract 
as much publicity as we can for Spina 
Bifida.

Mr. Grabowski: 


I'd just like to say, Mr. President, 
that I don't think the vote is going to 
change. I think there were many valid 
reasons brought out at our Committee 
session earlier why we shouldn't impose 
these fees. I'm sure the money can be 
found somewhere else or, if not, the 
schedules can be altered so that all those 
pools remain open. I just would suggest 
that and I'm sure that Council is going to 
stick to their guns and vote this thing 
down. 


Michelle Madoff: 


While - the fee for service in 
principal is a good concept and perhaps 
in other entities we should look into that 
particularly as it may be a conservatory 
that I pushed for and are now coming to 
fruition. However, when we talk about 
the supposedly, less than one percent of 
our youth who are using our pools, those 
are the disadvantaged inter-city children 
for the most part and when they get into 
gangs on hot summer days they can get 
into a lot more trouble which can be very 
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cost ineffective not to have the pools 
open. It could cost us a lot more in 
damage that gangs can cause where they 
have nowhere else to let their energies 
be used in productive ways. 


When we are accused of not 
wanting to go to a fee for service, let us 
remind particularly the media editorials 
that these people in essence have already 
paid their fee for service because they 
are basically almost 99 percent City 
residents. And as Mr. Woods has said, 
they paid it through their wage tax. I 
think that we ought to apply rules where 
they are appropriate and not just apply 
rules across the board, and I think in this 
case it would be greatly to the taxpayers’ 
disadvantage to have a fee for service. 


Mrs. Masloff: 


Mr. President, that all may be well 
and true but that $250,000 was factored 
into the budget. I can't believe that 
somewhere down the line they'll get the 
money but somebody is going to suffer 
for that. There's going to be some cut 
somewhere. I intend to vote for the fee. 


Mr. Pollock: 


I would just like my comments 
brought forward from earlier and if I 
could I'd like included the answers to the 
questions that I asked Director Brown. 


Mr, Givens: 


Td like my remarks to be carried 
forward from the previous two session 
that we had within Council and again to 
plead with this Council that we must 
take into consideration the children 
here. They do not vote in the City so we 
must protect our children and I ask that 
all the Councilmembers go along with 
that. 
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Mr. O'Malley: - 


We have the money identified the 
excess funds in Code Account 1400, 
$225,000, and I think it would be unfair 
to burden the taxpayers with fees for the 
swimming pools at this time. It would be 
a form of double taxation and I don't 
think the residents of the City of 
Pittsburgh either need it or can afford it. 


Mr, Wagner: 


Mr. President and members of 
Council, I'd like my comments brought 
forward also and I would just hope that 
depending on how the vote goes here that 
Council sticks to its guns on the issue. 


The Chair: 


I would also, and I never do this, 
but I would like my remarks brought 
forward too. 4 :

Mr. Pollock: 


Louise, do you have any estimate 
at all as to how many non-City residents 
might be using our pools, and if so, if you 
do have an estimate, how many of those 
might be interested in using them on a 
fee basis? 


Director Brown: 


We really don't have a good 
estimate since the pools have been 
free. However, in previous years we 
have required only City residents to use 
the pools, We have given out pool tags, 
but for free, before. We've had probably 
eight to ten non-City residents purchase 
at $25.00 a non-resident tag, but 


primarily for use at Oliver Bath House 
which is our year round indoor pool I 
don't think we'd make alot of money 
from non-City residents. Although, 
again, I'm not sure. 


Mr. Pollock: 


My other question is, it seems to 
me if you are going to have certain pools 
where you charge $1.00 a day, you are 
going to eat up most of that. with 
administrative costs in putting in a 
program to start collecting money. 


Director Brown: 


We have taken that all into 
considertion, which would be the 
cashier's concessionaries that would: be 
located at the pool. We already have 
pool aides through the school crossing 
guards that we really saved money on 
that because of unemployment, that they 
would have to pay them. So we've taken 
all those costs into consideration to 
administer. 


Mr. Pollock: 


Your estimate of a quarter million 
is net profit? 


Director Brown: 


That's right. But again, that is 
based on — it would take, for example, 
to make a quarter of a million dollars, 
we would need to sell 12,500 family 
passes, not selling any individual, or a 
combination of 7000 family passes, 5000 
adults, 3000 children, various 
combinations. And we really don’t know 
what we would sell. 


Mr. Pollock: 
My last question is this: What are 


other cities doing as far as pools? Are 
we the exception or the norm, as far as 
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having no charge for City residents? 


Director Brown: 
Almost all western, midwest and 
southwest cities similar to our size 


charge. Baltimore is just starting. 


Mr. Pollock: 


Tm sorry. You said- western, © 


midwest, and southwest? 
Director Brown: 

Southwest. 
Mr. Pollock: 

Why did you omit the east? 
Director Brown: 


I'm getting to the east. In the east, 
where we looked primarily, Cincinnati 
charges, St. Louis charges, Columbus 
charges, Philadelphia does not charge, 
New York charges, but not at all pools; 
they have a different kind of distribution 
of pools, they have some real tiny little 
waving pools that they don't charge in. 
Baltimore did not charge last year but 
submitted legislation to their Council to 
charge for this year, Atlanta charges, 
Cleveland does not charge. Cleveland is 
considering closing five pools. 


Mr. Pollock: 


How about Boston, do you know 
what they do? 


Director Brown: 
I.don't know what they do. 
Mr, Pollock: 


You said Cleveland does not charge 
or does? 


Director Brown: rs 

Cleveland does not charge. 

Mr. Pollock: - . . 

And Philadelphia does not charge? 
Director Brown: ; 

Philadelphia does not charge. 
Although all of them are looking into this 
for the very reasons that we are in the 
loss of the federal funds. 

Mr. Pollock: 

Thank you. 


Mr. Givens: 


I appreciate what all the speakers 
have said before, and I join them in their 
comments. I don't want to be repetitive. 


Getting into the daily admission of 
regional pools, could you describe the 
regional pools we have? How many 
regional pools do we have? 


Director Brown: 


We have identified four pools that 
we are calling regional, only that they 
are usually in larger parks and a little bit 
larger pools. 


Mr. Givens: 

What, like Highland Park? 
Director Brown: , 

Highland Park, Schenley Park, 
Moore Park and Riverview Park, which 


basically are in the four — north, south, 
east, west. 
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Mr. Givens: 
Okay. Now, would that fee of 
$1.00 and $2.00 for adults, if a family 


going to those pools would take out an 
adult — 


— would have a family pass, right. 
Director Brown: 

They would not need to pay. 

Mr, Givens: 

They would not need to pay into 
those pools, but any other person coming 
there — 

Director Brown: 

That doesn't have a pass. 
Mr. Givens: 

Okay, would have to do it. Do we 
charge any people from outside the City 
for using our pools today? There is no 
indentification, I would assume, right? 
Director Brown: 

You cannot get a pool tag unless 
you are a City resident. Those pool tags 
are for free. If you are a non-City 
resident, you can purchase a pool tag for - 
$25.00. 

Mr. Givens: 


For $25.00? 


Director Brown: 

Right. And we have very few of 
those that have been purchased. 
Mr. Givens: 


Okay. Then you don't know — then, 
that this is saying that many people from 
outside the City are, in fact, not using 
our pools, Is that a true statement? 


Director Brown: 

I would say it is better now than it 
was a couple of years ago when we had a 
lot of non-City residents. Once we 
instituted the pool tag system and the 
guards were enforcing it, then — 

Mr. Givens: 

Okay. I'm going to the pool, but I 
have my buddy that lives in Dormont and 
I pass it out through the fence. Can he 
use it? 

Director Brown: 

If you want to pass it out through 
the fence, but you're not supposed to do 
that. 

Mr. Givens: 


I know, but what I am tyring to say 
is kids are kids. 


Director Brown: 
That may occur on occasion. 
Mr. Givens: 
Then there is no way of registering 


when a kid comes in? They don't register 
the tag number or anything like that? 
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Director Brown: 


Yes, but it's very difficult, because 
there are 35 pool sites, and you could 
move — I mean, those pool tags are good 
at any pool, not restricted to just that 
neighborhood pool. 


Mr. Givens: 

Tm just trying to find out if there 
is some better method of identification 
other than just the tag itself. 

Director Brown: 

And that tag would be required to 
be sewn on the suit, in fact, so they 
would prevent anyone from passing it 
through the fence, 


Mr. Givens: 

Your replacement of tags is pretty 
high; $5.00, $10.00 for adults, and 
$25.00, and even $5.00 for youths, 
Director Brown: 


It is the same price as the pool pass 


“itself, They could say they lost it, that's 


right, until we get to a much more 
sophisticated computerization system. 


Mr. Givens: 

Well, I could see adults, but when 
you get to children, youth, then you are 
talking about 3 year olds, and 2 year 
olds, and stuff like that. 

Director Brown: 


No, they're free, 2 year olds are 
free. 


Mr. Givens: 


The other thing is, it is very 
alarming to me that anyone can come up 


with these particular -- even though you 
are having under 2 years of age free for 
going into our pools, and even though you 
are having a_free session at the end of 
each day, or however you set it up, can 
you imagine the feeling of those 
children, especially, and even adults, for 
that matter, that must go at that time 
when it is free? And can you visualize at 
a neighborhood pool that when those 
people come in to swim, would they not 
be, then, stigmatized for the fact they 
did not want to or did not have the 
money? 


Director Brown: 


We would expect anyone that would 
swim with a tag or without a tag that 
would want to swim. And, in fact, in 
those hours you get a lot of business 
people that after work want to swim. 
We are not going to say, "All those that 
don't have tags, now is your time to 
swim," you just open up the gates and 
those that are still in there continue to 
stay and anyone else that wants to come 
in comes in. 


Mr, Givens: 

Okay. Then what are those hours? 
Director Brown: 

Those hours would be an hour and a 
half, an hour and forty-five minutes, 
from 7:00 to 8:45 Monday through 
Friday, and from — 

Mr. Givens: 
From 7:00 to 8:45? 
Director Brown: 
Monday through Friday, which is 


when the pools close. And on Saturdays 
and Sundays from 4:30 to 5:45. 
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Mr. Givens: 


The purpose of the pools on hot 
summer days was to cool off, among 
other things. And you are saying now 
“that I can't or other children in the City 
who cannot afford to pay it, they have to 
wait until 7:00 to 8:45 at night? : 


Director Brown: 


Otherwise there wouldn't be any 
point of having any kind of charge 
system. 


Mr. Givens: 


Well, I agree and I think that if it 
comes down to it, I think to deny any 
children, especially, and even adults for 
that matter — there are a lot of people 
in this City, Louise, that will not be able 
to afford $20.00 or $25.00 for a seasonal 
pass. 


Director Brown: 
For their family. 
Mr. Givens: 


For their family. I can tell you the 
people that are on assistance, their 
contribution in many cases of rent for 
the whole month is $20.00 or $25.00. 
Now, either they pay their rent or they 
don't send their kids to a particular 
pool, They are not going to be able to 
afford it. And to say that they can only 
swim at 7:00 or 8:45 at night time, I 
think, is putting a disservice on those 
people that cannot do it. 


Michelle brought out an excellent 
point. There are a lot of people that are 
hurting in this town right today, and 
those pools were not built today for 
those kids, many of our pools have been 
built many, many years ago by prior 
Pittsburghers, you know. Some of these 


older people that say they don't want to 
pay money for the children swimming 
today, is something that I find very 
ironic almost, in the fact that I am one 
of those older people. And when they 
built these pools back 20; 30, 40 years 
ago, our moms and dads had to pay for 
them, and I enjoyed going swimming 
there. All we are doing is maintaining 
those pools today. 


Director Brown: 


We've built about 15 new pools in 
the last ten years, maybe 20. 


Mr. Givens: 

We recycled a lot of the old pools. 
Director Brown: 

They're basically new pools. 
Mr. Givens: 


And we put new pools in, I have to 
agree with you right in there. AndI am 
not saying sometime down the pike that 
we might not have to go into all kinds of 
different means within the City to do 
this, but when we are hacking away eight 
fire companies on the one hand, and then 
we turn around and charge people to 
swim in the pools — 


Director Brown: 


The point is, we did not want to 
close pools, and that really was a No. 1 
suggestion, initially, was not to charge 
but to close some of our pools. We have 
more pools per capita than any city in 
this country. We have one pool for every 
12,000 people. New York has one pool 
per every 100,000 people. We have more 
pools per capita than any city. We 
looked at closing pools but we didn't 
want to. 
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Mr, Givens: 


Louise, and we have more parks 
probably in the City of Pittsburgh than 
any city I've ever visited, and many of 
them were donated. But that’s what 
made us, as the people say, and it is like 
a broken record, the most liveable city. 
We are, in fact, the most liveable city. 


Director Brown: 


We didn't feel that we would be 
changing that by charging a nominal, 
minimal, seasonal pass. In fact — 


Mr. Givens: 


There is a Councilman here that 
put legislation in to get revenues for the 
City of Pittsburgh, and people laughed at 
him when he. was trying to go to the 
hospitals and the people were coming in 
from outside the City. Many other 
Councilpeople try to put legislation in to 
generate revenues. It is evident right 
today right now that we are beginning to 
crop into eight fire companies, youth 
that cannot swim in our swimming pools 
any longer, it is getting to a point. My 
major point of concern is that we need 
help in this City. We need it from the 
State of Pennsylvania. This last weekend 
I was fortunate enough to be up there in 
the State Committee and had talked to 
Governor Casey point blank on this, not 
once, but two different occasions. He 
indicated in his message to the people of 
the State of Pennsylvania that he is 
going to help depressed cities and ones 
that are having a tough time right now, 
and he has indicated that. Iam not going 
to cut back on one fire company, as far 
as this Councilman is concerned, I am 
not going to try to raise $250,000 and cut 
kids out of our swimming pools or make 
them swim at an hour that most people 
don't even want to swim from 7:00 to 
8:45. You know, we need some help 


here, and until this Council, along with. 


the Mayor, sits down and does something, 
then I don't think we are doing our job as 
a Councilman in this City. The Governor 
indicates he is willing to go, we had a 
Republican governor in there for eight 
years, and it fell on deaf ears, Louise. _ 


And what I am trying to say is, 
there is money up there at the State 
level, and if we seek it under this new 
leadership of Governor Casey, we will 
get it, including the $250,000 for your 
pools. Try that particular avenue, is 
what I am asking you here today. AndI 
cannot pass on this legislation or any 
legislation that is going to cut the guts 
. out of the people who live in the City of 
Pittsburgh. And until we have a 


concerted effort to get the Governor - 


down here, to get the Mayor and other 
business people right here, then this 
Council is going to have to pass. 


We are talking about the swimming 


pools, that's right. And I am not. going to - 


approve this, and I hope other 
Councilmembers don't approve it either 
because I think we have to go and get 
help because our citizens are. paying 
through the nose for other people that 
we are holding up, both the fire 
companies and swimming pools are 
something that is unique to our residents. 


What I am saying is we must 
appeal, And any piece of legislation that 
comes before this Councilman for cuts in 
our services, I am going to refuse, until 
we sit down with the leadership of the 
State government and all of our local 
legislators in the City of Pittsburgh. If 
that is not done, and not done 
immediately, then I am not going to cut 
anything out of our budget. And with 
that in mind, I'll rest my case. 


Mr. Wagner: 


Director, just to refresh my 
memory here. As we look down the list

on the suggested fees, what are they now 
for all these categories? 


Director Brown: 

Zero, except for non-resident. 
Mr, Wagner: 

Okay. The non-resident is? 
Director Brown: 

$25.00. 
Mr. Wagner: 


$25.00. Non-resident individual, no 
matter what age? 


Director Brown: 

That's correct. 
Mr. Wagner: 

Is there ~ there is no difference 
when it comes to a non-resident as to 
whether or not it’s — 

Director Brown: 

Jf they are 2 or 80. 
Mr. Wagner: 

Okay. How about a family? 
Director Brown: 

$25.00 a person. 

Mr, Wagner: 

A person, okay. 

Director Brown: 


Is what we are proposing. 


Mr, Wagner: 


How will we determine who is or 
who is not a City resident with this pass 
procedure? 


Director Brown: 


We had planned to sell these passes 
throughout the month of May and early 
June in the communities, and we would 
require people to bring some form of 
identification, whether it be a school 
card or a driver's license if they are an 
adult. But this will be done in the 
neighborhoods at the pools prior to their 
opening, 


Mr. Wagner: 


You mentioned some of the 
municipalities, other major cities, 
Philadelphia, etc. How do we compare 
with the local municipalities just outside 
the borderlines of the City? What are 
their fees, and what are their fees for 
residents and non-residents, on the 
average? 


Director Brown: 


As I recall, all the municipalities, 
including Allegheny County, that have 
swimming pools all charge. There are 
none that have free pools. Most of them 
do not have season passes, they have 
daily admission primarily because they 
have one pool and they can deal with 
that, where it would cost us a fortune to 
have a daily admission with the 
administrative costs. And as I recall —I 
could get you that research, but as I 
recall the ranges almost all were higher 
than these fees; $50.00 a family, $25.00 
a child, something like that. 


Mr. Wagner: 


I would appreciate just knowing 
what the average is, because I think we 
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are compared more by our residents to 
local municipalities rather than to other 
cities, because they are not aware of the 
costs in other cities. 


Director Brown: 
T could get you that. 
Mr. Wagner: 


Okay. And I have one problem with 
one fee in here in particular. And I've 
had complaints, also, as the other 
Councilmembers by the public saying 
that we should not have a fee at all. But 
the one area really where I am having 
problems is the adult at 16 years and 
older, And the reason why I'm having a 
problem with that, depending on the 
neighborhood and depending on the 


economic environment of that 
neighborhood, many young adults in 
certain neighborhoods, the 


unemployment is far higher than other 
neighborhoods. And we are really trying 
to keep that group occupied, and that is 
the group that is getting involved in 
crime, the car thefts. 


Director Brown: 

You're talking about 16, 17, 18? 
Mr. Wagners 

Yes, 18, up to the age of 21. And 
if we have someone at that age, 16 or 17, 
that is unemployed and we are saying to 
them that they can only use the pools for 
a minute period of time per day — 
Director Brown: 

Or pay $10.00. 
Mr. Wagner: 


Yes, right. In certain areas of the 
City, certain youths are more capable of 


paying that $10.00, or their families 
supplying them with the $10.00. That's 
why I have a problem with this, because I 
want to make sure that we can keep 
those people off the street, keep them 
occupied. 


Director Brown: 


Would it make any difference to 
any members of Council if we looked at 
either reducing what is here, or changing 
those age groups? Would that make it 
more — 


MICHELLE MADOFF COMMENTS 
Director Brown: 


I don't know that we are talking 
about non-City residents, Michelle. 


Mr, Wagner: 


No, we are talking about both, I 
would like to see us do something. I 
think what the public is perceiving here 
is through their taxes, Director, through 
their taxes they are paying for the pools, 
and let's face it, they are. And they 
expect to get the use of the pool back 
for nothing. Now you are explaining the 
reasons why we do need a nominal fee 
for the pools. But what they are telling 
me is, hey, we pay for these pools, we 
should be able to use them for nothing, 
and let's just charge the non-residents 
and let us go. 


So there is some justification 
behind what they are saying, I think. 
And so I am not comfortable totally with 
the schedule that has been proposed 
here, and the public is not comfortable 
with it. Now, whether or not we have 
the time to permit a public hearing for 
public input prior to the upcoming 
season, I don’t know, to have a better 
feel for — 
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Director Brown: 
Let me tell you what — 


Mr. Wagner: 


— what the fee schedule should be 
if we do have a fee schedule, 


Director Brown: 


Well, obviously we are 
recommending this fee schedule. 


‘Mr, Wagner: 
And we could amend this. 
Director Brown: 


Which could be amended. There is 
somewhat of a time schedule that we 
must follow in order to purchase the 
tags, get the information out, get the 
forms printed, brochures printed, 
announcements out of where the sign up 
or sales are going to be. And we did 
want to start the program in the second 
week in May to go through June to give 
everybody the opportunity, if this passes 
and goes ahead, to be able to purchase 
these. So we can't wait until May to 
decide one way or the other. 


Mr. Wagner: 


So what you are saying is we have 
to act quickly, whatever we do. 


Director Brown: 
Right, I will ask that. 
Mr, Wagner: 
Just to summarize, daily admission 


to regional pools, is the fee different if 
it is not a regional pool? 


" Director Brown: 


There is no daily admission at any 


of the pools with the exception of those - 


four pools. No daily admission, you 
would have to have a season pass. 


Mr. Wagner: 


You would have to have a pass. 
Will that in any way create a problem 
out there? e 


Director Brown: 
Out where? 


Mr. Wagner: 


Will people only have a specific 
period to get a seasonal pass? Will a 
resident go to a pool, say, in July without 
a pass that is not a regional pool and 
they won't be able to get into it? 


Director Brown: 


No, which they can't now. Even 
though the tags are free, you have to 
have a tag. They will be able to either 
come downtown or go to one of the four 
regional pools to purchase the seasonal 
pass through the entire season. So if 
they are at Beechview and they haven't 
bought their pass, they need to go over 
to Brookline to Moore Pool, and they can 
buy it there or come downtown in July, 


Mr. Wagner: 

No further questions. I just think 
there needs to be a little more 
clarification here. I don't feel 


comfortable with the legislation. 
Mr. Givens: 
One last comment. Alicia Shield 


had called me very interested in what 
was happening here. She lives in that 
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North Side area, Riverview Park, that 
you are referring to. 


Secondly, the survey that I had 
done last November and December, in 
that survey just about 50 percent of the 
people indicated they did not want to see 
any fees being levied upon our pools. 


Thirdly, Mike, I would like a letter 
to be sent to the Mayor, as I so indicated 
here. Two letters, one to the Mayor 
asking him to sit down and meet with our 
State Representatives to try to generate 
revenues for the City of Pittsburgh, 


Secondly, I'd like a letter to go 
from the Council of the City of 
Pittsburgh directly right to the Governor 
himself asking that this Council wants to 
sit down and discuss revenue type 
sharing, or revenues from the State to 
help the City of Pittsburgh, you know, 
support the major metropolitan area that 
uses our services here; i.e., hospitals, 
universities, churches, you know, all of 
the arts, museums, you name it, zoos. 
And hopefully this meeting could be 
gotten very quickly. 


It is interesting to note, ladies and 
gentlemen of this Council, that the 
Governor right now is down in 
McKeesport going over the revenues of 
that particular city. Hopefully we can 
get him to come into the City of 
Pittsburgh, and we will not have to have 
legislation of taxing our own people 
again, because this, in fact, is another 
tax levied on our people. 


The Chair: 
Thave two short questions, please. 
Louise, I am inclined to vote 
_ against this legislation for the simple 
reason, because I think it might be the 


only summer recreation many of the 
youths might have, But if the 


alternative is this piece of legislation 
closing pools, is that a realistic outlook, 
from your point of view? 


Director Brown: 

It's a possibility. 

‘The Chair: % 

It is a very real possibility? 
Director Brown: 

Yes, I'd have to say it is. I can't 
say for sure, but I think it is a real 
possibility. 

The Chair: 

If we vote this legislation down, we 
might learn a month or six weeks from 
now that there will be a number of pools 
in the City of Pittsburgh closed? 
Director Brown: 


There is a possibility. And I can't 
give you that answer today. 


The Chair: 


What I would recommend to my 
colleagues, instead of voting this 
legislation down and then fighting that 
issue six weeks from now, that we make 
a motion to table this legislation pending 
a report and study of the alternatives 
from Parks and Recreation. 


Director Brown: 

I will certainly talk to the Mayor. 
‘The Chair: 

Louise, because as Finance 
Chairman I am a realist, I realize that 


we cannot provide services without 
providing funding. 
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Can someone make a motion to 
table Bill No, 2472 pending a report from 
Parks and Recreation on the alternatives 
if we vote this legislation down? 


Mrs, Masloff: 
So moved. 
‘The Chair: 


The possibility, also, of finding 
funding to keep all the pools open, 
- Louise. 


Director Brown: 
T understand. 
The Chair: 

Tneed a second for the motion, 
Mr. Grabowski: 

Second. 

Mr. Wagner: 

Discussion, I would just like to say, 
if we are going to hold this and evaluate 
it, I think we should entertain public 
opinion, And if we have had a request 
for a public hearing, then we should 
entertain that request. 

The Chair: 

Well, I think we should get the 
report from Louise Brown on the 
alternatives, Jack, and then if they are 
not favorable and we have to bite the 
bullet, then at that time we should have 
public input. Louise might come back 
with the additional $250,000 we need.

(REMARKS ON BILL . NO. 
MONDAY, 4/6/87) 


Mr. Givens: 


If I might Mr, Chairman. The thing 
is that this Council just a week or so ago 
passed legislation to do away with eight 
fire companies because of economic 
considerations and now Louise Brown is 
coming here and saying that she has to 
either increase the rates of the pools 
right here, the fees-of people going to 
our swimming pools and/or she has to 
close down somewhere between 12 and 
15 swimming pools within the City of 
Pittsburgh and that’s very dramatic and I 
hope that this Council did not act like 
they did with the fire companies that we 
closed down and closed 12 to 15 
swimming pools. Now Louise is talking 
about $250,000 and I'll get back to that. 
The biggest point right now if we have to 
look at this city and we have to look at it 
over a period of time, we have high 
unemployment now throughout our region 
and especially in the more poorer areas 
of our city. If we enact this legislation 
here today and we will make a final 
decision on this today, we will be 
developing a cast system in the City of 


Pittsburgh since the first time that I've. 


been a Councilman in over 12 years, I 
will not stand for that. I will not have 
children going to a pool at 7 o'clock in 
the evening. The only time they can 
swim during the hot summer days and if 
we have a good-hot summer, we know 


and Jack Wagner sitting over here as the: 


Public Safety Chairman, he knows that if 
we don't keep kids occupied during these 
hot summer days that they're going to be 
roaming the City streets. 


All of us who lived and grew up in 
this city and several of us have at this 
table, we know that if we weren't kept 
busy during the summertime especially 
when we're out-of school, that we're 
going to be roaming the city streets and 
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that means problems for everybody. So 
for that reason and that reason alone, if 
we're talking about economics, the 
$250,000, we'll say: that in just grief 
alone of the parents whose children that 
are going to be involved in some type of 
problem during-this hot summer day. TI 
then appeal to the leadership in this 
Council of which Iam a part of I think to 
the President of Council, to the Finance 
Chairman, I know we can get some 
money someplace within our budget and I 
would hope that the President would 
address himself and the Finance 
Chairman will address himself to that 
particular problem. If Louise does have 
a problem in wanting-to get $250,000 
then it's incumbent upon this body to get 
that money for her one way or another. I 
think getting it through a user fee is not 
what I would consider the best way. If 
this bill passes, if it does pass, then I 
would then amend this bill at this table 
or when we go into executive session 
here a little bit later, to exonerate those 
people that are unemployed and those 
people that are in the low income 
status. Their children and themselves so 
they can at least go. swimming and get a 
swimming pass like everybody else can if 
we must do that in this city and I don't 
think this Council will do it and right 
now I will yield my time to the President 
of Council or I'm going to speak about 
finances myself and where we can get 
money and I think the Finance Chairman 
and the President probably know where 
we can get that money and I want to 
hear from them right now before I make 
my appeal as to where this money could 
come from Mr. Chairman, 


Mr, Woods: 


I think that we're all missing the 
In this city we pay 2.18- 
percent- wage tax, school tax is another 
1.78, which is four percent. and one of 
the things that we brag about that we 
pay this high wage tax is because we 


have all of these services for nothing. 
The suburbanites pay to go to their pools 
but we brag that we go swimming for 
nothing and we get refuse pickup for 
nothing and we get parks for nothing. 
We're not taking into consideration that 
$250,000 is less than one-tenth of one 
percent of our entire budget. We over- . 
estimate in many, many code accounts 
and everyone on this Council knows that, 
by tens of thousands of dollars. Last 
year we had a surplus of $14 million and 
there still might be more. Every year 
since I've been on this Council we've had 
a surplus with better than $13 million or 
$14 million. One year it was $18 
million, I think for us to put this user's 
fee on the residents of the City of 
Pittsburgh is really being foolish when 
the percent is less than one-tenth of one 
percent of the entire city budget. 
There's monies that we can find in other 
places and everyone here knows that we 
over-estimate almost every code account 
in the City of Pittsburgh and especially 
in Parks and Recreation, 


Louise, you had a surplus last year 
and you have had a surplus every year 
since I've been here and without this 
you're going to have a surplus at the end 
of this year and I would be willing to 
make a bet on that. So I would ask my 
colleagues not to vote for this because 
we're not in a panic and no pools will be 
closed and no one is going to get laid 
off. Vote no on this bill. 


MRS. MASLOFF COMMENTS 
2 


Mr. Woods: 


Sophie, $250,000 is not gong to hurt 
this city. Our budget is $280 million, 
You have to’ remember that it's less than 
one-tenth of one percent. 


Mr. Chairman, can I add one more 
thing? We have to remember one thing. 
the Parks and Recreation 
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Department's oudget, the pools are fully 
appropriated this year, so the money is 
there. 


The Chair: 


Mr. Woods is right. I don't think 
Louise that it's going to be necessary to 
close any pools and I also feel that the 
residents of the City of Pittsburgh pay 
more than their fair share of taxes. I 
think it would be unfair to put an 
additional burden on them by pool fees at 
this time. 


I have identified in Code Account 
1400 which is the Bureau of 
Administration for Public Safety. 
There's an excess of $225,000 in the 
salary account and that's just for the 
months of January, February and 
March. There's an excess of $225,000 
that can be left in that code account 
that can be carried over to the General 
Fund at the end of the year. Mr. Woods 
was right when he stated that the 
salaries for all the lifeguards and the 
expenditures for the pools have already 
been included in the budget, Louise? 


Director Brown: 
Yes, that's correct. 


The Chair: 


So we don't have to add any monies 
to your code accounts, 


Director Brown: 


The point was not that the budget 
wasn't — the point was that the 
expenditure side the pools were funded 
and on the revenue side however, it 
showed an increase of $250,000 to make 
the budget. 





"The Chair: 


Well, that $250,000 — those fees 
will go into the general account so the 
general revenue account will be short by 
$250,000. Okay, out of Code Account 
1400, Bureau of Administration, Public 
Safety, as of the end of March there isa 
$225,000 excess in that salary account. 


Mr. Pollock: 


Well, I am not going to fight 
Louise's battle for her since I'm kind of 
like volunteering to co-chair the social 
committee on the Titanic but I think a 
couple points should be made. First of 
all, in our haste to protect the residents 
of the City of Pittsburgh, I think we're 
overlooking one thing and that is if we 
start using tax dollars from other 
accounts to pay for certain things that 
Louise feels are part of the pool budget, 
then we're really being unfair to the vast 
majority of the taxpayers who aren't 
using those pools and I would hate to 
estimate but I would guess that it's 
probably one percent of the public who 
actually uses the pools. Do you have any 
figures as to how many people use the 
pools every year? 


Director Brown: 


We really don't because they have 
been open and we haven't really been 
able to keep a good count of actual 
numbers. We know that there are a lot 
of people that use them over and over 
again. 


‘Mr. Pollock: 


The point I'm trying to make 
though is, in my reading of where 
municipalities are going in this day of 
the Reagan revolution, user fees are 
what is happening all around this country 
and letting the people who are actually 
using certain services pay for those 
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services rather than hit all of the 
taxpayers. As Louise said, the last time 
she was here, this is the trend and in 
fact, most cities do have user fees for 
pools and again, I'm not even sure that I 
would vote for it but I'm just putting the 
other side in because I think we should 
all want to be fair and have the other 
side be heard. 


The other thing that should be 
mentioned is due to the great memory of 
our City Clerk, Mike Perry, it should be 
pointed out and again in fairness that 
there was formerly a fee for using the 
City's pools. Back in the 1930's there 
was a ten cent fee to use Highland Park 
pool with no passes for the year so if you 
take the 1930's ten cents every time you 
use it compared to a $5.00 pass a year, 
it's probably cheaper right now than it 
was back in the 1930's by today's dollars, 


T agree with Michelle if in fact fees 
are voted on and put in, then there 
should be clearly a hardship provision 
that people who cannot afford any one of 
these fee schedules should. be permitted 
to use the pools, 


TI also would think that you could 
get away with having the entire family 
using it for $20.00 regardless of the-size 
of the family. I don't think that an extra 
three bucks for extra children is going to 
make a difference. 


And IT would also like you to answer 
a question that you raised during your 
testimony and what was left unanswered 
and that is, if in fact this pool fee bill is 
defeated, you said that the Mayor's 
directive to you would be either to cut 
one-quarter million dollars or to find it 
from other sources. Have you given any 
thought to what those other sources 
would be and at least let this Council 
know what the options are so that we 
know what .would be coming down the 
road and one would. feel that it would be 


lesser of a burden upon the City than 
others. Could you share that with us? 


Director Brown: 


I really don't mean to be 
mysterious but we really haven't had 
much of an opportunity to evaluate 
where the money could possibly come 
from other sources. Obviously not from 
taxes. 


‘The Chair: 


Louise, I just identified your 


$225,000. That is an excess salary 
account. 
Director Brown: 

I don't know what the 


Administration's plan for that is, We're 
in a very cost-cutting move right now. I 
don't see a way in the Parks Department 
to generate $225,000 in revenues this 
year. That would just be some other fee 
on something we don't even provide and 
the cost to implement that would be very 
high. So I have been directed to look at 
where we could save the money as 
opposed to raising it and I don't have an 
answer for you on what that would 
mean, I think that would be unfair to 
even suggest it but I tried to get Council 
some kind of feel for that if it were a 
savings in the Parks Department. 


Mr. Pollock: 


I have one last question and that 
would be — if in fact the pool fee went 
through, would there be any way of 
lengthening the season for the City's 
pools? What's your season now? They 
open up kind of late. 


Director Brown: 


Our season is primarily after — we 
have a deal with the School Board that 
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we won't open until school is over and we 
go until Labor Day, 


Mr. Pollock: 

Is that why we open up so late, 
because of the deal with the School 
Board? 


Director Brown: 


Right, we don't want to open up 
until school is over. 


Mr. Pollock: 

There's the answer. 
Director Brown: 

We don't open up weekends before 
and in fact it's been usually cool. Once 
the pools are filled we have to be open 
and staffed all the time because of 
liability. 

Mr. Pollock: 


What's the school schedule — June 
15th? 


Director Brown: 


Yes, and I think we open up that 
Monday. 


Mr. Pollock: 

And you go to Labor Day weekend? 
Director Brown: 

Yes. 
Mr. Pollock: 


Okay. 


Mr. Woods: 


Once again I'm going to stress this 
and this is not a debate between Mark 
Pollock and myself. We pay a wage tax, 
a@ very high wage tax, 2-1/8 percent in 
this city and another 129 municipalities 
in this county. No one else pays that and 
one of the things we brag about, the 
reasons we pay so much is because we 
give so much. You name all of these 
other cities that are going to pay their 
way, paying for pools and other 
services. That's fine. In 1930 and Mr. 
Perry has his famous memory, you paid 
ten cents to go to Schenley Pool or 
whatever pool it was, but I will bet you 
in 1930 there was no wage tax in the 
City of Pittsburgh and that's why we had 
a user's fee. So you have to realize that 
we are paying a wage tax and that is our 
user's fee and if we are going to charge 
people to go swimming, then the next 
thing will be a refuse pickup — let's start 
dropping our wage tax. If we're going to 
charge these people $20.00 for a pool fee 
for a family of four, knock $20.00 off 
their wage tax. Let's give something 
back because that's why we say we pay 
that wage tax and we have all of these 
other services for the people, and I think 
for anyone to vote for this is totally 
wrong, especially for the amount. Less 
than one-tenth of one percent is 
ridiculous. 


Mr. Pollock: 


I think Ben brought up a good point 
that we really should pursue and I think 
that this is the issue that is before us and 
probably the one thing that all nine of us 
and the City Controller and the Mayor 
would all agree upon that the problem 
facing us as city-elected officials 
greater than any other problem is the 
wage tax and how to get it down and I 
think that Ben's point is well takon. That 
if we do start going to users fees or a 
more aggressive revenue generating 
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policy, that that is in fact the only way 
we'll ever be able to get the wage tax 
down because we're not going to get help 
from Harrisburg. So maybe by going to 
users fees so that the people using the 
facilities will pay for them, I think Ben 
might have been more or less facetious 


when he said charging for refuse 
collection. Maybe we should look at that 
going into the business of, instead of not 
collecting refuse from commercial 
places, collect it and charge them a fee 
for doing so. We should be more 
aggressive’ in selling our water. Our 
municipalities all over the county who 
are paying water rates far in excess of 
ours and we're having water that we 
don't know what to do with. These are 
the only ways that we are ever going to 
get the wage tax down and I think this is 
the first small step in that direction — to 
start having a user fee and I think it's a 
chicken-egg argument. You're not going 
to lower the tax before you have the user 
fee, I think you have to have a user fee 
before you start lowering the tax. 


So I agree with Ben. I think we 
should all look at other ways to go with 
user fees, other ways to start generating 
money and then maybe come December 
of 1987 we can cut the wage tax a little 
bit. 


Mr, Wagner: 


Mr. Chairman and members of 
Council, I think to look at the money 
aspect of this you have to look at the 
whole budget and I'm sure in doing so 
there are dollars that can be found to 
supplement the dollars that are needed in 
Parks and Recreation and I'm looking at 
a report that was supplied to Council and 
the Mayor in the latter part of 1986 by 
Peat-Marwick which was doing an audit 
of the City and it’s very interesting on 
Page 4; "Residential Equity Balances and 
Special Trust Funds". We talk about 
special trust funds a lot here. As a 


matter of fact, Council creates a whole 
lot of trust funds, And it clearly 
indicates in this paragraph a number of 
special trust fund accounts that have 
little or no activity during the past 
year. Many of these inactive accounts 
have residual equity balances which will 
not be needed to finance the programs 
for which they were established.~ The 
Department of Finance should determine 
whether these balances could provide 
financing for other city projects and 
reassign these funds. City Council would 
then authorize transfer of these funds 
between code accounts. And then they 
give a list as examples and it's incredible 
of the money that's in some of these 
trust funds that they indicate is not 
needed, For example, Urban 
Redevelopment Authority Project No. 
500, whatever that is, $280,000. 


Director Brown: 


That's been spent. 


Mr. Wagner: 
Okay. Grant Street East Project, 
$808,000. Local Public Works 


Employment Act, $147,000, and I could 
go on and on and on here and I haven't 
seen these come in front of Council to 
change code accounts and what they're 
saying in here is that they're not needed 
for the projects for which they were 
established. So that there are funds 
available to do certain things. 


Director Brown: 


Councilman, I think, at least my 
familiarity with the Parks Trust Fund, 
those are federal funds that have come 
to the City or grants and donations and 
that's why they're in a trust fund. They 
are restricted fund use even if they're 
not spent that year. But I would just 
caution you that in many instances that's 
why they're in a trust fund. 
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Mr. Wagner: 


Well, I agree with you but we also 
have other — here's a very itneresting 
one, confiscated gambling money, one 
year, $185,000. That's incredible and I'm 
sure we can use that confiscated 
gambling money for some good public use 
projects such as the pools and I suggest 
that we do that. Not specifically that 
one but we have all types of trust funds 
and one day we did an analysis of what 
we have in the trust funds and it was 
anywhere between — we couldn't even 
put our finger on it — between $80 
million and $100 million sitting in trust 
funds, Now all were intended for good 
projects but some of those projects never 
come to fruition and where they don't 
come to fruition we should be re- 
directing those funds. I think that's more 
our job than your job because obviously 
you only have some control over the 
trust funds under Parks and Recreation 
and what I'm suggesting is that we be a 
little more innovative to solve this 
problem and I think the problem can be 
solved. I know it’s been said that these 
pools are free to use. They're not free 
and they've never been free, the public 
has paid for them through their taxes, 
and they pay for them in all types of 
taxes, city residents, and if anyone 
should be paying for the use of these 
pools, it should be non-residents and if 
anyone should be paying for the use of 
any city facility with a user fee it should 
be non-residents. Whether it be tennis 
courts, whether it be the golf course, 
whether it be swimming pools and I know 
I suggested in the past that we pursue a 
user fee for our boat dock launching 
facility in the South Side. I think the 
City residents should use that facility for 
nothing. 


Director Brown: 


We can't. I did check on that. 
That was funded by the State. Fish 


Commission and because it was state 
funded we cannot put a charge on it 
much less a residential differential 
charge. 


‘Mr. Wagner: 


I really think that aggressively we 
have to pursue the user fee more with 
the non-city residents and when we've 
exhausted that approach, then and only 
then should we consider city residents. 


The Chair: 


I have a list of 50 trust funds and I 
basically am saying the same thing that 
all of my colleagues are saying. I've 
identified a code account. Louise, I 
think you've learned the feelings of this 
Council that we don't want the user fees, 
we don't want any pools closed this 
year. The money is in Code Account 
1400 and it will be transferred over at 
the end of the year into the General 
Fund. If there are any problems or 
anything different in that will you get 
back to me? 


Director Brown: 
Yes. 
The Chair: 


If there's any feelings different 
than what this Council has told you from 
the Administration I would appreciate it 
if you would let me know as soon as 
possible. 


Mr. Givens: 


Why does the City of Pittsburgh 
have as many swimming pools as it 
does? That is the question that we must 
ask ourselves in passing this legislation. 
The reason why we have regional pools to 
start off with was the children would go 
to the regional pools. Back in the older 
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days, the 1900's, 1910, 1920 and 1930's 
people used to walk everyplace they 
went because no one generally had 
automobiles at that particular time. In 
about the late 30's, early 40's, kids got 
mobile; they got on their bicycles. We 
had a tremendous amount of drownings in 
the City of Pittsburgh in the three rivers 
that abut every neighborhood in the City 
of Pittsburgh. That is why the City of 
Pittsburgh has a lot of swimming pools 
today. Not one swimming pool will be 
closed; it's very obvious. You close that 
swimming pool and they're going to the 
nearest water hole and the nearest water 
hole is the rivers. 
NP amends atann 

That is one of the big reasons, The 
second reason why we must vote on this 
particular motion that's before us right 
now is we're talking about the children of 
the City of Pittsburgh. The children do 
not go and vote in the City of 
Pittsburgh. We in this Council must 
make sure that the children are 
protected, It is our obligation to do it 
right here and I think all of us will vote 
accordingly to protect the children 
because I don't want to have one 
drowning in the river in the City of 
Pittsburgh. If some of you could have 
gone back in my lifetime and my friends, 
etc., that have gone to the rivers and 
have drowned in those rivers, you would 
know what I'm talking about here right 
now. I give you my experience. 


Thank you. 
(END OF REMARKS) 
Michelle Madoff: 


Mr. President, should this motion 
to defeat the assessing of a fee for the 
pools pass, I would hope that some 
mechanism would be found to exempt 
those who are absolutely unable to pay so 
the children would not have to wait to go 
swimming at 7:00 at night and we would 


have fees for hardship cases.

Someone 
made a motion and it was seconded and 
we voted but if you want to discuss it go

Michelle Madoff: 

His credentials are very — 
Mr. Wagner: 

Well I would just like to make the 
point that I have also glanced at the 


credentials and the person seems to be 
very qualified but isn’t it the procedure 





of Council to bring any new appointee in 
front of Council? 


The Chair: 


The majority of the time it is but 
the last few times we did not. But you're 
absolutely right; 75 percent of the time 
we do it. 


Mr. Pollock: 


Going along with what Mr. Wagner 
said, I have reviewed the resume and 
have made some preliminary contact 
with some of his references and have 
found out some great things about him. 
But I think for an appointment as 
sensitive as this, I mean, this is not like, 
with all due respect to the members of 
the Zoological Park Commission or the 
Historical Review Committe or 
something like that, I think this is an 
extremely sensitive and very important 
position and I would really hate us to 
pass up the opportunity to talk to this 
gentleman, have him appear before us 
and appear before the public. 


So I would ask that we not vote 
until discussing with this gentleman his 
credentials and qualifications and 
possible outlook on the position prior to 
voting. So I would ask that we hold up 
until we do talk to him. 


‘The Chair: 


I can't do anything now because 
there was a motion and it was 
seconded. In fact, we even voted on it 
but there is a motion and a second 
anyway. 


Mr. Grabowski: 
Mr. President, I'm familiar with 


what we usually do but, as you indicated, 
that’s on the majority of the time. 
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Ym very familiar with Mr. 
Borkowski; he and I went to school 
together at Holy Family in 
Lawrenceville. Way back then when we 
were in grade school he always 
maintained a high standard of academic 
accomplishments and I think if you'll 
review his credentials he still maintains 
that through college and through his 
schooling as a law student. 


I think we have to keep in mind 
that there is a heck of a backlog down 
there at the Public Safety Building. One 
thing that we had a great debate on 
earlier today and at this session also was 
raising revenue. And let's face it, when 
you violate the law and you're found 
guilty, you raise revenue for the City. 
So I think in this case we should just 
proceed with the appointment. 


Mr. Givens: 


I would just like to indicate that I 
know the individual; I especially know ‘his 
uncle, Steve Borkowski who was on the 
scene of the City detective and went up 
through the ranks’ of detective and they 
come from just a finé ‘family background 
and this particular individual is an 
attorney also.° They come from a fine 
family background; historically they 
made great contributions to the City law 
enforcement effort and this is just an 
extension of that into our Magistrate 
courts. 


Mr. Pollock: 


I want to point out that this 
appointment is for four years, almost a 
four year term. It will be until the end 
of this century. As I said, this is a very 
sensitive, very important position. I 
think we're down to four Magistrates for 
the City of Pittsburgh, not five, so this is 
25 percent of the judicial branch of our 
government. 


As I said, I have no ax to grind and 
as soon as I got this resume at 1:45 this 
afternoon I started making some calls 
and fond out some wonderful things 
about this gentleman. But I think. that 
we owe it to ourselves and to the public 
to have him before us. 


This vacancy has been around for 
five to six months and has not been 
filled. I agree with Mr. Grabowski that 
the backlog is enormous but I don't think 
a one-week moratorium, one greater 
week, will really be that big of a 
hardship or a burden to the City of 
Pittsburgh and I think what we have’ 'to 
gain by bringing him «before us far 
outweighs a one-week delay and I think 
it's very important. It would be a very, 
very bad precedent to approve a City 


Magistrate without talking to that 
individual first. 
Mr. Wagner: 

Mr. President and members of 


Council, this issue really, I don't believe, 
is the individual; the issue is procedure. 
TI believe its a procedure of this Council 
that we bring all new appointees in front 
of this Council prior to voting on it. If 
we do not, we are voting in the dark, we’ 
are voting uninformed. Some individuals 
may know this person; I do not, I'vé never 
met him,’ and I believe that's the case 
with the majority of Council, This 
Council cannot operate in a vacuum; it 
Moust operate with information and the 
only way that information can be 
provided is if the person comes in front 
of Council. I think that we owe it to 


‘ that individual; we owe that individual 


that opportunity. And if I were in that 
position, I would want that opportunity. 
So I firmly believe that this Council 
should delay voting for one week. 


Michelle Madoff: 


It was my second and I will recant 
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my second and let us have — My 
colleagues are right; we ought to adhere 
to the procedure. I don't think it will 
make any difference. We're spending 
more time here talking about it than we 
will if we have him come in next week. 
I'm going to vote for him anyway but I 
yield to my colleagues who wish to have 
him come in. 


Mr. Grabowski: 


Well if I don't have a second I guess 
Ihave no choice. 


Mr., DePasquale: 
TI second it. 
Mr. Grabowski: 


Alright Jeep seconded it. My 
motion stands, 


‘The Chair: 


So everyone knows, we do this the 
majority of the time we call people in; 
sometimes we don't. But I have no 
choice but to honor the motion on the 
floor. 


Mr, Wagner: 


I have a procedural question, Td 
like to ask the City Clerk if we in fact 
did not, at some time in the past, pass a 
tule of Council that individuals must 
come in front of this body for questions 
and answers prior to voting on them, for 
new appointees. 


Mr. Perry: 


Yes there was a motion on the 
floor to that effect. 


The Chair: 


When was that? 


Mr. Perry: 
About three or four years ago. 
The Chair: 


Then we just violated it about ten 
times this year. I think we just did it 
two weeks ago. 


Mr. Wagner: 


But Mr. President, if we were to do 
it, we have to make a motion to suspend 
the rule prior to the vote. 


The Chair: 


I'm going to make a decision here 
very shortly but I'm going to let everyone 
talk first. 


Mr. DePasquale: 


As past President, we always 
waited two weeks before we voted on the 
nominee, not necessarily question them. 
Now if there was a motion passed in the 
last three or four years, I don't 
remember, and if it's on the books I guess 
you have to honor it. But I recall before 
that, we would automatically wait two 
weeks before we vote finally on the 
party. 


Michelle Madoff: 
I move to wait one week. 
The Chair: 


There was already a motion made 
to approve the individual. 


Mr. DePasquale: 


What about the motion Mike says 
was on the floor? 
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The Chair: 


We did that but I'm not going to 
hang my hat on that; we just violated it 
so many times this year. We just 
violated it two weeks ago.

action. We received back from our 
Solicitor dated January 16, 1986, that 
was the date I received it but I thought it 
was later than that, an opinion from our 
City Solicitor telling us what we could do 
in order to keep the proliferation of 
these huge beer warehouses coming into 
the City of Pittsburgh.

In the meantime, we have 
an agency that just moved in in the City 
of Pittsburgh and what I'm trying to do is 
by a motion on this Council ask the 
Planning Department, really the Bureau 
of Building Inspection to hold or initiate 
any occupancy permits for anything to do 
with the Beer World.

REMARKS ON APPOINTMENT OF 
EDWARD J. BORKOWSKI - 4/8/87) 


Mr. Givens: 


I did not receive a resume. So then 


* could you go in just a Little bit and 


discuss with this Councilman some of 
your background leading up to your 
appointment; your background, your 
education, where you went to school, 
where you play ball, etc. 


I did not receive a copy and if IT 
received it I did not have an opportunity 
to see it. 


Mr. Borkowski: 


Basically, I've spent most of my 
life in the City of Pittsburgh. I went to 
Holy Family Grade School in 
Lawrenceville, Central Catholic High 
School in Oakland and from there 
Duquesne University as an 
undergraduate. I attended the Graduate 
School of Social Work at the University 
of Pittsburgh and I was a social worker 
for several years whereupon I returned to 
school and went to Duquesne University 
Law School where I graduated in 1985. 
During law school I worked at the 
District Attorney's Office and also 
served an internship with Judge I. Martin 
Wekselman, the Common Pleas Court 
judge in Allegheny County and I've 
worked with Francis A. Barry on the 
Commonwealth Court of Pennsylvania 
during this period of time also. 


Mr. Givens: 
What is your age? 
Mr. Borkowski: 


T'm 36 years of age. 
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Mr. Givens: 

What is your reason for seeking the 
position of magistrate, that of the City 
of Pittsburgh? 


Mr. Borkowski: 


I've worked with the District 
Attorney's Office both as a student and 
as an Assistant District Attorney for 
approximately five years. I see this as a 
broadening of my experience and also 
providing an important service to the 
people of the City. I think that I can 
contribute significantly both in terms of 
my background being familiar with all 
areas of the city, it's demographics and 
some of the dynamics here and I think it 

. would be a positive experience for 
myself and also I would do an excellent 
job for the City and its citizens. 


Mr. Givens: 


What relationship is 
Borkowski to you? 


Edward 


Mr. Borkowski: 

Tam Edward. 
Mr, Givens: 

Excuse me; Iggy. 
Mr. Borkowski: 

He's my uncle. 
Mr Givens: 


Have you worked with him or 
talked with him over the years? 


Mr, Borkowski: 


Kee Being my uncle, Tm pretty close to 
him, yes. 


Mr. Givens: 


That's what I was getting at. I 
know your Uncle Iggy very much because 
he's a detective in the City of Pittsburgh 
and was. very instrumental in many of the 
movements that went forward within the 
City's detective bureau for many, many 
years and was very active in the political 
scenes throughout the City of 
Pittsburgh. Thank you. — 


Mr. Wagner: 


Mr. Borkowski, I'm pleased to see 
you here. The rumor has been going 
around that I'm the one that kept you 
from being appointed this past Monday 
but I just want you to know that 
everything I've heard and read about you 
has been very positive and the reason 
why I insisted that you come in front of 
Council is that it is a procedure of 
Council and your appointment to this 
position I think is very important 
appointment and so therefore the 
Council of the City of Pittsburgh should 
have the opportunity to at least meet 
you and ask you a few questions about 
your opinions as to why you want to be a 
magistrate for the City and anything else 
that would be pertinent to the position. 
We've had several people come in front 
of Council in the three years that I've 
been here and I've zeroed in with the 
same question with all three, and the 
question relates to a problem in the City 
and a problem not only in the city, 
county, state but also the country as it 
relates to narcotics. How do you see 
that problem and how do you see your 
position as a magistrate in terms of 
assisting in the addressing or reducing of 
the problem or having an impact in some 
way? 


Mr. Borkowski: 


From my personal perspective it is 
a significant problem and. it corrupts the 
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system both in terms of the personal 
damage to the individual involved and 
also the spinoff effect of other crimes 
being committed to support habits, etc. 
The problem in terms of my being a 
magistrate, you have to realize that one, 
the City court is a court of limited 
jurisdiction in terms of drug aspects. 
They would be handled primarily as 
misdemeanors or felonies and in that 
circumstance I am bound to either hold 
the case for court or to dismiss the 
charges and so evaluating the evidence 
that is brought before me I'm further 
limited by my own sense of applying the 
law and the law in that circumstance 
would be that the Commonwealth, the 
District Attorney, would necessarily 
have to come forward with what we 
refer to in the legal community as a 
prima facie case which means that it 
meets certain elements of the crime, In 
fact, if a person possesses a drug or 
possesses a drug with the intent to 
deliver the drugs, once that burden is 
met in terms of the law, the lightest 
burden is the District Attorney ever has 
to meet within the criminal system, Iam 
bound to hold the case for court. So 
although I might find a certain 
circumstance personally abhorrent, if in 
fact you'd be aiding the burden, then I 
would: have to apprise them of that fact 
and they would have to come back on 
another day with more evidence but if in 
fact the evidence was there we would 
obviously hold the case for court. 


Mr. Wagner: 


Would you agree that there is some 
subjective evaluation on the part of the 
magistrate as to whether or not the case 
is held for court? ~ : : 


Mr.. Borkowski: 
I would say that there shouldn't be 


a subjective evaluation. There's no fact- 
finding '' involved. It's an objective 


criteria and there are certain elements 
of a crime, A, B, C and D, and the 
District Attorney puts in A, B, C and D 
then the case is held for court. If he 
puts in A, B, and C, the case isn't held 
for court. 


Mr. Wagner: 


As Chairman of Public Safety and 
that's my responsibility on Council, one 
of the complaints that I have heard in 
the past and it doesn't relate to anyone 
in particular is that our detectives, 
narcotic agents and other officers will go 
out and will initiate and will apprehend 
people dealing in narcotics and 
sometimes cases are not held for court 
and I guess Im one of the people that 
hears that the most and my concern with 
you as a magistrate and with all 
magistrates simiply is that, number one, 
you realize that this is a serious problem 
in our city and elsewhere and you just 
indicated and I was very pleased to hear 
you say it, the impact that narcotics has 
on other crimes and it is a fact that 
narcotics is related quite possibly to 50 
percent of the other major crimes that 
occur including crimes such as homicide, 
so therefore, if we can address these 
narcotic cases with individuals that are 
just getting into that problem, there's a 
very real possibility that we can have an 
impact further on down the road with 
other crimes, but my concern is simply 
your understanding of the problem and 
what your intent is in terms of 
addressing the problem when you become 
a magistrate. 


Mr. Borkowski: 


You don't get tough with drugs by 
sending bad cases up to court. In other 
words, if a search warrant ‘is defective, 
if the case isn't there and it goes up to 
court in ‘that fashion then it's going to 
get thrown out possibly with prejudice to 
the Commonwealth, If in fact the 
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warrant is bad, you reject the warrant 
and they go out and get a good warrant. 
Tf in fact there's not enough evidence, 
you dismiss the case and they go out and 
get enough evidence and bring it back in 
the proper fashion and it works its way 
through the system in that fashion as it 
should be under a "get tough" policy and 
also under the Constitution of the United 
States. 


Mr. Wagner: 


Is it possible though to have good 
evidence and still dismiss the charges? 


Mr. Bowkowski: 
Not if it's a good magistrate. 
Mr, Wagner: 


You're absolutely right and I'm glad 
to hear you say that and I'm glad to hear 
you feel that way about this problem and 
if in fact good evidence came in front of 
you, whatever that involves and it would 
be your intent to hold those cases for 
court, I think that's very important and 
Im pleased to hear that you are going 
into this position with that intent as it 
relates to that specific problem. 


We could talk about a whole lot of 
other things here but I just think that 
that's the paramount problem in the City 
as it relates to crime and all levels of 
government have to be involved in it to 
solve it, including magistrates court. 
Thank you. 


Mr. Borkowski: 


I appreciate the opportunity to 
appear before this body. 


Mr. Pollock: 


I apologize for getting here late. I 
opposed Mr. Grahowski's motion to have 





you confirmed without discussion, not 
because of anything that I had heard 
about you or because of anything 
affecting you personally, but simply 
because I feel this position, Magistrate in 
the City Courts, is one of the most 
important appointments that we do have 
to confirm. The other matter that Steve 
referred to where we have confirmed 
without discussion at this table. I think 
since I've been on Council where almost 
exclusively for reappointments, I don't 
think there were any new appointments 
that did not come before us and if there 
were some that did get confirmed 
without appearing before us, it was for 
bodies such as possibly the Art 
Commission or the Zoological Park 
Commission, etc. Tm not denegrading 
those bodies because they do serve our 
City quite admirably but I don't think 
they could possibly compare with the 
importance of the City's magistrate 
position so that's why I felt that it was 
important that you appear before us both 
for your sake and for the City's sake as 
well as this Council's sake. So that is 
why I opposed the motion and I hope that 
you don't misinterpret anything by that 
other than it's a very sensitive and very 
important position and if confirmed you 
will be serving until the end of the 
century. So that's why I wanted you here 
and I appreciate you coming. 


When I saw your name coming over 
from the Mayor's Office, before I picked 
up the resume, and I know your uncle 
very well; he's one of the people that I 
respect the most in politics and in 
government and just with people in 
general. I said before that I picked up 
the resume before I made a call and I 
said, "please, please be qualified” and I 
should have known that if it came from 
the Mayor it would be. But I did make 
calls about you and I spoke to your 
supervisor, Assistant District. Attorney 
Bob Eberhart. I spoke to Judge Barry 
and I spoke to Judge Wekselman and I 
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have to tell you that I do not know Bob 
Eberhart. personally. I do know of his 
work and I know of his reputation which 
is a quite good one. I've never heard 
three references like I received from 
those three gentlemen. Mr. Eberhart 
raved about you. He just extolled your 
virtues as an attorney and as a person. 
He said that you would be a uniquely 
qualified magistrate and that was very 
impressive to me. But even more 
impressive than that were the reports 
that I received from Judge Wekselman 
and Judge Barry. Like Michelle, I share 
her opinion of Judge Barry and Judge 
Wekselman although I had the advantage 
of knowing them somewhat better than 
Michelle because in addition to knowing 
them personally, I have served before 
both of those gentlemen. I don't think 
that there is a more respected Appellate 
Court Judge in the Commonwealth of 
Pennsylvania than Judge Francis Barry. I 
know I don't respect anybody more than 
he and as far as the Common Pleas Court 
Judge, again there is no one more with a 
greater reputation of intellect, of 
integrity, of scholarship and of 
jurisprudence than Judge Martin 
Wekselman. I spoke at length to both of 
these people about you and again they 
just raved about you. They said that you 
would be a unique asset to our city. A 
lot of times you see names as references 
and they're just there for show but these 
gentlemen welcomed the opportunity to 
talk about you and I was extremely 
pleased about what I learned about you 
from them. 


I only have one question and if it 
was addressed before I got here I 
apologize but I doubt if it was. A lot of 
times people talk about being tough on 


crime and as Councilman Wagner brought 


up a lot of times the judiciary is 
perceived as being soft on crime but I 
think that because the perception of the 
judiciary is sometimes as being soft on 
crime sometimes causes the members of 











the judiciary on a close call to bend over 
backwards the other way. The point I'm 
making is, I would like you to talk about, 
if you would, your experience as a 
prosecutor in city court or other 
magisterial courts and any occasions that 
you faced and encountered where -you 


. felt there was a bad arrest or you felt 


that the party before you, the defendant 
before you should not be prosecuted, 
whether it be because there were 
circumstances, there was a bad arrest or 
there was some kind of situation that you 
felt this party should not be — a 
defendant should not be tried, should not 
be convicted and if so, did you in fact 
move to vacate the prosecution or to 
halt the prosecution. Did you ever 
encounter an experience like that? 


Mr. Borkowski: 


One of the functions of the district 
attorney at city court which was a post 
that I had for nine months, was to fare 
out weak cases, bad arrests, bad search 
warrants and things of that nature, so 
there have been a number of occasions 
where I've had to dismiss prosecutions or 
withdraw prosecutions because it made 
no sense to let the case wind its way 
through the system to burden the system 
in terms of money, paperwork and 
everybody's time and effort when the 
case was bad. So there have been and 
will continue to be cases like that. Some 
of the hardest cases that you see at city 
court are domestic violence cases, 
whether that be boyfriend, girlfriend, 
husband, wife, neighbor, neighbors 
amongst neighbors; those types of cases 
where there are significant injuries or 
perhaps monetary damages but the 
potential for violence is very great. So 
those are very sensitive cases and 
probably the hardest to deal with 
because although there are elements of 
criminality there and technically they fit 
within the criminal system that perhaps 
they're better dealt with through other 
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community resources. In those instances 
a lot of times it's best to postpone the 
case for a month and ask the defendant 
and/or the victim to seek some sort of 
counseling or other intervention and 
come back in 30 days and see where the 
case is at that point in time so that 
maybe the neighbors worked it out, 
maybe the wife or girlfriend got 
protection from abuse papers or maybe 
they're back together again. Those types 
of things are hard to deal with and the 
most taxing in terms of time and being in 
that position either as a D.A. or in terms 
as a magistrate approving a case for 
court and things of that nature, 


Mr. Pollock: 


So you feel confident then that 
your background exclusively as a 
prosecutor would not prevent you from 
serving in a totally even-handed 
manner? You would not have a 
proclivity to see the Commonwealth's 
position easier or more readily than the 
defendant's position? 


Mr. Borkowski: 


“No. One of the reasons I believe is 
because I do have a Master's in social 
work and I was a social worker so I've 
worked in the streets as a social worker 
and T've sort of known the other side of 
the story a little bit. At times you just 
have to listen a little bit more and you'll 
find out that things aren't as they appear 
in the police report, so I don't think I'll 
have a major problem in being 
prosecution or in favor, 


Mr, Pollock: 


Well, I saw ‘your Master's from 
Duquesne's School of Social Work and 
that coupled with your law degree and 
your extensive background in the 
prosecutor's office. I think you're one of 
the finest appointments that has ever 


been to the City Magistrate's Court. The 
finest appointment of any position that 
has come over to this table since I've 
been on Council and I think you're going 
to be a great asset to our city and I look 
forward to you being there for the next 
four years. 


Mr. Givens: 


I just have one more question. In 
going over and I think Mark touched on it 
that I had an opportunity to read your 
resume again here. The fact of your 
background and education from Duquesne 
University, a B.A. in Psychology at the 
University of Pittsburgh, your Master's 
Degree that was in the Graduate School 
of Social Work I think really qualifies you 
in giving you the most rounded base of 
support plus your doctorate in the School 
of Law. One thing that is very critical 
and what I had left out when I talked to 
you first, Mr. Borkowski, and that is the 
sensitivity which you have indicated here 
that you have education’ wise and how 
that is applied as a magistrate. You're 
well aware that generally the first — you 
are in fact the first judicial system that 
people normally appear before if they 
haven't committed a serious crime but in 
there is the capacity to know that people 
when they come before you it's the first 
time that they have ever appeared 
probably before any court system and 
that you have to have compassion for the 
people that appear when they come there 
and the fact that most of them are not 
represented by attorneys you know when 
they come before you so in fact you sit 
almost as judge and jury in sentencing 
individuals and forward them onto the 
higher court system. That you have 
compassion in that particular area’ when 
those people come before you and that 
we give people in our community an 
opportunity to correct themselves and 
live as good citizens within our 
community and that of the City of 
Pittsburgh and even those people who 
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come in here, that you check their 
records on other municipal levels to find 
out if in fact there's any other offenses 
of a similar nature when people come 
into our community and because we are a 
central hub of entertainment and 
education, etc., and as a result we have 
many people that go before our courts 
that have never been exposed to any 
court and I ask you to have compassion in 
that particular area because I can assure 
you that when people do get in problems 
that they do come and talk to their 
Council-elected officials and ask us to 
intercede and to help them in their 
endeavors, Thank you. 


Mr. Borkowski; 
Thank you. 

(END OF REMARKS) 

Mr. Pollock presents

I want to say that in the more than 
fifteen months Ive been on Council 


under President Woods,,.he has either 
fined or threatened to fine people on 


numerous occasions. But in his fairness 
he has always, to the best of my 
recollection, he has always warned the 
person before fining, that if that person 
continued to act in a way that he deemed 
out of order, I don't always agree the 
person was out of order, but he did 
always say that if they continued they 
would be fined. I think that is only fair 
that if the person wants to continue then 
they're going to pay the cost. But I think 
there should be the warning. 


Unfortunately, he is not always the 
only person that has the gavel and some 
of the people who have conducted the 
meetings haven't followed this same 
route, which I think, as I said, is fair. If 
we have it in the way of a rule, then 
every person who is chairing a meeting 
would be bound by the same procedure 
that Council President Woods follows. I 
think that we should have it in the form 
of a rule so that we get away from the 
gray areas where personalities could 
result in fines without there being the 
proper activity to warrant a fine. 


Michelle Madoff: 


I think the broader issue, Mr, 
Chairman and may I address my 
colleague, is that when one member of 
the Council that doesn't happen to be 
male raises her hand and says "Point of 
order", I'm ruled out-of order before I've 
even stated my case. Who is going to 
determine whether it's a point of order, 
whether it's out of order, or whether I'm 
going to be recognized. And when I ask 
for a parliamentarian ruling, I'm told 
"No, I've decided you're just out of 
order". How does one deal with that? 
The way one deals with that is to let the 
public know what's going on and persist 
and get fined. I think what we need to 
clarify is not being fined just because a 
member has been elected to the 
presidency and feels that they are all 
empowered and they are not. 
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The Chair: 


Is there any further discussion on 
the motion? 


And on the question, "Shall the 
motion pass finally?”

I 
have a committee of five people from 
the Association of Engineering Cost 
Estimators to help me. There are some 
retired people and they will be sitting 
here in this room and they'll be reviewing 
everything in the future. 


On Bill No. 2536, could you please 
explain an item whereby it ran $129,540 
and this was going to save us $35,000? 


Mr, Fred Reginella 
Assistant Director 
Engineering and Construction: 


Yes. When the original design 
documents were prepared and the 
contractor submitted the bids, in this 
particular instance the design called for 
a wall which is a part of the underpass 
under the Bloomfield Bridge on the south 
end of the bridge, The drawings call for 
the phasing on this wall to be precast 
concrete panels, This is what the 
consultant had recommended, This is 
what was called for and this is what the 
contractor bid on. During the course of 
construction, the contractor saw fit to 
make a substitution which he proposed to 
the department. The substitution 
consisting of cast-in-place concrete with 
the design in it very much the same as 
what was intended for the precast panels 
and the substitution was much less 
expensive and therefore saved the City 
$35,000 and we approved and elected to 
go with this recommendation.

Michelle Madoff:

Michelle Madoff: 


Discussion. Would you please 
explain on Bill No. 2537 why we have a

$52,000 overrun and it states this extra 
work consists of reimbursement to the 
contractors for the lump sum contract 
bid item that were impacted by the time 
overrun of the project. That's a nice 
rhetoric and I'd like you to explain it to 
me so I will understand. 


Mr. Reginella: 


Okay. Id like to submit for your 
review a copy of the tab sheet which 
indicates that Items 2 and 3 respectively 
deal with the field office, the trailers 
that we require at the job site and the 
maintenance and protection of traffic 
were bid as a lump sum item for $15,000 
and $70,000 respectively for the duration 
of the contract which was one year, 365 
days. That was the basis of the bid. One 

“year duration, $15,000 and $70,000 for 
those two items, The contract lasted 
1295 days. Consequently, the City was 
obligated to pro-rate the initial figures 
over the extended life of the contract 
and then we came out with the additional 
compensation due to the contractor. I 
might add that the reason the duration 
was extended was because the City was 
unable to deliver certain and what have 
you to the contractor. In other words, 
the delays were caused by the City. 
Consequently we are obligated to 
compensate the contractor fo the 
additional length of time that he had to 
maintain the protection of traffic on 


Grant Street as well as the field 
offices. That's the logic behind the 
extra, 

Michelle Madoff: 


Could you please tell me why the 
City was unable to do its job? 


Mr. Reginella: 


I wouldn't say the City was unable 
to do their job. 


Michelle Madoff: 
You said we were unable to do it. 
Mr. Reginella: 


I mean to deliver to the contractor 
information or items that they needed to 
proceed, 


Michelle Madoff: 


Using your words, why was that the 
situation? 


Mr. Reginella: 


Okay, number one, we had a 
number of traffic pole foundations which 
we ran into some problems and I'm not 
going to get into the specifics of it. 


Michelle Madoff: 


Would you please get into the 
specifics of it. 


Mr. Reginella: 
a“ 

Let me list these items first and I 
will come back and get into the details. 
The traffic pole foundations caused 
delays and has made it impossible for the 
contractor to proceed according to 
schedule because of some design changes 
that were implemented that were made. 


Number two, we ran into an 
extraordinary number of interferences, 
obstructions throughout the Grant Street 
Project. 

Michelle Madoff: 

Such as? 


‘Mr. Reginella: 


Underground utilities, foundations 
that existed which we didn't know 
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existed. The street lighting was a 
problem, The delivery of the light poles 
came late and consequently we could not 
permit the contractor to shift from one 
half of the street to the other. If you 
recall, the construction of Grant Street 
was phased. He worked on one side first 
and once that was completed and 
reopened the traffic then he was ready 
to shift to the other side. We could not 
permit him to shift to the other side 
until the street lighting had been erected 
and the poles were simply not here, not 
available, 


We ran into a major problem with 
the water line on Strawberry Way which 
caused about a two to three-month delay 
to the job. It's the Strawberry Way 
opposite the U.S. Steel Building running 
down to Smithfield Street. 


Another problem we ran into was 
the canal — the tunnel at the 
intersection of Grant Street and Seventh 
Avenue, something that no one knew 
existed which caused tremendous amount 
of changes to the design, particularly the 
pole design, the foundations. That was 
another source of delay. 


We reconstructed the U.S. Steel 
Building sidewalks which were not in the 
original contract. That again caused a 
delay of two to three months. 


In conclusion, all of those items — 
those are some of the major items that 
brought about a substantial delay to the 
completion :of the contract and of 
course, as I said, before we feel that the 
contractor was truly entitled to 
additional compensation for the two 
items that are on the Council bill. 


| Michelle Madoff: 


< te 

There's no doubt that in the real 
world we are going to, from time to 
time, run into real delays that no one has 


any control over but we've got to start to 
behave in the public sector and do 
business in the public sector in the same 
manner that happens in the private 
sector. Whoever puts out the perimeters 
for a project had better start to find out 
and do some research and go back and 
look at the history of that area and find 
out what is under the ground because it 
isn't just Grant Street where we're findng 
a tunnel or something unusual. We very 
frequently find out on a bridge that 
we've spent fortunes putting up 
guardrails and mesh walls and find out 
that it was what I said it was in the first 
place, water getting in and seepage 
breaking off pieces of the wall; it's not 
kids that aer being blamed for throwing 
rocks over the wall. So that I think we 
had better start to look more closely at 
that aspect and you and have talked 
about that. Some of the issues that you 
raised could be valid and some could not 
but I am going to be looking into that 
very closely, so let's go to the item that 
you supplied me with which is the tab 
sheet. The companies on the sheet that 
you supplied me with and there may be 
more because there may be — 


Mr. Reginella: 

— additional bidders. 
Michelle Madoff: 

The lower bidder was Trumbull 
Corporation and I resent frankly having 
lump sum bids. Td like to see 


itemization of lump sums. I want to 
know what the lump sum encompasses — 


Mr. Reginella: 
— some iteus are not itemized. 
Michelle Madoff: 


— but I want them itemized. Even 
if you go to a lump sum what were the 
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items? 
Mr. Reginella: 


Michelle, we cannot do what you 
want; we must do what is standard in the 
industry if you please. 


Michelle Madoff: 


Let's not get into that because I 
don’t want to do that on camera and I 
don't want to embarrass you. If I were 
you Id back off that and just leave it 
alone, just back off it, okay? Now, on 
the Engineering Field Office, the low 
bidder, Trumbull Corporation, bid — do 
you have a copy in front of you — 
$15,000. That was the low bidder. The 
next bidder bid $8000 and the next bidder 
$10,000 and the next bidder $9800 and 
the next bidder only $800. So I think 
that at $15,000 they were far in excess 
of what anybody else had bid anyway and 
I don't see any problem with why we 
should -have an extra, 


Let's go to the next one that you 
talked about. 


Mr. Reginella: 

Would you repeat that? You don't 
see any problem as to why we should 
have an extra? 

Michelle Madoff: 

The gentleman who is on the low 

bid side, the low bid, was higher by a 


factor of almost double of the next 
bidder. 


Mr, Reginella: 
That's totally irrelevant. 
Michelle Madoff: 


To you it's irrelevant; to me it's not 





irrelevant. Let's go on to the next item. 


Mr. Reginella: 


Fine, so let it be relevant but it 
doesn't change anything. 


Michelle Madoff: 


It’s going to change since we're 
going to change the whole system of 
doing business in this country. ‘ 


Mr. Reginella: 


Michelle is suggesting that the 
contractor is not entitled to any extra 
compensation for the use of the trailer 
beyond the life of a contract merely 
because there were other bidders that 
bid something less than what he bid. 


We didn't accept the proposals 
from the other bidders, we accepted one 
from Trumbull because he was indeed the 
low bidder and so the only thing that's 
relevant is the cost of that item as bid 
by Trumbull, What somebody else bid is 
totally out of the issue here. 


Michelle Madoff: 


I want to thank you very much for 
your statement, Mr. Reginella, because 
you've just hit right on the issue that I'm 
going to be working on by some quirk of 
fortune be re-elected. I will spend my 
entire term working on changing that. 


Next item, maintenance and 
Protection of traffic. You have a lump 
sum for the low bidder of $70,000 and 
the next lowest bidder is $40,000 and the 
next one was $50,000, $58,000 and the 
preceding bidder, Casey, was only 
$35,000. I submit that what is happening 
and we've talked about this and all public 
bidding is that nobody cares about the 
line items. Ail they care about is the 
bottom line and you in with the lowest 
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responsible bidder because our hands are 
tied by virtue of the lowest responsible 
bidder and we cannot negotiate in the 
public sector and that's why we're ending 
up with this horrendous extras and 
overruns and I brought the point up on 
this particular bill, Mr. Chairman, on Bill 
No. 2537. My feelings are that when the 
lowest bidder is getting more money in 
both cases have practically doubled than 
the next bidder, shouldn't we be behaving 
as they do in the private sector where 
you bid you eat it. If Mr. Woods were 
here he'd tell you. 


The corporation who did the job, 
Trumbull, said that you owe us money 
and the City said, Of course we owe you 
money, how much do you want?" Asa 
matter of fact, when we go out on the 
bid we advertise, "Come and get us". We 
say, "These are the monies we have 
available to pay for the projects." I 
submit that I'm going to vote no, 


Mr, Givens: 


My point here and I think what 
Michelle was picking at was that we're 
looking at a fractional part of the total 
job and you can't look at that because 
the job is bid on the total job and 
naturally each — I think what Michelle 
might be hedging at is that, why can't we 
take the lowest bidder in various phases 
of the job? Is that a reasonable — 


Mr. Reginella: 


No, it's not a reasonable position to 
be in, 


Mr. Givens: 


If I was a contractor on the job and 


" I wanted to control the total job. 


Mr. Reginella: 


That would probably mean that we 


would have five or six contractors on the 
site at one time and I wouldn't want to 
deal with that situation at all. 


Michelle Madoff: 


Mr. Chairman, let's put it in 
another way. You have a contractor 
going out and putting a roof on and he's 
agreed to put the roof on for $100,000 
and he's taken into consideration 
problems that he might run into and that 
he might have to eat any problems or 
doHars that he might run into in 
complication but the next bidder only bid 
$50,000 and I don't see any reason why if 
the next bidder can do the job for half 
the money and it's right here on the tab 
sheet, why we should have to increase 
it. The argument being used here is the 
bottom price was the one that we're 
going with. I had a contractor in my 
office the other day who has saved this 
city hundreds of times from 
embarrassment, from very serious 
problems and he bid on a contract with a 
low bidder on a major contract and I 
believe he's a very honorable honest man, 
somebody that I have the utmost respect 
for and I will tell you who that is and 
that's Chuck DeNardo and thank God we 
have Chuck DeNardo. However, on this 
bill he points out that there are people 
who have come and bid in the city and if 
yu have advertised in the amount 
available for the bid you run into what 
are known as hogs and I want to be sure 
that when we have bids that we are not 
being eaten up by hogs on line items. 


THE CHAIR COMMENTS 
Michelle Madoff: 


I think that what you're trying to 
do, Mr. O'Malley, is very commendable 
and I hope that you'll help in the future 
because what's happened you see is that 
we're getting half a story here and the 
story is going to come out in full and I

think it’s going to come out during the 
investigation that I didn't even know 
what under way with the demolition 
stuff, When Mr. Reginella pointed out 
that if somebody bids on 1500 square 
feet of sidewalk and we end up having to 
do 1600, you see, the very smart person 
that comes in, and he was in the business 
so he knows exactly what I'm talking 
about, goes in and looks and says, "Ha, 
the City only put out for 1500 but we 
know we're going to have 1600 so we're 
going to bid a little lower, we're going to 
get the job because we know we're going 
to get the extra work and that goes on 
universally. 


Mr. Reginella: 


Michelle, we have no control over 
what the contractor is saying. 


Michelle Madoff: 
— but that's a fact of life is it not? 
Mr. Reginella: 


I don't know that; you're just saying 
it. 


Michelle Madoff: 


Oh, come on now; you are a 
professional. You know that frequently 
that someone coming into bid knows that 
we're going to have extra work, 


Mr. Reginella: 


AH I know is that what we put out 
for bids is what we know is the amount 
of work to be performed. 


Michelle Madoff: 


Well, maybe we ought to know 
more and have better people who know 
what they're putting out for bid; that's 
the point and you-know it and I know it. 





Mr. Chairman, one other point that 
was not mentioned here. Mr. Reginella 
said something that we are not required; 
if you read back the transcript, he said 
that we're not required to investigate 
which I thought was very telling. Some 
of the things before we go out on bid 
such as borings, etc. — 


Mr. Reginella: 


— I said the contractor was not 
required to investigate; I didn't say we 
are not. 


Michelle Madoff: 


Well, we are required and we 
better start doing it. 


Mr, Reginella: 
Well, we are doing it. 
Michelle Madoff: 


That's why we have overruns 
because we're doing it. 


Mr, Reginella: 
We do not have overruns. 
Michelle Madoff: 


The most important factor, Mr. 
O'Malley, is that we advertise the 
number of dollars we have available and 
we say not to exceed. That means that 
when we put out a bid and J will use 
again the same glaring example of the 
fire station on the Northside for $25,000 
and the bids came in at something like 
$14,000, $19,000 and when it went out 
again it went out at $70,000. We all 
know how that was played; I think you're 
going to be hearing more from the- proper 
agencies on how those games are played.

Mr. President and members of 


- Council, in regard to Bill No. 2578, the 


hiring of counsel to ‘assist in 
representation of the City of Pittsburgh 
in the case brought forth by the Institute 
for Intergovernmental Research versus 
the City of Pittsburgh at a Judicial 


Court in the State of Florida. This is 
part of the, as all of you know, the 
Police Consultant Contract that came up 
well over a year ago, approximately a 
year and a half ago. What this thousand 
dollars is doing is hiring counsel to go 
down there and to make a settlement. 
Intergovernmental Research is seeking, I 


* believe, somewhere in the vicinity of 


$18,000 in payment from the City of 
Pittsburgh, 


If we pass this bill, in essence what 
we are saying is that we approve some 
type of settlement, and as our Solicitor 
indicated this past Wednesday in front of 
Council, we should make some type of 
settlement because there is an 
agreemnt. I disagree. I think there has 
to be greater dialogue on the subject. I 
would like to see the Solicitor come back 
in front of Council. I'd like some more 
definitive answers as to this contract and 
for that reason I'd like to make a motion 
to put Bill No. 2578 back into 
Committee. 


Mr. Givens seconded te motion. 
The Chair: 


Is there any discussion on the 
motion? 


And on the question, "Shall the 
motion pass finally?”

And a majority of the votes of 
Council not being in the affirmative, the 
motion was defeated. 


Mr, Wagner: 


On the bill itself. In regard to if 
we're going to vote in the affirmative or 
the negative, I would simply like to 
remind Council that voting on this bill in 
essence is saying that we will make a 
payment for a contract at a later date to 
the Institute of Intergovernment 
Research for a consultant study that had 
so many holes and flaws in it it was 
incredible, 


And just to bring back to your 
attention some points that were made 
here in this Council, the study was to 
accomplish several things. All of 
Council had an opportunity to have input 
into the study. The study was to answer 
once and for all the long-standing 
questions such as the numbers of police 
officers, the right manpower in Police, 
the narcotics problem, the use of canines 
in the City of Pittsburgh. It didn't 
answer any of those, 


Mr. O'Malley asked for specific 
areas to be looked into and studied, beat 
officers, how effective they are, one or 
two officer cars, deployment of officers, 
size of narcotics squad, physical fitness, 
do we have enough officers. His answers 
were not in any way answered in the 
study. 


Another question that arose was 
when the study would be completed. The 
common answer given was six months 
from the start of .the contract, with a 
written interim report after three 
months, Neither deadline was met. 


Council voted affirmative for the 


contract with one exception; 
Councilwoman Madoff voted against it 
and said that paying $90,000 for a study 
was nonsense, window-dressing, a shell 
game and a waste of $90,000. She was 
correct on all accounts because the study 
proved to be that. 


I ask all of you to please don't 
approve $1000 which is giving the 
Administration the okay to go and make 
a settlement with this company. This 
contract was never met, number one; 
there were no answers given. We still 
are sitting where we were two years ago 
with the Police Bureau. The number one 
question was never answered, the 
manpower for the Police Bureau, and 
Many, many other questions, some of 
which I brought to the attention of 
Council this past weekend. 


Td also like to say that the 
Administration actually changed the 
study, the contract of the study, six 
months into the study. A supplemental 
agreement was made that the contract 
changed, and this Council was never 
made aware of that agreement, even 
though we originally approved $90,000 
for this study. I don't see how this 
Council can continue to allocate dollars 
to a contract which never met the 
confines and the guidelines of the 
contract. 


So I ask you to please, even though 
this is a minimal amount, what this is 
saying is that we will pay a future 
amount as a settlement. And if we shut 
the door here, we can then shut the door 
later and it's about time we begin to do 
that on consultant contracts that are not 
meeting the guidelines of the contract. 


Mr, O'Malley: 
Mr. Wagner is right to the degree 


that some of my questions weren't 
answered but that's not really the point 
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here. The point here is that the 
Administration is the only portion of the 
government that has the right to enter 
into contracts. Council gave the 
approval to allocate the funds, The 
Administration entered into the contract 
and whether we like the results of the 
study or we do not like the results of the 
study is not the point that should be 
discussed here, The point that should be 
discussed here is that the Administration 
received the contract, they signed off on 
the contract and they stated that they 
were satisfied with the contract. 


The Solicitor has indicated that 
there's no way that the City of 
Pittsburgh could win this case in court 
and if this Council doesn't approve the 
thousand dollars for the settlement and 
also force the City Controller to make 
payment, that we're only going to lose 
the case'in court and it's going to cost us 
additional dollars. 


Michelle Madoff: 


As I stated the other day, and 
rather than. bring all our comments 
forward because we'll have a book 
instead of a report of the Minutes, Mr. 
Wagner is absolutely correct. The report 
is not worth the paper its written on; it 
doesn't answer the questions that we had 
requested. And Mr. O'Malley is equally 
right. Unfortunately, the former 
director who is yesterday's chopped liver, 
not here anymore, did not share with this 
Council the itnerim reports, the results 
of the findings of this or even the scope 
of the work, and subsequently here we 
are voting on something that is probably 
entirely worthless and I agree with Mr. 
Wagner. But the best way I can relate 


_ that is to say, I think I was here six 


months or maybe a year when the Great 
Race started and they put tape down 
instead of painting a line.on Beechwood 
Boulevard and-the tape came off all over 
:the place in little pieces. We paid for 





it. If it was possible they were supposed 
to go back and sue and they never did. 
We had an elevator on the other side on 
the first floor that was repaired 500 
times but we never went to get them 
while it was still in warranty; and then it 
went out of warranty and we couldn't do 
anything. 


This is, as Mr. Givens would say, a 
Catch-21; it might even be a Catch-22. 
The situation is one where, frankly, 
there's nothing we can do. One of the 
roles that we offer in Council is 
scapegoating; we take the brunt of bad 
decisions and sometimes we have to 
choose between a bad decision and a 
worse decision. If we don't vote today 
we're just dragging it out and it's going 
to be more costly. We've got to pay for 
a lemon and there's no way we're going 
to turn that lemon into lemonade 
either. We're going to have to have a 
new study done. 


Mr. Givens: 


Mr. President, when that bill 
initially came up I did not vote for it 
because I knew the type of study we 
were going to get which is typical for a 
consultant in this particular field. In 
working in that field for 21 years, all I 
had to do was dust off a few of my old 
criminology books, go to the local 
college here and find out what the latest 
techniques of police work were, and 
maybe I'll go into that business. I'd make 
maybe $70,000 or $80,000 just for one or 
two weeks' work. That might be a place 
to go. 


However, the report, as indicated 
by Jack Wagner, did not bring out the 
major points that we need to address in 
the City of Pittsburgh, Even more so, 
the fathers of the Home Rule Charter 
gave us something different to do within 
our own government, and that was 
performance audits that are done by the 
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Controller of the City of Pittsburgh. To 
my knowledge, we have never had a 
performance audit done on the Police 
Department, the Fire Department or the 
EMS. Maybe a section or two but I'm 
talking about something that happened, 
for example, this weekend out in my own 
neighborhood of Bloomfield where you 
see how the Police, Fire and EMS 
operate together as a team called Public 
Safety. This has never been done in this 
City, ever, and if we need anything to be 
done we need to have a performance 
audit on these particular entities, 
especially within the Police Department, 
the Fire Department and EMS, because 
they're so critical. In order to do that, 
yes, you have to get an outside 
consultant. I would have loved to have 
given $78,000 to the Controller's Office 
to do one thing only, putting away all the 
political stuff that comes about between 
our governments, but to bring in some 
expertise from outside, true 
criminologists who have been working in 
the field, police officers who have been 
working at the highest level of various 
cities and states throughout our country, 
and have a performance audit done 
within our Police Department. 


You know, police departments can 
go in 100 different directions. It's up to 
the local chief of police, it's up to the 
local mayor and councils to decide which 
direction they want them to go in. So, 
the result, I felt, that this $1000 as well 
as the $50,000 some that we've already 
paid this consultant, along with 
additional monies that we will be paying 
them, to the tune of probably up in the 
$70,000 was a waste, in fact, of 
taxpayers’ money. That's the reason I 
didn't vote on it when it was originally 
conceived and that's the reason why I'm 
not voting on this right today. 


We in this Council have approved 
actions taken by our Solicitor to go after 
consultants who do not do their work in 


the scope of work. It was sad that 
someone gave a set of parameters‘to this 
consultant and the consultant met those 
parameters, Well, the person who gave 
those parameters apparently didn't know 
too much about what was going on in the 
criminology fields. If he had done so he 
would probably have taken the action 
that I have just indicated that Council 
should have taken and that is let's do our 
performance audits. Let's not just give 
taxpayers’ dollars away at this time when 
we're trying to save every buck in the 
City of Pittsburgh. 


Mrs. Masloff: 


One comment. We're not giving it 
away. We have to; it will cost us twice 
as much if we wait. 


Mr. Wagner: 


I would just like to say that this 
company is requesting an additional 
$19,788 in addition to the over $53,000 
that they have received. It was 
indicated all along that the contract, 
even though Council allocated $90,000, 
that the contract would not cost more 
than $56,000 or $58,000. I have that 
information in numerous newspaper 
articles with statements from the 
Administration including people from the 
Public Safety Department. 


I just want to mention one 
significant point in regard to this study. 
And if you recall when this Council was 
considering this study, the important 
question we asked not relating to 
specifics was that individuals within the 
Police Bureau be consulted by the 
consultant from the top of the Police 
Bureau down to the rank and file police 
officer on the street. I, to this day, have 
never met a rank and file police officer 
that was consulted by Institute for 
Intergovernmental Research. In addition 
to that, many of the officers in the 
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management positions, at the upper 
echelon, were not consulted. This 
consultant further indicated that they 
would visit neighborhoods and talk with 
neighborhood groups about how they feel 
the police are doing their job in the 
neighborhoods, whether or not there are 
sufficient numbers, whether or not there 
should be beat officers, canines, etc. It 
never happened, 


I don't know what more we need to 
know to make sure this City doesn't 
make further payment. If we vote for 
this $1000 we may as well open the 
window and throw the money out in the 
street. We're going to have to do it at a 
later date with a final settlement and I 
say this Council has to shut the door on 
this consultant right now, here, today. 


Mr. Pollock: 


Td like to have my comments 
brought forward. 


The only thing I'd like to highlight 
from that discussion that's relevent is 
that I think everyone is getting far afield 
from what is before us. What's before us 
is that we were sued; there's a lawsuit 
filed and all this legislation has to do 
with is defending the lawsuit. It's 
difficult to win a lawsuit when the star 
witness for the plaintiff is your own 
Public Safety Director and he says that 
we owe the money, The case is closed; 
next case. We have to pay the money. 
Why throw bad money after good or good 
money after bad? The case is over; we 
have to pay it.

Mr. Pollock: 


My question is either for Director 
Cannon or for Solicitor Pellegrini. Jack 


raised the point that the study was six 
months Jate and there was an interim 
report and I don't know whether those 
were factual or whether they were 
required or not and if so if they were 
met. Can you speak to those issues? 


Glenn Cannon 
Director 
Department of Public Safety: 


There were contractual 
requirements which were met and things 
that the former Director of Public 
Safety made as commitments to Council 
when he sat here that were not within 
the contract. The vendor has met the 
contractual requirments and therefore 
we must pay him because the former 
director did not meet his requirements — 
those were his commitments but they 
weren't our contractual requirements 
with the vendor, 


Mr. Pollock: 


So when Director Norton put on 
public record that there would be an 
interim report and the time frame — 


Director Cannon: 
-— he said to the Council — 
Mr. Pollock: 


— that they were not in any 
contracts with the vendor. 

Well, this is something that should 
come up. 


Director Cannon: 


There was even the nature of the 
interim reports which he sat here and 
said he had been receiving along the way 
that you remember many times that he 
made that statement and you would say, 
well, when are we going to get them, but 
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he said that he was getting them and in 
fact that's how certain parts of the study 
were implemented along the way based 
on interim reports that he was getting 
but you never received those as members 
of Council. 


Mr. Pollock: 
In light of Director Cannon's 
testimony today, it's absolutely non- 


negotiable that this bill be paid. The 
only reason why I asked Director Cannon 
to put this on the record because if in 
fact the points that Mr. Wagner raised 
were accurate and that the statements 
that, Director Norton made about the 
interim report and the time frame were 
parts of the contract, then clearly we 
would have a valid defense on the 
marriage to pay the bill. This is the first 
T learned that it was not part of the 
agreement with the vendor and how can 
we not pay the bill if the company 
complied with the contract. 


Director Cannon: 


That seemed to be where we came 
down to the issue. We have a contract 
and the contract was met but whether 
we agree or disagree with the substance 
of the report is separate from the 
contractual obligation that we entered 
into as a government, 


Mr. Pollock: 


This Council and the public was 
misrepresented to by Director Norton, 
that's what it comes down to and you 
don't have to respond to that but that's 
what it was. 


Now I haven't heard any reason 
from Mr. Flaherty whatsoever as to the 
reason that he withheld payment. 1 
haven't received any comment 
whatsoever, Now that's not the way to 
run a city and quite frankly, Mr. Wagner, 


you have no authority to -tell the 
Controller to withhold payment. 


Was there any 
compromise the bill? 


attempt to 


Director Cannon: 


Yes, I think there were some 
discussions about it and I think in fact it 
is lower totally than what had been 
expected to be. 


Mr, Pollock: 
Do you know how much lower? 
Director Cannon: 


With this last payment I think it 
may have put it somewhere in the 
$72,000 area and it was to be $90,000, so 
there have been discussions to try and 
compromise the bill, 


The earlier payments and I believe 
even the recommendation that the thing 
was accepted although not distributed 
was all handled by the former director 
and the former director was recognized 
during his tenure as a police expert and 
therefore, his review of the document 
and his approval was based on that 
knowledge. 


Mr. Pollock: 
Thank you. 
(END OF REMARKS) 
Mr. Wagner: 
Td like to make one final comment. 
The Chair: 
Go ahead but that's it, Last 


comment. We're not going to debate this 
back and forth. ; 
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Mr. Wagner: 


My colleague was not here when 
this Council debated this issue and the 
various times that this consultant never 
met the specifications of this contract. 
Now, we may say that. the Director 
indicated that we should make the 
payment but there are other people in 
this Administration who do not believe 
so, people that were very much involved 
in the police work and I believe that this 
City should be standing up for the 
taxpayers, number one, not necessarily 
anyone in any position in any 
department. Therefore, the taxpayers 
stand to lose here, It's not the 
Administration, it's the taxpayers. And 
that's what we're losing sight of here. 
We're losing sight of additional dollars 
that will be spent in the future, whether 
its in defense of this or whether its an 
out of court settlement, which I suspect 
it will finally be an out of court 
settlement. I don't believe there should 
be any settlement. I believe we should 
fight it, yes; and we should fight it with 
our own attorneys and we should go down 
there to Florida and fight the case. 
That's my position on it, that it's a waste 
of money. 


Mr. Pollock: 


That's what the bill is, to hire an 
attorney, Jack, 


The Chair: 


Everyone knows what the bill is; 
this bill is to hire an attorney from 
Florida. He even tried to change the 
venue, to bring it up to the state of 
Pennsylvania. It has nothing to do with 
the contract. 


Mr. Grabowski: 


I would just like to point one thing 


out. This case is being heard in Florida 





and I doubt whether many of our 
Assistant Solicitors are licensed to 
practice law in Florida so we have no 
choice but to approve this legislation. 
The Chair: 


That's exactly right.

Td like my comments brought 
forward for the record.

Mr. Wagner: 


Mr. Pellegrini, if there is anyone 
that knows this piece of legislation, it's 
me. And I brought this to the attention 
of Council repeatedly that the consultant 
doing the work of the Police Bureau at 
the time was -~ had repeated delays in 
the work they were doing, the quality of 
work that was done in keeping this 
Council and the Administration, and the 
public, most importantly, informed as to 
what that consultant report was, where 
it was going. And we finally go ahold of 
it, and this was all back during the very 
turbulent days of the previous director of 
the Public Safety Department. I had a 
post agenda on this particular report, I 
brought to the attention of the public the 
glaring errors that were part of that 
report, the plagiarizing that was part of 
that report in comparison to the 1967 
report. Twenty years later they took the 
same sentences and paragraphs out of a 
report done twenty years ago. The five 
zone concept was exactly was in the 
report twenty years ago, the one officer 
vehicle was the same, the language was 
the same, It was incredible. 


The one question that this Council 
asked the previous director of Public 
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Safety sitting at this table — and I can 
prove it because it's part of the record — 
is we would like this consultant to come 
up with their opinion as to the number of 
police officers the City of Pittsburgh 
should have. And I can point out to you 
in that report where that consultant's 
opinion was based purely on the 
Administration's opinion. They even 
stated that in their report. 


Now, I asked the Controller at a 
public hearing here, and it was a very 
emotional public hearing relating to the 
Police Bureau back in July of 1986, to 
please make no further payments to this 
consultant. At that time we didn't even 
have the report. 


I want to know’ why this 
administration wants to pay this 
consultant where there was a lack of 
meeting the deadlines, there was a lack 
of quality, and the questions that were 
asked to that consultant were never 
answered, 


Mr. Pellegrini: 


Well, obviously that is not the 
opinion of the director, or he would not 
authorize payment. The director sent 
the invoice down, found the report 
valuable, and sent the invoice to the 
Controller, But the Controller did not 
give that reason. We didn't get anything 
back in writing. The reason Mr. Flaherty 
gave Mr, Dunn — and I asked Mr. Dunn if 
I could put this in a letter to Mr. 
Flaherty — was that Mr. Walko informed 
him that the payment was not being 
made because the police union officials 
disliked the report and received their 
promise to withhold payment. That's 
what they told Mr. Dunn from Florida. 


Mr. Wagner: 


Let's forget about the Controller. 


Mr. Pellegrini: 


I don't know anything about the 
report. You have to talk to Mr. Cannon 
about the report. Mr. Cannon informs 
me that the report — the amount of 
money should be paid and we owe them 
money. 


Mr. Wagner: 


Alright, well let me ask you one 
question. Why was there a six-month 
delay prior — I have the floor. 


Mr, Pellegrini: 
I didn't say anything. 
Mr. Wagner: 


Why was there a six-month delay 
prior to getting the report and the 
Administration sat here and promised 
that no changes would take place prior to 
receiving the report but changes had 
occurred and the report was late. 


Mr. Pellegrini: 


I don't know why the report was 
late. 


Mr, Wagner: 


Well, this is all part of the public 
record. 


Mr. Pellegrini: 


I don't know if there was an interim 
report. 


It may or may not be part of the 
public record. The issue is whether or 
not we got the final report and we didn't 
get a final report and the money and in 
the opinion of the Director we owe the 
funds. Now we are involved in 
litigation. Now you can go down there

and we can put you on the stand and say 


Mr. Wagner: 


— please solicit me to be there and 
put me on the stand, 


Mr. Pellegrini: 


But the Director is going to get up 
there and say that we owe the money. 
Now in that particular situation we are 
not going to be successful in the 
Htigation; we are going to lose. After I 
spend probably $15,000 to defend the 
case we are going to lose because people 
do not like the results of the police 
study. 


Mr. Wagner: 


It's not the results, 
report six months late? 


Why was the 


Mr. Pellegrini: 


I don't know if the report in fact 
was six months late. 


Mr. Wagner: 
It was six months late. 
Mr, Pellegrini: 


I do not know if it was six months 


late. You'd have to ask Mr. Cannon 
that. But the issue is that maybe the 
report took six months longer than 


needed and maybe they ran the report at 
a loss. But the issue involved here is 
we're involved in litigation and these 
people are suing us. 


The second issue is if that was the 
reason he didn't pay he should have told 
me. Tsent him a letter on March 2, 1987 
and I didn't get any response. 


Mr. Wagner: 


Well, the issue in front of this 
Council is whether or not we are going to 
allocate $1,000 and whether or not we 
should -- the way I visualize it and you 
don't visualize it the same way — 
whether or not we should pay the 
remaining $18,000 and I can tell you that 
the report and the money that we 
already paid which is in excess of 
$50,000 was a waste of taxpayer money 
and I will not permit this city to pay 
another $18,000 and throw it out the 
window. 


Mr. Pellegrini: 


As a Councilmember, you are not 
the Director of Public Safety and you 
can have your opinions all day. You can 
say we can have more of this and more 
of that but that is not your position, your 
function. The only thing here is whether 
or not we're going to pay $1,000 to go 
down to Florida and defend. If there's a 
difference of opinion, you lose. 


Mr. Wagner: 


What I'm suggesting is this: That 
the Administration for once take an 
aggressive position on a product that we 
never received. We never received the 
product from a consultant that we had a 
contract with and my position is, it's 
about time the Administration take an 
aggressive position towards a consultant 
company that never delivered. 


Mr. Pellegrini: 


We've taken aggressive positions 
with consultant companies where the 
directors have said that the work product 
is incorrect. Now maybe they didn't like 
the conclusions of the report but that has 
nothing to do with whether or not the 
consultant did the work correct. 
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Mr. Wagner: 


Well, the number one question that 
every member of Council asks that 
consultant was to please come up with an 
evaluation of the proper number of 
police officers that this City should 
have. The reasoning behind that is 
because there has been total 
disagreement for years between Council 
and the Administration as to the number 
of police officers that we should fund, 


Mr, Pellegrini: 


Maybe that was not within the 
scope of their contract. 


Mr. Wagner: 

The final product produced by the 
consultant was that their 
recommendation was what the 
Administration suggested that they 
recommend, That to me is not an 


independent evaluation by a consultant 
of the Police Bureau. Therefore, if they 
can't respond to the number one question 
that this Council wanted them to answer 
as part of that report, we should not pay 
them and I would strongly suggest to this 
Council that we allocate no dollars 
further. 


Mr. Pellegrini: 


Fine, then there will be a default 
judgment and we'll lose $18,000 plus 
$3,000 plus the interest and that's fine; 
you want to do it that way, that’s fine, 


Mr. Wagner: 


IT would like to see the 
Administration take appropriate action. 


Mr. Chairman and members of 
Council, Mr. Pellegrini and Mr. Cannon, 
the issue here is professionalism and 
quality and that's my objection and that 


relates to that contract. Now I can tell 
you specifically that we probably would 
have never received this report if it 
wasn't for Director Cannon supplying it 
and making sure that it was supplied to 
us in the latter part of 1986 — six 
months late. 


I sat in meetings with this 
consultant and Mr. O'Malley, this was 
your committee when this consultant — 
we approved the money for this 
consultant in Public Safety and Michelle 
Madoff — her number one request was to 
determine the number of police officers 
that this city should have. Now when I 
ask all of you to please look at this 
report, I am pleading with you to please 
look at it and look for quality and if you 
can find it, please tell me about it, and 
Til refer to page four of the report as it 
relates to the number of police officers, 
and it states, and I will read, "Public 
Safety officials have already planned for 
police recruitment any year in which 
sworn levels fall below 1050." And it 
further states, "Institute of 
Intergovernmental Research recommend 
the strength of the Police Bureau be 
1050" — the same exact number. 


Director Cannon: 


That was 
recommendation. 


based on their 


Mr. Wagner: 

Their judgment was based on the 
judgment of the public safety officials at 
the time. 

Mr, Pellegrini: 

That doesn't say that. 

Mr. Wagner: 


Yes, it does say that. 
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Mr, Pellegrini: 


It just says that we followed their 
recommendation. 


Mr, Wagner: 


Plus the fact that there were other 
specifics and [ll indicate them, 


What is the appropriate level of 
canines in the City of Pittsburgh? 


I'm making several points that 
there's no quality in the report and the 
point that was made by the consultant 
was additional units should of course be 
added if the future need is 
deomonstrated and if that isn't a copout 
to an answer of a question — I go through 
this entire report where specific answers 
came that were reflected in the 1967 
report and I read this report and I say to 
myself, "When are are going to demand 
quality and professionalism from 
consultants?" And if we're not getting 
it, we should be pursuing, making sure 
that we don't make any further payment 
to this particular company and that's 
what I am suggesting to you as Solicitor 
of this city. I don't think this is an issue 
of the Solicitor or the Administration 
versus the Controller or Council versus 
the Administration or the Controller. 
This is an issue of quality and 
professionalism and answers that were 
asked of the consultant that were never 
received. 


Mr. Pellegrini: 


Everyone is entitled to their 
opinion and you don't think there's 
quality in the report and the Director 
certified to the Controller that the 
report was done. Now if you don't like 
the conclusions or you don't think-that 
their methodology was correct or 
anything-else, there's a lot of report that 
T've seen that you probably would be very 


happy with tha I wouldn't be and 
everybody has differences of opinion as 
to whether they're quality and in this 
case the Director feels that they met the 
contractual obligations. Now whether 
they were the highest or the best is a 
decision for the Director to make but the 
only thing he has to meet is acceptable 
quality. That’s the standard. The other 
issue here is whether we have to defend 
a lawsuit and if you're saying that we 
should go down and defend a lawsuit 
based on your opinion that it is not a 
quality report, then I would have to 
qualify you as an expert and I would have 
to put you on the stand and say you are 
an expert at police science and I don't 
think I can qualify you. 


Mr. Wagner: 


I think you could with members of 
the Police Bureau and I suggest that you 
let them analyze it and take them along 
with you. 


Mr. Pellegrini: 


Of course Tll bring Mr. McNamara 
down. : 


Mr. Wagner: 


I didn't say Mr. McNamara, I'm 
saying some of the Commanders and 
Assistant Chiefs who I've consulted with 
about this report and they pointed out 
the glaring errors of the report. Not the 
union people. I'm not taking a union 
position here; I'm taking a position of 
quality and professionalism and it’s not in 
this report. 


Mr. Pellegrini: 


The Director has informed me that 
he believes that the Contractor should be 
paid and if we go into any litigation with 
that and the Director is on the stand, I 
don't care — we lose; that's the bottom 
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There's one other issue here. I wish 
somebody in the Controller's Office 
would tell us the reasons why he didn't 
pay. I mean, these invoices have been 
down there since the summer of 1986. 
We still don't have a reason why. There's 
still no reason. There's a basic question 
as to whether or not the invoices have to 
sit down there forever and we get no 
answer. You're always concerned about 
procedure. Well, that's one procedure 
that you should address. 


Mr. Wagner: 


Let me tell you why it's not being 
paid, Read the report and you'll find out 
yourself. 


MICHELLE MADOFF COMMENTS 


Mr. Wagner: 


It's not a question of getting on, it's 
a question of taxpayer money and it's the 
question of $18,00 more of taxpayer 
money. That really is the issue and what 
should this Administration do? Well, this 
Administration should take the position 
and countersue for the lack of quality in 
a product or demand that the supplier of 
the product give us quality. There's one 
of two options here and there always has 
been a couple options. The point I'm 
trying to make is, and Councilwoman 
Madoff, every week you raise questions 
here about consultants as it relates to 
other departments in the city and Tm 
saying to you that this is the most 
blatant report as it relates to 
unprofessionalism that I have every read 
and if the City should ever pursue a 
consultant for not supplying a quality 
product it's this one. -

I move to amend Bill No. 964 and, 
Mr. President, I don't know if you would 
prefer I take these individually or all 
together. 


The Chair: 


Take them all together, Jack, 
because you have them all written. 


Mr. Wagner: 


I move to amend Bill 964, Section 
3(B), by changing "a radius of 200 feet" 
to read "a radius of 250 feet" and adding 
at the end of the paragraph, “and within 
500 feet from a similar-type business". 
Delete Item E. Change Item F to read E 
and insert after the words "must be in a 
conspicuous location" and after the 
words "vendors apparel or cart” and at 
the end of the paragraph the words “as 
required as in Section 701.9(B), 2 and 
3", Delete Item G. Change Item D to 
read, "All vendors must be accompanied 
by a 22-gallon minimum capacity metal 
or rigid plastic trash container if the 
vendor is selling a product that generates 
trash".

Mr. O'Malley:

Mr. Wagner:

MOTIONS AND RESOLUTIONS 
Mr. Grabowski presents 


No. 2624 WHEREAS, the City of 
Pittsburgh is in need of new and 
imnovative methods to relieve the tax 
burden on its citizens and businesses so 
as to encourage more people to move 
back into the City and to promote the 
hiring of City residents by businesses 
operating within the City; and 


WHEREAS, our municipality is 
currently limited by the Commonwealth 
in granting tax credits, abatements, or 
exonerations to businesses or individuals; 
and 





WHEREAS, the City may want to 
grant a Business Privilege Tax Credit to 
businesses located within the City which 
hire City residents as employees; and 


WHEREAS, the City may want to 
abate or exonerate some portion of the 
Earned Income Tax liability for new 
residents; and 


WHEREAS, legal and constitutional 
issues leave these questions unsettled 
and require fuller exploration because of 


the urgent need for tax relief in the City 
of Pittsburgh; 


NOW, THEREFORE, BE IT 
RESOLVED, that the Council of the City 
of Pittsburgh does hereby petition and 
urge the General Assembly of the 
Commonwealth of Pennsylvania to 
consider various legislative strategies to 
enable the City of Pittsburgh to grant a 
Business Privilege Tax Credit and an 
Earned Income Tax Abatement. 


Mr. Grabowski moved to adopt the 
resolution, 


Michelle Madoff: 


Second for discussion. Mr. 
Grabowski, you're asking to have the tax 
we now have with is an abatement for 
people rehabbing their homes and 
businesses expanded? We already have 
an abatement of three years. We did 
have one, I think we rescinded it, but 
we've already had that authority and we 
did have that bill, The Enabling Act 
provides for only abatement on, I 
believe, I guess it does provide for taxes 
up to ten years. We have one now; there 
is a tax abatement of ten years. 


Mr. Grabowski: 


The tax that Michelle is referring 
to is still in place. It pertains to real 
estate. This is wage tax. 


Michelle Madoff: 


I just wanted to clarify that. I 
want to thank Mr. Grabowski because 
he's absolutely correct. In order for us 
to do anything on wage tax, it will take 
an enabling act. And I thank him very 
much for introducing this legislation and 
I want to support it wholeheartedly. 
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Mr. Grabowski: 


This is more or less‘a follow-up to 
the legislation that you introduced 
except that you put the cart before the 
horse. 


Michelle Madoff: 


I don't think so. I think that it 
brought the focus of the attention so 
that all people who are interested wili 
come to a hearing here and give their 
ideas and will come up with some kind of 
a report and then see where we're 
going. But I think what you're doing is 
excellent, 


Mr, Grabowski: 
Thank you, 
Mr. Givens: 


I know Steve has a resolution to do 
this right here but I find it very hard to 
vote on this for one reason only and that 
is, if we're going to give an abatement to 
people to move in to the City on the 
wage tax and yet we have City residents 
that have been long-term, have been 
here all their lives and have no intention 
of moving out of the City and yet 
because they've really dug in and said 
we're going to stay here, we're not going 
to help you out on this abatement. Is 
that the way I'm reading it, Steve? 
That's the way I'm seeing it. 


Mr. Grabowski: 
This resolution calls for the 


General Assembly to do two things; first 
of all, I'm trying to address the 


, unemployment problem that we have in 


the City. Right now I don't envision or 
see any creative techniques that we're 
coming up with that are going to have 
new businesses locate in the City. But 
what I'm trying to do is change the 


* exactly right. 


statute so that those businesses that are 
currently located in the City and in fact 
any new businesses, there's an incentive 
to hire City residents as opposed to 
someone that lives outside the City, 
consequently benefitting our own people, 

Secondly, what you're saying is 
Tm also trying to get 
people to move back in the City, a 
different issue, with respect to the wage 
tax. I feel if we can get more people 


living in the City we're going to expand 


our tax base and it's going to benefit all 
of us old timers that have been here for 
many years. We have a shrinking tax 
base and these are two ways that I see of 
addressing that. 


Mr. Givens: 


If I just might respond, For that 
reason, the people who have lived in the 
City, I have to go along with then. I 
think it's incumbent upon this Council to 
reduce the wage tax and how do we do 
that. It's almost impossible; I think all of 
us have to agree. I think the Mayor has 
taken our advices this Council just a 
couple weeks ago again sent a letter up 
to the Governor asking for the Governor 
to sit down with this Council as well as 
the Mayor and any other elected officials 
to try to resolve our financial problems 
which will be a crisis probably in years to 
come, Either we raise the wages in 
order to protect the people of the City 
of Pittsburgh and in order, to protect 
them we're going to have to do 
something in the next couple of years or 
we're going to have to reduce services 
within the City of Pittsburgh. I think 
because we are a major metropolitan 
area the issue that the Mayor put before 
the Governor on the 40 or 45 percent, 
whoever's figures you use, on that 
property that is non-taxable in the City 
of Pittsburgh. I think therein lies the 
key and I have a very difficult time 
saying, come on, live in our city and 
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we're going to exonerate you from X 
amount of dollars on your wage tax as an 
incentive. That would be a good 
incentive but what happens to the people 
who have been living here for a number 
of years? I can't turn my back on them. 
I think the only solution for us then is to 
reduce that wage tax and the only way 
that we can do it as elected officials is 
to try to get help from the state or 
reduce our services more than what we 
have reduced them already. I voted no 
against cutting out fire companies in the 
City and I spoke to the Governor in 
regard to that. We are a major 
metropolitan hub and we do need help 
from both the county and the state. 
Revenue sharing at the federal level is 
one way that the major cities give these 
services to a metropolitan area and 
that's the way the federal government 
looks at it, Then the state now must 
look at their regional development areas 
and their regional population areas and 
try to give some relief to our local 
area, If that doesn't happen, then the 
only other course of action that I can see 
is that we would have to go then to 
metropolitan government and then 
everyone would have to pay the same 
amount all over, uniformly, in our 
metropolitan area. 


Michelle Madoff: 


Mr. Chairman, T believe the intent 
of Mr. Grabowski's legislation, I don't 
wish to speak for him but the intent of 
my legislation is merely to try to 
generate additional dollars into the 
general fund. We have the money, that's 
the only hope we can hopefully have of 
reducing our wage tax, 


As you know, I proposed a one- 
eighth of a percent decline in our wage 
tax last year to cut it and there wasn't 
the money to do it. If we lure people 
back. into the City for business and for 
vacant property, houses that are sitting 


empty subject to vandalism, subject to 
making it a depressed looking area, we 
make it better for everybody. If we 
make it better for everybody if we have 
money in the general fund then we can 
look to find the money to start to lower 
the wage tax. And the more we do that, 
the more people come back, the more 
people will find that their regressive 
taxes are being cut. But we've got to 
start and what Mr. Grabowski is trying to 
do is say let's start generating extra 
money in the revenue. We cannot wait 
until metropolitan government takes 
place; it won't be in our lifetime, it 
might be in our great-grandchildren's 
lifetime because you're not going to see 
130 municipalities, townships and 
boroughs, through their leadership, vote 
themselves out of office. It's just not 
realistic to expect it. The Mayor has 
been trying for nine years, beating his 
head against a stone wall, and maybe 
now for the first time we're seeing a ray 
of light because of Governor Casey who 
has an open mind and is going to be 
looking into giving us some relief and the 
present Legislature has indicated they 
will be doing that but I don't think it will 
be enough relief and it will not be quick 
enough. The fastest way is to get some 
enabling act through which will allow us 
to lure people back into the City so they 
will live here instead of living in the 
suburbs where they pay less taxes. 


Mr. Grabowski: 


Right now, Mr. President, we're not 
collecting any wage tax from the 
hundreds of thousands of people who live 
outside the City of Pittsburgh. This is 
one way of, as Michelle says, of luring 
people into the City. We're all very 
proud of our City; let's provide some 
incentive. Say, come on and live here, 
find out how good it is and then we know 
you're going to stay and then you will be 
paying your taxes and helping the City in 
general. 
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Mr. Pollock: 


J support both Michelle and Steve 
on this and was going to do something 
with it. I was working with the Planning 
Department on it already. Rather than 
just introduce and pass a resolution 
which will be sent to Harrisburg and 
probably just be laid down and ignored, I 
would like to see us do something 
concrete for a change and actually sit 
down with some of the Pittsburgh 
delegation and actually draft legislation 
and introduce it. And maybe if Steve 
could follow up on this — Steve has the 
ability to draft legislation; I'm being 
presumptuous to ask if he has the time, 1 
know it’s campaign season, but if he 
could either take a few minutes maybe 
after the campaign and actually draft 
legislation or sit down with people who 
can draft it and get something 
introduced, then we can then start 
getting support for it so that there is 
actually a bill proceeding through the 
pipeline in Harrisburg. 


Mr. Grabowski: 


That's exactly my intention but I 
just don't want this coming from me as 
an individual Councilman, I would rather 
that the Council as a body says that 
we're in favor, that we support this idea, 
and then I intend to take this resolution 
particularly to representative Ivan Itkin 
who is very instrumental in passing the 
legislation on the interest on the taxes. 


Mr. Pollock: 


I didn't realize you were going to 
take follow-up action. That's great. 


Mr, Wagner: 


I have one final comment. I need a 
point of clarification from Councilman 
Grabowski. The one tax that we're 
referring to here for businesses is the 


Business Privilege Tax and the other is 
the Wage Tax and we're not touching any 
others at this point. :

Mr. Pollock: 


I just want to let everybody know 
that IT attended the event on Saturday 
and it was an incredible event. It was 
sold out at the Pittsburgh Public 
Theater. The play, by the way, was 
beautiful and it concerned something 
which is relevent to the disease; it's 
subject matter was a family suffering 
through a fatal illness of one of the 
family members. But what was beautiful 
about the event was to see the 
outpouring of affection and support and 
caring for an organization that really is 
one of caring and support and compassion 
for others, 


The Pittsburgh AIDS Task Force is 
really a fledgling organization; it is run 
with almost all volunteers, it doesn't 
have an office, it doesn't have a paid 
staff, it does its work in people's 
basements and wherever it can grab a 
phone. Hopefully we can do something 
about that in the near future too. But I 
did want us to do this for their benefit 


T also want to take this moment, if 


Carey and Eleanor will just indulge me 
for a second, to publicly thank the 
Pittsburgh Public Theater and the 
Executive Director, Bill Gardner, who 
donated their services and gave this 
production to them for the benefit of 
raising money and increasing 
awareness. It was a beautiful gesture. I 
think that Carey, hopefully, will touch on 
that. It was a wonderful gesture, a great 


evening, and I was delighted to be part of 
it. 


Michelle Madoff: 


You know, I think everybody skirts 
the subject but I'm not going to skirt it. 
This is not a homosexual illness; it is an 
illness that goes through all of our 
society. Children have had it and have 
contracted it and are dying; children who 
are not born are dying from it. The 
heterosexual population is going to see 
perhaps a greater increase than the 
homosexual population, It is not an 
isolated part of our community; it is all 
of us. And it is all of us not saying we've 
got a little disease that we can hopefully 
take a pill, penicillin, and it will go 
away. It kills you; you die. 


Everybody is rethinking their 
Personal lifestyles. Jokingly I say that 
Tve become a born again virgin and I'm 
sure that's going to make the news, but 
while it's funny, it’s not funny. We're all 
scared to death, all of us. And asT said, 
we must all help each other. And I for 
one am volunteering, as soon as I get 
through my campaign, to get you an 
office, get you some space, and raise 
some money. 


Mr. Pollock: 


Mr. President, I'd like to call upon 
Carey Stoner, the Executive Director, to 
say a few words, and also Eleanor, if she 
would like to. 
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Mr, Stoner: 


Thank you very much, Mr. 
President and members of Council. I 
really want to acknowledge you and 
thank the Council and the Mayor for 
what I really consider to be your insight 
and your foresight in proclaiming 
something such as a Pittsburgh AIDS 
Task Force Day. 


In terms of statistics which is the 
way that we normally talk about this 
disease, the best statistics we have 
locally for how Pittsburgh already is and 
will be affected are statistics for all of 
Allegheny County. Right now we know 
that between five and seven thousand 
people who reside in Allegheny County 
are currently infected with this virus 
that causes the disease we call Aids, 
With an incubation period of five to 
seven years in the human body before 
symptoms appear, 100 individuals who 
are residents of this county have already 
developed Aids and half of those people 
have already died. 


The future and the prognosis is not 
good, We know from our best public 
health services and our best research 
officials that no cure and no vaccine is 
expected in the near future. The 
experience for people with Aids is, 
though not always, often one which 
includes discrimination, ostracized from 
their families and friends, discriminated 
and loss of insurance, employment, 
sometimes housing, sometimes refusal of 
medical care. 


For the past two years, beginning 
with a small group of individuals who 
were first part of the Community 


. Advisory Board to a large Aids research 


study here at our own University of 
Pittsburgh, and grown to well over 200 
volunteers now, we have worked very, 
very hard with the help of people like Dr. 
Charles Renaldo who is the Chief 


: Administrator there, with the help of the 


* with 
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County Health Department. We have 
networked in this area with Visiting 
Nurses’ Association, with County Mental 
Health and Mental Retardation, with our 
State Health Department. We've talked 
to Planned Parenthood on reproductive 
health issues. We've now begun to talk 
the Urban League and other 
officials and leaders in Pittsburgh's Black 
community because this disease is just 


proportionally affecting people of 
color. This disease does not 
discriminate. Around the issue of Aids, 


it is the only thing that doesn't. 


We have been very, very successful 
and I think all of our volunteers are very 
proud and I thank you for this 
proclamation, this resolution, on behalf 
of those people who have worked so 
hard. They've all contributed many, 
many hours, much energy, much time and 
much talent to see that the experience 
of life for someone in the middle of an 
illness is an experience of compassion 
and of care and of the highest standard 
of medical treatment and your 
willingness to resolve that a specific day 
be proclaimed an Aids Task Force Day 
moves us ahead light years in being able 
to see that those services continue to be 
provided. 


I thank you very much, Mr. Pollock, 
Ms. Madoff, and to all of you for your 


support.

Now, THEREFORE, BE IT 
RESOLVED, that the Council of the City 
of Pittsburgh does hereby urge the 
General Assembly of Pennsylvania not to 
change current laws which require that 
applicants for positions in the City's 
Department of Public Safety be city 
residents prior to appointment. : 


Mr. O'Malley moved to adopt the 
resolution, 


Mr. Wagner seconded the motion. 
Michelle Madoff: 


I happened to see the Mayor on the 
infamous bridge, the Bloomfield Bridge, 
this weekend and we were talking about 
the editorial which addressed this 
particular piece of legislation. The 
Mayor claims that it was a 
misunderstanding, that he has absolutely 
no intention of wiping out Civil Service. 


I would respectfully ask that you 
hold this bill until you speak to the 


Mayor and bring it back again. 
The Chair: 


This is not a bill, it's a wish of 
Council. If the Mayor doesn’t want to 
change the law, then this will just 
enhance the law, not change it. This will 
support his position then. 


Michelle Madoff: 


Mr. Woods, I understand your 
position, Your're saying that we should 
keep it the way it was so let's vote to 
keep it as it is. But I'm saying that it 
makes it look, and I'm trying to get this 
confrontation kind of thing stopped a 
little bit. You know, we all do it and we 
ought to stopit. And I'm just saying that 
the Mayor is saying it was a mistake the 
way it was interpreted. That's not what 
he meant. If we vote on this to say let's 
maintain it as it is, we're saying that the 
Mayor was trying to change it and he's 
saying that's not what his bill said. I'm 
merely asking you to hold it a week. 


The Chair: 


We all have a copy. I won't hold it 
but you can vote it down if you wish. We 
all have a copy of what he proposed to 
the State Legislature in our offices, I 
just don't happen to have one with me, 
and that's what I took that out of and 
that's why I am proposing it. 


Mr. O'Malley: 


I support the bill wholeheartedly, 
more now than in past years for reasons 
being what happened with the Public 
Safety Department. I agree with the 
concept of the Public Safety 
Department, especially after the 
weekend, more now than ever before 
because I think it showed the well 
orchestrated manner in which the Public 
Safety Department went about 
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evacuating and taking care of what could 
have been a potential hazard over the 
weekend. 


The Public Safety Department was 
indeed the right decision to make two 
years ago. At that time we were forced 
to go outside and have interviews for a 
director of that department. I was part 
of that seven person commission and we 
interviewed over 300 applicants for the 
position of Public Safety Director. I 
don't blame any of those applicants; 
nobody from the City of Pittsburgh 
applied for that position for the simple 
reason that they didn't feel that they 
would be considered. Everybody is 
familiar with what happened, that out of 
the 300 applicants Mr. Norton was the 
one that was chosen, his resume, and he 
answered the questions properly, and his 
performance in front of the Commission 
far exceeded those of the other 
applicants. Well, we're all familiar with 
what happened with Mr. Norton. 


I think hiring people that live and 
work in the City of Pittsburgh for a 
number of years gives us the opportunity 
to get to know them, gives their fellow 
employees an opportunity to get to know 
them. We know their strong points; we 
know their weak points. And I agree 
with Councilman Woods on this, that we 
have more than enough capable men and 
women in the City of Pittsburgh, that 
our policy should be to promote within, 
Also, that if we don't have those capable 
people, we certainly have people that are 
capable of being trained and we should 
spend our money in training procedures 
to bring our employees up to the finest 
level employees in the country. So, I 
support this bill. 


" Michelle Madoff: 


I think that we all support having 
people from the City of Pittsburgh have 
first opportunity for the jobs, 


particularly people who have been with 
us, have more experience, know our city 
better, know what is happening. If you 
don't do that, what happens is, people 
think they have no future in the City, 
nothing to look forward to. So there's 
much to be said for that. 


But what would you do if, for 
example, based on what happened this 
weekend, we needed to hire someone who 
is an expert in toxic chemicals and there 
wasn't somebody on staff who is an 
expert in toxic chemicals? I don't think 
that we should be so small-townish .or 
parochial is, I guess, the word I'm looking 
for, that we would not allow the freedom 
and the opportunity if we had available 
to us the best mind in the country. 
Maybe an economist who could come and 
find a way to save our wage tax or 
soemthing that we needed to completely 
tie the hands of the Administration, 


On the other hand, I personally 
would vote almost unanimously because 
so far I have not seen where we've had to 
go out of the City to get someone, Mr. 
Norton, in a way, I think, got a bum 
rap, I think he waled into a political 
maze. I think that he started some of 
the good things that happened this 
weekend, but we had Glenn Cannon to 
begin with and the fighting took part 
between the various departments not 
wanting to have one department over 
each other. Let's be truthful about this; 
we wanted Glenn Cannon in the 
beginning, many of us did. And we spoke 
very highly of him and we only backed 
off because we didn't want to have 
dissention among the ranks where one 
department was lording it over another 
department and they wanted somebody 
at that point that was not from the 
department. 


Obviously we want to continue to 
promote from within, find. the best 
people from within, but if somebody 
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were to come along and say, "I've got an 
idea and I could come to your city and 
show you how you can get rid of 
regressive taxes and make things better", 
and they were not a City resident, would 
we say, "No, we don't want you."? That 
doesn't make sense either and I implore 
that we use a little common sense in how 
we apply the golden rule, 


The Chair: 


You're not reading the resolution; 
that's not what the resolution says. 


Michelle Madoff: 


Perhaps you can clarify where I'm 


wrong. I've read it but where am I 
wrong? 
The Chair: 


Tt has nothing to do with Mr. 
Norton at all or any top people that 
come in here. 

Michelle Madoff: 


Does it have anything to do with 
the statements made by Mr. O'Malley? 


The Chair: 

It means that you have to hire 
people that live in this City first, to be a 
patrolman, to be a fireman —- 


Michelle Madoff: 


The Chair; 
At all times. 
Mr, Grabowski: 


Mr. President, I agree with your 
bill but just to respond to Michelle, if 


there ever is a case where you need an 
expert and there is not one within the 
City limits, unless I'm mistaken, if they 
come before City Council we can give 
them permission to hire outside the 
City. So that's one problem that we will 
never have. 


Mr. Givens: 


We give consultant contracts out 
here like they're going out of style. And 
most of them are to give the City 
Administration the expertise that they 
might need in this ever changing world. 
And this Council has approved hundreds 
upon hundreds of those each year. That's 
where the expertise should be. As has 
been indicated by other Councilmembers 
right here, we have the skills right within 
our own department. I look at our Police 
Department and people like DeRoy and 
Pampeno who left here; I look at the Fire 
Department and the key deputy chiefs 
that we used to have and people that 
went to school on their own time, 
weren't paid by the City of Pittsburgh or 
anything, and the Fire Department and 
Deputy Chief Moran down there and John 
put a lot of time in educating themselves 
and are known throughout the 
firefighting community both here in the 
state of Pennsylvania and the United 
States of America and even over into 
Europe, of their expertise in firefighting 
capabilities and their knowledge of the 
systems. And even these individuals 
have been asked to come up and put their 
names in to be the fire chiefs of the 
cities like Boston, Baltimore and 
Chicago, a few that I can just remember 
off hand. That's they type of quality 
people that we have in our departments 
and we want to promote from within, If 
you're going to have a system, if you're 
going to have a personnel system as 
you're talking about, Mr. President, if 
you're going to have a personnel system 
and it's going to. mean something to the 
people who work in that personnel 
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system for 20 or 30 years, then all their 
efforts and time devoted to their city 
should be’ rewarded by giving them the 
rank, if it's necessary, to execute the 
knowledge that they have stored and 
have applied themselves to over the 20 
or 30 years that they have been blue 
uniform officers in the Public Safety 
Department of the City of Pittsburgh. 


Michelle Madoff: 


Mr, President and members of 
Council, Mr. Grabowski has made a 
convert out of me. He has pointed out 
that we did offer a waiver to Mr. 
McDermott and that we have the 
opportunity of waiver and what you're 
saying, if I understand you, Mr. Woods, is 
that you're just saying to leave it as it is; 
if it ain't broke, don't fix it. 


‘The Chair: 
Right. 
Michelle Madoff: 


Tm just making a point that I'm 
going to vote to support your bill but I'm 
also going to ask you respectfully to 
please speak to the Mayor to have him 
clarify what he meant when he said to 
me that this is misunderstood, that he 
has no intention of eliminating the Civil 
Service method of hiring. I was going to 
abstain but I won't; I will vote with you. 


Mr. Wagner: 


Mr. President, if this passes I 
suspect it will be sent to the State 
Legislature. 


_ The Chair: 


Yes. 


; ‘Mr. Wagner: 


I would also request that a 
resolution that I had back in September 
of '86, Resolution No. 855, accompany 
it. We passed unanimously one somewhat 
similar but yet not specifically talking 
about the bills in front of Harrisburg to 

* give preference to City residents, 
Allegheny County residents second, the 
Commonwealth of Pennsylvania third, 


WHICH MOTION PREVAILED. 
The Chair: 


I have another meeting at 3:00 and 
Mr. Givens will take over for me now. 


Michelle Madoff: 


Mr. President and members of 
Council, and I'm going to address myself 
to the media as well, I guess all of you 
know that many of us, Mr. Wagner 
particularly, was up I think almost all 
night the night of the derailment. I know 
that Mr. Givens was practically on-sight 
round the clock without any sleep. I 
didn't suffer the same lack of — wasn't 
deprived to the same degree but I really 
had very little sleep and I'm a little 
tired. We tried to put this resolution 
together this morning and I want to 
really discuss what we have here, expand 
on it, talk about the premise and then go 
back and get the language clarified and 
circulated to all members of Council 
before it's actually sent anywhere or 
anything is done with it. 


I will read it to you and then 
address it as we go along. 


Michelle Madoff presents 


No. 2625 WHEREAS, the, recent 
toxic chemical accident which 
threatened the lives of thousands of 
residents in the City's East End, revealed 
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the need for tougher preventive 
regulatory action on the federal, state, 
and local levels; and 


WHEREAS, it was only through 
divine intervention that this major 
inconvenience did not turn into a tragic 
disaster; "And I say that because of the 
weather. As you know, the reason the 
second evacuation took place is that the 
wind was whirling. They didn't know 
which area of the City to evacuate. The 
prevailing winds didn't prevail. And what 
happened was that they anticipated rain 
and they had to, at that point, make a 
decision to enclose through tarpulins the 
leaking tanker and move to evacuate the 
community at that time. And so, what 
we end up with is that we could have had 
a synergistic effect of chemicals mixing; 
we could have had the Bloomfield Bridge 
blow up. We could have had much worse 
and that is the people, not only in the 
Bloomfield/Garfield area but all over the 
City with prevailing winds and have the 
same thing happen that happened in 
Bopal. The adjoining tanker did indeed 
contain a chemical that was cousin to 
the Bopal chemical. To continue ...” 


WHEREAS, the transportation of 
hazardous waste and toxic chemicals by 
rail or truck through densely populated 
urban areas always poses a potentially 
life-threatening danger; and 


WHEREAS, with Governor Casey 
committed to environmental protection 
and the Mayor using the full force of his 
office to investigate the causes of the 
recent near-disaster, now is an 
appropriate time to formulate long-range 
plans. 


NOW, THEREFORE, BE IT 
RESOLVED, that the Council of the City 
of Pittsburgh hereby urges the adoption 
of the following nine point plan "that we 
urge and send along to the Governor and 
their state commission and to the Mayor 


whom I have worked with and who is 
going to be working with me to help him 
promulgate some of the questions that 
need to be answered:" 


1 that the federal government 
institute a Central Command Post 
for the transportation of toxic 
materials across the nation which 
will monitor the route, mode of 
transporation, and weather 
conditions, as well as a reporting 
station for periodic progress 
reports, risk assessment, and 
coordination with local disaster 
response officials; “Many of you 
may not know but in Durham, 
North Carolina there is a wall that 
has a little bulb for every inversion 
and every reading that exceeds the 
health levels on a map and at any 
given time you can go and look at 
that wall and if there's a health 
hazard that light is lit and you 
know the conditions of that 
community. And so EPA can move 
very quickly to alert the local 
Department of Environmental 
Resources and take some action, 
either give warnings or come in and 
actually they have shut down 
corporations for 24 hours or 6 hours 
if it is a health problem. What I 
am proposing, to clarify this, is to 
have any toxic chemicals coming 
into the state and any toxic 
chemicals going on our roads, our 
interstate roads and our railroads, 
in a manifest sheet and by 
telephone immediately notify a 
command post to tell them that 
toxic chemicals, tell them what the 
manifest sheet contains, list it so 
they can look at a map on the wall 
and say, 'My, on that road, on 
Interstate 79 we have 15 tankers 
and 49 trucks with toxic 
chemicals! And if there is a 
problem they can turn some of 
them back. If they're afraid of just 
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too many being on the road, too 
much volume on the road, they can 
take some action. And then, of 
course, they would interplay by 
finding out the state you're going 
into to notify the next state by 
police or the proper authorities 
that those tankers and those trucks 
are coming in." 

that the federal government enact 
stronger legislation for the impact 
testing of tanks and containers 
used in the transportation of 
conbustible, explosive and toxic 
materials, to insure that they can 
withstand severe collisions without 
cracking; "We want impact 
testing. To give you an example; 
the Three-Mile Island tankers that 
are taking the waste effluent from 
Three-Mile Island were tested to 
the degree where they were 
actually dropped off of bridges and 
they did not crack, they did not 
break, and we know that they are 
secure. I want to know that to the 
best technical ability, state of the 
art, the tankers that are going 
across our country indeed have 
been tested and are not just some 
little tanker that's been sitting 
around for 50 years that they 
picked up on a bankruptcy sale or a 
liquidation sale. The particular 
tanker at the railroad crossing, if 
you notice, it's a little tiny black 
tanker and the reason its so small 
is that the weight of the material 
was so heavy, the effluent was so 
heavy, that it would have damaged 
the rails; you could not have 
transported it. It had a glass liner 
which cracked once and then 
cracked again and it corroded out 
of ‘the lining, I want to know, is 
there a better tank for transporting 
this toxic material, does it exist, 
and do we need to design one. [I 
think that's where we need to be 
looking." 
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that the federal government in 
coordination with state 
governments institute strict safety 
standards for the inspection of 
railcars, tankers, and trucks used in 
the transportation of hazardous 
materials, including special 
training for truck drivers in the 
handling of hazardous materials; 
"And knowledge of their manifests 
and i.e. particularly as I mentioned 
Three-Mile Island. A trucker isn't 
trained to know when he looks at a 
manifest whether he gets one toxic 
chemical how it will interact with 
another chemical and I think that is 
terribly important, and how to 
notify the appropriate agencies.” 

that the Federal Environmental 
Protection Agency develop strict 
safety regulations governing the 
proximity of toxic chemicals 
transported by rail which, in the 
event of an accident, could result 
in a synergistic chemical disaster; 
"And further, the next tanker, 


incidentally, on this particular 
accident, guess what it had? 
Alcohol. Booze. One of the 


bottles was labeled, and there were 
tons of them, Kamikaze, which I 
understand is a very powerful 
drink, It didn't cause the fire but it 
certainly would have fed the 
flames and we have to look at that 
kind of thing. And something that's 
not on here is that we need to look 
at contamination. Everybody 
remembers when laws were passed 
that you couldn't have children 
wearing flammable clothes, babies 
wearing flammable clothes. What 
did we do with the materials we 
took off the shelves? We sent it to 
foreign nations to let foreign 
nation babies burn. I don't want to 
see materials that are 
contaminated by hazardous 
chemicals sent to other parts of 
the world or other parts of the 
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country or black market or sold at 
cheap prices and not worrying 
about the contaminated products.” 
that in the area of transporting 
explosive, combustile, or toxic 
chemicals, the federal government 
should supersede the Interstate 
Commerce Commission to insure 
uniform, maximum protection for 
our citizens; "What happened here 
is that the Interstate Commerce 
has told many, many states that 
they cannot, for example, reroute 
trees. They have the final say on 
this; the Interstate Commerce has 
the final say. We need the federal 
government to supercede the 
Interstate Commission; and that's 
got to happen immediately." 

that in the transportation of 
nuclear waste materials, "such as 
Three-Mile Island, which 
incidentally, as I stated, has the 
same rails where we had this 
accident over the weekend" the 
federal government require the 
transporter to remove the 
moisture, and potentially less 
hazardous, particularly in the case 
of sabotage; “and I think Mark 


Pollock addressed this in a 
resolution earlier supported by this 
Council" thus rendering the 


materials inert "and what was said 
when I contacted a nuclear 
regulatory agency and Three-Mile 
Island, they said it was too costly. 
Well, what if the Bloomfield Bridge 
had come down? What if people 
had been killed? What about the 
16,000 people evacuated? What 
kind of dollar cost do you put onto 
that? So we have to balance out 
the dollar cost and we need the 
federal government to look at that 
in a very serious way. In the 
enforcement. and promulgation of 
enforcement laws, again, we must 
have the federal government 
supercede Interstate laws." 
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that the federal government 
mandate that all transportation of 
explosive, combustible, and toxic 
materials be routed to circumvent 
densely populated areas; 

that the federal government must 
provide the necessary funding for 
the restoration of these 
circumventing railways, which 
could be generated by a tax per 
gallon on manufacturers of toxic 
chemicals; “We presently have a 
network of rails that circumvent 
the City; they're like beltways. 
But they're in deplorable 
condition. They can put people 
back to work and create jobs and 
have the federal government put up 
some money to do this and take 
that toxic materials out of the 
center city." 

that the removal of hazardous I.D. 
placards from trucks by truckers to 
circumvent prohibited roads and 
tunnels to save time be made a 
criminal offense. "We understand 
from very reliable sources that 
placards are removed from trucks 
by the truck drivers in order to 
circumvent prohibitive roads and 
tunnels to save time. I want any 
truck driver who does that to go to 
jail and face criminal action. In 
the state of New York, unmarked 
trucks follow at random toxic 
chemicals in truck tankers or in 
rails, particularly in trucks. They 
follow them from the beginning of 
the state until they're out of state 
and then they report to the next 
state to continue the surveillance. 
And if they observe the trucker 
taking off his hazardous sign, his 
placard, or if their truck is not 
safe, the mechanics of the truck, 
the truck is impounded and I want 
further to say that there is no 
withs, whens, whats, or buts, they 
go to jail. I don't think there's any 
excuse; it’s like pushing drugs. You 
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cannot have a Bopal in this area. 


‘ Michelle Madoff: 


That's just for starters. They 
Mayor and I are going to be meeting and 
we're going to be looking for some other 
areas of input. For example, Mr. Givens 
Tm sure is going to talk to you about 
what he saw at the Civic Arena, the 
Convention Center. People who had 
heart conditions who couldn't take the 
food that was offered and it was the only 
food available, because they . couldn’t 
take salt, blind people with their dogs 
and the dogs needed to be walked. The 
Red Cross and the Salvation Army did a 
phenominal job as did the hotels and the 
Vista coordinated all the food supplies. 
We had some little problems at the 
Convention Center; there were people in 
wheelchairs, really the older people, they 
were cold, they didn't have any hot food, 
and eventually we moved them over to 
the Convention Center which helped. 


And one of the things I would like 
to see addressed is the issue of when 
people come in to a center and you take 
their name, put it on a card, get name, 
address, phone numbers, last name, first, 
have cards ready, put it alphabetical 
because we have a lot of people who 
would have volunteered to take people to 
their own homes, You could do that on a 
card; you'd know where they were going. 


One item I forgot is that-I want to 
see the checking of rail wheels to see 
that the springs function and that they 
don't crack. I have ‘made contact with 
someone who is going to put me in direct 
touch with, Libby Dole, we all know who 
she is, the transportation sécretary, and 


. John Reilly, -the U.S. Department: of 


‘Transportation, to see what help we can 
get in getting some of this legislation 
passed. AsI said before, every state has 
tried but the Interstate Commerce has 


put the kibosh on everything. It's time - 
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that we just don't let us be just another 
number, too; and be a statistic. 


I thank you for your indulgence and 
we will get this in a much more 
professional form. It was all done and’T 
thank everybody for trying to put this 
together today but it's of such 


* importance ‘that we really want to clean 


it up. The concept, I-think, you know 
where I'm coming from and I hope you 


support the principle and the concept. 


Mr. O'Malley: 


I just want to know if we're going 
to vote on this. 


Michelle Madoff: 

I want you to vote only on the 
concept and we will make sure that 
before it goes out that all 
Councilmembers have a copy and if you 
want to add anything — 

Mr. Grabowski: 


Ihave a copy but we didn't vote on 
it yet. That's my only point. 


‘The Chair, Pro tem: 

That's my point too. Resolutions 
are normally read and we have to 
approve them before we can have 
discussion but Michelle did discuss it. 
However, on the resolution itself, and I 
think some good work went into it, I need 
a motion for approval. 

Mr. Grabowski: 

Move for approval. 

Mr. Wagner seconded the motion. 
Mr. Wagner: 


I would simply like to know the 














purpose of the resolution and in a 
condensed abbreviation what are we 
doing with it and what is it zeroing in 
on? 


Michelle Madoff: 


I am going to see Secretary Dole 
personally, I'm going to be in touch with 
John Reilly personally, and I'm going to 
be talking to our Legislators. As you 
know, John Heinz and Mr. Walgren were 
diametrically opposed to having the 
waste going through our cities and I'm 
going to see if they could start initiating 
some federal legislation because I have 
been involved for 20 years for 
promulgating legislation. When I started 
I was told you can't fight City Hall and 
here Iam on City Hall. We did enact 
laws; we wrote the state of the art of 
cleaning up coke works. They just laid it 
out and dictated from it; it became the 
law of the land, And what I'm asking for 
is some of these issues that I've raised to 
become the law of the land, not just for 
Pennsylvania but for all our citizens. 


Mr. Wagner: 


Councilwoman Madoff, what I 
would request is that you zero in on that 
in one specific resolution about the 
transportation not coming through the 
City. The only. reason why I'm saying 
that, there are some significant points 
made in here but we're going in all 
directions here with this. 


Michelle Madoff: 


Yes I am going in all directions; it's 
time that we did. And the Mayor is 
going to be going in all directions and 
every department, the DER, the Board of 
Health, all the entities that came in 
here,- EPA, are all doing their own 
investigations. And every. item that I 
have here is an item they're going to be 
investigating. .And I'm just saying that 


this ought to be the law of the land and 
Tve talked to people in the 
transportation divisions who are sitting 
on boards who tell me they are not being 
addressed. Yes, priority one, get them 
away, and you're absolutely on target and 
you said that last night, and very 
eloquently, that we need to get them out 
of the high-density area. But we need to 
address all of this and we need to have 
laws promulgated that address all of 
this. That's all Tm saying. 


Mr. Wagner: 


We're not even sure of what the 
cause of the accident was and we're 
shotgunning this approach here to a 
solution and I don't think that's the right 
way to go. 


Michelle Madoff: 


What I'm saying, Mr. Wagner, and I 
think it is the right way to go, I'm saying, 
whether I get the consent of this Council 
or not, I'm going to be following through 
on this with environmental groups and 
with the citizenry of this city who are 
very distressed at having to get out of 
their beds, 16,000. There was a 
gentleman, Mr. Givens could probably 
enlighten us, who was at the Convention 
Center; he's going around getting 
signatures from everybody in his 
community. But that could have been us; 
it could have been any community. It 
could have been Brookline, it could have 
been Beechview, it could have been 
Squirrel Hill, it could have been Mount 
Washington; anywhere there is a railroad 
line. And I'm saying that every citizen 
should support this, and I know they will, 
and I'm going to see that the laws are 
changed because we're going to have 
every citizen in this community who 
cares writing to the Legislators -and 
telling them, writing to their local 
Senators and Congressmen telling them 
that we want this kind of inspection, this 
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kind of legislation promulgated, 


specifically every item that I've outlined. 


Mr, Wagner: 


But what I'm suggesting to you is, 
zero in on a law on a bill here and let's 
talk about that. 


Michelle Madoff: 


We're already done that; we've said 
that. 


Mr, Wagner: 


We're talking about ten different 
items, some of which pertain and some 
of which don't pertain. 


Michelle Madoff: 


They all pertain. If you wish to 
have a piece of legislation that says, only 
on this particular accident, we should be 
looking at sending the rail shipments 
through other areas and not through the 
center core city densely populated. 
That's in there already; that's already 
covered. But I don't want to restrict it 
to that. 


Mr. Wagner: 


Tm only suggesting that your 
resolution would be much more 
meaningful if it zeroed in on one specific 
item, 


Michelle Madoff: 
Well, since I'm an expert in this 


field and you're not, and I respect you 
dearly, I'm telling you that we want to 


. cover everything that could cause the 


same kind of accident. We have more 
problems with trucks than we have with 
the rail tankers. That's an unfortunate 
truth, And Tll check with the experts. 
My friends are now down at Carnegie - 


” Mellon looking up the literature and 


looking on toxic, hazardous chemicals 
that are now the law. Every corporation, 
the right to know, everybody working in 
a company has the right not know what 
chemical the company is producing and 
what it can do to you; what hazard, if 
any, you can sustain from the chemicals 


* that are emitted. I just want to broaden 


that to the whole populous and I want to 
look at every aspect by law. Nobody has 
been checking wheels to see if the 
springs are cracked because we don't 
have people doing it. We're going to 
create jobs and we're going to protect 
the populous. 


So, I'm saying, a) while we would 
like to see them not go through center 
area and go on the periphery; b) we need 
to look at every aspect and if you can 
think of something I left out, by all 
means, add it to the list. In other words, 
we're giving you what you want but we're 
giving you a lot more because the 
accident could have happened on the 
periphery and still have the wheels crack 
and you could have had the wind and you 
could have had a Bopal plume. So that 
isn't the only answer. 


Mr. O'Malley: 


One quick comment. I agree with 
what you're trying to do; I just think 
there are some parts of the bill that are 
impossible to enforce, 


Michelle Madoff: 
Name one, 
Mr. O'Malley: 


Number one; that the federal 
government institute a central command 
post for the transportation of toxic 
materials across the nation which will 
monitor the route, mode of 
transportation, and weather conditions, 
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as well as a reporting station for periodic 
progress reports, risk assessment, and 
coordination with local disaster response 
officials, 3 ‘7 


It's my understanding that there's 
over 90 million shipments of hazardous 
materials a year. I think it would be 
impossible to monitor and to track those; 
it would take a bureaucracy probably as 
large as the post office, and I'm not so 
sure we can afford that. 


Michelle Madoff: 


Let me respond to that. By saying 
they could set parameters on what are 
the highly toxic chemicals; you don't 
have to have every little chemical. 
That's something that the Legislature 
would decide based on cost. But I'm 
telling you that I've seen it, We could 
model it after what exists already, and 
that's in Durham, North Carolina for the 
environmental activities. They have 
them, recorded at a moment's notice. All 
it is is a corporation like Monsanto 
saying, "I'm shipping across the various 
states the following toxic chemicals" or 
hazardous or explosive or combustible 
chemicals. And they just call it in. Did 
you ever hear of computers? This is the 
20th Century; we're into the 2Ist 
Century. We have new chips coming up 
and they do it like lightening. . What do 
you think we do on the stock market 
every day? Do you know how many 
transactions take place? 


Mr, O'Malley: 

Let me ask you a question. Who 
calis it in in Durham, North Carolina? 
The federal government certainly 
doesn’t, 


Michelle Madoff: 


The company, under penalty of 
major fines, if, they don't report the 


chemical to the central control: 
Mr. O'Malley: 

Railroad and trucking industry? : 
Michele Madoff: 


No, not the railroad and trucking 
company; the corporation that is shipping 
its chemical. Monsanto, Koppers, 
whomever. Any of the plants that 
produce chemicals, If its U.S. Steel, it's 
USX now, they call and say we have a 
load of whatever it is coming into 
Pennsylvania. If its going to leave the 
rail and go in by truck, the truck will be 
checked. It will be on a map that we've 
got this going through the central 
controls. You may find firetrucks; they 
may ask somebody to hold it off for two 
days. Maybe we'll have an inadversion; 
we don't want five toxic chemical trucks 
in a row. 


Mr. Grabowski: 


I think this is a good resolution. 
It's a will of Council resolution and all 
we're saying is, "Hey, we had an accident 
here, we're very concerned. If you can 
tighten the belt on the transportation of 
these materials, please do so." 


Michelle Madoff: 


And look at what could be other 
causes of accidents. We've checked with 
the people of what does cause the 
accidents; we now know. There are 
probably a lot of other but we know that 
the trucks could have ~ 


‘Mr. O'Malley: 


There are parts of the bill that I 
agree with; the testing of the containers 
and the maintenance of the tracks. I 
think those two things probably could 
have prevented the evacuation. If the 
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tanks didn't crack we wouldn't have had 
to evacuate and maybe if the tracks 


‘didn't let go we wouldn't have had the 


accident in the first place. I like the 
idea of preventive maintenance.

I know but it is a resolution of 
intent of the Council body of the City of 
Pittsburgh and I would suggest that you - 


make this in the form of a letter, maybe 
to the Administration, that this is the 
intent of Council to explore these 
particular areas that you've outlined, -. 


Michelle Madoff: 
That's all I've asked. 
The Chair, Pro tem: 


Well then, if it's not in the form of 
a resolution — Would you agree to a 
letter then? 


Michelle Madoff: - 


‘Any way you want to do it. It's 
only a wish, 


‘The Chair, Pro tem: 


IT think a letter: would bé a more 
appropriate way to do it because, number 
one, we did not have the normal 24 hours 
of time for this to be in the box, 
Obviously the incident happened over the 
weekend and I think you have some good 
thought ideas right here and they should 
be explored. So on the resolution itself, 
we'll make it as a letter, then, to the 
Mayor and the Administration of the 
City of Pittsburgh and other agencies 
that you have so indicated here, if you 
could give those to the Chief Clerk and 
we'll send it out. 


Michelle Madoff: 


I think it's an excellent idea, Mr. 
Givens. I would be happy to change it to 
a letter rather than a resolution because 
it's only'a wish anyway and if that would 
get .the support of Council -I1° would 
certainly change it in that manner. 
Would that get your support? 


The Chair, Pro tem: 


Yes, 
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Michelle Madoff: 


Would that change anybody's vote 
here? Who abstained? 


The Chair, Pro tem: 
T abstained; Jack abstained. 
Michelle Madoff: 


Did anyone else abstain? If we 
change it to a letter of request would 
you support it? 


Mr. Wagner: 


I would still like to see it zero in on 
something rather than address various — 


The Chair, Pro tem: 


You can request a letter yourself, 
Michelle. 


Michelle Madoff: 

IT amended it to a letter — 
The Chair, Pro tem: 

Isupport that letter, 
Michelle Madoff: 

Thank you, so that passed. 


May I make just one more comment 
on the same subject? The Mayor asked 
that I meet with him to give him exactly 
the kind of thing that I've shared with 
Council today because he is going to be 
doing a thorough investigation. I want to 
tell you that I saw the Mayor yesterday; 
he was up for 24 or 28 hours, and he is 
looking for this kind of input. And I hope 
that working together we can really do 
something and I plan to support the 
Mayor and I am delighted that he is 
interested in getting this kind of input 


from me. 


Mr. Wagner: 


On a similar subject, not the 
resolution, thought, the train accident, 
Td just like to say that I believe 
Councilwoman Madoff is pointing in the 
right direction in trying to say that we 
have to strongly suggest that the federal 
government, whatever agency of 
government, take a look at the cause of 
this accident. They're doing that right 
now and hopefully they're going to come 
up with some information as to what did 
cause the accident. 


I think it's important, though, that 
the public is aware that the Public 
Safety Department in the City of 
Pittsburgh, the two primary 
responsibilities of the Public Safety 
Department is to prevent accidents and 
to react to accidents. The prevention of 
this accident does not fall under the 
jurisdiction of the City of Pittsburgh. 
The Public Safety Department, in their 
other responsibility reacting to the 
accident, did an excellent job. Director 
Cannon and ail the personnel within the 
Department that I saw out there working 
really did an exceptional job and all the 
bureaus and some other departments and 
many other agencies of government. 


What we have to find out, though, 
in terms of prevention of the accident, is 
the most important piece of information 
that can come out of all of this. So far, 
there have been several theories that 
have been discussed that could have 
related to in one or several of them 
together the cause of the accident. 
Some of the ones that Ive heard 
discussed the most so far, a trailer 
sitting on the flatbed railroad car could 
have swayed due to the fact that it was 
not secured properly and could have 
struck the other train, the chemical 
train, and caused the derailment that 
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was traveling on a parallel track in the 
opposite direction. That's the theory 
- that several people have mentioned so 
far that have analyzed these types of 
accidents in the past. 


Another theory that has been 
discussed is that one or both of the trains 
could have been traveling at a speed 
excessive for that curve in the track 
which could have caused the swaying of 
one car or several cars and they could 
have struck each other causing the 
derailment. 


Another item that has been 
discussed as a possibility, and 
Councilwoman Madoff mentioned it, is 
the possibility of defective railroad track 
that could have related to the accident. 


Another possibility is erosion 
underneath the railroad track with some 
of the rains that we've had which could 
have changed the guage in the track or 
the track itself, 


Another item she mentioned as a 
common cause of railroad accidents is 
fractured wheels or railroad cars, 


These and possibly other reasons 
have been discussed as the cause of this 
accident. The important thing, I think, 
for this Council and for the City is to 
determine, based on these accident 
investigations that are taking place right 
now, and I understand in addition to the 
railroad companies, the National 
Transportation Safety Board and the 
Federal Railroad Administration is 
performing the accident investigation 
and the railroad trains have something 
similar to the planes where they have a 

_ black box and they can determine the 
speed of the train at that section of the 
track and they can really analyze the 
accidents, analyze the track itself, 


What this Council has to do, I. 


believe, is sit back for a few days and 
find out precisely what did cause the 
accident and if it was defective rail. If 
it was speed, if it was several of these 
items or possibly others, we have to 
make sure that the proper agency of 
government prevents this from occuring 
again within the City of Pittsburgh. In 
addition to that, in addition to zeroing in 
on the cause of the accident, we have to 
somehow notify, and I believe 
Councilwoman Madoff's resolution 
addresses that in part, chemical trains 
coming through the City of Pittsburgh 
without a point of origination or 
destination, and is there a route that can 
be taken through less populated areas 
that create less of a potential for an 
accident. I think those two items, 
finding out the cause of the accident and 
addressing that, and also requesting from 
the proper agencies of the government 
that these chemical trains that do not 
have origination or destination in 
Pittsburgh because we all know we need 
chemicals. This picture right here is 
made of chemicals that are extremely 
hazardous and if we want products 
manufactured in the City of Pittsburgh, 
there has to be chemicals coming in and 
out of the City. The important thing is 
to make sure that they are being 
transported in a safe manner, whether-it 
be by railroad, truck, pipeline, barge, or 
even by airplane. 


So, we need to zero in on the cause 
and we need to ask the proper agencies 
of government to make sure this type of 
accident doesn't occur again and some 
rerouting of chemical trains that do not 
have a destination point in Pittsburgh. 


Thank you. 
Michelle Madoff: 
Tm really surprised, Mr. Wagner, 


because you've just stated you've agreed 
with everything I've said and I agree with 
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everything you've said but you wouldn't 
vote for even a letter to go out. Tama 
little surprised that what We're doing 
here today is saying we're only going to 
try to find out what. happened with the 
present accident, the one that just took 
place this weekend. That's not the issue 
before us. The issue is, we want to 
prevent others, we want to find out why 
we have so many accidents in the state 
and all over the country. We might be in 
another state when this accident takes 
place of a similar nature. And what I 
want to do is just get some new 
legislation passed that affects all of us 
anywhere. Our children may be in 
another state;.I have a daughter in 
Orlando. Somebody delivering something 
to Mickey Mouse in Disney World could 
find out there’s a chemical spill. I want 
my daughter protected. 


So, we cannot be chauvinistic and 
we can't say, "I just want to find out 
what happened with this accident." The 
Mayor is doing that; we're going to do 
that anyway and we're going to ask these 
questions. But what we really and truly 
néed is a program that changes the way 
the transportation; Interstate Commerce 
does business and we've got to change 
the fact that we don't -have people 
working who are doing the inspection. 


Mr. O'Malley: 


I’ think everybody agrees that 
Director Cannon and the Public Safety 
Department did an outstanding job over 
the weekend and I'm going to be putting 
up a resolution next, Monday not only 
commending Director Cannon but the 
other Public Safety Department, the 
Potice, the Fire, and EMS. They did a 
tremendous job coordinating the efforts 
between the Red Cross, the Convention 
Genter, the Civic Arena, PAT Transit, 
and everybody that was involved in it. 


But I want to take you back to 


1984, December of 1984, during that 
budget period when the Mayor sent the 
resolution over to us creating the 
Department of Public Safety. Against 
tremendous odds the Mayor and members 
of this Council voted to have a 
Department of Public Safety and I think 
those Councilmembers who took that 
stand at that’ time are to be 
commended. It was a very unpopular 
stand with certain special interest 
groups, And those Councilmembers were 
Steve Grabowski, Michelle Madoff, Bill 
Robinson who is no longer with us, Mr. 
Stone and myself. I think what we saw 
over the weekend vindicated and makes 
us all aware of how right we were at that 
time. It's a shame that it took an 
accident of this magnitude to show that 
we really need a Public Safety 
Department. But I'm glad at that time 
that we took the stand that we took; that 
the Public Safety Department was 
implemented, that it was in place, and 
that it operated as-well as it operated 
over the weekend, I think any of those 
people who are still in opposition to the 
Public Safety Department, I think they'll 
have a change of mind at this time and I 
hope that they would support that 
department 100 percent. 


The Chair, Pro tem: 


Thank you, Mr. O'Malley. Td just 
like to make one quick comment being 
the fact that the neighborhood that I live 
in is Bloomfield, City of Pittsburgh, 
That was the most affected area along 
with the Lawrenceville area and Polish 
Hill being the most affected areas that 
we had during this particular crisis, 
However, Mr. O'Malley, I'll take you back 
to 1967 when this City had about 30 or 
40 fires going at one time with the riot 
up on the Hill and the Police, Fire, at 
that particular time we did not even 
have emergency medical, and that our 
forces within the City, our public safety 
forces acted accordingly. And I think 
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that they would have done so under any 
circumstances at any time. However, I'll 
remind all of you that for 11 years I 
asked for a plan, an emergency plan, that 
was executed over this weekend and for 
11 years sat here without that plan being 
forthwith to this Council or to the people 
of the City of Pittsburgh. Thank God 
that plan was delivered to us last 
November or December of 1986 and that 
was the plan that the executed this last 
weekend. All of our people in the 
emergency and especially that 
emergency disaster team, the chemical 
team who have been practicing for over 
a year or two, have done a real fine job. 
The Police, Fire and EMS must be 
congratulated for what they had done 
over this particular weekend because 
without all of their help we could have 
had a great catastrophe in the City. 
Other city employees also were working 
out there; I saw many Public Works 
people and some Parks and Recreation 
people out there erecting barricades and 
helping out bringing sand and materials 
down to work with the chemicals that 
had been spilled and might even be 
further spilled in a particular area. 


Evacuation is something that we all 
have to learn, Police officers were the 
first to be overcome trying to evacuate 
people from the affected area. The 
firemen were down low; the policemen 
were up high, They were the ones that 
were receiving all of the fumes that 
were being emitted at that particular 
time and were the first ones to go to the 
hospitals and we best learn from that 
that they have to have some type of 
breathing apparatus in a situation of this 
type. 


The people who were evacuated did 
it in such a way that it was just 
absolutely beautiful. The Port Authority 
people who came in there and provided 
the transportation in my neighborhood 
along the Liberty Avenue and the Penn 


Avenue corridors were just totally 
outstanding. The displaced people who 
were displaced went about their point of 
being evacuated in a very orderly 
fashion. There was no looting or rioting 
in the affected area; in many cities this 
does happen. It did not happen in the 
City of Pittsburgh and everyone is to be 
commended on that. The volunteers that 
we had at the Civic Arena and especially 
at the Convention Center. We had the 
Red Cross down there, we had the 
Salvation Army, and many other city 
employees, along with the employees of 
the Convention Center and the Civic 
Arena who were called in from their 
weekends to give their time for this 
particular evacuation. Whether they'll 
be paid or not remains to be seen; I hope 
they will all be paid and maybe even 
overtime or time and a half. But even 
the food show was in the Convention 
Center down there and one has to 
appreciate that we had some 1200 
evacuees down there and they came 
down there in two different ways, had 
left at 5:00 Saturday evening and came 
back again at 1:00 in the morning. Yes, 
I've been up and running around for all 
the hours that everyone else has and 
thank God that we have elected officials 
in this City that were on the scene 
monitoring because it is our 
responsibility. 


For 11 or 12 years when I was 
preaching that we have catastrophies 
waiting to happen, and we still do, it was 
interesting to note that they evacuated 
all the people to the Convention Center 
and that is right abutting the railway 
track; in fact, it right abutting a curve 
and we just had a spill down there just 
about two years ago with some toxic 
materials but for whatever reason, again, 
it was not a catastrophe at that 
particular time. 


We have some very heavy built-in 
transportation routes, both rail and 
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highways and rivers, that all address 
themselves to an accident waiting to 
Again, I think our people 
responded tremendously. 


The media must be commended on 
what they had done over the weekend 
because without their communication we 
would have probably not been able to 
have gotten the evacuation as quickly 
and as promptly as we did. 


I talked with Brother Richard who 
monitors Channels 17 and 15, rT 
personally felt that those government 
channels should have been brought in to 
the emergency. I was up all Saturday 
night like many people were. There was 
only one channel that particular late in 
the evening that was giving detailed 
information of the evacuation, and that 
was Channel 4 at that particular time. 
The radio media was extremely good 
also, of telling what was happening. But 
again, if it had been one of those 
evacuations that we would have had to 
move larger areas of the City than what 
we did move out, then I would have to 
say that we'd have to have a very good 
coordinated effort there. We never used, 
or did we ever exercise, the Mayor's 
prerogative at least over our cable 
franchise the emergency cable network. 
That should be looked into; Tl have to 
talk to Brother Richard on that and to 
Sophie Masloff who is our Chairperson in 
that.

The Chair: 


Tf you will all recall, this past year 
this Council to have a metal detector put 
at the entrance to the Council 
Chambers. We did have research on it; if 








you recall, it doesn't matter but I was 
against it, but we did have research. The 
minimum we can get away with is $8000 
for a metal detector that would have to 
be placed outside of the doors. For 
every meeting we would need two 
Sergeant at Arms; we would need one 
inside like Spitz is always here and we 
would need somebody outside to run this 
metal detector. 


I would ask you once again to 
reconsider the purchase of this thing 
because there are so many ways to get in 
here and I just don't think it's necessary. 


Mr. Pollock: 


I've been thinking about this matter 
as well and I think if we were to vote 
again I would probably change my vote 
because I had voted in favor of it 
before. I think that what we should 
consider doing, and I don't have the 
authority to speak for his office, but if 
we check with the Sheriff's Office they 
have two metal detectors already which 
they use in the court system for certain 
trials when they want anyone who is a 
spectator at the trial to pass through 
metal detector. I don't think they keep 
it in this building but it frequently is in 
the building; I've seen it up on the 
seventh and eighth floor several times. 
If we could get the Sheriff, Gene Coon, 
to permit us to borrow it for certain 
meetings where there are volatile topics 
discusses - the most recent one, I guess, 
was the Stadium issue or the Pirate issue 
where there are large crowds and there 
is hotly contested issues - I think that 
would be sufficient. If he would let us 
borrow it to use it on those occasions 
when there is the greater likelihood of 
there being controversy which could 
inflame some emotions and cause 
someone to want to, I don't know why, 
strike a member of Council or something 
else,'or carry an arm into Council. But 
if that would be okay, I think that would 
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be sufficient. 
Mr. Grabowski: 


I have to disagree with you, Mr. 
President. The fact that we have one 
Sergeant at Arms, I don’t feel that is 
adequate even though I believe he is a 
qualified and capable officer. But the 
Mayor, he has two bodyguards himself 
and there are nine of us and we have one 
Sergeant at Arms and the only time that 
he is really on duty, per se, is when we 
meet. We should have at least two full- 
time people, one always out there 
watching who comes in and out because 
over the last few months I don't know 
how many strange characters have come 
in through those rear doors and have 
gone through these offices, I think $8000 
is not a lot of, money for a metal 
detector but I still think that one more 
police officer is warranted for the 
Councilmembers. 


Mr. Givens: 


For someone who has been in the 
business for 20 some years in that 
particular thing, I think it would be a 
waste of taxpayers’ money to spend 
$8000 to bring a metal detector into this 
Council. It is true that in some cities 
that the Councilpeople have been 
attacked and I think this City has not 
shown any traits of that nor have we 
ever had an incident, to may knowledge, 
in this Council Chambers. 


As Mark Pollock so indicated, I was 
aware and I talked to Gene Coon myself 
in regards to a metal detector of any 
kind. I think that any Councilperson 
fears for their life or gets threatening 


. letters to the point where it really looks 


like a very serious situation, yes. You 
can rent these particular detection 
devices; there are companies throughout 
the country that will do this for you, set 
it up and will run the actual device 


itself. Like anything else, Mr. Chairman, 
in your evaluation in looking at them, 
what you pay for is what you get. 
There's all kinds of metal detectors and 
there's metal detectors that you can 
trick and everything élse by bringing in 
whatever you want to and covering it 
up. At one time, the airports, they were 


* so sensitive, it would set off the metal 


straps on my chest and I'd_have to tell 
them that. One time I actually had to 
get a medical thing to indicate that Ihad 
metal within my body that set these 
devices off, When the sensitivity back 
when they first came in, you would have 
to take your watches off, if you had 
metal on your glasses you'd have to take 
your glasses off. 


So, it would be, in my feeling — I 
did not vote on that when it came up; I 
would not have voted for it at that 
particular. I don't think we have to go 
into it. 


“Mr. O'Malley: 


Td just like to say that if somebody 
is mad enough at a Councilmember or at 
all members of Council and that if it's 
going to be planned or pre-meditated, 
Councilmembers are in and out of 
Chambers, in and out of Council and the 
fifth floor all day long. If somebody is 
mad enough that they want to get a 
Councilmember, they're going to get a 
Councilmember. I don't think that we 
need to spend the money for a permanent 
metal detector but I agree with my 
colleague, Mr. Pollock, that during 
heated discussions or debates maybe it 
would be worthwhile to purchase two of 
the hand-held metal detectors for special 
hearings and special debates where 
emotions might run high and people 
might be more inclined to violence. 


Mr. Grabowski: 


I still believe this is warranted. 
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There is an old addage that an ounce of 
prevention is worth a pound of cure. It's 
still pretty vivid in my mind about ten 
years ago when somebody walked into 
the Baltimore City Council Chambers 
and killed three or four of them. About 
five years ago a similar incident 
happened in San Francisco, and there 
have been other incidents throughout the 
country. I think that $8000 is not an 
awful lot of money and I don't think that 
one more officer up here is going to 
break the budget. 


Michelle Madoff: 


Tm terribly sorry but I was working 
on an important project and I wasn't here 
in time and this is my bill, as I recall, to 
have the metal detector here — 


The Chaiz: 
It's not a dill; it's a resolution. 
Michelle Madoff: 


A resolution, but there was a bill 
put forward but never was passed here — 


The Chair: 


It was a floor motion to do this; it's 
not a piece of legislation, 


Michelle Madoff: 


We were to hear from Mr. Cannon 
as to the price. Our office did the 
research on it; it is not $8000, you can 
buy it for less, We checked with a 
number of places. Sut even if it was 
$8000, may I point out that last week in 
the courtroom where the city hall is 
located in another city, they believe 
there was a lawsuit going on about drug 
busts and a bomb was set off in the court 
house. I think that not only do we need 
to have a detector of some sort going 
through one door, a simple detector like 


the one they have at the airport, 
whatever the cost might be, it's nominal, 
but we should have one at the entrance 
to the building, we should shut off one 
side of the building for entrance and only 
have it as an exit so people can get out 
during an emergency but the door would 
only allow people to come in on the front 
of the building. We have a guard there 
already, have that guard be able to have 
people go through a detector to protect 
our judges who do have problems in their 
courtrooms. And may I remind my 
colleagues that all elected officials, 
particularly those who were very upset 
about my claim on my arm, we as 
elected officials, all of us in the State of 
Pennsylvania, are not covered under 
workmen's comp. If any one of us were 
shot or any of us were wounded like 
Governor Wallace and were put in a 
wheelchair for the rest of our lives, 
there is not a dime that we get because 
we are not covered under workmen's 
comp. We would then have to do what 
my colleagues found offensive, suing 
those people that put them into office. 
Just a joke. 


I think we ought to take a little 
ounce of prevention instead of a pound of 
cure. I understand that one time there 
was somebody here with a gun and it was 
somebody that you may or may not have 
known of. There was some issue and the 
took the person out with a gun, What are 
we waiting for? This is an inexpensive, 
cost effective mechanism. We're not 
covered under workmen's comp and we're 
only kidding ourselves and making it a 
political football. Let's just get on with 
it and get it done and the next step 
would be to get one for the building. 


‘The Chair: 


Now, if you recall, my suggestion 
was that if we were going to do this, and 
I'm not making it like political football, 
that if you're going to do it, do it the 
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right way. Have it coming into the 
building because if somebody wants to 
shoot a Councilmember or a director or 
the Mayor, they don’t have to come 
through these Council Chambers to do 
it. All these people here are detected, 
they walked in this door, they don't have 
a weapon. A person stands outside and 
waits for you to come outside the 
building at 4:00 or 5:00, whenever you 
leave here, and blows you away. It does 
not do any good; it’s a waste of money 
here. 


I suggested, if we were going to do 
this, to do it like they have in 
Philadelphia, like they have in Baltimore, 
like they have down here in the Federal 
Building, like they have in the Federal 
Courthouse, that you cannot walk into 
that building without going through a 
detector. I suggested that in December 
when you brought up this idea. If you're 
going to do it, doit the right way so that 
anyone walking into the building must be 
detected. 


Mr. Pollock: 


I agree with you. In sitting here 
Tm trying to count the number of 
entrances into our building and there's 
about seven or eight because you can go 
through the Register of Wills Office, the 
Prothonotary's Office, the three tunnels 
to the Court House, the Grant Building, 
and over to the County Office Building, 
and then you have the two main 
entrances. So, I think what we should do 
if we're going to do it, and I agree with 
you, you're 100 percent right, is ask the 
Mayor to set up a committee maybe with 
the other building because it's a joint 
building with the county, to close off the 
entrances at the Prothonotary and the 
Register of Wills Office, just have the 
two main entrances, and you could then 
have your metal detectors at those two 
main entrances as they do in all the 
other public buildings that you spoke of. 


I don't know what you're going to do with 
the tunnels because you have the three 
tunnels. You would need five metal 
detectors if you had to leave the three 
tunnels open, You could maybe close 
them in the summertime but in the bad 
weather you'd want to keep them open. 


The Chair: 


I think like in Baltimore they have 
them as exits; you can go out these 
places but you can only enter in two 
places. All the other places are exits; 
you can leave. 


Mr. Pollock: 


But you have to have somebody 
there watching them all the time. Why 
don't we call upon the Mayor to ask him 
to work with the county to see if we can 
do it? The cost would be shared because 
you do have the courts upstairs and so 
the judges would be protected as well. 


The Chair: 


Just so everyone understands, I'm 
not so concerned about the cost, $8000. 
T£ it was $80,000 it doesn't matter. It's 
the idea, It's just a fruitless thing, 
whether it's $8000 or $80,000 because 
just coming through that door, that 
doesn't mean anything. There's so many 
ways that if anyone wants to harm you, 
they can do it, 


Michelle Madoff: 


I think everybody is missing the 
point, and I hope the people watching 
this Council meeting today will 
understand that when anything is 
cablevised during a public hearing, it is 
at the will of the majority of this 
Council. Frequently we have a roomful 
of very angry who are underemployed 
and unemployed saying, "If we don't get 
jobs for the summer, if we don't get 
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something. happening in the economy, 
we're going to go and we're going to burn 
this City down." That doesn't get out on 
cable. And the fact remains that 
tempers run very, very.high in this room 
on occasion and these are not necessarily 
people who are seeking out a single 
person to eliminate them or are seeking 
to shoot Mr. Wagner or Mr. Woods or 
Michelle Madoff; these are people who 
are sitting in the room who could have a 
gun on them and start firing at random, 
I think that's the kind of thing that we 
are more concerned about. They might 
even hit the media who report on what 
goes on in this room. That was the 
veason I brought the issue up in the first 
Place. It was not somebody who went in 
particular to shoot a specific person 
necessarily. It was somebody at .a 
hearing who gets out of control because 
of the passions of the hearing, the crowd 
Kind of’ a syndrome where they get 
worked up and I think that before we 
leave this hearing today let us not beg 
the issue by saying, "Well, yes, it would 
be a wonderful idea to do it like they do 
at the Court House and other places.” It 
is true, you can have all the doors to the 
tunnels, Mr. Pollock, the doors would 
only work as an exit but not as an 
entrance. As Mr. Woods said, you'd only 
come in the one or two doors that are 
designated. The Prothonotary's Office 
would only open out but would not open 
in, And that would be some way of 
having some kind of control as to who 
comes in the building. 


I think we ought to have some 
professional guards downstairs. Mr. 
Grabowski and I had a_ terrible 
experience one night with the guard who 
is about to retire, fortunately, who 
treated everybody rudely coming to a 
hearing, a very unprofessional gentleman 
who works for both the County and the 
City. You know the story on what 
happened. 


We may be in a position if we don't 
make a decision here today of having 
somebody sit down with the 
Commissioners and figure out how we're 
going to make this a joint effort and a 
joint venture for the building, and five 
years from now we're going to be in the 
same position and somebody might be 
here at a hearing on raising taxes and 
decide to shoot. Im saying let's move 
now to protect this Council which is not 
insured, does not have five cents of 
insurance, because we're not covered 
under workmen's comp. Give us at least 
that protection, whatever it may be. 


Mr. DePasquale: 


Ben, as you stated earlier, and I 
think the late President Kennedy even 
stated that if somebody wants to kill you 
bad enough, they're going to kill you 
somewhere, somehow. : 


As far as having the detectors all 
over the building and lobby, whatever, 
you have a tremendous problem there, 
besides the cost, with policemen. Other 
people are allowed to carry guns coming 
in and out of there all day long. What 
are they going to do, put their guns aside 
and have somebody go out and get them 
and bring them back in to them? Or are 
they going to have to come in there and 
then take them out and show that they're 
allowed to wear them? 


The Chair: 
Police officers would be allowed. 
Mr. DePasquale: 


I have no problem whatsoever with 
having detectors up here and I agree with 
Madoff 100 percent. When you look 
around some of those hostile audiences 
sometimes, it's a wonder somebody hasn’t 
shot by now.- I mean, that thought has 
gone through our minds a. lot of times 
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that this person is liable to get up and 
start shooting. Fortunately, they 
probably didn't have a gun and if they did 
they didn't do it anyway. But it could 
happen and why wait, as Steve Grabowski 
said, until it happens? I think we ought 
to take the detectors and use them at 
the doors, the entrances here. 


The Chair: 


Just so you know, I brought it up 
because this was in December and if we 
don't move on it someone is going to say, 
"Ben, you're not doing anything on it." 
We did a little research on it and this is 
what we came up with. Just so you 
know. 


Mr. Wagner: 


Mr. President and members of 
Council, I'd like to recommend that 
possibly we ask the two entities of 
government, the county and the city, 
since this is a jointly owned building, ask 
Superintendent Kroner and Director 
Cannon and Chief Moore to look at the 
situation, analyze it, and report back to 
Council what the proper course of action 
should be, whether we need a metal 
detector here, whether we need it at the 
two entrances of the building, or how the 
building could be better secured, 


The Chair: 


Mr. Perry and I discussed this for 
the last two weeks and that's what I said 
to him. We have to get the county here, 
the city here. This Chambers isn't going 
to do any good. We finally got the back 
doors locked; we finally did that last 
week, so people can't be coming in and 


. out. 


Michelle Madoff: 


My understanding is that the back 
doors could not be locked unless they're 


hooked up to the fire system, fire 
protection is not in the building, that 
when it went off, the fire mechanisms 
were triggered, the doors would then be 
released and would be able to be open. I 
think that's an illegal act by closing 
those back doors; I think we need to 
check on it. - ¢ 


‘The Chair: 


We've checked it with the Fire 
Marshall; those doors open out and 
everything is legal. 


Michelle Madoff: 


T'm glad to hear that because that 
was what they told me, that they 
couldn't do it at the time. Since it was 
my recommendation, I did do some 
research on it, 


Again, you do know that the Mayor 
— Somebody tried to get in the Mayor's 
Office on one specific occasion that I 
know of, I'm sure there have been others; 
and the person was dragged out by two 
police officers. We've had a person in 
this room with a gun, and as Mr. 
DePasquale has said, if tempers and the 
issue gets hot enough we are very 
vulnerable. I would suggest that we stop 
being so heroic. If we think we're good 
enough to get elected to serve the 
people, then we should be here to serve 
the people and we should not live in fear 
of having very controversial issues 
debated in this room with tempers 
flaring, or be afraid to show them on 
cable. I think that it is appropriate that 
we have minimum cost, basic one-door 
surveillance, and we do that 
immediately. And then we pursue doing 
it for the building with the 
Commissioners and the Mayor and us, of 
course, for the whole building, to secure 
the building by having all exits and 
entrances only going out and only one or 
two entrances coming in. 
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The Chair: 


Okay, I'm going to do it this way. 
Since there was a motion on this floor, 
and I believe it passed 7-1 or 8-1, 
whatever — Does everyone here want to 
keep the motion as it is and we'll go out 
and do it? Or what I would like to do, if 
we could hold off for a few weeks, try to 
get a few of the people, both entities of 
government, together, along with the 
court system upstairs, to see what we 
can come up with, 


We're not going to debate this 
anymore, 


Michelle Madoff: 


One comment. May I be 
recognized? 


The Chair: 


This is the last one — Wait a 
minute; no, there isn’t going to be any 
other comments, 


What we're going to do is, we're 
going to say, do we want to go ahead 
right now with it the way it stands, or do 
you want to put it off for three or four 
weeks? 


Michelle and Mr. Givens, you have 
one comment, one minute, and I'm timing 
both of you. 


Michelle Madoff: 


Half a minute. If you put the 
mechanism at our door, it can be 
transferred downstairs. If we protect 
ourselves initially and not wait until the 
agencies of government get together, 
that piece of equipment, if it is no longer 
needed, can be put downstairs. 


They're two separate bills. I'd like 
to go on my bill separately and then talk 


about the other bill. 
Mr, Givens: 


You probably have done more harm 
just by discussing it openly here today. 


Secondly, the best type of security 
is that type of security that nobody else 
knows that you're performing. 

The Chair: 

Okay, roll call vote. We're voting 
on whether we go ahead with the original 
motion that was made in December, that 
we go out and buy a metal detector for 
Council Chambers. 

Michelle Madoff: 


May I reserve the right for Mr. 
Pollock to vote when he comes back? 


The Chair: 

No, we are voting now. Roll call 
vote. If you are still interested in 
providing a metal detector for Council 
Chambers immediately, vote aye when 
your name is called. 

‘Mr. DePasquale: 


What happened to your suggestion 
to check it out? 


The Chair: 


If you vote that down, then we'll go 
out and check it out. 


Mr. DePasquale: 
Okay. 
‘The Chair: 


Is there any further discussion on 
the motion? 
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And on the question, "Shall the 
motion pass finally?"

Mr. Grabowski: 


Mr. President, point of order. I 
think your motion failed. The motion 
back in December was to go out and do it 
then. Your motion to delay it for three 
weeks did not receive a clear majority. 


The Chair: 
You are wrong, Mr. Grabowski. I 


said if we want to go with the December 
motion you will vote aye to buy that 


-immediately. If you want to read it 


back, please do so. That's exactly what I

Michelle Madoff: 

Point of order. Can we have a vote 
on the previous vote that's already 
passed?

I 
strongly object; I will vote no.

Michelle Madoff: 


Okay. What's the extras? 


Engineering and Construction: 

The bill identified is for the .045 
mil membrane flashing on the exposed 
parapet walls above the finished roof. 
Michelle Madoff: 


Did we know that before you went 
out on the perimeters of the bill? 


Mr. McDermott: 


Apparently we didn't, because we 
are adding it in as an extra. 


Michelle Madoff: 

Who was the "we" that didn't know 
it? Because you hired a consultant to do 
roofing, which Jack Wagner and I object. 
Mr. McDermott: 

The architect did not feel at the 
time he did the design that it was 
needed. 

Michelle Madoff: 

The architect did not feel at the 
time that he did the design. What did 
you pay the architect? 

Mr. McDermott: 


Standard fee, I don’t know off-hand 
what it was. 


Michelle Madoff: 

What about the consultant? Is that 
what you mean, the consultant was the 
architect? 

Mr. McDermott: 


Uh-huh. 
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Michelle Madoff: 


And so he is liable, of course? He 
overlooked, and he is liable? 


Mr. McDermott: 

Well, not really, because if it had 
been in the original documents we would 
have paid for it anyway. The base bid 
would have been higher than what it was 
without it, 

Michelle Madoff: 

Who gave them the original 
perimeters of the document so that he 
would know what to design? 

Mr. McDermott: 

The scope of the work, you mean? 
Michelle Madoff: 

The scope of work, yes. 

Mr. McDermott: 

We did, the department did. 
Michelle Madoff: 

So the socpe of work gave him a 
contract and inadvertently left out the 
adhesive and the — what is it, the 
flashing watertight? 

Mr. McDermott: 

No. No. This scope of work called 

for the design of a replacement of a roof 


on the City-County Building. And in 
preparing that, the parapet wall was not 


. addressed. 


Michelle Madoff: 


Which one? 








Mr. McDermott: 
The parapet wall. 
Michelle Madoff: 


Would you explain that so people 
will understand? 


Mr. McDermott: 


The parapet wall is that portion of 
the wall that extends above'the level of 
the roof. 


Michelle Madoff: 


And nobody saw that there was a 
parapet wall extending above the roof? 


Mr. McDermott: 
No. 

Michelle Madoff: 
It's invisible? 

Mr. McDermott: 


No. No, I didn't say that. The 
condition of the parapet wall at the time 
the architect did the design, I have to 
assume, did not appear that it needed the 
membrane treatment. 


Michelle Madoff: 


Next question. The original subject 
of this $179,000.00 on the — almost 
$180,000.00 for doing roofs, you did hire 
a consultant. There was a big argument 
here at Council about hiring — just 
getting a number of people — getting out 
an RFP, having a bunch of roofers go up, 
outline the perimeters of what needed to 
be done, having our people go up and 
look, see what needed to be done, and 
then have roofers bid on it. A roof is a 
roof is a roof, the work is the work is the

for? 


What do you need a consultant 


Mr. McDermott: 
A roof is not a roof. 
Michelle Madoff: 


Well, that was our opinion. We had 
a difference of opinion on it. 


Mr. McDermott: 


Because it was an engineering 
decision that we needed a consultant. 
And I made that decision. 


Michelle Madoff: 


I understand that. I am asking — 
you had a consultant at the decision of 
the Engineering Department and with 
disagreement by at least two members of 
Council, and that was Mr. Wagner and 
myself, And my question is, now that 
you went out and had a consultant, which 
we thought you didn't need, you hire a 
consultant and you end up having another 
$12,000 worth of work, almost 
$12,400.00 worth of work, because with 
the consultant he didn't find it. Perhaps 
if you just hired some roofers to go over 
the roof and crawl around, they may 
have told you that you need that parapet 
sealed, 


Mr. McDermott: 


Well, in allowing various roofers to 
crawl around the roof and submit a price, 


what would you compare their price on? _ 


There must be about 15 different types 
of roofs that you can put on a building, 
and you can't compare oranges and 
apples. When you are asking for 
competitive prices, they all must be 
submitting their price on the same 
identical material, 





Michelle Madoff: 


I agree. I did my own house, and I 
was just a little old housewife who 
needed a new roof on my brand new 
home, when I lived in Squirrel Hill, and I 
had to decide what kind of a roof to 
use. Would I use shingles, would I use 
slate? No matter what I would use, it 
was all different prices, and you made a 
decision. That decision could very easily 
be made in-house, or, if you can't do it, 
Council can do it for you. We will decide 
what that roof should have. Perhaps 
somebody from the County could have 
helped decide what kind of roof would be 
put on, so that the next thing that 
happens, once you determine what kind 
of roof, of course, we would want it 
waterproofed, of course we would want 
any areas that could leak, including the 
parapet, checked, and, of course, you 
would then put out your RFD's saying 
"This is what we want,” and then you 
would have all the bidders come in and 
bid, and the best price would get it, best 
responsible bidder. 


What you needed a consultant for, 
as Mr. Wagner asked originally, is 
absurd. And now we're coming back with 
the consultant for an additional 
$12,000.00. And I want to bring it to 
your attention, this has got to stop. 

Mr. McDermott: 

What's got to stop? 

Michelle Madoff: 


I think you Inow. I am not going to 
get into rhetoric with you. 


We can vote on the bill.

Mr. Wagner: 


Mr. President and members of 
Council, Im hoping that this bill is in 
front of us for the last time today and 
Tm hoping that it receives the 
affirmative vote of Council to address a 
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long-standing problem in the City of 
vendors. 


Td like my comments brought 
forward from the last two Wednesdays 
when this bill was in Committee. The 
bill is not a perfect bill; I don't think you 
can ever have a perfect bill for vendors 
to address not only the problems the 
vendors have but the businesses have, but 
I believe it has addressed the major 
problem of past deficiencies in the 
legislation such as the noise 
restrictions. Some have been 
eliminated. The length of time for 
vendors has been increased dramatically, 
three times as long. The time they can 
stand in one location has been doubled. 
But at the same time there have been 
some restrictions placed on them to keep 
them from littering the streets as they 
have in the past, to keep them from 
being outside of a similar business, and 
for them to display their permit or 
license on their vehicle so that people 
know that they are a legitimate vendor. 


The bottom line, though, is 
enforcement and if this piece of 
legislation passes I would request that a 
letter be sent to the Director of Public 
Safety asking that this legislation, first 
of all, that the moratorium be lifted on 
vendors in the City that has been in 
existence for almost a year and that this 
piece of legislation begin to be enforced 
by people within the Bureau of Building 
Inspection and police officers within the 
Bureau of Police, 


Michelle Madoff: 


I think my colleague, Mr. Wagner, 
has improved the bill considerably but 


. the bill does not satisfy what T believe 


are the needs of bringing this community 
into the 21st century. I believe it is very 
parochial by not having stationary 
sources for vendors ,with licenses so we 
can collect the Business Privilege, 


Mercantile Tax, and not have our police 
be bothered shifting people from one 
corner to another. 


I would like to vote for the bill 
except that I think it has a large gap in 
what I think is practical. I'd like my 
comments brought forward and Id to also 

* suggest to my colleague that he look into 
the liability insurance of all vendors, all 
vendors having a liability insurance and 
having a permanent corner which would 
in some way protect both the vendor and 
the taxpayers of this City. That was a 
recommendation by a viewer so we must 
have somebody watching us. 


Again, I think this is really not 
solving the problem by say 15 to 30 
minutes. You still have to break down 
the operation and put it back together. I 
think it should be a charming, some kind 
of design that is perhaps handled by our 
review committee on what should be on 
the streets, maybe a yellow and black 
umbrella. But I would like to see the 
vendors out there adding some charm. I 
repeat, I don't want to see anyone selling 
pretzels in front of a bakery; I don't want 
to see flowers being sold in front of a 
florist. We have stationary sources and 
people are assigned to specific spots and 
we will all benefit and the City will be 
far more charming. So, I will vote no on 
this bill. 


Mr. O'Malley: 


I agree with my colleague, it's not 
a perfect bill but I think it's a very, very 
good piece of legislation. In fact, it 
protects the legitimate merchants 
Downtown and in other areas of the City 
of Pittsburgh that pay a great deal of 
money in rents and also employ a large 
number of people. 


I think what it does is establish a 
foundation from which we can establish a 
better piece of legislation, and a piece of 
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legislation that would give vendors a 
right to have permanent locations which 
I believe adds a lot of charm if it's done 
properly. 


So, I would support this piece of 
legislation and I would also like my 
remarks brought forward.

Mr. Wagner: 


Motion to amend Bill No. 964, 
Section 3 as follows, and all members of 
Council have two amendments in front of 
them, and the shorter of the two 
replaces Section F, as suggested by 
building inspections, to make the 
language more clear. 


The Chair: 
Thave a question. 
Mr. Wagner: 


I would like to, if I may, just read 
the amendments. 


The Chair: 


On the first amendment I have a 
question, Can we take them one at a 
time? 


Mr. Wagner: 

Sure, 
The Chair: 

Okay. On Amendment A, "No 
vendor shall remain more than 30 
minutes in one location." At the public 


hearing we heard from Mr. Pollock who 
is a yendor in the Shadyside area, and 








Tve stopped at his hot dog stand, and I 
think it adds alot to the Shadyside area. 
And one of the problems that he 
indicated is that it takes so much time to 
get the stand off the truck and get it 
located in one place, that to have to 
move it every 30 minutes might not be 
appropriate in the case of a hot dog 
stand this large. 


‘Mr. Wagner: 


Well, if I may comment, and I 
would ask Rich Bruce from Building 
Inspection to comment, also. 


Previously, or presently, I should 
say, the existing ordinance requires 
vendors to move every 15 minutes. This 
is doubling that time period. And the 
whole idea, as Building Inspection has 
told me, is to keep vendors mobile, that 
mo vendor owns a part of the City 
property and should not remain 
stationary there indefinitely. And Rich 
may want to add something to that. 


The Chair: 
Td like to have Mr. Bruce's answer 


to that. Is that the purpose of this, Mr. 
Bruce. 


Richard Bruce 
Building Inspection: 

The basic purpose is to — I mean 
the idea of a vendor is that he is mobile 
and has to remain mobile. 

The Chair: 

Mr. Pollock's hot dog stand, I guess, 
it does, it adds a certain amount of 
charm to the Shadyside area, and it is 
fairly large. 

Mr, Bruce: 


T understand that. The one section 
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that had been removed was the section 
we had included before that did allow 
flower vendors to become stationary, and 
that was deleted because of the memo 
from the Law Department, stipulating 
that we cannot give the right of access 
or use of the public sidewalks or public 
streets, 


The Chair: 


Are you familiar with the New 
York vending ordinance? 


Mr. Bruce: 


I've been there and have seen that 
they possibly in some areas have more 
vendors on one side of the street than we 
have in the whole City of Pittsburgh. 


The Chair: 


I agree: with that. But they are 
stationary. Are you familiar with their 
ordinance at all? 


Mr. Bruce: 


Alot of these vendors I don't even 
think have licenses in New York. There 
are just so many of them, I guess, that 
there is a problem of control. 


Mr. Bruce: 


Not on theirs specifically, no. We 
had alot of other ordinances, and Don 
worked on those, and we combined alot 
of their different wordings into the ones 
that we have proposed. 


The Chair: 


The ones I've seen in Chicago :-— 
and I agree, you can't have corporation 
on them. The ones I've seen in Chicago 
and New York, they do add a certain 
amount of charm, and they provide a 
service, especially in today's society 


where everybody is so mobile, and it 
seems like everybody is in such a rush. 


My only concern is that 30 minutes 
does not seem like a great deal of time 
in one location, and I would have no 
problem amending that section there. 


Mr. Bruce: 


If I could respond to that, the 
problem that we saw, the longer you 
allow the time, it makes it a little bit 
more difficult on enforcement, because 
then, if we'd get a complaint that 
somebody is out in front of somebody's 
location who doesn't want them there, 
then we would have to view that site to 
have a legitimate citation issued by 
staying there one hour and verifying that 
they've been at that location. At least if 
we are getting complaints in the 15 
minutes or the 30 minutes at least it's 
not as bad and is not going to expend 
additional money on the City to enforce 
the ordinance. 


Michelle Madoff: 
My turn? 
The Chair: 


Do you have a question for Mr. 
Wagner? 


Michelle Madoff: 

Yes, same subject. 
The Chair: 

On the — 
Michelle Madoff: 


On this item. 
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The Chair: 
Section (a). 
Michelle Madoff: 


I am going to ask you again, I 
haven't been able to get a straight 
answer yet. Why can we not change the 
law of the City of Pittsburgh to issue X 
number of permanent locations 
determined by the City to be appropriate 
locations approved by people who have 
businesses and would not object to them, 
issue X number of permenant, stationary 
sources, thereby knowing who is in 
business, giving a business privilege 
permit and collecting taxes from people 
that are working, because you have some 
control, some records, we know where 
they are, it's easier to supervise? That's 
the way it's done in Georgetowne, that's 
the way it's done in other parts of 
Washington, that's the way it is done in 
other parts of Chicago, that's the way 
it's done in San Francisco, that's the way 
it is done in New York. And all this 
rhetoric about it's harder to control, we 
are trying to make it easier to control. I 
think that having a stand that sells hot 
dogs, or a stand that sells hot chestnuts, 
or flowers, absolutely would be delightful 
in our City, and bring us into the 21st 
Century with a little panache and a little 
flourish, This nonsense that we are 
sitting here doing the rhetoric over and 
over and over again because we want to 
keep them moving, is hassling these 
people, you're hassling them. And you're 
giving people, the Police Department, 
work they don't need, which is 
riduculous, 


Issue permits the way they do 
liquor licenses, the way you do permits 
to taxi drivers X number of permits. 
And when you issue a permit for a flower 
vendor and he is at the church in 
Oakland, he gets the permission of the 
church to be there, nobody is unhappy. 








You know there is going to be a vendor 
there. When that vendor gives up that 
spot, that license is available to someone 
else. And you have to disburse them 
fairly. First of all, you give them the 
ones that are already there, sort of 
grandfather them into a location. And I 
think this is an absolutely insane way 
that we are doing business; very 
unprofessional, and certainly not very 
creative. Now how would you answer 
what I have to say? 


Mr, Bruce: 


The only way that I could answer 
that, Michelle, is that based on the letter 
from Dan Pellegrini, we have proposed 
stationary locations, and based upon 
what the Law Department and previous 
court cases have determined, they have 
advised the Bureau of Building Inspection 
and also Council that we cannot do this. 
I mean, I don't now what else to say. 


Michelle Madof€: 
Will you bear with me a moment? 


Mr. Chairman, would you speak to 
the President of this Council and ask if 
we can get an attorney to review the 
ruling of the Law Department that says 
that we cannot have _ stationary 
sources? All of the other cities have 
them, and I do not believe that that 
ruling says we've lost it in court. 


The Chair: 

Michelle, if that is the law and this 
Council feels that it is necessary to have 
permanent locations, we can change the 
Jaw. Council certainly has that power. 
Michelle Madoff: 


Tve been told that there have been 
rulings — 
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Mr. Bruce: 


There are rulings in regards to the 
use of the public thoroughfare and 
granting of public land and public right 
of ways. 


Michelle Madoff: 


I think the pressure has been 
brought to the City, on the City, by 
people who have flower stores who say "I 
don't want a flower vendor in front of 
me, " and they are right. 


The Chairs 
We agree with them. , 
Michelle Madoff: 


Right. And somebody selling 
pretzels in front of a restaurant, they're 
right, I'm saying let's change it to 
permanent sources, permanent locations 
with permits, licenses, you know who is 
there, you know who owns that permit, 
you know who is responsible, and use 
common sense and not have a conflict. 
But I don't believe the material you are 
reiterating from Danny is valid, and I 
would like permission for my share of the 
monies this year to hire an attorney to 
review that. Do I have that 
permission? Would you ask the President 
of Council? * 


The Chair: 
I didn't hear the question. 
Michelle Madoff: 


I want to hire an attorney to 


. review that section of the law, I don't 


think it's accurate, 
‘The Chair: 


Let's bring it up on Monday. Ihave 


‘a tendancey that I disagree with that. I 
think the City of Pittsburgh can lease a 
location 4 x 8 for a dollar a year. 


Michelle Madoff: 
Absolutely. 
The Chair: 


Just one point. That's my whole 
point. On the Market Square area, the 
City owns Market Square. We can 
designate four small locations to 
vendors. There is no reason why we 
couldn't have the vendors bid on those 
locations and approve the design of the 
cart that is going to be stationary there 
so it — 


Mr. Bruce: 


That is done in some of the other 
cities, yes. We have some of those other 
ordinances. 


The Chair: 


Will you look into that at my 
request, a number of permanent 
locations? Start with Market Square, 
find me four locations in Market Square 
that we can have a permanent. location 
for vendors, and that we might be able to 
put them out on bid like we do over at 
the Farmer's Market. 


Mr. Bruce: 


But I think you would have to also 
have the permission of the location that 
they are in front of. And then if you are 
going to have the distance from another 
business doing the same operation, you're 
going to have another problem. 


‘The Chair: 


No. We understand that. All we 
are talking about is a location. The 
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vendor that goes there would have to 
follow the rest of the ordinance, where if 
he was within 200 feet or a restaurant 
that sells hot dogs, he wouldn't be able to 
sell hot dogs, but he would be able to sell 
pretzels, 


Mr. Bruce: 

That distance was 500 feet. 
‘The Chair: 

Or 500 feet. 
Mr. Bruce: 


So within that area, 500 feet is a 
farily good length of travel, and you are 
going to find somebody selling that type 
of an article within 500 feet anywhere 
around Market Square basically. 


The Chair: 


Yes, but then if they object to it, 
then, obviously the vendors couldn't 
place his cart there. If there are no 
objections, then he can, You are making 
this much more difficult than it is. 


All this Council is asking is to look 
into and see if we can find some 
permanent locations, Will you do that, 
Rich? 

Mr. Bruces 
Yes. 
The Chair: 

And come back to us. 
Mr. Wagner: 

If I may comment, as I have always 
indicated, I don’t think this ordinance is a 


perfect ordinance; as a matter of fact, it 
is a very difficult ordinance. And as it 


relates to Section 1 and the movement of 
the vendors, I know that this Council 
could legislate whether it is legal or not, 
I think would be in question in the future, 
a permanent spot for vendors, whether it 
be Market Square, whether it be Mellon 
Square, wherever it may be, or certain 
parcels of property around the City. 


And any Council member can offer 
an amendment or a separate piece of 
legislation in addition to this piece of 
legislation to address that problem. I 
personally have not done that as part of 


this amendment, because I feel that no™ 


vendor has the right to a permanent, 
public location, and I firmly believe that, 
whether it be in a parking spot or a 
portion of the sidewalk. If they can 
negotiate a portion of property that 
appears to be public but is private and 
that building owner or property owner 
has given them permission, then I believe 
that vendor is doing the right thing. 


But in terms of a_ respective 
portion of sidewalk in any location in this 
City, I don't think any vendor has a right 
to that. Now, for that reason this 
ordinance ~— the present ordinance in 
existence in the City requires vendors to 
move every 15 minutes. We made an 
amendment last week to the ordinance 
for it to be one hour, and now I am 
coming back and saying based on the 
advice of Building Inspection the only 
way it can be enforced is a shorter time 
period, and they are suggesting 30 
minutes. And I can see here in Council, 
Council may think that it should be one 
hour or some other time frame, and I 
think that we need to vote on that 
separately in this ordinance. 


But I would simply like to make the 
point that I think vendors must be 
mobile. I don't know what the time 
frame is, but I think they should be 
mobile periodically. I don't think they 
should own -a- parcel. of property

permanently like a business owner does 
that purchases that property and pays 
taxes on it. 


The Chair: 


Okay. Michelle 
pertainting to Section (a). 


Madofé, 


Michelle Madoff: 


Two items. I disagree with my 
colleague respectfully. With the 
unemployment in this City, where 
practically some people would love to be 
selling out of a cart and they could be 
mobile. But I think there are people that 
want to go out and sell flowers, there are 
people who do this in other cities, They 
add color, they add charm to the City. I 
think you have to use it with common 
sense, IT think it needs to be a 
combination of a location that would 
meet with the private owner. I think 
churches are a very good place, they are 
usually very sympathetic, the one in 
Oakland. I bet you could have a vendor 
set up on the church area right here on 
Grant Street. 


I don't see any reason why we 
couldn't find X number of permanent 
locations and give people that are 
unemployed an opportunity to earn a 
living. I think we are being heartless to 
even think about having them move 
along. And I would like to point out 
something to my colleagues and to the 
media sitting here that there are stands 
that dispense newspapers on the right of 
way on the sidewalk, and there isn’t just 
one or two, because once the Press and 
the Post gets set up, then the Times 
says, "I want one," and — what's the 


. paper from Greensburg, says, "I want 


one, too." Because you go to some 
corners and there are five or six of them, 
Ive seen that. Now, what makes that 
stand, that corner with five or six 
newspaper dispensers —- which I want to 


have there, incidentally,.I'm for it 
folks. Are you listening, gentlemen? I'm 
for it because it makes it easy to get a 
newspaper. What makes that any 
different that somebody taking a little — 
Ive seen them at the corners as you 
come down Dormont. Two little buckets 
with flowers, a little umbrella, and one 
person standing there. It is not any more 
space than the newspaper dispensers 
have. And I bet you the newspapers 
would support stationary sources for 
flowers providing its done in a 
responsible way, 


‘The Chair: 


Michelle, let me .make a 
suggestion. Draw up the legislation and 
introduce it into Council. 


Michelle Madoff: 


Tve done that like 40 times, I can't 
get through. : 


Mr, Bruce: 


I think what we need right now is 
an ordinance right now that is different 
than the one we have in place, because 
almost every vendor in the City ‘is 
violating it at the present time. If we 
don't get something that we can work 
with, at least we can until further 
legislation would be prepared on the 
stationary. Let's get this portion out of 
the way and then deal with the 
stationary at a later date. 


The Chair: 

T agree with that. 
MR. WOODS COMMENTS 
Mr. Wagner: 


We must have had 50 meetings. I 
mean, we are spending more time on 
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vendors than we are on buildings. 
MR. WOODS COMMENTS 
Mr. Wagner: 


I don't remember now. You mean 


when the — 


MR. WOODS COMMENTS 
Mr. Wagner: 


You know what happened? If I may 
comment? 


MR. WOODS COMMENTS 
Mr. Wagner: 

A moritorium has been placed on 
vendors, and the fining and enforcement 
of vendors, based on an incident out in 
East Liberty. And so consequently, 
something has to be done to change it to 
make it enforceable. 

The Chair: 


This piece of legislation could be 
the foundation on which we can build it, 


Mr, Bruce: 

Exactly. 
Michelle Madoff: 

On your statement — 
The Chair: 

On Section {a), only on Section (a), 
Michelle Madoff: 

I think this would be an absolute 
disaster to pass anything, Better to 
leave it go the way it is, because if you 


pass this piece of legislation as a 
beginning piece of work, you are going to 


see the same people being harassed 
again, you're going to see the police 
having to enforce a not workable, unfair 
Piece of legislation. I will not vote for 
this. 


‘The Chair: 


Mr. Wagner, make a motion on 
Section (a)? 


Mr. Wagner: 


On Section (a) the motion is to 
amend it from one hour to 30 minutes. 


Mrs. Masloff: 
Second. 
‘Mr, Wagner: 


Section (b) is by changing the 
radius of 200 feet to read "the radius of 
250 feet" by adding to the end of the 
Paragraph "and within 500 feet from a 
similar type business.” 


Mr. Wagner: 


Item 3 to read "All vendors must be 
accompanied by a twenty-two gallon 
minimum capacity metal or rigid plastic 
trash container if the vendor is selling a 
product that generates trash." 


Michelle Madoff: 
Discussion. TI am a iittle 
confused. Could you give me a rough 


idea of how big this container is? I don't 
relate the numbers to size. 


Mr, Wagner: 


Well, a ‘twenty-two gallon trash 
container would be about three feet high 
and maybe a dimension of about 12 to 16 
inches square. 
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Michelle Madoff: 


I think that's what they have up on 
Mt. Washington with the vendors 
dispensing the ice things and selling food 
up there. They look like pig sties. Is 
there anything we can do to make them 
look like something a little more 
attractive? Can we require plastic 
liners, could we require something to be 
done so they don't throw cans and the 
paper wrappers over the hillside that we 
can't even get to clean them on Mt, 
Washington? 


Mr. Wagner: 

What can be done, that’s what this 
amendment can do, They're not required 
to have a trash container now. 

Michelle Madoff: 

They do’ have one, though. 
Mr. Wagner: 

No, they don't, 

Michelle Madoff: : 
; Tve seen them, 
Mr. Wagner: 


No, they don't, not the ones I've 
seen. 


Michelle Madoff: 


The ones I've seen have them. And 
what I am saying is can we require that 
those trash containers — can we amend 
it to say that they have to be washed

clean? And once they are loaded, 
removed? That's all I wanted to say. 
dust improve on that. 


The Chair: 

Mr. Wagner? All in favor of No. 3?

Is there a second to Michelle's 
amendment? Being no second, Mr, 
Wagner, on Number three. All in 
favor?

Michelle Madoff: 


T'm going to vote in opposition of 
the bill simply because — 


Mr, Wagner: 


—Item Five is to delete Item "F" 
and insert Item "E" to read, "Vendors 
must obtain a license from the Bureau of 
Building Inspection, the badge or sticker 
must be attached in a conspicuous 
location to the vendors' apparel or 
vehicle and visible to police officers, 
building inspectors and the public as 
required by Section 701.9b, 2 & 3. 


Michelle Madoff: 

Discussion, Why would we go to a 
different place to get a permit than the 
people who sell newspapers? 

The Chair: 

Address this piece of legislation. 
Michelle Madoff: 

Well, you've got the newspapers 
having their vending machines and 
getting permits from one place and 
they're still on our streets and you're 
getting the vendors having to go to 
another place. 

The Chair: 

This would apply to newsstands. I 
think this bill applies to full-fledged 
newsstands that sell magazines. 

Mr. Bruce: 


No, because all we issue is to a 


person or to a mobile vehicle and a 
person in that vehicle. 


Michelle Madoff: 


I'm going to abstain because I don't 
know the whole bill. 


‘The Chair: 


All in favor of Number Five? 
Opposed? 


Mr. Wagner: 


Item Six is to delete Item "G" 
which is simply cleaning up the 
legislation and incorporating it into 
another section. 


‘The Chair: 
All in favor? Opposed? 


On the 
bill? 


Mr. Wagner: 


If I may just make a comment, Mr. 
Chairman and Members of Council, as I 
said, this bill is not a perfect ordinance. 
Any Councilmember can propose an 
amendment to change any item in it or 
as it relates to stationary locations for 
vending. I want to make the point that 
every vendor and operation in this city 
today under the present ordinance is 
violating the law. This ordinance gives 
much greater leeway to vendors. It 
increases their time of operation from 
five hours a day to anywhere from 
fifteen to seventeen hours a day of 
operation. It also gives them greater 
leeway when it comes to marketing their 
wares, whether it be by voice or by 
ringing a bell. It also addresses some 
other concerns to the permanent 
businesses to keep them at least 500 
feet. It addresses the item of litter and 
several other items within it and I think 
it's much more enforceable. We have 
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had commitments from Building 
Inspection, Richard Bruce, Paul Imhoff, 
towards enforcement because obviously 
in the evening it will be the police 
enforcing this ordinance and not so much 
Building Inspection. So this ordinance, 
the point I want to make is that this 
ordinance is of no value unless it's 
enforced and the message has to go out 
to all of the vendors in the city that it 
will be enforced. 


Michelle Madoff: 


My feeling is that we are better off 
with a moratorium until we come up with 
something that brings us into the 21st 
Century and will add some charm to the 
city, emulating other cities where we 
have permanent stationary vendors and 
rather than passing this bill, it doesn't 
really improve significantly on what we 
have and what we're going to do is go 
back to harrassment of the vendors by 
moving them every 30 minutes and 
taking down their equipment and putting 
it back together and moving it and 
having to do it in a hurry and I think it is 
the worst kind of harrassment for people 
who are trying to earn a living and I'm 
not going to vote for this bill. 


The Chair: 


One comment from the Chair. [I 
don't think this bill is going to harrass 
any of the vendors. I think the bill very 
clearly states what vendors can and 
cannot do, I think what the bill does is 
give guidance to our law enforcement 
officers so that they can enforce the 
vending laws and it's not a proliferation 
of vendors. But I agree in that it's not a 
perfect but it's a good piece of 


. legislation and it gives us the foundation 


on what we can do in the future and on 
the foundation on which you would like 
to do in the future, so I think what we 
have to do Michelle is do our research 
and come back with an amendment to 


this piece of legislation that it would 
allow permanent locations to certain 
sections of the City, 


Michelle Madoff: 


Mr. Chairman, I want to respond if 
Imay. The reason I say that this is a bad 
piece of legislation in its present form is 
although the intent is very honorable and 
looking to solve a problem which is 
causing a great problem for those who 
are vendors being harrassed. By havinga 
moratorium, they're not going to be cited 
and they're not going to be harrassed and 
until we can get permanent sites and get 
a bill that is meaningful. The difference 
of going from 15 minutes to 30 minutes 
isn't going to change anything and they're 
still going to be harrassed and they're 
being harrassed under the old bill. The 
moratorium should be in effect until we 
come up with stationary sources. 


(END OF REMARKS) 
Mrs. Masiloff: 

I just wanted to reiterate what Mr. 
Wagner said. The secret is enforcement 
and I hope that that will happen.

WHEREAS, these men have served 
bravely throughout their careers by 
maintaining the safety of our City, by 
recognizing that the life and liberty of 
it’s citizens is the primary area of 
responsibility; and 


WHEREAS, although the crime rate 
and service call rate has been steadily 
increasing, their work load was 
challenging and each and every officer 
performed ably and well, protecting our 
property and the security of our lives; 
and 


WHEREAS, the City of Pittsburgh 
is the #1 City and draws many visitors 
into our City each year, for our many 
social and cultural events, and our City 
Police Officers are called upon to 
maintain the peace and dignity at these 
events we also recognize these fine men 
as Goodwill Ambassadors; 


NOW, THEREFORE, BE IT 
RESOLVED, that the Mayor and the 
Members of the Council of the City of 
Pittsburgh join with the citizens of 
Pittsburgh in recognizing and saluting

Mr. Givens: 


Mr. President, if I might. We have 
here President McNamara, President of 
the F.O.P.; I'd like Mac to say a few 
words. Gabe Cocheres, the Second Vice— 
President of the F.O.P. and head of the 
Health and Welfare Department there, 


“and Mr. Connie Knox who is the Vice- 


President of the Retirees and Lieutenant 
John McManus who is also a retired 
police and traffic officer. If I could have 
at least Pat and one other person come 
up and speak on behalf of the retired 
police officers, 'd appreciate it. 


Mr. McNamara: 


Mr. President of Council and 
Councilmembers, I thank you today for 
this resolution. It certainly is not easy 
times within the Department of Police. I 
think you know when Mayor Caliguiri 
became Mayor back in 1978 the actual 
figure of police officers was 1,650. 
Today I'm sorry to tell you that it's only 
1,070 police officers. We are really 
struggling out there. 


This past year, 1986, we had 70 
police officers that retired and one that 
died and four that quit the job. That's 75 
people that we've lost in our ranks. This 
year we're at a record pace; we have 48 
police officers that have already left for 
1987 and we have four officers that have 
quit the job and we have another officer 
that just passed away an active police 
officer. So certainly our hands are full. 
We don't know what the future holds. 


It's very sad to say when we 
revealed our study here a couple weeks 
ago to the news media concerning the 
large amount of retirement in the 
Department of Police that the Director 
of Public Safety saw fit and called us an 
old police department. It's very amazing 
when you look out at the academy at this 
time and there's 24 police officers just 
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been hired. As you know, the Mayor did 
not hire in five years during his 
administration of any police officers at 
all and of those 24 one has already quit. 
The remaining 23, the average age goes 
anvwhere from 32 up to 44. Certainly 
many of them cannot retire until they're 
in their late 50's in this last class. So 
there are problems out there that must 
be addressed, 


Only yesterday a commander 
stopped a stolen car ring of officers who 
did not want them to make any more 
arrests; he’s short manpower. Sunday we 
had people held over in No, 9 Station; on 
Easter Sunday no emergency to cover the 
ballgame. Oakland is a disgrace on 
Saturday nights. We're stealing them 
from No. 6 and forcing those people to 
stay over. The question is, why so many’ 
retirements. Certainly officers go to 
other careers that retire, they go to 
straight retirement; but the majority of 
the people that retired in 1986 left 
because of stress and conflict and rather 
than continue the stress battle or the in- 
fighting that is going on, they have taken 
the course to retirement. 


So we do have problems and I think 
today with this resolution it gives us a 
little help in recognition of those that 
have left. I hope we can slow the pace; 
it's not helping this city. There are a lot 
of things that you don't see. We do have 
some people in the Department of Public 
Safety who do beautiful window dressing 
but we will show down the months that 
their window dressing was a fake to the 
people they showed it to. 


Once again, I thank everybody on 
Council for your cooperation. We hope 
to see many of you at the retirement 
party which is this Wednesday in the 
Syria Mosque honoring those retired 
police officers. It's one of our best 
events throughout the year and certainly 
I know many of you will be there. Once 


again, thank you for this opportunity and 
the resolution. 


Mr. Knox: 


Ladies and gentlemen of Council, I 
want to thank you for the opportunity to 
say a few words. In the first place, the 
Veteran Police Association thanks you 
for the recognition that you gave these 
retirees. I'm Chairman for that affair 
and Td like to see you all at that affair 
and have a good time. Thank you very 
much, 


Mr. McManus: 


Ladies and gentlemen of City 
Council, I appreciate your concern about 
these retired vets and I appreciate your 
giving this resolution honoring them. It's 
your loss but our gain. I mean, we look 
forward to having our 87 officers with us 
and the retirees and enjoying a healthy 
life and enjoy every bit of it whether 
they go on to different fields or whether 
they stay in the condition that they are 
at home when they're around doing their 
chores with their families and everything 
and stay with them forever. I appreciate 
everything that you've done for us. 
Thank you very much. 


Mr. Wagner: 


Gentlemen, I'd just like to make a 
comment that over the last year or so 
Tve been somewhat outspoken about the 
large number of retirees and the reason 
being is that we just don't know why so 
many people are retiring. I think the 
time has come where we have to find 
out. Some comments have been made 
that we have an older police department, 
and maybe we do to a certain degree. I 
don't think, though, that that is totally 
the reason why we've had such large 
retirement in '86 and now again in '87. 
What I've requested from Lieutenant 
McNamara is a list of all those that have 
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retired over the last year and a half and 
since the City is not conducting exit 
interviews with people, we're putting 
together a form that will be mailed out 
to all those people to specifically ask 
them why they did retire. Did they 
reach the mandatory age of 65? Did 
they get their 20 years in and move on to 
another form of employment? Are they 
tired of being a police officer? 
Whatever the reason. I believe that it's 
good management to conduct exit 
interviews in any profession and because 
we have a Personnel Department in this 
city we should be doing the same thing. 
A different department should be 
conducting that exit interview. That's 
not being done; I think it needs to be 
done. When we get all these 
questionaires out to those 150 or so 
people, I'll make the information public. 
And I appreciate your assistance. 


Michelle Madoff: 


I owas just going to thank 
Pittsburgh's Finest. I don't know what 
we would do -- you know, people don't 
appreciate the police until you need 
them and when you panic and waiting and 
Tve been in situations where they've been 
there to help me and I want to personally 
thank you. I think you're outstanding, 
wonderful people and anyone who doesn't 
appreciate our police doesn't know we 
have the finest police force in the world. 


I hope that the money that we're 
appropriated by this Council to go into 
the new classes will indeed be used for 
that and used expeditiously. You 
obviously need the help and we put the 
money there and we hope you're going to 
get it. We do it year after year and I 


_ believe there are some classes underway 


because I noticed that there were some 
ads running under the minority rags that 
you must get some input. So there 
should be classes forming and I would 
hope that — You tell me there's only 24 


when we usually have a class of 40 and 
there should be two classes of 40 
running. This is the highest number in 
the nine years I've been on Council that 
we've lost in any given year and we're 
only into the end of April. We're four 
months in '87 and we're 75 police officers 
down. 


Mr, McNamara: 


We're 75 last year and 48 retired 
this year. We started the year with over 
100 short but it would be the same; it's 
not going to change. You've been here 
now for eight years and recognized it. 


Michelle Madoff: 


So you're saying that in the last 
year and probably this year, based on 
what has already happened, we're going 
to have a record number of retirees. We 
usually have an attrition of about 40 or 
50 and now we have already 40 or 50 four 
months into the year and you need the 
help. We on Council pledge to you that 
we'll do everything in our power to get a 
letter off to the Mayor through our 
President. Tm sure that Mr. Woods has 
talked to the Mayor about getting those 
classes going very rapidly. Anything we 
can do to help in that way, you know you 
can count on us. 


Mr. DePasquale: 

I just wanted to add my 
congratulations. Many more years, 
gentlemen. 

The Chair: 


Thank you very much, gentlemen.

This 
is the URA project with two churches 
vying for the same source and it finally 
got built for senior citizens taking all 
this time?

No, this is different. 

Michelle Madoff: 


It's another one? Okay. 





























Mr. Givens: 


Mr. President, if I might. That isa 
good thing that happened over there in 
the Spring Garden neighborhood and I 
think all of us have to know and 
appreciate that Tom Rueffenburger and 
Chuck Klinger, two good, strong 
community activists over there, were 
able to work with the people on their 
community, as you so indicated in your 
resolution, Mr. President,.to bring this 
all about, and I personally thank them 
very much, 


Mr, O'Malley: 


Mr. President, Td like to make a 
motion that the public hearing scheduled 
for Thursday, May 7, 1987 at 10:00 
entitled, "Bill No. 1163, An Ordinance 
providing for the establishment of the 
Pittsburgh Business Labor and 
Government Commission", be cablecast. 


Mr. Givens seconded the motion, 
Which motion prevailed, 
Michelle Madoff: 


I need clarification and I have a 
motion before me that Mike has 
prepared. There is a hearing taking 
place May Sth and it has been announced 
on television on two separate occasions 
that I know of, and I think on radio, that 
the public is invited to testify and my 
understanding of that hearing, because it 
was provided to me by community 
activists, was that the woman who is an 
attorney, that the hearing was going to 
be on toxic waste and chemicals 
transversing our country, particularly the 
Pittsburgh area. I notice here it say 
Three Mile Island waste only. These 
people are coming to testify on 
everything; they've been told to come 
and testify on everything. That is what 
the activist said. It would not be 


restricted to Three Mile Island. I want 
to be sure before I make my motion that 
that is the case. 

The Chair: 

That is the case. After the 
incident out here in Bloomfield, we've 
had a lot of calls so we decided to 
combine them. 

Michelle Madoff: 


That's what I was hoping you would 
say. Thank you. 


Now, my motion is that we telecast 
that hearing. 


Mr. Givens seconded the motion. 
Which motion prevailed. 
Mr. Wagner: 

Td like to make a motion, and I'm 
not sure, I'd have to ask the City Clerk, 
if the hearing tomorrow is televised on 
pornography. 

Mr. Perry: 

Yes, 
Mr, Wagner: 

Okay, I'd like to make another 
motion for the hearing taking place this 
Thursday to be televised in regards to 
the Riverside Development Project. 

Mr. Givens seconded the motion. 
Michelle Madoff: 
Opposed, 


Which motion prevailed. 
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Michelle Madoff: 


I wish to discuss some of the 
hearings coming up when you recognize 
me. 


Mr. Givens: 


Well, I have the same thing that 
Michelle has, Mr. President, and that was 
the Thomas Norton Center out there in 
my neighborhood and the fact that that 
is going to be expanded. 


T would ask the Chief Clerk, then, 
Mike, when you make notification that 
people really know what this hearing is 
going to be all about, The Norton Center 
is primarily concentrating on, what you 
said, Mr. President, Three Mile Island, 
nuclear waste. But, they were referring 
to all the waste through all of our 
neighborhoods and I've been saying this 
for 12 years. We have a built-in disaster 
waiting to happen. It almost happened in 
my own neighborhood. I didn't think it 
would happen there because they're all 
new tracks in there and everything else. 
I thought it would happen in some other 
strategic location downtown where they 
moved the evacuees. Thank God that 
rail line was cut off that particular day 
when they had them down there. 


But there are a lot of things to be 
brought up that are going to be well 
worthwhile and I would ask, Mr. Chief 
Clerk, if we could have all the three 
major chiefs of our Public Safety 
Department to be present when this 
public hearing is telecast so that they 
can be here to answer questions on the 
spot as to what actions are being taken 
by the Public Safety Department, Police, 


‘Fire, and the EMS, Thank you. 


Michelle Madoff: 


Mr. Chairman, I have before me 
the agenda that went out to all members 


of Council in the mail that we have 
presented to us in our offices on Friday 
and for the benefit of the public, there is 
a hearing, normally our regular session 
Monday at 2:00. Tomorrow, Tuesday, 


‘there is going to be a hearing on the 


question of the porno access through the 
telephone company. Wednesday is a 
regular meeting in session. Thursday 
there is a hearng on the Riverside 
Development Project in the Strip 
District and on Thursday also there is a 
hearing requesting public discussion on 
casino gambling. 


As a member of this Council I've 
heard other members state repeatedly 
that they have this wonderful track 
record of almost 97 or 100 percent 
attendance at our hearings. Well, if you 
go back and review, and I think the City 
Clerk can attest to this, I've now served, 
this is my ninth year, I believe for the 
first five years I never missed a hearing 
unless I was in the hospital. But I find 
that when you get hearings scheduled six 
weeks after the naming of the _U.S.S. 
Pittsburgh Atomic Submarine, after 
we've named it, I see little point in 
attending that Kind of hearing when I 
could be working on a hearing to get our 
tax rates down, working with 
representatives from Elizabeth Dole's 
office all the way across the nation to 
set up a working committee to address a 
nationwide tracking system on our 
chemicals, working with the engineers, 
cost estimators, at hearings to set up a 
mechanism for allowing our Department 
of Construction and Engineering to have 
a better handle on the bid process to 
bring the price of contracts down, For 
us to be here for hearings that have 
already taken place is an absolute utter 
waste of our time; it's a show and tell, 


For example, I have been at several 
hearings, and I think the City Clerk will 
attest, how many hearings have we had 
on gambling, on casinos? I'm opposed to 
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it, 'm not going to vote for it, and I don't 
plan to be at that hearing because I'm 
going to be working on three things that I 
think are going to henefit our 
community. 


Mr, Givens: 


Point of order. When anyone 
submits to this Council with bonafide 25 
signatures, it's not incumbent on this 
Council individually or collectively to 
say that those people are going to be 
denied. To them it's a very important 
meeting that they want to bring to our 
attention. My point is that those people 
have a right under the law to come in 
and present their cases to this Council 
and this Councilman and I don't like that 
type of language being — 


The Chair: 


I understand your point but Ms, 
Madoff is not saying she denies anyone's 
right to have a hearing; she just doesn't 
want to attend the hearing and she knows 
what she's going to do already. 


Michelle Madoff: 
May I finish? I was interrupted. 


We can have a hearing on the sex 
life of a tse tse fly if enough people get 
signatures to bring it before us. I think 
at some point in Council's meetings of 
procedure we have got to set some 
standards as to what best use of 
Councilmembers elected officials time 
will be used on what kind of process. 


In the State Legislature and the 
Federal Government, the committees are 
set up so that hearings are held be 
representatives of various committees. 
Three or four people attend the hearing 
and report back to the entire body. 1 
would be very interested in hearing if 
there's anything new to be added to the 


casino gambling but I can think of 
nothing new that would change my mind. 


With reference to the hearing on 
the Strip District which was requested by 
Mr, DePasquale, I certainly don’t deny 
him or the right of anybody who would 
like to have that hearing but I have 
talked to the Buncher people and the 
Mayor and they have shaken hands in an 
agreement. I see very little to be served 
by having that hearing at this point. As 
a matter of fact, I think it might be 
premature and might do some damage 
unless Council wishes to be briefed and 
wishes to do it in public. I have been 
briefed and I'm on top of the situation. 


Tomorrow the issue of the phone 
sex issue, there's no one on this Council 
who doesn't find it abhorrent that we're 
seeing those stickers on cars and kids are 
calling in, It is a terrible situation but 
we've addressed it already and we've 
talked about it. The telephone company 
wishes to do something and I understand 
the PUC, they're asking for $10 to be 
able to cut of the 986 or whatever that 
number is that gives the public 
information. I would oppose the charge 
and I don't need to go to a hearing and sit 
all day. There are so many more 
important things that I personally feel 
that I can serve my constituency, the 
taxpayers of this community, and I trust 
other members of this Council and I trust 
their judgment to represent me, to be 
here to hear the input from other people 
on these hearings. 


I will not have the outstanding 
attendance record at our meetings but I 
will probably have as good, if not better, 
attendance in hours put in working for 
the public. We broke here, I didn't come 
back here from Wednesday after session, 
and I spent Thursday, Friday, Saturday 
and Sunday — I worked until 12:30 on 
Sunday and I was working all morning 
communicating with chemical 
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companies, with the division of chemical 
research at the University of Pittsburgh, 
with the round table representatives, 
with the railroads, Conrail, and I am 
putting together a seminar, a steering 
committee meeting. That, to me, right 
now addresses one of the most pressing 
issues and I'll take on that one and I 
would ask my other colleagues to excuse 
me from being present and I want the 
public to understand why I won't be here. 


‘The Chair: 


I would like to just say one thing if 
I may. The reason we have hearings, 
because of the Home Rule Charter, and 
it says that there must be a quorum at 
all hearings and that's why we have to 
schedule them accordingly and when 25 
people with signatures want a hearing, 
like you said on the sex life of a tse tse 
fly, then we have to have that hearing. 


Mr. DePasquale: 


On the same subject. In regards to 
the Riverside hearing, it's a known fact 
that Councilman Wagner and I have 
stressed for a long time that the 
Riverside Development should be the 
priority in the City of Pittsburgh and the 
hearing was scheduled before the 
supposed compromise or meeting with 
the Buncher Company and the Mayor of 
the City of Pittsburgh. But I don't really 
think that has any bearing on what's 
happened between Buncher and the 
City. We're still trying to get the point 
across that the Downtown area should be 
developed first and the Riverside or the 
festival area get the first priority. 


Michelle Madoff: 
One comment on the same subject. 
The Chair: 


Okay, one comment and then we're 


not going to comment any longer, and 
make it quick because we are having a 
hearing. 


Michelle Madoff: 


The task force assigned or 
appointed by the Mayor which included 


* Mr. Wagner and myself did indeed do 


what Mr. DePasquale stated. They 
determined that the Riverside Festival 
should be the priority item and that was 
determined and I am glad to see that 
that is going ahead with the Mayor.

We'll take this 
one resolution first and then we'll go

Mr. O'Malley: 


Resolution No. 355 commends the 
men and women who assisted in the 
Bloomfield train wreck or the derailment 
on April 11, 1987. When I arrived on the 
scene about a half hour after the 
announcement, as I watched the police, 
the fire, and the EMS secure the area, I 
felt a great deal of pride and a 
professionalism in the work that they 
were doing. 


Watching them work together I also 
felt a great deal of pride in another 
group of people. The group of 
Councilmembers, who two years ago 
voted to form the Public Safety 
Department over the objections of a lot 
of special interests. I also think that the 
Mayor wouldn't have had participated at 
the scene of the accident and those 
members of Council are to be 
commended today. 


What I would like to do at this 
time, I'd like to have the Mayor, Glenn 
Cannon, and the other members of the 
police the fire the paramedics; can you 
all come up here, please? This is going 
to show what a tremendous effort this 
was and that all the parties involved 
worked well together to save what could 
have been a loss of countless numbers of 
lives.

T'm going to ask the Mayor to assist 
me in passing these out, because without 
the Mayor's foresight in submitting this 
legislation Pittsburgher's might not have 
gotten away as safely as we did on that 
day, April 11th, The media, police, fire 
and EMS that I've talked to all stated 
that what happened, the evacuation, 
could not have happened under the old 
system. . 


Mayor Caliguiri: 


Well again, Jim .certainly 
mentioned, I think, everybody involved, 
and I won't reiterate all the names, but I 
do want to publicly commend Glenn 
Cannon and the entire Public Safety 
Department; all those involved. It 
showed a true coordinated effort because 
without it, yes, the potential of 
something happening fortunately did not 
happen; and it's because everyone did 
come and cooperate and just so many 
without being called showed up at the 
scene and gave of their time, their 
efforts and expertise. 


That's the way it should be done. 
Hopefully, we won't have to do again, but 
if it does happen, I just hope the same 
team will come back together again. 
Some refinements that we've made, 
we've critiqued ourselves and we'll even

be able to, I think, perform in even a 
much better position if something like 
this should occur within the City of 
Pittsburgh. 


But again, I want to thank all of 
you for all the help and support that 
you've given the Safety Department in 
the City of Pittsburgh and I thank 
members of Council for this honor.

Mr. O'Malley: 


Td like to have Mr. Cannon, the 
Director of the Department of Public 
Safety, say a few words. 


Mr, Cannon: 


Thank you very much, and to 
Councilman O'Malley and Members of 
Council thank you very much for this 
honor that you've given us today. I'd also 
like to thank our Mayor, and not only 
members of Council present, but 
members past who have supported our 
efforts to make sure we improve and 
continue to maintain quality public 
safety within the City of Pittsburgh. 


As the Mayor mentioned there are 
so many people to thank that it's 
virtually impossible, but the staff that 
came with me today and the men and 
women of the Department of Public 
Safety went forth on those two days and 
did the job that was expected of them. 
You know we do things during drills, and 
we do things during exercise and this 
time it was the real thing, and their 
courage, and their training, and their 
preparation, and their ability to work 
together for a common good, and that 
good heing the safety of the citizens of 
Pittsburgh. That's something I think we 
can all be very proud of. Thank you all 
very much.” 


Michelle Madoff: 


Mr. President, Mayor, all the 
honoree's, the two things that were not 
mentioned, one is that we had divine 
intervention, and Glenn will tell you we 
came so close to a-holocaust that one 
can only say that it was divine 
intervention. 


I had talked to a woman I've 
solicited who is an expert in chemicals 
and she said had she known what was in 
the tankers she would have had the whole 
city evacuated. As you know, we've been 
on a couple of shows together talking 
about creating a center, a national 
center for recording hazardous chemicals 
that cross our country. I had the 
privilege of speaking to Lieutenant 
Governor Singel the other day. I'm going 
into Harrisburg, hopefully this week; I 
hope you might go with me. 


It seems they have a satellite kind 
of plan that does track all chemicals that 
go across the state of Pennsylvania, but 
my daughter's in another city; you and I 
may be in another city, our families may 
be in another city. It can't be localized, 
and if it's already being done and it's so 
good, how come nobody knows about it? 
I don't know that I am equipped to 
evaluate their plan without your input. 


So, I would like to solicit an 
immediate trip to Harrisburg to take a 
look at what they have set up, and see 
whether it's good enough to duplicate 
nationally. We have 20 to 30 people 
already volunteering. We have Joe 
DiNardo from Channel 4 who does the 
weather, people who've done inversion 
modeling, the Duquesne Light giving us 
their evacuation plans for nuclear 
evacuations, we have Mobay Chemical 
people volunteering, we have just a cadre 
of tremendous people from my 
environmental days who have 
volunteered their input. : 
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I want to share my lists with you 
and I would like to see that this becomes 
a reality, and sort of publicly solicit the 
help of everybody here today. Thank 
you. I know the Mayor is already 
supporting us. 


Mr. Pollock: 


I think the resolution is wonderful 
and I'm glad you're all here. The danger 
with doing a resolution like this and 
naming so many names is that you bear 
the risk of forgetting some people and 
omitting them; and I think we would be 
remiss if we did not also recognize the 
print and radio media who were also 
there. In fact, the radio was there 
around the clock with reports the whole 
time, Specifically, Fred Honsberger 
from KDKA, Barbara Boylan, Marilyn 
Turner, and from KQV, Mr. Dickey, 
himself the boss was down there at the 
scene, So, he realizes how important it 
was. I also want to recognize Rabbi 
Alvin K. Berkun from Tree of Life, the 
spiritual leader at Congregation Tree of 
Life, and the President of the Rabbinic 
Fellowship who was also over at the 
Convention Center working around the 
clock passing out food and so forth; and 
I'm sure there were many others that 
have been missed. So, I again, commend 
all of you, and do not forget those other 
people as well. 


Mr, Givens: 


That was awesome as I was the 
only elected official, I believe, in 
Allegheny County who lives in the 
evacuated area. I want to thank all you 
people and especially, you know, the rank 
and file. I think we all have to 


. appreciate it that the 1,000 plus police 


now, and the 900 plus firemen, the 160 
some plus EMS people who gave a great 
contribution to that almost disaster that 
we had in the City of Pittsburgh and I 
commend all of you, and hope that 


everyone can work together in the 
future. That is the thing that we're all 
here for, that's the thing that we're all 
being paid for, to do a real good job, to 
serve the people of the City of 
Pittsburgh, and hopefully we can all get 
together and practice, a whole lot of 
practice with no actual realities out 
there, going out and actually having to 
fight one of these horrible type disasters 
that have happened in many other places 
in the country, in the world. Thank you

Director, I'm just trying to clearly 
understand the legislation and the 
purpose behind it and would you please 
confirm if the purpose behind the 
legislation is to take the responsibility of 


the project outside the hands of the City 
and give to The Carnegie?

The purpose of the legislation is to 
get the money which is being granted to 
us by the state in the hands of the agent 
which, from the very beginning, was 
anticipated would actually construct the 
facility which is now known as The 
Carnegie?

So The Carnegie has to raise $7 
million,

I had the opportunity over the 
weekend to talk to a contractor who 
informs me that there are four things 
that can happen when you get an overrim 
in the nature of $1 million. One of the 
things you can get is collusion. One of 
the things you can get is that the 
drawings are not complete enough that 
people are afraid to bid on the drawings, 
but he pointed out that generally we pay 
a very solid fee, very competitive with 
the private sector and that our drawings 
are generally pretty detailed. There can 
also be everybody being afraid and 
overbidding, and the fourth thing can be 
people not understanding what it is 
they're bidding on. 


So, I would like to clarify the issue 
what has happened. In the Grant Street 
Phase I Operation the Grant Street 
Proposal to re-do the streets in the City, 
put out a RFP that was prepared by Rust 
Engineering one of our very well known 
and I have no problem with them — 


Consulting Firms who also do 
construction, they're not doing the 
work. They did the design plan the 


drawings. They found as we all know 
unforeseen problems. They found water 


lines, electric lines, gas lines, there were 
some real major issues. 


I memory serves me well there 
was a flood on one of the water lines 
over at the hotel the William Penn, and 
when they knew, and because they knew 
that the Engineering and Construction 
Department had Rust Engineering re- 
evaluate the plan. 


That is something that has never 
appeared in the media. The fact that it 
has been increased by a $1 million over 
the $3.3 million has been reported, but 
what has never been stated publicly is 
that there was an amendment, a change, 
an increase from the original plan for 
Phase 2. 


I have yet to find out what the 
actual proposed dollars for Phase 2 of 
the Grant Street was. I don't now. I'm 
going to guess. I'm going to take an 
educated guess and say it was probably 
about $2.8 million, and it was amended 
to $3.3 million, and the bids came in at 
over $1 million above that, so lets go 
back, 


We have an increase that is a 
responsible increase taking the problems 
of Phase I that is addressed by 
Engineering and Construction, and Rust 
Engineering does the appropriate changes 
on the plan. So, that's one increase of 
several hundreds of thousands of dollars. 


Now, the bid goes out at $3.3 
million and comes in at $1 million over 
that. So now we've got an additional 
million so we got two increases, and we 
have no guarantee that when the job is 
finally completed there will not be other 
extras, because the rule of thumb seems 
to be what's in the plan should be eaten 
by the people doing the construction 
work, and anything that is not in the plan 
we pay for, 
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So, we have a responsibility, we the 
City, Engineering and Construction to 
make sure that the plans of anything that 
we put out for request for a proposal 
have all the details that one can possibly 
find. 


We voted a preliminary vote on 
Wednesday. I think there was one other 
person who obstained and I was the only 
dissenter — to please not pay that 
million dollars until the material I 
requested was submitted to me. I got 
the materials I said an hour ago. I would 
like to have my contacts from 
engineering, cost estimators with whom I 
met several weeks ago who volunteered 
to review material have the opportunity 
to look at the increase. 


Let's assume it was $2.8 million I 
don't know what it was, I'm guessing 
because nobody will tell me. I can't get 
Mr. McDermott or Mr. Reginella to give 
me that information. They're always at 
a meeting, conveniently. I tried them at 
home this weekend, { couldn't reach 
them. 


I cannot see how we can in good 
conscience keep saying to contractors 
here's the money come and get us, and 
the rationale that other agencies have 
approved it is not good enough for me, 
because all the material that's been 
supplied to the agencies is well — all the 
bids came in overpriced. 


We keep forgetting that although 
there are some matching dollars, tax 
dollars are taxpayers money whether its 
here or anywhere else, and its our dollars 
that is subsidizing that million dollar 
overrun, which is an addition to the 
original overrun, which will be an 
addition to the new overruns that we'll 
have. when we get to the end of the 
contract, 


T respectfully ask my colleagues for 


one week. It is not going to make any 
difference. Two weeks won't make that 
much difference and the statement that 
we'll lose four months and get into the 
winter season is poppycock, because we 
held up the complete bidding on the Ohio 
River water crossing and it didn't 


. postpone a $3.2 million project. That's 


just rhetoric to scare us into going along 
with giving away a million dollars, 


At the fear of being silly and 
repeating what I said the other day, you 
know, a million here a million there, 
pretty soon it adds up to real money. If 
we keep giving away hundreds of 
thousands of dollars, a million dollars on 
Phase 2, on every single solitary contract 
has been overruns we would have enough 
money to probably wipe out our 4 
percent wage tax without having to look 
to our suburbanites. 


I don't believe we should in good 
conscience at least not give me the 
opportunity since I'm willing to take the 
energy and time to do it, to consult with 
appropriate engineers to see that extra 
million dollars is an appropriate figure 
for us to vote. 


It obviously is not. The answers 
that we got that seem to satisfy Mr. 
DePasquale who is not here today for 
some reason — was that he asked the 
question and they answered well 
everybody bid over. You could reject all 
bids. We were told, well if we reject the 
bids that we won't get anybody else 
bidding. 


We all know what happened in New 
York with Mr. Trump. Mr. Trump went 
in and did an Ice Skating Rink far below 
cost. Brought it in within a few weeks, 
and said he would take no money if the 
job wasn't satisfactory. It was a superb 
job. I would like Mr. Trump to take a 
look at these figures, because from my 
prospective is they're trumped-up. 
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This is ludicrous that we would 


vote $1 million over. I think its more 
than a million its a million plus the 
increase that was made from the original 
estimate to the $3.3 million. 


We're talking probably close to $2 
million without having the opprotunity to 
have some experts review this 
information and it's just accepting the 
word of Mr. Reginella or our Engineering 
Department, which has a history of 
having our project overrun, 


We were told that we are so much 
better then the private sector. That we 
only have a small percentage of cost 
overruns and the private sector has 10 
and 20 percent overruns. I checked with 
the private sector and that is not true. 
They said if they had overruns like that 
whoever worked for them would be fired 
on the spot, 


Tm asking my colleagues to give 
me a week to have this checked, and 
they may come back and say this is 
perfectly acceptable. All I'm asking is 
that we have one week. [Id like to but I 
don't think you'll give it to me. One 
week to review giving away an additional 
$1 million. 


We've already increased the dollars 
to take into consideration problems that 
they've found on Phase I that raised it to 
$3.3 million. Now, we're giving another 
million away. 


Obviously, in the bid meeting 
where we explained the bids to the 
contractors that was not clarified or 
indeed the contractors feel because 
we're being pressured for time that we 
need to get out. Here's an opportunity to 
collect an extra million dollars. I beg 
you to not vote to spend that money 
today and give me one week to at least 
meet with the right people. 


Mr. Wagner: 

I would just like to request whether 
or not we've received the information on 
the breakdown of that $1.2 million since 
last Monday from Engineering and 
Construction? 

Michelle Madoff: 

Yes. It doesn't say anything. 
Mr. Wagner: 

Has that been received? 

Mr, Perry: 
Yes it has. 


Michelle Madoff: 


Have you had a chance to look at 
it? 


Mr. Wagner: 
No, I haven't. 
Michelle Madoff: 
That's my point. 


I would like to make a motion to 
recommit this bill for one week, I'd like 
two weeks but if I can't, Tll try one 
week, 


Mr. Wagner seconded the motion, 
The Chair: 


I would like to say something on 
the recommittal. I will vote for 
recommittal, if you tell us who is going 
to look at these drawings so they can put 
their name on it, and say that yes the 
City is wasting $1 million; and that's not 
trying to put anybody on the spot, but if 
someone's going to tell you information 
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and you're going to relay it to us, you 
can't be a — and this is nothing 
derogatory, but it can't be someone I 
know, or a friend that's an engineer 
because I can have 100 different friends 
that may or may not be qualified to talk 
about police protection or refuse pick-up 
or Engineering and Construction, so Ill 
go along with that if we name the 
people, and they are willing to come in 
here and say yes. We feel that we've 
reviewed these you are wasting $1 
million of taxpayers money or, in fact, 
you are not wasting taxpayers money. 


I think it’s about time when we do 
this here on Council. When we say 
another source told us that we should 
start naming names if we're going to use 
that as a criteria to try to sway one of 
our colleagues to vote another way, and 
its not just me it's everybody here. I 
think we ought to start doing that and 


Tm willing to go along with the 
recommittal if you would do that for me. 
Michelle Madoff: 

May I respond? 
The Chair: 


Yes you may. 
Michelle Madoff: 


There are five people who offered 
to help us one is a contractor who does 
business with the City. Unfortunately, 
one is from Rust Engineering Company 
who are the people who prepared this 
plan, and it's not the same division, the 
same people, but they work on plans the 
same person. 


The kind of thing that I'm looking 
for specifically Mr. Woods is something 
you should be very familiar with the 
right questions, and the right details, and 
the right costs. I need someone to put 


me in the correct direction to know what 


I'm looking at and where I should be 
following through to price out items that 
may or may not be overpriced. 


I don't think you need a name for 
that. I would come back and give the 
source and the people I called and the 
people I spoke to, I must tell you that I 
did speak to Rust Engineering who are 
the people who did make this plan. I 
think I have the name somewhere and I'd 
be happy to give you the name I brought 
it in with me, and they informed me that 
they don't understand why it’s going over 
$1 million. They don't know why it's a 
million more. They think they did a good 
job in their estimate in revising the plan, 
and I think that at least we ought to take 
a week to check further to see why 
indeed with all this data I don't have 
time within an hour nor do I completely 
understand all this material, I need 
somebody who is a professional to look at 
it. 


So, if we are to follow through on 
your thinking what I need is a week to 
sort of review and try to come up with 
the rationale as to whether this is sound 
for not and make some calls, 


The other thing I would like to do if 
you want to go along with your thinking 
is, why don't we just go out and hire 
somebody out of the City. Pay to havea 
consultant tell us whether this is a 
responsible way of doing business, and 
maybe get the University to review this 
plan the School of Engineering to see if 
this is way we should be doing business. 
That might be another approach, but 
we're not going to have people bid 
against each another. Just like doctors 
don't squal on doctors and lawyers don't 
squal on lawyers. 


I need to have at least input saying 
this item seems that its high, why don't 
you price it out of the manufacturer, and 
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you will find that that is not realistic or 
indeed it is realistic. Or, why don't you 
call the people of the ductile iron pipe 
and see if you get pipe for cheaper then 
it's being itemized on this bid. 


There's so many factors that in a 
week we would be voting more 
intelligently. I think we're voting in a 
vacuum. We're voting because we were 
told that we should go to an additional 
million dollars because all the bidders 
came in over a million higher. They all 
came in at the $4 million range as 
opposed to the $3 million range; and I 
told you I'm trying to look for the 
name. I'll get it for you in a minute. It's 
probably in my office, 


The gentleman I spoke to at Rust 
Engineering and he says that they believe 
they did a very good job, and that their 
costs at $3.3 million are adequate. Now, 
where do we get — because they've 
already amended it from $2 million 
something to $3.3 million. 


How did we get to $4 million? 
Now, Til tell you that on liquidated 
damages Mr. McDermott went out and 
hired a consulting engineer to find out 
whether he owed somebody $100,000.00, 
whether it was liquidated damages and 
the engineer came back and said yes, 
that company owes us $100,000.00 in 
liquidated damages, 


He paid $10,000.00 to find out that 
the people owed us them money. That 
hasn't been made a matter of public 
record, They do it all the time. It's 
called covering your proverbial. So, if he 
gets caught not having collected his 
liquidated damages he can say, but I 
didn't do it the consultant said that. 


Now, I want to cover my 
proverbial. Before I vote another million 
dollars for this Phase II on Grant Street I 
want to know that that's the right thing 


to do, and somehow or other we have to 
look into checking this out. I have a 
newspaper clipping and I've written the 
name of the person that I had spoken to 
at Rust Engineering who is familiar with 


Mr. Wagner: 


Point of order. If, we are going to 
discuss the bill we could do that when it 
comes into Committee. 


Michelle Madoff: 


Well, I want to make sure that 
there's enough information that we hold 
the bill, I have the gentleman's name 
who actually did the design on the 
amendment on this plan, and that he says 
that at $3.3. million that covered the 
costs, and Tl take a lie detector test. 
Tll swear on oath that that's one the man 
said to me, and I'd give you his name if I 
could get to my office and get his name 
it's on a newspaper clipping that I had 
torn out to discuss. If Rust Engineer 
says that $3.3 million is enough, why are 
we voting $4 million? 


Mr, Wagner: 


Point of order. We are discussing 
whether the bill should be recommitted 
or not, and not the bill itself. 


Michelle Madoff: 
That's all I want. 
The Chair: 


That's right, and I asked the 
question, I said I will vote for 
recommittal if whoever you referred this 
Dill too to look over these drawings and 
these costs, if you would please give 
their names to this Council after they 
looked it over, because if they can put 
their respected names and reputations on 
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the lines saying, yes your engineers or 
your consultants are not doing the proper 
job that I think should be done better, 
and if you do that, I have no — I'm just 
speaking personally for Ben Woods, that 
Ben Woods has no problem of voting for 
recommittal. 


Mr, Wagner: 


In regard to recommittal, I would 
vote in favor of it, and the reason being 
is I would like to be able to look at that 
breakdown of the $1.2 million, and IT 
would also request from Engineering and 
Construction if it is recommitted that 
we find out why we didn't know what 
water lines and sewer lines would cost us 
in reconstruction prior to having an 
increase in the cost of this project, 
because they belong to us and we should 
know up-front. So, I would request that 
they answer that this Wednesday if, in 
fact, the bill is recommitted. 


The Chair: 


Before you do it Ms. Madoff, you 
and I could debate this forever the rest 
of the day and we don’t want to do that. 
I don't want the name now. I want 
whoever you give this to. You guarantee 
Ben Woods right now. You're an 
honorable person, I respect your word. 
You're going to say to me come 
Wednesday after we recommit this you 
will tell me at that Committee table who 
reviewed these plans and these costs. 
You will tell me Wednesday, not now 
Wednesday, and I will be more than 
happy and I will urge my colleagues to 
vote for recommittal. 


Michelle Madoff: 
May I address that please? 
The Chair: 


Please. 


Michelle Madoff: 


When you meet with a bunch of 
resourch people —- when I worked in the 
Environmental Movement most of my 
information came from top level 
executives within the company with the 

, understanding that T would never betray 
a trust or the name of the people. 


They told me where to go look and 
then Td document it. Did you hear me, 
Mr. Woods? You're shaking your head. I 
documented the facts. I knew where to 
look and I got documentation to back up 
the information. I will present 
documentation if I believe that we have 
a problem in the overbid. 


I now want to give you the name of 
the person who did these plans. I don't 
think that's a big secret. 


‘The Chair: 
No, I'm not interested in that. 
Michelle Madoff: 


I spoke to the people. I spoke to an 
Ed Miller and a Ray Myers at Rust 
Engineering, who believed that $3.3 
million is enough, and we're voting for $4 
million. Now, would I'd like to do if five 
Council is agreeable is let's have a post 
agenda on Wednesday and let's invite 
Rust Engineering here to justify, why 
they think $3.3 is enough. 


The Chair: 


Let's get back to the 
recommittal. I have no problems with 
the post agenda. Mr. Perry would you 
please schedule a post agenda 
immediately following Wednesday's 
meeting, but if you're asking me to vote 
for a recommittal will you please tell me 
the people who review that with you? 
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Michelle Madoff: 


We're going to have Rust 
Engineering here to give us — 


The Chair: 
But, you're not going to — 
Michelle Madoff: 


I will have enough time if we 
recommit for a post agenda to talk to my 
people so that I can give you 
documentation and the data — 


The Chair: 


But, you're not giving the names of 
your people, 


Michelle Madoff: 


I don't know who I'm going to get 
yet. Ive been calling people, I'm calling 
our — 


The Chair: 


I will ask you on Wednesday for 
their names. All in favor of the 
recommittal — 


Michelle Madoff: 


Can I finish my sentence please. 
There are people who retired who would 
put their names on the line. There are 
people who are working in corporations 
who are not going to put their names on 
the line, but they supply you and they 
supply me all the time. 


Mr. Woods when you have an issue 
you go to people, and you know where to 
look because they tell what to look for, 
and they tell you who to get in touch 
with. You have a chance to review the 
material in an intelligent way and not 
vote in a vacuum. 


You can't always ask somebody who 
has some inside information, who's a very 
reliable source to put their head in the 
guillotine. I can't tell you that the 
people will be willing to say yes. I 
reviewed it but whoever reviews and if I 
come back to this Committee I will tell 
you what I have learned that I've checked 
that information from my source and 
indeed it is factual, or not factual. But 
what is factual is that Rust Engineering 
says we amended the contract to $3.3 
million, and we're going to get $4 
million, Let's have a post agenda to have 


The Chair: 


We're going to have a post agenda 
and I'm just telling you that this 
Councilman — when I have to I'm willing 
to use that person's name and I'm asking 
you to do the same thing, and I believe 
that that is a legitimate request from me 
to you. 


If these people do not want you to 
divulge their name then I feel that 
they're not credible people, and I don't 
care who they are. That is my feeling, 
my personal feeling — let me finish, 
That is my personal feeling that they're 
not credible people if their name cannot 
be divulged. 


Now, I won't debate it with you any 
longer. 


Mr. Wagner: 


Mr. President, there's a motion on 
the floor for recommittal. 


The Chair: 
Mr. Givens on the recommittal. 
Mr. Givens: 


Yes, on the recommittal. You 
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know sometimes I feel some of the words 
that my colleagues say here are really 
something. Maybe Michelle was right 
when she did that environmental type of 
stuff under GASP and all the money went 
into the smoke stack industry to control 
the smoke and we lost all of our industry 
to foreign competition, 


You know I've been sitting out here 
looking at Grant Street for 12 years as a 
Councilman, 12 years — 


Mr. Wagner 


Mr. President, the motion is to 
recommit. 


Michelle Madoff: 
That's a political statement. 
Mr, Givens: 


All right, sue me. I am moving on 
to the recommittal, why this bill should 
not be recommitted that's what I"m 
going to discuss and talk about. 


We talk about the individual 
Michelle so indicated that she does in 
confidence with people in the various 
corporate communities and Rust 
Engineering who signed the papers on 
this particular thing. The people at that 
company are saying sure they can do it 
for $3.3 million. Then why Mr. 
President, I must ask the question, why 
then did four or five companies bid on 
this particular procedure and all of them 
come with a fairly close veritable from 
the top to the bottom. From the top to 
the bottom short each individual one that 
was indicated by our Engineering staff 
last Wednesday here, that one veritable 
might be $700 off or maybe even 
$2,500.00 off, so what. The thing is, 
you're equipped. You have certain 
updated equipment, more modern 
equipment. You can do your job a lot 


quicker and faster then your competitors 
in a particular area. But overall when 
they finally come out with their specs. 
How can we sit here and say that 
reputable companies had bid on this 
contract how can we sit here when we 
know our Engineering staff came in with 
the some quotations of what they 
thought it was going to cost in Phase I 
when, in fact, it was in the $3 million 
range and it came back up into the $4.1 
million range, I think for the final Phase 
I; and don't thing that the final Phase I 
has more obstacles in it. It does, 
because if you go back historically you'll 
find out that there is a healer right there 
that they had removed. 


When the U. S. Steel went in they 
looked into a lot of the subterranean 
problems that they didn't even know 
about that they found out in the Phase 
I. That was long ago under the old U.S. 
Steel in the old Post Office Building. 
When they came up even further up the 
line can I explain to you that the City 
was a much older City that was 
developed in that particular area, but 
there was a hill out there right off the 
side of U.S, Steel. It was not built upon 
until the latter part of the 19th 
century. It took all the dirt out of there 
and sent it up and landfilled it up in 
Oakland and filled in the Hollow. 


One of my pet peeves, but we have 
reputable companies, we have people in 
this Council that are questioning without 
really the scientific and engineering 
backgrounds and etcetera, and pointing 
fingers like there's something wrong with 
something in the Administration that 
someone is galloping down or putting in 
their pocket some $1 million of 
taxpayers money, and I can't sit here and 
appreciate that type of remark. 


However, Michelle I will grant you 
as I will any Councilperson if you want to 
hold this for one week, if you want to put 
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it back into Committee for one week I'll 
go along with that. If you come up with 
bad questions — I think when you bring 
the engineers up here and we talk 
Wednesday its going to be. another 
conversation I can guarantee you that, 
Mr. President. 


Mr. O'Malley: 

Yes, I would just like to request 
that Rust Engineering be here 
Wednesday. 

Michelle Madoff: 


That's what I said. 
The Chair: 


That's at a post agenda. It will not 
be at a Committee Meeting. It will be at 
a post agenda. 


On the recommittal this is the last 
statement, 


Michelle Madoff: 


Mr. President, I'm sorry that we 
got off the issue. I do not know that $4 
million is not the correct figure. Al I 
know is that Rust Engineering said they 
went from $2 million something to $3.3 
million taking into consideration the 
problems that were encountered in Phase 


Now, if the bids are all over $4 
million and if indeed we're increasing it a 
million dollars all I want to know is why; 
and I don't believe that the answers that 
were given by Engineering and 
Construction at the table satisfy me. I 
wanted to have some time to look at the 
information. The information arrived an 
hour ago. I have not had time to review 
them with anybody. As my colleague Mr. 
Wagner pointed out some of the 
information that came in with some of 








the details on the line items he's not had 
a chance to review. 


All Tm saying is let us not move 
that quickly when it comes to a million 
dollars. Let us take a little more time to 
reflect and make sure that our votes are 
not done in a vacuum. If it turns out 
that Rust Engineering feels that the 
contractors have some validity and the 
extras are protecting themselves then 
we'll have no choice but to go along with 
the bidders. 


I don't believe that we should not 
look further, we should not rebid the 
contract, That's my own personal 
belief. Im not going to change that 
postion, and it is umfortunate that there 
are members of this Council who don't 
understand there's a product called 
foreign steel that has had great impact 
in this country. 


Mr. Wagner 


Mr. President, please, call for a 
vote. 


Mrs. Masloff: 


I got the impression Michelle, that 
you said that Rust Engineering said, 
“that there should not have been a 
million dollar overrun". 


Michelle Madoff: 
That is correct. 
‘The Chair: 
Okay. Let me state this and then 


we are going to vote, and this will he a 
role call vote. 


There is not a million dollar 
overrun. There can't be an overrun the 
project isn't even started yet, and even 
though the printed media put in the 
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paper that there was a million sum dollar 
overrun, big headlines, it can't be they 
were wrong again, because the project 
didn’t even start yet. 


So, there wasn’t a million dollar 
overrun. 


Michelle Madoff: 
It's an overrun if you pay it. 
The Chair: 
Right, and there's not an overrun. 
Role call vote on the recommittal. 
The Chair: 


Is there any discussion on the 
€ : motion? 


And on the question, "Shall the 
motion pass finally?" 


The ayes and noes were taken 
agreeably to law, and were:

WHEREAS, participation by public 
charities in the legislative process 
provides a benefit for the nation, the 
State of Pennsylvania, and the City of 
Pittsburgh; and is recognized as a Right 
(Section 1307 of P.L. 94-445, the Tax 
Reform Act of 1976); 


WHEREAS, the proposed IRS rules 
go beyond the intent of the Lobbying by 
Public Charities Act of 1976; 


WHEREAS, the proposed IRS rules 
redefine as lobbying many traditional 
activities undertaken by public charities, 
thereby penalizing them with the new 
taxes; 


WHEREAS, the proposed IRS rules 
could reclassify as lobbying public policy 
research and debate that may pertain to 
or lead to future legislation; 


WHEREAS, the proposed IRS rules 
put unreasonable burdens on private 
foundations and other donors so as to 
restrict their own activities and 
discourage their support for public policy 
research and advocacy; and 


WHEREAS, portions of the 
proposed IRS rules are retroactive to 
January 1, 1977;

Internal Revenue Service should 
withdraw its proposed rules, Lobbying by 
Public Charities; and 


That the U.S. Department of the 
Treasury should consult with public

WHEREAS, the 1987 Pulitzer Prize 
for public service was won by Andrew 
Schneider and Matthew Brelis of The 
Pittsburgh Press for articles which 
described the problems in the Federal 
Aviation Administration's screening of 
airline pilots; and

articles entitled, "Danger in the Cockpit" 
was the result of a four-month, 
nationwide investigation by Andrew 
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Schneider and Matthew Brelis and 
included revelations that pilots with drug 
or alcohol problems or potentially fatal 
medical conditions were permitted to 
fly, which disclosures resulted in 
important reforms; and 


WHEREAS, the 1987 award is the 
second Pulitzer Prize in two years for 
Andrew Schneider and The Pittsburgh 
Press as they, along with Mary Pat 
Flaherty, received the 1986 honor for 
specialized reporting for their series 
detailing the difficulties and abuses 
involved in organ transplantation; and 


WHEREAS, Andrew Schneider's 
extraordinary accomplishment has been 
achieved very few times in the 70 year 
history of the Pulitzer Prize; and 


WHEREAS, the awarding of a 
second Pulitzer Prize to The Pittsburgh 
Press in two years brings significant and 
much deserved national attention to the 
remarkable quality of reporting of 
Pittsburgh's journalists.

Mr. Wagner:

The word 
various is very misleading to us because we really don't know 
if it is one station, 20 stations, 50 stations, to what degree, 
where they are, whether or not the ones that need it are part 
of it, or whatever. 


Mr. McDermott: 

That reason that is put into the budget that way -~ and 
that is how this account is listed in the budget, is various 
-- is because at the beginning of each fiscal year, it is unknown 
as to what particular activities are going to have to be taken 
care of, and it gives us the flexibility of reacting to conditions 
that do come up during the year. And as I said earlier, we 
are still developing this program, and as soon as I get that 
in a form that I can submit it to you, I will. 
Mr. Wagner: 

Why would doors and floors be part of the same legislation? 
Mr. McDermott: 


C , Because it is a rehabilitation of the various fire stations. 
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Mr. Wagner: 


But does it include more than just the floor of the fire 
station and the doors of the fire stations? 


Mr. McDermott: 


It could. It depends on how the existing stations is 
constructed, if there are things -- if we have have to tear 
out a floor, and we run into heat piping supported on the underneath 
side of the floor, or plumbing, or electrical, that has to be 
addressed. Until these investigations are completed and our 
total program developed, to put a specific identity to this 
work is just impossible at this time. 


Mr. Wagner: 


Well, Director, would one company, one construction company, 
get this bid for all 20 stations? 


Mr. McDermott: 


That is one possibility that we are looking at. We are 
trying to evaluate it as to the advantages for the City in going 
under that type of contract. We'll be done with this analysis 
probably by the middle of May. 


Mr. Wagner: 


Well, the reason why I asked that is we have been in some 
very uncomfortable situations in the past with contractors. 
One contractor working at various fire stations and doing a 
little bit of work at one, at little bit of work in the other, 
and never really concentrating on one and, therefore, inconveniencing 
an entire neighborhood that needs a fire service, and that contract 
taking much longer than it should have taken. And for that 
reason, I, think it is an important question as to whether or 
not one company will do all 20 fire stations, or will we have 
separate contracts for each. 


Mr. McDermott: 
No. Well, I am not saying what specifically our solution 


is going to be to this, Councilman. But it is @ possibility 
that we would go out on a total 20 station package or go out 
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on separate contracts. We have to evaluate this. I am fully 
aware of the condition you are addressing, and it was unfortunate 
that the thing got off so badly clear back in 1982 when that 
design of those three stations began, and it deteriorated and 
never did become what should have been a good project. And 
hopefully we have instituted enough controls and so for it that 
it doesn't happen again. 


Mr. Wagner: 


That is the reason why I am asking these questions. I 
think I believe, as Chairman of Public Safety, the concerns 
of these fire stations and police stations, and some of which 
I am sure house police and paramedics also, the flaws of these 
stations is probably brought to my attention more than it is 


anyone except for those working in the department. 
really like to have more definitive information as 
or not we are going to have one contractor, we are 
have several contractors, and which buildings will

Mr. McDermott: 


And I said as soon as we have that developed I will see 
thta that information is transferred to you. 


Mr. Wagner: 


But my problem is I can't vote on the legislation until

Mr. McDermott: 

Well, that is your prerogative. All I am asking is get 
the program started. If you want to hold it up, that is entirely 
up to you. 
Mr. Wagner: 

I would suggest that we do hold it up until we find out 
more information. We've had -- and, Director, this doesn't 
reflect on you, it reflects on many different things I think 


in the past. We've really have problems in our various public 
safety buildings. And I am pleased to see that you are taking 
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the action to address it. I would just like a better plan placed 
in from of Council prior to us allocating the monies. 


Mr. McDermott: 


Well, it is very difficult to go so far down the line as 
to have a program fully outlined and prepared when I come before 
Council asking for permission to initiate a program, because 
it is sometimes money involved to use to initiate these programs. 
We are doing a considerable amount of this preparation of this 
particular project in-house, and I will have that information 
for you, as I said earlier, around the middie of May. 


Mr. Wagner: 


I would be pleased to get it, and I would obviously vote 
in favor of the allocation of dollars to correct the problems. 


(MICHELLE MADOFF'S REMARKS ON BILL NO. 2629---WEDNESDAY, 4/29/87) 
Michelle Madoff: 


I think Mr. Wagner is on the button when he talks about why 
we are doing floors and why we are having various fire station's 
floors and doors on the same bill. TI think it would be more 
appropriate if you just labled this project, this Bill No. 2629, 
to "Rehabilitate Fire Stations," because that is what you are 
doing. You've just answered him by saying, "There might be 
other things involved." Now, I am glad that you did touch on 
"such as" as opposed to “various fire stations floors and doors." 
You could give an example, "fire stations doors and other things 
that may be incurred," so that we know what you are talking 
ahout. But I think the proper title would be Rehabilitation 
of Fire Stations. 


Secondly, when you come up with a figure of almost. $1 million 
and you are so specific about $984,500.00, because that's the 
amount of money in a given account, that's very silly simply 
because what you are saying is you need to go ahead with the 
program and you will take part of your funds from this account 
as opposed to the implication of somebody looking at this not 
to exceed $984,500.00 when we all know that is alot of bull. 

And I think a little more accuracy would make it easier for 
our staff to give us a little more accurate information so we 
wouldn't have to grill you at the table. So I think Mr. Wagner 
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is correct, and I would appreciate if you would make those changes. 


Secondly, we all know, or we should know by now, that anybody 
who can work on the project, in order to work on the project, 
whether you do one contractor or half a dozen, in order to be 
able to work on a project all they have to do is be eligible 
to get a bond. If they get a bond that means they are qualified. 
And unfortunately, those are not always consistent. People 
get bonds who are not always so qualified, because obviously 
when the programs were done in 1982 they had bonds, didn't they? 


Mr. McDermott: 

They were bonded. 
Michelle Madoff: 

But you had alot of problems with those people and bonding. 
That is one of the things I'm working on in Washington and Harrisburg 
to change the process, so we can give more flexibility to Engineering 
and Construction to change that kind of thing so we don't have 
disasters like our streets torn up for six months because somebody's 
relative that is working on it and they have a bond, but they 
don't pay their bills, and we end up getting someone else to 
finish the contract. Sometimes the bond companies disappear. 


Now, the last thing, Mr. McDermott, how long have you been 
on your job?

Three and a half years.

Michelle Madoff: 


That's what I didn't know; that's 
why I wanted to be sure. We just got a 
new Director Davis and he's quite a guy 
and I know that your point is very well 
taken and I'd like to reinforce it. 


About six months before the 
accident that took place here April 11th, 
a friend of mine jhas a business, a 
furniture store, a second hand furniture 
store, I think it's in the Homewood area 
and it backs up 30 feet from the rail 
line. Some kids took one of his 
refrigerators and put it across the 
track. The train went through the 
refrigerator, shattered it, came to a 
halt, and presumably vandals got into the 
‘boxcars. 


On April 17th, we're talking six 
days after the last major near 
catastrophe in this area, there was 
another accident in the same location 
and that accident was presumably 
vandals putting a bar that is used in the 
railroads across the track and five 
engines were derailed. 


So, this is something that we just 
cannot turn our packs on. It is a very 
important issue and we'll be talking 
about it in greater length tomorrow. But 
1 do want to point out that at least one 
good thing; I don't very frequently have 
something good to say about the NRC, 
but the one good thing jg that their 
containers were at least tested; they 
were dropped from bridges to make sure 
that the containment would not crack 
open. My great concern when you deal 
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with nuclear waste or radiation is 
saboteurs and the kind of “damage that 
can be caused in that incidence. And I 
think that the law is the law and I think 
your point is well taken. 


Mr. Pollock: 


You talk about the containers being 
dropped; it should be pointed out that the 
containers which are carrying this 
nuclear waste are sealed with "o rings” 
which are the same type of rings that 
were used on the Challenger which I'm 
sure underwent a great deal of tests too 
and it was, of course, a tragic loss that 
resulted from the use of these "o rings". 


What I want to point out to the 
public and to this Council is that this is 
not just some kind of smoke in mirrors 
but this is some action that the City can 
take that has real teeth in it and can 
actually stop these shipments through 
the City of Pittsburgh for at least a year 
and a half to two years until an 
Environmental Impact Statement is 
completed. During that time, as one of 
the requirements of an Environmental 
Impact Statement, the Department of 
Energy would have to determine and 
examine all other alternatives which 
would mean that the possibility of 
shipping the radioactive material through 
the northern part of Pennsylvania and 
away from large metropolitan areas 
would have to be examined and would 
have to be reported and they would have 
to have an explanation as to why it 
cannot go that way. 


So, unfortunately, Mr, Pellegrini, 
our Solicitor, is out ill for a week or two, 
but I would hope that when he returns, 
with this vote of confidence from City 
Council, and hopefully with public 
interest and support for this resolution, 
that he will investigate and seek to 
obtain an injunction to prevent the 
shipments through the City of 


Pittsburgh. 
Mr. Wagner: 


I just have one question for my 
colleague. Mark, is it possible that the 
City can do that and can it have any 
teeth in that the federal government 
controls interstate commerce? 


“Mr. Pollock: 
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Absolutely. This is something that 
is required by this Act; they have to do 
this. There is precedent for this; ve 
looked into it and the City can definitely 
do it. It would get before a judge and 
hopefully, if that judge is sympathetic, 
the judge can issue an injunction to stop 
the shipments. 


Mr. Wagner: 


So then there's two hurdles to get 
over; one is for the Administration to 
initiate the suit and for the federal judge 
to agree with it. 


Mr. Pollock: 
Right. Exactly. 
Michelle Madoff: 


Mark, two points that I think are 
worth mentioning. One is that when you 
raised this resolution initially, and I 
thank you for doing that, I pointed out 
that one of the problems was that they 
were shipping the material with moisture 
in it and they felt the cost of removing 
the moisture was just not cost 
effective. I mean, it would have been 
safer to ship it with the moisture out of 
the material. The cost benefit when you 
talk about lives in something like this is 
something that must be addressed. 


May I point out that should you run 
into a stumbling block with the City, and 

















you do know that Dan Pellegrini has 
informed Glenn Cannon — we did this on 
a talk show, a special show — he 
informed us and I was very surprised, 
while local governments such as a 
council body or a commissioner body do 
not have the right to legislate, they are 
mandated to enforce. There seems to be 
a loophole in the law which would allow 
Glenn Cannon or whomever, our Law 
Department, to actually stop a train. 
But we probably would have to do it in 
conjunction with the Commissioners 
because the trains can't stop in the City; 
we don't have train stops in the City, 
they're on the Edgewood border, etc., 
according to what Glenn Cannon has 
said. We can indeed enforce our laws 
and if the law says that there's an 
Environmental Impact Study needed and 
if it's traveling by truck through our city, 
we can just say no, you're not going to 
move it. 


We also need to look into have 
Three Mile Island take the responsibility 
for its own garbage and cleaning its 
garbage and keeping it on its own site 
can guarding it for the time, 500 year 
life cycle, and not ship it to us. 


But the most important thing I 
want to mention to you is that if we run 
into a stumbling block, there's nothing to 
stop citizens from having a class action 
or a lawyer take the exact same action if 
Dan Pellegrini and the Mayor decide they 
don't want to do it.

Mr, Wagner: 


Mr. President and members of 
Council, in regard to Bill No. 2671, we 
still have not received some very 
important information that is necessary 
prior to voting on the bill. That 
information includes from the 
Department of Public Safety a penalty 
which would be part of the bill in the 
event we do find trains that are speeding 
within the boundaries of the City of 
Pittsburgh. The Director is supposed to 
get me that information so I can amend 
the bill and put it into the bill or else 
somewhere in the Pittsburgh Code. 


The second piece of information we 
need is an evaluation, an opinion, from 
our Law Department. Our Solicitor was 
out of town last week. I requested a 
week and a half ago information in 
regard to their opinion of this bill. 


A third piece of information that 
we still need to include is that I have 
received since last Wednesday 
considerable information from Port 
Authority that I want to share with all of 
you requesting that the PAT train 
receive some type of exclusion as part of 
this bill or else we'll put them out of 
business; that's the passenger train from 
McKeesport to Pittsburgh. In addition, 
some other information in regard to 
Amtrak. So, we're trying to incorporate 
an amendment that will keep passenger 
trains, keep some type of a speed limit 
on passenger trains but at the same time 
make it not the same as freight trains 
due to the less of a degree of hazard 


involved with a passenger train, 


So, I ask all of you to please bear 
with me in obtaining that information 
and including it in an amendment at the 
next meeting. : 


I would further ask that the City 
Clerk would request — No one in the 
City has been able to obtain from the 
railroads that operate within the City, 
Conrail, Norfolk and Western, the B & QO, 
the Chessie System and others, their 
speed limits on various sections of 
track, That is determined initially by 
the type of track by the Federal 
Government, the Federal Railroad 
Administration. They will not provide us 
with that information and so far the 
railroads will not either. So, I would 
request that we solicit that information 
formally from the railroads through the 
City Clerk's Office so that we have a 
better idea of the precise speed limits in 
various sections of the City. 


Due to the fact that we don't have 
any of that information, I would like to 
request and make a motion that this bill 
be put back in Committee. 

Mrs. Masloff seconded the motion.

Which was read. 
Michelle Madoff: 


I would like my comments brought 
forward from Wednesday but I want to 
reinforce my opposition to this bill by 
pointing out that there was a top notch 
consultant hired, paied three-quarters of 
a million dollars, to do the design and 
cost estimating for Grant Street 
Project. Phase I ran into, as we know, 
some problems and adjustments were 
made in Phase Il by Rust Engineering. 
They amended the design, very 
minamally but they amended the line 
items substantially to take into 
consideration the problems that 
happened on Phase I. 


At the meeting the other day, you 
heard Mr. Reginella speaking for Mr. 
McDermott saying, "Yes, we know that 
it's a lot of money but what are we going 
to do?" We're talking about $1.2 million 
over the estimate by Rust. 


Just to reinforce my great concern, 
Tl give you two examples. Twelve inch 
ductile iron pipe in the quantity of 1210 
feet, lineal feet, were recommended to 
be priced out after averaging out various 
input from various construction people at 
$65 a foot in place, a lineal foot in 
place. The cost of the pipe is $12 a 
lineal foot, approximately, and they 


recommended $65. The low bidder came 
in at $100. On the 16 inch ductile iron 
pipe which runs at about $15 or $164 
lineal foot, the construction engineers 
recommended that the cost should not 
exceed or should be somewhere in the 
ballpark of $65 a lineal foot in place, and 
they came in on 1270 lineal feet at 
$145. We're talking about not a factor of 
four; we're talking about factors of eight 
in some cases. 


Something is drastically wrong. I 
am beginning to get a handle on what is 
happening. I also have had many people 
volunteering to help me look at this 
problem, and I will be making it my life's 
work, if I'm re-elected, in the next years 
that I serve on Council, whatever that 
may be with election by district, to 
really see that this problem is 
corrected. I know it sounds redundant 
and it may sound a little silly but a 
million here, a million there, pretty soon 
it adds up to real money. We're talking 
about $1.2 million on this project. We're 
talking about Phase I having something 
like 180 amendments and changes in 
design. We're talking about no one in 
this City being able to do cost estimating 
or they ought to send it out to 
consultants. We spent $5 million in 
something like three years on consulting 
firms. As I stated before, $10,000 was 
spent for a consultant to confirm what 
Mr. McDermott already knew, that a 
construction firm owed us $100,000 in 
liquidated damages. After $10,000 the 
consultant came back and said, "Yes, 
that's correct." I haven't seen the 
liquidated damage situation resolved. 


I will be working on this. Iam very 
disturbed that we are not going back and 
saying, no, let's rebid this contract. We 
are being stampeded by virtue of being 
told we'll delay the summer season, we 
have to go to Port Authority, we have to 
get permission from this one and from 
that one. I believe it could be walked 
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through and rebid within-a very limited 
number of weeks and not lose the 
summer season. But we're at this point 
in time, because whoever is running the 
show allowed us to get to zero hour 
saying, "If we don't do it right now it's 
going to cost us more money and we're 
going to miss the summer and everybody 
has agreed to it and that's what the bids 
are and we're stuck with it at $1.2 
million over." . 


It isn’t this one contract; it seems 
to be a pattern. And the B.S. that we're 
getting that the contracts are running at 
three percent over, and aren't we 
wonderful compared to the private 
sector is exactly that; it's B.S. What 
we're doing is giving the money away up 
front. We don't have to go very much in 
overages and extras. That's why the 
extras are coming in at a lower price. 


There are some drastically serious 
problems going on. I need to get to a 
point where I'm rested well enough where 
I can really address it and I can tell you 
that I will be looking at it very, very 
carefully and I hope to get some help 
from some of my colleagues to help me 
look at this problem,

Michelle Madoff: 


Mr. Reginella, would you please join us? As 
my colleagues know, I diametrically, unequivocally oppossed 
passing this bill. I want to just quickly review what 
is on the board and explain to anybody that may be tuned 
in what this Council is doing, perhaps very naively and OC 
perhaps because we don't have the expertise available to 
us, and because it is going to continue unless something 
happens to stop the situation. 


Mr. Reginella, on Phase 1 of Grant Street, what 
was the cost estimate that was put out as not to exceed 
and the dollar figure that was assessed by, I believe Rust 
Engineers who did the design for Phase I of Grant Street? 
We are talking about redoing Grant Street, folks, if anybody 
in the audience is interested. 
Mr. Reginella: 


I believe that their estimate was $4.8 million — 
for Phase I. 


Michelle Madoff: 


On Phase I. And the bids came in under that; 
is that correct? 


Mr. Reginella: 

The bids came in at approximately $4.1 million. 
Michelle Madoff: 

Came in at $4.1 million. Then on Phase 2 Rust 
Engineers came in with something like -- it was under 3.2 
on the original bid; is that correct? On the original 
estimate and design drawings. 
Mr. Reginella: 


The original estimate ~- the estimate that Rust 
Engineering provided us with as part of Phase 2 construction

was $3.2 million, approximately. 
Michelle Madoff: 


But they originally had another figure, and the 
design didn't change except for some minor modifications, 
but that they sat here at a post agenda here on Wednesday 
and stated they made some design changes and some amendments 
to the actual line items and costing out because of problems 

C : that occurred on Phase 1; is that correct? 


Mr. Reginella: 


Essentially there was only one estimate submitted 
to the Department by Rust, and it is the one that we are 
holding to, which is 3.2, approximately. During the course 
of preparing that estimate they may have had changes in 
judgments or what have you, no doubt. 


Michelle Madoff: 


QO) This is not a critique of your department, but 

- we are discussing what Rust did. Rust said that in the 
preparation they came up with a figure originally that 
was under 3.2 and amended the wrong figure, but we didn't 
get Phase 2 until after Phase 1 was already in the works. 


Mr. Reginella: 
They essentially completed it, practically, yes. 
Michelle Madoff: 
I didn't even know it was essentially completed. 
C : So they were very aware, they were very aware. And they 
charged us, incidentally, three-quarters of a million dollars. 
‘ Three-quarters of a million dollars to prepare the design 
> and the cost figures on Phase 2. 


Mr. Reginella: 


No. Correction, that isn't the right number. 
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Michelle Madoff: 


I have the number they gave me. Did they give 
me the wrong figure? 


Mr. Reginella: 


Yes. But the number they gave you was for the 
entire project which includes Phase 1, 2, 3, 4 and 5. 


Michelle Madoff: 


So the whole project of design only and costing 
out is three-quarters of a million dollars? 


Mr. Reginella: 


Including a11 five phases which includes Grant 
Street and Liberty Avenue, as well. It isn't just Phase 
2. 


Michelle Madoff: 


We're not talking about pennies; we're talking © 
about 5 percent of the project. And I don't have a problem 
with that. 


Mr. Reginella: 


No. That's 5 percent -- you're mistaken again. 
That's 5 percent of Phase 2, is what you're saying, whereas 
the fee that you are talking about is the total cost of 
all the design work for all phases. Now the total cost 
of the Grant-Liberty Project was in the neighborhood of 
$17 million, so it's not the same percentage rate. 


Michelle Madoff: 
Why don't we simplify it, Mr. Reginella? When 
the engineers came up with the engineering design and the 


costing up, they were assigned to do generally 5 percent 
of the contract in its entirety; is that correct? 
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Mr. Reginella: 
Five percent of the contract? 
Michelle Madoff: 
Yes. That's what they stated here. 
Mr. Reginella: 


I believe that that is the current cost of their 
fees, about 5 percent, that is correct. 


Michelle Madoff: 


You are arguing and agreeing with me at the same 
time. I just said the same thing you said. 


Mr. Reginella: 


Well, no. I thought you were trying to compare 
the total fee to one phase, and that is not correct. 


Michelle Madoff: 


No. No. They work, whether it is on a portion 
or the entirety, they work on 5 percent of the total cost 
of the project. So we are not talking about peanuts; we're 
talking about three-quarters of a million dollars to redesign 
Grant Street and another portion that abuts to it. And 
I believe they are ~- my impressions in dealings that I've 
had with them over the years, my environmental years go 
back 20 years, it's a pretty good company. And they felt 
that they had to increase the amount from three point whatever, 
or 2.8, whatever their original estimates were, up to 3.2. 
Now, the question that I need answered, and perhaps you 
can help me with, did they ever, or did anyone ever interview 
the original contractors who did the bid and who actually 
did the job? 


Mr. Reginella: 


When you say “interview,” we've had numerous 
discussions with them, but -- 
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Michelle Madoff: 


There were discussions, not interviews, discussions, 
on Phase 1 with reference to the problems they ran into 
on Phase 1? 
Mr. Reginella: 


Absolutely, because of the many extra work orders 
that we had to -- 


Michelle Madoff: 
And there were many extra work orders. 
Mr. Reginella: 
Yes, there were. 
Michelle Madoff: 
What did Phase 1 end up costing us ultimately? 
Mr. Reginella: 


Well, we ran over about 3 percent, believe it 


or not. Two percent of $4.1 million, so that's about $120,000.00 


in excess of the original contract price. 
Michelle Madoff: 
So the actual Phase 1 came in at about -- 
Mr. Reginella: 
I'd say about 4.3. 
Michelle Madoff: 


4.3. How much larger or smaller is Phase 1 in 
scope than Phase 2? 


Mr. Reginella: 
Phase 1 is somewhat larger than Phase 2 because 


it included one block on Liberty Avenue as well as the 
two blocks on Grant Street. 
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Michelle Madoff: 
So we're talking about three City biocks? 
Mr. Reginella: 
Phase 1, yes, right. 
Michelle Madoff: 


So that when Rust came up with their design costing 
out, I call it, their cost -- 


Mr. Reginella: 
Their estimate. 
Michelle Madoff: 


-- their estimate cost, the reason it was less 
than Phase 1 was because it was three blocks less in the 
scope of work? 


Mr. Reginella: 
I believe that is a true statement, yes. 
Michelle Madoff: 


I'm trying to analyze. I'm not criticizing, 
I'm not putting blame on anyone at this point. I am trying 
to find out what did happen so I don't vote in a vacuum. 


So now we've got Phase 2, three blocks less, 
and we're talking about Belgian block, we're talking about 
major work, we're talking about going underground, all 
the problems that occurred in Phase 1. We know that Rust 
never sat down, because they were never asked to, with 
the people who bid, the contractors who bid on Phase 1. 
They never sat down and analyzed the figures that were 
done in-house by Construction and Engineering in the City 
of Pittsburgh. And when you put it out to bid -- "you" 
meaning the City, the Department of Construction and Engineering 
-- you said not to exceed $3.2 million. 
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Mr. Reginella: 


No, we don't tell the bidders what their quotes should 
be. It is public knowledge what the budget has in it. 


Michelle Madoff: 


Everybody knows that. The engineer design is public 
knowledge, the budget is public knowledge, and we don't 
have any way of camouflaging that information, which we 
talked about needs to be done not locally, nationally. It 
has to be done everywhere, because tax payers should know. 
In the private sector you don't say "We're going to spend 
$5 million on the building," if it's $3 million. You hope 
to get it for $2 million, if you can. And what we do is 
say "Come and get it. We've got $3.2 million-to give away." 
I don't want to go back over history in other buildings, 
but the blatant one is the fire station where we- said we 
want to demolish it for $25,000.00. We ended up putting 
the bid out at 50, and you ended up giving $336,000.00 
additions for the subterranean caverns, and the whole contract 
wasn't worth more than $125,000.00, and we paid $400,000.00. 
And I don't want to see that continue to happen. 

Now, before a contract is awarded, isn't it a routine 
procedure to sit down with those that are interested in 
bidding and have a briefing session? 


Mr. Reginella: 
We have what we call a pre-bid conference, yes. 
Michelle Madoff: 


Thank you. It's called a pre-bid conference. I want 
to try to remember that term. 


At the pre-bid conference, do you tell or do you discuss 
with the contractors that are going to bid the problems 
you ran into on the first phase? 
Mr. Reginella: 


No. The purpose of the pre-bid conference is to clarify 
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any misunderstandings, any misgivings that the contractors 
might have about the scope of work. It is simply a review 
of the contract documents, nothing more, nothing less. 


Michelle Madoff: 


You mean nobody would raise the subject and say, “Look, 
when we went out to bid on Phase 1 we didn't realize. that 
we were going to run into all these problems. And look 
what we ran into"? That was never discussed at that pre-bid 
conference? 


Mr. Reginella: 
I don't recall. I wasn't present at the pre-bid conference. 
Michelle Madoff: 


I would be willing to put money that it was because 
it was the overridign concern of people who bid on it. And 
I would like to be put on the list wherever possible that 
I'm free, I want to attend all pre-bid conferences. Would 
you make a note to let Council know through Mike Perry? 
My colleagues also might want to go. I want to sit there 
quietly, not say anything, and just listen and learn, because 
if I'm going to vote, I don't know what I'm voting on. 
Okay? 


Now, because it is public information, the contractors 
bid on Phase 2 which is smaller in scope by three City 
blocks, and they went out and they bid $1.2 million -- 

Mr. Reginella: 

No. No, not smaller by three City blocks, smaller 
by one City block. Phase 1 consisted of essentially three 
blocks, Phase 2 consists of two blocks. 

Michelle Madoff: 


Then how much smaller? 
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Mr. Reginella: 


I would say about 30 percent less. 


Michelle Madoff: 


It was a one-third, approximately -- just for the 
sake of argument -- smaller project, one-third smaller 
project. And Rust Engineering was here on Wednesday to 
justify to me and to anybody that wanted to hear it, they 
sald that they held to their estimate. That having reviewed 
the high and the low bidders on the cost items of each 
line item both in the materials and labor, they felt that 
their figure was a very accurate one at $3.2 million. 
But the lowest bid came in $1.2 million over that lower 
bid; isn't that correct, Mr. Reginella? 


Mr. Reginella: 


It is essentially correct, yes. 


Michelle Madoff: 


If you take the item of 12 inch ductile iron pipe, 
Rust looked at what the bids were high and low on the various 
bidders, and they decided that a fair price in place ~~ now, 
in place means the cost of the product and installing the 
item -- they felt that 12 inch ductile iron pipe, because 
the low bidder said it should be $38.00 in place a lineal 
foot -- we're only talking about one foot of 12 inch pipe -- the 
high bidder said it should be $64.00, the contractor said 
$60.00, and they decided a fair price would be $55.00 a 
lineal foot for ductile iron pipe. 


Let me tell you what really took place. For 1,210 
lineal feet, that means just a foot, of ductile iron pipe, 
the actual cost is approximately $12.00 a lineal foot. Is 
that right, Mr. Reginella? 

Mr. Reginella: 


If you say so. 
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Michelle Madoff: 


Well, we asked Rust, and they said yes, that was so. 
And I would assume that when you say I say so, maybe I 
should have your job. 


Mr. Reginella: 


Maybe you should. If you have any aspirations to 
run the Department I suggest you apply for the job. 


Michelle Madoff: 


The actual cost of buying the pipe, and there is a 
Grand Jury investigation going on nation-wide that everybody 
knows about on price fixing of ductile iron pipe, but assuming 
that is the figure, and I think Rust would know that, I 
think it was confirmed at this table, and my investigation 
in calling around is that $12.00 is indeed, probably the 
cost of a lineal foot of ductile iron pipe. And we're 
talking about 1,210 feet here. As a matter of fact, as 
I look at the next item, we've got another 1,270 feet of 
four inch some kind of valves, but we won't go into that 
at the moment. 


On the low bidder in place at $38.00 -~ these were 
the bids previously from which Rust came up with their 
estimate -- the actual cost of the material is $12.00. 

So from $12.00 to $55.00, that's what they are allowing 
for in place labor and whatever costs, overruns, whatever 
cost there would be. 


Now, Mr. O'Malley, I always rely on you for figures, 
because you have a sort of computer in your head. Four 
time twelve is what? 

Mr. O'Malley: 
Forty-eight. 
Michelle Madoff: 
So they were going over four times the cost in what 


the contractor is estimating on the ductile iron pipe. 
But the low bidder who actually got the contract got it 
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at $100.00. That seems to me if I am correct, Mr. O'Malley, 
eight times the cost of the pipe. Now, I realize that 

the bidders have to take care of their contingencies and 
things that are unknown that they are going to run into, 
but when they start to put it eight times the cost of the 
product for labor as opposed to what the design engineer 
figured at $4.00, I think that we need to get in our City 
and in our nation a cost analyst personage. I talked to 
Mr. McDermott about this and asked him why he doesn't do 
it, he said, "Oh, we don't have the time. I can't do that. 
We have too many contracts, too many things going on right 
now," and that is indeed true. We have a large capital 
budget. What is our capital budget this year for projects, 
Mr. Reginella? 


Mr. Reginella: 
It's probably in the neighborhood of $30 - $40 million. 
Michelle Madoff: 
For this year alone, right? 
Mr. Reginella: - 
Right. 
Michelle Madoff: 


That is the major portion of our borrowing, for capital 
improvements for construction in our infrastructure for 
roads, highways, water lines, sewer lines. That is our 
major dollars that come out of the tax payer's pocket. 


Now we are talking about here $1.2 million in a figure 

that I believe is excessive in light of the fact that Rust 

" Engineer in holding firm at their price of $3.2 million 
say they see no reason why it should be greater. I don't 
know that it shouldn't be greater. I don't know that it 
shouldn't be $5 million. But Dierksen once said, "A million 
here, a million there, pretty soon it adds up to real money.” 
And we see constantly overruns on every project. And the 
argument is given that our runs are only 3 percent, in 
the private sector it is greater. I've checked that out, 
and that's alot of BS; the actual dollars are far more 
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controlled in the private sector. That is just a good 
PR line. The fact is that the reason our overruns are 

so much smaller is that we are giving it way up front. 

If we give you $1 million now you don't have to have more 
than 3 percent overruns. 


Now, if we all get together on a federal level on 
working with Ivan Etkin in the State Legislature and with 
Jamie Rooney out of Billy Coyne's office on Federal Legislation 
and we can come up with some kind of oversight review board, 
you know -- auctioneers are monitored by a board of independent 
people who watch to see that what they are doing is correct. 
We need to have an independent board that monitors to see 
what is going out with contractors. I know there are many 
variables such as if there is alot of: work and the contractors 
don't need the work, they are going to bid high on it. 
That's one of our problems, isn't it, Mr. Reginella? If 
they have alot of work they are going to bid as high as 
they possibly can? When times are tough, -we get things 
at better prices. 


But the fact remains that in this instant Rust Engineer 
was being paid three-quarters of a million dollars, are 
holding firm that their estimate of 3.2 is a legitimate, 
reasonable figure. And I would suggest that we throw out 
all our bids and rebid the contract. When I said that, 

I was told that I was creating this terrible situation, 
because if we did that, my goodness, we wouldn't be operating 
for four months, we'd hold it up until-we got into the 

winter season. 


Mr. Reginella, on the Ohio River pipeline when we 
stopped the bidding because of people who were very upset 
about bidding, they didn't have the opportunity to bid, 
how long did it hold up? -And that was a bid of 2.3, 2.6. 
How long did it hold up? 


Mr. Reginella: 


Michelle, on that project we didn't stop the 
bidding process, we merely extended the bidding date by 
a week or two. We don't rebid it, we simply extended the 
bidding date to permit someone else to submit a bid. 
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Michelle Madoff: 


The actual fact on that was that we rebid it by including 
the cement pressure pipe as well as ductile iron pipe. 
But how long did it take to allow other bidders to come 
in and bid it? 


Mr. Reginella: 


I said we postponed the bidding date for either a 
week or two. I'm not certain. 


Michelle Madoff: 
I was told it was rebid, and now I find that it wasn't. 
Mr. Reginella: 


That isn't the case. But that is neither here nor 
there. 


Michelle Madoff: 


How long would it take to cancel the bid and go out 
immediately and let the people come in and rebid it? 


Mr. Reginella: 


The time that you mentioned of four to six months 
is precisely how much it would take. As a matter of fact, 
I'm not certain that opting for that avenue will not possibly 
cause us to lose the funding. Let me stress that very 
strongly, because we have received written concurrence 
to award the contract from PennDOT with the blessing of 
the Federal Highway Administration. Should we decide to 
reverse ourselves and attempt to rebid, I am not sure what 
their position might be; they might simply cancel the funding 
and then we'd have to forget the whole thing. 


Michelle Madoff: 

Mr. Reginella, that is the kind of terror tactics 
that stampede this Council into voting for an extra $l 
million. I don't believe that in the middle of Grant Street 


construction they are going to take our money away because 
we want to put the contract out at a lower price to save 
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tax payer's dollars. 


But I just want everybody to know that Council's service, 
when we get elected, one of our services we offer is scapegoating, 
and we get stampeded into voting on things that are $1 
million over simply because we're told "If you don't do 
it, we'll lose the funding and we'll be into the winter 
season. The costs will go up because of escalating cost 
of products." If you take $1 million here, and $100,000.00 
there, and $200,000.00 elsewhere -- may I suggest very 
strongly, Mr. O'Malley, that next year you fight for what 
you tried to do last year, and don't worry about what anybody 
says that maybe is going to attack you, because I'm going 
to support you if you do it. And that is to get ourselves 
a financial analyst, a person who can help you to determine 
how we can save money for this City so that when we vote, 
we don't vote on what we are told by one side who has a 
vested interest, that went out and spent $5 million in 
three years to cover the proverbials so when anything comes 
up wrong they'll say, "Well, we had a consultant tell us 
that. We are not responsible. Our consultant said that 
we had this problem," and then when we get to liquidated 
damages with three companies of $100,000.00, they go out 
and hire somebody for $10,000.00 to find out, indeed, one 
of the companies does owe us $100,000.00. 


The tap in Washington has been shut off. There is 
not very much money in the state. And we are going to 
have to be creative and innovative and save money every 
way we can. And giving away $1.2 million -- and I say 
it's a giveaway, and I'm going to vote no today, and I'm 
going to vote no on Monday. And I would hope that by calling 
attention to this, if I do nothing more than focusing in 
on this, you will plan ahead so that we can, perhaps, get 
our bids in earlier, not have the danger of losing our 
money, and maybe change the whole system.

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Mr. Givens: 


I'm going to abstain on this 
particular bill and I think Michelle and 
some of her things, but mainly because 
of the engineering staff, to come out 
with an estimate that is almost some $1 
million off is kind of ridiculous. I mean, 
why they didn't reassess after Phase I 
and find out that that particular phase 
ran over, and for good reason, for the 
vaults and the lines and the water 
systems underneath there, utilities that 
weren't even brought forward from the 
18th Century and even the early part of 
the 19th Century, for whatever reason, 
and they ran into a lot of vaults and 
obstacles they didn't appreciate 
existed. But that's to say in the Phase II 
part of Grant Street Development that 
at least our engineers should have gone 
back and tried to reassess that particular 
thing. It doesn't take industry to prove 
to them that their assessments were over 
$1 million some off, Mr. President. We 
can't have our engineers looking at 
projects in the City with that type of 
scope. Tf anything, working on a 
particular project must tell you 
something and any contractor will say 
every new project has a different little 
twist. Well, Grant Street has a lot of 
twists, a lot of bunkers down there that 
nobody even knew about, and I'd have to 
say that phase of the construction was 
one where there was a great big hill at 
one time, meaning that they didn't get 
into that until the latter part of the 18th 
Century and the early part of the 19th 
Century. This new phase is a relatively 
level area of the City which I assume 
they did a lot of prior building way, way 
back there which probably might even 
have more of these unexpected things 
when they go to open up the street again, 


So, for that reason and that reason 
only, sewer lines, poor borings, anything 
you can do to update your particular 
engineering study. It was not done here 


and if I'm doing one thing I'm sending a 
message to the engineering people, let's 
get on target when they evaluate the 
construction work that’has'to be done in 
this city. Let's not have five or six 
major corporations, construction firms 
building on it and telling us what our 
business should be. ~ 


Mr, DePasquale: 


Mr. President, I share the concern 
of my two colleagues but I feel that a 
further delay, as Michelle Madoff 
pointed out a while ago, is only going to 
up the cost and eventually we're going to 
approve it. But obviously it deserves a 
second glance. 


Michelle Madoff: 


Mr. President and members of 
Council, I think what Mr. Givens is 
saying is that whoever was minding the 
store didn't mind the store early enough 
and didn't look into the problems that 
could occur. And Mr. DePasquale is 
saying that we may be locked in, at this 
point, that we have to get on with Grant 
Street and that we've been manipulated, 
we've been orchestrated into this 
position. 


But I want to leave one thought 
with everybody. Not only is it $1.2 
million over the cost estimated by a 
professional, really professional firm, 
Rust Engineering, who, incidentally, Mr. 
Reginella used to work for, but the 
project is one-third smaller in scope than 
Phase I. Phase II is one-third smaller 
than Phase I. This is outrageous; it is 
only the tip of the iceberg. And I will 
tell you, if anybody wants a good story, 
if any of you reporters are listening, go 
look at the Zoo. Look at everything that 
has happened to the Zoo and it will blow 
your mind.

Mr. President, Council, I'd like to 
thank the Mayor, President of Council 
and Council for giving us the opportunity 
again to project a disease that we feel it 
very necessary that it be known 
throughout the country, particularly in 
Pittsburgh. I'm sure that this particular 
disease is not known amongst our 
Pittsburghers. 


So, for your resolution we certain 
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thank you and for the kind consideration 
you've given us, to give us time to 
actually advertise this particular 
disease. We thank you very much. 


The Chair:

Mr. President, we have a hearing 
Wednesday afternoon requested by some 
residents pertaining to mine subsidence 
and I still feel that this is a problem that 
is going to get worse with time and in an 
attempt to try to make more citizens of 
Pittsburgh aware of this problem I'd like 
to move that that hearing be televised.

Td like to make a comment. I think 
all of us are aware that our 
Superintendent of Police, Chief Mugsy 
Moore, had _ finally tendered his 
resignation and retired an early 
retirement. That and the fact that we 
had another retirement, Mr. Smith in the 
Water Department now, I think takes the 
City of Pittsburgh down to where 
directors of major units of government 
here within the Black community are just 
about extinguished, 


I would like, on behalf of myself 
and people that I know in the Police 
Department who really loved Mugsy — I 
remember back in my early career as a 
Councilman, his reputation was at stake 
at one time and I went to bat for him and 
rightfully so because he had a 
tremendous rapport with the rank and 
file and policemen within the City of 
Pittsburgh and that respect was gained 
primarily from the on-street type of 


thing where the policemen's actions are 
what the people see and what all of us 
feel. And Mugsy was able to, in his 
lifetime, build up a tremendous amount 
of credibility among his fellow officers, 
both men and women, both white and 
black. And I think that's a tribute to 
anyone that has to work in that 
particular career field. 


The second side of that is, I am 
very alarmed, and I am sure others are, 
that we have such high caliber people 
who normally would stay until the 
fulfillment of their particular age and 
time within the Police Department and 
when I see people like this leaving, one 
has to ask the question why, and I would 
ask our Mayor, number one, to try to 
balance out the minority directorships 
within the City of Pittsburgh as soon as 
possible. 


Again, I give my heartfelt thanks 
to Mugsy and his family and hope that he 
enjoys the retirement that he has worked 
30 some plus years for within the Police 
Department of the City of Pittsburgh. 


Mr. O'Malley: 


This is in reference to a hearing 
that we had in City Council a few weeks 
ago with a number of concerned 
ministers and priests and citizens about 
obscene phone calls, All throughout the 
City of Pittsburgh little cards were being 
placed on windshields of cars, especially 
around the schools; they're very 
concerned around the schools. 


We heard some parents testify 
about phone bills of $1000 or $1200 being 
run up by young children and in our 
discussions with Bell Telephone they said 
that there was nothing they could do 
about it, that these phone bills had to be 
paid or their phones would be shut off. 
In this day and age, nobody wants to have 
their telephone shut off. Well, I don't 
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think that Bell Telephone's response that 
nothing could be done was exactly 
correct. I've talked to a number of 
people and they indicated to me that 
they had the same problem, that their 
young children ran up bills of $850 or 
$900. 


How this works is, the telephone 
charge for this type of service, for the 
obscene phone calls, anywhere from 50 
cents per call to $6.00 per phone call. 
What these people did, they talked to 
Bell Telephone and on a cali that would 
cost approximately $1.00, the charge 
that Bell Telephone would receive would 
be 25 cents for handling that call and the 
75 cents would be passed on to whoever 
instituted the service, or the obscene 
phone calls, These people have come to 
an agreement with Bell Telephone that 
they would pay the percentage of that 
phone call that was owed to Bell 
Telephone, the 25 cents, but they refused 
to pay the rest of that charge that was 
going to be passed on to the company 
that supplied the obscene phone calls. 


That seems to have worked. Bell 
Telephone settled and agreed that they 
would accept their share and that it 
would be up to the supplier of the 
obscene phone calls to either bill or to 
take to court the families to collect the 
rest of it. The attorneys I've talked to 
doubt very much whether they would go 
through this trouble and effort , one, 
because of the nature of the phone calls; 
and two, many of these calls were made 
by young children under the age of 18, 
and as everybody knows, you have to be 
18 years old to enter into a legal 
contract. 


So, for those parents who received 
large phone bills because of family 
members dialing these numbers, my 
recommendation would be to talk-to Bell 
Telephone to see if you can settle with 
them, pay the charges that are duly owed 





to Bell Telephone, but refuse to pay the 
charges that are passed on to the people 
that furnished the obscene phone calls, I 
think this might be a path that some of 
these families that have been stuck with 
$1000 or $1200 phone bills might follow. 


Mr. Pollock: 


As Council and the public knows, 
President Woods set a hearing on the 
smoking bill for June 9th at 10:00 in the 
morning. I have already thanked him 
personally but I want to publicly thank 
him, President Woods, for not 
rescheduling this hearing. He has been 
requested by certain individuals to 
postpone this hearing and he did not 
succumb to that pressure and there was 
no reason for him not to other than just a 
very kind gesture and consideration for 
the fact that I had already notified many 
people across the country about this 
hearing as well as in the City. It should 
be noted that the person who asked him 
to postpone this is a friend of his and it's 
mo secret that Ben and I aren't 
roommates, but it was a very kind 
gesture and I think it should be publicly 
noted.

Well, it turned out that the 
corporations are only paying matching 
funds for the fireworks. 


Now, my feelings were that the 
monies for the $1500 for this particular 
Raiders Football Program and we have 
turned other teams down. When we get 
to budget hearings we have to turn a lot 
of indigent poor groups who need help in 
the City away but we have $25,000 for 
fireworks. I don't think we want to 
confuse the two. 


The point that I'm making has very 
little to do or just in part to do with the 
pool.

Avenue in Squirrel Hill; and 


WHEREAS, The Heritage Shadyside 
is a 158-bed health care center dedicated 
to providing skilled, intermediate and 
respite care to patients of all ages in 
need of extended care in a family~type 
environment beyond their hospital stay; 
and 


WHEREAS, The Heritage Shadyside 
is a joint project of Shadyside Health, 
Education and Research Corporation (the 
parent corporation of Shadyside Hospital) 
and National Medical Enterprises, Inc. 
(the parent of the Hillhaven 
Corporation); and

If I might have some comment, Mr. 
President. What's happening, Mayor Dick 
Caliguiri arrived there yesterday right 
after the parade in Squirrel Hill and this 
is a concept that should get a lot of 
dissemination. The reason being, I think 
all of us have read in the newspapers 
many of the articles regarding what is 
happening to Medicare. When our elderly 
citizens with terminal diseases are being 
literally pushed out of our acute care 
centers. This is a development in the 
community that will serve these kinds of 
people in a nursing home type of 
environment but with much higher care 
thus reducing the high cost that we have 
in the various hospitals. 


We could only look at our own Kane 
Hospital and know what we have to do 
here and I've wanted to have limitations 
on that type of facility. And this is in 
our own community; it's right in our 
neighborhood. It's the first one of its 
kind, to my knowledge, and as a result I 
would ask everyone to look into this and 
encourage other people. 


This is in conjunction with the 
Shadyside Hospital where I've gone to for 
my physical impairment and_ bypass 
surgery and Im happy to stand here 
today and say that. 3s 
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Please, everyone, pass this good 
word on and hopefully other 
communities, through our efforts and 
through our energies as elected officials 
here in Council, we might be able to 
foster some other homes like this in the 
City of Pittsburgh and I say let's get 
moving on it very quickly.

No. 2782 WHEREAS, this Council 
is aware of the dangers of unregistered 
and unregulated coal mines in the City of 
Pittsburgh; and 


WHEREAS, the physical and 
financial hazards of abandoned coal 
mines threatens over one-third of the 
City's geography; and 


WHEREAS, public recognition of 
these hazards is shockingly low, in that 
only a small number of residences and/or 
commercial establishments are now 
covered by any form of subsidence 
insurance; and 


WHEREAS, the Commonwealth of 
Pennsylvania, through its Department of 
Environmental Resources, has 
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established an inexpensive mine 
subsidence insurance program for 
properties that are undermined; and 


WHEREAS, currently, this 
insurance is only available after the 
cumbersome procedure of building by 
building inspection, which can result in 
significant delays in obtaining coverage; 
and 


WHEREAS, it is in the interest of 
the City to protect its residents from 
unforeseen and in some cases 
unforeseeable damages. 


NOW, THEREFORE, 


BE If RESOLVED, that the Council 
of the City of Pittsburgh hereby requests 
the Pennsylvania Department of 
Environmental Resources to create an 
adjunct of their mine subsidence 
insurance program which would allow the 
City of Pittsburgh to purchase, at a 
discount, group insurance for all 
properties within their jurisdiction that 
are affected. 


Mr. Grabowski moved to adopt the 
resolution, 


Mr. DePasquale seconded the motion. 
Michelle Madoff: 


Discussion. Mr. Arthur Harris will 
be here tomorrow for dinner and he is 
head of the DER and I think it might be 
an appropriate time if you could get 
away from six to eight and join us to talk 
to him about this. I know he’s very 
sympathetic and I think that perhaps the 
best place for that would be not as a 
motion on the floor because it's too 
important, but that it be put in as a 
resolution, have a post agenda meeting 
and try to get some legislation in place. 
I would not drop it at this point because I 
don't think it will do much good. 


‘Mr. Grabowski: 


Mr. President, this is really the 
same resolution that Council passed back 
in 1984 asking the State to amend the 
way it issues the insurance. Then our 
pleas fell on deaf ears. Now we have a 
new Administration in Harrisburg and 
hopefully the Casey Administration will 
be more sympathetic than the Thornburg 
Administration to this problem we're 
facing and I would ask that we pass this 
now, 


I think you're aware that Friday 
another hole went down in Brushton and 
this problem is just going to get worse 
and worse. I don't think that we should 
procrastinate but take a positive step 
here. 


Michelle Madoff: 


T have no problem with making a 
motion which is a lot of rhetoric and isn’t 
going to accomplish very much. I'm sure 
you're planning to have it sent on to the 
appropriate people that might be able to 
deal with it like the Governor and DER, 
etc, But I'm thinking that it needs 
greater attention. This casual vote 
amongst ten resolutions that we're 


» having — They're generally just given for 


a lot of vote getting. I think it's just too 
important to just leave it rest here, 


Mr. Givens: 


The comments on the resolution 
that was just read, as Councilman 
Grabowski pointed out, most people in 
this country work all their life to do one 
thing, to own their home. And when your 
home gives down without any warning 
whatsoever because of mine subsidence, 
and all of us know that timbers generally 
last 75 to 100 years. Even the best of 
timbers that we've used in our hard wood 
along in our Pittsburgh hills right here 
only lasts 75 to 100 years. If you just 
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take when the heavy mining was going on 
at the turn of the century, you'll know 
now that we're in 1987 and we're going to 
have more cave-ins and they're going to 
multiply as time goes on, It's bad 
enough, and a good miner will tell you, 
that if they've upped the proper columns 
of coal, we won't have this problem. But 
we'd better look back and find out that 
there was much bootlegging of mines 
going on at that particular time than was 
regulated at that particular time. 


In my own neighborhood up in 
Garfield, up right next to the school 
there where we have children, the light 
field area of the ballpark, I mean, it 
caved in about half the size of this room 
and it went down about half the depth of 
this room. It dropped about 18 or 19 
feet. It was so critical up there that 
they wouldn't even send our own trucks 
in there to fill up the hole. It remained 
there for a couple years until finally we 
broke them and they had to put a fence 
up around. 


But that is what's happening in the 
City of Pittsburgh, If you look at Mount 
Washington right here, and Michelle 
might be a little bit different when she 
thinks about what she lives on — Mount 
Washington has been undermined 
totally. When George Washington was 
here, that's when they first started using 
coal. They were going into those 
hillsides and digging and as a result, 
these mines have been used and reused 
and they're not, what I'm trying to say, 
Mr. President, they are not plotted 
accurately on the maps. Even when the 
engineers went in there and thought they 
hit pay dirt of a solid lot, they don't 
know what's underneath there. And when 


- it comes down, we'll have people coming 


in here screaming to us for help. It's a 
great tragedy and when it happened up in 
the Hill District — and K. Leroy Irvis 
who happens to be the Legislator for that 
particular district. 


That's what it means; it's going to 
take a lot of punch and a lot of effort to 
help us out. I agree with Council-nan 
Grabowski on this thing and I wish and I 
hope that somebody in the Casey 
Administration will do this because if we 
all buy this insurance it's just like 
hurricane insurance, it's just like tornado 
insurance. We have that for everybody 
in those affected areas and they all buy 
it. Why can't we have mine subsidence 
here in the area that we have a lot of 
mines in. It only makes common sense. 
Thank you, Mr. President. 


Mr. DePasquale: 


Mr. President, the resolution is 
very appropos. That whole Terrace 
Village area is mined, including Pitt 
Stadium. I don't know if people are 
aware of that. I don't know if they have 
any insurance; I doubt it very seriously. 
But something has to be done to protect 
them. 


Michelle Madoff: 


Mr. Chairman, I don’t understand 
what is happening here; maybe it's 
election time black out. I just agreed 
with every one of my colleagues and said 
it shouldn't just be a resolution. We need 
to pursue this in greater depth and have 
a public hearng and invite people from 
the State to be here, not just a resolution 
today because it's too important. 
Everybody says, "She doesn't 
understand." I think I understand very 
well, Let’s get on with the resolution; 
let's get it down but let's pursue it. 


Mr. Grabowski: 


With respect to pursuing it, I intend 
to pursue it. In fact, I'm going to ask 
Mayor Caliguiri if he could arrange a 
special meeting between myself and 
Governor Casey in Harrisburg because I 
feel it's that important. But I'd like to 
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go there and try to impress upon him the 
severity of this situation. Most people 
just don't realize that their home owner's 
insurance does not cover this because the 
commercial insurance companies realize 
that this is such a foregone conclusion 
that they're not going to put their 
companies at risk, 


I would suggest we pass the 
resolution and pass it unanimously and 
let's take it from here.

The City schools are really a 
source of great pride to our City; they've 
improved dramatically over the last 10 
to 20 years. It's phenomenal, and I get 
people constantly talking about the 
reason why they're staying in the City, 
even though they have the four percent 
wage tax, they'd like to move but they 
love the schools so much, 


This is Pittsburgh Public Schools 
Week in the schools and they're having a 
phenomenal schedule of activities which 
Pat has brought with her today to pass 
out, an incredible schedule of events 
throughout the schools and Pat can talk 
about that better in a second.

WHEREAS, such a driving range 
would enable the City's facility to 
compete with the various suburban 
driving ranges and keep these revenues in 
Pittsburgh. 


NOW, THEREFORE, 


BE IT RESOLVED, that the Council 
of the City of Pittsburgh urges the 
Director of the Department of Parks and 
Recreation to select at least one suitable 
site on City parkland or other public 
property for the development of an inner 
city golf driving range. 


Mr. Wagner 
resolution, 


moved to adopt the 


Mr. Pollock seconded the motion. 
Mr. Wagner: 


Mr. President and members of 
Council, this resolution was prompted 
more by some of the issues of recent, the 
lack of funds to do certain things in 
Parks and Recreation. In addition to 
that, the sport of golf has become very 
popular in recent years, as everyone 
knows, and in order for people to 
practice golf they go out to a driving 
range. 


The City of Pittsburgh is blessed to 
have a lot of properties, much more so 
than other major cities in this country. 
Within the boundaries of the City of 
Pittsburgh we have no golf driving 
range. We have a golf course at 
Schenley Park but we have no golf 
driving range. As a matter of fact, the 
closest facility is approximately eight 
miles outside the limits of the City of 


Pittsburgh in all directions, north, south, 
east and west. I believe we can find a 
facility within the City of Pittsburgh 
that could serve the City residents, 
400,000 residents, of which I'm sure 
25,000 or 30,000 occasionally go out and 
play golf and possibly are hackers, like 
myself. Plus we have coming into the 
City each day, and I'm not looking at 
anyone in particular, many golfers and 
some of them are hackers also, that 
would like to practice golf. 


The point I want to make here is, 
the greatest part of an investment for 
this type of operation is the land itself. 
We own the land at various City parks 
and at other properties. And I am 
certain that we could find a suitable 
piece of property, and it doesn't have to 
be level property, where we could put a 
golf driving range. In doing so, we could 
raise revenues, number one. We could 
employ people, particularly six or nine 
months a year, and summer people that 
need part-time work, and we could 
expand our recreational activities. In 
doing so, we could generate some monies 
and the estimated amount that I believe 
we could generate just with one of these 
facilities is approximately $200,000 per 
year. Those $200,000 per year could be 
directed towards other types of 
recreational activities. 


So, I would ask all of Council to 
please support the idea behind this and T 
would also like to ask the Director of 
Parks and Recreation, Louise Brown, to 
report back to this Council in one month 
as to whether or not they have found a 
suitable location, or multiple locations 
throughout the City. I tend to believe 
that we could find a location south, east 
and north of the City. And when I say 
south I include south and west. So, in 
doing so, I believe we could help solve 
some of our long-range problems and 
possibly have a facility like this 
operational in 1988. Thank you, 
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Mrs. Masloff: 


Jack, I think that's a good idea and 
since I head that Committee I wish you 
would have directed it to me instead of 
Louise Brown. 


There's a shortage of land in 
Pittsburgh; there's no question about it. 
Perhaps anything that's worthwhile has 
been taken up. However, I'll be glad to 
look into it. 


Mr. Wagner: 


Well, I can think of several 
potential locations and we have four 
huge parks in Schenley, Highland and 
Frick, Riverview and south of the river 
we have some parcels of property, large 
parcels of property, that remain vacant; 
31st Ward, 19th and 20th Wards, where a 
facility like this could be placed. 


And Sophie, I apologize that I didn't 
approach you, being the Chairperson of 
Parks and Recreation, but I know you've 
been ill the last week and some other 
issues have come up and I guess that 
prompted this resolution. 


Mr. Pollock: 


I think it's a great idea, It's 
imaginative and JI support the 
resolution. I told Jack privately that my 
only caveat in my vote would be that I 
raise the question of whether or not the 
City can go into a commercial venture 
like that, I don't know if we can, I hope 
we can and if we can we should 
definitely look into it. But's it's an issue 
that should be looked at. I don't know if 
we can go into something that's a private 


" income generating avenue like that. It's 


a good idea, 
Michelle Madoff: 


Not only do other cities do that but 


some cities are actually building hotels 
in conjunction with private developers so 
that they maintain a piece of the pie. 
It's time we started to be creative and 
innovative and if the location is available 
— Panther Hollow might be a good place, 
it seems to be going to waste. If we get 


, something going, I think the revenue 


generated will be advantageous, T 
presume the reason that private 
entrepreneurs haven't done this is that 
they don't have the use of the parks. 


WHICH MOTION PREVAILED. 
Michelle Madoff: 


Ihave a motion that it is time that 
this Council gets back to business. It’s 
all wonderful and great to constantly 
have these resolutions, and let's be very 
candid and everybody knows it and that's 
why it's not reported in the media. If 
there's an important resolution, and I 
think there were a couple today that 
were certainly very important and very 
productive, but generally speaking, if 
we're going to honor every person who 
has done something in the community we 
could spend all our meetings on ~~ My 
rabbi is wonderful; Id like to have a 
resolution for him. I think every 
synagogue in the City would like to have 
one, and somebody within the church who 
has done an outstanding job. I was 
tremendously impressed with the priest 
that presided over the hearings for the 
deceased officers yesterday; I think we 
should have a resolution for him. I was 
overwhelmingly impressed with 
gentleman for the Coalition for Election 
by District; any church that he had 1 
think I would become a member of. 


We could spend all our time on this 
Council with people making gesture kind 
of resolutions to get votes. And I think 
it's time somebody really zeroed in on 
this. There are so many important issues 
that we need to take up and issues that 
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we need to address but by the time we 
had a normal meeting, which is a lot 
more resolutions, a lot more discussion, a 
lot more votes, we take until about 1:30 
and by that time everybody is so hungry 
and so tired that we don't get around to 
talking about the important things. 


I would like to talk about two 
issues; one is that we curtail, and I 
present this to you, Mr, Chairman, to 
discuss at a meeting with 
Councilmembers, to curtail the number 
of resolutions to four and that guidelines 
be determined as to what is an 
appropriate resolution that should be 
brought before this Council. If 
necessary, I will put it in the form of 
legislation. What is your pleasure, Mr. 
Chairman? 


The Chair: 


With the Sunshine Law we discuss 
everything openly. 


Michelle Madoff: 

T'm talking about guidelines. 
The Chair: 

Guidelines, openly. 
Michelle Madoff: 


Fine. Would you please introduce 
legislation that we set guidelines as to 
what is considered a proper resolution so 
that we don't go on interminably with the 
resolutions for reasons other than things 
that [ think are terribly worthwhile such 
as the school issue today and I think that 
for example, and this is my own personal 
feeling, Mr. Grabowski's bill deserves far 
greater attention and should not just 
have been a resolution today, but that's a 
personal opinion, 


Mr. Pollock: 


Michelle, I generally agree with 
many things you say but I think if you 
start talking about guidelines for what 
we can put as a resolution and what we 
can't smacks of censorship of some type 
tome— 


Michelle Madoff: 


You didn't hear me. I said we only 
have four at each meeting. 


Mr. Pollock: 


I thought I heard you say some kind 
of guidelines as to what is appropriate, 
and that sounds like censorship. I mean, 
who can determine what is appropriate 
and what is not? Mr. Woods put the 
resolutions at the end of the meeting and 
if someone doesn't like to sit her for 
them, he or she can get up and walk 
out. You can always know ahead of time 
how many resolutions there are and you 
can walk out of Council and go back to 
your office and do work and come back if 
you want to say something else. But I 
think to start talking about someone's 
resolution being appropriate and someone 
else's not being appropriate is very 
dangerous territory on which to tread. 


Sure they increase towards election 
time but every other body in the country, 
whether it be the Senate, the House of 
Representatives or anything else, suffers 
the same plight. It's a fact of life. I, for 
one, find that the Council sessions 
themselves last a heck of a lot longer as 
we get closer to election. Some of the 
people who are forced to be here I'm sure 
can verify that. Should we start limiting 
the time someone can talk as we 
approach election too? 


Michelle Madoff: 


May I respond please? There are 
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rules, and I'm glad you mentioned the 
Congress and the Senate and bodies who 
conduct themselves in some kind of a 
method that is productive. We have no 
limit on time that speakers can speak. 
One of the bills Td like to have 
introduced, Mr. Perry, is that no member 
of this Council may speak for longer than 
ten minutes on any subject unless they're 
making a formal presentation before 
Council with backup maps and some 
documentation. J think that we are not 
as productive as we could be. 


It is not my intention ever to 
censor and I think that's a distortion. 
What I'm saying is that perhaps we ought 
to change the formulas, the formats of 
how we operate. You know I've had a 
great disenchantment and have been 
absolutely nonplussed by the way we 
conduct our public meetings. Instead of 
finding out what the issue is we let 
people speak and they ventilate and we 
say well, they've had a chance to be ona 
soapbox and we really don't care about 
what they're saying, we don't share the 
information that Council gets until after 
You'd never see a 
legislative body in Harrisburg or 
Washington conduct a hearing in that 
manner. It is just asinine. That's the 
kind of thing we need to look at. How do 
we conduct this business so that we're 
productive? 


The point I'm making is that maybe 
we ought to talk about Council business 
before we have resolutions. Then, as you 
said, if people don't want to stay for just 
a pro forma resolution, they have the 
option to leave. But I have some 
important business to discuss and when 
you have ten resolutions or eight that we 
had the other day, by the time we get 
down to the important issues the media 
has left and they are the guardians of the 
people's right to know what goes on here 
and they're not even here to find out 
what is being discussed because they 





don't care at that point. 


I don't think that you and I have 
ever disagreed on this issue and for you 
to imply that I am in any way thinking of 
censorship is not at all where I'm coming 
from. You could have 500 resolutions, 
Mark Pollock, and we can sit here all day 
long, and Tll give your 25 of them for 
your rabbi and my rabbi and my 
schoolteacher and your schoolteacher. 
But how about getting the City's business 
attended to first? May I adress the 
City's business, Mr, Chairman? 


The Chair: 


Is there any other discussion on this 
issue? 


Mr. Grabowski: 


With respect to the same subject, I 
spent a few years in Harrisburg and our 
legislature there was slightly larger than 
this legislature here and we had many 
similar proclamations but it was coming 
from 203 individuals rather than just 
nine. We couldn't take the time to 
recognize everyone so it was more a 
formal procedure where the member 
would introduce the resolution, or in that 
case it was referred to as a citation, the 
Chief Clerk would sign it and the 
Speaker of the House would sign it and it 
never was actually debated or put into 
the Minutes. Perhaps in the interest of 
expediting these meetings that's a 
format that we should consider going to. 


The Chair: 
On the same subject, is there any 
other discussion? 


Michelle Madoff: 


I want to finish it. What are we 
going to do about the issue?“ Are we just 
going to talk about it or are we going to 
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meet to discuss it? 
The Chair: 

Are you making a motion? 
Michelle Madoff: 


I made a motion that we discuss 
limiting and coming up and having a 
meeting — Why don't we just set a post 
agenda and discuss what we can do 
because you don't feel it's the rules of 
Council, I thought it was rules of 
Council to be discussed by Council and 
we should decide what format — You can 
have it open to the media; I always invite 
the media to any meetings and we will 
tell them what was said anyway. So as 
far as I'm concerned, you can do any 
format you want to, but I want to be sure 
that we do something about making this 
a more: businesslike kind of meeting 
procedure. 


The Chair: 
Now is the time to do it. 
Michelle Madoff: 


Well? We should spend some time 
discussing it. Which side should we take 
first? 


The Chair: 


We have until 2:00 today before we 
have to go into our other meeting so we 
have from now until — 


Michelle Madoff: 


I make a motion, I amend my 
motion to say that the rules of Council 
be revised and discussed at an 
appropriate time, 


Mr, Pollock: 


Mr. President, point of order. I 
think that the motion is out of order. If 
she's talking about revising our rules, we 
have a procedure for amending our rules; 
it has to be in writing at least a week 
ahead of time. I suggest that she do 
that. 


Michelle Madoff: 


Mr. Pollock, I introduced a 
resolution to limit the number of 
resolutions in one day to four. I don't 
believe that is the feeling of this Council 
nor do I want to push that down people's 
throats. Everybody knows why I 
introduced that resolution, that floor 
motion, and only that we take up the 
issue of how we conduct business. We all 
sit down and talk about how we're going 
to do it in a more productive manner and 
that is my resolution. I amend my floor 
motion to say that we'll sit down, all of 
us, and discuss how we can be more 
effective and conduct our business in a 
more effective way. Curtailing the 
number of minutes a speaker may 
speak, If we set a time limit, people can 
borrow from other members’ time if the 
other member is willing to yield, but 
setting a time limit, the number of 
resolutions, and how we conduct our 
public hearings. And I don't think we're 
going to do that without days of 
discussion; it's not going to happen in the 
next few minutes of this Council. 


So, my motion is essentially that 
we sit down and review the way we do 
business. I think the people are listening 
and they know exactly what I'm saying, 
even if certain of my colleagues want to 
pretend they don't understand. 


‘The Chair: 


Mr. Pollock is absolutely right. 
That is rules of Council. If you please, 
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introduce legislation to change or to add 
rules of Council, and that will be 
discussed, just like we discuss everything 
else, at a Wednesday meeting. 


Michelle Madoff: 


Thank you, Mr. President, for your 
guidance. Mr. Perry, would you take an 
excerpt of my statement that was made 
today, take it out of the transcript, and 
would you introduce a resolution on all 
the items that I pointed out? That will 
be a good starting point and it will be 
legislation. Thank you. 


I have another item. Mr. 
Chairman, many of us know, and if your 
telephone is listed in the phone book and 
you have a 24-hour answering service 
like I do, that my phone came off the 
hook when the skies seemed to appear to 
be blowing up and another derailment in 
the East End of the City. And on my 
television there was sort of a tape going 
through saying, do not panic, what has 
happened is there has been a power surge 
in the East End part of the City caused 
by a cat getting into the equipment on 
the utility line. 


Now, when something happens with 
utilities, sometimes it can be corrected 
internally, meaning at the central 
control system, and sometimes it is on 
the pole itself and the people that work 
for the utility companies must climb the 
poles. 


Would Mr. Perry please introduce 
legislation for me that we prohibit, we 
obey the law, that the citizens of this 
City obey the law and put nothing on 
telephone poles, not at election time or 
any other time because the danger to 
anybody climbing those poles is 
horrendous. I have asked my people, and 
I don't think I have seen one sign on a 
pole, please, if anybody in their 
enthusiasm for Michelle Madoff has put a 





sign up, please take it down; do not leave 
it up even though we're on the eve of an 
election, and please, I ask the utility 
company, and I'd like a letter prepared to 
go to the utility company, to enforce 
their own laws, The hazards are just too 
overwhelming for those people that may 
have to go up and repair our telephone 
lines. And the guiltiest people are 
sitting right here at the table and he 
knows who he is, and it's fine because he 
mentioned my name, Mr. Givens, it's a 
disgrace. Get your signs off the poles. 


Mr. Wagner: 


On a different subject. Mr. 
President and members of Council, 
Council voted varioius grants and 
donations and approved most, if not all, 
through separate legislation since the 
budget was passed. It's my understanding 
that some have been allocated by the 
Administration and some have not been. 
One in particular, a Life Saver program, 
a little tag, a gentleman came in and 
appeared in front of Council and Council 
allocated $2,000 for small tags that 
would be worn by the children of this 
City in the event they're in an accident 
so they can be identified in the 
hospital, That program is moving along 
very well but the $2,000 that we 
allocated for it has not yet been sent out 
by the Administration or approved by the 
Administration. I would request that we 
send the Administration a letter 
suggesting strongly that those monies be 
directed towards that organization and 
those funds be made available to them 
because it's a very well thought out 
program and it's serving the public 
extremely well in the City. If not, we 
would like to know why not. Thank you.

For two years, Mr. President, 1 
have requested not only the claims under 
$700.00 but the claims over $700.00 and 
we were told by the Law Department 
that they go directly te the Controller 
and are paid and they do not come before 
us because they're judgments decided by 
the courts, we don't decide them, the 
court decides what we have to pay. ButT 
still want to know how much they are 
because we want to know what 
departments are having problems. When 
we did a study that I instigated some 
eight years ago, Mr. Yatch introduced a 
safety program on maintenance of 
vehicles, particularly in Refuse, and we 
have substantially reduced the accident 
rate. 


I.need to know, and I have been 
trying for two years to find out, what are 
the claims in excess of the $700.00, 
where did they break down, into what 
departments, and there's a figure that 
this Council added into that which is the 
amount of. repairs that we do in-house. 
In other words, that means work, dollars 
and employees, and there's an ultimate 
cost to the taxpayer, 


Tt was learned that since that 
information went right to the Controller, 
there was also a letter sent to the City 
Clerk. The City Clerk is to give that 
letter to Mr. Buckley. Mr. Buckley then 
got the letter directly ~ 


Mr. Buckley: 

I never got it. 
Michelle Madoff: 

Well it was to go to Mr. Buckley. 
There's a breakdown of communication 
somewhere. The letters are to get to 


Mr. Buckley dated, I want them back five 
years. I want to know, so the public 


knows, where its dollars are being 
spent. Mr, Buckley was preparing, and 
before that it was Mr. Vaughn, was 
keeping a record of expenses under 
$700.00 and those over $700.00 and then 
there was a communication problem 
between Mr. Buckley and myself in that 
he was very busy and he was under a lot 
of stress and I understand that, it was 
during budget time, and he said, "I can't 
do it now, can we wait?” And I said, 
"Well you can wait until after, I don't 
need it right now at all." And he thought 
I said I didn't need it. What I meant was, 
it wouldn't make any difference after 
two years if we waited until after budget 
time. And then we got into the election 
mess. 


All I can say is that I need them, I 
want them, I demand them, I will go to 
court to get them, and the public is 
entitled to know what we can do to 
correct the problems if there's any 
corrections needed and where those costs 
are incurred, All we need to obtain from 
the Law Department, Ms. Johnson, is 
five years of claims that are sent to Mr. 
Flaherty, the Controller, itemizing any 
claim over the $700.00 that have either 
been settled out of court, and of couse 
that's also signed off by a judge, and any 
that have been after litigation like-that 
$8,300.00 that went back from Duquesne 
Club which became an _ invoice. 
Everything. And they need to be broken 
down by department. And I know that 
Mr. Buckley will assign somebody or get 
somebody from the Council's staff which 
is well in excess of $100,000.00 so that 
we can start to be more cost efficient. 


I will give a reasonable length of 
time. I will be very generous. Since 
we're going into budget time and the 
budget department will be very busy this 
year starting probably, what would you 
say, Mr. Chairman, September, I will 
wait until the first of September. If I 
don't have it by September, I will go to 
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court and I will get that information and 
there's no doubt that I will get that 
information.

Now, 1 “would like to. remind. “this 
esteemed body that year : after year after 
-year..when . Mr, Stone was President of 
this Council and. when Mr. DePasquale 
was _President, I. would say. gentlemen, 
~before we get to, the budget negotiations 
.in September and October, I would like 
to have a consensus opinion , of this 
Council that we would address several 
matters. One was to have, just .off the 
top of my head, a grants person for the 
:City. The other.was to have. an engineer 
in the. Water- Department... assigned to the 
-Administrator. The third one was’ to do 
something. about putting smoney. in the 
Water Department so that we wouldn't 
let it deteriorate the way it. has,,, The 
fourth one was to have our own legal 
counsel.

-"You're 
premature; we have to discuss that at 
budget time when you discuss next year's 
budget." And just recently, and I cannot 
think of what it was, another.issue.came 
up and I was told by the President of 
> Council, -he:may remember- what it was, I 
don't:-remember what it-was, but I.was 
told that it was inappropriate and to 
bring it up at budget time. Well, if it's 
inappropriate for those who are turned 
.down like myself,.then it's inappropriate 
for everybody. -.The.rules -are the_same 

;, for: everybody. There is no way, ‘that we 
~ should .be-discussing what we're. going to 
do in '88 because we don't know,, But I 
will add one thing; obviously ‘we 
independents who have -allegiance to -no 
one but the public, we talk to each other, 
we talk. to.those:;members who we 
believe have common. .communal 
interest. And I have canvassed members 
of this Council that exist .and: will be 
here next year, in all liklihood, unless 
they resign for.soem reason, but I've also 
canvassed the new people and there 
seems to be an overwhelming. consensus 
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that we will vote for our own legal : 


counsel so that we don't get something 
that says — this is relating to the bill and 
the vote before us — that says we can 
vote for what we want but the next 
Council in '88 can change it. That is not 
what we would get from our own legal 
counsel. We will vote to have our own 
fiscal analyst — 
The Chair: 

T'm going to tell you for the second 
time, you will address the piece of 


legislation in front of us. I've asked you 
once and if I have to ask you again — 


Michelle Madoff:

Point of order, Mr. Chairman. I'm 
talking about the rates on the pools — 


The Chair: 

I will accept your point of order if 
once you talk about the rates, You have 
not mentioned the rates of the pool in 
the last ten minutes you've been 
speaking. 

Michelle Madoff: 


I will mention the rates on the 
pool, Mr. Woods. 


The Chair: 
I would appreciate that. 
Michelle Madoff: 


The point I'm making about the 


rates of the pool is that we will have the 
money for the rates of the pool because 
we will have a professional Council. We 
will professionalize this Council by 
having these other people and we're 
going to save so much money that we're 
going to be able to pay not only for the 
extra money on the pool but we're going 
to have a lot of money to lower our taxes 
from the four percent wage tax and that 
is talking about the rates of the pool, 
Thank you. 


Mr. O'Malley: 


There's two points of view here. If 
Mr. Wagner's point of view prevails, the 
pools are going to close, and this answers 
Mr. DePasquale's question. If Mr. 
Wagner's point of view prevails, the pools 
will close at 6:00 and length the pools 
will stay open, probably five or six 
days. That's because in the 1987 budget 
Council put in pool fees in 1987 and it 
was estimated that those pool fees would 
generate $250,000. 


Approximately a month ago when 
the legislation was submitted, Council 
eliminated the pool fees which left a 
$250,000 deficit in the budget. The only 
way to make up that deficit was to 
shorten the hours on the swimming pools 
and shorten the length of time that the 
pools would be open. Personally, I don't 
think that’s fair. I worked out what I 
thought was a fair compromise with the 
Mayor, that we would institute the fees 
this year, that Louise Brown would make 
an effort to cut back on her budget, to 
raise the additional $90,000 that was 
needed, and that in 1988 the pool fees 
would be in place. And they're modest 
fees; we're talking about $5.00 per year 
per child. Or we're talking about $20.00 
per year, per season, per family. That is 
not a lot of money. And this Council 
asked for a provision to be put in there 
for those people that were unable to pay 
the $5.00 in which I'm still looking 
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forward and that aspect will be dealt 
with in 1988's budget. 


But also, I don't think it would be 
incumbent upon this Council to hurt 
those people that can afford a modest 
fee. There has to be 80 to 90 percent of 
the people that do use our swimming 


pools that can afford $5.00 for their . 


children, that want to come home from 
work and spend and afternoon at the 
pools. What we're doing is punishing the 
people that can afford to pay the $5.00 
because members of this Council do not 
want to take a compromising position, I 
don't think that's fair. I think the part of 
government is to compromise, 
Government by conflict for the sake of 
conflict produces stagnation, and I don't 
think that's what we want on this 
Council, at least not this year. Next 
year, Michelle, it might be a different 
story. I think it's important that we 
compromise because the art of 
government is to compromise. The 
Mayor does not always get what he wants 
and I don't think this Council should 
always get what they want. 


What we have here is a middle of 
the road. No pool fees this year and 
modest pool fees next year. And what 
we get for that is that our swimming 
pools get to stay open until 9:00 in the 
evening, and they are extended back 
until the original Labor Day. And next 
year if that Council wishes to revise the 
pool fees, then they'll have to deal with 
that January of next year. 


But how this came about, Mr, 
DePasquale, is this Council did pass on 
the pool fees in the 1987 budget and then 
we eliminated them which left a 
$250,000 deficit. So, if there's anybody 
to take the blame, it's not the 
Administration; it's members of this 
-Council who passed the legislation and 
then reneged on it. I don't think $5.00 
per child for three months' swimming is 


an exorbitant amount of money. I think 
the Administration and members of this 
Council next year can deal with the 
problems of those families that might 
not be able to afford it. And I would 
urge my colleagues to pass this piece of 
legislation, 


Mr. Wagner: 


Mr. President and members of 
Council, the facts on this issue are quite 
clear. Number one, we never pass 
legislation as part'of the budget. The 
budget was the budget, it was not a piece 
of legislation as has been suggested. The 
piece of legislation in front of us today 
we are obviously going to vote on sets a 
dangerous precedent in terms of 
legislation in this City. I mentioned that 
last week at our Committee Meeting and 
I would like my comments brought 
forward from that meeting and the 
reason why it sets a dangerous 
precedent, it is implementing a user fee 
for City residents. A user fee on 
swimming pools of which over 90 percent 
of the users, and I would venture to say 
98 percent of the users, are City 
residents, they are being double taxed if 
they must pay a user fee to swim in pools 
that they have paid for with their tax 
dollars, The reason why this is a 
dangerous precedent, if this legislation 
passes this Council due to what has been 
suggested as a compromise with the 
Administration on this legislation, it is 
the beginning of additional user fees for 
other facilities for City residents, user 
fees on basketball courts that young 
people may want to use that are City 
residents, user fees on other play 
facilities in City parks, user fees in 
terms of if you need a paramedic and 
they come to the door, user fee if your 
house burns down and you need fire 
services, user fees if your rubbish is 
picked up. Many of these user fees are 
now in effect in boroughs and 
municipalities that surround the City of 
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Pittsburgh. 


The residents of this City pay a 
four percent wage tax; as part of that 
wage tax they expect and should receive 
the use of facilities that they have paid 
for with their tax dollars. There was just 
an article in the paper this past Sunday 
about why people leave the City of 
Pittsburgh due to the high wage tax. 
Well, there are some advantages, I might 
say, with some of the things that they've 
paid for with their taxes. One of those 
advantages is the free use of the 
swimming pools. Very few municipalities 
have that around the City of 
Pittsburgh. So, consequently, our 
taxpayers, our residents, should get 
something for their four percent wage 
tax, even though only a portion of that, 
21 percent, goes to the City and the 
balance goes to the School Board. Our 
2.1 percent is double the average of 
communities surrounding the City of 
Pittsburgh. 


A pool fee is double taxation; we 
cannot implement a pool fee at this 
time. It has been suggested that a 
compromise must come about on this 
issue. I disagree totally. There should 
not be any compromise on this issue. We 
should not be cutting a deal with the 
Administration. We are a separate 
legislative hody; we should be demanding 
that the Administration keep open the 
pools with no pool fee. That's what the 
neighborhoods want, that's what the 
residents want, and that's what they 
deserve. And I strongly suggest that we 
vote this piece of legislation down. 
Again, it is setting a dangerous 
precedent in the City of Pittsburgh. 


(MR. WAGNER'S REMARKS ON

Mr. Wagner: 
", . . I believe that the Administration is obligated to keep these 

poois open for the same hours in 1987 as they have been kept open 

in 1986 and why this issue has ever been in front of Council--why 

it's in front of Council right now today for 1988 I have no idea 

because the entire financial picture of this city could change between 

now and this time next year and this Council should not in any way 

be obligating the residents of this city to pay a pool fee in 1988 

based on the Administration saying that they will keep the pools 

open in 1987. This Council has funded those pool programs sufficiently 

and they should stay open and if they don't stay open, I think Council 

should introduce a piece of legislation establishing the hours and 

the days that they are open if the need exists and some people may 

question whether or not that can be done legally; I believe it can. 

I believe that the operating hours of the pools to stay open three 

additional hours after you consider the initial investment to build 

pools, the investment to put water in them, to chlorinate them, to 

staff them, to maintain them, the additional investment to keep them 

open three short hours is so minimal compared to the total costs, 

it's incredible. 


In our whole pool program the capital investment, the maintenance 
is probably $25 million in the City of Pittsburgh when you consider 
what it costs to build them, what it costs to maintain them and what 
it costs to staff them a certain period of time. 


I for one could not move on this legislation and I don't believe 
this Council should move in the affirmative. If we are going to 
vote on this legislation, it should be in the negative and I think 
this Council should send a stronger message to the Administration 
as it can possibly send on a legislative point of view or with other 
legislation as was discussed last week to keep these pools open this 
year, the same number of hours that they were kept open in 1986 and 
the reason for keeping them open in 1986 are just as good as in 1987. 
That's what the public wants. For a pool fee to be implemented is 
double taxation of our city residents. They have paid for these 
pools, they should use these pools and they should use them based 
on the tax revenues that they are paying to the City of Pittsburgh 
and not double tax with the user fee. 


I say no compromise should be made on this issue with the Adminis-— 


tration. We should not be cutting a deai with the Administration 
on this issue. We should hoid fast on this issue and we should listen 
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to the neighborhoods and we should listen to the people in the neighbor— 
hoods. This Council has to take a firm position to force the Administration 
in the direction of certain priorities. Now, that is the question 

at hand here; what are the priorities? Are the priorities the daily 
activities in our parks and pools and the maintenance of them, or 

are our priorities special events in Parks and Recreation? And the 

4th of July celebration last year, the direct cost to the City was 
$80,000.00, various things that went on the 4th of July. The indirect 
cost to the City, when you consider all the other activities, the 
police, paramedics, firefighters, public works, parks and recreation, 
people that go into the planning, it was probably a quarter of a 
million dollars. 


We can go on and on and on when it comes to special activities 
to the City, whether it be the Great Race, the Vintage Car Run, the 
Marathon, et cetera, et cetera, et cetera. And even if it is only 
an indirect cost, what I see is a Parks and Recreation Department 
putting excessive activities towards events that do not directly 
reflect upon City residents. 


This issue is a city resident issue and only a city resident issue. 
The far majority of people that utilize our parks-~excuse me, our 
pools, are city residents, and our parks primarily. Is this Council 
going to permit the Administration to continue to put emphasis on 
activities that do not necessarily benefit city residents? And by 
passing this legislation that is what we are saying. 


What I am suggesting is that the taxpayers of this city, ata . 
four percent wage tax, pay too much right now. We are going to say 
to them, "You not only have to pay a four percent wage tax, now you 
are going to have to pay a user fee in the pools." What is next? 
Next we are going to say that there is going to be a user fee when 
your rubbish is picked up, as it is in the boroughs. Next we will 
say there is going to be a user fee of paramedics. When you utilize 
the paramedics, you are going to have to pay for them, as we do with 
people outside the city. The same thing if you have a fire in your 
house, you are going to have to pay for it. Or, maybe, if you want 
to have a basketball team that utilizes or uses a basketball court, 
you are going to have to pay for it in one of the city parks. That 
may be the Administration's position but that is not this Councilmember's 
position, because with a four percent wage tax and all the other 
taxes paid by city residents, they have expected and should expect 
to be able to use pools, basketball courts, their rubbish picked 
up or anything else as part of the taxes they pay. 
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Now if the Administration wants to implement a user fee for the pools, 
come back to this Council with a suggestion on how to reduce taxes."

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Mrs. Masloff: 


Mr. President, why there was no 
legislation for this $250,000, it was 
included as income in the budget that we 
all voted on which is tantamount to 
legislation. We all voted on a $250,000 
income in the budget and we all agreed 
that that would be income. Now we 
don't have it. Where's it coming from? 


Mr. O'Malley: 


Mrs. Masloff is right. Evidently 
Mr. Wagner has a short memory. Mr. 
Wagner voted for the budget and in the 
budget whereas the authority to levy the 
fees for the swimming pools. The only 
thing that wasn’t set was what those fees 
were to be. And Mr, Wagner and this 
Council is not in a position to demand 
anything. It was this Council that 
eliminated the fees, eliminated the 
$250,000. What other choices do we 
have? Do we close the pools at 6:00? 


Personally, I thought about coming 
in here and asking to recommit my 
legislation and then table it and let Mr. 
Wagner's point of view prevail. So, come 
July and August when it's about 80 or 85 
degrees out and the swimming pools are 
closing at 6:00 and the children have 
nowhere to swim, especially in the poor 
neighborhoods where they're hanging 
around on the street and they might be 
causing some vandalism, or if people are 
coming home from work and they want 
to spend a couple hours swimming with 
their children, it might be politically to 
other people's advantage to have Mr. 
Wagner's point of view prevail. But then 
the only ones that would hurt would be 
the children and too often too many 
children are hurt by adults’ decisions. So 
I decided to stand and fight for this piece 
of legislation, at least for this 
compromise. 


As for the four percent wage tax, I 


think the reason a lot of the suburbs only 
pay maybe one or one and a half percent 
is because they do levy a user fee. I 
think only 30 percent of our residents use 
the swimming pools but everybody pays 
for the swimming pools. Maybe if we 
had more user fees and people could pay 
for the services that they use, maybe we 
would be able to reduce the wage tax by 
a half percent or one percent. I think 
maybe going the way of the surburban 
municipalities is not a bad idea. Maybe 
reducing the wage tax one percent or one 
and a half percent and opposing user 
fees, the people that use the services 
should pay for those services. If we use 
the swimming pools, we should pay for 
the swimming pools. If we use the 
paramedics, we should pay for the 
paramedics. If we use garbage pick up, 
we should pay for garbage pick up. I 
don't think the suburbanites have a bad 
idea; they're only paying a one percent or 
one and a half percent wage tax. Sol 
think that's something for us to think 
about in the future, but there again I 
think it's going to be a long, hot summer 
and I don't think it's right to penalize 
those people that not this year but 
maybe next year can afford the five 
dollars to have their children not be able 
to go swimming. And I would urge my 
colleagues to pass this piece of 
legislation. 


Michelle Madoff: 


With reference to the bill before us 
on raising the rates for the pools for '87 


The Chair: 
For '88. 
Michelle Madoff: 
Well we have to raise them now}; 


we have to commit ourselves to '88 so 
that we can have the pools open. The 
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Administration has already said that they 
have the money this year but they're 
going to need it next year. So we've 
already established the fact that the 
money is there. So if there's any finger 
pointing or blame to be made, it would 
not be at this Council, it would be at the 
Administration because the money is 
there already. 
playing the game of who's at fault and 
pointing fingers, and I didn't raise the 
subject, Mr. Chairman, my esteemed 
colleague Mr. O'Malley did, may I remind 
our Council that when we vote on the 
budget of hundreds and hundreds and 
hundreds of items and we're told that 
money is there, we assume the money is 
there. We closed down fire companies 
because we were told that the money 
was there, but by an oversight the 
Finance Chairman forgot to put the 
money in. And the President of Council 
didn't catch it and neither did anybody 
else on Council because we don't have a 
fiscal analyst to represent us, And that's 
exactly what happened on this bill. We 
have dollars at the end of the year that 
we gave to many charities and many 
groups. We may have decided that 
maybe keeping the pools was where we 
wanted to spend $200,000 as opposed to 
some other worthy cause. We have 
$40,000 to a grants person through one of 
the C-TAC, then we would hire the 
administration of C-TAC — Did that 
letter go out, Miss Johnson, asking for 
our $40,000 back? We have $40,000 
towards our $200,000 off the bat. And 
there are other solutions without 
pointing fingers at the Administration or 
at this Council. We could start the pools 
one hour later and keep them open in the 
evenings. There's no other alternatives 
that can be worked out and I don't think 
that it's fair to say, well, it’s a long hot 
summer, they're going to point the 
fingers at this Council. They're not 
going to close the swimming pools. This 
Council is voting to keep them open. If 
the Administration chooses to close down 


But if we want to start - 


. instead of an adversary manner. 


the swimming pools, that is the decision 
of the Administration. If the 
Administration wants to come back and 
say, “Finance Chairman, you forgot to 
put the money in the budget, you didn't 
see before we voted on the budget that 
the money would be there because you 
have not voted to have the pool monies 
raised." That should have been an issue 
raised early on in the year and for eight 
and a half, it's almost nine and a half 
years, ever since I got a little smart, it 
took about a year to learn my craft, we 
know that we should be talking to the 
Administration in a cooperative matter 
And I 
truly believe that the next Council is 
going to be working in a cooperative 
manner with the Administration because 
we have to for the good of the people. 
And the answer was we felt no this year 
to increase the pool rates but we keep 
the pools open; the money is there and 
the Administration is on record as saying 
that. 


Mr. Wagner: 


I would just like to make one final 
comment that back when this originally 
came up into Committee in early April, 
the Director of Parks and Recreation, 
Louise Brown, indicated, and it's part of 
the record, that I don't see a way in the 
Parks Department to generate $225,000 
in revenues this year. Again, please, 
everyone, bring this issue back to 
perspective. The Administration has said 
that they have the money this year. 
They have the money to continue to 
operate the pools in 1987 when originally 
they said they didn't. And we don't know 
the surplus that exists in many areas of 
the budget in all departments in the 
budget and probably the issue that we 
know the best is the Fire Bureau where 
Council put in an additional $2.5 million 
for various positions and fire companies 
and later on that was eliminated in the 
budget because it was said that we

needed $5 million. We were $2.5 million 
short. There are dollars there. Many 
other positions won't be filled for the full 
year. We've indicated trust funds that 
are inactive. Many, many different 
areas where the dollars are there. The 
Administration has confirmed that by 
saying, "We will keep the pools open this 
year if you give us the user fee next 
year." This Council cannot and should 
not commit or make a deal with the 
Administration. We should listen.to what 
the public is saying and what the 
neighborhoods are saying and we should 
continue to insist that there is no user 
fee and that the pools remain open as 
they previously have been open. 


It was said prior to last week that 
this was a political issue; it is a week 
after and it is no longer a political 
issue. It is an issue standing purely and 
only on its own merit and for that reason 
T believe it has no merit and this Council 
should vote it down and it should vote it 
down quickly, 


Mr. O'Malley: 


Correction in Mr. Wagner's 
statement. It's not $225,000. Mr. 
Wagner seems to be having a great deal 
of trouble with these figures; $90,000 
was to go for the swimming pools and 
$135,000 was to go for other park related 
activities such as refurbishing the 
statues at the entrance to Highland 
Park. Louise Brown emphasized that she 
could not find $225,000 in their budget; 
it was impossible, But she said that she 
would make an effort to find the 
additional $90,000 that was needed to go 
towards the pools. The other $135,000 
was for other park related activities. 


Michelle Madoff: 
Mr, President, one last question if I 


may. While it is true that this Council 
voted unanimously as a body to maintain, 


and I'm referring to the rates, finding a 
source for the money on the pools, we 
voted unanimously to keep the fire 
companies in place. We've even vetoed 
the Mayor but we voted to sustain the 
Mayor because the money wasn't in the 
budget, the full $5 million. But there 
was nevertheless $2 million in that 
budget. I think with that $2 million we 
should be able to find the $200,000, or 
$90,000 excuse me, the other money I did 
not realize, I apologize Mr. O'Malley, 
was to paint and maintain the statues at 
the opening to Highland Park. Maybe 
some communities up there, some 
businesses, might feel pride in that 
community and raise their own money 
through a street fair or something. But I 
believe that when we're talking about 
basically an insignificant amount, when 
we're talking about a $280 million 
budget, to penalize the people who live 
in the City — we're not talking about 
suburbanites — this is the one thing that 
is absolutely a City activity. And 
furthermore, in the real world, sure I'm 
getting calls the same as Sophie is 
getting from people saying, "Look, it's no 
big deal, my kids spend that for a 
hamburger and a hot dog and we have the 
money." The people calling are those 
that have the money. But I'm also 
getting lots of people saying they're 
going to march on this building. They're 
going to march on us. They're going to 
organize the NAACP and the Hill to 
march on this building if we raise those 
rates. So you're hearing from both sides 
and I hope people listening understand 
that we're hearing from both sides and in 
good conscience this is not a political 
decision. I decided before and Im not 
changing my mind now, and I respectfully 
disagree with my colleage, Mr. O'Malley, 
that we ought to maybe go to fee for 
service like they do in California and 
other areas, pick up your garbage. Sure, 
we'll eliminate all the jobs in the City 
for City employees and they won't have 
their pensions. We could eliminate 
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everything that way. We don't even need 
a City Council if we want to go to 
private contractors on everything and 
bring the taxes down. But meanwhile, 
the taxes are still four percent. And 
meanwhile at four percent those people- 
should not be paying to go to their pools 
and it's the poor that have the children 
that don't even have money for the + 
transportation. Sometimes a mother has 
to watch a young child or even has to go 
to work. We're talking about a really 
serious problem for the indigent. 


Now, I was willing, until I heard 
Mr. Wagner's proposal today, and I made 
the recommendation to Louise Brown if 
she could come up with a mechanism 
whereby those who couldn't pay - a very 
simple method - could show that they 
were unable to afford the pools, that 
they would be subsidized. But as I think 
about it, I had not thought about the 
point that he raised; it's a very dangerous 
precedent. If we start to pay for 
services for the pool and we start to pay 
for services for garbage and for fire and 
for police, where do we end up? It 
worries me. And I don't think that 
$90,000 is an insurmountable amount of 
money that we cannot find in the 
budget. I think there are other things 
we're going to compromise on but I think 
this is one issue we should not 
compromise on, 


The Chair: 


I have one question; I missed it 
when Louise was here last Wednesday 
because I had left the meeting. Maybe 
Sophie can help me. If they go back to 
6:00 this summer, how many, if any, 
summer jobs are lost? 


Mrs. Masloff: 
Well the jobs won't be lost; the 


same people will be there except that 
they won't be working as many hours. 


The same people will be working, the 
same lifeguards, the same people. 


The Chair: 


In other words, their hours will be 
cut and they won't be making as much 
money. Okay. Thank you. 


Mr. Pollock: 


On Bilt 2770 I abstain not because I 
am opposed to pool fees or user fees 
because I support them, but because the 
Director has not been able to come up 
with a way to provide for free pool 
service for those who are on welfare or 
unemployed and so forth, to put in 
income guidelines and I had told her that 
I wouldn't vote on this until this was in 
the bill and since it's not here by today 
Tm going to have to abstain until such 
time as she can get it in the bill.

I'm happy to say that all three of 
those people are now out of the Soviet 
Union and living in the United States, 
This will be the first time that any one 
of the three will be in Pittsburgh. Sonia 
will be coming into Pittsburgh this 
Thursday and will be speaking this 
Sunday morning at Tree of Life 
Congregation in Squirrel Hill at the 
corner of Wilkins and Shady Avenue. 
This is open to the public, anybody who 
wants to attend; there is no charge, I 
urge any individual who wants to hear 
and meet a truly courageous, bright, 
articulate woman talk about what it's 
like to live in the Soviet Union and suffer 
the harassment and persecution that one 
does, and really say it in very human 
terms, I urge you to attend. The 
program will start about 10:00 in the 
morning. AsI said, there's no charge and 
anyone is welcome. Sophie will be there 
and I will be there and we will be talking 
about having met her in the Soviet 
Union. We got to meet her and become 
friends with her very quickly. So, it's 
just an open invitation to the community 
to be there. 


Mrs. Masloff: 


I want to tell you that the year I 
went, following the year that Mr. Pollock 
was there, he sent a book of paintings to 
Sonia that must have weighed 50 pounds 
which we carted all over the country. to 
deliver to her from Mr. Pollock. I hope 
you appreciate that. 


Michelle Madoff: 


On another subject. By messenger 
I have received a letter from Giant 
Eagle. As you may have read in the 
paper, there is a lot of concern in the 
Bloomfield-Garfield area. I will read 
basically the letter for the record, 
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"Dear Councilwoman Madoff:- 


Enclosed for your information 
please find a copy of the letter I sent to 
the Presidewnt of the Bloomfield- 
Garfield Corporation. 


As stated in the letter, we would 


like to work with the community to find « 


an independent food merchant to own 
and operate the store. The Bloomfield 
group has given us the name of one 
candidate and we will contact him today 
and arrange for a meeting to discuss the 
possibility of him purchasing the store. 


The Bloomfield-Garfield 
Corporation would like Giant Eagle to 
keep the store open until an independent 
owner can be found. We have declined to 
do this becasue it is almost impossible 
from a supply and operations standpoint 
to run a store in this fashion. 


Giant Eagle continues to have a 
number of stores that will serve the 
Bloomfield-Garfield area. However, we 
can no longer support an unprofitable 
store and believe that we act in the best 
interest of the entire City and our 
employees by taking this action. 


Please feel free to contact me if 
you would like to discuss this matter. I 
will be happy to keep you apprised of any 
developments. 


Congratulations on your election 
victory.

Now, I turned the information and 
the letter which arrived on May 22 to 
Mr. David Pahnos, President of the 
Bloomfield-Garfield Corporation, and I 
think we should have that read into the 





record. 


My understanding is that Aggie 
Brose is going to be dealing, because 
she's very active in the community 
group, Mr. Givens' administrative 
assistant, and she has some very serious 
questions. She wants to know if they 
could get an independent appraisal of the 
store and to be sure that they're not 
creating a monopoly. I have known the 
people that contacted me for a very long 
time. I have found them to be honorable 
people. Ive seen too many people hit 
and run, They close down businesses and 
they don't care if they have jobs, 
They're giving jobs to everybody and I 
have asked them to work with the 
community group to pay for someone to 
stay in that community to work with the 
group to try to find another business to 
come into the area and they've agreed to 
make a contribution’ to the Bloomfield- 
Garfield group financially and to help in 
other activities, So I. think that they're 
going to gain a friend and hopefully 
somebody else can be brought into the 
area to deal with this problem. Here's 
the letter to be read into the record. 


"Dear Mr, Pahnos: 


We are writing to you as the 
President of the Bloomfield-Garfield 
Corporation in the hope that you will 
convey our message to the members of 
your organization as well as to all the 
residents of the Bloomfield and Garfield 
areas. : 


We have made the difficult 
decision to close the store at the end of 
business on Saturday, June 6, 1987. 
Giant Eagle has not had a profitable 
store at this location for several years, 
and the Company cannot continue to 
sustain losses at its retail stores and 
remain a viable competitor in the 
supermarket industry, 
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No employee of Giant Eagle will 
lose his or her job as a result of this 
closing. All of our employees will be 
transferred to other Giant Eagle stores. 


Giant Eagle has always had and will 
continue to have a strong commitment to 
the City of Pittsburgh. The Shakespeare 
Street store, the East Liberty store and 
the Centre Avenue location will continue 
to serve this part of the City and the 
residents of Bloomfield and Garfield. 


Giant Eagle has attempted to find 
an economically viable independent 
operator for this store. We have 
approached many individuals and the 
suppliers for Shop 'N Save, Foodland and 
Super Duper. To date, we have not been 
able to find an independent owner for 
this store. However, we are willing to 
work with your group, City government 
or anyone else who would like to propose 
a user for this store. In the event no 
food merchant can be located for this 
space, we are also willing to consider 
other uses. I have spoken with the 
landlords and they will cooperate with 
Giant Eagle and with you to find a 
competent user for this space. 


For your information, I have 
enlcosed a summary of Giant Eagle's 
lease for Store #9. This will provide you 
with guidance regarding Giant Eagle's 
rights and obligations, 


Finally, I will be happy to meet 
with your group to discuss alternative 
uses for 5200 Penn Avenue. We would 
like to work with you to come to a 
solution regarding the use of this store 
that will be good for the City and good 
for the neighborhood.

Mr. President, it occurs to me that 
when we were recently confronted with 
the departure of business, the 
Commissioners said they'll do anything to 
keep the store here, they'll give financial 
aid, they'll give tax exemptions, they'll 
give tax abatements. The City of 
Pittsburgh is in the position under law to 
give ten year tax abatements. I think 
that the URA should be encouraged by 
this Council to sit down with the 
Bloomfield-Garfield group, with Aggie 
Brose as our representative, and with the 
Giant Eagle and sée what kind of subsidy 
funding can be found to keep the store in 
that area. I don't think we want to point 
fingers; it isn't going to help anything. 
At least they're not taking the jobs away; 
they're keeping the people employed and 
they want to help. But we may have to 
supply some subsidy dollars to help keep 
that entity there and that's what URA is 
all about and that's what it was created 
for. 


So, I would like to make a motion, 
and I hope I get a second here, that a 
letter be sent to the Mayor and to URA 
to urge them to immediately get 
involved in this problem to see how they 
could help keep this store alive in the 
community and in some way make it a 
profitable venture for someone to come 
in. If the dollars as they exist right now 
are not profitable, perhaps a subsidy 
would be needed. 


Mr. DePasquale seconded the motion. 
Mr. Pollock: 

You don't have to send the letter. 
The URA is already working on it; 
they're already involved. 
Michelle Madoff: 

Well then I think we ought to send 


a letter of support from this Council 
saying that we support that kind of 
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action. 
The Chair: 


Alright but I think the URA gave 
them some money some years ago. 


Mrs. Masloff: 


They gave it to Giant Eagle but 


now they want to go to another company 
because — 


The Chair: 


That's what I mean, we gave Giant 
Eagle some money. 


Mr. Pollock: 

They got a UDAG grant. 
The Chair: 

Right. 
Michelle Madoff: 


What I'm talking about is what 
Sophie is saying, whoever would come in, 
to make it enticing for them to come in. 


WHICH MOTION PREVAILED. 
Michelle Madoff: 


Another item. We've talked about 
some things and talking about them is 
only a lot of rhetoric unless something is 
done. I would like to request that Linda 
Jobnson and Mike Perry send a letter to 
the Law Department mandating a 
meeting between Mr. Buckley and the 
Law Department to get that 
information, I can't ask him to give it to 


“me in August if he doesn't get the 


information. He said he's never received 
it. I was there when Dan briefed Mr. 
Buckley on how to do it. Why the letters 
didn't get to him, I do not know. I 


understand they're a matter of routine 
that go through Mike Perry. So see that 
Mr. Buckley, Dan Pellegrini, and Mike 
Perry and yourself, Miss Johnson, get 
together to see how that material can be 
obtained so we get the claims over $700. 


And please, another follow-up 
letter to find out what has happened to 
our non-emergency pseudonym number, 
maybe an 800 service so we don't tie up 
911 while crime is in progress. Nothing 
has happened with that. 


I want a follow-up letter to find 
out what is happening with screens for 
the computers so that we don't have 
vision problems and lawsuits in the 
City. That was promised it was going to 
happen within two weeks. We're now 
into four months later. 


Mr. Pollock: 


Too often this Council takes 
significant action and doesn't follow up 
on it. It's been talked about in many 
different forums but never really here 
since the time of the vote and that, of 
course, is the status of the Pittsburgh 
Pirates, We voted as a _ body 
unanimously, along with the Mayor, to 
keep them here and we really haven't 
said anything about it since that time. I 
think that the time has come for this 
Council to face the fact that we have 
serious problems on the North Side and 
that if things continue as they have, we 
are going to lose the Pittsburgh Pirates, 
Their attendance is down from last year 
and the record is up. Now, if someone 
could explain to me how those two things 
coincide, I don't know what the answer 
is. I think that people have got to start 
thinking about going to Pirate games. 


This past weekend the Pirates were 
in Cincinnati, They had three games and 
the average attendance for the three 
games was over 30,000 people in 
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Cincinnati. Now, the Pirates are coming 
to town this weekend to play the same 
Cincinnati team here in Pittsburgh. It's 
an incredible weekend. Friday night is 
Nostalgia Night where there will be 
former Pirates in the ballpark. There 
will be souvenirs given out, Danny 
Murtaugh coins and so forth. Saturday 
night is Mug Night where people will be 
getting different kinds of beer mugs and 
so forth. And Sunday afternoon is Jersey 
Day. 


Now, between the three different 
promotions this weekend, the good team 
coming in, the Cincinnati Reds, and the 
good ball that the Pirates are playing - 
they just won five in a row, they lost last 
night but they swept the Reds all three 
games in Cincinnati - the fact that they 
have an exciting team this year, exciting 
ballplayers, there's no reason why we 
cannot also average 30,000 a game for 
the three games. So, what I'd like to do 
is just say that people should call the 
Pirate Office to get tickets, I have the 
phone number here, 323-5000 or 321- 
2827, either one, to get your tickets. In 
addition to that, when you call to get 
your tickets to come in for Friday and 
Saturday night, those are night games, 
and Sunday afternoon, why don't you 
come in and have dinner somewhere on 
the North Side first or go to get a drink 
after the game, and Sunday have lunch 
somewhere or have a picnic lunch outside 
the ballpark somewhere, 


We've really got to start addressing 
it because we're down to precious few 
years and if they keep going down in 
attendance, they're gone. The Mayor 
can't save them anymore, we can't save 
them anymore, the URA can't save them 
anymore, and the private sector can't 
save them anymore. It all boils down to 
people out there, the Pittsburghers. If 
you want the team, go to the game. 
Otherwise, they're gone in a matter of 
years. 


The Chair: 


I think this weekend especially 
because they're having tailgate parties 
and I think it's Friday night, the 29th, 
they're giving away something like 7500 
free tickets. I agree with you. I can't be 
there but I agree. 


Mr. DePasquale: 


I was talking to an advance ticket 
seller yesterday and there's nothing to 


speak about. They better pick up in a 
hurry. 
Michelle Madoff: 


On the same subject. I want to 
remind everybody because there are 
going to be members of this Council who 
have been saying that we gave $21 
million to the Pirates, We loaned $21 
million to an independent body against a 
franchise that is worth $80 million. 
Hopefully, God forbid, if they leave, we 
are not going to lose our $21 million, or 
not all of it anyway. 


But more important, let me add a 
dimension that might help things, Mr. 
President, and that is that people have 
called me to say that they went to the 
North Side for the game —~ You Imow, 
when you take your kids out to a game, 
three or four kids, and you have decent 
seats and you buy the hot dogs and the 
hamburgers, it’s an expensive night on 
the town, particularly for people on fixed 
incomes. What would it cost for an 
evening for a family of five? Three kids 
and two adults for decent seats? 


Mr. DePasquale: 


They average $5.00 at the 
concession stand per person, and parking 
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Michelle Madoff: 

And good tickets. 
Mr. DePasquale: 

About $60.00 or $70.00. 
Michelle Madoff: 


$60.00 or $70.00. Now, I want to 
tell you one of the things that's really 
bugging people. Count on between 
$30.00 and $60.00. ‘The thing that's 
bugging people is that we just had 60,000 
people here for a concert. People parked 
in North Side alleys, they did not 
obstruct anybody's home, they did not 
obstruct a driveway, they did not 
obstruct any fire lane, but they were 
towed and they were ticketed. But when 
there's a political function, I have heard, 
I have been there when they have said, 
"Close your eyes; just forget the 
violation," 


Let’s close our eyes a little bit 
when we have the Pirates. We do more 
harm, we turn off more people, and we 
create more bad will by towing people 
for minor offenses and parking when they 
are not creating a danger. If they are. 
creating a danger, if they're blocking 
traffic, if they're blocking someone's 
driveway, put a shoe on the car and take 
it away for a month, I don't care. But if 
they're really parked where there's no 
sign and they're parked innocently, let's 
not be so gung ho, let's treat it as if it 
were a political rally where we let 
people get away with it. 


Mr. Pollock: 


I think we should mention that 
since Council defeated the pool fee that 
there is a very real possibility that 
Director Brown may, in fact, close these 
pools early unless she can come up with 
the extra $90,000 somehow. 


” Michelle Maioff: 


She said she had it. 
Mr. Pollock: 


‘Well, I hope she can but I have 
received many calls from people who 
would really like to have the evening 
hours. So, I hope that this body will not 
just walk away from this and if, in fact, 
the pools are directed to be closed that 
we address the issue somehow, some 
way, whether it be coming up with funds 
from another source or cutting 
something or doing whatever we can. 
‘Those pools should remain open and I 
would hate to seem them close early in 
the day and close early in the season. 


Also, on a similar point, for those 
who are looking for a place to swim if in 
fact the pools close early, I think that we 
should direct them over to the North 
Side to Elizabeth Lake. Since Randy 
Zotter cleaned it up it should be fit for 
swimming now. 


Mr. Wagner: 


Mr. President, if I may just make 
one comment in regard to the Pirate 
issue. It really hasn't been printed in the 
media but obviously a very important 
thing happened this week with the 
opening of the T into Downtown 
Pittsburgh as far south as Upper St. 
Clair. In regard to attendance at Pirate 
games it's hopeful that more and more 
people, at least from that direction of 
the City, will begin to use that system 
for that purpose. It will take them all 
the way to Point State Park and it's then 
a simple walk across the river to the 
ballgame. 


It also should be mentioned that 
the City has instituted some new ways to 
get in and out of the Stadium, more 
expedient, and the public should give it a 
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try because you can get in from certain 
directions quicker and get out quicker 
along Federal Street and the Sixth Street 
Bridge. There are some hurdles on the 
North Side with major construction 
projects but hopefully in another year 
that will solve some other major 
problems with access to and from the 
Stadium. 


But I believe also that we have a 
problem but it's just as important that 
the public know that you can get in and 
out of the Stadium easier today than you 
could in the past, and it’s important that 
they know that. 


Mr. Pollock: 

I want to give that number again. 
It's 321-BUCS. Call to get your tickets. 
Tm not on a commission; I don't get 
anything from this, The Pirates are in 
third place. They were in last place 
three years in a row and now they're in 
third place; they're above 500, Get out 
to the ballpark.

WHEREAS, his research in 
emergency medicine has led to 
significant advancements in techniques, 
procedures and equipment available to 
the emergency medical community, 
including the development of written 
medical protocols and broad based 
intubation procedures for prehospital 
care, and institution of the use of nitrous 
oxide analgesia and transcutaneous 
pacemakers for prehospital care; and 


WHEREAS, through his guidance 
and direct interaction in education and 
training the quality of prehospital care 
delivered by Pittsburgh Emergency 
Medical Services has been greatly 
enhanced; and 


WHEREAS, under his direction, the 
Center for Emergency Medicine initiated 
the STAT air ambulance service to 
improve emergency response and hasten 
transport of critically ill patients; and 


WHEREAS, following the creation 
of the Department of Public Safety in 


1985, his role as Medical Director 
expanded to include responsibility for the 
medical safety of Police Officers and 
Firefighters and has led to the 
development and implementation of a 
department-wide infectious disease 
control program; and

have raised the standard of emergency 
medical care in Pittsburgh to such a 
level that it now serves as a model for 
Emergency Medical Services systems 
throughout the United States and around 
the world.

Which was read, 
The Chair: 


Okay, let me do this. We should 
move as fast as we can on these things 
so, if we could, anyone else who wants to 
submit a name or names, if we could do 
it by June 15th, two weeks. And then we 
interview within one month, say the 
middle of July, and we make our decision 
then. 
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Mr. Pollock: 


I wanted to bring discussion up 
about this because I think you really, as 
President, maybe should sit down with 
the City Clerk and his staff and talk 
about a procedure. Because of the 
uniqueness of this situation, it's far 
different than any appointment to any 
board or commission previously. For 
Alcosan we have a couple names, for 
other appointments we have other 
names, There's a good chance that we 
could wind up with 15 to 18 names, and 
my question is, and it's a very serious 
issue, how are we going to do the 
weeding down process. Here's what I 
mean by that: If every member of 
Council nominates two names, if we have 
the names submitted to Council and vote 
on them, each member of Council will 
want to vote for his or her own nominees 
which means that none of the nominees 
will get five votes, which means that 
they will all be defeated, which means 
that they cannot be brought up, which 
means that in theory the 18 best names 
will be defeated and we'll lose them 
unless we come up with some way to 
take the original nominees and weed 
them down by some process to maybe 
five names which then can be before 
Council, But if we all nominate two 
names and each votes for our own names, 
then we'll lose all 18. So there has to be 
a process and, as I say, it's unique 
because we've never had to face it 
before. We have two weeks to talk about 
jt while we're permitting names to be 
submitted, but I suggest that you and 
Mike and the staff address the issue of 
how we get by the fact that everyone is 
going to want to vote for his or her own 
nominees and then we'll go nowhere. Do 
you agree with what I'm saying? 


The Chair: 


Yes, I definitely do. 


Michelte Madoff: 


On the same subject. I think it's 
important for Councilmembers and for 
the public to understand what we're 
talking about. We're talking about the 
Committee — Why don't you do it? 
Explain that we're talking about the 
Committee to reapportion the City under 
the new referendum that just passed for 
district election. Now, the numbers of 
people that will be appointed by the 
courts will be how many? 


The Chair: 


No one. There will be two 
appointed by this Council, two appointed 
directly by the Mayor, and then the 
Republican party will submit three 
names to the Mayor, the Democratic 
party will submit three names to the 
Mayor, and the Mayor will pick one out 
of the three from each party and appoint 
them also. Those six members will then 
meet and elect a chairman who they will 
appoint. So it will be seven members 
altogether. 


Michelle Madoff: 


J think that, as Mark Pollock has 
pointed out, we're all going to have a 
tendency to want to support the people 
that we recommend. I was called out of 
the blue by reporters saying, "Who would 
you like to have?" and I had to think very 
quickly and I thought of people in the 
judiciary. My suggestion, I've even asked 
them, would be Larry Kaplan, Gene 
Strassburger, and Joe Cosetti. I believe, 
if memory serves me well, Joe Cosetti 
served on the original Home Rule 
Charter; Im not positive but I think he 
did. 


Now, it would seem to me that if 
we were acting in really good faith, we 
should give up our right to choose two 
people and we should ask the Mayor and 
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everyone else to give up their right, and I 
think that the decision should be made by 
the courts, I think that in order to be 
equitable, just, and no hint of bias, 
nobody drawing an area for anyone in 
particular, cutting our a little piece of 
their own turf or a little piece of the pie, 
and gerrymandering, I think that it is fair 


and just and I think that those who are | 


still keeping the lawsuit alive are doing 
it for that reason. They are concerned 
about how the lines will be drawn. I 
think the courts are quite capable of 
doing it justly and fairly and that we 
ought to, in the vernacular, bug out. We 
ought to leave it to the courts. 


I would like support from my 
colleagues, I don't expect you to answer 
that today, but to think seriously about it 
because anybody that any of us might 
recommend might conceivably — 
Supposing I recommend three people so 
they want to be sure Michelle Madoff has 
a district; Mark Pollock recommends 
somebody, they want to make sure he has 
a district. And so on and so forth. 
Certainly Mr. Stone has no love for me 
anymore than I have for him. My gut 
would be that whether it's conscious or 
unconscious, it would be to be sure that I 
didn't have a seat to run from. And I 
don't think that's the way we ought to do 
business, We ought to be professionals; 
we ought to professionalize this office 
and it's time for us to say, we will take 
hands off and we will let the courts make 
that decision, And I ask my colleagues 
to think about this for a week or so and 
perhaps say that they will designate that 
authority to the courts. I would urge you 
and IT would plead with you to do that. 
And ask the Mayor, a letter to go to the 
Mayor, asking him to do the same thing. 


Mr. DePasquale: 


Mr. President, I couldn't care less 
who sets the boundary lines but it's going 
to be a tough job, one of the toughest 


jobs that any group has ever faced. For 
instance, there was a piece in the paper 
this morning or yesterday where 
somebody, I believe he was a black 
gentleman, said that if the boundary 
lines aren't set so that it's going to favor 
two or three blacks, they're going to 
court. You can see where this thing is 
going. So you set boundary lines and you 
eliminate say all the Italian-American 
candidates, you set it and you eliminate 
all Irish-American candidates. For right 
now they're going to form an Italian 
district or they're going to form an Irish 
district. It's almost impossible. So, you 
can see, the Italians are going to go to 
court, the Irish are going to go to court, 
and everybody else. How are you going 
to have a Greek district? How are you 
going to have a Croation district or 
whatever? 


There are a lot of problems there 
and setting those boundary lines, if they 
could do it some way fair and equitably, 
and I don't know how, but who sets them 
is something else. But they have a 
tough, tough job, It's not going to be an 
easy matter. 


Mr. Pollock: 


Point of order. With all due 
respect to Mr. DePasquale, this is City 
Council, not the Folk Festival, 


Mr. DePasquale: 


T'm very serious. If they come up 
around the Italian district, Im going to 
court. You better believe it. 


Michelle Madoff: 


We all know from history that the 
creation of what is known as the Balkan 
Succession took place, I believe, under 
Mayor Lawrence. He felt that there 
should be representatives from various 
ethnic groups. Times have changed; we 
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are no longer. The people have spoken. 
We are going to election by districts. 
The districts basically are already there; 
it's a matter of drawing the lines as we 
have in the school districts. I don't think 
it becomes whether we're going to have 
Trish representation or Catholic or 
Jewish or Chinese or Polish. I don't think 
that’s the issue. People live in their 
districts; they're going to divide those 
districts like they do the school districts, 
and we're going to give the 25 percent 
disenfranchised people, the minorities, a 
chance to have representation on this 
Council. That doesn't mean that if all 
the Italians in the City, Mr. DePasquale, 
if you feel very stongly about Italians — I 
mean, I'll vote for an Italian if he lives in 
an area that's mine if I wasn't running; I 
don't care if he was Chinese, yellow, 
polka dot, Italian. If they're a good 
candidate and they're qualified, that's 
the issue, not their ethnic heritage. 


I think that's basically what we're 
looking to see and I think we should keep 
hands off, We should turn it over to the 
courts and let the courts make that 
decision. They're very capable of doing 
it and getting the expertise. We all want 
to keep our finger in the pie because we 
all want to make sure that our vested 
interest, whether it's by contact with 
whoever is going to be in office, whether 
we're in office, or that our interest is — 
No matter what happens, we're going to 
be accused of having taken care of our 
own interest, I want to be on record as 
saying T trust the courts to set up the 
districting. And that's the way it should 
be and it should not have anything to do 
with our naming people. I think it's an 
absurdity. 


The Chair: 


Well that's the law and that's what 
we're going to do. 


Michelle Madoff: 

We don't have to accept that. 
The Chair: 

That is the law; we accept the 
law. It is the law of the land. 


Mrs. Masloff: 


I was just going to say that the 
judges also have interests; they also have 
prejudices and partialities. They're not 
God. ‘That's why we have court and 
banks because they can't agree on things 
either. I think our judgment is every bit 
as good as the judges’ and I'm for naming 
our two people. 


Mr. Wagner: 


Mr. President, what is our deadline 
in submitting these names? 


The Chair: 
June 15th. 
Michelle Madoff: 


August 15th. 


Mr. Wagner: 

How about for us to submit the 
names to the Apportionment 
Commission? 

The Chair: 
We named the Apportionment 


Commission. In other words, when our 
two names, we're going to vote on them 


on the first of August -- 


Mr. Wagner: 


But what is the deadline for all 
names to getin? All six? 
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The Chair: 


I have no idea what the deadline 
for the Mayor —- The Commission must 
be in place by August 15th, Our names 
here will be submitted no later than our 
two names. If you have a name, put it in 
by June 15th, and we'll wait one month 


and vote on them at that time. We'll be - 


done by July 15th so our job will be done 
and then it's up to the Mayor and then 
those six people to vote and get their 
Chairman by August 15th, 


Mr. Wagner: 


The reason why I asked is that 
obviously the Mayor has tremendous 
input into this in that he has two choices 
and then he picks one of the three from 
the Republican party and the Democratic 
party, which means that he, in essence, 
has four choices and Council has two. If 
in fact this Apportionment Commission 
does not have geographical balance, 
sexual, ethnical or balance of any type 
party balance, Council could still have a 
last choice to do that. And if we were to 
choose after those choices were made, 
we would have the opportunity to make 
it as well-rounded as possible. 


‘The Chair: 


In this instance I think that instead 
of us falling last all the time, let's fall 
first and make sure the other parties do 
the right thing, not like what happened 
at Alcosan and different other 
committees that we appoint. We'll make 
our choices and make sure the Mayor 
does the right thing. 


Mr, Wagner: 


But we will have no say over his 
choices. 
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The Chair: 
Then let the burden fall where it is. 
Mr, Wagner: 


My other question is, in choosing 
these people, if there are several names 
in front of us, would it be the person that 
gets the most votes on Council or — 


The Chair: 


I think that's what Mr. Pollock 
brought up a little while ago, that myself 
and Mr, Perry and his staff get together 
and find some procedure and bring it 
back and get everyone to okay it and 
then it will go from that point. 


Okay, we're off that subject. Let's 
move on to another resolution,

Michelle Madoff: 


I just want to mention that I can 
speak Yiddish but I can't speak Hebrew. 
I was going to do this in Yiddish just for 
fun to see what would happen. And then 
I have a few words in Polish. The only 
thing I know is dziekuje. 


Rabbi Glass: 


On behalf of the Academy, I want 
to thank the City Council and the Mayor 
for extending this resolution to us. It's 
very meaningful and we hope that we at 
Hillel can provide this continued service,

Td like to call on one of our 
honorees who is here this afternoon. 
What is very meaningful to us this-year is 
that we are honoring four women, three 
that are graduates of the Academy and 
one that has given a lifetime of service.

Mrs. Kletenik: 


Thank you very much, Rabbi Glass, 
and Council We at Hillel take pride in 
our education; I graduated from Hillel 
and I'm now teaching at Hillel, so this 
makes it my eighteenth year. I think 
that we do the best that we possibly can 
with boys as well as with young ladies. 
We thank you for your recognition, 


The Chair: 
Thank you. 
Michelle Madoff: 


Mr. President and members of 
Council, I had occasion today to speak to 
Louise Brown. As you know, and 
everyone is aware, the Mayor has 
instituted the closing of the pools at the 
earlier hours and the cutting short of the 
swimming hours because of Council's 
decision that we, by majority, would not 
vote because the citizens of the City 
were indeed paying four percent wage 
tax and were having to pay for pools and 
we felt that was sort of a double 
payment. 


T have some great concerns. The 
weather, as you know, is sweltering. It 
will probably snow in September when 
the pools are closed, but I am very 
concerned that we do not close the pools 
at the hours they should be open. I spoke 
to Louise Brown with a thought that I 
would like to share with my colleagues 
and I've left the message with the 
Mayor. As Mr. Pollock and I had 
requested earlier, if Louise Brown could 
show us a mechanism whereby indigents, 
people who just didn't have the money to 
pay, those who could not afford to pay, 
would have some mechanism of 
identifying themselves for an exemption 
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card. She says that can be done by 
virtue of cards that they have for either 
food stamps or other identifying cards 
that they have, and those people would 
automatically be exempt from paying 
anything. What they would do is perhaps 
raise one dollar onto the rates of those 
who are able to pay who are equally 


tearing the telephones off the hooks . 


saying, "I want to be able to have some 
time in the evening with my children.” 


Iam going to be away for a much 
needed, belated rest; for those listening, 
we get four weeks vacation a year and 
I'm taking last year and this year. I will 
be back on the 15th. I've left word with 
the Mayor to think about that as a 
possibility and to please reopen the 
pools, not close them down at the 
amended time because the game that's 
being played is that the Mayor is saying, 
"Call Mr. Wagner's Office; he is the one 
that led the charge to close the pools.” 
And Mr. Wagner is saying, "It's the 
Mayor's Office." The people suffering 
are the people and they are our 
constituents, 


It would seem to me that if we can, 
and Mr. Pollock, I think you raised this 
issue before, if we can have a 
mechanism, Louise Brown says they are 
exploring it and she thinks she can have 
identification by people who are earning 
under a certain salary, who are indigents, 
who have children in the family, who 
cannot afford the money, if they were 
exempt from paying and those who can 
afford would pay another dolar, I think 
that would solve the problem. 


I don't know if it's appropriate to 
make that as a form of a resolution, I'm 
going to be gone for two weeks. I would 
ask my colleagues to please not punish 
the people of Pittsburgh in our zealous 
attempt to be more than fair. The 
people who can afford to pay will pay 
and they'll pay an extra dollar, and I 


think those that cannot afford to pay are 
going to be exempt and we ought to 
amend our hours. And I think Sophie, 
who has done probably the most research 
on this, who is the most knowledgeable, 
is certainly more than capable of. 
carrying the ball on this issue. 


Mrs. Masloff: 


Louise told us at the Council table 
two weeks ago that she would institute 
such a plan and submit it to us. Mr. 
Pollock didn't vote for it because she 
never submitted the plan. Wasn't that 
the case, Mark? You abstained because 
she didn't submit that plan when we 
asked for it two weeks ago. Now if she's 
ready with the plan, I was for it in the 
first place and I think we ought to go 
ahead. 


Michelle Madoff: 


She's going to have the plan 
available in the near future and I would 
ask, Sophie, if you would please speak to 
the Mayor and the President of Council 
and not close those pool hours down until 
we can resolve this problem. Let's not 
punish the kids in this weather. 


Let me tell you another 
ramification that's very dangerous. The 
have-not children in the evening, 
particularly evening hours, are putting on 
the fire hydrants. And what they're 
doing is causing the water reservoirs to 
be dangerously low and we could run into 
Problems of fires, It's a very, very 
serious problem if you know anything 
about our water situation in the City. I 
speak from experience. Over the eight 
and a half years that I served as head of 
the Water Department, we've had 
episodes where we had really serious 
problems, One time we actually had a 
fire and had we had another fire, the 
water reserves were so low, we would 
not have been able to handle the second 
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fire. 


So, based on the fact that if we 
don't keep the pools open so the children 
can use the swimming pools, we're going 
to rum an even greater danger to the 
community for which we may be liable if 
we cannot support the water necessary 
to put out the fires. 


I agree with Council that the 
money should be taken from another 
account, but hopefully in the coming 
year while we professionalize this 
Council by having a fiscal analyst and 
having our own counsel — Don't shake 
you head, Mr. Barnes, it's going to 
happen; [ll put money onit. Would you 
like to bet on it? Next session we will 
have a fiscal analyst and we will have an 
attorney and we will not be in this 
precarious situation of always having to 
vote with 20 minutes notice. If we don't 
do this then you, Council, are cutting off 
the hours of the children's swimming or 
you're going to have this problem and the 
ballpark won't operate, or whatever. 
Things will change, Let us be bigger 
than everyone and let us go ahead and 
make sure those pools are open for the 
children who need them. And I'm asking 
you, Mr. Wagner, to back off simply 
because, right or wrong, it doesn't 
matter; the kids are suffering. And 
that's what's wrong. 


Mr. Wagner: 


I was not going to bring up the 
topic, Mr. President and members of 
Council, but since Councilwoman Madoff 
has brought it up I think it should be 
discussed. 


True, the Mayor is saying that it is 
Council's fault, and particularly my 
fault, that the hours are being shut down 
through the Mayor's Complaint Center. 
If it is the responsibility of Council to 
set the hours of swimming pools in the 


day, I would ask the City Clerk's Office 
to investigate with the next few weeks, 
and if we can, I would be more than 
happy to introduce a piece of legislation 
next Monday keeping the same hours that 
the pools operated in days as in 1986 and 
see where it falls here on this Council 
and let the Administration then know 
publicly through a vote how we stand on 
this issue. 


I have asked our budget office for 
some very important information and it 
has been provided and I am very thankful 
that it has been provided through Mr. 
Buckley and Mr. Vaughn about the excess 
dollars that exist in Parks and 
Recreation for the last five years. The 
information is quite revealing because 
beginning back in 1982 we had a surplus 
of about $100,000 in salaries in Parks and 
Recreation. In 1983, that escalated to 
about $250,000. In 1984, it was 
$500,000. In 1985, it was $750,000. And 
last year they did not spend $1 million in 
salaries that this Council allocated for 
that department. So far in 1987, the 
projections are that they haven't spent 
almost $250,000. 


What that tells me is that the 
Administration, just in one department, 
Parks and Recreation, has in their salary 
account, the $80,000 to $90,000 that 
they say they are short to keep the pools 
open an additional three hours in one 
week at the end of the year. I have said 
it before and TH say it again, the 
Administration is trying to buffalo this 
Council on the issue. They monies are 
there; we have approved the monies in 
the 1987 budget. The pools should 
remain open until 9:00. 


I hope that this Council can 
legislate the hours of pools. And if we 
can, I can tell you the way I'm voting; I'm 
voting that they'll be open daily from 
noon until 9:00 p.m. The investment on 
pools, the major investment on pools is, 
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number one, acquiring the land; number 
two, building the facility; and number 
three, managing it. It is extremely 
minimal, the additional cost, to go from 
6:00 to 9:00. And I firmly believe, with a 
four percent wage-tax, that we should 
not have a user fee on our pool system. 


Now this issue is going to go on and . 


on and on and the battle will escalate I 
expect, And the only way the battle 
lines can be strongly formed is for 
Council to take a firm position. We must 
do it on this issue or we're going to face 
it with other user fees in the future. 
Let's not begin with the kids and let's not 
begin with the pools. We have a crime 
problem; let's keep the kids off the 
streets and let's give them something to 
do, We always talk about giving the kids 
something to do; let's keep the pools 
open three additional hours and give 
them something to do, That's precisely 
what this issue is all about. Im hoping 
that we can legislate the hours of the 
pools. If we can, there will be a 
resolution in front of this Council next 
Monday. 


Mr. O'Malley: 


I believe we've been through this 
before but the double talk seems to 
increase at a tremendous rate every time 
this subject comes up because nobody 
seems to want to take the blame for 
closing the pools; everybody wants to 
pass the dollar. 


I think Mr, Wagner is well aware 
that this Council cannot legislate the 
hours that the pools stay open; that's an 
Administrative prerogative. If this 
Council could legislate the hours that the 
pools stay open, Mr. Wagner indicates 
that he would vote for the pools to stay 
open until 9:00. Well that is not really 
the problem. The real problem is that 
the money was not allocated to keep the 
pools open. This Council in 1986 for 


1987 approved fees which would raise 
$250,000 that we could have used to keep 
the pools open until 9:00 in the evening. 
Three weeks before the election when 
the Administration sent the legislation 
setting those fees which was $5.00 per 
child, $20.00 per family, which I don't 
believe is unreasonable for the whole 
season, this Council eliminated those 
fees. So, the burden falls on members of 
this Council that refuse to vote for the 
compromise that was worked out 
between myself and the Administration. 
Mr. Wagner states that this Council has 
to stay firm. Well, if this Council stay 
firm, the ones to suffer will be the 
children. I think I stated in my last 
comment on this subject that I think too 
often the children suffer for adults 
wanting to keep a firm position. I think 
the art of politics is the art of 
compromise, Certainly the 
Administration is not right all the time 
and certainly members of this Council 
are not right all the time. I think it's a 
matter of give and take and if we don't 
give or we don't take then the children 
are going to hurt. There's a lot of 
children that if they're not permitted to 
swim in the evening, they're going to be 
on the streets. And as Michelle said, 
they're going to have the fire hydrants 
opened up. There's many adults that 
want to spend a few hours with their 
children at the pools; if that can't 
happen, we're not sure what they're going 
to do. Are they going to sit on a hot 
porch on a hot July or hot August 
evening? 


The amount of money that the 
Administration is asking for is not 
exorbitant. Also, what we're doing is 
punishing those people that can afford to 
pay. We're punishing probably 80 or 85 
percent of the residents of the City of 
Pittsburgh that can afford to pay the 
$5.00 for maybe the 10 percent that 
can't, 
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So I think that the compromise is 
worked out; I think it's a good 
compromise. As for the surplus, Mr. 
Wagner realizes that there is no 
surplus. Mr, Wagner realizes that by 
law, according to our bond indenture, 
that we must keep a 5 percent surplus in 
the budget. Five percent of a $280 
million budget is $14 million. Now if we 
don't keep this 5 percent surplus, what 
happens is that our bond rating goes 
down. If our bond rating goes down, then 
the interest that we pay on our loans, on 
our capital projects, goes up. In the long 
run, it costs the City of Pittsburgh 
hundreds and thousands of dollars more 
in interest rates. So that 5 percent that 
everybody on this Council is talking 
about is not a 5 percent surplus but it is 
a 5 percent that the City of Pittsburgh 
must carry over year to year according 
to our bond indenture and to keep our 
bond rating up. 


Michelle Madoff: 


Mr. President, if I may recap this 
mess. I believe in the early discussions I 
had asked Louise, I was the first person 
before Mark reinforced it and asked it 
another time, whether she could come up 
with a program that would exempt those 
that could not afford to pay. Nothing 
happened, and Mark asked again and 
nothing happened. And you know, there's 
enough blame to go around for all of us. 
If we want to start placing blame, the 
Mayor announced in his budget message 
that he was going to raise, amongst 
hundreds of other items, that he was 
going to raise pool fees and it seemed 
innocuous at the time, but we have a 
Budget Office and we have a budget 
chairman, Finance Chairman, and the 
money wasn't put in there. And those 
fees should have been negotiated before 
we voted on the budget. So, you have a 
little bit of blame to take there. And we 
have the blame because we didn't catch 
it. And we have a President of Council 


who didn't catch the fact that it wasn't 
put in there, akin to the business of not 
putting the call back money in for the 
fire trucks and then this Council looks 
like a bunch of idiots because we're not 
professionalized because we don't have 
professional staff and it doesn't serve 
anybody well for someone to say, Mr. 
Wagner, and thank God our Budget 
Office gave me these numbers of all of 
these overages because every year I do 
an analysis of the budget and every year 
I tell you that you're going to have 10, 15 
or $20 million surplus and every year I'm 
always wrong because there's more than 
what I say there's going to be. There's 
always a large surplus. 


But for the first time last year 
Council was informed by the Finance 
Chairman that the reason we have that 
five percent surplus is for our ratings 
with Standard and Poors so that our 
interest rates do not go down and that 
we need that money for that particular 
reason. 


So, there's enough blame to go 
around. It's like a divorce; when a 
husband and wife aren't getting along, 
they fight over the children, Well, let's 
not fight over the children and make 
them the battling ground. And I would 
hope that we would start to be 
cooperative and work in a cooperative 
manner with the Administration and put 
these fighting days behind us instead of 
having an adversary role. I'm right, he's 
wrong; he's right, [m wrong. It doesn't 
matter. 


Mr. O'Malley: 
Compromise. 
Michelle Madoff: 
But your compromise was a wrong 


compromise. You cannot negotiate for 
1988 any more than I can negotiate for 
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1988 to put a fiscal analyst in or a 
lawyer right now because I can't do it; 


it's against the law. You cannot 
negotiate what the next Council is going 
to do; I can't do that. And the fact 
remains, it's a weak Council system and 
a strong Mayor system. We can propose 
and the Mayor can dispose. The Mayor 


has the right and he has the authority to° 


either keep those pools open or not keep 
them open. And what the Mayor is 
saying is very clear; he's saying we need 
$250,000 in the budget for the pools and 
nobody submitted that money during 
budget time. It came up after the 
budget. Now we're going to have a rate 
increase; the Mayor's at fault, we're at 
fault, the Finance Chairman is at fault, 
the President is at fault; 
Councilmembers and their staff are at 
fault. There's enough fault to go around 
everywhere, 


Let's stop placing blame and 
pointing fingers. J don't want to shut 
those pools down because I want the 
children and their parents, particularly 
the poor children, to use them. I don't 
want those fire hydrants and the 
reservoirs' water depleted because of 
fire. I want those who are calling my 
office saying "Keep the pools open" to 
pay one more dollar, and I want those 
who cannot afford to present 
identification, and I just spoke to Louise 
Brown this morning at the swearing in of 
the new Police Chief, Mr. Pampena, and 
she something can be worked out. 


Now that's a compromise. That's 
not our telling what we're going to do 
next year to the next Council. That's 
saying, alright, those who can't afford to 
pay won't have to pay and those that can 
afford to pay will pay one more dollar, 
And I would ask my colleagues to pay 
attention and to please introduce that 
kind of legislation. I'm going to be gone 
for a much needed rest and, Mr, 
President, I hope you have a quorum. 


Mr. Wagner: 


Mr. President, I would like to read 
into the record a letter that all of 
Council received today, copies of a 
letter addressed to Mayor Caliguiri from 
the Greenfield Organization. I think this 
defines this situation as well as any piece 
of correspondence that I've seen so far or 
anything that I've heard. 


"Dear Mayor Caliguiri: 


I am writing to protest the City of 
Pittsburgh's recent decision to reduce 
the daily operating hours at City 
swimming pools this summer.” It was the 
unanimous resolution of the membership 
attending the May 27th community 
meeting of the Greenfield Organization 
that this decision is totally 
unacceptable. The consensus is that it 
unfairly compromises an important 
recreational service for taxpaying 
residents of our community and it 
threatens the public's safety. Members 
of the community and all City 
neighborhoods depend on the use of City 
pools in great numbers. Our Magee Pool 
is a community gathering place and 
summer focal point of the neighborhood 
especially during evening hours when 
many people enjoy an after-work swim. 
Curtailing hours will serve only to limit 
access for those most entitled, the 
working taxpaying public. 


We are also strongly opposed to an 
implementation of admission or permit 
fees. Such a system would, in fact, 
restrict the use of the pools in 
accordance with the person's ability to 
Pay. As taxpayers with one of the 
highest personal income taxes in 
Pennsylvania, we also feel that charging 
a fee for service of this nature is almost 
insulting. It is actually a hidden tax 
increase. 


_ Secondly, we are concerned that 
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experienced and qualified lifeguards will 
be forced to look elsewhere for 
sufficient employment to insure their 
summer earnings for school and in the 
fall. They will not wait around to work 
for the City if an adequate income 
cannot be earned because of their 
reduction in working hours. As a result, 
the City of Pittsburgh will be unable to 
maintain an adequate staff of qualified 
lifeguards. Moreover, one must expect a 
sharp increase in after-hours illicit 
swimmers with no guards available at all 
and the real risk of injury or drowning. 


Last of all, we are concerned that 
a trend is developing in which the 
taxpayer is being held ransom while you 
and City Council maneuver over political 
issues. We find this entire episode 
especially outrageous since the City 
offered to return swimming pool hours to 
1986 levels for the guarantee that City 
Council would approve user fees for the 
1988 swimming season. If this is the 
case, then the City of Pittsburgh already 
has the financial resources available for 
1987 to keep the pools operating as they 
have in the past. As a result, we demand 
that you act in the best interest of your 
constituents and provide us with the City 
pool services which have traditionally 
been free. 


You should expect to receive very 
soon petitions supporting this letter 
signed by a large number of people.

And this 
letter proves it.

The good news was, 
of course, that the people of Pittsburgh 
met the challenge of the people of 
Cincinnati and almost equalled the 
attendance for the three home games 
averaging about 27,000 for the three 
home games. Of course, the bad news is 
that the players of Cincinnati met the 
challenge of the Pittsburgh Pirates and 
won all three games in Pittsburgh as the 
Pirates did in Cincinnati. 


So, we are now ahead of the pace 
in attendance for 1986 and we have to 
keep working at it to try and match our 
best attendance from 1960 and I'm 
hoping that the people will continue to 
come out. I went to the game and even 
though we didn't win, it still was a very 
enjoyable evening and afternoon, a good 
time, and we just have to keep going out 
if we want to keep the ball team.

one of the most competent staffs, and 
with a mission to put dance on the map, 
I promise you, you're going to be hearing 
and seeing great and wonderful things 
from this organization. 


Now, not to appear an ingrate, but 
could I just say one thing about the 
Amusement Tax on my last day in 
Pittsburgh? In my four and a half years 
as Executive Director of the Dance 
Council, it has always pained me greatly, 
and Martin, our controller, can attest to 
this, how disgruntled I would get the day 
that I would have to sign the check over 
to the City of Pittsburgh, In other 
words, the Dance Council is making a 
grant to the City of Pittsburgh by the 
Amusement Tax; ten percent of our 
ticket revenue is always turned over to 
the City. I am moving to a city, San 
Francisco, that appreciates what the arts 
do to the city and what they mean to the 
business and the economy, and they have 
something very innovative there, very 
progressive, by a one percent hotel tax 
where all hotel revenue, one percent of 
the revenue, is returned back to the 
performing arts. And what about the 
little housewife in Massachusetts who 
took on the entire lottery system for the 
state of Massachusetts to dedicate or 
devote a percentage of that revenue 
back to the performing arts across the 
state. Instead, here in Pittsburgh, we 
the poor cousins, are paying ten percent 
back to the City. 


So, I call on you to please consider 
at some point in the very near future the 
possible repeal of this Amusement Tax. 
Think what it means to the business, the 
economy; I know what it means to your 
budget but think what it means to ours. 
That's all I'm going to say; that's my last 
parting shot before I leave the City of 
Pittsburgh. 
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Ido want to say thank you to all of 
you, though, for your support and your 
interest over the years. And to the fair 
City of Pittsburgh, a fond farewell. 


Mr, Pollock: 


Margeaux neglected to say that her 
husband, Ken, is here with us today. And 
also, she neglected to mention that 
tonight at the Pittsburgh Playhouse is 
the Choreographer's Continuum and I 
understand that there are tickets still 
available and they're very reasonable at 
$5.00. So those of you watching at 
home, go out and get your tickets, call 
the Playhouse and put them on hold and 
go over there and maybe we'll see you 
there tonight. Thank you.

Mr. Wagner: 


The second issue is, two weeks ago 
I believe we requested information from 
the Administration in regard to 
professional services contract, one in 
particular being for an identification tag 
that Council allocated approximately 
$2000 for for children around the City. 
It's being sponsored by Cub Scout Pac 
327. The Administration has responded 
to our City Clerk, Mr. Perry, indicating 
that they have never received any 
information concerning this proposal. 


I would request that the testimony 
that was made in front of Council at our 
Grants and Donations, a copy of that 
transcript is sent to the Administration 
and again we request that they allocate 
these dollars; they're for a very good 
cause and they literally could save lives 
of children, 


Mr. DePasquale: 


About a week or so ago I read, I 
believe in the Post Gazette, Commander 
Albrecht made a statement that he 
might have to put a lot of police on 
overtime. He would be short of police 
especially during the summer vacations. 


Tm curious as to why we're not 
putting more police on and yet have to 
put police on overtime. Is it possible, 
rather than bringing him in, to have a 
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written report from Albrecht 
substantiating why it's better to put 
police on overtime and have tired police 
out on the streets rather than put new 
police on the force. 


The Chair: 

Mike, will you handle that? 
Mr. Perry: 

Yes. 

Mr, Pollock: 

I have a few small items. Number 
one, I want to make a motion that the 
public hearing, a petition was submitted 
today regarding the Holmes School and 
the youth in Oakland, they've requested 
that this be televised, I make the motion 
that this be televised. 

Mr. Wagner seconded the motion, 
Mr. DePasquale: 

Excuse me. Are you talking about 
the Holmes School in Oakland? What's 
the problem? 

Mr. Pollock: 

Basically, because the Holmes 
School is being converted to homes, 
residences, the kids are losing a 
playground, 

Mr. DePasquale: 

Oh, the playground; I thought you 
meant the homes, I missed something. 
Okay. 

WHICH MOTION PREVAILED. 
Mr. Pollock: 


The second matter, I think that we 


would be remiss, because we always 
bring it up when it's in the negative but I 
think we should bring it up when it’s in 
the positive, and that is the great 
success of the concert at the point last 
night. ‘I think this is the first time in 
years that there weren't any arrests. 
And when you figure there were close to 
90,000 people at the Point on a hot 
summer night; I think it's a great credit 
to not only the Public Safety Department 
and especially the Police Bureau under 
the new Chief Ralph Pampena, but also 
to the Parks and Public Works people and 
especially to the public; everyone is to 
be commended on that. I hope the rest 
of the summer's events at the Point are 
just as successful. 


I have one other matter. Normally 
I would withhold comments on the two 
nominees for the Apportionment 
Commission until such time as we vote, 
but because we have a self-imposed 
deadline, should my colleagues accept 
the arguments I'm about to make, they 
would have to submit names this week. 
So it would be too late to wait until the 
time that we discuss them, 


I wanted to say that I am deeply 
troubled — od 


The Chair: 


Can I interrupt you for one second, 
and I know that you and I have discussed 
this so there's nothing secret. Why don't 
you wait, if you would. I mean, everyone 
has a chance to put other names in and 
we're going to bring these people in to 
interview them. I'm just asking you this 
but you have the floor and you can do it, 
but wait until after you interview them. 
It might be a little better to make your 
comments after these people are 
interviewed. B 
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Mr. Pollock: 


That's the point I'm making, 
though. If I wait until they're 
interviewed, then we're passed the June 
15th date and we said that we would 
have all names submitted by that date. 
So, what Im saying is, if I make an 
argument as to the inappropriateness of 
these people, and my colleagues agree 
with me, then they would have to submit 
names this week. But if I wait until 
after that time, then it's too late to 
submit replacement names. 


‘The Chair: 


We haven't voted. You submitted 
two names, I submitted one, Mrs. Masloff 
submitted one, Mr. Wagner said he was 
going to submit one on Monday, I think 
Mr. Givens indicated perhaps he would 
submit a name. You can make the 
comments, I'm not stopping you from 
making comments, but I think it would be 
much, much better, in fairness to 
everybody, if you would wait until after 
all the parties were interviewed. That's 
allI'm saying. It might change your mind 
and you never know. 


Mr. Pollock: 


Well, I think it's important to get 
this out so that we can get other names 
in, As I said, I'm deeply troubled by the 
two names that were submitted today by 
Council President Woods and 
Councilwoman Masloff; Robert Rade 
Stone and Harvey Adams respectively. 
Both of these individuals, Bob Stone and 
Harvey Adams, are, I feel, totally 
inappropriate choices. 


Because of the historic significance 
and the importance of this Commission 
and the process that we are about to 
undergo, I believe it is absolutely 
essential that the public have 
unquestioned confidence and trust in the 


impartiality of the members of that 
Commission. These individuals must not 
only be above reproach but must appear 
above reproach, The apportionment of 
the district lines should be a de- 
politicized process carried out by 
individuals who are not politically 
tainted and thus suspect. Mr. Stone 
served on this Council and has stated 
that he might want to again return to 
public life at some time in the future. 
Clearly, no person should be put in the 
unacceptable _— position of drawing 
boundary lines on a District Council seat 
which he might or she might seek in the 
future, And this goes not only for the 
names that we are submitting but for the 
other five names as well. 


It was gratifying to see that one of 
the Democratic nominees for Council 
declined the nomination to this 
Commission. It's my understanding that 
Tom Flaherty who was also nominated to 
be on the Commission has declined it, 
and it would be my hope that no 
individual who is an elected official or 
who is on the staff of an elected official 
would serve on this Commission. As I 
said, it should be a de-politicized 
process. 


Mr. Adams is the official 
spokesman of the United Black Ward 
Chairmen and as such, he too, is too 
heavily involved in the political system. 


The Chair: 


Mark, correction. No, he's not; he 
is the President of the Pittsburgh 
Chapter of the NAACP, Mr. Dock 
Fielder is the President — 


Mr. Pollock: 
I didn't say President; I said he is 


the spokesman. He has always called 
himself that. 
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The Chair; 


No, he's not; Mr. Dock Fielder is 
the Chairman of the United Black Ward 
Chairmen, And Mr. Adams is the 
President of the Pittsburgh Chapter of 
the NAACP. 


Mr. Pollock: 


Even more significantly, both of 
these individuals have zealously opposed 
district elections since the time the 
subject was first broached. 


Mr, Stone was the architect of the 
misguided three-headed monster which 
effectively usurped the public's right to 
have district elections many years 
earlier. It fatally muddled the vote so 
that there was, in fact, no way to have 
district elections, In addition, he voted 
against then Councilman Robinson's 
Government Study Commission which 
would have set up districts, again, earlier 
than we have them now. 


Mr. Adams has always opposed 
district elections. Even when the 
national office of his organization, the 
NAACP, stated that it was their policy 
to support district elections, Mr. Adams 
went against them. Even when there 
were no Blacks elected to Council, he 
still opposed district elections. 


To put two individuals who fought 
so hard to prevent district elections on 
the Commission charged with instituting 
this process is an insult to those who 
worked so hard to achieve this new form 
of government. Mere fairness and 
propriety should dictate that they be 
precluded from serving. To do otherwise 
would be a terrible abuse of this 


‘Council’s fiduciary duty. It would be the 


moral equivalent of the members of the 
Continental Congress after a long and 
bitter American Revolution sitting and 
deciding to appoint to the Constitutional 


Convention General Cornwallis and King 
George. It is wrong and it is offensive. 


There are other reasons to oppose 
these two individuals. Mr. Stone served 
on the School Board Reapportionment 
Commission which was unable to come to 
a resolution of the district lines. The 
plan was thus decided by the courts, 
Now, while no individual member should 
be entirely faulted for the failure of that 
panel, each member, though, must share 
in the blame of it's failure. 


Insofar as Harvey Adams is 
concerned, his record must surely raise 
serious doubts about the appropriateness 
of his service on the Commission. As a 
long-time member of the NAACP, I have 
standing to say this, and I think Harvey 
Adams, as President of the NAACP, has 
not properly served the interests of the 
Black community of this City. I feel 
that the desire and need to have Blacks 
on Council was the precipitating force 
for the change.’ It was the outrage of 
much of the City’s Black community that 
created a climate for change. © At no 
time did Harvey Adams join with his 
Black brothers and sisters and other 
concerned citizens in this struggle. In 
fact, Mr. Adams has consistently 
marched to the beat of a different 
drummer than that of the majority of the 
Black community and Black leadership of 
this City. He opposed the delegates of 
the Presidential Candidate, Jesse 
Jackson. He opposed the re-election 
campaign of Councilman Bill Robinson. 
Most significantly, he has been 
conspicuously silent on many issues of 
grave concern to the Black community of 
Pittsburgh. Frankly, I do not trust 
Harvey Adams to adequately represent 
the interests of the Black community of 
the City of Pittsburgh. 


For all of these reasons, both of 
these choices are totally inappropriate. 
If they are selected by this Council to 
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serve on the Apportionment Commission, 
the public will have been done a serious 
and irrevocable harm. It is actions such 
as this that brings such rebuke and scorn 
on this Council. 


Y urge my colleagues, Sophie 
Masloff and President Ben Woods, to 
withdraw the names of the two nominees 
that they.put before this Council today, 
and to seek the names of two other 
people more appropriate, untainted, and 
more deserving to serve on this 
Commission. 


Mrs. Masloff: 


I don't agree with you, Mark. To 
begin with, I submitted Harvey Adams! 
name because I thought he would be fair 
and I'believe it and 1 will continue to 
believe it. He would not have been 
elected the President of the NAACP for 
several terms if there was any question 
of his integrity. I support him all the 
way and I believe he will be fair and I 
don't agree with. any of the things that 
you've said. 


Mr. DePasquale: 


I don't mean to get into a rapping 
contest with my colleague, Mr. Pollock. 
I think my views on the American Civil 
Liberties Union are quite known and I'm 
not to happy about somehody being 
nominated from the American Civil 
Liberties Union. However, I'm not going 
to condemn anybody or say that they're 
not going to do their job. I think 
whoever we're supporting, I think his 
name is Mr. Lieber, I think he would be 
fair; and I think Mr. Adams and I think 
Mr. Stone would be fair. But at the same 
time, Mark starts out by saying the 
appointments are appropriate and then 
decides to assassinate their character. 
This I don't quite understand. 


Mr. Givens: 


I find it kind of ironic when I put a 
motion on the floor in this Council, and 
Mr. Pollock did not vote for it, and that 
motion was that this whole thing for 
Council by District go to the 
Government Study Commission wherein 
all this could have been debated in the 
open, in the media and everything else in 
a logical manner. It's ironic, just in the 
two weeks vacation I had, and I come 
back and I see now those same 
newspapers that didn't give that the 
credit it should have had are now saying 
that we're going :to have problems out 
there and we're, going to have great 
problems. How could anybody vote on by 
district when they didn't even know 
where their district was? 


Number two, I'm a Democrat and 
I'll be damned if anyone is going to sit on 
that Commission that is not a 
Democrat. I mean, that is the way this 
country is. We have a party system in 
this country and I belong to the 
Democratic Party and I'm going to have 
a Democrat in there. 


To show you what leadership means 
within this City, including Harvey 
Adams, including Robert Rade Stone, I'll 
only go back to our own Constitution and 
the people who fostered that 
Constitution and the first President of 
the United States was, in fact, a great 
mover in that particular Constitution. 
And what is our Home Rule Charter but 
a Constitution for this City? I want to 
see people who are savvy to the political 
process right here and who have 
sensitivity, great sensitivity, to how 
these boundary lines are going to be 
drawn, I want to see these candidates as 
well as others, please come forward to 
this Council and submit their names. I 
think if anyone would come forward to 
me and say that they wanted to sit on 
that commission that will be designed to 
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figure out those boundary lines, anyone 
who would submit their names to this 
Councilman, it willk’ come forward to 
this Council. And this Council then, as a 
body, will vote those people up or down 
after we hear some of their comments on 
how it should be designed. 


I feel, before Tl recommend - 


anybody by my vote, I want to hear what 
they feel some of the boundary lines 
should be before I even approve them. I 
want to know how they want to divide 
this City up, even before they hear all 
the testimoney that's going to come 
before them, because it's going to impact 
on that area of the City of Pittsburgh 
that Dick Givens lives in, and I want to 
be sure that Bloomfield, Lawrenceville, 
Garfield, Morningside, Polish Hill, 
Oakland, that particular area that I 
bound on, has the right apportionment 
and this Council has a great input as to 
how those boundaries are going to be 
drawn, This Councilman will be talking 
to the people in our community and 
finding out what boundaries they want to 
be in and what neighbors they want to be 
associated with, and ‘as a result, that's 
the person that I'm going to be voting for 
to sit on that government commission. 
It's just not going to be a yes, quick vote 
for anyone who submitted before us. I 
want to know definitely how those 
boundary lines are going to be drawn and 
they're going to have to talk to people 
out in my community before I give one 
vote to anybody here. 


The Chair: 


I just have one comment, Mark, 
regarding your remarks, I believe they're 
ridiculous and I believe they're in very, 
very poor taste. I just want to tell you 


* that.

I wonder, and I hope I pronounce 
these names right, if the following 
people would come forward: Loide 
Shavene, Majaki Thulo, Cherly Craig, 
Barbara Parker, Harvey Adams, 
President of the NAACP, B.J. Sampson, 
African Affairs Committee. Thank you. 


Mr. DePasquale presents 


No. 2922 WHEREAS, from June 15 
- 17, 1987, Pittsburgh will have the 
opportunity to host two women from 
Southern Africa, Majaki Thulo and Loide 
Shavene, who will be in the area as part 
of a national tour which will cover 24 
cities; and 


WHEREAS, the purposes of their 
visit are to overcome the press black-out 
in South Africa, to expose the brutal 
conditions of South Africa, and to raise 
funds for the assistance of victimized 
women and children under apartheid; and 


WHEREAS, the newly formed 
Pittsburgh Coalition for Children of 
Southern Africa, which is comprised of 
many local organizations including the 
Women for Racial and Economic 
Equality, the NAACP Africam Affairs 
Committee, Pittsburghers Against 
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Apartheid and the YMCA Public Policy 
Committee, will host the two women 
during their stay in Pittsburgh and will 
convene a forum at Reizenstein Middle 
School on Tuesday, June 16, 1987; and 


WHEREAS, support for the release 
of innocent people has been taken on the 
national level by the passage of Senate 
Resolution #172 which calls for the 
immediate release of all the children 
detained under the state of emergency 
regulations in South Africa. 


Now, THEREFORE, BE ir 
RESOVLED, that the Council of the City 
of Pittsburgh hereby supports Senate 
Resolution #172 and joins in the crusade 
calling upon the South African 
government to release the women and 
children illegally detained by the 
Republic of South Africa. 


Mr. DePasquale moved to adopt the 
resolution, 


Mr. O'Malley seconded the motion. 


Which motion prevailed. 
Mr. DePasquale: 


I wonder if Mr. Harvey Adams, 
President of the NAACP, would accept 
this and say a few words. 


Mr. Adams: 


Thank you very much, I won't try 
to hold you but I just want to thank 
Council for again getting into the 
forefront of the struggle for racial and 
economic justice for those brothers and 
sisters who are in South Africa. We hope 
that you will be as adamant as you have 
been in the past about seeing that 
divesture becomes a reality with the 
City of Pittsburgh and with the other 
entities that you interact with I'm 
speaking premarily of Pitt, Carnegie 





Mellon, and any other institution 
including Point Park College, Community 
College, and other institutions which you 
have direct input in. It is up to you to be 
the conscience, along with the black 
community and the well-thinking white 
community, to see those who are living 
up to their responsibility as Americans 
and as human beings are forced to do 
what they won't, do on their own. Til 
repeat the names again; Pitt, Carnegie 
Mellon, Point Park, Community College, 
and all of the other institutions of higher 
learning, including Robert Morris, in this 
City, should be iforced by our elected 
political officials with the impetus 
coming from the community to divest 
from their investments in South Africa. 


We hope that you will also be as 
adamant in seeing that the City lives up 
to its Affirmative Action plan and that 
they also live up, to their MBE plan and 
that they also devise a more equitable 
system of seeing that the goods and 
service and professional contracts are 
equally shared in by the citizens of the 
black community. 


We than you very much. 
Michelle Madoff: 


Mr. Adams, we've all been reading 
in the paper about the political prisoners 
that are being held without trial. Is 
there anything we can do on the basis of 
writing to someone that we get a writing 
campaign going across the country to 
help the prisoners of war. I think that 
detainment without even a trial is 
probably even lower than what they're 
doing in — 


Mr. Adams: 
Blacks have no rights that whites 


are bound to respect in South Africa and 
Tm suggesting — 
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Michelle Madoff: 
But I think an outpouring of — 
Mr. Adams: 


Michelle, I understand you 
question, if I may, I'm suggesting that we 


get on our Congressmen and our Senators . 


and make our foreign policy something 
that represents American thinking, okay, 
and be as adamant about that as we are 
about save Polish people, save Soviet 
Jewery, and we're all for that, make no 
mistake about it, but when we allow a 
madman in the White House to dictate 
policy and to say that he didn't even 
know anything about segregation when he 
grew up, okay, the sin rests with us and 
the sin rests with our elected officials 
who could overrule and override a policy 
which allows children and innocent 
women and men to be detained without 
bond, to have no due process and say that 
the Sullivan Principle or some other 
insane principle will set them free. All 
that will set them free is possibly doing 
what we're doing for Nicaragua, send 
them some guns. I've maintained that 
for the last ten years; don't send good 
wishes, send them something to liberate 
themselves with because they 2re not 
going to be free without arms struggle. 
That's how sick those Nazis are in South 
Africa. They are Nazis, pure and simple. 


Thank you, Jeep, very much, and 
your colleagues. We're very grateful. 


Ms, Thulo:

Thank you very much. First I'd like 
to convey that I bring greetings from 
Africa. I must say it's a great pleasure 
that we've been given this opportunity to 
undertake this where we are in a position 
to meet people and explain to them 
about the situation in South Africa. I 
must say the situation is very bad in 
South Africa. Because South Africa does 


not only terrorize the black people in 
South Africa itself but today it 
constantly is taking its neighboring 
countries. 


And now, our main task here is to © 


call upon the international community to 
render their support so that the children 
who are being detained in prison, 
especially since the declaration of the 
state of emergency issued. A lot of 
children are being killed; a lot of 
children are missing today; and a lot of 
children have been thrown into prison. 
And they're peace-loving people. I think 
it's our duty that we should try to unite 
and do something about it, try to put 
forth some little defense for those 
children because we all know that 
apartheid has been declared a crime 
against humanity. Why should we be still 
waiting? It happened before the Second 
World War. People who managed to 
come out of Germany are telling the 
world how bad things were within 
Germany but people fail to take action 
and I doubt if Hitler could have gone as 
far as he did if the world had taken 
appropriate action in time. But because 
we failed to take action, that's why 
Hitler went that far and in the process a 
lot of people died. So, are we still 
waiting for the same situation to happen 
in South Africa? Are we still waiting for 
all the world to be involved and are we 
waiting for people in South Africa to be 
constantly killed? I think this is a 
challenge to us and we should try to 
unite and do something about apartheid. 
Thank you very much. 


The Chair: 
Thank you all very much.

all, I'd like to say that tomorrow evening 
at 7:30 we're going to be having a rally 
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at Reizenstein Middle School with the 
purpose of raising money to help for the 
legal defense of the women and children 
that have been illegally detained in 
Southern Africa.

within the City of Pittsburgh. We use 
zoning in many areas, and rightfully so, 
and it’s very disheartening to me to see 
the Post Gazette editorial this morning 
wherein the purpose of zoning is for 
protection, protection for the business 
person who locates in that particular 
area and protection for the homeowners 
who are abutting those commercial and 
industrial areas. This is what it is. It's 
not my desire and I don't think the desire 
of the people of Council right here; it's 
the desire of the people in this 
community that feel this way and now 
it's going to be applied throughout the 
City of Pittsburgh. Hopefully you would 
confer with that.

Councilmembers, it requires seven votes 
for this to pass.

Point of order. Why does it need 
seven votes? :

private sector. And then asking that it

When we give 25 percent more than 
the estimated cost by Rust Engineer 3.2 
and we go to four point something, $1.2 
or $1.3 million over and we're giving 
away 25 percent more, the audacity to 
come back and say, "We're only running 
three percent over." If we vote on this 
bill, you've given the store away, you've 
given the largest expenditure that is 
made. in this City which is the capital 
improvements bond debt service money 
to Mr. McDermott to have a complete 
free hand. I cannot believe that this 
Council would vote that way, and if you 
do, I would be willing to bet that either 
the courts will overrule it or when we 
get. a new Council the new Council will 
not .permit major expenditures. The 


method of doing business in the private 
sector versus the way of doing business 
in the public sector to be so -vastly 


different that we have no control, no - 


say, — If Mr. McDermott wants to save 
money because he claims we're going to 
lose the summer, we're going to lose the 
weather, we may have a hurricane, we 
may have a snowfall, let him bring his 
contracts to us earlier. Let everything 
of major importance go before this 
Council. When we vote on pencils and 
toilet paper we should certainly be 
voting on major capital improvements 
which is the greatest source of money. 
To repeat myself, as Dirkson said, a 
million here and a million there, pretty 
soon it adds up to real money. And that's 
the money that we could take to lower 
our four percent wage tax so we don't 
have the major exodus from the City. 
Lower our ten percent amusement tax, 
our privilege and our mercantile tax 
which people pay on gross, not on net, 
We are in a dollar dire situation. Even 
Mr. McDermott told me that he does not 
have anybody in-house costing out line 
items. Well we have ductile iron pipe at 
$12 a lineal foot in place, and nobody 
knows better than our Chairman, Mr. 
Woods, at eight times a factor estimated 
by the consulting engineer and yet it 
comes in at 12 times and 14 times that 
price. We must know what is going on, 
what changes are being made. 
Otherwise, we don't need this Council; 
let's all just retire, we don't care about 
what goes on in the City. 


IT urge my colleagues, please, not to 
pass this bill. We worry about minority 
contracts, we worry about every little 
item that goes through this City, and 
minority contracts are something we 
should be worring about more. We don't 
worry about almost anything that goes 
through here and we're going to let — 
Mr. Grabowski spent one whole day, and I 
threw $40 on the table, on some reports 
that came from the court stenographer. 
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$40 we worried about and we're going to 
give millions away without having a 
control over how those changes are 
made. 


The argument that it will stay 
within the figure means that very 
frequently we find that a job doesn't 


need to be done, that we anticipated the . 


problem and it doesn't exist and we can 
cut the problem back. But if the money 
is there, you can bet your tootsie that 
money is going to be spent. 


Any member of this Council that 
votes to give that carte blanche, that 
votes to let Mr. McDermott behave — As 
far as I'm concerned he's a bureaucrat's 
bureaucrat, he spends $5 million on 
consultants so if anything goes wrong he 
says, "I'm protecting my proverbial; I 
didn't do it, the consultant did it." We 
cannot allow that to happen. If this 
Council, and our public is watching us 
very closely, votes for this bill, we've 
given away the store. I urge you, I plead 
with you, do not vote to support this bill. 


Mr. Wagner: 


Mr. President and members of 
Council, last Wednesday I abstained on 
my vote on this piece of legislation, and 
incidentally, Yd like my comments 
brought forward on both this bill, 2846 
and Bill No, 2847,

Mr. Wagner: 


Director, is the real purpose behind this legislation so 
that you don't have to come in front of Council? 


Mr. McDermott: 


No, it is not. The real reason for this is to allow us to 
react on the job site. You have evidenced recently the 
increased cost in our bids, because of the time delay when 
something comes up on the job site that it has taken to get the 
interim approvals and necessary paperwork through. The 
contractor is sitting there waiting. I have never had one 
refused yet, and I have never had a project come in outside of 
that 5 percent contingency. 


Mr. Wagner: 


Has the existing procedure caused any problems on 
contracts? 


Mr. McDermott: 


They certain}w have. The contractor has been complaining 
constantly; the Uélays on the jobs, contractors standing there 
waiting for us to give them the authorization to proceed. 


Mc. Wagner: 


Do you think that the contingency as suggested here -- and 
you are indicating it is 5 percent-- could be too high? 


Mr. McDermott: 


Not really. When we started the department it was 10 
percent, and through an agreement between the City’s Budget 
Office and myself, we knocked it down to 5 percent as a goal. 
And right now we are coming in, in some cases, at 1 percent, 1 
and a half percent. No, I think that 5 percent is a very 
nominal, amount, and it is a realistic amount. 
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Mr. Wagner: ~ 


Why isn't that listed specifically in the legislation, the 
5 percent figure? 


Mr. McDermott: 
I can't answer that. The term "councilmatic approval," in 
all cases I am restricted from encumbering any more than 5 
percent of the bid price. When I put together the paperwork for 
Cs the approval of the bids we saved, plus writing the encumbrance 
a3 letter to the Controller's Office, that encumbrance letter 
limits me to the bid price plus 5 percent contingency.

Mr. Wagner: 


Director, the settlement with the bonding company, what did 
that amount to? 


Mr. McDermott: 


I am not sure of their entire contract price, but it would 
be close to $2 million. 


Mr. Wagner: 


Is that sufficient to cover the reconstruction cost that we 
anticipate? 


Mr, McDermott: 


The settlement was that the bonding company would hire a 
contractor to make the agreed upon improvements. We will have 
no participation in the corrective action. 


Mr. Wagner: Cc: 


What is our assurance that the corrective action will 
correct the problem? 


Mr. McDermott: 


We have the original contract which Schneider helped to 
determine what had to be repaired and what part of the existing 
line was acceptable. And based on that report, the bonding 
company instructed their engineers to design the proper remedial 
action, Schneider has reviewed that proposed remedial action 
and has recommended we proceed with it. Based on that decision, C. 
the bonding company then hired a contractor to make those 
necessary improvements. 


Mr.. Wagner: 


Okay. So as you are suggesting here, the original 
consultant, Schneider, will oversee not only the engineering 
designs, but the inspection of this project? 
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Mr. McDermott: 

That's right. 
Mr. Wagner: 

Did they do the same on the original project? 
Mr. McDermott: 


No. The original project was a City project and was 
handled by City personnel. 


Mr. Wagner: 

Wasn't Schneider involved in the original project? 
Mr. McDermott: 

No. 

Mr. Wagner: 
Okay. That's where I am confused. 
Mr. McDermott: 

The reason we went to the outside to hire a consultant 
firm, if we were not successful with the bonding company, we 
were going to use Schneider as our expert testimony. 

Mr. Wagner: 

So it is actually our fault within the City that this 
original sewer was constructed in a faulty fashion, and not a 
consulting engineer. We didn't have a consulting engineer on 
this project? 

Mr. McDermott: 


No, we did not. 
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Mr. Wagner: 

One of the ways we are going to safeguard ourself is to : 
have a consulting engineer to make sure the project is completed 
properly? : 

Mr. McDermott: 


Yes, because of the tenuous situation with the bonding 
company. 


Mr. Wagner: 


All right. This should be the last piece of legislation we 
see on this project, right? 


Mr. McDermott: 

Let's hope so. 
Mr. Wagner: 

If that is the case, this being a very important project, 
the interceptor sewer, the relief of the interceptor sewer along 
Saw Mill Run going from Woodruff Avenue to the West End, 
correct? 

Mr. McDermott: 

Yes. 

Mr. Wagner: 

When would you expect this project to be completed, and 
when would there be some relief with some of the sewer probiems 
in the West End area when this project is completed?

To the best of my knowledge, Jack, the contractor is ready 
to start. It is a matter of getting this legislation passed, 
getting the resolution number so that we can release the project 
to him.

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Mr. Wagner: 


Since abstaining on the bill, I have 
talked with at least a half dozen 
construction companies and in the 
process they have all complained of the 
delays that occur within the City of 
Pittsburgh, delays to get approval for 


extra work or change in work orders ona - 


construction project, and more 
particularly, delays in payment. They 
foresee as one of the hurdles being 
councilmatic delays. I, for one, don't 
totally agree with them because I think 
delays exist in many other departments, 
General Services, Engineering and 
Construction, itself, the Law 
Department, and the various parks that 
also need to submit approvals; for 
instance, if the construction project isin 
Parks and Recreation, in order for that 
change to occur. 


Based on that information, I don't 
want anyone to think with this bill 
passing that it is going to be the savior in 
terms of reducing delays not only for 
projects proceeding but also for 
contractors receiving payment in a 
timely fashion. I think it is one attempt 
to address the problem. But in 
addressing that problem, Engineering is 
still not permitted to exceed the original 
cost of the project or dollars allocated 
by Council plus five percent. I think it is 
an attempt to address the problem in 
City projects and hopefully to reduce the 
cost of those projects and also to have 
the project move forward in a smoother 
more timely fashion, 


So, consequently, what I'm saying 
is, I'm going to vote in the affirmative 
for this bill based on that information. 
However, in voting for the affirmative, 
if I continue to hear the same complaints 
from construction companies six months 
or a year down the road that I hear today 
and there has been no improvement in 
the procedures that exist, I, for one, will 


sponsor the retraction of this bill if it 
passes today. 


In summing up, I want to say that I 
think this is an attempt to see contracts 
move more smoothly within City 
government and hopefully it will reduce 
the cost of those contracts, but at the 
same time, there are many other delays 
and hurdles that are causing those 
problems and they deal with other 
departments within City government. 
So, in order to truly reduce the cost and 
to see the projects move forward, other 
departments need to do things that 
they're not doing. F 


Michelle Madoff: 


Years ago the Mayor hired a 
republican who is no longer with us to be 
the person who would go through the 
bottlenecks to see that contracts moved 
efficiently. There's no question the 
reason people don't bid with us is because 
we don't pay on time. That's the 
Controller's problem, out of the 
Controller's Office, because he could 
have an expediter going into different 
divisions and seeing as to why bills and 
payment is being held. 


This is a red herring. The fact is 
that if we pass this bill, we'll never know 
when there's extra money not spent on a 
contract because many times the 
contracts are adjusted down, that we 
have paid for soap dishes at $600 and 
$9000 for.doors for johns, everybody 
knows that we'd like a little privacy. 
The delays can be changed by the 
department becoming efficient. That's 
how you change delays, by bringing the 
issues to Council in time so we have time 
to address the problems, not by coming 
at the last minute and saying, "Well, it's 
summer now and therefore I want the 
right to make changes on the job because 
I think that it will expedite things and 
make things more efficient." 
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In the private sector, Mr. Wagner, 
and as Mr. Woods knows very well, you 
can negotiate. You can say, "Hey, this is 
unfair; let's talk about it.” In the public 
sector, you cannot do that. We are 
locked in. And if being locked in, Mr. 
Wagner, from the public sector, we allow 
without negotiations, the discretionary 
issue of allowing Mr. McDermott to pay 
for whatever he thinks may be necessary, 
and it says very specifically to allow 
substitution of work, deletion of work, 
addition of work; you'll never know when 
the soap dishes go to $100,000, you'll just 
never know. And I can't believe this 
Council would vote for that bill. 


Mr. DePasquale: 


I just want to say that I echo the 
sentiments of Councilman Wagner. 


Mr. Pollock: 

I just want to make sure that we 
have on the record, because I don't think 
Michelle has quoted the entire bill, Mr. 
McDermott is limiting himself with the 
four words "within the councilmanic 
amount", 

Michelle Madoff: 

I mentioned it four times. 

Mr. Pollock: 


But you didn't give a specific 
amount, did you? Did you say what that 
amount is? 

Michelle Madoff: 


The councilmatic amount would be 
the amount of the contract. 


Mr. Pollock: 


No, that's not right. 


" Michelle Madoffs 
How do you understand it? 
Mr. Pollock: 


Well, I want to make sure, it's my 
understanding that the councilmanic 
amount means the amount within the 
contract plus an additional five 
percent. That's what I've been told. Can 
the City Clerk or Mr. DePasquale 
confirm that? : 


Mr. DePasquale: 
Yes, Mark, you're right. 
Mr. Pollock: 


So, there is a built in limit. We 
can't go up into the millions or hundreds 
of thousands of dollars; it's the built in 
limit of five percent that he can approve 
if he feels it's right. So, I just want to 
make sure that that's on the record. 


Michelle Madoff: 


I have already made contact with 
several of our legislators in Washington 
and I've talked to some of our Legislators 
in Harrisburg. We are going to have to 
have an oversight committee and I'm 
going to talk to the Mayor today. I'm 
going to urge our Legislators not to vote 
any matching funds to any city in the 
United States, any community, unless 
they can document the line item by 
calling up and saying, what does this 
item cost, and factoring in a fair profit 
so that we're not giving away the store. 
This City, this country is in terrible 
shape and this particular community is in 
terrible shape. We cannot continue to 
have $1 million overruns. We are not 
stupid people here; we know that we've 
had $1 million overruns, $200,000, 
$500,000. And it is not five percent; it is 
far greater. And the way we give it is in 
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the actual contract which says not to 
exceed 3.2 and we give it at 4.6. That's 
25 percent we're giving away already. 


We've got to put our foot down 
somewhere and we've got to watch these 
contracts so carefully they probably 
should be our highest priority because it's 


the only hope of bringing down all the . 


taxes. I urge you to reconsider and not 
to pass this legislation. We are not that 
busy that we cannot take the time to 
review a change order by the 
Department of Engineering and 
Construction. I think this would be a 
very, very bad move because again, while 
they may eliminate one factor or one 
item within the cost of the councilmatic 
approved dollars plus five percent, we're 
still going to find that while they delete 
they will replace. I will tell you that I 
will bring in every government agency 
that I can possibly contact. I will be in 
Harrisburg and Washington practically 
full time, every minute I'm not here, to 
see that this does not occur. I am 
terribly concerned about $5 million in 
contracts that have been issued to 
consultants because Mr. McDermott, asI 
said before, wants to protect his 
proverbial. I am very, very concerned 
that this Council is abdicating its 
responsibility and saying, let Mr. 
McDermott make any changes, even 
though it is within the dollar figure, 
when the dollar figure is too high to 
begin with, 


Mr. Givens: 


Last Wednesday, and also in talking 
to the Director, J felt very strong that he 
should have this particular latitude. It 
gets, really, Council out of the papermill 
where every time there has to be a 
change paid on a particular contract it 
must come back to us for legislative 
purposes, As has been indicated by other 
members of Council here, it delays the 
process and because it does delay the 


process and because this gives 
Director of Engineering the ability to go 
out and change on the scene jobs, major 
sewer, bridges and waterworks that we 
have within the City of Pittsburgh. 
Remember, our engineer does all the 
engineering for the City of Pittsburgh, 
including the Zoo, the parks, the Aviary, 
you name it. It all comes under this 
particular bill here and I think we would 
be naive not to give him the latitude to 
do this as long as he stays within the 
scope of work.

$123,000 for inspections outside of the 
City and Td like to understand why. 
Could someone explain that to me? I 
was not at the last meeting. Does 
anyone understand that, perhaps Mr. 
Wagner or Mr. DePasquale? 


Mr. Wagner: 


Tf I may, relaying what Director 
McDermott said last Wednesday at the 
meeting was that the City in-house did 
not have the capability for inspection 
services during the project in the 
underground sewerline on a continuous 
basis whereas this consulting firm does. 


* Michelle Madoff: 


Under the Sunshine Law I have had 
a number of people who call me from 
various departments and I have been 
informed, and I will be bringing these 
people together with the right people, 
perhaps with the Mayor, who feel that 
they have been given specific tests which 
qualifies them to be the inspectors to do 
the work and we are hiring people 
outside corporations who have not passed 
the test, who are not qualified. 


Mr. McDermott can tell me from 
now until doomsday that that is the 
case. He can say anything he wants to 
say. I don't believe it; he would have to 
prove it tome. And we're talking about 
$123,000 increase for jobs that I believe 
can be done in-house. 


I think that that ought to be 
resubmitted to Committee for 
discussion. I do not believe that we 
should vote on that until we know who 
can actually do the inspection and why 
we have to have outside inspectors. 
We've had people in this who can do 
sewer inspections; we have all kinds of 
methods. It may be another consulting 
job that Mr. McDermott feels he needs 
and maybe one that is justifiable. I don't 
know. But at this point I do not feel 
comfortable voting on that bill and I 
would ask that that bill be resubmitted, 
I make a motion to resubmit Bill 2847 to 
find out whether indeed we have 
inspectors in house who can indeed save 
us $123,000. 


The Chair: 
There has been a motion to 


recommit. Is there a second? No 
second, the motion fails, 


Mr. DePasquale: 


On the bill, Director McDermott 
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explained that we've been two years 
getting to this point and if we delay any 
further obviously it's going to be a much 
longer delay. But it's taken two years to 
get to this point and we'd like to proceed 
with it. 


Mr. O'Malley: 


Michelle, is that on the Saw Mill | 


Run? Director McDermott also 
explained that that was the contract that 
Ram Construction went bankrupt on. 
That was a negotiated settlement with 
the bond company. Part of that 
negotiated settlement was that the City 
pick up the $123,000 cost, the bond 
company would pick up the $2 million 
natural construction cost, and in three or 
four more years it would be a burden on 
the people in the West End if we didn't 
approve this bill. 


Michelle Madoff: 
Thank you for clarifying. 
Mr. Wagner: 


I would just like to make the 
comment that the original project to 
install this sewer line was inspected by 
the City during the construction phase 
and it was a faulty installation, not 
design but installation. We did not at 
that time have the right people to 
oversee the construction project and I 
believe today we need outside 
expertise. This project is too critical to 
the West End area to prevent flooding in 
the basement and sewage backup. 


Michelle Madoff: 


I have been involved since 1969 in 
Saw Mill Run's problems; nobody knows 
better than I do that we've got to stop 
feces from coming up in people's 
basement and the horrible conditions 
that these people live under and there's 


no one that wants to hold up this 
project. Certainly I would not want to 
do that. But under the guise of trying to 
help people very frequently we come up 
with $123,000 in expenditures that may 
or may not be necessary. It may be true 
that at the time the original inspection 
was done it was not the proper people; I 
think we know who they were and they're 
no longer in that capacity. But I think 
there are people in-house who have 
passed the qualifying test and I think 
that should be checked out before we as 
a body give away another $123,000 when 
we fight over keeping pools open. 


T still say we ought to hold that; 
one week isn't going to make a 
difference. This has been a hundred 
years that the people in Saw Mill Run 
have had this horrible problem. If it is a 
legal, as Mr. O'Malley stated, court 
ruling that says we have to pay the 
$123,000 settlement, negotiated 
settlement, then we have to pay it and 
we might just as well vote on it. But I 
just wanted to go on record on my 
statement.

The Chair presents

Which was read. 
Michelle Madoff: 


I move that he come before 
Council for questioning. 


The Chair: 
He will, he will. At 10:00. 


Mr. Wagner presents

appointment of Sister Michele O'Leary of 
3333. Fifth Avenue, Pittsburgh, PA 
15213, in the 4th Ward, be and the same 
is hereby approved and confirmed as a 
member of the Apportionment 
Commission charged. with the 
apportioning of the districts for the 
election of the Members of Council. 


Which was read. 
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Michelle Madoff: 


Did anyone receive my three names 
that I submitted, the three judges? Til 
see that they are submitted today or 
tomorrow. 


The Chair: 


Today is the last day. You had to 


have them in here today at this 
meeting. That was stated at the last 
meeting you were at two weeks ago. 


Michelle Madoff: 
Do they have to be in writing? 
The Chair: 


Yes. In fact, Mr. Wagner asked if 
he could present his that day and I said 
yes, as long as it's in writing, and if 
they're not here by the time we adjourn 


Michelle Madoff: 


I mentioned them previously and I 
thought they were submitted. I had them 
in writing and I thought they were 
submitted. Well, I'm not going to panic 
about it because, as I stated previously, 
the courts have — 


The Chair: 
Alright, Michelle. 
Michelle Madoff: 


On another subject. At about 12:30 
today, members of Council, I had a call 
from Mr. Jim Creehan. He called me 
today and informed me that he was 
resigning as Executive Director of 
Alcosan to separate himself from the 
Board over which he had no control. Mr. 
Creehan has also resigned from the 
Board of the Water and Sewer Authority. 


He explained to me that the reason 
that he stayed on as long as he did, andi 
want to share with my colleagues and 
anyone else who is interested, that I have 
been speaking to Mr. Creehan for two 
years. Mr, Creehan told me that he is a 
professional, tried to do a professional 
job, and that during the summer he 
insisted on not hiring the summer help, 
the excessive summer help and the 
patronage. He felt that the Board was 
getting the message and that things were 
going to turn around. They did not. And 
that is why he has come to the 
conclusion, despite his comments in the 
report responding to Mr. Lucchino giving 
his response. He is now saying that he 
can no longer work with a board over 
which he has no control. 


The Home Rule Charter clearly 
states that the City Controller has the 
power to audit any City authority. The 
City Controller, of course, being Tom 
Flaherty. Alcosan, however, is a joint 
City-County authority and, as such, both 
the City,and County may have avoided 
any audit because of political 
implications, 


For the past eight years I have 
repeatedly denounced publicly the 
actions of several members of the Board 
of Alcosan, as documented in the 
Minutes of Council meetings; 1984, 
February, 1981; 1983; 1980, December; 
1980, February 11; 1980, December 15; 
October 15, 1979; 1985; 1986; and I've 
just taken some more recent ones in 
1987, February 2, 12, and so on. And we 
only got these within a few minutes. On 
hundreds of occasions I have pointed out 
what was in this report that Mr. 
Lucchino has put out. My files have 
shown the same documentation. 


I have asked Mr. Creehan and have 
received from Mr. Creehan the actual 
expenses. I received from him the actual 
agenda of the meetings which were 
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highly technical. My field is consulting 
in the field of environment and some of 
them were too technical for me to go to. 


Now, after eight years of 
repeatedly denouncing publicly the 
actions of several members of the Board 
of Alcosan, as documented in the 
Minutes of Council meetings, it has 
always been without adequate support 
from my colleagues. Finally, because of 
the exposure of the media, the day of 
reckoning has arrived. The County 
Commissioners requested an audit of 
Alcosan by County Controller, Mr. 
Lucchino. Allegheny County Controller 
Mr. Lucchino's audit has revealed gross 
improprieties by Eugene DePasquale and 
Jim O'Malley in their official capacity of 
Alcosan Board Members in the following 
areas, and I'm just going to touch on 
them: travel expenses, I believe they 
came to something like $142,000 so we're 
not talking chicken feed; summer job 
programs; overtime; legal expenses; no 
bid contracts divided up so you can give 
it to your cronies if necessary; bond fees; 
vehicles; reimbursements; insurance. 


The question now becomes, will Mr. 
O'Malley and Mr. DePasquale, who has 
done a vanishing act, I think, gracefully 
step down from their position as board 
members of Alcosan or will it become 
necessary to force the issue. 


As stated in the Sunday Press, Mr. 
Lucchino could file suit in Common Pleas 
Court to force their removal for cause. 
He is in the best position to substantiate 
these charges because of his audit. If 
Mr. Lucchino who has now pointed the 
gun refuses to fire it, I will feel 
obligated for all of Alcosan's customers, 
City and County taxpayers, to proceed to 
explore all possible options with the help 
of Attorney Michael Rosenfield, Mr. 
Rosenfield is presently reviewing the 
Enabling Act which created the Alcosan 
Authority. He is searching out the 


sections specifically dealing with the 
cause for removal to determine if there 
was any malfeasance of office or the 
possibility of ratepayers’ class action 
suit. 


Mr. Rosenfield is a very responsible 
attorney. He doesn't want to take action 
until he Knows what the facts are. 
Everybody may not be aware; today is 
Flag Day. The Law Library is closed. 
We are having trouble getting this 
information. 


The taxpayers of the City and 
County should be outraged because their 
rates could have been lowered while 
we've had members sitting here talking 
about how wonderful Alcosan is and what 
a wonderful job it has done.’ At the very 
least, higher reserves could have been 
maintained for future capital 
expenditures and therefore I make a 
motion that this Council ask that Mr. 
O'Malley and Mr. Depasquale resign from 
the Board of Alcosan and I would like a 
second. Do I have anybody with courage 
to make that second? I don't expect one 
but let's see if somebody has the guts or 
the fortitude to do it. 


Mr. Pollock: 

Tl second it. 
The Chair: 

I don't believe —~ 
Michelle Madoff: 


I made a motion and we have a 
second, Re-appoint the people. 


‘The Chair: 


There has been a motion and a 
second and now I'm going to say what I 
have to say. I don't believe that we as a 
whole can make a motion, the majority 
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of Council, to ask for that resignation. 
You can ask for it as individuals, I 
believe. That's my ruling. 


Michelle Madoff: 


Mr. Chairman, I question your 
ruling and may I tell you why. 


The Chair: 


There's the Parliamentarian right 
there. 


Michelle Madoff: 


May I explain why before the 
Parliamentarian rules? 


The Chair: 
Fine. Go ahead. 
Michelle Madoff: 


This Council made the 
appointments. We made the 
appointments of those people. We're as 
guilty as they are, in a sense, because we 
are responsible. Mr. Parliamentarian, 
since we made the appointment, Tm 
asking that they voluntarily resign. If 
they do not, we rescind their 
appointment and we make _ other 
appointments. 


‘The Chair: 
We can't do that. 
Michelle Madoff: 


I would like a ruling from the 
Parliamentarian. And I'm not through. 


Mr. O'Malley: 
Point of order. In Alcosan's rules 


and regulations there is a procedure set 
forward for this Council to ask for Board 


Members’ resignation. I Fe esata dee aiceanee, | MeaRee Hanae F hek WHisaels Michelle 
should get a copy of that and read it 
before she — 


Michelle Madoff: 


I'm asking the Council that made 
the appointments to please change those 
appointments. 


Mr. O'Malley: 

Michelle, you can't do it like that. 
‘The Chair: 

Hold it; Pm running this meeting. 
Mr. O'Malley: 

Point of order again, 
The Chair: 


Your point is out of order. We 
cannot arbitrarily remove these people, 
They have to resign themselves. 


Michelle Madoff: 


Tve asked them to graciously, and I 
respectfully ask again, that following in 
the footsteps of Mr. Creehan who feels 
that he can no longer work with a board 
of which he cannot control. He spoke to 
me personally that he has resigned not 
only from Alcosan but from the Water 
and Sewer Authority. He is out looking 
for other jobs. He stayed because he was 
caught in the political meatgrinder 
thinking things would change. He has 
now resigned and I ask that you both 
resign to Protect this Council and the 
cloud that is over this Council. Please 
resign from that board, Mr. O'Malley 
and, of course, the vanishing act, the 
magician, is gone but he's a magician 
that was able to spend something like — 
Mr. DePasquale spent $32,414 on trips 
that I would believe are highly technical 
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in nature and I have not seen one word of 
report and that was one of the rules of 
this Council, that anybody on an 
authority board taking a trip from the 
City would give us a report. 


Mr. O'Malley: 


First of all, I read the report and I 
asked Michelle — Did you read Frank 
Lucchino's report? 


Michelle Madoff: 


Yes I did. I skimmed it and TI read 
the response from Mr. Creehan and I 
take it that Mr. Creehan has now 
rescinded himself, 


Mr. O'Malley: 


First of all, I read the report and 
there was no allegations of wrongdoing 
against me as an Alcosan board 
member, There were no allegations of 
wrongdoing against Councilman 
O'Malley, either in the travel procedures 
or in the administration and operation of 
Alcosan. So unless you can point out 
something specific, Michelle, then I 
would be glad to resign. But unless you 
can point out something specific, then I 
will stay on Alcosan, at least until the 
end of the year to do a number of things. 


I read the report over the 
weekend. It's a performance audit, It's 
the first performance audit that we've 
had at Alcosan. I think it's an excellent 
report. I think the report should have 
been done years ago. I think it points out 
many flaws in the operation of Alcosan. 
Not only does it point out many flaws in 
the operation of Alcosan but it points out 
many flaws in the operation of City 
government. Some of the things that Mr. 
Lucchino points out that we should 
implement at Alcosan, we don't even 
implement in the City of Pittsburgh. Let 
me give you an example; "Alcosan should 


develop formal management job 
descriptions and implement evaluation 
procedures to monitor performances", 


Michelle Madoff: 


I think that was introduced in this 
Council by myself several times and 


* defeated by this Council. 


The Chair: 


Hold it. We're going to either do 
this in a proper way or we're not going to 
do it at all, Ms. Madoff, no one 
interrupted you when you spoke and now 
Mr. O'Malley has the floor. If there are 
any more interruptions, believe me, Ill 
be very quick to adjourn the meeting. 


Mr. O'Malley: 


I think that's an excellent 
recommendation. 


Also, "Alcosan should formalize 
enforcement guide control policy for 
management and clerical personnel". 
That's something that the City of 
Pittsburgh doesn't have. 


In reading this report, and I'll state 
again, I think it's an excellent report and 
I'm going to bring it up, there's a special 
board meeting called for Wednesday. I'm 
going to go over each item in the report 
and make recommendations that 98 
percent of these items be implemented, 
at least be studied. And if the board, the 
new board, agrees that they should be 
implemented, then we'll vote on them. 


Two-thirds of the audit deals with 
administration procedure, 
Administration procedure is something 
that the board members have very little 
control over. And that's what we're 
going to bring up and go over at the 
Wednesday meeting. 
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One-third deals with travel and 
summer jobs, And almost all of Frank 
Lucchino's criticism deals with the 
travel. Im going to state this on the 
record, that many of those trips that I've 
looked over in here were not authorized 
by the Board and they were not brought 
up by the Board. Any trip that 


Councilman O'Malley went on, Michelle, . 


was brought up and voted on by the 
Board in front of the Board. Once we 
found that out, because of the criticism 
that was leveled against Alcosan in 
January and February, I was the one that 
wrote the new travel procedure and the 
new travel policy for Alcosan that any 
board member that was to take a trip 
had to present the request for the trip in 
front of a full board and the full board 
had to vote on it. Before that, any board 
member could just go to Jimmy Creehan, 
explain to the Executive Director that he 
would like to take this trip, and Mr. 
Creehan had the right to authorize it or 
the right to refuse it. It wasn't right to 
put Jimmy Creehan in this position, 
Timmy Creehan worked for the board 
members and Mr. Creehan could not very 
likely deny a request of a board member 
or the Chairman of the Board to travel 
or go to a seminar. So, one of the things 
that Mr. Lucchino criticized highly was 
already changed by April and the 
recommendation for changes came from 
myself, Michelle, 


Two, the summer jobs. Summer 
jobs in 1984 were very excessive. But 
there again, most of the board members 
didn't realize that Alcosan put on 457 
people. When I went over some of the 
Alcosan records, I also went over some 
of the City records. In 1984, 
unemployment in the City of Pittsburgh 
was 10 and 12 percent. This is not an 
excuse but if you would look at the 
applications, most of those applicants 
came from not moderate and low income 
but low income black and white youths 
throughout the City of Pittsburgh. © At 


that time, unemployment was running 11 
and 12 percent. The City of Pittsburgh, 
in 1984, spent a half million dollars-more 
for a summer jobs program than any 
previous year. In 1983, the City of 
Pittsburgh spent $2,766,000 for summer 
jobs. In 1984, this Council pushed it up 
$550,000 to $3,248,000. The 
unemployment in the City of Pittsburgh 
in '83 and '84 was staggering and if you 
would check the unemployed people that 
were hired at Alcosan you'll find that 80 
to 85 percent of them were low-income 
youths from. various part of the City of 
Pittsburgh which yourself, Michelle, said 
that the unemployment rate among black 
youths is appalling and something should 
be done. I'm not saying that's an excuse 
that there are board members of Alcosan 
that face this dilemma because they 
lived in that community and evidently 
other board members and the Executive 
Director decided that that's what should 
have been done. Now I'm not going to 
condemn them for something they did in 
1984 but Im sure if you went to any of 
those black youths or white youths that 
were put to work in 1984 that Mr. 
Lucchino criticizes, Im sure they might 
feel different. Maybe some of those 
summer jobs helped these people feed 
their families. But at the same time 
we're criticizing Alcosan, why don't we 
criticize the City of Pittsburgh because 
we spent $3 million for summer youth 
programs. 


Also, in 1983 and going into 1984, 
the unemployment was so high in the 
City of Pittsburgh that we sold-the U.S. 
Steel Building. This Council took 
$1,750,000 of that money for an 
emergency jobs program. We hired 180 
people. They were lined up around the 
City County Building. Does anybody on 
this Council remember that? People 
were lined up around the City County 
Building to get these jobs that paid five 
and six dollars an hour. 
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So, when Mr. Lucchino criticizes 
Alcosan for its summer jobs program, Im 
not saying he's entirely wrong. But I'm 
not saying that he's entirely right. 
There's many unemployed youths out 
there and families out there that 
appreciated this. 


The Alcosan board members also 
took steps to correct this. The summer 
jobs program was eliminated last year. 
There was no summer jobs program last 
year and there's no summer jobs program 
this year. So this board didn't need 
Frank Lucchino's recommendation about 
travel; we set our own procedures in 
place. We certainly don't need Mr. Frank 
Lucchino's recommendations on what to 
do about summer jobs or patronage. The 
Alcosan Board took steps to correct the 
summer jobs problem last year. 


Overtime, it was very interesting, 
his comments on overtime, about the 
security guards. That I looked into. 
Alcosan had four security guards; one of 
them was off sick for six months. This is 
no secret, this is all in the back of 
Jimmy Creehan's comments and 
summary, if people would take time to 
look at it. Instead of hiring another full- 
time job, the other guards agreed that 
they would make up his shift until he 
came back to work. We do the same 
thing in the City of Pittsburgh. The City 
of Pittsburgh works our police and our 
firemen overtime. We have many police 
and firemen that are making $40,000 a 
year. That's not unusual with the 
overtime that they're required to put 
in. But we do that for the simple reason 
that we save on the fringe benefits. The 
fringe benefit package is anywhere 
between 35 and 39 percent. So, Frank 
Lucchino is criticizing the Alcosan Board 
for the same policies that this Council 
follows in the City of Pittsburgh. 
Instead of hiring additional people, we 
work the people we have overtime 
because of the fringe benefits. 


The Alcosan officials circumvented 
the competitive bidding process. I 
looked into that and if that was true I 
think whoever did it should be fired. 


But if you Jook into what Mr. 
Lucchino is talking about on page 88, 
we're looking at 15 items, I didn't add 
them up but I would say they probably — 
maybe $100,000 in these 15 items out of 
a budget of six years and $120 million. 
You talk about nit-picking. This is worse 
than nit-picking; this is picking nits. 
We're talking about a budget of $120 
million and Frank Lucchino is 
complaining about $100,000 of non- 
competitive items. 


Let me give you an example that 
goes back to 1981. They were building a 
concrete wall but it wasn't all in one 
contract, the contract ran from July 
until October. 


Another one, Alcosan management 
computer store; Alcosan management, 
Controller responded, "The original plans 
were to buy the P.C. and hook it up to 
the main Alcosan computer center but 
the system could not handle the 
Accounting Department needs and it 
would be a one or two year delay." So 
they went out and bought a printer and 
accessories. Sounds reasonable to me, 
You buy a P.C. and you need a printer 
and accessories so you go out and buy 
them. 


Let me give you another one here. 
A vendor; $1000, $3000, $3000. Alcosan 
management explanation; engineers 
xesponse, "Each sample is used for 
different specific tests described; 
however, the purchase order number for 
$7400 exceeded the $4000 limit." We're 
talking about three different items. 
We're not talking about $7000 or $8000 
worth of polymer; we're talking about 
$8000 worth of different items. In my 
explanation, it falls into the $4000 limit. 
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This one is wrong. The explanation 
said the Executive Secretary said that 
the items were put on a separate invoice 
because the cost would have exceeded 
$4000. But we're talking about buying a 
Data Manager I and software. So they 
bought the software here and they 
bought the printer over there. But I 


agree; something like that should have . 


been put on the same invoice and they 
should have gone out for bid because it 
was over the $4000 mark. 


My whole point here is we're 
talking about a $120 million operating 
budget and we're talking less than 
$100,000 of what the Controller 
considers violations. Some of them 
certainly are violations but there's no 
pattern to circumvent the law. There's 
no pattern set here by people 
intentionally doing anything wrong. If 
there was, I would be the first one to ask 
for these people's resignation. 


I think there something else this 
Council has to remember. Frank 
Lucchino had no authority to audit 
Alcosan, The Alcosan Board asked Mr. 
Lucchino to do the audit. I asked 
specifically for Mr. Lucchino to come in 
and do the audit because if Mr. Lucchino 
did a performance audit and there was 
anything in this audit that could help us 
run a better agency, I would be the first 
one to implement one because I was the 
first one to implement many things at 
Alcosan that helped Alcosan be a better 
agency. If this audit shows, or if 
somebody else could show, where Jim 
O'Malley intentionally did anything 
wrong, [ll be glad to resign because 
working at Alcosan is no bed of roses. 
We don't get paid for it, we put in free 
time, and it takes time away from our 
friends and it takes time away from our 
families. 


But out of a hundred page audit; 
there are many good recommendations. 


There's an Executive Board Meeting 
called for Wednesday and the first order 
of business will be, I imagine, searching 
for a new Executive Director. So, once 
we have a new Executive Director, the 
first thing I'm going to request him to do 
is to read Mr. Lucchino's audit, to have 
our own auditor, Mr. Ross, review the 
audit and make recommendations on 
what they feel is appropriate and then 
ask the Alcosan Executive Director to 
implement them. 


I think Mr. Lucchino's call for 
resignations was very unprofessional. I 
don't think it was in Mr. Lucchino's 
jurisdiction - I know it's not in his 
jurisdiction - to call for resignations any 
more than it would be in this Council's 
jurisdiction to call for Mr. Lucchino's 
resignation. I mean, Mr. Lucchino was 
the Controller when the County Housing 
Department went bankrupt, yet Mr. 
Lucchino didn't call for the County 
Commissioners’ resignation or Barbara 
Hafer's resignation, and this Council 
didn't call for Mr.  Lucchino's 
resignation. Frank Lucchino was the 
Controller when the jail was 
overcrowded and Judge Cohill was 
letting prisoners go on the street; I didn't 
see Mr. Lucchino call for the County 
Commissioners’ resignation because they 
didn't foresee the problems. The 
Children and Youth Services is a disgrace 
over there; there's reports of children 
being abused for six or eight months and 
not being looked into or investigated, and 
that's where it directly impacts on 
people's lives. I don't see Mr. Lucchino 
asking for resignations there. There's a 
million dollars missing at Community 
College; a million dollars. Mr. Lucchino 
is the County Controller; I'd like to know 
where the million dollars are. 


I'm not saying that he's right; there 
were some changes that had to be made 
at Alcosan. I would say that if this 
current board does not review and does 
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not implement those changes, then we 
should all resign. But those members of 
that board, unless they're specifically 
charged with something, there's no 
reason for those board members to 
resign, Once we.look at Mr. Lucchino'’s 
audit and implement them, or if we 
didn't implement them, then we should 
resign. 


But I think it's important to give 
Mr. Creehan response, briefly, his 
response was in the back of the book — 


Michelle Madoff: 


Mr. Chairman, point of order. I 
think Mr. Creehan has responded by 
resigning, by stating that he can no 
longer work with a board over which he 
has no control. I think his response is no 
longer valid, 


The Chair: 
If it's in the report, he can talk. 
Mr. O'Malley: 


The summary from Mr. Creehan to 
Mr. Lucchino is at the bottom line of this 
report which Mr. Lucchino really tends 
to ignore. The Agency shows a great 
success in the past ten years. Mr. 
Creehan has achieved a number of 
successes for Alcosan. He states that 
it's a state of the art treatment plant in 
equipment, and it is; Alcosan is the state 
of the art. And you have to remember, 
this was done with absolutely no federal 
funds. 


A well-trained management and 
labor team that has never had a work 
stoppage; I think Mr. Creehan is to be 
commended for that. There is a well- 
trained management team. But as 
pointed out by this audit, there are some 
additional procedures that should be 
implemented, 





No violations or citations of any 
existing regulations; Alcosan has never 
been cited by the EPA for any 
violations. That's unheard of for an 
agency the size of Alcosan. That's never 
happened to any agency in the entire 
country with the exception of Alcosan. 
We've never been cited by the EPA, 


Alcosan has never had any 
lawsuits, There's millions of dollars of 
lawsuits pending against agencies 
throughout the United States. 


And the rates. And there again I 
state that the rates have not been 
increased in ten years. At the same 
time, the City taxes have gone up 119 
percent and the County taxes have gone 
up 123 percent. 


So with all the criticism that was 
leveled at Alcosan, and much of it was 
deserved, I think Mr. Creehan deserves 
some credit for some of the excellent job 
that he has done and some of the things 
that he has implemented. 


I will personally go over this report 
with the board members on Wednesday. I 
think the first thing on the agenda will 
be to accept Mr. Creehan's resignation, 
go on a search committee for a new 
director, and implement Mr. Lucchino's 
suggestions, those that are valid, as soon 
as possible. 


* Michelle Madoff: 


Mr. President and members of 
Council, I did not intend to have this 
Council turned into a courtroom 
hearing. I might mention that attached 
to my statement, the letter to District 
Attorney Robert Colville, that asks him 
to investigate if there are any 
improprieties and to respond back to us 
whether indeed the members of the 
Board did commit improprieties on the 
items I've already listed, I don't want to 
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repeat them, and to determine whether 
any prosecution or action should be 
taken. I think that needs to be done. 


However, the board members who 
sat on that council know full well, as I 
know, Mr. Creehan is a professional. Mr. 
Creehan, based on an Alcosan, and we 
used to refer to it 
Alcostench, of a sewer treatment plant 
that sits in a very inappropriate place, 
has tried to do a very professional job in 
making it a better facility. However, he 
works at the pleasure of the Board. He 
does not hire the Board; the Board hires 
and fires him. The overrun on jobs, there 
were 12 percent over the cost from '81 
to '85, could have meant a higher surplus 
for Alcosan, could have meant a 
reduction in rates to ratepayers. The 
fact that we took on all these youngsters 


to work, let's face it, there was 
patronage after patronage after 
patronage. They were not your poor 


little children; that we indeed in Council 
did use specified dollars, Unspecified 
Local Option, monies that were allocated 
to us to help programs and that is a very 
poor excuse to say that we did it out of 
the goodness of our hearts; that we 
committed a crime but we did it in good 
faith, 


The fact that people took trips, and 
Mr. O'Malley, since you opened the ball 
of wax, you visited Seven Springs, 
California, Denver, New Orleans, San 
Francisco, Boston, Tampa, Florida, 
Munich, West Germany, Rome, Italy. I'd 
love to take some of those trips. It 
would be a wonderful broadening 
experience. How many of those 
technical meetings did you attend? 
Where are the reports on those technical 
meetings? Where are your 
expenditures? You're a business person; 
you've been in business before you got to 
this Council. Where is your 
documentation of your expenditures? 


in GASP as , 


Mr. O'Malley: 


They're over at Alcosan, Michelle. 
If you'd show up once in a while you'd see 
them over there. 


Michelle Madoff: 


You're telling us that you've 
documented all expenses on every trip? 
I'm asking a question; I'm not making an 
accusation, 


Mr. Chairman, I believe that the 
technical meetings were way over the 
heads of many of the members of 
Council, If Mr. O'Malley feels that he 
personally is being maligned, that he was 
the good guy amongst all the bad guys — 


Mr. O'Malley: 
I never said that, Michelle, 
Michelle Madoff: 


And that the others may haye 
taken trips and didn't document it or did 
not go to technical meetings or benefit, 
but unlike he, he did only what is right 
and that the Board, in the overall scheme 
of things, did not commit these grave, 
erroneous, crimes, I believe, against the 
public, then he will have the opportunity, 
I'm sure, at the appropriate time to 
prove that he is on his own defending 
himself and feels that he is immune. 


I don't believe that Mr. Lucchino 
put together a report that was 
fallacious. I believe that he put a report 
together that was tough and I think it 
was tough for him to do it because they 
were his political friends. I wish that 
Mr. Lucchino had moved earlier. There 
is no reason that I can understand that 
Mr. Lucchino did not go to the County 
Commissioners and say 70 percent of the 
business that is done in the county that 
Alcosan serves are people of the county 
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and J think we ought to do an audit. 


And all the time that the votes 
were going on and trips were being taken 
and people were visiting to supposedly 
learn how to improve things, the Board 
was voting and for a very long time the 
Board existed of only two or three 
people. It was just a little private club 
and, boy, it was a little private club. It 
was Mr. DePasquale, the magic, 
vanishing Councilman, and Mr. O'Malley 
who is the reformer, and I believe there 
may have been one other person present, 
and Mr. Creehan has spoken eloquently 
today when he finally had the courage to 
sacrifice his own situation and the needs 
of his family by saying, "In essence, what 
Ive said in the report is not terribly 
valid. You're right, Mr. Lucchino, I 
cannot work with a board that I cannot 
control and I resign.” And I think that 
speaks eloquently and that speaks words 
and that speaks to the credibility of the 
report. Thank you. 


Mr. Pollock: 


I wanted to explain my second to 
Michelle's motion. I heard everything 
Mr. O'Malley said; I feel very strongly 
that the buck stops with the Board, He 
can attempt to pass the buck to the 
Administration as much as he wants by 
saying that there was not Board action or 
he wasn't aware of it, but the Board is 
the ultimate responsibility. 


I also want to say that I do not 
share my colleague, Ms. Madoff's, high 
regard for the performance of Mr. 
Creehan and his being a victim. He has 
been at that organization for many 
years; he has seen what is going on. To 
stand idly by and say, "I'm being ordered 
to do this" I think the trials of 
Nuremberg prove that that is no defense, 
and the many years that he was there, he 
is as guilty as the board members. 


I also want to say that in joining 
Michelle’s request, I feel nothing but 
great sadness on the part of Jeep, Mr. 
DePasquale, because I am certain, I 
believe as surely as I'm sitting here, that 
Mr. DePasquale did not feel he was doing 
anything wrong. I feel that if he were 
given a lie detector test, if he were 
asked, that he would pass ‘the question, 
"Did you know you were doing something 
wrong?” I am certain he doesn't feel 
that. There's a term in law called "mens 
rea" which is a Latin term meaning 
criminal intent or state of mind. I don't 
think he had that. Mr. DePasquale 
comes from a different era where things 
were just done differently and I feel that 
he is a part of that era. And even though 
Tm not condoning it or saying he's right, 
it is wrong, but I don't think that he had 
the same malignancy of heart and mind 
that others involved in this scandal did 
have. So, as I say, I join with Michelle's 
request but it is with a great deal of 
sadness because I feel bad for Mr. 
DePasquale, I feel bad for what is 
happening to him. I consider him a 
friend, I consider his family to be good 
friends of mine, and I wish him nothing 
but the best throughout this whole ordeal 
which I am sure is just beginning, 
nowhere near ending. 


Mr. Wagner: 


Mr. President and members of 
Council, in regard to this whole issue. 
First of all, I think it's important that 
Council have some legal understanding of 
what Council can do in regard to the 
situation at Alcosan. And I think for us 
to vote on anything premature to that 
would be premature. 


The Chair: 


I guarantee you we're not voting on 
anything today. 
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My, Wagner: 


Well then I would request that a 
legal opinion from our Solicitor be 
obtained about anything that this Council 
could do in terms of addressing any of 
the allegations relating to Alcosan. 


My second point and my most . 


important point, and I want to make this 
a public statement because I think it's 
critical, is that today we all learned that 
the Executive Director of Alcosan 
resigned, I, as an elected official, as a 
City Councilman, want to go on record in 
terms of making a public request that a 
new director not be appointed until this 
whole issue of Alcosan is resolved, I am 
making that request as part of this 
record, to Councilmembers that are on 
the Alcosan Board, and I believe this 
Council unanimously should take that 
position, 


The reason for taking that position 
is that I firmly believe also that the 
Board dictates management procedures 
within any authority and if there have 
been questions about management 
procedures of Alcosan, or allegations, 
whatever you want to call them, based 
on that report, various news articles, 
etc. etc., I don't think that the existing 
Board, even though there have been some 
changes, should be making an 
appointment of a new director. 


Therefore, again, I am going to 
request that there be no appointment 
made and only someone for an interim 
period, and an interim period only, be the 
Acting Executive Director of Alcosan. I 
think that should continue to take place 
until this entire issue is resolved, And I 
may add that I understand a piece of 
legislation is presently moving forward in 
Harrisburg and could be acted upon prior 
to the end of this month changing the 
make-up and the appointment procedure 
of the number of directors at Alcosan 


and the procedures under which Alcosan 
operates. And for a new director to be 
appointed prior to all this occurring 
would be very premature and would not 
be in the best interest of all the people 
that Alcosan serves. 


Mr. O'Malley: 


Mr. Pollock said something, it does 
hit home, that the buck stops here, I 
think all Alcosan board members have to 
share in the blame for some 
irregularities and maybe some of the 
administration policies that should have 
been in place. Sometimes it's very 
difficult. And to give Mr. Pollock an 
example, Wednesday we had discussion 
on building a garage down at the Cultural 
Center. As a board member we asked if 
that was being financed by the Parking 
Authority and you said you would have to 
find out and get back to us. So, it's very 
possible that a board member is not 
aware of everything that is going on in 
an authority, even though that certainly 
is no excuse. 


I said the audit should have been 
done years ago. I don't know why a 
performance audit was never done at 
Alcosan but I'm glad it's done now; I 
think it's going to help everybody do a 
better job. 


As for Michelle's remarks about 
patronage, I think out of the six years of 
the summer jobs program, I think they 
listed in the newspapers five or six 
patronage. summer jobs at Alcosan, 
That's what I read anyhow. Five or six 
out of a thousand. There's more 
patronage, I don't want to get into 
throwing stones, but there's more 
patronage in the County and there's more 
patronage in Frank Lucchino's office in 
one month than there has been in 
Alcosan in the six years that I've been 
there. There's probably less patronage 
for a number of employees at Alcosan in 
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comparison with the County. But I 
understand Alcosan is under fire now. 


As for defending myself, I don't 
have to defend myself, Michelle, because 
I was not named in the report as doing 
anything wrong. 


Michelle Madoff: 


It's very frustrating for eight years 
to have the information and try to bring 
it to the forefront, to finally have a post 
agenda, to finally have the media follow 
up on what has gone on, Mr. Bulls I guess 
was the triggering factor; Mr. Bulls did 
reimburse Alcosan for the trips that he 
took unauthorized. I would hope if there 
were any unauthorized trips by 
whomever, that those monies would be 
reimbursed. 


Mr. Lucchino has made a scathing, 
documented, outrageous and hopefully 
honest, appraisal of what has happened 
at Alcosan. As the papers have stated, 
the person who proceeds to take legal 
action to bring about the resignation of 
those who are guilty must be Mr, 
Lucchino. I challenge Mr. Lucchino to 
not just point the gun but to fire it, 
because if he doesn't do it, I repeat, 
myself, and T've had calls from numerous 
attorneys, will be willing to pick up the 
gauntlet and we will proceed according 
to the legal procedures to find out how 
we can remove those members of a board 
who acted without regard for the public 
and permitted perhaps malfeasance. We 
need to find that out and the person to 
do that, if Mr. Lucchino believes in his 
report, if his report is honest and what 
he says is so, then he has an obligation to 
follow through and file litigation and 
save people like myself and other 
attorneys from volunteering their time 
and spending their own money. Let's see 
if Mr. Lucchino is ready to put his 
actions where his mouth is. 


” Mr. Grabowski: 


Mr. President, on another subject. 
Last week or maybe two weeks ago you 
received a petition from residents of the 
Ivory Avenue area requesting a hearing 
on the landfill. That bill was numbered 
2746. I move that that public hearing be

BE If FURTHER RESOLVED, that 
this money be funneled through the Steel 
Valley Authority and the Pittsburgh 
Foundation to implement the proposal. 


Mr. Wagner moved 
resolution. 


to adopt the 


Michelle Madoff seconded the motion. 


Which motion prevailed, 


Mr. Wagner: 


Thank you, members of Council. I 
actually read this resolution this morning 
in front of the PUC Judge, Judge Nemec 
over at the County Courthouse and 
mentioned to him that I was very 
optimistic that it would pass unanimously 
in front of Council, which it did. 


Bill Solinowski is with us; he is a 
former J & L worker in the South Side. 
Bill is going to say a few words about the 
importance of getting these electric art 
furnaces on line again. As you know, 
they are the only steel-making facility 
left in the City of Pittsburgh and we 
have an opportunity to devote some 
dollars towards a study which will put 
them back on line. And that's what this 


resolution is all about, asking the PUC to 
devote some dollars towards that study, 
approximately $2 million of the $4 
million. 


So, Bill, I'm sure you'd like to saya 
few words about the importance of it. 


Mr. DePasquale: 


If I may, Councilman Wagner, the 
$2 million to $4 million you're talking 
about, is that a rebate that is to go back 
to the public, say like $5 or $6 average 
per person? 


Mr. Wagner: 


I don't know what the average is 
per person but it is a rebate but the 
rebate, hopefully, is to be used towards 
economic development, to put it towards 
something that would help all of the 
people of the City. 


Mr. Sulanowski: 


First of all, I'd like to thank 
Council for passing this resolution, 
especially Jack for introducing it. 


As a former employee of LTV 
Steel, I like to pay taxes, I didn’t thinkI 
would ever say it but I want to pay 
taxes. And the only way to pay taxes is 
to get my job back making steel. LTV 
has completely abandoned the City of 
Pittsburgh. If we can get this place 
operating again we can make Pittsburgh 
at least a viable place for a steel center. 


Michelle Madoff: 


I don't know if you recall but I had 
promised my three shares of J & L stock 
when they converted from the old shop, 
and then you did one better and they 
went to an electric arc and, as we lnow, 
that automated the plant and it was a 
matter at that point. The argument was 
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that at least there would be some jobs 
instead of no jobs. And now there are no 
jobs. The electric arc is a clean process, 
it is a non-polluting process, and there's 
no reason why it shouldn't be open. 


Mr. Sulanowski: 
Thank you. I agree. 
Mr. Givens: 


I just have one quick question. I 
appreciate what you're doing, Jack, andI 
think it's a good idea and a good 
motion. It has to go through a lot of 
legal hurdles, probably, before South Side 
can get that. But let me just say one 
thing on behalf of the people of 
Allegheny County that might give up 
that amount of money that they might 
receive, some of the customers. Many 
people don't appreciate this and realize 
this, that especially the electric arc 
furnaces require a tremendous amount of 
energy and as a result probably have the 
highest utility bills in this particular 
area. The reason many of our gas bills 
are going up, and our electric bills are 
going up, is because we have lost our 
industry and the industry was subsidizing 
our own homes and our businesses for 
that matter, in reducing the bills that we 
had, especially in electricity and 
especially in gas. So, I think there's a 
selfish motive behind this. 


There's one more; add to it that if 
this does come about and that particular 
electric furnace is then opened back up, 
not only that but the J & L site that we 
have down there on the other side of the 
river, Duquesne Light went through a 
tremendous capital investment to put a 
line from at least over from the North 
Side all the way up through Liberty 
Avenue, I'm talking from down at the 
bottom area of Liberty all the way up 
Liberty almost to the Bloomfield Bridge 
is, down into the hollow, all the way back 


through and down into the J & L site. IT 
mean, that was a tremendous capital 
expenditure. We need industry in here 
that uses a lot of electricity. We have, 
as Jack is probably trying to Say, '‘a 
capacity, an overcapacity, of electrical 
supply in this particular area. In fact, 
Duquesne is trying to sell their excess 
supply that we have. And no industry, no 
major industry, can open out without two 
things; energy, primarily, and water. 
And then the people, hopefully, will 
come to that particular thing. 


So, we have it right here and it 
should be pursued, Mr. Wagner, all the 
way through. And I think we should ask 
for a legal opinion, can this be done by 
local people, and we're just talking about 
Allegheny County. It's a real spurt. And 
for us to lose that electric furnace over 
there is really going to be a kick in the 
pants to the people in this area. 


You know, the ovation you got, 
stand beside one of those electric 
furnaces when they cook off because 
there's a lot of noise being generated and 
we should have a lot of noise in this 
Council and a lot of noise in this City 
and this County to regenerate those 
electric furnaces again and put our 
people back to work. Thank you. 


Mr. Sulanowski: 


Can I say something else? One of 
the bills that we had from Duquesne 
Light, LTV Corporation, was $1 million 
per month. It averaged roughly that. So 
there's quite a bit of money. 


Also, Councilman DePasquale, the 
amount, the $4 million, is actually the 
amount of money that Duquesne Light, 
they cannot find those customers or they 
moved out of the area. This is a total of 
$32 million that we're getting a rebate 
on. 
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The Chair: 
Thank you. 
Michelle Madoff: 


On another matter; two items, Mr. 
President. All of us are probably bored 
to tears with the literature that has been 
circulating on the porno calls, "call me 
anytime", for adults only and the calls 
are, I believe, $6 on this particular one 
coming from out of state. Someone 
forwarded it to me today. 


I thought I would like to remind 
Council and the media or any of our 
listeners that the Telephone Company 
has agreed, I think because of the 
pressure exerted in this Council and the 
media's response, to remove from your 
telephone, anybody who has a telephone 
line that would like to have 976 numbers 
removed so that children who are not 
supervised will not use these lines and 
incur bills they cannot afford. They're 
doing it for 30 days; I don't know if the 
30 days are up as yet, I certainly hope 
not. After that, you have to pay $10 to 
have that access shut off from your 
house, 


So, I want to remind everybody 
that if you wish to have the access of 
976 numbers, which include the porno 
lines and the gab lines, etc., removed, 
there is no charge for the first 30 days 


and after that it will be $10. My 
argument originally was that they 
shouldn't charge anything for 


disconnecting service and they agreed 
and that was sort of an arrangement that 
was made with the 30 days. It was in the 
paper but I don't know that anybody has 
seen it and I don't think the Telephone 
Company is doing a lot to publicize 
that. I don't think they want to lose the 
money that they generate. 


At the very best, or the very worst, 


you'd be ahead if you cut off your line 
and had to pay the $10 because we saw 
here that parents are paying large sums 
of money for children they have no 
control over. One of the television 
reporters told me that she had four 
children and she cannot stay home and 
supervise her children. I think we do the 
best we can but here is an opportunity to 
have some control over your telephone 
line and expenses and I wanted to remind 
everybody to call your Telephone 
Company and ask them to disconnect 
your 976 access lines. It does include 
some other information, I think; you 
might get your information on who won 
the lottery that day on a 976 and there 
may be some other sports things or what 
have you, but I think that's a decision you 
have to make on your own if you want to 
make sure your children aren't abusing 
the phone. And, of course, I believe the 


City has now done that; we've now 
discontinued the 976 in the City. 


They've made some kind of connection. 


That was one item. I just wanted 
to remind the public that 30 days from 
the time it was announced; after that it 
is $10. 


On another matter. I don't know if 
my colleagues know about it but Ihave a 
letter I want to read into the record and 
I want to tell you what has happened 
since. 


My office called the IRS and we 
were told to send a letter to a Mr. Lou 
Romito. I have spoken to Mr. Romito 
and he has referred me to two other 
people and I've had three conversations 
with his office and one with a Baltimore 
connection, 


"Dear Mr. Romito: 
I am as shocked and appalled as 


others to learn that summer employees 
hired by Alcosan at the rate payers 
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expense were used to staff City and 
County offices. Supposedly, these 
employees did meaningful work such as 
cleaning public lots, working on the 
clerical staff of various City and County 
offices, working for the Clean City 
Committee, etc. However, Alcosan 
customers should not have been 
responsible for the financial burden of | 
staffing government offices. 


Ideally, the City and County should 
be billed for the work performed. 
However, this option may not be 
practical as the City and County are 
hurting financially and any re-payment 
to Alcosan may mean a tax increase. Or, 
Alcosan customers could get a refund, 
although that would only increase rates. 
Obviously, neither solution appears 
viable. 


In checking with Alcosan's 
accounting office, Alcosan collected 
approximately $80 million in revenue 
from rate payers over this 5 year 
period, Mr. Lucchino’s figure of $1.55 
million spent for summer workers is 
calculated by Alcosan's accounting office 
to represent $1.93 per $100. 


Therefore, I believe that at the 
very least, since Alcosan is a tax-exempt 
entity, rate payers should be entitled to 
a charitable tax deduction in this amount 
on their federal taxes. 


To calculate the amount of their 
charitable contribution, rate payers need 
only multiply $1.93 X each $100 they 
paid over this five year period. For 
example, deductions could vary from 
$3.96 for a customer who only paid $200 
in the 5 year period to large users who 
paid over $50,000 and would be entitled 
to a deduction of $965. 


Could you please respond in writing 
at your earliest possible convenience as 
to whether my logic is sound? 


Thank you for your cooperation in 
this matter.

I have since heard from Mr, 
Romito, and I don't have the other 
gentleman's name here, and they told me 
three different things. First of all, in 
order to enact this tax deductible, 
charitable contribution we would have 
had to have in place a charitable entity. 
However, since that was not in place and 
since Alcosan is not a charitable entity, 
there is however a proviso for voluntary 
contributions. In other words, when 
people make contributions, suburbanites 
and City taxpayers who paid $40 to the 
City of Pittsburgh voluntarily so that 
they could — They thought they were 
getting more than $10 in head tax and 
services from the City. They wanted to 
pay $40 because, as you know, at that 
time we raised over $2000, it was close 
to $3000 before it was referred to as a 
laughing tax and people stopped giving. 
People who contributed were executives 
in Dravo, etc., who said their kids were 
spending $10 a week on Pac-Man. Those 
were considered legitimate contributions 
that are termed voluntary 
contributions. In other words, people 
didn't have to pay that to the City of 
Pittsburgh; they only had to pay 10. But 
if they paid 50 or 100, they could take 
anything over 10 off and it is considered 
a voluntary contribution and is a 
deductible item from their taxes. 


Now, in this case, of course, it was 
not a voluntary contribution; it was an 
involuntary contribution. And to add 
insult to injury, if someone didn't pay 
their water bill, they could have put a 
lien on their house. I think it's important 
to point out that people were, in a sense, 
I guess stole from them. 
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Perhaps there were jobs that were © 


well done; I wasn't there to watch and I 
cannot verify. But those people who 
took those employees knew that they 
were not paying for the job; nobody 
bothered to find out where the money 
came from. I think, hopefully, a valuable 
lesson has been learned that no City or 
County government office will take any 
employee without saying who is paying 
for it and find out whether its legal. 


But again, I suggest that those 
people who are Alcosan rate payers who 
made an involuntary, above the amount 
of their dollars, attempt to take a 
contribution off their taxes. I think at 
the very least they're entitled to that. 


Thank you. 
Mr, Wagner: 


Mr. President and members of 
Council, within the last two weeks I've 
had three employees come to me to 
complain about the removal of veteran 
preference points in terms of applying 
for jobs on the Police Bureau. I inquired 
through the Personnel Department and 
was told that any existing employee in 
the City that is applying for a job does 
not qualify for veterans' preference 
points, even though they are a veteran. I 
differed with that position and I was told 
that they would look into the position. 
That has been a legal position taken by 
the Civil Service Commission, the 
Personnel Department, and I suspect the 
Law Department within City 
government. I think that most people 
knowing about it disagree with it. 


The position given to me by the 
Personnel Department was that once an 
employee is employed by the City in 
another position, they are not considered 
to be in need of the veterans’ preference 
when applying for another position within 
the City. The problem is that we're 


talking about two different types of 
positions and working as a police officer 
is certainly different from working as a 
laborer in a department. 


The point I want to make is, I 
would like this to go on record, I would 
like the City Clerk to ask, formally in 
writing, the Personnel Department and 
the Civil Service Commission for an 
explanation pertaining to this. Once the 
explanation is received, and I have heard 
rumor that they are reconsidering their 
position already, once a response is 
given, if the need exists to have a 
meeting, I think we should have one with 
them. 


The Chair: 


I would like to go one step further, 
to see what recourse this Council could 
have if they rule - this is the first time 
Tm aware of this and I think it's totally 
wrong also ~ what recourse this Council 
may have if they keep this practice up. 
If we could, perhaps, Mike, ask our Law 
Department, if we could challenge the 
Civil Service Department with our own 
attorney. 


Mr. Givens: 


The City of Pittsburgh, this 
happened once before back some ten 
years ago, I guess, Jeep and I were here, 
and this Council did, in fact, direct the 
Personnel Department to abide by both 
federal and state laws that mandate 
when veterans’ preferences can be issued 
and when they cannot be issued and the 
guidelines that are set up for that. As 
you know, I've been a strong, outspoken 
individual when it comes down to 
veterans’ rights within this Council and I 
have heard also of this just this past 
week, that this is being done. The City 
under the normal merit based personnel 
system must comply with the state and 
federal laws. We can't change those 
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laws; we must go along with them. AndTI 
don't think local municipalities have the 
prerogative to go one way or the other 
on this, or else it will be challenged in 
the courts of the land and again we'll be 
paying a nice handsome legal bill to 
debate that particular issue. I would 
hope not, that the City of Pittsburgh 
would be one of the first ones in the 
state of Pennsylvania to try to do this 
and the fact that we have almost 228,000 
veterans in just Allegheny County 
alone. Many of them, naturally, are in 
the City of Pittsburgh; that's about one 
in every five man, woman or child here 
in this county. So, let that be a guidance 
as to the Administration, to our 
Personnel Department, or anybody else 
who tries to change this. It's not going 
to happen here in Pittsburgh. 


Michelle Madoff: 


Mr. President, I was going to take 
up from where you left off. I heard 
about it by reading the editorial; thank 
God for the media that keeps the public 
informed and that's one of the reasons 
Im opposed to having any restraints put 
on information. That's where I got my 
information and they took the position 
that we're taking, that it is unjust and I 
think that we ought to make a motion 
immediately. I would suggest that Mr. 
Wagner, since he raised the issue, I was 
going to raise it, that we make a motion, 
second the motion, get a vote on it, that 
we express our displeasure with the 
Administration for even considering it 
and that it be dropped and that we do not 
take the ten points away from the 
veterans, Let's do it now and I'll talk 
about it again. I make that as a motion. 


Mr. Wagner: 


I second it and I have a comment. 


Mr. DePasquale: 


On the same subject. To elaborate 
on what Councilman Givens said, I was 
under the impression that at the 
conclusion of World War Il, under the G.I. 
Bill of Rights, that this was a guarantee 
with all Civil Service Departments 
throughout the country, that ten points 
would be given as veteran preference. 


The Chair: 


I think everyone has the same 
opinion. 


Mrs. Masloff: 


Yes, but the point is that the Law 
Department or the Civil Service 
Commission holds that they already got 
their ten points when they originally 
applied. It's only when they want to 
change jobs and want an additional ten 
points. I'm not holding with it but that's 
the stand that they've taken. 


The Chair: 


If I want to take a test to be a 
police officer, I want my ten points. 


Mrs. Masloff: 


But you already got them when you 
got your original job. I'm not saying 
that's right. 


Mr. Wagner: 


If I may respond to Sophie Masloff, 
the problem is that those individuals did 
not get ten points in applying for the jobs 
and did not have an advantage when they 
originally applied for jobs in the City. 
The ten points veterans' preference 
applies only to certain job categories and 
the job category which they are now 
applying for, which is police officers, 
you're entitled to ten points veterans’ 
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preference, whereas in these other jobs 
these individuals do not receive that. 


Mrs. Masloff: 
I thought they did. 


Mr. Wagner: 


And, the Administration and the — 


Civil Service Commission are ruling that 
they are not entitled to it. And I firmly 
believe they've made an error in the 
position they've taken and I think this 
Council should challenge them and I 
would also suggest that we have a post 
agenda this coming Wednesday pertaining 
to it and that all appropriate parties be 
asked to attend that meeting. 


Michelle Madoff: 


You know, we can call post agendas 
and we can have hearings and we spend 
all our time here instead of getting our 
work done. I'm working on a project on 
tracking hazardous chemicals across the 
nation, We've been out in Colorado; I'm 
trying to get to Washington to work on 
something to do with bringing our taxes 
down, I think we understand what the 
issue is and that's why I moved, and it 
has been seconded, that we express our 
displeasure and let's get on with it and 
let's vote on it now and if you want to 
have a post agenda, go ahead. 


The Chair: 


That's what he wants, a post 
agenda, and that's what he will have.

Mr. President, we have another 
resolution here today, congratulatory in 
nature, and I'd like to ask a City 
employee, Mr. Richard Bruce, to step 
forward and also his superior, Mr. Paul 
Imhoff. 


This, as I indicated, is a 
complimentary resolution for a bureau 
which is part of the Public Safety 
Department. 


Mr. Wagner presents 


No. 3041 WHEREAS, the "Paint 
Your Heart Out Pittsburgh" program 
pulls together volunteers from 
throughout the City in an effort to paint 
selected homes of the poor, the elderly 
and the physically disabled; and 


WHEREAS, this program is 
sponsored by the City of Pittsburgh, the 
Urban Redevelopment Authority, the 
PPG Foundation, the Pittsburgh 
Foundation, ACTION-Housing, Equitable 
Gas and the Pappan Family restaurant 
chain; and 


WHEREAS, Richard Bruce, an 
administrator in the Bureau of Building 
Inspection, introduced the concept to 
Pittsburgh as part of the City’s Neighbor 
Fair '86, forming crews consisting of 
local professional painters, contractors, 
and City employees; and 


WHEREAS, this year the program 
has grown significantly, targeting about 
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40 houses in 21 neighborhoods, once © 


again relying on private donations and 
volunteer labor to sustain this successful 
community effort; and 


WHEREAS, as an offshoot of the 
house painting program, the BBI has 
initiated a new "Cement Your Heart in 
Pittsburgh" project to conduct sidewalk 
repairs for the elderly, poor and 
handicapped, making Pittsburgh the first 
city in the nation to begin such a 
pavement program; and 


WHEREAS, this program will also 
be .substantially funded by donations 
from suppliers and installers of cement 
sidewalks in return for a tax write-off on 
their company's services, 


NOW, THEREFORE, BE Ir 
RESOLVED, that the Council of the City 
of Pittsburgh hereby commends Richard 
Bruce of the Bureau of Building 
Inspection for developing these two 
imaginative and successful property

Mr. Wagner moved to adopt the 
resolution. 


Michelle Madoff seconded the motion. 
Which motion prevailed. 
Mr. Wagner: 

I would just like to comment prior 
to asking Richard Bruce to say a few 
words and possibly Paul Imhoff, that both 


of these programs have truly been an 
asset to our neighborhoods and to homes 


in those neighborhoods, the one is just 
being initiated, the Cement Program, to 
beautify homes that are owned by people 
that really are not capable of doing it 
themselves. So, consequently, I think it's 
a great tribute to you and to the Bureau 
of Building Inspection. 


Mr. Bruce: 


Thank you very much. I want to 
thank Jack for introducing the bill. It's 
not really me that should be getting all 
the credit, it's the people that I work 
with and the committee that we have put 
together here in the City. I get a little 
nervous when I get up and with 
something like this it just is part of me 
to help the people. 


We've always before been the bad 
guy at the Bureau of Building Inspection 
and what we're going to do is try to be 
the good guy for a change and that's 
when I first found this program in New 
York at a seminar, I thought it would be 
excellent for the City of Pittsburgh 
because of the neighborliness of the City 
and all of you involved in volunteerism 
here in the City of Pittsburgh. As Jack 
says, you've got a lot of neighborhoods 
here and you've got a lot of neighbors 
that are willing to do.different things for 
people within their community. Based on 
that, when I came back to Pittsburgh I 
contacted Mina Gerall and through the 
Mayor and the Mayor's Office we worked 
out the idea and formed a committee of 
different people from the Neighborhoods 
For Living, my office, Pat Walker, Mary 
Lou Daniels, the Clean City Committee, 
and the Mayor's Office and we now have 
a committee basically, and I like this 
type of committee, it's all beauty and 
myself. So, it gets very interesting at 
times, 


Td like to thank also at this time 
the sponsors of the program. As 
Councilman Wagner said, we've added a 
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lot more people to the program this year; 
we're glad to add Patrick Media. All of 
these people are putting out teams this 
year, Boron Oit Company. All these 
different companies have come forth and 
we're getting more and more each year. 


I originally wanted to do 100 houses 


this year and they talked me down to - 


50. We're down to about 40 some now 
but we're going to do 40 some houses in 
one day and that's this coming 
Saturday. I hope it doesn't rain so I'm 
hoping everybody prays for now rain on 
Saturday because we sure need it. 


The other people that I wanted to 
thank are all the people that come out 
there and are going to work in this type 
of humidity; on Saturday it's going to be 
awfully hot, as it was last July. I want 
to thank these 400 to 500 volunteers that 
are going to come out and put ina hard 
day's work. We usually thank them with 
a picnic but that's not enough; they 
really need an applause from the people 
in the community. 


Michelle Madoff: 


How do you get it? What phone 
number do you have for people who 
might want to help? 


Mr. Bruce: 


That's 642-2770; that's the Clean 
City Committee. 


What we'd like to do next year is do 
more houses, so-we want more of the 
corporate community to get involved and 
all put out teams and get more into the 
corporate community and then to more 
painters getting involved. 


Mrs, Masloff: 
Mr. Bruce, we ought to point out 
that Mayor Caliguiri and Mr. Woods did 





some — They painted last year. 
Mr. Bruce: 


T'm sorry. It was Ben who painted 
last year, Mark Pollock and “Steve 
Grabowski. They all painted last year. 


Michelle Madoff: 


Does. Mobay or DuPont give you 
paint? : 


Mr. Bruce: 


PPG Foundation gavé- us the 
$10,000 this year. 


Michelle Madoff: 


TH bet you Mobay and: DuPont 
would be willing to contribute paint. 


Mr. Bruce: 


‘We're looking for more next year 
and we're hoping to do more houses. I'd 
like to do 100 houses next year. 


I think that this could be a spin-off 
for other things; it's not only the paint 
program. Tonight I'm meeting with one 
of the community groups up in Perry 
Hilltop and they're’ going to tie it 
together with a clean-up campaign in tlie 
area the same day and we're providing a 
dumpster to clean up the streets and 
some of the lots around the area at the 
same time. 


Mr. DePasquale: 


Rich, you're obviously, all of you, 
to be commended for the program and J 
have a question to ask in regards to the 
painting of a home. Does the person 
have to be approached or can ‘they 
approach somebody? 
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Mr, Bruce: 


We've had numerous calls to the 
office itself. It was advertised through 
the different community groups; all the 
community groups got letters in the 
mail. 


Mr. DePasquale: 


We have a problem probably very 
familiar; right across the street, for 
some reason or other, for 15 years, the 
woman just refuses to paint the house. 
They neighbors have even said they 
would contribute the money to get paint 
but she just won't do anything about it. 
She may do it with this program; I don't 
know. 


Mr. Bruce: 


We have qualifications. We use the 
WIC guidelines with the income 
limitations to qualify the people. It's the 
same way with the Cement Program. IfI 
can put in a plug, we have approximately 
another 30 sidewalks to do and we 
definitely need sidewalk contractors. 
When we did the program with Wayne 
VanDine, we ended up getting more 
people that needed sidewalks and we 
don't have enough installers at the 
present time. So, I definitely need more 
installers for the concrete program at 
this time. 


Michelle Madoff: 


May I respectfully suggest, Mr. 
Bruce, because you do super work for the 
City and you exemplify everything good 
about government and I personally want 
to thank you, may I suggest that you 
contact Equitable Gas, Duquesne Light 
and Peoples. They have programs for 
funding. 





Mr. Bruce: 
We already get from Equitable. 
Michelle Madoff: 


Let me tell you what I'm talking 
about. Not for what you're talking about 
but for, you know how we say to give a 
dollar to help someone who can't. pay 
their bill? There are houses that lose as 
much energy or cost as much to heat as 
Mansions, and they're only two bedroom 
houses, because they have great big 
cracks in the walls. If we could do 
something about making the houses 
energy improved, that would go a long 
way to bring utility bills down for people 
who have to choose between eating and 
keeping warm. And while you're out 
there cementing, there might be some 
people who might start thinking about 
insulation, replacing windows. 


Mr. Bruce: 


Let me explain what we've done on 
that. Every application that has come 
into our office, we've already keyed 
them into the smoke detector program 
that I started approximately six years 
ago and we're already keying them into 
the WIC program, the locks, the cement 
program. They're being keyed in to 
every program that we have available at 
this time. 


Michelle Madoff: 


My problem is that you do know 
that Duquesne Light has asked for a third 
increase on their bills and people can't 
afford what they're paying now. That's 
probably going to be more of a priority 
than painting a house, if you can insulate 
the house to keep the utility bill down, 
And I would like you, if you would, to 
consider that. 
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Mr. Imhoff: 


T'd just like to take the opportunity 
to thank Rich. He's one of our workers 
and what you saw when he first got up 
here was an expression of sincerity, 
believe me. Rich gets some of these 
older people on the phone down in our 


office and he's in tears more often than - 


not. He's always trying to help somebody 
and the programs that he's coming up 
with are spin-offs of some of the 
meetings that he has been to around the 
country. The Paint Your Heart Out 
Program was just something that he 
brought back and he expanded that for 
cement and he's got so many ideas that 
we'll have to sit down for a couple hours 
and reserve time just to talk about the 
programs that he wants to come up with. 


But all in all, it’s nice to have 
someone who comes up with something 
that's positive for the office because 
we're always sending out notices that 
cost people money. Here's one that gives 
the elderly people something for nothing 
and makes the neighborhood look 
better. So, I'd like to congratulate Rich 
for being that forward with the programs 
and trying to do something for the 
Bureau and for the City. 


‘The Chair: 
Thank you very much. 
Michelle Madoff: 


I want to share with you a letter 
that I've just sent to Mr. Frank 
Lucchino. It was sent hand-delivered 
with receipts requested to both of his 
offices, his private practices and that of 
County Controller. This document 
arrived with the black-outs on it the 
other day and I just got a copy about ten 
minutes before we came into Council and 
I couldn't distribute it earlier because I 
didn't have the copy. It's to Mr.. Frank 


Lucchino, Controlier, AHegheny County, 
102 Court House, Pittsburgh, PA. 


"Dear Mr. Lucchino: 


Enclosed is a copy of a 1986 City 
of Pittsburgh General Obligation Bond in 
the amount of $63,510,000 which has just 
come to my attention that includes your 
law firm, Grogan, Graffam, McGinley 
and Lucchino, as one of the co-bond 
counsels, 


As a Chairman of the City of 
Pittsburgh Democratic Committee I 
believe it is unethical for your firm to 
generate income from the City of 
Pittsburgh, This is simply a question of 
the moral ethics versus the legal ethics 
and the appearance of impropriety. You 
can't have it both ways. 


The appearance of impropriety 
alone should give you some pause and I 
would urge you to either resign your 
position as a City Democrat Chairman 
and all the power and clout that position 
wields or to refrain from making a profit 
either as an individual or as a member of 
the firm that generates your income by 
doing business with the City. 


Your prompt attention to this 
matter would be greatly appreciated." 


Now, I know that the media has 
done a number of articles on the conflict 
of those who get bonds, but certainly the 
Chairman of the City Democratic 
Committee should exempt himself and 
his firm from making any money at the 
public trough when indeed — 


We were just told — We called the 
Water and Sewer Authority and Alcosan 
today and found out that Mr. Lucchino's 
firm does not do any business with those 
agencies, and I was very pleased to hear 
that. But I understand that we have an 
Allegheny County Redevelopment 
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Authority Bond and a Home Improvement 
Revenue Bond something to the tune of 
$12 million that his firm is somewhat 
involved in, And he is the. County 
Controller? 


Now, I am sure that the Ethics 
Commission would rule that it is 
perfectly legal’ because I know when I 
had a sweetheart contract with 
Insituform and I asked for an opinion 
from the Ethics Commission, I was told 
that it was perfectly legal for me to 
represent Insituform which was a 
company that repaired sewer lines by 
going down a manhole and coming out 
another manhole and doing it in two days 
instead of keeping a street torn up for 
months, sometimes six months like we 


did on Craig Street. I was given a letter 


from the Law Department saying it was 
legal; I was give a letter from the Water 
and Sewer Authority saying it was 
legal. The media questioned, and I 
questioned, whether it was really legal - 
excuse me, ethical, not legal; it was 
legal. My gut said, how can I sit as a 
member of Council, review the salaries 
of people ‘in the Water and Sewer 
Authority, Construction, and represent a 
company that was putting in sewer 
lines? And even though everyone said it 
was perfectly legal, I felt that the 
decision I had to make, and boy it was a 
sweetheart contract, it was an evergreen 
contract which means that I got paid 
once they did one bit of work in any of 
the cities, anytime they did any work for 
the next ten years I got one percent and 
we're talking about one percent of a 
million dollars; they could do anything. 
But I couldn't morally, ethically, accept 
that kind of money because I felt in my 
heart that it was a conflict of interest. 


I also spoke to the Mayor later who 
had thought there was no problem and 
said, "Dick, how can I go to Mr. 
McDermott and say, how about some 
work for Insituform?" He said, "Well, 








you wouldn't do that." And I said, "Of 
coursé I would do that; that's what I was 
hired for." Therefore, I believe it's a 
conflict of interest and Dick agreed with 
me that indeed it was a conflict of 
interest. 7 


I believe that while it may legally 


* be perfectly acceptable for “Mr. 


Lucchino's firm to be co-bond counsel or 
do counseling for the City and the 
County, I don't think that he should be 
Controller of the County if he's going to 
get bond issues or his firm is going to get 
it. I just got that information this 
moment. And certainly he should resign 
as Chairman of the Democratic City 
Committee because the political power 
that he wields is absolutely 
immeasurable. 


I think Mr. Lucchino is an 
honorable man and I would hope that he 
would take my letter in the spirit in 
which it is intended. This is not a 
personal issue; it is strictly dealing with 
an issue. I would hope that he would 
think about it, perhaps he never thought 
about it before, and would indeed either 
refrain from doing any contracts 
anymore as bond counsel for the County 
or the City or any authority in the City 
or resign as Controller and as the 
Chairman of the City Committee. 


Mr. O'Malley: 


Same subject. I think Michelle is 
to be commended for bringing this 
forward. I think everybody is well aware 
that Mr. Lucchino has been making 
money from the public troughs — 


Michelle Madoff: 


I was never aware; I just heard it 
the other day. 
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Mr. O'Malley: 


7 Well the press is aware; the press 
has been aware that Frank Lucchino's 
law firm has been doing bond business in 
the City .of Pittsburgh but for some 
reason they chose not to print it. It has 
also done a number of other bond issues; 


1. think it's. the Municipal Hospital . 


Authority which is all the municipalities 
in the City of Pittsburgh. He's done one 
for $150 million and has done a second 
one, I believe, for $140 million, and I 
have those bond issues in my office that 
people can substantiate them. 


What surprises ,me about this is 
that Frank Lucchino did an audit on 
Alcosan where, he was very critical’ of 
the cost that Alcosan paid; I believe it 
was 2.1 or 2.2 percent for Alcosan to 
float the bond issues. Well, many of 
these bond issues that Frank Lucchino 
was involved in, the cost was the same or 
the cost was more. I think out of that 
142 page audit that Mr. Lucchino did on 
Alcosan, him being Chairman of the 
Democratic Party, him being County 
Controller, him being involved in bond 
issues with County municipalities, I think 
is as serious or damaging. as anything 
that was in the Alcosan report. 


I also disagree with Michelle 
Madoff; I think it is in complete conflict 
of the State Ethics Bureau, And I think 
as Michellle said, not only do you point 
the gun but somebody should fire the 
gun. I think Michelle should fire this 
gun; she brought this out so let Michelle 
ask.the State Ethics Committee if there 
is any violation here and I'll supply her 
with half a dozen bond issues that Mr. 
Lucchino's firm has done. I think he is in 
conflict of interest. 


Michelle Madoff: 


The question has been raised 


repeatedly as to why — You know, this © 





Council has dealt with Alcosan for eight 
years because I've raised the question for 
eight years. The question was asked, 
how did Mr. Lucchino stiddenly discover 
all these things and why did he do the 
audit? We all know he was asked by the 
Commissioners to do it. pe: 


Mr. O'Malley: 
No, he was asked by me to do it. 
Michelle Madoff: 


Excuse me, by Mr. O'Malley. I 
don't mind you correcting me. If Mr. 
Lucchino is a public servant and. the 
Controller of the County, and I've been 
informed that the bulk of the rate payers 
for Alcosan were non-City residents but 
County residents, where is the County 
Controller? Why didn’t he say, "Why 
should I not be doing an audit?" Why did 
he have to wait to be asked? 


The reason I raise that is how it 
ties in. Is it one of these things that we 
stay quiet because there are so many 
conflicts we stir up so many other pots, 
we -raise other. issues, people start to 
look at. everything? I.think that Mr. 
Lucchino unwittingly, I would like to give 
him credit that he did it unwittingly, has 
put himself in a very precarious position 
that perhaps he didn't realize that this 
certainly has the appearance of a 
conflict and I ask him respectfully to 
please consider what was in my letter 
which was only to resign as the City of 
Pittsburgh Democratic Chairman but 
also to refrain from doing County bonds 
unless he resigns as Controller of the 
County. Thank you, 


The Chair: 


Okay, on a different subject. Mr, 
Pollock. . 
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Mr. Pollock: 


I hate to change the tone but on a 
more positive note I think this Council 
should note that the Independence Day 
issue of Newsweek Magazine which had a 
cover story entitled "A Celebration of 
Heroes Past and Present" had an article 
in it and the cover story was entitled "A 
51-Gun Salute To Everyday Heroes” in 
which Newsweek selected a person from 
every state and the District of Columbia 
to honor as an everyday hero. The 
everyday hero that Newsweek selected 
from Pennsylvania was none other than 
our own Theresa Rocco. It has a nice 
little piece about her and I think she 
should be commended and Council should 
note this, 


The Chair: 
Tagree, 
Mr, Pollock: 


On another matter. I introduced 
two bills today; one was a transfer of 
$200,000 from Code Account 10 and the 
other was a transfer of $250,000 from 
the ULO Account, Unencumbered 
Balance. Both of these were being 
transferred into the JTPA Program 2 
Trust Fund. I just want to take a second 
to explain what is happening here. 


As we all know, the City of 
Pittsburgh, in conjunction with the 
School District of Pittsburgh, sponsors a 
summer youths job program. In 1986 
there was a total allocation of over $2.5 
million which funded about 2200 children 
for summer jobs. In 1987, the Federal 
Government cut the amount of money we 
received, so we only received about $1.7 
million which was about 37 percent less 
than what we had available. So, we were 
forced to cut back 700 children from 
having summer jobs. I should note that 
these are all jobs that are based on a 


definite need requirement; there are no 
paybacks to anybody or political favors 
or anything like that. These are low- 
income, needy children who get these 
summer jobs. So I, along with the City 
Controller's Office and the Mayor's 
Office, was trying to find a way to come 
up with the money to pick up the slack 
from the Federal Government. The two 
bills that I introduced today are attempts 
to do this. Let me explain what they 
are. 


The $200,000 from Code Account 
10 is money that the City Controller's 
Office found by going through different 
pieces of legislation that Council 
approved for professional service 
contracts that were approved at a 
certain amount and when the work came 
in it came in at a less amount than what 
Council had approved. I think there are 
about seven or eight different pieces of 
legislation for services that they found 
totaling about $220,000. So that's that 
$200,000. 


Now, in talking with the City 
Budget Office, there is some dispute as 
to whether or not that actually is "found 
money” or whether it's not still money 
that comes out of our budget that was, in 
fact, anticipated. 


The Mayor informed me_ this 
morning that the Department of Housing 
and Urban Development, HUD, is in fact 
sending us an extra quarter million 
dollars this year, in fact, it should be in 
this week, as extra actual found money 
in the Community Development Block 
Grant Program, ULO. As we all know on 
Council and the public doesn't, when we 
receive ULO money which is Unspecified 
Local Option, which means that we get 
federal doliars which we're not required 
to previously announce, we can use it for 
any community development benefit that 
we want, we split it with the Mayor. He 


. has committed his $125,000 to the 
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summer jobs program and if, in fact, we 
do receive this check from HUD for a 
quarter of a million, I propose that 
Council as a body use its share of that 
ULO money for the summer jobs program 
as well. So, if we have that $250,000 
kicked in, we will in fact be able to hire 
all of the children whose names are on 


the waiting list now. Because of the 


lateness of it, some other children 
already received other jobs or they 
weren't available. There are about 300 
names on the waiting list. 


It should also be noted that the 
Pittsburgh Foundation gave the City, out 
of the goodness of its collective heart, 
$100,000 to this program. So with that 
$100,000 from the Pittsburgh Foundation 
and if we could kick in this quarter of a 
million, we should be able to hire all of 
the summer youths whose names are on 
the list. 


T waived Rule 8 on both of these so 
they'll be on the agenda this 
Wednesday. I would suggest that if the 
money is forthcoming from HUD, that 
we do go clearly that way and not use 
budget dollars or tax dollars but rather 
use the Unspecified Local Option, I 
wanted to explain what was going on. 


Michelle Madoff: 


Mr. President and members of 
Council, on another subject. I don't 
know, many times you've said and I've 
said and a lot of us have said that we're 
tired of getting our news from the 
media. I must say that I got a very brief 
update from the media about a repetition 
of what is happening in other cities, four 
black youths being pursued by white 
youths yelling ethnic slurs. 


I would like to request that this 
Wednesday we have somebody from the 
Police Department, the appropriate 
committee, perhaps Mr. Wagner would be 


willing to follow through and find the 
appropriate person, to address this 
Council and to tell us what indeed did 
happen and what plans are being taken to 
protect people from that kind of 
reprehensible behavior. It's a first step 
towards what happened in the Hitler 
era. It is horrible; we don't want to go 
backwards, and I think this Council ought 
to think on Monday about a resolution 
about the appointment of the new 
judge. I oppose him very strenuously. I 
would hope that this Council would take 
@ position in opposition ~ I don't want to 
mention his name - I think we need to 
take a position and let our Legislators 
know are going to have to vote against 
that appointment,

Discussion. Mr. President and 
members of Council, I indicated quite 
clearly last Wednesday my position on 
that issue and first of all, that I will 
abstain on my vote because I am a 
member of that authority. I would also 
like my comments brought forward for 
the record and just briefly I would like to 
say that Mr. Turner is a financial person, 
a financial expert. He was on the 
budget. He was responsible for the 
budget of the City of Pittsburgh and I 
firmly believe that the Water and Sewer 
Authority has many capable people in the 
budget area, in the financial area. We 
have the Financial Director, Mr. Jacoby, 
we have the Treasurer, Mr. Young, we 
have the Chairman, Mr. Roddey, all of 
which are financial people, and I think 
the Water and Sewer Authority has a 
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rare opportunity to get some expertise in 
the area of Water, and that seems to be, 
I think, pretty sensible on that 
Authority. It is the Water and Sewer 
Authority and there is not a person on 
the Water and Sewer Authority that is, 
quite frankly, knowledgeable in Water. 
For that reason, I firmly believe that the 


Administration, meaning the Mayor, . 


should pursue someone with that type of 
expertise. That is one of the reasons 
why, if I were to vote in the affirmative 
or the negative I would vote in the 
negative, not against the candidate but 
against the fact that the Water and 
Sewer Authority could and should have 
someone with that type of expertise on 
it. 


Michelle Madoff: 


Mr. President, if I'm correct, 
Robert's Rules, and I think perhaps my 
colleagues are not aware of it, states, 
and I think we've all violated the rule, is 
that you're not even allowed to discuss 
something that is inappropriate to vote 
on, and I think we've all broken that 
rule. But I think we should have a ruling 
from the Parliamentarian on that. We 
are not allowed to discuss an issue if 
we're not going to vote on it, if it's 
something inappropriate to vote on 
because it's conflict. 


The Chair: 
No, 
Michelle Madoff: 


Getting back to the issue, I believe 
that Mr. Cosentino, head of the Water 
Department for the City of Pittsburgh 
and who has years of experience as an 
engineer in Water, is a resource person 
to the Water and Sewer Authority. And 
while I share some of the same concerns 
that my colleague Mr. Wagner does, here 
we had a Director for four years and 


every time we had him to the table on 
the issues of not knowing where our 
infrastructures, why they weren't on 
computers, why we didn't have the 
correct information, you always said he 
was only here a year, then he was only 
here two years, then he was only here 
three years, and finally, thanks to glory, 
he's gone. There needs to be a lot more 
Administration influence from the Water 
and Sewer Authority as opposed to just 
saying turn that over to the City and let 
them do whatever they want to do. 


On the other hand, while I have a 
personal antithesis to Mr. Turner, and I 
stated that and I'd like my comments to 
be brought forward and my interaction 
with Mr. Turner, nevertheless, I have 
been asked by Mr. Donahoe and by Mr. 
Jacoby who tell me that when he was a 
City employee and worked on the budget, 
that he worked harder and was perhaps 
one of the most competent people. So, 
I'm willing to give him a chance to do 
something about all the misfeasance and 
malfeasance that has gone on at Alcosan 
and see if you can straighten out the 
financial issues there and so I'm going to 
vote for him,

Michelle Madoff: 


You might also want to check Mr. Turner as to who the bond 
counsel people are and the underwriters to the bond council. I 
understand -- I have not had it confirmed yet, we are waiting 
for a copy, but I understand Mr. Lucchino'’s firm was the counsel 
to the underwriter counsel and that the bond was $100 million. 

I remember when this Council voted to form the Water and Sewer 
Authority at a vote of 5/4. It was a very close vote. I was 
Opposed to it then, and I am opposed to it now. We are raising 
rates. If we were going to raise rates, we should have had the 
courage to say we were going to raise the rates and instead of 
adding onto that rate also the debt service of the bond which is 
taxing generations to come -- you were a part of that -~ and 
that money would be used to repair the lines, meaning the 


.increased rates are what is paying for repairing the lines. We 


didn't need that bond. We didn't need to form a Water and Sewer 
Authority, Excuse me. We did need the bond, but not the Water 
and Sewer Authority. It should have been done in-house, kept in 
this Council. There are many ways you can issue bonds. 


You have not been one of my favorites. I am very 
straightforward. I don't say anything behind your back that I 
don't say to your face. I want to refresh my antithesis, and my 
reason I have never liked you is that you worked for the Economy 
League, and you wrote a report saying the fiscal state of 
Pittsburgh was going to be a disaster, and you outlined what the 
problems were going to be and everything you said came to 
fruition. So, you are a pretty smart guy. And then the city 
hired you, just like Mr. Stanek who use to complain about 
ALCOstench all of the time. So they hired him and pet him on 
the board and sent him on junkets. You left the Economy League 
and you came to the City of Pittsburgh and then immediately 
changed your story by putting in a new page about how you made 
mistakes and how your information was not accurate, but based on 
new information, the city was in pretty good shape. It turns 
out youc first analysis is the correct one which was the honest 
one. So, I don't have much stock in your honesty. And to me, 
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Jacoby where in essence what they said to me was that they 
reviewed the report and they shared the same concern If had and 
asked if = would come up and move into the budget office which 
had a vacancy then at that point and try to make sure to do 
whatever it took so that those financial deficits didn't occur, 


Michelle Madoff: 


If I were you, I would quit while you were ahead because 
let me point out because now you forced me to say it. You 
didn't wait until you were here a while and implement some ideas 
to improve things. You came in and immediately put a page in 
saying that report was not accurate that you were inaccurate in 
your report, and that is a lack of integrity. [If I were you, I 
would quit now and redeem yourself because I think you are a 
young man who made a mistake, and I think we ail make mistakes. 
To error is human, to forgive is ‘divine. I will be divine. 


Mr, Turner: 


What happened was that the report that was done was done in 
1981, and I joined the city in 1983, and what happened was one 
of the first tasks the city asked me do was to update the 
report, The updated report still showed that the city was 
facing financial problems. They were not as severe as they were 
in 198] because things had been implemented during that period 
that improved things. The costs didn't go up as much, The 
revenues came in higher, largly as a result of the P. G. H. 40 
program, the sale of the U.S. Steel Building, -things that were 
not anticipated at that point. So making the long~range 
projections was a major part of my job as the budget officer. Tf 
did them before I came. 1 did them while I was here. And while 
I was here, we used those projections to try to make sure the 
City didn't face major financial problems, and I think we were 
able to do a pretty good job during the period I was here. 


Michelle Madoff£: 


Except, you will admit that the city is facing terrible 
fiscal problems? 


Mr. Turner: 


The city has financial problems. 
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when you don't have that, you don't have anything. 
Now I have had calls from your friends, who happen to be my 
friends. I had calls from Dave Donahoe who said I could use his 


name. I talked to Mr. Jacoby. These are people I admire and 
respect, and they said that you are a tough cookie and you will 


go on and ask the right questions, and I'm going to vote for you 


because I'm going to give you the chance to redeem yourself with 
me, and I am going to give you the chance to act in bad faith 
and hope you will act in good faith. But I wanted you to know 
how I felt and the public to know how I felt. You can rethink 
your actions. You are a young man and maybe you will realize 
that the greatest value you have is your integrity and 

hopefully ~- I understand you worked harder than anyone else in 
the city and you came in and tried to implement ideas that would 
help what you perceived to be the problems, and all you have 
done -- which is not all, which is a good thing that you have 
done -- is you have delayed the day of reckoning which is 
productive. But the day of reckoning is upon us, and I would 
hope that when you go over to the Water and Sewer Authority you 
will ask the right questions and ask what Mr. DePasquale asked, 
why aren't the contracts out. You will find out why the bond 
counsel fees are as they are. You will find out why we issues 
bonds, who the bond underwriters are, and could we get it done 
cheaper elsewhere, and we will look at some of the work going on 
in the field on Water and Sewer Authority. And if you don't 
have enough information, I will be happy to furnish you with a 
pile about two feet high. 


I just asked a question of what is going on right now. I 
get calls all the time. People who work there who have never 
been consulted on what is being done, they tell me nobody is in 
charge and knows what is happening, and I would hope that you 
will be working in those areas. 


Mr. Turner: 


Councilwoman, I appreciate your vote. The only thing I 
might want to point out -- you are correct that I did a report 
at the Economy League indicating that if the city did not change 
their spending habits that they would face major financial 
deficits in a the very short term. What happened after that 
report, because I remember it very clearly, is that I was asked 
to attend a meeting with David Matter, Ron Schmeiser, George

Michelle Madoff: 


Terrible financial problems. We are going to have to raise 
the money to pay our bills or we are going to have to cut back 
on services. And we better let the public know that. I talked 
to most of the Administration. I don't think there seems to be 
any disagreement. There is planned a meeting in November, 
Statewide -- I guess you know about that -- to try to do 
something with the Governor to zero in on the crucial 
practically zero hour of what we are going to do to save the 
cities by coming up with some type of tax relief. 


I am convening a task force, and I think I am going to let 
it go until after that meeting in November, because there is no 
point is having everybody have input and Dave said he would be 
happy to address the task force but there is no point in doing 
this until we know if we are going to get relief from the State. 
So, I am not trying to do something for the sake of spinning my 
wheels or getting some press coverage. I am going to wait until 
the appropriate time and at that point then convene the task 
force. I think that makes some sense. 


Now I am willing to forgive and forget because there may be 
some validity to what you just said. At the time I got the 
report, two weeks later you were on board. I nave a very good 
memory. I don't remember names, but I never forget situations. 


Mr. Wagner: 


Mr. Chairman, members of Council, first of all, good 
morning Mr. Turner. I am pleased that you have come in front of 
Council. 


Prior to asking a couple of questions, I just want to make 
for a point of clarification, Mr. Turner's suggested appointment 
to the Pittsburgh Water and Sewer Authority is the replacement 
of a member which resigned voluntarily, Mr. Creehan. His term 
was to expire, December, 1981. I would just like to say that f 
know there has been a lot of public controversy in regard to Mr. 
Creehan as it related to ALCOSAN. I personally do not know what 
went on at ALCOSAN that deserved the public controversy, excpet 
what I have read in the newspapers. But I will say this about 
Mr. Creehan, that he has provided professional expertise to the 
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Pittsburgh Water and Sewer Authority. He has brought several 
qualities to the Board. Number one, he has been an independent 
voice on the Board; an independent voice that evaluated each 
issue on the merit of the issue. And secondly, I feel that he 
brought expertise as it related to the sewer portion of the 


Pittsburgh Water and Sewer Authority, and I think it's important © 


that everyone understand that, that the Water and Sewer 
Authority relates to the waterlines and supplying the water to 
the City and also the sewer lines that are public domain and are 
under the responsiblity of the Water and Sewer Authority. I say 
that for a couple of reasons prior to asking Mx. Turner some 
questions. To be quite frank about it, I was disappointed to 
see him resign from the Authority because I felt that on the 
Authority we had a good mix of people of various types of 
expertise, and I think that is important for all authorities. 
But the issue in front of us is Mr. Turner. 


Mx. Turner, in your opinion, what expertise do you feel 
that you bring or will bring to the Pittsburgh Water and Sewer 
Authority? 


Mr. Turner: 


I think obviously the expertise that I would bring would be 
the knowledge of financial matters which is so crucial in doing 
what the Water and Sewer Authority was created to do, and that's 
basically to revitalize the water and sewer system and to 
minimize the rate impact. So, I would think in the area of the 
financial analysis, that would be my greatest strength. 


Nc. Wagner: 


I ask that for a reason. Being a member of the Water and 
Sewer Authority, I will state right now that in the last two 
appointees to the board, Mx. Jacoby, wnich is mandated as the 
Financial Directox. When Mr. Schmeiser resigned from the City 
of P sburgh, he was no longer a member of the Water and Sewer 
Authority. That is part of the contract of appointees and two 
9£ those out of the seven must always be the Financial Director 
and the Treasucer of the City of Pittsburgh. Therefore, Mr. 
Jacoby was nominated and this Council voted, and I abstained 
because I am a member of the board, and I don't think I should 
be voting on a member that I am going to serve with. The second 
appointee to come along was Mr. Young who replaced Mr. Schillo 
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as Treasurer of the City of Pittsburgh. I did the same with 
him. I will do the same with your appointment here on City 
Council when the vote comes Monday for that reason. 


I ask you the question what expertise do you bring to the 
Board, and I have evaluated the Board in being on the Board and 
the Board is lacking something. What the Board is lacking is 
someone that is an authority on water; to be quite frank. The 
Board consists of seven members, the financial Director of the 
City, the Treasurer of the City of Pittsburgh both of which 
provide expertise in the area of finance. The chairman of the 
Board Mr. Roddey, if he brings any expertise to the Board, it is 
also in the financial area. Two other members of the Board, 
Anne Davis is the neighborhood so-called people representative 
on the Board, and she brings excellent representation from the 
public sector. The other member of the Board Joe Preston is a 
state legislator, and he brings expertise as it relates to state 
government, laws that are being passed in the state government 
and keeping us well informed of what is going on at the state 
level. And he provides good expertise in that area. I ama 
member and that is mandated as part of the original agreement as 
a member of City Council. Whatever expertise I bring, whatever 
that is, I am not sure, except for Z am sure of one thing. i 
bring an independent vote to the Board. Zi don’t think that the 
Water and Sewer Authority Board needs another financial person. 
And I was very disappointed when the Mayor suggested your name, 
not that you are not qualified in the financial area. I think 
you are extremely qualified. I know that you probably knew this 
budget in the city when you worked here as good or better than 
anyone that worked for the city. Whether t agreed with you or 
disagreed with you, I knew you were extremely knowledgeable in 
that area, and whenever I had a question about budget, you were 
the person I called; not the Financial Director or the 
Treasurer, but you, the individual responsible for the budget 
from the Administrative point of view. 


But getting back to my point, we have a tremendous 
opportunity here to put someone on the Board that knows 
something about water. I'm not an expert on water. The other 
five members of the Board are not an expert on water, and you 
are not an expert on water, and seeing that we have that 
Opportunity at this particular time, I think the Board should 
take advantage of that. I have asked for Mr. Cosentino for 
several names of people that are experts in water. I have asked 
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other people, and I would hope that the Mayor would reconsider. 
I think that your expertise is in finance, and I would just hope 
that the Administration would reconsider and also that the Water 
and Sewer Authority would reconsider, and we would utilize your 
expertise in other areas on finance rather than water. 


And let me just state that many times at Board meetings, 
that's where the Board is lost in terms of having someone 
sitting at that table that is knowledgable. And we must 
constantly refer to others. But when it comes.to financial 
matters, the people are sitting at the table that can answer the 
questions, generally speaking, and so I want to state that 
publicly, and I'm stating that mainly to my colleagues here in 
City Council, and = don't want it in any way to infer that it 
has anything to do with Jim Turner. I think it's important that 
I state my position along those lines. If you would like to 
comment, please do. 


Mr. Turner: 


T have really have no comment. I believe your concerns are 
valid. 12 would hope that the staff people associated with both 
the authority and the department would bring the necessary 
expertise to the Water Department concerning the operations, but 
I understand your position. 


Mr. Wagner: 


And = would even ask my colleagues -- it’s probably 
suggested that a final vote come Monday, and I would even ask 
that it be delayed prior to and during the interim period to sit 
down with the Mayor and reconsider and see if we can find 
someone, a cetired individual from the City of Pittsburgh. 
Several names had been posed to me. I am not going to submit a 
name because I don't think the Mayor would agree with it, to be 
quite frank. But I would like to see the Mayor submit a name, 
someone who is an expert in water. 


Michelle Madoff: 
A couple of items = want to make sure are aired. How long 


was Mr. Daryl Smith the director of the Water Department, do you 
recall? 
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Mr. Turner: 
I would guess about three years. 


Michelle Madoff: 


Everytime I called him to task on why we did not have 
modernization of the computer system, why we did not know the 
infrastructure, why there were no schematics he said he has only 
been here a year and then the next one he was only here two 
years and then three years. And Mr. Schillo who said up front, 
and I respect him for that -- he said things are in chaos. "We 
don't know where our water lines are, and we don't know what is 
going on." I'm sorzcy to say and everybody knew I was not a fan 
of Daryl Smith, I think he was a disaster and perhaps with the 
kind of the thing Mr. Wagner is stating, he was an 
administrator, and perhaps an excellent one, perhaps in another 
area. He did not have expertise in the field of water, per se. 
So, what I did, so everything could run smoothly and not be in 
advisarial role with the Administration was to put in the budget 
a second in command who was indeed an engineer. That job was 
never filled. That is outrageous. If anyone were to interview 
all of the water employees in a private one-on-one session, we 
would all learn, what all of us have bothered to find out know, 
that McNamara is a disaster. We are not talking about the FOP. 
We are talking about Jim McNamara. Those kinds of things have 
to be addressed. I am confused and perhaps you can help me and 
I might, if I may, Mr. Cosentino, would you come to table 
please. 





The Chair: 


No, we can't allow that. 





Michelle Madoff: 


I want to ask him a question if he gives expertise on the 
water. Does he supply to the Board the technical know-how. 
Certainly that is his background. I want to know we are 
going to have this void that Mr. Wagner has zeroed in on and 
whether that void is going to be filled, and I don't think there 
is anything wrong with asking the question, and I can only ask 
it of the people who know the answer. 
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The Chair: 


It's up to the Mayor to make the appointments. 
Michelle Madoff£: 


I have no problem with the appointment. I want to know 
whether that void is filled so I know how to vote on this. 


The Chair: 


I 


think Mr. Turner answered the question. 
Michelle Madoff: 


Is there someone -- does Mr. Cosentino sit at the meetings? 
Mr. Turner: 


Yes. 


Michelle Madoff: 


So, if you need technical input, it's there? 
Mr. Turner: 


Yes. 
Michelle Madoff: 


Lord knows he is an expert. 


He's not as tough as you are, 
and we need somebody tough. 


You may be a great team. 
Mr. Turner: 


He attends all meetings, and Councilman Wagner please 
correct me if I am wrong, but it's my belief that when there is 
a@ question related to it that it would be addressed to him and 
that generally there is also a representative of the Water 
Department there also; as well as engineering and construction. 
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Mr. Wagner: 


If I may comment. Yes, you are right. He is always there, 
but the important point you have to remember is, he doesn't have 
a vote, He works for the seven directors of the authority and 
that's the important factor here. The important factor here is 
that someone sitting at the table has expertise and a vote. The 
vote is the critical item. 


Michelle Madoff: 


I disagree, and it's my turn to talk. I would suggest that 
the vote is done by somebody who is bright enough and 
intelligent enough to disseminate the information and if you 
have a person available to you as a resource person that is good 

. enough if you are an honorable person to make an honorable vote. 
I don't think you need to have someone there to vote who is 
actually an engineer. If I were on the Board of ALCOSAN, if 
this Council would have been smart enough to put me on -- i 
wouldn't go on now with what has happened and the fact that i 
have attacked ALCOSAN and have a pending lawsuit hopefully -- it 
would be appropriate. My background is energy and environment. 
I consult in the field of water. I know about working with 
companies and preventing water problems and what needs to be 
done and the treatment of water plants and whom my resource 
people are. I would have been the most likely candidate. I was 
not put on because it was a political appointment. The good oid 
boy system. So, I don't think you need to have an expertise in 
engineering. JI think you need to have resoure, and i think you 
are saying that you do have that resource, is that correct? 


Mr. Turner: 
That is correct. 
Michelle Madoff£: 


ALCOSAN does handle your waste effluent? If Mr. DePasquale 
knew anything, he would know that ALCOSAN does handle the 
effluent from your discharge of your waste, and we are being 
charged for that, and I have some questions on whether that is a 
reasonable charge and whether they are going to be able to 
continue to do that under the new DER act, and I am having a lot 
of thoughts and I am a little tired today, but that is the kind 


of thing I would hope you would also look at. Thank you very much,

WHEREAS, the argument that the 
death penalty is the ultimate means of 
preventing young offenders from 
committing more offenses rejects the 
alternative of rehabilitation and, while 
some deem this a satisfactory decision 
where the offender is an older recidivist 
who shows no desire or ability to change, 
the nature of young people is that they 
will mature, almost always in directions 
more acceptable to society; and 


WHEREAS, because young people 
have no meaningful concept of death, the 
death penalty is not a deterrent and may, 
in fact, be just the opposite, for when 
youth know that certain behavior could 
result in their death, they often seem 
attracted to it, as witnessed by their

I believe that anybody that is 
old enough to be drafted into the service, 
that is old enough to vote in this country, 
is certainly responsible for his actions, 
and that has to be at the age of 18, 


Also, Mr. Pollock, in your last 
paragraph, I think it's the last sentence, 
it says to urge Robert P. Casey to 
support this pro-life legislation. I don't 
consider this to be pro-life legislation. 
Pro-life legislation, to me, is for the 
unborn child and I believe that this 
phrase, the way it is presented to us, is 
misrepresenting this resolution. 
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Therefore, I vote against it and I urge my 
colleagues to vote against it.

Shame on the Conference of 
Catholic Bishops. Shame on them. And 
T'm a Catholic. 


Mr. Wagner: 


T have a question I'd like to ask Mr, 
Pollock. What is the present age 
restriction today seeing that this bill 
suggests no one under the age of 21? 


Mr. Pollock: 


There is none. A nine year old 
could be executed in Pennsylvania, 


Mr, Wagner: 


The reason why I bring that up is, 
in making a comment on the legislation, 
we all know what legislation goes 
through with amendments. I would 
suspect the same debate that is going on 
here will go on when this piece of 
legislation comes up for a vote in 
Harrisburg. Quite frankly, if it passes I 
think it will be amended prior to passing. 


I also have a tendency to agree 
with certain things said in the bill, but I 
also agree with Council President’Woods 
that it seems as if the age of being an 
adult is 18. It seems as if people are 
held responsible at the age of 18 for 
many things and we are in fact changing 
that in this resolution. . 














Mr. O'Malley: 


What was the age of the youngest 
person executed in Pennsylvania. 


Mr. Pollock: 


There's someone on death row right 
now in Pennsylvania for a crime 
committed when he was 16 years old. 


Mr, Ledewitz: 


We have executed 16 year olds in 
our history but not in recent times. 


Mr. O'Malley: 


Well in recent times? Do you have 
the knowledge? 


Mr. Ledewitz: 
Ido not know, 
Mr. O'Malley: 


So it's not a common practice to 
execute children? 


Mr, Ledewitz: 


No. In fact, it is not a common 
practice to give the death penalty to 
persons who are younger than 18 or 21, 
It is an unusual event for this to happen, 


Mr. DePasquale: 


I'm going to vote for the resolution 
because I'm against the death penalty, 
period. My argument has always been 
that majority of the people in the 
electric chair are minorities and poor 
people. In fact, there's a big 
organization in the State of Pennsylvania 
that openly brags that never has a 
member of their's gone to the electric 
chair or been given the death penalty. 
So, as long as that situation exists where - 
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you have to be poor or black to go to the 


electric chair, Im in favor of the 
legislation, any legislation against the 
death penalty. 


Mr. Wagner: 


Td, like to make one further 
comment. I would strongly suggest to 
our State Legislators and our State 
Senators and our Governor, if they want 
to create a deterrent to being in a 
penitentiary and the death penalty, they 
should take young people through 
penitentiaries, I don't know how many 
people have even been in a penitentiary 
but I would like to see some type of 
action taken at the state level to do 
that. And if there was ever a deterrent, 
I believe that would be it. 


Mr. Pollock: 


I didn't draft the legislation for the 
State; it's before us as it is and it does 
say 21. But included in that, of course, 
is everyone who is under 18. And as I've 
stated, there is currently an individual on 
death row in Pennsylvania who was only 
16 years old at the time of the 
commission of the crime, 


Getting back to what President 
Woods said, it seems to me that if an 
individual doesn't have the right to buy a 
drink, or to vote, or to go into a poolhall, 
which, of course, is the case with anyone 
under 18, then it seems to be pretty 
obscene and savage that that person has 
the right to be executed for a crime that 
that individual committed. I believe it 
was Andrey Sakharov who said that 
savagery only begets savagery. My heart 
goes out to individuals who are victims 
themselves, but I don't know when a 
public execution ever brought anybody 
back,

On Bill 3051, first of all T'd like my 
discussion with Director Smith brought 
forward and secondly, I want to remind 
Council that this is the bill that will put 
the summer youths, unemployed, high 
school age, economically deprived youths 
on for summer jobs starting today if it 
passes, and I hope it will, 


Also, if it passes, I think that there 
should be a great deal of thanks given to 
the real cooperative effort, one of the 
first in recent memory, of the different 
branches of government of the City, the 
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Mayor's Office, the City. Controller's 
Office, and all of Council. This is an 
instance where no one put themselves 
first and the desire to put summer youths 
on for jobs came first. The City 
Controller's Office spent a lot of time 
going through the budget trying to find 
money. The Mayor's Office, Mark 
Zabriek went through the budget trying 
to find dollars. Everyone was trying to 
find the money somewhere. Our own 
staff, Council budget staff, my aides, 
and I'm happy to say that every name on 
the waiting list will be most likely put on 
for the five to seven week jobs that were 
cut because of the federal dollar budget 
cuts. 


So, it's good to realize that once in 
a while there is a cooperative effort 
where everybody wants to get something 
good accomplished.

"Mr. Pollock: 

Director Smith please. Motion to approve.

Can you tell Council and the public what this legislation 
is? 


Ms. Smith: 


Yes. My understanding, the bills that were submitted by 
Mr. Pollock last week--because of the funds that we're against, 
there was a problem of timing and whether the money would be 
available soon enough to implement employment activities for 
youth during the summer, so we looked at recent CDBG legislation 
that City Planning had, approved by Council, and there is a line 
item in there for the Personnel Department to operate what we're 
calling the Pittsburgh Partnership Employment Program and we've 
submitted legislation through Mr. Pollock's office to use 
$250,000.00 to provide jobs for youth during the summer--for 
JTPA eligible youth--and it will be our intent to contract this 
money with the Board of Education who is one of the major 
program operators for our summer youth program. They do have a 
waiting list of youth, they have. a.waiting list of work sites 
and we would be able to start expending the money and employing 
the youth very quickly through the resolution. 


Mr. Pollock: 


fo the best of your knowledge this is Community Block Grant 
money that was left over from 1983. 
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Ms. Smith: 


That's correct. 
Mr. Pollock: 

Does the legislation--when we talked on the phone, we were 
going to include in the legislation saying that it would be~-if 
passed--effective July 20th.

They monitor the payrolls, time and attendance and the 
supervision of the youth while they are employed for a five or 
six-week program and they have an excellent track record. They 
have been doing this with us for four years and they are 
currently doing it and this would enable us to serve more 
people. 


Mr. Pollock: 


You spoke to the age and the school age factor, but aren't 
there economic guidelines as well? 


Ms. Smith: 

Absolutely. They would need to be eligible for the JTPA 
Summer Youth Program which is an economic guideline based on 
family size and the lower living standard is determined by the 
federal government. The youth that the Board has in excess of 
what we can now serve, have already been eligible and there is a 
waiting list of youth who meet the employment opportunities. 

Mr. Pollock: 

And what would the employment be? 

Ms. Smith: 


It would be a variety of work. It could be clerical, 
cleaning weeds, labor intensive office work. 
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Mr. Pollock: 

I want to publicly thank you and your assistant, David 
Farley for all the efforts you put in to getting this 
legislation here and hopefully it will be passed and we can get 
the kids to work on Monday.

Director Lurcott one question on this please. Will this be 
Unspecified Local Option money or is it already earmarked or 
spent? 

Dir. Lurcott: 

It is suggested to be earmarked in several ways which are 
basically restoring some of the levels of funding in certain 
areas that we felt we had to cut back on at the last budget year 
because of the anticipated reduction in the block grant program 
by the effects of Gramm-Rudman and also by a recision that the 


Reagan Administration had proposed for some funding. So we had 
cut back in certain areas and Congress did not approve the 
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recision and the result was, our allocation was increased by 
this $1.8 million and we're recommending that we store monies to 
those areas that we took out from. 


Mr. Pollock: 


That's fine. Generally though as you know better than 
anybody, the CD Program is broken down that whatever the pot is, 
ten percent of that is called Unspecified Local Option. Is 
there any chance that $180,000.00 of this $1.8 million could 
then be Unspecified Local Option which means that $90,000.00 
could come to Council which means that each of us would get 
$10,000.00 and I can go back to my office and spend? 


Dir. Lurcott:; 

Certainly Council has that prerogative to do that. Where 
we are in the year and the fact that there have been included in 
this are some projects that have come up during the year and we 
have made some adjustments; we did not put in that ten percent. 
Mr. Pollock: 

The $1.8 million will go to what you suggested. 

Dir. Lurcott: 

That is what we are proposing. 

We have recommended spending the $1.8 millioin in a series 
of project restorations and a few new projects which are typical 
of the sort that Unspecified Local Option is used for during the 
year and given that it is most of the way through or at least 
into this year, we did not put ten percent aside for unspecified 
funds. : 

Mr. Pollock: 


Wasn't there legislation introduced?

That's true. It will however-~require as you know, the ULO 
money now-~although we consider it ten percent that Council can C 
decide individually on how to use, HUD now requires that we have 7 
to specify to them so we could not just put it aside for no

_It was never always ten percent for us. It was ten percent 
split and the Mayor gets five percent and we only get five 
percent. 


Don't forget also, fair is fair if I can fight Director 
Lurcott's battle. They just gave us the quarter million that we 
use for summer jobs which basically is "Unspecified Local 


Option", I mean not in the legal term ULO but it is money that 
they're allowing us to use for summer jobs which the 
Administration could have kept for their own purposes, so fair 
is fair. So the point I am making is that I think we should all

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Mr. Wagner: 


In regard to the same Mill, Mr. 
President and members of Council, 
3047. I don't think there has been enough 
discussion about it. I have looked at it 
and all I have are items indicating a 
dollar amount of which the total is about 
$1,800,000. In glancing at it, 
approximately one~half of those dollars 
are going towards administrative costs. 
These are CD monies and approximately 
one-half, the far greatest portion outside 
of Engineering and Construction, and 
even a portion of that I suspect may be 
going towards that, are going towards 
administrative costs, For example, City 
Planning, Administration, $75,000. URA, 
$323,000. And there are several others 
in here, 


It was never the intent that 
considerable portions of CD monies go 
towards administrative costs and I know 
this Council, particularly in the 
allocation of ULO funds has always tried 
to utilize those dollars towards capital 
improvement projects, permanent 
improvement projects, rather than 
simply funding of salaries on an annual 
basis, I do not know what salaries these 
are funding in these agencies; I'm not 
sure what programs they're working on. 
If the programs are only the capital 
improvement programs that are 
indicated as part of this, the salaries are 
in excess of what they should be, 


For that reason, I still think that 
Council should go through the same 
procedure with this $1.8 million that we 
have in the past and we should take an 
extra week and do that. This Council has 
not had the opportunity to do that; I 
don't think this Council should be 
dictated to by the Administration on how 
these dollars should be utilized, and for 
that reason I would like to request that 
this bill be resubmitted to Committee. 
TN make a motion to do that, simply that 


we can have some greater dialogue as to 
where these dollars are going, 


The Chair: 


There js a motion on the floor; is 
there a second? Hearing no second, the 
motion fails, 


Michelle Madoff: 


Comment on the bill. I looked over 
the bill and I recall in our dialoge during 
the time we were making those 
appropriations and each of us had our 
sort of pet issue that we felt needed 
funding - mine, as you know, was literacy 
and I think you assigned someone from 
your office to be on the literacy counsel 
and I think Mr, O'Malley did the same 
thing. We wanted to fund everybody and 
we just didn't have the money to do it 
and $40,000 was appropriated by this 
Council to go to C-TAC so that C-TAC 
would have a grants person who would go 
out and raise money for the groups who 
just couldn't raise their own money. I've 
had a long, in-depth dialogue with that 
organization and it turns out that a, they 
haven't had a director all year, and b, 
they don't want money for a grants 
person but they might start a separate 
entity that would raise money so that it 
would fund some of the groups that they 
really want to work with, groups to sort 
of get them to help themselves on the 
technical end. 


So, we're back to where we were. 
We gave the people our word that those 
groups that we couldn't fund, and the 
Mayor agreed to it and we all agreed, at 
least they had somewhere to turn and 
that money sat for the year. The money 
was taken out by a request I think from a 
group that Judge Kaplan is very active 
with, There was some federal law that 
said we couldn't use certain monies and 
we switched the monies around. It was 
just a change of dollars, it was just 
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switching from one account to the other 
and now its remained the same. 


I don't think anything significant 
has happened other than, Mr. Wagner, 
that I wish we had a lot more money to 
help a lot more groups. Everybody 
getting the money are worthwhile groups 
and I think there's -been a process put in 
place now to make sure that the groups 
account for the money and that there's 
some accountability. 


Mr. Wagner: 


T'd just like to make one final 
comment. I will abstain in my vote on 
this bill, seeing that we have not held it, 
particularly because I see a lot of 
deteriorated sidewalks in this City, I see 
a lot of deteriorated steps. True, there 
is $200,000 in here devoted to step 
reconstruction but I can take anyone on a 
tour of any neighborhood that qualifies 
for the use of these dollars and show you 
deteriorated sidewalks that belong to the 
City, 


I still think the best use of CD 
money is in permanent improvements 
rather than administrative salaries. I 
have always felt that way and I think the 
City can devote a whole lot of dollars in 
that area. TI don't believe enough has 
been devoted towards that area in 
Engineering and Construction. For that 
reason, I think Council should hold off on 
this bill and sit down and discuss these 
matters with the Administration. 


Michelle Madoff: 


I really do not like to disagree with 
Mr. Wagner who is generally, of ‘all the 
people here on Council I think he’s one of 
the three of us ard we generally agree, 
The unfortunate thing, and I don't think 
we should mislead the public, is the kind 
of dollars that we would need to do what 
needs to be done to replace all the 


sidewalks and all the steps .and 
deterioration is so significant and so 
overwhelming that it would take millions 
and millions and millions of dollars and 
there just isn't that kind of money. I 
think the Public Works Department and 
departments that deal with that issue are 
doing the very best they can with the 
limited dollars they have and 
unfortunately those dollars are’ going ‘to 
keep shrinking if we don't do something 
about our tax base. That's really what 
the gut issue is. I don't think we're going 
to solve anything. 


I could take you out and show you 
blocks — I had a letter from a woman 
today who replaced some cement, 
somebody got hurt, he wanted her 
homeowner's insurance, We had a 
resolution here one day that somebody 
gave who helps people with their homes 
and I'd like to refer this woman to that 
group, I don't recall who it was.

Mc. Pollock: 

Director, on Bilis 3019, 3020, could you explain what types 
of contracts that are provided for in these two bills? Would 
you still have to come before us subsesquently to have approval? 
Ms. Botsford: 


Any contracts that are covered under these two particular 
bills we would not have to come back to Council again for 


approval. They types of -- perhaps it would be easier if I 
explain to you what types are not covered under this 
legislation. 


Mr. Pollock: 

Okay. But you are saying, then, under 3020 you could enter 
into a services contract for -- what did you say the HVAC was, 
$150,000.00? 

Ms. Botsford: 
Any type of repair contract. 
Mr. Pollock: 

No matter the size, without coming back to us? 
Ms. Botsford: 

That's correct. We have estimates based on prior year's 
experience of what that cost of that contract would be, but we 
can't accurately predict how much that would cost for any given 
year. We can just go on prior year estimates. 

Mr. Pollock: 


Now, I am assuming, then, by services, that is excluding 
professional services? 
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Ms. Botsford: 


That's right. Professional and personal service contracts 
would not fali under this legislation. They require separate 
legisiation for each contract. 


Mr. Pollock: 


Ali right. For the items in 3020, the service contracts, 
you are required to have at least three bids on those? 


Ms. Botsford: 


That is our internal policy, that we attempt to have at 
least three bids. It is not always possible, we don't always 
receive three bids, but we send out at least three solicitations 
on all of those, and they are all advertised. All service 
contract bids are advertised in the paper. 


Mr. Pollock: 

Okay. How do you know when you send out the three requests 
for solicitation, requests for proposal, that the recipient 
does, in fact, specifically provide the service that you are 
requesting? 


Ms. Botsford: 


My purchasing staff, as well as the staff of the department 
that is the biggest user of that contract, is normally aware of 
who has previously provided that service to them, and they are 
normally, in most instances, aware of other vendors that might 
be capable of providing that service. If we have a question, 
before we send out a solicitation we ask the vendor if they do 
procide that service, would they be interested in bidding on 
that particular contract. 


And now, in this particular instance with service 
contracts, since they are in the newspaper, any vendor is able 
to come in and pick up the solicitation or have it mailed to 
them. So we may, in some instances, get vendors bidding that 
cannot perform the work for whatever reason, but that is 
normally screened out through the specification.

Mr. Pollock: 


Could you give me a very rough estimate for 1986 about how 
many different contracts would come under the 3020 provision? 


Ms. Botsford: 
There ace 200 contracts. 
Mr. Pollock: 


fwo hundred service contracts, and they range probably from 
$20.00 to $200,000.00? 


Ms. Botsford: 
That's right. 
Mr. Pollock: 


Every one of these ace on a bid basis? If you have to get 
a lock repaired that cost $20.00, you would get bids on that? 


Ms. Botsford: 

Yes. 

Mr. Pollock: 

Where in this procedure does the goals of the minority 
women business enterprise factor in? Of these, say, 200 
contracts, are there a certain percentage that are women and 
minority? 

Ms. Botsford: 

At this time there is no legal authorization for us to set 
aside any contracts for MBE's or WBE's. I will tell you that, 
and if you look at the recent report that was published -- 

Mr. Pollock: : 


It is on my desk. I just got it. 
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Ms. Botsford: 


~- that the service area is our biggest area for MBE and 
WBE particiption, because most minority and female vendors are 
in the service categories. 


Mr. Pollock: 


That is what I was going to say. It would be a very, very 
easy place in which to increase the city’s percentage of dollars 
spent on women and minorities. 


Ms. Botsford: 


Yes, that is the easiest place for the city to increase. 


Mr. Pollock: 


But right now it is done more or less on a chance basis; it 
just happens to be they are coming in? 


Ms. Botsford: 7 


Our attempts at that are to have our Minority Business 
Administrator work with minority and female vendors to get them 
to bid and become competitive and receive bids through 
competitive bidding. 


Mr. Pollock: 


You were going to explain to me which things aren't 
covered, 


Ms. Botsford: 


Personal and professional services are not covered under 
these two pieces of legislation. Equipment over $10,000.00 is 
not covered under either of these pieces. We come to Council 
for specific pieces of legislation for any piece of equipment 
oiver $10,000.00. Additionally, no construction contracts, 
other than our annual minor construction contract, is covered 
under this legislation. 


Mr. Pollock: 
Okay. Thank you very much.

Mr. Wagner: 


Director, these two bills, 3019 and 3020, are similar 
pieces of legislation; correct? 


Ms. Botsford: 


Yes, that's right. One is for supplies and materials and 
equipment, the other is for services. 


Mr. Wagner: 


The purpose behind these bills coming up now is, what, for 
the 1988 year? 


Ms. Botsford: 

This is to authorize the Department of General Services to 
go out and solicit bids and enter into contracts for the year 
1988. 

Mr. Wagner: 


For any projects -- I take that back. Any services or 
purchases of items under $10,000.00; correct? 


Ms. Botsford: 

The summary on the first bill is incorrect. What the first 
bill permits us to do is go out and advertise for contracts over 
$10,000.00 and to enter into contracts without advertisements, 
but competitively bid under $10,000.00. If you look at the 
actual piece of legislation, that is what that says. 

The second piece of legislation permits us to go out and 
advertise and enter into contracts for services, and there is no 
dollar limit on that piece of legislation. 

Mr. Wagner: 


Why isn't there a dollar limit? 
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Ms. Botsford: 


Because service contracts are normally on an hourly rate, 
plus cost and materials. So there is not a set limit on what 
you can spend on a service contract. Although all service 
contracts require bid bonds, and we do have estimated values on 
each contract when we put them out to bid. 


Mr. Wagner: 


What is the maximum amount of a service contract that could 
fall under legislation No. 3020? 


Ms. Botsford: 
It could be any amount. There is no maximum on it. 
Mr. Wagner: 
Have we discussed that here at this Council in the past? 


Mr. Woods: 


This is every year, Jack, that same piece of legislation. 
Mr. Wagner: 

I know, and Council permitted this figure the ceiling limit 
to raise from $5,000.00 to $10,000.00, which I didn't support, 
but my concern is the unlimited amount on the services. 


What is the maximum amount that General Services has been 
involved in any contract that would fall under this legislation? 


Ms. Botsford: 


The Department of General Services itself, these service 
contracts can be utilized by any department. 


Mr. Wagner: 


Well, then, any department? 
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Ms. Botsford: 
It could be in the hundreds of thousands of dollars. What 
we normally do, is there are service contracts in place for all 
types of services for the city, if there is a project. Now, 
this does not encompass any construction projects. Those do 
come to Council for separate legislation for each particular 
contract. What we do, is if there is a big project, a big 
service, we will go out to bid if we think we can get a better 
price other than the annual contract, we will do that. 
Mr. Wagner: 
Give me a few examples of a large service type of contract. 
Ms. Botsford: 


We have an HVAC contract, an annual HVAC contract, and we 
probably spend -- 


Mr. Wagner: 

What does that mean? 
Ms. Botsford: 

Heating, ventilating, air conditioning. We utilize that 
for all the facilities in the city, and we probably spend about, 
I would say, maybe $150,000.00 on that contract. 

Mr. Wagner: 
Is that contract competitively bid? 
Ms. Botsford: 
Yes, all these contracts are competitively bid. 


Mr. Wagner: 


How many are in that large dollar amount of services? 
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Ms. Botsford: 

I would say there are about 200 service contracts that fail 
under this legislation. Probably about 10 to 12 of them are big 
ticket items. I could show you estimates on each of those 
contracts if you are interested in seeing them. 

Mr. Wagner: : 

But they are all competitively bid? ‘ 
Ms. Botsford: 

Yes. 

Mr. Wagner: 

You have never had one that is not competitively bid? 
Ms. Botsford: : 

No. We would have to come to Council if we utilized a 
service without competitively bidding. 

Mr. Wagner: : 
Getting back to the other item, the other $10,000.00, how 


many bids do you take on items under $10,000.00? 
Ms. Botsford: 


It is an internal policy that we attempt to acquire at 
least three bids on any item under $10,000.00. 


Mr. Wagner: 
Do you have any other internal policies that apply to that? 
Ms. Botsford: 


In terms of? 
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Mr. Wagner: 
Anything. 
Ms. Botsford: 


We advertise everything over $10,000.00. Anything under 
$10,000.00 we attempt to solicit at least three bids. We 
normally attempt to solicit those from local vendors, because we 
do have a little more discretion under $10,000.00. We attempt 
also to utilize that particular type of bid to encourage MBE and 
WBE participation in our service and supply contracts. 


Mr. Wagner: 


Do you have any geographical constraints that are part of 
that consideration? 


Ms. Botsford: 


Our policy is to attempt to get City of Pittsburgh vendors. 
Certainly it is easier for us to deal with a vendor locally than 
a vendor outside the city. We are not always able to accomplish 
that, but that is our goal. 


Mr. Wagner: 


Do you have a listing of all vendors and the various types 
of catagories that supply products within the boundaries of the 
City of Pittsburgh? 


Ms. Botsford: 


It would probably be impossible to have a listing of all 
the vendors, but we do have a vendor listing. Anyone that 
requests to be on our list, anyone that we are aware of that 
provides our service -~ we have many, many directories of 
services, also, and we utilize all those sources in sending out 
our bids. 


Mr, Wagner: 


Do you have one iist that indicates what companies are 
based in the City of Pittsburgh? 
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Ms. Botsford: 

No, I am not certain that there is such a list that exists. 
Mr. Wagner: 

Obviously you can compile one. If you have several lists 
of several types of heating and ventilation contractors, you 
could easily determine by the list of 15 or 20 which ones are in 
the city and which ones are outside the city. 
Ms. Botsford: 

That's true, and we do that. 
Mr. Wagner: 

When you make your phone solicitations -- 


Ms. Botsford: 


These are not phone solicitations; they are mail 


solicitations. 
Mr. Wagner: 
-- mail solicitations, what consideration is given -- well, 


I should retract that question, because you don't give 
considerations because your listing is not determined by whether 
or not the company is in the city. 


If you have 20 companies and you have a mail 
solicitation, how many would you send out? 


Ms. Botsford: 
We would send all 20. We would probably send all 20. Over 
the past couple of years we have attempted to increase the 


number of vendors that we send bids to, and we would normally 
send to alli 20. 


Mr. Wagner: 


Would you or would you not send all 20? If you have 20, do 
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you send to 20? 
Ms. Botsford: 


Yes. If we are aware of 20 that can bid on a particular 
item, we would send to all of them. 


Mr. Wagner: 


What I would request, and I know I have talked about this 
with the previous director, Mr. Jacoby, and it's never really 
been identified, because I don't have the access to the ion 
information that you have. But I would like it to be mandatory 
that when you are soliciting bids, that companies located in the 
City of Pittsburgh are solicited to submit a bid. I think that 
is very important that we do that. 


Ms. Botsford: 

I don't have any problem with sending a bid to the 
companies in the City of Pittsburgh. We obviously have to be 
aware that they exist. Many times if they are not interested in 
bidding on our products, they ask that they not be sent 
solicitations because they throw them in the garbage. 


We don't have any objection, and we certainly attempt to do 
that. : 


Mr. Wagner: 


But if you don't have a list of companies that are in the 
city, how can you accomplish that? 


Ms. Botsford: 

I guess we do send -- we have gone through the phone book 
and taken all the vendors that are located in the city, and they 
are on our vendor list. I can't tell you that I know of every 
single vendor in the City of Pittsburgh that might provide that 
service. 

Mr. Wagner: 


Do you research the phone book, the Yellow Pages? 
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Ms. Botsford: 


Yes, we do that. That is how we have complied our listings 
that we do have. 


Mr, Wagner: 
Anyone in there you send a solicitation to? 


Ms. Botsford: 


Yes, if they provide the service that we are attempting to 
get a bid on, we send it to them. 


Mr. Wagner: 


The reason I bring this up, I have complaints .that 
companies in the city are ignored, and I always tell those 
people to write your department and request to be on the list. 
But I tend to believe that we could compile our own list and 
make sure that those companies that are within the city not 
necessarily receive -- are a priority company, but are made 
aware when you are seeking the purchase of products. 


Ms. Botsford: 


Anything that is over $10,000.00 is in the newspaper, that 
is advertised. So there is no reason for a vendor within the 
city limits who would like to receive a solicitation not to 
receive one, because all they have to do is pick up the phone 
and it will be mailed to them if they are not on the list. 


_ Anything under $10,000.00 we have posted in our office on a 
weekly basis, so anyone who feels that they are not receiving 
the bid, they are able to come in and pick it up. There is 
absolutely no problem with that. And if we receive a phone 
call, we send a bid to them, also. 


All I am saying is I don't believe it would be possible for 
us to be certain that we had an all-encompassing list of every 
“ supplier in the City of Pittsburgh. We attempt to know who they 
are, but I can't tell you that we would, in fact, be able to 
make certain that every single vendor got a particular 
solicitation. 
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Mr. Wagner: 


I think it is impossible, also, all the time, because it is 
constantly changing. 


Ms. Botsford: 

Right. 
Mr. Wagner: 

But I still think an attempt has to be made. If there is a 
particular product that you are purchasing, whatever it may be, 
chairs, and our list has ten companies on it, and eight of the 
ten are located outside the city, and we have another half dozen 
in the city that are not receiving notification, that is a 
problem. 

Ms. Botsford: 

I understand. 
Mr. Wagner: 

And small businesses rely on this type of business. It 
really is a substantial part of their business if they can sell 
$8,000.00 worth of product, if their gross is only $2,000.00 or 
$3,000.00 a year. 

What I am requesting from you, and I don't think it can be 
mandated through legislation, because there is no state law that 
gives us the permission to do that, but what I am requesting 
from you is that you make every attempt to solicit bids from 
companies that are based within the geographical boundaries 
within the City of Pittsburgh. 

Ms. Botsford: 


I understand that. We have no problem with complying with 
that, and we do make every attempt. 


Mr. Wagner: 


I don't think every attempt is being made, if we don't have 
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a list of companies in the city. That is my point. 


Ms. Botsford: 


I understand. 


Mr. Wagner: 


Because I have requested a list in the past, and you don't 
have one, so I don't have one. But I think one could be 
complied. 

Ms. Botsford: 
Okay. I agree with you.

I have an office at home 
and a typewriting and I can get some 
work done. [I've been working on a 
project for months. Mary Beth has got it 
one-third in the computer; it's all written 
but it isn't completely edited and into 
the computer, on hazardous materials, 
We had another spill the other day. 
There's a problem today, I don't know if 
you've heard yet. Going down McArdle 
Roadway some car, it slid a little bit or 
for some reason it moved and it was hit 
by a cement truck and the driver was 
killed. 


There's so many things we need to 
spend our time investigating, 
researching, and the kind of thing Mr. 
Wagner talked about, stairs and 
sidewalks. We just can't spend all our 
time in this room having a hearing 
because somebody has a whim. As I've 
said before, if 25 people wanted a 
hearing on the sex life of the tse tse fly, 
we would have a hearing on the sex life 
of the tse tse fly, 


The last I heard, you were going to 
introduce some kind of legislation that 
would put us on a professional kind of 
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basis like the Congress and the Senate 
and other bodies where they have a 
hearing board that listens to problems 
and reports back and everybody can 
listen to the tapes or get copies of the 
transcripts of the minutes, 


I am not coming to the two 
hearings tomorrow and at the end of the 
year the reporters can both report in the 
Press and Post that I had the lowest 
attendance at public hearings. You 
better believe it because that time is 
going to be spent protecting you from 
spills on toxic chemicals. And I want to 
go on record. What do you plan to do, 
Mr. President? 


The Chair: 


I never said I was going to form a 
committee, 


Michelle Madoff:| 


" You said you were going to 
introduce some legislation. 


The Chair: 


No, I asked you to introduce 
legislation to change the Home Rule 
Charter, 


Michelle Madoff: 


No, no. You said, "I have a bill 'm 
going to introduce’, You said it last 
week in front of a group of people. I 
asked Mike, because you hadn't 
introduced it, to please introduce 
something to Council in our method of 
doing business. 


The Chair: 


No, what you heard me ‘say last 
week was that I have a bill to introduce, 
it was a-petition that came in to have a 
hearing ‘concerning parking on people's 











driveways. I said I would introduce 
legislation. 


But what I suggest, it's very easy, 
come in with a hill requesting the 
Commissioners, and I'll vote for it, to 
change the Home Rule Charter from 25 
signatures to something reasonable, to 
200 or something. 


Michelle Madoff: 


No, I don't think that's fair, I think 
on important issues people have the right 
to be heard. I don't want to be 
discriminatory in that sense. But there 
should be a formula. 


The Chair: 


Ms, Madoff, there's nothing that we 
can do, 


Mr. DePasquale: 


It's not a question of fair; it's a 
violation of the Home Rule Charter. We 
have to have a referendum to change it. 


Michelle Madoff: 


The point that I am making is that 
when an issue comes before this Council 
we very frequently will, first of all, refer 
it to the Committee in which it belongs 
and the department that deals with it. 
And then if it isn't. resolved, we would 
have a public hearing. That is a step 
that we have the option to take and 
we're not using that opportunity. That's 
what I'm asking. 


The Chair: 


Ms. Madoff, the two hearings 
tomorrow, I've discussed it with the 
proper committees, especially the one 
with the pool, We've been thrashing this 
thing out for the last four years. The 
petitioners are just not satisfied, and I 
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don't blame them, so now they're coming 
to this Council. I've spoken to them on 
numerous occasions, to Parks and 
Recreation, It's an administrative 
decision to close that pool for a number 
of reasons and the main one is expense, 
to renovate it. So, you know, I've 
exhausted all that. 


Michelle Madoff: 


And what's going to happen after 
you have a hearing tomorrow? 


The Chair: 


The people, I assume, will be told 
the same thing that I've been told for the 
last four years. Or maybe we can change 
some minds, I don't know. 


Michelle Madoff: 


Or maybe we can vote some money 
in next year's budget to help the people 
and do something instead of having a 
hearing, 


The Chair: 
We voted for that. 
Mr. Wagner: 


On another subject. Mr. President, 
in regard to the reapportionment and the 
voting on the appointees. I would 
respectfully request that maybe we hold 
off that vote until Council develops, 
under your advice, a procedure by which 
we're going to vote for those people, I'm 
still in the dark as to whether or not we 
have more than two votes, knowing that 
one of our Councilmembers are ill, how 
many votes an appointee would need to 
be appointed, what happens if two people 
tie or three people tie. I think we need 
to discuss that and you advise and maybe 
even Council vote on whatever the rules 
or the guidelines are determining-that. 


The Chair: 


Tll take a hard, long look at it, 
Jack, but I think that we just go by how 
we have been going. Even though there's 
a Councilmember missing and will not be 
back until September 8th, these 
meetings, legislative " meetings, 
appointees have to have the majority of 
Councilmembers, and that's five. If 
there's a tie, then the two run off until 
we can break the tie. But I'll look at it 
and we'll discuss it, but we have to move 
on it fast because they want to start 
meeting I believe in the middle of August 
and we don't have much time ourselves, 
But Pll take any input. 


Mrs. Masloff: 


When is that vote going to take 
place, Mr. President? 


The Chair: 


Monday, a week from today. We 
have one more, Sister O'Leary I believe 
it is, to interview Wednesday and then 
hopefully take action the following 
Monday. But I'll look at it and then 
maybe we can get together. 


Michelle Madoff: 


I hope you won't delay it past 
Monday because the questions that have 
been asked can be resolved between now 
and Monday. I think you're right} we 
have to have that committee in place to 
get going. 


Mrs. Masloff moved to excuse Mr. Givens 
for absence from the meeting.

two appointees. Does everyone 
understand that? We will vote for two 
people at the same time when we'vote, 


Michelle Madoff: 


Has anyone looked at the dynamics 
of what happens if we vote for two 
people. and that we end up with nobody 
getting five votes? 


The Chair: 

We keep voting until someone 
does. But let's wait end see before we 
argue that. 

Michelle Madoff: 


Are we putting our names on our 
ballots? I think that's a good idea. 


” The Chair: 


No, it will be a roll call vote and 
you will vote two times. 


Michelle Madoff: 


But it will be out ioud; it will not 
be a secret ballot? 


The Chair: 
Most certainly. It always is. 
Michelle Madoff: 


Thank you. I just wanted to be 
sure. Around here I'm never sure when 
the rules change. 


The Chair: 
Is there any discussion? 
Michelle Madoff: 


T would have liked to have seen 
Sister Michele O'Leary as one of my 
appointments. However, fortunately, 
there have been two very, very qualified 
women appointed to the Commission and 
we've had a lot of dialogue about the 
other names that are submitted. 


I am very friendly with Harvey 
Adams; I have a lot of respect for him, 
As a matter of fact, recently he made a 
contribution to my campaign. 


T have very little respect, in fact, I 
have a non-speaking relationship with 
Mr. Robert Rade Stone; so certainly I 
would not ‘consider him. 


The only two remaining names are 
Dr. Leon Haley, who I think would add 
dignity and would represent the minority 
community at its highest level. g 
certainly urge my colleagues to consider 
a vote for Dr. Leon Haley. ~* 
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And James Lieber would probably 
be the motivating, organizing, 
structuring leadership because of his vast 
experience in the field of apportionment 
and I cannot believe that anyone would 
not want to have, no matter how their 
personal feelings about apportionment, 
someone they could at least talk to and 
sit down and discuss their issue with, 
knowing that he understands all the 
innuendoes or the technical problems 
that we could run into and he is probably 
the most outstanding name that is put 
before us today. 


Mr. Wagner: 


Mr. President and members of 
Council, it's obvious the appointee that I 
nominated, Sister Michele O'Leary, is the 
one that I am out front in supporting in 
this process and I am hopeful that she 
can receive the adequate number of 
votes necessary here at this Council. 


I just simply want to take a 
moment and say a few positive things 
about her that I think make her 
extremely qualified to sit on the 
Apportionment Commission, Number 
one, out of the five choices that we 
have, she is the only woman out of those 
five choices. I think it would be in the 
best interest of this Council and the 
Commission and the City of Pittsburgh 
for us to pick out of one of our two 
choices a woman. She is also a lifetime 
resident of the City of Pittsburgh. 


I am not going to go over her 
resume; all of you have seen it. I simply 
want to state a couple highlights about 
it. She was part of the original Home 
Rule Study Commission for the City of 
Pittsburgh which passed and was 
approved by the City of Pittsburgh 
residents in 1976. In that Home Rule 
Charter, the option was given to this 
Council to go to district elections, if it 
so chooses. A court decision was made 
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that took that power away from Council 
but she saw the light back then in that 
the residents of the City of Pittsburgh 
wanted to have an option in the future. 
Obviously that has occurred; the 
residents of the City of Pittsburgh have 
approved a district elections system. 
What ['m saying is that she and that 
Commission had the insight back over 
ten years ago to consider that and to 
give this Council that option. 


She has held the directorship 
positions and administrative executive 
positions of many, many organizations 
and groups that benefit the residents of 
the City of Pittsburgh throughout her 
career, Most recently she is the 
President of the Chemical People 
Institute which we all are aware of and 
how well it serves the residents of the 
City of Pittsburgh. 


Tll simply swn up by saying what 
impresses me most about her is her 
sensitivity to people and her devotion 
throughout her entire career towards 
serving people in the City of 
Pittsburgh, She has been extremely 
sensitive to the needs of people and T 
think that is one of the most important 
qualities of anyone to sit on this 
Commission, to be able to listen, to hear 
what the various members of the public 
are going to say about how the lines 
should be drawn up for the 
Apportionment Commission. And the 
more sensitivity that an individual has to 
the problems of the’ neighborhoods, to 
the problems of this City, to make sure 
that those lines are appropriately drawn, 
I think the better it will serve the 
residents of the City of Pittsburgh. And 
I would appreciate the support of all of 
you for this appointee to the 
Apportionment Commission. 


‘Mr. DePasquale: 


Mr. President, first I want to say 
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that I believe all five of the candidates 
are excellent, fair and honest candidates 
and whichever the two we choose we will 
not be making a mistake. 


I fully intended a few days ago to 
vote for Harvey Adams and to vote for 
Mr. Lieber. I talked to Councilman 
Pollock about this and I was going to go 
through with it today except I attended 
the hearing for a short time last 
Thursday and I heard enough to convince 
me otherwise where threats were being 
made and I even heard it said by a black 
person that Harvey Adams didn't know 
anything at all about civil rights. Here's 
a man who is President of the NAACP, 
one of the largest branches in the 
country, accused of not knowing what 
civil rights is all about. I think he should 
have been there when Harvey Adams was 
in the front lines in the '60s, I know 
Harvey was there because I saw him, but 
that's something else. 


As far as Lieber goes, I can't say 
enough about the man. I think he's a 
wonderful candidate and maybe the best 
proposed by anybody. But the fact is, I 
don't take the threats made by people in 
the hall that day and threats were made 
by a colleague of ours that if we didn’t 
vote for this, certain parties would 
remember them on election day. If she 
realized what she was talking about she 
would have known that, as far as I'm 
concerned, none of those people ever 
voted for me and in a district election 
probably won't have that chance again. 
So it isn't a case of cottoning up to 
somebody who is for you or against you; 
it's just a matter of stating facts very 
simply. JI don’t take the threats, Tl 
never take the threats; and for that 
reason Im going to support Harvey 
Adams and I'm going to support Robert 
Rade Stone and I think they will be 
excellent candidates. 


Mr. Pollock: 


First, Td like my comments and 
questions of the candidates at the 
interview brought forward and included 
in the record, please,

Mr. Pollock: 


First of all, thank you for coming. In reviewing your 
Curriculum vitae -- did everyone receive a copy of it? It was 
In the mailboxes? 


The Chair: 
Yes. 
Mr. Pollock: 


I had no idea how impressive your qualifications are. For the 
benefit of the public, I would just like to briefly highlight 
some of the points on it. 


You received your Ph.D. in Political Science from the 
University of Pittsburgh in 1974, you have your Master's in 
Political Science from Boston University, your Bachelor's from 
Pitt in Political Science where you were a Cum laude 

graduate, you were the Associate Dean and Acting Dean at the 
Graduate School of Public International Affairs at the 
University o£ Pittsburgh, Associate Chairman of the Juvenile 
Justice Commission, Assistant Professor at the State University 
of New York, Deputy Director of the Urban League, Director of 
Housing for the Urban League, Instructor at Wiley College. You 
have significant publications that you have listed here. You 
have served on many different boards and commissions. 


Could you highlight for Council, and the record and public, 
some of the other boards and commissions that you serve on now 
or have served on in the recent past? 


Dr. Haley: 


The one I think I am most proud of is I was one of the founding 
appointees or an original appointee to the State Ethics 
Commission, and I think it was 1979 when that commission was 
formed. And I stayed on there for two consecutive terms, 
serving as the co-chairman of that in the last two years of my 
term. 
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The reason why I consider it one of the more significant ones 
is because we were breaking new ground in the Commonwealth, in 
terms of public ethics, and we didn't have a lot of precedence, 
a lot of experience to go on, so we had to develop procedures 
as we went along, dealing with very sensitive and complex 
issues. I think over the five years we have evolved into one 
of the most respected commissions of its kind in the country. 
So I am proud to have been part of the founding of that. 


Most recently I have been appointed by Governor Casey to the 
Appellate Court Commission. And I found that on a first go 
round of that to be a very interesting experience, too, because 
we get to see a lot of the talent that exists in this 
Commonwealth. And the importance of the process of having lay 
persons who are non-lawyers serve on the Commission to provide 
a different flavor to the assessment of individuals who will 
serve on the Appellate Courts of the Commonwealth. 


Mr. Pollock: 


Your current position is President and Chief Executive Officer 
of the Urban League of Pittsburgh? 


Dr. Haley: 

Yes. 

Mr. Pollock: 

Could you, please, tell us what your involvement was, both 
personally and professionally, in a representative capacity in 


the movement to change the form of election of members of City 
Council? 


Dr. Haley: 


Well, it is very difficult to separate my professional and 
personal responsibilities. We took a position at the Urban 
League early on that we thought that it was in the best 
interest of this city to move from an at large to a district 
election, in order to insure minority representation on City 
Councii. With that authority, that decision on the part of the 
board, I was then instructed and authorized to proceed to 
develop an educational campaign that would inform the voters 
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and the electorate of what we consider to be the merits of an 
at large ~- of a district system. We proceeded to put in 
motion a series of communications, public speaking, appearing 
at local forums of one kind or another, develop a brochure, 
laying out the arguments for an at large -- I don't know why I 
keep saying at large system ~~ a district system. We were part 
of a coalition of other organizations in the city advocating 
for the district system. We felt that that was an appropriate 
vole for the Urban League. Those of you know the Urban League 
has been for a long time concerned about not only the economic 
issues, but broadening ‘the base of political participation of 
blacks in public life. We felt that that was a vehicie for 
doing it. 


Mr. Pollock: 


Dr. Haley, would you state what you consider to be the 
qualifications that you bring, the background, knowledge, 
experience, expertise, that qualifies you to be on the 
Apportionment Commission? 


Dr. Haley: 


I think, as you have indicated, I am a political scientist, and 
I guess at heart I am an academic, even though I am an 
Administrator at the Urban League. I tend to look at things as 
problems to be solved, and I think that is what we face here, in 
trying to design a system, a district system, with enormous 
complexities. JI think I bring experience in solving complex 
problems. Being Dean of a school which was going through a 
major reorganization, Acting Dean at that time, where we had 
tensions from students and tension from faculty, was a good 
learning experience, and we got through that reorganization of 
the Graduate School of Public Affairs with the institution 
intact. So I think I bring the experience in I think a 
problem solving capacity. 


I think I also bring to that a black perspective; I think that 
is very essential. Because I think we all well know that much 
of the impetus for the district election system has grown out 
of the concern for black representation, and I think it is 
important to bring that perspective to the commission. 


I believe that I ama fair individual. .I believe I aman 
objective individual, and I think I bring those qualities, as 
well, fairness and objectivity, to this process. 
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I think most importantly I am a life-long native of this city. 

I care deeply about this city and its future, and to me that is 
very important, in terms of looking at what will be the future 

configuration of the political make-up of this city. 


Mr. Pollock: 


Dr. Baley, what do you think the goals of the Apportionment 
Commission should be? If you served on it, what do you think 
it should attempt to accomplish? 


Dr. Haley: 


Well, I think its charge is very clear; it's got to develop an 
apportionment of this city into nine districts which are equal 
in population, or as close as possible equai in population, and 
I think that is one of the goals that must achieve a fair 
allocation of the perspective interest in the apportionment 
process. The other, I think, objective of the commission ought 
to be to try to do that while preserving the neighborhood 
integrity. That is going to be the most complex part of it. I 
think if we divide up Pittsburgh’s neighborhoods that have 
traditionally been the strength of this city, then we do a 
disservice to this process of apportionment. So one of the 
goals should be to try to preserve as much as possible the 
integrity of our neighborhoods. 


Last, I think the objective ought to be, and must be, to insure 
that there is, out of the process, created districts which can 
legitimately be identified as those which will provide a 
minority representation to Council. 


Mr. Pollock: 


What is your view as to the individual role and 
responsibilities of the members of that commission, insofar as 
the input the individual members would provide, the 
independence, the individual expertise, and so forth? 


Dr. Haley: 
Well, I think the responsibility of each individual -- and I 


think Councilman DePasquale’s initial question was an important 
one, and that is to the extent possible all of us ought to be 
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reasonably nonpartisan, and I don't mean that in the purest 
sense of the word, but nonpartisan in the sense that what we 
bring to that is complete objectivity, and that we try not to 
inject our personal considerations, what we would like to be, 
but to look at the facts. We are going to be dealing with some 
very complex demographic data, and we should look at that in 
terms of taking it, being able to take it and reconfigure it in 
such a way that it makes rational sense, not because it serves 
our personal interest or the interest of the organizations we 
represent, but because it serves the interest of, I think, a 
fair apportionment. Because if we don't do that, I think we 
are certainly opening ourselves up to criticism, and we 
obviously open ourselves up to potential legal entanglements 
later on. 


Mr. Pollock: 


Dr. Haley, in reviewing the law that authorized the 
Apportionment Commission to put the question on the ballot and 
so forth, it is my understanding that the Apportionment 
Commission will decide all issues involving this historic 
change in our form of government, which means not only the 
actual apportionment of districts, but also the election form, 
and term of years, and so forth. 


Our Home Rule Charter provides that the nine members of Council 
shall be elected five one year and four two years later, for 
the purposes of having some degree of stability, so that all 
nine members of Council don't have to run every time, and 
there's half, and so forth. In addition to that, it is 
provided that five of the members of Council, the majority, 
would run in the municipal election year that the Mayor does 
not run, and four run with the Mayor; five run with the City 
Controller and four run with the Mayor. Again, the theory for 
that is generally the people who run with the Mayor have a 
greater success of winning because the Mayor is the head of the 
party, and head of the ticket, and head of the office, and so 
forth. So they don't want the Mayor to be able to carry the 
majority members of Council. 


So having said that, because all nine members of Council will 
have to run in 1989, some will be running for a two year term, 
that will be five, and four will be running for a four year 

term. Because in 1991, five of the members of Council who are 
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elected in 1989 by districts will have to run again, so that we 
then go back to the staggered terms, with five running when the 
Controller runs, and four running when the Mayor runs. 


Now, having given you that whole background, my question for 
you is: It is my understanding that the Apportionment 
Commission will have to decide which of those nine discricts 
that first election year will be in for a two year term and 
which will be for a four year term. How would you go about 
deciding that? Because that is a very important question, as 
well; the difference between running for a a two year term and 
running for a four year term. 


Dr. Haley: 


tL was going to say, I really don't think there is any other 
fair way of doing that, than simply drawing lots. It sounds 
terribly complex, but it seems to me that is eminently the 
fairest way to do it. 


Mr. Pollock: 


I agree. The reason why I bring it up, is because some 
communities have gone to taking all nine districts and 
whichever people -- the four top vote getters would have a four 
year term, and the five that @idn't -- that is a little unfair, 
because then it is a factor in how many people are running in 
each individual district, and so forth. I agree with you that 
probably drawing lots would be the fairest way. 


Doctor, I just want you to know that I am well aware of the 
work you have done at the League and well aware of the work 
that the League does. I had no idea of your own personal and 
profession background until I reviewed your curriculum vitae. 
And I want you to know that you honor this Council by your 
presence here, and I want to thank you for agreeing to be 
considered for an appointment to this historic commission. 


I know that if you are elected to serve on it, you will doa 
wonderful service to our city, as you have in so many other 
ways. 


Is there anything else you would like. to put on the record: 
regarding your nomination? 
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———— 
Dr. Haley: 


Only this, and that is that I am not seeking a seat on the 
commission. I have a lot of work at the Urban League. But I 
also believe that we have a responsibility when we take 
positions to share in the resolution of the process of which we 
work through, the issues that we raise. Thank you very much.

POLLOCK'S INTERVIEW OF JAMES B. LIEBER, 
WEDNESDAY, 7/10/87) 


Mr. Pollock: 
Again, everybody received a resume, it was in the boxes. 


I would just like to, again for the record, highlight some of 
the major points of it. You graduated from Princeton 
University, you received your B.A. there, you went to the 
University of Pennsylvania Law School. As an undergraduate, 
you were a Woodrow Wilson scholar and a Rhodes Scholar 
finalist. You are now in private practice of law, Lieber and 
Hammer, you are the Executive Director of the American Civil 
Liberties Union, Greater Pittsburgh Chapter, you are a 
professor of law at the University of Pittsburgh in 
Constitutional subjects, you are a member of Pennsylvania 
Supreme Court Criminal Rules Committee. Prior to your current 
affiliations, you were a public defender in Bucks County, 
Pennsylvania. Prior to that, you were with the Legal Services 
of Philadelphia. From 1972 to 1973 you worked with the United 
Farm Workers in California back at its, probably, most 
turbulent period in the boycott days with Cesar Chavez, I 
guess. 


In addition to that, throughout this whole time you 

have been a freelance writer, contributing to such magazines 
and publications as The Atlantic, The Nation, The Village 
Voice, the New York Times Magazine and the Philadelphia 
Inquirer, The Los Angeles Times, News Day and the Washington. 
Post. 


Why don't we just start with that. What kind of writing have 
you done? 


Mr. Lieber: 


I have mainly done writing on political and social topics, 
including, in recent years topics about drug abuse, the prison 
over crowding problem, a great deal about management/labor 
relations, including the farms of California. I guess you 
could just say political and social topics of all types, I 
believe, many constitutional issues. And I guess that would be 
about it, political subjects. 
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Mr. Pollock: 


There was a little bit of confusion, because you had come from 
Philadelphia where you had been a public defender, about where 
you are from. Where were you born and raised and educated? 


Mr. Lieber: 


I was born in Magee Hospital in the City of Pittsburgh. I went 
to Pittsburgh public schools all the way, graduated from 
Taylor-Allderdice High School. Then I was, in fact, away from 
Pittsburgh for about ten years after my education, my first few 
jobs. I happened to marry a woman from Pittsburgh, and when we 
had children, we decided to move back here. Both of our 
families are here. 


Mr. Pollock: 


Okay. Before getting into something else, I would like you to 
take this opportunity to educate not only me, but my colleagues 
and the public, as well, about the American Civil Liberties 
Union. TI think that because of the more highly publicized 
cases, people have a stereotypical view of the ACLU and maybe a 
biased view of it. But I would like you to talk about what 
your duties are, what you as an individual as the Executive 
Director do, what the Union does as fax as its function, 
responsibility, and so forth. 


Mr. Lieber: 

For approximately five years, it will be five years on November 
ist, I have been the Chief Officer of the American Civil 
Liberties Union in the western half of Pennsylvania. The 
Americal Civil Liberties Union does take a number of cases that 
make their way into the newspaper. They are unpopular cases, 
often controversial cases, and someone has to take them. It 

is a dirty job but -- 

The Chair: 

Somebody has to do it. 

Mr. Lieber: 


Right. There are alot of other things that you don't hear 
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about about the Americal Civil Liberties Union. It is really 
the preeminent First Amendment group in the United States. And 
people of all types, from all walks of life, from all positions 
on the political spectrum seek our advice and counsel on First 
Amendment issues. Just in the City of Pittsburgh I know we 
have advised such groups as Westinghouse employees protesting 
government cuts in nuclear reacting funding, anti 
vivisectionists who didn't want to see fur coats sold, women 
who did not want to see pornography sold, people who wanted to 
protest abortions. We advised them in the proper way, the 
proper legal way, to exercise their rights and express 
themselves to their fullest potential. We have printed a 
booklet on so-called street rights of people in terms of 
leafletting, lobbying, picketing, and so forth, so they can do 
it in a legal, peaceable way. I know that this pamphlet is 
used by the Pittsburgh Police in their training. Since it has 
come out, I think we have had alot less friction in terms of 
people trying to be politically expressive. We do a great deal 
of public education. 


Another booklet we put out in recent years which I received 
actually a commendation from the Public Safety Director for the 
rights of people to help the police, to be good Samaritans, 
when it is useful, when it is a hindrance. It is quite a 
delicate issue. Sometimes police want it, sometimes they 
frankly don't want it. We put out other educational materials 
on the rights of people who enter the mental health system. We 
frequently bring the leading experts in constitutional areas of 
contemporary importance to this town, talking about such issues 
as criminal justice system, the exclusionary rule, affirmative 
action. We had President Reagan's head of United States Civil 
Rights Commission, Clarence Pendleton, come and debate someone 
from the NAACP last year. It was really, I think, quite 
illuminating for anyone that was here. We bring lawyers into 
town to educate the lawyers in our city about breaking 
Constitutional issues. We maintain a legai committee of 
lawyers in this city who are willing, for free, to take the 
unpopular case, the difficult case, the constitutionally 
preserving case, a committee of 200 lawyers in this city, which 
meets -- not all of them, of course, but that committee meets 
on a monthly basis. I personally supervise a clinic of law 
students at the University of Pittsburgh, for credit, where they 
work on federal constitutional questions, and I believe get 
experience that they wouldn't otherwise get. 
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Besides our cases, and you have heard of some of the 
controversial ones, we take a lot of cases that you don't hear 
about, maybe because they are not controversial. When girl 
athletes in Mt. Lebanon didn't get equal facilities and 
equipment to the boy athletes, we took their case. When a 
doctor had a conviction before he was educated, for marijuana, 
served his time and couldn't get licensed, that was a very 
widely known case -- I know Senator Bodack also championed him 
-- we took his case and also changed what was an unfair and 
overly punitive law in the State Legislature. When a mentally 
ill prisoner was chained to a railing in a rural jail for 17 
days, we took his case. When the Blair County Courts refused 
to sentence people for four or five years after they had been 
convicted, we have taken that case. When the University of 
Pittsburgh, unfortunately, was paying its graduate student 
assistants from foreign countries less than native born people, 
we took that case. 


We have brought equality to the Pennsylvania Courts in terms of 
preliminary hearing records; it is a complicated issue, but we 
found that people who didn't have money were not getting 
records, people who did have money were getting records, and we 
changed that system. It is probably one of the most important 
reforms in the criminal justice system in many years. In Ben 
Avon when candidates couldn't put up their political signage, 
we took that case and won that case. 


I could go on and on. Many of these are very important cases. 
Many things do not turn into cases. We mediate many disputes 
that really are just getting the facts, putting the people's 
positions together, and seeking a resolution. Sometimes it is 
between a community, people in the community, and a police 
officer, police district. Sometimes it may be in the jail or 
prison. Sometimes it is a wider type of mediation. We 
mediated a couple years ago when there was friction between the 
Pittsburgh Police Department and the Guardian Angels, now the 
friction no longer exists. When there was an arms standoff 
between steelworkers and clergy who were in church in Clairton 
and the Lutheran synod, we mediated in that dispute. Our good 
offices are often available and often they are not heard about. 


But basically -~- and I should also say that the ACLU, in 
conjunction with the Health Department, University of 
Pittsburgh, is working on guidelines with regard to the 
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difficult AIDS problem we have, guidelines that make for as 
much treatment and concern as possible, consistent with 
confidentiality. We do a great deal of advising of government 
bodies. I have been here before you, my comments have been 
sought on the constitutional dimensions of many laws. That, 
also, goes for the State Legislature. It also goes for 
Congress, although, of course, I am not the person who appears 
them. When we represent, sometimes we find ourselves taking a 
strict separatious position on church and state. At other 
times, if a cleric cannot get into a hospital to administer to 
a member of his flock that is in the hospital, we wiil take his 
position. 


It is a very active and I hope an important job. And I know 
sometimes it is difficult to understand, but we hope it does a 
good job. 


Mr. Pollock: 


Thank you. Getting to the issue at hand specifically, did you 
support the change in the method of election of Councilmembers 
from an at large to a district system? 


Mr. Lieber: 


Yes, I did, and I brought it to the attention of the Board of 
the Americal Civil Liberties Union of Greater Pittsburgh, and 
that Board also endorsed that change and voted to enter the 
suit if the suit had gone to trial. We would have participated 
either in some sort of supporting counsel or friend of the 
court capacity. I have to say that we look very closely at 
voting rights, because it is one of the premier federal 
Constitutional issues. 


I have to say that I teach this law at the University of 
Pittsburgh, it is complicated, somewhat technical, but there is 
no law in terms of local politics that the United States 
Supreme Court has scrutinized more in the second half of the 
20th Century than this particular question, because our voting 
rights, obviously, are among the most fundamental that we have 
as citizens. 


Mr. Pollock: 


Is there an ACLU policy or philosophy regarding district 
elections? 
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Mr. Lieber: 


Yes. The ACLU policy pretty much adheres to the United States 
Federal Constitution of laws interpreted by the United States 
Supreme Court. That policy is to support one person/one vote 
as much as is practicable in a community, and also to support 
non-discrimination in terms of voting districting in patterns. 


Mr. Pollock: 


Could you define what the term "one person/one vote" means and 
how would that apply insofar as an Apportionment Commission? 


Mr. Lieber: 


This is the threshold test of any redistricting situation, 
Just as an example, say a community sets up two voting 
districts, one has 100 people in it and they can elect one 
member of Council, another has 50 people in it, and they can 
elect one person of Council. That is not considered population 
equality. The second district would have twice as much voting 
power per person, and that would not be considered within the 
constitutional mandate for one person/one vote. In other 
words, there would be 100 percent more voting power in the 
second district per person, and that would not float 
constitutionally. That system would be tied up in a Federal 
Court and stricken. 


Mr. Pollock: 


Now, regarding the Federal Court, it is my understanding that 
the lawsuit that was filed by the Metropolitan Crusade of 
Voters, I believe that is the name, is on hold right now, it is 
not dismissed or settled, but it is more or less being held 
with a stipulation among the parties that the Court will permit 
the Apportionment Commission set up by the law that was 
approved by the voters to determine the districts, but yet, the 
Court will review the product of that Apportionment 

Commission. Is that your understanding as to the facts of: what 
the Court case is now? : 


Mr. Lieber: 


Yes. 
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Mr. Pollock: 


Having said that and knowing that the Court will review the 
product of the Apportionment Commission, would you state, if 
you know, what will that Court be looking at when it reviews 
the product of the Apportionment Commission? 


Mr. Lieber: 


This is, as Dr. Haley has said, a very delicate and technicai 
process. The Court looks at various elements, factors in the 
product of redistricting by a commission, or by a legislature, 
or however they do it. 


The first one is population equality, which I have described, 
and that is one factor. I know that there is one leading case 
where one person in one district had .7 percent less voting 
power than a person in another district. The Supreme Court 
tossed that out. That doesn’t mean that will happen in every 
case. There are other cases where they have allowed up to 5 or 
10 percent when it was impossible to do it otherwise. But 
population equality as near as possible to one person/one vote; 
that is key. 


The second thing that they will be looking at is fragmentation 
of the minority community. If there is fragmentation, this 
will raise questions in the eyes of a Federal Court, especially 
in light of the type of suit that has gone on, or if there is a 
new suit brought. 


In other words, if you have very long established minority 
communities and you draw a line between them in the middle of 
one of these communities, and put half or less than half of 
each of those community minority voters in a majority race 
community so that they cannot or are unlikely to vote the 
candidate of their race, that is called fragmentation, and that 
is a problem the Federal Court would look at. 


The third problem is over-compactness. That is sort of the 
opposite of what I just said. For example, if you have a city 
that has a certain minority community of a certain size, say 25 
percent, which is roughly the size of Pittsburgh, and you set 
up nine voting districts but you put all those people, those 25 
percent, in one district so they could only possibly elect one 
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council person, that is called over-compactness, and that is a 
standard that a Federal Court will look at. If they see that 
going on, they might toss out the system. 


Other things that they will look at are contiguousness, and 

Dr. Haley talked about that, and you talked about that with 
Regard to Leroy Irvis' district. Modern redistricting. seeks 
contiguity; that is the term that is used under the Federal 
Voting Rights Act, and in the cases. So they try to make it as 
contiguous as possible so that these voting districts can be 
identified in the public mind with certain political activity, 
and so that you don't have one voting district in the West End, 
another voting district over in the Park Place neighborhood, 
which is where I live, because that is too burdensome for 
people. Who want to get out and be politically active. 


Another issue is recognized neighborhoods and the community 
boundaries. There is an important desire to try to preserve 
them, and the Court will also look at that. 


Now, that being said, those are some of the main ones that have 
been recognized. Like I said, this is an historic process and 
a delicate process, and whatever the commission does, it should 
set up a system that can withstand constitutional scrutiny, 
because that is the basis of this system, United States 
Constitution, 


And I would like to say that my role on this commission as 
someone who works in the constitution, teaches the constitution, 
would be to set up or be part of setting up a system that is 
Constitutional, that will stand the test of time, that will 
make us all proud, that won't throw us into the Federal Courts. 
We can be done with that. I should say that counties 
particularly, but also other kinds of municipalities, that have 
problems in this area of discrimination, can find themselves on 
what is known as "the Attorney General's list." The United 
States Attorney General then gets to scrutinize everything you 
do in terms of your electoral districts. And there are 
districts in the north, as well as the south. My feeling is 
that we don't want to get this system federally bureaucratized. 
We want to keep local control of it, show the Court that we can 
take responsible local control that is constitutional, and not 
get into those problems of more dealings with Federal Courts 
and dealings with the Department of Justice. I don't think. 
that would serve us well. 
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Mr. Pollock: 
You are saying, then, that simply because the lawsuit is filed, 

if this is settled, that doesn't end it, that the Courts and. 

the Justice Department can more or less retain jurisdiction 

over our form of election and watch everything we do from now. 

on, if, in fact, they are not satisfied with the process that 

we formed? - : 


Mr. Lieber: 


Typically it would start if another suit. started up over 
discrimination and it was found.to be a meritorious suit. Yes, 
the Justice. Department could come in, and obviously the Federal 
Courts could. - This is a very important constitutional issue. 


If I could just say one other thing, Mark, I should say that by 
virtue of my position as an officer of the ACLU, I have 

access -- and by access, I mean free, open access -~- to leading 
constitutional scholars in the United States. And if problems 
come up, I know we have spent a lot of money in this system, on 


voting districts, if problems come up, and some of them are 
going to be complicated, maybe too complicated for me or maybe 
some other members of the commission, if I am not on the 
commission,-if I am on the commission, for Courts or for legal 


counsel around here, I can draw upon the leading Constitutional 
Scholars in the United States on this issue for free. That is 
one of the main benefits of being an ACLU official. And I have 
‘done-this in other areas, and I am.certain I could do that in 
this area. That can also guarantee that we can have a top 
flight system that will not be subject to a burdensome kind of 
challenge’. I think that might be important as we undergo this 
process. - : 


Mr. Pollock: 


What is your view of the duties of ‘the Apportionment 
Commission, what should its work entail? What should be its 
Product? f 


“Mr. Lieber: 


Well, its product.should be fair, its product should be 
constitutional, its product should be a system. that allows both 
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those who vote for office and those who seek office to do it in 
a fair and impartial manner. It should also be a product that 
can give us local control over our system and keep that system 
out of the hands of -- out of litigation, out of federal 
bureaucracy. And I think that really should be a product. 


It also should be a product that is above reproach, that is 
above any suspicion that the commission was serving 

someone's -- some individual's political agenda, or some 
party's political agenda, or anything like that. It should be 
completely fair, objective, neutral, and in my view nonpartisan. 


Mr. Pollock: 


What thoughts do you have regarding -- you were here when I was 
talking to Dr. Haley about the staggered terms. Have you 
thought about that at all? Do you have any kind of insight 
into how we should determine that part of it? 


Mr. Lieber: — 4 


This goes along with what I just said about the commission, 
especially at this historical moment, appearing completely 
neutral. If the commission gives one candidate an edge over 
another candidate, I think that appearance of neutrality and 
propriety would be diminished. So I think what Dr. Haley said 
about drawing lots probably makes sense, flipping coins, or 
maybe some other completely objective, not personal = of 
making the selection. 


Mr. Pollock: 


What personal qualifications, in terms of your individual 
education, expertise, background -- we talked about your 
position -- training, make you qualified to serve on the 
Apportionment Commission? 


Mr. Lieber: 


Well, there is not too much else I could say. I think that 
really it has to do with being a Constitutional attorney and 
working in the Constitution for so many years, teaching the 
Constitution, knowing what the Constitution is about, what the 
Federal Courts will consider to be.unconstitutional, what they 
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will consider to be Constitutional. And my particular lookout 
on this committee, besides just being a citizen who cares about 
how this is going to take place for myself, my children, is to 
make sure it is a Constitutional system, to make sure we meet 
those standards. Because most people who run for office or 
vote for office might not be looking at that, but that is what 
is going to make the system sink or swim, ultimately. And fi 
think we want one that can really stay afloat for generations. 


Mr. Pollock: 


Now, as far as the duties, what current projects are you 
working on now on your own, and would you be able to expend the 
time and effort to serve on the commission? i 


Mr. Lieber: 


I am actively involved in private practice of law, I am the 
Executive Director of the Americal Civil Liberties Union, I 
teach, but I probably will not be teaching next year, I will 
probably take a leave from doing that. I have a writing 
project going on right now, which is my first book, which is a 
book about the employee buy-out of Weirton Steel, and so I am 
working on that now. 


But in terms of the time, I think that this is a very important 
effort for the city, and in order to make sure that I have the 
required amount of time, I would be willing to limit myself 
considerably in terms of cases that we take, legal matters that 
I handle, so I could really give this the attention it deserves. 


Mr. Pollock: 


You say you are working on a book on Weirton Steel. You are 
talking about the employee take-over and all the aspects of 
that? 


Mr. Lieber: 


Yes. The City of Weirton was a little different than alot of 
the communities around Pittsburgh that were hurt so badly by 
the changes in the steel industry. When National Steel pulled 
out of Weirton, they bought the steel mill and have run it 
successfully for three years. So it is an important story both 
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locally and nationally, and might point in a hopeful direction 
for some other communities. 


Mx. Pollock: 

In your background you were involved in something that is quite 
timely. Everyone knows about Robert Bork and his nomination to 
the Supreme Court, which the hearings will be before the 
Judiciary Committee. Something in your background touches on 
that Judiciary Committee. Would you share that with the 
Council? 

Mr. Lieber: 

Yes. In 1980 I was supposed to be a counsel to the Senate 
Judiciary Committee. Senator Kennedy sought to appoint me, but 
majority of the Senate became Republican and he lost the 
Chairmanship to Strom Thurmond, so I was not appointed. If I 
had been, I would probably be involved in the Supreme Court 
appointments now, but it is just one of those things. 

Mr. Pollock: 


So in 1980 you had been selected by Senator Kennedy to be one 
of the counsel or the counsel -- 


Mr. Lieber: 
One of the counsel, not the Chief Counsel. 
Mr. Pollock: 


-- to the United States Senate Judiciary Committee. What 
criteria did Senator Kennedy use in determining that? 


Mr. Lieber: 


My legal background, my writings, some interviews. You know, 
he made the selection. 


Mr. Pollock: 


So it was clearly a merit selection? 
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Mr, Lieber: 
As far as I know. 
Mr. Pollock: 


Is there anything else you would like to share with us 
regarding your nomination to the Apportionment Commission? 


Mr. Lieber: 


I just want to thank you for having me here. I hope that when 
you pick this committee, whether you pick me or not, that you 
do recognize the importance of the Constitution in this 
process. It couldn't, be more important in any other process 
that the city engages in. And I hope you will select some 
individual or individuals who have the background. to deal with 
the Constitutional questions that come up, because I think that 
the permanence of the system will probably be directly 
connected with that issue. 


Mr. Pollock: 


In concluding, I want you to know that I read and reread 
several times your resume, and I did it with a great deal of 
admiration and pleasure. And I say "pleasure" because it is 
genuinely enjoyable to read about someone as accomplished, and 
as talented, and clearly as bright as you, and as dedicated as 
You. . 


As David Halberstam referred to “the Best and the Brightest,” 
clearly you are one of those. And in being aware of your 
efforts and your dedication, your commitment to the 
Constitution, your vigilance in insuring that all the rights of 
the people of Western Pennsylvania are protected, and your 
commitment to achieving justice, you truly grace us and do us 
honor by appearing here and by agreeing to be considered for 
this Apportionment Commission. 


I want to thank you for taking the time to go through this 
process and for agreeing to serve, should you be selected. 


Mr. Lieber: 


You are very kind. I appreciate coming here today. 
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Mr. Pollock: 


Playing devil's advocate, let's say that after the 
Apportionment Commission finishes its work and the next few 
Councils are elected, and there are no, let's say, Italians 
elected, or members of the Irish community elected, let's say 
for a hypothetical situation, let's say there are 20 percent 
Italians in the City of Pittsburgh, and yet, there are no 
members of the Italian community on Council for four years, 
eight years, ten years. What would be the result of a lawsuit 
similar to the Metropolitan Crusade lawsuit by the Italian 
community saying, "We don't have any representation on Council, 
we want to redistrict it"? 


The Chair: 


Mark, if I can interrupt, just to follow-up on what he is 
saying, because I was going to ask a similar question, only 

this way. Right now we have seven districts, legislative 
districts, that represent the City of Pittsburgh. We have no 
women legislators. I could really foresee four years from now, 
two elections from now, this Council being all male, and I mean, 
that. 


Mr. Pollock: 
So both of those issues. 
The Chair: 


Or it could be all female, but more or less all male. I think 
it will happen in a couple elections down the road. If that 
would happen, and seeing females make up 51 percent of the 
population, could they, then, file a lawsuit to say there mst 
be so many women on Council? 


Mr. Lieber: 


I know what you are talking about. Let me say this: What we 
are talking about here really is the 14th Amendment of the 
United States Constitution. The 14th Amendment was passed 
after the Civil War_.because of the slavery, because the maximum 
discrimination of a minority racial group. That is the 
essential lookout. Those are the people who in their -- first, 
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let me step back a minute. I don't want to get too complicated 
or too legal. 


The Chair: 


Let me just say one thing first. When you say when you give 
out contracts and so forth, it is minority and women, any kind 
of law like that is always minority or women, it doesn't have 
nationalities. That's why I brought up the women. 


Mr. Pollock: 
Good point. 
Mr. Lieber: 


What you said, Mr. Woods, could they sue? The door to the 
Federal Courthouse is always open; anybody can sue anybody at 
any time. Could they win? It would depend on a number of 
factors. If the districts were set up intentionally to 
discriminate against women, they could win, but I don't think 
we could even do that if we wanted to, because what they will 
look at is population equality. In other words, if they set up 
some how -- all of these districts probably are going to have 
roughly 50, or 52, or 55 percent women, a lot of them will. It 
is their choice as voters whether they would care to have 
female representation. And the Court will look to that. So 
somebody might sue, I can't tell you whether they will or not. 
But I don't see that as being a real threat to the system that 
would come out of this commission. 


Mr. Pollock: 


What about the hypothetical regarding the Italian group? Say 
they are able to show that 25 percent of the city is Italian, 
and yet, that significant a portion is unrepresented. Now, I 
am not talking about a 5 percent or 2 percent left-handed 
Ukrainian, or something like that. But for the purposes of the 
hypothetical, a significant population ‘block, that possibly 
because of district lines -~ okay. Let's say the Italian 
community is spread out. They have 25 percent, but they are 
spread out across the city in such a way so that in any 
district they are significantly minority and so will not be 
represented, Would there be any likelihood of a successful 
suit on that basis? 
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Mr. Lieber: 


Again, it might get to the intention of the commission, but I 
don't think so, again, because fortunately, the Italians 

have -- I don't know if you will agree with me or not, but the 
Italians, or Irish, or Jews in recent years, at least, have not 
been subjected to the same form of discrimination. Most of 
their family patterns or many of their family patterns involve 
more mixing of groups and ethnicities. There is not this -- we 
don't have the same type of economic discrimination, of 
educational discrimination, of political discrimination. I 
don't think it is exactly the same question. 


Now, again, the door to the Federal Courthouse would be open. 
If they could show intentional discrimination based upon their 
ethnicity, then they might have a case. But I don't think the 
commission should intentionally discriminate against anybody. 


Mr. Pollock: 


So the issue, then, is discrimination, and population size in 
and of itself is not a factor. So there will not be an 
affirmative duty, then, because of that significant population, 
to try and fashion a district that would encompass the 
population so it is in one district or would encompass much of 
one district to guarantee that type of representation? 


Mr. Lieber: 


That's correct. I just think we would be getting into an area 
of almost impossible mathematical and geographic kinds of 
problems. It would be too hard. I don't care how many 
computers we've got going. I think it will be too hard for 
anyone. 


Mr. Pollock: 

One last question. I think I know the answer, but it's been 
brought up in some other forms, and I think it should be put on 
the record. 

I assume that after the election districts are determined and 


after the elections are held, and if the court has reviewed the 
process and approved it and there are what is considered to be 
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two or three minority districts, if by some chance the 
elections are held and even with the districts being set up as 
they are, no minority members win, for example, there are 
certain members of the white community who just do very, very 
well in black communities or who have been around a long time 
who have been active, who are well respected. If those 
individuals win in black districts, it is highly unlikely, but 
should that occur where even after the apportionment there are 
no minority members, where are we now? What happens then? 


Mr. Lieber: 


I think, again, they could file a law suit, but if there are 
districts that are, say, 55 percent racial minorities and they 
choose, it is their choice -- you know, I hope some day, maybe 
in the next century sometime, we will get away from this motion 
that you vote for your kind first. Instead, we get to the 
position, "Well, you vote for the best, whoever he or she might 
be." 


But if those people in that district decided that the best 
are ~~ and if they have a majority district, are not their 
racial or ethnic background, I think that would stand up. It 
is their choice at that point, and that can be clearly and 
mathematically demonstrated. So I don't think we would find 
ourselves back in Court at that point.

Mr. Pollock: 


Thank you for coming, and thank you for agreeing to undertake 
this process. 


Mr. DePasquale has asked everybody if they would run for 
Council. I know in your case the Papal Decree would prohibit 
you from doing that, I believe. But along that same line, I 
don't believe that the Papal Decree would prohibit you from 
serving on this commission, so I also feel that it would not 
have prohibited you from becoming involved in the process of 
advocating either the change to this form of government 
election or opposing it. 


And in that regard, did you have any involvement in the much 
publicized and quite active discussion and debate concerning 
the change to district elections? 


Sister O'Leary: 


No, Councilman Pollock, I didn't have any active role in 
advocating either way. 


Mr. Pollock: 


Have you, since the completion of your service on the Home Rule 
Study Commission, had time ~~ I know you have been quite 
involved in the health care concerns, and so forth. Have you 
had time to involve yourself in any type of government or 
para-governmental group or so forth? 


Sister O'Leary: 

No, I haven't, in recent years. Although, I believe it is a 
responsibility of every citizen to carefully contribute to 
their government, but I haven't done it in the past several 
years. This is an opportunity to become involved again. 

Mr. Pollock: 

Okay. No further questions. ~

Mr. Pollock: 

As we know, there are five 
candidates for Council's two 
appointments to the Apportionment 
Commission, Only three of these 


individuals are even worthy of 
consideration by Council, and of these, 
two stand out as the most appropriate 
choices. These two are Dr. Leon Haley 
and Mr, James Lieber. 


Some members of Council stated 
publicly whom they would vote for 
before resumes were received, before 
the candidates were interviewed, and 
before the public hearing where the 
people of the City of Pittsburgh could 
speak on this issue. In fact, people have 
said to me, “Mark, why are you trying so 
hard? Why are you working to get the 
two right people elected? What's the 
effort for; you don’t have a chance." My 
answer to that is, I do so for two reasons; 
number one, because to do so is right, 
and number two, because I am reminded 
of the words of Abraham Lincoln who 
said, "The probability that we may fail in 
the struggle ought not to deter us from 
the support of a cause we believe to be 
just". So, I make this effort and I hope 
that the words I am about to speak will 
sway one or two of my colleagues to do 
what is right and what is just. 


The two candidates for whom 
Councilmanic support was expressed 
before any public or private offering of 
support and information about the others 
are Bob Stone and Harvey Adams. One 
must ask himself or herself, why. What 
is so desireable about these two 
individuals? It certainly cannot be 
because they were instrumental in having 
this new form of government achieved. 
To the contrary. These two people stand 
out as two of the most ardent, zealous 
opponents of district elections. They did 
everything within their powers to 
prevent this change. 


The editors of our two major daily 
newspapers addressed this issue and I 
would like to put their words on the 
record. The Post Gazette, on Saturday, 
June 13, 1987, in an editorial entitled, 


"Council Can Do Better" said, 
"According to City Councilman Mark 
Pollock, it would be just like naming 
King George II to the American 
Constitutional Convention. Mr. Pollock 
was referring to a proposal to name two 
past opponents of district election to the 
commission that will draw boundary lines 
for the council districts authorized by 
City voters last month. The two would- 
be commissioners .are former City 
Council President Robert Rade Stone and 
Harvey Adams, President of the local 
NAACP, 


Mr. Pollock's historical analogy 
may be a bit overstated, but he's right. 


Now that the voters have approved 
district election, it would be petty to 
require that every member of the 
apportionment commission be a longtime 
supporter of the by-district system. But 
Messrs. Stone and Adams - who were 
nominated by Council President Ben 
Woods and Councilwoman Sophie 
Masloff, respectively - were not simply 
supporters of the at-large system 
repudiated by the voters in last month's 
referendum, 


As a councilman, Mr. Stone was the 
architect of the notoriously confusing 
1981 ballot question on district election 
that came to be known as the "three- 
headed monster". As Mr. Pollock rightly 
noted the other day, that rigged 
referendum delayed a fair vote on 
district election for several years. 


_ (An additional reason to oppose Mr. 
Stone's appointment is the way he 


conducted himself in his last public * 


Position. Last year he was acquitted of 
criminal charges that he extorted a 
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$6,374.00 payment from the head of 
Computer Technology Associates, a firm 
hired by the City to recover Social 
Security overpayments, Criminality 
aside, however, Mr. Stone, in accepting a 
payment - described as a fee for future 
legal work ~ from a firm doing work for 
the City represented a slovenly notion of 
official propriety. In our view, such 
obtuseness disqualifies him from any 
public position.) 


As for Mr. Adams, he defended the 
at-large system both as an individual and 
as a spokesman for the local NAACP, 
which scandalized its national 
organization by supporting the at-large 
system that had resulted in an all-white 
City Council. Later, when the NAACP 
changed its position to one of support for 
district election, Mr. Adams defended 
that new position “regardless of my 
personal preferences". 


Councilman Pollock has two 
creditable candidates of his own for the 
council-selected seats: Leon Haley, the 
Director of-the local Urban League, and 
James Lieber, Executive Director of the 
American Civil Liberties Union in 
Pittsburgh. And there are other 
Pittsburghers who would bring distinction 
to the important task of drawing district 
lines, 


City Council has a well-deserved 
reputation for frustrating the cause of 
district election. If it wants to change 
that unflattering image, it will look 
elsewhere than to Messrs. Stone and 
Adams.” 


The Pittsburgh Press, on June 10, 
1987, in an editorial entitled, "Stumbling 
On Redistricting" said, "Some members 
of Pittsburgh's City Counci are going out 
of their way to inject controversy into 
the establishment of a redistricting 
commission. Council will pick two of the 
seven members of this group. And while 





the final choices are yet to be made, the 
early disputing sends ominous signals, 


The disagreement centers on 
support for Robert Rade Stone, a former 
President of Council, and Harvey Adams, 
President of the NAACP, as members of 
the commission which will draw the 
districts from which Council will be 
elected in 1989. 


Mr. Stone and Mr. Adams are the 
favorites of Council President Ben Woods 
and Councilwoman Sophie Masloff and 
possibly others, not including Councilman 
Mark Pollock. 


Mr. Pollock has complained that 
both Mr. Stone and Mr. Adams, in the 
past, have favored the continuation of 
at-large elections of Council; in his view, 
the redistricting commission should not 
include anyone so strongly identified 
with opposition to by-district elections. 


Mr. Woods says that what's past is 
past; that both Mr. Stone and Mr. Adams 
can be counted on to accept the results 
of the May 19 referendum on by-district 
elections and play a useful role in 
redistricting. 


Council will pick two of the seven 
members of the commission, Mayor 
Richard Caliguiri will select four, and 
those six will choose a seventh, who will 
serve as chairman. The group will have 
until February to carve the City into 
nine election districts for Council. 


The problem with Mr. Stone and 
Mr. Adams, as Mr. Pollock recognizes, is 
not simply that they may not adapt to a 
changing political climate. Rather, their 
outspoken support for at-large selection 
of Council reflected an insensitivity to 
fairness in voting and to a deserved 
stronger voice for black residents of 
Pittsburgh. 
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If they were so wrong in the past, 
will they suddenly see the light on the 
benefits of equitably drawn election 
districts now? 


In Mr. Stone's case, another serious 
lapse in judgment clouds his suitability 
for serving on this commission, As 
Council President in 1984, Mr. Stone 
accepted a large check for unspecified 
legal services from a firm that was 
seeking a City contract. Mr. Stone 
returned the money and later was 
cleared by a federal court jury of 
wrongdoing. But such mixing of public 
and private interests raises questions of 
ethical perceptions. 


It's hard to imagine that Council 
can't find better choices for the 
redistricting commission. So far, it looks 
like they are trying to make the worst 
ones." 


And on June 7, 8, and 11, 1987, I 
ran a KQV editorial which I would also 
like to include in the record. 


"Look out folks, the powers that be 
on City Council are at it again. Two 
names were placed in nomination for 
Council's appointment to the 
Apportionment Commission charged with 
instituting a change to district 
elections, These two people are former 
Council President Robert Rade Stone and 
Pittsburgh NAACP President Harvery 
Adams. Both of these selections are 
totally inappropriate. 


Because of the importance of this 
Commission, it is absolutely essential 
that the public have unquestioned 
confidence and trust in the impartiality 
of the members, These individuals must 
not only be above reproach but they must 
appear above reproach. The 
apportionment should be a depoliticized 
process carried out by persons who are 
not politically tainted. Mr Stone served 


on Council with current members and has 
stated he might want to return to public 
life. Mr. Adams is the spokesman for the 
Black Democratic Ward Chairmen and, 
as such, he too is heavily involved in the 
political system. 


More significantly, both of these 
individuals zealously opposed district 
elections from the very beginning. Mr. 
Stone was the architect of the "three- 
headed monster" which usurped the 
public's right to have district election 
years ago. He also voted against district 
elections while on Council. 


Mr. Adams has always opposed 
district elections. Even when the 
national office of the NAACP stated 
that it was it's policy to support this 
form of election, Mr. Adams still went 
against them. And, incredibly, even 
when there were no Blacks on Council he 
still opposed them. 


To put two individuals who fought 
so hard to prevent district elections on 
the Commission is an insult to those who 
worked so hard to achieve this new form 
of government. Fairness and propriety 
should dictate that they be precluded 
from serving. To do otherwise would be 
an unconscionable abuse of Council's 
duty.” 


The question has been raised by 
several, what difference does it make 
that one oppose district elections. Who 
cares, it is asked. Cannot a person who 
zealously opposed and who zealously 
fought against district elections still do a 
good job as a member of the 
Apportionment Commission? 


The answers to those questions are’ 


several, First, there would be a 
suspicion, an inference, indeed, perhaps 
even a presumption that one who is so 
ardent in his oppostion to the change of 
government, who thwarted the public's

right to speak on this important matter 
for years, could not now be able to 
change his stripes and become concerned 
about the public's interest. What would 
cause an anti-consumer, an anti-public 
individual to suddenly begin to look out 
for the public good? His acts would be 
highly suspect. The Chinese have a 
saying; "It is easier to move mountains 
and rivers than it is to change a person's 
basic nature". 


The second answer is so evident 
that even my colleagues must see it. 
One speaker after another at the public 
hearing said this issue is fairness. 
Fairness and justice mandate that the 
people who worked so hard to obtain 
district elections should be the ones to 
implement it. It is unfair, unjust, and 
wrong to appoint active opponents of 
district elections to the Apportionment 
Commission, In addition, both Harvey 
Adams and Robert Stone are too involved 
in the political process. This should be a 
de-politicized process unsuspected of 
being politically tainted. 


Mr. Stone is an_ especially 
inappropriate selection because, not only 
was he an opponent of district elections, 
but also because of his track record. He 
served on an apportionment commission 
in the past. He was a member of the 
School Board apportionment commission 
which was unable to draw district lines 
and was forced to be submitted to the 
court. And so our school district lines 
were appointed by a court because Mr. 
Stone held up the apportionment 
commission's actions. 


Insofar as Sister Michele O'Leary, 
there are several points I would like to 
make. It is readily apparent by 
reviewing her resume and by meeting and 
speaking with her that she is an 
uncommon woman. She has a record of 
service to the community that few in 
this city can’match. Shé also impresses 


™Me as a woman of great integrity. She 
would, in fact, be a superb candidate for 
any number of boards, commissions and 
authorities. In my view, however, she is 
found wanting in comparison to Dr. 
Haley and Mr. Lieber for appointment to 
this apportionment commission. 


In explaining my reasons for feeling 
this way, I realize I am doing so at a 
risk. The risk is that my statements will 
be misquoted, underquoted, 
misinterpreted or taken out of context. 
But understanding that risk and assuming 
it, I must nevertheless proceed with a 
rational explanation of why Sister 
Michele should not be selected for this 
commission before Mr. Lieber and Dr. 
Haley. 


Let me reiterate; Sister Michele is 
a very special person. This Council, 
indeed, this City, is honored by her 
desire and willingness to serve this City 
in any capacity. She is clearly the third 
best candidate of the five we are 
considering. What tips the scales clearly 
and decisively against her are several 
factors. One is her lack of involvement 
in the process that resulted in the change 
of election and in government at all for 
over ten years, I am not saying that 
because she wasn’t out picketing and 
striking and working to have the system 
changed that she should be ostracized or 
that this should be fatal to her 
candidacy. Nor am I saying that her 
other numerous and very important 
activities over the years since her 
service on the Government Study 
Commission in 1975 that have prevented 
her from any involvement in the 
governmental process should work to her 
detriment. 


We can say that Sister Michele, Mr. 
Lieber and Dr. Haley have comparable 
records of service for the good of the 


- Pittsburgh community. But for service 


on this specific commission, the 
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qualifications, background, knowledge, 
skills and expertise of Mr. Lieber and Dr. 
Haley are far superior to Sister 
Michele's. In addition, all things being 
equal, while I agree with the Post 
Gazette that consideration of members 
of this commission should not be limited 
to only those who actively worked to 
obtain a change, certainly fairness should 
dictate that if there are three worthy 
candidates, then the two who did work so 
hard to obtain this new form of election 
should be put on the commission, At the 
very least, this Council should only 
appoint individuals who at least voted for 
the change. What especially makes this 
case for Mr. Lieber and Dr. Haley over 
Sister Michele is that while her many 
activities and possibly other factors may 
have prevented her from taking an active 
part in the efforts to change the form of 
government, surely she should have had 
the interest in this historic development 
to have voted in the spring Primary, 
either at the polls or by absentee. 


On Friday I received a call from 
someone who told me that Sister Michele 
is not a voter, This. morning I checked 
with the Election Department and indeed 
she did not vote in the Primary and thus 
on this important referendum question. 
In fact, according to the Election 
Department, this omission was not an 
aberration and she has only voted one 
time in the last five elections, 


Again, one more time. Sister 
Michelle is a splended, concerned, 
committed person and a _ great 
contributor to our society and an asset to 
Pittsburgh. She will bring much to any 
position that she would fill. I am simply 
saying, for this commission, this specific 
commission, there are two candidates 
more appropriate than she, 


This brings me to the remaining 
two candidates, Dr. Haley and Mr. 
Lieber. Clearly, these two individuals 


stand out in shining fashion as the most 
appropriate choices of Council for the 
Apportionment Commission. In fact, in 
my 19 months on Council and in my 
Many, many years observing local 
government, there has never been a more 
accomplished, more talented, more 
intelligent, and more ideally qualified 
candidate for any board, commission or 
authority than both Dr. Haley and Mr, 
Lieber, Not only did both of them work 
to obtain this new form of government 
but they both have unique skills that 
would be invaluable to the commission, 


Mr. Lieber is probably, without 
question, the foremost expert in this 
City in the area of voting law and 
district election law. He, more than any 
other person in the City, would be able 
to ensure that the product of the 
apportionment commission is legal, fair, 
constitutional, and able to be approved 
by both the federal judge and the Justice 
Department. He went through all the 
issues of Council that are relevent. 
Those of us who were there were 
spellbound by his knowledge of the issues 
and his awareness of the points that 
matter. He knows this law and he knows 


. the issues better than anybody. He 
’ teaches it. All one has to do is read Mr. 


Lieber's resume, listen to him articulate 
his views on the law regarding district 
elections, and he or she will know that 
this is the best choice for the 
commission. 


During his interview, my colleague, 
Jack Wagner, turned to me and, 
unsolicited, said, "He should definitely be 
on the commission. If Council doesn't 
pick him, the Mayor should.” Well, the 
Mayor didn’t; so it is up to Council to see 
that this highly deserving man is on the 
commission. 


Dr. Haley, too, has special © 


expertise. In fact, as Chief Executive of 
the Urban League he has worked closely 
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on the issue. He was very instrumental 
in ensuring the public's awareness of this 
issue and support for the change. He has 
a Ph.D in government. He was a dean of 
a graduate school of government. 


Both of these men not only bring 
their unique talents, but each would be 
able to call upon the greatest scholars 
and practitioners on this issue in the 
nation at no expense to the City. Most 
importantly, both of these men would be 
objective, they would be fair, they would 
be apolitical, These two men are 
incredibly gifted, honest, committed 
individuals. These two men are the best 
that our City has to offer. How can this 
Council possibly not select them? 


An elected official should not only 
have a conscience but should be a 
conscience. The people of Pittsburgh 
have spoken; they want district 
elections, This Council should give the 
commission and the people of the City of 
Pittsburgh the members most 
appropriate, most prepared, and best 
able to implement the system. It should 
also practice fairness and justice and put 
on the commission individuals who 
supported the change, not those who 
zealously opposed it. Almost every 
speaker at the public hearing pleaded 
with this Council to deny Robert Stone 
and Harvey Adams .a place on the 
commission. Not one person spoke on 
behalf of them. 


If this Council puts two people on 
the apportionment commission who were 
the most outspoken opponents of district 
elections that one can find, this Council 
is saying to the people of the City of 
Pittsburgh, "We don't. care what is right; 
we don't care what is proper. We don't 
give a damn what -you, the people of 
Pittsburgh, think." If this Council puts 
two active opponents of district 
elections-- on. this, commission, this 
Council is: saying «to the people of 


Pittsburgh, "Drop dead”. 


I especially want to appeal to my 
colleague, Mr. DePasquale. More than 
any other Councilman I have known, Mr. 
DePasquale is a man of conscience, a 
man of honor, and a man of heart. Some 
may find some of his peccadilloes wrong; 
some may criticize him for some of his 
activities. But no one can attack this 
man's compassion and his heart and his 
soul. JI have never known him to do 
anything that was immoral or wrong or 
something that would attack his 
conscience and cause him to not sleep at 
night. 


In Chicago in 1968, the people 
trying to bring a halt to a terrible war 
took to the streets. They were harrassed 
by the police and other citizens. But 
these people would not be stilled; these 
people knew that their actions were right 
and that they had to proceed. So, as 
they were being suppressed and 
oppressed and attacked and arrested, 
they cried out, "The whole world is 
watching, the whole world is watching.” 
Today, the whole City is watching to see 
what this Council will do. Will it do 
what is right?. This is one of the most 
important votes that City Council has 
ever taken. The whole City is watching, 


Thank you. * 
Mz. Grabowski: 


Mr. President, in preparing for this 
vote today I pulled out an old tool of 
mine, the Pennsylvania Manuel, and I 
turned to the section that has the 
Commonwealth's Constitution in it. In 
there are guidelines for drawing up 
legislative boundaries for the 
Pennsylvania House and Senatorial 
districts and the Congressional districts. 


Section 16 of Article 2 has the 
criteria for drawing up legislative 
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boundary and it's pretty simple. It says, 


"The districts shall be composed of 
compact and continuous territory as 
nearly in population as practicable." 
That's the gist of what the 
Commonwealth of Pennsylvania 
mandates in its Constitution with respect 
to legislative districts. I don't think you 


have to be a constitutional authority or. 


some genius to understand that one 
sentence. Furthermore, the criteria for 
drawing up those that sit on the 
commission is that four of the five 
members shall be members of the 
legislature. So, I don't see where being 
involved in politics is immoral or 
improper in this matter, In fact, the 
Constitution mandates that you be 
intricately involved in what you do with 
respect to legislative reapportionment. 


So, I just wanted to bring that out 
for the record. Isee nothing wrong with 
voting for anyone who has been involved 
in politics or voting for someone that 
may be involved in politics in the future, 
especially in dealing with City Council, 


Michelle Madoff: 


It is such a sad day because many 
of us in the audience and sitting here on 
Council realize that we know the 
outcome before it happens. And it is sad 
that there's very little we can do about 
it. Fortunately, the new Council is going 
to be very different; it's unfortunate we 
couldn't wait for that time to make this 
appointment. 


I had asked before I received the 
information today from Mr. Pollock, I 
called the Mayor's Office and asked that 
he please appoint Sister Michele as one 
of his appointments because in truth and 
in reality there are only six appointments 
to be made to the apportionment 
committee and then the six will pick a 
seventh who will be president. If you 
divide six by three you get supposedly, if 


we deal in fairness, two women, 
hopefully one would have been a minority 
but it doesn't always work out that way, 
two women, two minorities, and 
hopefully two people who would have 
great expertise and would have fought 
for the cause of which they are going to 
be addressing and that is the 
apportionment. 


I think Mr. Pollock's impassioned, 
heartfelt statement really summarized 
everything. But one little item was 
eliminated. When the hearing took place 
here the other day, which was really 
windowdressing, it . took place only 
because the Home Rule Charter says 
that if 25 people want to have a hearing, 
we will have one. Nobody really cared 
about what was being said; people were 
here just because of the mandate to have 
a public hearing. At the end of the 
hearing the people sitting in the audience 
tried to lobby those who were not in 
keeping with the view of fairness and 
justice and having the most qualified 
people. And in a confrontation between 
Mr. Tim Stevens and the President of 
Council, which appeared in the news 
media, Mr. Woods responded to Mr. 
Stevens by saying, "I've already made up 
my mind; go lobby the others. And 
besides, Mr. Stone and Mr. Adams are my 
friends and Im going to vote for my 
friends." I think that needs to be on the 
record. Thank you. 


Mr. Wagner: 


Mr. President and members of 
Council, I have one final comment. I've 
sat back and watched and listened to 
comments both made publicly and 
privately in regard to all candidates and I 
have to make this statement, that it 
should not be the purpose of this Council 
in considering all five candidates or any 
candidates to make derogatory * 
comments about and of the candidates. 
It should be the purpose of this Council

to push for certain candidates if they 
feel very strongly about them. Each and 
every Councilmember here had the 
opportunity to make comments or ask 
questions directly to the individuals that 
are being suggested to be on this 
commission. And the negative comments 
that I have heard were not asked directly 
to any of the five individuals. I, for one, 
can never make a negative comment to 
anyone unless I make it to them first. 
And I think it is very important, if this 
Council is to be professional, if it is to 
be respected, no matter who comes out 
of this commission, no matter who is 
appointed, that we ourselves make sure 
that we follow those types of guidelines. 


In closing, I just want to say that 
two people are going to come out of this 
vote that will come shortly. It may not 
be the people that I want but still the 
people that I'm going to have to live 
with, Tm not going to make any 
derogatory comments if the people that I 
don't want are appointed. And I do mow 
factually, and I believe it's important 
that the public knows this, that this 
commission is pretty well directed by the 
Mayor of this City. The Mayor has four 
appointees, Council has two; those six 
will choose one. I think it was a bad 
setup to begin with when the law 
permitted the commission to be formed 
in that fashion. I don't think any one 
elected official, no matter who that 
elected official is, should have that kind 
of input. I think it should have been 
spread out over various entities of 
government. It didn't happen. If there's 
any criticism I have from the beginning 
of this commission, it’s that. Thank you. 


Mrs. Masloff: 


One word, Mr. President. Mark, I 
can't match you; I'm not a lawyer. But I 
just want to point out that everything 
you've said is your opinion, strictly your 
opinion. That's doesn't make any one of 





those candidates better than any other. 
That's just your opinion. 


Mr. DePasquale: 


I just wanted to state for the 
record that one of the finest persons I've 
ever known is Sister Michele. I saw her 
grow up and she taught my children, I've 
very grateful to that person; she did a 
pretty good job, I think. I stated before 
that I'm going to vote for her and 'm 
still going to do that. 


One other comment, and I talked to 
Mark and I talked to Tim Stevens before 
the meeting, something I can't get 
through my thick head, We have drawn 
the lines, we are going to have a district 
council, whether Jeep DePasquale likes 
it or doesn't like it. What's the 
difference, in all fairness, as to whether 
the people who draw those lines are 
supporters of district or at-large? Their 
job is to draw lines, not to vote for 
district elections or at-large elections. 
That's what I disagree with my 
colleagues most of all. 


Michelle Madoff: 


There are two points that have 
somehow slipped by us. It is incorrect to 
say, Mr. Wagner, that the Mayor had four 
choices. The Mayor only had two 
choices; the other two choices, his hands 
were tied. He had to pick from lists, one 
that the Republican party had submitted 
and one that the Democratic party had 
submitted, and he took what he believed 
to be the best of the lists submitted to 
him. He only had two choices of his own 
and they were superb choices. That’s 
number one. 


Number two, when Mr. Grabowski 
reads from the book saying all we have 
to do, and someone else, Sophie, just 
mentioned, and Jeep, is just draw up the 
lines, you don’t have to be a genius to do 
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it, let me tell you-what a genius you have 
to be to doit. I've lived in Squirrel Hill; 
I don't kmow if I'm going back to Squirrel 
Hill, I don't know if Im going to run 
again. I don't know if I'm going to stay 
where I am and rim against Ben Woods in 
the North Side because that's the way 
the district appears now. I don’t know. 
But I do know that the people of Squirrel 
Hill are terrified that the lines will be 
drawn that they.go right through the 
middle of Squirrel Hill, And the people 
of the 19th Ward are equally concerned 
that the lines will go right through the 
middle of the 19th Ward, the two largest 
wards, and that they will be sort of line 
the West German Wall, that they will 
have different people representing them, 
not their mutual interest. So, what the 
alternative becomes is, you keep the 
core of the 19th, the core of the 14th, 
and you whittle away at the outskirts, 
And if that doesn't take somebody who 
understands voting law and if that 
doesn't take someone who understands 
the expertise and the caring of those who 
have been disenfranchised, the minorities 
which brought about this election by 
district, I don't know what does, And 
everything we're hearing is rhetoric and 
justification of why we will vote for the 
wrong people. And I will tell you that I 
will urge those in the audience to please 
move if we don't get the best people 
teday. In court with Judge Ziegler, 
immediately, I will offer to work or to be 
an amicus in that lawsuit, put up 
whatever monies are needed to help and 
that I can afford, and I would urge if this 
doesn't go through or this vote does not 
uphold’ the finest standards of 
government, which. is what we are 
elected to represent, then we ought to go 
to court to stop this and do it this 
afternoon.

Mr. Pollock: - 


We had a public hearing I guess about two weeks ago, and a 
lot of issues were raised at that time, and a lot of my 
colleagues had questions about the bill. I've taken those 
questions by my colleagues and by the speakers to heart, and I 
am amending the bill to try and comply with certain questions. 
My purpose for putting it on the table right now is to solicit 
any other comments or suggestions to amend the bill before 
bringing it back on the table for discussion and vote next week. 
So, I would like to open it up to any kind of discussion on the 
bill. I already took out the question about requiring store 
owners to keep cans of spray paint under lock and key so that it 
is not a hardship. The provision about sales to minors is being 
left in. I am addressing the question of the possible vagueness 
in the language of the bill regarding if somebody wants to write 
things on their own property, and so I am also looking at the 
question of undue hardship to property owners. The issue is 
raised about the potential for victimizing somebody by spray 

_ painting their property and them being cited and spray painting 
it again. So, I am looking at drafting an amendment which would 
provide for a hardship provision for repeat victims and so forth 
and also economic hardship for senior citizens and so forth. If 
there are any other suggestions for ways of improving the bill, 
I would like to hear them. 


As far as securing the cans of spray paint, the bill is 
silent as to that. There will be no provision for removal of 
the cans of spray paint from the public reach. The only 
requirement would be any cans of spray paint that proprietors 
sell. could not be sold to minor.

Mr. Grabowski: 


I would like Councilman Pollock to clarify the new 
legislation. 


Mr. Pollock: 


Thank you, Steve. Let me briefly do this. It is said that 
there are two things that one should never watch being made; one 
is sausages and the other is legislation. And this graffiti 
bill certainly confirms that. 


I want to apologize to all of my colleagues for the delays 
in getting this to you, and I appreciate your indulgence and 
kindness in permitting me to hold it continuously until I 
redrafted it and talked to the Law Department, the American 
Civil Liberties Union, and so forth, until we came up with a 
bill that is acceptable to me and others who want to accomplish 
what the bill is intending to accomplish, and yet does not 
infringe upon anybody's civil liberties. 


If you will recall, this bill was passed in 
Committee -- I don't know. Mike can provide the date. It 
received an affirmative recommendation. 
Mr. Perry: 


May 27th. It was introduced February 16th, in Committee on 
Public Safety May 27th. 


Mr. Pollock: 


It received an affirmative recommendation at some point. 
it went to Monday. 


Mr. Perry: 


Well, we have quite a few here. We have one introduction 
on February 16th, in Council Monday, February 16th, ordered, 
advertised, posted. .We had the hearing April 28th, in Committee 
on Hearings the 28th, and in Committee on Public Safety May 6th, 
in Committee on Public Safety, Wednesday, May 13th, in Committee 
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on Public Safety, Wednesday, May 18th, read and held for one 
week, in Council June 1, the bill was recommitted. 


Mr. Pollock: 


What date did it receive the affirmative recommendation? 
You just read it. 


Mr. Perry: 
May 27th. 
Mr. Pollock: 


Okay. It went to final vote on Monday after receiving 
unanimous affirmative recommendation. I held it because of 
several issues that were raised. I want to thank .the media, in 
particular Sally Kalson from the Post Gazette, whose scrutiny 
picked up a constitutional question in this bill which I really 
did not see. She raised the matter with the American Civil 
Liberties Union, and they said, yes, there were, in fact, civil 
liberty questions. Frankly, I just did not see them in drafting 
this bill. 


The Chair: 
What were they, Mr. Pollock? 
Mr. Pollock: 


The issue is, of course, the prohibition of the sale of 
cans of spray paint and indelible markers to minors. In my zeal 
to try to combat graffiti, I was stomping on the civil rights of 
our city's youth, and on students who purchase these goods for 
their projects, and people who work and need to purchase these 
goods. And I just did not pick up on that. I was intemperate 
and imprudent, and this just goes to show what can happen when 
people in government try to accomplish one thing without 
considering all the other issues. 


What I did then was take out the across the board 
prohibition. of the sales to minors, and instead, drafted -- 
actually the American Civil Liberties Union drafted a provision 
which attrnpts to deal with that and attempts. to accomplish, 
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which is the ultimate purpose, which is trying to take these 
goods out of the hands of people who are using these tools to 
perpetrate graffiti. What the ACLU drafted is the language 
which says that "No person shall knowingly sell or otherwise 
transfer any spray paint container or indelible marker to any 
person for the purpose of having said spray paint container or 
indelible marker be used for graffiti." Now, the obvious 
question is, how is the merchant going to know if the purchaser 
is using it for that purpose? I asked that same question of the 
ACLU, and the answer was that what that provision does, by 
putting the language in that, that the person can sell it to 
anyone of any age, but if he or she does so knowing that person 
is going to be using it for the crime of graffiti, it makes the 
seller more aware, it makes the seller inquire, it puts a little 
bit of a burden on that seller, which that person has the right 
to do. You don't have to sell to anybody. So if some kids are 
in the store, they walk in and pick up a can of spray paint and 
don't even look at the color, or ask what it can be used for, or 
what materials it can be used on, the merchant might say, "What 
are you going to use this for?” If that merchant doesn't get 
the right answer, if that merchant is a concerned citizen, one 
who cares about the condition of our city, hopefully that 
merchant will not sell it to that minor. There are other ways 
the merchant can know if the people are using it for the wrong 
purpose; if the people in the store say it, if there are kids 
who are talking about "Let's go paint this on a bridge," or 
something like that, obviously the merchant knows. If someone 
comes into the store and the merchant knows this person has a 
history of doing graffiti, maybe he has been caught before, 
Maybe someone has told him this kid is spraying paint all over 
the area, if they come in late at night, something like this. 
What it does, is it is consciousness raising, it is a way to get 
Merchants to use more care in whose hands they put these tools. 


Mr. DePasquale: 


I just think we should have a little more protection for 
the merchant. You say perhaps there is a young lad or two that 
they know, they are.not quite sure, but they think has been 
doing this. So let's say he lives in Oakland. Now he goes to 
Lawrenceville and nobody knows him. The fellow says to him, 
"Are you going to use this paint for anything other than 
painting a building?" He says, “Oh, yes. I am going to do it 
for.useful purposes," and walks out. s 
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Mr. Pollock: 
Then he is protected. 
Mr. DePasquale: 
The owner is protected? 
Mr. Pollock: 


Heck yes. The only thing I would say to that is I don't 
think there is any history to show that kids start traveling 
around the city to buy spray paint. They usually go into their 
own neighborhoods. I don't think a kid is going to walk across 
town or take a bus to buy a can of spray paint. 


So if the merchants will start joining the Public Safety 
Department and other officials in the city and members of 
Council who care about the city, and say, “Hey, look. I don't 
need that $1.69 sale. This kid is going to do damage to 
property. I am not going to sell it to you. I don't have to 
sell it to you.” 


Mr. DePasquale: 


You know the sad part, Mark, is I don't agree with you that 
it is kids. Most of this is done in the middle of the night. 
No one has really ever caught anybody writing graffiti ona 
building. ‘They usually do it at 2:00, 3:00, 4:00 in the 
morning. 


Mr. Pollock: 


Studies have shown that it is mostly high school aged kids. 
Let me also, for Mr. Grabowski's question, summarize some of the 
other changes that are present in the substitute bill, because 
these are significant, as well. 


In Section 616.01{e), I have added a provision which holds 
the parents of a minor responsible for the actions of their 
minor child who has been found guilty of committing graffiti. 
This is perfectly legal, I have checked with the Law Department. 
And if a minor is found guilty of graffiti,.the parents of that 
minor can be ordered by the City Magistrate's Office to make 
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restitution to the victim of that graffiti. 


Section 616.01(d), the Magistrate, in lieu of a fine, may 
order the person caught to do 100 hours of community service, 
which would, of course, include removing graffiti, picking up 
litter all around the city. One hundred hours is a good amount 
of time to put in doing this. So that is still in there. The 
heavy fine for the person caught is still in there, $1,000.00. 
The duty to remove, so that absentee land owners and so forth, 
absentee property owners, can't just allow their buildings to 
become cancerous and have it spread all over the community, 
which results in higher crime incidence, which results in lower 
property values, which results in companies moving out, is still 
in there. ‘The provision for rewards is still in there. I have 
added Michelle's suggestion about setting up a graffiti trust 
fund, if any companies or corporations want to make 
contributions to the city, these funds can be used for rewards 
for community service or public service announcements to let the 
people know about this ordinance, and so forth. 


So I think the bill is going to go a very, very long way 
toward combating graffiti, but it doesn't end here. As 
Mr. Grabowski has pointed out on several occasions, the entities 
that are most victimized by graffiti are government agencies; 
the city, state, county, Port Authority, and so forth. We all 
have to get our acts together and comply with this ordinance, 
should it be passed, and get it off as soon as it appears. 


I got a call this morning about a bridge on Negley Avenue 
that is just filled with graffiti, obsentities, swastikas, and 
so forth, that has been sitting there for a while. It is a city 
bridge. Of course, I called to get it off, but the city has to 
be more diligent in this, because it is a real cancer to our 
community, and it affects property values and many other things. 


In summation, I want to again thank everybody for their 
patience on this and ask for your support, and just say that I 
apologize for my zeal and my infringement upon civil liberties. 
And to quote Justice Byron White, "I am not afraid to get off 
the trolley halfway down the road when I am wrong." 

Mrs. Masloff: 


I want to point out that Philadelphia says that they are 
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only 50 percent successful. If we are 50 percent successful, I 
think it would be an addition. 


Michelle Madoff: 

That's right, or 10 percent. 
Mrs, Masloff: 

Even 50 percent will help. ( 
Mr. Wagner: 


I have one question that relates to enforcement of the 
ordinance. I think it is a solid ordinance, I think it makes 
sense, certainly it is needed. But we all know that a law 
without the proper enforcement is not really of much value. Who 
is going to enforce this ordinance? 


Mr. Pollock: 

Which part of it? 
Mr. Wagner: 

The various portions of it, all portions of it. 
Mr, Pollock: 


Well, the question about catching someone in the act, 
hopefully any law enforcement officer who sees somebody, and a 
citizen who sees somebody doing it would call the Police 
Department and have them come out there and catch them, the 
reward provision would, after it is done, turn somebody in. I 
know dog gone well that that graffiti on the South Side that is 
all over the place, and it is now spreading into other parts of 
the city because it is being done by the same person. People 
know who is doing that, there are individuals who know who is 
doing that graffiti. And if somebody can make $500.00 by 
turning somebody in, that is alot of money if somebody is 
unemployed, or if somebody needs the money. That person can be 
turned in, they can be watched, they can be picked up after they 
do it, and so forth. The rewards provision will go a long way 
toward catching the people. = 
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To answer your question, the Public Safety Department would 
be in charge of enforcing it. Believe me, I know they are over 
taxed as it is, but this has benefits to them in a sense now, 
and it may be stretching it, but there are studies that clearly 
state that the more graffiti there is, the more crime there is. 
And I am sure Director Cannon will confirm that, that there are 
areas that are filled with graffiti, certain parts of New York, 
and Philadelphia, and Chicago that are the most hard hit by this 
are the incidents that have the most crime. They are the areas 
where people move out, where people don't care about the 
community, where people don't care who is doing what. So there 
are benefits to the Public Safety Department by enforcing the 
Graffiti Ordinance. 


Mr. Wagner: 


in other words, it would be-in addition to the public 
reporting a violation and hopefully an individual, a name, an 
address, to go along with it, and would testify in court against 
that person. In addition to that, from a governmental point of 
view, it would be the Public Safety Department, and particularly 
Police and Building Inspection? 


Mr. Pollock: 
Yes. 


Jack's points are well taken. But the major components of 
this bill are really of deterrent effect and not of enforcement 
effect. By that, I mean much of the provisions deal with once 
that person is caught, making God darn sure that they don't do 
it again, because of the service, because of the restitution of 
their parents, because of the heavy fine. Also, a deterrent 
effect is the reward provision, the public service announcements 
that could be made, and so forth. 


So if this bill works and the public gets involved in 
supporting it, and the merchants comply with the provision of it 
and also the intent of it, hopefully it will be a burden 
released from the law enforcement end of it, and more on the 
Magistrate's Court, and both the City Magistrate's office and 
the local District Justices. 


But I am the last person in the world to make any more 
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demands upon our uniformed officers, I appreciate that 
enforcement is a very tough thing to comply with in-the city, 
and to carry out, and I am sympathetic to that. 


I think that this bill is going to go a long way to 
deterring, and that first person is caught and is either out in 
the street for 100 hours picking up litter on a hot day, or 
cleaning paint off of walls, that person is not going to do it 
again. And that kid who gets caught and his parents get stuck 
with a bill to pay, that kid is not going to do it again. And 
the message is going to get out. So it is going to be pretty 
much self-enforced.

Discussion. le I may, Mr. 
President, I'm not at all happy ‘with 
Bork's civil rights activities, and they're 
well known, ‘with the exception of his 
position on abortion. I'm a pro-lifer and I 
guess everyone knows that. But 
otherwise, Mr. Bork has, I think, a very 
sour record when it comes to civil rights. 


But why I hesitate to vote for or 
against, I have to go back many, many 
years, and none of you were born then 
perhaps with the exception of Michelle, 
Felix Frankfurter and Hugo Black were 
both appointed about the same time by 
Franklin Delano Roosevelt. Felix 
Frankfurter was a civil libertarian and 
Hugo Black was a former of the Ku Klux 
Klan. There was a lot of fervor and a lot 
of furor over those appointments but 
they turned out probably to be two of the 
best justices in the history of the United 
States of America, 


So, I mean, if we take action here 
on Bork and then come out with egg on 
our face, I really wouldn't appreciate it. 
We had Rehnquist, the now Chief 
Justice, and Rehnquist obviously had a 
poor civil rights record but the President 
appointed him and the Senate approved 
of him. 


I just want to caution Council in 
regards to what we do here today. in 
regards to approving or disapproving of 
Bork as a candidate for the Supreme 
Court other than, as I say, his civil rights 
record is nothing to brag about. But then 
again, time and again they've gone into 
the Supreme Court and they've done an 
about face, they've changed their ways 
completely. 


Mr. Grabowski: 


Mr. President, I don't feel that this 
is a resolution that this Council should be 
voting on. I'm not that familiar with this 
gentleman but I'm sure that there are 
people out there that are supportive of 
this gentleman just as there are people 
out there who are opposed to him. But 
for us to get involved in this, I think, this 
is something that goes beyond the scope 
of City Council and whether this were a 
pro-resolution I still don't feel 
comfortable in voting for it. 


Mr. Pollock 


I think it should be stated that this 
gentleman that President Reagan 
nominated to be the swing vote in the 
Supreme Court, and that's especially 
significant that that be noted as swing 
vote because Justice Lewis Powell was 
an individual who decided many cases 
because he was pretty much a middle-of- 
the-roader on several issues, so there 
were four votes one way and four the 
other and most of his decisions decided 
the case. And much of the progress that 
has been made in this country in the area 
of civil rights and women's rights and 
anti-trust, First Amendment, free speech 
rights and so forth, labor unions rights, 
would be set back generations if this 
individual is confirmed to the Supreme 
Court. 


T happen to think that Judge Bork is 
somewhat of a hypocrite in the sense 
that he believes in what is called original 
intent. By that I mean that he says the 
words of the Constitution should mean 
what they say and should not be viewed 
in light of today’s society but in light of 
the society at which time the words were 
drafted. And that’s how he decides many 
of his cases. Now, what's hypocritical 
about that is that the words of the 
Constitution’ say’ that a Black is only 
three-fifths of a person. So is this what 
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Judge Bork is saying, that our Black 
brothers and sisters are three-fifths as 
good as us, three-fifths of a White 
citizen? The Constitution says we're not 
allowed to print paper money. Does 
Justice Bork - Judge Bork, God forbid 
Justice Bork - does Judge Bork feel that 
we should not have paper money? He 
interprets things to fit the occasion. 


It should be remembered that 
Judge Bork stated that he feels that 
government should not impose the duty 
on any individual to have to sit next toa 
Black man at a coffee shop. This is what 
he said on the record. Is this the kind of 
individual we want on the Supreme Court 
deciding the fate of Americans for the 
next 20, 30, 40 years? 


I have to extract Senator Edward 
Kennedy's words when he learned about 
this nomination because they're 
beautiful. "He would send American 
people, American women, American 
Blacks, back in time to a time that no 
American is proud of. President Reagan 
is reaching out of the muck of 
Contragate and into the muck of 
Watergate and he shouldn't be allowed to 
do it.” Thank you. 


Michelle Madoff: 


I am really astounded that a 
colleague would say that this is an issue 
that this Council should not be 
addressing, Mr. Grabowski. We are 
elected officials and who more than 
elected officials of this City who 
represent the population of close to 
400,000 persons should have the 
responsibility to speak out on this issue 
and to call it to the attention and to 
state our position and ask that this be 
passed along to those who need to know 
our feelings so they will know how we 
feel about them when they come up for 
election.

No. 3159 WHEREAS, the 
Pennsylvania Alliance for Jobs and 
Energy (PAJE) is a ten year old 
Pittsburgh based non-profit organization 
made up of consumers working for fair, 
prudent social and economic policies 
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which strengthen the local economy and 
benefit area consumers; and 


WHEREAS, competitive energy 
costs are crucial to the economic and 
social health and vibrancy of the City of 
Pittsburgh; and 


WHEREAS, Duquesne Light 
Company has asked the Pennsylvania 
Public Utility Commission for approval 
of a 383.4 million, 47 percent increase in 
their utility rates; and 


WHEREAS, both PAJE and the 
Pennsylvania Office of Consumer 
Advocate have filed a formal complaint 
with the Public Utility Commission 
asking that Duquesne Light's rate hike 
request be denied in its entirety; and 


WHEREAS, PAJE's complaint puts 
forth the position that a 47 percent 
increase in electric rates would stifle 
economic growth and harm mary sectors 
of the Pittsburgh community; and 


WHEREAS, the City of Pittsburgh 
alone, excluding its authorities, spend 
approximately 8,900,000 for its 
electrical needs in fiscal year 1986 and 
could not bear a several million dollar 
increase in rates without raising taxes or 
greatly reducing city services; and 


WHEREAS, the City of Pittsburgh's 
Law Department has a history of filing 
formal complaints against increased 
utility rates on behalf of its citizens. 


NOW THEREFORE, BE Ir 
RESOLVED, that the Council of the City 
of Pittsburgh support's the position of 
PAJE and the Office of the Consumer 
Advocate in their efforts to block this 
rate hike; and 


BE If FURTHER RESOLVED, that 
the Council of the City of Pittsburgh 
instructs our City Law Department and 








Solicitor to file a formal complaint with 
the PUC opposing the Duquesne Light 
Company rate increase in its entirety. 


Michelle Madoff moved to adopt the 
resolution, 


Mr. Pollock seconded the motion. 
Mr. Pollock: 


Discussion. It's difficult to sit here 
as a PUC Administrative Law Judge or a 
PUC Commissioner and judge this. 
Certainly, it does appear to be an 
obscenely large amount of increase. I 
think, though, we would be remiss if we 
didn't at least put on the record that 
perhaps some type of increase is 
warranted, There is nobody harder hit by 
the closing of steel mills than the 
utilities. Fair is fair. When the steel 
mills close, they're the largest users of 
electricity. Everyone talks about how 
the mills have been hit, the steel 
industry has been hit, well, in turn, the 
utilities have been hit because they’re 
the suppliers. 


Td just like to say that I am going 
to support this resolution; this City sure 
as heck can't afford a $7 million 
increase. But by the same token, in 
fairness, perhaps some type of increase 
can be justified before the Public Utility 
Commission. 


The Chair: 


Mr. Pollock, using your rationale, 
whenever a manufacturer makes.a lot of 
an item and he can't sell it, he lowers the 
price to get rid of it. I think that 
Duquesne Light should lower their prices 
and encourage us to use more Goce: 
That should-be on the record. ¢ 


Michelle Madoff: : 


May I comment? As someone who 
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has been involved with Duquesne Light 
since 1969, sometime early in '69, it is a 
fact that Duquesne was repeatedly 
warned, all the utilities were warned, 
West Penn Power, that the need for 
power would not grow at the rate they 
anticipated, that it would level off. We 
told them that. We knew, they knew, but 
they didn't listen. 


And I think the wording that says 
that they should not get any increase, 
you go in and you ask for the best 
because you're not going to get it 
anyway, and you know that as an 
attorney. 


The fact still remains that this is'a 
greedy grab and there is an article, 'm 
going to ask my secretary to pick it up, 
in Forbes Magazine about two years ago 
that addressed which power companies 
were doing a good job and which were 
not in managing their nuclear facilities. 
And the overruns, I understand, in that 
article, that Duquesne Light were the 
worst in the nation. I will get that 
article and see that all my colleagues get 
a copy of it. It was just. brought to my 
attention and we're going to research and 
find that article. It's a Forbes article, it 
goes back a couple years, and I plan to 
personally testify in opposition to the 
rate increase. I brought in the notice 
that came with our bill and I would urge 
all my colleagues or anybody else who 
wishes to to please get on the agenda to 
be heard in opposition to this obscene 
increase. 


Mr. Mottsmann: 


Good morning. I'm really very 
pleased this morning. I want to thank 
Councilwoman Madoff and the other 
members of Council this morning for 
helping to work with PAJE, with our 
organization, with the Office of 
Consumer Advocate, to stop the block 
that we consider to be a devastating and 


unfair increase of almost 50 percent in 
area electric rates. 


T'm not going to debate or discuss 
any of the additional arguments or facts 
or figures pertaining to this case. I do, 
however, want to echo the sentiments of 
Councilwoman Madoff and encourage 
two things from participants and 
observers this morning; the first is that 
there is a lot of information available 
about the rationale behind this rate 
increase. There is a lot of information 
about, more deep information available 
about PAJE's opposition and about the 
potential effects of an increase of 
almost 50 percent in electric rates. I 
want to encourage everyone who has an 
interest in further pursuing these 
matters to call me or to get in touch 
with members at our office at 566- 
2290. We certainly realize that there 
are many sides to this issue and we invite 
everyone to hear more deeply and in 
more depth what our organization is 
saying about this. 


Secondly, there is going to be a 
public input hearing on this rate case 
sometime this fall and I do want to 
encourage other members of Council and 
also other Duquesne Light rate payers 
first of all to attend to hear what is 
being said about this increase, and 
secondly to participate, to get yourself 
on record and to make public comment 
pertaining to this increase. It's very 
important that there is a broad base and 
far reaching message that comes across 
through the Public Utility Commission 
about this increase and I want to 
encourage as much public participation 
as possible. Thank you.

WHEREAS, public employees 
routinely face health and safety hazards 
on the job including unsafe- equipment, 
poor lighting, substandard ventilation, 
exposure to toxic substances, and 
deteriorating and dangerouse school 
buildings and nursing homes; and 


WHEREAS, House Bill 1397 is 
presently in the Committee on Labor 
Relations where it should receive a 
favorable recommendation and then be 
placed on the floor for the fall session of 
the General Assembly. 


NOW, THEREFORE, BE r 
RESOLVED, that the Council of the City 
of Pittsburgh wholeheartedly supports 
the Public Employee Occupational Safety 
and Health Act and urges the 
Pennsylvania delegation to pass this 
important legislation in order to protect 
aH public employees in Pittsburgh, 
Allegheny County, and throughout the 
Commonwealth.

Now, Mr. Schmitz, who is an 
irresponsible reporter who probably just 
deals in fiction, did not check out the 
facts. When Mr. Schmitz wants to get 
hold of me on any other subject, if my 
office is closed, he'll leave a message at 
the front desk to have me call him back 
or he'll call my home. And Mr. Pollock, 
when you wanted to have a meeting 
telecast a week and a half ago or two 
weeks ago you found no difficulty in 
getting hold of me and I bent and said 
yes, I would make arrangements and I 
will get it televised instead of going 
through all my colleagues and getting 
five signatures. 


I think it was improper for you to 
make the statement that Ben Woods is 
trying to deceive the public. Especially 
being an attorney, you should have given 
me the courtesy as a colleague not to 
make that statement until you checked 
with me or checked with someone who 
knew why we moved that meeting. I 
think that you owe me an apology; the 
jerk from the Press, I don't expect one. 
And Tll repeat the same statement next 
week, and I'm sorry he's not here today 
because that's what he is; he's 
irresponsible and he deals in fiction. And 
that's what that article was, fiction. 


Tm saying this today because I hope 
the people that are listening to this, if 
there is an audience, please listen to 
this, anything that he writes check it our 
thoroughly because it's probably fiction. 


Now, Mr. Pollock, you would like to 








: say something? 
Mr. Pollock: 


T've been on Council for 19 months 
now, and you can correct me if I'm 
wrong, I know of no precedent for 
changing a Council time because one 
member of Council had another 
commitment. In my 19 months it has 
never been done. So I find it curious that 
on Friday at 1:00 is when I learned that 
the Council session on the following 
Monday was being changed from 2:00 
until 10:00 in the morning and that the 
only way that the public was going to 
learn without an article by a member of 
the Press or a member of the electronic 
media airing it was by a meeting notice 
which everyone knows is a legal fiction 
that nobody reads. So, if the article had 
not appeared, then the public would not 
have learned, I do not feel. And if an 
apology is called for, then I will make it. 


The Chair: 
It is called for. 
Mr. Pollock: 
T think I have the floor. 


If an apology is called for, then I 
will make it. And that is, I do not feel 
that letting the public know by way of 
legal notice of a change in Council from 
2:00 to 10:00 on a Monday, letting them 
know by legal notice in the Saturday 
paper is any way to let the public know 
actually of a change in the Council time. 


What I said was, because of the 
importance of the vote that was to be 
held at this Council session, that the 
public should have ‘had a right to be there 
and that changing the time to make it 
earlier was abridging their right to be 
present and to have their opinion and 
their side be witnessed by the attendance 
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of certain people at this session. If you 
can tell me of any time that has been a 
precedent, then I would like to know it. 
And if that is a precedent, and if we can 
have Council sessions changed because 
one person has to go to some other 
event, we all sit on many boards and 
commissions and authorities and have 
other things to do and we all have other 
commitments, if we can change a 
Council session on a Friday by saying, "I 
have to go somewhere else", then that's 
precedent for all of us to do it. 


Insofar as your request for an 
apology, if, in fact, your intent was not 
to deceive the public, to abridge their 
right to be present, I take you at your 
word and I apologize. 


As far as reaching you, in your 
office there was no answer. When I've 
reached you in the past, it was through 
your personal staff, I have reached you 
on late afternoons when you weren't in 
the office. But there was no answer in 
your own office and that's why I didn't 
think it possible to reach you 
personally, I would have complained; I 
was on the phone for almost an hour, and 
Mr. Perry was present, with our Law 
Department expressing my discontent 
over this. So I didn't go directly to the 
media. They came to me, number one, 
and number two, I first went to our Law 
Department and to our City Clerk and 
debated this for a long time. 


I do think it’s wrong that you as 
Council President wnilaterally change 
times of Council. I don’t think you have 
that right; I think it has to occur with 
five votes of Council. I've gone through 
the Charter, I've gone through the Code, 
I've gone through the Rules of Council, 
and I see nothing giving you the authority 
no matter what the purpose or intent or 
desire, however worthy, to unilaterally 
issue a decree saying that the time of 
Council is changed. I think it’s a bad 





precedent, I don't think it's proper, and I 
don't care if we were voting on nothing 
except whether to allow Mayor Caliguiri 
to buy a new pencil sharpener today. I 
would still opposed it just as 
vociferously, 


Those are my thoughts on it. I take 
you at your word and so I publicly 
apologize for alleging an improper 
motive. I do think, though, that the 
result was improper. Maybe the intent 
was not improper, but the result was 
improper. And if the article had never 
appeared, then the public would not have 
‘mown about the change in time and they 
would have arrived this afternoon at 2:00 
after the vote was over. Thank you. 


The Chair: 


My original statement is correct; 
the reporter that reported it deals in 
fiction. He called up the proponents, or 
the people that are opposed to the two 
people that just got nominated asking, 
"Do you think Ben Woods" — I assume he 
did this because their statements are in 
the paper and that's why I did it. 


But, we have moved them on 
numerous occasions for other members 
of this Council, We've moved hearings, 
we've cancelled hearings, and they're too 
numerous to mention right now but I will 
give you, because Mr. Perry and I 
discussed this, the meeting was changed 
on Thursday, you learned about it on 
Friday. Mr. Perry told you why I 
changed the meeting. But you still went 
to the Press and said, "I believe Ben 
Woods did this for this and that reason". 
Is that correct? 


Mr, Pollock 


I was asked a question —

The Chair: 


So in other words, you knew why I 
changed the meeting but yet you chose 
to say another thing? 


Mr. Pollock: 


No, I did not. TM give you the 
exact conversation — 


The Chair: 
I don't need the exact conversation. 
Mr. Pollock: 


No, no. T'll answer your question. 
The Chair: 


Let me just say one more thing, 
please, and then you can say all you 
want, 


Mr. Pollock: 
T want to answer your question. 
The Chair: 


I just changed the meeting from I 
believe the 17th, and you all have it in 
writing and you've had it, I believe, for 
two weeks, to the 12th. That will be our 
last meeting in August. I didn't hear one 
word from anybody, especially from you 
saying, "Ben, you don't have the right to 
change that meeting to the 12th." That 
is our last meeting and it's on a 
Wednesday at 2:00 P.M. I didn't hear one 
of you, and you've had it for two weeks, 
and I know that good Councilpeople as 
you are, you read ali of your 
correspondence from the City Clerk and 
from myself. So no one here can deny 
that they have not seen that 
correspondence. Yet, Mr. Pollock, you in 
particular since you said I don't have the 
authority, you've had that for two weeks 








but you have not raised the question once 
that I don't have the authority to do 
that. That is my point. 


Now you can answer me, 
Mr. Pollock: 


To answer your last point first, I've 
been on Council for 19 months; that's the 
only thing I can base my history on. 
During that time there have been two 
precedents for that move. I did read it; I 
did know about it. Number one was last 
summer, which was my first summer on 
Council. And number two, it was the 
Christmas break, holiday break of 1986. 
Both times Council was altered to fit a 
vacation and/or holiday. Last summer 
we did the same exact thing. It's my 
understanding, and I checked with the 
City Clerk last summer, that Council 
always does this for the holiday reason, 
That's somewhat of an extenuating 
different situation than to change a 
regular session at 2:00, 


The Chair: 


It's a regular session, Mark. That 


, last meeting — 


Mr. Pollock: 


I agree but holiday schedules and 
vacations schedules make it very 
different. 


Now, to get back to your other 
point, Mike Perry, the City Clerk, sat in 
my office and I said, "Mike, do you know 
why Ben changed this meeting?" His 
answer was, "He said he changed it 
because Jack Wagner had a conflict and 
couldn't make it so he moved it from 
2:00 to 10:00." I said, "Mike, do you 
think that makes sense to you?" Jack 
and Ben aren't the best of friends, 
number one. Number two, the week 
before, when Jack tried to set up a 
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subcommittee of his committee for the 
train, to study the train speed, it's my 
understanding that you hit the ceiling 
and that there was going to be no 
subcommittee set up as long as you were 
President of Council. So clearly you're 
workings with Jack Wagner are not the 
most harmonious, the most cooperative, 
and so I] find it somewhat surprising that 
you would change a Council session on 
Jack Wagner's request because he 
couldn't make the vote, especially when 
you knew, as everybody did, that he was 
not going to vote for your nominee or the 
other candidate that you wanted 
elected, So I expressed this opinion to 
Mike Perry. I said, "Mike, do you think 
that makes sense to you?" And Mike's 
response was, "Well, I don't really know. 
I guess you're right; that does make 
sense. I don't know the answer." 


So there was some confusion as to 
the real intent and, as I said, we all have 
conflicts and I defy you to go through the 
19 months on Council that I have been 
here and show me any time that a 
regular session: of Council, either a 
Monday or Wednesday, not a public 
hearing because those are totally at your 
discretion, but a regular session was 
changed because one person had a 
conflict. There's no precedent for it. 


I also-defy you to show me in any 
tule, the Charter or the City Code, 
where the Council President has a 
unilateral authority to change a regular 
session. You absolutely have the right to 
call special sessions, you absolutely have 
the right to set up public hearings or to 
change public hearings; no doubt about 
it. But you show me the authority in the 
Charter, the Code or the Council Rules 
giving you the authority unilaterally to 
change a regularly scheduled Council 
time. It does not exist. 


And you show me where I do not. 


We're not going to debate this but 
I'm going to tell you one more thing. I 
don't know that me and Mr. Wagner have 
any animosity. In fact, you're telling me 
something. 


Mr. Pollock 
I didn't say animosity. 
‘The Chair: 


Or, that we don't get along. We 
disagree on many, many, many issues but 
I think he’s a good and fair 
Councilmember and he made a request 
and I complied with it. 


And as far as him setting up a 
subcommittee, that is absolutely right. I 
didn’t hit the ceiling, I just said, "You 
will not set up a subcommittee. If you 
want a subcommittee, give me some 
names, we'll go over them, you and I, and 
I will appoint a subcommittee." We 
spoke face to face. 


Michelle Madoff: 


The point has been missed. The 
issue was that this was such an important 
issue people wanted the opportunity to 
lobby their Councilmembers, as you told 
them to go and do, and since Friday was 
something like 95 degrees and there were 
not that many people here, very frankly, 
and I gave my staff half the day off, the 
fact remains that Monday morning was 
the time they were going to lobby and 
that's really the gut of the issue and 
there was nobody here to lobby because 
we started the meeting at 10:00 and 
there was very little time to really 
interact. 


And although I'm furious with Mr. 
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Schmitz because he said, "and everybody 
will go along", I think what he meant was 
that he was clairvoyant and psychic 
because obviously he knew that that was 


the two people who, in my opinion, 


should not have been chosen and I think 
the public will reflect that at the 
elections in future years, 

The Chair: 

Well, if anyone would change their 
mind in four hours it would have been 
you. I've seen you change your mind in 
two minutes, 

Michelle Madoff: 
Thave an open mind. 


Mr. Pollock: 


I just wanted to put one thing on 
the record because I would be remiss if I 
didn't. There may not exist the words in 
the Charter or the Code or the Rules 
which say you do not have the right to do 
it. But the answer to that is, it does say 
you only have rights and powers that are 
afforded you. It doesn't have to say 
which rights you don't have. So unless 
you're given that right, you don't have it. 


The Chair: 
Ido have the right. 
Mr. Pollock 
Show me where it is. 
The Chair: 
What time did we meet today? 
Mr. Pollock: 


TIl be here all day. ss 





The Chair: 


What time did we meet this 
morning?

Mr. Wagner: 


Mr. President and“ members of 
Council, Id like my comments brought 
forward on the two bills pertaining to 
workers' compensation, 3094 and 3120. 


In addition, I'd just like to make a 
statement. In regard to all that 
discussion last week, I think that was 
very healthy. I think the upcoming 
meeting that we will have in regard ‘to 
our workers' compensation problem with 
is a serious problem is very necessary; 
however, I don't want anyone to think for 
one second that the responsibility for 
implementing and reducing the workers! 
compensation losses Hes squarely ‘with 
the Administration and it's not a 
Councilmatic responsibility. The purpose 
of Council here is simply to watch the 
dollars going from one account to 
another and it's the responsibility of the 
Administration to adopt good hiring 
procedures, good training procedures, a 
good safety program and a good workers! 
compensation program. 


I hope all the appropriate parties 
will be present when we have that public 
meeting the third Tuesday of September. 
{REMARKS ON FOLLOWING PAGES) 
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(MR. WAGNER'S REMARKS ON BILL NO, 3094 & BILL NO, 3120 - 
WEDNESDAY, 7/29/87) : 


Mr. Wagner: 


In regard to this issue, the two bills in front of Council, 
additional dollars in Public Safety and additional doliars in 
Public Works for worker's comp losses, I think it is good that 
Council is naving this dialogue because it impacts the entire 
city. All departments have the problem. And looking at the 
information that Hr. Jacoby gave me, I can see that in every 
department there is an increase in the losses of worker's comp 
from year to year to the point where it's now six percent of the. 
city's budget. True we are self-insured. No one would insure 
us. We must be self-insured or insured by the state. An 
insurance company would not insure us because we are considered 
too high of a risk based on many factors; our loss history, the 
lack of appropriate loss control programs, the lack of 
appropriate hiring procedures and many many other items that are 
very important to begin to address the high number of worker's 
comp claims. 


(Mr. Jacoby comments) 
Mr, Wagner: 


I agree with both directors to a certain point, and I 
disagree also that enough is being done to address this problem. 
There isn't enough being done. I sit on the Executive Safety 
Committee and so does President Woods, and the Executive Safety 
Committee has not had a meeting for a year and a half, and i 
have complained about that repeatedly, and if the Executive 
Safety Committee, consisting of two members of Council, the 
Mayor, important directors from various departments, are not 
meeting, then obviously at the top there is not enough concern 
directed towards this problem. It's unfortunate that the 
Director of Personnel is not here. When you talk about losses, 
you have to talk about hiring procedures, and I have complained 
since f have been on this Council that there are not appropriate 
hiring procedures in certain departments for physical standards, 
for certain other types of standards, and consequently you are 
hiring people to do physical tasks that don't have the physical 
requirements and don't possess the physical requirements to do 
the task. So, what does that mean? Eventuaily that person is 
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going to pull a muscle or strain themselvés or overwork 
themselves, ard consequently we are going to have a worker's 

comp claim, possibly a- permanent claim that could cost the 
taxpayers hundreds of thousands of dollars over the history of 
that claim. : 


So, I think it's something that has been ignored, and it's 
about time I believe that the Executive Safety Committee begin 
to start meeting again and begin to put some influence in the 
direction of improved hiring procedures for the city. I know we 
are talking about hiring an additional 160 police officers over 
the next year and a half, and I want to see some physicai 
standards for police officers. I've been talking about that 
since I have been on this Council, and as a matter of fact, the 
Civil Service Commission has been asked by this Council to put 
together some physical fitness standards. We asked that the 
physical fitness standards for fire fighters not be reduced, but 
it was, and the claims for firefighters continue to go up. We 
need to do a lot of things, but it all has to begin at the top, 
and that's the most important point that can be made in regard 
to safety. We have a seat belt rule in this city that all 
employees should be wearing seat belts in the automobiles. 1f 
repeatedly see directocs not wearing seat belts, and how can you 
expect any employee in that department to wear one if the 
director is not wearing one. tt's a minor item, but 
significant. When it comes to loss control and safety, I've 
seen a change in Public Safety recently with the Safety 
Coordinator reporting to the Director Cannon. i'm happy to see 
that. I think Finance should follow course in that the safety 
person should have a direct reporting-relationship to the 
director of the department I have always felt that, and in 
looking at cocporations, you wiil see that good corporations 
with good loss control programs, corporations like Dupont and 
othérs, they actually have people in Vice President positions 
that are safety people. And consequently, they have more clovt, 
and when something is being done that is unsafe, they can go to 
the right person, the director, and make sure that they have the 
clout to-get it changed so that it is done safely. 


The' point I'm trying to make here, the Executive Safety 
Committee, the hiring procedures, the effective loss control 
programs, the alternative duty. program, the physical fitness ~ 
that Councilman O'Malley referred to, all these things have to 
happen, or this figure is going to continue to escalate. Is 
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a 
there an abuse of program? Absolutely. There is an abuse of 
the program, and anyone out there that is collecting a pay on 
worker's comp that is not injured is cheating the taxpayers of 
the City of Pittsburgh. It's that simple. And they know who 
they are better than anyone knows who they are, and what I can 
say to them is, if you are capable of working, get back to work. 
The city needs you, and we need employees. But at the same 
time, we can't have the city Administration placing people in 
worker's comp that shouldn't be on worker's comp and the various 
turmoil that has gone on in Public Safety the last two years, I 
can name a half of dozen people by names on compensation and 
should not even be on compensation, but because of the various 
changes of personnel, disagreements with management, it was the 
most convenient thing to do. 





Alternate duty program. I would like to see in Public 
Safety police officers go back to 911 to dispatch and the point 
was made about an individual who is off and has been injured and 
comes backs to work and they are working at another position for 
up to year and an extension can occur. I believe the point was 
made by Councilman O'Malley, some people need to work an 
alternative job maybe permanently, and there is no better 
example than Mc. Paga who was shot as a police officer in 
Chicken Hill and worked an alternative job for the remainder of 
his career as the assistant to the Chief of Police for many 
years, about 20 years, and did an excellent job at it. We need 
to be able to have the flexability to do that with people in 
fice. If the person can no longer fight fires, put them into 
the fire prevention or arson strike team, the same way with 
paramedics and police officers and many other positions 
including refuse, etc. etc. I recall a gentlemen that went on 
permanent worker's comp approximately two years ago because he 
lost, I believe a couple of toes, in Environmental Services. 
That person.should not be on worker's comp. That person should 
be working. ‘They can stili drive a vehicle and do other tasks, 
and they should be working. 


So, there needs to be a change in the overall attitude, and 
I'm seeing signs of that in Public Safety, a more aggressive 
posture, but I think we need to begin to click on all cylinders. 
I should be asking the Mayor's this, but I'm going to ask you 
because you are now the Finance Director, to please get the 
Executive Safety Committee back in gear so that the Executive 
Safety Committee can begin to perform the function that it was 
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intended to do.. We can begin to meet quarterly and talk about 
these losses and in each department. We can begin to get some 
information from Fred S. James and Company to analyze these 
accidents and hopefully request that preventive measures be 
implemented, and we can begin to suggest to departments what 
they can be doing. That's my request to you, because Councii is 
going to continue to see transfer of dollars into worker's comp 
code accounts, and I'm going to continue to hold the directors 
responsible for it as they came to this table, and I would like 
to see a reverse in that, and I would iike your comments. 


(The Chair comments) 
Mr. Wagner. 


I would like to make one request from the Fred S. James 
Company that we receive--and I'm putting this on record--that we 
receive'a listing of ali individuals on permanent worker's comp 
in the city; names, when they went off, what the reasons why 
they are off on permanent worker's comp, and what the 
expectations are as to when we can expect to see them back to 
work. I would also like an analysis of why these overall, the 
entire city, why accidents are occuring in each department, in 
each buceau within a department, what the causes were, not just 
strains and sprains. That's the result of the accident. {f 
would like to know the cause of the accident. Did they fall off 
a truck, Were they lifting something too heavy, and also any 
other information such as~-~not only the cause, but the injury 
that it resulted in and what preventive measures have been 
instituted to present a similar type accident from occuring. 

I'm not sure whether or not periodic meetings are held with 
department directars to discuss this, but if not, they certainly 
should be. 


What I would like to see is Pat Barnes working on the 
claims end of it, and I think we need someone certainly doing 
that full-time, and we also need someone working full-time on 
the safety portion of it. We can't let the safety and the 
claims get mixed up too much. The loss control is preventive. 
The claim is after the fact. So, I would like to see that 
direct reporting relationship. That's the best vehicle for an 
effective safety program.

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Michelle Madoff: 


Tm torn between voting for both 
these bills on workmen's comp. As you 
know, we get a Monday letter and 
anybody who is listening can also request 
that agenda from the Administration. 
And because it was a rather short agenda 
last week it became very readily 
apparent that there were three bills that 
had transfers to the workmen's comp and 
they were almost $800,000 and there was 
another bill that came up, I believe, last 
Wednesday which brought it probably to 
$1 million, 


T've been watching this workmen's 
comp situation for years and had been 
working with Director Yatch and my 
initial awareness of the problem was not 
through Police or Fire or the Safety 
Department, Mr. Wagner, but was 
through the problems we were having in 
the Refuse Department in the problem of 
going from dumpsters to highly 
sophisticated vehicles, the problems of 
practically destroying these vehicles. As 
a matter of fact, we had one episode 
where we literally destroyed a truck, a 
new $80,000 refuse truck, because the 
driver was not trained to put the 
tarpaulin on the motor and the truck 
burned up. Most of the other vehicles 
were using the lighter to plug in coffee 
makers and were burning holes and 
destroying the cabins. Not only at that 
point was I looking at workmen's comp, I 
sort of learned about it inadvertently, 
what I found out was that we were 
having tremendous claims, repair bills 
and claims in the Refuse Department and 
what we needed was some program which 
was preventive to help the drivers: with 
whatever problems they might have. 


We looked at the stats. At that 
time, the Director came before us and 
said, Mr. Norman Walker, and said the 
problem was that it’s too hot or too 
cold, The drivers were having problems 


during the summer because it was too 
hot out and in the winter it was too cold 
out, When we took a look at the record, 
the greatest claims were not during 
those months; they were in the spring 
and fall in many instances. 


There obviously was needed a 
safety program, a prevention program. 
But at that point, what we learned was 
that they workmen's comp was in the 
neighborhood of $40 million. We're 
talking about four years ago. It is now, 
and I don't know if anybody asked, I was 
going to ask the question but with the 
turmoil that took place and the 
altercation between Mr. DePasquale and 
myself, I was disturbed, I completely 
blocked out to ask the question. And I've 
since called Mr. Jacoby and asked him 
the question, do you know where the 
unfunded, and it's unfunded because if 
somebody doesn't work, you hire 
somebody else, and it's money that we 
have to — To give you an example, if we 
have a 40 year old person who is 
completely disabled, you have to figure 
that you're going to have to pay one-half 
million dollars over his lifetime to that 
person. You try to buy him out and if 
you buy him out perhaps at a quarter of a 
million, it's $250,000 the City doesn't 
have. So we don't want to commutate, if 
that's the correct word, the claims 
because even if we could save 50 percent 
we don’t have the money to do it. 


So, here are the numbers. We have 
$62,600,00 in unfunded workmen's 
comp. And then we have $440 million in 
unfunded pensions. Now, I want to get 
the figure and I will get it today, of the 
largest expenses which are capital 
improvements and what the debt service 
is on that and I venture that we are now, 
this City is now in debt to the tune of 
over a billion and a half dollars. We're 
darn close to a billion and a half and I'm 
taking an educated guess at that figure. 
With the people leaving this City and the 
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four percent wage tax — One of my best 
friends, I just found out she moved. I 
said, "Why did you move?" She said, "Td 
rather put the four percent on my back 
than pay it in taxes." I know one of the 
major insurance companies that is going 
to move out of here because it doesn't 
want to pay the taxes. We've got to stop 
this. 


And what I've learned that I want 
to share on these two bills is that at the 
time the government interceded, the 
state interceded and said we must have 
outside people reviewing our workmen's 
comp. All we had was someone who was 
a paymaster and he declared them — 
Somebody went in and said, "I had my 
lungs burned out" and maybe they did. 
They had an investigative team but they 
had no surveillance. There still is no 
surveillance. That means that is 
somebody said, "I am tired of ali that's 
been going on in Safety and Fire and 
what have you and I'm disenchanted and 
my morale is low, I'm ill, I'm quitting", 
there's nobody to see if that person is 
painting a house the next day. There just 
is no surveillance. Whether they're 
Police, Fire, Refuse Department, 
working as a clerk in the City, there is 
no surveillance. The figure has gone up 
from $11 million a year in workmen's 
comp; this year it's going to be closer to 
$17 million. And our number of 
employees has gone down; the number of 
residents has gone down. Who pays 
that? We are uninsured, we're self 
insured; the taxpayers have to pay that, 
we City residents. 


Now, when we get to the table, I 
believe the President said the third 
Tuesday in September, what I want to 
know and I've requested that we find out, 
do we need to pay half a million dollars 
to an outside body because Harrisburg 
has decreed that because five people 
were declared by a paymaster - fine, you 
say you're sick, you're sick; without 





surveillance or inspection - can ‘we save 
that half million dollars? Can we go 
back to doing it in-house as we used to 
do because we haven't saved any money; 
it's gotten worse. We've gone from $40 
million to almost $63 million. Do we 
have to have outside people and can we 
legally have surveillance. And I want to 
know why we went to a new firm when 
the old firm claims, and they're going to 
be here, or they're going to have a letter 
here, claiming that they had decreased 
the workmen's comp deficit.. They've 
gone from $40 million to $32 million, 
they say. They're going to document it, 
they believe, with numbers by one of the 
big eight accounting firms. We are ina 
real mess and it is of great concern to 
my colleagues. 


As I said before, I'm going to plead 
with my colleagues; I think we're going 
to have a different situation in the 
coming year. Please don’t just vote on 
bills without asking questions. “Didn't 
anybody else see there were three bills 
with transfers of workmen's comp? I 
realize that the game is to just try to 
slip them through but we have to look 
beyond the individual bill, the hip bone is 
attached to the thigh bone. When we get 
a developer like Mr. Kossman in 
Greentree and he says, "Wonderful, I'm 
building a shopping area” and we say, 
"Isn't that wonderful, more taxes". Then 
we say somebody is building townhouses 
and we say, "Wonderful, more taxes". 
Then they're building a highrise; 
"Wonderful, more taxes for the City.” 
But we don’t look to see that all of that 
effluent is going to go into the same 
sewer line. And that was one of the 
things that I did, to make sure that we 
had a parallel sewer line. And the reason 
it's comparable is that you just can't 
keep voting on bills by themselves; you 
have to see how the bills connect to 
other bills. And that is why I'm hoping in 
the coming year we will have three 
things; our own legal counsel here, our 
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own financial analyst, and an engineer, 
graduate engineer, to make sure that this 
kind of thing doesn't happen to us again. 


Mr, O'Malley: 


On this bill, Mr. President, it was 
such a complex issue and it just couldn't 
be covered at this Wednesday's Standing 
Committee Meeting. It's costing the 
City of Pittsburgh $17 million a year and 
is rising each year. So, during Motions 
I'm going to request that the President 
set a hearing,

T'd like my questions and answers 
with Director Jacoby brought forward 
please. 


Mr, O'Malley: 


Bring my remarks forward also,

Mr. Pollock:- 


A couple of points Mr. Jacoby on your testimony. Number 
One, speaking as one in an employer~type situation being a 
member of Council and at the same time being a member of a firm 
which represents claimants under Workmen's Compensation. can 
tell you that the Workmen's Compensation law does not 
necessarily favor the employer and there are a lot of employees 
who feel greatly burdened and under a great hardship from the 
current Workmen's Compensation law. These people file if the 
employer denies the claim--they don't get paid so it's aimost 
like rolling the Gice sometimes, so there's a lot of problems 
with the Workmen's Compensation law and I definitely don't think 
it’s employer-tilted or slanted. 


Number Two, I do want to put on the record because 1 don't 
think you were totally fair and you acknowledged that, that when 
Councilwoman Madoff asked you who had the highest claims and you 
said police and fire, it's not fair because the number of 
employees to say that they're the highest claims because they 
have the highest dollar amount. I think when you say this and 
that was the point I was raising is that you have to determine 
claim dollars versus number of employees and just in looking at 
three departments, fire, police and environmental services, 
environmental services is the highest of those three on a per 
capita, per empioyee basis, That's the point i'm making so i 
know you weren't trying to deceive anybody because you did give 
the highest dollar amount but it's not fair because they have 
such a high number of employees. Do you agree with what I'm 
saying? 


Dir. Jacoby: 

I agree that that without having specific numbers in front 
of me, I would suspect that Environmental Services per capita 
costs for Workmen's Compensation are higher. As I said, the 
Bureau's dollar expenditure is higher. 

Mr. Pollock: 


That's three times as many employees. 
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Dir. Jacoby: : : 


That's a result of more employees and salary continuance 
versus regular Workmen's Compensation. That doesn't excuse or 
condone either number. 


Mr. Pollock: 


I'm just putting a fact on the record. I'm not making a 
value judgment on it but I don't think it's fair to say that 
police and fire are the highest when I don't think they can be 
considered to be the highest. You can't compare apples and 
oranges. , 


Next point. Michelle brought up the question regarding 
Social Security. Now’ I forget the law but you or Mr.-King 
stated that you can double~dip and. collect both Social Security 
and Workmen's Compensation and I don't dispute that but as a 
practical matter in this day and age, you probably have to walk 
in carrying a limb and even then you might not get Social 
Security.and that to be awarded Social Security benefits in this 
day and age. 


Dir. Jacoby: 


You're talking about the Social Security retirement 
benefits? 


Mr. Pollock: 
I think Michelle's question--that was not what Michelle's 


question was. She asked about double-dipping by collecting 


Social Security for disability and Workmen's Compensation for 
injury. 


Michelle Madoff: 
I-said I-didn't know. the answer. 
Mr. Pollock: 4 


And she asked for a yes or no answer. 
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Dir. Jacoby: 


The answer is yes. 
Mr. Pollock: 


You can double-dip? I'm not disputing that but what I'm 
saying is as a practical matter, I want you to identify how 
employees can get on Social Security disability these days 
because I would love to know the trick to do it and I wouid love 
to know how many people who are employed by the City of 
Pittsburgh right now who are off cn Workmen's Compensation are 
also on Social Security disability. Do you have that number by 
any chance? 


Dir. Jacoby: 

No, I don't. 

Mr. Pollock: 

T'll make you a bet if there are any, it's a handful and 
it's probably--does any of ycur staff know the number of that? 
Do they have any information regarding that? I'd be happy to 
learn it. You don’t have the information? 

The point I'm making is that we talked about something that 


was really totally hypothetical and theorheticai because people 
just are not getting on Social Security. 





Dir. Jacoby: ? 


I think the point that Mr. King was trying to make is not 
to dwell on the Social Security aspects so much as it is on the 
disability pension aspect. That if Social Security pays an 
individual--I don't want to say that it's federal dollars and I 
don't care, but when you have a situation where someone is 
getting Workmen's Compensation from the City and a pen n 
benefit from the City to the point where they are essentially 
getting one and one-half to two times their normal saélary-~- 





Dir. Jacoby: 


They can get Workmen's Compensation at the City anda

pension from the City, neither reduced. 
Michelle Madoff: 


That's what I was confusing with Social Security when I 
said they were getting two. I'm sorry. 


Dir. Jacoby: 


That is the situation where we are concerned and where 
local tax dollar payments are moving out. 


Mr. Pollock: 


Next question, Either you or Director Cannon, I think it 
was you who talked about members of the Public Safety 
Department, specifically Police or Fire, remaining on Workmen's 
Compensation too long. Not intentionally but just being on 
compensation for too long. The reason that I bring this point 
up and I'm not alleging any bad faith at all here on anybody's 
part, I'm just talking about it in pure factual terms. Is there 
not some benefit to at a certain point say, "Okay, whether 
right, wrong, malingerer, actually hurt or whatever, you're on 


Workmen's Compensation too long" and changing the person's 
status which has the benefit of opening up a spot for hiring an 
employee if nothing else. At what point do we-- 

Dir. Jacoby: 


T. fall back to that is exactly what I just said. If we 
say you're on too long and we have to get you off the payroll 
even though you're not being paid from the payroll we have to 
get you off, the only answer to that is to say we're going to 
retire you which just then makes the Workmen's Compensation 
payment lifelong and gives the individual a disability pension 
which at that point takes them not only from getting their 
Workmen's Compensation but their city pension too and to open up 
that slot which we do because there is just sometimes a point 
where you have to face the fact that the individual is not 
coming back to work, that's where we increase our expenditures 
not only in the compensation area but in the pension area. 


Mr. Pollock: 
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a 
Explain to me George, if you retire a person, are you 
telling me that those dollars are going to show up in these 
figures here? 


Dir. Jacoby: 


If we retire a person, we say you are now total and 
permanent. Let’s say you have a police officer who's 50 years 
old. That person will then apply for what's called a disability 
pension. He will get a full pension. He will also continue to 
get Workmen's Compensation. The payment for the compensation 
will continue to show up in this account, the pension will be 
paid from the pension and serve to increase the City's required 
contribution to the Pension Fund.

There is A, a need to get some people back on the street, 
and B, it becomes a point of decreasing returns. While this 
person is on comp, he is holding down a slot, receiving 
benefits. If you cannot possibly bring the person back to work, 
there is a point where you simply cannot do it anymore, and you 
have to face reality. 


Mc. Pollock: 


Bo you have any personal knowledge of the City's or the 
James Company's and/or the James Company's attorneys, and f 
assume the James Company is the agency that determines who the 
attorney is, or does the the city hire the attorney that handles 
the cases? What is the City's or Jame's or the attorney's 
practice regarding commutations and the benefits of that? That 
just wipes the whole slate clean at that point. 


Mr. Jacoby: 


We wanted to work very much at commutations. I think 
that's an area where I would like to very much encourage our 
attorneys to look. However, when you do a commutation, 
understand you have to pay the money in cash, up front, and we 
also have to be able to do that, and in the long run, we would 
find that a commutation would be to our benefit. 


Mr. Pollock: 


it sure sounds like it. It wipes the slate clean. In my 
knowledge of the city's practices, you don't hear about 
commutations, and we are not as aggressive there as we should 
be, at least examining it on a cost-benefit analysis, and maybe 
we should look. Does dames get involved there? 
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Mr. Jacoby: 


That's generally a decision that is handled by the legal 
staff, but I think he would get involved analyzing the dollars. 


Mr. Pollock: 


Okay. My next question. I think what brought this whoie 
discussion started is obviously the legislation which is 
merely -- not merely, but what the actual legislation is is a 
transfer of funds, and as you stated and this has to be 
emphasized. The reason we are here is because this was the 
first complete year where you had to prebudget or estimate in 
advance how much money was going to be in it, and you don't 
really have, as you stated, a history and in the future years, 
somewhere down the line when you have a better understanding of 
it, we won't get these red flags by legislation being 
transferred because hopefully you will be able to better 
estimate in advance what the costs will be. So, this whcie 
discussion would had never have occurred if you had had the 
figures or better and I'm not saying you were wrong or 
incompetent or anything, but if there had been a better 
estimation at the end '86 or whatever, we would never have had 
this discussion because there would be no legislation to 
transfer, and is what I am saying accurate or not? 


Mr. Jacoby: 

You would have the legislation coming in if there was a 
significant change in compensation patterns where one department 
went up. To be honest with you, I'm not at all upset that we 
had this discussion. I hope it leads to much better -- 

Mr. Pollock: 

i agree with you a lot of good has come of this. What I am 
saying though is that it might never have come up if there had 
been a better guéss. 

Mr. Jacoby: 
A more conservative estimate. 


Mr. Pollock: 
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I have one more point. I think the very first words you 
said today were that the City of Pittsburgh is the largest 
self-insured in the State of Pennsylvania for worker's comp? 
Mr. Jacoby: 

One of the very few even permitted. 

Mr. Pollock: 

Who were some of the others ones? Is the City of 
Philadelphia self~insured? And when you say permitted, what 
determines if a body is self -- 

Mr. Jacoby: 


You must be granted permission by Labor and Industry to be 
self-insured. You are required to be insured unless you are 
permitted by them to not be. it's very much like the liability. 
Mr. Pollock: 

We have been self-insured now for how long? 

Mr. Jacoby: 

Forever. 


Mr. Pollock: 


So, there was nothing to compare it to then regarding 
actually having a worker's comp insurance carrier? 


Mr. Jacoby: 
I do recail when I was in the Department of Finance five 


years ago and the issue was hot as to whether or not we were 
going to be allowed to maintain our self-insurance. We did at 


that point attempt to get some quotes, and it was very difficult 


to get anyone to quote for us on a comp rate. 


Mr. Pollock: 
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So, basically then we have no choice but to be 

self-insured, 
Mx. Jacoby: 

That's correct. 
Mr. Pollock: 

I did have one more question. You made a statement that 
the position now of Safety Coordinator for the City of 
Pittsburgh is vacant. Could you tell me how long it's been 
vacant, why it's vacant, and when will it be filled? 

Mr. Jacoby: 


It's been vacant since the second week of June, I believe. 
The individual resigned. 


Mr. Pollock: 
Who was that. 
Mr. Jacoby: 


Jerry Lynch. He just resigned. I don't know what he is 
doing. The job is now being posted and up for application. 


Mr. Pollock: 


Any idea when it will be? Do you have a time frame for 
interviewing or anything? : 


Mx. Jacoby: 

As soon as I get the list from Personnel. 
Mr. Pollock: 

Will that position still be under you? 
Mr. Jacoby: 


Yes. 
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Nr. Pollock: 


Before I give up the floor, I just want to make sure I 
covered all my points. One minor point. When you stated that 
Labor and Industry required the city to contract out for the 
Administration, was that -~ what was the history of that? Was 
that as a result of sombody's petioning Labor and Industry to do 
that, or was that their action sua sponte? 


Mr. Jacoby: 


Yes. As part of the requirement that you continue your 
self-insurance status, you must report each year your activity 
and unfunded iiability, and the city's unfunded liability in 
worker's comp had gone on significantly. That, together with 
their review of our method of administration, brought them on 
their own to require not only the administrator, but certain 
other changes. We have bounds in place, for example, to ensure 
future compensation payments. 


Mr. Pollock: 

Were they disatisfied with our self-administration or -- 
Mr. Gacoby: 

I don’t think they made an analysis of our 
self-administration so much as they looked at the numbers and 
said this must be done outside with a large professional staff. 
We were doing it as part of the payroll function. I'm not 
certainly going to take away from the staff that did it because 
I think given the resources we allocated to it, they did @ fine 
job. But the expertise that is required to do this properly is 
far more than the staf£ we had in Payroll could do. 

Mr. Pollock: 


Did the city contest that decree or did they feel it was 
the right decision? 


Mr. Jacoby: 


I think administratively we did as much as we could to 
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convince them it wasn't necessary. But I think in the final 


analysis after we had several meetings with them that we agreed 
it was necessary. 


Mr. Pollock: 
Thank you.

The Chair: 


Clarify that. When you say light duty, it was a 
firefighter and what light duty -- 


Mr, Cannon: 


We don't refer to it as light duty. At one point i 


it's 


n the 


early 1970's the city had light duty and what happened was 


people who were less than full performance were placed ii 
positions and remained there for years and years and yea 
at one point maybe as many as 20 percent of the employee 
Public Safety were on what was called light duty and bec 
they perform at less than full capacity, you cannot coun 
those people then to do the full capacity job. The city 
did away with light duty and formed a new program called 
alternate duty and that is when a person is injured and 
to return to work and is close to being able to return t 
and for what was originally a six-month period of time, 
bring the person back to work working towards when they 
reinstated. We have recently changed that to allow for 
month-to-month extension up to one year's time, but you 
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be able to come back to your full position within a year, and 
the reason is we cannot have an entire force made up of people 
that cannot perform their job or we increase the cost, we double 
the cost in the number of personnel. 5 


Mr. O'Malley: 
What happens if they don't achieve that within a year? 
Mr. Cannon: so 


Then they have to go back on compensation. They will -not 
be able to be in those. positions any longer. ; z 


Mr. O'Malley: 
Well, isn't that self-defeating? 
Mr. Cannon: 


No. No. Because people come back to work and move on into 
their position, and what we have seen in certain cases is that 
it has accelerated the process for people wanting to come back 
to work.’ We have had some problems with where we can place 
these people. What happens is if you are injured and you go see 
one of the physicians, the physician assesses your physical 
capability to do a certain job, and then that person is placed 
in a job that fits the limits of their physical capabilities. 
So, what happens in Pire typically is a number of people have 
come back and worked in the fire prevention section of the Fire 
Bureau, and they cannot fight a fire because they are not fit to 
do that, yet they can do fire prevention work very well, and we 
have a tremendous need for people in fire prevention. We don't 
have a budgeted staff to put people in fire prevention, and this 
allows us to to do a better job of preventing fires before they 
start by utilizing these people on alternate duty. And many of 
them work through the program and return back to the engine 
companies. 


Mr. O'Malley: 
Let me give you an example. Oné of my members of -my family 


is off on compensation because he lost the use of three fingers 
fighting a fire. He wanted to come back, and he would have come 
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back with alternate duty. Wouldn't it be better to have these 
people, even after that year period is up, working and being 
productive as to having them off on permanent compensation if 
they can be in another capacity? 


Mr. Cannon: 


That gets into the process of how we fill jobs permanently. 
And positions in a number of our areas are filled by competitive 
bid, and to put a person into a position for a long period of 
time when he hasn't bid, that circumvents the bidding process, 
and we can't do that through our labor relations agreements 
because remember there are always a number of people -- I 
believe the number of police is 107 and firemen 90, people 
coming and going all the time, and those people change, but the 
numbers remain fairly constant. You got people being injured 
and new people getting injured and coming back and there is a 
benefit to the City for us to -~ remember we are paying the 
salary anyway, so we can have these people in less than full 
capacity doing city work, and we derive a benefit and they get 
to participate and a lot of people really -- let’s not paint the 
picture that everyone is a slacker. There are a lot of people 
that would rather come to work and participate than sit at home 
and watch soap operas, and they request opportunity to come in 
and do something, and through alternate duty, we have provided 
an effort for them to do that. 


Mr. O'Malley: 


Let's go to the cost. The last report I read, the majority 
of the Public Safety injuries were strains, pulled back muscles, 
that type of injure, carrying hoses, chasing a suspect, and how 
is the physical fitness program coming, and I personally believe 
that would address that in the long run. 


Mr. Cannon: 


We have a full-time staff member working on fitness. We 
cannot establish mandatory fitness programs for encumbant 
personnel. Those must be negotiated through the process of 
labor negotiations. So, we cannot establish those. We have 
established entrance fitness requirements, but you would only 
need to meet them one time when you come into that position. 
There is no requirement to maintain any level of fitness while 
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Mr. O'Malley: 


Let me back up a little bit, and this is something that we 
should have talked about before. I visited most of the 
firehouses and police stations. The men and the women that I 
talked to would prefer to have a physical fitness facility 
located in that firehouse or in that gym. Many of the 
firehouses and gyms, the men paid for there own gym equipment. 

I donated money, and I bought physical fitness equipment from my 
own funds to help equip the gym in East Liberty and West End. _ 
It would seem to me that the City of Pittsburgh in the long run 
it would benefit our compensation program for us to spend a few 
thousands dollars and put gyms and bikes into these facilities 
and let the men start a volunteer health fitness program because 
I think it's something that once a man or woman got on and found 
out that he can increase his cardio vascular output and lose a 
few pounds and physically look and feel better and maybe 
increase his life expectancy. I think a program like that even 
on a voluntary basis is better than doing nothing. 


Mr. Cannon: 


First, I agree with you that fitness Programs will reduce 
our long-term compensation costs, particularly in those areas 
where people must use upper-body strength or have lower-back 
strength to be able to accomplish the job we ask them to do. 

But a program of voluntary compliance allows those people who 
want to be fit and who are probably the most fit now participate 
in the program, and those people had who need it the most and 
who are the least fit and who are the most likely candidates for 
not only muscular skeletal injuries that you described, but 
cardio pulminary disease and injuries that occur tremendously 
within our services, they do not participate. We have a program 
now that we are developing where we need 200 people to have a 
fitness assessment and then have a perscription written for them 
for what they need to do to be fit, and we are in the process of 


» putting fitness centers regionally in the city at least three or 


four locations for all Public Safety employees to participate 
in, and we are having trouble getting the 200 names, and that is 
a voluntary compliance program, and that's in a department with 
26 hundred employees. So, my point is I agree that if people 
would participate, voluntary compliance may have an affect. My 
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answer is that that's not going to work. 


Mr. O'Malley: 


I disagree. I think if we made the bikes available and 
weights available, I think peer pressure would be brought about. 


Mr. Cannon: 


It has to be a part of a standardized program. Any fitness 
program that has been instituted around our country, even a 
mandatory fitness program, can give you an early increase in 
compensation claims. You can't just let people then 
aggressively attack a program, and that's why they need.to be 
evaluated as to what their status is. It's like any ad you see 
that says don't go into a fitness program if you are over a 
certain age without seeing your physician. Putting this 
equipment into stations and letting people just go in and use it 
is going to increase compensation claims for the City of 
Pittsburgh. That's what is going to happen. 


The Chair: 
It's a very complexed problem.

No. 3232 WHEREAS, the blight of 
the homeless continues to be a burden on 
the residents of the City of Pittsburgh, I 
hereby request that the Council of the 
City of Pittsburgh undertake a program

State and Federal governments to seek 
increased aid for the homeless and 
hungry in the City of Pittsburgh and 
further that it establish a program to 
involve business and corporations 
identify the homeless and needy of 
Pittsburgh develop special housing 
programs.

Which motion prevailed. 
Michelle Madoff: 


Mr. President, on Saturday of this 
past week, August Ist, I started getting 
phone calls at my home at about 4:00 in 
the afternoon from Dr. Richard Feingold 
of 1916 Beechwood Boulevard. They had 
been calling Animal Control since 12:00 
noon, There was a Doberman who 
probably had just had a litter because it 
looked like it was a new mother. It was 
in their backyard howling like a banshee, 
terrorizing the people in the area. It had 
chased Dr. Emil Trellis and had chased 
the next door neighbor down the street; 
while they were jogging, they really 
jogged. 


It appears in retrospect that the 
animal was probably not trying to hurt 
anybody but probably trying to get help 
for her puppies. I had a call at my home 
yesterday and the person who called said 
that that's what they think, they're an 
expert with -dogs and that's what they 
think was happening. 


When I went over to Dr, Feingold's 
home and there were two police vans and 
a police car, nobody wanted to Kill the 
dog, and certainly I didn't want to have 
the dog shot.: It turns out that the 
information I.had obtained I would like to 





share with Council and it's really 
unfortunate. I tried calling Norm Walker 
at home, no response, of course. I've had 
this go around with Norm Walker, Mike - 
we go back over the years, I've been here 
nine years - how many times? At least 
three times about dead animals and 
about the fact that we have nobody to 
pick up animals. Here are some of the 
problems: 


We have people who live in housing 
projects who come home at night and 
can't get into the housing projects 
because there's a barking dog and there's 
nobody to take care of the dog. We have 
no animal control on weekends or 
holidays, weekends starting after 5:00, 
and after 11:00 at night. Last week 
alone, No. 6 Station tells me that they 
had five calls in the middle of the 
night. Nobody to go. Police don't handle 
calls such as this; they will go out on an 
emergency call when a wild animal is 
wounded, in paid, rabid, and destroy the 
animal. Although they don't like to 
answer these calls, they're not 
responsible for the removal of the 
carcass. 


I was sort of racking my brain 
trying to figure out what we could do 
with this animal that was obviously in 
distress. After I gave it some water and 
some food and it would let me approach 
within six feet, and there was a police 
officer who was an expert in dealing with 
dogs, his dog was in the car, as a matter 
of fact, we didn't know if the dog was 
hurt because one leg, elbow, appeared ‘to 
be somewhat - it appeared to be limping 
and it appeared: to be a new mother. 
Those people had been trying to get help 
since 12:00 and I was there until quarter 
to nine at night and we still had not 
really been able to solve the problem. I 
didn't know what to do. One of the 
police officers thought of calling an 
agency that does have 24 hour help for 
animals and we were able to get 
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somebody on the North Side because 
until then, even if we had been able to 
subdue the animal, there was nowhere to 
take the animal. And it was a lovely 
animal; there was no reason to destroy 
the animal. I called someone who gave 
me the home number of Dr. Charles 
Wikenhouser, he is the Director of the 
Zoo, and I remembered that he was out 
trying to subdue the monkey on the 
North Side and he must have some 
equipment or a gun or something that 
would shoot a tranqualizer. As luck 
would have it, he was home, and he very 
generously and very graciously came out 
with another person in the field of 
expertise at the Zoo and their wives, and 
I must tell you they tried to shoot the 
tranqualizing gun at the dog and they 
missed. I think in the immortal words of 
Dr, Wikenhouser which I think were 
wonderful, he said, "You must remember 
this is an inexact science.” 


Anyway, the dog was frightened, 
left, went into Frick Park or back onto 
Shaw Avenue. I don't know what has 
happened to the dog; I don't Imow if 
there's a litter of puppies. But I do know 
that this City has never followed through 
on its spaying program. I know that 
we're in litigation but we've done nothing 
to expedite that. I know that there are 
two trucks in operation for 
Environmental Services. They deal with 
live animal wagon; the answer calls for 
live animals only, barking animals, rabid 
animals, etc, When you call 911, they 
don't tell you there's nobody around, they 
just say, "I'll pass the call along". The 
call was passed from 12:00 until I got 
there at 6:00 on Saturday and tried to do 
something. There's only one truck in the 
City, usually in operation only until 
11:00; however, in the case of barking 
dogs, people will not call all day but will 
wait until 11:30 or 12:00 at night because 
the dog is disturbing their sleep. 
Nobody's on call. 


We have, I believe, it's what I got 
from the Police, it's E-60 and I just got 
here and I haven't had time to check this 
out, that answers calls for dead 
animals, But I have seen dead animals on 
McArdle Roadway lie there for days on 
end, They don't operate in the evenings 
or on weekends and, depending on 
schedule, they don't operate on Mondays 
or holidays if Monday is a holiday. And 
some animals, according to the police, 
lie there decaying for 16 to 36 hours. 
And this happens almost always on a 
daily basis. 


They used to have a tranqualizing 
gun carried with all the police so we 
didn't have to Kill the animal. They did 
bring in a little metal litter to take the 
animal away if we had been able to stun 
the animal but we could not. The police 
believe that a city this size needs more 
than one truck to handle animal calls. 
There should be someone available 24 
hours to handle emergencies, The public 
should be educated as to current services 
available, and you know we're going to 
have a non-emergency number hopefully 
by the fall, I've been talking to Bell 
Telephone to give us a number and we've 
been working with the Safety Director. 


The police also believe there's a 
need for a better communication 
system. When trucks are on call, little 
time is spent in the truck. They're 
getting information from residents, 
searching for animals, locating the 
animals, and capturing the animals. 
Those calls are received over truck 
radios and the next call is not 
acknowledged until the previous call is 
handled. 


Now, why we weren't there with 
this Doberman, there was a call from one 
of the Housing Authorities on a Pit Bull 
that was loose. Fortunately, the owner 
of the Pit Bull showed up and took care 
of it. The problem is heightened during 
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the summer months; more animals are 
loose. Calls for live animal wagons 
range from one to two hours even when 
we have somebody on call, and usually 
it's seven hours, 


I would like to schedule a post 
agenda for the fall to address this 
problem unless Mr. Norm Walker would 
like to start taking care of this problem 
and putting it in his budget and give us — 


See, we shouldn't have to have post 
agendas and hearings on every little 
complaint. We should be able to sit down 
with the Director and say, "Here are the 
facts; what are you going to do about 
it?" I£ you need help on this Council — 
What member of this Council wants to 
see an animal who has just given birth to 
a litter, and we can't find the litter, not 
have food or water, what member of this 
Council is going to see or encourage 
animals to lie either suffering or dying or 
wounded for 36 hours? What member of 
this Council is going to allow animals to 
stop people from getting into their 
apartments, particularly in public 
housing? We're not going to do it. It 
wasn't that much money that's needed to 
correct this problem. We can contract it 
out. 


Maybe the best thing to do is not 
even to wait or even have a post 
agenda. Why don't you prepare a 
resolution for me that we fund out of any 
available code account, and we somehow 
find money for everything else, and the 
worst possible scenario and we put in the 
bill now that the money isn't there and 
we automatically submit it for budget 
funding for the fall. All you have to do 
is get what I've just said off the 
transcript to know what we need. And 
Mike, Tl give you a copy of what I have, 


Mr. Pollock: 


I think we should also looking into 


seeing if the Zoo Director could make his 
tranqualizer gun available for Council 
sessions. 


Michelle Madoff: 


How about him 
practice?

‘Mr. Wagner: 


Mr. President and members of 
Council, I missed part of the meeting 
last week. I was here, obviously, for the 
vote on the Apportionment Commission 
and I had to leave because I had an 
annual fundraiser for disabled veterans. 
I know there was some discussion about 
the appointees prior to and after the 
scheduling of the time, etc., etc. 


I don't want to open up an issue 
that was covered last week but I know 
my colleague, Mr. Pollock, made a 
statement in regard to my appointee, 
Sister Michele O'Leary, to the 
Commission. Obviously she didn't make 
the Commission but there was a 
comment made pertaining to her voting 
record. She has since sent a letter to 
this Council of which I believe all 
Councilmembers have received a copy of 
it. Ijust simply want to state, andi am 
not even going to read the letter, but she 
was quite irritated with the statement, 
and I concur with her, and in addition has 
indicated that her voting record has been 
95 percent voting record since 1959, 
which I think is exceptional. Three of 
the five times she could not vote, she 
was out of the country. Her purpose 
being out of the country several times 
was working with the Chemical Institute 
and finding out what goes on and what is 
done in other areas around the world. 


I simply want to state this because 
I think it's very important to clear the 
record up in regard to that. I now I had 


.an exceptional candidate; I'm sorry that 
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candidate did not make the 
Apportionment Commission. The issue is 
over and hopefully it's behind us. 


The Chair: 


I would like to add something to 
that. I would like for that letter to 
become part of the public record. 


Unfortunately, as we all know, we 
make statements, they are printed in the 
newspaper, they become fact or they 
become part of the Municipal Record and 
they become fact.

Mr. Wagner: 


Td like to introduce the Chairman, 
Bill Conway, and ask him to say a few 
words and with Director Cannon here, 
Director of Public Safety, Td also like 
him to say a few words, But prior to 
doing that I would like to solicit the 
involvement of all citizens, all of you 
here in the room and all citizens 
watching this program now and this 
evening to be involved in National Night 
Out tomorrow evening. It is a key 
element in our crime prevention program 
and essentially what it involves is being 
outside tomorrow evening, putting your 
porch light on, and being outside in your 
neighborhood. The purpose behind it is 
simply being a deterrent to crime, 
letting the criminal element know that 
the public, the citizens, are involved in 
crime prevention programs. 


As time goes on and as crime 
prevention programs evolve and as 
government continues to have less 
resources financially to address crime 
prevention problems, even though we're 
doing many more things, we need greater 
citizen involvement in crime 
prevention. That’s the key element 
behind this resolution, that's the key 
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element behind tomorrow night's 
activities of which Bill and Glenn will 
discuss, and it requires as much 
involvement as possible. Last year we 
came in first in the nation and hopefully 
we can do it again. 


Mr. DePasquale: 


Jack, if I may ask you a question. 
In regards to tomorrow night, obviously 
you're asking everybody to come out, but 
other nights after tomorrow night, is 
there a certain group that's out there 
every night, certain people? 


Mr. Wagner: 


That's a good question, Councilman 
DePasquale has asked; in addition to 
tomorrow night, are there other 
groups? That's the whole idea behind 
Block Watch and crime prevention 
programs, 


Mr, DePasquale: 


I don't mean tomorrow night; you're 
asking everybody to go out tomorrow 
night, I mean every night after. 


Mr. Wagner: 


Yes. Tomorrow night is to be an 
example of other nights to get more 
people involved in Block Watch and 
crime prevention programs and let 
tomorrow night be a beginning of future 
activities where people are outside more, 
they turn their porch lights on more, and 
they get involved in many types of crime 
prevention activities. 


Mr, Conway: 


Thank you, Councilman Wagner, 


President Ben Woods, Councilwoman 
Sophie Masloff, and other 
Councilmembers who have been 


supportive of our Coalition; we would 


like to thank you. 


We're very proud of the partnership 
that we have built here in the Pittsburgh 
area and because of that partnership we 
received the Number One City Award 
last year for the Most Outstanding City 
for National Night Out. That partnership 
is composed of community groups; that's 
the backbone of that - partnership. 
Community groups, social service 
agencies, and local law enforcement. 
This year we have a new partner in 
Pittsburgh area neighborhood crime 
prevention and that partner is the United 
Way of Allegheny County and we're very 
proud that they've joined our team. 


Td like to call Director Cannon 
forward. In prior years Sergeant Carroll 
Byrne has shared the stage and he's not 
here but we're very pleased that Director 
Cannon is. 


Director Cannon: 


One of the things that Bill hasn't 
mentioned is that we've received a 
challenge, a one-on-one challenge this 
year from Kansas City and they placed I 
think fifth in the competition last year 
and they challenge Pittsburgh that they 
will be number one this year. Every now 
and again it just takes a good challenge 
to get us motivated and get us moving 
and I think that this community and this 
City has an excellent program arranged 
for tomorrow night. There are events 
happening virtually in every section of 
the City and the community crime watch 
groups in each of those areas have lots of 
activities planned; there's activities with 
the Pirates at the Stadium and Kids 
Watch in Polish Hill. I know Loretta's 
group and Bicky has a parade going in 
Squirrel Hill and there's balloons over 
Greenfield. They're just all over. 


But the important thing is that our 
whole community at 9:00 tomorrow turn 
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on that light and sit outside for an hour 
as a symbolic gesture that we're going to 
take our streets back, that we are not 
going to allow crime to run rampid in our 
community. We need your help, and I 
think we have a great shot at being 
number one again. Thank you. 


Mr. Grabowski: 


I just have one question for the 
Director. You said that we're having a 
one-on-one challenge with Kansas City. 
Is that Kansas City, Kansas or Kansas 
City, Missouri? 


Director Cannon: 


I think it's Kansas City, Kansas but 
we'll find out for you. But we're going to 
beat them both, Steve, so it doesn't 
matter. 


Mr. Conway: 


I might mention that I also 
received a telephone call last week from 
an official in the city of Cleveland, 
Ohio. Their question was, "How are you 
so successful in Pittsburgh? What are 
you doing down there?" I told them that 
what we're doing is working with the 
neighborhoods and, again, that's the 
key. But in order to be successful we 
have to have some private sponsors and 
our Coalition has been able to get some 
very good support from the 7-Eleven 
Stores, Duquesne Light Company, and 
also Patrick Media Company which has 
given us a great deal of publicity through 
the billboards, 


Td also like to introduce some 
other folks who are here today; I'd like to 
introduce some of the folks from the 
neighborhoods. Again, that's the key to 
this kind of effort; those neighborhood 
volunteers who have organized special 
events and we have some of those folks 
today. Bicky Goldzer representing the 





Squirrel Hill Urban Coalition. 
Ms, Goldzer: 


The Councilmembers will think 
we're dreaming or in fantasy world 
because I'm not going to ask you for 
money, a bigger budget, more votes or 
more cops because the Squirrel Hill 
residents have decided that they have 
got to join the team and we're hoping 
that all of you will be at the Squirrel] 
Hill, Forbes and Murray Gulf Station 
tomorrow night where we're going to 
have bikes and buggies and balloons 
marching against burglars. We have 
realized for a long time that society is 
kept together by people, not police, and 
that's why we're going to make Cannon's 
job lots easier because we are taking the 
people away from the seclusion of T.V. 
sets and air conditioners; we're getting 
them out on the streets and for the first 
time they're going to really know their 
neighbor's telephone number and they 
will know that they can call and must 
call 911 when they see a truck drive up 
to their neighbor's front porch when they 
neighbor is on vacation. 


So, we're urging all of you to come 
out to all of your neighborhoods 
tomorrow night because Squirrel Hill is 
tired of the car thefts and the oriental 
rug burglaries and we have known for a 
long time that the police can't do it 
alone; it's going to take the people and 
the police and the Squirrel Hill people no 
longer will be naive. We're 
sophisticated; we're replacing fear and 
frustration with real planned protection 
against crime. So, we really appreciate 
all the help that we can get tomorrow 
night and every night on your particular 
block. You're each responsible for your 
own block's crime prevention. Again, 
we're going to be the city with the least 
amount of crime; we promise you that, 
Glenn. 

















Mr. Conway: 


We're going to have to move the 
program on so I'm going to introduce the 
other folks who are here today. Danielle 
Bover representing the 15th Ward, 
Greenfield Public Safety Council; 
Loretta Miller, 30th Ward Knoxville 
Block Watch Program; Mike Fisher, the 
Operations Manager for 7-Eleven stores 
in the City of Pittsburgh; Officer Robin 
Brandt representing the North Side 
Public Safety Council; Officer Gus 
Spruill; Officer Marty Maranack; Officer 
Nick Wagner; and representing the 
United Way, Eva Patterson.

We need to have more than 
just this resolution; we have to ask you 
for all of your help to help to at least 
explore the possibility of having the 
ESOP Program established at the 
Pittsburgh and Lake Erie Railroad. 


We understand fully that the plan 
to sell the railroad is moving right along; 
they have a September 30th closing date, 
no later than September 30th. What you 
have to understand also is that this is 
just the beginning; it is a cancerous

beginning on the railroads in general. We 
did have a hand-out that we put on all 
the desks before you and it tells you 
what is happening at the ICC. Currently 
the ICC is letting people through deals 
formulate new businesses and buy other 
railroads, large railroads, and they're 
coming in and just abrogating all the 
agreements on the properties. 


What has happened since December 
in smaller cases, and P & LE happens to 
be the biggest such case to date, 300 new 
regional railroads have been established 
and in each of those cases jobs have been 
lost, agreements totally destroyed and 
people laid off, and if you understand 
anything about the railroad workers, we 
do not get standard state unemployed. 
Railroad workers only get $125.00 a 
week. In addition to that, we're not even 
a statistic. I read with interest in the 
Pittsburgh Press in Sunday's paper that 
unemployment had reached bottom here 
in Pittsburgh. I challenge anyone to go 
and see what is happening in the railroad 
industry. We're losing right and left and 
it's happening every day. We need your 
help. 


T'm not going to belabor this issue 
too much; we have a lot of other 
appointments to make today, and I thank 
you and any other thing you can do to 
help us out would be greatly 
appreciated. We are working with T.J. 
McGarvey in the County Commissioners 
Office and if you would care to contact 
him I'm sure you will see that we're 
sincere about trying to purchase the P & 
LE Railroad and maybe you can help us 
out in that area. Thank you. 


Mr. Wagner: 


I just want.to make a comment. I 
would request that our resolution be 
forwarded to the appropriate United 
States Senators and the United States 
Congressmen and other levels of 


government that have jurisdiction over 
any portion of the P & LE Railroad so 
that we can bring to their attention the 
plight of all of you and hopefully solicit 
their involvement. 


Mr. Vogel: 


Thank you. One other thing I 
wanted to say is that it's really gracious 
of all of you people to help us out with 
this because we have a problem here that 
really seems insurmountable. Anything 
you can do, contact the ICC particularly; 
they have a commission within the ICC 
who really has control of this and that's 
who you have to get to. Send a letter up 
to the P & LE Railroad and let them 
know you're there.

representative from the Law 
Department; Director Cannor or Chief 
Leahy, the Chief of the Fire Bureau; a 
legal counsel from the Pittsburgh 
Firefighters and a representative of the 
Pittsburgh Firefighters Local 1. 


I believe that by inviting all of 
these people to a post agenda we can 
have some public dialogue on this 
subject.

Td like at this time to call upon Hal 
Waldman, one of the sponsors of this, to 
say a few words and also, when he is 
finished, Mr. Ernest Light who is a 
survivor of the Holocaust to also say 
something. 


Mr. Waldman:

Mr. Light: 


My name is Ernest Light; I am a 
survivor, Im here to represent the 
Holocaust Center of Greater Pittsburgh 
and the survivors of this area. I attended 
the opening of the exhibit and the 
Holocaust Arts and Writing 
Competition. After seeing the 
exhibition, I was impressed by an effort 
in research by the young people of 
different backgrounds. I wish to thank 
them for helping to preserve the memory 
of the Wolocaust. As most of you 
realize, the number of survivors is 
diminishing from year to year and it will 
be up to the young, like you, to keep the 
memory alive. And there are a few of 
those even today still insist that a 
holocaust never happened, 


T wish to thank the Mayor, the City 
Council and the Commissioners for their 
support in this endeavor. However, in 
order to make the program possible, a 
special thanks is give to our two 
generous contributors, Frank Schneider 
and Hal Waldman. Thank you very much. 


Michelle Madoff: 


Iwas unable to attend the 
ceremony because of a conflict of 
appointments but my father's family — 
My mother's family were rabbis and 
came here just before the Holocause, 
Most of my father's family and all our 
relatives, except for two in the family of 
about twelve, were all wiped out. I'm 
first generation American Jew. 


Mr. Pollock: 


With me here today is Mr. Edgar 
Ball, the International Secretary of the 


United Steelworkers. 
Mr. Pollock presents 


No. 3276 WHEREAS, the nation 
and especially the City of Pittsburgh 
notes the passing of I.W. Abel, who was a 
major force in the development of the 
United Steelworkers, on August 10, 1987, 
one day before his 79th birthday; and 


WHEREAS, Mr. Abel worked half 
of his life for 16 cents an hour, for 12 
hours a day, 7 days a week and these 
labors in Depression-era days developed 
his social conscience; and 


WHEREAS, Mr, Abel served as a 
volunteer for the Steelworkers 
Organizing Committee, an organizer of 
Local 1123 at Timken Bearing Company, 
a provisional head of Canton's District 
27, International Secretary-Treasurer 
and President of the United Steelworkers 
from 1965 to 1977; and 


WHEREAS, Mr. Abel fought for the 
Occupational Safety and Health Act, the 
Employment Retirement Income Security 
Act, and the Experimental Negotiating 
Agreement, as well as import 
restrictions and better overall wages, 
benefits and conditions; and 


WHEREAS, during Mr. Abel's 
tenure, membership in the Steelworkers 
union rose from 800,000 to 1.4 million 
and the Steelworkers hecame the highest 
paid industrial workers in America; and 


WHEREAS, Mr. Abel was the 
recipient of numerous awards and honors, 
including honorary doctorates from St, 
Vincent College, Alliance College of 
Cambridge Springs and the University of 
Wisconsin, and was the winner of the 
first Labor Award presented by the 
Martin Luther King Jr. Center for Social 
Change in 1976. 








Now, THEREFORE, BE IT 
RESOLVED, that the Council of the City 
of Pittsburgh joins the citizens of the 
nation in mourning the passing of IW. 
Abel, a distinguished, committed leader 
who devoted his life to improving the 
plight and conditions of the working man 
and woman, and extends its deepest 
sympathy to his family; and 


BE If FURTHER RESOLVED, that 
the Council notes that the City of 
Pittsburgh was built on the backs of its 
fathers and' mothers in steel, coal and 
other industry and regardless of what 
direction the City's industrial future 
takes, the people of Pittsburgh must 
always remember that without the work 
of these men and women of labor and 
without leaders like 1.W. Abel, the City 
would not be the superb City it is today. 


Mr. Pollock moved to adopt the 
resolution.

Before calling on Mr. Ball, I just 
want to make one brief comment. 
Growing up in the City of Pittsburgh any 
individual who was here in the '50s and 
"60s and '70s knows that the name LW, 
Abel was synonymous with the health and 
vitality and industry of the people of 
Pittsburgh. I was a young boy when he 
was coming into prominence and power 
in international labor and I looked upon 
I.W. Abel as almost like a god; he was 
almost like the father of the 
Steelworkers and one of the strongest 
fighters for the people of Pittsburgh. 


Needless to say, today there aren't 
any steel mills operating in the City but 
Pittsburgh would not be here if it weren't 
for the Steelworkers and Ive heen 











pushing for a long time to try and have a 
monument down in Gateway Center to 
the steel industry, to take one of these 
open hearths or blast furnaces and, 
instead of having some kind of esoteric, 
abstract artwork, put a blast furnace or 
an open hearth right in Gateway Center 
so it's the first thing you see when you 
get off the Fort Pitt Bridge. Maybe 
some day that will come to fruition but 
it's very important that we always 
remember what Pittsburgh is and it's 
people like I.W. Abel that made it what 
it is and it's events like his passing that 
are able to bring it even closer to the 
forefront of our minds. 


So, I thank Couricil for passing this 
and I'd like to ask Mr. Ball to say a few 
words if he would, 


Mr. Ball: 


Thank you. The more outstanding a 
person and the greater his achievements, 
the more difficult it becomes to describe 
them. But in the resolution and in the 
words that have been spoken here, you've 
done a very beautiful job of that and I 
thank you. 


On behalf of President Abel's 
family and the members of our union and 
the rest of the labor movement and all 
his friends, we appreciate this very 
much, It increases our pride and 
memories of him and it lessens our 
sorrow at this time. Thank you. 


Michelle Madoff: 


Mr. Pollock and Mr. Ball, I just 
want to mention something to you before 
you leave. Ihave shared many a dais and 
many a battle with LW. Abel; we've 
testified in Washington together .a 
number of times and I thought there was 
a cute story that's worth telling about 
Mr. Abel that you may remember. 
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We were at the Watergate 
testifying on an environmental issue and 
Mr. Abel had been out fishing; he loved 
to fish, He had a tremendous sunburn; 
his whole face was burned and his lips 
were all swollen and he couldn't talk. He 
apologized and said, "I'm not going to be 
able to deliver my presentation and I will 
summarize." And he summarized and 
took one and a half hours to summarize. 
Is that a typical I.W. Abel story? 


That man was really spectacular 
and, Mark, I will share with you, and we 
ought to start a fund to get a statue of 
some of the leaders of the steel 
movement that created this City with 
maybe a blast furnace or some piece of 
steel and some of the leaders or a 
steelworker with the leadership, some 
Kind of living appearing statue as 
opposed to something like the DiSuevero 
because that really is our heritage and 
that should be the focal point of our 
City, not some abstract art. I couldn't 
agree with you more. Why don't we start 
a fund to do it and see what kind of 
money we can raise. 


Mr. Pollock presents

Mr. Pietragallo: 


We can't find those photographs but 
we do have photographs of President 
Roosevelt but we can't find Mrs. But she 
was the one that turned the soil for the 
first time at that ribbon cutting. 


Michelle Madoff: 


Do we have a tenant management 
system now in the Housing Authority like 
they do in condominiums where the 
tenants manage, they decide who stays in 
the building, who doesn't, sees that it 
maintains itself? Have we come to the 
enlightened age where they do this in 
other cities; Washington is doing it, 
Baltimore is doing it? Many, many other 
cities across the nation are doing it and 
housing has turned around 180 degree 
turn because of tenant managment. 


Mr. Pietragallo: 


That, ma'am, is a matter of 
opinion. We think here in the City of 
Pittsburgh that our Housing Authority 
has thrived so greatly that we have one 
of the greatest working relationships 
with the Metropolitan Tenants 
Organization in this City. We have a 
memorandum of understanding that we 
respect as a valid contract, so there isn't 
anything that we do in that Housing 
Authority that we don't consult with 
them first and have tenant input. 





Michelle Madoff: 
But you do not have tenant — 
Mr, Pietragallo: 


We do not have tenant management 
at this time. 


Michelle Madoff: 


I just wanted to know if we've ever 
reached that point. 


Mr. Pietragallo: 


There was a study made about 12 
years or so ago that they did want to get 
tenant management into Northview 
Heights. It was under the auspices of the 
Executive Director, Jay Goggin, and they 
were all set to move in on it and the 
tenants themselves decided they didn't 
want tenant management; they were 
content with what was happening. 


But in fairness, Councilwoman 
Madoff, the places that you mention that 
do have tenant management have been 
places that have been very difficult in 
their operation; Washington, D.C., 
Chicago, St. Louis. Baltimore is doing 
very well and I really don't know that 
they have that much but I'd be happy to 
check on it. We're not reluctant to do it. 


Michelle Madoff: 


I'm just curious whether we are 
coming to an enlightened age because I 
think there's nothing like a tenant 
committee to say to their neighbor, "You 
dirty the place, you break the windows, 
you're not going to be in the building." 
It's a lot easier for them to do it than for 
@ government administrator to do it. 


The other question I have is, why 
won't you let our Controller audit your 
department?

Ungerman and I'm the Director of the 
Perry South Food Bank, It's no big 
revelation for me to stand up here today 
and to tell you all that hunger has grown 
to monstrous proportions but I would like 
to read an excerpt from the Post 
Gazette which recently occurred. 


"Food banks help feed an increased 
number of households last year but more 
aid is needed, the Pennsylvania 
Association of Regional Food Banks 
said, In 1986, 460,442 households 
received food from 390 food pantries 
responding to the Association survey 
while soup kitchens served 1.3 million 
meals. The food banks in 1986 served 
12.4 percent more families than in 1985 
and soup kitchens served 6.3 percent 
more meals during that same period. Of 
the food pantries surveyed, 19 percent 
said they had to turn people away 
because they ran out of food." 


So, needless to say, food pantries 
are in a very precarious situion, 


Now, in light of what I just told 
you, we have the State.budget’ recently 
being passed which excluded $1 million 
which aided the food pantries and food 
banks in the past. Until this is 
legislatively corrected, we're going to 
have to rely on the public sector to pick 
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up the slack and that's what we have 
occurring here. -We have these two 
drivers from the Pennsylvania Motor 
Speedway picking up the slack, going 
that extra mile to help feed the poor and 
hungry people of Pittsburgh. They are to 
be commended. Council President Ben 
Woods is to be commended because he 
has certainly adopted us and he’ has done 
several things without recognition to 
keep our operation going. :

They've been sitting 
there I guess three or four months and 
Tm sure they're fine, I must have a lot 
of stuff that I don't use, probably will 
never use. What mechanism is there that 
if you don't go to the Speedway, could a 
building, for example, be approached in 
an affluent area and say, "Would you put 
this stuff in a certain space on a certain 
day?" and you would pick it up?

May I make a suggestion, that- you 
send a little card that people could keep 
near their telephones or something they 
could put on the wall that's easy to keep, 
you know, maybe on the refrigerator as 
they go to eat that says, "While you're 
eating, would you think of ...". Something 
like a magnet kind of thing. I would love 
to know where the local place is where I 
could take some things. I just don’t know 
where it is; I'm sure a lot of people don't

We do have those reminders for 
refrigerators and, as I said, Hunger 
Services Network would be more than 
happy to supply you with the names of 
the local pantries.

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Michelle Madoff: 


I want to report that I spoke to Mr. 
Jacoby today on 3207 and he's going to 
go out and take a look today at a number 
of places that are smaller than the 
facility we have downstairs that has 
marvelous food, reasonably priced, 
attractively packaged, to show what can 
be done with the space downstairs. I 
don't care if the present people maintain 
it; I just think we need to have different 
types of food down there. I come in in 
the morning and I see the availability of 
only sweets, pretty much, and under my 
urging they finally put some bagels in, 
There should he pre-wrapped, freshly 
made sandwiches in greater volume than 
what we have. 


I just think perpetuating bad diets, 
the fast food kind of thing, is really not 
what we should be encouraging in the 
building. We should have available tasty 
kinds of food nicely displayed. If you go 
over even to Kaufmann's, they have 
these little counters, they have a bagel 
wrapped in Saran and they have a little 
scoop of cheese wrapped in Saran and the 
jelly and fresh fruit or a soda pop that is 
free of preservatives, they have a piece 
of fruit that you can buy, they have a 
croissant that you can buy that has 
cheese or vegetables, etc. That's the 
kind of food we should have available. 


I notice more frequently people 
going out of this building to buy food 
when there is business being down 
downstairs. I just think that the items 
that are sold should be more in keeping 
of encouraging good diet, making it more 
tasty, making it more appealing so that 
we don't have to go out of the building to 
get food. I will get something down 
there if I'm desperate and on occasion we 
get desperate like yesterday. We didn't 
have.time for lunch, we went from one 
meeting to another; there was a post 
agenda. 


I think we should set an example 
and so I will ask my colleagues to hold on 
this bill because Mr. Jacoby will go and 
look and will put out an RFP or talk to 
the County that would put out an RFP 
that would require a different format or 
a different type of menu and it could be 
done even in half the space that's down 
there. That's a lot of space for what I've 
seen done elsewhere, 


Mr. Woods is giving you directions 
by shaking his head sideways but I'm 
asking you to think for yourselves, give 
Mr. Jacoby a chance to talk to the 
County and bring in something that 
would be more appealing. 


Mr. Pollock: 


T'm just wondering if there has been 
any discussion, Michelle. Did you just 
simply ask the proprietor if they would 
provide some of the things that you're 
talking about? I'm not saying they're a 
bad idea; I think they're a good idea. But 
I'm a proponent that you can get a lot 
more bees with honey than you can with 
vinegar and rather than trying to 
hardball them, if we just simply say to 
them, "Hey, how about some croissants 
and vegetables and fruit?" I agree with

Mr. President and members of 
Council, I think that's up to the 
proprietor as to what they want to sell 
and I'm sure he will be responsive to the 
needs of the market and I think he's done 
a good job basically.

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losing sight of, this building is here for 
official City and County business; this is 
not a restaurant or a McDonald's or 
Wendy's or a fast food chain.

It is a convenience place for people 
in the building and I think that we 
reserve a revenue from that space. Asa 
matter of fact, my colleague asked that 
we find out, and I thought it was a good 
point that Mr. Wagner made, I don't know 
if he got an answer, as to the cost of 
electricity, whether that's included in 
the rent, whether the space includes 
maintenance which is cleaning up the 
litter, whether it included a number of 
other things that he requested.

Mr. Wagner: 


Discussion. I would like to know what this pertains to, 
where are these neighborhoods, when is the study being done, 
what does it include. 


Mr. Lurcott: - 


In order to qualify an area for designation, it must meet 
certain criteria, objective criteria, about the impaction of 
parking, the length of time parking spaces are utilized, a 
percentage of them. We have up to now done that work in-house, 
but it is a real drain on the staff resources to do that, and as 
a result has taken longer to bring some of the areas up for 
designation than we would like. 


At the moment we have three -- there are nine areas that 
are already designated. We have three that are in process this 
year, we have eight that expressed interest and want to 
participate and be designated in 1988. We simply can't do them 
in a timely fashion, the staff, so what we are trying to do is 
have a consultant aboard to do that kind of survey work, as we 
get petitions in for certain areas and we start the process, 
with the hope that we can reduce the length of time involved. 


Mx. Wagner: 


Director, I thought this Council gave your department the 
appropriate number of personnel to do this? 


Mr. Lurcott: 


Well, in the area of survey work, given the number of areas 
that are interested in getting the program, it really isn’t 
enough in order to do that work in a timely fashion and to do 
the other things we have to do. 


Mc, Wagner: 


Well, why don't we, instead of putting $30,000 in the 
budget, just simply put $30,000 in for another person in your 
department and employ someone by the city, rather than a 
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consultant? 
Mr. Lurcott: 


I think our sense is that the kind of work and the 
Magnitude of it, it would be good if we could get it all done in 
a relatively short amount of time, and to do that it would take 
more than one person probably, and after that we may have an 
excess of personnel. 


One of the problem with these things is you need to do the 
studies if you are going to determine the true impaction at the 
time when the impaction is highest or at a typical type of year. 
And if you do them in August or something, too many people are 
away and you don't get a good picture. What that does is bunch 
up the work, such that to try and have enough staff to do that 
work in a timely fashion means that you have more staff than you 
need overall. That's when you use consultants, and that's what 
we are trying to do, so we don't over stock ourselves with staff 
to do it short~term process. I just think in this particular 
case it is a more efficient way to deal with it. 


Mr. Wagner: 


The problem I have with continual consultant contracts are 
several. No. 1, I never see the consultant contract -- 


Michelle Madoff: 
You are only a Councilman. 
Mr. Wagner: 


~- that this Council approves. And every one that comes in 
front of this Council I request a copy of the consultant 
contract, and I have never once voluntarily received a 
consultant contract completed by any department in city 
government, unless I request it. And many times when I request 
it, it still becomes very difficult to acquire. 


And secondly, I-was under the impression at budget time in 
December of 1986 that your department taking over the 
residential parking program from Public Works, if I am not 
mistaken, had appropriate personnel to do the job. 
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Mr. Lurcott: 


We believed at the time we did. That did not include, in 
our mind, the notion of using outside help occasionally for 
certain pieces of it when the type of work involved was of a 
high intense for short periods of time. We have money that was 
put in the budget for, for instance, going outside to get some 
signs done, those kinds of things, when the magnitude of work we 
did within a certain period of time was beyond the capacity 
in-house. So we just are using a combination of staff and 
in-house capacity and consultants on what we think is the most 
efficient basis. 


Jack, I will send you any contract that you want. 
If I have failed to do that when you requested it, I apologize. 
Pact of the problem in that perhaps is when we come here we are 
asking for authorization, and by the time we go through the city 
process for this and negotiate a contract, very often it is 
months later, and perhaps we don't send them all. But you can 
have any one I have. I'll send them all to you, if you want. 
Mr. Wagner: 


How about the River Front survey consultant contract? The 
River Front survey that this Council passed two years ago. 


Mr. Lurcott: 

I will send you the contract. The work is still being done 
and we were wrapping it up, so I don't have a report for you, if 
that's what you mean. 

Mr. Wagner: 

Well, that was to be done in one year. 
Mr. Lurcott: 

It has taken longer. 


Mr. Wagner: 


How about the Aerial Tramway consultant contract that was 
approved over a year ago? 
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Mr. Lurcott: 
It took a long time to settle the contract. 
Mr. Wagner: 


That was approved over a year ago. I could go down the 
list of consultant contracts this Council passed a year ago of 
which we don't even have yet. 


Mr. Lurcott: 

You mean the contract or the final report? 
Mr. Wagner; 

The report. 
Mr. Lurcott: 


All right. We can go through the list, and I will tell you 
which ones we have, and as soon as we get them done, we will get 
them to you. 


Mr. Wagner: 
Even the time frames told to this Council are never met. 
Mr. Lurcott: 


That is very often true. The reason that they are, is 
because studies such as that against making sure that an area in 
the city that is designated for residential sticker parking gets 
the work done there. We have, you know, a limited number of 
people, and we use them where we think we can and where the 
priority is. Occasionally those kinds of activities get put off 
to some extent. 


Mr. Wagner: 


Director, a consultant contract for residential parking 
that won't be done for a year or two years will be of no benefit 
to the city with the crunch of people that want residential 
parking permit programs right now. 
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Mr. Lurcott: 


This is a different kind of study than what you have been 
talk about before. When you talk about long-term planning 
efforts, such as the Tramway Study or River Front Study, those 
are the ones I mean that the time frame limit was a little 
different than something like this. 


The reason we are hiring consultants here is to try to get 
work done to meet deadlines; that is a service function we are 
providing. What we have been trying to do for the last seven 
months is to improve the quality of service in that, to get the 
permitting system so that it gets out more rapidly. We have 
computerized. We have done alot of work in that area to reduce 
complaints. 


One of the other problems with this process is as it 
becomes more popular a whole bunch of areas want it, and we are 
trying -- by the use of consultants, we are trying to shorten 
the time period for designation. So this one we have an 
availability, we will use them in one area in one month and two 
other areas the next month, and have that capacity available 
when we are ready to do it and when, perhaps, we don't have the 
staff capacity on line at that moment to do it in a timely 
fashion, That is why you use consultants, you try and stretch 
your capacity in ways that are more efficient than trying to 
staff help. 


Mr. Wagner: 


But we pass legislation for consultants, and six months 
down the reside the consultant isn't even on board. And we are 
being told that it is urgent to get a consultant to evaluate the 
situation. And the proper way to approach it would be to hire 
an employee, put them to work next week on the project and get 
it resolved. 


- Mr. Lurcott: 


I don't believe I have come to this table and said, "I want 
a consultant on board next week," because I know that the system 
we have to go through doesn't allow that to happen. We have one 
of the most complicated systems of getting consultants on board 
to ensure that it is done properly that I know of, and I think

it is good that we do, because it is a fair process, and we 
ensure professional evaluation, but it takes a long time. if a 
consultant, such as one of the ones you mentioned, doesn’t want 
to start work until they have a signed contract, that can be six 
months, and it is not because somebody isn't working to get it 
done, it is because the process is so long and has to go through 
so many steps that it takes that jong until all of the issues 
are resolved. And to get, you know, the attorneys for the 
consultant on board is something that can take several more 
months. That is just the way business has to be done. 


Mr. Wagner: 


Maybe I have gotten a little off in talking about 
consultants in general, but I can just simply tell you that I do 
not receive consultant reports, and I don't expect to receive a 
report here for another year or two years if Council passes this 
legislation. 


Mr. Lurcott: 

On this one? 
Mr. Wagner: 

Yes. 
Mr. Lurcott: 


Well, you certainly could expect to receive some, if you 
want them. What you will have is a series of fairly modest, 
technical studies saying "The Bluff area, or South Oakland, or 
Squirrel Hill area meets the following criteria." JI mean; it is 
not exactly -- you know, it is a fairly technical, tight, modest 
effort in order to meet the requirements of our ordinance. 


We can send you those as they come in. It would be a 
rolling effort, but I can, in this case, be quite confident that 
if this is passed, that several of those will be available 
within the year, because otherwise people are going to be 
climbing all over us for not having the work done. 
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Mr. Wagner: 


If that is the case, if we are going to have people 
climbing all over us, neighborhood groups requesting residential 
parking permit programs, and that is happening right now, as a 
matter of fact, I would strongly recommend that you take the 
$30,000.00 and put it in the salary fund and go out and hire 
another employee immediately. And I think that would be a 
better way of addressing the immediate problem and the long-term 
problem. And if for some reason the need for residential 
parking decreases in the future, -- which I doubt it will, to be 
frank about it, I doubt it will -- we could always take that 
individual and devote their activities towards some other 
project within planning. 


I am sorry. With consultant contracts, very important 
consultant contracts, have to be none existent. The River Front 
Survey consultant contract is one, it was passed by this Council 
two and a half years ago; the Aerial Tramway consultant study, 
and I can go on and on. There are probably others that are just 
not fresh in my mind, and I am not prepared to appropriate 
dollars or vote for dollars for another consultant contract when 
it appears as if they do not produce a final product quickly, 
and I think this situation warrants immediate attention.

(REMARKS ON FOLLOWING PAGES) 
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(MR. POLLOCK'S COMMENTS ON BILL NO. 3250-WEDNESDAY, 8/12/87.) 
Mr. Pollock: 


I have been working with the Pittsburgh AIDS “ask Force for 
several months now to try and identify some funding for them. 
There are several agencies in the city which are dealing with 
the matter of AIDS victims in the city. This is not a group 
that deals with the cure of AIDS, no city money is required for 
that. But rather than my going through what the task force 
does, if I could, I would like to have the unpaid Executive 
Director, Kerry Stoner and Barbara McCully come to the table and 
explain what they do and what they will use this money for. 


(Deleted text.) 


I think it has to be noted that all informed- estimates 
provide that we are at least 10 years away from a cure and from 
any type of vaccine. Isn't that right? 


Mr. Stoner: 


I think the leading experts are still not very optimistic; 
that it will be, perhaps, 16 years or more for a vaccine, and 
that a cure is something -- we are still working on a cure for 
cancer, Who knows when a cure will be found. Just finding 
effective treatment that can prolong the life of a person who 
has been infected is going to be a task. 


Mr. Pollock: 


i want to state that I have, through the efforts of the 
Council budget staff and other sources, identified over 
$200,000.00 that has been liquidated from various contracts and 
have been returned to the city. Mr. Buckley has confirmed this. 


I think my request is for an agency whose work is extremely 
vital, it is at its fledgling stages. This is going to be here 
for many, many years in, I believe, increasing proportions, 
probably drastically increasing. And I would like to just say 
that the issue of AIDS is something that really isn't a 
political issue. All of us on Council, I believe, have been 
blessed, because, as Barbara McCully said, none of our families 
have been touched by this. I hope we can continue to say that. 
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But in thinking about the problem with AIDS, and I do think 
about this quite a bit, I think about the words that were said 
in Nazi Germany by a very courageous and very wise Lutheran 
Minister by the name of Martin Neimoller. Some of you may know 
this. But what he said, was "In Germany, they came first for 
the Communists, and I didn't speak up because I wasn't a 
Communist; then they came for the Jews, and I didn't speak up 
because I wasn't a Jew; and then they came for the trade 
unionists, and I didn't speak up because I wasn't a trade 
unionist; and then they came for the Catholics, and I didn't 
speak up because I wasn't a Catholic; and then they came for me, 
and by that time there was no one left to speak." 


And I think that in today's society this is analogous, 
because one couid say that first the AIDS Angel of death came 
for the daitians, and we didn't speak up because we weren't from 
Haiti; and then the AIDS Angel of death came for the gays, and 
we didn’t speak up because we weren't gay; and then the AIDS 
Angel of death came for the intravenous drug users, and we 
didn't speak up because we weren't intravenous drug users; and 
then maybe the AIDS Angel of death came for someone from ny 
family or me, and maybe there was no one ieft to speak up. 


I think that uniess we start to do some things now and deal 
with this not only in medical terms, but in social terms, we are 
doing the public a grave disservice. So in light of that, f 
would like to withdraw my motion to approve, and make a motion 
to amend from $20,000.00 to $40,000.00 as a very smail token of 
how important this is to the City of Pittsburgh. 


This is not community development block grant dollars. 
They are in the process, the Pittsburgh AIDS Task Force, of 
qualifying for community development block grant dollars. They 
have just been in contact with the City Planning CD Department 
to obtain the necessary forms and information as to how to do 
so. They do not have that condition yet. These would be grant 
dollars that they would be in compliance with an agreement, one 
of our standard agreements from the City Planning Department, to 
provide a service for the people of Pittsburgh who are victims 
and for the victims' families.

Mr. Wagner: 


I just want to state that I commend all of you for your 
volunteer activities in this area, and my colleague for 
sponsoring the legislation. The statement made earlier, 
anywhere from 5,000 to 7,000 people in the county, you divide 
that into 2 million or slightly less than 2 million, you are 
talking about one out of of every three or four hundred people. 
I am certainly sure that all the citizens of this city think 
that that is an alarming figure and this is an alarming 
situation, and this is appropriate use of taxpayer dollars. 


(END OF REMARKS) E 
(TRANSCRIBED BY HELEN L. KRIEBEL, STENOTYPE REPORTER.) 
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Mr. Pollock: 


I just want to say a few things. 
"Newsweek Magazine" this past week had 
a cover story on AIDS, talking about the 
crisis, and one of the things it said in 
there was that we, as a society, will have 
our response to AIDS define us in very 
important ways as a society. I think so, 
too, that any level of government's 
response to AIDS will in turn define it in 
many important ways as a governmental 
body. 


I am very proud of this Council for 
preliminarily passing and, hopefully, 
finally passing this grant for a contract 
and I'm very grateful to my colleagues 
for supporting this. We in Pittsburgh 
have the luxury of living in a low, very, 
very low incidence AIDS society and it is 
imperative, indeed demanding, that we 
push for early preventative action. 
Education and prevention are the only 
tools that we have now to prevent this 
crisis from becoming absolutely all 
encompassing, and the Pittsburgh AIDS 
Task Force is the leader, locally, in these 
two areas; prevention and education. 


This is going to be with us for the 
next 10 to 20 years. There are right now 
between 5,000 and 7,000 people who are 
diagnosed as having the AIDS virus. God 
knows how many of those people will 
actually get the disease. And if you take 
those numbers and calculate them over 
the next 10 to 20 years in any type of 
arithmetic progression, it is absolutely 
chilling to think about what can happen. 


Yesterday we talked about the 
social aspects of the disease and what 
the Task Force does. But we didn't talk 
at all about dollars or figures and that 
was brought up, and I think that we 
would be remiss if we didn't at least talk 
about it. AlthoughI hate to put any type 
of mercenary or monetary import to this 
legislation, I think that there are certain 


people, certain taxpayers, who do want 
to talk ahout it. 


We are about to, hopefully, make a 
$40,000 contract with the Pittsburgh 
AIDS Task Force, $40,000. This, if 
nothing else, if one needs to have some 
rationalization besides the social good, 
this is really an investment. This is an 
actual City investment. Let me just 
share a couple figures. This year - and 
admittedly, Pittsburgh is not anywhere 
near the stage that they're at, but it 
could be, unfortunately, only a matter of 
time - in 1987 the City of San Francisco 
spent $17.5 million taxpayer dollars to 
combat AIDS. Within four years their 
estimate is $70 million. The City of New 
York, in 1987, spent $13 million on 
advertising alone for prevention and a 
total expenditure of $400 million of City 
of New York taxpayer dollars. Their 
estimate is, within four years, $2 billion 
of city taxpayer dollars, 


So, when I say it is an investment, 
it is indeed an investment and if these 
$40,000 can be spent in education and 
prevention with any degree at all of 
effectiveness, then we have done the 
taxpayers of the City of Pittsburgh a 
great service. So, I thank all of you for 
your help and support. 


I want to make one more 
comment. I, probably better than any 
other person, know that no legislation, or 
very few and far between pieces of 
legislation, pass this Council without Ben 
Woods' support. I want to publicly thank 
him for going along with this and for 
enabling it to get passed. As we all 
know, I'm not at all reluctant to let him 
know publicly when I disagree with him, 
when I think he's doing something wrong; 
and I have always tried to be fair and 
acknowledge when I think he's done 
something right and very good. I want to 
thank him publicly for his help.

The Chair: 
Thank you, Mark. 
Mr. DePasquale: 


Yesterday I fully intended to stand 
up and fight this bill; however, a good 
friend died and I went to the funeral. In 
all good conscience, I can't commit 
money of the taxpayers of the City of 
Pittsburgh to such a filthy, disgusting 
disease. But the part that bothers me 
most of all, it's so darn ironic, we've 
never once given a dime towards cancer 
research, MD, MS, Sicle Cell; why are we 
getting so involved in AIDS now? We 
couldn't care less about cancer and all 
the other diseases incurable and brought 
on not because of the people's fault such 
as AIDS is brought on by their lifestyle. 
Now we're going to give $40,000 to those 
people and not a dime towards cancer 
and MD, Muscular Dystrophy, Sicle Cell, 
or any other incurable disease at this 
present time. No way can I go along 
with it. If I'm the only vote against it, 
Tm voting against it. 


The Chair: 


Mr. DePasquale, I just want to 
correct you on one thing. This is a one 
time grant, It isn’t just for, let's say, 
homosexuals; it's for everybody. I could 
get it, you could get it, anybody could 
get it. And we have in the past, given 
money, one time grants, if you research 
our Council records, to all of those 
particular diseases that you have 
named. Last year, in fact, Sicle Cell, we 
gave $50,000 to help finish their hospital 
up there. So have have given to 
Muscular Dystrophy research, a one time 
grant to cancer research, a one time 
grant to Sicle Cell. As I said, this 
disease affects all of us, not just the Gay 
community; it's going to affect all of us. 


” ‘Michelle Madofé: 


Mr. Woods, I think that all of us, I 
can't think of a member of this Council 
that has not worked, either voted on a 
one time thing or when there has been a 
need for a charitable contribution — I 
know that I have worked with the Mayor 
on about ten different occasions for 
Cystic Fibrosis. Mr. DePasquale and I 
made a commercial together for a 
charity; I think it was Goodwill 
Industries. We, of course, didn't charge 
for that. We work for almost every 
charity. 


The difference between what is 
happening in the AIDS, and let's call it 
what it is, it's a plague, it's an epidemic, 
and the different charities such as 
cancer and all the others is that they 
have a structure in place working to try 
to resolve the problem. There is nothing 
in place at the moment in this local area 
trying to stop us from becoming another 
San Francisco, 


I must tell you that I had calls at 
my office yesterday and it's interesting 
that people — I must admit at least Mr. 
DePasquale, as uninformed as he is and 
his mind is locked in a closed position, at 
least he has the courage to stand forward 
and say, "I'm Jeep DePasquale and I'm 
going to vote against it." I've gotten 
calls at my office which were 
anonymous. And the anonymous calls 
were saying, "I don’t want you to vote 
money for AIDS" because they, too, think 
it's a homosexual disease. I don't think 
that's the issue here. I think everybody's 
sexual preferences are their own business 
and we don't go into people's bedrooms, 
The issue is that I know of somebody 
whose child has been transfused many 
times and he's living in hell, his only 
child, wondering if that child is going to 
die from a transfusion of blood. And you 
heard the questions that I asked 
yesterday; is there a definitive test that 
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will tell you if you give blood whether 
indeed you are not transmitting the AIDS 
virus. It appears in the last year they 
have indeed perfected, hopefuily, to the 
enth degree that when you give blood the 
person receiving that blood will not be 
affected, 


We have to think in terms, and I 
hope Mark at some point would consider 
encouraging people to continue to donate 
blood because people are terrified. Not 
only are we worried about somebody who 
might go to the hospital and through a 
transfusion get AIDS, or a hemophiliac 
get AIDS, but we now have people who 
won't even give blood because they're 
afraid of doing a humane thing, 


And the people who called me who 
were anonymous who said don't give the 
money, just don't read, don't understand 
that there but by the grace of God they 
could be abstaining capons and have no 
sexual interaction with anyone and still 
get AIDS through transfusion, through 
drug addiction, through sharing of 
needles, and I don't think that the sexual 
issue should even be the overriding 
reason why we vote and I would urge my 
colleagues to support Mr. Pollock's bill 
and vote for the money. 


Mr. Wagner: 


Mr. President and members of 
Council, in regard to the same bill, Bill 
No. 3250, I think each bill has to be 
weighed on its merit and this particular 
bill and what it intends to do is to 
initiate or start up an assistance 
program. Many other diseases have had 
considerable assistance financially 
through the corporate sector in 
particular, This particular disease has 
not and therefore I think it certainly 
deserves merit to receive funding 
initially from the government sector. 
Consequently, I hope that many other 
entities of our society will become 


involved in supporting the cause 
financially. 


True, the major numbers of people 
that have AIDS are homosexuals or drug 
users. True, this City basically is a 
conservative city, not like San Francisco 
or New York; but I also think that in 
addition to those two groups of people 
there are many other people that are 
exposed to this disease and I think all of 
them, all of them, need as much help as 
possible. In addition, those not exposed 
need to be better educated so they do 
not end up with the disease. And I think 
it's very legitimate that this Council 
initiates a funding to support this 
program and I would hope that other 
entities of government, other 
municipalities in the county, the state 
and the federal government would also 
follow suit. 


Mr. DePasquale: 


My biggest problem with this bill is 
that the people we're talking about 
refuse to submit to compulsory testing to 
see whether they prove positive for AIDS 
or have AIDS. The testing would help 
two issue; one, with the person, they find 
out they have it and maybe something 
could be done for them and, if they do 
have it, stop them from spreading it to 
someone else. They won't even submit to 
the testing and we're going to give them 
money towards research? For what? 
They don't want to help themselves so 
how are we going to help them? They 
won't help anybody else; they couldn't 
care less if they gave it to everybody in 
the United States. 


‘The Chair: 


Jeep, unfortunately, it's not, like I 
said, the Gays; it's everybody. I think 
that of all the diseases in this country, 
the government, all governments, state, 
local, federal, should put all their 
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monies, all their efforts to try to find a 
cure for this disease because it's 
something, whether we like it or not, 
they way you get it is something that 
everybody does. I don't care who you 
are, you do it. You can quit smoking 
cigarettes so you don't get cancer or 
have a heart attack or you can quit doing 
a lot of things, but that's something that 
you're not going to tell young people or 
old people or middle aged people or 
whatever, that you can't do. And if 
you're sick you're going to need a blood 
tranfusion.

The antiquated 
system jumps from one house to another, 
across the street. It is going to be a cost 
effective study and I agree with Mr. 
Wagner, let's get reports as fast as 
possible. ° 


Mr. Wagner: 


Td also like my comments brought 
forward on this bill.

Michelle Madoff: 


I think the real issue, and perhaps the public isn't aware 
of it, is that we used to do a tremendous amount of closing 
readings, and we don't do it anymore, that is one. Secondly, we 
have people out reading meters that we may need not to have 
reading meters; we could do remotes. Thirdly, you've got a 
meter reader out reading meters, and people are home and they 
have been home all the time, they are even handicapped, they 
can't leave the house, and nobody comes to their house. So you 
don't know how many houses a person is supposed to be reading in 
a district, based on topography and weather. This study would 
tell us are the people doing their job, should they be on the 
job, and it would be very, very cost effective. 


Mr. Perkins: 
It is the remote program, also, that would help us. 


Michelle Madoff: 


The whole thing would be a very cost effective program. It 
also won't cost us anything, and we will make alot of money, 
because we are abating so many places because we don't read over 
the years that it is costing the city hundreds of thousands of 
dollars, and this will stop, hopefully, some of it will be cut 
back. 


This is not just a matter of a logical conclusion that one 
would assume, starting on a street and ending on a street. The 
way the books were set up and the way streets developed, a house 
was built here and a house was built here, and then the houses 
were filled in, and no one has gone back in the Water Department 
ever to go back and put a logical street, and if there is a 
house in another book, bring the data base into some kind of 
form that it makes sense, No. l. 


No. 2, I think the point that you raised, if Mr. Grabowski 
has a dog in his backyard we can't go in and read the water 
meter, and Mr. Grabowski doesn't give us a remote or some way of 
getting the meter, and he has leak, then Mr. Grabowski shouid 
pay the full amount and the bill shouid not be abated, and that 
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should be factored into your study, when you see i 
you go down the street you see consistent places where 
have not been read, you've got to go back and. find out. 
presume that is what your study is going to determine. i would 
like to be sure that that is in writing, that that is part of 
the thing the study wili determine. Those who have not have had 
their meters read and we end up abating because we didn't get 
there to read it, so the guilt 1s on us. I think that if you go 
back and look, you ace going to find it isn't 160 meters bei 
read a day; alot less. Furthermore, on your closings on real 
estate, the real estate industry is going crazy. They can’t 
close on houses, they are held up because they don't get final 
readings. This is a whole ball of wax that has to be put 
together. 










Mc. Perkins: 


The route study ceally doesn't adéress the ability to get 
your reads, It addresses the most efficient, economical path to 
obtain your activities through the route. The remote program 
enhances your abiiity to be able to get the reads. 


Michelle Madoff£: 


i think you ought to incorporate into your study those that 
you have skipped over, and also why we are not getting -~ we 
used to get the readings down far more sapidly and alot more 
readings on closings. Why aren't we now? iI think that should 
be part of your study. I would like to make that a request, 
that that be included in your studdy. 


I get calls from real estate agents all the time. And you 
know what I am talking about. It is a disaster.

Mr. Wagner: 


~ would just like to say that presently -- Mr. Perkins 
could, I am sure, verify this -- we are only reading about 60 
percent of our water meters. One of the problems is that we 
need outside remote meter reading devices, and another probiem 
is we need a route study to determine the appropriate routes for 
these meter readers. That hasn't been done in reason years. 
And the two happening together will correct that problem. 
Really, the problem is that we are not getting the dollars in as 
quickly as we should for people that are using our water, 
because we are not seading the meters as soon as possible. And 
so this study, along with the new meter readers to be installed, 
with correct that problem. ee 





If I may just add, the Water and Sewer Authority has 
approved these dollacs. I wasn't aware of that at last 
Wednesday's meeting. That was verified at our previous meeting, 
and the Water and Sewer Authority has unanimously approved this 
action, 


I just want to make the point that the Water Department has 
alot of probiems today, and we are trying to correct them. And 
one of the problems relates to meter ceading. Ail meters have 
been read traditionally the same; once every three months. 

There were aiso bulk users of water, and people that are not 
metered, we also have residential, commercial, and industrial 
users, some people that use very little water, and iarge 
industrial users that use great volumes of water. We have no 
difference in our billing procedure with those accounts. 


This route study will help to incorporate what meters 
should be read on a monthly basis or quarterly basis, depending 
on the volume of use of water. Hopefully, thece will be a 
better cash flow in the future with 400 or 500 accounts that we 
have identified that use a whole lot of water, such as Iron City 
Brewery, but they only get billed once every quarter. Their 
meter should be read every month, and they should be billed 
avery month. 


So hopefully this route study can identify these 
variables and put certain types of buinesses on different routes 
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so that we can’ bill them on.a different schedule and have 
dollars Coming in ‘much quicker than we have in the past. 

- E only make this point because I:dontt think it is ¢ 
as simplified of a study as-it appears to be. it is really 
going to be very complicated, and the people that do the 
whomever that is going to be, are going to have a difficult” 
in front of them to make sure they do an accurate job, and they 
better do an accurate job, or the Water and Sewer Authority’. ° 
isn't going to pay them. 








So I am hoping that this obviously“passes Coun¢i 
because the department needs the money to go forth on the % 
contract, But the study really is necessary because we are not 
doing a good job today. And I appreciate Councilman. Grabowski's 
concerns with consultants and hiring people and all-that,™but we ~ 
really do have a probiem in the Water Department in terms of 
cash flow because of meters not being sead.°

Mr. President, I find it hard to 
believe that we need professional 
services to properly organize our 
routes. I think spending $148,000 for 
such services is ludicrous. Tll not be 
voting for this, especially in light of the 
fact that we're not talking about the 
entire City; a portion of the City is 
served by West Penn Water and one or 
two other private water cémpanies. So, I 
think that we can do this in-house; I don't 
think you need to be a genius to come up 
with some arrangement that's concise 
and consistent. I agree that the old 
system is antiquated but I don't think 
that we should spend $148,000 for 
professionals to come up with a new 
system. 


Michelle Madoff: 


Mr. President, as you inow, 
yesterday I asked the City Clerk to send 
a letter to encompass two other issues so 
that we look at the whole ball of wax, 
not just routes. I think, unfortunately, 
sometimes the titles are misleading. 
This is not just to determine a point of 
starting and a point of ending but to look 
at the whole problem of remote meter 
readers, what we can do about people 
who are not home, who year after year 
don't have their meters read because 
whoever is going by doesn’t provide this 
information, to incorporate the fact that 
we're having tremendous calis from real 
estate agents who can't close on houses, 
people can't get in their houses because 
they can't get a final water bill. Soit'sa 
whole ball of wax. If it was just for 
going out and saying where should we 
start and where should they end, it's also 
to determine how many readings should 
be taken, We're finding in research that 
Ive done because Water was my 
Committee for eight and a half years 
that we used to have final readings done 
in about a factor of ten to what we're 


doing today. For some obscure reason, 
they just don’t get out to do the final 
readings. It is a problem with staffing; 
we have to look at how to be more 
efficient by deploying the staff better, 
do we need more staff, do we need to 
shift staff around. It's a broader issue 
than are we just going to determine 
where people are going.

Mr. President and members of 
Council, in regard to ail these bills in the 
committee and other bills, I just want to 
make the statement that there is an 
incredible number of bills here with 
exceptionally high dollar values, and a 
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good portion of all these bills, not only in 
Engineering but in Finance and other 
committees were submitted to this 
Council with very short time to 
understand the bills. I personally do not 
like that and I wish the Administration 
would have more consideration so that 
this Council could better look at this 
legislation. 


I would estimate that there is 
anywhere from $20 million to $25 million 
in legislation in front of us here today 
and that is an exceptionally high dollar 
value for this Council to look at, 
comprehend, and provide checks and 
balances on as we should. One bill in 
particular, and I don't know the urgency 
of this bill that I would like to see 
recommitted and I'm going to make a 
motion to do that, is Bill No. 3176 which 
pertains to the various fire houses, 
station doors and floors. I have no idea 
what fire houses they're talking about, a 
list has never been submitted to me as 
Chairman of Public Safety, and I see no 
reason why this could not be put off for 
another month. 


Mr. DePasquale seconded the motion. 
Michelle Madoff: 


I would be inclined to agree with 
my colleague, Mr. Wagner, and I was 
going to touch on a related matter but 
Tl touch on this bill first of all, As I 
went through the bill, as everyone on 
Council knows and the public knows, we 
got this this morning and I want to 
address that as my second item, 


The Chair: 
Please, you have to address 


whether you're in favor of recommittal 
or whether you're against recommittal. 


Michelle Madoff: 


I understand. I just said that I will 
address the other matter later. 


On this bill, my problem with the 
recommittal, and I need to think a 
moment on it, is we're talking about 
almost $1.5 million. I believe that this 
Council has discussed on many occasions 
the need to repair the support systems of 
the fire station. We discussed on many 
occasions that fact that we bought some 
new fire trucks and there has to be some 
adjustments to the doors. I think under 
previous department heads there was a 
problem with what was ordered, we had 
some problems with Canadian fire trucks 
and they had to go back to be redone. 


If we divide up the $1.5 million 
among the number of fire stations, and I 
presume even if there are five of them, 
we're not talking about a tremendous 
amount of dollars, I would be inclined to 
vote with it. However, it would seem to 
me that this work doesn't have to be 
done in the summer. It isn't like we're 
going to lose the time because of the 
weather; it's basically indoor work. And 
I don't think it would make any 
difference if we put this bill off until the 
first of the year.

But at 
least give us some identification where 
the money is going. 


‘Mrs. Masloff: 


One question. Did you ask them 
these questions yesterday when this bill 
was before us? ao?

MOTIONS AND RESOLUTIONS 
Michelle Madoff: 


Mr. President, it hurts me to give 
you a compliment but I will do so, When 
you were Finance Chairman, despite the 
fact that we had a disagreement over a 
fiscal advisor, I think that you expedited 
and ran the budget hearings in a very 
proficient manner, didn't keep 
department heads sitting and waiting at 
your pleasure, and it took a lot less time 
than we normally took to go through 
budget hearings, a lot less pain, and 
probably more productive, 


One of the reasons that we need to 
very seriously think — You know, 
anything can be done if there's a will to 
do it. What we need to talk to the 
Administration about is changing our 
calendar year to a fiscal year. This 
Council never gets to celebrate or know 
that it can be with its family or travel at 
Christmastime over the holidays when 
everybody else is on vacation. We never 
know when we're going to get out. Then 
we get to the summer and We can never 
know that we're going to be out of here, 
and that's why Mr. Givens has always 
taken his vacation with his family in July 
because frequently if you go to resort 
areas you get hurricane season in 
August. I went on vacation with my 
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daughter who I don't get to see that 
often and one year we had to fly back 
because we had a hurricane in the 
South. We flew in and flew out the next 
day. Because of the time frame, not 
only our personal inconvenience but 
because of the time frame — 


The Chair: 


Hold on for one second. You're 
absolutely right, you're making sense — 


Michelle Madoff: 
May I finish? 
The Chair: 


You won't have to, maybe, but you 
can still finish if you want to. We've had 
this discussion many times ~- 


Michelle Madoff: 


Once. I brought it up before and 
Tm going to tell you what happened. 


The Chair: 


But here's the problem that you 
should know and I think you're probably 
forgetting, or maybe you do know. 
Under the Home Rule Charter, yes, our 
calendar year is the way it is, We must 
change the Home Rule Charter. The 
Mayor must give his budget address the 
first Tuesday following the general 
elction; that's in the Home Rule 
Charter. The budget must be passed by 
December 31st at 12:00. That's all in the 
Home Rule Charter, For us to change 
anything, and we could do that, we must 
put a referendum on the Home Rule 
Charter. 


Michelle Madoff: 


Fine. I have no problems with 
putting a referendum on the Home Rule 


Charter and it would mean that for six 
months, we would have to have a six 
month session and then go into a year 
after that. It is an inconvenience. But I 
think that the public is not well served 
and we're not doing our job when Mr. 
Wagner, fortunately, picks up on $1.5 
million, The bills are before us today 
because of the time frame of the way 
that Council is structured. We go out of 
session at a very awkward time. No 
matter what time of year it's going to be 
it's always going to be pressure the last 
couple of days to get it done. But it 
would be less pressure if we operated on 
a fiscal year as opposed to a calendar 
yeam I believe the County operates on a 
fiscal year, does it not? What about the 
State? 


The Chair: 

You have to understand — 
Michelle Madoff: 

Td rather be here and take our 
vacations during the summertime 
because we're entitled after all these 
years to four weeks’ vacation. 

‘Mr, Pollock: 

I'm missing something. I agree 
about the fiscal year, maybe looking at 
changing that; but I don't see how 
whatever calendar we're on — 


Michelle Madoff: 


I just said that, Mark. I said it 
doesn't make that much difference. 


Mr. Pollock: 


But whenever we go on vacation, 
whatever day it is, these bills have 
nothing to do with the budget as far as 
the calendar. 
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Michelle Madoff: 


Let me finish; let me show you my 
point. Tm making the point that 
whatever we have, whether it's going to 
be Fiscal or calendar year, we're going to 
be impacted with last minute bills. But 
because it would be easier during a fiscal 
year if we knew that we could get away 
during the Christmas holiday, we 
wouldn't be all in a hurry to get out of 
here now. Let's be honest. We could be 
here another week and we wouldn't be 
under this pressure. We all want to get 
out. We want to get some stuff done in 
our office. I have three bills that Im 
working on with Dan Pellegrini that are 
coming through; one is on a stationary 
vendors bill. I've been trying to write a 
report on hazardous materials; 
fortunately I've got the University 
Hazardous Material Department to work 
on it, There's no time to do anything; we 
would like to have some’ time off, 


If we're going on a fiscal year, we 
wouldn't be necessarily impacted the way 
we are to have all the bills because one 
week at that point wouldn't make the 
same kind of difference it does now. 
That's my opinion, 


‘The Chair: 


I agree and I don't agree but the 
reason we have all these bills is probably 
because of me. We sent out a notice, 
Mike, that we would accept no more bills 
as of August 3rd, other than 
emergency. Well they came in, 
naturally, yesterday with 50 bills or 
whatever and said it was emergency. 
What I should have just done was say that 
I don't consider them emergency and not 
accepted them. But we do that. So, the 
fault does not lie really with the 
Administration; the fault of all these 
bills being before you today, 75 percent 
of them, lies with me. T should have just 
said, "I. don't consider them an 





emergency; they don't have to be done 
that fast. You had ample time to get 
them to us; we sent the letter out the 
First of July. You had six weeks to give 
us these bills and you didn't do that so, 
you know, so be it and we'll see you in 
September." But I did not do that. 
Hopefully we will correct that next year. 


But as far as us switching our 
budget time, [ll vote for it. Present a 
bill and — I don't think we can get it on 
this November's calendar for elections 
but for next May. 


Michelle Madoff: 


T'd like to put it on a referendum 
for next Spring, 


The Chair: 
Try it. Bring it up. 
Michelle Madoff: 


I may not even be here in two years 
but I think it's the way it should be. 


I have another subject; a very 
serious matter, I'm sure that members 
of Council, although we don't live in 
Monroeville, are watching what is 
happening in the Chambers landfill 
situation and I have gone beyond that; I 
have gone out and monitored it. I was 
out last night at their meeting at the 
Holiday Inn in Monroeville because they 
had the DER people there and I wanted 
to find out what the legislation was going 
to be. I went out to meet with the 
community at a fire hall, Fire Station 
No. 3 in the Monroeville area the night 
before that. Hot, packed to the rafters; 
they can't even get a church or some 
facility to give them room, and I felt like 
it was a time warp, that I was back 20 
years ago. I was back in ‘72 when the 
environmental movement shut down Mr. 
Rangus' incinerator and we had people 
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who had a meat cutting plant that had 
roaches that were so big you could put 


saddles on them and ride them. And 
these people were fighting for the exact 
same issue. They didn’t want the impact 
of the trucks, they didn't want the 
blasting, they didn't want their windows 
knocked out by the blasting, the trucks 
going by and the rocks, and they didn't 
want the stench, Chambers is proposing 
to build another landfill right next to 
them, 


Now how does the City of 
Pittsburgh get involved in Chambers’ 
landfill? In June of next year, our 
contract with Chambers comes up for 
review. The issue is that New Jersey is 
sending their garbage to Pennsylvania. 
Pennsylvania will be the garbage dump of 
the country if we permit this. The odors 
from the methane gas, the decaying 
garbage, has made it possible for 
beautiful land in Churchill to be sold. 
That's their problem. We have a problem 
of methane gas; it travels in the 
abandoned mine so that a similar thing 
could happen that happened in Virginia 
where a prisoner had the same problem, 
Underground gas got into his cell, he lit a 
cigarette and instead of being 
incarcerated, he was incinerated. 


It is not a problem to be taken 
lightly. We are going to have to be 
dealing on trying to get the best deal 
that we can and, of course, it went up 
last contract and it will probably go up 
this contract. 


Tam afraid that on a moral and 
ethical issue the Chambers landfill, the 
Rangus people will come to us and say, 
“Hey, you want to keep your prices down, 
you better let us take New Jersey's 
garbage." The problem we run into is if 
we take New Jersey's garbage, we 
deplete the amount of landfill space in 
the long term for this City and for 
Monroeville and for this county. We 





would go from a 12 year space toa 4to 2 
year space, depending on whose figures 
you want to accept. 


In the Fall I will be introducing, 
with the help of GRIP, that's Group for 
Recycling In Pennsylvania, legislation to 
keep pace with other communities, 
smaller communities, that have gone to 
recycling that are making money for the 
city by recycling and the only way you 
can do it is through legislation, make it 
mandatory to separate your trash, to 
look into the possibility with the County 
of incineration that is done in an 
environmentally acceptable non- 
threatening health measure, and further, 
to look at a new technology that shreds, 
that is, technology that has been in place 
but has never been actually operated, 
and to look into the possibility that Mr. 
Rangus is looking into of taking the 
decomposed garbage, the methane gas, 
and seeing what we can do with it to 
make it a product that is useable. The 
unfortunate situation, as everybody 
knows, is that the utilities have lost their 
market face and while under law they 
have to buy the kilowatts in excess that 
would be produced, they probably want 
to buy them at two cents per Kilowatt 
which would not make it cost effective. 
But for our children and for generations 
to come in the City, the issue of garbage 
disposal is one that we have to look at 
now and we cannot turn our heads on it. 


The Casey Administration has 
made a commitment to do —I was there 
last night and spoke with the gentleman 
whose name is Mark M. McClellan, he's 
DER Deputy Secretary of Environmental 
Protection and he announced yesterday 
they're going to court, they're going to 
the Supreme Court to stop the New 
Jersey garbage from coming in and while 
there are those who may say, "Well, we 
shouldn't put the burden of having to pay 
more per ton of garbage on the City", I 
testified and I think I was instrumental in 
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helping drop the $4 tonnage fee for 
research because we are just a depressed 
area and it went to, I think $1.50 instead 
of $4. Nevertheless, we cannot turn our 
heads, we cannot pretend this isn't going 
on, and on-a moral and ethical level we 
cannot bargain away for some dollars 
now that might cost us to keep the New 
Jersey garbage out, the cost of 
negotiating a contract that will give a 
shorter span of time for a place for us to 
put our garbage and we better start 
looking at alternatives, 


I mention it to my colleagues who 
are here to start to read to find out 
what's going on and we will have a 
presentation sometime, probably after 
budget hearings. I don't think it's going 
to be a good time before the next year. 
We have too many hearings coming up in 
the Fall, don't we, Mr. President? 


The Chair: 

Yes, 
Michelle Madoff: 

We'll do it after the new year. 
Mr. Wagner: 


Mr. President and members of 
Council, as Chairman of Public Safety 
and particularly with the recess coming 
up, I feel obligated to bring to your 
attention the post agenda that occurred 
yesterday and the position that I've taken 
in contrast with the Civil Service 
Commission decision recently in terms of 
hiring firefighters. I would like to simply 
read the same thing that I communicated 
yesterday to members of the 
Administration that attended the post 
agenda. The information is as follows: 


"As Chairman of the Public Safety 


Committee, I am asking Mayor Caliguiri 
to reverse the Civil Service decision to 


pass up many more qualified candidates 
to hire ten less qualified candidates. I 
am also requesting that an Aggressive 
Affirmative Recruitment Program begin 
immediately within the Personnel 
Department of the City of Pittsburgh. 


Information distributed as part of 
the Civil Service Commission and 
Personnel Department decision is 
intentionally misleading to support their 


decision. Ten of the fifteen cities 
indicated in the news release have 
combined firefighter and paramedic 
functions not like the City of 
Pittsburgh. In fact, if the City of 


Pittsburgh Paramedics were included (we 
have 22 female paramedics) we would 
have more females employed than seven 
of the fifteen cities mentioned. In 
addition, certain cities such as San 
Francisco are conveniently left out by 
comparison because they do not employ 
any female firefighters and were 
instructed by the courts not to hire 
simply to fill quotas with less qualified 
candidates." 


I have indicated with an asterisk 
which cities in that information provided 
by the Personnel Department and the 
Civil Service Commission have combined 
functions. As you can see, there are 
approximately 11 above the City of 
Pittsburgh. If you include the City of 
Pittsburgh, the paramedic function and 
the firefighters, the City of Pittsburgh 
jumps from 20th on the survey to 7th on 
the survey. 


In addition, and we have called all 
of these cities, some of the information 
provided to the media was not accurate 
and there are some _ significant 
differences in numbers such as with the 
City of Los Angeles. I indicate this 
because [I think this is part of the 
information by which they made their 
decision to change in midstream the 
hiring procedure for firefighters. And 
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when I say change in midstream, I mean 
that a list was adopted three years ago 
and 1500 people passed the test; 1500 
people were told that they would be 
hired straight down the list. Many of you 
may have told applicants, people that 
applied for firefighter positions, the 
same thing I have told them when they 
have called my office. There is no 
deviating from this list of hiring 
procedures for firefighters. But, in fact, 
two weeks ago a decision was made by 
the Civil Service Commission and the 
Personnel Department to deviate, to 
change in midstream, the procedure that 
they have told the world for the last 
three years, 


"The hiring of firefighters for the 
Pittsburgh Bureau of Fire is not a male 
vs. female issue, but an issue of fairness, 
competency and appropriate recruitment 
procedures." And it also includes 
treating women as equals in terms of 
hiring, and that's the key here, treating 
women equal, Exactly in the way in 
which they want to be treated. 


"For over three years we have been 
telling the 1,425 applicants and the 
residents of the City of Pittsburgh that 
only the most qualified will be hired, 


Now a decision has been made by 
the Civil Service Commission, Mayor 
Caliguiri and the Personnel Department 
that more qualified candidates including 
veterans and non-veterans will be passed 
up. A total of 378 more qualified 
applicants consisting of 22 veterans and 
346 non-veterans will be passed up to 
achieve their goal of hiring 10 
females.” And I say to all of you, to the 
public, to the media, please look at the 
list, it's public information. It sits on the 
first floor in the Personnel Department. 


"There has not been affirmative 
recruitments with the Personnel 
Department of the City of Pittsburgh. 





Our City has not done what many other 
cities in America have done, which is to 
establish an Aggressive Affirmative 
Recruitment Program ‘through athletic 
departments of local universities, 
women's physical fitness clubs, veteran's 
organizations and professional recruiting 
companies. Until this type of 
recruitment is done, we should not be 
passing up better qualified candidates." 
When I say Affirmative Recruitment, 
everything I read and everyone I talk to 
in personnel professions tell me that you 
cannot have affirmative hiring without 
affirmative recruitment. The two must 
go together. And what we have done 
with the firefighters is simply 
affirmative hiring and not affirmative 
recruitment because if you have 
affirmative recruitment, you will get 
better qualified people through the 
affirmative hiring programs. Or you 
won't need affirmative hiring, in fact. 


“In the event this decision is not 
reversed by Mayor Caliguiri or the Civil 
Service Commission, I strongly 
recommend that legal action be taken by 
the applicants that are more qualified 
and have been denied the opportunity for 
employment by the City of Pittsburgh."

Mr. Wagner: 

I mention this to all of you 
because, as Chairman of the Public 
Safety Committee, I feel that's my 
responsibility, number one. Secondly, I 


feel it's a responsibility to the residents 
of the City of Pittsburgh and there's 
nothing, in essence, this Council can do, 
And I know that or I would put a 
resolution in front of Council. The only 
individuals that can change this decision 
are the Mayor himself or the Civil 
Service Commission can reverse that 
decision, I strongly recommend that it 
be done and it be done quickly. This list 
expires the end of September. 


This City should immediately begin 
an affirmative recruitment and training 


program that many other cities in 
America have done if the intent is to 





hire females on the — Firefighters 
Bureau, There are many, many women 
qualified to be firefighters. The question 
is, we are not out there recruiting 
appropriate. numbers of women for this 
position. And that's the key, because if 
there are qualified people, we should be 
seeking those qualified people. They 
want to be employed by the City of 
Pittsburgh and they can qualify and, in 
fact, in certain other cities, and one in 
particular, Los Angeles, where they had 
thousands upon thousands: of people that 
applied for the position of firefighter. 
Males and females. The person that 
scored the highest was a woman. And 
the reason being is that they have an 
affirmative recruitment program and 
women are involved in the process, 
They're involved in the process - of 
training, pre-training, and understanding 
what the requirements for the position 
are. 


Consequently, I am asking the Civil 
Service Commission, the Personnel 
Department and the Administration to 
follow suit and to hire the best qualified 
candidates and I would like to see that 
happen immediately. In addition, 
obviously, I would like to see this 
decision reversed so that the most 
qualified candidates can be hired in the 
next class, 


Michelle Madoff: 


Mr. President, unfortunately, 
because of the policy of this Council, we 
do not  cablevise post agendas. 
Subsequently, someone listening to this 
debate today or this statement by Mr. 
Wagner would perhaps agree with his 
viewpoint because he sounds rational and 
I think he believes what he's saying. But 
there is another. point of view and 
fortunately both newspapers carried, and 
they're two different reporters, carried a 
different perspective. I shouldn't say 
they carried a different perspective; 
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they reported on what happened. And if 
I were to sit here and try to tell you 
what happened we'd be here as long as 
we were at the hearings so in order to 
expedite and cut the time for the record 
so it will be permanently ensconced in 
the record of the City, I would like to 
read both the Press and the Post into the 
record, 


Post Gazette on the hearing that 
took place August llth. Wednesday, 
August 12th, this morning. Headline: 
"City To Continue Hiring Women 
Firefighters" by Lynda Guydon; Post 
Gazette Staff Writer. "The City Civil 
Service Commissions plan to hire ten 
high-scoring women as firefighters will 
continue until discrimination is 
corrected, its Chairman told City 
Council yesterday. 


All ten women hired scored 91.8 or 
better, John H. Bingler, Jr. said. About 
a third of the 262 women who took a 
Civil Service test in 1984 received a 
passing score of 75 compared with 26 
percent of the 5,000 male applicants, 
according to Personnel records, 


The City now has one woman 
firefighter - Toni McIntosh. 


At a public hearing yesterday, 
Bingler disputed Councilman Jack 
Wagner's claim that the Commission's 
decision ought to be reversed. Not hiring 
women could subject the City to a 
lawsuit, Bingler said, 


In the event this decision is not 
reversed by Mayor Caliguiri or the Civil 
Service Commission, a strongly 
recommend that legal action be taken by 
the applicants that are more qualified 
and have been denied the opportunity for 
employment by the City of Pittsburgh,' 
Wagner countered.” 


I think it happened the other way; I 


: think Mr. Wagner said it first and Mr. 
Bingler responded. 


"Bingler assured Wagner that 
preferential hiring for women will 
continue only as iong as needed. 
Minorities were hired preferentially until 
they reached sufficient numbers in the 
Fire Department, he said. 


‘As soon as it proves to be enough, 
we have to stop,' Bingler said, referring 
to state and federal laws. 


Wagner maintain that it was not 
fair that 22 well-qualified military 
veterans and 346 non-veterans were 
bypassed to hire the women, 


‘The position of firefighter is very 
important, possibly one of the most 
demanding jobs in American,’ Wagner 
said. ‘Tt is in all our best interests to 
solicit and hire the most competent 
people.’ 


Councilwoman Michelle Madoff 
rebutted Wagner's claims saying veterans 
received preferential treatment 
whenthey got 10-point bonuses. Now, 
she said, it is the women's turn." 


I turned to Mr. Wagner yesterday 
and said, "Do you support preferential 
treatment for veterans who gave their 
lives for our country?" He supports 
that. And when I said, "Do you support 
NOW, preferential treatment for women 
who have been discriminated against who 
have higher scores than the men?", he 
did not answer. I want that on the 
record, please. Continuing with what I 
had said yesterday — 


"We women would love to have 
more of a piece of the pie,’ she said, 
referring to the share of firefighting 
jobs." 


I also pointed out that Mayor 
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Caliguiri and Michelle Madoff could not 
be firefighters. I couldn't lift 
somebody. I wouldn't matter whether T 
did well on the written test and it won't 
matter whether these women did well on 
the written test. If they don't pass every 
aspect of the physical, mental, and all 
the tests that are given the same as the 
males are given, they will not be 
firefighters, We would have only those 
that were qualified. But it is time to 
rectify a grievous wrong. We have 
discriminated against women; it's time 
that we put our money where our mouths 
are. And I recall Mr, Bingler saying 
yesterday, I don't know if it's on the 
record, he said he made the mistake, the 
Human Relations Commission was wrong 
and now they're trying to correct a 
wrong, 


"Wagner recommended that the 
Civil Service Commission adopt a more 
aggressive recruitment program to get 
the best women. Recruitment ought to 
occur in athletic departments of local 
universities, health clubs, veterans’ 
organizations and through professional 
recruiting companies, he said." 


Listen, gals, T'll see you in the spas 
and when we hit them and take over the 
Fire and Police Departments, at that 
point we'll have to have an affirmative 
action program to get men. 


"But Councilwoman Sophie Masloff 
said, 'We already have the list (of 262 
women), What do we need more 
recruitment for?'." 


That was the Post. Now let's go to 
the Press, 


Mr. Pollock: 
Point of order. This is very 
important. The record will reflect that 


Michelle said she was reading from an 
article, 





Michelle Madoff: 
Isaid that. 
Mr. Pollock: 


I know. But throughout it, you 
would get up from the article and make 
personal comments. I think it's very 
important that the record should reflect, 
when the Minutes come in, at what point 
you were making editorial comments and 
what part was the record. So, when the 
record is transcribed, that you go 
through and indicate by quotation marks, 
for the benefit of Lynda, the public, and 
everybody else, and possibly lawsuits. 
So, we go through and get what was the 
article and what was not the article. 


Michelle Madoff: 


What's good for the goose is good 
for the gander. Mr. Wagner, when he 
read his statement yesterday, ad libbed 
so let's make sure that his ad libs are 
also, not only just his letter but his ad 
libs are separated by some mechanism. 


Back to the Pittsburgh Press, and 
Till denote when I digress from the Press 
to make my own personal comments, 
should I decide to do that. 


“Mayor Backs Panel's Order To 
Hire Women Firefighters" by Jon 
Schmitz; The Pittsburgh Press. 


“Mayor Richard Caliguiri has no 
intention of challenging a Civil Service 
Commission order that requires the City 
to hire women as firefighters, a 
spokesman said. 


City Councilman Jack Wagner 
yesterday asked Caliguiri to reverse the 
Commission's recent ruling that 10 of the 
next 30 firefighter positions be filled by 
women, Wagner said the action means 
that more than 350 men with higher 
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qualifyng scores will be bypassed. 


Mayoral spokesman Mark Zabierek 
said Caliguiri ‘strongly supports the 
Commission's decision and believes (it) 
will ensure greater opportunity for 


women'," 


John Bingler, Jr., Chairman of the 
Commission, said the Mayor could not 
reverse the ruling even if he wanted to. 
The only way to avoid its effect would be 
to freeze hiring, he said." 


My own statement is.that we 
wouldn't want to freeze the hiring of 
firefighers; we all want to be safe in our 
beds at night. Back to the article — 


"The City expects to hire 30 
firefighters next month. At present, 
only one of the nearly 1,000 firefighters 
is a woman," And I'm off the record, she 
happens to be black. Back into quoting 
from the paper — 


"City Personnel officials said the 
women to be hired next month will have 
higher qualifying scores than 60 to 70 
firefighters currently on the force. 
Those firefighters made it because they 
got a 10-point veteran's preference 
bonus." 


Off the article — And TI repeat, Mr. 
Wagner supports, as we all doing, the 
hiring of veterans with 10 points because 
they gave their lives for our country and 
they had affirmative action. Now it's 
time for the women and I don't think that 
the veterans would say that they take 
preference in affirmative action over 
women. 


T also would like to point out, and 
we're still off the article, that if we 
were to go out, and this is not in either 
article, and test all firefighters and 
police officers to see if they meet 
present minimal standards for hiring, we 





would go bankrupt in this City because 
most of them, or a great portion of 
them, would be put on workmen's comp. 
They would not pass the test. You see, 
you don't always save somebody's life 
with your hands and your physical being; 
you sometimes do it with your head 
because you've had the experience and 
the smarts. So I think we have the best 
firefighters and the best police officers 
in the world. Now, to continue, back to 
the article — 


"Hiring of firefighters is based on 
physical an written testing. 
Performance is scored.on a 100-point 
scale, but veterans an achieve scores as 
high as 110. 


The three-member Civil Service 
panel concluded it is virtually impossible 
for a woman to be hired under the 
system. The only female firefighter, 
Toni McIntosh, was hired in 1976 under 
an earlier quota system that was imposed 
to increase minority hiring. Ms. McItosh 
is black. 


Wagner, Chairman of Council's 
Public Safety Committee, said,. 'the 
hiring of firefighters ... is not a male vs. 
female issue," ha, ha, ha, ha; that's an ad 
lib by me, "but an issue of fairness, 
competency and appropriate recruitment 
procedures.’" 


Again, I will go off the article to 
say that it is only fair to let affirmative 
action to apply to women as it did to 
men and it has already been verified that 
if they didn't have the 10 points for 
affirmative action for the veterans, 
these women would have scored higher. 
So if it isn't a male/female issue, what in 
blazes is it? Every woman listening 
knows what it is. Back to the article — 


“Wagner said the City Personnel 
Department has not done all it could to 
attract female applicants who could 
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compete with men.” 


They've already competed and they 
have higher scores. We women have to 
be better in order to be equal. We're not 
the better half; we're just the other 
half. Back to the article — 


"Ye suggested recruitment in 
college athletic departments and at 
health clubs.” 


Off the article, see you at the spas, 
ladies. Back to the article — 


"Personnel Director Melanie Smith 
took issue with that view, saying the 
City has aggressively recruited female 
applicants, 


Bingler said the quota system is 
needed to lend credibility to the City's 
recruitment efforts. 


"You can recruit all you want, but 
if you keep sending the message that 
you're not going to get on the force,'", 
Tm ad libbing, meaning women, "then 
you're just wasting your money,’ he said. 


'If affirmative action is going to 
work, we have to put our money where 
our mouth is,' said Ms. Smith. 


Wagner said he hopes male 
candidates who are passed over will take 
their case to court. 


(They) are more qualified and have 
been denied the opportunity for 
employment by the City of Pittsburgh,’ 
he said." 


We're getting the best people 
because if they don't pass the test or 
they don't qualify, they're not going to be 
firefighters. It is strictly a matter of 
correcting a devious wrong. Affirmative 
action is applied to veterans; it now 
applies to women and minorities and I'm 





going to fight for women all the way. 
And guess what? I'm going to fight for 
you men, too. When we get enough 
women so the majority of firefighters 
and police officers, because it pays 
better than most women's jobs, are all 
women, I'm going to fight just as hard to 
see that men get affirmative action to 
get jobs on the Fire and Police 
Department. 


‘The Chair: 


Michelle, are you telling me that 
both papers reported the story 
differently? 


Michelle Madoff: 


No, they reported the same; they 
just expanded it differently. 


The Chair: 
Okay. 
Michelle Madoff: 


Are you tricking on the papers? 
Shame on you. 


The Chair: 


I just asked you a question because 
you read both articles. 


Mr. Wagner: 


Mr. President and my colleagues, I 
simply want to state that everything I've 
said, including the written statement, is 
my information, All that information is 
accurate and I challenge anyone to find 
where it's not accurate. That involves 
the Personnel Department information or 
information pertaining to these other 
cities. And that information was made 
public yesterday and it was not disputed 
by anyone at the table. It is all 
extremely accurate information that 378

more qualified candidates are being 
passed up. And the information that has 
been provided two weeks ago by the Civil 
Service Commission and the Personnel 
Department is not accurate and I state 
that because that is part of my basis for 
my decision here. That happened once 
before in the Public Safety Department 
with a previous director who is no longer 
here who was providing inaccurate 
information pertaining to changes that 
had to be made in the department. 


I think that's a very significant 
point; { don't want to belabor the point 
but it's a significant point that any 
information provided to the media or this 
Council should be accurate or it should 
not be provided. I have disputed that 
information and I will continue to do 
that. 


T want to get back to my point and 
I'm going to summarize and I'm not going 
to be lengthy. Women want to be 
treated equal. I can't say that enough. 
My wife, the people I know, the women I 
know want to be treated equal. This is 
not treating women equal and fairly. It's 
not treating people equal and fairly and 
that is a significant point. Women are 
professionals in and of themselves and 
want to be evaluated simply for their 
value to a profession. And profession. 
Til create a couple simple analogies. A 
lifeguard; we hire lifeguards in this City 
and other people do, other 
municipalities, simply on the basis of 
whether or not they are qualified and are 
competent enough to save someone's life 
if they're drowning in a swimming pool. 
Not whether they're male and not 
whether they're female. And that's how 
they're hired. And that's how I'm 
suggesting firefighters should be hired. 
Another simple analogy; City Council. 
There's nine members of City Council; 
the public votes for people to serve on 
this Council, not based on whether 
they're male or they're female but based 


on whether or not they think they're 
competent. And those that win, it 
doesn't matter whether there are so 
many males or so many females, that's 
the way it ends up. The same holds true 
for firefighters. 


I can't stress enough the 
importance of the firefighter position. It 
is the most dangerous position of any 
profession in America. This issue that I 
am fighting is not the easiest issue in the 
world to take a position on because 
everyone tries to make Jack Wagner 
appear as if he’s anti-female. And I'm 
not. As a matter of fact, I employ in my 
office two of the most independent 
females that probably work for this City; 
but they're professional and they're 
competent, and that's the reason why 
they're employed there. And that's what 
T'm suggesting for this profession and all 
professions and to do anything other than 
that is to cheapen the profession and 
those that are being hired and those that 
are being passed over. And I strongly 
recommend, and I can't say enough, that 
378 more qualified candidates, and that 
was not part of the news release that 
was distributed by the Personnel 
Department and the Civil Service 
Commission, that 378 more qualified 
candidates are being passed over. AndI 
rest my case, 


Michelle Madoff: 


I would like to respond. Did you 
ever read an ad that says "Better than 
ever” and you say, "Better than what?" 
The question here is qualified; what do 
we mean by qualified? Qualified more 
than? Qualified less than? We're talking 
about a point or two; meanwhile, these 
women had higher points. The issue is, 
they're not going to be firefighters, 
ladies and gentlemen of the audience out 
there in the world, they are not going to 
be firefighters unless they pass the 
test. If they don’t pass they test they 
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are not going to be firefighters. 


And I 
deeply, deeply resent, and I find it 
abhorrent that my colleague would imply 
that if we go with these 30 women who 
have been discriminated against, all 
these years women have not had a 
chance to be firefighters which pay a lot 
better than being waitresses and some of 
the jobs they can get without having 
degrees, that we will have inferior 
firefighters, That is a crock. 


And I'll tell you something else. I 
have a friend who comes in occasionally, 
a couple time a year, to help me out at 
my house and she arrived this morning, 
she's from Duquesne, and she's a 
housewife and she's of the old school and 
the old country, she's from Hungary, and 
she came in today and said to me, 
"Michelle, are you for women to be 
firefighters? That's a dangerous job; 
they shouldn't be there." I said, “Ida, 
you're a very smart lady." 


The issue is not whether women 
should be firefighters, and that's the kind 
of impression we're giving when Mr. 
Wagner does with his rhetoric that we're 
going to discriminate against better ones 
and we're not going to have good 
firefighters who are women, I said, "Let 
me ask you something. If you were ina 
building in a fire and you could have 
either Michelle Madoff or Mayor 
Caliguiri, we both weigh about the same 
and we're about 5'4", save you in a fire, 
would you rather have a woman who has 
muscles, who is strong and passed the 
test, one of the qualified women to be a 
firefighter?" She said, "You're right; I 
agree with you." All we need to do is get 
the facts out. 


And, Mr. Wagner, let me tell you; 
the public is a lot smarter than you think 
they are. And we women are just as 
smart as you men, maybe a little 
smarter, I don't want to say that but just 
maybe. And they're listening and you 


know what they're going to think? Bury 
it. 
Mr. Pollock: 

Ihave a_ brief, ten second 
announcement, I just want to announce, 
if there is anybody still out there 
watching, that this coming Tuesday at 
noon at the Federal Building at the 
corner of Grant and Liberty there will be 
a rally of individuals who are concerned 
and opposed to the appointment of 
Robert Bork to the Supreme Court. The 
Anti-Bork Coalition Rally will be 
meeting this coming Tuesday at noon.

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(BEGINNING, MR. WAGNER'S AND MR. POLLOCK'S REMARKS ON BILL NO. 
3176, MONDAY, AUGUST 17, 1987) 


Mr. Wagner: 


Discussion. Director, why the urgency on this bili and why 
the significant increase from $984,500.00 to $2,450,000.007 


Dir. McDermott: 


We introduced legislation back in April for the $900,000.00 
to initiate this program for the rehabilitation of the various 
fire stations, and at that time we discussed that we would be 
back once we bid the job and determined the actual project costs 
and this is the position we're in at this time. We had bid it to 
accomplish the rehabilitation of these 20 fire stations. This 
is what we need: $2.4 million. 


Mr. Wagner: 

Why the urgency? 
Dir. McDermott: 

The contracts--we have taken the bids and on vacation it 
takes so long to award a contract that if you didn't take action 
on it in September and then we went through the process of the 
contract award, we would exceed the number of days that we're 
allowed to hold those bids which is 60 days and we would again 
have to go out and rebid. 

Mr. Wagner: 

Now all of these new accommodations to various floors and 
doors of the fire stations, is this the result of the new 
equipment that has been purchased or is this the result of 
something else? 

Dir. McDermott: 


This is the result of new equipment. The new up-to-date, 
state-of-the-art equipment that the City has purchased. 
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Mr. Wagner: 


Have all of pieces of equipment been delivered? 


Dir. McDermott: 


They start arriving in early '88 or scheduled to arrive 
then, 


Mr. Wagner: 


Now, are we certain where these pieces of equipment are 
going? 


Dir. McDermott: 


Yes. The locations have been established by the Bureau of 
Fire and this program was developed as a result of this program. 


Mr. Wagner: 


Ny concern is that we don't seem to have a plan that 
assures us of where these fire stations are best located in the 
future. And consequently we're making major renovations without 
such a plan. For instance, the best example that I know--Fire 
House No. 16 on Penn Avenue. We made almost $300,000 in 
renovations to that building. With new doors, we redid the 
floor of the building and in doing that we did it for future 
fire stations and a tremendous amount of money was spent and the 
building is not to be used as a fire station. How can we be 
reassured that this will not happen with any one of these 
proposed locations? 


Dir. McDermott: 


In the development of this plan as much as we're involved, 
circumstances such as that were addressed. Also, as you go over 
this list of stations, the specific needs for this equipment 
Must be addressed in each one of these stations regardless of 
where the equipment is initially deployed. Because of the 
program that the Bureau of Fire has in moving equipment around 
as standby or backup equipment when the equipment is called out 
to a fire, so the stations have to be very flexible in being 
able to handle this equipment and therefore, the criteria of 
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design, the strength of the floors, the size of the doors, is 
continuity from station to station had to be incorporated into 
the overall program so that the equipment can be moved aroundon 
the day~to-day operation of the Bureau of Fire. 
Mr. Wagner: 

So it can be moved around in the future? 
Dir. McDermott: 

Yes. 
Mr. Wagner: 

Alright, but we have how many locations? 
Dir. McDermott: 

There are 17. 
Mr. Wagner: 

We have 38 engine houses. And so we're renovating the 
doors and floors, First of all, are all of these renovations 
include doors and floors? 

Dir. McDermott: 
Where needed. 
Mr. Wagner: 
How are are we sure which we need and which we don't need? 


Dir. McDermott: 


By the sizes of the approximate overhead door sizes shown 
on the one tabulation. 


Mr. Wagner: 


Does .each one need a new door? ’ 
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Dir. McDermott: 
No. 
Mr. Wagner: 
Which ones need it? 
Dir. McDermott: 
The ones that are under 13' 6". 
Mr. Wagner: 

Under 13' 6". So we have--how about in width? 
Dir. McDermott: 

That's the width and the height is 12 feet. 
Mr. Wagner: 

Do each one Of these need a new door? 
Dir. McDermott: 

No. Some of the stations will only be heightening the door 
and adding a new panel. Where the door opening is deficient in 
both dimensions on the width and height, then the opening wiil 
be widened and heightened and a new door put in. This was all 
programmed in the bid documents that went out for bid. 

Mr. Wagner: 

Which of these stations need a new floor? 
Dir. McDermott: 

Of££hand I can't tell you that but that was also programmed 
because a number of the stations are already slab on gray and 
the floors do not need to be addressed. Where the floor is a 
structural system and the solution of either putting in 


additional support or tearing the floor out and putting a new 
floors in were addressed. 
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Mr. Wagner: 


How can we allocate the dollars if we’re not sure which 
ones need new floors? 


Dir. McDermott: 

We do know. 
Mr, Wagner: 

Which ones need it? 
Dir. McDermott: 


I'd have to get the plans and specs out and go through it 
sheet by sheet. 


Mr. Wagner: 

Can't Council have some type of information along with this 
piece of legislation indicating which fire stations will get new 
floors and new doors? 

Dir. McDermott: 

Sure. 

Mr. Wagner: 

I mean, if we have 18 locations, shouldn't we know 
precisely which of the 18 have need of a new floor and a new 
door? 

Dir. McDermott: 
We can give you a complete set of documents. 
Mr. Wagner: 
Basically that's what I requested prior to the legislation 


and the reason for requesting it is that I simply would like to 
know if the renovations are being made to the appropriate 
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buildings and without that information it becomes difficult to 
vote on this legisiation and that's the reason why I stated last 
week for holding it. 


Mr. Woods: 


We have been been provided with the locations but it's not 
in detail enough. Paul, would you please expedite exactly what 
will be done on each fire house and get it to all Members of 
Council as soon as you can. 


Dir. McDermott: 
This afternoon. 
Mr. Woods: 


Get it to Mr. Perry and every Councilmember will get a copy 
off of Mr. Perry. in fact, all communications from now if this 
Council asks for it, you make sure it goes to Mr. Perry. 


Dir. McDermott: 
T will. 
Mr. Wagner: 
I'd like like to continue. 


My concern Director is just not the engineering. I'm sure 
that the engineering--you are going to take this and do the 
appropriate work where directed to do the appropriate work. My 
concern has been in Public Safety for quite some time is 
iong-range plan and I hate to reiterate what we talked about two 
and one-half years ago when the department was formed, but we 
need a long range plan to no where we're going and not only in 
the department as a whole but in each bureau within the 
department and it appears as if that needs to be done in Fire. 
Now I know there's been discussion about a study where 
appropriate stations should be, whether or not two stations can 
be made into one and that has never taken place and even though 
I believe the Administration initiated that discussion back at 
budget time either last year or the year before, when they 
wanted to reduce the number of fire stations or the number of 
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fire companies, and the number of stations by eliminating one or 
possibly two also the one in Troy Hill but i am not aware of 
any plan analyzing the City and where fire stations should be 
and fire companies within those stations, and I personally think 
we are premature in spending taxpayer dollars unless we have 
such a plan. A good example is the first item to be renovated 
which is 334 Boulevard of the Allies and that’s probably one of 
oldest fire stations in the city and really that building is in 
deplorable condition and I personally think rather than putting 
in a new floor and a new door, what we should be talking about 
is a fire station for Downtown, Pittsburgh That also 
incorporates the paramedics in the station. This building can't 
do that and only has two bays and possibly even police in it. 
But we have no plan to do that and consequently we have the 
police for Downtown and the Hill District, we have the fire 
station on the Boulevard of the Allies and the paramedic station 
that services Downtown and I'm not certain where it comes out of 
but it probably comes out of several locations and we're moving 
ahead to make these renovations and there's no total plan 
analyzing the system and my fear is that we'll make the 
renovations and we'll come up with a better plan later such as 
we did for No. 16 Fire Station on Penn Avenue and have another 
use for that building after we had redesigned itfor a fire 
station. And 

I have not had the opportunity to sit down with Director 
Cannon, Chief Leahy, Director McDermott and analyze this whole 
thing and I think spending this amount of money can be premature 


Mr. Pollock: 

The question that's begged is always, what if we don't past 
this legislation, what happens then? Does that mean we don't 
get these new fire trucks? Does that mean that fire trucks are 
parked on the street? 

Dir. McDermott: 


Unuseable because a number of them have water tanks on them 
and they must be housed. 


Mr. Pollock: 


If this legislation doesn't pass, we're without all of the 
new fire trucks then.

Dir. McDermott: 


Yes, and the ones that they're replacing have reached the 
end of their life and it's a rotation schedule of replacing fire 
equipment and these are coming in to replace worn out equipment. 


Mr. Pollock: 


I think Councilman Wagner makes an excellent points and as 
so often happens, we're between a rock and a hard place, maybe 
choosing between the lesser of two evils. I don't think anybody 
including yourself would want the City to expend this kind of 
money if in fact six months the Fire Bureau is going to get 
together and start closing some stations but nor do we want the 
City to go without fire protection. I don't know what choice we 
have. 


Mr. Woods: 


The only choice we have is to move on the legislation but 
as soon as we get back from our break and the First of 
September, that we get Chief Leahy and Director Cannon and sit 
down at this table and see what kind of a plan they have because 
once you award a contract, you can always break a contract, you 
can always get out of a contract. He just doesn't want to have 
to go out to rebid this contract and I would suggest that we do 
that and I will set up the meeting as a post agenda and we will 
have Director Cannon come in and tell us what his plans are. I 
remember the incident where there was supposed to be a long 
range plan. Let's see what's going to happen. I think we should 
move on the legislation. 


Mr. DePasquale: 

I want to say obviously there's an urgency here because we 
were called back from vacation. Can we wait until September 8 
to do this right? 
Dir. McDermott: 

We could lose the bids, Councilman and I think it would be 


very foolish because I think we do have good prices and that 
would delay us until the second quarter of '88 to begin 
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construction on these because we would have to go back out on 
the street and re-bid them, receive the bids and again go 
through the legislative process and award the contract. 


Mr. DePasquale: 
Is today the absolute deadline? 
Dir. McDermott: 


No but the 60 days will come and go prior to your return 
from vacation. 


Mr. Wagner: 


I would like to bring to Council's attention a couple of 
other examples on the list. The new fire station on Spring 
Garden Avenue which is four years old. We're making major 
renovations to a four-year old station. The fire station in Mt. 
Washington, Station No. 27 on Virginia and Shiloh Streets. We 
have spent in excess of $1 million in renovations to that 
station, work completed about a year ago--I was there for the 
ribbon cutting with Mayor Caliguiri, Director McDermott. We are 
going back there to make renovations to that station and it's 
not to say that it's not needed and I am not saying in any way 
that Director McDermott is not doing the appropriate thing for 
what is asked of him. What I'm saying is that we need a plan to 
know what we're doing with what fire stations. That has.to 
begin within the Public Safety Bureau, that has to be approved 
by the Mayor and his staff and that information has to be given 
to Director McDermott and then he carries out that work and I'm 
sure that's what happened with No. 16 Fire Station on Penn 
Avenue. That wasn't the Director's decision for that station to 
be closed and the new rig coming into the Mt. Washington Station 
came after the renovations were made, the same way with Spring 
Garden Avenue. We need to know these things and I believe, we 
are voting in a vacuum without knowing what the plans for the 
Bureau of Fire is prior to allocating these. dollars. 


Mr. Woods: 

I don't think we're voting in a vacuum. I think we're 
voting here that we are voting because of new equipment. We're 
not voting on--I mean, I know the fire house on Spring Garden 
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Avenue was built four or five years ago, I was at the ribbon 
cutting, but the reason it's being renovated is not because 
there's anything wrong with that fire house it's because of the 
new equipment that's coming into the fire house and the same 
with Mt. Washington. We need the new equipment. The equipment 
we have the life has gone out out of it but I also agree with 
you that we have to sit down with the Administration and see 
where there are going but I don't think that that has an 
immediate effect on this legislation. We can pass this 
legislation, have a meeting, see what their long range plans are 
and at any time Mr. McDermott can stop the contract and saying 
that we're not going to do this work and we're not bound by 
that, but he has to start the equipment. It's coming in the 
first of '88 and much of this work has to be done on 
specifically stations like Spring Garden Avenue. 


Dir. McDermott: 


We have programmed this work on a schedule developed by the 
Bureau of Pire and the first three units will be completed in 
early January and the way it's programmed is to receive this 
equipment and not have any part of the City not adequately 
covered and there are rotating and replacing this equipment as 
these phases are done. The first three must be done before the 
next three. It's a tightly controlled program and any time as 
we get through that program should the decision be made to 
eliminate the use of one of these stations, we’ll take it out of 
the program. 


Mrs. Masloff: 


My question is when they bought the equipment didn't they 
know it wouldn't fit in the doors? 


Dir. McDermott: 


They did and that's when we started the program. They 
notified us this was the equipment they were buying and what did 
we have to do the stations to accommodate it. They selected 
this as being the most state of the art equipment. 
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Mr. Wagner: 


I want to make one final point. I think the a survey 
analyzing the Fire Bureau where appropriate stations should be 
in the city is a good idea. I've never seen any legislation 
initiated by the Administration to do that. During the interim 
they have reduced fire companies and there is continual 
conversation that others will be reduced. That can only be done 
if it's justified and you can't just selectively do that and 
change the design of the buildings not knowing the long range 
plan and the long plan cannot be just fire. If we formed a 
Public Safety Department, then we should be looking towards 
putting various vehicles in the same building. ‘There's no sense 
of having a fire station in Downtown, a paramedic station 
somewhere else and a police station on Centre Avenue. We should 
incorporate the three into one building and reduce the cost of 
the building rather than having three buildings, one building to 
heat, air condition, to maintain. It's much cheaper to the 
taxpayer, it will work much more effectively and people will 
know where the buildings are and they will be more centrally 
located and that's the type of thinking I think must take place 
in Public Safety and I think it must take place soon prior to 
Council allocating more money. 


Mr. Pollock: 

I'm confused. You say the bids were already accepted? 
Mr. Pollock: 

What's the 60-day period? 

Dir. McDermott: 

Yes. Under the general conditions of all bidding, our 
general conditions allows the City to hold the bids for 60 days 
after opening. 

Mr. Pollock: 


When was the opening date? 
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Dir. McDermott: 


Early July. I think we expire somewhere around the First 
or Second of September. 


Mr. Pollock: 
After that date you're sayingit is a binding bid. 
Dir. McDermott: 


The contractor has the privilege of withdrawing his bid 
after 60 days. 


Mr. Pollock: 


What's the deadline for the City to stop the process and 
withdraw it? 


Dir. McDermott: 


We can do that at any time. By change order delete 
portions of the project. 


Mr. Pollock: 


We can follow the suggestion that Councilman Woods has if 
we have a meeting in the fall, we can stop the work. 


Dir. McDermott: 


If there's any decision that any stations already 
programmed to be renovated or intended for non-use, we can 
eliminate those. 


Mr. Pollock: 


If there was nothing to stop the timetable when would work 
start? 


Dir. McDermott: 


Hopefully before the last week of September. 
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Mr. Pollock: 


Unless we do something in September, work will actually 
start on the contract. 


Dir. McDermott: 

That's right. 
Mr. Pollock: 

When you say we can stop at any time, if we met with public 
safety people and wanted to stop, isn't there any liability for 
stopping a contract? 

Dir. McDermott: 

We would probably be subject to the cost of their insurance 
and bonds that they had already expended money on or any work 
already performed or materials. 

Mr. Pollock: 


Okay.

neighborhood groups for extra effort in 
volunteering in their communities, Each 
one will get a beautiful plaque from the 
Chief Executive Officer of Mellon Bank 
and will be honored that evening at the 
event. Those 28 folks just represent 
some of the thousands of volunteers that 
we use, There are close to 3,000 
volunteers that give their time over the 
weekend and they are the ones who 
really should be getting this award 
because they are the ones who are 
responsible for it. It points out all the 
Tay-sayers who talk about how 
Pittsburgh is dying and nobody cares 
about it, How wrong they can be 
because those 3,000 are just 
representatives of the many, many 
thousands back there in the 
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neighborhoods who really care about this 
City. 


So, I really would like to have you 
all come and join us and have some fun,

Michelle Madoff: 


Td like to make a comment, if I 
may. I think that Mary Lou Daniel 
deserves a real round of applause for the 
work that she does. She has been really 
an outstanding leader in making this City 
what it is and keeping it alive. 


The Chair: 
Thank you all very much. 
Mr. Pollock presents 


No. 3339 WHEREAS, there have 
been recent incidents in Pittsburgh 
wherein racial intimidation is alleged to 
have occurred and no such acts can be 
permitted to continue; and

WHEREAS, the City of Pittsburgh 
must be a place where individuals and 
families of all ethnic, racial and religious 
persuasions can live securely, happily and 
freely without the threat of any 
harassment or discrimination. 


NOW, THEREFORE, BE Ir 
RESOLVED, that the Council of the City 
of Pittsburgh hereby states that it 
strongly deplores any acts of racial 
intimidation or intolerance which may 
occur in the City of Pittsburgh and it 
offers to conciliate and mediate any 
neighborhood disputes and to work to 
resolve any community conflicts and 
pledges to strive in every way possible to 
make Pittsburgh truly the most livable 
City for people of all ethnic, racial and 
religious persuasions. 


Mr. Pollock moved to 
resolution, 


adopt the 


Michelle Madoff seconded the motion. 
The Chair: 


Discussion, Mr. Pollock. I could 
vote for this — The last paragraph where 
you have "alleged" and "believed", we are 
saying that there are incidents and that 
these incidents that were reported were 
actually, the way I'm reading it, they 
were racially motivated, yet these 
people were never put on trial, it has 
never been proven. And I think for this 
Council to pass something like that, it's 
saying that we already do say that these 
incidents were mostly racially 
motivated. The last part, the Be It 
Resolved, I have no problem with. But 
the other, we are convicting people, in 
my opinion, already, and they haven't 


* been’in court; no one has proven it. T 


think we're out of line by saying that. 
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Mr. Pollock: 


Are you saying that I shouldn't say 
"alleged"? 


The Chair: 


You shouldn't say anything about 
any incident. We should just go by the 
last paragraph. That's my opinion. 
Alleged, in this City, means a lot of 
things. Alleged, in this City, means 
you're guilty. 


Michelle Madoff: 


I don't think so; it doesn't mean it 
in the dictionary. 


The Chair: 


I'm just asking you to go with the 
last paragraph and I will vote for it. 


Michelle Madoff: 


Comment, I think that none of us 
are dummies here and we've been 
watching what has been happening. I was 
out of town for a little bit but I came 
back and found out that Mr. Milliones 
had a $20,000 bail which is absolutely 
utterly ludicrous. I don't think it would 
happen to somebody who was fair 
skinned. I think it's a disgrace. There's 
no question that with the hot summer 
that we've had, and we've had one of the 
hottest summers going, that there has 
been a lot of racial tension and a lot of 
unemployed youth and I think that what 
Mr, Pollock is saying is that before it 
becomes a cancer and spreads, we know 
what happened with Jews in other 
countries and we see it here in this 
country, that if we don't care about 
others, then who will care about us when 
the time comes, 


The resolution is just one that says 
that we ought to not let this kind of 


the sand, 





thing proceed; we ought to intervene as 
early as possible and stop it from 
spreading. That's what I take you to 
mean; am I correct, Mr. Pollock? 


‘The Chair: 
Deal through me, 


Mr. DePasquale: 


Personally, I don't think the 
resolution needs any change. If I need it 
correctly, we're saying any acts of racial 
intimidation — Mr. Pollock isn't saying 
that there were acts of racial 
intimidation; he's saying in case they do 
occur and they're serious that we should 
mediate them. So, we've got a 
resolution, we have a motion and a 
second; why don't we vote on it? 


The Chair: 


That's fine with me; let's vote on 
it. But I would just like it to read — The 
last paragraph, "that the Council of the 
City of Pittsburgh hereby states that it 
strongly deplores any acts of racial 
intimidation or intolerance which may 
occur in the City of Pittsburgh and it 
offers to conciliate and mediate any 
neighborhood disputes and to work to 
resolve any community conflicts and 
pledges to strive in every way possible to 
make Pittsburgh truly the most livable 
City for people of all ethnic, racial and 
religious persuasions" there's nothing 
wrong with that and I agree with it 100 
percent. That's what I ask the resolution 
to be and I will vote for that. But the 
top half, the "Whereas" part, we're 
already saying "alleged racial acts", we 
don't know that. They are alleged. AndI 
tmow, and everyone sitting here knows, 
when people say "alleged" in this City, it 
means that they are convicted. And 
anyone that says they don't believe that 
is like an ostrich; they have their head in 
That's what I'm saying and 
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that's what I believe. 
Mr. Pollock: 


I think to deny what exists is to not 
be realistic. I'm not saying that they 
occurred; there are individuals who 
alleged that they occurred. That's a 
fact. 


The Chair: 


And there are individuals who said 
that they didn't occur. 


‘Mr, Pollock: 


Tm saying, though, that people 
alleged that they occurred and until it's 
resolved and until we know the facts, all 
we can say is that they are alleged to 
have occurred and that's what I said, that 
they are alleged to have occurred. 


The Chair: 


Fine, All in favor signify by saying 
aye. Opposed? 


One opposed. I oppose. 
WHICH MOTION PREVAILED. 
The Chair presents 


No. 3340 WHEREAS, organized 
labor has always led the fight to improve 
the lot of all American workers; and 


WHEREAS, hundreds of thousands 
of American jobs have been lost to 
foreign imports in the name of "free 
trade"; and 


WHEREAS, it is more important 
than ever to buy the products and

Mrs. Masloff moved to adopt the

Mr. DePasquale seconded the motion. 


Which motion prevailed. 


Mr. DePasquale: 


Mr. President, I'm not a told-you-so 
guy but I couldn't help but notice that a 
week or so ago there was a big story in 
the paper that the North Shore Project 
was practically scuttled. I'm on record 
as having said that the developer had 
little or no money. The same party, 
incidentally, that Bob Stone and I chased 
out of town ten years ago, but he came 
back and sold somebody a bill of goods. 


They were talking about a people- 
mover down there in the neighborhood of 
$100 million. I know the figure came out 
$20 million but it’s closer to $100 
million. If you talk with experts it was a 
complete pipedream and a snow job and 
where the hell would we get $100 
million. 


Now we've got a problem. We have 
a science center over there supposedly 
next to the Stadium. We're going to 
build a road to make that all possible. 
We're putting the science center next to 
the Stadium when, what was it, 17 or 18 
years ago they tore down Forbes Field 
and one of the reasons was that it was in 
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the center. of a cultural and a civic © 


center and it had to go. And now we're 
talking, and I-know that Council 
approved, but we're talking about a 
science center next to a stadium, Three 
Rivers Stadium, which is absolutely 
ridiculous. Besides, it will be out there 


all by-itself. 


Now, we have the project on the 
boards, and one that's going to save this 
city whether we like it or not. We're 
lacking in jobs terribly, probably worse 
than any city in the United States- of 
America, We're talking about a project, 
and I'm talking about riverside or festival 
center, that's going to create perhaps 
thousands of jobs. We're talking about 
millions of people in tourists and whether 
we like it or not, we have very few 
tourists coming into the..City of 
Pittsburgh today. I just think that we 
should be urging the Administration to 
get going on the Riverside Project and to 
completely forget the one over on the 
North Side, at least until they can -get 
the money. Then. go ahead with their 
science center and their hotel and their 
parking garage and their $100 million 
people-mover. But until then they've got 
a. project and a developer and I 
understand there's another developer 
waiting to come into the ballgame and 
the only problem, and I think I read it 
this morning in the Post Gazette, believe 
it or not I read that paper this morning, I 
was looking at the death notices and it 
caught my eye in the editorial section, 
but they claim that the state owns some 
property down there and there may be a 
hitch, Well, you know, it is a democratic 
regime and the City of Pittsburgh is a 
democratic regime and if we can't get 
together with Governor Casey and the 
State with some property down there 
that they're not using at all in regard to 
the festival center, if that's the only 
hitch, then they can go full speed ahead 
with that. But the Administration has to 
give us the approval, the Administration 


has to give us the encouragement and go 
out and find that money along with 
Council. - 


Michelle Madoff: 


On an entirely different subject, 
Mr. Chairman. You know, these reports 


that come to our office, City of 
Pittsburgh, Department of City 
Controller, Tom Flaherty, quarterly 


statements. This one came in early; it's 
only five and a half months late, It 
arrives while we were out of session on 
August 19 and it's for March 31, 1987. 


I recall, and I've asked Linda 
Johnson and Mike Perry, I don't know if I 
spoke to Mike, to please pull for 
members of Council the transcripts and 
the testimony that was given or any 
comments that were made during the 
time that we were urged to spend money, 
and we agreed to do it very 
enthusiastically, I know I voted for it, to 
put terminals in each one of our offices 
so that we could call up on the terminal 
all the information that we would need in 
order to be informed Councilmembers. 


The item that we requested and 
that we were promised, and I think the 
transcripts will hold true, was that we 
would know what our total. general 
obligations were, In other words, how 
much money does this City owe from 
time immemorial, from the very first, 
still owe for roads, bridges, etc. And 
since we've taken out the Water and 
Sewer Authority from the debt of the 
City and formed a separate entity, it 
would be very simple on a quarterly basis 
or a bi-annual basis to require the Water 
and Sewer Authority to supply us with 
the total debt still due, meaning the debt 
service which is the money we pay on 
those bills every year being deducted, 
what the debt is still to City of 
Pittsburgh ratepayers. Whether you're a 
ratepayer or whether you're a taxpayer,

it's still coming out of you're pocket} it's 
coming out of the only money you earn, 


We'd also like to mow what URA 


has taken in bonds, what they've, paid , 
back and what the debt still would be to . 


the ratepayers and what the debt would 
be from the Parking Authority. 


What we're getting right now, only 
revenues, and we're not getting 
expenditures. And when I say "we are 
getting it", it's only in the Budget Office 
and that is not in our individual offices, 
I don't recall, we called you earlier, 
Mike, we couldn't remember, what the 
cost was for each member to get what 
has really become a word processor. It's 
not being used as a terminal in a 
connection to the Controller's Office. 
And the reason for it, there's an old 
expression, garbage iu, garbage out. If 
there is not a program devised that will 
give any member of Council and their 
offices, just by pressing a code, the 
dollars of our General Obligation Debt, 
the dollars of our Workmen's Comp which 
came to light when I questioned why we 
were transferring $80 million into 
Workmen's Comp, and we found out that 
we pay a half million a year in services 
mandated by the State and the cost went 
from $40 million to $62,600,000 and it's 
still going up. And we know that the 
unfunded pensions is over $440 million. 
There's not one person in this room, 
including the President and the Finance 
Chairman, that I could say, "What is the 
total debt of this City; give me URA, 
give me the Stadium Authority, give me 
Water and Sewer Authority, ‘give me 
even separately the total debt for the 
General Obligation Bonds" that you 
would know what that figure is because 
it's all little forms, all in little booklets, 
it's all in little reports, but it's not on a 
terminal in a program designed to pick 
that information up. ‘As I said, we gét 
expenditurés; we don't get our debt 
services, 





“ This is unconscionable. The 
Controller's annual report which was due 
in '86 is not available as of September 
"87, Has anybody seen it? Has any 
member of this Council gotfen the 
Controller's annual report? I haven't 
seen it; have- you seen it, Mr. Woods? 
Have you got a copy, Mr. Perry? One 
year late, practically; we're going into 
the budget hearings for '88. 


Now, I am _ requesting that 
transcripts be pulled. I am requesting 
that Mr. Schmeiser who I've spoken .to 
about this who had agreed to come to a 
hearing but we went through that period 
where he was leaving the City. But I 
think he would come back and testify. 
T'd like to have Mr, Matter, he was here 
when this all took place, invite him with 
a cordial invitation and ask him to 
accept. Tt want Mr. Jacoby, Mr. Turner, 
Id like the Economy League to he a 
witness to what is going on, to perhaps 
come up with some suggestions; maybe 
we need a grant to determine what is the 
debt of the City. What do we really 
owe? Nobody knows; only the shadow 
knows. Remember the old radio show 
with the squeaky door? Nobody knows. 


How can we function as elected 
officials of this City if we don't know? 
Only in the Budget Office, if they go 
through a lot of rigamarole and weeks 
and weeks of search can Peter Vaughn or 
Mr. Buckley or John find this 
information. It is ludicrous. I want to go 
to my office at any given time, press a 
code to find out what the debt service is 
on Workmen's Comp. I want to know 
what the total debt is on unfunded 
pensions. I want to know what the total 
debt is on General Obligation Bonds. I 
want to know what the debt is on Water 
and Sewer Authority. I want to know 
what the debt is on the unfunded monies 
on URA and any other authority. And I 
want that at any given time and if we 
don't get it, we need to change what goes

on in the Controller's Office and do it 
immediately. 


I want the Controller at that 
hearing to explain and I want a new 
software program designed. I want to 
know the cost of that program. I want to 
know why that program was not in place, 
what is it, how many years later? 


Mr, Perry: 
About three years. 
Michelle Madoff: 


I want to know what it cost us to 
put those fancy word processors in 
because that's all they are. We could 
have bought little Apple machines. 


‘My, Perry: 
About $7,000. 
Michelle Madoff: 


Each? $7,000 each for nine 
people? And the equipment in the 
Budget Office and your office? We're 
talking well over $100,000, probably 
$150,000. 


T want a post agenda. Excuse me, I 
don't want a post agenda, I want a 
hearing. I want the public, I want 
everybody to know and I want people who 
prepare these proposals to be here. I'm 
going to ask the President of Council 
permission to hire a consultant, 
preferable the Economy League, to come 
here and tell us what we need, what we 
should have had, and how we got 
bamboozled into spending well over 
$100,000 for information that we don't 
have and without which we cannot run 
this City. This is a total, utter disgrace. 


‘The Chair: 


Are you making a motion for a 
hearing? 


Michelle Madoff: 


Tm making a _ motion, Mr. 
President, that we set a hearing and that 
all this information be available and 
that, more importantly, that you permit 
me out of the monies assigned to find 
somebody with you help and the members 
of Council's help that would be an expert 
in saying what we do need. I mean, I 
can't come up with a software program, 


The Chair: 


Let's have the hearing first and 
then see what you need and then we'll 
talk about hiring a consultant. 


Michelle Madoff: 


Can we have the Economy League 
invited please? 


The Chair: 

Sure. 

Is there a second on the motion? 
Mr. DePasquale seconded the motion. 
WHICH MOTION PREVAILED, 
Mr. DePasquale: 


Mr. President, before we go onto 
the next subject, there's one other thing 
on the North Shore Project that I 
neglected to say. We're talking about 
the scuttling of the parking garage and 
they're talking about maybe years before 
they'll build one over there, yet they're 
going to go ahead with that road that's 
going to eliminate 2,000 sorely needed 
parking spaces over there and Planning is 
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saying they're going to have the parking 
spaces on the North Side a 15 to 20 
minute walk from the ballpark You 
could walk from Squirrel Hill to old 
Forbes Field quicker than that. That's a 
heck of a walk and they're still going to 
go ahead with that road. 


The Chair: 


That road, I understand, is for the 
Stadium itself. 


Michelle Madoff: 


On the same subject. I agree with 
Mr. DePasquale that we have a real 
serious problem. Anybody that sat on 
that task force, Mr. Jack Wagner, 
myself, and I think he was sort of the 
prodder of the task force being created, 
it was very obvious. We agreed 
unanimously; it was a unanimous 
agreement, We did bite the bullet and 
decide that the Riverside Festival was 
the way to go. And we had a private 
meeting with Mr. Wetzel in his office 
which I reported previously to this 
Council and he was not adverse to 
putting the Buhl Science Center where 
the Festival Center was going because he 
felt that it would generate people. Now 
he's going to be, as I understand Mr. 
Depasquale to say, out there by himself 
and we're going to be providing roads, 
etc, just for the Buhl Science Center. 
My understanding is that the garage is 
history, it's been killed. The Mayor and 
the Parking Authority says there's no 
money to do it, it will not be self- 
sustaining. But the one item that nobody 
thought about is that it will never pass 
environmental standards. I mean, you'd 
choke to death getting out of there. 
There's just no way with the carbon 
monoxide you could even build that kind 
of garage. It's ludicrous. 


We've got to go with what we can 


go with. The project ready to go is the 


Riverside Festival as well as. expansion 
of the Station Square. I don't have a 
problem, But I do have a problem 
putting it in an isolated area by itself. I 
think we need to go with projects that 
are working; Station Square is superb, 
They are going to be building, and they 
need some infrastructure money to build 
a museum. I'm for that; I'm for anything 
that will make this City better and 
create jobs. As a matter of fact, our 
Goodship Lollipops will go from Station 
Square to the Festival Center and back 
and I think Mr. Buncher and Mr. 
Connelly, or certainly Mr. Green and Mr. 
Connelly are working very cooperatively 
together. I don’t want to take sides; I 
think we need both project and we need 
them now. But I think putting the Buhl 
Science Center in the middle of nowhere 
is something that somebody — It took 
courage to say it and I'm glad you did. 


Mr. Wagner: 


Mr. President, my issue is 
somewhat related. In regard to the issue 
of the Riverside Project, TH have a 
resolution next Monday asking the State 
to change the Capital Budget seeing that 
dollars are directed towards the 
Riverside Project in their November 
budget issue. 


But the point I wanted to make is 
that I'd like to request a post agenda 
tomorrow. It would be a very brief one 
with Director Lurcott and it pertains to 
something somewhat related; two 
consultant studies that Council passed 
dollars for, allocated dollars for. One 
was over two years ago on a riverfront 
survey, 2 consultant study, I believe, for 
about $80,000 to $100,000 to survey all 
the riverfront property and the 35 miles 
of riverfront that we have on the 
Monongahela, Ohio and Allegheny for 
possible development in the future. I'd 
like the Director to come to a post 
agenda and to give us a status report on 
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that study and also the aerial tramway 
consultant study that this Council passed 
$50,000 for well over a year ago. I would 
also like a status report on that 
consultant study that ties in with the 
transportation system between 
Downtown Pittsburgh and Three Rivers 
Stadium at about one-tenth the cost as is 
proposed with the people-mover 
system. . So, I'd like Director Lurcott to 
please be available tomorrow to answer 
some questions relating to both 
consultant studies. 


The Chair: 


I have no problem with that but 
we're going to have a long Committee 
Meeting and we have a public hearing at 
2:00, I have no problem with the post 
agenda but the hearing will be at 2:00. 
No matter where the post agenda is, it 
will adjourn and there will be a public 
hearing at 2:00, Just so everyone is 


_ aware of that. 


Mr. Wagner: 


If I may request, I would then not 
want the post agenda to be any earlier 
than say 11:30 or 12:00, -11:30. It won't 
take any longer than 15 — 


‘The Chair: 


Tm just saying that I have no 
problem but we do have a public hearing 
and I'm beat up on this public hearing and 
we're going to have it tomorrow. 


Michelle Madoff: 


Mr. President, one of the things 
that I hear happening today which is sort 
of sad, and maybe it's because we've 
been out on vacation, I would like to 
request that in the immediate future, as 
soon as possible, this Council be briefed 
by the Mayor or Mr. Donahoe or 
whomever he designated, as to the status 





of the budget. We're talking about 
taking money, Mr. Wagner is talking 
about have monies in a_ resolution 
changed from one project to another. 


Those of us who have kept in touch 
with the Administration know that 
they're moving expeditiously at full 
steam to provide whatever dollars they 
can possibly lay their hands on and 
change of land, some problem with land 
trade-offs in the Festival Center. 
There's some money that's going to be 
needed desperately for infrastructure for 
the Station Square. Why don't we get 
briefed by the people who know instead 
of second~guessing them. 


The Chair: 


Put on Channel 17; you'll see the 
Capital Budget tonight on Channel 17, 


Michelle Madoff: 

Would you explain that? 
The Chair: 

Just watch Channel 17 tonight. 
The Capital Budget is on there every 
night at 7:00 I believe it is, The Mayor 
presenting the Capital Budget to the 
Planning Commission. It's been running 
for three weeks now. Two weeks at 
least. 

Michelle Madoff: 
Before he presents it to us? 


The Chair: 


The new Capital Budget has been 
on television for the last couple weeks. 


Michelle Madoff: 


While we've been away? 
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The Chair: 

Yes. 
Michelle Madoff: 

Before it's presented to us? 
The Chair: 


That's what I said. 
Channel 17, 


Just watch 


Mr. DePasquale: 


Can I ask Mr. Wagner a question? 
Jack, do you have any idea whatsoever 
why the State is reluctant to give up that 
piece of property down there or what 
intentions they have for that property? 


Mr. Wagner: 

Relating to Riverside? 
Mr, DePasquale: 

Yes, 

Mr. Wagner: 

The problem, I understand, is that 
the City has not pursued the giving up 
the property until just recently and the 
State originally wanted to keep a portion 
of the land for an exit ramp off the new 
bridge of which the City of Pittsburgh, 
and I believe everyone, has been against 
since day one. So there really isn't a 
problem; it's a matter of going through 
the process of the transaction. 

Mr. DePasquale: 

Thank you. 
Michelle Madoff: 

In response to what Mr. DePasquale 
asked, I repeat, I think it would be very 











beneficial to get it from Mr. Donahoe or 
from somebody in the Mayor's Office 
because what I know is they're moving as 
expeditiously as possible and it is now at 
the level of dealing with Mrs. Dole on a 
federal transportation level. That's 
where the decision is being made now; 
that's how far along it is. 


Mr. Pollock: 


I have two short announcements. I 
was asked to announce that this week, 
starting Thursday and going through 
Sunday, at the Greek Church on the 
North Side, it will be their annual Greek 
Food Festival which will run from 11:00 
to 2:00 every day for lunch and then 4:00 
until 10:00 in the evening. There will be 
dining and dancing and the best Greek 
food that I know of. So, I urge everyone 
to try and get over to that. 





Also, this Saturday from 10:00 until 
about noon, maybe 11:30, at the Federal 
Building Downtown at Liberty and Grant 
will be a rally of concerned individuals 
from labor, from women's groups, from 
the minority community, from people 
who care about the future of the United 
States who will be protesting the 
appointment of Robert Bork to the 
Supreme Court and hoping that our 
Senators will deny him confirmation. So, 
that rally will be this Saturday. 


The other announcement I have is 
that I wanted to let the public know 
about, in case they haven't had the 
opportunity to see it, that over in East 
Liberty a part of the City that is trying 
to come back as best as it can with great 
success, there has been a major 
renovation to the old Motor Square 
Garden. $13 million of private money, 
no Federal, State, County or City money 
was put into Motor Square Garden and 
the East Liberty Development, Inc. is 
working to find tenants for this space. 
It's absolutely lovely. This is a building 
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which is almost 100 years old. In fact, I 
understand that Mayor Caliguiri's father 
used to box in this place when it used to 
be a sports hall. But it is now being used 
for commercial space and anyone who is 
interested in maybe having a shop or a 
restaurant of some type should contact 
the East Liberty Development, Inc., 
David Feehan at 361-8061 to get 
information about that.

Michelle Madoff: 


Melanie, the issue is this all came about because of the 
million, five in people hired through ALCOSAN who did work for 
the City and County. And my concern was that if you hired 
somebody who would like to learn about computers but they were 
digging ditches last week, or there is some young kid out of 
school, they have access to our computers and perhaps wreck them 
or our typewriters or other equipment of which they did not have 
experience. All I wanted to do is make sure that any 
volunteers, as you pointed out, as opposed to people who are 
being paid by one agency with rate payers dollars coming to us, 
but anybody coming to the City from any source, which you have 
outlined previously, would at least go through your department 
so they are not assigned and have access to equipment or cause 
liability to the City because of the damage to equipment or to 
themselves. Now is this is a viable method of procedure? Is it 
appropriate to have anyone who volunteers to work in the City or 
is paid by another agency providing that's a contractural 
agreement with the City, go through your department just to be 
clear that indeed whatever they say they are going to be working 
on they can do other than of course working for members of 
Council and private administrative assistants, and of course, we 
wouldn't get them paid by ALCOSAN. You do understand what I am 
saying? 


She answered the question once before by saying that 
generally people that can't come to the city do not go through 
her but there are other people that do come as volunteers to the 
city who also do not go through her and I want to know in the 
general concept, anybody that is found or volunteers and wishes 
to work for the City, what kind of check do we have that they 
don't go on a fire truck, whatever they want to do or work for a 
department where they are totally unsuited, and we appreciate 
volunteers but they work to the best of their own interest and 
to the best interest of the city. What would your suggestion 
be? 


Ms. Smith: 


I see two different issues involved. In terms of the 
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competence of any volunteers to do what a department head would 
ask them. to do; I truly believe that should be assessed by. the 
individual department: head and even if the person came through 
my office and we were to attempt to assess that in an efficient 
manner which would be to look at their resume to see what they 
had done before or what their training was before, there would 
still be no assurance that that's the way the department would 
utilize them. So I would recommend that that responsibility be 
placed on the department head-that is utilizing the volunteer. 


The other issue seems to be one of registering people on 
some centralized basis so we know that at any given point and 
time what unpaid or other type of volunteer or loan people are 
working for the City, for what period of time and in what 
department. I think it is advantageous to have for the city to 
have that information on a centralized basis, and I think the 
Personnel Department is the logical entity to do the 
registration or listing ‘of any unpaid employees, if you will. 


Michelle Madoff: 


: What. you are saying is that you would trust the Director of 
any department or the person handling the volunteer to assign 
the work but just so we have a tabulation of the number of 
people and who they are and someone calls in and it's an 
emergency, at least we have some concept of where they might be 
and that would’ be through perhaps some mechanism set up in your 
office and maybe a computer printout of where people are and 
delete them when they leave. 


What about the other item supposing someone comes in and 
says they want to volunteer to Mike Perry and work on the word 
processing machines and they know nothing about it. They are 
still in school, but practice on our time and our machinery. 
Wouldn't it be advantageous for you to test them to see if they 
could do it? 


Ms. Smith: 


I don't think it's advantageous because there are many 
work-study programs that do exist and there are various schools 
who do come to various city heads for work-study experience for- 
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their student. Again, I think it's encumbant on the department 


utilizing the work study person to be sure that they are able to 
train them on the equipment or they don't accept the person. 


Michelle Madoff: 


See unfortunately, since we don't have Merit Civil Service 
in City Council, sombody could come to Mike Perry and say, "Mike 
Perry, here is going to be your steno-typist," and that 
steno-typist can be 10 months behind in the work and not be very 
efficient, and he is stuck with them because it's a political 
appointment. It would be very nice if everybody would do what I 
do and send them down to you to be checked. It isn't done that 
way. 


Ms. Smith: 
We are working on that. But those are paid employees. 
Michelle Madoff: 


I'm also thinking paid, schmaid. If they don't know how to 
use the equipment, they can ruin it. And Mr. Perry is in the 
awkward position and so is Ms. Johnson of. having to accept 
people. I think if the rule became such that they had to go to 
you and see if they had to type X words a minute and if they 
could work the equipment, you are saving Mr. Perry a lot of 
grief, because then he can go back and say to the Council member 
that said they want to hire the person and say they just can't 
do this particular function. Do you see the service you could 
offer us? 


Ms. Smith: 
I see the point you are making. 
Michelle Madoff: 


And it would be impartial. You are not going to say they 
can't or they can. They can or they can't, 


Ms. Smith: 


I see it more as a question of the allocation of resource 
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and two, what is actually happening. To the best of my 
knowledge, and I won't profess to know what any volunteer for 
the City has ever done, but to the best of my knowledge, 
volunteers have been appropriately used based on their skill. 
Truly where we had most of our problems has been with the summer 
youth program and we had a van incident and there are certain 
supervisory controls that are a problem, but my understanding is 
that most volunteers are working first of all for a short period 
of time. And by the time if Council would have to dedicate 
additional staff and resource to my department to evaluate 
volunteers who won't be here very long and they are very much 
like regular employees, department heads still supervise them 
and be sure they work safely and that they don't assign work 
that is inappropriate to that person. So the screening through 
my department I really think is using resources that can be 
better used elsewhere and it also slows down that process. 


For example I know right now Parks needs volunteers to 
stuff things for the Great Race. If he had to wait until I 
process all the volunteers, the Great Race would be over and he 
would never have the volunteers. 


Michelle Madoff: 


I think you make some valid points, and I accept them. I 
think I am running two issues together. I think you pointed 
that out eloquently. I am running the issue of the patranage 
people and the skills together with the volunteers, and I think 
they-are two separate and apart issues and I thank you for 
clarifying it. I think what we got out of this is all we want 
here is that there is some central recording of a person as 
being alive, breathing, existing and volunteering and from where 
they volunteered themselves or who recommended them or who asked 
them to come in, That basic information should be available, 
would you agree?

Maybe, we'll go to an answering 
service for $50,000 a year. But somehow 
or other we have got to keep those 911 
lines free for true emergencies and we've

I myself have been guilty of calling 
911. when Ive tried to reach Glenn 
Cannon or get somebody when something 
was happening that I need to talk to 
them about, I'-did not know the non- 


emergency number. Public Service-spots - 


hopefully will provide this Kind of 


‘information that 255-INFO is ~ the 


number. 
Mr. Colbert: 


I know I can speak for Mr. Fulton 
and Westinghouse Electric as well, in 
saying that if our contribution however 
small it is helps to clear up the confusion 
that-.has existed, then we're happy to 
have been a part of it, andthe number 


‘can -be- available within just a matter of 


days. ‘That's not a problem. I think it 


might be more difficult for the City to 

















accommodate it as quickly as we can 
provide it in any other way. But again, if 
we can be a part of clearing up that 
confusion we're grateful for that. Thank 
you very much, :

Mark is going to be making sure that the 
public service announcements get to 
everybody that should have it to use a 
255-INFO, but there are other non- 
emergency numbers specifically for 
hearing impaired. They will not be 
changed, but when somebody calls a 255- 
INFO as they do now for our non- 
emergency number which nobody now's 
the number and ties up 911, they will get 
any other referrals as well. We're not 
just going to drop it. = 


Mr. Wagner: 


Councilwoman Madoff, will there 
be a_ distinction made between the 
Mayor's Service Center and what 
problems should be told to the Mayor's 
Service Center versus the number you're 
suggesting and 911? How will there bea 
clarification about these numbers? 


Michelle Madoff: 


Education, there's never been an 
education as to when to use a non- 
emergency number which exist presently 
that nobody know's the number of. Right 
now on the 911 people call and say I have 
a power failure. My garbage wasn't 
picked up today. Why wasn't it picked 
up? There's a barking dog. I'm having a 
feud with my neighbor about a fence. 


Those calls should not be coming into 911 _ 


and I think it's a point very well taken 
that in the process of education we 
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should say during working hours you 
should call the Mayor's Service Center 
for the kinds of things that are routinely 
City problems. 


Mr. Wagner: 


But, I think what's happening is 
people are becoming frustrated calling 
the Mayor's Service Center and not 
getting adequate responses. 


Michelle Madoff: 


I tell you what you introduce 
legislation to improve the Mayor's 
Service Center and we'll have that as a 
separate and apart issue.

WHEREAS, every job in the City of 
Pittsburgh is critical to the overall 
economic conditions of our City and the 
people that live and work here, and. we 


must do everything humanly possible to” 


keep the jobs in Pittsburgh if we are to 
improve our economy; 





NOW, THEREFORE, BE Ir 
RESOLVED, that the Council of the City 
of Pittsburgh and the Urban 
Redevelopment Authority offers it's 
assistance to the Pittsburgh Press 
Company to rectify the unsafe conditions 
in the North Side plant through low 
interest Ioans and relocation assistance 
if necessary; and, 


BE IT FURTHER RESOLVED, that 
the most important step now needed is 
for the Pittsburgh Press management, 
representatives of the Mailers Union, 
City of Pittsburgh officials and 
Allegheny County officials to meet and 
begin to discuss solutions to resolve the 
loss of these jobs. 


Mr. Wagner moved to 
resolution.

Mr. Pollock seconded the motion. 
Which motion prevailed. 
Mr. Wagner: 


Prior to having Kevin Beers say a 
few words I simply want to state that I 
believe that this resolution is consistant 
with many efforts of mine and Council in 
regard to jobs in the City of Pittsburgh, 
and what we are trying to do is establish 
some communication that presently does 
not exist between the management of 
the Pittsburgh Press, and the Mailers 
Union representing 57 employees that 
are presently not working. 


Those 57 jobs are now in Allentown 
Pennsylvania and there are 57 families 
without an income that's critical. It's 
critical that we work and do everything 
the government can humanly possibly do 
to save those jobs. It's not always the 
best thing to do politically to say to the 
media, we want you to do something, 
because the media can be a very strong 
force in this City or any City and should 
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be, but we are publicly asking the 
Pittsburgh Press management people to 
sit down with these employees, and to sit 
down with the City of Pittsburgh 
officials, and the Allegheny County 
officials and work out a resolution to this 
problem. Id like to ask Kevin Beers to 
say few words, 


Mr. Beers: 


On behalf of the Pittsburgh Mailers 
Union Td like to thank the members of 
City Council for their concern over the 
loss of the jobs at the Pittsburgh Press. 
We believe that it is increasingly 
important for all segments of our society 
to take an interest in local jobs which is 
a vital part of the growth and stability of 
our local economy.

Christian Frederick Post, a German 
missionary on orders from Governor 
Denny, was sent here to establish peace 
and to form an alliance with the indians 
which led to their abandonment of the 
French garrison at Fort Duquesne; and 


WHEREAS, the evacuation of Fort 
Duquesne by the French and the 
establishment of Fort Pitt by the English 
was truly a momentous and pivotal event 
in the history of North America; and, 


WHEREAS, the German 
community, which comprises one of the 


‘largest ethnic groups in our city, will 





begin the celebration of the colorful 
carnival season known as the 
Oktoberfest; and, 


WHEREAS, the Oktoberfest is 
marking its 176th anniversary when in 
1810 it began as a wedding celebration in 
Munich; and, 


WHEREAS, the Pittsburgh 
Oktoberfest at Station Square, being held 
September 17th to 20th, is being 
sponsored by the German American 
National Congress, Pittsburgh Brewing 
Company and Station Square, and will be 
a festival featuring traditional German 
food, three German bands, folk dancing 
in authentic national dress, grape 
stomping contests, and a variety of 
entertainment for the family; 


NOW, THEREFORE, BE Ir 
RESOLVED, that the Council of the City 
of Pittsburgh does hereby pay tribute to 
the contribution of German Americans 
and urges our citizens and all ethnic 
groups to join in the festive celebration 
of the Oktoberfest.

Mr, DePasquale: 


I just have one comment to make. 
I was surprised to find out a few years 
back that the German vote in Pittsburgh 
is the largest vote of any one block or 
any one group, alot of people I don't 
think know that. 
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Mr. Wagner: 


I don't know what the percentage is 
but it's very high. 


Mr. President, Members of Council, 
the last resolution is certainly not the 
least, is a very important resolution. 


Mr. Wagner presents 


Bill No. 3366 WHEREAS, The 
General Assembly of Pennsylvania will 
be considering House Bill 1594, which 
provides for an additional $12.5 million 
in state funding for the Riverside 
Project; and, 


WHEREAS, it has been requested 
of Governor Casey to send a letter of 
support for inclusion of these funds in 
the next capital budget anticipated for 
the Fall; and, 


WHEREAS, the Legislature has 
increased the sinking fund for the 
Strategy 21 projects but only enough to 
cover the projects authorized last year, 
thereby making the next capital budget 
bill critical to this project; and, 


WHEREAS, Riverside is a critical 
project relating to the future 
development of the tourism and 
convention industries in Pittsburgh; and, 


WHEREAS, this City desperately 
needs a catalyst to bring people 
Downtown again;, and to bring visitors 
from the outside, and Riverside is it; 


NOW, THEREFORE, BE IT 
RESOLVED, that the Council of the City 
of Pittsburgh wholeheartedly supports 
House Bill 1594 and urges Governor

Mr. Wagner: 


Mr. President, I'd simply like to 
state and maybe some other 
Councilmembers want to add to it the 
importance of this resolution. We know 
that Council has supported the Riverside 
Project. We're very hopeful that it can 
and will receive the additional state 
funding necessary. There are some other 
important elements that are taking place 
right now, which is the acquisition of 
some PennDOT to see the project move 
forward and hopefully some successful 
UDAG grants that will be submitted 
later this year. 


I can't say enough about the 
importance of this project. Riverside, I 
truely believe will be Renaissance Il for 
Pittsburgh. The problems that we see in 
downtown Pittsburgh some referred to 
earlier by Councilman ‘Pollock's 
resolution on the lack of business, the 
lack of people in downtown Pittsburgh 


after 5:00 p.m. I helieve will be 
addressed partially by the Riverside 
project. 


I think it can turn this City around 
just like Baltimore Inner Harbor, it 
turned Baltimore around.

Bill No. 3367 WHEREAS, the City 
of Pittsburgh will designate September, 
1987 as Performing Arts ‘Month in the 
City of Pittsburgh; and 


WHEREAS, this month long 
observance is in recognition of the new 
cultural district being created in 
Downtown’ Pittsburgh. In addition to 
stimulating the performing arts in the 
region, this development also serves to 
further the revitalization of Downtown 
Pittsburgh, The district is a twelve 
block area connecting the Convention 
Center to Gateway Center and reaching 
from Liberty Avenue to the Allegheny 
‘Riverfront; and 


WHEREAS, the City of Pittsburgh 
bestows accolades on this important 
phase of Pittsburgh Renaissance, making 
Downtown the hub of this cultural 
explosion. The development of the 
Cultural District will include the 
Benedum, Heinz Hall, the new C.N.G. 
Tower, many small theaters, restaurants, 
shops, parking facilities and stréetscape 
improvements. The development is being 
spearheaded by the Pittsburgh Trust for 
Cultural Resources, The Trust is a non- 
profit organization created in 1984. Its 
21 member Board of Trustees represent 
both Pittsburgh's business and civil 
sectors, as well as City and County 
government.

At ‘this time I'd like to bring 
forward the President Carol Brown to 
say a few remarks to this Council and to 
our audiance. 


Ms. Brown: 


Thank you so much Councilman 
Givens, Mr. President, and all of our 
distinguished members of City Council in 
Pittsburgh. It's a tremendous honor for 
me to he here today to receive this 
proclamation and to offer thanks not 
only at a personal level, but also from 
the Board of Trustees of the Pittsburgh 
Trust for ‘Cultural Resources, and 
certainly from the four major arts 
organizations who will call the Benedum 
Center their home in less than 11 days. 


You've heard a great deal at this 
Council meeting today about other major 
development projects that are either in 
the future for Pittsburgh and or in the 
planning stages. You've heard quite a bit 
about the need for revitalization of the 
downtown area of Pittsburgh, and we 
believe strongly that the projects that 
we have ‘anderway for the cultural 
district in Pittsburgh are a major factor 
in that very significant revitalization of 
the downtown area of Pittsburgh. 


We think that not only Heinz Hall 
and the Benedum Center but all of the 
future facilities that the trust envisions 
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in its planning- for that special area 
which Councilman Givens has described, 
parking garages, restaurants, retail 
shops, and the attraction also to the area 
in clusters or in a critical mass of other 
performance in visual arts facilities will 
ultimately turn the cultural district into 
a model for the nation of how the 
performing arts can help to generate and 
revitalize a very significant part of 
downtown, = ae: 


T'm sure- many of you noticed that 
just last week we had a Press Conference 
to announce that another gallery is about 
to relocate in the cultural district. The 
Associated Artists of Pittsburgh has 
purchased a building on Liberty Avenue 
and they're about to move into a 
renovation process. We have many many 
other projects that are in the working 
stages, and while publicly I think 
everyone is key to the opening of the 
Benedum, we want you to know that 
there's much more to come, 


The Benedum itself will be a very 
exciting opening. We've done a gorgeous 
restoration of the old theater, and in 
addition to the back of the theater that 
provides us with one of the largest and 
most perfectly, technically equipped 
theater's in the country, something of 
which Pittsburgh can be enormously 
proud. 


We hope you'll join us -for our 
opening -.weekend on September 25. 
We've planned a wide range of programs 
18 in all for a four day public weekend, 
which precedes the private weekend very 
deliberately and we've priced our tickets 
very low for all those public - events, 
because we want you to understand that 
we're saying to the whole Greater 
Pittsburgh area that this facility is for 
them, and we thank City Council and the 
City of Pittsburgh deeply for the 
continued past support, and we know the 
future support, both psychologically and 








in the planning stages that- will “be 
coming from you, thanks so much for the 
proclamation. . - . 


Mr. Givens: 


If I could just make one comment. 
It was very obvious that in our downtown 
area-that- once the corporate businesses 
and the downtown~ department stores 
close ~shop that our. downtown~ area 
absolutely just dried up over the last 10, 
12, 15 years. Tt 'was a great concern of 
mine, it was a great concern of ‘the 
Mayor, I'm suré. Council people who 
served in here for many many years, and 
this I feel is something that is going to 
add the vitality, the punch, the catalyst, 
that we needed for our downtown area to 
bring people in here, just not to leave 
their cars here and go to the ballgames, 
but to stay in the City of Pittsburgh to 
attend these fine restaurants here and 
etcetera and ‘to make downtown 
Pittsburgh again a very vital place where 
people will come and roam and shop and 
etcetera and with that comes additional 
security and everything that one needs in 
a downtown area to make it very vital. 


Carol, I appreciate very much you 
coming, Bob Dickey the Chairman of the 
Trust sent his word to my office, he 
would liked to havé been here, he could 
not, again he thanks the City’ of 
Pittsburgh and this Council, and. its 
Mayor for the monies that we have put 
forward, the land that we have given, 
and for that urban area of light in that 
particular. area of the City that we've 
declared a redevelopmént area to 
stimulate state and federal money. I 
thank you Mr._President. 


Mr, Wagner: 


. If I may Mr. President, if 1 cowd 
ask that the resolution relating to 
Riverside be sent to the Governor, the 
Speaker of the House, K. Leroy Irvis, our 
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Allegheny Coumty Delegation of 
Representatives, the Commissioners and 
the Mayor, and also our United States 
Senators. 


Mr. DePasquale: 


First of all, I want to commend 
Councilman Wagner for his resolution on 
Riverside and I think everyone in Council 
knows I care wholeheartedly with him on 
those thoughts, and I know there are 
other Councilmembers that do, What I'm 
talking about here today is in regards to 
the Mayor's six year plan, The Mayor's 
talking about redeveloping the Fifth 
Avenue area in the downtown district, 
that's all right with the exception that 
those people down there are looking 
mostly for parking and they don't need 
anymore redeveloping if you talk to them 
down there. 


The part of Fifth Avenue that 
needs redeveloped is the Up-town section 
from the 2200 Block to the 1600 Block. 
This is a main artery to town and its an 
absolute disaster area, it's a disgrace and 
any visitor that's down there that take 
that route into Fifth Avenue aren't going 
to be voting for Pittsburgh to be the 
Number One City. 


Something's got to be done with 
that Up-town section, more so then the 
Fifth Avenue side in the downtown area, 


Mr. Wagner: 


In regard to something related to 
Councilman DePasquale I have always 
thought that the presenation of the sixth 
year capital budget plan should be made 
to Council, and I know it's made to the 
Planning Commission, but ultimately 
Council votes on all the bills, the budget 
in total and bills separately in the future; 
and I believe that this Council should 
have the opportunity to have dialogue 
with the Mayor in regard to the sixth 





| year capital budget plan; and I would 
| make a request that the Administration 
make a presertation of the sixth year 
capital budget plan annually in front of 
Council also, and in addition to the 
Planning Commission. 


The Chair: 


I know what you're referring too his 
proposal, but we do — it is brought to 
Council at budget time. The plan that he 
presented to the Planning Commission 
will be presented to us some time in 
November. Wopefully the latter part of 
November we will have a chance to vote 
on the sixth year plan if it is adopted by 
us. That's just his plan and we adopt 
that, we can add projects to it, we can 
take projects away, we do that every 
year. 


Mr, Wagner: 


But, one of my concerns is that at 
budget time we include the operating 
budget with that. 


The Chair: 
No. We vote on that separately. 
Mr. Wagner: 


7 Yes we do, but we don't really have 

the opportunity with the Mayor himself 
to have dialogue as the Planning 
Commission does as it relates to the 
capital budget; and do to the fact that it 
is a public issue now and is every year I 
believe Counci] should also have that 
opportunity. As a matter of fact, it's 
always presented it seems when we're on 
recess and it even becomes very difficult 
for Council to know what is being 
presented. 
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The Chair: 


Well we have that capital budget 
man back there, 


Michelle Madoff: 


On another subject. On Saturday 
evening I had occasion to go from Mt. 
Washington to Shadyside to dinner. I 
went through Forbes Avenue in Oakland 
and I have never in all the years that I've 
lived in this City in a goodly number 
since 1961 seen such filth, such litter, 
there were no facilities for refuse. The 
one's that were there people tried to put 
their garbage into them because it was 
piled up on top of the containers, you 
know they have big containers inside now 
that you lift out, 


I think what is needed desparately 
is an ordinance or a resolution and I'd 
like Mike to prepare it for me. Mike 
Perry, that says that all store owners and 
all business districts must provide a 
container during peak hours or 
congestion. We'll probably have a 
hearing on it and we'll probably amend it, 
but essentially have a container with a 
plastic bag in it and it must be emptied 
routinely no later then every two hours, 
certainly maybe every hour, and sealed 
in a plastic bag and put away so that the 
streets of our City do not look like a 
garage dump. How can we be the most 
livable City when we are the filthiest 
City. 


Now, I know the Clean City’s 
Committee is trying to do what it can. 
‘This is students, this is an impact on the 
community where the weather's been 
good, having pizza and hot dogs late at 
night. The people driving thtough that 
part of the City havé got to be 
appalled. Shadyside was not like that. 
Downtown has it's problenis I brought 
that to Council one time about having 
the refuse trucks pick up the garbage 


earlier. I don’t know that that is reaily 
being done. We're really going to have to 
start enforcing the kind of laws that they 
have in other countties, where store 
owners sweep their streets in front of 
their buildings, that refuse containers 
are put back to back at public 
transporation stops because obviously 
one container is not enough. Something 
has got to change because that Oakland 
district is a nightmare. 


The Chair: 


Michelle, perhaps you may or may 
not know and naturally the streets were 
filthy and they might be like that all the 
time I doubt it, but Saturday was a Pitt 
football game there was over 60,000 
people in the Oakland area all day, and 
that's why it was so dirty that day this 
past Saturday. So, that might be the 
reason, but there is an ordinance on the 
books that any restaurant facility 
dispensing food or food products or 
whatever it may be or vending out of 
window, on a street, carryout service 
must have a container in front of their 
establishment. 


Michelle Madoff: 
‘It's inside I believe. 
The Chair: 


It's outside you can go down and 
check because it was my ordinance, and 
they all have, but this past Saturday the 
Oakland area was a shambles because of 
the football game. After every event 
the City's like that, there's nothing you 
can do about it. 


Michelle Madoff: 


Friday night in Squirrel Hill was 
almost as bad, it is not as filthy as it was 
this particular weekend and there are no 
containers in front of each business 
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operator. They are not, : 
The Chair: 

Well they're supposed to be. 
Michelle Madoff: 


Well, they are not and somebody 
better enforce it. 


Mr. DePasquale: 


They better do it before the Notre 
Dame game, 


and on the motion of Mrs. Masloff

Mr. Pollock: 


This is a great honor to have with 
us here today not only the Founder and 
Director of the KUNTU REPERTORY 
THEATRE, Dr. Vernell Lillie, but August 
Wilson's sister, Freda Ellis. Having 
passed this resolution and being so 
excited about the play opening here and 
performing here this week, that it's a 
great honor and distinction on my part to 
be able to present these two people to 
speak to. us today. So, Il call on Ms. 
Freda Ellis to speak first. 


Ms, Ellis: 


August Wilson .woyld prefer to be 
here, particularly on this occasion, and 
he would like you to know that. 


This is a very proud moment. I am 
extremely honored to receive this 
acclaim for my brother, I know you're 
watching, August. Your sisters, Linda 
Jean and Donna, your brothers Edwin and 
Richie, applaud you. Your family and 
friends who are here participating share 
with you in what you have given us 
today. 


Thank you, Councilman Mark 


Pollock and participating officials, All 
due credit and thanks to the KUNTU 
REPERTORY THEATRE and its 
Director, Vernell Lillie, Public Relations 
Director, Lee Kabori, and the entire 
staff, especially the August Wilson Day 
Committee Chairpersons, Rob Penny and 
Bob Gore. “ 


This proclamation just awarded to 
August Wilson is another honor he can 
add to his collection of awards all of 
Pittsburgh should know he has 
accomplished. This- year he won the 
Tony Award for "Fences", Best Play, the 
honored Pulitzer Prize, the coveted New 
York Drama Critics Circle Award, the 
Outer Critics Circle Award, the Drama 
Desk,. the American Theater Critics 
Association Award, and the distinguished 
John Gastner Playwriting Award. Never 
in the history of American theater has 
any one play or any one playwright won 
this many awards. August collects them 
all. And the list continues. 


The last time I talked to him he 
read a letter that he had received from 
the Governor's Office inviting him to 
Harrisburg to come to recieve and award 
for his outstanding accomplishments. 
Local community groups here in 
Pittsburgh are standing in line poised to 
bestow honors on him, more awards. 
Even St. Paul, Minnesota claims him as 
an artist and has already proclaimed May 
27th as August Wilson Day in that city 
and state. But today, the City: of 
Pittsburgh recognizes him as a great 
artist and a native son, American, Black, 
born and raised’ in the Hill District 
community. 


The churches of this community 
show how they feel about him. They are 
banning together to see his play, “Ma 
Rainey's Black Bottom" on October 2nd, 
His very own church, St. Benedict The 
Moor, invites the parish, family .and 
friends to celebrate with them at the 
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—— See 


12:00 Mass on Sunday, September 27th, 
It's truly appropriate that the celebration 
culminates there since one of August's 
most vivid memories marks the unveiling 
of a Black saint atop the tower of this 
church. It was on this corner of Centre 
and Crawford that Sam Friedman, the 
New York Times Magazine writer, began 
to describe the poet, the bard, of the. Hill 
District while August explained the point 
at which begins the Hill District streets 
where he strolled with pencil and pad and 
studied his people. Logan Street, Pat's 
Cigar Store, Eddie's Restaurant and 
other coffee shops were places he 
frequented. There he listened with an 
artist's ear to the old-timers, talked to 
people and wrote, filling one tablet after 
another with he perceptions, 
observations and stories of his people. 


These are the people from whom 
August crafts his characters and 
something of those characters are a very 
real part of all of us. In his plays, the 
characters are very real. Any one of you 
could be a Troy Maxin, day in and day 
out, ‘going through the routine of 
working. And at the end of 25 or 30 
years, what do you have? Troy Maxin 
walks tall as he strides across the stage 
like a man whose every step is another 
act of self-determination to become the 
baseball hero he could have been 30 
years ago. It's too late. Troy Maxin's 
luminous figure has become a shell, 
hardened from long years of having been 
denied the opportunities that form and 
shape our future. Who knows what a 
Troy Maxin may have become if he had 
been allowed full participation in society 
and in the shaping of his own future. 
Instead, we see the spirit of a man who 
one more Friday hands his paycheck over 
to his wife, Rose, sits on the porch 
sipping whiskey with. his friends, tells 
large tales, until the next paycheck, the 
next story, the next year. What has Troy 
Maxin become? What legacy can he 
leave his family? These are questions 





the play censors raise and to which the 
audience is compelled to respond. 


Another real character is Ma 
Rainey. She was an artist and a 
woman, Her experience in rising to 
stardom and the obstacles she 
encountered helped her discover ways to 
avoid being manipulated by managers and 
producers who would have exploited 
her. The play, "Ma Rainey's Black 
Bottom", is more than a vehicle in which 
to show the economic exploitation of 
artists. The significance of a character 
like Ma Rainey is to embody a whole 
race or people or whole philosophy or a 
cultural entity or any combination 
thereof. The play is a vision of the lives 
of the people who create the blues. The 
blues is a part of the oral tradition. It is 
a form of song which contains the ideas, 
attitudes, history and knéwledge of an 
entire people. The oral tradition is the 
art of story-telling, a style August 
Wilson incorporates into his works and 
believes is the form for the genuine 
expression of his people's history. 


It is this play, "Ma Rainey's Black 
Bottom", which Pittsburghers will have 
the opportunity to see. When you see 
"Ma Rainey's Black Bottom" you will see 
a’ play that was on Broadway in 1984, 
nominated for three Tony Awards, and 
won the New York Drama Critics Circle 
Award. Since its run on Broadway it has 
toured major cities across the country 
and now it has come home to 
Pittsburgh. 
Broadway and back to Pittsburgh, that is 
the cycle August Wilson plays will take. 
Each of his plays. will return home 
because we are the people he writes 
about. The different decades he explores 
are representative of these plays. He 
defined the 1950s in "Fences", the 1920s 
in "Ma Rainey’s Black Bottom". He 
defines the 1970s in "Jitney" ‘and the 
1940s in "Fullerton Street". And 
upcoming on Broadway in March of 1988 
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is "Joe Turner's Come and Gone" which is 
set in 1911. And most recently in the 
making is "The Piano Lesson" set in 1930. 


August Wilson speaks for the 
ghetto, the Hill. The greatest 
compliment we can pay him is to 
recognize him as our bard, the voice of 
our dreams and dramas set in different 
eras of time. - Congratulations, August, 
from the Hill District community. There 
are many of us who know you. How 
fortunate for August Wilson to be an 
artist recognized in his own time, to be 
compared to famous American writers 
like Arthur Miller and Eugene O'Neill and 
to be America's foremost Black 
playwright. 


The significance of this August 
Wilson Day marks the beginning of a 
trsdition in which Pittsburgh, with pride 
and dignity, pay tribute to one of its own 
hometown persons, August Wilson, a 
great American writer. We love you 
August Wilson. 


Dr. Lillie: 


Councilman Pollock, I want to 
thank you for helping to initiate this 
effort for us and I certainly want to 
thank the members of City Council for 
understanding our need for this 
recognition from our City of 
Pittsburgh. We know you know the 
quality of our work because we've seen 
you at several of our shows’and we want 
to thank you. 


T'm known to be long-winded but 
Freda and I talked outside and our 
decision was that she had the message to. 
give and that we ought to allow her to do 
it. So, in the name of the KUNTU 
REPERTORY THEATRE of the 
Department of Black Community 
Education, Research and Development, I 
want to say a brief thank you. 


Td like for Dennis Brutus to stand 
up, our Chaizperson in the back, and I 
would like for as many members of the 
KUNTU REPERTORY THEATRE and 
members of the cast to please stand so 
that you can be acknowledged here in 
these Chambers. And I want to say 
thank you in a very gracious way because 
it is indeed a very rare thing when a 
young playwright coming from the 
ghettos of the Hill District with a tenth 
grade education can achieve such an 
honor. It may be a statement on the 
system at that particular time or it could 
be a statement upon the wisdom and the 
genius of the writer itself. Thank you. 


Mr. Pollock: 


I just want to say thank you to 
Councilman Woods for taking this 
resolution early and to my colleagues for 
passing it. And a very, very special 
thank you to all those of you who came 
here today to honor this day for August 
Wilson, and especially to Dr. Lillie and 
the KUNTU, We are very, very 
fortunate to have them in Pittsburgh and 
I commend all of my colleagues to attend 
their work; I've been there several times 
in the past and each play I've seen has 
left me inspired and@-enriched by having 
seen it.

Mr, Wagner: 


Mr. President, Td like my 
comments brought forward on Bill No. 
2671 and I'd just like to make a couple 
comments, 


First of all, the purpose of this 
legislation, all of you are aware of, is for 
the City to have some mechanism to 
control and to monitor the speed of 
trains for the City of Pittsburgh. At 
present, we are defenseless in the City; 
trains can travel through this City, 
actually hundreds of trains daily can 
travel through the City, without us 
having any ability to enforce any types 
of ordinances or speed limits with those 
trains. One of the number one causes of 








train derailments is speed and what this 
ordinance is doing is simply adopting the 
Federal Railroad Administration 
Regulations pertaining to speed and 
giving the City the ability to enforce 
their speed limits with trains traveling 
through our City. 


There was an excellent article in 
the Pittsburgh Post Gazette today 
pertaining to the transportation of 
hazardous materials. It was a very 
interesting article in that its very 
difficult to even determine the 
magnitude of hazardous materials 
coming through our City. The train 
companies themselves will not even 
divulge the information; therefore, we 
are really unsure as to the numbers of 
chemicals that are extremely hazardous 
similar to the type that was involved in 
the accident in Bloomfield that are 
coming through the City each day. One 
of the four railroads was cooperative; 
the others were not. Many of those 
shipments and cars are literally 
timebombs if they're involved in 
accidents, 


As it relates to this ordinance, I 
think as time goes on we'll see more and 
more hazardous materials on the 
raillines. If we are now enforcing speed 
limits for trucks being transported 
through the City of Pittsburgh, there is 
mo reason why we should not be 
permitted legally to do the same with 
something that is as hazardous or 
potentially more hazardous, and that is 
the railroads. 


That's the purpose of this. The 
Director of Public Safety has agreed to 
go out and monitor the speed of trains 
with Vascar, and I think we're sending a 
strong message by passing this 
ordinance. And the message is to the 
train companies, don't speed. If you do 
speed, you're going to be caught, it's 
going to be known publicly, and publicly 
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you will be fined. And I believe the 
reputation of that company and those 
driving those trains will be tarnished. 


So, Tm hoping, obviously, to 
receive positive support on this 
resolution and for the Department of 
Public Safety to go out there and 
vigorously enforce the resolution and 
hopefully reduce the potential of train 
accidents within the City of Pittsburgh. 


(MR. WAGNER'S) REMARKS ON

Mr. Wagner: 


Mr. Chairman and Members of Council, first of all, that is 
the maximum fine permitted in our ordinances and that has been 
made part of this ordinance and is in violation if a train 
company or individual is found to be speeding according to the 
Federal Railroad Administration the guidelines for maximum speed” 
of trains within the City of Pittsburgh. 


This legislation is an outgrowth of the Bloomfield train 
accident that we're ali very aware of that was a near disaster 
in the City of Pittsburgh back about six months ago and the 
intent of the bill is to prevent trains from speeding within the 
boundaries of our city. Can we do that and are we permitted 
legally to do that, I believe yes and I'd like to take a moment 
to play a recording that we have that was an interview that KQV 
had and this is courtesy of KQV with the Executive Director of 
the Pederal Railroad Administration, John Rally. 


(WHEREUPON, TAPE RECORDED SESSION WAS PLAYED) 


Mr. Wagner: 


Basically what that tape indicates is that the speed was a 
result, was the cause of the accident that occurred in 
Bloomfield, so the question then becomes, who's monitoring speed 
and the Federal Railroad Administration is supposed to be the 
agency of government monitoring speed. The problem with the FRA 
is that they have cut back in the programs at federal level 
therefore, there are less people available today to monitor 
speed then there have been in the past and I think that’s the 
case in many agencies of government, I think that's one of the 
reasons why we're having more accidents in many modes of 
transportation including the airlines and also the railroads so 
who is going to monitor the railroads and speed if not the FRA? 
Well the only other entity now doing that is the company itself 
and you can't have the company watching the company. You can't 
have the fox watching the hen house and basically that's the 
purpose behind this legislation which is to have another entity 
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of government monitoring speed of the railroads that are 
traveling within the City of Pittsburgh. If in fact speed isa 
cause of accidents and we have proven that it is clearly, that 
is the case and was the case at the Bloomfield situation. So 
therefore, Director Cannon and the Public Safety Department have 
indicated that they can determine the speed of trains through 
VASCAR and they are more than willing to monitor the speed of 
trains and this legislation gives the City of Pittsburgh through 
ordinance that ability and hopefully by doing it the real intent 
hopefully by doing it is to let the railroad companies and the 
operators of these various trains know that there's someone 
watching and if they know that someone's watching, there is less 
potential that they will speed because they will be fined and 
the fine is not that high, that's true, but I believe,also they 
would be publicly embarrassed if a railroad company was fined as 
a result of speeding. So therefore this legislation will give 
us the opportunity to do that and I think we should start doing 
that as soon as possible and we should start doing it in areas 
where there is a greater potential for speeding and for 
accidents such as the location of the Bloomfield accident or in 
areas that are densely populated, where we have grades in the 
tracks, where we have curves in the tracks, where we have had 
some derailments that have not caused any serious problems but 
may cause problems in the future if accidents do occur. So with 
the passage of this legislation, we will be sending a strong 
message to the railroad companies that there is someone else out 
there watching. 


Mr. DePasquale: 
The maximum is still 15 miles an hour. 
Mr. Wagner: 


The speed limit varies and that's the reason why it's not 
jisted in the legislation. The speed limit varies on different 
portions of track and is determined by the track classification. 
The track classification is determined by the Federal Railroad 
Administration, there are six track classifications from one to 
six and the speed limits throughout the City of Pittsburgh vary 
from 10 miles per hour to 60 miles per hour depending on the 
portion of track and the Department of Public Safety will have 
to have and does have that information available to them so that 
when they are out there with VASCAR at a certain portion of 
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track, they will know the track classification and therefore 
know the speed limit set by the Federal Railroad Administration 
and we will then only be monitoring that speed limit. 


The Chair: 


Is there some type of identification on a locomotive or on 
the trains that the police can identify if the train runs 
through the Bloomfield section and they exceeded the speed 
limit? How do they proceed from that point on? 


Mx. Wagner: 


The company, whether it be Conrail or P & LE or whomever, 
that is clearly marked on the engine and the engine also has a 
number on it that is visable from anywhere in the immediate 
vicinity of the trains. So, yes you can determine by the name of 
train company, the number on it and the time that the train is 
passing a particular mile mark on the track.

Should 
there be an NFL strike that results in the 
season being ceased and games not being 
played, Director Jacoby of the Finance 
Department estimates that the City 
would lose approximately $2 million in 
taxes if they don't play. Now, if they 
have a season that continues with retired 
players coming back or players that were 
cut coming back so that it greatly 
affects the attendance, you can take it 
proportionally down if people don't go to 
the games or the loss to the City would 
be significant. Not only that, what also 
concerns me is that the loss to the 
private sector would be great. The hotel 
and restaurant owners, the vendors at 
the games, the parking lot operators; of 
course the Parking Authority and 
Stadium Authority would all suffer, The 
point I'm making is that alot has been 
talked about as far as people not getting 
to see their games but the economic 
impact on any city that has a 
professional team is significant. The 
point 'm making is that I sincerely hope 
that the parties, the National Football 
League Players Association and the 
owners, will come to some type of 
agreement without there being a strike. 


One of the national commentators 
yesterday suggested that they continue 
to play the season but that the players 
express their striking philosophy in other 
means, by not going to any public service 
events, not doing any promotions, not 
talking to the media and so forth. This 
has some merit to it. It's not totally the 
right answer but we have to be very 
concerned about the economic impact on 


this City. When we're doing all we can 

. to find money, if we were to lose several 
million dollars because of the football 
strike, not to mention what the private 
sector would lose, it would be a real 
severe hardship to our City. 


In a more positive vein, I'd like to 
point out that for the first time in‘over 
four. years in September, the Pittsburgh 
Pirates are in fifth place, not in sixth 
place. Yesterday they left -the- cellar 
for, as I said, in over four years, the first 
time this late in the season. a 


There's a lot of exciting things 
going on over at Three Rivers Stadium 
and the Pittsburgh baseball club and I 
would like to take a second to 
congratulate the -President, Malcolm 
"Mac" Prine, the General Manager, Syd 
Thrift, the Manager, Jim Leyland, and all 
the players that have beén -brought in in 
the last few years for creating this 
excitement and not only performing so 
well on the field and bringing baseball 
back to the point where I am confident it 
will be here forever, but for what they're 
doing off the field because this doesn't 
get told that much. These new guys 
coming in have taken it upon themselves 
to increase the presence of the 
Pittsburgh Pirates throughout all levels 
of society in Pittsburgh. 


One of the newest pitchers 
acquired, just in the last few weeks, in 
fact, a relief pitcher by the name of Jim 
Gott, had the idea that the 24 players on 
the Pirate team, each player should 
adopt a charity and that Pirate will go 
out and have that charity be his own pet 
charity. They'll take care of it, they'll 
promote it, they'll go to events there. 
Now, to have a player, a professional 
athlete in this day and age, come up with 
an idea like that says a great deal about 
what the caliber of these guys are. 


So, not only are they playing great 
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but they're really good: people and it's- 
just exciting to have them here. Thank 
you. 


Mr. DePasquale: 


Mr. President, I think we all share 
Mark's concern in regard to the loss of 
revenue, but I want to go on record, as a 
labor man, urging them not to play with 
scabs. If that's the way it’s going to be, 
don't play any football, They're staying 
out regardless of what it costs the City 
of Pittsburgh or anybody. 


The Chair:

first met Mrs. Palmer in 1983 when it 
was called Legal Advocacy For Women 
and at that time it was an unfunded 
volunteer group, Their main purpose was 
to help both men and women who had 
custody of their children obtain child 
support. I think everybody realizes that 
if you don't obtain child support, it's very 
difficult to pay the rent, to buy food and 
to clothe your children, let alone pay 
$100 an hour for an attorney to get the 
back child support. 


Since that time, this Council has 
funded Legal Advocacy For Women. It's 
the first group in the country to be 





funded and now it serves as a role model 
and it's a national group. -So, this 
resolution is to honor SUPPORT and Mrs. 
Palmer,

in Allegheny County under the age of 18 
is equal to 22% of the county's total 
population, and of this 22%, 52,075 are 
living in families without fathers; and

majority of claims for AFDC (Aid For 
Families With Dependent Children) are a 
direct result of non-payment of child 
support; and 


WHEREAS, the Office of Child 
Support Enforcement, a division of 
Health and Human Services’ Family 
Support Administration, showed members 
of households with children in need of 
child support had risen from 8.7 million 
in 1983 to 8.8 million in 1985 and ~ 


WHEREAS, failure and ‘efusal to 
pay child support causes thousands of 
children untold suffering; and 


~ WHEREAS, nationally, the average 
court ordered child’support payment has 
decreased from $211 per month to $185 
per month, despite an average 5% 
increase in father's wages; ahd 


WHEREAS, 52% of child- support 
awards entered nationally in 1985 were 
ignored in whole or part; and 


WHEREAS, in 1986 alone, 
Allegheny County had a total of 15,850 
new support cases filed, and 4,593 
petitions for contempt, with a total 
collection of $51,681,883.00 in support 
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payments. 


NOW, THEREFORE, BE iT 
RESOLVED, that the members of 
Pittsburgh City Council hereby recognize 
October 4 through 10, 1987 as "CHILD 
SUPPORT AWARENESS WEEK" because 
of the urgent needs of thousands of 
children dependent on child support, and 
hereby commend SUPPORT, Pittsburgh's 
nationally recognized advocacy groups 
dedicated to the issue of child support 
awareness and enforcement for all they 
have done -to bring a change and a 
permanent solution to the devastating 
problem of unpaid child support.

As you're aware, we 
helped with the 1984 amendments and 


’ things are going back pre-1984 and things 


can change, reverse, to what we've been 
working for. So, we're having some other 
problems and we're dealing up on the Hill 
again. 


Our goal is to make sure that every 
child of divorce can live in the 
atmosphere as pre-divorce. Thank you. 


Ms. Feeney: 


Td like to thank Council for 
allowing me to share some of my 
thoughts on this with you for a few 
minutes. I know that . you're very 
sensitive to the issue of unpaid child 
support and to the needs of children in 
Allegheny County and I'm proud to 
practice law in Allegheny County where I 
think that we have one of the more 
responsive family divisions available 
nationally. I think that there is no single 
thing that we could do to change the 
economic lives and futures of families in 
Allegheny County that would have a 
more far-reaching effect and more 
significant impact than moral support 
orders entered and better enforcement 
of existing child support orders, 


Tm hoping that through Child 
Support Awareness Week that we will 
encourage mothers who are unwilling at 
this point or reluctant or afraid, to seek 
child support for their children, to come 
forward and get their legal rights for 
their children asserted. I often tell my 
clients, you wouldn't allow some bully to 
take your child's lunch money away and 
that's exactly what fathers who are 
delinquent in their child support are 
doing; they're behaving like bullies and 
depriving their children of the essentials 
of a decent life. That shouldn't happen 
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in Allegheny County or anywhere and I'm 
grateful for your recognition and support 
of this project. Thank you. 


Judge Wettick: 


As a City taxpayer I'm delighted to 
see that my money is going for support. 
It's a tremendous organization and what 
we have to do, if we're going to be 
effective, is change the climate so it's no 
longer cool for a good old boy to be 
sitting around the bar talking about how 
he’s not paying support or for families to 
be helping someone hide their money so 
that we can't find out where the money 
is going. I think that Council's support of 
this is not only giving money to 
SUPPORT but it's also making a strong 
statement that the way we look at child 
support has to change. 


Michelle Madoff: 


Judge Wettick, we've known each 
other for a very long time. How often do 
the judges throw these delinquent fathers 
in jail and how fast do they come up with 
the money suddenly? 


Judge Wettick: 


If we throw the right people in they 
come up with the money very quickly. 
But it's very difficult. The case can't 
come to court until we can establish a 
present ability to pay. What happens is 
that each of our hearing officers brings 
down to a judge the case as soon as this 
is established and through the use of 
computers we are better able than we 
were before to do this. In other words, if 
we find someone is paying on a Cadillac, 
they're down in front of me. It's very 
common for the hearing officers to do 
this. Unfortunately, it takes a lot of 
time to be able to pin the person down 
because if they have wages they're 
attached, So, what we're talking about 
are people who don't have— :

Full-time jobs. 
Judge Wettick: 

Well they do have full-time jobs 
frequently but it's very difficult to 
prove. i 
Michelle Madoff: 

Self-employed, perhaps. 

Judge Wettick 

Yes, yes. So, this is why is people 
would quit helping these people, we'd be 
alot better off. 

Michelle Madoff: 


What you really need is more 
surveillance to put into the computer, 


Judge Wettick: 


We have a lot of problems with 
people that shift from job to job to job. 


Michelle Madoff: 


Or transfer everything to their new 
wife's name. 


Judge Wettick: 


That's 
problem, yes.

Mr. President, I have an 
amendment. My motion is to amend Bill 
3306, Section 192.01.02 by deleting 60 
consecutive months to read 48 
consecutive months for all employees or 
all retirees of the City of Pittsburgh.

Mr. Wagner: 


Td like a little bit of information 
behind that, how the amendment 
originated and what impact it has overall 
and individually. When I say overall, I 
mean on the overall unfunded liability 
now and in the future and individually as 
it relates to each of the employees in the 
respective bargaining units. 


The Chair: 


Ig I can answer, this is another 
compromise with the Administration and 
this Council, a member of this Council 
that agreed to that so they try to get all 
the unions in the same months, instead of 
60 to 48, instead of 12 to 48, and instead 
of 36 to 48, Unfortunately, it wasn't 
brought up at the Committee Meeting; 
therefore, the figures you are asking for 
are not before us and there is no way of 
getting them before us at this time. 


Mr. DePasquale: 


The motion is out of order, Mr. 
President. I had a motion that preceded 
that motion. This motion is out of order 
because of my motion. 


‘The Chair: 
The motion is not out of order. 


Mrs. Masloff had her hand up. You could 
still make your motion. 
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Mr. DePasquale: 


No, no. I presented my motion to 
Mike. 


‘The Chair: 


It doesn't matter. It's who raises 
their hand in this Council and who is 
called on. You didn't raise your hand. 
Tm just telling you how it's supposed to 
be. I have all these papers in front of 
me; if someone raises their hand Ill 
recognize them. If you had raised your 
hand I would have recognized you, 


Now, Mrs. Masloff has a motion on 
the floor and it has been seconded, that 
all three bargaining units, that they're 48 
months. One is 12 right now, one is 36 
right now, and I think one is 60 right 
now. Is there any other discussion? 


Mr, Wagner: 


Yes. I would still like to have some 
information relating to the impact of 
this change. Is it a plus or minus impact 
and to what degree is it plus or minus 
pertaining to the benefits of the 
employee and to the unfunded liability. 


‘Mrs. Masioff: 


Mr. Jacoby discussed this bill with 
me and he said it would have no further 
impact. He thought that it was a good 
compromise. We first asked to make it 
36 months and he said that it would not 
be in keeping with the Pennsylvania 
law. So he suggested or recommended 
that we go to 48 months which would 
have no further impact. 


Mr. O'Malley: 
Tf I might add to that, Mr. 
President. If we do change from 60 


months to 48 months it's a plus for the 
employees. What it does is equalize all 


three pension plans. It's a plus for the 
employees in the fact that instead of 
having it be 60 months or five years, that 
their pension is averaged out over the 
last five years they worked, their 
pensions is averaged out over the last 
four years that they worked. So, it's a 
reduction of one year which is a plus for 
the employees. 


Mr. Wagner: 


What does that mean financially to 
an average employee of the three 
bargaining units and what impact does 
that have on the unfunded liability? 


Mr. O'Malley: 
It meets the requirements of Act 


205 which states that the pension plans 
must be revised so they're not as costly. 


“ It does that in two ways; the Police 


pension plan, as I understand it, for the 
new employees, instead of heing 12 
months we'd go to 48 months. For the 
Fire and Municipal employees, instead of 
being averaged over 36 months it would 
also equalize at 48 months. 


To determine the cost of it, you'd 
have to judge each employee on an 
individual basis. If an employee was a 
laborer for the past 48 months and 


. retired, it would be averaged over the 48 


months. But you're going to find some 
cases where a person might be promoted 
from a laborer to a foreman for the last 
two years of his employment with the 
City of Pittsburgh. So that would take 
the last two years' pay as a foreman and 
then it would have to be averaged out 
with the last two years as a laborer. 
That's how they would come to the 
pension of that individual person. So, I'm 
sure that each individual employee would 
have to be done on that basis. 
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Mr, Wagner: 


My point is that I have some rough 
figures, not some rough figures but some 
actual figures, of what impact that has 
on respective employees in the three 
bargaining units, what impact the 
present legislation without this revision 
has. I don't have any information 
indicating precisely what impact this 
amendment has. I also have no 
information as it relates to the impact 
on the unfunded liability, not only now 
but in future years. The purpose of the 
request is simply information which has 
been the position I've taken all along on 
this issue, that from the start we have 
not had sufficient information to 
understand the legislation, I think that 
information should have come early on 
and it's very difficult to vote on an 
amendment without that information. 


Michelle Madoff: 


Mr. President and members of 
Council, we have rehashed this on 
infinitum, There isn't anybody on this 
Council that is happy about this vote but 
we're caught between a hard place and a 
rock, The thing that needs to be 
eminently clear again is that there is not 
one single present employee that will be 
affected in any way whatsoever by this 
vote. It applies only to any new hirees. 
Anybody else who would be hired, Police, 
Fire or other departments that come 
under union negotiations, AFSCME. 


What it does do, the benefits of 
Police, Fire and AFSCME employees, is 
that it guarantees, oor hopefully 
guarantees, that in this climate of 
unemployment, the stressed economic 
conditions of the City, that instead of 
receiving $8 million that we get as a 
bonus or a surplus from the State to help 
defray the $440 million unfunded 
pension, we will get an additional $7.5 
million bringing the total of surplus or 


gift to the City something like $15 
million, almost close to $16 million. If 
you prorate that over 15 years plus 
interest, we're talking about somewhere 
between $60 and $80 million, 


What does it mean to the present 
employee? It means that they will be 
assured that they will at least get their 
pension money, those who are under the 
old pension system, and may I remind my 
colleagues that on a state level, if you 
look at the kind of pensions that are 
given out, which are obscene, there are 
those who fall under the old pension 
system and there are those that fall 
under the new pension system. There are 
members of Council, like myself, I have 
been here nine and a half years at the 
end of this year, if I am elected in the 
fall and I serve two more years, I'll get 
the grand sum of, I think, $8400 of 
which, when my Social Security kicks in I 
will lose half of that and I will have 
$4000 a year. I was advised by Mr. 
Jacoby today to take it anyway because 
you get some other benefits like 
Medicare. 


So, when you start talking about 
pensions and you talk about the real 
world, in the real world I want to be sure 
that the firemen, firepeople, 
fireworkers, police officers and 
employees of AFSCME that are presently 
employees will be assured of getting 
their pension money because if we have 
to go to raising taxes, if we have to go to 
cutbacks in service, there will be an even 
greater lack of, for example, police 
officers which are desperately needed, 
and I think it would make the situation 
even more untenable than it is. 


We're not voting today between a 
good bill and a bad bill or a good pension 
and a bad pension. We're voting between 
a bad option and a worse option. And I 
think members of this Council are going 
to have to bite the bullet and vote for 
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what may be unpalatable and be perhaps 
something that is a little distasteful to 
all of us, certainly to those leaders and 
members that are present here who 
represent the unions. But if we don't 
vote, it is going to be worse and I think 
that sort of summarizes my position,

slightly more than nine months, if you go 
back 60 months you're going back six or 
seven years in comparison to the average 
employee which is five years. So, what 
this motion does is give them the option 
to contribute those months they're not 
working and have the pension average at 
60 months, 
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The Chair: 


I would add, and we have to get a 
second, but this is a compromise with the 
school guard unions and the 
Administration. 


Michelle Madoff seconded the motion. 
WHICH MOTION PREVAILED. 
Also, 
Bill No. 3308 
An Ordinance entitled, "An Ordinance 
supplementing the Pittsburgh Code, Title 
One, Administrative, Article &I, 
Personnel, Chapter 192, "Pension Benefit 
Plans," by adding Section 192.04, 
"Policemen's Benefit Plan No. 2". (AS 
AMENDED IN COMMITTEE) 
Which was read. 
Mr, DePasquale: 

Mr. President, I move to amend Bill 
No. 3308, Section 192.04.03 by changing 
from 60 consecutive months to 24 
consecutive months. 
Mr. Givens seconded the motion. 
Mr. Pollock: 


Point of order. Question. Could 
you explain to me what happens if this 
motion passes? 


The Chair: 


If this motion passes, the other 
two, the Firefighters — 


‘Mr. Pollock: 
No, I don't mean — I mean, in 


terms of the fact that the previous 
motion passed, what would happen if this 





motion passed? 
‘The Chair: 

If this motion passes — 
Mr. Pollock: 


It will override the previous 
motions? 


‘The Chair: 

No, this amendment will say that 
the Policemen, it will be 24 months, the 
Firefighters will be 48 months and the 
municipal employees will be 48 months, 
In my opinion, it's unfair, 

Michelle Madoff: 

Point of order. Clarification. 
Would you please clarify that, Mr. 
President? Are you saying that Mr. 
DePasquale is asking only for two years 
for one segment? 

The Chair: 

Yes. 

Michelle Madoff: 


Is that correct, Mr. DePasquale? 
What is the segment? 


The Chair: 

Policemen. 
Michelle Madoff: 

Police officers. He's asking for 
two years for police officers and to leave 
the others stand as they are. 

The Chair: 


Right. 
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Michelle Madoff: 


I would need to get some 
information from Mr. Jacoby as to 
whether that would still meet the Code. 


The Chair: 

No information is coming forward, 
Michelle Madoff: 

Tl go ask him myself. Excuse me. 
The Chair: 

Fine 
Mr. Wagner: 

Mr. President, in regard to this 
motion I would request the same 
information and I would also wonder why 
certain Councilmembers are requesting 


information on this motion but not on the 
previous motion. 


The Chair: 


You would have to ask them, those 
certain Councilmembers, and if you want 
to ask Mr, DePasquale a question you 
will ask it through me and he can 
understand it. 


Mr. Wagner: 


I would pose the same question that 
I did on the previous motion; what 
impact would this have individually on 
each member of the respective union 
under the new plan and also in the future 
on the unfunded liability. 


The Chair: 


It would be just like the other one; 
it would cost a little more, Jack. 


Michelle Madoff: 


Since Mr. Jacoby was not 
permitted to come to the table, I went to 
Mr. Jacoby. I asked why we could not 
proceed with Mr. DePasquale's 
recommendation in light of the fact that 
the Police now have a one-year, 12 
months, basis on which they get their 
pension, Why couldn't we go for 24 
months and leave the others as they 
stand? I was informed that the Mayor, 
as the titular head of this City has not 
had the prerogative to treat different 
People differently and could not treat 
the police officers differently than the 
fire and the AFSCME employees. 
However, I learned that the police 
officers do have the right to take that 
issue to an arbitrator and get the one 
year back again and that may be the way 
that they may want to proceed. We can't 
pass it here because the Mayor would 
veto it; we would not have the time for 
veto and override him and what have 
you, It just couldn't work. We'd have to 
go with the existing 48 months and if the 
police officers wish to take it to an 
arbitrator, according to what Mr. Jacoby 
says and if the arbitrator wishes to 
amend their segment and treat the 
Police different than Firefighters and 
AFSCME employees, they have that 
prerogative. 


Now, that gets us back to the point 
that I would like to chastise the Police, 
Fire and AFSCME employees. Where 
were you fellows and ladies when I tried 
to get an attorney for this Council or a 
fiscal analyst for this Council or an 
engineer for this Council? If we had that 
we wouldn't be in this position today. We 
would have the answers and you'd be able 
to get some help. It’s because you don't 
help those of us who are trying to help 
you, that’s why we're in this mess today. 
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Mr. Pollock: 


I think it's important to put a 
couple things on the record on the 
amendment which is to put the Police in 
a different category than the other City 
employees. There are two ways to look 
at this. First of all, as far as the fact 
it's on the record, the Police are now at 
a different level, not because of a City 
policy but because of a decision of an 
arbitrator. If that came out while I was 
away, I apologize. But that is a fact; an 
arbitrator made that ruling, not the City. 


There are two ways to go from 
there, If you take it as a given that the 
City is on a different level now, number 
one, you could either put all the 
municipal employees in the same 
category and in that way everybody is 
even, Or, number two, you can say that 
all City employees will be adjusted 
evenly, It all boils down to that. Do you 
now equalize them or do you make the 
adjustment equal which then makes the 
Police still in a separate category. Isn't 
that what we're voting on now? 


The Chair: 

Right. 
Mr. Pollock: 

That puts it in a nutshell. 
Michelle Madoff: 

May I respond, please? 
The Chair: 


Wait a minute. 


Mark is just 
offering his opinion. 


Michelle Madoff: 


Mr. President, Mr. Pollock came to 
the table and said that he didn't know if 





this was raised while he was away from 
the table. Yes, it was raised, and I 
explained that I asked the same question 
that he asked of Mr. Jacoby, why 
couldn't we make the police officers 
different, in light of the fact that they're 
different now, and the answer was that 
the Mayor does not have the prerogative 
of doing that and the only way it can be 
amended is to take it to an arbitrator. 
We are by virtue of the information we 
have before us, which may or may not be 
accurate, Mr. McNamara, I don't know, 
but information we have locked in to 
voting for the 48 months and then the 
police officers have the option of going 
back to an arbitrator and getting that 
time-frame decreased. Once more, let 
us all remember, we are not talking 
about present employees in any of the 
unions but anybody that would like to 
come to work for the City knowing that 
our pensions are very, very dismal. 


Mr. O'Malley: 


Just to pick up on what Mr. Pollock 
said, in all fairness, if you wanted to be 
fair to the police officers, then we would 
support Mr. DePasquale's amendment. 
The firefighters and municipal workers 
are now at 36 months and if we go up to 
48 months it’s a 12 month increase in the 
averaging of their pension. The police 
officers are now at 12 months and if we 
went up 12 months it would bring them 
up to 24 months. So, in fairness, the way 
things are now, to the police officers, we 
would support Mr. DePasquale's 
amendment, 


Michelle Madoff: 


I have no problem supporting it, 
Mr. President. The problem is that we've 
just been told that we can't; it will be 
vetoed. If it's vetoed, we don't make the 
date. Now what do we do? Do you have 
an answer for that? 
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The Chair: 


In my opinion, in fairness you treat 
all employees the same. You all come 
in, you all retire the same. That's in 
fairness, in my opinion. Everybody has 
their own opinion and that's how I'll vote, 
that all employees, whether they be 
police, fire or municipal employees, 
should be treated fair, serve the same 
amount of time, put the same amount of 
years into this City, and retire at the 
same ratio. That fairness, just like you 
have it in private industry. It's the same 
thing. And by separating categories, 
police, fire, municipal employees, I think 
you're creating a division among alli 
employees because they're going to come 
back and say they’re going through 
arbitration. Then they'll go back and do 
it again, if they can, I think that this 
Council is wrong unless we treat all 
three bodies the same. 


Michelle Madoff: 


Mr. President, I respect your 
opinion but I think that those of us who 
might have to go down a dark alley with 
the lack of police we have, with one 
police officer in a car and going out 
today certainly deserve to be able to 
have two years. Unfortunately, it is not 
our prerogative to give it to you, to give 
it to the firemen, and the only way they 
can get it, as we are now locked into 20 
minutes to vote as usual, and you've 
heard me say this over the years, we 
have 20 minutes, if we don't vote now 
then we lose the millions of dollars that 
will make sure that the pensions are paid 
to those people that are hired. 


They still have, the police officers 
still have the option to take it to an 
arbitrator and to say, "We do more 
hazardous work; we feel we should have 
a change and ours should be 24 months.” 
But we do not, we Councilmembers do 
not have the luxury of supporting what I 


believe is correct and voting for the 
police officers to give them that 24 
months and I repeat, bad we had an 
attorney for Council and a fiscal analyst, 
we wouldn't be sitting here 20 minutes 
before taking all the information from 
the Administration and not having two 
heads together. And it doesn't have to 
be adversary; it would be an informed 
Council, We need to professionalize this 
Council and I would hope the police and 
the firefighters and the AFSCME 
employees would support those of us on 
Council who really appreciate and know 
that we need to do this so we shouldn't 
be sitting here having these asinine 
conversations, 


‘The Chair: 


Michelle, just one more thing. You 
stated about the policemen going down a 
dark alley in a one man car. What about 
a firefighter going into a flaming 
building to rescue somebody? They all 
have dangerous jobs. One job is just as 
important as the other job. 


Michelle Madoff: 


I wouldn't put my job in the same 


" category as a firefighter or a police 


officer. 
‘The Chair: 


You have your opinion; I have my 
opinion. And I think for the Council to 
vote in any other way, to separate these 
employees, 5000, and create divisions 
among these employees, is totally 
wrong. That's my opinion. All of you 
have your opinions and I respect that and 
Thope you respect mine, 


Mr. Pollock: 
Aren't there, though, Mr. Woods, 


and Im not saying this because I know 
Im trying to get information, aren't 
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there significant differences besides the 
term of years that are separate between 
the three pensions as well and it's really 
not totally appropriate to just extract 
this one issue when you have to look at 
the whole picture of the pensions and see 
how they all differ? This is just one 
aspect of the three pensions. 


The Chair: 


Mr. Pollock, you can say the same 
thing about everything and every one of 
their bargaining agreements. Some of 
them get paid for uniforms; others 
don't. Some get work gloves; others 
don't. I mean, if you want to just stand 
there and nitpick the whole thing apart, 
the whole bargaining agreement, you can 
say that. We are talking about one issue 
here and that's the issue before us. I 
gave you my opinion and, like I said, I 
hope you respect that because I sure 
respect yours. That's what we're here 
for, to say what we feel, and I feel that 
all City employees, when it comes to 
retirement, time in and time out, should 
be treated equally. And this is one of 
the issues where we can straighten out 
some equities. That's my opinion. 


Mr, Wagner: 


Mr. President and members of 
Council, this Council is guilty of the 
same flaw as the Administration which is 
the Administration's major flaw with all 
this legislation was submitting it at the 
llth hour and submitting it without 
information to support it. It has been 
extremely difficult to get the 
information that I have received to date 
to get to this point. And now we have 
amendment after amendment on the 
floor, totally changing the program 
without knowing significantly what the 
impact is on the average individual 
employee and the future liability. For 
that reason, I think it becomes very 
difficult to understand, comprehend, 


digest, the legislation. 
Michelle Madoff: 


I would like to agree with my 
colleague, Mr. Wagner. I think its time, 
in this coming year, that we 
professionalize this Council and we make 
some rules and the rules of Council that 
prohibit us from being put in this position 
again, Unfortunately, we do not have a 
choice. Let's vote on the issue. 


‘The Chair: 


Is there any further discussion on 
the motion? 


And on the question, "Shall the 
motion pass finally?" 


The ayes and noes were taken 
agreeably to law, and were:

And a majority of the votes of 
Council not being in the affirmative, the 
motion was defeated. 


Mr, Givens: 


We have talked about faimmess here 
today and I think as I have debated the 
issue over the last couple weeks the 
greatest unfairness is to the municipal 
employees new and under also this new 
plan that we're looking at here today, 
when half of their pensions are taken 
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away. Ihave known this for twelve years 
and 1 stated it to previous mayors and 
previous executive directors that this is 
going to come to hurt the quality of City 
workers that we have in the City of 
Pittsburgh. If you ask somebody if they 
pay into their Social Security and they 
pay into their City pension, but when 
they hit age 65 half of their pension is 
going to be taken away from them, what 
does that mean? What kind of a pension 
is that? It means that there is no 
pension. So, I feel, and if you look at 
why pensions were even established 
under the Democratic administration of 
Mr. Roosevelt, it was the fact to give 
people, the working people, something at 
the end of all their works, that their 
family, does not have to take care of 
them in their old age, that they had a 
pension to do that. Some people are 
mixing apples and oranges when they try 
to mix the City pension with the Social 
Security pension. They are two entirely 
different pension systems. If you're 
taking five percent from the old 
municipal employees and five percent 
from the new ones and this new 
legislation says it will take four percent 
out, that's not equal, That's not fair 
because they're giving up half of their 
pensions. Not one word of this was 
mentioned in our local newspapers to my 
knowledge or on our radio stations of the 
unfairness of that. We're looking for the 
quality of City workers in the future. 


All of the burden is being taken 
primarily on future employees of the 
City of Pittsburgh for a decision that 
happened back in 1950 that stopped 
funding the pensions, We're saying here 
that this only affects the new 
pensioneers and I submit to you that all 
of the new pensioneers, both police, fire 
and municipal employees of the City of 
Pittsburgh, are protected. They're all 
protected, They have a funded liability 
starting with the municipal back in '76, 
starting back with the police and firemen 


q 


back in '82. 


So, this legislation is the old carrot 
and the stick, as we indicated earlier, 
but it's for the old retirees. It's to make 
sure that we in the City of Pittsburgh 
don't end up like LTV did. And what did 
the government tell the people of LTV? 
You're not going to make the profits; 
you're going to take care of you almost 
100,000 some pensioneers that you have. 


As I indicated in the previous 
session, the state of Pennsylvania, by 
law, must advertise in all legal journals 
that this is the mandatory requirement 
by all municipalities to respond to Act 
205. This, gentlemen, has not been 
done. Because it has not been done, 
there is no forced levy upon the City of 
Pittsburgh to meet a 30 September 
deadline date. That was a letter that 
came down advising the City that that 
had to be done by the 30th but legal 
notification has not gone out. We still 
have additional time to do that. 


A call to the Pennsylvania 
Commission from my office today, the 
Retirement Commission, indicated that 
no one has asked that this be extended so 
everyone could sit down and debate the 
issues properly as many of my colleagues 
have so indicated here in Council today. 


The police and the fire unions, Mr. 
President, have lobbied extremely hard 
for the legislation to take the impact of 
cost of pensions from the taxpayers of 
the City of Pittsburgh. How do they do 
that? For many years, the casualty and 
fire insurance was written on all of us in 
the state of Pennsylvania. A portion of 
that was routed in through the State 
budget and from the State budget to the 
City of Pittsburgh budget. We received 
in past years almost $4 million. That 
was done from the hard lobbying of the 
police and fire unions within the City of 
Pittsburgh as throughout the

Commonwealth, primarily that of 
Philadelphia. If it wasn't for their 
lobbying in past years, the taxpayers of 
the City of Pittsburgh would have been 
paying out $4 to $5 million for a number 
of years, ever since I've been on this 
particular Council. It was the municipal 
employees, new and old, especially the 
old ones, that had no funded pension. 
And the police and the fire unions of this 
City said to the municipal employees, 
and this is not written down anyplace, 
but in fact they did up in the State House 
in Harrisburg, we will incorporate all of 
the municipal employees old underneath 
this plan that we have worked so hard for 
over the last 15 or 20 years to lobby in 
Harrisburg to bring this money back to 
Pittsburghers so our taxpayers didn't 
have to pay all the money. 


Now, the same body that did all 
that hard work for the last 15 or 20 
years, and I would venture to say if any 
of you people have been up into 
Harrisburg, if any of you went in to 
Bernie Burns' room up there, if any of 
you have gone in to Pat McNamara's 
room up there when they're up there, you 
will see the lobbying effort that they do 
not just on a yearly basis but a weekly 
and a monthly basis up there to have 
fairness of pension plans throughout our 
Commonwealth. It was this police and 
fire union that is now helping our 
municipal employees out. I have to tip 
my hat to them for that reason, 


Act 205, according to them, was 
not an act that would delve away any of 
their bargaining power under the Act 
111, The two of them were supposed to 
meet and dovetail together to help all 
employees of the City of Pittsburgh, 
Now here they are by an interpretation 
in our Legal Department saying that this 
Council for the first time in its history, 
and probably the last time that we'll ever 
act on any legislation dealing with 
collective bargaining. I cannot agree 


with the legal opinion of our Solicitor. I 
would like to, but I cannot agree with 
that opinion. I think that we are slapping 
in the face the police and fire unions who 
have lobbied over those number of years 
to bring this forth saving the taxpayers 
of the City of Pittsburgh. They have 
told all of the people in this Council that 
their legal counsel has told them that 
what we are doing here is not legal and I 
have to predicate my information on 
everything that I have received here 
today and because they disagree and 
because the person who helped write and 
helped guide through Act 111 is, in fact, 
one of the legal counsel for the fire 
union right here in the City of Pittsburgh 
and both the fire and police work very 
closely together, on putting that Act 111 
together. We are superceding, then, Act 
111 if we agree to these major, major 
changes and these four documents that 
are before us right now. And I in all 
good faith cannot do that. I cannot in all 
good faith, waiting for 12 years, to bring 
forward the unfairness to the new 
municipal employees that almost half of 
their pay is going to be taken away from 
them. Until that is corrected, I don't 
think in all consciousness, I can vote on 
any type of pension change if in fact I 
have that authority which I believe I do 
not. ITrest my case, Mr. President, 


Mr. DePasquale: 


Mr. President, quite a few of the 
Councilpeople are basing their vote 
today or their decision in regards to an 
opinion by the City Law Department. 
The City Law Department, one of our 
members here said they were so 
concerned about the present employees 
and they would do nothing to hurt 
Present employees. Well, I'll cite you an 
example where they are hurting present 
employees and couldn't care less about 
them. First of all, I don't hold much 
stock with rulings from the City Law 
Department, 











In the City pension fund and 
municipal pension fund, there's a statute 
on the books in the State of Pennsylvania 
that any person 65 years. of ago or over 
with 20 years or more of service can no 
longer legally contribute to the pension 
fund. However, when that person leaves, 
they get the vested pension rights or the 
higher pension. Now, this was called to 
the attention of the Solicitor of the 
pension fund and he has completely 
ignored it. In fact, there's employees 
down there that have paid in seven years 
and should get that money back 
retroactively. When I mentioned this to 
the Law Department, it fell upon deaf 
ears like it was a big joke. You have 
something like 15 or 20 people that are 
paying into that fund illegally and 4 or 5 
of them should get paid retroactively for 
the money they put in since they reached 
65 and have 20 or more years service. 
Surely there’s not that many involved 
because most people that reach 65, 20 
years service, take a pension. 


But I just want to cite how quickly 
the City Law Department wouldn't say 
legally that they shouldn't take that 
money out when it's a law. You couldn't 
get it if you wanted to. I'm one of 
them, It's not because of me because 
they want to make a deal with me, 
they're telling me I get the higher vested 
rights but keep your mouth shut; we don't 
want to get involved with the rest of 
them. g 


I'm saying here once and for all, 
this is a crime that's being committed 
down there, It's out and out thievery 
what they're doing to those people. They 
know it and they're still doing it. 1 
repeat, if I wanted to give legally or any 
of those other people, we cannot 
contribute. It was a law designed to 
benefit the person who reached 65 with 
20 or more years service, not hurting. 
They're down there saying, you either 
pay into that pension fund and get the 





higher pension, or if you don’t pay in 
you'll go out at the lower pension. And 
that is so wrong. 


There's an opinion given by Mr. 
Pellegrini today and he wasn't giving the 
opinion in favor cf those people. He's so 
worried about the present employees — I 
say bullshit! 


‘Mr. Pollock: 


That's a tough act to follow. For 
the purposes of the economy, the only 
portion of my comments I would like 
brought forward is just my very brief. 


questioning of Mr. Pellegrini this 
afternoon. Td just like that part 
included. 

(MR. POLLOCK’S REMARKS ON 
FOLLOWING PAGES) 
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(MR. POLLOCK'S COMMENTS ON BILLS NO. 3306, 3307, 3308 AND 3309) 
(Monday, September 28, 1987) 


Mr. Pollock: 

A question. Danny, we received in our mailboxes on 
Thursday or Friday of last week a copy of an Order of Court from 
the Philadelphia Common Pleas Court. To be specific for the 
purposes of the record, it is an Order of Court from Common 
Pleas Court of Philadelphia, Civil Division, District Council 
33, at al., versus the City of Philadelphia, January Term 1987 
No. 2118. It is an Order of Court signed by -- it looks like 
Judge Maier. Is that accurate, the name? 

Mr. Pellegrini: 

I don't know the Judge's name. 
Mr. Pollock: 

The problem is that all that was sent to us is an Order of 
Court, with none of the pleadings, none of the briefs, nothing. 
I have no way of telling from -- 

Mr. Pellegrini: 

Let me see that. 

Mr. Pollock: 


It is a March 6, 1987 order. Are you familiar with that 
case? 


Mr. Pellegrini: 
Somewhat, yes. 
Mr. Pollock: 


Maybe if you are not, Mr. Schneider is. Are you familiar 
with that case, Mr. Schneider? 
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Mr. Pellegrini: 


My understanding of the holding in this case, though, is 
that just like our pension plan, it isn't effective until 
1/1/88, and it said you couldn't implement it during the terms 
of contract, I don't particularly agree with that outcome, but 
we are not violating any provisions of that. 


Mr. Pollock: 


That was going to be my question. Was that the issue in 
this case, the effective date, not whether or not the 
legislative body of Philadelphia could, in fact, do it, but what 
the effective date was? 


Mr. Pellegrini: 
What the effective date was. 
Mr. Pollock: 


That was the reason why preliminary injunction was granted, 
was to hold up the effective date? 


Mr. Pellegrini: 
That is my understanding of the case, also. 
Mr. Pollock: 


That is very significant, because whether or not a Council 
can do it ~- I mean, I have never had a policy of voting on 
legislation that was illegal; I never have, I never will. So 
when this order was sent to me, I don't want to be a party to 
something that a Court is going to, then, throw out. 

The proposal before us, does it deal with the effective 
date that would be in compliance with the law and would not be 
overturned by a Court of law? 


Mr. Pellegrini: 


Yes. 1/1/88 is the effect date of the ordinance. 1/1/88 
is the effective date? 
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Mr. Schneider: 
Yes. 
Mr. Pellegrini: 
So it is in compliance with the order. But that doesn't 
necessarily mean we agree with that order, but we are in 


compliance, would be applicable to this district. 


Mr. Pollock: 


Just so I am confident that there is no mistaking it. And 
if you don't know, don’t -- 


Mr. Pellegrini: 

My understanding of the order -- I had someone check on the 
order -- is that the Court ruled that you could not implement it 
during the year, it had to be at the end of the year. 

Mr. Pollock: 

That was the only issue in that lawsuit? 

Mr. Pellegrini: 


There probably were other issues, but that is what it came 
down to. 


Mr. Pollock: 
That was what the case was decided on? 
Mr. Pellegrini: 


That is my understanding. I haven't seen the pleadings 
myself, personally. 


Mr. Pollock: 


As long as we are protected insofar as the effective date, 
you have no problem with Council passing legislation? 
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Mr. Pellegrini: 

That is correct, because the only other way to implement it 
would be the Mayor to implement it, as opposed to this Council. 
So we looked at the Act, and the Act seemed to us rather clear 
that it had to be through legisiation. 

Mr. Pollock: 

Okay. 


(END OF REMARKS) 
(TRANSCRIBED BY HELEN L. KRIEBEL) 
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Mr, Pollock: 


I think that with all the words that 
have been spoken about these bills prior 
to the vote right now, it's probably 
second only to our budgetary 
deliberations, and maybe that's probably 
as it should be for the sake of the 
importance of it, But I think what it 
boils down to in. a nutshell, as I said at 
the very outset of all this discussion, is 
this: All the discussions and arguments 
that have been held in this Council are of 
the type that is a right church, wrong 
pew. By that I mean they're in the wrong 
forum and these discussions and these 
arguments can be propounded and should 
be propounded in either a court of law, in 
a collective bargaining negotiation room, 
somewhere else, This Council has the 
responsibility to pass this legislation, to 
get these millions of dollars and run. 
And then let the parties determine how 
the statutes should be determined and 
defined, interpreted, how the collective 
bargaining agreements should be 
interpreted; it can be done by a court of 
law. We should take the money, as this 
Council should do, and then let these 
other issues be determined. Fm not 
saying who is right and who is wrong} I 
see both sides’ points. The unions have 
their interpretation of that statute and 
of the collective bargaining 
agreements. Maybe their right. The 
City has their interpretation. It probably 
will end up in a court of law. The point 
is that if we vote no now, the sillions 
are lost irretrievably and then we're 
throwing the baby out with the 
bathwater. 


So, I think to not approve this 
legislation, any Councilperson who does 
not take this gifthorse and run with it, is 
really acting irresponsibly; at least 
you're permitting the discussions to go on 
in other forums. But to turn away these 
kinds of millions of dollars, I don't know 
how anyone in their conscience can do 


that. 
Mr. Givens: 


Just ask for an extension: of 30 
days. 


Mr. O'Malley: 


Mr. President, it's very important 
that everyone on this Council realizes 
that the City of Pittsburgh has a very 
costly unfunded pension liability. I think 
it gets down to the bottom line that the 
State has offered to help us with this to 
the tune of $43 million. $43 million and 
the crude interest, we're talking about 
almost $100 million over the next 15 
years. This $100 million does not go for 
pensions of new employees; it goes 
towards the pensions of our current 
employees. It goes towards the pensions 
of the people that presently work for the 
City of Pittsburgh while the other part 
of the legislation does not affect those 
employees. If we don’t accept the State 
assistance this year, it's very likely we 
will not get the State assistance for the 
next 14 years. HH we don't accept the 
State's $43 million, we're still under 
obligation to pay our pension liabilities. 
If we don't accept the State's $43 
million, that's $43 million that we'd have 
to tax. the residents of the City of 
Pittsburgh. T think this Council should 
take that into consideration,. that the 
residents of the City of Pittsburgh 
cannot afford another $43 million. in 
local taxes. So, I would also, like Mr. 
Pollock, urge my colleagues to pass this 
legislation and if there is still a dispute, 
let them fight the dispute out in the 
courts. 


Michelle Madoff: 


Tm not going to repeat what Mr. 
O'Malley and Mr. Pollock have said 
because I think I have said that four 
times. We've just rephrased the same 
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subject over and over again. We don't 
have a choice; we should vote for this 
money. It's going to benefit the 
unfunded pensions that are now at $440 
million. We keep forgetting that we 
have $62 million of unfunded Workmen's 
Comp and Lord knows how much debt we 
have in Capital Improvements and, as we 
heard earlier today, there will be some 
very substantive cuts so that we don't 
raise taxes and services and I don't now 
what's going to happen in our budget 
hearings. 


At the risk of being redundant and 
having someone say this is not pertinent 
to the issue, I think it is the most 
pertinent thing that I can contribute 
today, and that is, those people who are 
raising issues and saying why didn't we 
and they wouldn't take the opinion of 
Dan Pellegrini and I don't believe 
anything: they say and we're taking the 
wrong opinions = 


Mr, Givens: © 


Have her take her own opinions; I 
made miine.. If she agrees with it, she 
agrees with it. 


Michelle Madoff: 


The issue is very simple: In the 
coming year; at budget time this year, 
we will have a chance to professionalize 
this Council by getting our own ‘counsel, 
by getting our own fiscal analyst, and by 
getting an engineer. And if you don't 
vote for that and you don’t have 
professional-help because you don’t trust 
the Mayor's attorneys, then you'll have 
nobody to blame but yourselves. Thank 
you. 





Mr, Wagner: 


Mr. President and members of 
Council, I'm not going to be lengthy 
primarily] because I'd like my comments 
brought forward from today's Committee 
Meeting ‘discussion and also last 
Wednesday's discussion for the record.

Mr. Wagner: 


Mr. Spector, every time this Council has become involved in 
anything relating to union agreements, the Administration yells 
“file play," in that Council cannot, according to our 
jurisdiction and our functions as a legislative body; become 
involved in anything relating to union/management agreement; 
that is solely the responsibility of the Administrative 
branch of government. 

Why is it, in this case, that Council is permitted? 


Mr. Specter: 


I think it would be appropriate, Mr. Wagner, that that be 
covered in the opinion. Is that a request for -- 


Mr. Wagner: 


That has been a request since day “one here at this table by 
me, and I-am no lawyer, and I am no expert as it comes to the 
jaw, but from what I understand, Act 111 relates specifically to 
wages, fringe benefits, working conditions, and pensions, and 
they are all mandatory subjects of collective bargaining. And 
we are directly impacting one of those items here; we are 
impacting pensions. ‘ 

I have not been reassured ~- and we have heard different 
opinions ~~ that this is a Councilmanic responsibility. 


Mr. Young: 


Mr. Wagner, if I may, and Mr. Specter, if you-would, 
please, I think that we did discuss this last week, we discussed 
it on Monday, that it was.our opinion -- and I am sure Mr. 
Pellegrini will verify this when he comes back, because he has 
been a part of this process also -- that, in fact, this aspect 
of it is a legislative matter that eventually will become a 
negotiated item. 

Our feeling is that if, in fact, Council takes action on 
this today and, in fact, if the Auditor General, or whomever, 
has an opinion to the contrary of that, then obviously that 
opinion will, depending on what aspect it takes on this 
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particular provision, will overrule what Council has. We are 
going to be sending this off to the state. The state has 
advised us as to what course of action to take. I don't know if 
anybody has called Mr. Salamone who gave us our information, and 
he is from the pension group. So that is the information that 
we are going on. 

We respectfully request that Council take action on this 
today. Obviously, if there is some legal jurisdiction that 
overrides this, then the legislation will accordingly be nuil 
and void, ¥ suspect. 


Mr. Wagner: 


£ can't disagree with that, Mr. Young. However, the fact 
still remains that this Council, tiris Administration, has had 
more than sufficient time to deal with this in the proper time 
frame to get the appropriate legal opinions from all branches of 
government. i 

This Council is faced with a deadline of September 30th & 
act on a piece of legislation without the proper legal advice 
from all branches of government. And this Council can be 
setting a precedent that. 1t cannot legally -- is not legally 
permitted co do so. And each and every time any issue has ever 
been brought in front of this Council, whether it be the strike 
of the. paramedics, the refuse workers, the disagreements and the 
various disagreements. of all issues, the opinion of the 
Administration is that Council is not permitted an opinion on 
this issue. This is a negotiated issue. That simple. 

This issue here, according to Act 111, is also a negotiated 
issue. Sees 
Now, let me state an example by analogy, and this is the 
opinion brought up by one of the people the other day. If 
Council passes in its budget that the first year's salary of 
police officers next year is $10,000.00 for a police officer, 
for police officers not presently working but beginning in 1988 
is $10,000.00, a negotiated issue, according to Act.111, are we 
in every way violating, first of all, our responsibility as 
Councilmembers, and something that is mandated according to 
state law and is only a negotiated issue between the labor 
unions and the Administration. Isn't that a simitar situation 
as we are dealing with right now? 
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Mr. Specter: 


If I understand you correctly, I don't think so. Is your 
example one in which state law would mandate the particular 
salary request? 


Mr. Wagner: 


State law does not mandate any city’s salary; that is a 
negotiated issue between the Administration and the Union, or 
set by an Arbitrator. But Council is intervening in that 
process. I want to know legally are we permited to do that... I 
have not been reassured that we are. 

The Administration does want us involved, and the reason 
why they want us involved is they want to take the 
responsibility away from them and give it to Council. If it 
passes, it is Council that passed it; if it didn't, it is 
Council's fault. That is the reason it was presented to Council 
late when they were aware of the program in March of '87. 

Mr. Schneider, there are differing opinions from you and 
the Administration as it relates to Councilmanic responsibility 
with labor contracts, and I have attempted to call you on issues 
in the past relating to other issues unrelated to this issue 
pertaining to labor/management problems. The opinion from you 
or your office has been that this is not a Councilmanic action; 
therefore, Council's opinion is not even going to be considered 
or listened to. But all the sudden you want our opinion on an 
issue, and I still can't figure out why you have changed your 
position here, on this particular issue. It is not consistent. 


Mr. Schneider: 


I don't believe we have changed our opinion. I believe 
that we have submitted legislation to Council in order to comply 
with Act 205, that Council has to enact these changes. We 
believe that your duty to consult was with the unions. We 
consulted with the unions and placed in front of Council what we 
hope that Council will enact. I think that is the way -~ it is 
the Solicitor's opinion that that is the way these changes, 
under Act 205, have to be made. Again, a limited exception 
based on Act 205. 
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Mr. Wagner: 


Why are we hearing a different legal opinion from, as 
Councilman Givens indicated, state offices and those 
representing the various unions? 


Mr. Schneider: 


The legal opinion that you are getting from the State 
Auditor General, as I understand it, is also different from the 
legal opinions we have received in the past from the State 
Auditor General's Office, so there is a conflict within the 
Auditor General's Office, apparently. 


The Chair: 


The Chair is not going to permit any legal opinions, Jack, 
unless they are in writing. 


Mr. Wagner: 


There are no legal opinions in writing on the issue, 
period. I don't know how we can vote on it, and that is 
something that Council has been asking for for three weeks. 

We don't even have our own Solicitor's legal opinion in writing. 


(Deleted text.) 
Mr. Wagner: 

; To follow-up on Mr. DePasquale's plan, could I have an 
opinion of really what is the jurisdiction of the Pension Board 
when it comes to determining revisions in pension programs? 


Mr. Young: 

Mr. Wagner, I can only go back again to a letter that was 
submitted to us by the Pension Commission. It specifically says 
that the ordinances must be passed, and the only body that. can 
pass ordinances are Council and the Mayor. 


Mr. Wagner: 


Should there be somehow some negotiations with the board of 
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these various pension programs of which they are elected by the 
pensioners in the program? 


Mr. Young: 


Again, I go back to what the state letter said to us. I 
believe that the point that I made before about the ordinances, 
there is only one body that can make those ordinances, and that 
is Council. And in addition to that, there is collective 
bargaining on those items after that, and I believe that through 
the collective bargaining process is perhaps where pensioners 
who are in those various pension plans may want to have those 
brought forward, if they so desire. 


Mr. Wagner: 
Through the Pension Board? 
Mr. Young: 


Through the Pension Board, but perhaps through 
representatives from the various collective bargaining groups if 
they have issues that they want to bring forward. 


Mr. Wagner: 


The purpose of the question is simply trying to clear the 
air here and get a better clarification for the responsibilities 
of the different groups of people as it relates to pensions or 
employees. And I think initially we should have aired all that 
out prior to even talking about the pensions themselves. Just 
today I received -- and all members of Council -~- a letter that 
was in our mailboxes this morning pertaining to Municipal 
Employees Union.. And specifically, the group of employees are 
the school crossing guards and what impact this will have on 
them. 

I would like a comment from any one of you or several of 
you on a point that they make, which I think is a significant 
point. I will read you certain statements in the letter to 
Council. They are concerned about the average monthly earnings 
of the new plan beginning after January 1, 1987. Presently the 
way of determining average monthly earnings under the current 
Plan are based on 36 months of the highest contributory earnings 
during the 60 months of employment before retirement or

termination. Under the revised plan, monthiy earnings are based 
on 60 months of contributory earnings before retirement or 
termination. So we have 36 months versus 60 months. And that 
is reflective of all municipal employees, correct? 


Mr. Young: 
Correct. 
Mr. Wagner: 


Now, their concern is due to the fact that they don't work 
the months of June, July and August, that when you go back 60 
months, you are going back a much longer period of time in 
years, at least one year, possibly a little longer, than the 
average municipal employee. And, therefore, the average pension 
they receive will not be reflective of the wages for the last 
five years, but the last six or seven years. 

Has that issue been discussed, and why hasn't that been 
reflected in the changes proposed? 


Mr. Schneider: 


rt 


That issue has been discussed. The school guards' first 
concern was that we were going to count the months of, 
particularly, June and August, where they only work a couple of 
days; two or three days a month. We agreed to eliminate June, 
July and August as months upon which their contributions would 
be based, and therefore taking them out of calculation. You 
can't both eliminate the months for purposes of contribution and 
eliminate the months -- and still add the months for purposes of 
service time. It can't be both ways; it has to be either one or 
the other. 

We agreed with them that we would eliminate those months 
for purposes of contributory earnings, but we could not also put 
them in for purposes of service.

Mr. Wagner: 


Directors Pellegrini and Jacoby, first of all, in regard to 
the legal opinion that we received, I appreciate the-opinion, it 
zeroes in on the issues that I asked questions about; the three 
being: An interpretation of Act 205, presumably as to Section 
607(e), requirement for the enactment of the revised pension 
plan, and you answered that question as part of it. The second 
question, the authority of City Council to enact the revised 
pension plan, which you clearly indicated that that is a 
municipal authority to do so in there. And the third question, 
which was the authority to establish the revised pension benefit 
plans without collective bargaining with the unions. You answer 
that question also, Director, but there is one area where you 
kind of hedge a little bit in answering it. It is the next to 
the last paragraph. You indicate "The City appears to have 
complied with the substance of the 'consultation' requirement." 

Now, I know back when we started this whole issue the city 
clearly had not met that requirement, because there was not any 
consultation. And as a matter of fact, it was the result of 
this Council strongly suggesting and holding this legislation, I 
believe, that initiated that consultation with certain unions. 
And still to this date, to my knowledge, there has not been any 
consultation with the firefighters’ union. 

Now, if there has been, please correct me. 


Mr. Pellegrini: 

My understanding is they refused to meet. 
Mr. Wagner: 

Okay. If they have refused to meet -~ 
Mr. Pellegrini: 

Then that satisfies the requirement. 
Mr. Wagner: 


Does that satisfy the requirement? 
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Mr. Pellegrini: 


Sure. You can't exercise a veto and say, "I am not going 
to meet with you; therefore, you haven't complied with the Act." 
If you offer to meet and they refuse to meet, then that is it. 


Mr. Wagner: 


Why in the next to last paragraph is it indicated "It 
appears the City has complied"? 


Mr. Pellegrini: 


Generally that language is used when you don't do it 
yourself. But from what I understand, it could just as well 
read "the City has complied." I£ you want that in there, that 
is fine. But "it appears" is when you rely on information, and 
you are not certifying it that you did it, but someone else did 
it. 


Mr. Wagner: 


C 
Okay. TI would just like to be a little more sure on that, | 
and I still think that there has been progression here, and I 
have heard as I came into the room today that there is going to 
be another amendment made to this. When that is coming, I don't 


know if it is at this meeting or if it is at the follow-up 
meeting. 


Mrs. Masloff: 


I am going to introduce it at the follow-up. 


Mr, Wagner: 


But I would certainly hope that everyone is prepared to 
supply the type of information necessary to support the 
amendment and the change, similar to the information that has 
been supplied indicating charts and the unfunded liability for 
projected years in the future, and any other changes as it would 
relate to a typical employee under the various programs. Now, 
whether or not that information is available, I don't know, but 
I have said clearly since we began on this issue that I want 
information to justify what is being proposed. And I have read 
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editorials in the newspapers that have been wrong with 
information that has not been available. And that is ali I 
continue to ask, is to prove the position that what we are doing 
is the right thing to do. 

So I hope when that amendment comes -- and I can't even 
talk about the amendment because I don't know what it is yet, 
but I have only heard that there is going to be an amendment. I 
hope there is information to support it. 

In addition, we have asked for some other opinions. And I 
was just talking with Councilman Givens, and I believe the one 
that came back was from the Auditor General's Office, of which 
the Auditor General said the only opinions that could be given 
on this issue would be to the Governor, so we will get no 
opinion from the Auditor General. 


Mr. Pellegrini: 
Attorney General. 
Mr. Wagner: 


Have we received any other opinions, Mr. Perry, from any 
other -- 


Mr. Perry: 


Just the Attorney General and Mr. Pellegrini. We didn't 
receive any from the Auditor General. 


Mr. Wagner: 


In regard to the issue brought up last Wednesday about the 
service employees and the school crossing guards, I requested 
that we meet with them to address the 60 month item, because 60 
months in their contract goes back further than five years; it 
could be six or seven years. 

Have we met with them? Have they offered their opinion? 
Is that opinion reflected in any changes as part of these 
ordinances? 


Mr. Jacoby: 


The answer to that is yes. I believe you have a letter 
which was handed out to all Councilmembers from the 
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representative of the bargaining unit agreeing to the changes we 
have made in the new legislation, which would make their two 
months during the year where they do not work a part of the 
service time for the 60 month period. 

Mz. Wagner: 


So that is what they have chosen out of the two options, to 
go that direction? 


Mr. Schneider: 


It is a resolution of the two options, it is the third 
option that we agreed to. 


Mr. Wagner: 
They are in total agreement? 
Mr. Schneider: 


Yes. I have gotten a letter that I have initialed off that 
the President has wrote to me. 


Mr. Wagner: 

A question was asked Wednesday, I asked, in regard to 
borrowing on the pension plans, past borrowing on the plans, and 
whether or not -- first of all, has there been any borrowing and 
have those dollars been paid back if there has been? 

Mr. Jacoby: 

Borrowing on the pension plans? 
Mr. Wagner: 

Yes, since their inception. 


Mr. Pellegrini: 


No borrowing. Just not funded. I mean, my understanding 
is -- 
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Mr. Wagner: 


We are $48 million in assets on our pension plans. Has 
there ever been any borrowing on those assets? 


Mr. Pellegrini: 
No. 
Mr. Wagner: 
Since their inception, all plans? 
Mr. Pellegrini: 
No borrowing. 
Mr. Wagner: 


I have no further comments or questions until we have any 
motions or amendments. 


(Deleted text.) 
Mr. Wagner: 


I have one question for the Solicitor. Director, if I am 
not mistaken -- and I am reading from an article in the 
Pittsburgh Business Times -- a 700 member union filed suit 
against a similar new pension plan. What would be the result if 
a similar type suit occurred here, and could that occur 
collectively or separately by unions? 


Mr. Pellegrini: 


They could do it any way they wanted to do it. The risk 
would be that -- let's say they won. I don't think they would 
win, but let's say they won. The risk would be that we will 
have to declare that the Act would be declared illegal, although 
what that would do, we would still have our $7.7 million, and 
the Legislature would have to enact some sort of amendment to 
correct any defect that they may allege. 
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Mr. Wagner: 


What if one separate union filed suit, would we still get 
our $7.7 million, and would that be applied to all the 
bargaining groups, or just the ones that did not file suit? 


Mr. Pellegrini: 


The bargaining units have nothing to do with the opposition 
that the city receives. So they would have to challenge the Act 
and say the Act is wrong; for instance, it violates 111 or 195. 
We have complied with the State Act, and we believe it is legal, 
but we have complied with the State Act so we get $7.7 million. 
So if they go to Court and the Court says my opinion is wrong or 
the General Assembly enacted an unconstitutional act, so the 
risk is -~ it's minimal. 


Mr. Wagner: 

One last point of clarification. It is not $100 million, 
it is $20 million in accrued interest. I would hope that it 
could accrue that much interest. 

Mr. Jacoby: 

Here is the chart the actuary handed out last Wednesday, 
but my very quick math shows over the next 15 years we will have 
a payment of about $43 million to what they anticipate. 

Mr. Wagner: 


But the actual funding intended to come to the city, lump 
sum, is about $20 million. 


Mr. Jacoby: 
43. 
Mr. Wagner: 


That is the interest, too, the interest gained by the city 
once it acquires the money. 
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Mr. Pellegrini: 
It is 43. 
Mr. Jacoby: 


These are the actual payments expected to be received by 
the city in the form of supplemental aid. It totals almost $43 
million. 

Mr. Wagner: 

It is not 20, it is not 100, it is 43. 
Mr. Pellegrini: 

With interest it would be. 

Mr. Wagner: 
No, it wouldn't. 


(END OF REMARKS) 
{TRANSCRIBED BY HELEN L. KRIEBEL) 
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Mr. Wagner: 


I simply want to state that I've felt 
uncomfortable with this issue all along 
due to what I consider to be the lack of 
definitive information relating to it. 
When I say definitive information, I mean 
legal opinions. We just got one today, 
finally; today we got a legal opinion on 
this issue. I can't stress that enough. 
This bill was introduced three weeks 
previous to today and we were well 
aware that we needed some ordinances 
of whatever type to address this issue 
back in March of this year. We got a 
legal opinion on September 28th to vote 
finally on September 28th for a 
September 30th deadline. That situation 
should never happen in this Council, and 
repeatedly it's happening again on this 
issue. 


The point I want to make is, the 
City of Pittsburgh is headed down the 
road of financial disaster. I don't know if 
anyone wants to state it; I don't know if 
anyone wants to admit it. We have $442 
million in liability on our unfunded 
pensions, We have $48 million in 
assets, That leaves about $400 million in 
liability. 


It is said here today that we'll get 
$46 million over 15 years plus interest. 
The very best possible scenario with 
these additional monies, we're still going 
to be, in 15 years, $300 million in the red 
on liability alone. Unfunded liability. 
$300 million. On top of that, we have 
our many other liabilities but to pay for 
that $300 million we're going to pay $16 
million this year out of taxpayer money 
towards «unfunded liability and in 15 
years from now we're going to pay $33 
million out of tax dollars coming in every 
year to pay for this. On top of that, we 
have Workmen's Compensation, unfunded 
Mability of $50 million. We can go on 
and on and on. We're losing population; 
we have a four percent wage tax. If 





that's not on the road to financial 
disaster, I don't know what is. Sooner or 
later the worid is going to wake up to it. 


What I have complained about 
continually on this issue is the way in 
which this issue was presented. Im going 
to vote for these bills but I'm going to do 
it and Im going to do it in a very 
uncomfortable position in that the way 
that this issue was presented there 
should have been consultation with these 
various bargaining units going back six 
months. I truly believe that if that 
would have happened, we would not have 
what we have today which is causing a 
lack of confidence in the management 
system and the Administration which has 
continued to exist. 


As Chairman of Public Safety I 
think I've seen it and felt it as much as 
anyone. I've seen all of the changes that 
have gone on, all the confusion that 
takes place. True, this doesn't impact 
existing employees but it will impact 
future employees and therefore the 
confusion will continue. The manner in 
which these issues have been presented, I 
think, has been derogatory and has had 
an overall negative impact.

Michelle Madoff: 


On another subject. Mr. President, 
you and I have agreed on something 
which is quite unusual and that is that 
this Council cannot hold hearings on 
matters which we have no say so and no 
authority at all and be used by 
community groups who need to get some 
media coverage. While I respect the fact 
that they need a forum and need to be 
heard, and if I were in their situation I 
probably would do the same thing, T 
explained to a number of the groups that 
what happens is when we spend every 
moment that we could be spending 
working on lowering taxes, working on 
some of the other problems like the 
items that Mr. Wagner has touched on 
today, the unfunded pensions, workmen's 
comp, the debt, the monies that the 
Water and Sewer Authority have 
borrowed, the debt the City is facing, 
the give-away programs that we have in 
many of our departments that we cannot 
address, we can no longer afford to have 
hearings in this Council; i.e. six weeks 
after the naming of the U.S.S. 
submarine, and it’s already done, I voted 
against it. But after it's done, we don't 
have a hearing six weeks later to say 
what we want to be heard on it. 


I spoke with Mr. Mead Mulvihill 
because his ruling was given to me and I 
think everybody got a copy of it. Is that 
right, Mr. Perry? You didn't give it just 
to me but to all members of Council? 


Mr. Perry: 


I believe every member of Council 
got it. 


Michelle Madoff: 


The letter is dated June 23, 1980. 
In his letter, I don't want to take the 
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time to read it into the record, but 
essentially what he says is that it was 
not the intention of the Home Rule 
Charter to grant a hearing every time 25 
people want a hearing on the sex life of 
the tse tse fly or any other subject that 
they want. -It was never the intention of 
the drafters of the Home Rule Charter 
to permit Council to be used for 
everybody who has a grief or a complaint: 
and says they will have 26 people-attend 
a-Council meeting. But, he goes on to 
say, if we want to have a hearing then 
we can have it; and that, of course, 
negates his ruling. He said to me, do you 
mean I should have said only on what 
Council has a ruling, Council has the 
authority to rule on. I said that’s 
correct, . 


So, he suggested two options. One 
is that we put a. referendum on the 
ballot, which is what I had asked Mike 
Perry to do, to-prepare a resolution to 
put on the next ballot which would say do 
you wish Council to forego hearings of 
which they have no say, no jurisdiction, 
whether it's on abortion, for or against, 
on, whether the nuclear submarine should 
be named or shouldn't be named, or 
whether somebody has a zoning authority 
and. can go ahead and build whether we 
permit them or not, His other 
alternative was to amend the rules of 
Council. 


Now, 1 think probably the more 
pragmatic way and I ask that your 
pleasure, Mr. President, would be to 
amend the rules of Council What is your 
pleasure? 


The Chair: 


T would ask that we go by the 
opinion set down by the City Solicitor 
that we only have public hearings on 
subjects that we can deal with, that we 
have the power to deal with, 





Michelle Madoff: 


May 1. respectfully. make. a. 
recommendation. or make a motion that. 


we take a display.ad, because we've 
already established a pattern and no one 
is going to know that its changed, that 
we take a display ad and we publish that 
information so that everybody knows not 
to come to Council to talk about the sex 
life a the tse tse fly or don't come to us 
six weeks after just because you need a 
forum because by doing so you're taking 
valuable time away from things that we 
could be doing that are constructive for 
you, the taxpayer and the citizen. 


I would also like to have a letter 
sent and drafted by the President of this 
Council that when somebody makes a 
request for a hearing that is something 
inappropriate, not to be heard by this 
Council, that the letter prepared by the 
President says as a ruling granted on 
June 23, 1980.by the Law Department, 
that this Council must devote his time to 
those items of which we are empowered 
to vote and to have an impact on this 
community so we can spend our time — 
Write your own words, whatever you wish 
to say, and that letter would speak on 
behalf of Council. Id like to make that 
in the form of a motion, 


Mrs. Masloff seconded the motion. 


Mr. Wagner: 


Discussion. Mr. President and 
members of Council, I would suggest that 
we look again at the Charter of the City 
and the Charter of the City clearly 
indicates, I don't have it in front of me, 
that residents of this City can request a 
public hearing for any issue relating to 
the City of Pittsburgh, not necessarily an 
issue that relates to the power of 
Council but an issue relating to the City 
of Pittsburgh that could somehow have a 
interaction with | state: government, 
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county government, 
government. Whatever it may ‘be, the 
people need to be heard and that's really 
the intent. There are no other vehicles 
in which they can be heard publicly, 
many times, except for this Council. If 
this Council wants to suggest, possibly, 
that if they want to make comments 
pertaining to an issue relating to a state 
law, that they request a public hearing in 
front of the State Legislature, I think we 
can suggest that. But, if those 
petitioners still want to be heard in front 
of City Council, it is the intent of the 
Charter to let them be heard. 


The Chair: 


_ Here's what I would like to do. I 
would like to ask the two people that 
made the motion, Ms. Madoff and Mrs. 
Masloff, to rescind that motion, get a 
legal opinion once again from a new 
Solicitor, see how he interprets the 
Home Rule Charter and we will discuss 
this again at the next meeting. Would 
that be okay? 


Michelle Madoff: 


Yes, it would be, but I think it's 
important that all members read the 
opinion that was given ‘by Mead 
Mulvihill, And I would like to make one 
last statement very quickly before I 
withdraw. 


You know, it's very easy to sit here 
and make statements like, we're not here 
to make a statement, we're here to listen 
to the public, and the public sits here all 
day and by the end of the day we listen 
to the public and by the time we get to 
the issue, the issue could have been dealt 
with up front and what we've done is 
wasted department heads’ time, the 
public's time, and -we don't deal in-a 


professional manner. It is time we. 


professionalize this Council and it’s time 
we stopped having a grand opinion of 
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ourselves by saying, oh, we really should 


-listen to anybody that has a problem. 
. There's a lady who was here earlier today 


who had ten. problems; Port Authority, 
she had problems with.busses, she thinks 
they're tinny. She sent the letters out to 
everybody in the City. Other people 
have problems with dogs barking. = ~ 


Thad-made a recommendation some 
time ago that we divide into committees 
of three and we hold our hearings in 
committees of three and have a tape 
that everybody can either go back and 
listen to or transcribe and we report to 
each other on what has been testified 
before us. But to tie up ali nine 
members of this Council just so we can 
say, "I want to get elected and I will 
listen to you because I am a good 
Councilperson", I think is a great 
disservice to the public when that time 
could be spent really doing meaningful 
things that would benefit all the public. 
And I think everybody knows what I'm 
saying. : 


Mr. Pollock: 


On the same subject. I appreciate 
the fact that frequently significant 
amounts of our time are spent listening 
to issues about which we- are totally 
powerless and it's very frustrating. And 
more than being frustrating for us, I 
think it also sends out false hope to 
people who have been brought into 
Council, maybe as a place of last resort, 
and appeal to us to do something when 
there's absolutely no jurisdiction, no 
venue, no power that Council can 
provide. 


Having said that, I think it is also 
worth noting that the ‘most recent 
example of that was the public hearing 
we had in the last two weeks concerning 
proposed development over in the 
Schenley Farms area which Council had 
nothing at all that it could do about it. 
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But as a result of that public hearing, the 
parties got together and are closer to 
resolving the situation. They met that 


evening, spoke, and issues that were 
raised in Council helped them to get 
closer to possibly settling their 
differences. I'm not saying it's going to 
happen every time but certainly there 
are times where we can provide a forum 
that is to the benefit of everybody. 


In addition to that, if you start to 
set down some kind of policy that 
requires that no public hearing be held 
unless it concerns an issue about which 
Council can act, then what you're going 
to do is come up with -people who not 
only want a public hearing but who have 
creative, imaginative ways to get it to 
do with something that Council can deal 
in, A classic example, as Michelle just 
noted, the issue of naming a nuclear 
vessel after the City of Pittsburgh. If 
that is ruled that it is something that 
Council cannot act on, then the 
proponents of that public hearing will 
prevail upon a member of Council to 
introduce legislation which says that no 
ships can be named after the City of 
Pittsburgh, Then you have a piece of 
legislation and then you have a public 
hearing. You could always get a read 
and adopted resolution and, again, that is 
something before Council and then you 
.can have your public hearing, 


All Tm saying is that if a person 
wants to have a public hearing, they're 
going to get it no matter what kind of 
policy you have as long as our Charter 
exists they way it is which requires the 
public hearing. My suggestion is, if you 
want to address this issue, I've been 
saying this for a long time, that someone 
should examine the public hearing aspect 
of our Home Rule Charter. 


There are other parts of that 
requirement. The whole public hearing 
issue; nothing upsets me more than when 


q 
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legislation is introduced and someone 
presents a petition to have a public 
hearing on this legislation, but -they 
didn't get up here in 72 hours. They 
come up here maybe four or five days 
later. So, now. you have legislation that 
is in the pipeline to be-voted on and you 
have a public hearing petition before 
Council. We can, in all legality and 
propriety, vote on that legislation and 
have the public hearing after we've 
already voted on it. That, to me, is 
nonsensical. 


A couple of times Mr. Woods has 
been kind enough to postpone the vote 
until we held the public hearing but 
there's no requirement, and not all times 
has that occurred. We've had public 
hearings on Public Safety well after the 
votes on Public Safety. That should be 
looked at. 


I propose that if the the petition 
for the public hearing gets here at any 
time prior to the vote, then that should 
delay the vote until we have the public 
hearing. What's the sense of having a 
public hearing after the vote? 


So, there is a whole myriad of 
problems involving public hearings that 
have to be looked at and it should be 
done in a rational, informed manner with 
input from the Administration, with 
‘ input from the Law Department, so that 
our public hearings are done in the most 
economical, the most beneficial and the 
most productive manner. But just to 
extract one part of it and say, "No public 
hearings unless it involves City business" 
is really short-sighted because all its 
going to do is create more problems and 
Mr. Perry will be flooded with creative 
legislation just so we can have a public 
hearing. And that’s going to be a worse 
problem because then not only will we 
have the public hearing but you have 
frivolous legislation as well. Do you 
agree with me? Do you see the point Im 
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making? 
‘The Chair: 


I understand the point but let's not 
discuss this any longer until we get an 
opinion and then we'll have a full-scale 
discussion. I promise. 


Michelle Madoff: 


Excuse me, Mr. President, since I 
have to rescind my motion, and before I 
rescind it I would like to correct 
something. We did have a hearing, we 
did have legislation that named the 
U.S.S. submarine. It was six weeks after 
we went through the correct procedure 
that we had another hearing, 





The Chair; 
He knows that. 
Michelle Madoff: 


That's not what he said. I am very 
concerned that there aren't enough hours 
in the day to have enough hearings to 
address every issue and, very frankly, the 
people who have the hearing on the 
Kossman issue are very dear friends of 
mine and they could be advised to hold a 
press conference to get their viewpoint 
across and to point a finger at the person 
who is upsetting their community and in 
the same way get the same kind of 
coverage they get by coming here and 
using this Council as the last court of 
appeal. 


We have to decide whether we are 
going to work in the public interest to 
bring the debt, to put this City on a more 
solid financial footing. Are we going to 
make this a better place to live or are 
we going to spend all our time giving 
somebody a forum, anybody a forum for 
hearings. We have to give them when 
they're just and proper; I agree with my 


colleague, Mr. Pollock, when he ‘sa 
what's the point of having + vote ae 
then having a hearing. We know why 
that's done; because we want to rush 
something through. It shouldn't be done 
that way but two wrongs don't make a 
right. 


Mr. DePasquale: 


Mr. Chairman, on another subject. 
I resent the continual lies, lie after lie, 
that the columnist for the Post Gazette, 
Barnes, keeps telling about me in the 
newspapers in the editorial section. I 
would like to make a request of the Post 
Gazette to replace him. We would 
probably get as bad a person, and I 
realize he has some pets on this Council 
but I won't go into that either. 


Mr. Barnes put a story in this 
morning's paper that was an outright 
deliberate lie. It was an insinuate to 
defame my character and I intend to sue 
him. I know it's going to be difficult but 
Tm going to do it. There's a piece of 
property down in Panther Hollow where I 
was born and raised, and damn proud of 
it, owned by a couple of cousins of mine, 
apparently, and they apparently broke 
the law, they're claiming anyway, by not 
having certain permits, what have you, 
and there's even some talk that they owe 
some taxes on the property. So the story 
didn't come out, obviously, to make them 
look bad and there's only reason my name 
was involved and that was to make me 
look bad. However, he told deliberate 
lies in saying that one of the residents 
said that I said, "Don't do anything; Im 
going to move in and I'm going to settle 
this thing." In othe words, like I was 
favoring my cousins, which was a lie, and 
I never had a conversation with anybody 
in that area about that lot. In fact, I 
didn't know about it until he brought it to 
my attention. I told him not to go 
putting any of that in the newspapers, 
that I am involved, because I don’t know 
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anything about that property. He said, 
"Are you involved?” I said, "I told you, 
I'm not involved and I couldn't care less, 
That's a matter for the City Inspection 
, Bureau and it's a matter for those 
residents .to straighten out with the 
people in that parking lot. The fact that 
they're my cousins is not withstanding." 
He still printed the story; he still printed 
the lies in this morning's paper. 


We can't continue to have a man 
like this. covering Council, a man who 
refuses to tell the truth and won't even 
retract his statements. This isn't the 
first time; it's the fourth, fifth, sixth-or 
seventh time that he's told lies about 
me. TI realize my colHeagues couldn't 
care less and I couldn't care less about 
how they feel.. But I'll tell you this right 
now, it’s got to end. That man better 
quit telling lies about me or he better 

; quit coming up to this Council. 


; Mrs. Masloff ..moved to excuse Mr.

Mr. Wagner: 


The first ‘resolution pertains to an 
item that all of us are very familiar with 
and its notch babies. We have quite an 
assemblage of people here today and Id 
like to ask four of those people to please 
step forward to receive this resolution; 
Tony Purcell, who is the president of a 
local group heading legislative activity 
to get some legislation passed at the 
national level; Buzz Quinlan; Jenny 
McGonagle; and Jenny Knox who is a 
legislative aide to Congressman 
Walgren. Please step up here. 


Mr. Wagner presents 


No. 3466 WHEREAS, an estimated 
14 million individuals born between 1917 
and 1921, eligible for Social Security, are 
known as “notch babies" and 


WHEREAS, due to an Act of 
Congress in 1977, "notch babies" are paid 
less each month in Social Security 
benefits than individuals born 1916 and 
earlier. Some reductions are as high as 
$250 a month; and : 


WHEREAS, a number of bills are in 
the Congress which would correct the 
"notch", the most notable of these being 
House Bill 1917 which ‘would provide a 
recalculation of benefits and provide 
retroactive benefits; and - a 


WHEREAS, the bills before the 
House have been referred to the Ways 
and Means Subcommittee on Social 
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Security. 


NOW, THEREFORE, BE IT 
RESOLVED, that the Council of the City 
of Pittsburgh respectfully requests that 
the Ways and Means Subcommittee on 
Social Security convene a hearing on the 
"notch"; and 


BE IT FURTHER RESOLVED, that 
the Council of ‘the City of Pittsburgh 
supports the passage of House Bill 1917 
which will correct this inequity to a 
group of people who have done so much 
for this country. 


Mr. Wagner moved to adopt the 
resolution, 


Michelle Madoff seconded ‘the motion. 
Which motion prevailed. 
Mr. Wagner: 


Before asking Tony Purcell to say a 
few words I simply want to state that if 
there's any lack of fairness nationally, it 
relates to this issue, and we have with us 
today over 100 people here in City 
Council that can testify to that. What 
we'd like to see happen is simply for the 
Congress of the United States to get off 
the dime and to move on some legislation 
relating to this issue. We're hoping and 
praying that if local communities around 
the country such as the City of 
Pittsburgh pass resolution of this type 
supporting this issue, the people in 
Congress and people at the federal level 
will realize the importance of it and it 
then becomes a grass roots issue that 
they will become more involved in and 
will hopefully pass the type of legislation 
that is necessary and is part of House 
Bill 1917. 


Now Fd like to introduce Tony 
Purcell and some others to say a few 
words pertaining to this issue. 





ME: Bureetis 


I want to take this opportunity to 
thank Jack Wagner and Mike Brady and 
other members of City Council for 
having this notch affair here today. I 
think it is a step forward in what the 
notch baby organization is out to 
accomplish. In Pennsylvania alone there 
are 390,000 notch babies affected by this 
notch law of 1977. Many of them live 
here in the City of Pittsburgh. Across 
the United States there are 10 million 
people affected by the notch law. Also 
affected across the USA are the veterans 
of World War II and the Korean Conflict. 


Today I must say we are proud to 
be among the ones who made this 
possible. We, the notch babies, will 
always hold you people in our hearts. We 
know that you people caré about the 
people in Pittsburgh. Thank you. 


Mr. Quinlan: 


I would like to address my remarks 
to the younger generation. They've all 
been told that by the time they retire 
there will be nothing left in the Social 
Security Fund. For your information, by 
the time the boomer babies come out, 
roughly 2015, there will be something 
like $13 trillion, that's 12 zeros, in the 
surplus. Sure they're going to hit it; 
they're going to hit it hard and right 
away they're going to look for another 
reason why. How do we do this? Some 
are going to say, "Hey, back in 1987 we 
had a notch and we got away with it.” 
So, if you people don't help us today to 
stop them from doing it now, when your 
turn comes they'll do it again. Thank you 
kindly. 


Ms. McGonagie: 
The point that I would like to 


address is, not only are we using up to 
250 and we held a meeting in 
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Michelle Masdoff: 


Washington, we had a brother and sister 
who worked the family haberdashery for 
30 years making the same amount of 
money and because he was a notch baby 
he received $296.00 a month less. That 
is, in my estimation, not only criminal 
but unconstitutional. 


The other aspect of this is that the 
notch babies, and it is only our group 
from 1917 to 1921, get no retribution for 
our earnings from our 62nd year on. And 
when you're climbing the ladder of 
success, it is those lower years that bring 
you the large salaries. 


And I say to the young people just 
as Mr. Quinlan said, you all have been 
notched, not to the degree that we have, 
but you have been notched. Let us tell 
the government to take their hands out 
of the cookie jar and let the social 
security money be for social security. 
Thank you, 


Mr. Wagner: 


Thank you, Jenny. Now Id like to 
introduce another Jenny, Jenny Lynn 
Knox who is a legislative assistant to 
Congressman Walgren. She and the 
Congressman will personally take this 
resolution back to Washington and I'd like 
her to say a few words. 


Ms, Knox: 


Thank you. I'm very honored to be 
here to accept this on behalf of the 
Congressman. As Jack said, I am going 
to make sure that the Congressman reads 
this on the House floor in Washington, 
D.C. as soon as possible. He's behind you 
100 percent. He was one of the original 
co-sponsors of this legislation, H.R. 
1917, and I'm very honored to be here. 
‘Thank you. 


Mr. Wagner and President Pro tem, 
Sophie Masloff and members, you may 
recall that I had an unusual stint for six 
months doing a radio show on KDKA. 
During that time, I'm sure that every one 
of you called me because I recognize the 
voices and I recognize the subject 
matter. And you know that we had 
Senator Heinz, Senator Specter, we had 
Congressman Walgren, we could. go on 
infinitum, addressing this issue, 


What I need to know is when was 
House Bill H.R. 1917 introduced? Last 
year? My suggestion would be, I don't 
know who is on the Ways and Means 
Committee; it may not be our 
Legislators. But our Legislators, as you 
know, are with us and they want to get 
this changed. What we need to get is a 
writing campaign, a telegram campaign, 
a phone campaign, inundating our 
Representatives to let them know that 
this has to be, and not procrastinated. I 
think we agree on that. 


Mr. Purcell: 


What we have done, we have 
thousands of letters pouring in from all 
parts of the United States asking 
Congressman Rostenkowski and the sub- 
committee on Social Security to hold this 
notch hearing in all fairness to these 
people affected by the notch law. So, 
what comes up, we don't know. I spoke 
to Congressman Rostenkowski about ten 
days ago and he stated that there is a 
possibility there will be a notch hearing 
if he gets a general accounting report 
along with this notch hearing. But I 
think this is just a stall on his part 
because he opposes a notch correction. 


Michelle Madoff: 


That's what I'm concerned about. I 
know there have been several hearings 
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and I don't think that hearings is the way 
to go. Make the legislation happen, you 
know, getting coke ovens cleaned up, 
environmental issues, and things that we 
made happen. And the way we did it was 
by grass roots support, the Kind of thing 
that you're doing, getting enough mail to 
those that are going to support you 
instead of wasting your time on those 
who aren't going to support you. 


Ms. McGonagle:

Madam President, on Bill 3371, the 
$20,000 for renovation of the Grandview 
Overlooks. As you may recall, in the last 
nine years several times I had mentioned 
that we ought to get private foundations 
or corporations to adopt an overlook and 
that would not change the honor or the 
name of the person the overlook has been 
allocated to, if that's the correct word. I 
know they were named after former 
Councilmembers. I don't know the names 
of any of the overlooks; I don’t think 
anybody in this City knows the names of 
the overlooks. If a corporation adopted 
it and it said "Maintained by Alcoa" or 
"Maintained by USX" or "Maintained by 
Westinghouse in honor of", first of all 
we'd know who we were honoring, who 
those overlooks were really named after, 
and secondly the taxpayers wouldn't be 
paying for it, and thirdly the 
corporations would write it off. 


Frankly, I don't think $20,000 is 
going to do the job because I've been up 
there and I've been on those overlooks 
and I think we're kidding ourselves, I've 
asked, I believe it was Louise Brown, I 
think it falls under her jurisdiction under 
Parks and Recreation, into looking at 
getting volunteers, corporations to do 
it. If they can come up with $1 million 
for their logos at the Stadium, and I 
think they've done it more than once, I 
don't think we're talking about a lot of 
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money which would give the corporations 
a lot of prestige. It is our Niagara Falls; 
it is the point that everybody takes their 
family to to show the City. 


I know we need to get on with the 
job but I think we're kidding ourselves 
and by say let's pass it because we have a 
problem here, let's get on with it, let us 
not forget that McArdle Roadway was 
down for seven years, either entirely 
down or partially closed, and now next 
summer they're going to rip it up again 
to put the walls in, the retaining walls, 
the troughs, the sidewalks.

MOTIONS AND RESOLUTIONS 
Mr. Wagner:. 


I would like to make a motion to 
set up a public hearing pertaining to the 
Mon Valley Expressway and if I get a 
second to that motion Ill explain the 
purpose behind it. 


Michelle Madoff seconded the motion. 
Mr. Wagner: 


Members of Council, last 
Wednesday I was at a meeting in Lincoln 
Place in the 31st Ward and I was very 
surprised when I walked in to Mifflin 
School to find a packed house of people. 
As a matter of fact, the auditorium 
could not accommodate all the people 
that were there. The purpose of the 
meeting was for the Pennsylvania 
Turnpike Commission to explain to the 
people of the 31st Ward, Lincoln Place, 
Hays, also from the 15th Ward 
Hazelwood and Greenfield, where this 
proposed road is going. They have three 
alternative routes so far, What I found 
out at the meeting was, there is a total 
lack of communication between the 
Pennsylvania Turnpike Commission and 
the residents in the area that could be 
affected by a new road going through 
it. There are three alternative routes; 
one would come through the City of 
Pittsburgh and the other two would not 
be in the City of Pittsburgh. But the 
real problem is that at least the 
residents of the City of Pittsburgh know 
nothing, and I mean almost nothing, 
about this proposal. 


In addition, I found out that 
evening that the Turnpike Commission is 
to make a decision within the next three 
to four months as to which of the three 
routes, or possibly another route, this 
Mon Valley Expressway will take. I also 
found out that it would have a 
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See 


tremendously negative impact on many 
resident of the City of Pittsburgh, 
meaning that people would be uprooted, 
be forced to move in these four or five 
neighborhoods, Lincoln Place, Hays, 
Hazelwood, Greenfield, and I don't think 
this City can afford to have a road 
coming through it again like East Street 
Valley where we literally uprooted 
thousands upon thousands of people. We 
lose population, we lose tax base, and I 
personally have to agree with what I 
heard that evening, that I think the 
Pennsylvania Turnpike Commission 
should be looking at other routes outside 
the City of Pittsburgh. However, I think 
they should be given their due in court 
and I would like to see the appropriate 
Ppeopole from the Pennsylvania Turnpike 
Commission come in front of this 
Council, explain the proposals that 
they're talking about, there are three 
different corridors that they intend to 
consider, and also give the residents of 
the City of Pittsburgh the opportunity to 
testify at a public hearing in regard to 
this issue and in particular the corridor 
called the Green Corridor which comes 
through the City of Pittsburgh. The 
people were very receptive to the idea 
and I also think if we were to televise it 
over our government channel it would 
give all residents of the City of 
Pittsburgh the opportunity to see what is 
being proposed prior to the Pennsylvania 
Turnpike Commission making a final 
decision, 


The Chair, Pro tem: 


Are you saying, Jack, that they 
Proposed all of this without even 
consulting the people in those 
neighborhoods? 


Mr. Wagner: 
Yes, they have. There has been 


very little information transmitted to 
anyone except for a committee that has 


been selected of representatives from 
various communities in Allegheny 
County, not just from the 31st Ward and 
the 15th Ward. 


The Chair, Pro tem: 


Are they the only two wards in the 
City affected by this? 


Mr. Wagner: 


Yes. They would be the only two 
that would be directly impacted. I am 
sure, though, the whole City would be 
impacted if we were to lose significant 
numbers of population and significant tax 
base, 


The Chair, Pro tem: 


Where is this road starting from? 
Is it an extension of the Turnpike as it 
exists now? Where is it going to and 
from? Do you know? 


‘Mr. Wagner: 


The discussion right now is that the 
road would extend from Interstate 70 in 
Charleroi, ~ Pennsylvania, up the 
Monongahela River and somehow tie in 
to the Parkway East. Three potential 
routes tie in to the Parkway East; the 
one that impacts the City of Pittsburgh 
would be on the Downtown side of the 
Squirrel Hill Tunnels. There would be a 
major intersection there. Another 
proposal for a major intersection would 
be further east in Monroeville. So, it 
would have a significant impact on the 
31st Ward. The most impact would be on 
the 31st, secondary on the 15th and even 
some impact on probably the 14th and 
4th Wards of the City. 


Michelle Madoff: 


The motion is to hold a public 
hearing and you've got a second on ity 
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let's go with it. 


The Chair, Pro tem: 


The Clerk will be instructed to set 
it up. Will you give the Clerk the 
necessary people and names that you 
want invited to the hearing? 


Mr. Wagner: 

Yes, I certainly will, 
WHICH MOTION PREVAILED. 
Michelle Madoff: 


On another matter. Tm sure 
everybody in this room is aware, 
particularly members of Council or 
people like myself who are addicted to 
our two daily newspapers - I have 
withdraw symptoms if I don't get to read 
them all - but there was an article I 
believe last Tuesday, I'm not just sure of 
the correct date, by the County 
Commissioner Chairman, Tom Foerster 
stating that because of the problems 
with the bond issues and the authorities 
and the County ~ and we must not forget 
that the City is part of the County, we 
keep forgetting that, we are one-third of 
the County, we pay County taxes - that 
because of this problem, particularly the 
bond issue on AIM which is the Authority 
for Improvement of Municipalities which 
floated bonds in anticipation of the new 
tax change of 1987 so that hospitals 
would have money, Tom Foerster the 
Chairman is now proposing that we 
create another level of government by 
having someone. come in and review ail 
bonds, 


I took the ltberty of writing a 
letter to the Mayor of the City of 
Pittsburgh, Commissioner Barbara Hafer, 
Tom Foerster, of course, and to Pete 
Flaherty. I would like to read the letter 
into the record and before I read the 


letter which would be a lot faster than 
expounding on it, I have no problem with 
any member of any elected office having 
other endeavors. There is no rule that 
says that anyone cannot have another 
job. Mark Pollock is an attorney, Mr. 
Stone was an attorney. Many of the 
people that served on this Council, like 
Lally, had authority jobs. There's no rule 
that says you cannot have another job. I 
have a little consulting business; I did a 
radio show. JI have no problem with 
anyone doing anything that is not in 
direct conflict financially with the well- 
being of the citizens of our City. Let me 
read the letter.

Dear Tom: 


Now that a major $140 million 
Authority for Improvements in 
Municipalities (AIM) County bond is in 
danger of default, I share your desire to 
have a financial review of all future 
County bond issues. It is apparent that a 
review process is definitely needed, but I 
respectfully disagree with you on the 
need to create yet another level of 
bureaucracy at the taxpayers’ expense. 
We already have in place a mechanism to 
monitor bond issues. That mechanism is 
logically the County Controller. 


Unfortunately, our County 
Controller, Mr. Frank Lucchino, has 
compromised his credibility and his 
official responsibility to be a fiscal 
watchdog for Allegheny County. His law 
firm, Grogan, Graffam, McGinley and 
Lucchino, were the co-counsel to the 
underwriters of this. shaky $140 million 
{AIM) bond issue. Therefore, Mr 
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Lucchino must refrain from working on 
County bond issues or resign his position 
as County Controller.” 


Now, I've said this before and this 
was before the Commissioners said they 
were going to create another bureacracy. 


"He should also resign as Chairman 
of the City Democratic Party, since his 
firm also. was ‘co-counsel to the 
underwriters on City of Pittsburgh 
General Obligation Bonds." 


As you may recall, Mr. Lucchino 
said it was only coincidence that he got 
the County Bonds when he became 
Controller and only coincidence that he 
got City General Obligation Bonds when 
he became Chairman of the City 
Democratic Party. 


"Further, the League of Women 
Voters Study has determined that there 
are more authorities than local 
governments in Allegheny County, and 
that these authorities fail to comply with 
minimal reporting requirements, which 
underscores the very nature of 
authorities as really a hidden government 
or a second level of government without 
accountability. 


Authorities are created by elected 
government officials. All County 
authority members are appointed by the 
Commissioners, The role of an 
authority, be it a Housing, 
Redevelopment, or Water and Sewer, is 
to protect the best interest of the 
ratepayers or taxpayers, 


One could argue that authorities 
are audited by the Big 8 auditing firms; 
however, when the appearance of 
impropriety raises its ugly head, the 
County Commissioners can, if they so 
desire, request that the County 
Controller audit a specific authority. 
This was the case in the free wiélding | 


political spending actions of ALCOSAN. 
Mr. Frank Lucchino, the County 
Controller, was called in, and, to his 
credit, prepared a scathing detailed 
report. 


As we stated, all authorities have 
as their major objective when issuing 
bonds to do so at the best rate for the 
taxpayers. How then can the County 
Controller work for an underwriter as 
counsel when the underwriters are, of 
couse, mainly concerned with getting the 
best deal for themselves? This is 
cerrtainly a conflict of interest. I 
steadfastly maintain that Mr. Lucchino, 
as County Controller, or his law firm of 
Grogan, Graffam, McGinley and 
Lucchino, must refrain from doing 
business as counsel to the underwriters 
that float County Authority Bonds. 


To date, our information indicates 
Mr. Lucchino's firm has done work on 
approximately $1 billion dollars worth of 
authority bonds. Mr. Lucchino must 
understand he cannot serve two masters. 


As elected officials we must speak 
out and request, no, demand, that Mr. 
Lucchino be available to monitor the 
obvious failings of many of the 198 
municipal authorities in Allegheny 
County. We don't need more taxpayers! 
dollars for review of bonds. We do need 
a County Controller who is available to 
do his mandated job. 


Timplore you to use the power and 
influence of your office to insist that the 
County has a Controller who can 
function as a "watchdog of the public 
purse". Audits of Authorities should be 
able to be performed in-house, thereby 
saving hundreds of thousands of 
taxpayers' dollars. If Mr. Lucchino 
refuses to avoid "an appearance of a 
conflict with the public trust", then he 
should resign as County Controller and 
give his full attention to other

I want to be very clear about this. 
I don't care if Mr. Lucchino gets paid 
over $50,000 to be the County Controller 
and I don't care if he works for his law 
firm and he also makes probably a lot 
more than that. But I do care that he's 
not available to go in and monitor, 
overview, look at, audit, County Bonds. I 
think this is a very, very, very serious 
conflict of interest. We're ail sitting 
here saying if we don't look it will go 
away. It isn't going to go away; it's going 
to get worse. 


On the bond, I checked this 
morning, and on the AIM Bond his firm 
got $18,750.00. That may not sound like 
a lot of money but I believe it's just 
about the top salary of most of the 
people that work for City Council. 
That's a lot of money and that's only one 
bond and we're talking about multiple 
bonds. There are other areas, the power 
of his office gives him entry into 
obtaining work for his firm. Im not 
going to quibble with that; I'm going to 
quibble with the fact that here comes 
the County Commissioner Chairman 
saying, "Okay, we've got problems here 
with our bonds and we need somebody to 
review them; we need somebody to see 
that everything is alright. We have a 
County Controller who can do that but 
we're going to go hire somebody else.” 
Well, if we're going to hire somebody 
else, I think we need to get rid of that 
Controller because we, in the City, are 
indeed part of the County and we cannot 


forget that. 


T'm just sharing with you that the 
letter has gone out. I expect that we'll 
have a response from the 
Commissioners. I would hope that 
perhaps this Council would have enough 
courage to support this as a motion, that 
we support the Commissioners not to put 
another layer of government on but to 
ask the Controller to do his job. That's 
sort of a motion if I can get a second. 


Mr. O'Malley seconded the motion. 
Mr. O'Malley: 


I agree with everything that 
Michelle says, that Mr. Lucchino, as 
County Controller, would certainly be 
the logical one to review the AIM bond 
issue, certainly if not in his capacity as 
County Controller then his capacity as 
co-underwriter counsel that was paid 
$18,000.00. In either respect, Mr 
Lucchino, whether as co-underwriter or 
as County Controller certainly should 
review the AIM bond issue. 


Michelle Madoff: 


The problem is that he got paid for 
making sure that the underwriter did 
very well as opposed to his job which is 
to see that the authorities do very well. 
You can't see that both sides do very 
well, Which side is he on? He's got to 
make up his mind and that's the big 
problem. 


We're all sitting here as elected 
officials, he's Chairman of the 
Democratic Party and he's a big shot in 
the Democratic operation and, my God, 
he could go in and audit any of the Row 
Officers. He could go in and audit the 
Airport; he could go in and audit 
anything. I think we ought to show that 
we're not afraid, 
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It's unfortunate that we have a 
skeleton operation here today. 


The Chair, Pro tem: 


Michelle, do you want to hold this 
until Monday when we have a full 
Council and then you can get support or 
no support or whatever you want on this? 


Michelle Madoff: 


I don't know that anything would 
change. TI have already written my 
letter, I will be happy to read it into the 
record again next Monday if you wish and 
see if we can get a motion to support — 


The Chair, Pro tem: 
What do you want to do? 
Michelle Madoff: 


Well it's obvious that we have a 
disappearing act in this Council. —- 


Mr. O'Malley: 
Those who were here have left. 
Michelle Madoff: 


I think it was a very sensitive 
subject for those who might want to run 
for office. After all, we don’t want to 
antagonize Mr, Lucchino. There are no 
sacred cows with me; I don't care if it 
was Mr. Lucchino or anybody sitting here 
on this Council. You cannot allow the 
person who is working to see that the 
best deal is cut for the underwriter, 
working as counsel to that underwriter, 
to also be the County Controller. That is 
an absolute conflict of interest. We 
must take action and ask that either do 
one or the other. 





Mr. O'Malley: 


Just for the record, I just want to 
support Michelle Madoff. Mr. Lucchino 
should decide whether he's going to work 
for the underwriters or the taxpayers 
that pay him over $50,000.00 a year. 
Everybody agrees that he is in direct 
conflict of his office by the State Ethics 
standards, everybody but Mr. Lucchino, 
And I think what proves that is his 
reluctance to ask the State Ethics for a 
ruling or for an opinion of whether he is 
in violation. There's no doubt in my mind 
from reviewing the State Ethics Law 
that he is in direct violation and conflict 
of interest. 


Michelle Madoff: 


Madam President, the problem I 
have is very obvious. You're very bright 
and you see what is going on here. Two 
members left the room; I don't know 
whether they're busy. Maybe they think 
it's repetition of my original objection. 
At that point, I inadvertently found out 
someone sent me a General Obligation 
Bond for the City of Pittsburgh. As you 
know, you knew other people that had 
more bonds and they were curious about 
it. This is not the same issue; this is the 
issue of the Commissioners going out to 
spend taxpayers’ dollars to hire someone 
to do Frank Lucchino's job. 


‘The Chair, Pro tem: 


What do you want to do with this 
motion before us? 


Michelle Madoff: 


I don't think I have much choice, do 
I? If I say move on it, I've got a second 
from Mr. O'Malley and if you were to 
vote with us, it would be three and it 
wouldn't pass, would it? 
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The Chair, Pro tem: 
Right. 
Michelle Madoff: 


I have no choice but to hold it until 
next Monday. 


The Chair, Pro tem: 
Very well. 


Michelle Madoff: 


On another matter, Madam 
Chairman, We all read the scathing 
editorial this morning in the Post 
Gazette and there have been several 
articles ~ I had lunch with Mr. Jacoby on 
Friday ~ about the supposedly inaccurate 
audit by Peat Marwick. I don't know 
whether they're going to sue the 
Controller, but every time our Controller 
does something like that it puts the City 
in great jeopardy financially, the 
taxpayer. We're self-insured; we cannot 
afford this liability. 


I had asked and the President had 
agreed, Mr. Woods, that we would have a 
hearing before Council on the issue of 
Council having determined that we would 
spend a great deal of money, hundreds of 
thousands of dollars, for each of us to 
have a computer in our offices, with a 
terminal that would give us information, 


as it would the Budget Office. The 
Budget Office doesn't have the 
information. The Peat Marwick report 
states that the information isn't 


available, that the important facets, so 
that the Controller's Office can function, 
are not in operation. 


I want to get that hearing 
scheduled as soon as possible and I 
respectfully ask that Linda Johnson 
please get that show on the road, I'd like 
Peat Marwick to be here, I want Mr. 


Jacoby, the Economy League — 
The Chair, Pro tem: 


Do you want a post agenda or do 
you want a hearing? ° 


Michelle Madoff: 


I want a hearing and I'd like it 
televised. I think it is important that 
this City be put on a business-like basis, 
that anybody who is an elected official 
or works in the Budget Office for City 
Council can at any time see what our 
accounts receivables are, our accounts 
payables, what our debt service is 
whether it's on long-term bond, whether 
our total debt for Capital Improvements 


We don't know, and we're going into 
budget hearings, what the debt of this 
City is. I think it's over a billion dollars 
but I don't know. And I want the 
Authorities represented, all the 
Authorities to which people pay rate 
rather than taxes; whether its a Water 
and Sewer Authority, it's still money that 
comes out of taxpayers' pockets. Any 
Authority, whether its URA, Sewer, 
Parking, any Authority where there is 
money coming out of taxpayers’ dollars 
not covered by the fees generated. I 
want everybody here. I want to know 
finally before we go into budget hearings 
what out debt is. 





Mr. O'Malley: 

On the same subject. Has that bill 
for Peat Marwick, the additional 
payment, been sent up to Council yet? 
Michelle Madoff: 


The Controller refuses to pay it. 

















Mr. O'Malley: 


Well the Controller can't pay it 
until Council authorizes the payments. 


Michelle Madoff: 


I believe we did authorize it; I 
believe it went down to him.

No, no, Can you check on that, 
Linda, to see when that bill is going to 
come up?

Td like to introduce George Lawson 
from Florida. 


Mr. Lawson: 

Mr. President, Honorable 
Councilmembers. He mentioned that I 
was from Florida; I hate to say that 
today but it's a good place to be from 
today as I understand it. 


We're certainly happy to be here in 
your fair city this week for the 13th 
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Annual Reunion of the Eighth Air Force, 
sometimes referred to as the Mighty 
Eighth The Mighty Eighth was the 
largest Air Force that was ever known to 
the free world. We could put up over 
2,000 bombers and 1,000 fighters on any 
given day and some of the greatest 
battles of any time and probably any 
time you can think of in the future were 
fought over Germany and the losses were 
huge. We suffered over 47,000 casualties 
and our people were awarded 17 medals 
of honor, ve 


To keep that remembrance alive, 
we have organized the Eighth Air Force 
Historical Society and we will be 
meeting this week, for all of you out 
there in the surrounding area, we will be 
meeting this week at the Pittsburgh 
Hilton Hotel, at the Vista and the 
William Penn. We expect three or four, 
thousand people here to relive their 
World War II memories, tell a few tall 
tales, some of them might be true, tell 
everybody how we each individually won 
World War Il, shake a few hands, have a 
few beers, have a good time. And if any 
of you would like to join, come down and 
see us at the Pittsburgh Hilton We'll be 
open for registration at 1:00 on 
Wednesday and right through Thursday, 
Friday and Saturday we have a full long 
schedule of entertainment and we 
welcome anybody that was a-member of 
the Eighth Air Force during World War ; 
about 250,000 people served then and 
about 600,000: have served since then in 
the Eighth Air Forée and all of these 
people are welcome to join. It cost 
$10.00 a year and we hope to see you 
down there and we'll swap a few stories. 


I, myself, was a P-38 pilot. I flew 
long-range, high-altitude reconnaissance 
missions similar to the ones presently 
flown by the Blackbird and the U-2. I 
didn't fly those boxcars and didn't take 
my family along with me when I went on 
missions. But my friend’ here, Lewis 





-Lyle, I think he was a bomber pilot so he 
probably has a different version of what I 
said. Thank you. 


Mr. Lyle: 


Mr. President and Councilmen, 
thank you very much for giving us this 
opportunity and for your proclam ation, 


When you think of memorials, a lot 
of times people ask who is going to pay 
for these memorials that ‘we'ré placing 
all over the country and are coritiniing 
to do that. That's one of the great things 
that we do, to honor our dead. Well, the 
fact is, the memorials have already been 
paid for by those who died and who didn't 
come back, And those of us who still are 
alive have the responsibility to do 
something about memorializing what 
they did, what they stood for, and what 
they lost. We have our lives, we owe it 
to them, and our objective in this society 
is to leave a legacy that will live on 
forever. We are in the process now of 
selecting a site and building a home in a 
permanent place for our memorabilia and 
a place for these fellows’ names to be 
put in archives and forever remembered.

The only thing I want to add is that 
we would have done this award last week 
but Betty was recovering and we hope 
you're going to be fully recovered and 
that the child who is still in the hospital 
will make a complete recovery. You're 
really some lady. .

Down in front here we have the 
good husband and you'll notice the 
children with their little safety banners 
on them, the safety patrol children that 
help and assist our school crossing guards 
at some of the less dangerous 
intersections, Many of the family 
members are right here. 


Thank you all very much for 
coming; we appreciate. it very much 
This is a great honor for your mom to be 
bestowed upon and knowing that you 
young children that are out there in the 
safety patrols of our school, you have to 
keep a watchful eye for something like 
this happening. You have the children 
that are playing as they go home and you 
have to let them know that you're out 
there for their safety and their 
protection because you have to keep your 
eyes and ears open for something like 
what happened.

Can I say one more thing? Cheri 
here, and Danielle who is in the hospital, 
were my patrol girls who were there on 
the corner. She was also hit on the side 
and is doing fine, as you can see. But 
these two also should be recommended 
and I plan to do a little something special 
for them because they also got hurt in 
the line of duty. 


Mr. Givens: 


Dr. Griffin, the President of the 
elementary school, say a few words, 
please.

Thank you. I'm pleased to have this 
opportunity to. recognize Mrs. Moon 
also. I also thank God that the children 
were not more seriously hurt and that

The youngster who is in the

‘ I think this is the week, this is the 
National School Lunch Week, this is the 
week that we really need to sit down and 
think about the millions of hungry 
children in the world and in Allegheny 
County who go to school in the morning 
without breakfast for various reasons and 
who could, in fact, have breakfast in 
their schools at a very, very small 
commitment on the part of their school 
boards. The School Breakfast Program is 
very similar to the School Lunch 
Program in that bringing it into the 
school district should cost the school 
district no money at all because the 
program is completely reimbursed by the 
federal government. 


We've been meeting with a number 
of school boards throughout Allegheny 
County, some of the ones where we have 
the most poverty among the children, 
and we're finding support among some 
school boards and also some school 
boards have shown a great deal of 
resistance to bringing the Breakfast 
Program in, 


I think this is a great opportunity 
this week to begin to educate the 
parents, the school board directors, the 
school board members, the 
superintendents, and all the educators in 
Allegheny County about how important 
breakfast is for children if they're going 
to be able to learn adequately in school. 
And I would hope that as this campaign 
grows, we will be able to work together 
with Council, with our elected officials, 
and with all the officials and school 
boards and parents and _ children 
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throughout Allegheny County to ensure 
that we can provide breakfast for the 
needy children in Allegheny County who 
don't now have the opportunity to eat 
breakfast, 


So, again, I want to thank you on 
behalf of Just Harvest. Thank you. 


Michelle Madoff: 


Who are the schools that are 
opposing it and what is their reason? 


Ms. Rabinowitz: 


The only school board that I've 
actually sat down and talked to so far 
about it as a board, I've been working on 
various levels with the five different 
districts that we've targeted, the only 
board that Ive sat down with to talk to 
that has shown tremendous opposition, 
with the exception of one person, is Sto- 
Rox 


Michelle Madoff: 
What's their reason? 
Ms, Rabinowitz: 


There's a lot of different reasons 
that there is opposition, One reason is 
that some school board directors don't 
believe that the reimbursement that they 
get would be enough to cover the cost. 
Our figures and the figures of the 16 
districts in Allegheny County which have 
the program show that it is possible to 
conduct the program without any cost to 
the school district. So that's a false 
argument as far as I'm concerned, 


Another argum ent that is 
sometimes raised is the question of 
bussing schedules and an inability to 
change those schedules. Again, my 
concern is that for people who support 
the program and want to work things out 


and are working together to get the 
program in, these problems can be 
overcome by a variety of ways. 


Thirdly, the level of opposition that 
was quoted very strongly by the current 
President of the Sto-Rox School Board, 
and I've heard it from other people too, 
is that the school shouldn't be feeding 
the children, they should be about 
education instead. I think that for all of 
us who know how eating relates to your 
brain power, we know that having an 
adequate diet is crucial to being able to 
learn 


Michelle Madoff: 


The next step then would be to talk 
to the Parents Association. I think that 
might be the way to almost work 
backwards. 


Ms. Rabinowitz: 


In a number of the school districts, 
as I said, we're working at various levels 
with the parents, with the children, and 
with the different teachers, and with the 
food service people.

. (WEDNESDAY, OCTOBER 7, 1987) _ 


Mr. Wagner: 


Mr. Chairman, members of Council, I also insisted that 
you come in front of Council, Deborah, and I always insist upon 
that, as a matter of fact, as long as I am on this Council, no 
matter who the nominee is for any position. That is my position 
and has been my position in the past.’ And the reason being, I ~ 
think it is an important part of the procedures of Council and 
the checks and balances placed on the Administration with 
Council. : . : 
We have not had the opportunity to talk personally, 
but the position that you are suggested to be in, the ‘way I read 
it, is the Chairperson of the Zoning Commission. c 


Ms. Miskovich: 
That's correct, Councilman Wagner. 
Mr. Wagner: 


Could you tell me what background you have in 
parliamentary procedure? And the reason why I ask that, is that 
I know that sometimes those zoning hearings can become very 
volatile and sometimes as volatile or even more so than some 
City Council public hearings. 3 . 

So what type of background information -- I read your 
resume. But what type of background experience and education: do 
you have’in regard to parliamentary procedure? 


Ms. Miskovich: 

That is a very good question, Councilman, “because 
parliamentary procedtire will come into pkay. I have handled 7 
approximately 5,000 cases in the past three years for the City 
of Pittsburgh in tax work. Even more so than with zoning ‘ 
concerns when an individual wants to make some adjustment in 
their property is when you hit their pocket for taxes. 

Certainly those people are very emotional and very anxious. I 
have taken not only the arbitration hearings, approximately 
3,000 in the past three years in hearings, the majority of which 
the individuals were not represented by counsel, and of course, 
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I had to be in the position to make certain that their concerns 
were voiced to the Arbitration Board, as well as tepresenting 
being an advocate for the City of Pittsburgh. 

In addition, I prosecuted approximately 1,000 cases in 
Housing Court for the City of Pittsburgh. During those 
hearings -- they are quasi-criminal hearings because they carry 
with them summary offenses and potential imprisonment in lieu of 
payment of fine on $500.00 per citation. That is very serious. 
And people become angry, and sometimes they become violent. I 
think that my ability to handle those situations speaks for 
itself. In three years I have only had one instance where it 
has been necessary to bring in the outside police force. In all 
other instances I was able to calm them, to make sure they felt 
as if their concerns were heard and understood. 

Representing the City and being an attorney is all 
well and good when you have another attorney acting as an 
advocate for the other side. The difficulty is acting 
responsible when you recognize that your opponent doesn’t have 
the asset of having an attorney working for them, but are 
representing their own needs and perhaps aren't as comfortable 
with legalese. 

In all of my cases I am very careful to make certain 
that we don't take advantage of the legalese and the experience 
that we have as attorneys and allow someone else not to have 
their case heard or to use the right language to make certain 
that their defenses have been well stated. I think that helps. 

I consider myself to be a reasonable person. Although 
I am conservative in many: of my views, I. do -not take a stand 
that the rules are the rules. The case law speaks for itself, 
especially in the area of zoning, and the area of special 
exceptions, as this Council knows, the case law states that 
certain criteria has to -be met when special exceptions are 
granted, 

There are basically three duties for these zoning 
positions. One is the granting of special exceptions. The 
second is the granting of variances. With the granting of 
variances, I think your question that you posed to me is direct. 
The issue becomes economic and undue hardship to the individual 
versus the impact on the community. And there you have to be 
careful to make sure you can maintain order, but at the same 
time, allow the individuals to voice their opinions, because 


oftentimes it is the opinions and not the facts of the case that 
turn it about. 
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Mr. Wagner: 


I am very glad to hear you say that because I agree 
with you, and I have sat in on many zoning hearings, and I 
always respected Joe Mistick for his ability to handle the 
hearings well and conduct them properly and to do it by Robert's 
Rules of Order. And it appeared to me as if he always had a 
good grasp on parliamentary procedure. And I am sure you have 
sat in on many past hearings, also. I would simply hope that 
the same type of procedures exist in the future for conducting 
those hearings. It is very important, and you have just said 
that, that the public have their say, and it has to be done 
within certain parameters to give them that opportunity. But 
that is very important that someone that walks in that room 
walks out at least gratified to the fact that they have said 
what they wanted to say.

The City Planning Commission, as you know, has nine 
members. it is the accumulative vote that matters, not the 
individual opinions of the commission members. I am sure my 
opinion will count, but it will be the majority rule. 

Having been a resident for 33 years of the City of 


—~ 


Pittsburgh and educated in the City both at undergraduate local 
grade schools, college and law school level, I think I have the 
pulse of the City. Certainly my family having been residents 
and at the local schools here, my children, my interest is in| 
the economic growth, the betterment of the City. 

t don't know that any major developments will be 
coming up that haven't been addressed in the plan that was just 
presented by the City Planning Commission, the recent six year 
plan. That plan is, of course, one of the major duties of the 
City Planning Commission. And at this time I don't know that 
they will want any new changes to that plan since it has just 
recently been adopted. 

Certainly my interest is in the growth of the City, 
both in the residential areas as well as in the corporate 
sector; I think they have to work hand in hand. And in a City 
as heavily populated as ours is with so little land in the City 
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proper to go about, my intent is to see that the residents and 
the corporate sector work hand in hand. We have to make room 
for each other. ae 
I believe that the members of the commission, several 
of them whom I understand have been sitting on the commission 
for quite a well, as this Council is well aware, we have had 
quite a bit of economic growth and development through the URA 
plans and the various Community Block Grant plans in the City 
just over the past five years, and it's been rather extensive. 


Mr. Wagner: 


Let me just zero in on a couple of areas of concern to 
me, and there are many areas, and I am sure this is not the form 
to talk about particulars. But some of these topics I think 
pertain to the City at large, in terms of planning, and one is 
the river fronts. I have always taken the position that we have 
not done enough development along our 35 miles of river front, 
and that we have a rare jewel as a City and an opportunity to 
develop along those 35 miles condominiums, for one, of which 
there are none, and to tie in boat docks facilities, major 
developments such as Riverside, and we can go on, and on, and 
on. 

What is your philosophy towards river front 
development and what will be your opinion in your votes, 
reflected in your votes, towards civer front development in the 
City of Pittsburgh? 


Ms. Miskovich: 


To be candid with you, Councilman, I never -- although 
I have my own personal opinion on development in the City, I 
think being on the commission puts me in a very special 
position, It means that it is not just my personal opinion, 
but I have to consider what the people of the City want. And I 
am not attempting to evade your question. I appreciate what you 
are saying. I ask that you indulge me on this one, 
understanding that the City Planning Commission, unlike the 
Zoning Board of Adjustment, which is quasi-judicial, the City 
Planning Commission is legislative, and in that sense on 
certainly a more minor scale than what this Council sits on, you 
represent the people. And f don’t know that my opinion will be 
all that important with respect to the City Planning Commission. 
Certainly on the Zoning Board of Adjustment, my opinions and 
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interpretations of the zoning code, the legislation and the case 
law will be important. On the legislative end for the 
commission position, I think what I am going to be responsible 
for is making certain that I understand, through this Council, 
what the recommendations are of the constituents for each one of 
you, what the recommendations are in the local neighborhoods. 
From what I understand, we have quite a bit of contact with the 
representative groups from all of our neighborhoods. That is 
the opinion that I will expound. 

As you well know, when you are in a legislative 
position, as you sit now, our opinions matter very little. We 
have to do almost in a utilitarian sense what is the best for 
the people. And that is why I hesitate; not to evade, but 
because I think that focusing in on the commission means 
legislation, and as such ~-

Mr. Wagner: 


I can appreciate that on particular issues. I 
wouldn't put you on the spot on a particular development and ask 
you a question. I think really what I am trying to do is find 
out your philosophy behind what you would like to see happen in 
the City, because I believe in the future that would be 
reflected in various votes that you have on the commission in 
particular, more so than the Zoning Board, where you are not 
really reflecting your views on economic development. Go ahead. 


Ms. Miskovich: 


I'm sorry, I didn't mean to interrupt.” when I read 
through the six year pian that had been submitted, part of the 
preparatory language in the plan stated that the key was to 
improve the economic.climate of the City. And I agree with you; 
we have just recently started addressing the fact that we have 
river front property, and not for the economic benefits; but 
also for the aesthetic benefits of having it developed. 

Without feeling as if I am over stepping my bounds, 
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even assuming that I was taking the role as a Planning 
Commissioner, without over stepping those bounds, certainly I 
can't imagine why anyone who has been a life long resident or 
even has decided to make this City their home would not want to 
see some development. The extent of the development would be a 
separate issue, because at the same time there are many 
businesses there, there are many residences along that property. 
It truly is, as this Council knows better than I do, it is a 
balancing. You have to know what the problems, what the impact 
is going to be, before you vote pro or con. 

I had said to you earlier that I am rather 
conservative in my views. I don't use the word "conservative" 
in the negative sense. Certainly, I go to one side in the other 
by virtue of being a Democrat. But conservative in the sense 
that I don't like to speculate. I hesitate to anticipate what 
direction I will take when I am not familiar with all the facts. 

So again, it is not that I want to avoid your 
question, I don't think it would be proper for me to say that I 
have an opinion, because I usually wait until I feel as if I am 
relatively informed before I develop my own opinion. 


Mr. Wagner: 


I am very pleased to hear you say that, and I am very 
pleased to hear you say that you have a conservative view on 
things, meaning that conservative -- and that you have not 
evaluated the information -~

Thank you,

That, yes, you are as concerned about that problem and 


will deal with it individually with different cases that come in 
front of the Commission or Zoning Board; is that correct? 
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Ms. Miskovich: 


That's correct, if anything, it is an under statement. 
You cannot have lived in a City for your entire life and 
establish a family in a City and not be concerned with the 
economic climate. I don't want to see Pittsburgh go in any 
other direction than it has been going. I think we would all 
agree that the City has made major turns just in the past six 
years in development, and I am most certainly interested in our 
going forward. I know the term "renaissance" has been used over 
and over again, but I am pleased with it. There has been a 
renaissance in this City and I don't want to see it stagnate. 

When you asked my philosophical views, one of my 
undergraduate degrees is in philosophy, but one of my favorite 
areas was utilitarianism, which is why moving into a government 
position is so comfortable, because you concern yourself not 
with what you want and not with what you feel or even what you 
think based on facts, but rather what is best for the people. 


Mr. Wagner:

Mr. President, on Bill 3238, as you 
are aware, last meeting we had a 
skeleton crew and a very important 
issue came up. On Bill 3238 which 
addresses a rezoning from a residential 
district to a multiple-family, I've had a 
number of calls in my office, obviously 
people. must watch the Council meetings, 
addressing a concern that I have, 
Presently, this property is residential If 
we rezone it to "R4" multiple dwelling, 
excuse me, commercial district, without 


putting in a rider that if the people were 
planning to build that development which 
we all approve and think is wonderful, 
but we've seen a number of projects that 
‘were supposed to be fut in the City. We 
just read about one in the paper today 
that was supposed to go Downtown that 
is being delayed again because of lack of 
funding from sources. This has gone on 
repeatedly where we've tied up zoning 
@reas or made projects available and 
things have not happened. 


I believe that the developer intends 
fully to proceed with his project and will 
certainly upgrade that area. But in the 
event that a protection rider is not put 
in, that property would remain as 
commercial district instead of 
residential. What I wanted to put in, and 
I asked Mr. Brown at the time whether it 
has ever been done before and he. said 
yes, it had, was to put in a provisal that 
says that if they do not start in 18 
months, this Council would have the 
option automatically to go back to 
family residence. He said it has been 
done before, it's not unusual; it’s just at 
the discreation of Council. Furthermore, 
as we've seen repeatedly, when 
developers have tied up a particular 
area, they would come back to this 
Council if they ran into some problem 
and ask for extensions so that we could 
offer extension. 


But I think it would be criminal, I 
think it would be a disaster, to take an 
area that is residential now, zone it to 
commercial, not have the developer put 
in the building he's anticipating for 
whatever reason, and then have spot 
commercial, God knows what, going into 
this area and further denegrate the area 
which is a pretty bad area now but which 
could have, under the present zoning, 
another Shadyside oor village of 
Shadyside. It could have an integrated 
residential area should someone wish to 
put that in there at this point. I think 
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that the protection is important. 


. I hear from Mike and I've heard 
from Mr. Wagner that they heard from 
Dan Pellegrini that there's some question 
of legality. Mr. Brown was here; I asked 
the question. Mr. Brown said it has been 
done before; it's not unusual and if that 
isn't the exact way it can be done — 
Furthermore, I was supposed to have it in 
writing for Council today and it wasn't 
prepared, I guess because Mr. Perry 
heard from Dan that it was an illegal 
amendment, 


I would like to move to put it back 
in Committee for a week and have Mr. 
Brown come up with some mechanism for 
protecting the people of Shadyside and 
the abounding areas because there are 
terrible problems going on in that area 
right now. We don't want to make it any 
worse, We want people to stay in the 
City; we don't want people to encourage 
people to leave the City. 


Tm making a motion to recommit 
so that Mr. Brown can show us how he 
has previously put a rider in that. would 
allow the property 18 months to revert 
back to the same zoning we presently 
have if they don't. go ahead with the 
commercial zone. 

The Chair: 

Before we go any further, there has

Michelle Madoff: 


May I just comment, Mr, President, 
that the public in that area is calling and 
my phone is coming off the hook 
Kaufmanns have called; a lot of people 


have called. They'ré very upset. 
Mr. Wagner: 


Mr. President and members of 
Council, I have no problem with 
recommittal, even though the motion 
was made and it didn't get asecond. But 
Td just like to state that I have spoken 
with Mr. Brown and he has spoken with 


Mr. Pellegrini and what . is being 
suggested here. is contract zoning. You 
can't rezone with a contract that 


something has to be done. 


I have spoken with the developer 
and the developer has indicated that they 
will move on this development certainly 
within 18 months on the development and 
possibly be completed with the project in 
18 months. However, what we're getting 
back to is whether or not we can tie onté_ 
a piece of legislation zoning a 
stipulation. That is not legal; however, I 
would even submit to a legal opinion by 
our Solicitor if this Council so chooses to 
do that. 


One significant point that has to be 
made is that we have a developer with 
funding on a deplorable piece of 
property. I believe this Council has to 
support the actions of any developer that 
wants to build a project that will be an 
advantage to that area and to the City of 
Pittsburgh. 


Michelle Madof£: 


I think we're all in agreement that 
we want to support this builder. We've 
seen drawings; we think it’s a tremendous 
proposal and we hope he will go ahead. 
But bow many times has this Council 
seen proposals for buildings that have 
taken six years and have been held up 
and a new developer comes in and comes 
in with an entirely different plan. At 
that point we can rezone, 











I'm not saying that Mr. Brown and 
Mr. Pellegrini are incorrect; I'm only 
repeating what Mr. Brown said here in 
these Chambers. He said that a rider 
could be put in It may be a different 
kind of mechanism; it may not be a 
contract that would prohibit us from 
putting in a rider, but instead of telling 
us how we can't protect the people, tell 
us how we can protect the 
neighborhood. And this in no way stops 
the builder from starting this afternoon 
from going ahead. The plans are there; 
he wants to go ahead. We just want to 
make sure that the community abounding 
it — Wé're putting a lot of money into 
Shadyside, Shadyside is expanding 
towards that area. The developer told us 
that there are people who are priced out 
of Shadyside that plan to come in to this 
area, We're with him 1000 percent. But 
if for some reason he can't raise the 
money, decide the business isn't there, 
Shadyside is building -across Negley 
Avenue to sides where he doesn't want to 
compete. We're going to be stuck witha 
piece of property that we've now made 
commercial that can be even further 
deteriorated at opposed to protecting the 
people. I'm just saying, put it back for 
one week, have Mr. Brown tell us how we 
can come back and protect that 
community, I think it would be a terrible 
thing not to do. 


Mr. Wagner: 


One last thing, Mr. President. This 
piece of: legislation, just for the sake of 
information, needs seven votes for 
affirmative approval I personally have 
not surveyed Councilmembers to know if 
we have seven votes. For that reason, I 
would agree with resubmittal, if my 
colleague would agree that we would 
bring this back up in one week for final 
vote with the appropriate —

Michelle Madof£: 


I will second it for discussion. May we have somebody 
come to the table, please? 

Mr. McDermott, I don't know that you are the correct 
person to really be addressing this, it probably should be Josh 
Wetzell of Buhl Science Center. I think my colleague and I, we 
disagree respectfully all the time, and sometimes he even 
changes his mind; I am going to work on him for Monday. 

Buhi Science Center is now going into the North Shore. 
One minute the project is rounded or on, the next minute they 
are off. I read in the paper that the office building people 
who were not going to build around that area are now coming in 
to develop the North Shore. 

I am very concerned that the Buhl Science Center is 
not in an isolated area, because they told us -- "us" being a 
number of people in a private meeting at the Planetarium —- that 
they needed 600,000 people to go to their facility just for a 
break even. I have some great concerns both with that and with 
the concern of the Pirates and Steelers, who are very concerned 
about the parking facilities, the traffic during times that 
people would visit the site. 

My own gut, I think if you asked Josh Wetzell to take 
a lie detector test, he would say he didn't really care where it 
went. I think he is locked into the desire of the Buhl to have 
it on the North Side. I really have some great concerns about 
this. And now we are being asked to come up with an additional 
dollar figure that is quite substantive. What is the total 
figure? A quarter of a million dollars? 


Mr. McDermott: 
Yes. 
Michelle Madoff: 


Why are we coming up with another quarter of a million 
dollars really? Sort of summarize. 
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Mr. McDermott: 


In the design development of the site involving 
properties that are not owned by the City, decisions have to be 
made as to whether we just acquire right-of-way or take total 
take of property. And trying to anticipate that, we now have 
$1.5 million in that fund, with $1 million from the URA and 
$500,000.00 from the City. This total increase is an increase 
o£ $250,000.00. 


The Chair: 


How much from the state? The state has a 
contribution, don't they? 


Mr. McDermott: 


There is a provision of the agreement provides for 
reimbursement back from PennDOT. 


Michelle Madoff: 


Matching funds, Sophie. 
May I ask a question? Where on this information that 


you gave Mike Perry does it give us a total to date of our 
contribution? 


The agreement was that we had an agreement, Mr. 
McDermott, that from here on in all the department heads, any 
time we added additional dollars, that we would have the total. 


Mr. McDermott: 


In 3417, "By increasing the City's share of said 
project by $250,000.00 from $500,000.00." 


Michelle Madoff: 


It is there. Thank you very, very much. So we are 
going to three-quarters of a million dollars; is that correct? 


Mr. McDermott: 


Yes. 
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Michelle Madoff: 


The City is coming up with three-quarters of a million 
dollars. 


The Chair: 

Plus land. 
Mr. McDermott: 

No, this is all inclusive. 
The Chair: 


So that it isn't actual cash -- excuse me. I am 
sorry. 


Michelle Madoff: 


I have some grave concerns, but I don't think we can 
do anything to stop the flow. What do you think, Mr. Wagner? 


Mr. Wagner: 

It is my understanding the contribution in land far 
exceeds these numbers. It is upward in the area of $3 or $4 
million. 

Mr. McDermott: 

I was not talking about the parking lot. I was 
talking about the land necessary for physical construction of 
the roadway. That is another subject. 

Michelle Madoff£: 

It is all tied together. 

Mr. Wagner: 


These are companion pieces. 
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Mr. McDermott: 

All except 3419. 
Mr. Wagner: 

What is 3419, could you please explain that? 


Mr. McDermott: 


It is a cooperation agreement that we have entered 
into with PennDOT for the construction of the expressway on a 
xeimburseable basis both for City capital work and for Water and 
Sewer work, where PennDOT's contractor would perform work that 
would be requested by the City. And in both of these instances, 
this is for construction of water lines that have been requested 
by the Water and Sewer Authority. 


Mr. Wagner: 
Does this tie in with the Buhl project? 
Mr. McDermott: 


No, it does not. This is up in the East Street 
Valley. 


Mr. Wagner: 

That is separate legislation? 
Mr. McDermott: 

Yes. 

Michelle Madoff: 

On the first bills, we are going to put up, in 
addition to millions of dollars worth of land, three-quarters of 
a million dollars for Buhl, and Buhl needs 600,000 people to 
break even. I don't believe that it is being put in the right 
location. I believe that it belongs either in the Station 


Square area or it belongs somewhere in the City in the cultural 
area, or it belongs where the Riverside Festival will be' located 
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as an anchor. I don't want to stop it, because I think it might 
help the development of the North Side. I just have some 
concerns that I would like to have on the record. 

So may I ask Linda Johnston, please, that this become 
part of the permanent record on Monday, that I have expressed my 
concern? TE am going to vote for it, but I have expressed my 
concerns, so that when other members of Council when we are gone 
look back, they will know that there are some of us who were 
concerned about what is happening, maybe like the stadium 
shouldn't be built where it is.. 


The Chair: 
All in favor? 
Mr. Wagner: 


I would like to make one comment. I also am in favor 
of the Buhl Science Center. I have never been in favor of the 
proposed location in the western portion of the parking lot at 
Three River's Stadium. I have always felt that it should be 
between the Sixth and Nineth Street Bridge on the North Side on 
the North Shore, centrally located between the stadium, between 
downtown, hopefully the future Riverside project, adjacent to 
the cultural district that is being developed. 

However, the decision to locate it in the western 
portion of the stadium lot has been made. The City, and Buhl 
and the Carnegie is receiving monies to move ahead with the 
project. I don't want to hold the project up. If the City 
doesn't contribute, to my understanding, these additional 
dollars, we don't get additional matching funds on the project 
at the state level. It is ail tied into a big $25 or $30 
million project. 

I simply want to go on record as I have never 
supported the present location. I think it should be between 
the Sixth and Nineth Street Bridges. I think in the future it 
will harm the Buhl attendance and also activities at the 
stadium. But the project is so far along it can't be stopped. 
So for that reason I am going to vote for this legislation. 


Michelle Madoff: 


One moment, a comment. I think it should be very 
clearly spelled out, since it will be part of the permanent 
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record, that neither Mr. Wagner or Michelle Madoff have any 
opposition to development on the North Shore. We are not 
against North Side people who are trying very hard to keep their 
community very viable, and are doing a tremendous job. We would 
have preferred to see it on the North Side where Figgins is 
located, in that area. It would have been a better location, 
and some of the other sites would be better in lieu of the fact 
that we need, by their own words, $600,00.00 for a break even. 


Maybe this will act in the future -- I want to be 
wrong on this. I want Buhl to get their people, and I want this C 
to be a smashing success because it is good for the City. But I 


think it is important that for the record we are not anti the 

North Side, and I think that may be the way it comes off. So - 
when you bring it forward into the permanent minutes, make sure 

that what I have just said, that we are not opposed to North 

Side development.

MOTIONS AND RESOLUTIONS 
The Chair: 


I have something I want to say. 
Last Monday in the Legislative Meeting, 
there was a resolution, or a number of 
resolutions, that passed this Council 
without having five members present. 
For the future, those resolutions 
shouldn't even count. But I don't want to 
set a precedent, not just for the rest of 
this term but for whoever is President 
forever. You must have, in the 
Legislative Meeting, five members of 
Council here. Present. Those 
resolutions, really, are no good that were 
passed last week with only four people 
voting. You must have five. For the 
future, so no one can say that we did it 
one time so we can do it again, you can't 
ever doit. That's a will of Council 


Michelle Madoff: 


Why don't we revote on those bills 
to legalize them? 


The Chaiz: 


They're not here. They've passed; 
it’s passed. They've probably been given 
out; it's no big thing. But for the future, 
if someone raises an argument that 
there’s only four members here and 
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someone said we did it once, that's not 
going to wash. 


Michelle Mado ff: 


On another subject. Mr. President, 
you were not here last week and no one 
practically stayed in the room when I 
addressed an- issue and tried to get a 
resolution passed, a floor motion 
actually. I read a very lengthy letter 
which I don't plan to read again, -it is now 
part of the record, I believe, as of last 
Monday. But basically, I don't know 
whether you were still in town or not and 
it appears that the County Commissioner 
Chairman, Mr. Tom Foerster, wished to 
hire someone to review the Alcosan 
bonds because of the AIM fiasco, the 


near default, the problems that they've - 


incurred. I wrote a letter to all three 
Commissioners and to’ the Mayor urging 
them not to create another layer of 
bureaucracy, but indeed to have the 
Controller of the County, Mr. Lucchino, 
.act in the capacity that he was called 
upon prior to this AIM default, or 
problem. ° 


As you know, while the Big Eight 
traditionally audit, the big auditing 
companies, audit the authorities. 
However, when there is some question of 
‘discrepancy or some question of 
malfeasance, the Commissioners have 
the opportunity, since they create’ and 
appoint the members to the Authority, 
the Authority's job is basically to see 
that they get the best deal for the 
Authority, which is the taxpayers and the 
ratepayers, the underwriter’s job is to 
get the best deal for himself. So, when 
the underwriter hires a counsel to the 
underwriter, that person is helping the 
underwriter do the best thing he can for 
the underwriter. And that's a direct 
conflict of interest, 


Because Mr. Lucchino - recently 


worked on his ‘firm, Grogan, Graffam, 


particularly, and the Commissioners — 


McGinley and Lucchino, and made 
something like $18,750.00, they've 
actually put themselves in a position 
where they can't be called upon and 
that's only part of the 31 billion worth of 
bonds; that law firm has worked on as 
underwriter to the counsel. To date, Mr. 
Lucchino has begged the issue. What he 
does is attack me on say, "She has the 
wrong term; she called us bond 
counsel." I apologize; I beat on myself, 
It's terrible. Instead of saying “counsel 
to the underwriters.". And “She doesn't 
know what she's talking about; we don't 
audit them." But the fact remains that 
when the Commissioners felt it was 
necessary, they did call on the County 
Controller and he did do a scathing 
audit. And based on that audit, for good 
or for bad, whatever reasons that they — 


‘The Chair: 


Michelle, let me correct you on one 
thing, and I hate to do this. The Board of 
Alcosan asked the County Controller — 


Michelle Madoff: 


The Commissioners asked the 
County Controller as well. I can show 
you that they did. Mr. Tom Foerster 


The Chair: * 


Tm not going to argue the point but 
I remember when the Alcosan Board 
called Lucchino. It doesn't matter. 


Michlle Madoff: 

Let's assume you're correct and I'm 
incorrect but my memory is pretty good 
and it was both. But the point is that the 
Commissioners appoint authorities and 
we have a County Controller and the 
fact that even if the Authority said to 
the County Controller, "We want you to 
come in and do an audit”, he can't do an 
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audit if he's earned money on that 
audit. That is a direct conflict of 
interest. Both papers have supported 
that position and editorial That may 
make you vote against it; I don't know, 
But I would like to have a motion, and if 
someone would have the courage, to 
second the motion that we ask the 
County Commissioners not to create 
third level and other bureaucracy with 
more dollars to review the bond issues by 
audit but to have the County Controller 
do that and therefore the Controller 
must stop being a member of his firm if 
they're going to continue doing County 
work for authorities and bond issue. No 
man can serve two masters, Anyone I 
talk to, and you know there are a lot of 
people in the City, lawyers, who don't 
want to come forward and have their 
name used, but everybody I've talked to 
said, "You're absolutely right; it is a 
direct conflict of interest,” 


I make a motion that we ask the 
Commissioners to see to it that the 
Controller does his job, the job that he 
was paid for, and not to be working as 
part of the firm that acts as underwriter 
counsel, There's a direct conflict here 
and if we, as elected officials, do 
nothing, then we're not part of the 
solution; we're part of the problem. 
We're perpetuating it, 


‘The Chair: 


Like you said, I was out of town 
last week. But you're saying that the 
County Commissioners have asked the 
County Controller — 


Michelle Mado ff: 
No. .They've said that we have a 


need to have our bonds reviewed by an 
outside party. And I'm saying that 


outside party should be the County 
Controller. 


Fhe Chairs . 


What I'm saying is that seeing that 
Alcosan is a joint authority, by City and 
County, I believe the Commissioners are 
a little out of step, that they should get 
with the Mayor of this City, this Council, 
and the Commissioners, and decide 
jointly what we want or don't want to do 
with Alcosan. 


Michelle Madoff: 


T'm not really talking about Alcosan 
right now, Mr. President. 


The Chair: 


I thought you were talking about 
Alcosan. 


Michelle Madoff: 


No, no. Let me go back again. 
There is an AIM bond for $140 million. 
There are two bonds, part of $1 billion 
worth of County and City work, mostly 
County. And for $1 billion of that work, 
Mr. Lucchino's firm was the underwriter 
counsel. And I'm saying that puts him in 
a position where his credibility is in 
question. No man can serve two 
masters. He can no longer be called in 
either by the Authority of Alcosan or by 
the Commissioners to audit. And I think 
he has to make up his mind. Does he 
want to be County Controller for over 
$50,000 a year or does he want to be an 
independent attorney who works for a 
law firm that does review of bonds and 
does work as a counsel to underwriters, 
which is in direct conflict with an 
authority. The Authority is out to do the 
best for the taxpayer and the 
underwriter it out to do the best for 
himself. Mr. Lucchino's firm is working 
for the underwriter and it's a complete 
dichotomy and conflict of interest. 


My motion is to ask the 
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Commissioners to ask Mr. Lucchino to 
get off the pot and decide what he wants 
to do. Does he want to be part of a firm 
that does underwriting, counsel to the 
underwriters, or does he want to be 
available to be called upon for any 
authority should anybody, either the 
Authority, as you think it happened, or as 
I think it happened, the Commissioners 
call and say, "You're the Controller, go 
audit; tell us what is happening.” As a 
matter of fact, I agree in the case that 
you have cited. It's not my favorite 
source of auditing; it should have been 
County as well as City, or maybe an 
independent party. 


Mr. DePasquale: 


Tl second her motion for the 
purpose of discussion. There was a 
reference made to the so-called 
blistering Lucchino report of Alcosan. 
That report, incidentally, which the 
stupid reporters fell right in line with, 
was printed time and again and again. 
Those so-called duly authorized trips of 
mine and also the program we had for 
underprivileged children, that was also 
featured; in fact, the names, several 
times, in the Press and Post Gazette. 
So, it was nothing new about Lucchino's 
blistering report. 


As far as the bond issue is 
concerned, Mr. Lucchino did not touch on 
the bond issue because some. of his 
buddies and Mr. Foerster's buddies were 
in on that bond issue and made a nice 
payday on that bond issue. There was 
nothing discussed about the bond issue. 
At one time, the newspapers were trying 
to make that the biggest feature but 
their Board didn't do anything with it and 
they did nothing with it. Don't think 
your boys over there are going to say 
anything bad about Mr. Lucchino; there's 
no way in the world. . He at one time 
represented the Post Gazette; do you 
know that? ~ § 





Michelle Madoff: 


May I respond, Mr. President? 
When I came into knowledge, all I had on 
my desk, the only thing I had was an $83 
million General Obligation Bond for the 
City of Pittsburgh, and I felt that that 
was a conflict. If Mr. Lucchino was 
Chairman of the City Democratic Party, 
he had undue influence, just by the 
Personna of his job. And I felt it was 
inappropriate for him to be doing City 
work I didn't know about anything 
else. Sophie knew, who just walked out 
of the room, and she said, "Can I have a 
copy of that?” and I gave her a copy. 
And she had others that she mew 
about. And Mr, O'Malley is not here who 
would second my motion, I can assure 
you. He had a pile yea high of bonds, 
And it turned out to be just under $1 
billion, Mr. DePasquale, that his firm 
acted as counsel to the underwriters. 


All Tm asking is that we write a 
letter with the support of this Council, 
to the Commissioners saying don't create 
another bureaucracy. My knowledge is 
that Mr, Lucchino did not work as 
underwriter counsel on the bond issue to 
Alcosan, That's one he did not work on 
and therefore they felt free to call upon 
him. What I am concerned about is that 
he's worked on all the others and nobody 
is calling on him. Why, I can't tell you. I 
think we all know the reason. But I think 
as elected officials, I repeat, either we 
do our job; we're either part of the 
solution or we're part of the problem, 
Do we want to add more taxes on to the 
burdened people of Allegheny County or 
do we want the Controller to do his job 
as a Controller or do we want him to 
work for his law firm and let him give up 
his job as Controller. He cannot do 
both, Do anybody have the courage to 
vote for that? 
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The Chair: 


Michelle, in the simplest terms as 
you can do this, state what you want 
done., You already made a motion and it 
has a second, 


Michelle Madoff: 


You understand that I repeat it 
because a lot of people were absent last 
week My simple motion is that, as a 
body, we write a letter to the County 
Commissioners urging them to urge Mr. 
Lucchino to make up his mind. Do you 
want to be the County Controller? Then 
do not be a part of a firm that is doing 
work on bond issues as the counsel to the 
underwriters which is a direct conflict of 
the interest of the authorities the 
Commissioners appoint. That's what I'm 
asking. Or ask him to resign as 
Controller. One or the other. 


Mr. DePasquale: 


Michelle, you're right on your 
assertions on all of them but you have to 
remember the Press was well aware of 
Mr. Lucchino's activities and bond issues 
Jong before you brought it out. They 
never said a word about it, and I tell you, 
they're not going to attack their boy. 


Mr, Givens: 


I haven't been very involved in this 
particular process but I was aware by 
reading the local newspapers that Frank 
Lucchino who is a good friend of mine 
and I also served with him on Council, I 
think he's a good Controller of the 
County, have gone to the County Legal 
Solicitor and asked if that could be 
appropriately done through his law firm, 
if, in fact, he did not work on the 
particular case. And the answer to that 
was yes, he could. So, if he felt in his 
own law firm, and being an attorney 
himself, and being a pretty smart 


attorney, knows what the law is, if he 
violated the law then he's subject to 
losing his Controller seat. I don't.think 
Frank is that stupid. So, as a result, I'll 
have to go on the newpaper account and 
the fact that he did seek counsel and, if 
anything, ask, if he did that in writing, to 
let's get a copy of it and I think once we 
get that copy then we can intelligently 
go forward on making any type of — But 
right now I'd have to abstain because I 
want some information as to what he 
said in his defense and have that 
presented to the Council before I'd want 
to vote on this subject. 


Mr. Wagner: 


Mr. President, just a point of 
clarification in order, I think, is that I 
have no, feelings one way or the other 
right now on the issue and if prior to 
voting on the letter to be sent, I would 
have to know what the letter is all about 
or else I can't. vote either way on the 
letter. 


The Chair: 
I think the letter is going to say —~ 
Michelle Madoff: 


I have written the letter; I have the 
letter here and everybody got copies of 
it. 


The Chair: 


It's going to say, either to ask the 
Commissioners to ask Mr. Lucchino, "Do 
not do anymore work for authorities or 
resign you position as Controller." Is 
that simple? - 


Michelle Madoff: 
Mr. President, I read the letter in 


its entirety last week.and J was asked to 
reread it this week, I wasn't going to 
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burden this Council with the letter — 
The Chair: 


Please don't. It's simple enough 
what you want. 


Michelle Madoff: 


Everybody knows what's in the 
letter. It just said what we talked about 
now. I would be happy to have the Chief 
Clerk read the record into the record 
again The letter was already sent by 
me, Im asking an endorsement of the 
letter by this Council and say, "You have 
to be one or the other.” 


‘The Chair: 


And you're going to ask Mr 
Lucchino simply to have his firm refrain 
from doing any legal work for any 
authority or else resign as Controller. 
That's what the letter is going to say. 


Michelle Mado ff: 


Mr. President, an issue was raised 
here by my colleague, Mr. Givens, about 
him not seeing the defense that his good 
friend, Mr. Lucchino, would offer. I have 
seen, and I will make available to 
anybody who wishes to see it, the answer 
from the Ethics Commission that Mr. 
Lucchino is basing his reason for why he's 
allowed to do what he's allowed to do. 
Let me remind this Council, I was 
offered a job as a consultant to 
Insituform East. I just found out that 
that firm has now got a $1 million 
contract with the City. I got a legal 
opinion from Danny Pellegrini, I got one 
from the Water and Sewer Authority and 
I got one from the Ethics Commission. I 
would have had to do absolutely nothing, 
not even lift my pinkie, and I would have 
gotten two percent or one percent of 
that million dollar contract because I got 
an Ethics opinion saying that I was right. 


‘The issue before us is what do we 
ethically feel is correct. Do we feel it's 
correct that a Controller should be 
allowed to work as an underwriter to the 
bond counsel or are we so afraid that in 
the future it will affect our own lives, 
our own positions, our political 
standings. Are we afraid to speak up? 
And that's what the issue is about. And 
the letter was given to every member of 
this Council. 


The Chair: 


That Ethics letter you're referring 
to has nothing to do with bonds or 
anything. That's talking about him 
personally representing clients. 


Michelle Masloff: 


He says in one part of the letter, 
which you'll love, "If I were inadvertently 
to deal with somebody who. .is buying 
pencils or stationery for the City and 
was not aware of it, would I be subject to 
having violated the law?" 


Are we going to have the courage 
to stand up and say, "Commissioners, 
please, don't put another layer on. Don't 
have more taxpayers spend to audit the 
bonds of the County.” Or are we going 
to say nothing and just be afraid of Mr. 
Lucchino because of his power as 
Democratic Chairman and as the 
Controller of this County. 


‘The Chair: 


Is there any further discussion on 
the motion? 


And on the question, "Shall the 
motion pass finally?”

People are in the process now of 
purchasing items to give out for 
Halloween. I would like to urge all 
Pittsburghers who will be supplying 
goodies for children coming around to 
their homes to either purchase Clark 
Bars or Zagnut Bars or some other type 
of Clark candy; or, in the alternative, a 
new candy that is not even a year old by 
the name of Irish Taffy which is made 
over in Glassport, Pennsylvania. A 
company started up by several dislocated 
steelworkers who,. in the course of one 
year, have already increased their output 
over 200 percent. It is sold in a lot of 
supermarkets; it's very cheap and very 
good. So, either one of those would be

So, I commend this to 
all the Pittsburghers and I want to thank 
the URA for providing this. 


Michelle Mado ff: 

On your original subject about 
candy bars, You know, every Halloween 
it never ceases to amaze me, Mr. 
Pollock, that there are people out there 
who actually put pins and razors into 
food. It doesn't matter whose candy bar 
it is or whose apple it is. A lot of people 
are now opting not to do this and to raise 
money for a charity or to give coupons, 
say Wendy's for a hamburger, or 
something like that. 


I think that we ought to make sure 
and -praise those hospitals that make 
available, this.should be a resolution, to 
X-ray the candy before children eat it. I 


urge all parents to be sure that before 
their children go through any of the 
goodies, that indeed they are checked. 


Mr. DePasquale: . 


Mr. President, I was talking to Mr. 
John Pizano from HUD over the weekend 
and he told me that the City had 120 
days to apply for $45 million in regards 
to Council grants. The first 60 days have 
gone by and there has been no activity 
whatsoever from the URA.

I would also 
suggest strongly that this Council who 
pat the question on the referendum, on 
the ballot, as to the Apportionment, be 
brief as to the status because we just 
voted, as you may recall What's the

The Chair: 

We didn't vote on it yet. 
Michelle Madoff: 

Hold on. This Council voted for a 
legal counsel for the defense of this 
Council against the Metropolitan 


Crusade. We're talking about over 
$100,000.00 now; am I correct? 


The Chair: 

No, $75,000.00. 
Michelle Madoff: 

We just had another figure. 
Mr. Poliock: 


We haven't voted on the new one 
yet. 


Michelle Madoff: 

How much have we voted today? 
The Chair: 

$75,000.00. 
Michelle Madoff: 


And we're going to be asked to 
appropriate another $75,000.00 for the 


lawsuit or a little more,.I don't. 


remember the number. 


I think it would be appropriate that 
we have Mr. Pellegrini brief us on the 
status of two issues, but stay with this 
one first of all, brief this Council on 
camera so that people will know what 
the status is. The Republicans have, I 
think through Mr. Snead, decided that 
there is some problem with the 
apportionment in the City because of the 
County apportionment and Mr. Scanlon I 
believe is saying that they may introduce 
some kind of bill to rectify this and the 
Metropolitan Crusade is saying they don't 
want it delayed. 


I don't understand all the legal 
ramifications. I would like to know what 
they are and I think the public would also 
like to know and that may be why people 
aren't going to testify because they may 
say, "I don't understand this, it's a big 
mess." I think it would be very helpful; 
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T'd like to know what the status is.

Mr. Givens: 

Mr. President, in the news last 
night and also today there was a march 
in Washington, D.C. this last Wednesday 
and there was a proclamation here 
before this Council. The proclamation 
was one thing but the march in 
Washington, D.C. when -the gay 
community is down there and J see men 
walking hand in hand with one another 
and I see women doing the same thing, 


that is not what I feel represents the 


people of the City of Pittsburgh. 


I+ would challenge the gay 
community and ask them to come in-to 
this Council and present to us within our 





jurisdictional boundaries, the City of 
Pittsburgh, any harassment or any type 
of. jobs or housing or in any way that they 
have been discriminated against openly 
or otherwise, I have never heard a case, 
ever, in the City of Pittsburgh, 
personally or otherwise, .where these 
people have been discriminated against. 


If that was the purpose of their 
march in Washington, D.C., I don't think 
that was their purpose. Their purpose 
was to indicate to the world out there 
their life style which is something that 
legally cannot be done in certain 
aspects. In other words, men can't marry 
men in this country as far as I know or 
women can't marry women and they 
cannot have children that way nor do 
they want to adopt children to have them 
in families, etc. 


It's a very serious affair, Mr. 
President, and other members of this 
Council, and if there are some problems, 
I want to know about them. That's one 
issue. 


The second issue is that there was 
also a resolution put before this Council 


: on dudge Bork who. is trying to get the 


federal judgship of our Supreme Court. I 
want to go on record and have it so noted 
that I support Judge Bork and I support 
him for one main reason. As I said in 
this hall before, in the 12 years that I 
have been in here and in all the state 
halls and Washington, D.C. in the 
Chambers of Congress, that the biggest 
thing that we're going to be looked upon 
is what did we, as legislators, what have 
we done to change and reverse the 
federal law that permits abortion, some 
18 million abortions in this country. And 
if Judge Bork is the one to switch that 
and decide that vote, then Im for him 
100 percent because this is what we're 
going to be judged by by our peers in the 
future and for all of us this is what we're 
going to be judged from by God himself,

Renaissance I as Pittsburgh's political 
leadership joined forces in a partnership 
unique among American cities with 
leaders in business and industry in labor 
and education in the arts and in 
philanthropy to confront successfully 
major problems of urban decline in the

Whereas, about five years ago 
Mayor Caliguiri, Mr. H. J. Heinz, 0, Jack 
Robins whose in this room, and a very 
few others put together and nurtured a 
plan which would not only enhance the 
quality of life in Pittsburgh but also 
serve as the bases for renewal of the last 
remaining distressed area in our 
downtown City; and 


Whereas, perhaps no single 
accomplishment over the past 40 years 
has more clearly reflected your 
enlightened governance of this City or 
the power of this City's public and 
private partnership for progress and does 
the opening of the Benedum Center for 
the Performing Arts and the launching of 
the cultural district. 


May I also on behalf of the 
Pittsburgh Trust, the Benedum 
Foundation, and indeed on behalf of all 
the people of Pittsburgh we hereby 
applaud the Mayor and Council of this 
great City as well as their agencies and 
Authority's and particularly City 
Planning, the Pittsburgh Urban 
Redevelopment Authority and the Public 
Auditorium Authority not only for their 
major financial and administrative 
support in the development of the 
cultural district in the Benedum but also 
for their on going commitment to the 
future of the district in all of its 
ramifications, and indeed to the continue 
progress throughout Pittsburgh and the 
region, 


In closing allow me to observe that 
the Pittsburgh Trust for Cultural 


Resources is with you dedicated to the 
proposition that the future of the 
cultural district in downtown Pittsburgh 
will be a saga of people not only those 
who love symphonic music, opera, 
musical comedy or the dance, but we 
hope people with varying taste from all 
walks of life from this community and 
beyond who will seek a change of pace 
from their day to day lives in an 
opportunity in the magnificent settings 
of Heinz Hall and the Benedum Center to 
enjoy and be entertained. Just three 
weeks plus two days ago the Benedum 
Center opened to a full house with a 
wonderful musical extravaganza "Purely 
Pittsburgh", In the short. period since 
then nearly 40,000 people have been 
entertained at the Benedum by programs 
ranging from Grand Opera to George 
Benson and the Pittsburgh Jazz. We 
have already demonstrated the extent of 
the untapped audiences who are out 
there. When last Friday evening my wife 
and I with nearly 3,000 other 
Pittsburgher's attended the Pittsburgh 
Opera's production of "Turandot", while a 
block away Lorin Maazel of the 
Pittsburgh Symphony Orchestra played to 
a packed house at Heinz Hall. It is these 
people and the millions that will follow

The Chair (Pro tem): 


Paul, thank you very much for 
those enlightening words. You know 
sometimes people wonder when 
government contributes into various 
things that happen within the City of 
Pittsburgh this is one example 40,000 
People were brought into downtown 
Pittsburgh in the last three and a half 
weeks I think that's a good example. 
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Michellé Madoff: 


Well, you know this Council is 
constantly being chastised. as is the 
Administration for the fact that we have 
a four percent wage tax, but there's 
almost a five percent wage tax in the 
City of Philadelphia. The people are 
moving downtown and the City is filling 
up and Philadelphia has done a complete 
turnaround, and we all know we've got to 
get rid of that four percent wage tax, 
but because of the cultural entities and 
expansion and I think you studies are 
very accurate that there is a demand and 
aneed, I think more people will start to 
move downtown and I think that we'll see 
hopefully a resurgence of people in the 
City so for that we thank you. 


Mr. Jenkins: 
Thank you, we certainly hope so. 


Let me just say real quick I want to 
leave since I'm going to take home a 
proclamation Sol and I would like to 
leave with you on behalf of Council and 
we hope you can find some place to hang 
it. Wé were going to bring you back a 
framed copy and this is an absolute 
remarkable poster it's a scenery of the 
Benedum Center for those with that 
wonderful chandelier and I promise. to 
send a framed one back. 


The Chair (Pro tem): 


That's a ceiling I think I muched 
admired even as a young lad and to see it 
here a couple of months ago with the 
artist really underneath there laying on a 
platform several hundred feet above the 
floor of the Stanley Theater and 
refinishing that exactly the way it was 
when the Stanley Theater was built many 
many years ago.

Heinz, I was deeply involved in the 
revitalization of the City of Pittsburgh 
through his effort in backing Renaissance 
I; and, 


WHEREAS, the Heinz family 
foundations have been involved in 
restoration projects and cultural 
facilities such as the Heinz Hall for the 
Performing Arts; and, 


WHEREAS, the Heinz family 
foundations have been the catalyst for 
putting together the recently dedicated 
Beriedum Center for the Performing 
Arts; and, 


WHEREAS, the Heinz family 
foundations have been deeply involved in 
revitalization outside the Golden 
Triangle through its participation in the 
Pittsburgh Partnership for Neighborhood

Michelle Madoff: 


Mr, President, the President of 
Council, Mr. Woods has set a hearing it is 
not a post agenda it is a hearing. Mike 
Perry may correct me, but I believe for 
the public's information the date is 
October 23, and the subject matter is the 
tremendous dollars that were spent for 
each Council member to get a computer 
so that we could have a terminal which 
was connected with presumably the 
Controller's office or whatever source 
would be appropriate so that we would 
not vote in a vacuum and that we would 
have available just by pressing a code on 
the terminal and bringing forward the 
information that would give us the 
Unfunded Pension, would give us 
Workmen's Compensation, the total debt 
of our Capital Improvements, what our 
credits and debits were, our accounts 
receivable, and moving from there on to 
projects the status of each project by 
number, and whether that project has 
been completed, whether it's near 
completion and whether it was paid. 


It would also have all the 
Authority's provide us and I understand 
that they are very happy to do that — 
with the dollar amounts that are still 
outstanding as part of the rate structure, 
not necessarily the tax structure of the 
City, because whether a citizen of our 
community pays taxes or pays rates it's 
still money. . 


I have been above board, I have 
informed Mr. Flaherty that this hearing 
is being held. I pointed out to him that 
each computer, and Mr. Perry can 
correct me was $12,000, and I believe 
there are 14 of them if you have one, and 


13 if you don't. There are nine of us that 
have one, there's one in Mr. Buckley's 
office; do you have one? So, there are 
now ten, there are ten computer systems 
at $12,000 which are really no more than 
glorified word processors. 


They also have a major flaw in 
them and we just had our people go to 
the convention, our people who are in the 
computer division to find out what we 
can do about correcting our screens 
because they're giving eye problems to 
some of our people and we're going to 
look at radiation screens. 


But, the reason I bring it up is that 
we're going into budget hearings and I 
think it's terribly important that this 
Council does not vote in a vacuum, and 
I'm going: to borrow a story from Mr. 
Wagner, I hope you will not mind, Tm 
giving him attribution, Mr. Wagner and I 
spoke yesterday at a community group 
and Mr, Wagner pointed out that he went 
to the Water and Sewer Authority and 
they had discussed what the program 
would be, what their expenditures would 
be for 1988 and I believe he asked, what 
do you anticipate your revenues and they 
said they didn't know, and he said then 
how can you anticipate expenditures; and 
you just take the Water and Sewer 
Authority and double that by every single 
department in the City and for years 
we've been functioning as 
windowdressing. 


It is time that we professionalize 
Council. When Mr, Stone was here and 
pitched to get us those computers -- Mr. 
Perry is finding for me all the transcripts 
on that issue. We did have some 
discussion, just routine discussion which 
did not violate the Sunshine Law as to 
what we could do to make our jobs 
better, and one of the issues was, and 
you will recall this Mr. President, to get 
computers but we never had them 
connected with terminals. It's like 
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getting an automobile with a hitch and 
then not bothering to have anything to 
pull. 


I think it's a very serious matter 
and Iam asking respectfully that it be 
televised, and I hope that I have support 
of this Council to second that to make 
sure that the public will be privy to 
knowing why it happened, how it 
happened. We're not going to be there to 
place blame, but to find out what we can 
do to correct the situation. But, it 
effects every single taxpayer. 3 


In light of the fact that I've now 
spoken to the fiscal management people 
of the Administration who tell me that 
they're going to balance’ the 1988 budget 
by not filling jobs and just by the skin of 
their teeth, and by 1989 if they balance ¢! 
without a tax increase it will be a 
miracle, by 1990 we go belly up unless 
we have some tax relief, and that is from 


three key members of the 
Administration. :

We've invited the Economy League, 
we invited Pete Marwick, the 
Controller's Office, the people who put 
in this system, our information computer 
people, and if anybody — I do not feel 
Proprietary about this.’ It's my hearing, 
but I have no proprietary feelings. If 
anybody can think of anybody that should 
be invited that would be beneficial 
perhaps one of the University's or 
someone they know whose an expert in 
software or in programming to tell. us 
how this happened. 


I would appreciate any input. But, 
I expect to be very vocal in a leadership 
role on that specific hearing. on the 
28th. Wednesday the 28th, Michael? 


Mr. Perry:

At 2:00 in the afternoon.

Michelle, on this subject a little 
correction in some of the statements 
you've made, Our Finance Department 
does have, in fact, up to date references 
to all the money that has been spent in 
the City of Pittsburgh. We disapproved 
the number of a series of bills ight here 
and you just need to go back to our own 
department and they'll tell you exactly 
how much money has been spent, how 
much money's been encumbered, but they 
can't do it without legislation, but 1 
agree with you that it's not at your 
fingertips that you can punch it up. 
Sometimes you have to go down to the 
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Administration, there's a lot of punching 
in of information as to money spent and 
etcetera, I have found it and I have 
found the Administration sometimes 
coming up to our Finance Department 
asking exactly how many pennies were 
saved because it is our job to keep a 
record on that and to make sure that 
nobody spends anymore money then what 
we have appropriated at the last years 
budget. 


Michelle Madoff: 
May I respond, please? 
The Chair (Pro tem): 
Certainly. 
Michelle Madoff: 


I think you're talking apples and 
oranges. My information came to me by 
way of our budget office from Mr 
Buckley and Mr. Vaughn, They are as 
frustrated as Iam and for you to say that 
we have this information is a 
distoration. The information sure is 
available if you want to go through 16 
different booklets and 16 different 
reports that come in six months late. 
That's not what we want. We want to 
know that within in two weeks or a 
month the status of the financial health 
of this community and we want it now, 
and we spent $200,000 in equipment and 
that’s inexcusable, and we're going to 
have a hearing on it on the 20th. 


Mr, Givens: 


I agree with you wholeheartedly 
that that-should be here,

Bill No. 3575 WHEREAS, Troy 
Hill, situated on a plateau above the 
Allegheny River on the North Side, is a 
closely-knit community of narrow streets 
lined with tidy, closely-built houses; and, 


WHEREAS, Troy Hill received its 
name in the 1800's from its largest 
landowner, Elizabeth Seymore, who 
resided in Troy, New York; and, 


WHEREAS, after the Civil War, 
German immigrants, having found work 
in the mills, breweries and railroads 
along the Allegheny River, began settling 
on Troy Hill as the flatgrounds became 
overcrowded; and,

_ Recessary to proceed with the testing as 


they exist presently, so that we can go 
ahead and get the proper component of 
police officers; etcetera. Especially 
with the shortage we have on the street 
today and the unusual number of 
retirees. 


But, I don't think we can just 
pretend the issue doesn't exist. I think 
we're going to have to address the 
issue. And, too wrongs don't make a 
right, and that's why I'm going to vote 
for the bill. I've been urged by many 
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firefighters and police officers to please 
vote against this Dill. I urge my 
colleagues to take the issue of how we 
approach the testing and the dollars that 
we're voting today as separate issues and 
to vote for the money, because I think it 
would be terrible to have the 
Administration say well if we don't have 
the money we can't go ahead and hire 
and the people, our citizens, our 
constituents would be at even greater 
tisk. 


Mrs. Masloff: 


It seems to me, we went all over 
this last year in detail and agreed that 
this was the best way to proceed with 
this. We had extensive hearings on this. 
The whole issue of psychological testing 
and it was agreed that this was the best 
plan. Isn't that so? It seems to me — 


Michelle Madoff: 
May I respond, Mr. Chairman? 
The Chair: 


We had meetings with the 
Administration, with Personnel, with the 
Civil Service, with the people that give 
the test last year and the year before 
that. 


Michelle Madoff: 


And, the year before that. A 
couple of years before that and I've been 
here nine and a half.years. I want to 
repeat something, people listen but they 
sometimes don't hear. I said that I was 
shocked to find out that Mr. Cannon the 
Safety Director is unhappy: with parts of 
the psychological testing. I left this 
table after I was ruled out of order 
addressing the issue by Mr.’ O'Malley, I 
went back and spoke to Glenn Cannon 
and found out that he is unhappy with 
part of the test. 





I think that we shoud be briefed. 
We ought to be told why and what needs 
to be changed, and I say again that 
sometimes we listen but we don't here, 
and what I'm saying is not to be an 
obstructionist but I think obviously if the 
Director of Safety is unhappy and the 
Chairman of the Committee has raised 
some issues there is obviously some need 
to brief this Council so that we don't sit 
here in a vacuum voting on things we're 
not knowledgeable about. .. Things have 
obviously changed. 


Mr. Wagner: 


I agree there are many people 
unhappy with it and if we are voting in a 
vacuum, which I think we've done all 
along in the psychological testing even 
with the extensive public hearings in the 
past. 


This issue has never truly been 
brought to the forefront except by those 
that have gone through the process, who 
have complained to each and every 
member of this. Council and mémbers of 
the public. There have been letters to 
the media in that regard and for that 
reason, I think we should resubmit the 
bill, and my motion is to recommit one 
of the three bills, the one pertaining to 
Psychological testifg, Bill No. 3485. 


Mr. DePasquale seconded the motion. 
Michelle Madoff: 

Discussion. 
The Chair: 


Discussion only on the 
recommittal. 


Michelle Madoff: 


I again repeat there is not enough 
time to have any substantive change in 
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the procedure, and subsequently by our 
not voting the money to show them to 
take the position that we are not going 
to go along by voting for this bill all we'll 
do is punish the public by not expediting 
the hiring of the necessary police 
officers and firefighters. 


Idon't think that's the approach to 
take with all do respect to my colleague 
Mr. Wagner. I don't think anything will 
change, there's not enough time. We 
need to move expeditiously on hiring the 
necessary staffing of these departments, 
and I think it would be fruitless to hold it 
and put it back in committee and that's 
my only reason. 


I'm suggesting that we handle the 
issue which I believe he is correct in a 
separate and apart hearing, but that we 
do not hold up the dollars, and therefore 
hold up the hiring process, because that!s 
what we would essentially be doing 
unless my colleage can assure me that if 
we held it for a week or two some 
answer would be forthcoming. I don't 
believe that to be the case unless he has 
some inside information the rest of us 
don't have. Again, if he does the rest of 
us are in a vacuum. 


The Chair: 


Well, right before Mr. Wagner 
made that comment I had asked Mr. 
Perry if we could have a post agenda on 
this Wednesday with Mr. Cannon stating 
what he stated to you with Civil Service 
again, with the Personnel Department, 
and in a post agenda we could bring them 
in and get their view of the arguement, 
also somebody from the paramedics, 
somebody from the police union, and 
somebody from the firefighters and bring 
them all up here in Wednesday. 


But, if we're going to recommit, if 
the vote doesn't come out to recommit 
we will have a post agenda or jf you want 


_ hiring. 


to’ withdraw and just have the post 
agenda, that's fine with me, but I agree 
with Ms. Madoff that we're going to pass 
this thing eventually and we do this 
every year. 


Maybe if Mr. Cannon is as 
outspoken as you say he is ~ the other 
director kind of went along with this Mr. 
Norton maybe Mr. Cannon can shed some 
better light. Something that we want to 
hear perhaps, because I don't agree with 
it either but I know eventually we're 
going to have to put the policemen on 
the street and they're going to have to 
have this type of testing. 


Mr. DePasquale: 


Mr. President, first of all I need a 
question answered. We don't. have 
psychoanalysis. for firemen do we? Just 
the policemen, right? 


The Chair: 


Just the police. You're right, I'm 
sorry. 


Mr. DePasquale: 


Okay. Now; it's not written in 
stone that there must be psychoanalysis 
for police recruit, so therefore, if we 
don’t advocate the money they'll just 
have to go back to the old way of 
They cah't stop hiring police 
because we deny them the money for 
psychoanalysis. 


Michelle Madoff: 
Oh, yes they can. 
Mr, DePasquale: 


There's noting written into law. 
There's nothing definate enough. 
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The Chair: 


It's my understanding that Civil 
Service hasn't made that law, they have 
to have psychological testing, so 
therefore, they have to have it. We have 
to appropriate the money or they can't 
hire. 


Mr. DePasquale: 
We change the law then. 
The Chair: 


We can't change the law. It's not 
up to us, it's a Civil Service law. We 
can't govern the Civil Service that's 
state. They write the law for the Civil 
Service Commission. 


Jeep, I don't like it anymore then 
you do, 


Mr. DePasquale: 


We got to quit hiring just because 
we don’t advocate money for those 
shrinks, 


The Chair: 


Right, so we don't advocate the 
money then you go with no police 
officers. So, it's a damned if you do and 
damned if you don't situation. 


Michelle Madoff: 


Mr. Chairman, thank you, two 
great minds think alike. May I 
respectfully request that you reconsider 
your hearing for Wednesday and I'll tell 
you why. You just brought out something 
that I had forgotten about and I thank 
you, and that is that the law must be 
changed in Harrisburg, and I think we 
need some state legislators here, and I 
think we really need to go into it in great 
depth. Not in a quick little hearing 


because as Councilwoman Masloff has 
said and she is correct and others have 
said we've done this year after year after 
year. I mean just chopping away and 
standing on a soap box isn't going to 
solve any thing. Let's do it in a format 
that.is productive by having some of the 
state legislators here to hear what is 
needed from them. 


I understand there's a bill that's 
been introduced. I understand it's not 
going anywhere. I don't even know what 
the bill is, so what are we going to talk 
about Wednesday, and I think it should 
not be a political issue. We have an 
election, what next Tuesday? 


I just respectfully request that we 
postpone this until even after budget 
hearings. Nothing's going to change. 
They're going to do the hiring anyway. 
The law as it is mandated right now says 
they have to have the psychological 
testing. You know how the state moves, 
very slowly. It might take a year or so, 
but we ought to start changing the 
process. I agree that the process needs 
to be changed, but we can't hold up the 
works, and I want -to tell you why I 
mentioned fire. I'm sure everybody 
noticed the news broadcast this week and 
the media coverage of the volunteer 
firefighters who had a training session, 
and the fire got out of control in the 
building they set fire to, and if you were 
listening carefully one of the comments 
that was made is that one of the 
firefighters was told in training jump, 
and they said, "I'm terrified I can't 
jump". So, there is some psychological 
testing that may even be needed for 
firefighters, and Im saying maybe we 
need to be looking at that. I frankly 
assumed it was firefighters as well as 
police. But, if they don't do it for 
firefighters, why do we need it for 
police. 


I think there is a problem we need 
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to address the problem, but we can't 
punish the public and hold up two years 
of police officers. So, I would suggest 
we do not put it back in committee and 
we vote on it now. Let's get on with it. 


The Chair: 


Well, I would say the same, I agree 
with you there. 


Michelle Madoff: 


And, please hold up on the hearing 
for Wednesday. 


The Chair: 


If we don't pass this and they don't 
have the money we're going to either 
pass it next week and we know that, in 
fact, we're not going to pass it next 
week, there's going to be a motion 
coming up in the end of this meeting so 
if we recommit this you're going to 
recommit it, not for one week it’s going 
to end up two weeks, and that's two 
weeks that you're not going to be hiring 
policemen, and it's one of them 
situations where we're damned if we do 
and we're damned if we don't. 


It's a good idea, and the 
Administration comes back and says well 
I wanted to put a couple of classes on, 
put you go see Council they won't 
appropriate the money, and we know 
that. We know sitting here Jack, you 
know Jeep, you know Steve, everyone of 
us know whether it's next week or the 
following week we're going to okay this 
bill. We are going to do it because we 
have to do it. 


Mr, Wagner: 


Not necessarily Councilman 
Wagner. 





The Chair: 

That doesn't matter. 
Mr. Wagner: 

IT won't okay this bill. 
The Chair: 


This Council is going to vote in 
favor of this bill. 


Mr. Wagner: 


In regard to holding the bill I would 
prefer not even to hold the bill if I felt 
confident that Council would vote this 
pill down, but I don't think Council will, 
and for that reason I'm making a motion 
to hold, But the real problem is that we 
Council keep allocating dollars to a 
testing procedure that is not sound and is 
not proven to be sound, and as long as we 
keep allocating dollars to do it it's going 
to continue to happen, and so sometime, 
someplace, we have to put our foot down 
and say no more dollars, therefore, no 
more testing. 


Michelle Madoff: 


Mr. Chairman, please, you didn't 
respond to my request, I would 
respectfully ask that you not hold a post 
agenda Wednesday ~~ 


+ The Chair: 


Fine. 
Michelle Madoff: 


— and hold it when we can get 
some Legislators here and ask Mr. 
Cannon who he would like to have, and 
ask Mr. McNamara and Mr. Burns whom 
they would like to have here and let's do 
it — if they need a whole day let's give 
them a whole day and let's not do it in 
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the middle of budget hearings. Nothing's 
going to change between now and the 
first of the year. 
Mr. Wagner: 

lagree, okay. 
The Chair: 

Then there won't be none. 

Roll call vote on the recommittal. 


The Chair: 


Is there any discussion on the 
motion? 


And on the question, “Shall the 
motion pass finally?" 


The ayes and noes were taken 
agreeably to law, and were:

And a majority of the votes of 
Council not being in the affirmative, the 


motion was defeated. 


The Chair: 


Now, is there any other discussion 
on the other bills? 


Mr. Wagner: 


Yes, on the dill. In regard to the 
bill since we'll be voting on it, Bill No. 
3485 Id like to make a few comments, 
and as we all know we talked about this 
at great length at Wednesday, the 
psychological testing and just briefly I'd 
like to say there are two types of tests, 
there's the written the test that an 
applicant receives, and after the written 
there test there is a verbal test given in 
essence, and there are two parts to the 
test and the real problem with the 
applicants that are failing the 
psychological test is not failing the 
written part of it. 


It's the one on one interview 
between that individual and the 
psychologists, and it was mentioned last 
week by Director Smith that a 
psychologist can determine definitively 
whether or not a person is qualified, and 
my position has been that that is not the 
case. Particularly on a one and one 
situation, and I'd just like to make a few 
points, and I have some of them written 
here so I'm going to read them. 


Because medical technology is so 
advanced today so much concrete 
information can be obtained through all 
the various diagnostic tests. That does 
not hold true for psychological 
examinations. You cannot put a brain on 
a treadmill or x-ray it to determine how 
stable it is or how it will react under 
pressure. 


Unfortunately, psychological exams 
are still dependent on one, how truthful 
the person being examined wants to be, 
and number two, how the examiner 
interprets the information conveyed by 
the individual. That is why it is best to 
have different examiners interview the 
same person. What a person tells one 
person he might or she might not tell 
another, and even though a physician 
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asks some questions during a physical 
examination the major part of his or her 
conclusions are based on diagnostic 
studies. Such as blood tests, we're 
talking about a medical examination 
versus a psychological examination, 
blood tests, urine tests, x-rays, a cardiac 


stress test, pulmonary function test, 
CAT scans, etcetera, etcetera, 
etcetera. Conversely a psychological 


examination is based solely on what a 
person conveys either verbally or in 
writing to the examiner. In a 
psychological examination the only 
information the psychologist is going to 
get is what the person that is being 
tested is willing to tell you. Bascially 
that's the situation here. It's a one and 
one examination. 


Even when administering the 
Minnesota Muti-Personality Test you are 
relying not only on the person answering 
truthfully, but also on how the examiner 
interprets all that information on that 
written test, and in addition to the 
written test, which I agree with we have 
the personal interview with the 
psychologist. The rapport of the 
pschologist has with the interviewer has 
substantial impact on what information 
is gathered because A, a person will or 
will not share truthfully with the 
information and the candidate usually 
tells an interviewer what he thinks the 
interviewer wants to hear. 


In private practice many people 
will interview a patient if they're 
examining for a position. When I say 
many people I mean just not one person, 
you may have a psychiatrist who is a 
doctor interview someone, you may have 
a social worker, you may have a nurse, 
and you may have a psychologist who is 
not necessarily a doctor, and that's the 
significant point I want to make, and in 
the situation with the City of Pittsburgh 
you don't even have the Chief of Police 
involved in the interview process, and 


that's been my complaint all along. 


So, the basic point that I want to 
make here is that number one, we the 
City of Pittsburgh have a psychologist 
who is doing the interviewer. There's a 
difference between a psychologist and 
psychiatrist. A psychiatrist has a Phd. 
just as a medical doctor has a Phd., but 
we have psychologists doing the 
interviewing who may only have a B.S.a 
four year degree or a Masters Degree so 
the confidency level between what we're 
perceived to be giving in a test is not 
there when you compare the medical 
examination with the psychological 
examination. The expertise % not there, 
and in addition to that you have a one on 
one evaluation, and the one on one is 
subjective. I don’t care what Director 
Smith comes to this table and tells us. 
It's a subjective evaluation. We have 
many good candidates failing it, and they 
do not even have the opportunity to be 
interviewed by the Chief of Police. The 
person that I feel is most responsible, 
and can determine the best as to whether 
or not that person is psychologically 
stable, and the proof of the pudding is, 
since this test has been instituted we 
have had more problems on our police 
force, psychologically then we had in the 
past. 


Michelle Madoff: 


I think the point that Mr. Wagner 


“makes has the most impact on me and 


that I think was inadvertently supported 
by Melanie Smith of Personnel, % that 
the interview is a one on one, meaning 
that if you're the psychologist, Sophie 
Masloff is the applicant and for some 
reason she looks like your sister and you 
didn't have a good relationship with your 
sister and you instantly have a reaction 
that is unfavorable to her, but you can't 
even explain to yourself, and 
psychologists like all-of us are human 
beings. If only one person has a negative 
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reaction to the only one person that's 
interviewing the candidate supposably 
that person goes back and says, this is 
what I found, this is my recommendation, 
and nobody else excepts that 
recommendation, and just looks at the 
paperwork in making a decision. Now we 
know that's a crock. That if the 
psychologist who has interviewed the 
Person comes back and says, I don't think 
that person is stable or I think that 
person is a pussycat that if they have to 
fire their gun they're just not going to do 
it, and I think we need to protect the 
candidate from becoming a police 
officer. That perception will indeed be 
brought forward no matter how 
professional the psychologist is, and my 
friends who are psychologists are very 
professional. It's still going to bring that 
perception forward and incidentally some 
of the school systems all the time when 
they have evaluation of children for 
example, and they have highly trained 
people in specialized fields. 


I don’t know that these people who 
are, and that's one the things that I'd like 
to find out somewhere along the line, 
whether these trained pschologists are 
not people being brought into a field 
where they're interviewing potential 
police officers, but maybe last week 
were interviewing young children, I don't 
know. 


I think it’s important that the 
number one person who was going to be 
working as the head of the Police Chief 
should have some say on who is hired. 
Who would know better as to who would 
have a good feeling, maybe he needs to 
spend a week with them, take him out 
and let him see what goes on in the 
field. Idon't know, but there's something 
wrong with the present system, and the 
reason I objected, I don't know if you 
were here Mr. Woods, but I objected to 
Mr. Cannon coming to the table to 
address the issue, because I knew we 





would get into just what you asked Mr. 
Perry to schedule, and we were there 
three hours, and so I asked to hold that 
particular aspect for another day, and I 
hope that we'll do it including the state 
representatives, 


Mr. O'Malley: 


Listening to my colleagues, I'm not 
an expert on pschological testing and 
listening to the debate between Mr. 
Wagner and’ Melanie Smith as the 
Wednesday session and I think both sides 
had good points to make, but I don't think 
that this is the time or the issue to deal 
with it. We all realize that there is a 
severe shortage of police officers right 
now, and I think what we ought to do if 
there's corrections that need to be made 
that we should pass this piece of 
legislation, we should hire the new ‘class, 
and we'll have time to adopt new 
standards before the next class is put on. 


Mr. Wagner: 


I just have one final comment. 
There is no reason in the world why this 
Council. should continue to fund a test 
that is not proven, and obviously the 
Administration is not going to make that 
change so therefore, this Council must 
take a firm position and not allocate the 
money, that's the only thing we can do. 


I have people call my office 
constantly telling me that they have 
been examined by a psychologist not a 
doctor a psychologist and they have 
failed the exam because of that. They 
have passed the -physical; they have 
passed the psychological test, the 
written test, but the personal interview 
with one psychologist they have failed, 
and the Personnel Department the only 
response given to our citizens in failing 
that is that we can't tell you why, all we 
can tell you is you failed. The response 
given to us by the-Personnel Department 
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is well, it's not permissible for us to tell 
them why because the psychologist must 
be treating the patient if they are to tell 
them why. Well that's not the case in 
the physical exam. JE they have a 
cracked vertebra we tell them why they 
failed. If they have performed bad on 
the pulmonary function test we tell them 
why they failed, but on the one on one 
psychology we say nothing, so we 
repeatedly have and you heard Director 
Smith say 75 pércent of the people fail 
on this basis. People continually not 
being told why they fail on the one on 
one, not the physical, not the 
psychological written, This Council has 
to take a position and say no more. 


The Chair: - 


I agree with you other than the 
position that we should take at this 
time. I don't believe there's any member 
of this Council present or two years ago 
that hasn't been called by friends that 
have taken the test, relations of friends, 
or friends of friends, I get the same calls 
that you have and I think everybody in 
here has been called by, has been 
pigeonholed by somebody that has taken 
this test and for the same reason not 
passed the psychological test. 


In fact, for a while if you recall 
two years ago, three years ago, they 
were picking on Vietnam Vets. They just 
would not put a Vietnam Vet on the 
force, and they openly admitted it at 
that table, but we need police bad and in 
my opinion we have to pass this and 
believe me we can fight this battle 
another day, and we should start fighting 
it after we pass this. The first of the 
year — 


Michelle Madoff: 


You mean after the budget? 


The Chair: 


— when it comes up next year then 
we're prepared, and we tell them we 
gave them enough time. As Ms. Madoff 
said we went to Harrisburg tried to get 
the law changed and they didn't make a 
stand, but at least we have a whole six, 
eight months to do it. 


Mr. DePasquale: 


Just one quick comment. In 
regards to rules and regulations of Civil 
Service, sometime ago they would not 
pass a candidate. for any position in the 
City of Pittsburgh with diabetes nor with 
a transitional vertebra. They now pass 
those candidates who have diabetes and a 
transitional vertebra because of experts 
in the field who have told them its not 
going to hamper their jobs providing 
they're taking the medication or they're 
doctoring or whatever. So therefore, if 
we withhold these funds I can't see where 
its definite that’ Civil Service 3 going to 
say we're not going to hire any police 
unless they get psychoanalyzed. If 
they're saying they have to hire these 
other people with these.d‘seases and 
rightfully so. There's no reason in the 
world why a person with a disease such 
as that shouldn't be on the fire or police 
department. 


(MR, WAGNER'S REMARKS ON BILL

Mr. Wagner: 


Discussion. The bill we are on, does it relate to 
psychological testing? 


Ms. Smith: 
Yes, it does. 
Mr. Wagner: 


I have, Director ~- I just want you to know that I have 
received numerous complaints from applicants applying for the 
police officer position about the lack of information relating 
to the psychological testing; meaning that we have two tests, a 
written psychological test, and we have an interview type of 
situation with the individual by the psychiatrist, correct? 


Ms. Smith: 
Psychologist. 


Mr. Wagner: 


i What the people are objecting to is this interview that 
takes place, and they receive a pass or fail based on one 
individual's subjective opinion with no explanation as to why 
they failed the evaluation. Why is that? 


“Ms. Smith: 


First of all, that's not correct, Part of that is correct. 
There are two written instruments given. ‘They are profiled 
background information which is collected and a folder is 
prepared on the candidate. The folder reviews all background 
information prior to their interview with the psychologist, and 
they can comment on whether or not the information is about 
them, and then they can discuss it with the psychologist in an 
interview. One psychologist does an interview on one candidate. 
It's one-on-one, and the entire file and interview results are 
taken by that psychologist to a panel of psychologists, and they 
jointly make a decision on each candidate. It's not one 
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person's opinion. It's a collective recommendation from the 
group. 


Mr. Wagner: 


But one individual does the interviewing and gathers the 
information which is then transmitted to the group? 


Ms. Smith: 
Yes. 


Mr. Wagner: 


So the one individual could have some subjective opinions 
that are related to the group, and therefore reflected in the 
overall opinion of the group? 


Ms. Smith: 


I would describe them as professional opinions, and yes, 
they would be described to the group. 


Mr, Wagner: 


Well, why is it that since we implemented the psychological 
evaluation, that we have more psychological problems with 
recently hired police officers? 


Ms. Smith: 


I guess I don't know for sure or with any certainty that we 
have more psychological problems among police officers or how 
long those individuals who may have psychological problems have 
been police officers, But without responding directly to that, 
it's well recognized that that occupation is a stressful 
occupation and creates an enormous amount of anxiety in the 
individual who. is an officer, and it's one of the reasons that 
the Public Safety Department has retained the services of a 
psychologist to work with police officers after they are on the 
job and as they experience difficulty. And that's a completely 
separate person who is not associated at all with the firm that 
we use. There is absolute separation of whatever might have 
existed before the person was hired and the consulting that they 
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Mr. Wagner: 


Why doesn't your Department know whether or not there have 
been more psychological type problems with police officers that 
have gone through this evaluation process verses police officers 
in the past that haven't? 


Ms. Smith: 

What I am saying is that information has not been conveyed 
to us. I don't know that to be the case. So the statement you 
made, I simply am not aware of it. 

Mr. Wagner: 

Why has there been no evaluation of the process? 
Ms. Smith: 

There has been. The process has been validated and that 
process, simply stated, involves the psychologist sitting down 
with the supervisors and managers of the Police Bureau and 


evaluating; has the process done what the Police Department 
wanted it to do. 


Mr. Wagner: 
Has it? 
Ms. Smith: 


Nothing is 100 percent perfect, but it is well within the 
acceptable limits of the liability and it validates. 


Mr. Wagner: 
Well, I think there is something wrong with it, and I know 


this has been brought up at this table before. I recall a 
public hearing four years ago prior to me being on Council. 
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I have had genuine applicants who have applied for police 
officer positions, both male and female, that have been turned 
down due to the personal interview and subjective evaluation of 
the individual; people that have worked as police officers in 
other municipalities, for the Western Penitentiary, for 
Allegheny County; people that have been in the military and have 
security experience, and they have passed every aspect of the 
evaluation process to be hired as a police officer except for 
the one-on-one evaluation and consequently have been turned 
down. And in the process, they have not been told why they have 
been turned down; 


In looking at the whole process, first of all, I think the 
individual is not receiving the right information that they 
deserve to receive. If they are turned down, they should be 
told why, and that's not happening. Plus I think we are losing 
competent, qualified people. And thirdly and probably most 
important, I see more problems with recently hired police 
officers from a psychological point of view than I do with past 
groups of newly hired police officers, which tells me that maybe 
this process is not a process that is in the best interest of 
hiring competent individuals. 


“Ms. Smith: 


As I said before, when Council raised questions about the: 
process, it’s very difficult for us to discuss it with you or 
the psychologist to discuss it with you because you are under 
certain assumptions about individuals, that if you and I were 
aware of their background file, you wouldn't make the statements 
you make. And I'm not free to discuss that with you, and you 
are not privy to that information. 


Mr. Wagner: 


That's right. And the individuals are not privy to the 
information, That's the problem. It's not me —- 


Ms. Smith: 
What the individuals tell you is not necessarily true. 
They represent themselves to you as ideal citizens. Many of” 


them are. Many of them simply don't match the profile that, 
based on validation and feedback from the Bureau, are indicative 
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of people who would be good officers, who once they get the job, 
they like it, will show up for work, will be on time, won't call 
off sick, and won't just try to sluff by because it doesn't end 
up being what they thought it would be. They are very normal 
people with excellent backgrounds, and they should not make it 
through the procedure. Everyone who doesn't make it is not a 
nut or a bad person, but there are, among the group that are not 
recommended, people who should not, who are not, psychologically 
fit to even be police officers, and the way they present 
themselves publicly is not what their information shows. 


Mr. Wagner: 
Okay. Well let me -~ 
Ms. Smith: | 


That's a serious handicap everytime we have this 
discussion. 


Mr. Wagner: 


That's true, and some of the information you have just said 
is accurate, and I agree with you but what you —- 


Ms. Smith: 
And the candidates know that and are told that. 
Mr. Wagner: 


~~ failed to mention are the numerous numbers of police 
officers that have been hired and have been working and haye 
proved not to be psychologically balanced such that they do 
certain things that should have been pointed out through the 
psychological testing procedures such as pulling their guns when 
they are off duty. And there are numerous occasions that people 
that have passed these psychological tests that have been found 
not to be psychologically stable, which tells me that the test 
is not stable, 


Ms. Smith: 


Well, the test is not capable of or intended to tell you 
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that if you are fine and normal today, that you will stay that 
way the rest of your life. It's only a snapshot at a time. 


Mr. Wagner: 
That's right. 
Ms. Smith: 


And the supervision received, the input from other 
officers, the training, and most importantly, the Director and 
Police Chief's ability to effectively discipline officers who 
don't do what they should do, is the biggest problem we have. 


Mr. Wagner: 
That's after the fact. 
Ms. Smith: 


But that's an important part of managing a police bureau. 
Mr. Wagner: 


The most important part of managing a police bureau is 
hiring competent people up front. That is your responsibility 
as Personnel Director of the Personnel Department. The number 
one problem, if you have employee problems in any company, in 
any government, starts with the Personnel Department. And it is 
a bad reflection upon the Personnel Department if we find out 
later that we are not hiring the best people out there. 


And my most important thing I can say to you is any bad 
reflection on the City of Pittsburgh with employees who are . 
found not to be competent and not to be performing their duties 
in the best interest of the City of Pittsburgh that were hired, 
and we did not. properly determine whether they were competent or 
not competent, that is a bad reflection back on the Personnel . 
Department and the procedures under which they are hired. And I 
think one of those very important procedures is the 
psychological testing, which I don't think is a valid procedure 
when you have subjective opinions, one-on-one, with an é 
individual. . 
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The written test I can go along with. ‘he one-on-one 
subjective evaluation of an individual, I don't think is a valid 

process. I said that all along, and I'm going to continue to 
take that position, and I will not vote to allocate any dollars 
to pay for anyone to implement that process with new hires. 


And let me go one step further. The problem is some of 
these individuals who pass the one-on-one never get to be 
evaluated by the Public Safety Personnel, including the Chief of 
Police. The most important individual in the whole process of 
evaluation of a candidate, I think, is the Chief of Police, the 
one-on-one sitdown with that individual. The person that fails 
this subjective psychological test, never gets to that point, so 
we may be losing -- 


Ms. Smith: 


That's correct. Neither does the person who fails the 
medical test or the written test. 


Mr. Wagner: 


i, 


That's true, but that is a very objective evaluation 
process. The one-on-one psychological with the individual, not 
the test, is subjective. 

Ms. Smith: 

Well, you describe it as a one-on-one. 
Mr. Wagner: 

It is a one-on-one. 

Ms. Smith: 
That's not a fair representation. 
Mr. Wagner: 

You ask any of the people, perspective employees, who have 

gone through the process. It's one-on-one. They may take the 


information back to a group of doctors, but all that information 
is gathered by one individual.

Ms. Smith: 


No. Actually the information is gathered from a number of 
different sources and the elements of information agreed to as 
part of the Court's preceedings under Judge Weber's ; 
jurisdiction. The candidates see that information. They are 
entitled to appeal to the Commission if they feel there has been 
some procedural error in what has happened., And they can appeal 
to the Court. Of the appeals that have been taken and gone to 
Court, not one candidate has successfully appealed. 


Mr. Wagner: 
Because it’s so difficult to appeal. 


Ms. Smith: 


It's more than just difficult. It's that there is a 
recognition that these are licensed, board certified 
psychologists who are performing a professional service where 
they have ethical and professional standards to meet. And they 
operate just like a physician does within that code of conduct 
and within those standards and the. procedures they use. Even a 
doctor's diagnosis is subjective to some extent, a. judges 
decision is subjective to some extent, within the parameters of 
that profession. And that's how these individuals conduct 
themselves when they are doing this process for us. They are 
not lay people, and with due respect to any police chief we have 
had, we haven't had a board certified psychologist who is 
competent in a recognizable way to sit down and evaiuate the 
psychological suitability for police officers. 


Mr. Wagner: 


.What I am saying to you is we are losing competent 
individuals due to the one-on-one psychological evaluation, not 
because of the testing procedure which I agree with, the 
psychological test which is objective. I'm concerned about the 
other half of the psychological evaluation; the subjective 
evaluation, one-on-one. . 


Now you say that it isn't subjective, and I say it is 


subjective. And I ask you, can you prove whether or not it has 
been of value to the City of Pittsburgh, and you can't, and I'm 
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saying to you that we have hired many people that have passed 
that exam that are not psychologically stable. 


And I am also saying to you that the most important person 
in the whole evaluation process, the Chief of Police, 
one-on-one, never gets a chance to even interview these people. 
So we may be losing good, competent people up front prior to the 
most important person ever interviewing them. 


There is something wrong with the process. It's been said 
and talked about here at this Council for years, and I will not 
vote to allocate dollars to support a process that is not 
proven. 


I want to reiterate that through the entire process of 
hiring new employees for the Police Bureau, this is the only 
part of the process that a subjective opinion is injected, and 
the other portions of the process are objective in the 
evaluation. 


‘I don't think this City should include in the hiring 


process a subjective evaluation from an individual that goes 
back to a group of people, not the group interviewing the 
individual, one individual interviewing a perspective candidate, 
and then taking their information back to group for final 
evaluation. And I would suspect that in nine out of ten 
instances, the recommendations of the one individual carries 


with the group of doctors that sit down and make the final 
opinion. 


I don't know if there is any data on that, but what I see 
happening in this City in terms of the hiring of employees and 
the lack of appropriate input from the Chief of Police, who is 
the most important person in the evaluation process, I am not 
comfortable with it. JI think we have serious problems with it. 
I think the record will prove me accurate with people off on 
worker's comp, some which should not be off, people taking 
excessive sick leave they should not be taking, things happening 
off duty with police officers that should not be happening, many 
of which -- and I suspect a larger percentage have passed the 
psychological testing. 
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a look at the process. 


The time has come that the Personnel Department has to take 


I don't see that happening, and 
therefore I can not support the allocation of any dollars to 
support psychological testing -- or evaluation, excuse me.

Michelle Madoff: 


Members of Council, Mr. President, 
I think we're all aware of what is going 
on in the economy of this country. I 
don't know how many people watched 60 
Minutes last night, but I happened to turn 
on the television show that shows Wall 
Street the market as its functioning 
minute by minute this morning, and I was 
very surprised to hear them refer to the 
60 Minutes show last night. If anybody 


saw it it was terrifying, it was 
frightening, it seems like the Japanese 
owns us. It owns América and can call in 
their debt any time they want to. 


The reason I mention it is that we 
are going to a budget hearing, we are 
going to a presenation by the Mayor, 
would somebody please tell me exactly 
when that is; is that Monday the 9th, and 
is it at noon or in the morning? 


Mr. Perry: 
Two O'clock. 
Michelle Madoff: 


Two O'clock on Monday, I'm going 
to try to get back here for that. I'm 
going to take a few days off after the 
election. 


1 think it is terribly important that 
somehow or other we meet with the 
Administration before the State of the 
Union message or perhaps right after it 
to discuss the opinion of the fiscal 
analyst, the fiscal advisors to the 
Administration as to what impact the 
crash that took place last Monday in the 
market will have on this community. 


Let me be specific, people are not 
going to go out and shop, people are 
going to put off purchases, people are 


. going to put off buying homes. What 


impact is that going to have on the 
revenue that we anticpate in the coming 
years? There have been some rumors 
that I've heard that I have not had a 
chance to check out, one that I'm going 
to work on today about a major 
development that is supposed to be going 
up that has stymied. This may or may 
not be true; they're looking for financial 
input. One that this Council voted to 
allocate the zoning to a corporation. 


I am very very concerned, any 
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thinking person has to be concerned. It 
isn't what we personally lost on 
Monday. I think everybody that was 
invested unless they were gurus or smart 
enough, I wasn't — to get out and not 
take any risk, My risks were minimized 
because I had bascially secure 
investments, But, it was a terrifying 
experience to see Friday it was 200 
points down, Monday 500 points, and 
today I think its down substantially 
again. It's feeding off of world 
markets. The Japanese market which 
was operating all of last night was down 
substantially. 


I don't see and I'm not an expert 
but we can talk to the experts. I don't 
even think they're evenly divided 
anymore, I think there seems to be a 
consensus that we're headed for certainly 
a major adjustment. Certainly, some 
kind of a recession, and this may only be 
a sign as it was in 1929 when the real 
crash took place, that we're going to see 
another major correction, 


Here's a City, population when I 
got here in '61 of 700,000 people, down 
to probably 365,000 people. We have a 
case that's being tried in the courts now 
by Mr. Pellegrini our City Solicitor to try 
to give us the right to tax or get some 
tax relief back from Harrisburg to 
subsidize our tax exempt entities that 
everybody enjoys whether you live in the 
City or whether you live in the suburbs. 


I don't want to get into us against 
them, I don't want us to be the City 
against the suburbs, because that doesn't 
serve any purpose. We know that the 
State Legislators who run every two 
years are not going to vote against their 
own interests of their constituency and 
vote to go to either ~ Metropolitan 
government or to increase the commuter 
tax. It just isn't going to happen so we 
better not even waste our time thinking 
about it. 


But, the one thing that we could be 
doing in-house is to streamline 
government. Really streamline it by 
having efficiency experts as I] have 


recommended in 1978, '79, '80, '81, '82, . 


‘83, '84, '85. Some persons perhaps the 
corporate world because they do in 
compact for the state government and 
they have done for the Mayor previously, 
come in and tell us where and how we 
can streamline, get people to be more 
productive, eliminate the kind of ‘things 
that we hear about from time to time, 
which I don't think are constant but the 
kind of thing that would never happen in 
private industry. The taxpayers dollars 
are outrageously wasted. You know my 
position and why I voted no today, just a 
protest vote on the monies that are going 
into hiring consultants. We have 
consultants being hired to review debts 
that are owed thé City, and they ‘come 
back and say, yes that debt is really 
owed, we need $10,000 to confirm things 
that we already knew. 


We took a look at the waste that's 
going on in the development of the Zoo. 
The money that we've lost in the 
delays. The terrible things that are 
going on in the engineering problems that 
have transpiréd. The hold up of the 
revenues from the concessionaires and 
the gate take. 


Some of the things that we could 
do to bring back stability and savings of 
dollars when we have overruns of a 
million dollars on a project on Phase H of 
Grant Street. I think we need to meet 
with the Administration, and we need to 
all put our heads together. Even 
President ‘Reagan is saying maybe he 
ought to meet with both the Congress 
and the Senate and have it bipartisan to 
talk about what we can do on a national 


. level. But, we-can't wait here until some 


decisions are made nationally other than 
those that. are on a day to day basis 
might effect the market, and therefore 
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effect how people are going to react. 


But, we are confronted with the 
possibility of this City going bankrupt in 
1990. I don't want to use the word but 
its a fact. We are confronted with that 
as a very real possiblity. The alternative 
being to raise taxes above where they 
are now where people aren't moving in 
our City anyway, and I would 
respectfully request Mr. President that 
you set up a meeting with the 
Administration, with the Mayor's Office, 
with the Fiscal people to sit down and 
talk about what it is that we can do asa 
body to make it better for the 
Administration, what support can we 
give them. It can't be an adversary kind 
of interaction, its got to be a supportive 
interaction. We are in probably at the 
beginning of the most severest times 
that we've had in a very very long time. 
I don’t think we're going to have just a 
recession — 


Mr. DePasquale: 


Point of order, is that in the form 
of a motion? 


Michelle Madoff: 

Yes it is. 

Tsecond that motion. 
WHICH MOTION PREVAILED. 
Michelle Madoff: 

Thank you Mr. Depasquale. 

I think I've said enough, I think 
we're all concerned, but lets get on with 
trying to do something about the 
problems we are going to be faced with. 
I know the Mayor's going to make a 
presenation that will touch on this, but I 


think we have go beyond reporting and 
the fact that we're not going taxes this 


year. The issue is we're not going to 
raise taxes on -the back of eliminating 
services and using trust fund money, 
that's how we're going to do.it, and that's 
going to run out. We are on borrowed 
time. 


Mr. Wagner: 


Mr. President and Members of 
Council, I'd like to share with you again 
if.you have not read the letter that I sent 
to the School Board last week, The 
letter that I sent to the President and 
Members of the Pittsburgh Board of 
Education and I'd like to read the letter 
and just make a few comments on it, and 
as most members of the public know and 
I should state this that there are two 
separate governmental bodies in the City 
of Pittsburgh. There is the City which 
consists of obviously City Council, the 
Mayor, and the many departments of 
City government and there is the 
Pittsburgh Board of Education, which is 
separately elected and responsible to the 
people of the.City of Pittsburgh just as 
we are. My letter dated October 21, 
reads as follows:

President and Board Members: 


In my three years and nine months 
on Pittsburgh City Council, I have met 
with- many of you and Superintendent 
Wallace on an individual basis. However, 
there has never been a joint, public 
meeting between Pittsburgh City 
Government and the ‘Pittsburgh Board of 
Education. As an elected official, 1 feel 
it is important that better 
communication take place between -the 
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two, independent, governmental bodies. 
There is a greater need today, than in 
the past, to begin to address common 
problems that impact the residents and 
taxpayers in the City of Pittsburgh. 


One very important problem that . 


we share is the 4% wage tax, which is a 
joint responsibility of the City of 
Pittsburgh (2.125%) and the Board of 
Eduation (1.875%). All indications are 
that this tax has had a negative impact 
on people living in the City of 
Pittsburgh. We must come up with a 
pian to reduce this tax. The formulation 
of this plan must be done jointly to have 
a significant impact, and to assure that 
one governmental body does not decrease 
their portion of the tax while the other 
increases it. I believe now is the best 
time to discuss this issue because Mayor 
Caliguiri and Superintendent Wallace will 
be submitting their 1988 Budgets in 
November. 


In the words of Abraham Lincoln, 
"The legitimate object of government is 
to do for a community of people 
whatever they need to have done, but 
cannot do at all in their separate and 
individual _ capacities.” - As the 
"community of people" cannot 
accomplish goals in their separate and 
individual capacities", neither can we as 
elected officials in our "separate and 
individual capacities" do what needs to 


be done. It is my belief that we must 
deal with our common problems 
collectively. 


Therefore, it is my suggestion that 
we arrange a mutual date for all elected 
officials, and Superintendent Wallace, to 
meet in.a public forum and make the 
first item of disucssion the 4% wage 
tax. Iam certain many excellent ideas 
will be discussed and possible 
alternatives agreed upon. It is my hope 
that this - first meeting will lead to 
periodic meetings that will be of mututal 


benefit to all concerned. 
T look forward to our first meeting.

I simply want to state that the 
common word throughout this letter is 
joint responsibility, and I firmly believe 
that there needs to be a_ better 
communication between the School 
Board and the’ City of Pittsburgh. I 
would not suggest that such a meeting 
take place prior to the election, I think 
a lot of people would perceive it as being 
electioneering, and it should take place 
after that time. 


Do to the fact that all of the 
people copied on th’s’ letter and sent to 
the highest élected officials is Mayor 
Caliguiri, I would respectfully request 
from President Woods that he would 
chair the meeting, and that all of you 
would support the possibility of having 
such a meeting. 


I think it can have tremendous 
potential benefits particilarly because 
our State Legislator's will be meeting in 
the second week of November to begin to 
discuss a new tax plan for municipalities 
in the Commonwealth of Pennsylvania, I 
understand that those meetings will ‘go 
on probably through Thanksgiving and 
possibly into December. 


Tf the City of Pittsburgh and the 
School Board can somehow come up with 
some alternatives to address the taxing 
problem that exist in the - City 
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particularly the four percent wage tax. 


I think we should jointly submit to 
them to our state government officials a 
plan and support the plan and agressively 
lobby the plan, and I think by having a 
Meeting we can come up with some 
alternative ideas. 


I am hopeful that the School Board 
will respond to this letter affirmatively 
and will request that we do set a time 
and a place to meet, and J hope that all 
of you will support the idea. 


Michelle Madoff: 


Mr. Wagner, I think your idea has a 
great deal of merit, and not only both of 
us but 
I think all of Council and I think Mr. 
DePasquale already seconded my motion 
indicating that we are all concerned with 
the economy of this community. We 
have to be with 350,000 you go out in the 
evening and the people aren't anywhere, 
and we wonder why, it's a big gap 
between 350,000 and 700,000. 


I think that we ought to start to 
work with the Administration in a 
cooperative way instead of an adversary 
role, and it would seem to me that the 
first business would be to meet with the 
Administration to find out if they 
already have talked to the School Board, 
it would seem to be they have. 


I don't know that have or they have 
not, and I think it might be appropriate 
for the Mayor to meet with Mr. Wallace 
first of all and then report back, Its not 
going to one meeting, you're not going to 
solve this problem in one meeting, but it 
ought to be done in a very organized, 
structured manner. Not as you said, the 
appearance of politicking where we don't 
want to do it before the election. I 
agree with you and maybe not even 
before the..new Council takes place 


although I don't think we have the time 
to waste, so I think that what we need is 
to ask the Mayor to please report to us. 
That's why I asked that we have a 
meeting with the Administration after, 
because I don't think we can do it before, 
the election is — unless we do it the 
week between the election and the 
Mayor's Budget. I guess it would be 
appropriate to do it after the Mayor's 
State of the Union Message to see what 
we can do to help, and what is needed, 
and are we going to have a meeting with 
the Board of Education, because I don't 
think its going to — as you said earlier 
that's just one of many items, the four 
percent is one of many problems, 


We're the elected officials, we're 
going to have to move in a positive way, 
and we're going to have to stop and I 
include myself in that upstaging each 
other. We've got to start to work in a 
very cooperative effort. As I say not an 
adversary role and I would like to hear 
from the Administration before we do 
anything beyond that. I'd like to hear 
what they need from us and what we can 
do to be cooperative, and they may say 
this is a super idea, lets go ahead and 
meet and even if they know we can just 
by-pass them and go do it. 


Idon't want to pull a Tom Flaherty, 
audit stunt and go right to the news 
media and don't bother to go to the 


. department heads to have an exit audit, 


and I think what we're doing is we're 
really end running the Administration, 
and I don't think that's what we should be 
doing. Do I make a point?

Administration.

Michelle Madoff: 


No, I didn't say that at all. “I do 
support you, I'm only saying that for 
example it would be more appropriate to 
have it come from this Council, but I 
think it would be even stronger if the 
Administration reported to us. First of 
all even if they say yes they want to 
meet with us there's no reason why we 
can't meet with the Administration 
before. 


I think Sophie's going to add 
something and say, what has the School 
Board said to date. What kind of 
negotiations have you had with them, 
what is the problem from the 
Administration's perception. I'd like to 
know — from Mr, Flaherty's perception. 
That doesn't mean that what you are 
doing is wrong. I think the fact that you 
took the initiative and went ahead is 
commendable, but I think we've got to 
stop acting independently and having 
resentments build up, because 
unfortunately its like the psychological 
test if somebody doesn't like you they 
don't support what you're doing. I've 
been a victim of that for years on this 
Council. The only way I got bills passed 
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was to get the public behind me. 
Mrs. Masloff: 


Mr. President, I believe that its a 
wonderful idea, but the School Board has 
the opinion, the attitude that they're 
elected by the people, and they'll run 
their own ship the way they want to, no 
matter what anybody else says. 


The Chair: 
Well, we can meet them. 
Mrs, Masloff: 


So, it doesn’t hurt to meet but I 
don't that we'll accomplish anything. 
They're elected members and they will 
run it the way they want. 


Mr. Wagner: 


I would not in any way suggest that 
they shouldn't run it the way they want. 
I firmly believe they should, I am only 
suggesting that there be a 
communication where we have common 
problems or common goals, and obviously 
our common goal is to better serve the 
people of the City of Pittsburgh in 
education and in government, So 
consequently it would be in the best 
interests of all the people of Pittsburgh 
for us to meet on a periodic basis, and 
particularly as it relates to this problem.

Councilmembers, ladies and 
gentlemen, I'd like to introduce to you 
the Mayor of Pittsburgh, Richard 
Caliguiri. 


Mayor Caliguiri: 


Before I begin the budget, let me 
just take a moment to publicly thank the 
Budget Office for putting together, I 
think, a most informative and 
comprehensive budget. Carolyn Marks 
and her staff, along with David Donahoe, 
I think have done an exceptional job of 
putting together a budget that is easier 
to understand and certainly has a lot of 
information in it that will help everybody 
better acknowledge some of the things 
that we're trying to do in this budget. 


Mr. President, members of Council, 
friends and directors, City employees, 
and citizens of Pittsburgh, this is an 
historic moment for Pittsburgh, the 
region and for Pennsylvania. 


For Pittsburgh, I am delivering the 
sixth straight budget without a tax 
increase. 


For the region, we have an exciting 
and challenging agenda of projects and 
plans many of which have been 
implemented and many of which are 
within reach. 


And for Pennsylvania, we have a 
new ambitious state administration 
committed to economic development and 
jobs for our people. 


But by far, the most important 
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milestoné is that the State Législature : 
convenes today in Special Session to take) 
up the issue of local tax reform. It will 


bring to conclusion a twenty year debate 
— a debate often sparked by urban 
concerns but now shared by county and 
municipal government officials 
throughout the state. 


In many ways, the “State of the 
City" as we approach the next decade is 
really the state of local government 
throughout the Commonwealth. At the 
risk of overstatement, our future is in 
the hands of our state legislators. 


To the extent that they realize the 
important social and economic role of 
metropolitan centers and the special 
financial burdens cities carry, they will 
act boldly and conclusively, They will 
seek a fairer and more equitable taxation 
system and one that provides the 
resources for us to do the job the public 
expects and deserves. 


On the other hand, if parochial 
concerns prevail, we will miss this 
opportunity and promote municipal 
competition rather than . cooperation, 
losing that spirit of community we have 
attempted to develop in Western 
Pennsylvania. 


Make no mistake — Pittsburgh will 
survive although without legislative 
action our ability to adequately invest in 
this regional center will be 
compromised. Our population simply 
won't be able to afford the bill, 


Efforts to seek revenue from other 
sources — tax exempt institutions; user 
fees and nonresident workers will 
continue, But we also face reductions in 
city services, some of which can be 
achieved in the name of efficiency and 
some of which will significantly iad the 
role of city government: - 


ae y a 


Inaction would ben a recipe for 
political friction — friction’ that pits city 
vs, suburb, affluent against needy and old 
against young. It drains energy from our 
effort to promote job creation’ in our 
regional economy. 


I have advised our legislators that 
Pittsburgh has four major goals that they 
should keep in mind in approaching their 
duties over the next several weeks: 


First, it is important that the wage 
tax rate differential between regional 
centers like Pittsburgh and surrounding 
areas be minimized. Extending the home 
rulé rate provision to all municipalities 
and school districts would put everyone 
on the same legal footing. 


Second, we need to shift revenue 
sources away from the property and 
wage tax bases to broader sources with 
more growth potential. Sales and income 
tax approaches fit this requirement 
provided the levy is on a sufficiently 
wide area to discourage anti-competitive 
features. Such a program would allow 
both the city and school district to lower 
our wage tax. 


Third, we should recognize that 
this broad base support must include 
adequate funding for county governments 
that provide a wide range of human and 
transportation functions. 


And finally, we must recognize 
once again that there is a contribution to 
be made by the nonresident worker. The 
$10 Occupation Tax paid to the 
community in which he or she earns a 
living is the same now as it was in 1964 
only in real dollars it is now worth 
$3.30. The Occupation Tax supports less 
than one percént of the City's budget 
with most of that amount’ paid” by City 
residents. 


I trust that the report of the’ 




















Governor's Study Commission and. the 
Governor's own recommendation due out 
today will deal with all of these goals. 


In the coming days, I will be asking 
leaders of labor, business, neighborhood 
organizations as well as public and school 
officials from all over Western 
Pennsylvania to join Members of Council 
and me in a united effort to stand behind 
the Governor and legislature. The 
message TAX REFORM NOW must 
become more than a slogan, it must be 
our common goal. 


I see people in the audience now, 
some of our labor leaders and our 
community leaders, that I ask you, not 
only in this speech but I ask you to come 
together with me to make sure that this 
time we don't blow it, to make sure that 
we get some meaningful tax reform for 
these cities and cities throughout the 
Commonwealth that are so vitally 
necessary. 


Provided the Legislature enacts the 
kind of package we are seeking and we 
can be guaranteed receipt of the funds 
on a timely basis, tax reform could still 
be a possibility before Council adopts the 
1988 budget. It would be irresponsible, 
however, to adjust our taxes based on 
promises or on speculative revenue 
projections. The budget I am sth mitting, 
therefore, assumes no changes and 
assumes at this time that we will not get 
anything before the end’of the year. In 
fact, I've just heard some discouraging 
news that whatever they may enact may 
not take place until 1989. {o we'll deal 
with what we have in front of us even 
though it is a balanced budget. 


The fact that I can submit a no tax 
increase ‘budget in light of our financial 
challenges may surprise and disturb some 
who would like to see local government 
brought to the brink’ of’ financial 
disaster. In that way, we would create a 


crisis -atmosphere supposedly 
guaranteeing legislative action. 


I do not consider that approach 
responsible and will not take that route 
to achieve tax equity. 


On the other hand, our financial 
indicators all point to the need to 
broaden our revenue base. 


* From 1985 to 1988 our actual and 
anticipated general fund balance has 
shrunk from nearly $20 million to $12 
million, still noteworthy considering 
the loss of $11 million in federal 
revenue sharing but clearly headed in 
the wrong direction, 


* Our major taxation sources are 
growing at rates that will not even. 
cover the bare bones - 3.7% 
expenditure increase I am proposing 
for next year. 


* We are approaching the end of no 
cost increase wage agreements with 
half of the city workforce. And allow 
me once again to thank those people 
that over the last two years have 
lived without any increases in their 
salaries. We certainly will do 
everything we can this year to adjust 
that and to make some restitution for 
them. 


* Costs for health care and 
compensation will rise by $4 million 
next year. 


* The capital needs of the city continue 
to increase with the age of our 
infrastructure as well as.demands for 
public support for major economic 
development, tourism and cultural 
facilities, this at a time when federal 
tax law changes have made borrowing 

. More expensive. 
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In order to defray these costs, we 
have taken a number of steps over the 
last several years highlighted by the 
elimination of some 400 jobs from the 
budget. 


We have not, however, blindly 
frozen spending or slashed away at the 
budget. Rather, we have set priorities 
and goals. Our planning has permitted 
the elimination of positions without 
layoffs and provided an impetus to 
increase efficiency. 


As we have adjusted to our 
resources, we have improved 
productivity through an emphasis on 
management and information, 
year, in addition to the City's major data 
processing facilities, we will have some 
250 micro computers spread across all 
departments of city government. We 
have reorganized departments to better 
react to the city's needs and we have 
provided management training, laid the 
groundwork for significantly improved 
communications and set about providing 


our employees with better working 
conditions. 
Our financial managers have 


maximized our resources through debt 
Management and prudent investments 
have worked to reform and fund the city 
pension system. 


We have maximized. our personnel 
resources through programs like first 
responders, Hazmat and river rescue. 
Today, we recycle road materials..and 
collect refuse in a more efficient way 
and next year, we will begin selling 
water to other communities. 


Every department head in my 
administration, my staff, community and 
neighborhood organizations as well as 
supportive members of this Council have 
my thanks for approaching this financial 
problem with imagination, hard work and

courage. 


The $293 million budget that I set 
before you today in many ways marks an 
end to that process. Most of the goals 
that we set forth in implementing our 
modernization and cost containment 
program are incorporated in the numbers 
before you. 


Coordinated public safety is a 
reality, and a success. Lower crime 
rates, closer community ties, improved 
service response and coordination at 
accidents and disasters attest to this. 


By the end of 1988, we will have to 
put into place our new communication 
system and emergency center and plan; 
we will have some 120 newly trained 
police officers on the street as well as a 
more efficient and productive system for 
recruitment and testing of police officer 
candidates. 


We will have modernized our fire 
truck fleet and remodeled some 20 
firehouses to accommodate them; with 
Council's approval, we will create a 
special trust for preventative 
maintenance program for our swimming 
pools; we will also institute a new 
approach to lot clean up that will result 
as more 
effective service. Our city fleet is in 
the best condition in history and is being 
maintained better than ever before. 


Again I will ask those members of 
the unions and the leaders of the unions 
that I see in the audience, Bernie Burns, 
Pat McNamara, again to join with me 
and to help implementing some of these 
programs, We want to sit down, we want 
to work together, we want to cooperate 
because we are ail in this together. We 
are not alone and we must stick together 
in order to make sure that we can 
continue a good financial clean house 
with the City of Pittsburgh and for the 
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City of Pittsburgh and its citizens. 


ue 1988 will be the year for instituting 

a new water. billing system and the 
beginning of a threé-year meter change- 
over program. It will also be a year 
when .we will examine -alternatives for 
minimizing the ‘cost of our employee 
benefit program. And there are other 
accomplishments and plans which are 
detailed in the document before you, 


Perhaps the most important point.I 
can make today, however, is that we are 
at the end of the line, in layman's terms, 
we have "pulled out all of the stops" in 
bringing this budget to you. 


- I have. advocated looking several 
years ahead when adopting budgets and 
financial * plans. Based on the 
information I have been given, that 
Picture is not bright. The gap between 
current revenues and 
expenditures will grow — despite all of 
the efforts I have recited — and we will 
be using up our reserves as well as one- 
time revenues. 


If we begin 1988 without new 
revenue sources and unless we insstitute 
major reductions in personnel and 
services, we have the chance of using our 


entire $12 million fund balance by the ~ 


end of 1988, If that happens, we will be 
looking at a $12 ‘million budget deficit 
this time next year. 


T for one will do everything to 
avoid’ that outcome. Tax reform is 
clearly the key but there are other 
“measures. We must also look to the 
legislature for equity.in the distribution 
of ‘state funds around, the 
Commonwealth, 


The comprehensive legislative 
program I’ submitted earlier this year 
addresses several cost sharing concepts 


for ‘police, emergency medical and- 


current - 


regional recreation programs. We must 
work to have them included in the next 
budget to bé prepared by the state 
administration. These are items that are 
regional in scope and that-including them 
in that budget to the state and. to 
continue those programs that; really 
assist all people, not just City residents, 
the state has to recognize that and begin 
to give us the resource to continue those 
programs. 


Having set the financial stage as 
the immediate concern for Pittsburgh, I 
do not want to overshadow that agenda I 
spoke of earlier.- It excites me because 
we are a part of the economic progress 
of America's most. interesting and 
beautiful city, even with all the smoke 
that we have coming from West Virginia 
and Kentucky lately. 


. Tonight. we will make it beautiful 
because we intend to have Light ‘Up 
tonight. I invite all of you to meet me 
under Kaufmann's clock; I know at one 
time -or another all of us have met 
somebody under Kaufmann's ‘clock for 
whatever. reason, and I won't go into the 
reasons. No, Jeep or Michelle, won't 
mention why you two were supposed to 
meet at Kaufmann's clock.- But we'll 
sure have a good time tonight and we 
intend to light up the clock as well as the 
City. 


We have stood together this year at 
many ‘exciting occasions giving life to 
that agenda keeping our. No. 1 priority: 
jobs ... jobs ... jobs ... for our people. 
And we won't let that obscure anything 
that we want to do. It has to be jobs. 


We broke ground at Washington's 
Landing, _an exciting and unique 
opportunity to marry job creation, city 
living and the dramatic vistas of our 
rivers, . 


, We developed agreements with the 











universities and received funding to 
continue the technology center project 
with plans for groundbreaking next year. 


We made possible the neighborhood 
developments such as the Oakland 
Portal, the Northshore, Motor. Square 
Garden as well as planning and 
programming improvements in nearly all 
of the city's small business districts. 


We opened Liberty Center and the 
Benedum, two projects marking 
revitalization of Downtown that could 
not have gone forward without the 
support and efforts of city government. 
The city's first neighborhood remains the 
heart of our region and boasts our image 
throughout the world, 


We anted up our share for projects 
like Riverside, City Center and the 
Stadium Development which can move 
forward if private and state investments 
can be secured, 


We marked over $32 million in 
housing loans of various kinds for 2700 
units of housing in addition to the 
issuance of $51 million in housing bonds 
for mortgages, multi-family projects and 
home improvements. We saw new 
housing in Homewood, in Garfield and 
the Northside and major improvements 
to public housing communities. 


Next year, we will break ground for 
a new Science Center truly representing 
today's Pittsburgh — placing research 
and science in a format that excites and 
attracts. 


And, we encouraged many other 
initiatives — everything from our much 
heralded Station Square expansion to the 
rebuilding of The Carnegie — our 
sleeping giant of educational resources in 
Oakland. We have recognized the role of 
the arts through the Cultural District 
and are working toward the development 





of additional facilities. In a very special 
way, our Cultural Trust is working to 
bring arts to the people — and the 
economic benefits of the arts to our 
community. 


The record is impressive but the 
agenda is not full and it is not complete. 


Pennsylvania, unlike many other 
states, has not developed a 
comprehensive state housing assistance 
program. We will present to the state a 
series of recommendations for such 
initiatives and are hoping that they will 
become a part of the Governor's program 
for 1989. 


The state can do more to follow 
our lead and encourage neighborhood 
community development through the 
State Urban Development Action Grant 
Program (UDAG) I have proposed and by 
providing additjonal capital in the state 
redevelopment grant program targeted 
to neighborhood development projects. 


We have done a good job of 
maximizing the impact of available 
federal job training programs such as 
supporting a pilot program on the 
Northside linking job training with 
neighborhood community development. 


We have yet to get at the heart of 
the unemployed in Pennsylvania, 
however. To that end, we have been 
working with state officials to develop 
the "Single Point of Contact Program" 
that will provide the unemployed with a 
variety of one stop support services 
enabling them to get and hold a job; we 
are also prepared to implement the 
Urban Initiatives program — a modern 
day civilian conservation corps to 
provide chronically unemployed and our 
youth a pay check and work experience, 


We need to get about the business 
of completing and maintaining the 
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regional highway system including the 
vital Mon Valley link that I addressed 
several weeks ago, But let me say this 
once again, it will not be done at the 
expense of our neighborhoods; it will be 
done in cooperation working with the 
Mon Valley people to bring that vital link 
into the Golden Triangle. 


We must complete plans for 
improved public transportation between 
the city and the new aviation center in 
Western Allegheny County as well as the 
health and educational centers in 
Oakland and the growing Northshore 
community. 


We must be more vigilant about our 
relationship with each other and I will 
continue my active support for the 
Commission on Families that has taken 
on the challenge of giving youth 
alternatives to dropping out and early 
parenting. It is the kind of broad~base 
citizen program that brings out the best 
in this community. 


I have also asked several private 
and nonprofit agency leaders to meet 
with me to discuss a new effort in 
educating the community on the negative 
effect of prejudice and in promoting 
improved human relations. Pittsburgh is 
for everyone and those of us in 
leadership roles must see that this 
remains so. 


There is not one of these goals that 
cannot be attained as we turn the corner 
into the next decade and there is not one 
to which I do not commit my full 
energies and that of my Administration. 
As they have in the past, the people of 
Pittsburgh and Western Pennsylvania can 
count on it. 


It is no secret that I enjoy being 
Mayor, I am often asked why anyone 
would want to be Mayor of a large 
American city. 


The answer to that question will 
vary for each public official and can be 
as simple as political ambition and as 
complicated-as a desire to make major 
changes in a community. 


My answer is best reflected in the 
cover for the budget that I present to 
Council today. 


What we have accomplished for 
ourselves” sets the foundation for 
tomorrow. We want the children of 
Pittsburgh. to have the kind of 
community. that we know, working 
together, striving for the best in 
education, in business, in arts, in sports 
and in each other. 


That is why I enjoy being Mayor — 
to help mold the spirit of community for 
today's Pittsburgh and for tomorrow's 
generation. 


Join me, my friends — it is a job 
we can and we will do together.

Michelle, Madoff: 


Dan, you said you spoke to a number of people and 
Councilmembers and told them you were exceeding the amount. Do 
you think it would have been appropriate for you to get an 
interim approval? 


Mr. Pellegrini: 


I think I spoke to you about it and you knew the funds were 
going over. 


Michelle Madoff£: 
But I didn't know that you hadn't gone about it; I haven't. 
Mr. Pellegrini: 


The interim approval was an internal Council rule and the 
discussion was that what we attempted to do during the whole 
course of the proceeding is keep a low profile and not to let 
the referendum go on the merits of what the voters--and not 
bring up another issue. 


The other thing is, I didn’t have even an idea at that 
point when we were getting to the end, what the amount was going 
to.be. It was no secret that the amount: was going to be over 
what we initially anticipated. 


Michelle Madoff: 


To recap, as you know, I think two of us didn't vote for 
the original $75,000.00 because it was my bill to put the 
referendum question on the ballot--I certainly wasn’t going to 
vote to represent us to kill it and that wasn't what happened. 
What. happened was that we got into an issue that even though it 
did get on the ballot and eventually won, the Crusade was still 
proceeding legally and it was an issue of whether we're going to 
have an election or the election would be disqualified and we 
were all sitting in limbo wondering to see what was going to 
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happen and it was a very tense time for everybody and so that if 
they hadn't sued us because we gave them what they wanted, and 
it was up to the public but they were protecting their interests 
and I understand that position. They were afraid for whatever 
reason they wanted to have access to the courts, we were put in 
a position of having to defend the City. It was not done to 
spend money frivolously. 


Mr. Pellegrini: 


That's correct. In fact, as we got to the end, the day the 
decision came out, we said stop everything and the Crusade still 
wanted to enjoin the '87 General Election and they went to court 
and made us continue with the depositions even though the voters 
had passed for district elections. 


Michelle Madoff: 


And they are still proceeding in the sense that they 
haven't had a decision on the election~by~districts and they 
still want the courts to handle that so it's still in the works; 
it has not end, so let’s not put you in an awkward position 
later of coming back and saying that you need more money for the 
suit because we're not asking for the money, we're not asking to 
proceed with litigation. The litigation--they have a right to do 
that but if we're being sued or we have go to court to answer 
questions, somebody has to pay for the fee and I don't think 
there's any fault to be placed or any blame to be placed. We 
are in a position of being sued or being in a position where we 
have to go before the courts and have somebody do that and until 
that day stops there will be bills incurred; is that correct? 


Mr. Pellegrini: 


‘There is about $9,000.00 in the bill than we've expended.

10/28/87) 


Mr. Wagner: 

Discussion. Director, in regard to this claim, it's a very 
unfortunate situation and involved the death of an individual 
going back to 1981. My concern is the street where the accident 
occurred. The street is a very unsafe street. Pirst of all, 
who has responsibility for maintenance of the street? 

Mr. Pellegrini: 
DPW, the City. 
Mr. Wagner: 

Is Second Avenue a city street or state road? 
Mr. Pellegrini: 

City street initially designed and reconstructed by the 
state when the the Penn Lincoln Parkway, Parkway East, was 
built. 

Mr. Wagner: 


Who today is responsible -- if it was built by the state 
back 30 years ago? 


Mr. Pellegrini: 
The City has responsibility. 
Mr. Wagner: 
Total 100 percent? 
Mr. Pellegrini: 
Yes and it's my understanding is that reconstruction of 


Second Avenue is in the budget. I don't know for what year but 
it's part of the J & L renovations. 
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Mr. Wagner: 


We have tens of thousands of people from Squirrel Hill, 
Greenfield, Hazelwood, Oakland, many eastern communities, the 
31st Ward, that travel the street on a daily basis and what 
caused this accident--what is indicated what caused this 
accident, which are the streetcar tracks on the street, still 
exist on Second Avenue and in addition to that many. other 
hazards such as numerous potholes--an abutment that comes out on 
the right-hand lane on the inbound lane that really; if I ever 
saw a built-in hazard in the road it's there that could easily 
result and probably has resulted in many accidents. What are we 
doing--i mean, it's six years since this accident occurred--what 
are we doing to correct those hazards prior to this Council 
making payment for a previous accident? 


Mr. Pellegrini: 


I don't want to comment on the safety of the road because I 
have other concerns but Second Avenue is in the capital budget 
for reconstruction. Part of the--in this particular settlement, 
we believe that the exposure was very high and this is a 
reasonable settlement but Second Avenue--any type of road--let's 
presume that a road is inherently dangerous and it doesn't meet 
modern standards whether it's Second Avenue or not. The amounts 
of money that are involved in correcting those things--you're 
talking $5 million and if you get a whole road that you believe 
is dangerous, those expenditures have to be planned and made 
over a period of time. So my understanding is that Second 
Avenue, because of the high-tech park that we're putting in, is 
due for major reconstruction. . 


Mr. Wagner: 


I think we could have corrected this hazard real quick for 
a few dollars like maybe $100,000.00 with paving over the 
tracks. When--maybe my question should be raised to Public 
Works. When~--or Engineering whichever departments are involved 
but I think it’s an appropriate question if we're awarding a 
settlement due to a hazard that exists in a street that caused 
an accident and caused a fatality or was part of an accident. 
When are these hazards on Second Avenue going to be corrected? 
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Mr. Pellegrini: 


In this particular situation the individual died so we 
don't know what was going on. We had accident reconstruction 
done on behalf of the City. These cases generally are a 
combination of factors so in this particular case the individual 
was not re-surmised because the individual is dead and we don't 
know and he's presumed to have due care unless we prove 
otherwise but there are other factors and accidents on roads. 

We have accidents where people die. Generally it's not solely 
the fault of the road construction. It's a variety of factors 
that come together that cause the accident. 


The only thing I can say, because we may in fact have 
litigation on Second Avenue, is that this road is due for major 
reconstruction as part of the Pittsburgh high-tech park and I 
think that's probably all I want to say about it. 


Mr. Wagner: 


Let me say a couple of other points here. Bill No. 3519, I 
don't disagree in the procedure which you have followed here. I 
think you should be commended for reaching an out-of-court 
settlement on a jury trial and I firmly believe you have acted, 
and your department has acted, as professional as you can in 
this particular situation. But my concern is, what commitments 
are being made to reduce the potential of the same thing from 
happening and I don't think you can answer that in detail; 
you're giving me an answer in generalities and really what I'm 
looking for is an answer in greater detail to make sure that 
number one, this road is going to be corrected and it has 
existed in the same state for years. Streetcars stopped running 
on the road a decade ago and we still have tracks on it which 
create a hazard particularly under wet conditions on the road. 
There are potholes on the road, we are paving alleys in the city 
but we're not paving Second Avenue. Second Avenue has tens of 
thousands of cars on it every day and we have a real severe 
hazard on the road which is that abutment or wall that protrudes 
out into the road and I'd like to know--maybe Public Works or 
Engineering can comment on it. I'd like to know when these 
hazards are going to be corrected. They are a hazard for all of 
uS. 
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Mr. Pellegrini: 


The reason I'm speaking in generalities is on purpose 
because we're speaking in context of litigation and the state of 
Second Avenue, whether it needs repaired or not repaired should 
be publicly discussed in another context because I don't 
know--generally in these accidents we have had accidents where 
people are going at high rates of speed and rammed into a bridge 
and the contention always comes back is that the bridge was not 
designed correctly, so rather than talking in terms of a 
settlement context, I'm sure that Public Works would be happy to 
talk to you about the plans. 


I can tell you when we get these accidents, especially 
these, we do talk to the departments and say what can be done to 
correct the situation so there is no chance of a lawsuit but 
when you're talking about a basic design of the road that the 
state partly reconfigured to build the Parkway East is that the 
problems are much larger than putting up a stop sign. 


Mr. Wagner: 


Well, I think in this situation we could have corrected it 
simply by paving it but I want you to know I'm voting for this 
piece of legislation and I tend to agree with you. I don’t 
think the issue should be discussed here but it's impossible to 
ignore the issue, so I would request that we as a Council 
request from Engineering and Public Works to provide this 
Council with information relating to how and when this road is 
going to be corrected to eliminate the hazards that exist on it 
and I would request that a letter be sent. from the City Clerk to 
that regard and that we receive a response prior to us acting on 
the budget for 1988 and if the dollars are not in the budget I 
think Council should make a commitment to put them in the budget 
to correct Second Avenue.

A Resolution entitled, "Resolution 
further amending Resolution No. 967, 
effective October 16, 1985, as amended 
by Resolution No, 241, effective April 2,

Which was read. 
Michelle Madoff: 


I am going to vote against this 
bill. Again we are having an increase in 
the cost of the Zoo. I had asked to have 
the total dollars allocated for the 
expansion of the Zoo, all the overruns, 
all the bids that have been exceeded, all 
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the extra work that has taken place. 
Unfortunately, I guess my office seems 
to be the recipient of a lot of 
information; sometimes I wish I didn't 
know but if.1 know it I can't turn my head 
or bury my head in the ground. That Zoo 
and the development of that Zoo and the 
cost of that facility that came out of 
taxpayers’ dollars, not contributions from 
trust funds and the generosity of 
foundation, is horrendous and is another 
example of what goes on in Construction 
and Engineering and there's just no way I 
can vote for that bill and eventually all 
this detail and all this information will 
come to light. 


Mr. Pollock: 


I think it's only fair to put on the 
record that this is a very, very large 
project. I'm not sure of the exact figures 
but it's somewhere well over half a 
million dollars, probably close to $1 
million. The $75,000.00 that we're 
voting on today are the only public 
dollars in the project; the rest are all 
private dollars spearheaded, or most of 
them obtained through the efforts of the 
Allegheny Conference. So I think that 
the private sector is, in this. instance, 
doing far more than its fair share and 
this $75,000.00 of the City is nothing but 
a token amount, 


Let me give you the exact figures; 
thank you, Jack. The private dollars on 
this project are $4.5 million; I 
apologize. — 


What dill are you speaking on, 
Michelle? 


Michelle Madoff: 


I thought you knew what bill I was 
talking about. 


Mr. Perry: 


Bill No. 3508. 
Mr. Pollock: 


Bill 3509, I thought she said. I 
apologize. I didn’t hear the number she 
was talking about. I was talking about 
3509. 


Michelle Madoff: 
May I continue? 
Mr. Pollock: 


You were finished. I spoke when 
you were finished. 


Michelle Madoff: 


T would just like to add something, 
if I may. The monies that are committed 
to the Zoo are indeed in the millions of 
dollars. Unfortunately, there is so much 
investigating to be done on inspection 
kind of stories that I've heard; I don't 
know if they're true or if they're not 
true. I don't want to go into detail-until 
I've had a chance to either check them 
out or have reporters check them out. 
T've talked to the Mayor; I expounded on 
the fact that I'm very concerned about 
what's going on in the Capital 
Improvements. 


We talked about a budget today; we 
could cut our budget, our Capital 
Improvements, which is the major 
expenditures of this City, significantly, 
by hundreds of thousands; indeed, 
millions of dollars. We saw one contract 
alone, Phase II of Grant Street with a 
million over. If we can start to cut those 
costs down, and this is relating to this 
bill, the cost of overruns, we could 
indeed start to drop the inefficiencies 
and the cost of operating this City and 
drop our wage tax and not be solely 
dependent on tax reform which we 
desperately need. 
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This is a glaring example of what 
I've been talking about and I'm going to 
continue to vote no and I'm hoping that 
somebody in the new year, that 
somebody will get as interested as I am 
and we will form a committee and do 
some investigating on what is happening 
in the Zoo, 


Mr. Wagner: 


Mr, President and members of 
Council, in regard to 3508, the Zoo, I 
requested some information from 
Engineering in regard to the total cost of 
the project and all along, since I've been 
on Council, I have supported various 
pieces of legislation for improvements at 
the Zoo. However, I was never aware of 
the total figure as projected over the 
next several years and I am beginning to 
believe that the figure is too high and 
that possibly some of these dollars can 
be utilized elsewhere. We're talking 
about a project of almost $3 million in 
consulting fees and a total project cost 
in excess of $16 million and I think it's 
reaching the point where we have to be 
more prudent in terms of where our 
dollars are going and I tend to believe 
that this is not the best investment we 
can make. 


Mr. DePasquale: 

Perhaps we should start drawing 
the line in regards to these consultant 
fees. In fact, I sympathize and also 
agree with my colleagues and I would 
like to recommit Bill 3508 and get a 
little further explanation on it. 

Michelle Madoff: 


I would appreciate that and I would 
second it.

MOTIONS AND RESOLUTIONS 
Michelle Madoff: 


Mr. President, I have a dear friend, 
a personal friend, who sent me a note 
congratulating me on the election and 
said that he would like.to bring to my 
attention something that I probably saw, 
but if not, I would like to be aware of. I 
did not realize that this was floating 
around the City. 
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It's dated October 28th. I want to 
read the letter because I want it to be 
part of the record. This is a letter by 
Duquesne Light, Duquesne Light that is 
asking, ladies and gentlemen, for a 47 
percent rate increase. And I think if 
memory serves me well, not this election 
but last year in our fund raiser I believe I 
got a-pact contribution from Duquesne 
Light because I was very supportive of 
their economic recovery efforts, that of 
which they were going to give new 
companies coming into the area energy 
at a reduced cost to entice them and 
give them incentive to come to our 
community. 


The letter reads as follows, and it's 
rather amusing if it wasn't so sad. It was 
paid for with shareholders' dollars, I 
believe. 


"Dear Fellow Shareholder: 


The Pittsburgh City Council 
election November 3 is an important one 
for Duquesne Light Company 
shareholders, It could affect the 
Company's operations and hinder our 
efforts for financial recovery. That, in 
turn, could put your investment in the 
Company at risk. 


This could happen because the 
candidates who have been extremely 
vocal in their opposition to the Company 
have indicated they will work actively 
against us and our economic recovery 
efforts if they win on Tuesday. 


It is in your best interest as a 
Duquesne Light shareholder to know the 
candidates running November 3 and know 
what their attitudes toward public 
utilities are, and how they stand on the 
rate case and other matters critical to 
the Company's financial stability (a list 
is enclosed). 


The Company is not endorsing any 





candidate in any election. However, we 
feel that our shareholders living in ‘the 
City of Pittsburgh should be fully aware 
of what is at stake, for them and the 
Company, in the City Council race. 


We urge you to vote, and to vote 
your best interests on November 3.

Now, this is a company that is 
asking for a 47 percent rate increase and 
they want to be sure that they will not 
be hindered. 


I was in this room the evening it 
was jammed packed and you couldn't 
even get in the room; people were out in 
the hallway at night. They went until 
Midnight. And the little people 
practically didn't have a chance to 
testify because they brought their hired 
guns, they brought their employees, they 
brought union people here who agreed to 
testify in favor of Duquesne Light 
because they would get work, and I can 
understand that kind of pressure. But 
the bottom line is that they're using 
ratepayers’ money when they're coming 
in asking for a 47 percent - doubling 
their rates - when some people have to 
choose between eating and heat and 
being able to stay warm, particularly 
senior citizens, is, I believe, offensive to 
everybody in this room. 


And now they send out a letter 
saying who they should vote for. Well, 
not who to vote for but the implication is 
very clear who to vote for because of 
their stance. They list the following: 


Jack Wagner, Democrat, Lever 
15A. Background: Beechview, 


Councilman since 1984 to present, Board 
Member of Pittsburgh Water and Sewer 
Authority. Special Notes: Former 
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Duquesne Light Company employee. 
Worked with many of our present 
employees. Duquesne Light Company 
Political Action Committee has 
supported Jack since the first time he 
ran for office. Supportive of Duquesne 
Light Company issue. 


Tf I may say, Jack Wagner does not 
approve of a 47 percent rate increase. 


Michelle Madoff, Democrat, Lever 
16A. Background: Mount Washington, 
Councilmember 1980 to present; - And 
they’re wrong on that; it was 1978 to 
present - founder of Group Against Smog 
and Pollution; Allegheny County Air 
Pollution Advisory Committee. Special 
Notes: Anti-nuclear. - I am not anti- 
nuclear; I am not an obstructionist but I 
do believe in responsible nuclear action. 
- Joined PAJE efforts against our rate 
case. - You're darned right and I also 
testified before the State 
Representatives at the State House - 
Wants to nationalize electric utilities. - I 
have'said when I testified that they are 
courting nationalization. I did not say 
that I wanted to natiorialize utilities. 
But if they proceed with the way they're 
going, asking for 47 percent rate 
increases and keep that up, there's no 
doubt in my ‘mind that they will be 
nationalized and set as an example for 
the rest of the country.

T just think that it is important that 
the public knows. I was at one time a 
stockholder in Duquesne Light when they 
paid 10 percent. I owned stock at $17 
and paid $1.70. When I knew they were 
going down, I knew enough to get out. 
Everybody has a right to protect their 
investments, but we cannot, and this 
Council has introduced legislation and 
resolutions, we cannot support the 
stockholders, we cannot make sure the 
stockholders' money is secure on the 
back of ratepayers who may not have 
enough money to pay their light bills or 
to be able to pay for food. 


I think this is such an outrageous 
piece of garbage that I just wanted to 
share it with the public. It went out 
October 28. It's obvious it did not have a 
large impact on my vote return but I 
think that Duquesne Light owes me an 
apology. I think they even owe, and he 
can speak for himself, Mr. Wagner an 
apology because I think it puts him in an 
unfavorable light that he doesn't 
deserve. And I think whoever 
orchestrated this piece of refuse ought 
to be severely chastised. 


I will take appropriate action as I 
see fit but I did want to share this kind 
of thing — This is what the ratepayers 
are doing — They don't care about the 
little people paying a 47 percent increase 
in their rates. This is the greatest 
disgrace of practically anything I've seen 
them do and I have been responsible for 
them spending a lot of money cleaning up 
their pollution over the years but this is 
really, I think, stooping to the lowest 
depths of personal gain coming before 
the welfare of the community. 
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Mr. Wagner: 


On the same issue, Mr. President 
and members of Council, I'm not so sure 
the reason for bringing this up but I have 
to state that, number one, I have never 
supported a rate increase for Duquesne 
Light Company. Councilwoman Madoff 
and myself, and I'm sure other elected 
officials in this City have received 
contributions from this same pact 
committee that is for and against 
candidates. Any individual or any group 
in this City has the right to support or 
not support anyone running for any 
office. We live in America and if people 
want to support someone or not support 
them and they want to express it in a 
letter, they have the right to do that. I 
respect that right and I respect the right 
of any organization to take that position. 


In regard to this organization's 
supporting me, when I came out of high 
school I started work there as a mail 
clerk and I got to know literally half the 
people in the company. Do they support 
me? Yes, they support me and I am 
stating that factually. I know a lot of 
the people; a lot of them are my friends 
and they are very hard-working people. 
The rate increase is a different issue, a 
totally different issue, separate from the 
support that they have indicated here in 
this publication. And I really don't think 
the issue has any merit and should not be 
in front of this Council. 


The Chair: 


Here's what I'm going to do. I'm 
going to make a statement and then 
we're going ‘to drop the subject. 
Everybody in this. room, every candidate 
in this City, this County, this State and 
this Country, has been supported by 
pacts, by individuals, by unions, non~ 
unions, company pacts. It goes on and on 
and on. By Democratic parties, by 
Republican parties, by Consumer parties, 


by Communist parties. It does not 
belong here. We are non-partisan once 
we hit this room. No one goes out and 
brings in a letter from the Democratic 
Party that we mail out that all the 
Democrats say, vote for Jack Wagner or 
Sophie Masloff for this or that reason. 
Or from the Fire union or the Police 
union or the Sheet Metal Workers’ union 
or any other union or any other 
organization. 


From now on, I let you go on and I 
let you respond, and you are right, Mr. 
Wagner, it should not be before this 
Council and it will not and the subject is 
closed. 


Mr. Pollock: 


On another subject. There has 
been a great deal that has occurred in 
the City since we last met and I just 
want to bring up a couple issues because 
I think they're important. 


I think it's more than appropriate 
that this Council recognize the departure 
of two individuals from the City, or at 
least from very significant positions in 
the City. 


The first is Malcolm "Mac" Prine 
who recently resigned as the President of 
the Pittsburgh Pirate * Baseball 
Organization. What he contributed to 
this City and to the Pirates is very 
significant. Under his direction for the 
past two years, Pirate attendance was 
increased by more than 70 percent. A 
team that was buried deep in the cellar 
for many years and was considered the 
laughing stock of major league baseball 
finished fourth this past year and is 
considered to be a power and a likely 
contender next year. But most 
significantly, under Mac Prine, the 
Pittsburgh Pirate baseball franchise 
came back to life. When he took over 
the helm of the Pirates it was dying and 
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it was going to leave this City. And in 
nothing short of a miraculous fashion, 
the Pirates were turned around. They 
are now, I feel, going to be here for 
many, many years. They are very close 
to breaking even, and probably will break 
even next year. And much, if not all of 
the credit, certainly a great deal of the 
credit belongs to Mac Prine. He devoted 
many, many hours with great expertise 
and devotion and energy and never drew 
a penny, never drew a salary. 


I think that this Council should 
send him a letter. I don't know if a 
motion is required to have a letter go 
from Council; if so, I make that motion 
that we thank him for what he 
contributed to our City and to the 
Pirates, 


Mr. Wagner seconded the motion. 
Which motion prevailed. 
Mr. Pollock: 


The other individual to leave 
service to our City is, of course, Ray 
Christman, who last week left his 
position as Executive Director of the 
Urban Redevelopment Authority to 
assume the post of Secretary of 
Commerce Designate and Executive 
Director Designate of the Pennsylvania 
Economic Development Partnership. 


It was not a very long time that 
Ray served as Executive Director of the 
URA but in that short time he made a 
great contribution. Washington's Landing 
came into reality, the former Herr's 
Island, under his directorship; 
advancements on the North Shore and 
The Riverside Center, the High-Tech 
Center, the former J & L site, all came 
in under him and Neighborhood Economic 
Development was also further advanced 
under him. He would have been, 
probably, the most extraordinary URA 


Executive Director the City ever had and 
it's unfortunate that he left in such a 
short time. 


There was a book back in the 1960's 
written by a guy by the name of Ken 
O'Donnell who worked for John F. 
Kennedy. The book was entitled, 
"Johnny, We Hardly Knew Ye". It was 
about the very brief time in which John 
F. Kennedy served as a very dynamic, 
energetic president. I think that we 
could probably write a book entitled, 
"Ray, We Hardly Knew Ye" because of 
the great promise that was here. I guess 
we ought to call it, "Ray, We Hardly 
Knew Youns". But it's not at all a 
sacrilege to make that comparison. 


But the other side of that 
departure, the bittersweet side of it, is 
that he's going on to a position that is 
probably the second most important 
position in the State of Pennsylvania 
after the Governor. The Economic 
Development Partnership is the 
cornerstone of Governor Casey's whole 
campaign, administration, and his 
responsibilities as Governor. 


So, I'm sure that Ray will do a 
phenomenal job there and I would like 
again to make a motion that this 
Council, number one, thank him by way 
of letter for his service as URA Director 
and wish him the best of luck serving the 
people of the Commonwealth of 
Pennsylvania. 


Mr. Wagner seconded the motion. 
Which motion prevailed. 
Mr. Pollock: 

Just a couple other items. I also 
want to bring up a report that came out 
by the Federal Bureau of Investigation 


concerning crime in the United States. 
The recent FBI -study showed that, 
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incredibly, the City of Pittsburgh, during 
the first six months of 1987, had a 
decrease of almost five percent in the 
number of major crimes from the same 
period in 1986. To compare that to other 
places near us, Philadelphia at the same 
time had a 14.1 increase. Most 
gignificantly for Pittsburgh was the fact 
that the number of car thefts in the City 
decreased by almost 20 percent, almost 
1,000 less during the same six month 
period from 1986 to 1987. 


So, I think that the Public Safety 
Department, Director Cannon, the Police 
Bureau Chief Pampena, the personnel in 
the Police Bureau, the Fraternal Order 
of Police and it's President, Pat 
McNamara, deserve a great debt of 
gratitude and congratulations for what 
they did. It's unbelievable that with the 
economic situation being what it is and 
the unemployment rate: being what it is, 
that any major urban area can have 
crime go down is a great 
accomplishment. I think that all these 
people should be congratulated and the 
Bureau should be congratulated. 


The last item I wanted to bring up 
is the most pleasant one..-I would like to 
announce to the public, to those that 
don't knaw, that despite his boyish good 
looks and his youthful charm and 
exuberance, that our Council President 
recently became a grandfather for the 
first time. I want to congratulate him 
and wish all the family well and I want to 
remind him that grandfathers are 
supposed to be mellow, so that when 
Michelle or others of us start carrying on 
I hope he would just sit back in his 
rocking chair and whittle, or something 


like that. But I do want to wish all of 
them well and congratulate Ben.

KOSHAROVSKY was born in the Soviet 
Union and first attempted to emigrate 
from the U.S.S.R. in 1971 and has been 
attempting to leave ever since; and 


WHEREAS, as a Soviet Jew, YULI 
KOSHAROVSKY has not been permitted 
to leave because the government has 
claimed he has possessed "state secrets" 
and has otherwise denied him; and 


WHEREAS, as a result of his mere 
request to emigrate, * YULL 
KOSHAROVSKY lost his position as an 
electrical engineer and has been forced 
to work at menial jobs and is currently 
working as a night watchman; and 


WHEREAS, despite being forbidden 
by Soviet officials to do so, YULI has 
continued to teach Hebrew lessons in his 
apartment and has frequently had these 
classes raided and had his books and 
tapes confiscated; and 


WHEREAS, since applying to leave 
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the Soviet Union, YULI KOSHAROVSKY 
has been subjected to official 
persecution and discrimination including 
being picked up and detained, having his 
mail denied and his telephone tapped and 
disconnected, and having his wife and 
young children harassed; and 


WHEREAS, November 22 is YULI'S 
46th birthday and he is still being held 
captive in the Soviet Union as a 
PRISONER OF CONSCIENCE and being 
denied his fundamental human rights; and 


WHEREAS, YULI'S courage, 
resistance, strength and commitment 
serve as standards for all individuals 
seeking liberty for themselves and for all 
people. 


NOW, THEREFORE, BE IT 
RESOLVED, that the Council of the City 
of Pittsburgh does hereby wish YULI 
KOSHAROVSKY as Happy a Birthday as 
he can experience in the Soviet Union 
and hopes that his 47th birthday will be 
spent in freedom; and 


BE IT FURTHER RESOLVED, that 
the Council of the City of Pittsburgh 
respectfully appeals to General 
Secretary Gorbachev to permit’ YULI 
KOSHAROVSKY and his family to 
emigrate from the Soviet Union.

MR. WAGNER*S REMARKS ON BILL NO. 3508-TUESDAY, 11/10/87. 
Mr. Wagner: 

I had some questions last time it was in Committee, and 
since that time, Director, yourself and Mr. Reginella has 
provided some information. And my concern is in the information 
that has been provided. Is this the total, the real total, 
final figure for the Zoo? I mean, this project has been 
extended and extended and increased in costs it seems like every 
year I have been here on Council. 

Mr. McDermott: 

The $2,806,000.00 we make reference to as stilt to be done 
yet is the total amount; however, that does not include the -- I 
think it is $1,050,000.00 that wiil be funded by the Friends of 
the Zoo. 

Mr. Wagner: 


And those monies, the Friends of the Zoo, is coming from 
what; private contributions? 


Mr. McDermott: 
Yes. 
Mr. Wagner: 
And the total project cost, is this going to this increase? 
Mr. McDermott: 
No, the $16,343,917.00 is the total. 
Mr. Wagner: 
With a final completion date of? 
Mr. McDermott: 


Late '89, 
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Mr. Wagner: 
How many years has that been moved back? 
Mr. McDermott: 
Probably about three. 
Mr. Wagner: 


And there are various reasons behind it, I know; we 
discussed some of them. My concern has been that with the 
continual delay in construction at the Zoo and the continual 
increase in cost, we are, No. 1, not progressing at the pace we 
told the public we would; therefore, we are losing patrons at 
the Zoo and revenue at the Zoo, and people are very discontented 
that this is a continual process that is a never-ending process, 
and the cost of it continues to increase. 


Mr. McDermott: 


I agree with you that the project has run a lot longer than 
anybody had anticipated, but it's a very delicate project. You 
get into doing this in phases that are reguired, and what you 
must do is build a facility to take care of animals that are 
housed at the facility, and you get into the inclement weather 
when the heating system is not adequate to protect those 
animals, and that delays the project, and this occurred twice to 
us now. And there is just nothing you can do about it, and if 
you want to spend more money and bring in alot of temporary heat 
and so forth, that could be done, but the decisions were made to 
delay it. 


Mr. Wagner: 

I am reaching the point -~- my problem is I am reaching the 
point where I don't know if I can vote for any more monies for 
the Zoo. 

Mr. McDermott: 
I don't think there is more needed. We are into the final 


phase, Phase 4, the tropical house. There are two more segments 
to be bid, as identified in this letter, and the $2,800,000.00 
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there for the exhibitry and the outdoor exhibits, those cannot 
proceed until the house structure itself is completed. 
Hopefully, if we have an open winter ~- and it is now under 
construction, the excavation is completed and they are starting 
to pour concrete. If we have an open winter and they can 
proceed on a good schedule, fine, we will move that up into 
spring to the exhibitry and outdoor exhibit. But should we have 
to close down in total for the winter, then, we will push that 
back until mid or third quarter of 1988. 


Mc. Wagner: 


Well, then, that is another concern, that it would be 
pushed back. Just looking at the figures that have been 
provided, $16,300,000.00 will be construction costs, 
$2,800,000.00 in consultant fees, a loss of income at the Zoo 
during this entire construction phase, the administrative cost 
of City government involved in this project, if you put ali that 
together, we are over $25 million. And I am sure we are not 
going to get the return on that $25 million that we originaliy 
thought we would get. And we never anticipated it would take 
this long. Both direct costs and indirect costs have increased 
dramatically on the project, and somewhere along the line we 
have to put a cap on it. 


Mr. McDermott: 

I think in the original master plan that was done for the 
Zoo project certain elements just weren't considered in the 
-planning status that have to take place, and you are subject to 
the Limit. 
Mr. Wagner: 


I am not so sure I can support more legislation for the 
Zoo. 


(Deleted text.) 
Mr. Wagner: 
dust one final comment. My concern is that this is a new 


project, that we are creating a new Zoo, in essence, and the 
portions that are completed the public is not pleased with, 
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even, and they are not even pleased with the product that they 
are seeing so far. So that makes me, as a Counciimember, when 
asked to allocate more dollars, become very concerned with the 
total project and whether or not with we should be putting 
$25 million in this and not, say, dividing up more of that money 
or placing more of those dollars in reconstruction of 
neighborhood business districts, for instance. 

So there has to be a juggling of dollars here, and I am 
becoming very concerned with delays and increasing costs, that 


too many dollars are going to this one project. 


Mr. McDermott: 


The analogy I was making, Mr. Wagner, is to an automobile 
and rebuilding it, for instance, in the primate house. And you 
and I have had discussions on the construction of the new 
facility, and because it was not done on schedule it was 
necessary to keep those primates in the old facility through an 
additional winter, and the demolition of the existing facility 
was to begin early in that fall, but therefore, it could not 
happen because it was still needed for the housing of the 
primates, and it was delayed almost seven months. So because it 
could not be torn down, the replacement structure going on that C 


site could not be started. 
Mr. Wagner: 
It sure is. 


Mrs. Masloff: 


So it is a very delicate situation. 


Are you suggesting that we abandon it now, Jack? Stop 
where we are at right now and leave it all torn up the way it 


is? 
Mr. Wagner: 


What I am suggesting, 


guite frankly, is there should not be 


increases in cost projections; original costs projections should 
have held firm on the project. And increases in this project 
have been dramatically greater than other projects in the City 
of Pittsburgh, which means that as you utilize more taxpayer 
dollars to complete this project, you take away dollars from 
other projects. And I think economic development projects serve 
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the community much better than the Z00 project. 
Mrs. Masloff: 

Of course, there is no question about that. But what do 
you do, as Mark pointed out, what do you do with something you 
started to build, do you abandon it? 
Mr. Wagner: 

No. You scale back. 


Mrs. Masloff: 


How can we when you have already begun? How ask you scale 
back when it is all in pregress? 


Mr. Wagner: 


We are paying $3 million in consultant fees,-and I would 
certainly hope that they would tell us how.

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Mr. Wagner: 


What the bill is suggesting is that 
we provide an additional $189,000 for 
consultant fees at the Zoo. With this 
additional $190,000 we will be well in 
excess of $2 million in consultant fees on 
that project. The project was to be 
completed by now; the project has had 
numerous overruns, not only in consulting 
fees but in construction fees and I think 
the time has come to stop ending 
taxpayer dollars on this project, 
particularly in the area of consultant 
fees. If we're well over $2 million in 
consultant fees and the project has run 
past its original completion date, past its 
original cost, it seems to me that the 
consultants are not doing a good job. We 
shouldn't be paying them more; we should 
be paying them less because of it. I can 
seé where you shouldn't stop a project ia 
midstream but to continue to pay

But I will pledge 
that in the coming year I will devote all 
my time, all my spare time, to bringing 
to light what has gone on in excessive 
spending on consultants, the uncollected 
liquidated damages, what has gone on in 
the Zoo, the monies that we've lost, and 1 
will see that this Council and the world 
knows what is happening. 


Mr. Givens: 


On that same bill, I don't want the 
taxpayers to be alarmed out there that 
we're not really doing out job here. The 
fact that every consultant that does 





consulting work for the City through our 
Legal Department, our Legal 
Department has the right to come back 
and sue those people if, in fact, the 
engineering data or whatever other 
consulting work they did for us does not 
in fact pan out. In fact, we have gone 
after and sued many consultants for 
that. There's a lot of expertise that 
needs to be done in any city 
government. When we think of the 
hundreds of millions of dollars of work 
that is being done each year in our 
construction, both bridge, water sewer 


lines, etc., our Zoo, the major 
construction, some of our downtown 
buildings, we have a built in legal step 


there to take if anyone does us harm or 
wrongdoings. 


In many cases you cannot get 
federal money unless you have a 
consultant and deep engineering study 
into various projects, and without that, 
you just don't get the money. Period. 
Our hands are tied to some degree, 


Michelle Madoff: 


Nonsense. It's very simple. When 
we have Grant Street Phase I by a 
reputable firm stick to their guns, the 
cost of Phase I should have been 
something like $3.2 million and it comes 
jn at $4.4 million and we're giving away a 
mere million dollars, that's only 
indicative of what we're doing 
throughout the whole City on our major 
project which is where most of our 
money is spent. While it's capital 
dollars, it's still repaid out of operating 
expenses or taxpayers’ dollars in the 
form of the debt service. And we're in 
big, big trouble. And for anybody to sit 
there and say all this nonsense about how 
we can't go out unless we have a 
consultant, this whole department needs 
to be completely revamped. 
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The Chair: 


I want to ask you, did you say that 
there are six people, consulting firms, 
that told this Council or told somebody 
that we are being ripped off, this City is 
being ripped off for a million dollars on 
Grant Street? 


Michelle Madoff: 


I said that Rust Engineers was here 
and we had a chart that they brought us 
and we went through the chart on every 
item. Were you not here that day? 


The Chair: 


I was here and that’s what I want to 
hear. 


Michelle Madoff: 


They stuck to their guns that they 
felt they had taken into consideration all 
the problems that they ran into in Phase 
I, because there were some problems, 
and that they had factored them all into 
Phase I, And when they got through, 
they stuck to their guns. The job should 
be worth, I believe it was $3.2 million 
and it actually came in at $4.4 million 
and we didn't rebid it. 


The Chair: 


I want a letter to Rust Engineering 
stating that fact. 


Michelle Madoff: 

We did state it; it’s in ‘the record. 
The Chair: 

I want it through this Council, fat 
he feels that: that job and all the 


contractors doing that job and-all the 
ones that bid it overbid us by a million 


dollars. 1 want to get to the bottom of . 


this from now on. 
Michelle Madoff: 


Mike, would you pull the transcript 
of the hearing — 


The Chair: 
I want the letter. 
Michelle Madoff: 


Fine. And TI also want the 
transcript of that day and the statements 
that were made, my statements, 
statements made, and a copy of the 
chart. 


Mr. Wagner: 


Mr, President, point of order. That 
project is not on one of the bills. 


The Chair: “ 


You're right but I still want the 
letter and I'll bring it up after this.

On 3508, I'm just a little curious. 
The bottom line is seven cents on the 
figure; $189,076.07. Is somebody kidding 
somebody?

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MOTIONS AND RESOLUTIONS 
Mr. Wagner: 


I would like information from the 
Adminstration and the appropriate 
departments that they supply Council 
with all bills that have been submitted 
for the increase in fees, that they supply 
Council with information pertaining to 
the following: the fee charges in other 
cities of comparable size such as 
Columbus, Cincinnati, Buffalo and our 
sister city in the Commonwealth of 
Pennsylvania, Philadelphia, for those 
specific items; and two, the average fee 
charges in municipalities surrounding fhe 
City of Pittsburgh for those items; and 
lastly, the date of the last increase of 
those fees and the percent of increase. 
And 1 would request that that 
information be provided to all 
Councilmembers prior to those bills 
coming up in Committee. 


Michelle Madoff: 


Mr. President, I'd like to get 
clarification from the City Clerk and 
from Mr. O'Malley on Mr. Fred Bucci. T 
read in the newspapers that Mr. Fred 


Bucci was no longer working for Mr.. 


O'Malley; my understanding is that he 
was working for him. I read in the 
papers that he was working for the 
Budget Office. I called the Budget 
Office at home, I meant to call Mike 
Perry first of all and say, "Mike, how is 
Mr. Bucci being paid? Did Mr. O'Malley 
transfer his dollars to your account like 
we did for a consultant?" And he said 
no, he was being paid out of as needed 
dollars, :that we voted for as needed 
monies. 


I spoke to Mr. -Buckley and said, 


"Mr. Buckley, is. Mr. Bucci’ working for 
you?" And he said, "No. 1 found out 
about it today-in the paper.” 


Now, by not asking the question, if 
we're not part of the solution, we're part 
of the problem. I want to know how it 
happened. I want to know what Mr. 
Bucci’s job was for the last three months. 
because what I also read was that Mr. 
Bucci should not be discriminated against 
~ I believe in that ~ and that he was no 
longer working as a clerk for Mr. 
O'Malley. It was not nepotism; he was 
somebody now working for the Budget 
Office. Would somebody clarify that for 
me? 


The Chair: 
Tl do it. 
Mr. O'Malley: 

We'll both do it. 
The Chair: 

There's a code account we have for 
the Finance Chairman to get help when 
necessary with the budget. We do it 
every year. Mr. Bucci went on out of 
that code account fiis year to help Mr. 
O'Malley with the budget; I think it was 
two or three months ago. Prior to that, I 
think Mr. Stone, if I'm correct, Mr. 
Perry, had that codé account set up. Is 
that correct? 2 
Mr. Perry: 

Yes he did. 

Michelle Madoff: 


Would somebody clarify what Mr. 
Bucci is doing on the budget please? 


The Chairs. 


Working on the budget. 























Michelle Madoff: 
What is he doing on the budget? 
Mr. O'Malley: 


Let me clarify that, Michelle. 
First of all, I think you realize that the 
budget process is very extensive and very 
cumbursome, And even if I'm correct 
that you mentioned that this year you 
would like to have addition funds for 
staff because your staff is overworked 
and overburdened. 


Michelle Madoff: 
That's true. 
Mr. O'Malley: 


Well, we start the budget process 
in September and October, two months 
before the rest of Council starts. So you 
can imagine what my staff is like. What 
I did, I was running out of funds and I 
asked Mr. Woods if he would put Mr. 
Bucci on so T could use Mr. Bucci during 
the budget process because of all the 
work involved. Mr. Woods agreed to do 
that. g 


Mr. Bucci has been working on the 
budget process, plus he has been working 
on a number of special tax projects 
programs for me. Let me tell you 
exactly what some of them are. As you 
realize, we have a problem with the four 
percent wage tax. What we've been 
doing is a complete survey of all the 
municipalities that surround the City of 
Pittsburgh, But what I wanted to know 
was why our wage tax is four percent and 
Wilkinsburg, Fox Chapel, Mount Oliver, 
has one or one and a half percent. So we 
did an analysis of what percentage of 
their budget goes for Police, Fire, Public 
Works, Parks and Recreation. So I can 
do an analysis between what Mount 
Oliver or Fox Chapel spends on their 


Police Dey artment and what we spend on 
our Police Department, what they spend 
on their Public Works Department and 
what we spend on our Public Works 
Department, to try and nail down exactly 
where we gend the majority of our 
budget compared to other 
municipalities. So we've been working on 
that, I guess, four or five months now 
and we're just about finished with that. 


Also, we've been working on a tax 
rebate program. Philadeb hia instituted 
a Tax Forgiveness Program where 
anybody in the City of Philadeh hia who 
hasn't paid their past taxes was 
forgiven. Philadeb hia expected to raise 
between $8 million and $10 million 
dollars; they raised $30 million. We 
finally got all the information on f:e Tax 
Forgiveness Program and it's now sitting 
down in fie Solicitor's Office and Dan 
Pellegrini is going over it. 


Also, we just finished up a Flex 
Benefit Program or a Modular Benefit 
Program for the City of Pittsburgh. We 
felt that we could reduce the cost of 
benefits for the City employees and give 
them an additional bonus around the 
holidays. How we would accomplish that 
is if a man or a woman works for the 
City of Pittssurgh and they get Blue 
Cross and Blue Shield, or their wife 
might work for AT&T, if we're paying 
$2700 a year for Blue Cross and Blue 
Shielf and AT&T is paying $2700 a year 
for Ble Cross and Blue Shield, it's 
double coverage that- they don't need. 
We can reduce the cost of the City's 
program and give that employee a $2200 
a year bonus because him and his family, 
or her and her family, will be covered by 
the other employer. That study was just 
finished and put on my desk last week. 
We just finished reviewing that and some 
good things will come out of that. 


Also, we work on, and it's also 
down in the Solicitor’s Office, is a 
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Census Program in the City of 
Pittsburgh. We estimate we're losing 
between $5 million and $15 million a 
year. People who live in the City of 
Pittsburgh that say they live in Penn 
Hills or Fox Chapel and they don't pay 
their fair share of taxes. Now that 
contract has also been finished uw and 
that's sitting down on the Solicitor's 
desk. 


So these are some of the programs 
that Mr. Bucci has been working on that 
are coming out of my office as Finance 
Chairman and they benefit the City of 
Pittsburgh. 


This time of year, Mr. Buckley and 
Pete Vaughn and the rest of the staff are 
working seven days a week. They’re all 
working overtime and they're working 
Saturdays and Sundays. So it's very 
difficult for me to understand how I can 
put the rest of Mike's staff on overtime 
and yet expect to work my own staff 
with the monies that are allocated. It's 
impossible for me to do. That's why I 
asked Mr. Woods if I could have some 
additional funds, 


Michelle Madoff: 


May I respond? I'm working on a 
project, with Mr. Jacoby when he was 
Finance Chairman, and it's a program to 
do something about Workmen's Com. 
Somebody came to me with an idea; I 
don’t understand the high finance of this 
particular issue but I'm smart enough to 
know what I don't know. SoI brought the 
parties together so they could look at 
some kind of program that would benefit 
the City and they're presently working on 
it. But that came out of my office. My 
working on it comes out of my salary or 
if my staff was working on it, it would be 
coming out of her salary. 


What you really said, Mr. O'Malley, 
is that the programs yas're doing, while 


commendable, are basically programs out 
of your office. And while they're 
financial items, they're programs that 
any one of us caild have instituted. As a 
matter of fact, some of them that you've 
mentioned we've already talked about. 
Mr. Woods was supposed to set a hearing 
for me on tax rebates which is the same 
thing yo. just mentioned on giving tax 
abatements. There are all kinds of 
financial projects. 


Mr. O'Malley: 


Michelle, you've got the wrong 
program. 


Michelle Madoff: 
It doesn't matter. 
The Chair: 


Hold it. We're not going to debate 
this back and forth. Ms. Madoff has the 
floor and after that Mr. DePasquale has 
the floor and then,Mr. Wagner has the 
floor. 


Michelle Madoff: 


The point is that these are probably 
superb projects. I have not a problen 
with them. But I believe that Mr, Bucci 
was working for you; he was working out 
of your office. You could have come to 
this Council and said, "I'm leaving, I don't 
have the money and these are projects I'd 
like to work on through the budget.” 


f think, first of all, all of us should 
know about it. Even though you are 
Finance Chairman, these are projects 
that perhaps we had some input into. 
But I really and truly believe, I don't 
think there's. any doubt in anybody's 
mind, that Mr. Bucci worked for you. He 
did not work for the Budget Office; he 
worked on pefiaps financial items that 
your, office: wished to address but I didn’t 
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go to Mike Perry or Ben Woods and say, 
"Can I get someone else because I want 
to work on a project to expos what's 
going on and I do need some help in what 
is going on in Construction and 
Engineering to hire some Construction 
and Engineering people, some consulting 
firms, to look at what is really going 
on." When I do that, I'll come to this 
body to see if we can get a consultant to 
review the whole project. I think that by 
not telling it the way it is, I think we're 
doing a disservice. 


T also want to close by saying that 
some months ago I told this body and 
publicly announced that my attorney, 
Michael Rosenfield, and he now has 
another associate, is» reparing an action 
to which will be filed against Alcosan. 
We said we were going to file the action 
against Alcosan for the $1 million in 
insurance for the Board of Directors of 
which two taembers sit on this Council. 
That brief will be ready for review next 
week and should be filed within two 
weeks. That is wry Alcosan needs to be 
revamped. The whole political mess is a 
mess. 


The Chair: 
You're off the subject. 
Michelle Madoff: 


I'm on the subject. TI think 
everybody knows what the subject is. 


Mr. DePasquale: 


Mr. President, Mr. Bucci 
notwithstanding, at the meeting at 
Alcosan the other day, I thought the 
bottom line was, but apparently the press 
or the media doesn't sem to think so, 
was a Cap ital Improvement Program that 
we approved of $21 million, Several 
members of Council voiced a problem 
with Alcosan’s addressing the Saw Mill 
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Run problem, and rightfully so, although 
we have addressed it but maybe not as 
well as they thought we should have, 


The Chair: 
You're off the subject. 
Mr. DePasquale: 


No I'm not off the subject. If Mr. 
Bucci’s name gets involved, instead of 
worrying about the Capital Improvement 
Program, they're worrying about 
somebody getting hired down there. Also 
$15 million towards the Airport 
expansion and Commissioner Foerster 
has been squawking saying that we're not 
doing our share. 


Mr. Wagner: 


Mr. President and members of 
Council, as all of you know, I never get 
involved in personal matters here and I 
don't get involved in personal staffs. 
However, on this particular issue, it 
doesn't relate to > ersonal staff; it relates 
to the City Clerk's budget accounts 
which all of us are responsible for. I 
must say, and I mean tvis as sincerely as. 
I can, there is no budget analyst, and I 
know that factually. In my mind, this 
has been an abuse of taxpayer dollars. I 
know because I'm here, I'm back in that 
office, and I don't need anyone to speak 
for me on this particular issue. But I 
personally think that if this is going to 
happen, it is going to continue to have a 
bad reflection on this Council and I think 
that absolutely must stop. As a matter 
of fact, in this 3 articular ‘situation, 1 
think the money should be reimbursed 
back into that account. 


I firmly believe that this Council 
needs to be respected publicly and these 
types of actions cause this Council to 
lose respect publicly. They must be 
corrected and I, for one, will peak out 
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when I see it happen. I was very 
disturbed when I read about this in the 
paper last week. 


The Chair: 


There is no such thing as a budget 
analyst. I don't know how that got in the 
paper or who gave Mr. Bucci the title. 
That's a misrepresentation altogether. 
He was put on to help the Finance 
Chairman with the budget. It happens 
every year and I can go and name the 
people that did it. They go into overtime 
every year. And as far as the budget 
staff answering anything, I don't- know 
who they answered or what they 
answered, but they know, and Mr. 
Buckley knows, that every year we have 
someone work back there and I can name 
the people that worked there and ended 
up here with steady jobs. That's how 
they started, working that Budget 
Office, to help the Finance Chairman, 
starting as early as June. That's why 
that code account was set up long before 
I got here. . 


Tf Mr. Bucci wants to call himself a 
budget analyst, so be it, but he's not a 
budget analyst to me. If the papers want 
to print that or if he put that on an 
application, I'm sorry. : But that's been 
brought w and these four individuals 
that are sitting there know that; they 
know that people work on that“ budget 
every year with them whether it was Mr. 
O'Malley as Finance Chairman, whether 
it was Ben Woods, whether it was Mr. 
Lynch, whether it was Mr. Stone. 
Whoever it was, somebody worked there 
and I think that maybe Mr. Bucci blew it 
all out-of proportion, And whatever Mr. 
O'Malley had him doing, I'm sorry. AndI 
think that we kicked this long enough. 


Mr. O'Malley: 


- . I agree with Councilman. Woods; 
there is no title, Jack, as budget 





analyst. At least not in my office. Mr. 
Bucci was put on specifically to act as a 
liaison and gather iaformation for the 
budget and work on special tax reform 
programs, I certainly never said that. 


But I think it's unreasonable, the 
comments that were just made by this 
Council, to expect that the budget staff 
who has been working ‘overtime for 
weeks and have be+n paid Satirdays and 
Sundays for overtime and that I'm being 
criticized because we put an "as needed" 
on to help my staff with the budget. 1 
think that the public would — lose 
confidence, I think it would lose more 
confidence in this Council, if: we were 
ill-prepared and presented a budget fiat 
was questionable by the taxpayers or by 
members of this Council. 1 think it's 
very important for me as Finance 
Chairnan to have the staff that I need to 
bring this budget to a successful and 
professional conclusion. 


Michelle Madoff: 


The. editorial, and in theory, what 
you said is valid except that what 
happened is not what you just said. Mr. 
Bucci. did not work for the Budget 
Office. Mr. Bucci worked for you; he 
worked on projects that you wanted to 
have worked on. He did not work 
anywhere in the Budget Office; he 
worked for you on private projects. 
That's a fact. 


Mr. O'Malley: 


Michelle, the Budget Office works 
for me. 


The Chair: 


You're out of order. Is there any 
other discussion before this Council? 


Mr. Pollock: 
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On another matter. I think this 
Council would be remiss if it didn't take 
note of the fact that the President of the 
Firefighters' Union suffered a very 
serious heart attack yesterday while 
fighting a fire in the City of Pittsburgh. 
I'm happy to say that his family is 
optimistic that he's going to recover. 
He's in Intensive Care at Presbyterian 
Hospital but I know that this Council 
would want to take note of that and let 
his family know and his friends that our 
prayers and our hopes are with the 

family and with Bernie for a very quick 
tecouery: 


Mr. Wagner: 


On the same subject, I would also 
like to compliment the Firefighters and 
the Paramedics for the excellent job 
they performed with Bernie Burns and I 
also wish him the best in recovery and 
hop e that he's back soon. 


Mr. O'Malley: 


I think my colleagues echo the 
sentiments of this Council and the 
professionalism that the Paramedics 
displayed at the scene, and I think Bernie 
Burns is alive today because of that 
professionalism. 


Mr. Pollock: 


On another quick matter. Recently 
there was held at the Benedum a very 
lovely reception for all of the new 
individuals who have joined arts groups in 
the City of Pittsurgh. It was an event 
that was sponsored by the Pittsburgh 
Trust For Cultural Resources, Mellon 
Bank, and The Consolidated Natural Gas 
Company. It was a wonderful idea and 
concept and it was carried out in a 
delightful manner, to recognize all the 
people who have joined the arts groups, 
not just the large ones like WQED and 
the Carnegie and the Symphony, but the 





smaller ones, the ones in the 
neighborhoods. 


So, I want to publicly thank these 
organizations, the Pittsburgh Trust For 
Cultural Resources, The Consolidated 
Natural Gas Company and Mellon Bank, 
for doing this because they recognize 
how important the arts are to the 
vitality and the viability of a community. 


The Chair: 
Thank you, Mark. 
Mr. O'Malley: 


On a different subject, I'd like to 
let people know today that the 
Pittsburgh Art and Photography Exhibit 
qened w downstairs in the lobby of the 
City County Building. It's unique and the 
art world is very excited about it, that 
we have over 20 different artists 
dig laying over 100 different works of 
original art in the lobby. The Mayor will 
be officially cutting the ribbon to open 
the exhibit at 500 this afternoon, So, 
everybody who is in Council and who is 
watching this is welcome. The art 
exhibit is going to run-from Monday, the 
16th, to Wednesday, the 26th, the day 
before Thanksgiving. 


As I stated, there's over 20 
different artists and some of those are 
Pittsburgh's. most prominent artists and 
photographers, We have Lynn Johnson, 
John Kelly, Richard Brown, Bill Reddy 
and Nat Youngblood. The prices range 
from $75 up to $2200 for apicture. It's 
really an exciting exhibit and I hope 
everybody that's listening can get down 
to see it. 


Michelle Madoff: 
On another matter, during the 


* budget hearings. the request for grants 
and-donations, one of the people before 
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us was Carol Brown from the Benedum 
and she reported that the art world, the 
entertainment, the Symphony, the Ballet, 
etc., have now reformed a group to deal 
with interaction so there’s no duplication 
of services and they can support each 
other. There had been a group and it has 
sort of 9 hased out, 


The reason I asked about the 
question was that the people that serve 
on these boards, who support the 
Sympiony, the Opera, the Ballet, the 
Dance Alloy, etc., are the same 9 eople 
who must turn around and support the 
Mayor and the Administration in his fight 
to get tax reform. 


Here are these people coming to us 
asking us for grants and donations. We 
don't have money to help the indigents; 
we have a limited amount of money. 
And she agreed; she said, "Yes, we ought 
to be working together." I certainly have 
all the names of the Board of Directors. 
And interestingly, if you read Sunday's 
paper, there was a review of the power 
brokers, the who's who, in the Press this 
weekend, 


I would like to make a motion that 
a letter be sent to all the corporations in 
our community, signed by this Council, 
asking them to support the Caliguiri 
Administration's battle and our battle to 
have tax reform as proposed by Casey 
and the people in Harrisburg, the new 
proposal, so that we will get some tax 
reform by the end of this year. The 
feeling seems to be from our lobbyist and 
from others and from the Mayor that if 
we don't get it this year we won't get it 
for another decade. And even if we do 
get it, it will be grandfathered; any funds 
that will be beneficial to this community 
will not go into effect until '89. We'll 
still have to muddle through '88. 


But we're in very serious financial 
straits and I think that would be very 


helpful because the Mayor is going ahead 
and is pianaing to have a meeting with 
the leaders of the community and I think 
a letter from this Council supporting and 
asking them to support the 
Administration, I think, would be a very 
meaningful kind of thing to do. And 
pointing out to them, as we have and I 
think Mr. Woods has on many occassions, 
when people come up and ask for money, 
and you have, Mr. O'Malley, that 75 
percent of the pemle that go to these 
things are not City residents. That's why 
they work in the beautiful Pittsburgh 
area, the come to the Ballet and use oar 
hog itals and all the tax exempt« ntities, 
and they go home to their bedroom 
suburban cominunities. 


I would like to see the corporations 
say to their exmloyees, “At least you 
have a job; pay the City tax." Or support 
a revised tax that would be fair to 
everybody so it's not us against them. In 
essnce, support the new proposal 
coming out of Harrisburg to have tax 
reform.

(MR. POLLOCK'S COMMENTS ON BILL NO. 2670-TUESDAY , 11/10/87) 
Mr. Pollock: 


I believe each of you have received a copy of the 
substitute bill. I would like to just make a few comments and 
then open it up to any discussion or questions any of you may 
have regarding it. 

If you recall, back when we had the public hearing in 
April, after the hearing was over and with Council President 
Woods' blessing, I set up a committee of individuals to work on 
the bill. There was a lot of testimony presented; much of it 
was very worthwhile, even many of the people who opposed it had 
a great deal of legitimate concerns to express and did so very 
eloquently. And I believe that their interests ‘should be 
protected, as well. 

I want to state that for the four months since the 
bill was introduced and we had the public hearing, some 
individuals and myself have been working very hard on amending 
this legislation to make it more acceptable to the private 
sector. And I want to, at this time, take a second to publicly 
thank the people who have worked so hard for four months: 

Stuart Arnheim, from Arnheim & Neely Real Estate Company, Joe 
Berwanger from KDKA Television, William Blanford from 
Kaufmann's, John Java from the John W. Galbreath and Company, 
Bruno Deilana from AFSCME, Frank Donohoe from the American Lung 
Association, Mary Heindl from the Western Pennsylvania 
Restaurant Association, Jacques Kahn from the Golden Triangle 
Association, Joe Kane from the Hilton and the Hotel Association, 
John Pentracosta from the Western Pennsylvania Restaurant 
Association, Bernie Pucka from the Allegheny County Tavern 
Association, Vince Romito from the Association of Non-Smokers' 
‘Rights of Pennsylvania, Richard Spahr from the Building Owners 
and Management Association, and Charles Vukotich from the 
Southwestern Pennsylvania Coalition on Smoking or Health. 

As one can readily see, there was a diverse group of 
people representing most of the interests, if not all the 
interests, that are affected by this legislation. As I said, we 
worked for four months, we met three or four times, we discussed 
the bill, we argued, we gave, we took, we negotiated. And I can 
say that the 14 individuals who I identified, with possibly one, 
maybe two exceptions, all individually support this bill. Not 
all of them have the authority to support the bill publicly for 
their organization, but personally they Supported it. 
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I would also like to say that I did permit the 
representative from the Tobacco Institute to observe our 
deliberations. He was more than welcome to sit and watch what 
we discussed and hear what we had to say. 

What I would like to do now, though, is I submitted 
this bill to my colleagues last week, and in taiking to some of 
you yesterday and today, I discovered that you haven't all had 
time to review it, so I would like to open it up now to any 
questions that you may have and any suggestions.

With the possible exception of one or two, what they 
said was that smoking tegislation is going to be a reality, if 
not now, then in the near future. It is something that is 
happening everywhere, it is going to come, and that this was the 
best way to do it, with a public/private partnership, with input 
from them in the drafting of it, probably the first time it has 
been done in this country, and that they can support this bili 
personally. 


(Deleted text.) 
Mr. Pollock: 


A lot of people who are opposing this have never read 
the bill and are basing their objections to just general 
opposition to any type of smoking regulation, This is the most 
progressive smoking bill of the 60 or 70 that I have read across 
the country. I defy anyone, inciuding you, Sophie, to point out 
in this bill what would cause any individual company or business 
owner to go out of business or in any way to affect his or her 
business. 


‘(Deleted text.) 
Mr. Pollock: 

The answer to both your questions are vecy similar. 
The enforcement wouid be found in what's happening in other 


cities. Right now there are over 300 cities and towns across 
the country that have ordinances; they go back over ten years. 
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I reviewed about 60 of them, and without question mine is the 
most lenient, and the most progressive, and the most allowing 
for the smoker. 

As far as enforcement in these other cities, there are 
hardly any problems. The City of San Francisco, which is even 
largec than Pittsburgh, has issued only one citation as a result 
of this ordinance, as a result of an ordinance even stricter 
than oucs. There just are not problems. These ordinances are 
self-enforcing. And we have a little bit of a precedent on 
which to judge that in the City of Pittsburgh. 

If you will recall back in the iate '70's, I think '76 
or '77, this Council -- I think you were President at the 
time -~ passed.an ordinance, the only City ordinance that has to 
deal with smoking right now, which prohibits smoking in 
elevators, which requires a $300.00 fine for violation and 
requires the elevator operator to install the sign in the 
elevator. Now, in over ten years, to the best of my knowledge, 
not one person has ever been cited for violating that ordinance. 
I am sure there are still people who smoke in elevators, but 
there is a great amount of people who put out their cigarettes 
befoce they get in the elevator because they know it is against 
the law. Most people, the vast majority, are law abiding. And 
it is self-enforcing; simply because they know you cannot smoke 
in elevators, peopie don't. If they didn't have that 
prohibition, then they probably still would. 


(Deleted text.) 
Mr. Pollock: 


Let me respond to that. The argument that the market 
place would dictate whether or not there should be a non-smoking 
section, and if so, how big would it be, is somewhat fallacious 
in this regard. There has to be feedback in order for the 
market to dictate something, there has to be feedback. People 
do not expect, because there aren't any now, or very few, they 
don't expect there to be non-smoking sections, so they don't 
generally ask for them. In the second place, once they do ask 
for it and they are told that there isn't one, they generally 
don't ask a second time. So you are not getting the feedback of 
the people who go to the restaurant. If they have already been 
there once and know that there isn't a non-smoking section, they 
aren't going to ask for it, they will just go in reluctantly and 
more of less suffer, or suffer. the consequences of being near 
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someone smoking. “ 

TE I can go a little bit further. Also, don't forget 
one other thing, that in the society we live in, it is a mobile 
society, it is two worker families, it is single parents who aie 
working, it is individuals who are working two jobs. Eating out 
is no longer a luxury. The vast majority of meals now, peopie 
show you, are eaten out. It is almost as if eating out is as 
much a part of a person's diet as eating at home, if not more. 
So it really is not a luxury; people are eating out now as @ 
necessity because they are not able to get home between two 
jobs, both people are working, and they are not abie to prepare 
food at home, and so forth. So what we are talking about here 
is the health consequences of people who are required to eat 
out. That is what makes it a little bit different, Jim. And 
what we are talking about is not a marketplace issue; we are 
talking about a health issue. 

Let me say this, as far as restaurants. Again, there 
are over 300 bills across the country, more than that, and i 
have reviewed many of them and have gotten synopses of the 
others. Without question, the ordinance before this Council is 
the most lenient o£ any in the countcy as far as restaurants. 

In order for a restaurant to even be included, it must cross two 
thresholds: The first is more than 80 percent of the volume of 
gales of the establishment must be from food. So that would 
eliminate almost every bar or tavern, or any place that has a 
liguos license is probably going to do at least 20 percent of 
liquor sales. Ben might have some expertise on that. If you 
have a liquor license, you are probably going to do more than 20 
percent of your sales in liquor, which means you are not even 
going to be regulated, you won't be covered. -The second part of 
the test is, even if you do get past that first test, you have 
to have more than 50 seats, 51 seats or more exclusive of a bar 
area. So if it is a bar in a restaurant, you just exciude the 
bar, and you still have to have more than 50 seats. So this 
eliminates the luncheonettes, the neighborhood restaurants, the 
mom and pop restaurant; they are not even covered, they can do 
whatever they want. So what that leaves you with, then, are the 
restaurants that are basically non-liquor licenses that have 
significant number of seats. And then, once you get past those 
two tests, all that restaurant has to do is provide 20 percent 
of its seats to be a non-smoking section. Most bills are 50 
percent.

Mr. Woods: 


Mark, what it is, under the same context, these same 
restaurants that have to have 80 percent of food business, what 
does it do for the employees? I didn't read it, so maybe you 
can save me the trouble. 


Mx. Pollock: 


It deals with that. If the employee works ina 
restaurant that is not covered, then, they are not covered. 
That is the consequence of working in a restaurant that is not 
covered. :

Mc. Pollock: 


The public wants smoking legislation. ‘The public 
wants smoking restrictions, The most recent study by an 
independent agency, the Bureau of National Affairs, found that 
88 percent of the public wants restrictions. Estimates are 75 
to 80 percent of the public doesn't smoke. This is not 
something that you are doing for a silent minority; this is the 
vast majority. 

As far as creating an island, the largest cities in 

‘the country have these bills; San Francisco, Los Angeles,_ 
Cleveland, Cincinnati, Dallas, Denver. This is happening 
everywhere. And they have had no detrimental effects upon their 
businesses. Indeed, if there is any barometer, the numbers of 
detters and calls that I have received in support of this bill, 
the vast majority come from suburbanites saying, "I hate coming 
nto the City. When I come into the restaurants, there is smoke 
everywhere." it is a disincentive to go out to eat. Obviously 
the better restaurants, many of them, ace, of course, in the 
City. So if people would rather not go to a restaurant, then 
what are you really doing for them? 

This is something whose time has come, it is long 
overdue. And here we have the opportunity, I think, I couid be 
proven wrong; but I think it is the first time in this country 
where the private sector was intricately involved in the 
drafting of the legislation; the building owners, the tavern 
owners, che building managers, the restaurant owners, they 
helped draft this bill. The Golden Triangle Association,

Jacques Kahn personally supports this bill. Obviously he says 
some of his membership can't support it, so he is bound to be 
silent on it. But if you ask him, he will tell you that he 
personally supports this bill. But he has a public position. 
There is no person more concerned about bringing business into 
the City than the Golden Triangle Association. This bili wil 
have nothing but a positive effect upon businesses and e 
restaurants and every other company in the City.

Mr. Pollock: 


I think the best argument is the polls, the 
independent polls, which show what the public wants. It is 
close to 90 percent of the public wants it. People want the 
ability to be away from tobacco smoke, and this includes 
smokers. Smokers realize that they are creating a problem for 
other people, and they don’t necessarily like to do it. They 
would prefer to be segregated if they can. Let me respond to 
one other thing. 

Right now there is not one ordinance in the entire 
State of Pennsylvania that regulates smoking. If this passed, 
we would be the first. That is why the Tobacco Institute has 
targetted this ordinance as a battle ground. When we had our 
public hearing and we had all these people flown in from North 
Carolina and Washington, D.C., I was really surprised at that, 
and I couidn't understand the amount of money that was spent to 
combat this. And, in fact, this is unbelievable, this is really 
a distinction for the City. The No. 1 lobbyist for the Tobacco 
Institute, their honcho, a gentleman by the name of Walker 
Merryman, who was in Washington, D.C. fighting the smoking 
regulation on airplanes, took time off from his fight with the 
Congress to come up here to fight our bill. The reason, I 
learned, is because they are afraid ~- and with good reason -- 
that if this City passes it, then other cities and towns in the 
Commonwealth of Pennsylvania, who have already asked me for 
copies of this bill, will also have the same. 

So it may be an island, but Surgeon General Koop has 
said by the year 2000 we will be a smoke-free society, and he is 
not going to be too far off. 

The bottom line is this: It is only a matter of time 
before the smoking restrictions. The question is, as I have 
told the other people, do you want smoking restrictions that the 
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private sector helped dzaft input in and can iive with, or do 


you want something handed down from somewhere else that you have 
no input in and is far more restrictive than what I am proposing 
to do?

Mr. Pollock: 


I have been asked frequently, probably one of the most 
frequent questions I have been asked is: Why am I submitting 
this bill? Why did I submit this bill? And that is generally 
coupled with the following comment: Aren't there more important 
things for the City to do? And I-have given the reply that this 
is a matter of health and safety, that I submitted this bill’ not 
because I had any personal strong feelings because I suffered 
from being around anybody that smoked. I do not have people «+ 
smoking around me at work, and in many ways I am fortunate. 

When I go out, if somebody smokes, I generally do move away. 
But I submitted this bill because there are many others who do 
suffer from having to be around people who smoke at work for 
Many, many hours at a time, and the number of calls and letters 
that I received reached the point where I felt something had -to 
be done. 

But ironically, the most dramatic reason for this bill 
came just this past week, far after I submitted it. On-Monday, 
late Monday morning, I received a call from a young woman who is 
a secretary in the City of Pittsburgh, and I don't have the 
authority to give her name or where she works, but if I talk to 
her and get that permission, I will give you her name and work. 
She called me late Monday morning and she was crying. And she 
said, "Councilman Pollock, I want to thank you for your bill." 
And she proceeded to tell me her story. She said she works in a 
secretarial pool in the City of Pittsburgh, and she is pregnant, 
and she has read all that can happen to a fetus as a result of 
inhaling smoke by the mother. She said she has been told by her 
doctors that working in the secretarial pool where she does and 
all the people there smoke, she said frequently she has to work 
until early evening, eight, nine, ten hours a day, in a room 
filled with smoke. She said she has gone to her employers, 
asked her coworkers, she said there is nothing that can be done, 
people are smoking. She said she is now going to quit her job 
out of concern for the health of her baby. She said, “Isn't it 
time for the City to get involved?" Babies, fetuses, do suffer 
the consequences of being exposed to smoke. The most recent 
study by the Center for Disease Control in Atlanta, which just 
came out two weeks ago, said that there are now over 315,000 
deaths a year that are related to smoking, not just direct 
smokers, unborn children who have -- not unborn children, but 
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babies who have suffered as a result and died within the first 
year of birth of emphysema, low body weight at the time of 
birth. There are people who work in environments filled with 
tobacco that suffer. One thousand people a day in the United 
States are dying as a result of smoking. And if people want to 
smoke, that is fine, but I am concerned about the people who are 
not smoking and who are suffering health consequences. There is 
a carnage, and government at all levels is starting to address 
it, over 300 municipalities have addressed it. It is time for 
the City of Pittsburgh to care about the people that work, and 
visit, and live in our City. : 
This is not a labor issue, this is a health issue. 

And it is unfortunate -- indeed, it is tragic -- that organized 
labor has chosen to oppose’ this bill. When I met with leaders 
of organized labor and asked them how it is a labor issue, they 
say it is something that should be bargained for. I replied, 
"Well, that is fine, but what about those workers who aren't 
represented, who. don't work in a place where there is a union? 
Or what about those workers whose union leaders are not able to 
obtain a smoke-free environment for their workers, are these 
people supposed to suffer?" I haven't received a reply. F 
ue ‘This is a bill that is a health bill for the City of 
Pittsburgh, people that work, and Live, and visit our City, and 
I ask for your support.

Mr.. Pollock: 


The largest operators of restaurants in this area have 
all gone to non-smoking sections far larger than the one I am 
proposing in my bili, far larger, and they have suffered no -- 
in fact, they said their businesses have improved. The largest, 
Wendy's, McDonald's, Arby's, Pappan's, Eat 'N Park, Denny's, 
these people are making money as a result. They wouldn't be 
doing it —- why would these restaurants be putting in 
non-smoking sections if it was costing them business?

Mr. Pollock: . 


The provision regarding restaurants is without 
question the most nonrestrictive, the most progressive, the most 
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forgiving and accepting bill of any in the country that exists 
regarding smoking in restaurants. There is'a-three prong: . 
provision. In order for a restaurant to even be covered by this 
bill, it must do at least 80 percent of its total sales in food, 
which basically I have been told would mean that any place that 
has a liquor license is probably going to do more than 20 
percent of its sales in alcohol, which means it would not even 
be covered by this bill.. Second, in order to be covered, once 
it gets past that test, it has to be a significant size,’ so that 
means the bill says it has to have at least 51 seats.. So again;

Mr. Pollock: 


Excluding. bar seats. So if you have a!bar area, those 
aren't even covered. You have’ to have 51 seats exclusive -of ‘the 
bar seats.

: Then, if you get past those ‘two tests, all the 
restaurant owner has to do is provide a 20 percent area for 
non-smoking. Most bills are anywhere from:25 to 50 percent, . 
even more than that. It is the least restrictive smoking bill 
in the country regarding restaurants. The restaurant owners in 
this aréa who are opposing it, I don't think that they have read 
it, I don't think that they are aware of how unrestrictive it 
is. It makes no sense to have a non-smoking section that is. 
only one or two tables, one or two chairs, because, in effect,. 
the whole place is a smoking restaurant. You have to. have a. 
certain area set aside to-be a non-smoking ‘section. ~ 

Again, Ihave to respond to one point that has been 
raised in the past, and that is people are dining out, not by 
choice, but because the nature of today's society. The number 
of single parent households; the number of households with two 
working patents, the number of households with two career 
working parents mandate that people eat out because-of time 
constraints, because of distance from-their home before going to 
another work site, because of “school requitements with their 
children. People eat.out-today not by choice, but by mandate, . 
by economic situation. So when people go to a restaurant today, 
it is akin to really eating at home. It is almost like they are 
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home insofar as being forced to eat and being forced to eat out. 
So this is not a luxury anymore. We.are providing for a 
healthy, safe environment for people forced to eat out.

Mr. Pollock: 


The people are saying this bill will in some way-cost 
jobs.. I have:yet to have any person, including any member of 
this Council, tell me how one- job will be lost as a.result of 
this bill. Yet, I do.now know, I did not before, but I do now 
know of at least one person who is’ quitting a job because of 
smoke, and I am sure there are others, because I have gotten 
calls which said, "Do I have to choose between health and a 
job." So there are people. 

We are right now in a stage, it is call "the echo of 
the baby boom," where all the baby boomers from the '50's are 
having their own children, and these women are working, and 
these women are concerned about the health of their children. 

So they are either going to choose to work or they are going to 
choose for. the health of their babies, and I am sure the latter 
will take precedent.

I 
“am not’ trying to get any individual in the City of Pittsburgh 
who lives; visits or works:here to quit smoking; that is not my 
intent. My only intent is to protect those who do not smoke. 
So when I drafted my bill, I considered: How will that smoker 
still. be able’ to smoke while protecting the rights of those who 
do not smoke? An individual who works in his or her own work 
place can smoke all he or she wants. Individuals who are all in 
one area who all smoke can all smoke. Individuals who work in 
an area that is not totally enclosed can still smoke. Employers 
can designate certain areas to be smoking areas. Any stairwell 
can be a smoking area; people can smoke in any stairwell. ::- 
People can all waive the smoking provision. If you are in an 
“area where, let's say, there are four or five people and only 
one person smokes and the other people feel it is at such a .

that could conceivably ~- and I don’t think it is ~-- but could 
conceivably be against one's interest, there certainly would not 
be any type of proclusion of doing that. So one could abstain 
if it could be preceived that someone were voting in favor of 
one's interest, but’ how could it be a problem if one is voting 
in what is considered to be against one's’ interest? nar 

This argument, really, I think everyone should = 
really -- it is unfortunate that people aren't being totally 
frank and candid about their’ reasons fort opposing this bill. No 
one has ‘come through and said; "This language is why I am 
against it," or “fhis is how it will result in a’ job loss," or 
"Phis is how it will hurt business." It is very easy to say 
those very abstract and nebulous things for an alterior motive 
for opposing it, and that is unfortunate that people aren't 
being given the true story here. 

But the other cities in this country that are’ doing 
this have not suffered one iota. And probably the city closest 
to us, as far as economic conditions, as far as size, as far as 
climate, is probably Cleveland. Cleveland suffered every bit 
the hardships of the curfent economic trend ‘as Pittsburgh. Z 
Cleveland has this bill, Cincinnati has this bill, the cities in 
exas that have been further -- worse struck by the changes in 
the oil business than we ever have by steel. There are 
businesses you can't even give away, buildings that they will 
give you for nothing and you can't give away, these cities have 
this bill.

right, what would be the best case scenario for being the right 
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another? What would change to make it the right time? The 
matter of this propaganda that was put out by the Tobacco 
Institute regarding a survey, it is totally fallacious. 
Frankly, I will state it on the record, I do not think a survey 
was conducted. I think this company sat in New York and just 
fabricated these numbers, because they are totally divorced from 
reality. Every independent Survey conducted in this country are 
totally opposite that. The most respected independent agency in 
Washington, the Bureau of National Affairs, an independent lobby 
not retained by anybody, no ax to grind, found that 88 percent 
of the public favors smoking restrictions, and they even went s0 
far as to say 80 percent of smokers favor it. 80 percent of 
smokers would like there to be restrictions and regulations on 
smoking. 

You know, the most tragic and ironic part about this 
is that, with due respect to my colleagues, many of them are 
very, very concerned, and it is a passionate issue, and very 


alleged individuals who are opposing this bill that is designed 
for the protection of those who are already born, I am reminded 
of the words of a great American, Barnie Frank, who said, in 
referring to the Reagan Administration, that "It believes that 
life begins at conception and ends at birth,” and I think there 
are many today who are expressing that same position.

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Mr. Pollock: 


There has been a great deal of 
comment, discussion and rhetoric 
concerning -this bill and I've attempted to 
advocate this legislation in as positive 
and as constructive a manner as 
possible. Maybe I've not been totally 
successful and for that I am sorry. 


I have tried to present the best 
evidence for this bill but today I would 
like to simply respond in as rational and 
as reasonable a manner to all of the 
points and arguments that have been 
lodged against this bill. 


Let me go first to the much 
discussed issue of this bill being bad for 
business in the City of Pittsburgh. This 
is just not true. This legislation is, in 
fact, good for business. There are many, 
many people who avoid public places, 
businesses, stores, and restaurants 
because of their aversion to smoke. 
There are people quitting jobs, avoiding 
obtaining employment, not working, 
because of smoke in the workplace, and 
there is hard data to support this. 


The fact that some can say that 
this bill is bad for business is really 
wrong and misguided. In fact, although 
my intent had nothing to do with 
business, the pro-business aspects to this 
pill are an attractive secondary benefit 
to it. The primary benefit, and indeed, 
the reason for it, is the protection of the 
health of the people who live, work in, 
and visit the City of Pittsburgh. If this 
bill were bad for business, why would the 
largest companies, the largest 
businesses, the largest employers and 
stores in the City support it? Why would 
the Mayor of the City of Pittsburgh 
support it? There is no individual more 
concerned about bringing business to the 
City, to improving the economic climate 
of the area, than Mayor Caliguiri and he 
totally actively supports this bill and I 


want to publicly thank him for his help in 
having this bill passed. 


If this bill were bad for business, 
why would the Director Designate, David 
Donahoe, of the Urban Redevelopment 
Authority support this bill? If this bill 
were bad for business, why would the 
chief individual responsible for economic 
development in the City of Pittsburgh, 
Dr. Evan Stoddard, the head of the 
URA's Economic Development 
Department, whole-heartedly endorse 
this bill? When I called him to ask him 
what his thoughts were on whether or not 
this bill would hurt economic 
development in the City of Pittsburgh, 
he gave me the following quote and 
authorized me to use it verbatim: "The 
claim that this legislation hurts 
economic development is utter 
foolishness. This is progressive 
legislation which is important for 
economic development in many 
important growth sectors." 


I don't believe that those saying 
that this legislation hurts economic 
development have spoken with people 
who are experts in the field. There are 
those who have said that they don’t have 
the proof that this bill would not hurt 
business. That's an interesting statement 
and it really defies the manner in which 
proof is presented. There is conclusive 
proof and a whole body of evidence 
which show that smoking and inhaling 
involuntary tobacco smoke create a 
serious health consequent to the non- 
smoker. When that evidence is 
presented, the burden of proof to show 
that it does not hurt business then shifts 
to the opponents of the bill to show how 
it does hurt business. And I have yet to 
see one scintilla of evidence that 
business gets hurt in any way by smoking 
regulations. In fact, although it is 
almost impossible, if not difficult, to 
prove a negative, there are some very 
interesting studies that show that indeed 
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smoking regulation is good for business. 
The most important was one commission 
by Mayor Ed Koch of New York and I 
submitted a synopsis of it to all of my 
colleagues and I hope that you have had 
time to review it. 


This report that was the result of 
the work of a commission chaired by one 
of the most respected individuals in the 
history of the health and human services 
of the United States, Joseph A. Califano, 
concluded that smoking, indeed, if 
anything, benefits the economic 
conditions of an area. I'd just like to 
take a few seconds to cite some of the 
more significant findings of this blue 
ribbon commission. 


Smoking laws similar to the one 
before us today have been implemented 
in numerous parts of the country without 
substantial problems and with broad 
public acceptance. Testimony and 
information received regarding the 
experience of major cities such as San 
Francisco, Los Angeles and San Diego 
indicates that restrictions on smoking in 
the workplace and other areas have gone 
into effect easily and with no adverse 
economic impact. The economic costs of 
second-hand smoking have been 
estimated to be 20 percent of the costs 
of direct smoking. If they are even half 
that, the passage of the proposed 
legislation could save millions and 
millions of doliars to cities. There are 
further potential economic gains from 
increased patronage of restaurants, 
theaters, and other public places by non- 
smokers who previously have stayed 
home because of the lack of smoke-free 
space. 7 


Just to get into some hard 
numbers, the U.S. Department of Health 
and Human Services and the U.S.’ Public 
Health Service have stated that there 
are 100,000 building fires a year 
representing a property loss of close to 


$100 million which are attributed 
directly to smoking. In addition, 
cigarette and cigar burns and ash stains 
on merchandise and fixtures and 
different property inside of businesses 
cause substantial loss to business. 


Smoking greatly diminishes 
physical stamina, endurance, mental 
efficiency, reflex response and mental 
activity; so, smoking restriction in the 
workplace results in a better worker. A 
worker who smokes one pack a day 
spends over three hours a day on 
smoking, 20 percent of that time to the 
exclusion of all other activities. Does 
the cessation of smoking in the 
workplace result in being bad for 
business? This data shows us how clearly 
beneficial it is to business. 


Smokers average 47 percent more 
absenteeism than non-smokers. Heavy 
smokers are hospitalized 50 percent 
more than non-smokers. 70 million 
workdays are lost each year in this 
country because smokers have higher 
illness rates than non-smokers. These 
things are all good for business. 


Another argument I've heard is that 
the time isn't right. That's probably the 
most curious discussion because that 
implies that there is, indeed, merit to 
the bill, that maybe sometime in the 
future it can be supported, but that it 
can't be voted for now. Well, what I find 
interesting is, since when does health 
have a time schedule? How can the time 
not be right for protecting the public's 
health? 


Another statement I've heard’ is, 
“T've never voted for anything that was 
bad for business". And that, too, is not 
true. Every individual on this Council 
has voted for legislation or resolutions 
that were bad for business but which 
served other, far more important 
interests. < 
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Let's assume, even though its not, 
but let’s assume that this bill, in some 
way, negatively impacts business. And I 
contend that even if that were the case, 
the health of the people of Pittsburgh 
takes precedent, and this Council has 
proven that in the past. 


People that understand business 
know that time in business is money, 
Every minute that goods are delayed 
results in the potential significant loss to 
companies. It is crucial to the vitality of 
business that goods be transported as 
‘quickly as possible. Yet, a bill was 
introduced in this Council to require all 
trains carrying goods in and out of the 
City to slow down to 15 miles per hour 
the whole time they were in the City. 
This bill was anti-business. It took 
businesses longer to get their goods and 
to ship their goods, yet it was a totally 
irrelevant discussion to the topic because 
the far more reaching, the far more 
important aspect to that bill was that 
the people of Pittsburgh would be 
protected from potential toxic spills. 
And that's why this Council voted 
unanimously to support train speed 
restrictions. 


The bill before us today protects 
the people of Pittsburgh on a daily 
basis. And there have been numerous 
other votes in this Council, by every 
member of this Council, that were 
clearly anti-business but which 
considered far more important aspects of 
Pittsburghers' lives, 


People talk about economic 
development. When I talk about 
economic development, I'm referring to 
getting businesses to come to Pittsburgh 
to locate, not from the suburbs but from 
other states, other countries even, to get 
people to open up businesses here. That's 
economic development. 


It's clear that if Pittsburgh: were 








competing with other cities around the 
country for plants, for companies, for 
businesses, that the City of Pittsburgh 
would be severely handicapped if the 
minimum wage in Pittsburgh was 
significantly higher than that of other 
cities. Yet, a resolution was passed 
unanimously in this Council that the 
Council of Pittsburgh supports an 
increase in the minimum wage of 
workers in the State of Pennsylvania. 
And indeed, we should have passed that 
resolution because the quality of life and 
the dignity of life and the desire to have 
a decent wage for the people of 
Pennsylvania was far more important 
than the fact that Pittsburgh might be 
handicapped when competing with other 
states that have a significantly lower 
minimum wage. That resolution was 
anti-business, 


I can go on and on. We've 
supported greater protection in the 
workplace for workers. Those 


resolutions were anti-business. 


Another argument expounded by 
others is that government shouldn't 
intrude. It's not the place of government 
to regulate such matters. Well, if it's 
not the place of government to protect 
the health, safety, comfort and welfare 
of people, then whose place is it? ‘This is 
the essential role of government. To say 
that government shouldn't regulate these 
matters is to deny the very essence of 
government and I must wonder why the 
advocates of that position are even in 
this room today. 


Another claim being advanced by 
opponents is that voluntary measures are 
adequate. That allegation is totally 
divorced from reality and our own City 
of Pittsburgh workforce is the best 
evidence of that. We have departments 
in the City that are timebombs. 
Directors have begged me to try and get 
this legislation passed. The Engineering 
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and Construction Department, Public 
Works, the Cable Bureau, Public Safety, 
the City Controller's Office; there is 
hostility there that is incomparable in 
my memory of dealing with people 
working. They are pleading that there be 
legislation prohibiting smoking in the 
workplace. Every Director in the City of 
Pittsburgh that I've talked to supports 
this bill and I hope that other members 
of Council have similarly talked to 
Directors. 


Finally, 1 want to respond to the 
matter of organized labor's involvement 
in these deliberations. Let me begin by 
saying how greatly I cherish the fact that 
Pittsburgh is such a strong labor town. 
There would not be a Pittsburgh were it 
not for the labor movement and for 
organized labor. Many members of this 
Council share that. Several members of 
this Council have long histories of 
service to and leadership in the labor 
Movement and I understand perfectly 
that they could not possibly oppose local 
unions. But what I cannot understand is 
why they are not able to say that this is 
not a labor issue. This is a health issue. 
There is no way it is a labor issue. It 
pains me deeply that local unions have 
elected to attempt to prevent this 
legislation from being passed. 


In conclusion, I want to make two 
very, very important points. Tve 
attempted to respond directly to every 
argument against this legislation. But 
probably the two most important points 
are, number one, smoking legislation is 
being passed every day in this country, 
all around this country. Towns, cities, 
states, are doing it. What kind of 


message will be sent out to the people of - 


the United States if the City of 
Pittsburgh does not pass it? To pass this 
legislation, a message goes out that the 
City of Pittsburgh is a progressive city, 
not the smoky city that it used to be. 


Finally, the people of Pittsburgh 
want this legislation. The number of 
calls and letters and visits coming into 
Council is unprecedented in my two 
years on Council. 


I think I can summarize this need 
and desire on the part of Pittsburghers 
by the presence of a man in the audience 
today, and I'm probably going to 
embarrass him by doing it, a man I never 
met until this afternoon, a 78 year old 
man by the name of Harry Fuchs who 
called me and said, “I want to come down 
and help” and who, despite his age and 
despite the horrible weather conditions 
that existed on Friday, walked to 53 
homes on his block asking people to sign 
a petition saying they supported this bill, 
and 50 of the 53 homes signed it. He 
said only 3 refused. 


So, I want to publicly thank Harry 
Fuchs and these signatures have been 
submitted to my colleagues. And I hope 
on behalf of the people of Pittsburgh, on 
behalf of the Harry Fuchs' and the 
others, and for the health of the people 
who work in this City, who visit this City 
and who live here, that the members of 
Council will unanimously support this 
bill. 


Thank you. 
Mrs. Masloff: 


I want to say first that what had a 
great deal of influence on me was a call I 
got from my personal physician on 
Saturday. But my initial concerns in 
voting against the legislation were the 
possible loss of business and jobs, and 
those were strong influences to me. But 
then again, what would be gained if my 
vote caused an endangerment to the 
health-of our people? 5 


Reconsidering all the facts, the 
studies that economic losses cannot be 
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Substantiated, and the massive evidence 
on the health dangers of smoking, I'm 
now inclined to. vote in favor of the 
legislation. However, in a year's time, I 
will ask for a study to determine the 
impact on the economy. 


Thank you, 
Mr. DePasquale:' 


Mr. President and members of 
Council, to give you a little background, 
I am now a non-smoker or Practically a 
non-smoker. I may smoke one cigar a 
month or I may just chew on that cigar. 
My late father lived to be almost 90 
years of age and absolutely detested 
smoking, not smokers, smoking itself and 
to the day he died I never lit up a cigar 
in front of my late father. I had that 
much respect for him. And I must say 
that I spent a-couple sleepless nights this 
last weekend and I have to refer toa 
certain, individual, if anybody has tugged 
at my heartstrings and has made me feel 
that this bill is a must.- and I'm not 
saying I'm voting for it;,in fact, 'm not - 
is Andy Bigman. Andy Bigman is a very 
lose. personal friend of mine and I think 
he speaks for. alot of other people out 
there when he said that smoking had such 
an effect on his health and those of his 
loved ones and those of his friends. 


T say I'm a non-smoker now. and it . 
doesn't bother me if people smoke or not; 
I couldn't care less. I'm a fortunate 
‘Person who isn't affected but apparently 
there are other people out there that are 
affected and I. made an analogy here one 
day in Council that I've never been 
seasick, in my life but I know People who 
jhave been seasick, I'ye seen them 


“seasick, and it was so bad when we were 


going overseas that a couple of them 
asked me to blow their heads off.: So I 
didn't know the feeling of seasickness but 
it must be an awful, awful feeling. I 
don't know the feeling of being nauseated + 


by people smoking but it must be an 
awful, awful. feeling.: 


I've said all along that my chief 


objection is infringement and invasion of 


the private sector. How far can 
government go when it concerns people's 
affairs or people's lives? This is roy 
objection and my only objection. 


As far as the jobs lost or jobs 
gained, that's all debatable and I don't 
care to get into that discussion or into 
that part of the ordinance. But at the 
Same time, as long as the ordinance 
remains as it is, I have to vote against it 
because of the private sector imitations, 


At this time, I have a motion to 
make, an amendment, to Bill 2670. Td 
like to amend Bill 2670 by deleting all 
private businesses with the exception of 
restaurants. 


Mr. Givens seconded the motion. 
The Chair:

Michelle Madoff: 


. On the bill itself. I find it 
fascinating that we talk about invasion 
of our lives and ruled by government and 
_legislation that impacts on our everyday 
life, an invasion of privacy, so to speak. 
That was raised by my colleague, Mr. 
DePasquale. 


Tf we didn't have laws, then you 
don’t need police officers. What 
difference does it make if someone robs 
you of your money or if they rob you of 
your breath? Let me tell you as an 
asthmatic who was on cortizone for ten 
years, and fortunately I've had no 
problems for about eight or nine years, 
that when you can't breathe and you 
sleep sitting up for, ten years, and you 
are being robbed of your breath and your 
children are being robbed of their breath, 
how can you. say that government should 
not regulate? 


The two last points. This bill, with 
all due respect to my colleague who has 
done a phenomenal job in making his 
presentation and his argument today, 
Mark Pollock -I think you really ought to 
be commended - this bill, in essence, is a 
very, very, very, very weak bill. It isn't 
‘going to change anything substantially 
because even in the major restaurants, 
and I can think of one I don't want to 
mention, major construction owners, if a 
multi-millionaire was sitting about as far 
from me as the ‘back of this room 
smoking a cigar in a restaurant, in a low- 
ceiling restaurant, and I couldn't breathe, 


is’ going to’ continue ‘smoking because . 
oes better than 20 © 





that restaurant 
“ percent of it's business in a bar, as a 


liquor ‘license. 


You're not going to see any 
significant change in the commercial or 
business end of business. Where you're 
going to see change immediately is in the 
workplace, and thank God for that so 
people will be able to work and not have 
to suffocate at the job and be forced to 
breathe foul air because they need to 
earn a living. 


The most important .thing. that 
we're doing here today is- we're 
consciousness raising. We're raising the 
issue that one should consider another 
person when they smoke, when they get 
into an elevator and they have a 
cigarette or a cigar and they say, "I'm 
not smoking it; I'm only carrying it." 
We're going to- change that. -But 
meanwhile, the bill is innocuous; it isn't 
going. to affect any substantial end, of 
business. For us to use that as a.red 
herring not to vote for the bill or make it 
a labor issue.is ludicrous. I think we 
ought to get on and as a body show that 
we are responsible people and.vote to 
support Mark Pollock and his efforts. 
And not only Mark, Pollock; .if memory 
serves me well, 1 understand that when 
Mayor Caliguiri was on. Council, he 
introduced the bill; somebody Tm snot 
terribly fond of, Lucchino intréduced the 
no smoking Dill; I believe J.introduced no 
smoking bills “a long time ago. ..Many 
people have introduced . them and.they 
failed. Now.the time-has come, The 
Surgeon General . Koop . and the 
documentation that Mark has-so aptly 
put together with the help of ASH, and 
the members of ASH are here — Let's 
get on with it and-let’s vote for-it, .‘/ 


a Wagner: 


. Mr. President | and “members of 
Council, since,,T debated this_ bill, I 
believe, a.couple of times in. session and 
voted last Wednesday, it's very well know 
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how I voted. Since that time, I've 
received several letters and several 
comments, some from lawyers and also a 
question even from our Solicitor as to 
whether or not I should vote on the bill. 
Because of that, I am going to abstain on 
my vote. 


Mr. Givens: 


TH just go back historically, and 
sometimes we forget very quickly that it 
was, the Indians in this country that 
introduced us to smoking and it became a 
great industry within this country. Mark 
Pollock says on the one hand that we're 
not going to lose a job. I'd like for him 
to go down to North Carolina, into the 
tobacco fields down there, and talk to 
the people down there who are going to 
lose the jobs. I'd like Mark Pollock to 
then go to our exporting people in this 
country and find our what one of the 
biggest exports is from this country when 
they're trying to balance this federal 
budget that we have up there right now. 
It's called tobacco export. We in this 
country probably transport out more 
tobacco than anything else. So, when 
you talk about jobs, when you talk about 
our labor people who are back here that 
make those cigarettes, etc., and ship 
them out and around and say that we're 
not losing jobs, I say we are. 


If we're going to do this for 
cigarettes, I suggest, Mr. President, that 
we should do it ‘for all drugs, we should 
do it for alcohol. Eating, to some 
people, is a danger and it bothers them. 
You talk about the cholesterol problems 
that we have right today and what 
happens right there. They advertise 
about this and people do it. 


Oh, secondary smoke; that affects 
somebody. Well, it sure did and we have 
people in’ this Council right here that 
spoke up about all of the ‘stink and the 
smell from our factories down there and 


have people then pour so much money 
into abating the smoke in our valleys 
down there that now, Mr. President, we 
have, in fact, people on our streets who 
are begging for food. Now what in the 
hell comes first in our society? Feeding 
somebody, having a job for the rest of 
their life, or taking care of a secondary 
illness that might come about because of 
smoking because some people say yes, 
smoking is hazardous. I say one thing, 
smoking is not going to be the big danger 
in this country and it's not today. Aids is 
going to be probably our biggest problem 
and I have Councilpeople up there that 
will submit, I will assume, in the future 
and this next Council, probably 
legislation to protect all the Aids people 
out there, how good it is or how bad. 
That's the thing that's going to affect 
this country. 


And who tells us about our 
liberties? You know, there was a poll 
taken in the local media about our 
liberties, And this country, I think, was 
given about an 86 percent rating. I don't 
know who of you might have read that, 
on our liberties. To have the freedom to 
do what we want. If anyone lights up a 
cigarette and I don't like it, and smoke 
affects me - I've gone through two by~ 
pass surgeries and if anyone in this room 
has a greater affect from smoking, it's 
Dick Givens - and I will not tell anybody 
to put out a cigarette because that 
person, I feel, has the right to light up 
that cigarette. Dick Givens, on his two 
legs, has the right, then, to walk out of 
that room if I so choose to do so. In the 
working place I can see where there's 
problems. 


Do you think it's going to cure 
anything, as Michelle said? It's not going 
to cure anything. People are going to 
continue to smoke. More women smoke 
today than have ever smoked before. 
Yes, it is harmful for you. Everything is 
harmful. Who in this room wants to live 
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to be 100? I suggest you go through the 
hallways of the hospitals, etc., and see 
who wants to be 100 years old. I don't 
think I really do. I don't think the good 
Lord meant for everyone to live to be 
100 years old. I'm sure all of us want 
to, There's a lot of other ailments out 
there, folks, that you die from and are a 
lot more sympathetic to the body and to 
the pain of the body than what cigarette 
smoke is going to have. 


We have rights and we have 
liberties. It's only the tip of the 
iceberg. When you say it's government's 
responsibility to do this and all of a 
sudden government gets into more 
bailiwicks and starts doing more things, I 
don't like, personally, when government 
tells a person what they can do and what 


- they can't do, especially if it's something 


that the individual has the right to get up 
and walk out. If I don't like ‘that 
restaurant, if they're smoking in that 
restaurant, then I.just simply won't go to 
that restaurant anymore. 


The thing that I mentioned and that 
is special interest groups in this country 
of ours. It's some of these special 
interest groups that bring about a lot of 
change in this country, some good, some 
of it very bad, But I have to say there's 
only a handful of people that are really 
saying that this should be a law because I 
tell the people out there, if you leave 
smoking laws come in to the City of 
Pittsburgh, that's only going to be the tip 
of the iceberg because what comes next 
is -we'll: be regulating everything that 
happens in your society. And I don't 
believe our society wants this. 


Mark Pollock made a very serious, i 


think; ».crack.. and innuendo. on .‘the 
credibility-of the outfit that gave the 
survey..in this City. - Now that. survey 
wasn't. conducted nationally; -it was 


conducted here in the City of Pittsburgh | 
and. Allegheny County where dur people 


live. It's amazing, and it was done by a : 
national firm that does this type of 
work. Mr. Pollock indicated that they 
work for the- tobacco industry. 
Regardless of who that particular law 
office works for, he is an attorney just 
like Mark Pollock is an attorney. And 
hopefully, when he does certain things, it 
comes out credible and I think this 
company is a credible company and they 
did a job for a client like any law firm or 
any abating society would do. 


It's interesting to note that we're 
trying to force this down the throats of 
the people in the City of Pittsburgh 
when, in fact, that poll so indicated, and 
the poll is right here if anyone wants to 
see it, any of the businéss people, any of 
the press. The actual names of the 
people and their telephone numbers for 
anyone who wants to debate it. Well, 
let's get down to what the meat of that 
little poll indicated. ..76 percent of- the 
504 respondents said that the employers 
or employees should determine their own 
policy without government 
interference. 76 percent of the people 
said that and we're going to try to affect 
the other 24 percent. I don't think we 
should be doing it in this particular 
Council. 64 percent said that the private 
businesses and restaurants are dealing 
with the issue consistent with the 
changed market conditions as they occur 


and do not require government 
interference. 
The Chair: 

Wait a minute, Mr. Givens, 


please. Everyone sat here and listened 


“to Mr. Pollock. and Ms.-Madoff and Mrs. 


Masloff and to Mr. Wagner very quietly. 
Now I would--like the same courtesy 
extended to Mr. Givens. Would you 


please take your seat? 
































Mr, Givens: 


See who it is, Mr. President; it's 
Michelle Madoff. Tell her to sit down. 


Michelle Madoff: 


Mr. President, I'm just trying to get 
a copy of — 


The Chair: 


* Would you please take your seat? 
From now on, and we only have a short 
time, if you do this again we're going to 
stop the meeting. When other people 
here show the courtesy. to everybody 
else, you will show courtesy to people 
you don't agree with. 


Michelle Madoff: 


I didn't say one word, Mr. 
President. I got up and quietly — 


The Chair: 


You're out of order. 
please continue, 


Mr. Givens, 


Mr. Givens: 
Thank you, 


Over 64 percent of the private 
businesses and restaurants and dealing 
with this particular problem 
themselves, Why, then, does government 
have to come in and regulate? . Over 80 
percent said that the Pittsburgh 
businesses have been able to 
. accommodate the concerns of both the 
smokers and the non-smokers without 
discrimination against either. Think of it 
now; 80 some percent have been able to 
do this if the employers bring it 
forward. That's what the unions are 
saying; that's what everyone is saying. If 
you want to change some rules, then do 
it internally within. If that system fails, 


then yes, government should move in, but 
government, my people, should not move 
in first. They should move in after all 
other resources have been utilized and 
this is being done in the City of 
Pittsburgh effectively up to 80 percent. 


They also say that where voluntary 
programs have been. established, 
voluntary programs, 81 percent of those 
respondents who were affected by smoke 
said that it was because the program was 
voluntary. Tl underline that line. 
Michelle indicated here that you're not 
going to change anything out there in the 
real world; you're not going to change a 
person's habit of drinking or smoking if 


-he so wants to do that and doesn't want 


to live to be 100 years of-age even if the 
Surgeon General has indicated that it's 
harmful to you. The Surgeon General has 
a litany of lists of things that are 
harmful to us and, yes, some of us don't 
adhere to all of that particular list. If 
we did, maybe we would live to be 100. 
But voluntary, and 81 percent of those 
People who were affected said that if 
you do it on a voluntary basis, you have 
some guts into that particular program. 


And I'll go back to human nature in 
here, with eight children of my own, I 
can assure you that all eight of them had 
smoked at one time or another. I have 
eight brothers in my immediate family; 
all eight of them had smoked at one time 
or another. If we were forced and told 
by our parents or, in my particular case, 
if I had told my own children, and that's 
where it begins, it doesn't begin up here 
when you're an adult at 20 or 30 and 
going in to the local bar, it begins in the 
family, in the home. I told my children, 
don’t smoke, ‘this is what it does, it 
harms you if you do smoke. I have eight 
children, and I think I'm batting pretty 
good, two of them smoke today and I am 
still encouraging them to not smoke. Of 
all my brothers, only two of them smoke 
today. That's where it Hes; it lies in the 
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family and Mom and Day saying it's 
harmful because of the new evidence. 
Hey, just a couple of years ago, even 
though we knew about smoking, we didn't 
know about the secondary effects from 
smoking. It was only done recently about 
that. And did anyone ever tell you, did 
anyone ever see a policeman or @ 
fireman or a guy in combat or anyone 
who has gone through a very special 
period and has taken a cigarette out and 
lit up and how it actually calms them 
down? Has anyone seen people that have 
emphysema that will take out a cigarette 
and smoke it and then get back on to 
their oxygen? Let's get back to the 
human elements. They get something 
out of it. I don't know what; I don't 
smoke, so I really don't know. But they 
get something out of smoking. 


Tm not here waving the flag of the 
people who are smoking or non- 
smoking. 1 think it's a right in our 
society and we have guarded that right 
very, very closely. With this evidence of 
a poll that was taken in this particular 
city of ours by a reputable law firm that 
so indicated that 75 to 80 percent of the 
people are, in fact, doing this on a 
voluntary basis, why then do we need this 
piece of legislation? 1 even asked the 
author of this legislation if he could hold 
it one year and maybe if we don't get 
some of that more rapid change within 
some of our restaurants and other places, 
then maybe we could enact this 
legislation. Why didn't we enact it 12 
years ago when Dick Caliguiri who was 
then a Councilman, and I was here? 
Becausé we said, "Hey, let's do it on a 


_voluntary basis." We know that if you do 


jt on a voluntary basis, it's going to be 
100 percent more successful. 


Till tell you, the people of the City 
of Pittsburgh, smokers or non-smokers, 
trying to advise somebody where they 
can. light up a cigarette, we're going to 
have to have more signs posted in this 





City telling you where you can smoke 
and where you can't smoke. I read that 
ordinance and I have to tell you right 
now, I'd have a hard time figuring, can I 
smoke here or can't I smoke here. It's 
going to be very, very difficult to 
enforce. 


Thank you, Mr. President. 
Mr. DePasquale:_ 


One quick question. Am T in order, 
Mr. Chairman, .to ask Councilman 
Wagner what conditions Solicitor 
Pellegrini said that made it imperative 
that he abstain? 


Mr. Wagner: 


Tl respond to that. I asked Mr. 
Pellegrini the other day at the same time 
Mr. Woods — As a matter of fact, I spoke 
to Mr. Woods about it and he suggested 
the same thing, that I consider 
abstaining. I've also received several 
letters suggesting that since last 
Wednesday and the reason being is that 1 
have had an investment in a restaurant. 
That's the reason and that's the reason 
only. 


Mr. DePasquale:

Again, the 
Department of Parks and Recreation feels that some improvements 
ace needed, and, of course, we need the services of a consultant 
to make a determination as to what these changes would be. The 
@oo entrance icself, or the accessibility to the Zoo, is another 
point of concern; that is the access to the Zoo from Butier 
Street to Baker Street leading up to the parking lot, and so on 
and so forth.

Mr. Chairman, I apologize for not 
catching it earlier but in our bills from 
last Tuesday, on Bill No. 3686, which is 
the gentlemen's agreement that was 
worked out during the Pirate 
negotiations where the County couldn't 
make contributions to the Pirates or 
thought it was improper, they would give 
us $426,000 to make up for some other 
use. If memory serves me well, and I'm 
sure it's recorded in the Minutes and on 
tape, they were to give us money for the 
Zoo, for which we are at least $4 million 
a year in the red and now with the new 
Zoo out of pocket for our debt service is 
another $8 million. I subsequently 
learned that that money was not 
allocated to the Zoo; it was sort of a 
circuitous way of giving us money. The 
money was to then go into roads or 
highways. Now we're making a change 


and the change is going into the General 
Fund. But that's not my concern because 
$426,000 is $426,000, as long as we're 
getting the money. . But if you look, the 
money is coming from AIM and in an 
article that is dated Tuesday, September 
29th, “Authority Fears Default May 
Adjust Bond Issue” which is the AIM 
bond, and the AIM bond was to provide 
tax exempt financing for hospital 
equipment leasing. And we are still, 
members of the County, although City 
residents, and now we're getting 
$426,000 from the AIM bond from the 
County. 


As you know, I wrote a letter to- 


the Commissioners about my concern of 
a conflict of interest of the Controller 
who audits, or can be called in to audit 
when we have a problem, being the 
underwriter on the bond. He was the 
underwriter, Mr. Lucchino was the 
underwriter on this bond, but here we 
have a problem where the bond my go 
into default. We've never had an answer; 
we wrote a letter to the Commissioners 
about the situation in general and I want 
to be sure that that $426,000 comes from 
a’ source that's reliable, not necessarily 
from a capital bond issue, an authority, 
and I want to know whether that's legal. 
We need a legal opinion from our own 
counsel and we need a letter from the 
County Commissioners and their counsel 
to say that they can meet that debt to 
us, that financial commitment they made 
of $426,000 and not from an authority 
who has a problem. 


I move that we put this back into 
Committee for a week and get an 
answer,

Michelle Madoff: 


On the bills that relate to the fees 
for the pools, this Council, I believe, 
unanimously voted no in last year's 
budget to raise fees for the pools 
because we felt - I shouldn't say because 
we felt - I voted no because I felt that 
the indigents, the people who could not 
afford, should not be penalized. If they 
have two or three children in the family, 
we should not have certain hours when 
they can go and they can miss being with 
their friends. It was really 
discrimination. 


I was very pleased to see Louise 
Brown come to this Council and find that 
she was able to find a mechanism 
whereby those who couldn't pay, based on 
need, and there are many formulas that 
exist today, will not have to pay one 
penny. And we will not have a fee for 
the pool that will be used just for 
admittance to go into the general fund, 
but that money is being set aside 
specifically to repair the pools. I find no 
problem with that. There are those who 
will have some rhetoric that will say, 
that if we have a fee for the pool we're 
pretty soon going to have a fee’ for 
garbage. I think none of us'want to see 
these things happen but in light of the 
fact ‘that the City is in such dire straits 


financially, and that we could go belly 
up, I really believe that we don't have 
any choice. And Louise did an 
outstanding job, and she worked with 
Sophie Masloff to do that. 


Now comes a letter from Mr. 
Flaherty who would like to have us, in 
lieu of charging money for the pools, and 
he comes up with a figure of 300 slots, 
we've checked with the department and 
we understand that there are exactly 89 
on-street parkings for First, Second and 
Fourth Street, Robert Morris has a total 
of, 49, and the other spots go to people 
who work in the motor pool and work in 
other jobs. 


Personally, I would not be adverse 
to paying $4, I don't get to use the 
chauffers very often anyway; they're tied 
up. If you want to start charging $4 per 
person, then let's just do away with the 
chauffers. I don't think that that is very 
productive when people have to get 
places and get back in a hurry. 


I think this is a cheap shot at the 
pools, I think it is an enhancement for 
Mr. Flaherty for whatever political 
endeavors. But I will be willing to match 
him dollar for dollar; for every dollar 
that his people are willing to pay for 
their parking spaces, starting with Mr. 
Flaherty and Pete Wagner and all the 
other people that park on the street, and 
they're his people that I see parking on 
the street personally, if they're going to 
pay their $4, if that's going to help the 
City budget, I'll pay my $4. 


Td like to know how many spaces 
he has and whether he'd like to also, 
perhaps, make it retro-active. I mean, 
he's such a good guy and wants to help 
out the needy. I don't think that it's 
going to make a significant difference; 
the figures we got would be a total of 
$110,400. I think the cost of maintaining 
the pools is far‘ in excess but if it is the 
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Mr. DePasquale and to Mr. Wagner. Both 
of you brought up a number of times 


about Lang Pool. That's in my 
neighborhood; I know all about Lang 
Pool. Lang Pool was supposedly to close 
five years ago. The agreement was that 
once they built a new Brighton Heights 
pool, that they would close Lang Pool. 
That's why they built the new pool, 
These people were mislead by a certain 
group of individuals in the 27th Ward 
that they would keep both pools open. I 
was.in negotiations with Louise Brown, 
with Representative Thomas Murphy, 
with Senator Gene Scanlon, with Mayor 
Caliguiri, when they built the new pool, 
that was the deal, they built a brand new 
pool for the whole 27th Ward, and close 
down Lang Pool, Plus they built another 
brand new pool in Riverview Park which 
is only another half mile away. So, the 
people are not being cheated and they 
told us all along that Lang Pool would be 
closed. I'm sorry you were misinformed, 
Mr. Wagner, I'm sorry you were 
misinformed, Mr. DePasquale, and I'm 
sorry this Council was misinformed. But 
I told the people right at the hearing and 
they knew that Lang Pool would be 
closed. So let's leave Lang Pool alone 
and let's get back to the legislation.

Michelle Madoff: 


Mr. President, I'm glad you 
clarified that for us. I think the very sad 
thing about what is happening today is 
that we did have a meeting with Louise 
Brown, and I have my fights. with her. As 
a matter of fact, I was ‘rather indignant 
about the fact that she took so long to 


“get the message that Mr. DePasquale and 


I are concerned about, that those 
‘disadvantaged would not be charged and 
she finally said, "Yes, we are going to 
take care of that.” ~ ; 
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But the fact remains that when my 


colleague says, "Michelle Madoff, you 
might want to read the budget because 
we're going to.have all these salary 
increases and double and - triple 
increases"; yes, I'm aware of them. I 
think the proper person for him to point 
that out to is the Administration because 
they were not suggested nor 
recommended by this ~ Council. We 
haven't even got to that in the budget 
yet. It was recommended at the Mayor's 
budget review that he is making these 
recommendations .and his reasoning one 
has‘ to either agree or disagree with, is 
that if you want to attract good people 
to government, that was the reason he 
gave, was- that you have to be 
commensurate or close with the private 
Maybe we'd get better 
Councilmembers if we paid: more money; 


-Tdon't know. | o 


But the big issue before us today is 
that we did have a-meeting with Louise 
Brown; she was -very specific and so was 
the Mayor, very specific, that if we don't 
have some kind of user fee in place, and 


_ if we don't get tax reform, we will not be 


able to repair and maintain the pools. 
The most important thing is that we 
don't take the money and put it in the 
general fund or use it for something else, 
but that. we use it to keep the pools 
operational That's what they're going to 
do and the disadvantaged are not going 
to be assessed. That's called a fee for 
service and I.don't have a problem with 
‘that. Furthermore, we're raising fees 
and other entities to non-City residents. 


I think-it's-unfortunate that there is 
a dichotomy as to .when ‘we should be 
‘passing this legislation. May I.point out 


to-my esteemed colleague that if a bill is _ 


“passed: today; and I.certainly hope-it-is, 


not one dime will be spent if ‘we don't 


need.the money.--If by:some miracle the: 


legislature which is going to take its 


-time because it's a very complex issue on - 


tax reform, passes the bill before the 
Spring, and Lord, if they don't’ pass it 
before the Spring this City goes belly up, 

. we will have monies that perhaps we 
won't have to use an assessment ora fee-" 
to go into the pools. But at least its in 
place in case we need it. That's what 
we're doing now}. we're. making it 
available. 


And I think it’s a cheap shot to say, 
"Michelle, you ought to read the budget” 
because I read the budget and I know: 
those people are getting their increases 
who should not be getting them andI can 
name them by name. They're people I'd 
like to see out of this City but I don't ~ 
have the authority to make those kinds 
of decisions. I hope we'll get six votes to 
do that; if not in this session, perhaps in 
the new session. But I don't think we 
should. deprive the poor ‘and the 

" disadvantaged and the. children. whose 
parents are working, in the hot weather 
of having the use of the’ pools. And it 
has been very explicitly pointed out to us 
that if there is no money to maintain 
those pools, those pools will not be 
functional. And I think that’s a greater 
harm. 


I don't know how- many calls my 
colleagues have had saying, "Don't close 
down thé pools” or "Charge us for the 

- pools”. But.I've had as many calls from 
“people saying, "I'd pay even more to keep 
that pool open for my child because we 
are working." We are not going to 
charge those who can't pay. AndI think 
we ought to get on with voting for the 
pili and not get sidetracked by the 
rhetoric that Mr. Flaherty would like to 
See us-diverted by. : 


‘The Chair: 


Can I make one comment about Mr.’ 
Flaherty's letter? Did Mr. Flaherty state 
that being one of the top officials in this 
City that he would give up his 








automobile and his parking spot? . I 
figured he doesn't need it; he's not to go 
anywhere but in this building so why-does 
he need an automobile. That's a bunch of 


Mr. Wagner: 


Mr. President and members of 
Council, on the bills themselves. I'd like 
to read a paragraph and the only real 
portion of the letter sent to Mr. Perry as 
a result of requesting who would qualify 
for low income status. It's a letter from 
Louise Brown and it has: 


Subject: Bill No. 3664 - At this 
time we did not have a definitive 
program for identifying residents of low- 
income status. We planned to work with 
the Department of Personnel JTPA 
Program and research other federal 
guidelines such as public assistance. We 
will be developing this over the next 
several months prior to the sale of pool 
tags. 


Very truly yours, Director Louise 
Brown. . 


Everyone at this table believes that 
people with low income are going to get 
‘breaks. Well, let me tell you the truth of 
what's going to happen. The average 
salary of a person in this city is $18,000 
a year. Now if you have a person that is 
the head of a household and they make 
$18,000 a year and has a spouse and 
children, and that's all the income 
coming into their home, do they have 
enough money to but a pool tag? They're 
not going to qualify for low income 
assistance. So we're: talking about the 
average person at that salary range 
paying for user fees at pools. 


A Councilmember makes $33,000 a 
year and a Councilmember can afford 
that. But the average person in this City 
cannot afford it .and that's the point I 


want to make. These people have paid 
for the construction of these. pools over 
their lifetimes through taxes. These 
pools should be free to them now. They 
should not have to pay for them in. the 
future, especially due to the fact that 
the person making $18,000 a year pays a 


- four percent wage tax and those in 


suburbia pay a one percent wage tax, 
especially because that person utilizing 
the swimming pools is a City resident. 
Ninety-five percent of the people using 
swimming pools in this City are City 
residents. . 


Special events in the City of 
Pittsburgh’ are 50 percent non- 
residents. Why don't we implement 
higher user fees for special events or 
user fees at all on some of them? Why 
are we going after the City resident that 
makes less,. the person that can least 
afford it, when we haven't found other 
ways to get the money? I've said it 
before and I'll say it again, it's a 
dangerous precedent. We've had an 
exodus from this City of 10,000 people 
per year for-25 years. Do you want to 
accelerate it? Accelerate it. There's 
not going to be anyone left to charge 
user fees to, There's not going to be 


_ anyone left to tax in this City. How 


many ways’ are we going to tax these 
people? 


Governor Casey himself said that 
he doesn't want to see nuisance taxes. 
Well I see this as a muisance type tax for 
City residents. It's a double taxation of 
City residents. And will others follow? 
Absolutely, positively. And I can 
veryify, and I have it on record, that 
some day there's going to be user fees 
and when your house burns and the Fire 
Department comes to the house, you're 
going to pay for it. And when you want 
to use the basketball court, you're going 
to pay for it. And when you want to get 
your rubbish picked up, you're going to 
pay for it. And I think that's okay, if you 
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reduce the four percent wage tax. But 
there has been no talk of reduction of 
the four percent wage tax. Implement 
user fees with the reduction of other 
taxes, fine. To do one and have the. 
other which is four times greater than 
suburbia, no. 


Tve said before, this 
Councilmember will not support it until 
we see some movement in the other 
direction and, as of this date, November 
30, 1987, there has been no movement. 
And I don't think anyone on this Council 
should be voting to implement these user 
fees. 


Michelle Madoff: 


I think in principal every member 
of this Council agrees with Mr. Wagner 
that this City is in big trouble, that 
we've gone from 700,000 when I got here 
in 1961, down to something ‘like 
365,000. Yes, people are moving out 
because of the wage tax. Yes, we have 
to do something. And if we don't do 
something, we're in hig trouble. But I 
think we're mixing apples and oranges. 


and I do today. I think that as long as 
there are policies and procedures which 
ensure the protection of low-income 
families, that user fees are the absolute 
best way to go because it is a way of 
pricing the service.in a way of enabling 
the service to be paid for by the parties 


that use that service. 


The fact is that right now, if my : 


esteemed colleague could find a way. 
where we could perhaps get some money 
from non-City residents: for usér fees for 
the Zoo, Aviary, Conservatory, which run 
us $4 million and now another $8 million, 
I would be the first one to support him. 
But I don't know any way, as of 
November 30, 1987, and I want to be sure 
‘the pools aren't closed down so I will go 
with this bill and hope that we don't have 
to have a fee for the pool, that there will 
be tax reform and we'll find another 
way. And, Mr. Wagner, if you can think 
of some way we can raise some money, 
Tl support you. 


Mr, Pollock: 


I have ‘always supported user fees 
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In fact, user. fees are the way that 
municipalities all across this country are 
going. The Conference on Alternative 
Policies for State and Local Government 
reports that in. the last-eight years more 
than 50 to 60 percent of cities and town 
across this country have implemented 
new user fees. So this is, in fact, a 
trend, not a pounding against the 
current. 


The argument that any person is 
going to flée this City because of a $10 
or $15 or $20 user fee for a pool is. just 
pure falacy. They're going to leave this 
City because of high taxes and the only 
way to combat that “is to come up with 
more innovative ways to find revenue, 
not to ignore that. We have to look for 
any way we Can to find money and to 
that end I commend Controller Flaherty 


for thinking of this idea. 


T have always said that there should 
be a greater watch on who has cars and 
who has free parking spots. He says that 
the School Board charges their elected 
officials and high officials parking fees 
and I think that the City can do that as 
well. But that doesn't mean that you 
eliminate other sources of revenue; you 
use any source of revenue you can. It's 
not an either/or; it's an additional source 
of revenue. 


So, I thank him for pointing that 
out and I support him in his desire to 
have that instituted as I support the idea 


of a user fee. We have to become as- 


innovative and as creative as we can, 
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The Chair: 


T totally disagreé with you, Mr. 
Pollock. I think Mr: Flaherty is an 
asinine individual and I think his idea is. 
You talk. about a user fee, I see many 


members here argue against the ten_ 


percent amusement tax, and that's the. 


greatest user fee that we have in the 
City to get the suburbanites. And when 
this comes up again this year I want to 
remind all of my colleagués, do not argue 
‘against that ten percent because that's 


what we gained the most from, the ten ° 


percent amusement.tax. And I've seen 
colleagues of mine sitting here in, this 
room right now argue and say that. we 
should not. have “that ten percent 
amusement tax. Just remember this 
argument today when that comes up in 
the next week or two. 


Michelle Madoff: 


Mr. President, I think just before I 


make my'comment; the reason we were - 


upset when we vote against the 
amusement tax is. because it keep 
‘amusement entities from coming into the 
City which would generate even greater 
revenue ‘and it hits the City resident as 
well as the suburbanite. 


But to get back to your issue on 
' Mr. Flaherty. I would like a letter sent 
from this Council as a motion that if Mr. 
Flaherty will give up his car, the cars 
that he's given out to his employees, the 
free gasoline he gets, the free 
maintenance on his. car, the free 
insurance on his car — I pay for my car, I 
pay my on insurance, and the reason I 
park is because I work heré sometimes 


after dark and I don't want to go° 


somewhere where it is dark. Now that 
Te lit the garages, I used to’ pay $60 or 
$80 a month.for my garage and-my I also 
point out that there are .300 courtesy 
cars in this City for judges and 
executives of this City and the 





"Administration of this City which I've 


always refused and do not take. I wonder. 


whether Mr. Flaherty has a courtesy car 
and if he does, would he please’turn it in. 


The Chair: 
Is there a second? 
Mr. Pollock: 


What's the motion? I don't know 
what it was.

Michelle Madoff: 


The motion is to. send.a letter to 
Flaherty that if he will give up his car, 
all the perks he gets for his car, all the 
people who get free parking, that you'll 
do the same thing. 


I should do this at the end of the 
meeting but I thought it was appropriate. 


The Chair: 


-Right. Mr. Givens is right; we're’ 


getting out of hand. We're getting 
. obsessed with some individual rather 
than this bill. : 


Mr. Wagner: 


In conélusion, I can simply: say 
there has been no research done on this. 
It's very obvious; it slaps you in the face 
that there's been no research: done on 
this. That's how obvious it is. And 


remember the person, the single parent 


that“makes $18,000 a year that has two 
‘ or three children, that won't qualify for 
the low-income -status, the average 
person in this City, when you-vote. 


Mrs. Masloff: ; 

I just want to say one thing. It's 
been pointed out Several times that only 
15 to 20 percent of the total population 
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of the City use the pools at all. All the 
other 80 percent pay for it as well. And 
any family of four that uses a pool for 
$20 a year, certainly spends that much 
once taking their kids to McDonald's, just 
once. 


Mr. Wagner: 

Id like my comments on Bill Nos. 
3662 and 3664 brought forward from last 
Wednesday's meeting.

Mr. Wagner: 


It's no secret that I opposed this last year, the fee 
increase, and the reasoning behind that opposition is that we do 
have a four percent wage tax and because we do have a four 
percent wage tax, we do not and cannot do some of the things 
that suburban communities do because our taxes are far greater. 
Therefore, amenities such as swimming pools must be part of the 
taxing system that exists and in order to implement user fees I 
believe we have to reduce our tax structure and I think there is 
a great potential of that happening in line to our Governor and 
how serious the State appears to be about tax reform. 


So consequently, I firmly believe that this city should be 
in a hold position and should be waiting to see what can happen 
in Harrisburg and hopefully they are going to give us the 
ability to alter our taxing structure somewhat and possibly 
reduce our wage tax slightly and if that were to occur, I can 
see where a user fee would be appropriate, but I am not certain 
of that yet so consequently, because of an uncertainty of what's 
happening there in our ability to do some things with our taxing 
structure, I think we're premature in implementing the use. 


I would further suggest that I would support a portion of 
it for the non~city residents because city residents, when they 
go to suburban pools they do pay a user fee above and beyond 
what those people pay. I would support that as part of the 
legislation, but again would remind you that when this issue was 
-in the forefront last year, I believe a local radio station 
decided to donate some funding towards the Fourth of July 
celebration and as a result of that, the position was taken by 
the Administration that city taxpayers dollars that were to go 
to the Fourth of July celebration would supplement or cover the 
user fee that you intended to obtain and so consequently there 
was no need for a user fee at that time. 
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I would strongly suggest that we continue to pursue the 
same thing and also some things that the state has suggested 
prior to passage of this legislation. 


I have one last comment. I said before and I*1l say it 
again. Some people have stated this is great legislation; it's 
just the opposite of that. This is a dangerous precedent that 
is being set in the City of Pittsburgh. 


The user fees, they'll continue to be implemented if this” 
one. goes through. If swimming pools are first, basketball courts 
.will be second, rubbish pickup will be third and go on and on. 


There has been. an exodus of residents from the city for the 
last 25 years at the average rate of 10,000 people per year. 
This will do nothing but accelerate it. As I have indicated, 
this would be an appropriate measure if we were reducing the 
wage tax, first of all and there is no suggestion that is going 
to be done. If this is passed, I will present a piece of 
legislation to reduce the wage tax so I can only say to you 
Director, I know factually that 50 percent of the activities put 
on by Parks and Recreation involve talking about Pittsburgh as 
"Someplace Special" to people who live outside the city. In 
swimming pools, over 90 percent involve city residents. If you 
are going to implement user fees to the ones that use it the 
most, and the city residents do use it the most, someone has to 
stand up for them and I will, even though this bill may stand 
because they are paying too much now and we don't need more fees 
placed on city residents when they have paid for the pools in 
the past and continue to pay for them today.

The letter that was drafted by the 
Law Department, three members of the 
Law Department with referral to the 
existing code, I did not know that the 
existing code, even though the sign on 
the elevator says "No Smoking In 
Elevators", also prohibits the carrying of 
lighted materials. But it was not on the 
sign. : 


What I've done is taken Surgeon 
General Koop's recommendation, and 
what I've seen in other cities and the 
elevator sign which is not made out of a 
piece of Saran like ours are and they 
scratch them out and tear them off and 
it makes the elevators look dirty and 
sloppy. The Law Department has 
rewritten the bill so that it grandfathers 
all metal bills that are already there so 
that we don't punish anybody. All bills 
must be metal. In .other words, if 
somebody has a metal bill that's already 
been adhered, we don't want them to rip 
their metal elevator apart, if it says "No 
Smoking - $300 Fine". But starting 
January 1, 1988 the sign would be a 
metal sign adhered and say "No Smoking 
or Carrying of Lighted Materials + $300 
Fine". In other words, you don't walk on 
with a cigar or cigarette and say, "But 
Im not smoking, I'm just carrying it", 
because if you get a child or somebody 
wearing a nylon coat, you get an ash and 
that person starts to burn and we ail 
burn. It's a natural airshaft. 


The Chaix: 


What I need from you, Michelle, is 
a motion to substitute.

example of the thousands of. dollars we 
can save by having all his staff who have 
cars doing the same thing and to have all 
his people give up their parking spaces or 
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pay the $4 for parking. I think that's 
only fair and equitable to set an example 
and we'll follow suit.

A number of years ago, before 
I got to Council, there was a bill passed 
called back-flow protectors which would 
protect out potable water so that we 
would not get contamination from 
hospitals and we would not get 
contamination from funeral homes, etc. 
The bill was never enforced. 


When I got here, because I was an 
environmentalist and concerned, I held a 
meeting with all representatives of ali 
the hospitals of Western Pennsylvania, 
Not one person in the media sat through 
that hearing because it was technical, it 
took a great deal of time, and the 
hospitals were terrified, they though I 
was going to go for the jugulars. As it 
happened, it worked out very well. 
They've come into compliance, there was 
no fuss, no bother, but it was never 


| reported as a productive thing coming 


out of this Council. 


On Wednesday, October 28th, I held 
a hearing and a couple of my colleagues 
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stayed for a while, the rest of the people 
left, and it addressed the issue that Mr. 
Wagner raised today. The issue was that 
we don't get information sufficient to 
base intelligent decisions on — at budget 
time we don't have current indebtedness, 
the status of capital projects, what 
amount of revenues have been budgeted, 
how. much are collected, etc., etc., 
because of the question, as you may 
recall, or the purpose of the hearing was 
that we received in the last 
Administration $12,000 computers that 
are being used as word processors. You 
buy the best word processor for $3,000. 
Through oversight I did not ask to be 
hooked up; I thought a program was being 
worked out. Mr. Pollock asked two 
weeks ago, three weeks ago, and the rest 
of us who are interested are being 
plugged into the computer system. 


But what was discovered at that 
meeting is that indeed there were some 
very serious problems. Peat Marwick 
people were here; people from the 


. software, the hardware, and a committee 


was formed, The committee had a 
meeting with Mr. Flaherty, as 
Controller, to try and work out the 
information that is not even available 
unless ‘you spend hundreds of hours 
digging it out of reports. There was a lot 
of testimony given that day; Mr. 
Buckley, Mr. Vaughn, the Peat Marwick 
people, Flaherty's staff, Mr. Jacoby, 
etc. From that there was a summary 
made up which I believe went to- all 
members of Council. 


My understanding is that we were 
supposed to get something within a very 
short timeframe; the Chairman of that 
committee is the person who runs out 
software department and that is Ed 
Walkowski. He is chairing the meeting 
since he gets along with both the 
Administration and with the Controller's 
Office. We should have some meaningful 


information back to us from CIS and ” 


what was discussed was that if Mr. 
Flaherty, the Controller, needs software 
or he needs hardware that is imperative 
to make his job functional, if we need to 
amend or expand the system famous, 
that is the Peat Marwick system, indeed 
they would look at that before going out 
to another system because it would 
become very costly. 


I would- urge my colleagues, if 
you've got a copy to please read it 
because it addresses what you have been 
asking for, why you don't get information 
and what we're looking for. If you don't 
have copies, I have extra copies for 
you. Do you know if they were 
distributed to everybody?

It 
obviously has to be Republican and this is 
a man of high integrity, great 
compassion and supreme intellect.

MOTIONS AND RESOLUTIONS 
Michelle Madoff: 


Mr. President and members of 
Council, much has been said lately in the 
media, and there seems to be a lot of 
public sentiment for the Controller's 
position that we members of Council and 
others like the Fire ‘and particularly 
Police Officers, pay I believe a $4 a day 
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fee for parking as do the officials of the 
School Board. Personally, I have no 
problem with that. For many years 
before many of you got to Council I paid 
to park at the Boulevard of the Allies 
garage; the rates went from $40 a month 
to $60 and then to over $100 over the 
years, and! paid it happily. The reason 
changed my parking facility to the City 
was that it was one of the available 
things as opposed to getting cars. - 


As you know, one of the perks of 
this City is that there are department 
heads who do get a car and the reason 
they get the car is, not because they 
need the car, but because it has always 
been so. The car, for example, for 
somebody who comes here and sits all 


day, like the Law Department or any ° 


other department, I don't want to single 
anybody out, Ray Johnson, is very seldom 
used. Theyre basically in this building. 
We members of this Council probably go 


‘out to see our constituents and for 


meetings more often then they do. 


We have available in this City.a car 
pool. City cars are available where 
members can use that car, and members 
of this Council have used the cars, you 
know who you are, when you've had 
breakdowns or if your own car was up for 
service you've had the ability to borrow a 
car from the car pool and I don't have a 
problem with it because you were on 
City business. You need to be here and 
need to do your things. I don't have a 
problem with that. 


Ido have a problem with somebody 
standing outside in front of my car and 
other members' cars that we've move 
from the college up here on the side 
because as it gets to winter it's very dark 
and I have been approached two or three 
times in the dark going to my car and 
have had to have a police escort. 


I think that Mr. Flaherty, who 


raised the issue, the Controller, should 
give up his $6,000 a year expense for the 
car. I checked and the car cost 
something like $13,000 or a little better, 
I don’t know, it’s a big car. But, the 
actual maintenance of a car, I 
understand from the people in the City, 
Ive checked, to rent a car is 
approximately $6,000 a year. That 
means the depreciation of the car and 
the capital expenditure, free gasoline, 
free insurance and free maintenance. 


Personally, I would like to 
recommend that we give a raise, do you 
hear me, folks, a raise to department 
heads who have as perks an automobile. 
It would be cheaper to give them a raise 
than to give them a car because then 
they would pay maintenance, they would 
pay insurance, and they would pay for 
their own gasoline and their own 
liability. 


I think this Council needs to look at 
budget time at all members who have, “as 
perks, because it has always been thus 
before any of us ever got. to Council, 
that's the reason it was; money was 
flowing from Washington, money was 
flowing from Harrisburg, the financial 
situation of the City, the economics, was 


. much stronger circumstances, and I think 
“we need to see that those automobiles 


are put into a poole and if somebody in 
the City needs to go out somewhere, 
they can use the pool. 


Every member of this Council, to 
my knowledge, who drives, has their own 
car. And we have two people that take 
us out to funerals, to important meetings 
when we don't want to give up our space 
because it will disappear in two 
minutes. We don't have chauffeurs for 
all of us. I pay for my own car. I pay for 
my own gasoline; I pay for my own 
maintenance and my own insurance. I've 


-had lots of problems with my car; I have 


a car that should have cost me $18,000 
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and it cost me $28,000 because every six * 


months to a year, because of my broken 
arm, it will only raise you to the next 
year, it will only cost you another 
$3,000. 


2 Futhermore, any elected official 
that has an automobile campaigns with 
that automobile. Nobody. thought of 
that. The man that stood outside — 


Mr. Givens: 
Point of order. She's making 
accusations that Dick Givens used his 


City vehicle for ~ 


‘The Chair: 


That's not what she's saying, Mr. 
Givens, 


Mr. Givens: 
You're saying that. 
Michelle Madoff: 
> ‘No, T was not. 
, Mr. Givens: 
Repeat your statement. 
The Chair: 


Hold it. I'm running this meeting. 
You're point of order; I've heard it. 
That's not what Ms. Madoff means. 
Please continue. 


Michelle Madoff: 


The point that I am making is that 
Mr. Flaherty, the Controller, has a car 
that we provided him with. If memory 
serves me well, and if [m wrong I will 
publicly: apologize, Mr. Flaherty used his 
own car to go to cathpaign meetings. So, 


not only is he getting a car at $6,000, 


getting his gasoline free, getting his 
insurance paid out of money allocated to 
the Controller's Office, but he's - also 
using it to campaign. 


- If Mr.’ Flaherty really and truly 
Means to have this City save money, if 
he means it in his heart and is not doing 
it for hyperbole and for just 
grandstanding, as he accuses all others of 
us of doing, I challenge the Controller to 
give up his car, Mr. Ray Johnson's car, 
and to encourage every other member of 
the City who has a car that doesn't need 
the car. for business. And I will be more 
than happy to pay $4 a day for parking 
my car; I think it's a bargain. 


I would urge my colleagues, when 
we get to budget hearings — I've asked 
Dawn Botsford and I'm speaking with Mr. 
Jacoby, Im a member of the Leasing 
Authority, to see which cars are given to 
people that sit here all day long. Nobody 
is-using the car; it's only a way of getting 
to and from work and occasionally maybe 
Mr. Johnson or Mr. Flaherty has to go to 
a meeting and there are cars available in 
the car pool. 


So, what I would like Mr. Perry, if 
you will, please, for budget hearings, how 
many cars do we have in the car pool 
that are available to be borrowed? How 
many people have cars who do not take 
the cars out, who do not need them on an 
on-going, in and out basis, who have cars 
that are assigned to them and can use 
cars from the pool? And can we 
consider, if that has always been such 
and been part of their salary, giving 
them the compensatory amount of 
dollars which would be much cheaper 
than paying insurance, paying gasoline, 
and paying maintenance? And I'd like 
that for budget hearings before we vote. 


Thank you. 
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Mr. Givens: 


Same subject, Mr. President, if I 
might. You know, you might call it a 


perk for an elected official to have a . 


vehicle, but I have to look at all the 
Directors and all the other people within 
the City of Pittsburgh and I have to note 
that under this present Administration 
these péople are coming in from industry 
and the corporate community. I don't 
want to’ get personal but I know some 
people have come in here that are 
making $40,000 or $50,000 that came 
from $60,000, $70,000, $80,000. eight 
years ago, When they left here with a 
$50,000 income, they went up to 
$110,000 income. 


Now, we ask people from our 
normal walk of life out there to come in 
and serve for government for a short 
period of time and give us their 
expertise, and we need this. It's bad 
enought that they get knocked down 
$10,000, $15,000, $20,000 in their income 
to come and serve this City of 
Pittsburgh, but even when they're here 
for four years, eight years, and leave, 
the income that they're making here is 
almost doubled out in the economy. So 
how, then, can we justify saying, "Well, 
take this away from that individual down 
there, because they sit there all the 
time."? Yes, it might be worth $6,000 to 
some of these executive directors. 


So, for that reason alone, I would 
say no, don't do it, because we need in 
government évery bit of every tool that 
we can use in order to encourage people 
from industry and the corporate 
community to come in here and give us 
their valuable time. And I think because 
of that, the City of Pittsburgh has gone 
through a very serious area here in the 
last four to six years. 


With other communities being: in 
total chaos, Mr. President - I just look to 


the east to Wilkinsburg, I just look down 
at the Mon Valley, I just look-up to the 
Ohio Valley and-see what is happening to 
other municipalities. It hasn't happened 


_in Pittsburgh because I think this Council 


has been responsible, I think the Mayor 
has been responsible, and I think a lot of 
our directors who the Mayor has hired, 
and we. have approved-in this Council, 
also are they type of people that have 
been keeping the City of Pittsburgh 
solid. And we're worrying, sitting here 
and talking about giving them’ .an 
automobile to come to’ and from work, I 
don't even think it should be on the 
floor. And if you want to single out the 
elected officials, please do so; we're used 
to that. I say take my car away from 
me; I'm leaving. © 


Michelle Madoff: 


I would assume with the budget of 
$280. million, soon approaching $300 
million,'and the job of this Council, all of 
us, is to really review the budget. We 
are the legislative branch of 
government. Under the ‘argument that 
was just presented, then all of us should 
have cars, None of us have cars} we pay 
for our own cars. I don't think we are 
any different than people in the private 
sector. We have people here who have 
gone to school or are professionals who 
have other degrees who could probably 
make a lot more in the private sector, 
and they are not saying they're serving 
here because they're going to get a car. 
I've also said that if you remove the car, 
you might give them some compensation 
to let them buy their own cars. It would 
be cheaper. If there's an accident, the 
liability is ours. I think it's an unwise 
move for anyone to have a car that is not 
imperative or part of their job andI don't 
think any of us disagree with that. Many 
of us don't have the guts to stand up and 
be counted and say, “That's the way it 


should be.” 
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This all came to a head because our 
Controller is not terribly happy with us 
and walked around with chalk and on the 
sidewalk marked all our cars, 
particularly my car, $1,000 costing us so 
poor children cannot go to the pool 


If you look in the transcript of the | 


Minutes, yes, I said, and I will not say 
that I didn't say, and it was said that I 
said it before the election, that I don't 
think the people should be taxed twice, 
that they're paying for the pool through 
-their four percent wage tax. But at the 
same time, if you look at other 
transcripts, I also said that the main 
concern I had was that indigents, those 
that didn't have the’ money, would be 
exempt. And at that point, Louise Brown 
said she couldn't do that. She has since 
seen the light. The Mayor and the 
Administration has since said, "Yes, we 
will not take that money and put it in the 
General Fund but we will indeed see that 
the pools are available" because if they 
deteriorate any further there’ won't be 
any pools. And that is whyI changed my 
mind and people with open minds change 
their minds. And I don't think it has 
anything to do with elections because 
there's going to be another election in 
two years and people don't forget that 


- quickly. 


I have. no problem with saying I 
changed my mind. and why I changed my 
mind on a vote. But for our Controller 
to brand all of us as irresponsible, 
uncaring, because we will not pay $4 a 
day for our parking, which I think we'd 
all pay, we're talking about peanuts in 
comparison to going into a parking lot 
and paying - I don't have a courtesy card 
with the other parking lots that many 
people have. The thing that is the pot 
calling the kettle black is Mr. Flaherty, 
our Controller, not willing to set an 


example and give up his car and Ray * 


Johnson's car, and use the car pool. And 
that's what Im talking about, along with 


others who don't need it. 


The Chair: 
Thank you. Now on another 
subject. . 


Mr. DePasquale: 


This is not a put-down of our 
colleague Jack Wagner and the Water 
Authority. I don't doubt that the action 
the contemplate taking this coming 
Friday when they intend to raise the 
water rates 18 percent wasn't a 
consciencious act. I think they did what 
they thought they had to do, or will, do 
what they think they have to do. My 
problem with it is that we're now facing 
a 75 percent increase in water rates over 
1984 since the inception of the Water 
Authority. By 1990, I understand, from 
what I read in the paper the other day, 
that a 25 percent or more increase is 
contemplated putting it well over 100 
percent from its inception in 1984. 


Tg you will recall, the Water 
Authority has already had two bond 
issues yet still has raised the rates 
something like 57 percent and now by 
January Ist they will have gone up 75 
percent. 


Td just like to make a comparison, 
it wasn't too long ago that the Pittsburgh 
Press made an issue of Alcosan, the 
Allegheny County Sanitary Authority 
having a couple of bond issue and said 
that we use subterfuge and the reason 
for the bond issues was not to raise the 
rates. I don't doubt we didn't raise the 
rates; in fact, we haven't raised them for 
12 years. But that wasn't the prime 
purpose of the bond issue. But if, as the 
Press says, that was the prime purpose, I 
don't understand their not saying 
anything about the Water Authority 
having two bond issues and, as I said, 
contemplating a 75 percent increase by 
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January 1 and 100 percent. by January~1, 
1990. 


If my colleague cares to-comment 
on that, I'm more than willing to. listen. 
But 1 would:. like. to see the Water 
Authority and its Chairman-send.a letter 
to this Council .and justify those rate 
increases they've already had and the one 
they contemplate by next Friday and the 
other two down the road the next couple’ 
of years. Tell us just why. that has to be 
on top of the bond issues. 


I do want to add, we've got to 
remember that this is hitting people on 
fixed incomes. We're all here saying how 
we're concerned about the taxpayer, the 


little person in the City of Pittsburgh, - 


and this hits people on low income and 
fixed income, people getting $300 :a 
month now and probably forever, and 
they're going to pay 18 percent more by 
January :1 and 25 Percent more by 1990. 


The ‘Chair 


Before Jack answers I would just 
like to say that to the best of my 
recollection we voted on the, Water and 
Sewer Authority. They stated here, with 
charts, that it would rise — or 


Michelle Madoff: 
; 120 percent. 
The Chair: 


— That much. In fact, it hasn't 
risen as fast as they said it would rise. 
They told us it would do that, Mr. 
DePasquale, and we voted and I'm one.of 
the ones that voted on it and I'll admit I 
voted on it. 


Mr. DePasquale: 


Mr. President, if I may. The 
purpose of a bond is really to retire debts 


and to get capital improvement . funds. 
They had the two bond issues and ‘still 
raised the rates. Now, when the 
Authority first went into effect,.did they 
make the statement then. and publicize 
that they were going to have the bond 
issues and.still raise the rates? . 


. The Chair: 


Yes, | 
Mr. DePasquale: 


There's no other way around “it, 
they had to continue: raising these rates 


by 1990? 
‘The Chair: . 


Right. They had to float a bond 
issue to pay for the a cad : 


Mr. DePasquale: 


What was the purpose of the bond 
issue then? . Why didn't they have a big - 
enough bond issue to cover it rather than 


The: Chair: 


They stated that all, Mr. 
DePasquale, when they presented that to 
us before Council when we.approved the 
Authority. 7 


Mr. Wagner, do you care to’ 
comment, since you -were asked to 
comment? pes 


‘Mr, Wagner: 


Sure. Mr. President and members 
of Council, I think .it's important that 
everyone remember that this. 
Councilmember voted against the Water 
Authority. And even though I ended up 
on it, I voted against it and the reason 
why I voted against it was that I had felt 























“that traditionally in this City important 
decisions were never..made to upgrade 
-the water system, going back 5, 10, 15, 


20 years. And that's the reason why this. 


City got into the position in which a 
Water. Authority was suggested and 


eventually created. I didn't vote for it. 


but I'm sitting on it and I can’ assure you 
in sitting on it that I am providing checks 
and balances on that water authority. 
The best example I can give is this past 
week when the Water Department came 
in front of Council and it was brought 
out at that time and it's a very important 
point that we have $18 million in 
delinquencies within ‘the Water 
Department. In other words, $18 million 
in water bills that have not been paid. It 
has been my position and it will continue 
to be my position that I don't think a 
water rate increase is necessary as long 
as there's that’ many bills out there not 
collected, And until we institute an 
aggressive collection system, there's no 
need for a water rate‘increase. I've been 
discussing that at the Board numerous 
times. What the Board will ultimately do 
in its majority, I can't say; but I think 
~ you know where I'm coming from. 


The important point I want to bring 
up is that I'm giving you a status on that 
and Im pleased that Councilman 
DePasquale has asked the * question. 
That's one of the things I wanted to 
achieve with a.member being appointed 
or reappointed to the Alcosan Board, but 
this Council wouldn't give me the 
opportunity to do that. JI think that's 
very important with all authorities, 
particularly an authority. that this 
Council has jurisdiction over, has three 
appointees on. But, in terms of the 
Water Authority, I would suggest that 
you make your comments known, and I 
will also, to all members of the 
Authority and the Authority meets this 
coming Friday at 10:00 in'the morning 
and any Councilmember that would like 
to be-there, you're welcome. 


Mx. DePasquale:. 


If I may ask the question ‘of 
Councilman Wagner, you're saying, Jack, 
if they could possibly collect those 
delinquencies they wouldn't need a rate 
increase, but there's no other way they 
can offset a rate increase. - 


Mr. Wagner: be 


There‘is no need for arate increase 
if delinquencies were collected, 


Mr. DePasquale: 


But there's no other way they can 
do it if they don't collect that money? 
They have to raise the rates? ze 


Mr. Wagner: 


I'm not so sure that independent 
auditors and consultants have said that 
there should be a rate increase based on 
the projections four years ago. But 


* during that three and a half to four year 


period, a lot of things haven't happened 
that should have happened, one of which 
is collection of delinquencies. 


Michelle Madoff: 


Mr. President, Mr.-DePasquale was 
not here, I wish he had been at that vote, 
and that is that the vote was 4-5. We 
had a consultant in here; unfortunately, 
the consultant came in at the very last 
minute. We were able to get $5,000 
from the private sector from someone 
who paid for the attorney. 


Mr. DePasquale: 


Are you talking about the vote on 
the Authority? 


Michelle Madoff: 


The Water and Sewer Authority. 
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The position that the four of us who lost 
that vote had was that the only reason 
the Water and Sewer Authority was being 
created ‘was’ because there were other 
ways’ of doing it, there was an 
alternative way,” a- compromise way, 
wheré we could still go out on a bond but 


we ‘would have control as 
Councilmembers over any rate 
increase. But, of course, the-reasoii it 


was done is so that we wouldn't have to 


: face up to increasing rates. That's not a 


popular position and when you have rate 
increases, people don't vote for you, if 
you vote for a rate increase. So, we get 
that off our backs, that we go to an 
authority, and four of us‘said, no, we're 


-willing to keep that monkey on our backs . 


and° we're willing to be courageous 
enough to stand up ‘to’that issue and not 
have a Water and Sewer Authority 


-created: But nevertheless, it's after:the 


fact. 


So, what happened at that ‘time, 


. and Mr: Woods is correct, we were told 


that thé rates ‘over a period of time 
would have to be increased 120 percent; I 
believe, and that would be done over a 
period of time and that our rates 
compared to everywhere else were just 
so low. The four of us said that for 
people who imay have low water rates, 


vit's still, when you get to $44 year, and 


as you pointed out, they only get $300 a 
month, that's a lot. of money. We didn't 
want that to happen but we 
outvoted, 


were 


Several other things took place at 
that time. One of them was that for a 
long time since I've been here, as a 
matter of fact, as you know’ for eight 
years I. was in Water, hot water, and I 
was always saying why don't we sell our 
water surplus. I am familiar with the 
fact that we have the capacity to 
produce 50 percent more water - and our 
water has been great, it's the champagne 
of waters - we have the ability to 





produce very inexpensively twice what 
-we. produce.. And we ‘should sell that 
water to West Penn Water, to other 
water places, and one.of the reasons we 
don't sell is that there's a mix up, one of 
the communities.in the North Side says, 
well, theyll be getting water cheaper 
than the. City people do.and we don't 
want to do that. ‘They keep forgetting 
that you have to add on a price above’ the 
- wholesale. price so there ‘would not be a 
bargain. But even if a community got a 
bargain, so what? As long as the City 
generated some revenue., © : 


_ Then comes the point that Mr. 
Wagner brought out whichis an 
absolutely, right on the button,’ right on 
target issue and that is that the $18 
million of uncollectable bills need to, © 
one, be purged. We talked about this ‘at 
the budget hearings. Those ‘that the. 


- houses are burned, the owners are gone, 


the properties belong to the City, so. we 
‘don't deceive: ourselves ‘that indeed we 
had $18 million. : 


The ‘other issue is that this coming 
“month or so; ‘believe, or the next couple 
of months, a letter is going out with all 
the water bills that says, either pay.up or 
you're going to have your. water shut 
off. I don't approve.of that; I: would 
rather have a lien against property. But 
there is going to be a substantial ‘reason 
to prompt people to pay their water bills, 
the $18’ million in delinquents. Now, let's 
be realistic, let's say it's probably more 
like have. Just for the sake of argument, 
its $9 million in delinquents, ‘which 
would certainly pay the debt service for 
a‘ very long time. ‘But ‘the problem’ is 
that we've had.a director who we were. 
-not happy with and I personally was 
blamed for getting rid of, and that was 
Mr. Miller. Then I was blamed for my 
attitude and the way I treated Mr. Smith; 
Daryl Smith, in four years, never got his 
act ‘together and I-went after him and 
went after him arid nobody on Council 
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supported me. He's gone and the things 


that should have been done during his 
reign, during the time he ran the Water 
‘Department, are now being addressed by 
Mr. Sciulli' and they're being address 
well. ‘But again, they're just starting to 
come into being-and I predict that within 
5 to 6 months, this $18 million or this $9 
million, whatever, will really come into 
the City and should be-used,; Mr. Wagner, 
against the debt service, to be put in the 
fund for a debt service use. 

The other problem we have was the 
meter readers. People have not had 
their meters read in years and the 
average person who suddenly gets a bill 
with $400 or $200 or $1200 says, "I can't 
pay it." So what'do we do? We abate 
it. The people who would pay their bills, 
they owe the bill, they have no problem 
with paying it, we just didn't read their 
meter. So, every year, I think the figure 

. they gave us is that we abate $300,000. 
That would go along. way to paying. the 
debt service. 


.« And, Mr. DePasquale, you asked a 
very good question, because if $9 million 
were to come in and we were to stop the 
abatements to say even the tune of 
$150,000 instead of $300,000, that would 
go a long way to pay the annual debt 
service. And I think that we need to get 
the Water and Sewer Authority on track 
and we also need to get the Water and 
Sewer Authority to have an in-house cost 
analyst that when we go out on a bid, and 

_Mr.. McDermott puts the bid out, we 
really know what the cost of that item 
is. Maybe it could be done for $1.5 
million, Maybe we should get Trump in 


to do it like he did the ice skating rink. - 


We're giving millions away and nobody 
cares. . 


I hope that next year's Council’ is 


going to have some, professional people * 


working for‘ this Council in the same way 
that the Administration has profession 











people working for it. 


“Tm awful glad that you raised the 
subject’ becausé I think that if you take 
that message back, Jack, there's no 


doubt in my mind that perhaps some ‘of... 
that’ debt service could be met through 


revenues due us. 
Mr. Wagner: 


One last comment., I don't: want 


anyone to think that the Water. and. 


Sewer Authority-is. anything like any 


other authority in the City of ¢ 


Pittsburgh, It isn't,. The Water.-and 
Sewer Authority is not like Alcosan. 


Alcosan is an authority that controls all’ 
of its employees, .The Housing Authority - * 


is that way. The Port Authority is that 
way. I can go on and on.and on. The 
Water and Sewer Authority is nothing 
more than a three-employee authority 


that is only a financing arm for bond , 


issues and after those bond issues, the 
Water and Sewer Authority pays-for the 
operation of the Water Department: in 


the City of Pittsburgh that does not fall -. 
under the-jurisdiction of the Water and | 
Sewer’ Authority. It falls under, the’ 

jurisdiction of this Administration. ‘and 


the Public Works which takes care, of all 


the’ sewer operations which falls under 
the Administration and the Engineering” -~ 
Department that . coordinates’ .all’- 


engineering activities. 


So, the Water and Sewer Authority | 


does -not.determine whether or not 


delinquencies are collected. All the ~ 
Water and Sewer Authority can do is - 
suggest. It's still up to the Water 
. Department to carry out the initiative. 
The same with the Sewer; the same with ° 


the Engineering contracts. 


Therefore, I think it's very = 


important that. this Council. and ‘the 


- taxpayers remain very much involved in 
the Water. operations of the City of » 
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Pittsburgh because, again, I can only say 
that the Water and Sewer Authority was 
created specifically as a finance arm for 
bond issues and bond issues only. 


The Chair: 


That's just what I wanted to say, 
that when they presented this package to 
this City Council, I voted for it because I 
agree with Mr. Wagner. The Water 
Authority or past Administrations, this 
Council to take and do something for 
past sins of other Councils, other 
Administrations, ‘who neglected the 
Water Department, who bled off of it 
and put it into the general fund, didn't go 
out and repair any of the water lines, the 
filtering stations, for years and years and 
years, a lot longer than 15 years, maybe 
25 or 30 years, for the debt to have cost 
this city in a period of, what was the 
estimate, 5 years and approximately 
$150 million to repair .all the lines and 
get this City back in shape. And that is 
the reason that I believe five 
Councilmembers felt responsive enough 
to bite the bullet to go with the Water 
Authority because this City Council, this 
City of Pittsburgh, could not get the 
bonds necessary. You would have to pay 
a higher rate because our rate is so bad 
because we're so bad in debt. And that's 
why this Councilmembers, and I believe 
four other ones, voted for that, because 
we believe what we were told by 
consultants and by the Administration, 
and { still believe that today. 


So, when I hear someone say that 
there were five irresponsible people and 
only four responsible, that's a bunch of 
bullcrap. There. were four people —Td 
love to believe that everybody on this 
Council is responsible; I believe you all 
are. But for anyone to take a cheap shot 


like that is lousy because I believe when 
-you vote. no or yes on any subject; you 


are, voting for what you believe in and 
what you are told and. what you 


research. And I resent anybody here - 
insinuating that Ben Woods or four other 


-colleagues here voted as rubber’ stamps. 


We voted because we believed what we 


.were told. And you four that voted 


against it, you voted because you believe 
what you believe.’ And that's a lousy, 
cheap shot. And when people talk about 
cheap shots about someone on ‘the first 


“floor, you better starting cleaning up 
your act on the damn fifth floor. : 


Does that answer your question, 
Mr. DePasquale? 


Mr. DePasquale: 
Yes, sir. 

The Chair: 
Thank you. 

Michelle Madoff: 


The issue before us right now was 
the question that Mr. Wagner raised 
which was that the Authority is only a 
body set up to borrow money; it is not a 
body to administer the Water: 
Department. He's absolutely right. 
However, the Charter, and if you take 
the time to read the Charter of the 
Water and Sewer Authority, Mr. Wagner, 
you will find out that the Water and 
Sewer Authority -I talked.to Mr. Roddey 
‘about it - indeed has the authority. to 
rescind the contract with the City of 
Pittsburgh to run the Water 
Department. If they feel that there is 
not proper administration, that if we are 
not doing our collections, if we are not 
having the proper in the field, the job 
isn't being done properly, they can take 
over the whole Water Department and 
they can hire their own people. We all 
know the reason the arrangement was set 
up so that’ the Water and Sewer 
Authority would be just a borrowing arm 
and we would maintain the Public Works, 
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Construction and Engineering, and the 
Water Department to do the work. And 
the lease back arrangement with the 
Water and Sewer Authority was. because 
we didn't want to put a lot of people who 
had years in without their benefits to 
take them away from them and suddenly 
they would be without jobs. 
may be a lot of validity to that provided 
the job is done well. My personal 
experience has been that 90 percent, 
maybe 99 percent, of people who work in 
the ‘Water Department are really top- 
notch people. It's like everything else, a 
couple of bad apples spoil the barrel. I 
have a few people there that I would like 
to see go; I worked very had at seeing 
that two directors went who I thought 
were disasterous and time has proven me 
right. I think that Mr. Scuilli is going to 
address the issue that you talked about, 
Mr., DePasquale, by generating some 
money and we'll pay the debt service or 
have to defray some of those costs. 


I think the issue of the 5~4 vote is 
- history; there's nothing we can do about 
it. Ihave a map on my wall, andI went 
to the Mayor at the time I prepared that 
map, and said, "Mayor, I don't want to 
surprise you and hold a press conference, 
but we have something like 2,100 leaks in 
18 months." : 


What we really need to have is 
somebody like Mr. Scuilli sitting on top 
of the job getting it done and I think 
things will be better. AndI think we will 
generate some revenue from the sale of 
water, etc., that will help defray the 
cost so we won't have to raise the rates 
as much as was anticipated. And I'm 
counting on you to get that message back 
to him. : 


‘The Chair: 
Just one more correction, and .I 


know you didn't mean this but you said it 
wrong, This Council paid $5,000 to get 


And there - 


an outside consultant. When Ms. Madoff 
was speaking, I believe you said that you 
got some private money but we paid 
$5,000 to get an outside individual. 


Michelle Madoff: 


I'm talking about a lawyer who 
testified here. 


Mr. Wagner: 


I just want to clear the air here. 
True, the Water and Sewer Authority can 
change a contract with City Water 
Departments but in the real world we 
know that will never happen, the reason 
being is that the appointees on the Water 
and Sewer Authority come from the 
Administration, And that is a fact of 
life and that is a fact of life with all 
authorities and even though people think 
authorities are independent politically, 
and authorities are not independent 
politically, and sometimes can be more 
political .than the political system 
itself. Ive said that many a time and I 
can state numerous examples of 
authorities in the City of Pittsburgh. 


But the Water and Sewer Authority 
is not an authority similar to Alcosan or 
the Port Authority or the Housing 
Authority or whatever. It is a three 
person authority only for financial 
purposes. All Water and Sewer 
operations are controlled by City 
government and I can't stress that 
enough. The same with the rate setting 
is influenced by City government, 
whether it's up, down or stagnant. That's 
where the initiative has come from, 
that's where the initiative to create the 
authority came from. So, consequently, 
that's what is happening here. 


I don't want anyone to think, 
though, that the Water and Sewer 
Authority has° not accamplished some 
things even though the rates have been 
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increased and they're suggesting to do it 
the same, and Im not supporting it. 
Those rates. are still lower than 
suburbia. But I always think it's an 
important issue and I think this Council 
should look into all authorities and I say 
that sincerely and there's no authority 
that this Council should have more 
jurisdiction over than Alcosan because 
this Council has three appointees out of 
five and this Council repeatedly, when it 
comes to an appointee, we rush it 
through this Council. Is this Council 
afraid to talk about Alcosan? I've said 
that repeatedly here at this table. I 
don't take any shots anywhere at Alcosan 
and I never have, but this. Council 
repeatedly is afraid to bring up the issue 
of Alcosan, I've said that for four years 
since I've been here, Mr. President, and I 
always feel that people should come in 
front of this Council, in particular 
Alcosan, because Alcosan, three.of the 
five members are appointed by this 
Council.

Mr. Wagner: 


Director, what I don't understand about the bill is that 
all of these ‘changes indicated have taken place, going back a 
year and half a ago, I think the precise date is -- let me see, 
January '85 through October '86, which is over a year ago. Why 
is it that we are just getting this now? 


(Deleted text) 
Mr. Wagner: 


I am sure since October of '86, that there have been many 
other changes that occured with speed limits, fire lanes, etc. 


(Deleted text) 
Mr. Wagner: 


Okay. Here is a question. I have a general concern, and 
even with that type of legislation, if we pass, Council still 
has to be made aware of all changes that occur, even if it's 
through memo by you or Director McDermott to Council saying, “In 
the year 1987, speed limits were changed on the following 
streets, no parking on the following streets." 


One concern is that we are creating fire lanes on.a lot of 
streets by eliminating parking altogether on streets and 
eliminating parking on one side of the streets. Now I clearly 
remember going back about two and a half years ago when Public 
Safety came to this Council for additional monies for the 
purchase of new fire trucks. The position taken was that we 
need new modern fire trucks that are adaptable to Pittsburgh 
City streets. We need fire trucks that are maneuverable that 
can go down our narrow streets and climb our steep hills and the 
older equipment is not as flexible and maneuverable for streets 
such as on South Side, a slope area. And there are many other 
areas of the City like that; Polish Hill, Troy Hill, and we can 
go on and on and on. Now, we get new fire trucks and we are 
widening all the doors on the fire stations, and we are 
eliminating parking on a lot of streets because everyone is 
saying that these new fire trucks can't fit down our streets. 
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Why is this? Council was not accurately told three years 
ago what was going to happen, or I don’t think this Council 
would have permitted to happen what has happened.

Mr. Wagner: 


I understand that, Director. I don't think it's your 
fault, and I'm stating that this Council was told that we were 
going to get fixe trucks that were modern, more maneuverable. 

We were not told at the time that we were going to widen all the 
doors in the fire stations, and we were not told that 
Engineering and Public Works is going to be requested by Public 
Safety and the Fire Bureau to eliminate parking on the streets, 
and we all know how congested parking is in the City. Why 
didn't we buy narrower fire trucks? 


(Deleted text) 
Mr. Wagner: 


We are getting numerous complaints about elimination of 
parking on streets where people don't have anywhere to park, and 
they don't have driveways to park. And you know just about éver 
home today has at least one car, some two, some three, and 
parking is a problem throughout the City. 


I'm sure Councilman Woods, his legislation to permit 
parking in driveways will be of help, but we are creating a 
problem. And that concerns me because I see here 15 streets 


.with no parking, 16 streets, another 15, no parking on one side, 


and I'm sure there are many other streets that are going to come 
in future legislation or there won't be a need for future 
legislation, and I just think there is lack of coordination 
going on here, and it begins in Public Safety. Public Safety 
has told this Council they were buying something that they did 
not buy, and consequently other problems have been created.

Director, would it--a follow-up of Michelle. I was 
recently in Baltimore and Washington and just about three weeks 
ago and I noticed in both cities in the downtown in the evening, 
they have parking meters on all their streets and beginning at 6 
or 7 o'clock you can park in the evening on the streets with 
parking meters until 5 or 6 A.M. Would this type of legislation 
be the appropriate vehicle to permit that to happen in the City 
of Pittsburgh?

Michelle Madoff: 


On another subject. I want some 
clarification, please, on two items. It is 
my understanding that, and perhaps I am 
out of line but this came up before, the 
meeting that we had in the board room, 
as you refer to it, I call it the back room, 
it open to the media, is it not? - They 
could have come in if they wanted to? 


The Chair: 

No, they could not. 
Michelle Madoff: 

We had this once before and 
decided that it was open to the media. 
They could have been there if they 
wanted to. 

The Chair: 

No, they cannot. 

Michelle Madoff: 


Okay, that was item one. 
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Item two, I need some 
clarification. Our present budget for 
staff is $47,500; is that correct? 


The Chair: * 
Right. 
Michelle Madoff: 


So that my breakdown works out to 
$47,000; I use $500 for consulting. 


Today we agreed both in the room 
and here in Council that we would 
change the figure to $52,500; is that 
correct? 


The Chair 
Correct. 
Michelle Madoff: 


And the $52,500, the difference 
was coming from the consulting fund, the 
consul ting fund being $45,000. 


The Chair: 


From the consulting fund and 
miscellaneous services and supplies. 


Michelle Madoff: 


There would be left in the 
consulting fund $10,000 and that $10,000 
would be the same mechanism as before, 
that if anybody wanted to use that 
$10,000 as we did for Mr. Boyle for an 
opinion on minority hiring, whatever, and 
you still need five votes on that paltry 
$10,000. 


The Chair: 


Right. 








Michelle Madoff: 


But what we did was take the 
$35,000, 


divide it -up among 
Councilmembers — 
The Chair: 
Plus ten from Miscellaneous 
Services. 
Michelle Madoff: 


But each person got $5,000. 
The Chair: 

Right. 

Michelle Madoff: 

So that if somebody needs, and I 
was one of the persons who talked to 
most of our colleagues, including you, 
Mr. Woods, and you and I talked about a 
figure and we talked about $55,000 being 
a reasonable figure prior to our meeting 
today. Jokingly I was saying that I 
wanted to make it sixty or whatever but 
what we were aiming for was $55,000. 
The Chair 

$52,500. 

Michelle Madoff: 


But when we talked before, what I 
was aiming for was $55,000. 


The Chair: 

Let me say something... When you 
said $60,000, I realize you said it tongue 
in cheek. 

Michelle Madoff: 


I was. kidding. AndI said that when 
we upped to $52,500 which was not an 
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increase in our staff, what we were doing 
is getting our own consultants, dividing 
the money up. Your point was that we 
would not then have to go to each other 
to get the votes, that we went from 
$47,500 to $52,500 which is an increase, I 
believe, of $5,000. I can't hire anybody 
for $5,000, even part-time. So, I moved 
to change it to $52,500, which would 
have been $2,500 more each. I asked 
that that be done and I was defeated. 


So, we still have a situation where I 
have $5,000 for a consultant or anybody 
else who wishes to use their money the 
way I am. Somebody could decide to 
have ten-people for that. We understand 
that if you work 20 hours a week, then 
you're covered under the benefits. 


The Chair: 


Forty hours a week. Eighty hours a 
pay period and you get paid every two 
weeks, so that's forty hours a week. 


Michelle Madoff: 


And they get their benefits. But 
people could pay whatever they wanted. 
You could pay $10,000, if you wanted to, 
and divide the money up with five 
people. My opinion is that you get what 
you pay for. 


I think it's important to clarify, 
because I was asked the question by a 
media person, what do we do about the 
$10,000? It would still be the same 
mechanism of five votes. The $5,000 
consulting fee goes to each member of 
Council and they also said that you don't 
have to use that money for a consultant, 
you could use it for staff or whatever 
you like, But basically, whether it's a 
consultant - my aides are consultants, in 
@ sense, except they're full-time. I 
mean, they consult and they research and 
do all those kinds of things. I just think 
it's important to clarify, and I think! did 


at the meeting, that my office has great 
difficulty dealing with the volume of 
calls that we have, to the point where I 
get calls at home. I have an answering 
service which I can substantiate because 
I keep a record of all my calls - two in 
the morning, eight in the morning, six in 
the morning, all night - because they 
need or feel that this is a court of last 
appeal. They come to those of us who 
will address their issues. 


I wanted to clarify that. I wanted 
to do it publicly; I didn't want to do 
anything behind anybody's back. AndI go 
on record as saying, yes, I wanted to get 
more money for staff because it is _ 
important that I have a third person in 
my office. At the moment I will have 
$5,000 a year to hire someone else and I 
thought that was important to clarify 
because I was asked about it on several 
occasions. 


I think that the public is best 
served when they don't scream that we 
ignore them. And I think it would be 
nice if we could get the Mayor's Service 
Center to be a little bit more efficient; 
they seem to be trying to do something 
about that as well. 


Mr. DePasquale: 


Mr. President, for the two years I 
was out of Council, in fact, at the 
beginning of that two year period, 
Council had a provision or an amendment 
to the Home Rule Charter in regards to a 
Councilperson's salary. If you recall at 
the time shortly before I left, there was 
a big hullabaloo about salary increases. I 
voted for them even though I was leaving 
and it wouldn't affect me. They then 
were rescinded and there were no salary 
increases. é 


Td. like to know just how that 
Provision is worded. I was under the 
impression that if City employees 
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Michelle Madoff: 


received an increase, However big or 
however small, that automatically City 
Council would get that increase. I'm told 
now that no, that City Council has to 
have a motion and vote onit. Could we 
get a copy of that to see exactly how 
that provision is worded? 


The Chair: 


The Home Rule Charter -does not 
say City Council. It says elected City 
officials. Everyone says City Council. 
There are 11 elected officials in this 
City; the 11 elected City officials are 
entitled to a raise, if they choose, the 
average raise that is given to all City 
employees. But City Council must vote 
on that raise. But it's to be given to all 
11 elected officials. And that's what the 
public wanted. 


Michelle Madoff: 


Same subject. Today what you did 
was bookkeeping; you created a-line 
item. You don't know what the amount 
will be. Your education opinion seems to 
be that you think it will be in the range 
of four percent. It was two percent last 
time and we did not take the two 
“percent; we refused it. This time we can 
refuse the four or we can take it ‘but we 
voted to take it. It's been a long time 
since Council had any increase in their 
salary which means that we went from 
four percent, from $33,800 to $35,100 or 
something. That was a bookkeeping 
procedure because the book has to be 
printed.. You have a line item but the 
actual amount will not be put-in until the 
negotiations are finished and it is 
conceivable that it. could be two 
percent. It's conceivable that it could be 
one; it's conceivable that it could be 
nothing, or four or five. Is that correct? 


The Chair: 


That's correct.) . x 


And that was voted on by the 
public at a referendum vote so that we 
would not be accused of taking pay 
grabs, that we would be tied in to 
whatever a fair, minimal, and in this 
case, miniscule increase. 


The Chair: 
Right. 
Mr. Pollock: 


Two announcements that are very 
brief but very important. I wanted to let 
the public know, in case they weren't 
aware, that until December 23rd there is 
an exhibit on display at the University of 
Pittsburgh in the Forbes Quadrangle. It 
is a traveling exhibition on Auschwitz, 
the Polish death camp, concentration 
camp, which only a few cities in the 
United States are able to have. The 
University of Pittsburgh was kind enough 
and concerned enough to be the 
depository of this. It's a very moving, 
very important exhibit which I urge all 
Pittsburghers to see, not ‘only 
photographs but artifacts such as shoes 
and suitcases from the people who were 
sent to the death camp. 


So, I want to thank the University 
of Pittsburgh for hosting this, especially 
the Chairman, Dr. Bernie Kobosky. 


The other announcement I wanted 
to make was that, as we all know, the 
Mayor set up a Commission On Families, 
part of the reason being for his great 
concern about infant deaths in the City 
of Pittsburgh and infant care. 


This Wednesday at 10:00 on KDKA 
there's a special on babies and care of 
infants and health and safety of infants. 
It's produced by a local talent, Arthur 


" Greenwald, who is one of the more 
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brilliant people in the City. So, I urge as 
many Pittsburghers as possible, 
especially those who have babies or are 
anticipating babies, to watch this show 
on KDKA at 10:00 Wednesday night. 


Mr. DePasquale: 


Mr. President, on the same subject, 

if I may ask Mark a question. Mark, first 

. of all, how long is that exhibit going to 
be out there? 


Mr. Pollock: 


It will be there until December 
23rd in the Forbes Quadrangle. For 
those who don't know where that building 
is, it's right where Forbes Field used to 
be. 


Mr. DePasquale: 


I personally intend to get out and 
see it. The part that bothers me, in 
reading the story in yesterday's paper, 
and it was well-covered, in fact, it was 
very touching, are we being told that 
there's actually people in the country and 
throughout the world that are saying that 
the Holocaust didn't happen, that it was 
somebody's imagination? 


Mr. Pollock: 


There's a whole school of thought 
that the Holocaust never happened. In 
fact, there was a very wealthy bigot in 
California who said that he would pay 
$100,000 to anyone who could provide 
positive proof that the Holocaust 
actually occurred. Someone took him up 
on it and went to court and was able to 
prove that indeed the Holocaust did 
occur, and they collected $100,000.

Didn't he see those films or photos 


at the end of World War Il when they. 


went into those concentration camps and 
showed those skeletal human beings?

Before we make the planned 
presentation, I would like to take just a 
few seconds to say to this Council that 
we at the Highland Drive V.A. Medical 
Center appreciate the support of this 
Council that we have enjoyed over the 
years.

Today, however, we're here to 
recognize a specific member of your 
Council who has, for the past 12 years, 
served not only the City of Pittsburgh 
but also it's veterans, and that person is 
Councilman Richard E. Givens. 


This certificate is awarded to 
Richard E. Givens, Councilman, City of 
Pittsburgh, for your notable 
contributions to the special needs of 
veterans and the V.A. Medical Center, 
Highland Drive. You have demonstrated 
compassion and sensitivity to Western 
Pennsylvania's veterans and to the

the care and treatment of disabled and 
hospitalized veterans embodies the true 
meaning of public servant.

It is a privilege and honor for me to 
Present you with this commendation and 
to thank you for many years of excellent 
and exemplary service to the veterans at 
the Highland Drive V.A. Medical Center. 
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Mg. Givens: 


Td just like to say a few words on 
behalf of the Veterans’ Administration 
here within the City of Pittsburgh, 
especially that of the Highland Drive. 


A lot of people don't realize that 
the City of Pittsburgh is the depository 
of almost 440,000 veterans; that's almost 
a half million veterans throughout 
Western Pennsylvania, Eastern Ohio, and 
West Virginia. Our Veterans’ 
Administration Hospital out in Oakland 
receives totally, from both the Highland 
Drive, from our other place over in 
Aspinwall, from our homes up in Erie, 
and other homes that we have throughout 
this particular Veterans’ Administration 
area, they bring in almost 135,000 
patients to that V.A. hospital. I don't 
know if any of you ever traveled up there 
but you'll see it. 


Just recently, through our good 
legislators and through Mr. Coyne, etc., 
they have just put in almost $40 million 
into a new annex up there. They have, in 
fact, and will be and are the best 
transplant hospital in the United States. 
We think of the major hospitals that we 
have on the hill up there in Oakland; you 
can combine all those hospitals together 
and it gives you an input of how many 
patients come in to all those hospitals. 
I'm talking about Presby, Eye and Ear, 
Children’s Hospital, Montifiore, etc. All 
those hospitals together don't combine to 
take care of 135,000 patients that come 
before that hospital room. $40 million 
has been contributed. This particular 
hospital up there will now have heart 
transplants; they've already done two of 
them. Dr. Starzyl is on their staff, to 
giv eyou an idea. They're going to be the 
number one veterans hospital for kidney 
transplants. 


You know, we give our veterans the 


_ Fesponsibility to go out and fight our 


wars and one of the greatest things that I 
think we have when I had visited other 
countries, and that is that the United 
States of America takes care of all of its 
veterans regardless of what their 
problems were. They take care of all 
their problems, and that's a tribute to all 
men and women who go into the service 
and even during peace time when they 
have to practice war maneuvers and are 
injured in that line of duty. You have to 
keep that type of a force; if not, we 
would not have the freedom to stand up 
here today and give proclamations for 
Mr. Hirt for what he has done up at the 
Veterans’ Hospital at Highland Drive, and 
also Mr. Lee who is in the audience.

Mr. Wagner: 


Mr. President’ and members of 
Council, Mr. Hirt, Mr. Givens, I just 
simply want to state, first of all, I 
appreciate the Veterans’ Hospital for 
making that award to Councilman Givens 
and in my short four years on Council 
there has been no one who has stood up 
for veterans moreso than Councilman 
Givens, not only on this Council but also 
in this entire City and maybe in all of 
Pennsylvania, for that matter. If there's 
any one tribute that can be given to 
Councilman Givens, and I know today is 
probably our last Council meeting unless 
there's vetoes occuring in the budget, 
one tribute that can be given to my 
colleague and it's without a doubt that 
compliment that you have stood up on 
each and every issue for those that are 
hospitalized, those that are disabled, and 
simply veterans in general.

Now comes the Mayor, the 
Administration, and the Administration 
feels they don't want the money and 
Sophie Masloff's argument was, why keep 
it in the budget if the Mayor isn't going 
to spend it. 


We're talking about, am I correct, 
$41,000? I would be willing to change 
my vote and vote for it if a letter would 
go along with that vote to the 
Administration urging that he try to get 
Mr. Colling to work for us exclusively 
and use the money to pay a fulltime 
lobbyist. But to just leave it there and 
not use it is silly when we've got all 
these groups breathing down our necks 
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who really need the money. And if that 
would be a contingency that if we change 
the vote a letter would go from this 
body, the majority of this body, saying, 
please, reconsider, instead of having a 
part-time lobbyist who can only serve 
really one master ,and should only be 
serving us, to offer that job. AndI would 
like to keep the same person, he's done a 
phenomenal job, and that's Mr. Colling, 
and see that he gets the money. I would 
vote for it and change my vote.

Mr. President, please bear with me, 
and I need the help of the Finance 
Chairman. 


As we are sitting here.today, the 
Controller has how many positions? He 
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filled eight positions because I told him 
he better get his accountants because 
the accounting division of his department 
was in disarray. He submitted titles for 
those jobs; the jobs are now, I believe, at 
95. I cannot sit here and go through 
every single line item and say keep this 
job and don't keep that job. I want to 
make sure that we fund only the 95 
jobs. Period. And that he cannot take 
money from another account to create 
105 jobs. I want it cut back from 105 to 
95 jobs. 


1 want to make the motion that we 
cut back on the number of jobs — 


The Chair: 
You don't have the positions. 
Mr. Pollock: 


You have to have the positions 
you're taking out. 


The Chair: 

Tl tell you what. Mr. Pollock has a 
good point. We have to transfer the 
funds in there if he tries to hire past 95. 
Michelle Madoff: 


He doesn't come to us to hire; he's 
just going to hire. 


The Chair: 

Yes but if he doesn't have the 
money in the salary account, he can't 
spend it. 


Michelle Madoff: 


I said that and you said that you 
were concerned that he could take 


money from other accounts to pay these — 


jobs. 








The Chair: 


I am but I'm just saying you'll be 
there and I know how you are and you'll 
watch that. 


Michelle Madoff: 


Gee, I'm so wonderful; I didn't know 
I was so wonderful. When you think I'm 
wonderful, I've got a problem. 


The Chair: 


All in favor of the three bills as 
amended, 


Mr. Pollock 


One point of order. I just want to 
suggest to my colleagues, I believe very 
strongly that with one exception, if these 
are passed, that the Mayor will not veto 
anything, the only exception being the 
health benefits that Council put in. The 
vote, I believe, was 5-4 to put it in which 
would indicate that if the Mayor, in fact, 
vetoed it, that this Council would not be 
able to override the veto, that there 
would be the votes sufficient to sustain 
the veto. I personally don't care, but Im 
tossing. this out on the table for the 
purpose of discussion, the fact that if 
that is the only veto, then this Council 
would have to come back for that. I 
would suggest that if any of my 
colleagues are going away or do not want 
to come back for that one veto, that you 
rethink and possibly reconsider the vote 
on that one item since there is not 
sufficient votes to overturn it. 


The Chair: 


Thank you for your input, Mr. 
Pollock, and I would just suggest to my 
colleagues, you don't have to come back 
for anything. If the Mayor vetoes it, he 
vetoes it, and whoever shows up to 
override the veto shows up and whoever 
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doesn't, doesn't. I believe when he stops 
and looks at the figures, that he will not 
veto it, especially raising it from 50 to 


60. 
Michelle Madoff: 


Tm confused. 
against that bill? 


Didn't we vote 


The Chair: 


We voted for it, We had the final 
vote. Now what we're going to do is vote 
roll call vote on three bills. It was 54. 
Now on the budget, please call the roll 
on all three bills. 


Mr. Pollock: 


Mr. Woods, what are the numbers 
of the three bills we're voting on? Are 
these the two Operating Budget and the 
Capital Budget all at the same time? 


The Chair: 


That's right; all three of them. 
Wait a minute, come on. We've been 
messing around here and trying to get 
along and have a little fun about it, but 
now we're back down to earth, I'm 
running this meeting. You have one last 
comment, Mr. Pollock, and then we're 
calling the roll on all three bills, 


Mr. DePasquale: 

Point of order, Ben. I was going to 
ask the same question. Are we voting on 
3683, 3684 and 3685? 

The Chair: 

That's right. All three bills. 

Mr. Pollock: 


Mr. Woods, up until this very 
second, this was the first you've opened 


it up for _ discussion on the bills 
themselves because we only had all these 
amendment right until now. I did want 
to make a discussion on the budget in 
total, if I could. 
The Chair: 

Please, on the budget as a whole, 


because all the amendment have been 
passed, 


Michelle Madoff: 

There is a mistake on the vote. 
The Chair: 

There is not a mistake. 
Michelle Madoff: 

Yes there is. 

Mrs. Masloff: 

Point of order. Mr. President, on 
the bill to continue the medical benefits, 
was was the vote on that? 

| The Chair: 

It was 5-4. Mr. O'Malley voted in 
favor of it, I voted in favor of it, Mr. 
Grabowski voted in favor of it, Mr. 

: Givens voted in favor of it and Mr. 
DePasquale voted in favor of it. 
Michelle, I know how to run the meeting; 
I know who voted for it. 

Michelle Madoff: 
That was not my question. 
The Chair: 


Everybody is out of order. Mr. 
Pollock, you have the floor. 
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Mr. Pollock: 


Thank you. This will take a couple 
of minutes, if I could. 


I have previously provided all of my 
colleagues a copy of my proposal to 
lower the wage tax by one percent. 
Unfortunately, I was not able to obtain 
the sufficient number of colleagues to 
support me in this plan for this year. 


A reduction of one percent in the 
wage tax would represent a loss in 
revenue to the City of $28 million. To 
make up for. that loss, some painful, 
difficult choices were proposed by me 
andI wish they had been supported by my 
colleagues, 


Let me just take a second to 
explain the timing of the submission of 
my plan. After the Mayor's budget 
address in the..middle of November, I 
began to work on finding a way-to. lower 
the wage tax by one _ percent. 
Unfortunately, during this time 1 was 
also working very hard to obtain the 
passage of my smoking pollution control 
ordinance. It required far more time and 
energy than I had anticipated and, in 


fact, was called for. 


In addition, as we all know, Council 
conducted budget hearing, morning, 
afternoon and evening, and maintained 
its regular legislative and public hearing 
schedule. In other words, I found it 
extremely difficult to find sufficient 
time to work on my proposal, to meet 
with experts, and to formulate my plan. 
Believe it or not, it was not for lack of 
trying. I actually felt as if I were back 
in college spending numerous nights 
working the entire evening, taking a 
shower, and then coming to work. 


Allow me to explain why I felt this 


was so important. I do not believe that 
there will be relief coming in the form of 


local tax reform from Harrisburg, or at 
least not in the next few years. The 
Majority Leader of the House, Mr. Jim 
Mandarino, is now calling for local tax 
reform to be coupled with the 
constitutional amendment. For those 
who do not -know, a constitutional 
amendment requires the passage of 
legislation in both Houses of the General 
Assembly, through. their committee 
process, through both of their bodies, in 
two consecutive legislative sessions, and 
then, by passage of a referendum by the 
voters. ¥ * 


If all of that is successful, we 
would not get tax reform until 1991 or 
possibly 1992, and I'm not even so sure 
that that whole process would be 
successful. In other words, we are on our 
own and to sit around and wait for 
Harrisburg is being ostrich-like. 


The City of Pittsburgh is losing 
people at the rate of 10,000 per year. If 
we do not obtain some kind of change in 
our tax structure, we will be losing 
40,000 or 50,000 people before 1992. As 
it is, our population is now down to the 
level it was in 1902. As we approach the 
2ist Century, our population is 
regressing to the 19th Century. This is 
multiplied by the fact that we live in a 
time where many families, if not most, 
are two income earning families, so that 
the differential between the wage tax 
for the City residents and suburbanite 
residents is not just three percent, it's 
actually six percent, because it's three 
percent’ on both of the earning people. 
Who would possibly locate in the City 
when there is a six percent differential 
in the earning between living in the City 
and living in the-suburbs? That is why 
people are relocating at such drastic 
numbers. 


How can this Council permit this to 
continue? We must do something drastic 
because dramatic times require dramatic 
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action. We cannot sit idly by and allow 
this City to become a ghost town. I 
know not course what others may choose, 
but I say we should do whatever it takes 
to turn this pernicious trend around. 


This Council or the next Council 
had better be prepared to make hard and 
painful choices. There will have to be 
services cut, people laid off, pools 
closed. By the way, the City provides, 
Maintains and staffs swimming pools at 
the rate of one for ever 12,000 
residents. The average of cities across 
this Country is one for 100,000. And if 
our population keeps declining, and this 
Council refuses to close pools, then we'll 
be supplying pools for one for 10,000 and 
one for 8,000. Where is it going to end? 


The library which’ City Council 
funds will also have to close 
neighborhood branches. 


This Council cannot keep saying 
yes when it must say no. There is bitter 
medicine that must be prescribed and 
taken and IJ must ask when will this 
Council have the courage to do what is in 
the whole City’s long term best interest. 


We cannot continue to lose people 
as we are and still be considered a major 
city. We have lost 300,000 from our 
peak population, We will soon be a minor 
city unless we do something. 


A city, really, is nothing more than 
people. And what makes Pittsburgh so 
special is the people that live here. If 
we keep forcing the people that live here 
to leave by permitting this oppressive 
wage tax to remain, we are forsaking our 
duties as elected officials. 


If this Council does not reduce the 
size of the budget and reduce the 
payroll, then this Council and this City’s 
workforce will be innkeepers: for an 
empty inn. This Council must have the 


guts to make the tough decisions. We 
must be willing to make the ultimate 
sacrifice for an elected official. We 
must be willing to risk our own political 
fortunes to do what must be done. 


Thank you. 
Michelle Madoff: 


Mr. Pollock, I basically share your 
sentiments and I have for some time now 
been saying that this City is in danger of 
going belly up. I said that whenI was out 
on the trail; I said that when I was 
running for office. So, I was not 
cowering nor trying to hide anything. 
But I would like to respond to you. 


The proposal by Mr. Pollock, my 
colleague, before us, would cost the City 
$28 million. That's no smal} amount of 
money. And as the sponsor admits, it 
must be substantially replaced since our 
expenditures cannot be decreased by that 
amount without severe chaos. 


The solution, he believes, is not 
comprehensive tax reform, as the 
Governor and Council and the Mayor and 
our entire legislative delegation believes 
and are working towards. It is not even 
pursuing the City's current lawsuit on the 
ability to charge non-resident workers 
for services rendered to them. And he 
may be right; we may not get tax reform 
and we may not get any legislation that 
will give us relief. And I think we all 
share his concern; everybody on this 
Council has been inundated by people 
who are saying we've got to cut the wage 
tax. 


But a shift from one pocket of the 
taxpayer to the other, to take a major 
competitive advantage the City enjoys, 
which is low property tax, and throw it 
out, is like throwing out the baby with 
the bath water and a considerable cost to 
those.on fixed incomes, 
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It was interesting to me to read in 
the Saturday Post Gazette the John 
Craig quick study which said that we are 
in the middle or upper middle in 
comparison to other cities on our rate of 
real estate tax. I think that the calls 
coming into my office in great volume 
have been, indeed, mostly on the issue of 
not raising real estate tax for those on 
fixed incomes. 


A complete shift to reduce the 
budget by another 7.6 million, as 
suggested by Mr. Pollock, may be in 
order but how can we slash away various 
departments with no specifics other than 
the usual elimination of perks, which I 
favor but which, in reality, don't add up 
to significant dollars? All the cutting in 
a budget that does not provide sufficient 
funding for the salary settlements being 
won at the bargaining table; there just 
isn't enough money. 


The suggestion is that $1.8 million 
be cut from the Parks Department. Now 
the fact is that implementing this 
reduction would mean closing 
recreational facilities. And that's 
usually about the only thing that the poor 
have to avail themselves of. We'd be 
closing local senior centers, pools, as 
well as substantially reduced 
maintenance. It's one thing to charge a 
fee that goes into a special fund to 
maintain the pools but it's another one to 
close them down. Mr. Pollock has not 
told us which he proposes eliminating. 


A $750,000 reduction in the Fire 
budget is proposed. My information is 
that further company reductions would 
require the closing ‘of stations. Which 
ones are we going to close? 


Police reductions mean cancelling 
the new classes of recruits, if we go 
along with the budget proposal of cutting 
$28 million. The local City residents are 
adamant and are willing to pay for it.. 


taking the 


The reduction in Environmental 
Services assumes reducing crew size now 
that we've gone to curbside pickup. It's a 
matter of contract negotiations as well. 
Are we to arbitrarily abrogate our 
contracts? 


The point is that when you step to 
the mound, we've got to be ready to 
pitch the ball. And that's not only you, 
Mr. Pollock, that means all of us. I am 
not chastising you; I think you've taken a 
heroic step. 


Now I'm prepared to sit here and 
listen to specific proposals to cut 
expenditures, providing we are told what 
the services and what the facilities, by 
location, are to be cut and that we're 
legally able to implement the changes 
with the negotiations with our unions. 


Certainly the news out of 
Harrisburg is not encouraging, but the 
tax reform battle is just beginning. I 
don't believe that now is the time to 
retreat by initiating what is sure to be a 
raging debate about tax shifting since 
the proposal has not been the subject of 
extensive analysis by a public hearing. 
This is a time to work with the Mayor 
and many others on this initiative and 
get started. 


We all know that Pittsburgh is 
faced with financial problems and if 
there is no legislative action early next 
year, they type of drastic action you are 
proposing may well be in our near 
future. Therefore, I would like to 
suggest a recommendation that the 
Mayor appoint a major commission, and 
T'd like Mark Pollock to sit on that 
commission, I would like to serve on that 
commission, to examine the City’s tax 
base as well as all kinds of levels of 
services that the City delivers. The 
Mayor and Council will need this type of 
impartial and cautious advice prior to 
kinds of actions we'ré 
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discussing. 


What I'm saying is that you just 
can't say, "We've got 36 fire stations; 
we're going to cut them back to 26" 
without knowing which ones, or what 
police stations we're going to close. 


And I think that a response 
basically, my bottom line response to you 
is that you're on target but I think we 
need to have a little time to see what 
can happen in Harrisburg and be prepared 
by next year's budget with very specific 
recommendations. 


The Chair: 


We're not going to debate this issue 
that Mr. Pollock brought up. You can 
talk about this budget that we're voting 
on, I let two people go astray a little 
bit; if you want to talk about anything 
other than how you're voting on this 
budget,. please vote on the budget and 
then bring it up under comments from 
this point on. 


Mr. DePasquale: 


Mr. President, as we all know, any 
tax is repressive, obviously. We're 
talking now about the wage tax versus 
the land tax. I mean this very sincerely; 
I'm on my 14th here in City Council and 
Im getting a little sick and tired of 
hearing about all these calls and all these 
letters that certain people are hearing 
from people who are leaving this town 
because of a wage tax. I have never 
received one call or one letter from 
anyone saying they left the City of 
Pittsburgh because of the wage tax. My 
phone rings off the hook and I get all 
Kinds of letters from people saying, 
"Don't raise the land tax; don't raise the 
real estate tax." I'm not calling anybody 
a liar but somebody is stretching the 
truth. . 


Mr Wagner: 


Mr. President and members of 
Council, I know all of us have made some 
comments and I just want to make a 
general comment certainly not for 
debate but obviously this budget for 1988 
is a balanced budget without tax 
increases. I think that's positive. 
Hopefully we can make it through the 
year without any deficits and we can 
Properly adjust the 1988 before 1989. 
We all must realize that with the tax 
reform suggestion going on in Harrisburg, 
that has to be the short range goal of 
this City. It is absolutely criminal that 
we exist under certain taxes as we do in 
the City of Pittsburgh. The occupational 
privilege tax applied equally, $10 across 
the board to everyone who works in this 
City, is criminal in that the person that 
makes $1,000 pays $10 and the person 
that makes $1 million pays $10. There 
must be a change in the tax structure in 
Harrisburg. If an appropriate change 
were made with that particular tax and 
additional dollars were gained, on that 
item alone, plus other taxes going from a 


wage tax to an income tax on several: 


significant changes that have been made 
as suggestions as part of the 


_ Administration, we could reduce the 


wage tax. I firmly believe that. But the 
long term goal of this City must be 
aggressive economic development. It's 


- the only way you can attract business 


and attract people into this City along 
with addressing the tax structure. 


I also would like to see some 
improvements made over the long haul in 
terms of reduction of services if the City 
is losing people, and we all know that it 
is losing people. I believe that should be 
done through attrition. I believe a 
Council that aggressively pursues and 
lobbies in the future, the appropriate 
changes in Harrisburg, working with the 
Administration, that should be all of our 
common goals. And I think for 1988 that 
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is going to be number one on my agenda, 
the lobbying effort in Harrisburg, and I 
hope it is for this Council andI believe it 
will be and I certainly hope it will be for 
the Administration. I believe we must 
correct the unfairness and the tax 
structure immediately.

Mr. President and members of 
Council, I hate to perhaps be with some 
of my colleagues who will not be here 
after today and deal with something on 
as sour a note as I'm about to address. 
We very cavalierly, because we really 
didn't have any choice, and I have worked 
for 20 years with Tom Foerster about 
trying to create Alcosan If and there was 
no viable way of doing that. I know that 
Alcosan tried to buy out one of the other 
authorities and the authority wouldn't 
sell and there have been some terrible 
problems. I've dealt with the Alcosan 
problem of the Saw Mill Run sewage and 
the forming of the basements for over 20 
years. I know that something has to 
happen; I know that Mr. Wagner, who is 
relatively new to Council, has devoted a 
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lot of time and attention to this, it's one 
of his priorities. . 


In previous years the only way we 
could deal with this problem was indeed 
to turn the responsibility over to Alcosan 


with the blessing of our Director of | 


Public Works . -and with the 
Administration. But may I point out to 
this body that the Board of Directors of 
Alcosan are three people that I would not 
vote for, have not voted for, and will 
move Heaven and earth to try to 
remove. They're only, I believe, I think 
there are five members of that Board at 
this point, two by the Commissioners, 
three by this Council. We are turning 
over to this body, this body that has had 
a review at the request of Tom Foerster, 
a review of the shenanigans at Alcosan, 
that was a devastating report. The 
report only echoed my concerns that I 
have verbalized here in Council for over 
nine years and now we're turning over to 
this body the care of Saw. Mill Run and 
we-know that Saw Mill Run is going to 
cost something between $100 million and 
$300 million, Think about that. The 
makeup of Alcosan, the people that are 
the executive board, Mr. Creehan leaving 
and resigning because he was not in 
charge, he had to do and obey the will of 
the Board. And we're now turning over, 
in addition to the normal function of 
Alcosan, the opportunity to go out on'a 
bond for $100 million or $300 million in 
order to resolve the problems of Saw Mill 
Run. I have great concern, I hope’ that 
my colleagues have great concern, and 
those who do share my concern will help 
to pass legislation in Harrisburg that will 
quickly change the makeup and the 
operation of Alcosan because we better 
start thinking: about who is going to 
administer that kind of dollars. I am 
very concerned about it. 


Mr. Wagner:

excellent - piece of legislation; I 
compliment Councilman O'Malley for 
introducing it. Obviously, in order for a 
bill of this type to pass on this Council, 
it would have taken one of the two 
members of Council that serve on the 
Alcosan Board to represent it in order 
for it to have a fair chance of passing, 
It's something that the City is not 
capable of doing. Alcosan is the 
umbrella agency that oversees the 13 
municipalities and I believe can 
coordinate this type of project. It can be 
done, it can be done with less money 
than what everyone is saying. The one 
estimate that I've heard the most is $30 
million. The City has done 
approximately 1/6th or 1/7th of the 
length of a new sewer line, a new 
sanitary sewer, and has paid for it 
through taxpayer dollars and Alcosan is 
suggesting that it be done with the bond 
issue. I think it's an excellent way to 293 
I think it's a solid piece of legislation 
and, as I indicated, I compliment the 
sponsor for presenting it. 


Mr. O'Malley: 


Thank you, Jack, The eight years 
I've served on the Alcosan Board and also 
as a Councilman, one of the problems 
that has plagued this City has been Saw 
Mill Run sewer system. I think the 
Alcosan Board is to be commended for 
finally taking a stand and having the 
determination to correct the problem 
that no other agency can correct. It's 
been plaguing the City for as long as I 
can remember. The Federal 
Government, through Billy Coyne, has 
tried to get involved and cannot get 
involved and the only solution to the 
problem is Alcosan. So, as one of the 
board members of Alcosan, I'd like to 
commend my other four board members 
for finally taking a difficult stand. 


Michelle's figures are wrong in that 
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it's going to take anywhere between $100 
million and $300 million. Those figures 
are incorrect, Michelle. The figures 
she's talking about, that would be if all 
the county municipalities would separate 
their sewer water from the storm 
water. It would cost an estimated 
$300,000 and nobody in their right mind 
would expect a municipality to do that. 


Jack is correct in the numbers that 
have been talked about, around $30 
million. Alcosan will not have to go out 
on another bond issue, this was explained 
to Michelle on Wednesday, that the 
money that Alcosan put aside to buy the 
Moon Township plant is now available for 
improvements in the Saw Mill Run if the 
board see fit to spend the money. But 
this will only come after the agreement 
has been reached between the City of 
Pittsburgh and Alcosan and I would 
encourage both the City and Alcosan to 
reach an agreement as rapidly as 
possible. © 


Mr. DePasquale: 


Mr. President, there appears to be 
a misconception here. As President or 
Chairman of the Board at Alcosan, the 
Allegheny County Sanitary Authority, I 
was opposed to Alcosan taking over Saw 
Mill Run for one reason, because we 
don't have the money any more than the 
City does or anyone else. However, the 
misconception is that when a bond issue 
is mentioned, someone said, “Where are 
you going to get the money?", and I said 
that there was $15 million available from 
a bond issue. That $15 . million, 
something like $9 million of it was to be 
spent on taking over the Moon Township 
plant and that fell through and the other. 
$6 million or so was to go towards the 
Saw Mill Run problem. 


Now that we're not taking over the 
Moon Township plant, the whole. $15 
million could go towards the Saw Mill 


Run problem but that's still, I think, a 
drop in the bucket; yet, it's something 
and if the Board decided they wanted to 
do that, it's alright with me. But no one 
ever mentioned another bond issue and 
another bond issue was mentioned, I 
think, just in conversation the other day 
at the meeting. I did mention it that 
there was $15 million from the past bond 
issue that we could use for Saw Mill 
Run. But no one has mentioned just 
another bond issue. They get a lot of 
money to play around with, someone 
said. 


Michelle Madoff: 


Mr. President and members of 
Council, I don't care if it's $500 million if. 
that's what's needed and if we can raise 
it and if we could afford it, if that were 
feasible, if the population were there do 
divide the sewer lines. The issue is not 
the dollars, per se. The issue is, who is 
administrating the program.

For that reason, I must vote for the 
bill because if I voted against the bill, I 
would feel that I was taking away 
housing units for senior citizens and the 
ability for this City to obtain HUD 
money somewhere in the neighborhood of 
$2.5 million,

_Mr, Wagner: 


This individual piece of legislation, Bill No. 3713, there 
was a lengthy public hearing last week in regard to it and I 
think both sides raised some good positions on the issue of 
construction of a five-story senior citizen housing facility in 
the Homewood-Brushton area. 


There has been a concern by those opposed with this 
legislation that the location is not the appropriate location in 
that it may not be the right .parcel of property and that parcel 
can be utilized for some other type of commercial useage in the 
area. That's possible, but I firmly believe that we need senior 
citizen housing in the Homewood area. 


5 I don't know if you ever find a perfect location for those 
buildings but it obviously affects not only senior citizen 
housing but economic development in the area. 

: : Some of those opposed to the legislation have indicated to 
me ‘they're concerned about ‘further -economic development around 
the property. That there would be opposition to commercial type 
development in the future by the organization and board of 
directors of the senior citizen center and I would hope that 
would not occur. J, would hope that with Council passing this 
resolution that the community groups would work together in the 
future, which I know they have done in the past, and there would: 
be no problems in terms of further development around the parcel 
of property. 


The bottom line is that we have a commitment to us from HUD 
and the Federal Government several millions of dollars. If we 
don't accept the money now, we may no get it later and in 
addition to not getting the money, we will have 50 people 
eligible senior citizens that will not be able to reside in a 
new modern facility. 


So even though there is controversy now and there has been 


at the public hearing on this piece of legislation, I know this 
Council has never turned down a senior citizen housing project 
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“in the city and I certainly think that's not what we should do-- 
with this particular bill. We should pass it and move on and be 


hopeful that the various factions that have some disagreement 
will work better together in the future.

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Mr. DePasquale: 


-As I said earlier, I have mixed 
emotions on that project and I really 
think that the people of the neighborhood 
or the area should decide whether they 
should have it or not. I really don't have 
the figures; I don't know if they're more 
in favor of it or more opposed. I do know 
there were quite a few people and they 
were quite vocal at the hearing who were 
opposed and there were quite a few here 
who were quite vocal who were in 
favor. Most of them were friends of 
mine on both sides, as most 
Councilmembers, and it tore my heart 
out to sit there and have to make a 
decision on this matter when half were 
saying no and half were saying yes. ButI 
can see from the tone of the Council 
comments or remarks that the bill is 
going to pass and obviously, if I voted 
against it, it would only be one vote. 
Yet, at the same time, I don't feel in 
goad conscience I can vote for a project 
that at least 50 percent or more of the 
people are opposed to for whatever 
reason. I never opposed a senior citizen 
highrise and I find it difficult to 
understand that anyone would oppose it. 
But they came up with some reasons, the 
size, and what have you, and they were 
very vehement that they didn't want that 
project. 


Michelle Madoff: 


Mr. President and members of 
Council, it is obvious this is a re- 
enactment of other problems that we've 
been confronted with. When HUD 
approves an area, sometimes it isn't the 
most desirable area, We had one in one 
of the areas that was on a hill, very 
difficult for senior citizens to get to. I 
think it was Spring Hill. I think it was 
one of the first issues that Mr. O'Malley 
encountered when he got to Council. But 
in the final analysis we all voted 9-0 
because it was something better than 








nothing. People came to us and said they 
were senior citizens and they were living 
in wet basements. They had no place to 
live; they were‘living with their children, 
they were living in condemned buildings. 


The choice here is not between a 
suitable location and a better location; 
it's a choice between no facilities for 
senior citizens and people who need that 
kind of housing or something. 


I would like to remind this Council, 
I always find it very humorous when I go 
out to communities and somebody gets 
up and says it was through my efforts, 
that I was the only one that supported 
this issue and that's how it got through. 
Well, the fact remains that nothing gets 
through this Council without five votes. 
Nothing passes without five votes and I'd 
like to think this one is going to pass 
with nine votes, certainly with eight.

I realize it's 
important to have the universities 
located there but, at the same time, we 
cannot continue to have more and more 
tax exempt properties. And I would 
think with that parcel of property, that 
being prime real estate, we should have 
been more competitive and hopefully we 
will be receiving, as Mr. Donahoe has 
indicated in his ‘response, some 
reasonable payments for municipal 
services from the universities. But 
overall, it disappoints me that there will 
be tax exempt status ‘on that parcel of

I would like, and I've never 
done this, this is the first time in two 
years that I'm doing it, I would like to

I think you're 
absolutely right. 


And since that time, I have 
received a lot of calls and a lot of 
personal comments from my 
neighborhood on residential parking. I 
don't know if anybody knows it but I 
think that generates alone something 
like, in tickets written, into the millions 
of dollars. That thing should pay for 
itself and our residénts shouldn't be 
double taxed for something that the City 
is making a tremendous amount of money 
on by those violators who come into that 
particular area. That's just an example. 


Mr. Wagner: 


Mr. President, first of all, I wish 
you would have permitted the Chair of 
the Committee to make an appropriate 
motion here. 


The Chair: 


I usually do, and you know that, but 
I was afraid of yours, so I took the 
prerogative of this Chair. 


Mr. Wagner: 
Well, I guess you owe me a couple. 


Y would again suggest to my 
colleagues, for similar reasons, not to 
vote to put these back into Committee 
at this point in time. I believe some 
good solid recommendations have been 
made by the Administration to make 
some changes in the fee structures that 
are not significant. Some changes were 
made by Council at the Committee 
Meeting last week; I did not agree with 
them and I was going to make 
amendments to those changes here today 
if this does not go back . into 
Committee. But. again, I believe this is 
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tied in to the overall budget and the 
projected dollars that are part of these 
moderate fee increases are part of 
balancing the budget. And somehow or 
another, our budget _ staff, the 
Administration's budget staff, is going to 
find that they're going to fall short for 
the 1988 budget. This Council should 
bite the bullet and do what should be 
done as part of the overall budget rather 
than leaving it to future Councils. For 
that reason I would suggest not to put it 
back into Committee. 


Michelle Madoff: 


I would agree with Councilman 
Wagner. These bills do not produce any 
hardships. We're not talking about 
vendors, we're not talking about little 
people with apple carts, we're not talking 
about. people with summer jobs trying to 
earn a living. These are responsible bills 
that have: been reviewed. I think the 
fees are in line and I think we ought to 
vote on it, get it over with and deal with 
it. 


The Chair: 


And again, I would like to ask my 
colleagues to recommit these bills. They 
don't generate that much money and we 
can bring particular parties in the first 
Wednesday or as soon as they resubmit 
them to Council, probably the first 
Wednesday we're in session, and discuss 
them further. I don't see why we should 
penalize anybody that has an alarm 
system in their home or in their. place of 
business, to protect their place « of 
business or their residence, when we 
don't provide enough police protection.

Discussion, First of all, Mr. 
Chairman, I would have liked to discuss 
the bill prior to the motion for 
recommittal. But in regard to 
recommittal, a would strongly 
recommend, first of all, this bill and the 
other bills with it are the 
recommendation of the Administration 
as part of the 1988 budget. They are not 
Council's recommendations. Council has 
made one amendment to this particular 
bil and it is changing their proposed 
change for the veterans' fee for permit. 
The Administration wanted to increase 
that 50 percent, from $10 to $15, and 
Council amended that to keep it the 
same, at $10. That's the only change in 
the bill. 


The remaining changes have been 
suggested and supported by Mr. Imhoff 
and Director Cannon at the Committee 
Meeting last week. It has been said by 
the Administration that these changes in 
fees are part of balancing the budget and 
they reflect a general increase across 
the board as other municipalities have 
done around the City of Pittsburgh and 
other cities across the country, and that 
they are reflective, and this is the 
important point, reflective of the true 
cost in most instances to provide this 
service. The service is a different type 
of service when it pertains to the 
application of fees and permits. I 
believe the City should fairly apply these 
fees for whatever it costs the City and 
basically that's what this suggestion and 
this piece of legislation is. 
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So, I would strongly suggest not to 
put it back in Committee, to deal with 
the issue, up or down, today, and deal 
with it on its merit. 


Mr, Givens: 


Point of order. We can't put it 
back into Committee. It has to be 
tabled. 


The Chair: 


No, you can't table a bill from this 
position. You have to put it back in 
Committee or naturally it will die. AndI 
will ask you to put it back in Committee 
for some of the same reasons that we 
had lengthy discussions at previous 
Council Committee Meetings, that there 
wasn't enough members present when 
these bills were discussed. Whatever 
way we go, you know, if it is part of the 
budget, they can come right back up 
January 10th or whenever we go back 
into session. I don't see any big deal, any 
rush, and I will use the same argument 
with you people that you used some 
previous bills.

The Chair 


T'd like to call up the Finance 
Chairman, Mr. O'Malley, to make a few 
remarks and thank you for all your hard 
work. 


Mr. O'Malley: 


Mr. President and members of 
Council, it is with great pleasure to 
finally offer Council's 1988 Budget to the 
Mayor and to the residents of the City of 
Pittsburgh. Td like to thank you, my 
colleagues, for your support and for your 
help. 


During this past year we were able 
to experience first hand the concrete 
benefits of difficult decisions that this 
Council has made that have been a direct 
result of these budget proceedings. 
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In 1985, Council agreed to create a 
Department of Public Safety. The 
importance of this decision was not fully 
realized until March of this year when a 
Conrail train carrying toxic chemicals 
derailed in Bloomfield. The creation of 
this department prepared us for what 
could have been a potentially fatal 
disaster. Had it not been for the forsight 
of the Administration and some members 
of Council we would not have been 
prepared. 


Many of the decisions we have 
made will not be fully recognized for 
thier benefits today or tomorrow, but 
will be in the future, and be as 
recognizable and everlasting as the 
creation of the Department of Public 
Safety. 


This is not to say that we don't 
have difficult time ahead. Everyone 
realizes that the 4 percent wage tax is a 
burden that the residents can no longer 
afford to carry. I believe that this single 
handedly has been responsible for driving 
thousands of families out of the City, 
kept countless thousands of others from 
locating wihtin our boundaries, and has 
also stagnated the economic growth of 
our neighborhoods. 


Unfortunately, this is not a 
problem that City government alone can 
solve. Since 1-7/8 percent of the wage 
tax is imposed by the School Board there 
must be a joint effort between City 
government and the School Board to 
resolve this problem. 


Two years ago, when I became 
Finance Chairman, I requested a meeting 
with Dr. Wallace and the Members of the 
School Board to discuss this very serious 
problem. At that time, Dr. Wallace 
indicated that they were not interested 
in meeting. Two months ago, 
Councilman Wagner made this same 
request, and again the request was 


denied. 


The School Board can no longer 
ignore the fact that a decline in 
population also means a decline in young 
families with School age children. So, 
once againI am making this request, but 
only this time I am asking Mayor 
Caliguiri to set up this very important 
meeting with the School Board President, 
Dr. Jake Milliones so that the City and 
School Board may jointly resolve this 
very difficult problem. 


As with previous Council's, we have 
a common goal. This goal is to see that 
the residents of this City are protected, 
and receive the best possible services for 
their dollars. Our common goal has once 
again been met, and for the sixth 
straight year without a tax increase of 
any kind. 


Of the nine members who authored 
this budget, three of us will depart. We 
have had our conflicts, discussions and 
sometimes disagreements, but always 
realized that we shared a common goal 
to do what would best benefit the City of 
Pittsburgh. Then we corapromised to see 
that the common goal was met. 


This of course, will be the last time 
I will have the honor of giving this 
address, But, . what we have 
accomplished here will not only affect 
today and tomorrow, but will reach far 
into the future. 


It is on this note that I conclude 
this address. No one knows what the 
future may hold, but decisions have to be 
made that will best prepare us for what 
is instore. For those residents who gave 
me the opportunity to be a part of this 
Council for the last eight years, I thank 
you, and wish you and your family the 
best for the holidays.

Mr. President, as both Mr. Givens 
and Mr. O'Malley stated, this will be 
there last meeting.

Indeed, I would be 
hard pressed to name more than but a 
couple issues on which we agreed. But 
regardless of my mercurial past 
relationships with each of them, I 
genuinely wish Councilman Grabowski, 
Councilman Givens and Councilman 
O'Malley nothing but the very, very best 
in the future in whatever endeavors they 
seek and nothing but good health as well. 


I have one more point. Last week 
in Pennsylvania we, members of Council, 
as elected officials, were witnessed to a 
lesson in how a public official should 
really view his or her responsibilities and 
swom duties, Last week we witnessed 
courage that is unparalleled in my 
memory. When Governor Casey vetoed 
the latest abortion control legislation, he 
did so despite his own strong, long-held 
personal and moral beliefs against 








abortion. 
received the total support of individuals 
and groups opposed to the right of a 


He did so despite having 


woman to terminate an unwanted 
pregnancy. He did so at great personal 
and political risk. He did so because he 
realized that he had taken an oath to 
uphold the laws and the constitutions of 
the Commonwealth of Pennsylvania and 
of the United States and to follow the 
interpretations of these laws and 
constitutions by the courts of our land. 
He knew that this legislation which 
passed the Pennsylvania General 
Assembly was not constitutional and was 
in total diversion from the United States 
Supreme Court decisions. 


Governor Casey vetoed this bill. 
This was an act that would truly qualify 
Governor Casey for a sequel to Profiles 
In Courage should an author other than 
John F. Kennedy write such a sequel. 


Mr. President, this is not a debate 
on abortion or the pros and cons of it. 
This is my praise, public praise, of a 
public official who put his sworn duty 
before his personal beliefs, before his 
political royalties, and before all other 
considerations. Governor Casey is a 
model for all elected officials at every 
level and I praise his courage and I praise 
the man. Thank you. 


} The Chair: 


Before anyone else says anything, I 
want everyone to understand that this is 
Mr. Pollock's personal opinion. 


Mr. Givens: 


Mr. Pollock brought up an issue 
that has been very dear to my heart for 
the 12 years and maybe that’s why the 
good Lord saw fit to put me on this 
Council. I wear this red rose with great 
pride. The pride is that when you look at 
Allegheny County and the state of 
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
